I  A  surging  ecumenism,  marked  by  new 
and  dramatic  gestures  of  inter-church 
goodwill,  highlighted  one  of  religion's 
most  momentous  years — 1964.  It  was  also 
a  year  when  religious  spotlights  were 
focused  on  some  of  the  great  social  and 
moral  challenges  of  modern  times. 

In  the  United  States,  racism  was  the 
paramount  issue,  and  Protestant,  Catholic, 
and  Jewish  forces  threw  support  behind 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent in  July.  Prior  to  the  enactment  of  the 
law,  church-supported  Negro  demonstra- 
tions had  taken  place  in  many  areas. 
Church  leaders  had  spoken  out  in  con- 
demnation of  racial  riots  erupting  in 
Northern  cities,  and  pleas  for  racial  harm- 
ony came  from  many  church 
organizations.  .  Dr.  .  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  leader  of 
the  non-violent  movement 
for  Civil  Rights,  was  award- 
ed the  1964  Nobel  Peace 
Prize. 


REYNOLDS  FUND  PROVIDES 
$70,000 

During  1964,  $69,669.41  was  distributed 
to  some  86  retired  Presbyterian  ministers 
in  North  Carolina  from  the  Kate  Bitting 
Reynolds  Fund,  according  to  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds  Fund,  which 
is  administered  by  the  Presbyterian 
Synod's  Committee  on  Annuities  and  Re- 
lief, was  established  in  1947  by  the  will 
of  the  late  Mrs.  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds 
of  Winston-Salem.  Her  will  ear-marked 
$400,000  to  be  used  in  setting  up  a  trust 
fund  for  the  maintenance  and  support 
of  aged  Presbyterian  ministers  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The  original 
principal  has  now  grown  to  approximate- 


MESSAGE  FROM  MODERATOR  OF  SYNOD 

A  HAPPY  NEW  YEAR 


Another  important  devel- 
opment involved  prayer  and 
Bible  reading  in  the  public 
schools.  A  proposed  consti- 
tutional amendment  to  over- 
ride the  Supreme  Court  rul- 
ing in  1963  barring  prayer 
and  Bible  reading  remained 
stymied  in  committee  after 
being  opposed  by  most  major 
denominations  as  an  abridg- 
ment of  religious  freedom. 
Meanwhile  educators  and 
churchmen  studied  ways  in 
which  religion  might  be 
handled  objectively  in  the 
public  classrooms. 

Among  the  issues  which 
received  worldwide  attention 
were  religious  liberty  and 
Christian  -  Jewish  relations. 
Protestant  and  Catholic  lead- 
ers voiced  disappointment 
when  the  Second  Vatican  Council  deferred 
action  on  an  epochal  religious  freedom 
declaration.  Vatican  II,  in  a  preliminary 
vote,  approved  a  declaration  absolving  the 
Jewish  people  of  guilt  in  Christ's  cruci- 
fixion and  condemning  anti-Semitism. 

Other  topics  in  the  world  religious  scene 
were  world  poverty;  birth  control,  a  sub- 
ject that  took  on  new  dimensions  as  Cath- 
olic scholars  urged  re-examination  of  the 
Church's  position  on  the  matter;  and  dis- 
armament,  urged  in  important  Catholic 

(  and  Portestant  pronouncements  as  the 
number  of  nations  with  nuclear  know- 

^  how  totaled  40,  including  Red  China. 

\  For  Catholics,  the  year  was  marked  by 
the  introduction  of  liturgical  reforms  ap- 

^  proved  by  Vatican  II.  Pope  Paul  mean- 
while became  the  first  reigning  pontiff  to 
travel  by  air  and  to  visit  the  Near  East 
and  Asia.

There 
are  more  people  in  attendance  at  our  worship  services  and  church 
schools  than  ever  before;  and  yet  in  the  minds  of  many  there  is 
some  qquestion  as  to  whether  or  not  we  are  the  more  spiritually 
enlightened  than  were  our  forebears  of  a  few  generations  past.  We 
are  great  on  buildings,  budgets  and  boards  but  how  about  the  dy- 
namic of  our  faith  or  the  genuineness  of  our  concern  for  "the  least 
of  these".  The  fields  were  never  "whiter"  nor  the  need  greater  for 
laborers"  than  is  true  in  1965.  "Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest."

The  proceeds  of  the  Fund  are  distri- 
buted semi-annually  in  March  and  Sep- 
tember to  retired  Presbyterian  ministers 
who  are  members  of  a  Presbytery  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  have  served 
at  least  ten  years  in  the  state  during  their 
ministerial  careers.

CHURCH  EXTENSION 
GRANTS-IN-AID 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Church  Extension  con- 
vened in  Raleigh  January  12,  and  ap- 
proved of  grants-in-aid-totaling  $21,000 
for  distribution  among  nine  churches  in 
four  Presbyteries. 

Of  the  amount  available  for  distribution, 
$12,500.00  had  been  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  the  balance 
coming  from  the  Synod's  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Church  Extension. 

Grants  were  made  as  follows:  Engle- 
wood,  Rocky  Mount,  $5,000  from  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension;  Shiloh,  Raeford, 
$500;  St.  Barnabas,  Raleigh,  $1,000;  Cary, 
$2,500  from  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion and  $2,500  from  Synod;  New  Hope, 
Willow  Springs,  $1,000;  St.  Giles,  Raleigh, 

  $5,000  from  the  Board  of 

Church  Extension;  West- 
minster, Durham,  $1,000; 
Stony  Creek,  Burlington, 
$1,000;  and  Vandalia, 
Greensboro,  $2,000. 

The  Committee  also  ap- 
proved of  salary  sustenta- 
tion  aid  for  1965  from  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension 
in  the  amount  of  $4,600  for 
Albemarle  Presbytery  and 
$11,700  for  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery.  Similarly  approv- 
al was  given  for  aid  from 
Synod  as  follows:  Albemarle, 
$4,750;  Granville,  $4,000;  and 
Winston-Salem,  $5,450. 

In  each  instance  above  the 
askings  represent  consider- 
able reductions  in  askings 
for  the  previous  year. 

Wilmington  Presbytery 
went  altogether  on  self-sup 
port  and  other  Presbyteries 
are  showing  a  gradual  re- 
duction in  askings.

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NATIONAL  COUNCIL  OF 
CHURCHES 

Supporters  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  the  U.S.  of  America 
often  have  asserted  that  the  activities  of 
the  Council  which  are  frequently  sub- 
ject to  attack  are  an  infinitesimal  part  of 
the  program  and  work  of  the  Council,  and 
that  the  tremendous  amount  of  good  done 
by  the  Council  overwhelmingly  outweighs 
the  alleged  evil. 

Appropos  to  this  proposition,  is  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  most  recent  Christian 
martyrs,  Dr.  Paul  Carlson,  who  was  killed 
in  the  Congo  late  in  November,  was  first 
supported  for  a  period  of  five  months  by 
the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

When  word  was  received  that  Dr.  Carl- 
son's life  was  in  jeopardy,  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  promptly  issued  a 
plea  to  Prime  minister  Jomo  Kenyatta  to 
intervene  in  behalf  of  the  doctor.  True 
Dr.  Carlson  was  murdered,  in  spite  of  the 
plea,  yet  the  fact  remains  that  it  was  and 
is  good  to  know  that  there  is  a  great 
Protestant  agency  capable  of  immediately 
speaking  and  acting  on  behalf  of  even  one 
of  its  adherents,  though  he  be  half-way 
around  the  world. 

Let  it  be  noted  that  in  the  budget  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  for  1965, 
of  the  total  of  $16,078,540,  more  than  half 
is  allocated  for  cooperative  mission  and 
service  projects  overseas.  Of  the  total  bud- 
get, slightly  less  than  fifty  percent  is  real- 
ized from  member  denominations.  The 
rest  will  come  from  individuals,  corpora- 
tions, and  foundations. 

Allocated  for  the  Mississippi  Delta 
Ministry  is  only  $260,360,  and  for  the  Com- 
mission on  Religion  and  Race,  $144,210. 

Other  items  include:  $1,636,710  for  pub- 
lishing operations  and  film  productions; 
$1,275,570  for  Bible  study,  Christian  Ed- 
ucation, the  ministry  and  lay  ministry; 
$885,760  for  faith  and  order,  students, 
dialogue  with  non-member  Christian 
bodies,  etc.;  $744,320  for  evaluating,  plan- 
ning, coordinating,  interpreting  and  com- 
municating through  press,  television, 
radio,  and  films;  and  administration  and 
supervision,  $294,  680;  etc. 

The  Council  is  due  for  praise  far  more 
than  for  condemnation.  Since  it  is  a  part 
of  the  Body  of  Christ,  in  1965  may  it  re- 
ceive the  support  and  true  appraisal  of  all 
those  who  claim  themselves  to  be  a  part  of 
that  same  Body,  which  it  deserves. 


MODERATORS  ASK  FOR  UNITY 

A  "Call  for  National  Unity"  was  issued 
by  the  moderators  of  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  bodies  at  the  annual  com- 
munion service  held  by  the  moderators  on 
the  eve  of  the  opening  of  Congress. 

The  statement  pointed  out  that  in  the 
past  "Christian  convictions  and  the  re- 
sultant style  of  living  have  permeated 
social,  economic  and  political  structures 
with  significant  impact  upon  the  life  of 
our  nation  and  its  people".  It  called  on 
Christians  to  be  "keenly  sensitive  to  the 
urgency  of  being  more  alert  to  the  chal- 
lenges to  our  common  witness  offered 
by  the  situation  in  our  own  nation  and 
in  the  changing,  troubled  world." 

The  moderators  called  on  all  Christians 
to  rededicate  themselves  in  1965  to  greater 
unity,  "'because  the  world  needs  so  much 
what  our  nation  in  unity  could  offer  and 
because  our  churches  can  truly  minister 
to  our  nation  only  if  we  try  to  demon- 
state  in  our  lives  the  gospel  we  pro- 
claim." 

Among  the  moderators  signing  the 
statement  was  Dr.  Felix  B.  Gear,  modera- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

SURVEY 

(Research  and  report  by  the  N.  C. 
Church-Related  Colleges  Foundation) 

The  North  Carolina  Poimdation  of 
Church-Related  Colleges  conducted  a  sur- 
vey of  the  student  denominational  af- 
filiations of  the  1964-65  enrollments  in  the 
24  colleges  in  the  organization.  It  was  not 
the  purpose  of  the  foundation  to  draw 
conclusions  nor  to  editorialize  but  only  to 
ask  specific  questions  and  organize  the 
categorical  answers. 

The  24  colleges  in  the  North  Carolina 
Foundation  represent  ten  denominations. 
The  foundation,  with  headquarters  in 
Winston-Salem,  conducts  an  annual 
united  campaign  for  operating  funds  for 
these  colleges.  The  campaign  in  1963-64 
raised  over  $524,000  from  394  businesses 
and  industries  operating  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Sixty  per  cent  of  these  funds  were 
allocated  on  an  equal  basis  to  each  col- 
lege, the  remaining  40%  on  a  per  student 
basis.  The  foundation  is  one  of  39  similar 
state  organizations  in  the  United  States, 
and  is  one  of  the  few  associations  whose 
member  colleges  are  all  church-related. 
The  current  campaign  goal  is  $625,000. 

The  place  and  function  of  the  indepen- 
dent college  in  modern  higher  education 
has  been  a  subject  for  debate  for  the 
past  several  years.  More  specifically,  some 
questions  have  been  raised  about  the 
need  and  function  of  the  church-related 
college.  Is  there  a  special  function  for  a 
Christian  college?  Do  students  get  some- 
thing extra  at  a  Christian  college?  Are 
Christian  colleges  sectarian  or  parochial 
or  limiting?  Does  the  student  lose  con- 
tact with  the  world  at  large? 

A  study  of  the  charts  will  allow  each 
reader  to  draw  his  own  conclusions. 
The  charts  do  not  include  denominations 
that  were  reported  on  only  one  campus. 

There  are:  At  Chowan,  2  members  of 
the  Assembly  of  God,  2  Christadelphians, 
1  Seventh  Day  Adventist;  at  Mars  Hill,  1 
Congregational  Holiness,  1  Mennonite,  1 
United  Missionary;  at  Elon,  2  Dutch  Re- 
formed; at  Montreat- Anderson,  1  Church 
of  the  Epiphany;  at  Wingate,  1  Four 
Square  Gospel;  at  Salem  College,  1  Swed- 
ish State  Church;  at  Lees-McRae,  1  Cor- 
inth Reformed;  at  Warren  Wilson,  1  Bahai 
and  1  Amagasaki;  at  Mount  Olive,  1  Old 
Apostolic  Lutheran,  1  Primitive  Methodist 
and  1  Non-Sectarian. 


PREVIEWS  PLANNED 

Previews  of  the  1965  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum  have  been  set  for  the  fall  of 
1965,  according  to  an  announcement  by 
Synod's  Christian  Education  Committee. 

The  previews  will  include  all  Systematic 
Study  materials  from  the  Nursery  through 
Adult  Classes.  Teams  which  wiU  conduct 
the  previews  will  receive  training  July  13- 
14  in  Raleigh  and  Salisbury. 

The  Covenant  Life  Previews  in  1964 
were  attended  by  3,509  persons. 


Since  denominational  nomenclatiu-e  in 
the  Christian  world  is  complicated  by  the 
autonomous  congregations  among  the  pro- 
testant  sects,  it  was  necessary  to  interpret 
to  some  extent  the  statistics  from  the  stu- 
dent records  submitted  by  the  colleges. 
The  charts  reflect  a  conscientious  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  foundation  to  collate 
the  statistics  as  concisely  as  possible  so 
that  the  Christian  layman  could  get  an 
accurate  picture  of  the  religious  aflBlia- 
tions  of  the  students  in  the  Christian 
colleges  in  North  Carolina. 

The  majority  of  the  colleges  require 
chapel  attendance,  and  the  majority  of 
the  chapel  programs  in  the  colleges  are 
conducted  by  the  ministry  of  the  college's 
denomination.  Only  at  Belmont  Abbey 
where  chapel  attendance  is  not  compul- 
sory for  non-Catholic  students,  is  the 
chapel  service  conducted  100%  by  the 
clergy. 

One  college  reported  that  among  small 
Methodist  colleges  in  the  USA,  it  has  the 
largest  number  of  faculty  members  teach- 
ing courses  related  to  the  Division  of  Re- 
ligion and  Philosophy.  Another  college  of- 
fers a  major  and  a  minor  in  religion  as 
well  as  a  combined  major  in  religion  and 
philosophy.  One  institution  offers  six 
courses  in  philosophy  as  well  as  the  14  in 
religion. 

Warren  Wilson  requires  Bible  courses 
as  well  as  two  church  services  on  Sundays 
and  adds  further  Christian  emphasis 
through  its  service  project,  which  each 
student  must  complete.  Although  listed  in 
the  graphs  with  the  other  Presbyterian 
colleges  in  the  foundation.  Warren  Wil- 
son is  an  institution  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.S.A. 

At  St.  Andrews,  the  coiu-se  in  religion 
is  "Christianity  and  Culture",  which  the 
college  describes  as  "a  blend  of  many 
areas  of  knowledge  in  a  unique  approach". 

In  each  college's  response  was  an  ex- 
plicit emphasis  on  Christian  education 
rather  than  sectarian  education.  Most  re- 
ports reflected  satisfaction  at  the  presence 
of  students  of  non-Christian  faith.  The 
statement  from  one  college,  with  its  long 
association  with  international  student 
programs,  may  exemplify  the  increasing 
religious  as  well  as  cultural  exposure  tak- 
ing place  on  college  campuses.  The  presi- 
dent noted,  "We  also,  of  course,  have 
some  non-Christian  students,  including 
Jewish,  Moslem  and  Buddhist". 

Almost  91%  of  the  21,240  students  en- 
rolled in  the  24  colleges  are  affiliated  with 
the  10  denominations  represented  in  the 
foundation.  The  68  non-Christian  religious 
affiliations  reported  are  incomplete  since 
some  of  the  colleges  did  not  provide  a 
break-down  on  the  non-Christian  group. 
The  569  students  who  indicated  no  church 
affiliation  comprise  only  2.6%  of  the  total 
enrollment,  and  even  that  small  propor- 
tion may  include  students  who  neglected 
to  fill  in  their  church  affiliation  on  their 
applications.  In  addition  to  the  10  denomi- 
nations represented  by  the  colleges  in  the 
foundation,  there  were  29  other  Christian 
denominations  with  a  total  of  447  stu- 
dents. 
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FOOTE'S  SKETCHES  OF 
NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  third  edition  (reprint)  of  Sketches 
of  North  Carolina  by  the  Reverend  Wil- 
Uam  Henry  Foote  was  scheduled  to  be 
off  the  press  January  8,  following  which 
they  were  to  be  bound  and  prepared  for 
shipment. 

The  Sketches  are  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able books  on  early  North  Carolina,  pub- 
lished during  the  first  half  of  the  19th 
Century,  and  contain  information  on 
hundreds  of  churches  and  Presbyterian 
ministers  and  laymen  of  the  18th  and 
early  19th  Centuries. 

The  book  is  being  reprinted  under  the 
auspicies  of  the  Permanent  Historical 
Committee  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
and  the  North  Carolina  Presbyterian  His- 
torical Society,  with  the  Rev.  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  D.D.  as  Editor. 

A  second  edition  of  the  book  appeared 
in  1912. 

For  the  first  time  the  book  will  carry 
an  Index,  comprising  thirty  pages  of  care- 
fully prepared  data  of  churches,  people, 
and  events. 

In  addition  there  will  appear  an  "Er- 
rata", an  eight-page  "Preface",  giving  a 
thorough  background  to  the  book  and  the 
author;  and  an  eight-page  "Bibliography", 
suggesting  books  and  articles  relating  to 
Presbyterianism.

GROUND  BREAKING 

The  New  Hope  Presbyterian  Church, 
Kings  Mountain  Presbytery,  held  Ground- 
breaking Exercises  for  the  new  sanctuary 
on  January  3.  Following  the  regular  morn- 
ing service,  the  congregation  immediately 
adjourned  to  the  site  of  the  proposed 
edifice  and  united  in  a  service  conducted 
by  the  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Edwin  O.  Byrd, 
Jr. 

Participating  in  the  service  besides  the 
minister  were  the  Moderator  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, Mr.  Ennis  Jackson  of  Gastonia; 
J.  D.  Elkins  and  S.  Craig,  Chairmen  of 
the  Building  Committee;  Fred  Dickson, 
Clerk  of  the  Session;  Joe  McLean,  Chair- 
man of  the  Diaconate;  Robert  Kendrick, 
Chairman  of  the  Trustees;  J.  L.  Brandon, 
Chairman  of  Christian  Education;  Mrs. 
Fred  Stowe,  President  of  the  Women  of 
the  Church;  William  Etheridge,  President 
of  the  Men  of  the  Church;  Judy  Williams, 
President  of  the  Senior  High  Fellowship; 
Mrs.  Jack  Reid,  Director  of  the  Choir;  and 
the  Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  D.D.,  General 
Secretary  of  Synod,  who  brought  the  mes- 
sage at  the  morning  service. 

The  New  Hope  Church  was  organized  in 
1793.  The  Sanctuary,  recently  demolish- 
ed, was  erected  in  the  last  century  and 
was  of  frame  construction.  _  The  new 
church  will  be  of  brick,  painted  white,  and 
will  be  constructed  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $125,000.  The  membership  of  the 
Church  today  is  slightly  under  300. 

The  New  Hope  Church,  located  approxi- 
mately six  miles  from  Gastonia,  is  rapidly 
changing  from  a  rural  to  an  industrial 
area  and  all  indices  are  that  the  church 
will  continue  to  grow  both  in  size  and  in- 
fluence. 


GROUND  BREAKING 

A  ground-breaking  service  was  held  at 
the  property  of  the  St.  Giles  Church, 
Raleigh,  on  December  20.  Ground  was 
broken  for  the  construction  of  a  per- 
manent unit  to  serve  as  a  sanctuary  and 
church  school  until  future  additions  are 
made. 


SPRUNT  LECTURES 

The  1965  Sprunt  Lectures  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  have  been  scheduled 
for  March  1-5.  Lecturers  will  be  Dr.  Ellis 
Nelson,  Skinner  and  McAlpin  Professor  of 
Practical  Theology  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York;  Dr.  Stanley  B.  Frost, 
Dean  of  the  Department  of  Graduate 
Studies  and  Research  at  McGill  Univer- 
sity, Montreal,  Canada;  and  Dr.  Carlyle 
Marney,  pastor  of  the  Myers  Park  Bap- 
tist Church,  Charlotte. 


Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  minister  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
president  of  the  alumni  association, 
will  preside  over  the  annual  alumni 
meeting. 


Three  lectures  are  scheduled  daily.  Dr. 
Nelson's  topic  will  be  "Growth  in  Grace 
and  Knowledge;"  Dr.  Marney  will  speak 
on  "The  Interpreter's  House;"  and  Dr. 
Frost's  subject  will  be  "The  Theologian 
and  Contemporary  Thought."  Informal 
Coffee  Hours  will  be  held  between  lectures 
and  an  alumni  luncheon  is  planned  for 
March  2. 

The  Sprunt  Lectures  are  made  possible 
through  a  foundation  established  in  1911 
and  increased  in  1919  by  the  late  James 
Sprunt  of  Wilmington,  N.  C. 


NCC  DEFENDED 

A  special  report  on  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  is  included  in  the  Decem- 
ber issue  of  the  Presbyterian  Survey,  the 
official  maganize  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  Entitled  "The  Truth  About 
the  National  Council  of  Churches,"  the 
report  attempts  to  clarify  the  role  of  the 
NCC,  to  help  readers  in  distinguishing 
between  legitimate  criticism  of  the  NCC 
and  outright  smears,  and  to  give  back- 
ground of  false  charges  made  against  the 
Council. 

The  NCC  has  been  under  attack  by  some 
segments  of  the  Church,  and  proposals 
have  been  made  almost  annually  that  the 
denomination  withdraw  from  the  Coun- 
cil. Recent  attacks  have  come  from  some 
congregations  which  have  pledged  to  with- 
hold benevolences  until  the  Church  with- 
draws from  the  Council. 

Among  the  criticisms  which  the  report 
attempts  to  defend  is  the  charge  that  the 
Council  is  "soft"  on  communism.  The  re- 
port points  out  that  many  church  leaders 
and  federal  officials  have  investigated  the 
charge  and  found  no  grounds  for  the  ac- 
cusation. The  report  gives  biographical 
sketches  of  some  of  the  major  critics  of 
the  Council,  and  urges  that  Presbyterians 
depend  more  on  information  from  their 
own  representatives  than  on  information 
from  critics  of  the  Council. 

Specific  charges  and  criticisms  are  an- 
swered in  the  report  by  a  committee  of 
churchmen .  who  have  investigated  each 
one.  The  committee  also  evaluates  the 
NCC's  youth  work  and  involvement  in 
racial  areas. 

In  other  articles,  writers  offer  a  look 
at  the  total  program  of  the  NCC  and  sup- 
port the  participation  of  the  Church.  In- 
cluded are  articles  by  Dr.  Marion  Boggs, 
a  former  moderator,  and  Dr.  James  A. 
Millard,  the  Stated  Clerk. 


NEW  GOVERNORS 

There  will  be  more  Methodists — 13 — 
among  state  governors  in  1965  than  mem- 
bers of  any  other  religious  body.  Roman 
Catholics  are  second  with  eight;  Baptists 
have  seven;  and  Episcopalians  and  Pres- 
byterians, six  each.  Ten  of  the  Methodist 
governors  head  Southern  or  border  states. 
N.  C.  Gov.  Dan  K.  Moore  is  Methodist. 


LONG  RECORD 


Recently  Mrs.  Eugene  Eason  of  the  Mac- 
clesfield Church  (A)  received  an  award 
for  having  a  perfect  Sunday  School  at- 
tendance record  of  twenty -one  years.  At 
the  same  time  her  son,  Dennis,  10,  re- 
ceived a  seven-years  perfect  attendance 
award,  and  her  daughter,  Diane,  8,  an 
award  for  six  years'  perfect  attendance. 


ELECTED  PRESIDENT 

Professor  James  L.  Price,  Dean  of  Duke 
University's  Trinity  College  and  Chairman 
of  its  Department  of  Religion,  has  been 
elected  President  of  the  American  Acad- 
emy of  Religion. 

Dr.  Price,  a  native  of  Chase  City,  Vir- 
ginia, where  he  was  born  in  1915,  is  a 
graduate  of  Washington  and  Lee  Univer- 
sity and  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Va.,  from  which  latter  institu- 
tion he  holds  the  B.D.  and  Th.M.  degrees. 
He  also  holds  a  Ph.D.  from  the  University 
of  Cambridge. 

Before  going  to  Duke  in  1952,  he  had 
served  as  Minister  of  Education  in  the 
St.  Charles  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
New  Orleans,  and  as  a  Chaplain  in  the 
U.S.  Navy.  He  had  also  been  Director  of 
Religious  Activities  and  an  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Philosophy  and  Christian  Ethics 
at  Washington  and  Lee  University  from 
1946-48,  and  Chaplain  and  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Bible  at  Southwestern  at 
Memphis. 

Dr.  Price  is  married  to  the  former  Ruth 
Gordon  Watts  of  Bryan,  Texas.  He  is 
currently  a  member  of  Granville  Presby- 
tery. 


BUILDING  PLANS  ADOPTED 

The  Carmel  Church,  Charlotte,  organiz- 
ed two  years  ago,  has  adopted  plans  for 
a  four-building  church  plant  and  is  mak- 
ing plans  to  construct  a  $120,000  educa- 
tional building  this  year. 

The  plans  call  for  the  eventual  erec- 
tion of  a  sanctuary,  a  fellowship  building, 
and  two  educational  buildings.  Construc- 
tion of  the  first  unit  will  begin  in  March. 

The  four  buildings  will  be  grouped 
around  a  central  courtyard  and  will  be  of 
modern  design.  The  sanctuary  will  have  a 
steep  roof,  with  a  narrow  skylight  run- 
ning the  entire  length.  The  interior  of  the 
sanctuary  will  have  pews  arranged  in  a 
chevron,  focusing  on  the  communion 
table.  The  plans  also  call  for  an  outdoor 
recreation  area  and  an  80-foot  Celtic  cross 
rising  above  the  buildings. 

Rev.  John  Laughlin  is  pastor  of  the 
congregation,  which  now  meets  in  Char- 
lotte Country  Day  School.  A.  J.  Glenn  III 
is  chairman  of  the  building  planning 
council. 
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Members  of  a  s'necial  committee  on  Camp  Grier  Concord  Presbytery  are,  left  to  right:

$125,000  development  plan  for  the  camp. 


WORLD  ALLIANCE  REPORT 

(The  following  report  was  presented  by 
the  Reverend  J.  V.  Cosby  Summerell,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Fay- 
etteville,  to  the  Permanent  Committee  on 
Inter-Church  Relations  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Mr.  Summerell  was  an  official 
representative  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  to  the  19th  General  Council 
of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches,  held  at  Frankfurt,  Germany, 
last  summer.) 

For  the  privilege  of  representing  our  de- 
nomination as  a  delegate  to  the  19th 
General  Council  of  the  World  Alliance  of 
Reformed  Churches  at  Frankfurt,  Ger- 
many, August  3-13,  1964,  I  am  -deeply 
grateful.  In  the  affairs  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God  such  convocations  of  Christians 
clearly  demonstrate  both  the  unity  and 
diversity  of  His  people,  and  are  eminently 
worth  while.  The  successful  administra- 
tion of  the  witness  and  mission  of  the 
Church  demands,  perhaps  now  as  never 
before,  a  breaking  down  of  selfish  inter- 
ests, sectional  concerns,  an  isolated  wor- 
ship, and  a  too  narrow  and  confining  ex- 
clusive theology.  We  must  keep  before  us 
at  all  costs  a  vision  of  the  wholeness  of  the 
Church.  Our  belonging  to  and  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  World  Alliance  will  con- 
tribute immeasurably  to  this  end. 

I  would  report  to  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Inter-Church  Relations  my  im- 
pressions centering  around  two  areas  of 
the  life  of  the  Alliance.  The  first  has  to 
do  with  Program,  and  the  other,  Struc- 
ture. 

Program 

The  theme  of  the  19th  General  Council 
has  been  sounded  around  the  world: 
"Come,  Creator  Spirit."  Beyond  being  a 
topic  for  intellectual  exploration  and 
stimulation,  the  theme  is  a  prayer.  It  was 
in  the  spirit  of  prayer  that  the  General 
Council  performed  its  task.  Underlying  all 
that  was  said  and  done  was  the  genuine 
conviction  that  God  Himself  is  the  des- 
perate need  of  the  world,  that  our  lifeless- 
ness  is  emblematic  of  our  apartness  from 
Him  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  He  has  come 
to  us  in  His  Son  and  continues  with  us 
in  His  Holy  Spirit.  The  need  for  our  re- 
pentance for  the  sin  of  pride  which  has 
convinced  man  of  his  independence  from 
God  and  of  man's  ability  to  achieve  ful- 
ness of  life  by  vigorous  application  of  his 
talents  and  resources  was  sounded  at 
Frankfurt  and  is  evident  in  the  reports  of 
the  Council.  This  is  true  of  each  of  the 
four  sections  into  which  the  Council  was 
divided.  Whether  the  agony  be  the  lost- 
ness  of  man  himself,  the  feebleness  of  the 
life  of  the  Church  revealed  in  its  worship 
and  witness,  the  broken  condition  of  the 
Church  resulting  in  disharmony  and 
senseless  fragmentation,  or  whether  it  be 
rooted  in  the  misery  of  a  world  _  unre- 
deemed, the  answer  must  be  in  God'  Him- 
self. Hence  the  theme-prayer,  an  interces- 
sion for  a  revisitation :  "Come,  Creator 
Spirit." 

The  theme  of  the  program  of  the  19th 
General  Council  would  seem  to  have  been 
dictated  by  world  conditions  today.  The 
mood  of  frustration  and  desperation  is 
everywhere,  as  are  the  tensions  which  give 
it  birth.  To  make  the  Holy  Spirit  the  ob- 
ject of  our  intellectual  inquiry,  employing 
both  scripture  and  history  as  fields  of  ex- 
ploration, and  above  all,  to  call  upon  Him 
in  prayer — these  are  primary  concerns 
of  the  whole  Church.  That  this  is  true 
suggests  that  increased  attention  to  this 
Christian  faith  essential  is  a  logical  and 
appropriate  outgrowth  of  the  work  of  the 


recent  General  Council.  In  denominational 
program  materials  that  reach  the  broadest 
bounds  of  our  constituence  a  continued 
study  of  and  prayer  for  the  Creator  Spirit 
is  called  for.  Indeed,  the  reports  of  the 
study  sections  of  the  General  Council  it- 
self, now  available  in  printed  form,  could 
well  be  employed  in  local  Churches,  with 
denominational  promotional  assistance.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Inter-Church  Relations  give 
consideration  to  this  and,  if  deemed  ad- 
visable, bring  it  before  the  appropriate 
programming  bodies  of  our  Assembly. 
Structure 

The  five  years  between  the  18th  and 
19th  General  Councils  of  the  World  Al- 
liance of  Reformed  Churches  saw  almost 
unbelievable  changes  in  the  form  of  the 
visible  Church.  Within  the  Alliance  it- 
self, of  course,  these  changes  are  quite 
evident.  They  are  seen  first  in  the  com- 
position of  the  Alliance.  In  that  five  year 
period  twenty  Churches  were  admitted  to 
membership,  only  one  from  a  county  in 
existence  at  the  time  of  the  18th  General 
Council.  Of  the  95  Churches  in  the  Alli- 
ance, 49  are  considered  "younger  Church- 
es," and  primarily  are  from  Asia  and 
Africa.  The  resultant  problems  of  organi- 
zation, representation,  and  finance  are  of 
little  consequence  when  considered  in  light 
of  the  true  catholic  spirit  which  is  en- 
gendered and  the  tremendous  opportunity 
for  dialog  which  is  now  provided  for  re- 
formed Christians  of  various  parts  of 
the  world.  The  changing  structure  of  the 
Alliance  will  of  necessity  dictate  changes 
in  the  mode  of  participation  in  it  of  every 
member  Church.  These  changes  were  de- 
fined for  the  present  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  19th  General  Council  and  will  alter 
considerably  our  representation  by  dele- 
gates to  future  General  Councils  as  well 
as  our  financial  responsibility. 

However,  not  merely  the  form,  but  also 
the  complexion  of  the  World  Alliance  is 
currently  in  a  state  of  flux.  Succinctly, 
traditional  confessionalism  is  on  the  wane 
and  there  emerges  a  newer  ecumenicity. 
We  must  face  the  real  possibility  that  the 
"Reformed"  aspect  of  the  Alliance  may 
disappear  at  the  20th  General  Council,  if 


not  before.  In  the  light  of  world  condi- 
tions as  the  Church  confronts  the  world, 
confessional  absolutism  appears  more  of  a 
hindrance  to  missionary  endeavor  than  an 
aid.  Dr.  McCord  has  warned  against  re- 
garding the  Alliance  as  "a  holding  com- 
pany for  a  particular  theological  position." 
While  recognizing  and  giving  thanks  to 
God  for  the  good  and  lasting  work  of  the 
reformers,  the  Church  in  modern  society 
must  be  willing  to  move  on  as  guided  by 
the  Holy  Spirit.  This  is  a  fact  we  must 
face  openly  and  forthrightly.  Dr.  Prader- 
vand.  General  Secretary  of  the  Alliance, 
declared  in  his  report  to  the  19th  General 
Council,  "Those  familiar  with  the  present 
ecumenical  situation  know  that  the  very 
existence  of  the  world  confessional  organi- 
zations is  being  called  into  question  by 
the  Younger  Churches." 

Parallel  to  what  has  been  said  is  the 
closer  contact  with  and  increasing  dis- 
cussion between  the  Alliance  and  the  In- 
ternational Congregational  Council.  That 
specific  proposals  for  a  merger  of  the  two 
will  be  made  is  certain.  The  question  then 
to  be  faced  is  the  need  and  role  of  a  new 
ecumenical  body  and  its  relationship,  if 
any,  to  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

Again  expressing  heartfelt  gratitude  for 
the  honor  of  serving  our  Church  as  a  dele- 
gate to  the  19th  General  Council  of  the 
World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches, 
and  praying  that  the  Creator  Spirit  will 
come  afresh  upon  His  Church  to  accomp- 
lish His  mission  in  the  world,  I  submit 
this  report. 

Come,  Creator  Spirit! 


KILLED  IN  ACCIDENT 

As  we  go  to  press  word  reaches  us 
that  Robert  S.  Arrowood,  Jr.,  son  of 
the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  R.  S.  Arrowood, 
Linden,  N.  C,  was  killed  in  a  jeep  acci- 
dent in  Germany  on  January  17. 

Mr.  Arrowood,  Moderator-nominee  of 
Synod,  is  minister  of  the  Sardis  and 
Palestine  churches  in  Fayetteville 
Presbytery. 

All  Presbyterians  unite  in  extending 
to  the  Arrowoods  their  deep  sympathy 
in  their  sorrow  and  loss. 
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Dr.  Edward  D.  Grant  recently  urged  the 
'General  Board  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  to  have  "understanding  and 
more  Southern  leadership  in -.the  Council's 
race  activities  in  the  South." 

Dr.  Grant  reported  to  the  board  the 
action  of  the  1964  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.,  which  ex- 
pressed "concern  that  some  activities  of 
the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  are 
ill  advised."  The  General  Assembly  fur- 
ther suggested  that  the  Commission  "con- 
sider the  conscience  of  local  ministers  and 
sessions  and  consult  with  and  seek  to  work 
more  closely  with  local  ministers,  councils 
of  churches,  and  dedicated  Christians  .  .  " 

In  explaining  the  Assembly's  action,  Dr. 
Grant  told  the  National  Council  Board 
that  progress  had  been  made  in  inter- 
racial activities.  He  reported  that  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  had  always 
been  bi-racial,  and  although  there  had 
been  segregation  of  church  courts  and 
congregations,  drastic  changes  had  been 
made  in  the  past  15  years.  He  noted  that 
the  Negro  Synod  had  been  dissolved  and 
Negro  Presbyteries  have  been  part  of 
white  Synods.  He  also  stated  that  Negro 
Presbyteries  are  being  dissolved  and  will 
probably  be  absorbed  by  white  Presby- 
teries in  the  not-too-distant  future. 

Dr.  Grant  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  Assembly's  Boards  and 
Agencies  have  Negro  members.  He  said 
these  are  some  of  the  evidences  that  the 
Church  "is  trying  to  forget  color  as  near- 
ly as  possible  in  all  matters  that  are  pure- 
ly ecclesiastical." 

In  pleading  for  understanding  and  more 
Southern  leadership  in  the  Council's  race 
activities  in  the  South,  Dr.  Grant  said  the 
Presbyterian  Church  "has  no  thought  of 
standing  against  progress  in  race  relations, 
but  I  feel  it  must  be  accomplished  within 
the  context  of  the  Southern  situation." 


CHAPLAINS  ORGANIZED 

Chaplains  from  throughout  North  Caro- 
lina met  in  Durham  recently  to  form  the 
North  Carolina  Chaplains'  Association. 
Purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  offer  to 
chaplains  in  the  state  opportunity  for 
sharing  professional  information  and  fel- 
lowship, and  to  act  as  an  advisory  body 
for  the  development  of  chaplaincy  serv- 
ices throughout  the  state. 

Officers  elected  for  the  newly-formed 
organization  were  as  follows:  President, 
Rev.  Milton  P.  Snyder,  Chaplain  at  Mur- 
doch Center,  Butner;  Vice-president,  Rev. 
P.  Wesley  Aitken,  Chaplain  at  Duke  Med- 
ical Center,  Durham;  Secretary-Treasurer 
elected  was  Rev.  Wesley  E.  Brett,  Chaplain 
at  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem.  Rev. 
William  C.  Spong,  Chaplain  to  Episcopal 
patients  in  the  Durham  area  was  appoint- 
ed chairman  of  the  Constitution  Commit- 
tee. 

Some  30  chaplains  representing  many 
areas  of  chaplaincy  service  throughout  the 
state  were  present  for  this  organizational 
meeting.  The  next  regular  meeting  will 
be  at  N.  C.  Bantist  Hospital,  Winston- 
Salem,  in  December,  1965. 


MINISTERS  IN  TRAINING 

Ten  North  Carolina  ministers  recently 
spent  two  weeks  at  Presbyterian  Hospital 
Charlotte  "learning  how  to  minister  prop- 
erly to  sick  people".  The  course  was  under 
the  general  supervision  of  Dr.  David  Wilk- 
inson, chaplain  of  Charlotte  hospitals  and 
a  member  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery.  The 
purpose  of  the  course  was  to  "show  the 
minister  what  he  could  do  to  help  the 
patient",  according  to  Dr.  Wilkinson. 


STOFFEL  HONORED 

Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  Pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Charlotte  for  the  past  ten  years, 
was  recently  honored  by  members  of  his 
congregation. 

In  paying  tribute  to  Dr.  Stoffel,  it  was 
stated:  "In  a  day  when  many  downtown 
churches  are  closing  their  doors,  this 
Church  stands  as  an  example  to  our  Pres- 
bytery and  General  Assembly  of  an  in- 
creasingly effective  witness  for  Christ  in 
the  heart  of  groWtng  city". 

During  Dr.  Stoffel's  ministry  in  Char- 
lotte, the  church  has  completed  a  $265,000 
office  and  educational  building,  recondi- 
tioned its  pipe  organ  at  a  cost  of  $32,000, 
and  increased  the  annual  contributions 
from  $146,000  to  $247,000. 

The  Church  has  sponsored  a  televised 
program  since  1961,  and  entertained  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Church  in  1958. 

Dr.  Stoffel,  currently  Chairman  of 
Synod's  Council,  is  author  of  two  books: 
"His  Kingdom  Is  Forever",  and  "The 
Strong  Comfort  of  God". 

In  1961,  he  was  an  accredited  visitor  to 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  which  met 
at  New  Delhi,  India. 


CONFERENCE  SET 

A  Covenant  Life  Conference  has  been 
scheduled  by  the  Synod's  Committee  of 
Christian  Education  for  July  1-7  in  Mon- 
treal. The  Conference  will  be  similar  to  a 
training  conference  held  the  past  summer 
and  will  include  a  Laboratory  Training 
School,  Home  and  Family  Nurture  Work- 
shop, Week-Day  Kindergarten  Workshop, 
Five-Day  Adult  Workshop,  and  a  Lay- 
School  of  Theology. 

The  Christian  Education  Committee, 
meeting  in  Charlotte  November  4-5,  re- 
ported that  the  conference  held  the  past 
summer  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
training  ventures  they  had  ever  sponsored. 

The  committee  also  made  plans  for  the 
1965  Covenant  Life  Curriculum  Previews, 
to  include  previews  of  all  Systematic 
Study  materials  from  the  Nursery  through 
Adult  Classes.  Teams  to  conduct  these 
previews  will  receive  training  July  13-14  in 
Raleigh  and  Salisbury.  There  will  be  from 
one  to  three  teams  from  each  Presbytery, 
with  previews  scheduled  for  the  early  part 
of  September,  1965. 

In  another  action,  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Committee  accepted  an  invitation 
to  cooperate  with  the  Synods  of  Appa- 
lachia.  South  Carolina,  and  Florida  in 
sponsoring  a  two-day  conference  on  Ad- 
ministration. The  conference  is  scheduled 
for  June  25-26  in  Montreat,  and  is  de- 
signed primarily  for  superintendents  and 
members  of  committees  responsible  for 
Christian  Education  in  local  churches. 


ANNIVERSARY 

The  Midway  Church,  Laurinburg,  cele- 
brated its  75th  anniversary  November  29 
in  special  services.  The  pastor,  Rev.  David 
Gullett,  delivered  the  morning  service. 
Special  recognition  was  given  descendants 
of  charter  members  and  to  Mrs.  Arch 
Thompson,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
church  for  62  years. 


HIGHLAND  PASTOR  NAMED 

Rev.  Leighton  B.  McKeithen,  a  former 
Executive  Secretary  of  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery, has  accepted  a  call  to  the  High- 
land Church,  Fayetteville.  He  succeeds 
Rev.  Hubert  Black. 

Mr.  McKeithen,  who  has  been  serving 
in  Elkin  the  past  five  years,  has  also 
served  pastorates  at  Sherwood  and  Big 
Rockfish  Churches.  He  is  an  Army  veter- 
an and  attended  Davidson  College  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary. 


CHANGES  IN  PASTORATES 

REV.  JAMES  E.  COUSAR,  JR.,  former  pas- 
tor of  Delgado  Church,  is  now  honorably 
retired  and  has  been  dismissed  by  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery  to  Pee  Dee  Presbytery.

REV.  WILLIAM  C.  CRUMPLEN,  pastor  of 
Cobb  Memorial  Church,  Tarboro,  formerly 
served  the  field  of  Mt.  Pisgah,  Leaflet  and 
Raven  Rock  Churches  in  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery.

NEWSPAPER  AWARD 
ANNOUNCED 

ATLANTA— (PN)— Plans  were  announc- 
ed today  for  a  $100  award  to  be  presented 
annually  to  a  newspaper  in  16  southeast- 
ern and  southwestern  states  "for  excel- 
lence in  religious  news  coverage." 

The  first  R.  S.  Reynolds  Award  will  be 
presented  next  spring  by  the  Department 
of  Information  of  the  General  Council, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 

"This  award  will  serve  as  a  tribute  to 
Mr.  Reynolds  for  his  outstanding  con- 
tributions toward  better  understanding 
and  better  working  relationships  between 
representatives  of  the  press  and  the 
church,"  William  P.  Lamkin  of  Atlanta, 
Presbyterian  secretary  of  information, 
said  in  announcing  the  award. 

Reynolds  is  an  elder  in  Brandon  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Fountain  City,  Tenn., 
former  moderator  of  Knoxville  Presbytery 
and  has  served  on  the  Presbyterian  In- 
formation Committee  12  years.  He  retired 
in  1947  after  a  40-year  career  in  advertis- 
ing. 

Twelve  years  ago  Reynolds  conceived  the 
idea  for  holding  Religious  News  Clinics, 
in  which  leading  newspapers  of  the  South 
cooperate  to  instruct  church  people  in 
the  proper  handling  of  religious  news.  To 
date,  he  and  Presbyterian  news  specialists 
have  cooperated  in  89  clinics  for  109  news- 
papers in  15  states. 

Reynolds,  at  age  83,  is  making  plans  for 
a  trip  to  10  cities  in  March  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  more  clinics. 

The  contest  is  open  to  newspapers  in 
Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia, 
Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  Missis- 
sippi, Missouri,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma, 
South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Vir- 
ginia, West  Virginia  and  the  District  of 
Columbia.

Clarence  Stasavich,  Head  Coach  of  foot- 
ball at  East  Carolina  College  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  was 
recently  named  Coach  of  the  Year  of 
Small  Colleges  in  the  United  States.  He 
was  elected  by  his  fellow  coaches  related 
to  NCAA,  meeting  recently  in  Chicago. 

Coach  Stasavich  has  an  enviable  all- 
time  record  of  wins  and  at  East  Carolina 
College  the  fifty-one  year  old  ruling  elder, 
in  the  Greenville  First  Church,  compiled 
a  9-1  record  last  fall.  His  teams  had  won 
fourteen  straight  games  when  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond  inflicted  the  only  de- 
feat of  1964.  Last  fall  his  team  also  de- 
feated Massachusetts  University  in  the 
Eastern  bowl  game  that  gave  ECC  the 
Atlantic-Coast  College  division  title  of 
Small  Colleges  in  the  U.S. 

In  an  interview  Coach  Stasavich  regard- 
ed his  ordination  as  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  as  the  last  important 
thing  which  happened  to  him  in  1964,  and 
a  milestone  in  his  life.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Carolina  Cradle  by  Robert  W.  Ramsey, 
Professor  of  History  at  Hollins  College, 
Virginia;  UNC  Press,  Chapel  Hill;  1964; 
251  pages;  price — $6.00. 

This  is  study  in  depth  of  the  settlement 
of  the  frontier  in  that  part  of  Rowan 
County  which  in  the  18th  Century  lay 
between  the  Yadkin  and  Catawba  Rivers. 
Dr.  Ramsey  has  traced  the  movements  of 
the  settlers  and  their  families  by  use  of 
passenger  lists,  deed  and  deed  books,  birth 
and  death  records,  tax  lists,  will  books, 
court  records,  manuscript  collections, 
tavern  license  papers,  and  numerous  other 
staff  and  local  archives  from  New  Jersey 
to  North  Carolina,  from  the  time  that 
many  of  the  immigrants  set  foot  on  Amer- 
ican soil. 

What  Dr.  Ramsey  has  done  is  unique  in 
that  it  provides  for  the  historian  specific 
data  of  the  Colonial  Period  rather  than 
general  information.  His  researchers  have 
been  referred  to  as  "a  special  kind  of  his- 
torical detective  work". 

Many  descendants  of  early  families  of 
the  South  and  Southwest  will  be  able  to 
trace  their  ancestries  with  greater  pre- 
cision as  a  result  of  Dr.  Ramsey's  re- 
searchers. 

The  book  is  helpful  in  tracing  Presby- 
terian and  Reformed  beginnings  in  the 
area  covered,  and  also  sheds  light  on  early 
Baptists  and  Quakers  and  Lutherans.  Both 
churches  and  churchmen  of  the  early 
period  are  included. 


SCHOLARSHIP  AWARDED 

Catherine  Littleton,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Howard  W.  Littleton  of  Wilmington, 
has  been  awarded  a  scholarship  by  Wil- 
mington Presbytery.

GRANT  RECEIVED 

A  recent  grant  from  the  Duke  Endow- 
ment totaling  $114,500  will  be  used  by 
Davidson  College  to  strengthen  faculty 
salaries,  provide  a  faculty  recognition  and 
encouragement  program,  and  provide 
funds  for  a  visiting  professor  or  writer- 
artist  program. 

Dr.  Grier  Martin,  Davidson  President, 
said  in  announcing  the  gift  that  the  al- 
location "recognizes  Davidson's  urgent  ef- 
forts to  improve  further  its  compensation 
for  faculty  and  staff.  Davidson  has  been 
able  to  maintain  its  faculty  salaries 
among  the  top  half-dozen  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  South  in  recent  years 
because  of  the  Duke  Endowment's  interest 
in  this  prime  concern  of  the  college." 

Davidson  is  one  of  four  higher  educa- 
tional institutions  in  North  and  South 
Carolina  which  regularly  receive  grants 
from  the  Duke  Endowment,  established  by 
James  B.  Duke  in  1924.  Last  year  gifts 
totaling  $250,000  from  the  Endowment 
Fund  were  received  by  Davidson.

CONFERENCE  PLANNED 

The  Synod's  Committee  of  Christian 
Education  recently  accepted  an  invitation 
to  cooperate  with  the  Synods  of  Appala- 
chia,  South  Carolina,  and  Florida  in  spon- 
soring a  two-day  Conference  on  Admin- 
istration to  be  held  in  Montreat  June 
25-26,  1965. 

The  Conference  is  designed  primarily 
for  superintendents  and  members  of  com- 
mittees of  Christian  Education  in  the 
local  church.  There  will  also  be  a  section 
for  the  Division  Chairmen  of  the  Church 
School.  The  Conference  will  precede  the 
Synod's  Covenant  Life  Conference  in 
Montreat  July  1-7,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
those  attending  the  Administration  Con- 
ference will  work  with  the  Five  Day 
Adult  Workshop  Section  of  the  Covenant 
Life  Conference. 


MANSE  COMPLETED 

A  new  $36,000  manse  has  been  completed 
by  the  Bethpage  Church,  Kannapolis.  Of 
colonial  design,  the  manse  contains  eleven 
rooms,  including  four  bedrooms,  study, 
family  room,  living  room,  dining  room, 
kitchen,  breakfast  room,  utility  room,  four 
baths,  and  a  carport.  Draperies  were  sup- 
plied by  the  Women  of  the  Church,  who 
also  furnished  a  guest  room.  The  Men  of 
the  Church  are  furnishing  the  dining 
room. 

The  Bethpage  Church  has  388  members. 
The  pastor.  Rev.  Milton  M.  Foust,  has 
been  with  the  church  since  March,  1963. 


CONGRESS  AFFILIATIONS 

A  survey  of  legislators  in  the  89th  Con- 
gress shows  that  there  are  404  Protestants, 
108  Roman  Catholics,  17  Jews,  and  six 
members  listing  no  religious  affiliation. 

Catholics  outnumber  members  of  any 
other  church.  Following  Catholics  are 
Methodists,  with  94  members;  Presby- 
terian, 76;  Episcopal,  70;  and  Baptist,  55. 

Numeric  leadership  in  the  88th  Con- 
gress was  held  by  the  Methodists,  who  had 
102  members,  followed  by  Catholics  with 
99. 
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NECROLOGY 

Rev.  Charles  M.  Richards,  retired 
Presbyterian  minister  and  former  Pro- 
fessor of  Bible  at  Davidson  College,  died 
in  Charlotte  December  25  at  the  age  of 
93. 

Dr.  Richards,  a  native  of  Liberty  Hill, 
S.  C,  was  a  graduate  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  Columbia  Theological  Seminary. 
He  served  the  Statesville  First  Church 
from  1900-1908  and  was  pastor  of  the 
Davidson  College  Church  prior  to  be- 
coming Professor  of  Bible  at  Davidson 
in  1926.  He  retired  in  1944. 

He  is  survived  by  a  son,  Dr.  J.  Mc- 
Dowell Richards,  President  of  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary;  and  two  daughters. 
Miss  Mary  Jane  Richards  of  Davidson  and 
Mrs.  R.  T.  L.  Listen  of  Bristol,  Tenn. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  the 
Davidson  College  Church  by  Rev.  Curtis 
Harper  and  burial  was  at  Sumter,  S.  C.

CATTLE  DONATED 

Two  hundred  polled  Hereford  cattle 
have  been  donated  to  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College  by  Charlotte  insurance 
executive  James  J.  Harris. 

The  cattle,  valued  at  $60,000-$100,000, 
will  be  sold  and  proceeds  will  go  toward 
construction  of  a  new  $900,000  physical 
education  building  to  be  erected  on  the 
college  campus.  The  cattle  are  reported  to 
be  the  last  on  the  Morrocroft  estate, 
established  by  the  late  Gov.  Cameron 
Morrison  and  now  owned  by  Mr.  Harris. 
Mr.  Harris  is  an  honorary  trustee  of  St. 
Andrews  College. 


CHURCH  STATISTICS 

For  the  first  time  in  three  years,  mem- 
bership in  churches  and  synagogues  has 
increased  faster  than  the  population. 
Statistics  released  by  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  show  that  in  1963  there 
was  a  gain  of  some  3  million  members 
over  the  previous  year,  exceeding  the  pop- 
ulation increase  by  1.1  per  cent.  The  total 
membership  represents  a  record  64  per 
cent  of  the  total  population,  compared 
with  63.4  per  cent  in  1962. 

The  statistics  are  based  on  reports  from 
253  religious  bodies  in  the  United  States 
and  were  compiled  by  the  NCC's  Bureau  of 
Research  and  Survey. 

A  breakdown  of  the  membership  total 
of  120,965,2'38  for  all  bodies  shows  that 
Protestants  number  66,854,200,  a  gain  of 
3.2  per  cent  over  1962;  there  were  44,- 
874,371  Roman  Catholics,  an  increase  of 
2.4  per  cent.  (The  Catholic  Church  counts 
all  baptized  persons,  including  infants, 
while  most  Protestant  denominations 
count  only  persons  attaining  full  mem- 
bership, usually  persons  over  13.) 

Six  denominations  were  listed  with 
membership  over  three  million.  These  in- 
cluded Southern  Baptist  Convention,  10,- 
395,940;  The  Methodist  Church,  10,304,184; 
National  Baptist  Convention,  U.  S.  A.  Inc., 
(Negro),  5,500,000,  and  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  3,279,240. 

The  statistics  also  include  figures  show- 
ing the  church  attendance  was  1  per  cent 
less  than  the  figure  of  47  per  cent  in 
1962.  (Figures  were  based  on  a  national 
sample  of  adults  for  one  Sunday.)  Re- 
ports on  Sunday  schools  showed  an  en- 
rollment of  45,805,074,  including  40,983,036 
Protestants.  The  number  of  ordained 
clergy  reported  was  307,051,  compared  with 
354,475  in  1962. 


W-S  CAMP  AND  RETREAT  CENTER 

Winston-Salem  architect  Ralph  W. 
Crump  has  been  named  to  design  the 
facilities  of  the  200-acre  Susan  Barbour 
Jones  Camp  and  Retreat  Center  planned 
by  Winston-Salem  Presbvtery.  Rev.  Mal- 
com  P.  Anderson,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Presbytery's  Christian  Education  Commit- 
tee, who  made  the  announcement  of  Mr. 
Crump's  selection,  also  reported  that  a 
master  plan  of  the  camn  had  been  com- 
pleted by  Charles  C.  Scott  of  Raleigh, 
camp  planner.  A  model  of  the  plan  will  be 
presented  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Presbytery. 

The  property  for  the  camp  and  retreat 
center  was  a  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Witherow  of  the  First  Church,  Winston- 
Salem.

Company,  and  a  grandson  of  the  late  Rev. 
P.  H.  Dalton,  the  first  minister  to  settle 
in  High  Point  and  organizer  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  there  in  1859, 
is  a  ruling  elder  in  the  Church  and  has 
served  in  various  capacities  at  the  Pres- 
bytery and  Synod  level.

YEAR  IN  RELIGION

Ecumenically,  1964  was  a  period  of  many 
gestures  of  mutual  respect  and  esteem 
between  Churches.  At  an  audience  in 
August  to  top  leaders  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  Pope 
Paul  joined  in  reciting  the  Lord's  Prayer. 
The  17th  biennial  Ecclesiastical  Congress 
of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Archdiocese  of 
North  and  South  America  was  addressed 
by  Richard  Cardinal  Gushing,  Archbishop 
of  Boston,  and  Dr.  R.  H.  Edwin  Espy,  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches.  In  Mas- 
sachussetts,  Protestant  Episcopal  and 
Catholic  clergy  and  laymen  observed  the 
start  of  the  Advent  season  by  conducting 
an  ecumenical  service  unprecedented  in 
U.  S.  religious  history. 

In  September,  Pope  Paul  announced 
that  a  study  center  would  be  set  up  in 
Jerusalem  to  seek  Christian  unity  and 
better  relations  between  the  Catholic  and 
non-Christian  religions.  The  U.  S.  hier- 
archy set  up  an  Ecumenical  Affairs  Com- 
mittee to  provide  for  contacts  with  Pro- 
testant and  Orthodox  Churches  and  con- 
ferences. 

A  survey  conducted  by  the  World  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  revealed  that  church  union 
negotiations  throughout  the  world  number 
38  and  involved  102  Churches  in  30  coun- 
tries. 

Other  notable  developments  of  the  year 
included  the  dedication  of  the  first  inter- 
national Protestant  chapel  in  Moscow; 
the  approval  of  the  ordination  of  women 
by  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.;  the 
speaking  out  of  many  churchmen  and 
religious  publications  against  the  policies 
of  Senator  Barry  Goldwater;  and  a  mass 
meeting  attended  by  16,000  members  of 
seven  Baptist  denominations  marking  the 
150th  anniversary  of  organized  Baptist 
missionary  work.

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LETTER  TO  CHURCHES 

ATLANTA— (PN)— Forty  denomination- 
al leaders  have  called  on  all  ministers  and 
ruling  elders  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.S.  to  emphasize  their  common 
ties  and  minimize  their  differences  in  an 
age  when  "old  ways  and  traditions  are  be- 
ing disturbed  and  are  crumbling." 

The  statement  resulted  from  a  meeting 
in  Atlanta  several  weeks  ago  called  by 
Dr.  Felix  B.  Gear  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  mod- 
erator of  the  General  Assembly.  It  was 
mailed  this  week  to  the  ministers  and  ses- 
sions (ruling  bodies)  of  the  4,004  churches 
in  the  denomination. 

Signers  included  Dr.  Gear,  15  former 
moderators,  the  moderators  of  13  synods, 
the  stated  clerk  of  the  General  Assemb- 
ly, presidents  of  four  seminaries,  execu- 
tives and  key  members  of  the  major 
boards  and  agencies. 

Noting  that  "there  are  diverse  view- 
points on  many  matters,"  the  churchmen 
nevertheless  called  for  "patience  and  for- 
bearance" and  for  communication  among 
those  of  differing  views  with  the  aim  "to 
listen  to  and  understand  each  other." 

The  statement  took  cognizance  of  some 
of  the  tensions  facing  the  Church  today. 
Concerning  race,  the  churchmen  noted 
that  "as  long  ago  as  1865  our  Church  de- 
clared that  exclusion  on  the  basis  of  race 
or  color  of  anyone  from  membership  in 
the  church  is  unscriptural  and  therefore 
wrong.  Our  Church  has  never  departed 
from  this  position  and  has  reaffirmed  it 
many  times  .  .  ." 

It  said  the  Church,  through  its  govern- 
ing bodies,  is  obligated  to  speak  and  act 
on  public  issues. 

It  declared  that  "we  must  not  live  in 
isolation"  regarding  other  churches  and 
defended  the  denomination's  decision  to 
be  a  member  of  such  cooperative  organiza- 
tions as  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

"The  world  revolution  affects  every  as- 
pect of  our  lives,"  the  statement  asserts. 
"Old  ways  and  traditions  are  being  dis- 
tributed and  are  crumbling.  Change  is 
constant  .  .  .  Never  have  we  had  a  greater 
opportunity  to  render  an  effective  and 
desperately  needed  ministry.  We  face  an 
unparalleled  opportunity  for  evangelism. 
The  most  effective  evangelism  in  this 
hour  will  be  the  witness  of  our  Church  as 
a  part  of  the  covenant  people  of  God 
demonstrating  in  her  life  and  action  what 
it  means  to  be  a  redeemed  community  in 
the  South  in  these  days."

The  28th  annual  meeting  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  was  held 
at  the  Central  Methodist  Church,  Ashe- 
ville,  January  26-27. 

Representatives  from  sixteen  member 
denominations  attended  the  annual  Pas- 
tors' Conference  on  January  26  and  the 
annual  assembly  of  the  Council  on  Jan- 
uary 27.  Eight  of  the  twenty-four  of- 
ficial representatives  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  attended  the  assemblj". 

The  Pastors'  Conference  was  high- 
lighted by  addresses  by  several  prominent 
churchmen  and  was  on  the  theme,  "The 
Spiritual  Renewal  of  the  Church."  Speak- 
ers for  the  conference  were  Dr.  Charles 
W.  Ranson,  Dean  and  Professor  of  Ecu- 
menical Theology  at  Drew  Theological 
School;  Dr.  F.  Eppling  Reinartz,  Presi- 
dent of  Lutheran  Theological  Southern 
Seminary;  and  Dr.  Mack  B.  Stokes,  As- 
sociate Dean  and  Professor  of  Systematic 
Theology  at  Candler  School  of  Theology.

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"MOTE  AND  BEAM" 

Recently  the  writer  pointed  to  a  news- 
paper as  he  asked  his  7-year  old  grand- 
daughter if  she  wished  for  him  to  read 
to  her  from  it.  Peremptorily  she  turned 
away,  with  a  spurn  of  her  hand,  as  she 
replied,  "No,  that's  bad!" 

The  writer  also  had  the  privilege  re- 
cently of  hearing  Vice-president  Hubert 
Humphrey  in  an  address  to  a  convoca- 
tion of  some  1,500  people  from  all  over 
the  nation,  appeal  to  his  hearers,  includ- 
ing representatives  of  public  media,  to 
endeavor  to  "stress  good  news.  The  good 
life,"  he  continued,  "is  seldom  honored 
on  earth.  Let  us  strive  to  live  it." 

These  are  times  when  Christians,  be 
they  newspaper  writers,  politicians,  or 
whatever  they  are,  should  strive  to  ac- 
centuate the  good  and  the  positive.  Too 
many  commentators  and  writers  spend 
their  time  pointing  out  the  ugly,  the 
morose,  the  unsuccessful,  the  failures  of 
men.  While  we  confess  that  this  more 
than  anything  we  know  proves  the  doc- 
trine of  originial  sin,  we  believe  that  as 
Christians,  our  job  is  in  the  field  of  re- 
demption; that  as  members  of  the  House- 
hold of  the  Redeemed,  we  follow  Him 
who  is  our  Redeemer,  in  covering,  lift- 
ing, and  encouraging  the  fallen,  the  brok- 
en, the  lost.  This  is  good  news,  and  good 
news  seldom  makes  the  headlines. 

Through  1965,  instead  of  so  often 
pointing  out  the  evil  we  see  and  hear 
of,  will  it  not  be  much  better  to  look  for 
the  good  and  the  beautiful.  Who  cares 
if  men  call  us  "Do  Gooders"?  After  all, 
there  are  only  two  kinds  of  people,  "Do 
Gooders"  and  "Do  Badders".  Take  your 
pick.  Make  your  choice.  As  for  us,  we 
are  not  afraid  to  be  called  the  former. 
We  are  reminded  of  an  illustration  used 
by  Dr.  Frank  Crossley  Morgan.  Before 
preaching  a  sermon,  he  held  up  a  sheet 
of  white  paper,  with  a  pencil  dot  in  the 
middle.

REPEAL  OF  LAW  URGED 

The  Davidson  College  faculty  passed  a 
resolution  January  19  urging  the  N.  C. 
General  Assembly  to  repeal  the  Speaker- 
Ban  Law.  The  vote  was  56-7. 

The  Speaker-Ban  Law  passed  in  1963 
forbids  Communists  or  persons  who  have 
pleaded  the  Fifth  Amendment  from  ap- 
pearing at  any  state-operated  education- 
al institution. 

In  the  resolution,  the  Davidson  facul- 
ty urged  repeal  because  of  their  con- 
cern "about  the  maintenance  of  a  healthy 
educational  atmosphere"  at  state-support- 
ed institutions.  The  resolution  further 
stated  that  the  faculty  felt  "this  law  im- 
poses unnecessary  and  inappropriate  re- 
strictions upon  the  officers  of  the  in- 
stitutions concerned,  tends  to  discour- 
age an  open  and  critical  discussion  of 
current  issues,  and  will,  in  the  long  run, 
prove  to  be  extremely  detrimental  to  the 
reputation  and  good  name  of  North 
Carolina's  state-supported  institutions  of 
higher  learning." 

The  Davidson  College  chapter  of  the 
American  Association  of  University  Pro- 
fessors had  earlier  adopted  a  similar,  but 
more  detailed  resolution,  urging  the  re- 
appeal  of  the  law. 


QUEENS  COLLEGE  TO  BUILD 

Queens  College  will  build  a  $1,250,000 
auditorium-music  building,  according  to 
an  announcement  recently  made  by  Presi- 
dent Edwin  R.  Walker.  Construction  will 
begin  immediately  and  the  contract  calls 
for  a  300-work  day. 

The  auditorium  will  seat  1,000  persons. 

The  building  will  include  space  for  fif- 
teen teaching  studios,  three  classrooms, 
twnty-two  practice  rooms,  and  a  small 
reciial  hall  for  the  Department  of  Music. 

Queens  has  recently  opened  a  new  $600,- 
000  142  student  dormitory.  Under  present 
construction  is  another  similar  dormitory 
for  girls.  Other  renovations  are  under 
way. 

With  the  new  facilities,  Queens  expects 
to  enroll  850  students  next  fall  compared 
with  the  present  575.

FROM  OUR  MISSIONARY 

(The  following  letter  was  received  in  De- 
cember from  the  Rev.  William  P.  Boyle,  son 
of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Gaston  Boyle,  native  of 
Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  and  a  missionary  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  to  Japan. 
Mr.  Boyle  is  located  with  his  family  at 
Kobe.)  Mrs.  Boyle  is  the  former  Ella  Bark 
Weathers  of  Lexington.  He  is  a  member  of 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery. 

"Dear  Dr.  Dudley: 

Everytime  I  read  the  News,  I  feel  like 
sitting  right  down  to  write  and  thank  you 
for  it. 

"For  one  thing  it  keeps  us  up  with  what's 
going  on  among  Presbyterians  in  North 
Carolina.  We  have  really  enjoyed  reading 
about  Don  Shriver's  work  with  students, 
about  Dr.  Gwynn's  trip  around  the  world, 
and  about  all  the  other  interesting  things 
you  have  reported. 

"In  the  second  place,  we  are  thankful  for 
a  progressive  forward-looking  paper  that 
gives  the  impression  that  our  home  Synod 
is  a  progressive-forward-looking  Church.  It 
seems  to  me  that  some  of  the  things  you 
have  written  or  reported  in  recent  months 
have  taken  courage.  Certainly  your  stand  on 
civil  rights  is  an  excellent  example  of  re- 
sponsible leadership.  It  gives  us  renewed 
hope  over  here  to  realize  that  a  Church  like 
this  is  behind  us. 

"Possibly  you  will  have  seen  this  in  other 
church  papers  by  the  time  you  receive  this, 
but  I  think  it  is  a  fairly  newsworthy  item 
that  the  Biennial  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  (Church)  held  in  Tokyo  last  week,  19 
PCUS  missionaries  were  welcomed  into  the 
Church,  along  with  other  new  IBC  mission- 
aries, in  a  special  receiving  ceremony.  This 
is  a  culmination  of  what  happens  when  our 
Board,  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  1962  con- 
sultation at  Montreat,  asks  the  various  na- 
tional churches  to  consider  what  kind  of 
working  relationship  they  would  like  to 
have  with  the  PCUS  and  its  Board.  The 
United  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan  (Kyodan) 
responded  by  inviting  our  Board  to  take 
membership  in  the  Inter-Board  Committee 
for  Christian  work  in  Japan.  This  Committee 
has  existed  since  the  War  (II),  but  our 
Board  has  not  had  membership.  Even  now 
the  membership  which  it  accepted  is  "as- 
sociate" membership  for  the  reason  that  one 
wing  of  our  mission  works  with  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  Japan,  a  strongly  orthodox 
group  which  seceded  from  the  Kyodan  im- 
mediately after  the  war.  In  this  new  relation- 
ship the  missionaries  who  have  affiliated 
with  the  IBC  are:  The  Baldwins,  Barksdales, 
Lancasters,  Reagans,  Magruders,  Mooneys, 
Boyles,  Kelleys  (Merle  and  Arlene),  Morris- 
ses,  and  Margaret  Archibald.  Mrs.  C.  A. 
(Laura)  Logan  will  also  be  in  the  group 
when  she  returns  to  Japan  from  a  temporary 
assignment  with  the  Board.  As  far  as  I  know, 
I  am  the  only  one  in  the  group  enrolled  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The  husbands 
whose  names  are  not  in  parentheses  above 
are  all  ordained.  The  Mooneys  teach  at  the 
Doshisha,  a  Church  University  in  Kyoto,  and 
the  Keppeys  are  at  Kinjo  Gakuin,  a  Nagoya 
girls'  school  which  has  long  been  associated 
with  our  Mission.  Incidentally,  Miss  Archi- 
bald and  Laura  Logan  are  aiso  Kinjo  mis- 
sionaries. 

"That's  enough,  I  guess.  I  didn't  really 
intend  to  get  sidetracked  on  the  news  item. 
What  I  wanted  to  say  was  just  that  we  ap- 
preciate very  much  your  faithfully  sending 
the  News.  Please  don't  let  our  subscription 
expire."

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ASSEMBLY  MEETING  MOVED 

The  April  meeting  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
has  been  moved  to  Montreat.  It  was 
originally  scheduled  to  convene  at  the 
Second  Church,  Memphis. 

The  Second  Church  has  been  the 
scene  of  integration  attempts  by  Negroes 
seeking  entrance  to  worship  services.  Its 
pastor,  Dr.  Henry  E.  Russell,  has  urged 
the  congregation  to  end  its  discrimina- 
tion, but  as  recently  as  January  24, 
Negroes  have  been  turned  away. 

Dr.  Felix  Gear,  the  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  said  that  "emergency" 
conditions  made  the  move  necessary. 
"This  emergency  arises  out  of  our  Gen- 
eral Assembly's  long-standing  policy, 
growing  out  of  the  nature  of  the  church, 
which  affirms  that  the  church  is  open 
for  worship  and  membership  to  all,  ir- 
respective of  race." 

-  Dr.  Gear  said  that  the  controversy  re- 
garding the  Assembly's  meeting  at  the 
Second  Church  had  created  "an  atmo- 
sphere in  which  the  General  Assembly 
may  find  it  difficult  to  function  normal- 
ly as  a  church  court."  He  further  stated 
that  the  failure  of  the  Church  to  admit 
Negroes  had  raised  a  question  "concern- 
ing the  danger  of  injuring  or  impairing 
the  witness  and  testimony  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  at  a  time  when  a 
united  witness  is  most  needed  on  the 
crucial  question  of  the  Christian  Church's 
relation  to  the  race  issue." 


GRANT  ANNOUNCED 

Davidson  College  has  received  an 
$80,000  gift  from  the  Duke  Endowment 
to  be  used  for  the  improvement  of  the 
college  library,  according  to  a  recent 
announcement  by  Dr.  Grier  Martin, 
Davidson  president. 

The  grant  is  the  second  from  the 
Duke  Endowment  in  two  months.  A 
$114,500  grant  to  sponsor  a  writer-artist 
in  residence  and  for  faculty  development 
was  announced  in  December. 

Dr.  Martin  noted  that  the  latest  grant 
would  assist  Davidson  in  bringing  up  the 
standards  of  the  library.  The  Hugh  A. 
and  Jane  Parks  Grey  Memorial  Library, 
completed  in  1941,  now  houses  over 
100,000  volumes,  and  although  the  li- 
brary expenditures  per  student  are  rising 
rapidly,  Davidson  still  ranks  below  many 
institutions  of  its  type  in  library  offer- 
ings.

Of  the  people,  Mr.  O'Neal  found  the  "na- 
tive Brazilians  to  be  cordial  and  friendly  as 
could  be."  He  met  many  outstanding  citizens 
of  Brazil  and  representatives  from  American 
industries. 

Mr.  O'Neal  was  "very  impressed  with  the 
work  and  accomplishments  of  our  mission- 
aries." He  found  missionaries  busy  teaching 
the  people  how  to  make  more  productive 
use  of  their  land  and  livestock;  missionaries 
engaged  in  education  through  mission 
schools;  missionaries  preaching  the  Gospel 
from  churches  and  outposts;  missionary 
nurses  and  doctors  healing  the  sick  and 
instructing  the  people  in  sanitary  procedures 
and  health  measures.  He  says  that  our  mis- 
sionaries do  not  want  our  sympathy.  They 
are  happy  people  who  are  doing  well  a 
worthwhile  task. 

Because  of  the  vast  jungles  and  long  dis- 
tances between  points,  their  main  mode  of 
transportation  while  traveling  throughout 
this  country,  that  is  a  little  larger  than  the 
continental  United  States,  was  by  light  plane. 
At  other  times  they  used  jeeps  and  similar 
vehicles  suitable  for  rugged  travel.  An  in- 
teresting change  was  an  overnight  trip  up 
the  Amazon  River.  Their  craft  was  the 
Brazilian  Bible  Society  "Bible  Boat."  While 
traveling  some  200  miles,  the  several  pas- 
sengers slept  in  hammocks. 

Brazil  has  her  share  of  wealth  in  the  big 
cities,  but  "the  poverty  is  inconceivable" 
in  some  places,  such  as  the  jungle  regions 
and  underdeveloped  areas.  There  is  a  tre- 
mendous need  for  agronomists,  health  person- 
nel, teachers,  etc.,  in  these  places,  according 
to  Mr.  O'Neal. 

One  of  the  most  promising  mission  fields 
in  Brazil  is  along  the  BR-14  Highway  under 
construction  between  Brasilia,  the  capital 
located  in  the  center  of  the  country,  and 
Belem,  a  coastal  town  some  1100  miles  to  the 
north.  Towns  are  springing  up  "overnight" 
along  this  route. 

This  "mushrooming  of  towns"  was  one  of 
the  things  that  impressed  Mr.  O'Neal.  While 
traveling  along  BR-14  by  light  plane,  some- 
one in  the  group  noticed  a  new  town.  Upon 
stopping,  they  found  a  place  of  some  2,000 
people — a  town  that  had  not  existed  some 
four  months  previously.  The  mayor  greet- 
ed them,  and  though  a  Roman  Catholic,  of- 
fered the  Presbyterian  missionaries  a  lot  on 
which  to  build  a  church  in  his  town.  Mr. 
O'Neal  says  that  towns  are  "mushrooming" 
in  other  parts  of  the  country  too,  where- 
ever  industry  is  locating. 

The  sole  purpose  of  Mr.  O'Neal's  trip  was 
to  make  "an  official  visit  of  the  mission 
activities  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church."  He  has  returned  home  with  the 
memory  of  a  country  that  needs  more 
missionaries  and  more  support  from  our 
churches  and  a  zeal  to  convince  Southern 
Presbyterians  that  they  should  do  more. 
He  has  recreated  his  travels  for  church 
audiences  through  the  use  of  the  many 
colored  slides  that  he  made  while  in  Brazil.

"PEPSI  PRESBYTERIANS" 
PROGRAM 

The  "Pepsi  Presbyterians"  are  getting 
set  for  another  round.  The  unusual  Stan 
Freberg  religious  radio  messages  or  spots 
are  to  be  heard  statewide  February  28- 
April  10  on  many  North  Carolina  radio 
stations.  Arrangements  for  these  pre- 
sentations were  made  by  Synod's  TRAV; 
Dr.  Ben  F.  Brown  of  Greensboro  is 
Chairman  and  Ted  L.  Daniel  of  Raleigh 
is  Director. 

The  title  "Pepsi  Presbyterians"  was  af- 
fectionately given  last  fall  by  a  Char- 
lotte Methodist  during  a  test  run  of  the 
Freberg  spots  in  the  Charlotte  area  only. 
Most  comments  there  were  highly  favor- 
able, even  enthusiastic,  and  as  a  result 
plans  were  laid  to  present  the  spots  all 
across  the  state. 

The  Freberg  spots,  which  were  pro- 
duced by  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.A.,  are  not  meant  for  the  committed 
Christian.  Their  target  audience  is  the 
non-Christian  young  American  who  pre- 
tends he  can  get  along  without  God. 
The  tone  of  the  messages  is  anti-material- 
ism and  they  use  a  touch  of  humor  and 
bouncy  music. 

The  three  one-minute  spots  in  the 
series  have  been  met  with  widespread 
acclaim  by  Tar  Heel  radio  executives 
and  welcomed  as  a  serious  effort  to  get 
through  to  the  outsider.  Careful  research 
done  by  independent  firms  in  St.  Louis 
and  Detroit  showed  that  about  78%  of 
the  hearers  were  caused  to  "wonder 
about  God."  That  is,  they  began  to  won- 
der about  their  own  values.  On  the  basis 
of  this  response,  the  messages  have  been 
unusually  successful. 

CHURCH  CONTRIBUTIONS 

Contributions  totaling  $2,858,600,845 
were  reported  by  forty-one  Protestant 
Churches  in  the  United  States  during  the 
calendar  year  1963,  according  to  sta- 
tistics released  by  the  Department  of 
Stewardship  and  Benevolence  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches. 

Of  the  total,  $530,908,204  or  18.57 
percent,  was  given  for  benevolences. 
$2,327,692,641  or  81.42  percent  of  the 
total  was  reported  for  local  congregation- 
al items. 

The  total  contributions  for  benevo- 
lences reported  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  amounted  to  $24,365,646. 
$75,260,1  18  was  reported  for  congre- 
gational expenses,  making  the  grand 
total  of  contributions  $102,625,764. 
This  figure  was  exceeded  by  only  eight 
denominations. 

In  per  capita  contributions,  the  Presby- 
terian Church  U.  S.  was  exceeded  only 
by  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 
For  all  purposes,  Presbyterians  U.  S. 
gave  $109.46  and  for  benevolences, 
$25.99. 
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ALBEMARLE  PRESBYTERY 

The  mid-winter  meeting  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  was  held  January  26  at  How- 
ard Memorial  Church,  Tarboro,  with 
John  A.  Mitchener,  Jr.,  serving  as  mod- 
erator. 

Four  overtures  and  resolutions  were 
referred  to  committees  for  study  and  con- 
sideration. The  overtures  included  a  pro- 
posal that  the  General  Assembly  amend 
the  Book  of  Church  Order  to  provide 
that  a  minister  in  good  standing  may  be 
admitted  to  another  Presbytery  without 
examination.  A  resolution  calling  for  re- 
peal of  the  speaker-ban  law  was  referred 
to  the  Christian  Relations  Committee. 
Other  overtures  asked  that  the  Synod  ap- 
point a  committee  to  study  Presbytery 
boundaries,  with  a  view  to  reducing  the 
number  of  Presbyteries,  and  that  the 
General  Assembly  take  steps  to  expedite 
a  reunion  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A. 

The  Presbytery  approved  a  benevol- 
ence budget  for  1965  of  $172,854,  with 
$72,357  for  General  Assembly  bene- 
volences; $63,351  for  Synod  purposes; 
and  $37,146  for  Presbytery  causes. 

The  Christian  Education  Committee 
reported  that  color  slides  had  been  pre- 
pared to  promote  interest  in  the  Pres- 
bytery's camp.  The  World  Missions  Com- 
mittee reported  that  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Jack 
E.  Maxwell  would  be  in  the  Presbytery 
February  23-28  to  talk  about  their  work. 


CONCORD  PRESBYTERY 

Rev.  Carl  May,  pastor  of  the  Thyatira 
Church,  Salisbury,  presided  as  modera- 
tor at  the  winter  meeting  of  Concord 
Presbytery  on  January  19  at  the  David- 
son College  Church.  He  succeeded  Rev. 
J.  Clyde  Plexico,  Jr.,  of  Valdese. 

Mrs.  J.  Laird  Jacobs,  Ruling  Elder  of 
the  Waldensian  Church,  Valdese,  was 
recognized  as  the  first  woman  commis- 
sioner in  the  history  of  the  Presbytery. 

Rev.  James  R.  Phipps,  until  recently 
minister  of  the  Concord  Church,  States- 
ville,  was  granted  honorable  retirement. 

In  committee  reports,  the  Presbytery 
treasurer.  Dr.  F.  L.  Jackson,  reported 
receipts  for  budgeted  benevolences  in  the 
amount  of  $326,461.67  and  for  non- 
budgeted  causes,  $37,833.33.  The  Church 
Extension  Committee  reported  that  29 
churches  were  assisted  in  the  amount  of 
$52,970  during  the  past  year.  The  report 
of  the  Presbytery's  Council,  Rev.  Wilkes 
D.  Macaulay,  chairm.an,  called  for  a 
1965  Benevolence  Budget  amounting  to 
$360,000. 

An  Ad-Interim  Committee  studying  the 
work  of  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  As- 
sociation reported  that  a  study  was  to  be 
made  to  determine  the  powers  of  the 
Presbytery  in  relation  to  the  institution. 
A  meeting  with  a  committee  of  Holston

Millard,  General  Assembly's  Stated  Clerk, 
Secretary. 

Presbytery  will  take  place  to  discuss 
the  matter.  Mr.  Robert  Hayes,  President 
of  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Associa- 
tion, spoke  in  connection  with  the  re- 
port. 

Mac  W.  Freeman,  Executive  Secretary 
of  Nashville  Presbytery  (Tennessee)  ad- 
dressed the  Presbytery  on  "Personal 
Evangelism."

ORANGE  PRESBYTERY  MEETS 

Orange  Presbytery,  meeting  in  the 
Siler  City  Church  on  January  21,  heard 
the  Rev.  Ernest  S.  Strickland,  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Christian  Family  Ed- 
ucation, Board  of  Education,  Richmond, 
speak  on  the  new  Covenant  Life  Curricu- 
lum in  the  area  of  Christian  Nurture  and 
Family  Life. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  new  dining  hall  at  Camp  New  Hope, 
costing  $100,000,  would  be  completed 
by  Easter,  and  that  the  old  dining  hall 
will  be  converted  to  a  comfort  center  for 
conference  facilities. 

"Vista",  or  Volunteers  in  Service  to 
America,  a  pilot  training  program,  has 
leased  the  facilities  of  Camp  New  Hope 
for  three  weeks.  Plans  for  other  camp 
and  conference  opportunities  for  the 
25,000  Presbyterians  in  Orange  Presby- 
tery were  reported  on. 

A  memorial  to  the  late  Dr.  W.  T. 
Thompson  was  read  by  Dr.  Marion  S. 
Huske,  honorably  retired  and  former 
minister  of  the  Westminster  Church, 
Greensboro. 

Mr.  Harry  M.  Clark,  Chairman  of  the 
Council  of  Orange  Presbytery,  presented 
the  annual  budget  for  1965  totalling  ap- 
proximately $486,000.  Two  new  churches 
(one  in  Greensboro  and  the  other  near 
Asheboro)  were  recommended  in  Mr. 
Clark's  report  for  organization  sometime 
in  the  spring  of  1965. 

Dr.  Joseph  M.  Garrison,  Chairman  of 
the  Manual  Revision  Committee,  pre- 
sented for  adoption  the  recommendations 
of  this  Committee  relative  to  the  Man- 
ual for  Orange  Presbytery,  which  has 
been  two  years  in  revision.

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CCL  COMMITTEE  CONVENED 

The  Executive  Commtitee  of  Campus 
Christian  Life  convened  in  Synod's  Of- 
fice, Raleigh,  February  11-12,  with  Dr. 
W.  Chester  Keller,  Chairman,  presiding 
over  the  full  Committee  meeting.  Sub- 
committees met  on  the  first  day  and  the 
morning  of  the  second  day.  These  were 
chaired  as  follows:  Program  and  Person- 
nel—Rev. T.  Hartley  Hall,  IV;  Budget 
and  Finance — Mr.  Reid  Ross,  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  Fayetteville. 

The  two  sub-committees  heard  repre- 
sentatives of  nine  of  the  eleven  Centers 
where  a  campus  ministry  is  promulgated. 

The  principle  business  of  the  meet- 
ing was  the  adoption  of  a  firm  CCL 
budget  for  1965.  The  Committee  ap- 
proved of  a  total  budget  of  $81,868, 
which  included  items  for  supporting 
Centers  ranging  from  $300  to  $16,000. 

The  Committee  was  apprised  of 
the  fact  that  there  are  more  than 
11,000  Presbyterian  students  in  all 
North  Carolina  institutions  of  high- 
er learning,  an  increase  of  1,176 
over  the  previous  session  and  of 
approximately  3,000  since  the  Ses- 
sion of  1960-61. 

There  are  more  Presbyterian  stu- 
dents in  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  than  any  other  institution 
in  the  State,  to  wit  1,627.  Both 
Duke  and  North  Carolina  State  also 
report  more  than  1,000,  with  East 
Carolina  College  reporting  682,  and 
the  University  at  Greensboro  586. 
St.  Andrews  College  reports  595 
and  Davidson  479. 

Percentage-wise  St.  Andrews  re- 
ports 62%;  Davidson,  43%; 
Queens,  42%;  and  Peace  College, 
34%. 

Of  State  institutions,  Guilford 
College  reports  the  highest  percent- 
age, 19%.  Duke  University  ranks 
second  with  18%  for  undergrad- 
uate students  only.  The  University 
at  Greensboro  reports  16%;  Chapel  Hill, 
Wake  Forest,  and  Greensboro  College, 
14%;  St.  Marys,  13%;  and  N.C.  State, 
12%.  Fayetteville  State  College  reports 
3%,  Shaw  University,  2%,  and  St.  Aug- 
ustine, 1%. 

The  Committee  expressed  deep  con- 
cern over  the  failure  of  Presbyteries  to 
provide  more  than  60%  of  the  asking 
by  Synod  for  undergirding  the  Campus 
Ministry,  and  appointed  members  of  the 
Committee  to  appear  before  the  Stew- 
ardship Committees  of  the  Synod's 
Council  and  of  Presbyteries  to  plead  the 
cause.  The  Committee  took  an  action 
approving  of  the  ministry-program  being 
conducted  on  the  campus  of  N.  C.  State 
College,  involving  the  use  of  General 
Assembly  and  Babcock-Reynolds  Found- 
ation funds. 

Another  action  of  the  Committee  ten- 
tatively approved  of  a  paper  on  the 
"Mission  and  Form  of  the  Ministry  on 


WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY 

The  222nd  meeting  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery  was  held  at  Carolina  Beach 
January  19,  with  67  churches  represent- 
ed. 

A  report  on  benevolences  showed  that 
$170,773.69  was  received  in  1964  for 
budgeted  benevolences  and  a  grand  total 
of  $192,621  for  all  causes,  as  compared 
to  $176,115  in  1963.  A  budget  of  $166,- 
200  was  adopted  for  1965. 

The  Presbytery  approved  sustentation 
of  14  churches  in  the  amount  of  $16,- 
820.  The  Black  River,  Stanford,  and 
Pineland  Churches  were  commended  for 
self-support  in  1965. 

Among  the  guests  at  the  Presbytery 
meeting  was  Mrs.  W.  H.  Crumpler  of 
Mount  Olive,  the  first  woman  to  be  elect- 
ed a  Deacon  in  Wilmington  Presbytery. 
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Campus",  with  recommendations  pro- 
posing amendment  of  the  Book  of 
Church  Order  by  designating  a  campus 
minister  with  status  "along  with  other 
forms  of  the  ministry  now  recognized", 
and  proposing  that  the  Campus  minister 
hold  membership  in  the  responsible 
Synod  through  the  Synod's  CCL  com- 
mittee, "designated  as  a  Commission  for 
the  purpose  of  calling,  examining,  or- 
daining, installing  the  Campus  Minister, 
and  exercising  proper  oversight  of  his 
ministry".

CHAPEL  HILL  CHURCH  THRIVING 

The  congregation  of  the  Chapel  Hill 
Church  has  approved  plans  calling  for 
the  development  of  a  new  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  Chapel  Hill  area  and  for 
a  capital  funds  campaign  to  provide 
funds  for  expansion. 

The  Chapel  Hill  Church,  located  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  has  a  con- 
gregation of  more  than  800  and  is  grow- 
ing at  the  rate  of  50-60  members  per 
year.  The  congregation  is  faced  with  the 
problem  of  expanding  its  own  facilities 
or  starting  a  new  congregation,  since  the 
existing  church  plant  was  based  on  a 
resident  membership  of  about  600. 

The  church  serves  as  the  center  of 
campus  ministry  to  students  at  the  Uni- 
versity. Two  campus  pastors,  Rev.  Harry 
E.  Smith  and  Rev.  E.  Thomas  Miller, 
serve  over  1,600  Presbyterian  students. 
The  plans  call  for  the  employ- 
ment of  an  Associate  Pastor  to  or- 
ganize a  new  church.  The  salary  of 
the  pastor  is  to  be  shared  by 
Orange  Presbytery.  The  church 
hopes  to  employ  an  associate  pas- 
tor by  June. 

The  financial  campaign  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  congregation  will 
total  $135,000-$  145,000,  with  the 
major  portion  to  go  toward  the 
building  of  the  new  church  ($50,- 
000).  Other  portions  will  go  toward 
benevolent  contributions,  debt  re- 
tirement, and  the  completion  of  an 
area  below  the  sanctuary  for  use 
by  the  Church  School.  The  cam- 
paign has  been  tentatively  set  for 
April  and  May  of  this  year.  Orange 
Presbytery  has  been  requested  to 
match  the  amount  raised  in  build- 
ing funds  for  the  new  church. 

The  Church  has  shown  continual 
growth  in  influence  and  service 
since  its  beginnings  in  the  1800's. 
Synod's  interest  in  Chapel  Hill  as 
an  evangelistic  point  was  recog- 
nized as  early  as  1888,  when  Synod  au- 
thorized the  Church  to  appeal  for  state- 
wide aid.  By  1903  contributions  from 
throughout  the  Synod  were  aiding  in  the 
support  of  a  pastor  there.  In  1920  a 
church  building  was  erected  with  funds 
provided  by  Dr.  James  Sprunt.  As  the 
University  grew,  so  did  the  church. 

In  1953  dissension  arose  between  the 
minister  of  the  church.  Rev.  Charles 
Jones,  and  Orange  Presbytery.  Mr.  Jones 
was  separated  from  the  Presbytery  and 
Rev.  Vance  Barron,  the  present  minister, 
came  to  the  church  in  1955.  Since  his 
arrival  the  membership  has  increased 
from  391  to  more  than  800. 

The  Chapel  Hill  Church  and  its  min- 
ister have  been  leaders  in  Chapel  Hill  in 
many  social  areas,  notably  race  relations. 
Mr.  Barron  is  a  leader  in  the  Fellowship 
of  Concern,  an  organization  of  Presby- 
teria^n  ministers  and  laymen  working  to 
end  discrimination  in  the  Church.

Mr.  Alexander,  a 
deacon  in  the  White 
Memorial  Church, 
Raleigh,  is  a  native 
of  Charlotte,  and  he 
began  his  business 
career  with  the  In- 
ternational Harvest- 
er Company.  After 
having  served  in 
World  War  II,  he  joined  the  Raleigh 
Tractor  and  Truck  Company. 

He  has  been  very  active  in  civic  affairs 
and  was  recently  named  President  of  the 
Raleigh  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was 
also  active  in  the  campaign  for  Governor 
Dan  K.  Moore  in  the  last  election. 

Mr.  Alexander,  who  traces  his  ances- 
tory  to  John  McKnitt  Alexander,  a  sign- 
er of  the  Mecklenburg  Declaration  of 
Independence,  is  married  to  the  former 
Ruth  Black  Streb  of  Raleigh.  He  is  a 
former  President  of  the  Raleigh  Mer- 
chants Association,  a  member  and  past 
director  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  was 
honored  while  a  Jaycee  by  being  present- 
ed a  Distinguished  Service  Award  for 
Raleigh  and  the  State.

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PRAYER  IN  SCHOOLS 


Below  is  a  letter  recently  received  from  Mr.  Donald  F.  MacDonald,  a  native  of 
South  Carolina,  now  living  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  where  he  is  a  featured  writer  for 
The  Scotsman.  Mr.  MacDonald  is  brother  of  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Richard  R.  Gam- 
mon, minister  of  the  Greenville  First  Church,  Flora  MacDonald  Gammon.  Before 
going  to  Glasgow  several  years  ago,  he  was  reporter  on  the  Charlotte  Observer.  His 
wife  is  "a  Scot  lass  who  speaks  Gaelic  fluently"  and  an  actress.  Following  is  the 
letter: 

Jan.  9,  1965. 

"Dear  Harold: 

"  'Bliadhna  mhath  Ur'  (Blee-uh-nuh  vah  OOR),  or  as  the  Lowland  Scots  say,  'A 
Guid  New  Year!'  I  trust  that  your  Christmas  was  a  happy  and  blessed  one,  as 
was  ours  here  in  Glasgow.  Many  thanks  for  sending  me  the  Presbyterian  News  each 
month;  and  I  hope  my  little  contributions  from  time-to-time  bring  some  enjoyment 
to  others.  Just  the  other  day  I  was  looking  through  some  old  back  copies  of  a  maga- 
zine printed  in  Gaelic  (with  one  small  section  in  English)  called  'An  Gaidheal' 
(translation:  The  Gael).  This  magazine  used  to  be  published  among  Gaelic-speaking 
emigrants  in  Canada,  and  the  date  of  the  copy  which  may  interest  you  was:  June, 
1872.  The  publishers  were  a  company  in  Toronto.  The  article  in  this  issue  which 
will  probably  be  of  interest,  in  case  you  had  not  seen  it  before,  was  written  by  the 
Rev.  John  C.  Sinclair  of  Philadelphia,  who  had  previously,  I  believe,  been  a  minister 
at  Barbecue  Church,  Harnett  County,  N.  C.  At  any  rate,  here  is  his  article,  which 
I  have  copied  down  word  for  word.  It  may  well  be  of  interest  to  North  Carolina 
historians:  It  is  entitled  'The  North  Carolina  Highlanders'.  Bear  in  mind  it  was 
written  in  1872,  after  the  War  Between  the  States, 

"  'The  county  inhabited  by  the  Highlanders  in  North  and  South  Carolina  is 
healthy,  the  soil  is  light  and  sandy,  producing  Indian  corn,  cotton,  oats,  wheat, 
tobacco,  sweet  potatoes  and  every  kind  of  vegetable.  The  Highlanders  of  North 
Carolina  still  adhere  to  the  religion  and  characteristics  of  their  forefathers. 
They  are  strict,  conscientious  Presbyterians,  honest  in  their  transactions, 
hospitable  to  strangers;  but  greatly  in  love  with  the  mighty  dollar.  They  were 
very  comfortably  situated  before  the  War,  the  generality  of  them  being  slave- 
holders, but  the  war  has  reduced  their  former  comfortable  condition  very  much. 

"'The  first  emigrants  to  the  Carolinas  brought  their  Bibles  and  Confessions 
of  Faith  and  Catechisms  to  their  adopted  country.  The  old  race  is  gone  and 
their  descendants  have  given  up,  in  a  great  degree,  the  customs  and  manners  of 
the  Old  Gaels.  The  ancient  Celtic  language  is  nearly  dead,  except  with  a  few 
families  who  arrived  within  the  last  thirty  years.  I  have  met  with  a  number 
of  coloured  people  who  speak  the  Gaelic  language  as  loell  as  if  they  had  been 
raised  in  any  of  the  Hebrides.  There  is  no  Gaelic  preached  in  the  Carolinas 
now,  and  not  likely  to  be  in  the  future.  I  was  the  last  Gaelic  minister  in  the 
North  State,  and  preached  in  that  language  for  eight  years  among  my  country- 
men. The  names  of  those  who  preached  the  Gaelic  since  the  settlement  of  the 
Highlanders  in  the  Carolinas  are,  as  follows:  the  first  two  were  Messrs. 
Campbell  and  MacLeod.  The  former  was  from  Argyll,  the  latter  from  the  Isle 
of  Syke.  They  came  to  N.  C.  at  or  near  the  Revolution.  MacLeod  did  not  remain 
long  among  his  countrymen.  He  was  a  Royalists  and  returned  home.  He  died,  as 
I  have  been  informed,  in  Edinburgh  very  soon  afterwards.  After  them  the 
Revs.  Messrs.  Lindsay  and  MacDiarmid  came,  both  Argyllshire  men,  the  latter 
a  native  of  Islay.  The  next  was  Father  Maclntyre,  a  native  of  Lismore,  a  very 
pious  man  and  powerful  revivalist.  The  Presbytery  of  Fayetteville  licensed 
and  ordained  him  to  the  work  of  the  ministry  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of 
Gaelic  ministers  for  the  Highlanders;  although  he  had  never  attended  any 
seminary  of  learning,  his  labours  were  m.uch  blessed  among  his  countrymen. 
Rev.  Colin  Maclver,  a  native  of  Stornoway ,  Isle  of  Lewis,  was  his  contem- 
porary. Your  correspondent,  also  from  Argyllshire ,  was  the  last  from  Storno- 
way. I  had  been  for  eight  years  pastor  of  the  Church  in  which  Mr.  MacLeod 
was  the  pastor  during  his  residence  in  North  Carolina.  His  session  were 
eminently  pious  and  Godfearing  men,  strictly  Calvinistic,  Bible  and  Confession 
of  Faith-men,  whom  he  called  "the  little  ministers",  declaring  that  he  would 
sooner  preach  to  the  most  intellectual  church  in  the  City  of  Edinburgh  than 
to  the  "little  ministers  of  Barbecue".  Rev.  Colin  Maclver  was  my  predecessor 
in  the  same  church.  The  Episcopal  Church  of  England  was  the  Established 
religion  in  North  Carolina  in  the  days  of  Messrs.  Campbell  and  MacLeod;  and 
without  a  license  from  that  quarter  none  was  permitted  to  preach  the  gospel 
in  the  State.  Campbell  submitted  and  obtained  a  license,  but  MacLeod  main- 
tained that  his  Presbyterial  license  was  sufficient  for  him  and  if  I  recollect 
well,  he  was  taken  prisoner  for  disobeying  the  State  law  by  preaching  without 
a  license. 

"  'The  natives  of  Argyll-shire  were  from  their  first  settlement,  from  Islay, 
Jura  and  Ca,ntyre  (Kintyre);  many  from  the  Isle  of  Skye,  and  some  few  from 
the  Long  Island.  (This  was  the  Isle  of  Lewis  and  Harris,  North  Uist,  Benbecula.) 
■find  SQUth  Uisi  .  .  .  which,  taken  collectively,  were  known  as  the. .Long.  Island.)

U.  S.  Supreme  Court  Justice  Tom  C. 
Clark  recently  told  some  200  clergymen 
and  public  school  administrators  that  "no 
domestic  problem  has  more  national  in- 
terest than  religion  and  the  public  school." 
He  added,  however,  that  much  of  this  in- 
terest can  be  attributed  to  misunderstand- 
ing and  misinterpretation  of  the  Supreme 
Court's  1963  ban  on  public  school  devotion- 
al acts. 

Justice  Clark,  a  Presbyterian  layman, 
spoke  before  a  conference  at  Wartburg 
College,  Waverly,  Iowa,  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  American  Lutheran  Church. 

He  said  that  the  Court's  position  on 
prayer  rests  on  the  proposition  that  any 
required  exercise  in  the  public  school  must 
be  secular.  "Yet  prayer  is  the  conversation 
of  religion,"  he  pointed  out,  "and  it  would 
be  difficult  to  prove  that  required  prayer 
is  secular  in  its  purpose."  He  added  that 
the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 
forbids  "establishment"  of  religion,  and 
was  not  adopted  to  protect  the  church 
from  the  state,  but  to  guarantee  religious 
freedom. 

He  stressed  the  need  of  the  church  and 
home,  not  the  school,  to  provide  religious 
instruction  of  children.

Dr.  William  B.  Oglesby,  Jr.,  Professor 
of  Pastoral  Counseling  at  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Richmond,  conducted 
a  series  of  services  on  "The  Christian 
Family"  at  the  First  Church,  Gastonia, 
January  9-13.  Dr.  Oglesby  conducted  the 
morning  worship  service  on  January  9 
and  held  informal  morning  and  evening 
sessions  during  the  week.  Among  the 
topics  covered  were  marriage,  parent- 
hood, family  worship,  and  parent-teen  re- 
lationships. 


SPEAKER 

Dr.  Cecil  A.  Thompson,  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Church's  Medical 
Benevolence  Foundation,  addressed  the 
Presbyterian  physicians  and  dentists  of 
Greensboro  early  in  December. 

Dr.  Thompson  on  leave  from  the  faculty 
of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  where 
he  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Evange- 
lism and  Missions  has  made  first-hand 
studies  of  conditions  in  every  Presbyterian 
church  supported  hospital  around  the 
world. 

The  Reverend  John  E.  Eliason,  pastor  of 
the  Siler  City  Presbyterian  Church  and 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian- 
ity and  Health  of  Orange  Presbytery, 
served  as  moderator. 


COUNCIL  FORMED 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  is  par- 
ticipating in  a  program  attempting  to 
combat  the  spiritual  poverty  of  the  Appa- 
lachian area.  The  Church  was  one  of  three 
Presbyterian  Churches  to  join  with  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  in  forming 
the  Pan  Presbyterian  Appalachian  Coun- 
cil in  Kingsport,  Tenn.,  November  18. 

The  Council  will  conduct  cooperative 
studies,  develop  mission  strategy,  and 
carry  out  programs  in  the  region.  Its 
first  emphasis  will  be  on  evangelism,  prob- 
lems of  the  ministry,  and  religious  educa- 
tion. Radio  and  television  will  be  widely 
used. 

Only  about  15  per  cent  of  the  residents 
of  southern  Appalachia  are  members  of 
any  church.

McCORKLE  TO  RALEIGH 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  William  H.  McCorkle 
of  Bristol,  Tennessee  recently  moved  to 
Raleigh  where  Dr.  McCorkle  has  become 
Associate  Minister 
of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Dr.  McCorkle, 
Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  in 
1963,  was  pastor  of 
the  Bristol  First 
Church  from  1957 
to  1964.  Immediate- 
ly before  that  he  had 
served  for  five  years 
as  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S. 

Dr.  McCorkle  was  born  in  Rock  Hill, 
South  Carolina  and  was  educated  in  the 
local  schools  before  attending  the  Citadel 
at  Charleston  where  he  graduated  in 
1922.

Louis.  During  the  Second  World  War  he 
was  a  Chaplain  in  the  U.S.  Navy  from 
1942  to  1945. 

Dr.  McCorkle  is  married  to  the  form- 
er Martha  A.  Burkhead  of  Lexington, 
N.  C. 


NECROLOGY 

The  Reverend  Neill  Graham 
Stevens,  honorably  retired  and  a  mem- 
ber of  Wilmington  Presbytery,  died  in 
Fayetteville  on  Sunday,  January  17, 
eighty-two  years  of  age.  Mr.  Stevens 
was  born  at  Council  in  Bladen  Coun- 
ty, March  28,  1883,  the  son  of  James 
T.  and  Mary  Graham  Stevens.  He 
graduated  from  Davidson  College  in 
1908  and  from  Louisville  Seminary 
in  1912.

In  September,  1926,  Dr.  Stevens 
married  Anne  Laurie  Musser  of  Ger- 
mantown,  Maryland,  who  survives 
him.  He  is  also  survived  by  two  chil- 
dren, Neill  Graham,  Jr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  P.  Preston. 

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  Stevens 
were  held  on  January  18  and  he  was 
buried  at  the  Mt.  Horeb  Church  in 
Bladen  County.

The  far-famed  Flora  MacDonald  honoured  this  State  by  a  residence  of  some 
years.  Her  husband  was  colonel  of  a  Highland  regiment,  fighting  for  the  Cause 
of  George  III  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  She  and  her  husband  returned  to 
Skye  after  the  Revolution.  The  Presbytery  of  Fayetteville,  of  which  I  am  a 
member,  had  in  time  25  members,  14  of  lohom  were  Mac's — an  evidence  of  their 
Highland  descent,  tho'  none  could  speak  the  language  of  their  forefathers. 
Six  more  wanted  the  cognomen,  yet  they  could  boast  of  their  Highland  descent 
and  of  retaining  the  Mac  in  the  native  language  of  the  old  Caledonia.  These 
six  were  of  the  name  of  Black,  Kelly,  Munro,  Shaw  and  Sinclair.  The  Mac's 
were:  Maclean,  MacNeil,  MacMillan,  MacNair,  MacDonald,  Macpherson,  Mac- 
Queen,  MacBride,  MacKay  and  MacAllister.  Three  MacNeils,  three  MacQueens 
and  two  Sinclairs.  Kelly's  grandfather  was,  I  think,  a  native  of  Uist.  As  to  those 
who  rose  to  eminence  in  the  U.S.,  including  Judges  and  Congressmen,  I  am 
unable  to  enumerate  them  at  present.  Many  of  them  were  members  of  their 
State  Legislature  of  both  House  and  Senate.  The  names  of  those  elected  U.  S. 
Congressmen  are:  Gen.  MacKay  of  Bladen,  Lachlan  Bethune  of  Cumberland, 
General  John  MacQueen  of  Darlington,  S.  C;  Governor  Brown  of  Tennessee;  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Rae  and  Mr.  Mcintosh,  of  Georgia,  who  was  born  in  the  said  State — 
all  the  rest  were  born  in  North  Carolina.  Bethune's  father  was  born  in  Skye, 
as  was  Gen.  MacQueen's  grandfather.  Other  of  the  Highland  Scotch  rose  to 
eminence  in  medicine. 

"  'P.S. — In  giving  the  names  of  ministers  who  preached,  the  Gaelic  language, 
I  forgot  the  Rev.  Mr.  MacDougald  who  was  also  a  native  of  Argyll-shire,  so 
there  were  8  ministers  whose  mother  tongue  was  the  Gaelic,  six  of  these  were 
natives  of  Argyll,  one  from  Skye  and  one  from  Stornoway'." 

END  OF  ARTICLE.  The  parenthetical  explanations  are  my  own.  Actually,  there 
were  other  Gaelic-speaking  ministers  .  .  .  The  Rev.  Archibald  MacQueen,  for  one, 
and  the  Rev.  Dougald  Crawford  of  Raft  Swamp  (Antioch  Church).  Best  wishes.

WORLD  MISSIONS 
CONFERENCE 


MISSIONARY  FORCE  REACHES 
ALL-TIME  HIGH 


The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  recently 
heard  reports  and  recommendations  from 
a  re-study  of  three  major  areas  of  the 
Board's  work.  Implementation  of  the 
reports  will  be  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board. 

The  three  areas  presented  to  the  Board 
were  Evangelism,  Homes  and  Christian 
Welfare,  and  the  Division  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. 

In  a  study  of  the  evangelistic  program, 
the  re-study  group  recommended  that 
the  next  General  Assembly  be  requested 
to  issue  a  "Call  to  Repentance  and  Ex- 
pectancy," a  paper  prepared  by  Dr. 
Alber  C.  Winn,  and  if  this  is  approved, 
it  was  suggested  that  each  congregation 
conduct  a  six-week  period  of  prayer, 
study,  and  self-examination.  Other  rec- 
ommendations called  for  a  survey  of 
some  of  the  factors  needing  consideration 
in  connection  with  the  total  evangelistic 
program  of  the  church;  and  that  a  pro- 
gram of  orientation  and  consultation  for 
young  ministers  be  inaugurated. 

The  report  on  Homes  and  Christian 
Welfare  called  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity of  this  Division  of  the  Board  being 
concerned  with  services  throughout  the 
church  and  recommended  that  grants  be 
given  to  agencies  unable  to  finance  pro- 
grams themselves.  It  was  recommended 
that  an  Advisory  Council  be  set  up  for 
this  division 

In  the  area  of  Home  Missions,  the  re- 
study  body  asked  that  the  Board  reor- 
ganize itself  to  continue  to  meet  needs 
in  the  area;  that  the  Board  concentrate 
its  missonary  support  in  strategic  areas 
for  new  work;  and  that  the  Board  de- 
crease its  support  of  static  areas  as  rapid- 
ly as  possible.  It  was  also  urged  that 
Presbyteries  call  only  experienced  pas- 
tors to  organize  new  churches;  that  "ex- 
ploration in  cross-cultural  and  cross- 
racial  churches  be  encouraged;  that  a 
ministry  on  the  part  of  foreign  students 
be  considered;  and  that  intensive  study 
be  made  regarding  the  Church's  role  in 
the  metropolitan  community."  The  re- 
study  group  asked  that  the  matter  of  the 
Church's  geographic  expansion  be  stud- 
ied and  some  policy  be  set  up.  Another 
recommendation  asked  that  the  Board 
set  up  challenge  funds  and  scholarships 
to  help  give  ministers  specialized  train- 
ing to  deal  with  the  emerging  problems 
of  our  day,  such  as  inner-city,  old-age 
groups,  delinquency,  etc. 

The  re-study,  begun  last  July,  was 
called  because  of  the  desire  of  the  Board 
to  more  adequately  cope  with  the  op- 
portunities and  obstacles  caused  by  the 
growth  of  the  denomination.  The  group 
was  composed  of  nine  consultants  from 
other     denominations,  representatives 


The  annual  Charlotte  World  Missions 
Conference  was  held  January  30-Feb- 
ruary  3  with  twenty-one  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  missionaries  participating. 

Thirty  Presbyterian  Churches  in  the 
Charlotte  area  took  part  in  the  confer- 
ence, which  was  directed  by  Rev.  Rich- 
ard E.  Hildebrandt  of  the  Wilmore 
Church. 

The  missionaries  discussed  problems 
and  goals  of  the  mission  field.  Taking 
part  were  six  missionaries  to  the  Congo, 
eight  from  Brazil,  two  from  India,  two 
from  Korea,  and  one  each  from  Taiwan 
and  Japan.  Also  participating  was  Rev. 
Eugene  Daniel,  Associate  Minister  at 
the  Myers  Park  Church  and  former  Can- 
didate Secretary  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions. 

The  Conference  was  introduced  by  a 
Youth  Night  at  the  Steele  Creek  and 
Myers  Park  Churches.  The  missionaries 
participated  in  a  panel  discussion,  after 
which  informal  discussions  were  con- 
ducted. 


MISSION  WORK  AFFECTED 

Future  Christian  missionary  work  in 
Africa  may  have  been  hampered  by  Bel- 
gian and  American  efforts  to  rescue 
white  hostages  from  rebel-held  sections 
of  the  Congo,  according  to  Dr.  Theodore 
L.  Tucker,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
National  Council  of  Church's  Africa 
Committee. 

Dr.  Tucker  recently  pointed  out  that 
Africians  are  "particularly  sensitive"  to 
any  appearance  of  the  United  States  sid- 
ing with  former  colonial  powers.  He  ex- 
plained that  the  fact  that  American 
planes  were  used  to  transport  Belgian 
troops,  taking  off  from  British  bases, 
has  heightened  tension. 

Dr.  Tucker  also  expresed  concern  over 
the  large  numbers  of  African  Christians 
slain  by  the  rebels.  "For  every  mission- 
ary killed,"  he  said,  "there  have  been 
hundreds  of  Congolese  Christians  slain." 
He  stated  that  he  felt  they  were  killed  in 
an  effort  to  wipe  out  all  potential  local 
leaders. 

In  estimating  the  Protestant  missionary 
situation  in  the  Congo,  Dr.  Tucker  said 
that  there  are  about  500  Americans  still 
at  work,  although  not  necessarily  in  their 
own  stations.  He  further  estimated  that 
of  the  total  Congolese  population  of  13 
million,  5  to  6  million  are  Roman  Catho- 
lic and  2  to  3  million  are  Protestant.  The 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  is  one  of 
the  Protestant  bodies  at  work  in  the 
Congo.

NASHVILLE,  TENN.— More  Presby- 
terians U.S.  are  serving  overseas  as  mis- 
sionaries than  ever  before,  according  to 
figures  released  this  week  by  the  denomi- 
nation's Board  of  World  Missions  here. 
The  current  total:  553,  an  all-time  high 
since  the  first  Presbyterian  U.S.  mis- 
sionary was  sent  overseas  by  the  church 
in  1867. 

The  previous  high  of  522,  reached  in 
the  mid  1920's,  was  almost  equalled  by 
last  year's  figure,  519. 

Of  the  current  total,  263  are  evange- 
lists, 151  are  teachers,  76  are  doctors, 
nurses  and  other  medical  personnel,  25 
serve  as  treasurers  or  as  business  man- 
agers in  schools  and  hospitals,  17  are  agri- 
culturalists, 17  are  specialists  of  other 
kinds:  in  mass  communication,  mainten- 
ance and  engineering,  trade  skills,  etc.  In 
addition,  three  couples  are  on  special  as- 
signment, one  in  Africa  with  the  World 
Student  Christian  Federation  and  the 
others  involved  in  ministry  to  internation- 
al students  in  the  United  States. 

Brazil  and  the  Congo  have  the  largest 
groups  of  Presbyterial  U.S.  workers,  165 
and  129,  respectively.  Work  is  also  be- 
ing carried  on  in  Ecuador,  Iraq,  Japan, 
Korea,  Mexico,  Portugal  and  Taiwan. 

Most  mission  boards  recorded  high 
numbers  of  missionaries  serving  overseas 
during  the  prosperous  1920's.  Depression 
and  war  help  account  for  the  abrupt  de- 
cline in  numbers,  and  since  World  War 
II  increases,  in  most  cases,  have  been 
steady  but  gradual.  One  major  U.S.  de- 
nomination has  reported  a  current  total 
still  some  1,000  short  of  its  peak  year, 
1923. 


WINSTON-SALEM  PRESBYTERY 

Rev.  Gower  Crosswell,  pastor  of  Park- 
way Church,  Winston-Salem,  served  as 
moderator  of  the  98th  Stated  Sessions  of 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery  held  January 
26  at  the  First  Church,  Winston-Salem. 
He  succeeded  Rev.  Homer  C.  Phifer,  pas- 
tor of  the  Old  Town  Church. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  a  pro- 
posed presbytery  camp,  Camp  Susan 
Barbour  Jones,  were  approved.  The  cost 
of  the  project,  expected  to  be  completed 
by  1966,  will  be  some  $271,000  and  is  to 
be  raised  from  the  Presbytery's  49  con- 
gregations. The  camp  will  be  located  in 
Stokes  County  on  Brown  Mountain  on 
a  207-acre  site  and  will  include  a  three- 
acre  lake. 

In  other  actions,  Rev.  David  H.  Burr, 
pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Winston- 
Salem,  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Presbytery's  Council.  Dr.  Price  H. 
Gwynn,  president  of  Glade  Valley 
School,  was  formally  received  into  the 
Presbytery.  Commissioners  were  elected 
to  the  General  Assembly.

A  Danforth 
Teacher  Grant 
has  been  awarded 
to  Ted  J.  Solo- 
mon, Assistant 
Professor  of  Phi- 
losophy and  Re- 
ligion at  St.  An- 
drews Presbyter- 
ian College.  Mr.

LAYMEN'S  COMMENTARY 

With  the  publication  last  fall  of  Vol- 
umes 5,  7,  10  and  11  of  the  Layman's 
Bible  Commentary,  John  Knox  Press  com- 
pleted a  highly  successful  six-year  venture. 

Over  500,000  copies  have  been  sold  and 
sales  are  increasing  100,000  to  150,000  an- 
nually. Ordinary  men  and  women  with  a 
thirst  to  understand  the  Bible  have  pur- 
chased most  of  the  sets  but  ministers  are 
finding  them  useful  and  many  colleges 
and  seminaries  are  selecting  individual 
volumes  ts  texts  for  Bible  courses.  Almost 
every  library  in  Presbyterian  churches 
across  the  Southland  has  a  set  of  the 
commentaries. 

Twenty-five  Biblical  scholars  worked  on 
the  books  under  the  editorship  of  three 
men:  Balmer  H.  Kelly,  professor  of  Bib- 
lical Theology,  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Virginia;  Arnold  B.  Rhodes,  pro- 
fessor of  Old  Testament,  Louisville  Pres- 
byterian Theological  Seminary;  and  Don- 
ald G.  Miller,  president  of  Pittsburg  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

The  authors  crossed  both  national  and 
denominational  lines.  Madame  Suzanne 
de  Dietrich,  author  of  Volume  16,  is 
French;  Archibald  M.  Hunter,  author  of 
Volume  22,  and  Eiic  C.  Rust,  author  of 
Volume  6,  are  English.  Among  the  de- 
nominations represented  by  the  writers 
are  Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Methodist,  Re- 
formed, Lutheran,  Episcopalian  and  Con- 
gregational. 

All  25  volumes  will  be  published  in  a 
British  edition  by  the  S.C.M.  (Student 
Christian  Movement)  Press.  All  will  be  is- 
sued, also,  in  Japanese.  The  Old  Testa- 
ment is  being  translated  into  Korean.  The 
volume  on  Matthew  has  been  translated 
into  French,  while  a  portion  of  Volume  1 
is  available  in  Spanish.  Negotiations  for 
other  foreign  language  editions  are  under 
way. 

The  last  four  volumes  will  be  published 
October  5.  Volume  5  on  Deuteronomy  and 
Joshua  was  written  by  Edward  P.  Blair. 
He  has  been  professor  of  New  Testament 
Interpretation  at  Garrett  Theological 
Seminary,  in  Evanston,  Ilhnois,  for  over 
20  years. 

Volume  7  on  1,  2  Kings  and  1,  2  Chron- 
icles is  by  Robert  C.  Dentan.  He  teaches 
Old  Testament  Literature  and  Interpre- 
tation at  General  Theological  Seminary  in 
New  York. 

J.  Coert  Rylaarsdam,  professor  of  Old 
Testament  Theology  at  the  Divinity  School 
of  the  University  of  Chicago,  prepared 
Volume  10  on  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes,  and 
the  Song  of  Solomon. 

G.  Ernest  Wright  wrote  Volume  11  on 
Isaiah.  Dr.  Wright  is  professor  of  Divinity 
at  Harvard  Divinity  School,  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 


SERVES  NEGRO  CHURCH 

Rev.  Frank  W.  Hutchison,  a  white 
minister  from  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  has  ac- 
cepted the  pastorate  at  the  Davie  Street 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh,  a 
Negro  congregation.  He  becomes  the  sec- 
ond white  United  Presbyterian  minister 
to  serve  a  Negro  Church  in  the  state. 
The  other  is  Rev.  William  S.  Jones,  pastor 
of  the  Calvary  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Asheville. 

Mr.  Hutchison  has  never  lived  in  the 
South,  but  spent  a  week  in  Mississippi 
working  on  a  voter  registration  drive. 
He  recently  told  an  interviewer  that  his 
work  in  Raleigh  would  be  "a  new  exper- 
ience" and  that  he  hoped  to  "help  in 
building  bridges  of  understanding  be- 
tween the  races.".

1965  SYNOD  TV  PROGRAM 


CHURCH  WOMEN  MEET 


The  Presbyterian  Appalachian  Broad- 
casting Council  met  February  4  at  its 
radio  studios,  Maryville  College,  Mary- 
ville,  Tennessee,  and  laid  plans  to  begin 
a  weekly  five  minute  religious  interview 
radio  program  on  May  1.  The  program, 
entitled  "Applachian  Voices",  will  be 
beamed  toward  the  rural  mountaineer. 
The  Council  also  authorized  the  regular 
issuance  of  12  devotional  announcements 
or  spots  each  quarter  beginning  July  1, 
1965. 

PABC,  a  joint  work  involving  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  US;  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  USA;  and  the  Cum- 
berland Presbyterian  Church;  was  begun 
in  1963  to  fill  the  gap  in  religious  pro- 
gramming for  the  Appalachian  area.  A 
thorough  survey  indicated  that  available 
religious  radio  programming,  such  as  the 
PROTESTANT  HOUR,  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL  OF  THE  AIR,  etc.,  is  not 
pitched  in  such  a  way  as  to  reach  the 
mountaineer  back  in  the  hollow.  He 
is  different  from  the  "flat-lander;"  his 
culture  does  not  allow  understanding  of 
standard  religious  programming.  But  yet 
a  Ford  Foundation  Study  showed  that 
the  major  religious  influence  in  the  lives 
of  millions  of  mountaineers  was  the 
radio.  And  religion  on  the  radio  in  the 
mountains  means  a  shouting,  stomping, 
"radio  preacher." 

Ted  L.  Daniel,  Synod's  TRAV  Direc- 
tor, a  Presbyterian  US  representative  on 
the  Council,  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
PABC.  Other  Presbyterian  US  repre- 
sentatives include  the  Rev.  Kirk  Ham- 
mond, Executive  Secretary  of  Mont- 
gomery Presbytery;  the  Rev.  Dave  White- 
sides  of  Sylva,  N.  C;  Mr.  Gene  Smith  of 
TRAV,  Atlanta;  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
Sydnor,  of  Hazard,  Kentucky.  The  Rev. 
Keith  LeMay  is  Executive  Director  of 
the  PABC. 

PABC  is  associated  with  the  Presby- 
terian Appalachian  Council,  which  over- 
sees a  mountain  ministry  in  many  areas. 
The  areas  of  work  include  evangelism, 
ministry,  education,  research  and  plan- 
ning, as  well  as  broadcasting.  In  the  Sy- 
nod of  North  Carolina,  two  presbyteries 
are  involved  in  this  ministry,  Concord 
and  Winston-Salem.  The  Rev.  T.  B. 
Southall  of  Statesville  and  the  Rev.  Alan 
B.  Wells  of  Woodleaf  represent  Concord 
Presbytery  on  the  PAC.  The  Winston- 
Salem  Presbytery  representatives  are  the 
Rev.  James  H.  Monroe,  Winston-Salem, 
and  Mr.  Knox  Johnson  of  Mocksville. 


WOMEN  ORDAINED 

Two  women  were  ordained  to  church 
offices  at  the  First  Church,  Newton, 
January  10.  They  are  Mrs.  G.  L.  Mc- 
Cartha,  elder,  and  Miss  Belle  Gaither, 
deacon.  They  are  the  first  two  women 
to  hold  the  offices  at  the  church. 


One  of  two  planned  TV  productions 
by  Synod's  TRAV  for  1965  has  been 
postponed.  Plans  to  produce  a  half-hour 
documentary  film  on  religion  and  the 
N.  C.  public  school  teacher  were  drop- 
ped, but  work  will  continue  on  produc- 
tion of  up  to  ten  one-minute  filmed  an- 
nouncements (spots).  The  announce- 
ments will  reflect  official  positions  taken 
by  the  General  Assembly  on  such  things 
as:  Divorce,  Juvenile  Delinquency,  Capi- 
tal Punishment,  Alcohol,  Gambling,  etc. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Montgomery,  Jr.,  Charlotte, 
TRAV  committee  member,  and  Dr.  B. 
Frank  Hall  of  Wilmington  have  been  ap- 
pointed to  a  sub-committee  to  work  with 
the  TRAV  Director,  Mr.  Ted  L.  Daniel, 
in  producing  the  TV  announcements.  It  is 
expected  that  most,  if  not  all,  TV  sta- 
tions in  the  area  will  readily  make  use 
of  the  announcements  and  re-use  them 
for  several  years.  A  special  need  exists 
for  this  sort  of  religious  programming  in 
TV  today,  and  a  large  audience  will  be 
reached.  It  has  been  estimated  that  Sy- 
nod's 1964  TV  program  (documentary 
on  medicine  and  religion)  was  seen  by 
more  than  600,000  people. 

MINISTER  HONORED 

Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Asheboro,  was  awarded  the 
Asheboro  Jaycees'  Distinguished  Service 
Award  in  January. 

Mr.  Piephoff  was  honored  for  his  out- 
standing service  to  the  community 
through  his  work  in  religious  and  civic 
activities. 

Mr.  Piephoff  is  Chairman  of  the 
Synod's  Committee  on  World  Missions, 
and  chairman  of  Youth  Work  and  a  Dis- 
trict Stewardship  Chairman  in  his  Pres- 
bytery. He  served  last  year  as  Chairman 
of  Asheboro's  Bi-Racial  Human  Relations 
Committee,  was  an  officer  of  the  Ashe- 
boro Ministerial  Association,  and  has 
been  a  Director  of  the  Asheboro  Rotary 
Club. 


REYNOLDS  LECTURE 

A  1963  Nobel  Prize  winner.  Dr.  Eu- 
gene P.  Wigner,  was  the  second  Reynolds 
Lecturer  at  Davidson  College  for  the 
current  school  year. 

Dr.  Wigner,  Professor  of  Mathemati- 
cal Physics  at  Princeton  University,  was 
on  the  Davidson  campus  February  1-2, 
and  gave  two  lectures  relating  to  his  field. 
The  Nobel  Prize  was  awarded  him  for  his 
research  in  nuclear  physics. 

The  R.  J.  Reynolds,  Jr.,  Lectureship 
Series,  established  in  1959,  brings  out- 
standing lecturers  to  the  campus  each 
year  for  two  or  three-day  visits.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  formal  lectures,  the  speak- 
ers meet  with  students,  faculty,  and  ad- 
ministration for  informal  discussion  ses- 
sions. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  United 
Church  Women  of  North  Carolina  was 
held  in  Asheville  February  25-27,  with 
ihe  president,  Mrs.  Ernest  F.  Dixson  of 
Charlotte,  presiding. 

The  annual  meeting  was  preceded  by  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the 
First  Christian  Church,  at  which  Mrs. 
Hugh  Holcomb  and  Mrs.  Charles  L.  Mc- 
Kee  were  the  speakers. 

The  business  sessions  of  the  UCW 
were  held  on  January  26  and  27,  co- 
inciding with  meetings  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  The  UCW 
adopted  a  resolution  asking  Governor 
Dan  K.  Moore  to  continue  the  North 
Carolina  Good  Neighbor  Council  since 
it  had  contributed  to  "understanding  and 
cooperation  among  North  Carolina  citi- 
zens across  racial  lines." 

The  women  also  endorsed  the  resolu- 
tions passed  last  October  at  the  10th 
National  Assembly  of  United  Church 
Women  in  Kansas  City,  calling  for  an 
educational  program  for  world  peace; 
an  end  to  extremism  in  the  churches — 
especially  that  of  the  John  Birch  Society, 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  and  other  groups; 
opposition  to  the  enactment  of  laws 
establishing  state  lotteries  and  other 
forms  of  legalized  gambling;  and  appre- 
ciation to  American  broadcasters  for 
their  leadership  in  support  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964. 

The  UCW  elected  new  officers  and 
adopted  a  1965  budget.  The  budget 
amounted  to  $28,854,  of  which  $8,954 
is  for  state  purposes  and  the  remainder 
in  support  of  the  national  UCW,  the 
World  Day  of  Prayer,  the  World  Com- 
munity Day,  and  a  fellowship  fund  sup- 
porting the  national  program. 

The  UCW  met  jointly  with  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  for  two 
luncheons,  a  dinner,  and  the  annual 
assembly  of  the  NCCC  on  February  27.

George  R.  Whittecar  of  Salisbury,  in- 
stalled Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley  of  Durham 
as  Executive  Director  at  the  evening  ses- 
sion. Dr.  Wiley,  a  Presbyterian  minister, 
has  served  in  the  post  since  succeeding 
Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  another  Presby- 
terian, last  year. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  M.  George  Henry  of 
Black  Mountain,  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina,  was 
elected  the  new  president  of  the  NCC,  at 
the  annual  assembly  January  27.  Among 
the  other  officers  elected  who  are  Pres- 
byterians were  J.  Fleming  Wiley  of  Dur- 
ham, Treasurer,  Irwin  Belk  of  Charlotte, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Business 
and  Finance;  and  Reverend  Messrs.  A.  E. 
Dimmock,  Raleigh,  and  Irving  Birdseye, 
Greensboro,  members  of  the  Executive 
Board. 

Several  important  actions  were  taken 
at  the  business  assembly.  Approval  was 
given  to  the  NCCC's  committee  on  Min- 
istry to  Migrants  to  be  the  sponsoring 
agent  for  a  Federal  Government  pro- 
gram, to  aid  migrants  and  seasonal  work- 
ers. The  program  will  be  backed  by  funds 
provided  by  the  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  of  1964.  The  program  is  to  include 
aid  in  the  areas  of  health,  education,  and 
day  care  facilities,  and  will  be  unrelated 
to  the  Council's  own  program  of  migrant 
ministry,  which  is  aimed  more  toward 
spiritual  ministry.  Rev.  Jack  Mayfield, 
who  has  worked  with  the  migrant  pro- 
gram for  several  years,  was  selected  to 


work  under  the  program  for  two  months. 

A  resolution  affirming  the  faith  of  the 
NCCC  in  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  was  adopted.  The  resolution 
called  upon  member  churches  of  the 
NCCC  to  give  their  vote  of  confidence 
to  the  National  Council,  which  has  been 
the  center  of  controversy  in  several 
denominations  in  recent  months.  (The 
N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  is  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Council,  although  it 
cooperates  in  many  areas  with  NCC.) 
The  resolution  pointed  out  that  the  Na- 
tional Council  has  been  "subjected  to  a 
vicious,  well-oragnized,  and  highly-fin- 
anced barrage  of  criticism  which  has 
amounted  to  outright  smear,"  particularly 
in  the  charges  that  the  Council  is  Com- 
munist-insipred.  In  the  field  of  Civil 
Rights,  the  resolution  pointed  out  that  it 
was  the  Council's  obligation  to  assume 
leadership  in  an  area  where  all  major 
spiritual  communions  have  spoken  out. 
Member  denominations  were  urged  to 
consider  the  areas  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil's leadership  and  the  role  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  expressing  and  fostering  "the  desire 
of  American  Protestantism  for  the  spirit- 
ual unity  which  we  believe  we  have  in 
Christ  Jesus." 

A  budget  of  $55,581  was  adopted  for 
1965,  compared  to  a  1964  budget  of 
$44,500.  The  budget  includes  salaries 
for  the  Executive  Director  and  the  Di- 
rector of  Christian  Social  Action,  Rev. 
Jack  Crum,  and  funds  for  the  NCCC's 
programs.  The  largest  item  budgeted  for 
a  program  is  $7,000  marked  for  Migrant 
Work. 

The  application  of  the  N.  C.  Confer- 
ence of  the  Christian  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  (Negro)  for  membership  in 
the  Council  was  approved.  The  total 
membership  is  now  16  denominations, 
along  with  other  individual  churches  who 
hold    membership    although    their  de- 


Dr.  D.  Grier  Martin,  President  of 
Davidson  College,  recently  participated 
in  a  four-day  European-North  American 
Conference  on  Educational  Travel  and 
Exchange  Programs  held  in  Cannes, 
France.

A  resolution  introduced  by  Rev.  W.  W. 
Finlator,  pastor  of  the  Pullen  Memorial 
Baptist  Church  of  Raleigh,  to  urge  the 
N.  C.  General  Assembly  to  repeal  the 
Communist  Speaker-Ban  law  was  not 
brought  to  a  vote  as  a  quorum  was  not 
present.  The  resolution  was  introduced 
during  the  final  minutes  of  the  Coun- 
cil's business  assembly. 

Dr.  Harold  White,  an  evangelist  for 
Albemarle  Presbytery  and  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Albemarle  Council  on 
Migratory,  was  one  of  four  persons  re- 
ceiving Distinguished  Service  Awards. 
Certificates  of  merit  were  presented  to 
the  Burlington  Daily  Times-News  and 
the  Winston-Salem  Journal  and  Sentinel 
for  their  presentation  of  religion  and  the 
church.  WSJS  Radio,  Winston-Salem, 
was  also  singled  out  for  an  award,  which 
was  presented  by  Ted  Daniel,  the  Direc- 
tor of  Radio-TV  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.

Rev.  Thomas  B.  Bagnal,  pastor  of  the 
Clemmons  Church,  was  elected  chairman 
of  the  Clemmons  Community  Develop- 
ment Council  January  26. 

The  council  is  composed  of  represen- 
tatives of  numerous  community  organiza- 
tions and  has  won  repeated  honors  in  the 
Northwest  North  Carolina  Development 
competition. 


CONGRESS  AFFILIATIONS 

A  survey  of  legislators  in  the  89th  Con- 
gress shows  that  there  are  404  Protestants, 
108  Roman  Catholics,  17  Jews,  and  six 
members  listing  no  religious  affiliation, 

Catholics  outnumber  members  of  any 
other  church.  Following  Catholics  are 
Methodists,  with  94  members;  Presby- 
terian, 76;  Episcopal,  70;  and  Baptist,  55. 

Numeric  leadership  in  the  88th  Con- 
gress was  held  by  the  Methodists,  who  had 
102  members,  followed  by  Catholics  with 
99.

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CONSULTATION  ON 
CO-OPERATION 

Early  in  December  a  Consultation  on 
Christian  Co-operation  in  the  Southern 
Region  of  the  United  States  was  held 
at  Montreal  and  sponsored  by  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in 
the  United  States  of  America.  The  Con- 
sultation was  planned  and  directed  by 
the  Rev.  J.  Edward  Lantz,  Executive  Di- 
rector of  the  Southern  Office,  Atlanta, 
Georgia.

A  total  of  sixty-five  persons  were  in 
attendance  from  thirteen  different  de- 
nominations. 

The  Consultation  adopted  a  report  of 
the  Findings  Committee  which  included 
the  following  observations  and  recom- 
mendations: 

(1)  Need  for  the  church  in  the  South 
to  become  "increasingly  aware  of  the 
great  changes  which  are  taking  place  in 
our  area,  and  of  the  ways  in  which 
God  is  calling  upon  the  church  to  both 
effect  and  affect  change  in  its  own  life 
and  in  our  society.  In  order  to  do  this 
we  must  honestly  face  our  racial  prob- 
lems, our  tendency  to  sectionalism,  our 
attitudes  toward  outsiders,  and  the  fears 
and  insecurities  which  underlie  much 
of  our  inability  to  cooperate  with  one  an- 
other". 

(2)  Need  for  us  "to  better  understand 
the  true  nature  and  mission  of  the  church 
...  a  willingness  to  look  critically  at 
our  church  life  and  organization  as  it  now 
exists,  and  the  courage  to  change  where 
this  is  necessary". 

(3)  Need  for  "better  communication 
between  the  National  Council  of  Church-

pretation regarding  the  NCC,  its  pro- 
grams and  functions;  (c)  to  schedule 
some  national  meetings  in  the  South; 
(d)  through  the  division  of  Christian 
Unity  to  develop  long-range  planning  for 
services  with  the  jurdicatories  in  the 
South;  (e)  to  become  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  South;  (f)  to  provide 
study  materials  on  the  nature  and  mission 
of  the  church  and  the  ecumenical  move- 
ment; (g)  to  assist  in  setting  up  state  or 
sub-state  ecumenical  consultations  in 
order  to  inform  people  of  the  extensive 
program  of  the  NCC;  and  (h)  to 
work  in  ways  to  better  interpret  the  NCC 
to  the  South. 

(5)  Denominations  are  urged  by  the 
Consultation  (a)  to  become  more  con- 
cerned for  and  committed  to  the  ecu- 
menical movement  and  to  communicate 
this  commitment  to  members  and  jour- 
nals; (b)  to  better  inform  members  of 
ecumenical  activities  of  the  denomina- 
tions; (c)  to  examine  "what  they  are 
willing  to  do  together"  with  other  church- 
es, and  work  to  carry  out  such  decisions; 
(d)  to  encourage  staff  people  to  meet  with 
staff  and  committees  of  other  denomina- 
tions for  joint  planning  and  sharing  of 
resources;  (e)  to  train  ministers  in  ecu- 
menical theology;  (f)  to  share  workshops, 
institutes,  conferences,  etc.  with  other 
denominations;  (g)  to  include  ecumenical 
programs  in  training  plans  for  youth;  (h) 
to  utilize  officers  and  staff  of  the  NCC

MECKLENBURG  PRESBYTERY 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  meeting  Jan- 
uary 26  at  the  Thomasboro  Church  in 
Charlotte,  adopted  a  resolution  oppos- 
ing the  sale  of  liquor  by  the  drink.  The 
resolution,  sponsored  by  the  Committee 
on  Christian  Action,  was  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  120-20  and  urged  that  influence 
be  used  to  persuade  state  legislators  to 
oppose  open  bars.  The  moderator  was 
authorized  to  name  committees  to  meet 
with  legislators  "to  encourage  study  of 
and  rejection  of  laws  permitting  public 
bars."  Rev.  Robert  Woodson,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Action, 
stated  that  his  committee  felt  that  open 
bars  would  "increase  the  general  ac- 
ceptance and  endorsement  of  alcoholic 
beverages,"  and  that  failure  to  register 
an  objection  would  be  equivalent  to  en- 
dorsement. Rev.  Stuart  Ritchie,  pastor 
of  the  Amity  Church,  Charlotte,  ex- 
pressed the  opposing  view  that  the  pres- 
ent system  encourages  hypocrisy  and 
that  liquor  can  get  into  the  hands  of  the 
young. 

The  Presbytery  also  accepted  three 
new  ministers  into  the  Presbytery  and 
elected  16  representatives  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  meeting.

(6)  That  regional  and  state  Councils 
of  Churches  take  the  leadership  to  (a) 
provide  ecumenical  consultations  on  a

TV  Center,  Atlanta,  and  a  program  pro- 
vided by  the  Broadcasting  and  Film 
Commission;  (c)  encourage  formal  and 
informal  dialogue  and  conversational 
groups  with  leadership  of  denominations 
and  Councils  of  Churches;  (d)  seek  rec- 
ognition of  the  South  as  a  self  respons- 
ible region  in  the  Nation  rather  than  as  a 
separate  "section";  (e)  provide  specialized 
events,  such  as  lay  institutes,  retreats, 
faith  and  order  conferences,  etc. 

(7)  That  local  communities  be  en- 
couraged to  (a)  develop  channels  for 
ecumenical  encounter  and  action;  (b)  to 
hold  dialogues,  conferences,  and  retreats; 
(c)  to  provide  inter-denomination  lead- 
ership training  at  the  local  level;  (d)  to 
emphasize  the  Biblical  basis  of  the  ecu- 
menical movement;  (e)  to  provide  coun- 
seling service  for  both  clergy  and  lay 
people;  (f)  to  provide  Christian  educa- 
tion for  adults  on  an  ecumenical  basis 
through  a  continuing  education  program 
in  church  related  colleges;  (g)  to  provide 
better  education  for  peoples  of  all  groups; 
and  (h)  to  stimulate  churchmen  as  citi- 
zens to  study  needs  of  their  community 
and  help  to  organize  agencies  which 
could  plan  for  and  use  available  govern- 
ment funds  and  programs.

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SYNOD'S  COUNCIL  MEETS 

A  meeting  of  Synod's  Council  was  held 
February  24-25  at  Synod's  Office  in 
Raleigh.  Sub-committees  met  on  Feb- 
ruary 24  and  the  full  Council  convened 
the  following  day,  with  the  Chairman, 
Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  presiding. 

Plans  for  the  preparation  of  an  offi- 
cial seal  for  the  Synod  were  approved 
by  the  Council  and  the  General  Secre- 
tary of  Synod,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
was  authorized  to  proceed  in  the  selection 
of  a  design.  Final  action  on  the  proposal 
will  be  made  at  the  Synod  meeting  in 
May.  The  Synod,  although  organized  in 
1813,  has  never  had  an  official  seal. 

The  Council  adopted  a  resolution  of 
its  Long-Range  Planning  Committee,  Dr. 
William  C.  Bennett,  Chairman,  that  the 
Council  recommend  to  Synod  that  a 
capital  gifts  campaign  be  approved  for 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  in 
1969.  The  Council  also  re-endorsed  a 
campaign  for  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  1966.  A  resolution  regarding  the 
possibility  of  providing  summer  minis- 
tries in  vacation  areas  of  the  state  was 
also  adopted. 

A  report  of  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  by  its  Chairman,  Rev.  W.  D. 
Mclnnis,  showed  that  $21,500  was  dis- 
tributed in  February  for  grants-in-aid  to 
churches,  with  $12,500  contributed  by 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension.

UNION  WITH  REFORMED  CHURCH  IN  AMERICA  IMMINENT 

Louisville — (PN) — The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
and  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  recently  met  here  and  voted  to  ask  their  re- 
spective governing  bodies  for  permission  to  draft  a  plan  for  union  for  the  two  de- 
nominations, to  be  completed  not  later  than  1968.  The  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  meets  April  21  at  Montreat  and  the  Reformed  Synod,  June  3,  at  Buck 
Hill  Falls,  Pa. 

The  action  is  the  result  of  conversations  which  began  in  1962  when  each  of  the 
top  courts  directed  a  committee  of  twelve  from  each  denomination  "to  seek  to- 
gether fuller  expression  of  unity  in  faith  and  action." 

The  committee  is  headed  by  Judge  John  A.  Fulton  of  Louisville  for  the  U.  S. 
Church  and  Dr.  Norman  Thomas  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  co-chairman. 

Should  the  draft  be  approved  in  1968,  it  will  still  be  necessary  for  the  eighty 
Presbyteries  and  forty-six  classes  of  the  Reformed  Church  to  approve.  A  three- 
fourths  vote  is  required  by  the  Presbyterians  and  a  two-thirds  majority  by  the  Re- 
formed Church.  Final  approval  would  be  before  the  Judiciaries  in  1969.

"HONOR  TO  WHOM  HONOR 
IS  DUE" 

The  recent  death  of  Miss  Mary  Galium 
Wiley,  reported  on  this  page,  calls  for 
the  recognition  by  Presbyterians  of  a 
great  lady  and  a  great  Presbyterian  fami- 
ly. The  fact  that  the  Winston-Salem  Twin 
City  Sentinel  carried  the  story  on  both 
the  front  and  interior  pages  including 
four  different  stories,  with  a  2-column 
photo  of  Miss  Wiley,  gives  some  idea 
of  the  esteem  in  which  she  was  held. 

For  forty-nine  years,  the  89-year  old 
teacher,  historian,  and  columnist  taught 
in  the  Winston-Salem  schools,  where  she 
was  regarded  as  the  Dean  of  teachers, 
especially  in  the  field  of  English.  Former 
pupils  eulogized  her  as  the  "greatest 
teacher",  "perfectionist",  "disciplinarian" 
par  excellent,  etc.  She  was  buried  from 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  where  she 
had  been  a  member  since  1888. 

It  was  in  Winston-Salem  that  she  was 
born,  July  14,  1875,  the  daughter  of  the 
famous  Calvin  H.  Wiley,  D.D.,  the  first 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  in 
North  Carolina,  and  sometimes  referred 
to  as  the  "father"  of  education  in  North 
Carolina,  a  distinction  to  be  shared  with 
another  great  Presbyterian,  Archibald  De 
Bow  Murphey  (1777-1832). 

Miss  Wiley  continued  in  the  footsteps 
of  a  worthy  father.  Calvin  Wiley  was 
born  in  Guilford  County,  near  the  Ala- 
mance Church  in  1819.  He  was  an  honor 
graduate  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  Briefly  he  practiced  law  at 
Oxford,  but  possessed  of  literary  ability, 
in  1847  he  traveled  to  New  York  to  find 
a  publisher  for  his  first  novel,  Alamance, 
or  the  Great  and  Final  Experiment.  He 
was  successful,  and  several  other  novels 
on  North  Carolina  followed,  one  of 
which,  Roanoke,  or  Where  is  Utopia,  was 
re-published  in  London.  Of  particular  in- 
terest is  the  fact  that  his  novel.  Life  in 
the  South,  was  published  shortly  after 


MISS  WILEY  SUCCUMBS 

Miss  Mary  Callum  Wiley,  historian, 
writer,  and  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools 
of  Winston-Salem  for  49  years,  died 
March  10  at  the  age  of  89.  Miss  Wiley, 
a  member  of  the  First  Church,  Winston- 
Salem,  since  1888,  was  the  daughter  of 
Calvin  H.  Wiley,  the  first  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  in  the  state  and 
often  called  the  "father"  of  the  state's 
public  school  system. 

Miss  Wiley  was  a  graduate  of  Woman's 
College  in  Greensboro  and  was  awarded 
an  honorary  doctor's  degree  by  the  school 
in  1946.  Since  her  retirement  as  an 
English  teacher,  she  had  written  a  daily 
column  for  the  Winston-Salem  Sentinel 
and  devoted  much  time  to  historical  writ- 
ing and  study.  She  was  co-author  of  a 
"Book  of  Remembrance,  a  history  of  the 
first  100  years  of  Presbyterianism  in 
Winston-Salem,  which  was  written  for 
the  centennial  celebration  of  the  First 
Church  in  1961. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
March  1 1  at  the  First  Church  by  Rev. 
Robert  A.  White,  Jr.,  the  pastor.  Miss 
Wiley  is  survived  by  a  sister,  Miss  Mittie 
Wiley,  with  whom  she  lived. 


the  publication  of  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin, 
and  one  might  wish  that  it  had  offset  the 
bitterness  engendered  by  the  other,  suf- 
ficient to  have  resolved  the  South's  prob- 
lem other  than  by  force. 

Calvin  Wiley  was  a  campaigner  for 
freedom  through  education,  and  he  mob- 
ilized teachers,  preachers,  farmers,  and 
politicians  in  his  crusade.  He  established 
the  North  Carolina  Journal  of  Education, 
and  requisitioned  every  newspaper  and 
printing  press  in  the  state  for  the  cause 
of  educational  propaganda.  Churches 
also  supported  him,  and  success  attend- 
ed his  efforts.  In  1853  there  were  only 
800  teachers  in  the  North  Carolina  Pub- 
lic Schools,  whereas  by  1860,  there  were 
2,286.  In  1853  there  were  83,373  pupils 
in  the  schools  and  in  1860  116,567. 
School  expenditures  during  the  same  pe- 
riod increased  from  $192,250  to  $408,- 
566.  When  the  War  came  he  persuaded 
the  legislature,  in  which  he  had  served 
effectively  in  1850-1852,  to  keep  the 
schools  open. 

Wiley  established  the  North  Carolina 
Journal  of  Education,  he  advocated  a 
Normal  School,  he  instituted  the  first 
teacher-training  institution  of  a  semi- 
public  character  in  North  Carolina.  For 
a  time  he  issued  the  first  literary  weekly 
in  the  state.  The  Southern  Weekly  Post. 
He  was  one  of  the  Founders  of  the  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  and  contributed  to 
its  columns  and  to  the  Christian  Observ- 
er. He  published  the  North  Carolina 
Reader  and  a  History  of  North  Carolina. 

His  accomplishments  were  phenomenal

CURRICULUM  REVISED 

The  first  major  revision  of  its  cur- 
riculum in  eight  years  was  announced  in 
February  by  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary. Designed  to  help  graduates  become 
better  versed  in  the  changing  pastoral 
role,  the  curriculum  changes  are  the 
result  of  a  three-yeac  faculty  study. 

Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of  the 
Seminary,  stated  that  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant goals  of  the  new  program  is  to 
give  the  student  more  opportunity  to 
fashion  his  own  concept  of  his  ministry. 
The  required  theological  studies  have 
been  reduced  and  the  elective  course  of- 
ferings have  more  than  doubled.  Stu- 
dents may  this  way  acquire  a  higher  de- 
gree of  specialization  in  their  studies. 

The  new  curriculum  will  help  provide 
students  with  more  practical  pastoral 
work  in  the  seminary  setting,  rather  than 
in  the  field.  Two  summers  of  actual 
field  work  in  the  ministerial  area  are  re- 
quired. 

Modern  concepts  of  the  ministry  are 
reflected  in  the  courses  offered  in  the 
new  curriculum.  Courses  dealing  with 
pastoral  counseling,  group  dynamics,  and 
clinical  pastoral  care  are  among  new 
course  offerings. 

The  quarterly  system  will  replace  the 
semester  system  to  permit  students  to 
carry  fewer  courses  at  the  time.  Classes 
will  also  be  held  on  weekdays  only, 
rather  than  including  Saturday  in  the 
schedule. 

Among  the  goals  the  faculty  hopes  to 
attain  in  the  curriculum  change  is  that 
of  enabling  students  to  better  understand 
the  relationship  of  the  instructional  pro- 
gram to  the  present-day  church.  Dr. 
Jones  emphasized  that  seminaries  must 
constantly  re-evaluate  their  programs  in 
light  of  new  developments  in  the  church 
and  society. 


New  Church  Calls  Minister 

The  Trinity  Church,  Laurinburg, 
which  was  formally  organized  in  July, 
1964,  has  called  the  Rev.  Grant  M. 
Sharp,  former  Assistant  Pastor  and  Min- 
ister of  Education  in  the  Highland 
Church,  Fayetteville,  as  their  first  full- 
time  minister. 

Exactly  one  year  from  the  time  of  their 
initial  meeting,  March  1,  the  congrega- 
tion voted  to  extend  the  call.  The  Rev.  A. 
Douglas  McArn  of  Laurinburg  served  as 
the  supply  pastor. 

The  congregation,  now  numbering  117, 
is  using  the  facilities  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College;  however,  the 
church  has  a  12-acre  site,  and  building 
plans  are  under  consideration. 

Mr.  Sharp  who  attended  Columbia 
Seminary,  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  Union  Seminary  in  Richmond. 
Before  coming  to  the  Highland  Church 
he  served  as  Minister  of  Allison  Creek 
Church  in  York,  S.  C.  from  1959  to 
1963.

Methodists  have  the  largest  number 
in  the  Assembly — 18  in  the  Senate  and 
42  in  the  House,  making  a  total  of  60. 
Baptists  follow  with  32  in  the  House  and 
9  in  the  Senate,  or  a  total  of  41.  Presby- 
terians run  third. 

In  addition  Robert  Scott,  Lt.  Governor, 
serves  as  president  of  the  Senate.

Knight's,  Mrs.  Duncan  MacDonald  of 
Spray,  N.  C,  who  compiled  a  brief  his- 
tory of  her  life,  remarked  of  her  as 
follows:  "She  was  especially  interested  in 
Bible  study  and  the  work  of  young  peo- 
ple. She  sang  in  the  church  choir  and 
held  the  distinction  of  ten  years'  perfect 
attendance  in  the  church  Sunday 
School". 

Another  friend  said  of  her:  "It  was  the 
gain  of  our  community  when  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Knight  moved  to  Leaksville  in 
1949.  She  served  as  President  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church  from  January  1, 
1960  to  September,  1961.  New  standards 
were  set  for  our  women,  and  her  in- 
spiration, tact,  generosity  and  untiring 
work  made  her  period  of  service  most 
successful  and  the  way  easier  for  others 
to  follow". 


General  Assembly's  1966  Budget 

The  General  Council  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  tentatively  approved  a  basic 
budget  for  1966  in  the  amount  of  $8,- 
406,136,  which  is  a  decrease  of  $1,562,- 
244  from  the  1965  askings. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Patton,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  General  Council,  explained 
that  the  figure  suggested  for  1966  repre- 
sented a  new  approach  to  budgeting,  in 
that  it  brings  askings  in  line  with  the 
actual  giving  of  the  denomination.  This 
figure  is  an  increase  of  4%  over  actual 
contributions  to  boards  and  agencies  of 
the  Church  during  1964. 

The  budget  is  subject  to  final  approval 
when  the  Assembly  meets  April  21-27  in 
Montreat,  N.  C. 


MINISTER  IS  AUTHOR 

Rev.  Albert  N.  Wells,  Pastor  of  the 
Laurinburg  Church,  is  the  author  of  a 
book  to  be  published  on  April  5.  Entitled 
Pascal's  Recovery  of  Man's  Wholeness, 
the  book  deals  with  the  philosophy  of 
Pascal  and  his  contribution  to  the  modern 
world. 

Dr.  Wells  is  also  the  author  of  The 
Christian  Message  in  a  Scientific  Age, 
a  work  which  was  published  in  1962. 
Copies  of  the  two  books  may  be  obtained 


M  &  W  COMMITTEE  MEETS 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work  convened  in 
Synod's  Office  March  8,  with  the  Rev- 
ernd  James  M.  McChesney,  Rocky 
Mount,  vice-chairman,  presiding  in  the 
absence  of  the  chairman,  the  Reverend 
Robert  G.  Hall,  who  was  called  to  the 
bedside  of  his  mother  on  account  of  ill- 
ness. 

The  Committee  unofficially  considered 
an  overture  to  the  General  Assembly 
from  Appomattox  Presbytery,  which  ask- 
ed that  the  Book  of  Church  Order  be 
amended  so  as  to  preclude  ministers 
moving  to  new  fields  before  they  have 
been  received  by  Presbyteries.  A  straw 
vote  of  the  Committee  disapproved  of  the 
overture. 

The  Committee  sent  a  request  to  the 
Judicial  Commission  of  the  General  As- 
sembly that  a  study  be  made  of  the  ade- 
quacy of  ministerial  standing  in  one  Pres- 
bytery for  transference  to  another  with- 
out examination  by  the  receiving  Presby- 
tery, as  is  now  required  by  the  Book  of 
Church  Order. 

The  Committee  went  into  Executive 
Session  for  the  purpose  of  "confidential 
exchange"  and  discussed  the  matter  of 
vacant  churches  and  calls  of  ministers.

INNER-CITY 

Presbyterians  and  Episcopalians  of 
Charlotte  have  united  on  an  "inner- 
city"  project  aimed  at  developing  and 
improving  low  income  and  slum  areas 
of  Charlotte.  Two  young  unmarried 
trained  men  will  seek  to  reach  juvenile 
delinquents  and  others  in  efforts  to  de- 
crease the  crime  rate  in  the  areas  where 
work  will  be  done. 

A  recent  meeting  was  held  in  the  Cov- 
enant Presbyterian  Church  where  Dr. 
A.  B.  Montgomery,  minister  of  Caldwell 
Memorial  Church  and  Dr.  Warner  L. 
Hall,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  expressed 
faith  in  the  project.  Dr.  Montgomery  was 
elected  temporary  chairman  of  a  twelve 
man  board  which  will  direct  the  policies 
of  the  project. 

Dr.  Hall  was  quoted  as  saying,  "We 
must  convince  people  that  we  are  inter- 
ested in  them,  not  as  Presbyterians  or 
Episcopalians,  or  as  statistics  on  our 
church  roll,  but  as  people.  It  must  be 
run  on  a  non-church  basis."

CHURCH  BUILDING 

A  study  of  figures  released  recently  by 
the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  on  church  con- 
struction indicates  that  the  rate  of  con- 
struction growth  of  churches  is  not  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  over-all  construction 
nor  does  it  compare  favorably  with  pop- 
ulation growth. 

For  the  past  six  years,  church  con- 
struction has  leveled  off  at  the  $1  billion 
mark.  Last  year  $65.9  billion  was  spent 
for  construction,  of  which  1.75  per  cent 
was  for  church  construction.  Once  during 
the  past  six  years,  1960,  the  total  was 
nearly  2  per  cent.  Total  construction  in 
the  U.S.  has  increased  2.7  per  cent  an- 
nually during  the  past  six  years,  while 
church  construction  has  increased  less 
than  two-tenths  of  1  per  cent  annually. 

Population  increase  in  the  U.S.  stands 
at  approximately  3  per  cent  annually. 
This  means  that  church  building  moves  at 
a  rate  about  15  times  slower  than  pop- 
ulation growth. 

Among  the  factors  which  are  respon- 
sible for  the  lag  of  church  construction 
are  the  fact  that  existing  buildings  are 
often  adequate  for  smaller  congregations 
as  they  expand;  the  fact  that  church 
membership  does  not  keep  pace  with  the 
population  growth,  although  there  are 
more  persons  attending  church  than  at 
any  other  time  in  history;  and  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  relative  inability  to  secure 
money  readily. 


MERGER  CONSIDERED 

The  Presbyterian  Church  of  England 
and  the  Congregational  Union,  two  of 
England's  smaller  churches,  have  agreed 
on  a  statement  of  principals  with  a  view 
to  a  possible  merger. 

The  statement,  agreed  upon  by  repre- 
sentatives from  each  of  the  churches, 
recommends  a  program  for  a  united 
church  and  will  be  submitted  to  assemb- 
lies of  the  two  churches  next  spring. 

The  Congregational  Union  in  England 
and  Wales  has  over  200,000  members, 
and  there  are  more  than  30,000  members 
in  Scotland.  The  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Scotland,  a  much  larger  body,  is  not  in- 
volved in  the  possible  merger. 

Such  a  merger  would  be  the  first  in 
Britain  between  Churches  of  different 
traditions.  Meetings  between  the  two 
denominations  have  been  held  for  the 
past  year. 


DECEASED 

Daniel  McArthur  of  Wakulla,  a  ruling 
elder  at  the  Centre  Church,  for  47  years, 
died  November  18  at  the  age  of  71.  Mr. 
McArthur  had  also  served  as  Clerk  of 
Session  since  1949  and  twice  represented 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  as  a  commis- 
sioner to  the  General  Assembly.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Kath- 
erine  McNeill;  four  daughters;  and  one 
son. 


MEN'S  CONFERENCE  SET 

Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards,  President 
of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  De- 
catur, Georgia,  will  be  the  principal 
speaker  at  the  annual  Synod  Men's  Con- 
ference to  be  held  at  Montreat  June  18- 
20. 

Marvin  W.  Raymer  of  Statesville,  Con- 
ference Chairman,  has  announced  that 
Dr.  Richards  will  deliver  three  addresses 
on  the  Conference  theme  "Life  Under  the 
Word." 

Joining  Dr.  Richards  as  speakers  at  the 
Conference  will  be  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions;  Hal  Baird,  President  of 
the  Assembly  Men's  Council;  and  Dr. 
Marshall  Dendy,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  who 
will  teach  the  Sabbath  School  Lesson. 
Communion  will  be  served  by  Rev.  M.  C. 
McQueen  of  Clinton  and  Rev.  Frank 
Elliott  of  Lincolnton,  and  music  leaders 
will  be  Van  Quinn  and  W.  G.  Workman, 
Jr.,  of  Davidson  College.

UP-U.S.A.  GIVE  $30,561,721 
FOR  MISSIONS 

Members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  gave  $30,561,721 
in  1964  for  the  denomination's  general 
mission  program — a  gain  of  $604,366 
over  the  previous  year. 

Roger  H.  Johnson,  secretary  of  fin- 
ance, in  reporting  the  figure  observed 
that  while  the  total  marked  the  first  time 
missions  giving  exceeded  the  $30  million 
mark,  the  percentage  increase  of  2.02 
was  smaller  than  the  3.5  gain  registered 
in  1963. 

This  represents  a  downward  trend  in 
mission  giving  increases  over  the  last 
few  years,  he  said. 

Not  included  in  the  1964  total  are  two 
other  special  offerings.  These  are  the 
"One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing,"  which 
received  $2,052,823  for  world  relief,  and 
the  Fund  for  Freedom,  which  totaled 
$197,407  for  racial  justice  work. 


CHURCH  TO  BE  RAZED 

National  Presbyterian  Church,  a  Wash- 
ington landmark  of  architectural  and  his- 
torical distinction,  will  be  torn  down  with- 
in the  next  two  or  three  years.  A  new 
office  building  will  rise  in  its  place  in  the 
downtown  Washington  area. 

The  80-year-old  Romanesque  structure 
was  recently  listed  by  a  national  commit- 
tee as  a  landmark  that  should  be  preserv- 
ed. The  congregation,  however,  consum- 
mated a  land  transaction  which  will  move 
the  church  to  a  fashionable  area  near  the 
National  Cathedral.  The  decision  to  re- 
build was  made  several  years  ago. 
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Proposal  Vetoed 

A  proposal  to  allow  ordained  ruling  elders  to  administer 
the  sacraments  was  recently  turned  down  by  the  Cleveland 
Presbytery  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  In  the  U.  S.  A. 
The  proposal  was  introduced  by  the  nationally-known  Cal- 
vary Church  at  the  Presbytery's  meeting  in  February. 

Dr.  John  Bruere  of  Calvary  stated  that  the  proposal  was 
vetoed  because  "the  clergy  is  very  loath  to  give  up  any 
of  its  prerogatives."  He  pointed  out  that  there  aren't  enough 
ministers  to  visit  the  bed-ridden  and  shut-ins  to  administer 
the  Lord's  Supper  and  that  he  felt  the  ordination  vows  of 
both  ministers  and  ruling  elders  qualify  a  man  to  administer 
Communion.  He  held  that  the  ruling  elder  of  today  is  quali- 
fied to  meet  requirements  of  the  Presbyterian's  Directory  of 
Worship. 

Dr.  Bruere  said  that  his  congregation  was  ready  to  en- 
gage in  an  "up-hill"  fight  to  have  such  an  overture  intro- 
duced from  the  floor  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  church 
which  will  open  in  May  in  Columbus.

HYMNS  DROPPED 

Two  hymns  that  have  been  sung 
throughout  the  English-speaking  world 
for  over  a  century  have  been  dropped 
from  the  new  hymn  book  of  the  Anglican 
Church. 

The  hymnal,  to  be  published  in  May, 
will  not  include  "Nearer,  My  God,  to 
Thee"  nor  "From  Greenland's  Icy  Moun- 
tains." 

Arthur  Pollard,  literary  advisor  for 
the  new  hymnal,  stated  that  "Nearer,  My 
God,  to  Thee"  was  dropped  because  it 
was  considered  too  sentimental  and  "doc- 
trinally  vague."  The  missionary  hymn, 
"From  Greenland's  Icy  Mountains,"  was 
judged  too  "imperialistic"  and  out  of  step 
with  today's  missions  philosophy,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Pollard. 


LIGHTNING  STRIKES  CHURCH 

The  old  First  Church,  Dunn,  was 
struck  by  lightning  on  January  30  caus- 
ing approximately  $13,000  damage  to 
the  building  and  its  contents. 

Damage  was  confined  mainly  to  the 
steeple  and  the  front  of  the  church  as 
firemen  fought  the  fire  for  over  three 
hours.  The  church  was  vacant  at  the  time 
of  the  fire.

Church  Nears  Completion 

The  first  unit  of  a  new  church  plant  for 
members  of  the  Garner  Church,  Granville 
Presbytery,  is  nearing  completion,  and  will 
probably  be  ready  for  use  by  Easter. 

The  building,  which  includes  a  sanctuary 
seating  200  people,  offices  and  education- 
al facilities  for  the  Sunday  School,  is  ex- 
pected to  cost  about  $135,000.  The  building 
contains  10,250  square  feet  of  floor  space 
and  overlooks  a  small  lake.  Rev.  Sam  Bur- 
gess is  pastor  of  the  church. 


NECROLOGY 

Reverend  Charles  H.  Rowan,  of  Ral- 
eigh and  Matthews,  died  February  25, 
1965,  following  an  illness  of  several 
months  in  Rex  Hospital,  Raleigh. 

Mr.  Rowan  was  born  November  9, 
1892,  in  Moore  County,  son  of  the  late 
Robert  D.  and  Julia  Phillips  Rowan. 

He  was  a  graduate  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  Louisville  Seminary. 

He  served  pastorates  at  Paw  Creek 
and  Cook's  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Churches  in  Mecklenburg  County  from 
1918  to  1943.  He  also  served  the  Ash- 
pole  Church  at  Rowland,  N.  C,  the 
Bowling  Green  Church,  S.  C,  and  the 
Beth  Shilo  Church  at  York,  S.  C.  and 
the  Montgomery  Church  at  Savannah, 
Ga.  Later  he  was  pastor  at  the  Indian 
Trail  and  Silver  Churches  in  Union 
County  and  the  Walkersville  Church 
in  Waxhaw,  N.  C. 

He  retired  from  the  ministry  in  1958 
and  continued  as  a  member  of  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery. 

Funeral  services  were  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 26  from  the  McEwen  Colonial 
Chapel  in  Monroe  and  the  service  was 
conducted  by  the  Reverend  Leland 
Richardson  and  the  Reverend  W.  Bry- 
ant Carr,  both  of  Matthews.  Interment 
was  in  the  Sharon  Memorial  Park 
Cemetery,  Charlotte. 

Mr.  Rowan  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
the  former  Annie  Walker;  two  daugh- 
ters, Mrs.  Jeptha  Tanksley  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  Mrs.  Roy  Huie  of  Decatur,  Ga.; 
three  sons,  Charles  W.  Rowan,  James 
Hamilton  Rowan,  both  of  Matthews, 
Robert  Benjamin  Rowan  of  South  Wey- 
mouth, Mass.;  and  eleven  grandchil- 
dren. 


MODERATOR  SPEAKS 

Dr.  Felix  B.  Gear,  Moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  recently  pre- 
dicted that  although  opponents  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  within  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  appear  to 
have  more  than  doubled  in  the  last  year, 
they  will  not  succeed  in  removing  the 
denomination  from  the  Council.  Dr.  Gear 
made  the  statement  in  a  sermon  at  the 
Redford  Presbyterian  Church,  Detroit, 
Michigan,  in  February. 

Dr.  Gear  said  that  some  10  to  12  Pres- 
byteries would  petition  for  withdrawal 
from  the  NCC  at  this  year's  General 
Assembly,  as  compared  to  five  overtures 
last  year.  Although  Dr.  Gear  did  not 
mention  the  reasons  for  increased  op- 
position to  the  NCC,  most  of  the  con- 
troversy has  arisen  from  the  Council's 
involvement  in  the  civil  rights  movement. 

Dr.  Gear  told  his  congregation  that 
race  continues  to  be  a  problem  in  the 
denomination  and  was  a  factor  in  the 
failure  of  past  attempts  to  merge  the 
Southern  and  Northern  branches  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  observed  that 
it  still  would  be  difficult  to  obtain  the 
three-fourths  vote  required  for  such  a 
merger. 


Vocations  Conference  Set 

A  Conference  on  Church  Vocations  for 
high  school  seniors,  sponsored  by  Union 
Theological  Seminary  and  the  Presby- 
terian School  of  Christian  Education,  will 
be  held  April  2-4  in  Richmond.  About 
100  students  have  been  invited  to  attend 
from  the  Synods  of  North  Carolina,  Ap- 
palachia,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia. 

The  Conference  is  designed  to  present 
information  about  church  vocations,  the 
challenges  they  present,  and  the  need  of 
the  Church  for  more  able  and  dedicated 
workers.  The  students  who  were  invited 
were  selected  by  the  Presbytery  Senior 
High  Fellowship  Adult  Advisers  on  the 
basis  of  their  commitment  to  the  church 
and  promise  of  usefulness  to  its  work. 
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"MOMENTS  OF  MEDITATION" 

A  telephone  meditation  service  in 
Kannapolis,  begun  as  a  memorial  to  the 
late  Sam  Tyner  of  the  Second  Church, 
has  proved  to  be  extremely  successful 
in  the  first  few  weeks  of  operation.  Ac- 
cording to  a  count  by  the  telephone  com- 
pany, 4,443  people  used  the  service  dur- 
ing the  first  week,  and  it  has  since  aver- 
aged 400  callers  per  day. 

The  meditations  were  begun  by  Mrs. 
Tyner  in  order  to  "benefit  a  lot  of  peo- 
ple" through  a  memorial  to  her  hus- 
band. She  has  underwritten  the  cost  of 
the  service  for  1965.  Mr.  Tyner,  who 
died  last  March  27,  was  a  Deacon  in  the 
Second  Church  and  was  active  in  the 
Sunday  School  and  other  areas  of  the 
Church's  work. 

The  meditations,  which  include  a  scrip- 
ture reading  and  a  brief  sermon,  are 
about  two  minutes  long.  Their  primary 
purpose  is  to  be  spiritually  uplifting,  and 
they  are  designed  to  try  to  lead  the  call- 
ers to  see  the  importance  of  finding  their 
places  in  the  church.  When  a  caller  dials 
the  number  for  "Moments  of  Medita- 
tion," a  machine  installed  in  the  office 
of  the  Second  Church  plays  a  taped  medi- 
tation. There  is  a  new  one  every  day 
and  the  tapes  are  changed  each  morning. 

Four  Presbyterian  ministers  prepare 
and  present  the  meditations — Rev.  Zane 
M.  Moore,  pastor  of  the  Second  Church; 
Rev.  Spencer  Baker,  retired  former 
minister  of  the  Second  Church;  Rev. 
James  Barksdale  of  the  Royal  Oaks 
Church;  and  Rev.  M.  M.  Faust  of  the 
Bethpage  Church.  The  ministers  have 
expressed  the  hope  that  the  project  can 
be  continued  for  years  to  come. 


COURT  UPHOLDS  PLEDGE 

The  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  recently  re- 
fused to  hear  an  appeal  which  would 
delete  the  words  "under  God"  from  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  U.  S.  Flag. 
The  actions  left  the  pledge  as  it  has 
been  known  since  1954  when  Congress 
approved  the  addition  of  these  words. 

The  case  originated  from  appeals  in 
New  York  from  parents  who  complain- 
ed that  having  to  repeat  the  phrase 
violated  their  religious  precepts,  in  that 
they  do  not  acknowledge  a  deity  per  se 
nor  encourage  their  children  to  do  so. 
The  action  by  the  Supreme  Court  in- 
dicated that  the  decisions  regarding  Bible 
reading  in  public  schools  had  no  bear- 
ing on  other  matters  where  the  deity  is 
invoked  by  officials  in  public  cere- 
monies. 


Services 

Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose,  native  of  Fayette- 
ville  and  former  minister  of  Wilmington 
First  Church,  now  professor  of  homiletics 
and  pastoral  leadership  at  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  recently 
conducted  a  week  of  services  in  the  Buf- 
falo Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro.

Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  Seminary  Presi- 
dent, stated  that  the  Seminary  would  be 
"anxious  to  look  into  it  (the  proposal) 
because  of  what  we  can  receive  and  what 
we  can  contribute."  Union  Seminary  of- 
fers doctorates  of  theology  and  is  one  of 
two  Richmond  institutions  offering  doc- 
torate degrees.

Dr.  Deitrich  Ritschl,  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  Pittsburgh  Theological  Semi- 
nary, led  services  during  Religious  Em- 
phasis Week  at  Queens  College,  March  8- 
12.  The  theme  for  the  week  was  "Why 
Do  We  Remain  Christian?" 

Dr.  Ritschl  addressed  the  students  at 
three  assemblies  and  met  with  students 
for  discussion  periods  in  the  afternoons. 

Dr.  Ritschl,  a  native  of  Switzerland, 
received  his  education  in  Europe,  served 
pastorates  in  Switzerland  and  Edinburgh, 
and  taught  at  Austin  Presbyterian  Semi- 
nary in  Texas.  He  is  the  author  of  many 
articles  and  books  and  is  a  well-known 
lecturer.

CHURCHES  DECREASE 

A  survey  of  Methodist  Churches  in 
the  United  States  taken  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  shows  that  the  total  number 
of  churches  of  the  denomination  has  de- 
creased by  164  since  the  previous  year. 
The  Methodist  Church,  with  10.3  mil- 
lion members,  has  a  total  of  38,789 
churches.  During  the  past  year  123  new 
congregations  were  organized,  27  were 
reopened,  194  were  closed,  and  202  were 
involved  in  mergers.  From  the  mergers,' 
88  new  congregations  were  formed,  in 
eluding  76  Methodist.

BUILDING  APPROVED 


Mecklenburg  Presbytery  will  be  one  of 
four  Presbyteries  to  send  youth  "caravans" 
to  other  countries  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Board  of  World  Missions  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  national  churches  of  Brazil 
and  Mexico. 

Two  caravans  will  tour  Presbyterian 
work  in  Mexico  and  the  others  will  par- 
ticipate in  work  camps  in  Brazil  and 
Mexico.  Each  caravan  lasts  two  weeks  and 
will  be  composed  of  12  to  16  young  people 
with  two  adult  advisers.  The  groups  will 
observe  the  work  of  missionaries  and  in 
some  cases  participate  in  a  three  or  four- 
day  work  project. 

More  than  350  people,  including  Congo- 
lese government  representatives,  embassy 
officials,  and  tribal  chieftains,  joined  Pres- 
byterian U.  S.  missionaries  and  Congolese 
Presbyterian  church  leaders  for  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  new  Christian  Medical  In- 
stitute of  the  Kaisai  near  Luluabourg, 
Congo,  December  12.  The  school,  founded 
by  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  in  1954 
at  Lubondai,  was  recently  moved  in  order 
that  the  church's  medical  efforts  could 
be  consolidated.  The  new  center  will  em- 
phasize the  training  of  Congolese  medical 
personnel. 

The  shcool's  $250,000  physical  plant  was 
furnished  by  the  provincial  government 
and  constructed  by  the  Belgian  colonial 
government  before  independence.  Repairs 
were  financed  through  the  gift  of  the  First 
Church,  Winston- Salem.  Some  40  students 
are  currently  enrolled. 

Officially  representing  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  was  the  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  Dr.  Felix  B.  Gear.

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  World  Missions  January  18-20,  the 
Board  took  steps  to  broaden  the  scope  of 
their  overseas  work,  voting  to  send  either 
personnel  or  financial  aid  to  work  at 
Indonesia  and  Israel.  The  Board  has  pre- 
viously held  its  work  to  nine  countries, 
where  553  missionaries  serve.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  Wendell  Ligon  of  Durham  were 
appointed  as  the  Board's  first  missionaries 
to  Indosesia.  In  Israel  the  Board  will  in- 
vest $10,000  in  a  work-service  project  at 
Nes  Ammium  to  develop  industries  and  to 
present  a  Christian  witness. 

In  other  actions  the  Board  named  Dr. 
Price  H.  Gwynn,  President  of  Glade  Valley 
School,  to  represent  the  Board  on  a  survey 
team  to  study  all  Presbyterian-related  ed- 
ucational institutions  in  Japan  and  Korea. 
Final  approval  was  given  to  a  new  working 
relationship  with  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Formosa";,  joint  committees  will  provide 
for  closer  partnership.  A  survey  of  medical 
work  in  the  Congo  is  set  for  1965,  and  $2,- 
000  was  appropriated  for  emergency  re- 
fugee relief  in  northeast  India  and  East 
Pakistan.  The  Board  also  voted  to  ask  the 
Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street, 
to  reconsider  his  decision  to  leave  that 
post  in  September  to  become  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  at  Austin  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Arch  B.  Taylor,  Jr.,  mis- 
sionaries at  Shikoku  Christian  College  in 
Zentsuji,  Japan,  recently  wrote  to  express 
their  appreciation  for  remembrances  at 
Christmas.  They  reported  that  Christmas 
was  a  highlight  of  the  college  year  and 
that  a  program  for  over  400  students  was 
held  and  gifts  exchanged.  A  candle-light 
worship  service  was  held  and  over  75 
carolers-  toured  the  city.  They  also  re- 
ported that  they  had  recently  taken  a 
month's  trip  to  the  U.S.  to  visit  with  rela-

The  Board  of  World  Missions  have  voted 
$20,000  to  help  relieve  a  critical  milk  short- 
age which  threatens  to  cut  back  feeding 
programs  of  Church  World  Service  in  Asia, 
Africa,  and  Latin  America.  CWS,  the  relief 
arm  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
appealed  for  more  funds  because  prices  of 
powdered  milk  have  risen  beyond  the  U.S. 
government  ceiling,  making  it  impossible 
for  the  government  to  continue  buying 
surplus  quantities  for  relief  agencies.  CWS 
has  pointed  out  that  some  $5  million  will 
be  required  in  1965  to  continue  distribu- 
tion of  milk  on  the  present  scale.  The  pos- 
sibilities of  substituting  other  foods  for 
milk  are  being  investgated.  The  $20,000 
from  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  was 
sent  from  1964  receipts  from  the  Easter 
offering.

Television  viewers  in  Japan  were  able 
to  see  and  hear  the  Christmas  story,  ac- 
companied by  portions  of  Handel's,  "The 
Messiah,"  on  Christmas  Day. 

The  telecast  featured  high  school  stu- 
dents from  Kinjo  Gakuin,  a  Presbyterian- 
related  school  for  girls,  and  Nagoya  Gak- 
uin, a  Methodist-related  school  for  boys, 
both  located  in  Nagoya.

Congo's  newest  university,  the  year-old 
Free  University  of  the  Congo,  reports  an 
enrollment  of  45  students  for  the  current 
academic  year,  despite  major  problems 
which  have  faced  the  university  recently. 
Last  year's  enrollement  was  25. 

After  three  years'  planning  by  Congo- 
lese, European,  and  American  Protestants, 
the  University  opened  in  Stanleyville  in 
1963.  After  the  city  was  captured  by  rebel 
forces  last  summer,  it  appeared  the  uni- 
versity would  not  be  able  to  begin  its  sec- 
ond year;  however  Lovanium,  a  Roman 
Catholic  University  in  Leopoldville,  offer- 
ed its  facilities  to  the  school  and  the  two 
have  been  operating  in  the  Catholic  facil- 
ities. 

The  student-body  of  the  Protestant  uni- 
versity Includes  40  Congolese,  students. 
The  university  is  one  of  only  three  in  the 
Congo.  The  third,  at  Elizabethville,  is 
government  operated. 


Trustees  have  approved  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  women's  residence  at  Still- 
man  College  at  a  cost  of  $475,000.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  trustees  October  22-23,  it 
was  stated  the  dormitory  should  be  com- 
pleted by  September  1966. 


A  mobile  clinic,  a  gift  of  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  Savannah,  Georgia,  Indepen- 
dent Presbyterian  Church,  will  reach  iso- 
lated villages  in  the  Andes  Mountains  of 
Ecuador.  The  gift,  presented  to  the  United 
Andean  Indian  Mission,  was  given  through 
the  Presbyterian  U.S.  Board  of  World 
Missions,  and  will  be  used  throughout  the 
country  to  bring  help  through  medicine, 
agriculture,  literacy,  and  adult  education. 

The  United  Andean  Indian  Mission  is  a 
cooperative  enterprise  of  four  U.  S.  de- 
nominations, including  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lardner  C.  Moore,  Pres- 
byterian U.  S.  Missionaries  at  Yodogawa 
Christian  Hospital  in  Osaka,  Japan,  re- 
ported in  a  letter  recently  that  there  had 
been  much  excitement  in  preparation  for 
the  1964  Olympics,  and  that  full  tv  cover- 
age gave  them  an  opportunity  to  watch 
the  events.  They  said  that  almost  all 
homes  in  Japan  now  have  television,  which 
is  a  status  symbol  there.  In  speaking  of 
the  progress  of  the  country,  they  said  that 
the  Japanese  have  a  deep  inner  stability 
of  the  will,  but  also  had  a  "deep  vacuum 
in  religious  faith."  The  young  person  is 
confused  by  the  old  religions,  the  newer 

religions  and  sects,  and  his  own  needs.

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Charles  T.  McKee  recent- 
ly wrote  from  the  Congo  where  they  serve 
as  missionaries  in  a  school  to  train  min- 
isters. They  reported  that  the  school  year 
is  a  busy  one,  and  although  there  had  been 
discouraging  things,  beginnings  have  been 
made  in  their  work.  They  told  of  the 
death  of  a  former  student  at  the  hands 
of  rebels  in  Lusambo  where  he  had  been 
engaged  in  Christian  work.  His  family 
and  a  fellow  missionary  now  teach  in  the 

Theology  School.

The  Board  of  World  Missions  has  pub- 
lished a  list  of  items  needed  in  the  mis- 
sion fields  in  a  booklet  entitled,  "What 
Your  Gifts  Can  Do."

A  small  camping  trailer  owned  by  Dr. 
Ronald  B.  Dietrick,  a  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Missionary,  is  now  bringing  medical  care 
into  doctorless  rural  areas  of  south  Korea. 
Dr.  Dietrick  says  that  it  is  time  for  med- 
ical work  overseas  to  "reach  out  from  the 
hospital  environment  and  get  into  the 
country  places  where  the  need  is  greatest." 
Pilot  projects  in  this  area  have  been  suc- 
cessful. One  typical  trip  included  traveling 
on  Saturday  to  a  doctorless  village,  show- 
ing a  movie  to  gather  a  crowd,  church 
conducted  by  a  local  evangelist,  and  the 
remaining  hours  devoted  to  seeing  pa- 
tients. 

Korea  has  a  very  low  ratio  of  doctors 
for  its  population  (one  for  every  8,000)  and 
has  critical  needs.  Four  Presbyterian  mis- 
sionaries work  at  the  200-bed  Kwangju 
Christian  Hospital,  where  Dr.  Dietrick  is 
working.

Sister  Margaret  Reid,  a  deaconess,  has 
become  the  first  woman  to  be  accepted  as 
a  candidate  for  the  ministry  by  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  New  Zealand.  Miss 
Reid,  41,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Prebyterian 
Theological  Hall  in  Denedin.  She  will  not 
require  further  theological  training  be- 
fore being  licensed,  but  must  pass  certain 
tests  before  ordination.  Women  ministers 
were  approved  by  the  Church's  General 
Assembly  in  1962. 


REFERENDUM  DEBATED 

Rev.  Sam  H.  Zealey,  pastor  of  the 
Thomasboro  Church,  Charlotte,  recent- 
ly participated  in  a  debate  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Charlotte  Jaycees  on  the  subject 
of  selling  liquor  by  the  drink  in  that 
city. 

A  referendum  has  been  proposed  by 
the  Charlotte  Restaurant  Association  and 
the  Charlotte  Motel-Hotel  Association,  a 
referendum  which  Mr.  Zealy  indorsed. 
He  said,  in  the  discussion,  that  he  felt 
it  would  be  wise  to  "let  the  people  de- 
cide," although  in  a  statement  he  struck 
at  liquor-by-the-drink  and  alcohol  in  gen- 
eral. He  pointed  out  that  "There  is  no 
such  thing  as  control  of  beverage  al- 
cohol." 

Homer  Kirkman,  Jr.,  a  local  restauran- 
teur,  argued  for  the  proposed  referendum 
and  said  liquor-by-the-drink  would  help 
in  meeting  rising  costs  of  the  restaurant 
business. 


PSCE  RECOGNIZED 

The  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education  was  recently  recognized  by 
the  American  Association  of  Theological 
Schools  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
as  an  accredited  school  of  religious  ed- 
ucation. Dr.  Charles  E.  S.  Kraemer,  Presi- 
dent of  the  school,  states  that  this  is  the 
first  graduate  school  of  Christian  Educat- 
ed to  be  admitted  to  the  Association. 
PSCE  will  have  special  listing  in  future 
publications  of  the  Association. 

Dr.  Kraemer  has  also  been  elected  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  newly  formed 
Commission  on  Christian  Education  of 
the  Association. 


BOOK  RELEASED 

Robert  Short  is  the  author  of  a  new 
book  being  released  by  the  John  Knox 
Press  in  Richmond.  The  book,  which  is 
filled  with  characters  from  the  Peanut 
comic  strip,  is  entitled  The  Gospel  Ac- 
cording to  Peanuts. 

The  book  embodies  Mr.  Short's  con- 
tention that  the  church  ought  to  make 
more  telling  use  of  the  popular  arts.  The 
church,  he  says,  "should  encourage  a 
vanguard  of  men  and  women  to  be  in- 
terpreters of  these  tongues,  or  arts,  which 
can  act  as  truly  provocative  'conversa- 
tion pieces'  between  the  Church  and  the 
culture  in  which  the  Church  finds  itself." 

The  book  pokes  beneath  the  dialogues 
of  the  "Peanuts"  children  to  show  the 
failures,  foibles,  and  petty  triumphs  in 
which  the  author  finds  a  wry  commen- 
tary on  mankind.

A  new  group  of  editors-at-Iarge,  an- 
nounced in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Chris- 
tian Century,  an  ecumenical  weekly,  in- 
clude a  Roman  Catholic  and  a  Jew.  The 
announcement  stated  that  while  the  pub- 
lication "is  Christian  and  Protestant  and 
will  remain  so,  it  is  also  ecumenical  in 
its  interests  and  concerns." 

Named  as  editors-at-large  were  David 
Danzig,  Associate  Director  of  the  Amer- 
ican Jewish  Committee  and  a  lecturer  at 
the  Columbia  University  School  of  Social 
Work;  and  Michael  Novak,  Catholic  lay 
journalist,  teaching  fellow  at  Harvard, 
and  editor  of  The  Current,  national 
Catholic  quarterly.  The  Christian  Cen- 
tury stated  that  they  "will  aid  us  in  our 
pursuit  of  ecumenical  goals." 

The  announcement  also  said  that  the 
magazine  was  unable  to  obtain  the  serv- 
ices of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  as 
an  editor-at-large,  but  that  the  "corps  of 
editors  remains  interracial,  as  does  our 
board  of  trustees."

HOSPITAL  CCL  PROGRAM 

A  program  of  Campus  Christian  Life 
sponsored  by  the  Synod  and  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  Charlotte  has  been  success- 
ful in  reaching  some  95  per  cent  of  the 
215  students  at  the  hospital.  The  Campus 
Christian  Life  worker.  Miss  Ann  McGirt, 
and  the  Hospital  Chaplain,  Dr.  David  E. 
Wilkinson,  work  not  only  with  students 
at  Presbyterian,  but  with  those  attending 
Memorial  and  Mercy  Hospitals  in  Char- 
lotte. 

Students  at  the  hospitals  are  members 
of  the  Christian  Fellowship,  an  organiza- 
tion corresponding  to  the  Westminster 
Fellowship  on  college  campuses.  The 
Fellowship  holds  regular  Tuesday  evening 
programs,  which  consist  of  Bible  study, 
panel  discussions,  missionary  programs, 
musical  programs,  or  visits  to  churches 
and  similar  religious  activities.  The  group 
also  promotes  social  activities,  and  each 
year  hold  a  picnic  and  spiritual  program 
at  Camp  Stewart  for  incoming  freshmen. 
Vespers  are  sponsored  by  the  Fellowship 
on  Thursday  evenings,  with  the  students 
presiding  and  conducting  the  service  once 
each  month.  These  services  are  attended 
by  the  students,  hospital  personnel,  and 
patients. 

Among  the  many  activities  of  the 
Christian  Fellowship  was  the  presentation 
of  a  program  at  the  Methodist  Home  in 
Charlotte  in  December.  The  group  pre- 
sented Christmas  readings  and  the  choral 
ensemble  sang  carols. 

Through  the  Campus  Christian  Life 
Program,  the  students  are  able  to  re- 
ceive spiritual  guidance  and  counseling. 
Miss  McGirt  is  Faculty  Counselor  for  the 
students,  and  she  is  assisted  by  Dr.  Wil- 
kinson. A  Religious  Emphasis  Week  is

STUDY  TOUR 

The  United  Nations-Washington  1965 
Study  Tour  for  Ministers  on  National  and 
World  Affairs  will  be  conducted  April 
26-May  1  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 

The  tour  will  include  meetings  with 
United  Nations  and  National  Council  of 
Churches  officials  in  New  York  and  gov- 
ernment and  church  leaders  in  Washing- 
ton. The  participating  ministers  will  hear 
discussions  on  the  functions  and  opera- 
tions of  the  United  Nations  and  the  U.  S. 
government  and  will  take  part  in  dis- 
cussions of  national  and  world  affairs. 
The  meetings  will  stress  the  role  of  the 
church  in  government  and  the  Christian 
minister's  responsibility  in  these  issues. 

Only  40  ministers  will  be  accepted  for 
the  tour  and  the  Synod  is  limited  to  three. 


News  From  Queens 

Dr.  Edwin  R.  Walker,  President  of 
Queens,  announced  recently  that  a  fed- 
eral loan  of  $502,000  to  finance  the 
major  portion  of  a  new  $670,000  science 
building  has  been  secured  under  the 
Higher  Education  Facilities  Act,  at  an  in- 
terest rate  of  3%  % . 

The  architects  will  begin  drawing  plans 
immediately,  and  the  contract  will  be  let 
in  May. 

A  modern  style  version  of  classical 
Grecian  architecture,  housing  Queens' 
auditorium  and  musical  facilities  (24 
music  practice  studios,  15  teaching 
studios  and  listening  rooms,  two  organ 
practice  rooms),  as  well  as  drama  dressing 
rooms,  drama  rehearsal  rooms,  and  a 
stagecraft  room  for  building  theater  sets, 
costing  approximately  $1,250,000,  will 
be  completed  late  this  year. 

The  acoustical  engineers,  the  same  as 
those  who  created  the  sound  at  the  Bos- 
ton Symphony's  summertime  Tanglewood 
Music  Shed  at  Lennox,  Mass.,  will  use  an 
overhead  sound-bouncing  system  of  re- 
flectors, consisting  of  plywood  geome- 
trical shapes  suspended  from  the  ceiling 
on  adjustable  pipes  and  with  special 
coverings,  to  perfect  acoustical  facilities.

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BUILDING  IN  FAYETTEVILLE 
PRESBYTERY 

Several  churches  in  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery are  undertaking  building  programs 
or  preparing  to  build. 

A  new  $80,000  sanctuary  is  nearing 
completion  at  the  Flat  Branch  Church. 
The  Church,  situated  on  elevated 
grounds,  will  seat  300  persons  when 
completed. 

A  new  Fellowship  Hall  at  Sunnyside 
Church  has  been  begun  and  is  expected 
to  cost  $20,000.  This  is  the  second  build- 
ing in  a  three-stage  program.  An  Educa- 
tional Building  was  completed  in  1962 
and  a  new  sanctuary  will  be  the  third 
stage  of  the  building  program.  The 
Fellowship  Hall  will  adjoin  the  present 
Educational  Building  and  is  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  summer. 

Steps  have  been  taken  preliminary  to 
enlarging  the  sanctuary  of  the  MacPher- 
son  Church  or  the  building  of  a  new  sanc- 
tuary. The  Diaconate  was  authorized  in 
January  to  formulate  plans.  The  present 
sanctuary  was  dedicated  in  1868  and  was 
built  from  ruins  of  the  Confederate 
Arsenal  burned  there  in  1865  during  the 
Civil  War.  Educational  wings  were  ad- 
ded in  1948  and  1960. 

A  new  sanctuary  is  planned  for  the 
Priest  Hill  Church,  Carthage,  and  con- 
struction is  expected  to  begin  this  spring 
or  summer.  Major  M.  C.  Jackson  is 
chairman  of  the  building  fund.  Members 
have  pledged  nearly  $13,000  toward  the 
estimated  cost  of  $25,000.  Rev.  B.  E. 
Dotson  is  pastor  at  Priest  Hill. 

A  new  two-story  addition  has  been 
completed  at  the  Phillippi  Church.  The 
addition  includes  three  large  classrooms 
and  a  fellowship  room  and  cost  over 
$4,000.  The  sanctuary  was  also  remodel- 
ed. 

An  Educational  Building  under  con- 
struction at  the  Westminster  Church  will 
include  eight  classrooms  and  is  expected 
to  cost  $40,000.  It  is  the  second  stage 
of  a  four-part  building  program.  A  fel- 
lowship hall  and  sanctuary  will  be  the 
next  two  buildings.  The  Westminster 
Church  was  organized  in  1960  as  a  pro- 
ject of  the  Fayetteville  Presbytery  Church 
Extension  Committee,  and  now  has  a 
membership  of  almost  200. 

The  Shiloh  Church,  McCain,  has  add- 
ed a  new  Sunday  School  Building  con- 
taining a  fellowship  hall,  classrooms,  and 
assembly  room.  The  building  was  erected 
at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  D.  R.  Huff,  Jr., 
headed  the  building  committee. 

A  manse  is  being  constructed  by  the 
Lillington  First  Church  at  a  cost  of  some 
$25,000.  The  manse  will  contain  four 
bedrooms,  a  family  room,  living-dining 
room  combination,  and  a  two-car  garage. 
The  lot  for  the  manse  was  donated  by 
Mr.  A.  J.  White,  a  member  of  the 
Church.

Two 
porches,  a  vestibule,  and  steeple  will  be 
added  to  the  church  building  and  various 
improvements  will  be  made  to  the  present 
structure. 

The  Bethesda  Church  is  also  consider- 
ing the  possibility  of  building  improve- 
ment and  new  equipment.  Committees 
have  been  appointed  to  explore  these 
areas  and  determine  the  needs  of  the 
church. 


HONORARY  PRESIDENT  COMMENTS 

Dr.  Marc  Boegner,  honorary  presi- 
dent of  the  French  Protestant  Federation 
and  one  of  the  great  pioneers  of  ecumen- 
ism, recently  told  newsmen  that  the  third 
session  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council 
has  made  apparent  fo  the  world  the  dip- 
lomatic skills  of  Pope  Paul  VI. 

Dr.  Boegner  says  he  finds  Pope  Paul 
determined  to  restore  Christ  to  His  pro- 
per, central  place;  committed  to  col- 
legiality;  and  realistically  calling  non- 
Roman  Christian  communities  "Church- 
es." 

Dr.  Boegner,  a  former  president  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  called  for 
dialogue  between  the  Roman  Church  and 
other  Christian  churches  as  early  as  1958. 


MONTREAT 

Montreat,  the  scene  of  some  50  church 
conferences  in  1964,  has  served  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.S.,  as  a  center  for  re- 
treats, conferences,  study  groups,  and  con- 
sultations for  nearly  half  a  century.  Each 
year  more  than  30,000  persons  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunities  offered  at 
Montreat, 

The  Mountain  Retreat  Association  was 
formed  after  the  late  Dr.  J.  R.  Howerton, 
pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Charlotte,  pre- 
sented the  idea  to  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  and  the  General  Assembly  in  1905. 
The  center  had  been  founded  in  1897  as 
a  conference  center  by  Rev.  John  C.  Col- 
lins of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and  his  associ- 
ates and  was  patterned  after  a  center 
established  in  Massachusetts  by  Dwight  L. 
Moody.  Dr.  Howerton  served  as  the  first 
President  of  Montreat  and  was  succeeded 
by  Dr.  R.  C.  Anderson  of  Gastonia,  who 
served  for  36  years.  During  Dr.  Anderson's 
administration  most  of  the  construction 
work  at  the  center  was  completed.  After 
Dr.  Anderson's  retirement  in  1947,  Rev.  J. 
Rupert  McGregor  headed  Montreat,  and 
he  was  succeeded  in  1959  by  the  current 
president.  Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis. 

Montreat,  located  in  a  mountain  setting, 
has  facilities  to  accommodate  up  to  3,000 
persons.  The  various  buildings  and  depart- 
ments of  Montreat -Anderson  College  are 
available  for  use  during  the  summer. 

Future  plans  call  for  the  erection  of 
several  buildings,  including  a  Youth  Camp 
for  young  people,  a  Conference  Admini- 
stration building,  and  the  erection  of  a 
chapel.  E.  A.  Andrews,  former  secretary  of 
the  Division  of  Men's  Work,  was  recently 
called  as  vice-president  in  charge  of  con- 
ferences and  will  also  develop  a  Lay  School 
of  Theology  to  bring  laymen  from  all  pro- 
fessions to  Montreat  for  study.

He  has  served  as  Christian  education 
director,  professor  at  Boston  University, 
and  as  Executive  Secretary  of  Councils 
of  Churches,  including  that  of  the  state 
of  Connecticut.  From  1940  to  1950  he 
was  associate  general  secretary  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches,  one  of  the 
twelve  interdenominational  agencies 
which  merged  in  1950  to  form  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches.  Dr.  Miller  is 
also  an  author. 

He  has  been  married  twice,  his  first 
wife  having  died  in  1945.

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ing  the  conversations  to  include  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  and 
other  reformed  bodies.  The  General  Assembly  of  1964  asked  the  representatives  "to 
investigate  with  the  like  committee  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  the  ad- 
visability of  expanding  the  conversations  to  include  the  UP-USA  Church  and  other 
reformed  churches,  looking  toward  ultimate  union." 

The  joint  committee  reported  a  year  ago  that  it  found  "large  areas  of  agreement 
in  the  fields  of  theology,  worship  and  polity  (government),"  and  saw  "no  major  im- 
pediments between  our  denominations  in  these  basic  areas." 

Union  of  the  denominations  would  create  a  church  with  a  total  member- 
ship of  1,200,000.  The  Presbyterian  have  about  950,000  members  in  16  states 
stretching  from  Maryland  to  New  Mexico.  The  Reformed  Church  has  congregations 
in  26  states,  mostly  in  the  northern  half  of  the  nation  and  in  Canada,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  about  240,000.  Florida  is  the  only  southern  state  in  which  the  Reformed 
Church  has  congregations. 

Both  communions  are  rooted  in  Calvinist  tradition.  The  Reformed  Church  came 
to  America  Through  Holland,  and  the  Presbyterians  through  Scotland. 
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BENSALEM  CHURCH  AND  HER  SONS  IN  THE  MINISTRY 


The  Bensalem  Church,  Eagle  Springs, 
has  a  long  and  interesting  history.  Begun 
about  1790  when  a  Mr.  William  Bowdoin 
began  preaching  in  a  little  log  house  near 
the  site  of  the  present  church,  the  con- 
gregation has  shown  continual  growth  in 
size  and  influence. 

In  the  early  years,  the  congregation 
had  only  occasional  or  part-time  services 
of  a  minister.  Rev.  John  Kadie  succeeded 
Mr.  Bowdoin  in  1794  and  after  three 
years,  Rev.  Colin  Lindsay,  a  colorful  and 
well-known  Scotsman,  came  to  serve  the 
church.  A  new  log  house  was  built  in 
1802  and  Mr.  Lindsay  remained  until 

isn. 

After  a  period  with  little  or  no  preach- 
ing. Rev.  Murdock  McMillan  began 
preaching  at  the  present  church  site  and 
in  1813  a  new  log  building  was  erected 
and  the  church  was  organized  as  Ottrey's 
Church.  Mr.  McMillan's  pastorate  con- 
tinued until  1821,  after  which  the  church 
was  destitute  of  preaching  except  on 
rare  occasions.  During  a  brief  pastorate 
of  Rev.  Duncan  Mclntyre  (1829-31),  a 
frame  building  was  erected  and  the  name 
changed  to  Ben  Salem.  An  early  minister 
who  appears  to  have  contributed  greatly 
to  the  church's  progress  was  Rev.  Hugh 
McLaurin,  who  preached  there  from 
1837-1850,  during  which  time  37  mem- 
bers were  added  to  the  church. 

Other  ministers  who  have  served  the 
church  include  Dr.  K.  M.  Mclntyre,  who 
served  for  26  years;  Rev.  A.  M.  Hassell; 
and  Rev.  Robert  S.  Arrowood,  under 
whose  leadership  109  persons  were  added 
as  members.  Rev.  Dawes  Graybeal  is  the 
present  minister. 

A  frame  church  erected  in  1859 
served  the  congregation  until  it  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  just  before  the  building's 
100th  anniversary.  In  1962  a  new  brick 
building,  costing  over  $100,000,  was 
dedicated,  debt-free,  by  the  congrega- 
tion. 

At  least  eight  sons  of  the  Bensalem 
Church  have  become  ministers,  a  remark- 
able contribution,  unequaled  by  many 
larger  and  more  affluent  congregations. 

Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Currie  (1863-1948)  was 


a  teacher  and  served  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture prior  to  entering  the  ministry.  Or- 
dained by  Wilmington  Presbytery  in 
1904,  he  spent  his  entire  ministerial  life 
at  Wallace. 

Rev.  Lauchlin  W.  Currie,  who  died  in 
1888,  held  several  pastorates  in  Texas 
and  was  a  Government  Teacher  in  Kla- 
wock.  Prince  of  Wales  Archipelago. 

Rev.  Grover  C.  Currie  (1885-1963), 
served  pastorates  in  Arkansas  and  West 
Virginia,  before  coming  to  the  Synod  to 
serve  churches  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery. 
He  often  supplied  the  Bensalem  Church 
after  his  retirement  in  1957  and  was  a 
leader  in  the  church's  rebuilding  after 
the  fire. 


Rev.  Charles  F.  Arrowood  (1887- 
1951)  was  a  teacher  and  school  principal 
before  becoming  a  minister.  After  serving 
in  Texas,  he  left  the  ministry  and  became 
a  professor  at  Texas  University.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  books,  primarily 
on  education  and  history. 

Rev.  R.  S.  Arrowood  (1892-),  the 
brother  of  Rev.  Charles  Arrowood,  be- 
gan his  ministry  in  1917,  has  served  sev- 
eral pastorates,  was  President  of  Mitchell 
College  for  one  year,  and  was  Stated 
Clerk  of  Concord  Presbytery.  He  is 
pastor  of  the  Sardis  and  Palestine 
Churches  and  serves  as  Stated  Clerk  of 
Fayetteville  Presbytery.  He  is  now  mod- 
erator-nominee of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.

POLL  RESULTS 

A  poll  taken  by  the  Louis  Harris  or- 
ganization at  the  end  of  1964  showed  that 
the  majority  of  Americans  placed  "Get 
all  men  to  believe  in  God"  as  the  major 
area  of  possible  progress  in  the  world. 
Thirty-one  per  cent  of  a  cross-section  of 
the  public  interviewed  placed  this  goal  as 
first  among  eight  major  areas.  (The  ratio 
in  the  South  was  36  per  cent,  highest  of 
all  sections.) 

Other  top  goals  selected  were:  control 
use  of  atom  bomb,  16  per  cent;  do  away 
with  communism,  12  per  cent;  cure  can- 
cer, 11  per  cent;  prevent  depressions,  10 
per  cent;  rid  world  of  poverty,  9  per  cent; 
full  rights  for  minorities,  7  per  cent;  cure 
heart  disease,  4  per  cent.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Sketches  of  North  Carolina,  by  Rev. 
William  Henry  Foote,  Third  Edition, 
Twyford  Printing  Company,  Dunn,  N.  C, 
$15.00.

"But  if  any  people  may  glory  in 
their  forefathers,  the  Carolinians  .  .  . 
may  glory  in  theirs,  and  cherish 
their  principles  with  the  firm  confi- 
dence that  they  will  make  their  des- 
cendants better,  and  the  progress  of 
excellence  shall  never  end." 

With  this  introductory  statement.  Rev. 
William  Henry  Foote  sets  the  stage  for 
a  series  of  sketches  of  the  lives  and  ac- 
tivities of  truly  noble  and  dedicated  men 
— those  who  settled  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  and  shaped  its  course. 

The  third  edition  of  Foote's  Sketches, 
issued  through  the  efforts  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Historical  Matters  of  the  Sy- 
nod of  North  Carolina,  Presbtyerian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the 
North  Carolina  Presbyterian  Historical 
Society,  provides  North  Carolinians  ac- 
cess to  a  rare  volume.  The  book  was 
first  published  in  1846  by  direction  of 
the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  reprinted  in  1912;  copies  of 
either  edition  are  difficult  to  obtain.  The 
Sketches  are  a  primary  source  of  the 
early  history  of  North  Carolina  Presby- 
terian endeavors  and  include  much  in- 
formation relative  to  the  beginnings  of 
the  State.  The  third  edition  was  edited 
by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  Raleigh,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  and  for  the  first  time  includes 
a  Preface,  an  Errata,  a  Bibliography, 
and  an  Index,  and  contains  corrections 
and  additional  information  brought  to 
light  since  the  work  was  first  published. 
The  index  was  prepared  by  Miss  Made- 
line Orr  of  Charlotte,  but  has  been 
revised  and  enlarged  by  Dr.  Dudley. 

Dr.  Foote,  a  Presbyterian  minister  and 
educator,  served  as  a  foreign  missions 
agent  in  the  state  and,  as  such,  had  many 
opportunities  to  visit  the  churches  and 
people  in  the  state.  It  was  during  these 
visits  that  he  collected  material  for  his 
sketches.  He  tells,  in  his  introduction,  of 
conversations  with  many  of  the  persons 
involved  in  the  era  about  which  he  writes. 

From  the  narratives  on  the  Mecklen- 
burg Declaration  of  Independence,  the 
Battle  of  Alamance,  the  Battles  of  Kings 
Mountain  and  Guilford  Courthouse,  the 
reader  is  reminded  anew  of  the  strength 
of  these  early  North  Carolinians  in  their 
fight  for  freedom  from  oppression.  Dr. 
Foote  asserts  that  the  honor  of  being 
first  to  declare  independence  belongs  to 
North  Carolina,  since  the  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  took  place  in  May,  1775. 
While  many  historians  disagree  on  the 
point,  it  is  apparent  in  the  Sketches  that 
the  Mecklenburg  citizens,  who  were 
predominantly  Presbyterian  in  faith,  were

Voit  Gilmore 


Voit  Gilmore  of  Southern  Pines,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Brownson  Memorial  Church, 
is  serving  in  the  N.  C.  Assembly  as  Senator 
from  the  18th  District. 

Mr.  Gilmore,  a  native  of  Winston-Salem, 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  He  is  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
and  retail  lumber  business  and  is  owner- 
operator  of  a  group  of  motels  and  rest- 
aurants. A  former  mayor  of  Southern 
Pines,  Mr.  Gilmore  was  twice  elected 
president  of  the  N.  C.  Travel  Council.  In 
1961  he  was  appointed  Director  of  the 
United  States  Travel  Service  by  President 
Kennedy,  a  post  which  he  served  until 
May,  1964,  when  he  returned  to  the  state. 
While  with  the  Travel  Service,  Mr.  Gil- 
more traveled  more  than  600,000  miles 
promoting  tourism  to  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Gilmore  is  a  former  Chairman  of 
Synod's  Council  and  a  former  officer  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Kathryn  Ken- 
drick  and  they  have  five  children.

Miss  Jeanne  Moran,  a  high  school  senior 
of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  served  as  fratern- 
al delegate  from  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  to  the  Reformed  Church  Youth 
Fellowship  Convention,  held  December 
28-January  1  at  Central  College  in  Pella, 
Iowa. 

The  Convention  was  attended  by  some 
500  high  school  students  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America.  The  Reformed  Church 
in  America  is  one  of  the  denominations 
cooperating  with  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  in  the  Covenant  Life  Curriculum. 


CHAPLAIN  SERVICE  DEFENDED 

The  Military  Chaplains  Association, 
representing  some  20,000  active  and  re- 
tired chaplains,  pledged  to  place  "all  its 
resources"  into  an  impending  legal  battle 
to  preserve  the  military  chaplaincy  in  the 
United  States.  A  resolution  defending  the 
nation's  chaplaincy  tradition  was  adopted 
at  their  39th  annual  national  convention 
in  answer  to  reported  threats  by  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  to  chal- 
lenge the  constitutionality  of  chaplain 
service. 

Convention  delegates  instructed  Maj. 
Gen.  (Msgr.)  Patrick  J.  Ryan,  Catholic 
priest  who  was  chief  of  Army  chaplains 
before  retirement,  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee of  10  outstanding  American  citizens 
to  advise  the  association  on  a  plan  of  ac- 
tion.

Hector  MacLean,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
First  Church,  Lumberton,  is  serving  as 
State  Senator  from  Robeson  County.  Mr. 
MacLean,  President  of  the  Southern  Na- 
tional Bank  of  North  Carolina,  has  been 
active  in  both  civic  and  religious  affairs. 

A  graduate  of  Davidson  College,  Mr. 
MacLean  received  his  LLB  degree  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  1948. 
He  is  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College,  Laurinburg;  is  a  trustee  of  the 
Medical  Foundation  of  North  Carolina; 
and  is  Volunteer  Chairman  of  Savings 
Bonds  for  Robeson  County.  He  is  also 
president  of  the  Virginia  and  Carolina 
Southern  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Lumber  Implement  Company. 

Mr.  MacLean  served  as  Mayor  of  Lum- 
berton from  1949-1953.  He  is  a  former 
moderator  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  and 
teaches  a  Bible  Class  at  the  First  Church. 


CENSORSHIP 

Petitions  have  been  circulated  in  many 
of  the  churches  of  Durham  asking  that 
a  citizens  committee  be  appointed  to  com- 
bat obscene  books,  magazines  and  movies. 
The  formation  of  such  a  committee  was 
proposed  recently  by  Superior  Court 
Judge  E.  M.  Braswell  after  a  report  of  the 
Durham  County  Grand  Jury  asked  the 
support  of  churches,  ministers,  and  others 
in  coping  with  the  problem. 

The  Durham  Ministers  Association  has 
adopted  a  resolution  stating  its  opposi- 
tion to  a  citizens  censorship  committee, 
but  asking  that  the  mayor  consider  ap- 
pointing an  advisory  committee  to  study 
the  problem  and  explore  ways  to  eliminate 
the  evil  and  strengthen  the  moral  en- 
vironment of  the  community.  The  associa- 
tion pointed  to  the  home,  church,  and 
synagogue  as  having  a  responsibility. 

The  petitions  have  been  circulated  by 
a  group  of  clergymen  acting  independent- 
ly of  the  association. 


PRINTING  CONTRACT 

The  Presbyterian  Survey,  official  maga- 
zine of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  has 
let  a  new  printing  contract  with  J.  W. 
Clement  Company  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

The  magazine  has  been  printed  in  Texas 
previously.  The  new  contract  will  enable 
the  publication  to  reach  readers  three  or 
four  days  earlier. 

The  Clement  Company  also  prints  sev- 
eral large  national  magazines,  including 
Reader's  Digest,  Time  and  Life. 

Presbyterian  Survey,  a  64-page  monthly 
magazine,  has  a  circulation  of  260,000.

Policy  of  Second  Church,  Memphis 

The  Session  of  the  Memphis  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  has  voted  to  admit 
Negroes  to  worship  services,  but  to  seat 
them  on  a  segregated  basis;  and  this  is 
not  a  change  in  policy,  according  to  the 
Church.  The  Session's  policy  statement 
declares  that  the  church  provides  "special 
seating  for  the  races  in  attendance  at 
public  worship  services",  and  that  only 
demonstratores  seeking  to  disturb  "the 
peace,  purity,  and  unity  of  our  congrega- 
tion" have  been  turned  away. 

Because  of  the  Church's  policy  on 
race.  Moderator  of  the  General  Assemb- 
ly, Felix  B.  Gear  of  Decatur,  Georgia, 
announced  recently  that  the  General  As-  i 
sembly,  previously  scheduled  to  be  held  \ 
in  the  Second  Church,  would  be  moved 
to  Montreat,  N.  C. 

On  February  28,  a  congregational 
meeting  of  the  Second  Church  was  held 
to  vote  on  limiting  the  term  of  office  for 
members  of  the  Session.  They  now  serve 
life  terms.  The  vote  indicated  approval. 

Dr.  Henry  E.  Russell  is  Minister  of  the 
Church. 

CONGRESSMAN  SPEAKS  OUT 

Georgia  Congressman  Charles  L.  Welt- 
ner,  in  an  interview  in  the  January  issue 
of  Presbyterian  Survey,  says  churches 
should  get  involved  in  politics.  The  37- 
year-old  congressman,  a  member  of  the 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta, 
says  that  it  is  the  obligation  of  the  church 
to  speak  out  on  moral  issues. 

Representative  Weltner,  who  voted  in 
favor  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act,  said  that 
sooner  or  later  "every  thinking  person  is 
going  to  have  to  face  up  to  the  race  prob- 
lem .  .  .  Every  Christian  must  face  some- 
day the  question  of  whether  he's  willing 
to  be  a  Christian  in  his  relationship,  not 
just  with  the  pagan  12,000  miles  away  in 
the  jungles  of  darkest  Africa,  but  with  the 
man  who  lives  four  blocks  away  in  his 
own  town." 

Representative  Weltner  also  defended 
church  groups,  including  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  who  have  been  ac- 
cused of  lobbying  in  Washington.  He  said 
that  "if  churches  are  to  help  in  politics, 
they  must  go  beyond  an  occasional  sermon 
based  upon  broad  ideas  of  what  govern- 
ment ought  to  be.  Government  is  trans- 
acted by  specifics,  not  by  philosophy."

lovers  of  civil  and  religious  freedom  and 
that  they  were  ready  to  defend  their  prin- 
ciples despite  the  cost. 

Throughout  the  Sketches,  Dr.  Foote 
establishes  the  role  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  growth  of  the  state  and 
its  institutions.  Presbyterians  were  lead- 
ers not  only  in  the  fight  for  independ- 
ence, but  in  the  areas  of  education,  gov- 
ernment, and  social  welfare.  The  im- 
migrations of  early  Presbyterians  are 
traced,  beginning  with  immigrations  in 
the  1730's  and  including  innumerable 
immigrations  of  the  Scotch-Irish  from 
Ulster,  Ireland  in  the  early  18th  Cen- 
tury. The  background  of  these  immi- 
grants is  examined  and  particularly  their 
moral  and  religious  character.  Special 
emphasis  is  given  to  the  ministers  of 
these  early  settlers,  and  the  love  of  the 
people  for  their  church.  Among  the  early 
Presbyterian  ministers  in  the  state  were 
Rev.  James  Campbell,  who  was  one  of 
the  first  of  the  denomination  in  the  state 
and  who  served  in  the  Fayetteville  area; 
Rev.  Hugh  McAden,  whose  journal  (now 
nonexistent)  gives  insight  into  the  lives  of 
the  people  of  the  1750's;  Rev.  Alexander 
Craighead,  early  leader  of  the  Sugar 
Creek  and  other  Charlotte  churches;  Rev. 
James  Hall,  a  military  leader  who  pio- 
neered early  work  in  domestic  missions; 
Rev.  Henry  Patillo,  who  labored  in  the 
churches  of  Orange  and  Granville  Coun- 
ties; Rev.  David  Caldwell,  a  minister 
of  Guilford  County  churches  and  a  prom- 
inent educator;  Rev.  James  McGready, 
leader  of  the  great  revival  of  1800;  and 
Rev.  Humphrey  Hunter,  beloved  minister 
of  the  Steele  Creek  congregation  in 
Charlotte.  Many  of  the  older  Presby- 
terian Churches  in  the  state  are  sketched, 
along  with  the  lives  of  their  ministers 
and  lay  leaders. 

Among  all  the  contributions  of  early 
Presbyterian  leaders,  perhaps  the  most 
lasting  aside  from  the  church  itself,  has 
been  their  role  in  education.  Dr.  Foote 
states  that  a  classical  school  in  the 
bounds  of  the  Sugar  Creek  congregation 
in  Charlotte  was  the  first  in  the  state  and 
is  known  to  have  been  in  existence  in 
1766.  After  the  Revolutionary  War,  the 
school  known  as  Queen's  Museum  and 
later  Liberty  Hall,  was  moved  to  South 
Carolina,  and  Dr.  Foote  notes  with  re- 
gret that  this  left  North  Carolina  Presby- 
terians without  a  college  of  their  own 
^or  many  years.  Classical  schools  were 
quite  numerous  after  the  war,  as  were 
;ommon  schools.  One  of  the  most  suc- 
;essful  classical  schools  was  that  of  Dr. 
David  Caldwell  in  Guilford  County, 
vhich  produced  five  state  governors  and 
\nd  some  fifty  ministers.  Dr.  Foote  ob- 
serves that  the  Presbyterian  concern  for 
•ducation  was  a  by-product  of  their  heri- 
age;  it  was  felt  to  be  essential  that  a 
;hild  learn  the  catechisms  and  this  meant

he  must  learn  to  read. 

The  influence  of  Presbyterians  on  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  is  a  sep- 
arate sketch  by  Dr.  Foote,  and  provides 
the  reader  with  a  vivid  account  of  the 
early  days  of  that  institution.  Joseph 
Caldwell,  later  a  Presbyterian  clergyman, 
came  to  Chapel  Hill  in  1796  as  president, 
and  Dr.  Foote  states  that  "for  forty  years 
the  history  of  the  man  is  the  history  of 
the  University.  .  ."  It  was  Dr.  Caldwell 
who  solicited  funds,  gained  the  support 
of  the  state  notwithstanding  the  flourish- 
ing private  institutions  then  in  existence, 
and  set  the  university  on  firm  footing. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1835,  the  uni- 
versity was  respected  both  at  home  and 
abroad. 

One  other  sketch  by  Dr.  Foote  is 
particularly  noteworthy — that  of  the 
Scottish  heroine,  Flora  MacDonald.  Her 
romantic  adventure  in  saving  the  life  of 
Prince  Charles  is  recounted,  along  with 
her  immigration  to  North  Carolina  and 
stay  at  Cross  Creeks  and  in  Anson 
County.  The  role  of  her  family  as  loyal- 
ists to  the  crown  during  the  Revolution 
is  brought  out,  but  emphasis  is  given  to 
her  character  and  her  love  of  the  church 
and  her  fellow-countrymen.  Dr.  Foote 
points  out  that,  although  history  does 
not  grant  her  a  prominent  place  be- 


cause of  her  unpopular  cause,  her  adven- 
turesome spirit  and  her  faithfulness  to 
her  principles  will  live  on  in  the  memory 
of  North  Carolinans. 

Upon  reading  the  Sketches,  one  is  re- 
minded afresh  of  the  debt  that  is  owed 
to  the  man  who  founded  the  state.  Dr. 
Foote's  first-hand  knowledge  of  many 
events,  his  intimate  style  of  writing,  his 
obvious  love  of  the  state  and  its  people, 
and  his  desire  to  instill  in  his  readers 
an  appreciation  of  their  forefathers,  are 
apparent. 

It  is  indeed  regrettable  that  much  of 
the  history  of  the  early  Presbyterian 
settlers  and  that  of  the  church  has  not 
been  recorded,  for  surely  the  gap  would 
be  revealing  of  many  remarkable  events 
and  persons.  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley  is 
currently  engaged  in  the  project  of  writ- 
ing a  definitive  history  which  will  at- 
tempt to  set  forth  a  complete  story,  in 
so  far  as  is  possible,  of  Presbyterians  in 
North  Carolina.  Such  a  history,  will  do 
much  to  place  the  contributions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  proper  perspec- 
tive. Meanwhile,  Dr.  Foote's  volume  will 
continue  to  be  a  source  of  invaluable  in- 
formation for  those  who  seek  to  know 
and  understand  more  about  their  state 
and  particularly  the  Presbyterian  herit- 
age.

THERE'S  A  LIMIT 

The  patience  of  many  good  people, 
North  and  South,  and  even  black  as 
well  as  white,  have  reached  a  straining- 
point  in  regard  to  demonstrations.  If  this 
is  doubted,  then  one  should  read  a  recent 
editorial  by  David  Lawrence  on  "The 
Wrong  Way",  in  U.  S.  News  and  World 
Report.*  Mr.  Lawrence  all  but  excoriates 
leaders,  including  ministers,  who  led  and 
participated  in  the  Alabama  demonstra- 
tions, and  points  out  that  demonstrations 
may  be  and  have  been  "provocative  of 
violence";  that  the  final  solution  to  the 
race  problem  is  "better  understanding  of 
human  nature",  and  that  it  would  be 
better  for  ministers  of  the  gospel  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  task  of  improving 
relationships  between  races  than  to  par- 
ticipate in  street  riots. 

Roman  Catholic  Bishop,  Thomas  J. 
Toolen,  of  Mobile,  whose  diocese  covers 
all  of  Alabama,  in  the  midst  of  the 
Selma  crisis,  criticized  priests  and  nuns 
for  participating  in  the  Selma  demonstra- 
tions, and  chided  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.,  for  "trying  to  divide  the  people". 
He  declared  that  a  great  injustice  was  be- 
ing done  Alabama,  and  that  the  Negro 
problem  of  the  State  must  be  solved  in 
a  "sensible"  and  "lawful  way".  He  re- 
ferred to  outsiders  as  "crusaders  who  are 
out  of  place"  and  labeled  religious  de- 
monstrators as  "eager  beavers  who  feel 
this  is  a  holy  cause". 

While  admitting  that  there  were  things 
to  be  corrected  in  Alabama,  the  good 
Bishop,  who  has  headed  the  Mobile-Bir- 
mingham diocese  since  1927,  added, 
"There  are  no  more  loyal  citizens  in  this 
country  than  the  people  of  Alabama. 
(Having  lived  in  Alabama,  we  concur.)

Dr.  Patton  Cited 

Dr.  James  G.  Patton,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  General  Council  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  was  cited  recent- 
ly for  his  contribution  to  the  Christian 
stewardship  movement. 

The  citation  was  presented  by  the 
Commission  on  Stewardship  and  Benevo- 
lence of  the  National  Council  of  Church- 
es and  noted  that  Dr.  Patton  had  served 
as  a  "faithful  steward"  for  22  years. 

Dr.  Patton  became  the  General  As- 
sembly's Secretary  of  Stewardship  in 
1943.  He  is  a  past  chairman  of  the  NCC's 
Department  of  Stewardship  and  was  one 
of  ten  Americans  participating  in  the 
first  World  Consultation  on  Stewardship 
in  Switzerland  in  1961.  He  currently 
serves  as  moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
Georgia. 


though  conditions  may  not  be  perfect  in 
Alabama,  neither  are  they  in  many  other 
places  where  demonstrations  might  be 
conducted  with  equal  fervor,  and  doubt- 
less in  most  every  state  of  the  nation,  in 
some  of  which  above  the  Mason-Dixon 
line,  we  have  been  told,  until  recently  if 
not  still,  no  Negro  is  permitted  after 
sundown. 

We  offer  no  brief  for  unwarranted  de- 
clarations by  certain  Southern  Govern- 
ors, nor  for  unprovoked  police  attacks, 
nor  for  those  who  intimidate,  but  on  the 
other  hand  two  evils  do  not  make  a  right; 
which  leads  us  to  say  that  we  have  a 
great  deal  of  sympathy  for  the  masses 
of  people,  both  Negro  and  white,  who 
have  been  made  the  scape-goat  for  the 
rest  of  us.  We  believe  that  most  of  the 
police  have  not  been  brutal,  that  most  of 
the  people  have  been  hard-working,  con- 
scientious, god-fearing  people,  who  need 
our  sympathy  and  our  prayers  and  such 
encouragement  and  help  as  we  can  give 
them. 

There's  a  limit  to  which  human  nature 
can  go,  and  this  has  been  demonstrated 
to  be  true,  not  only  by  Negroes,  but  by 
whites  as  well. 


Meeting  of  General  Assembly 

The  105th  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  to  meet  in 
Montreat  April  21-26,  will  hear  reports 
from  its  14  Boards  and  Agencies  and  9 
Permanent  Committees.  Among  the  re- 
ports will  be  the  following: 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  re- 
port notes  that  the  Covenant  Life  Cur- 
riculum has  met  with  "wide  acceptance" 
and  is  being  used  by  five  denominations. 
Covenant  Life  materials  for  children  will 
be  offered  in  the  fall  of  1965.  The  Di- 
vision of  Higher  Education  reports  assets 
of  denominational  colleges,  seminaries, 
and  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Chris- 
tian Education  total  $203,972,886.  A  to- 
tal of  13,488  students  are  enrolled  in 
these  colleges  and  there  are  810  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry.  The  report  of  the 
Board  notes  that  a  study  is  now  under- 
way of  its  structure,  organization  and  ad- 
ministration. The  Board  is  requesting  the 
General  Assembly  to  approve  funds  to 
increase  the  staff  and  activities  of  its  Di- 
vision of  Christian  Action  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  a  1964  recommenda- 
tion that  help  be  provided  churches  on 
the  matter  of  eliminating  racial  discrim- 
ination and  that  ministers  be  aided  if  they 
are  in  distress  because  of  a  faithful  wit- 
ness against  racial  injustice. 

ANNUITIES  AND  RELIEF 
The  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  will 
report  to  the  Assembly  that  the  Minist- 
ers' Annuity  Fund,  contributory  pension 
program,  has  assets  of  $44,122,484,  and  that 
$583,161  was  paid  to  1,038  annuitants  in 
1964.  A  total  of  67  ministers  retired  under 
the  program  last  year.  The  Employees' 
Annuity  Fund,  a  program  for  non-min- 
isterial workers,  now  has  assets  of  $2,- 
486,433  and  813  members.  $21,000  was  paid 
in  benefits  last  year  to  70  annuitants.  The 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  also  has 
oversight  of  the  Ministerial  Relief  pro- 
gram, funds  for  which  are  provided 
through  the  budget  and  the  Joy  Gift.  In 
1964,  $162,722  was  paid  in  benefits.  The 
Group  Life  Insurance  and  Major  Medical 
program  for  ministers  and  lay  workers 
was  recommended  to  churches  and  min- 
isters by  the  Board. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION 
The  Board  of  Church  Extension  report 
on  home  missions  work  shows  that  fin- 
ancial assistance  was  provided  last  year 
for  67  of  the  80  Presbyteries  of  the  Church. 
Salary  support  of  $699,109  was  provided  for 
633  workers.  Grants  were  made  to  36  proj- 
ects in  the  amount  of  $205,000  and  loans 
amounted  to  $553,700.  The  Division  of 
Homes  and  Christian  Welfare  reports  that 
there  were  12  homes  for  the  elderly  with 
1,207  residents  in  1964,  and  18  children's 
homes.  The  Assembly  will  be  asked  to  ap- 
prove the  election  of  Dr.  John  F.  Ander- 
son, pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Orlando, 
Florida,  as  the  new  executive  secretary  of 
the  Board  effective  September  1,  1965. 

WOMEN'S  WORK 
The  Board  of  Women's  Work  will  re- 
port to  the  Assembly  that  the  Revised  Plan 
of  organization  was  put  into  operation  in 
October,  1964,  and  is  now  used  by  the 
majority  of  women's  groups.  The  annual 
Birthday  Offering  went  to  the  Evergreen 
Presbyterian  Vocational  School  in  Minden, 
Louisiana,  and  scholarships  to  aid  in  pro- 
fessional training  of  workers  at  homes. 
The  offering  was  a  record  total  of  $244,- 
269.41.

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Educational  Institutions 

The  Executive  Committee  on  Educa- 
tional Institutions  convened  in  Raleigh 
on  March  29.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman,  Dr.  William  C.  Bennett,  who 
was  ill,  Dr.  J.  B.  Kirkland,  Raleigh,  pre- 
sided. 

During  the  day  reports  were  heard  from 
institutions  as  follows:  St.  Andrews  Col- 
lege, Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President,  who 
pointed  out  an  increase  during  the  ac- 
ademic year  1965-1966;  an  investment 
from  $8,000,000  to  $10,000,000;  an  annual 
operating  budget  of  $2,000,000;  seven  ac- 
ademic divisions;  the  appointment  of  the 
Rev.  Robert  Davenport  as  the  College 
Pastor;  the  addition  of  Fred  Carlson  and 
Badger  Johnson  to  the  staff  .with  the 
Department  of  Finance;  and  some  pro- 
jected plans  for  the  future.  Queens  Col- 
lege: Dr.  Herbert  E.  Babb,  Dean  of  the 
Faculty,  reported  that  there  are  800  stu- 
dents enrolled;  that  a  restudy  of  the 
liberal  arts  program  is  in  progress;  that 
the  college  has  instituted  a  program  to 
bring  students  from  other  parts  of  the 
world;  operational  budget  increase  from 
$300,000  in  1955  to  $1,800,000  in  1965;  a 
continuing  education  program;  the  first 
negro  graduate,  etc.  Union  Theological 
Seminary:  Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President, 
pointed  out  that  the  Seminary  is  engaged 
in  an  alteration  of  the  undergraduate  pro- 
gram, emphasizing  a  new  curriculum;  an 
enlarged  faculty;  a  financial  capital  gifts 
campaign  projected  and  beginning  in  Jan- 
uary, 1966;  enrollment  of  207,  et  cetera. 
Davidson  College:  Dr.  D.  Grier  Martin, 
President,  reported  that  there  are  no 
plans  for  increasing  the  enrollment  beyond 
approximately  1,000;  currently  studying 
the  question  of  eliminating  fraternities; 
and  plans  continuing  for  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  endowment. 

The  Committee  ordered  that  a  sub- 
committee be  appointed  by  the  Chairman 
to  study  ways  and  means  of  assisting 
Davidson  College  in  raising  funds  neces- 
sary to  obtain  the  major  potential  chal- 
lenge gift  now  on  her  horizon. 

The  Committee  wrestled  with  the  prob- 
lem of  the  proposed  new  formula  of  the 
General  Assembly  for  preparing  the  1966 
benevolence  budget,  and  approved  of  the 
plan  provided  all  other  Committees  of 
the  Synod  participate.

NEGRO  WOMEN'S 
CONFERENCE 

The  Annual  Interdenominational 
Christian  Conference  for  Negro  women, 
sponsored  by  the  Women  of  the  Synod, 
has  been  set  for  June  5-11  at  Winston- 
Salem  State  College,  Winston-Salem. 

The  Conference  will  center  around 
the  theme  "Christ,  Our  Security,  Home- 
Church-Community-Nation."  Instruction 
will  be  offered  in  Bible  Study,  Vacation 
Bible  School  methods,  the  Christian 
Home,  Church  Music,  and  Christian 
fellowship.  Inspirational  services  will  be 
held  each  evening. 

The  Conference  is  open  to  women  over 
21  years  of  age  and  students  are  urged 
to  attend  four  years.  Diplomas  are 
awarded  at  the  end  of  the  four  years  of 
study.  Last  year  some  160  persons  at- 
tended the  conference  and  diplomas 
were  awarded  to  25  graduates. 

Churches  are  urged  to  seek  out  persons 
to  send  as  delegates  to  the  conference. 
A  fee  of  $20.00  will  provide  room  and 
board  for  the  week  for  one  delegate. 
Churches  not  wishing  to  send  a  delegate 
are  urged  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
delegates  from  other  areas. 

The  Synodical  has  sponsored  the  con- 
ference since  the  1920's.  The  Conference 
has  been  influential  in  providing  local 
Negro  women  with  the  training  needed 
for  effective  leadership  in  their  churches 
and  communities. 

Mrs.  Mary  Hoover,  a  member  of  the 
First  Church,  Winston-Salem,  is  serving 
as  director  of  the  conference  this  year. 


DRUGS  FOR  MISSIONS 

Sharon  Presbyterian  Church,  Char- 
lotte, has  for  some  time  collected  sample 
medicine  and  drugs  from  doctors  of  the 
city  for  use  in  the  mission  field.  A  re- 
cent collection,  estimated  to  have  a  retail 
value  of  $2,000,  went  to  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Hugh  Linton,  two  of  the  nine  mission- 
aries partially  supported  by  the  church. 
The  medicine  will  aid  in  restocking  a 
clinic  which  burned  in  Soonchon,  Korea, 
in  January. 

Deacon  Charles  S.  Crowther  heads  the 
Church's  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
which  collects  and  sorts  the  medicine. 
Rev.  Edward  B.  Cooper  is  pastor  at 
Sharon. 


Site  For  Home  Sought 

A  site  for  the  proposed  Presbyterian 
home  for  elderly  persons  in  Charlotte  is 
being  sought  at  present.  A  tract  of  land 
directly  across  from  Sharon  Presbyterian 
Church  is  reportedly  being  considered. 

According  to  Randolph  Norton,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Home,  the  home  will  be  an  apartment 
house  rather  than  a  nursing  home  or  hos- 
pital. It  will  cost  an  estimated  $1  million 
and  will  house  about  100  people. 


TO  ADDRESS  SYNOD 

The  Reverend  Dr.  Paul  B.  McCleave, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Medicine 
and  Religion,  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociation, Chicago,  Illinois,  since  1961, 
will  address  the  152nd  Session  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  meeting  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Va.,  May  25-26.  Dr.  McCleave  will  be 
presented  to  Synod  by  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Christian  Relations,  whose 
chairman  is  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  Wilming- 
ton. 

Dr.  McCleave  is  a  native  of  Joplin, 
Missouri  and  holds  a  B.D.  Degree  from 
the  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary, 
Omaha,  Nebraska.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  the 
U.S.A. 

Formerly  Dr.  McCleave  served  as 
president  of  the  College  of  Emporia  at 
Emporia,  Kansas.  During  World  War  II 
he  was  a  chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
and  served  in  the  South  Pacific  27 
months  of  the  three  and  one-half  years 
he  was  in  service.  He  is  now  Lt.  Com- 
mander, retired.  He  is  married  and  has 
three  children,  two  girls  and  a  boy.

CAMPAIGN  ANNOUNCED 

Queens  College  has  announced  that  a 
$1.3  million  fund-raising  campaign  will 
begin  this  spring  in  the  Charlotte  area 
to  aid  completion  of  its  building  pro- 
gram. 

Dr.  Edwin  R.  Walker,  Queens  Presi- 
dent, announced  that  a  pledge  of  $300,- 
000  has  been  received  from  "an  un- 
named friend"  to  be  used  for  the  build- 
ing program.  Several  other  gifts  have 
been  received,  although  the  campaign 
has  not  yet  begun. 

The  building  program  includes  new 
science  and  music  buildings  and  the 
renovation  of  the  science  building  now 
being  used. 

H.  H.  Everett  has  been  named  Cam- 
paign director.  About  35  persons  will 
conduct  the  campaign  among  300  pro- 
spective donors. 

The  expansion  program  at  Queens  be- 
gan in  1958.  Thus  far  a  library,  infirm- 
ary, student  center,  classroom  building, 
six  sorority  houses,  and  a  number  of 
dormitories  have  been  completed.  The 
contract  will  be  let  this  summer  for  the 
new  science  building.  An  enrollment  of 
900  students  is  expected  by  1967,  an  in- 
crease of  300  since  1960.

Ministers  Protest 

A  group  of  Charlotte  Presbyterian 
ministers  meeting  March  8  at  the  Coven- 
ant Church,  Charlotte,  voted  to  protest 
the  action  of  Alabama  state  police  in 
the  handling  of  racial  disturbances  in 
Selma,  Alabama.  Twenty-two  ministers 
signed  telegrams  to  Governor  George 
Wallace  of  Alabama  and  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King,  leader  of  the  civil  rights 
marchers. 

The  telegram  said  the  ministers  "were 
shocked  and  sickened  by  the  brutality 
inflicted  upon  the  marchers."  The  min- 
isters protested  the  "extreme  reluctance 
to  grant  the  franchise  to  certain  citizens 
of  Alabama  and  the  consequent  shame  it 
has  brought  upon  our  nation  in  the  eyes 
of  the  world."  They  called  upon  the 
leaders  of  Alabama  to  "deal  as  Christians 
and  Americans  with  the  Negroes  of  Ala- 
bama." 

The  Presbyterian  ministers  also  asked 
the  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Ministerial 
Association  to  join  in  the  protest. 


Christian  Relations  Meeting 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Relations  convened  in  Raleigh 
March  23,  with  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall, 
Chairman,  presiding. 

The  Committee  heard  reports  of  those 
who  attended  Seminars,  to  wit  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  S.  Woodson  and  Mrs.  E. 
Johnston  Ervin  who  attended  the 
Churchmen's  Washington  Seminar;  the 
Rev.  Scott  Poole  who  reported  on  the 
Christian  Action  Conference  at  Montreat 
and  the  Family  Life  Conference  at  Dur- 
ham, both  held  in  1964;  and  Rev.  Harold 
J.  Dudley  on  the  International  Affairs 
Conference. 

The  Committee  ordered  that  all  repre- 
sentatives in  the  North  Carolina  General 
Assembly  be  invited  to  attend  a  dinner 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  need  for 
legislation  to  improve  the  present  Privi- 
leged Communications  Statute  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  present  law  does  not  ade- 
quately protect  ministers  or  doctors  in 
cases  involving  confidential  information. 

The  Committee  heard  that  Dr.  Paul 
B.  McCleave,  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  and  Religion,  American 
Medical  Association,  Chicago,  Illinois, 
will  address  Synod,  meeting  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  May  25-27,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  report  of  the  Committee.

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INTERRACIAL  CONFERENCE 

An  interracial  conference  of  Presby- 
terian ministers  was  held  March  30-April 
2  at  Montreat  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

The  conference  was  directed  by  Rev. 
Lawrence  W.  Bottoms,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board's  Division  of  Home 
Missions,  and  was  concerned  with  the 
"development  of  insights  and  skills  into 
the  process  of  communication  in  stress 
situations."  Participants  experimented 
with  and  practiced  various  means  of  im- 
proving their  skills  of  communication 
through  conversation. 

Dr.  Eli  F.  Wismer,  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches'  Christian  Education  Di- 
vision, and  Dr.  William  B.  Oglesby  Jr., 
Professor  of  Pastoral  Counseling  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  spoke 
at  the  first  plenary  session  on  "Informa- 
tion Concerning  Dialogue."  Dr.  Albert  C. 
Winn,  a  professor  at  Louisville  Presby- 
terian Seminary,  spoke  on  "Historical 
Background  and  Contemporary  Setting  of 
Reaching  All  People."  Rev.  Dwight  L. 
Chalmers,  book  editor  of  the  John  Knox 
Press,  led  worship  services  prior  to  each 
general  meeting. 

Other  conference  leaders  were  Dr.  James 
Cannon,  Assistant  Professor  of  Psychiatry 
at  the  University  of  California;  Rev.  Irvin 
Elligan  Jr.,  Associate  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  Christian  Action  of  the  As- 
sembly's Board  of  Christian  Education; 
Rev.  Edward  S.  Golden  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church;  Dr.  Martin  Lakin, 
Duke  University  psychology  and  psychi- 
atry professor;  and  Dr.  Jack  J.  Preiss,  So- 
ciology professor  at  Duke. 


PLEA  FOR  UNITY 

The  moderators  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  US  and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  USA,  participating  in  an  historic 
inter-Presbtyerian  vesper  service  in  New 
York  in  February,  called  for  an  end  to 
denominational  divisiveness  within  the 
Reformed  tradition. 

Dr.  Felix  Gear,  moderator  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  US  (Southern),  pointed 
out  that  "It  has  been  said  that  Presby- 
terians are  like  hickory  wood — tough 
but  easily  split.  Our  Reformed  tradition 
has  not  kept  us  from  splitting,  but  it  does 
keep  us  from  enjoying  our  divisions.  We 
are  nearly  always  secretly  wondering  how 
all  of  us  can  come  together  again;  this 
accounts  for  our  being  here  today." 

Dr.  Edler  G.  Hawkins,  moderator  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  (North- 
ern), told  the  2,600  persons  at  New 
York's  Fifth  Avenue  Church,  that  "we 
seek  unity,  not  only  with  this  fellow- 
ship that  is  so  close  to  us,  but  with  all 
others  who  see  in  Christianity  the  chance 
to  demonstrate  together  what  our  witness 
to  the  world  is  to  mean." 

The  service  was  sponsored  by  New 
York  Presbytery  and  was  attended  by 
representatives  of  119  Presbyterian 
churches  in  the  five  boroughs  of  New 
York,  plus  delegates  from  area  Pres- 
byteries.

BEQUESTS 

Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  Executive  Di- 
rector of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation, 
reported  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Foundation  in  Charlotte,  that  colleges 
and  seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  had  received  nearly  $13 
million  in  bequests  during  the  past  three 
years.

Stewardship  Area  Conference 

The  annual  Area  Stewardship  Confer- 
ence conducted  by  the  General  Council 
of  the  General  Assembly  was  held  in 
Charlotte  for  the  Eastern  Division  March 
11-12. 

Thirty-two  representatives  of  the  Sy- 
nod of  North  Carolina  attended  the  Con- 
ference. 

Dr.  Charles  C.  Cowsert,  Secretary  of 
Stewardship  of  the  General  Council,  pre- 
sided over  the  sessions  and  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Conference  that  the  1966 
benevolence  askings  for  the  Church  will 
be  according  to  a  drastic  change  in  form- 
ula, to  wit  a  4%  increase  over  1964  gifts. 
The  recommendation  which  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Assembly  covering 
the  matter  is  as  follows: 
"That  the  1966  Stewardship  program 
of  the  General  Assembly,  which  re- 
flects opportunity  for  promotion  in 
support  of  both  a  basic  progpram  of 
$8,406,136    (1964   actual  receipts  plus 
4%  for  two  years'  normal  growth)  and 
an  advanced  program  with  the  first 
$500,000  allowing  specified  agencies  to 
undertake   work   in  promising  new 
areas". 

The  report  will  further  include  a  rec- 
ommendation asking  all  Synods  and  Pres- 
byteries to  project  their  1966  budgets  on 
a  similar  basis.

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Washington  Seminar 

Representatives  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carohna  among  the  295  persons  par- 
ticipating in  the  Churchmen's  Washing- 
ton Seminar,  held  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
February  23-26,  were  Dr.  Robert  S. 
Woodson,  formerly  the  Associate  Minist- 
er of  the  Trinity  Church,  Charlotte,  and 
now  retired,  and  Mrs.  E.  Johnson  Ervin 
of  Concord,  past  president  of  the  Wo- 
men of  the  Synod. 

The  Seminar,  designed  to  enable 
churchmen  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  operations  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  to  better  understand  the  re- 
lationship of  the  church  to  government, 
was  sponsored  by  the  Washington  office 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  in 
cooperation  with  fifteen  denominations, 
including  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 
Mrs.  Irvin  and  Dr.  Woodson  were  select- 
ed to  attend  by  the  Synod's  Committee 
on  Christian  Relations. 

The  Seminar  was  highlighted  by 
speeches  on  various  topics  of  concern  to 
churchmen,  including  policy  formation, 
foreign  policy,  the  role  of  the  govern- 
ment in  social  welfare,  civil  rights,  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  the  mission  of  the 
church  in  public  affairs.  Speakers  were 
prominent  government  officials  and  gov- 
ernment experts.  One  afternoon  session 
featured  conferences  with  government 
agencies,  with  Dr.  Woodson  attending  the 
conference  on  the  Poverty  Program  at 
the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity,  and 
Mrs.  Irvin  taking  part  in  the  Juvenile  De- 
linquency Conference  at  the, Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare.  Both 
Dr.  Woodson  and  Mrs.  Irvin  visited 
with  congressmen  and  senators  from 
North  Carolina  and  had  the  opportunity 
to  attend  a  session  of  Congress. 

Headquarters  for  the  Seminar  was  the 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  Reformation, 
located  near  the  Capitol  and  congres- 
sional offices.  Rev.  Arthur  E.  Walmsley, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of 
Christian  Citizenship  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  served  as  General 
Chairman  of  the  Seminar.  The  Chaplain 
for  the  meetings  was  Rev.  Dr.  S.  Garry 
Oniki  of  the  Committee  for  Racial  Jus- 
tice Now  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ.

John  Hill  Paylor,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
Farmville  Church  since  1922,  died  March

was  Clerk  of  the  Session  for  many  years. 
In  December  he  completed  56  years  of 
perfect  Sunday  School  attendance,  be- 
lieved to  be  the  longest  unbroken  at- 
tendance record  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Paylor  was  an  attorney  and  serv- 
ed as  Assistant  State  Attorney  General 
from  1947-1958.

At  the 
time  of  his  death,  he  was  serving  as 
solicitor  of  the  Pitt  County  Recorder's 
Court. 

He  is  survived  by  two  sons,  J.  H. 
Paylor,  Jr.,  of  Salisbury  and  Greenville, 
S.  C;  and  Robert  F.  Paylor  of  Charlotte; 
two  sisters;  a  brother;  and  seven  grand- 
children.

Important  actions  taken  by  the  Com- 
mittee were: 

(1)  Granting  leave  of  absence  to  Miss 
Patricia  Hall,  CCL  Worker  at  WC- 
UNC,  Greensboro,  in  order  that 
she  may  serve  as  Director  of  the 
Project  on  Education  and  Recon- 
ciliation in  Raleigh  June  14-August 
13; 

(2)  Approved  of  a  package  multiperil 
insurance  policy  on  CCL  buildings 
at  Greensboro,  Durham,  and 
Greenville; 

(3)  Approved  of  a  1966  spending  bud- 
get for  the  eleven  CCL  Centers 
totalling  $84,478,  and  agreed  to 
abide  by  action  of  Synod  in  regard 
to  the  new  formula  for  establish- 
ing benevolence  budgets  to  be  pro- 
posed to  the  General  Assembly  this 
month; 

(4)  Approved  of  a  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  CCL  workers  who  un- 
dertake postgraduate  studies  be  re- 
quired to  submit  a  request  to  the 
Sub-committee  on  Personnel  and 
Program  indicating  the  courses  and 
hours  involved,  after  consultation 
with  the  local  CCL  Committee; 

(5)  That  the  action  of  the  Myers  Park 
Presbyterian  Church  to  co-sponsor 
with  Synod  a  Westminster  Fellow- 
ship program  on  the  Queens  Col- 
lege campus; 

(6)  Appointed  Dr.  Richard  Tuthill  and 
Dr.  William  Roberts  as  representa- 
tives to  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Interdenominational  CCL  program 
at  North  Carolina  College  at  Dur- 
ham; 

(7)  Set  November  16-17,  Greenville  as 
the  time  and  place  for  the  Fall 
CCL  Conference; 

•  (8)  Appointed  a  Committee  to  study 
the  philosophy  and  policy  of  the 
whole  Campus  Christian  Life  pro- 
(  gram  (Dr.  Richard  Tuthill,  Chair- 
'  man;  Dr.  William  Roberts,  Rev. 
Harry  M.  Moffett,  Mrs.  Robert 
Clodfelter,  and  Rev.  Vance  Bar- 
ron); 

(9)  Ordered  a  Communication  to  be 
addressed  to  Dr.  John  Evans,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  Secretary  of  High- 
er Education,  expressing  concern 
for  the  possible  cessation  of  the 
United  Southern  Christian  Fellow- 
ship Foundation  at  A&T  College, 
Greensboro. 

The  Committee  heard  a  report  from 
the  General  Secretary  who  pointed  out 
that  1965  income  for  the  first  quarter 


Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Charlotte  re- 
cently revealed  plans  for  a  minimal- 
care  wing  and  three  other  additions  to 
its  facilities.  The  Board  of  Trustees  also 
voted  to  accept  Negro  patients  and  to 
integrate  its  staff. 

The  planned  construction,  to  begin  in 
August,  will  cost  $2.3  million.  The  mini- 
mal-care addition  will  provide  cheaper 
rooms  and  will  require  fewer  nurses. 
The  same  wing  will  include  a  dining 
room,  laboratories,  pharmacy,  beauty  and 
barber  shops.  The  other  additions  will 
be  for  the  business  office,  purchasing 
and  supply  department,  and  medical  rec- 
ords. 

The  decision  to  integrate  facilities  had 
been  under  consideration  for  several 
years  and  was  reported  to  be  unanimous.

EXPANSION  CONSIDERED 

The  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.,  com- 
posed of  more  than  4,000  congregations 
concentrated  in  the  Southeast  and  west 
into  Texas  and  New  Mexico,  is  studying 
the  possibility  of  expansion  as  far  west 
as  the  Pacific  coast. 

A  special  committee  appointed  by  the 
Church  Extension  Committee  of  the 
Synod  of  Texas  has  called  for  surveying 
the  needs  for  new  churches  westward. 
The  Department  of  Survey  and  Church 
Location  of  the  General  Assembly's 
Board  of  Church  Extension  will  con- 
duct an  initial  survey  beginning  in  May 
to  consider  areas  west  of  Texas  to  the 
Pacific  and  northward  as  far  as  Denver. 
Results  of  the  survey  are  expected  by 
mid-June. 

The  special  committee  of  the  Synod 
of  Texas  called  attention  to  the  rapidly 
expanding  population  not  only  within  the 
present  boundaries  of  the  denomination, 
but  also  in  areas  to  the  west,  areas  which 
include  metropolitan  growth.  The  com- 
mittee presented  statistics  indicating  an 
apparent  need  for  new  Presbyterian 
churches.  The  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee. Rev.  P.  J.  Garrison  of  Dallas,  has 
envisioned  that  the  possible  cost  of  the 
initial  number  of  new  church  sites  would 
reach  a  half  million  dollars  and  has  re- 
quested that  the  Synod  of  Texas  pro- 
vide a  minimum  of  $50,000  during  1965 
and  an  additional  $200,000  in  1966. 

The  entire  project  will  be  undertaken 
with  the  cooperation  of  all  the  denomi- 
nations serving  in  the  areas  to  be  sur- 
veyed.

PRESBYTERIANS  -  NORTH  AND  SOUTH 


By  Ernest  Trice  Thompson 

On  December  4,  1861,  representatives  of 
47  presbyteries  which  had  withdrawn  from 
the  Old  School  General  Assembly,  organ- 
ized an  independent  body  now  known 
as  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States.  The  Civil  War,  even  without  the 
offending  resolutions  which  pledged  alle- 
giance of  Presbyterians  to  the  Federal 
Government,  rendered  the  organization  of 
a  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  almost 
inevitable.  But  neither  the  Civil  War  nor 
the  Gardiner  Spring  resolutions  necessi- 
tated the  continued  separation  of  the  two 
bodies.  That  is  clearly  demonstrated  by 
the  quite  different  history  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church. 

The  real  tragedy  in  the  relations  of 
Presbyterians  North  and  South  occurred 
after  the  war  was  over.  It  then  became 
the  duty  of  the  Christian  churches  to 
bind  up  and  heal  the  hurt  of  the  nation. 
Abraham  Lincoln,  elected  for  a  second 
term,  delivered  his  famous  second  in- 
augural in  March,  1865,  a  few  months 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Northern  As- 
semblies. With  genuine  Christian  spirit, 
this  great  American,  not  a  member  of  any 
church,  pleaded  that  the  citizens  of  the 
reunited  states  exercise  charity  toward  all 
and  malice  toward  none.  Unfortunately 
the  Old  and  New  School  Assemblies  did 
not  possess  the  spirit  of  the  martyred 
President.  Their  post-war  resolutions  wid- 
ened rather  than  narrowed  the  sectional 
cleavage  which  the  war  and  previous  de- 
clarations had  steadily  deepened. 

A  changed  attitude  was  manifested  by 
the  Old  School  Assembly  in  1868,  when  it 
formally  acknowledged  the  separate  and 
independent  existence  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  Southern  States  and  en- 
joined its  subordinate  courts  so  to  treat 
it.  The  following  year  it  conveyed  its 
Christian  salutations  to  the  Southern  As- 
sembly and  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
day  would  soon  come  when  Presbyterians 
should  be  reunited  in  one  great  organiza- 
tion that  would  cover  the  land.  The  next 
year  (1870)  the  Old  and  New  Schools  As- 
semblies, now  reunited  in  the  North  as 
their  corresponding  bodies  had  previously 
been  in  the  South,  expressed  the  desire  for 
a  speedy  reestablishment  of  cordial,  fra- 
ternal relations  with  the  Southern  As- 
sembly and  appointed  a  committee  to 
confer  with  a  similar  committee  from  that 
church  in  respect  to  opening  a  friendly 
correspondence  between  the  two  bodies. 

The  Southern  Assembly  not  only  de- 
clined the  proffered  olive  branch  (ap- 
pointing a  conference  committee,  it  is  true, 
but  one  bound  by  impossible  conditions), 
but  it  also  drew  up  charges  against  the 
Northern  Assembly,  which  were  fully  as 
severe  and  just  as  unpardonable  as  the 
charges  leveled  against  it  by  the  two 
Northern  Assemblies  at  the  war's  end.  As 
a  consequence  of  these  various  actions, 
not  only  was  reunion  of  the  two  churches 
rendered  impossible,  but  the  formal  re- 
establishment  of  fraternal  relations,  a 
precedent  step,  was  delayed  for  almost  a 
generation. 

Finally  in  1882,  after  the  failure  of  three 
earlier  attempts  the  Southern  Assembly 
adopted  and  ordered  sent  to  the  Northern 
Assembly  a  statement  which  read:  "In 
order  to  remove  all  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  that  full  and  formal  fraternal  corre- 
spondence which  on  our  part  we  are  pre- 
pared to  accept,  we  adopt  the  following 
minute:   That  while  receding  from  no 
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principle,  we  do  hereby  declare  our  re- 
gret for  and  withdrawal  of  all  expressions 
of  our  Assembly,  which  may  be  regarded 
as  reflecting  upon,  or  offensive  to,  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America."i 
The  Northern  Assembly  adopted  the 
same  statement  word  for  word  with  the 
proper  interchange  of  terms,  exactly  the 
sort  of  statement  which  both  Assemblies 
should  have  adopted  a  generation  earlier. 
With  this  paper  came  an  unofficial  tele- 
gram from  the  Moderator  of  the  Northern 
Assembly,  giving  information  touching  a 
resolution  of  that  Assembly  to  the  effect 
"that  in  the  action  now  being  taken  we 
disclaim  any  reference  to  the  actions  of 
preceding  Assemblies  concerning  loyalty 
and  rebellion,  but  we  refer  only  to  those 
concerning  schism,  heresy  and  blas- 
phemy ."2  The  Southern  Assembly  replied: 
"If  the  action  of  your  Assembly  telegraph- 
ed by  your  Moderator  to  our  Moderator 
does  not  modify  the  concurrent  resolution 
adopted  by  your  Assembly  and  ours,  we 
are  prepared  to  send  delegates  forthwith. "3 
The  Northern  Assembly  answered:  "The 
action  referred  to  does  not  modify,  but  it 
explains  the  concurrent  resolution,  and 
the  explanation  is  on  the  face  of  the  ac- 
tion."4 

The  Southern  Assembly  accepted  this 
statement  as  satisfactory  and  appointed 
fraternal  delegates  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Northern  Assembly.  Trusted  lead- 
ers in  the  South,  however,  argued  that  the 
Northern  church  had  not  fully  withdrawn 
its  offensive  remarks,  and  though  frater- 
nal relations  were  officially  established 
sectional  bitterness  was  by  no  means  as- 
suaged. 

These  early  relations  have  been  briefly 
sketched  because  they  give  an  essential 
background  for  an  understanding  of  sub- 
sequent developments.  I  do  not  mean  to 
suggest  that  recent  opponents  of  closer 
relations  in  the  Southern  Church  have 
been  consciously  influenced  by  these 
events  of  other  days  or  are  actuated  pri- 
marily by  sectional  feeling  of  any  kind. 
Yet  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  senti- 
ments and  attitudes  have  been  transmitted 
from  one  generation  to  another  and  still 
color,  it  may  be,  interpretations  of  pre- 
sent day  actions  even  though  their  original 
bases  have  long  since  been  forgotten. 

Establishment  of  fraternal  relations  was 
followed  shortly  thereafter  by  comity  plans 
providing  for  a  limited  cooperation  on 
home  and  foreign  fields;  comity  plans, 
which  have  been  vastly  expanded  in  recent 
years,  and  which  now  extend  to  almost 
every  major  area  of  the  church's  respon- 
sibility.5 

But  growing  cooperation,  along  with  the 
harmonious  and  friendly  feelings  which 
have  existed  between  the  two  churches 
now  for  many  generations  and  the  con-

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stant  interchange  of  ministers  and  mem- 
bers, have  never  stilled  a  continuing  de- 
sire on  the  part  of  many  for  reunion  be-i 
tween  two  separated  branches  of  a  church 
which  cherish  common  traditions  anc^ 
recognize  a  common  task. 

No  sooner  indeed  were  fraternal  rela 
tions  established  between  the  two  bodies 
than  some  Presbyterians  both  North  and 
South  began  to  press  for  organic  union.. 
The  larger  church,  with  less  to  lose,  anc 
therefore  less  to  fear,  has  in  fact  always! 
been  ready  for  reunion,  and  again  anqj 
again  has  invited  its  Southern  bretherr 
to  close  the  divided  ranks.  The  Southerr 
Assembly  however,  remained  unwilling  tr|« 
consider  closer  relations  of  any  sort  witl 
its  separated  brethren. 

In  1883,  for  example,  an  overture  fron 
Upper  Missouri  Presbytery  asking  for  th( 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  confer  witl, 
a  similar  committee  from  the  Northeri' 
General  Assembly  in  reference  to  organii^i 
union  was  answered  emphatically  in  th«i 
negative.  Said  the   Southern   Assembly]  j 
"The  question  of  organic  union  is  not  U 
be  entertained  as  a  subject  before  thf 
church." 

In  1887  overtures  came  up  from  thrajli 
synods  and  eight  presbyteries  requestini, 
reunion  of  some  kind  between  the  tw, 
churches.  In  response  the  Assembly  adopt' 
ed  the  following  resolution:  "Whereas  th 
recent  action  of  the  General  Assembly  oji 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  apparent 
ly  different  from  their  former  action  a 
to  the  spirituality  of  the  church,  make 
the  impression  on  the  minds  of  many  olli 
our  people  that  one  obstacle  to  closer  reij 
lations  to  that  church  has  been  or  soo: 
may  be  removed;  therefore, 

"Resolved,  that  a  committee  .  .  .  be  ap 
pointed  to  meet  with  a  similar  committe 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby 
terian  Church  in  the  United  States  c 
America  ...  for  the  sole  purpose  of  irt 
quiring  into  and  ascertaining  the  facts  s 
to  the  point  above-mentioned,  and  as  t 
the  position  that  Assembly  proposes  t 
maintain  as  to  colored  churches,  eccles: 
astical  boards,  and  any  other  subjects  no 
regarded  as  obstacles  in  the  way  of  unite 
effort  or  the  propagation  of  the  Gospf, 
and  report  these  facts  to  the  next  Gei 
eral  Assembly  .  .  ."6  The  committee  n 
ported  the  following  year  that  "we  are  ui 
able  to  discover  that  the  obstacles  to  o: 
ganic  union  heretofore  existing  betwec^ 
the  Northern  and  Southern  General  A 
semblies  have  to  any  considerable  extei 
been  removed.''^  The  General  Assemb 
approved  the  report  and  the  issue  W- 
dropped. 

Seven  years  later,  in  1894,  the  Gener 
Assembly  declined  to  reopen  the  questi( 
of  organic  union  by  the  appointment  of 
committee  of  conference  as  requested  1 
three  of  its  Presbyteries  on  the  follo\| 
ing  grounds: 

1.  The  historic  difference  between  tl 
two  Assemblies  as  to  the  relation 
the  Church  ...  to  civil  government 

2.  To  enter  into  organic  union  with  t]| 
Northern  Church  involved  the  su 
render  of  the  plan  of  an  independe 
Negro  church  which  this  Assemttu] 
regards  as  essential  alike  to  the  T;  ^ 
ligious  and  social  welfare  of  bo 
races.

ransferred  from  the  Fund  Balance  in 
leserve  to  the  Actuarial  Reserves  of  the 
employees'  Annuity  Fund  .  .  ."

A  meeting  of  the  Board  of  the  Fel- 
lowship of  Concern,  an  organization  of 
Presbyterian  ministers  and  laymen  work- 
ing toward  ending  discrimination  in  the 
Church,  was  held  in  Selma,  Alabama, 
March  15.  The  Board  was  originally 
scheduled  to  meet  in  Chapel  Hill,  but  be- 
cause of  the  racial  disturbances  in  Ala- 
bama, changed  their  meeting  place. 

The  group  attended  a  memorial  serv- 
ice for  James  Reeb,  Unitarian  minister 
who  was  slain  in  Selma.  They  joined  in 
a  march  to  the  Dallas  County  Courthouse 
led  by  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King.  A  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  was  held  in  Montgom- 
ery. Some  of  the  Board  members  re- 
mained to  participate  in  the  March  to 
Montgomery. 

Among  those  who  attended  the  Board 
meeting  were  Rev.  Vance  Barron  of 
Chapel  Hill,  Rev.  Donald  Shriver  of  Ral- 
eigh, and  Rev.  E.  T.  Thompson,  Laurin- 
burg. 

Mr.  Barron,  commenting  on  the  trip 
to  Selma  in  the  newsletter  of  the  Fellow- 
ship, states  that  the  group  felt  that  "it 
was  imperative  that  some  witness  be 
made  by  Southern  Presbyterians,"  and 
that  the  "local  witness  could  not  stand  as 
the  witness  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S." 

The  Fellowship  of  Concern  now  has  a 
membership  of  590,  according  to  a 
March  report.

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OVERTURES  TO  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY 

The  subjects  of  union,  race,  and  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  will  be 
among  the  major  issues  facing  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  at  its  meeting  in  Mon- 
treal April  21-26.  Many  of  the  62  over- 
tures slated  for  consideration  by  the  466 
commissioners  will  deal  with  these  areas. 

A  committee  which  has  been  engaged 
in  conversations  with  representatives  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  will  ask 
the  Assembly  for  authorization  to  begin 
drafting  a  plan  of  union  for  the  two 
denominations.  An  overture  from  the 
Synod  of  Virginia  requests  the  Assembly 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  begin  negotia- 
tions toward  union  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  (North- 
ern). The  Joint  Committee's  report  op- 
poses expanding  the  conversations  with 
the  Reformed  Church  of  America  at  the 
present  and  states  that  "the  genuine 
potential  for  advance  in  church  union" 
for  the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  and  Reformed 
Churches  "lies  in  continuing  with  in- 
tegrity these  conversations  begun  in  1962 
and  which  are  looking  increasingly  to- 
ward union."  The  report  also  points  out 
the  United  Presbyterians  are  involved  in 
the  Consultation  on  Church  Union  with 
Methodists,  Episcopalians,  United 
Church  of  Christ,  the  Evangelical  United 
Brethren,  and  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 

Several  overtures  to  come  before  the 
Assembly  deal  with  the  action  of  the 
1964  Assembly  to  Presbyteries  instruct- 
ing that  Negro  churches  and  ministers 
be  absorbed  within  their  respective 
bounds.  The  overtures  generally  ques- 
tion the  Assembly's  right  to  "instruct." 
Central  Texas  Presbytery  asks  that  a  pas- 
toral letter  on  race  be  written  to  point 
out  that  "our  standards  have  never  and 
do  not  now  support  the  exclusion  of  any 
person  from  communicant  membership 
on  any  basis  other  than  the  denial  of  the 
Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ."  The  letter 
would  further  call  on  presbyteries  to 
"take  all  necessary  steps  to  correct  such 
practices  which  violate  our  standards  and 
are  a  source  of  scandal  to  the  Chris- 
tian faith."  The  Assembly  will  also  be 
asked  to  enact  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment affirming  that  "no  one  shall  be 
excluded  from  participation  in  public 
worship  in  the  Lord's  House  on  the 
grounds  of  race,  color  or  class."  The 
amendment  has  been  approved  by  59 
presbyteries,  with  only  41  needed  for 
passage. 

The  National  Council  of  Churches  will 
again  come  before  the  Assembly  with 
several  overtures  asking  for  withdrawal. 
Several  churches  have  withheld  benevol- 
ence funds  for  use  of  the  NCC.  The 
overtures  generally  object  to  the  pro- 
nouncements of  the  Council  on  various 
social  problems,  the  "intermeddling  with 
civil  affairs,"  or  activities  which  "jeop- 
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Union 

Representatives  of  six  communions 
attending  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  Con- 
sultation on  Church  Union  in  Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky,  April  5-8,  held  a  com- 
munion service  at  the  Cane  Ridge  Meet- 
ing House,  site  of  an  1801  revival  meet- 
ing which  broke  down  denominational 
barriers  more  than  150  years  ago. 

Taking  part  in  the  consultation  were 
the  Disciples  of  Christ,  the  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Church,  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Church, 
the  United  Church  of  Christ,  and  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A. 

A  crowd  estimated  at  over  20,000 
gathered  at  Cane  Ridge  in  1801  for  the 
great  camp  meeting.  Preachers  and  list- 
eners apparently  ignored  denominational 
lines.  Barton  W.  Stone,  the  Cane  Ridge 
pastor  at  the  time  of  the  revival,  re- 
called in  his  autobiography  that  Presby- 
terian, Methodist,  and  Baptist  preachers 
"appeared  cordially  united  in  it — of  one 
mind,  and  one  soul,  and  the  salvation  of 
sinners  seemed  to  be  the  object  of  all." 
Mr.  Stone,  then  a  Presbyterian  minister, 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Disciples 
of  Christ.  In  1804  he  began  a  movement 
for  Christian  unity  and  took  the  name 
"Christians"  for  his  group.  They  later 
united  with  the  Disciples  of  Christ.  The 
old  Cane  Ridge  Church,  erected  in  1791, 
is  said  to  symbolize  the  quest  for  unity 
among  Christians  when  the  need  to  evan- 
gelize outweighs  denominationalism. 


ardize  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the 
churches  and  presbyteries."  One  over- 
ture (Appomattox  Presbytery)  asks  that 
the  Assembly  order  a  study  of  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
to  the  Council;  the  Presbytery  of  Nash- 
ville asks  that  a  reorganization  be  ef- 
fected to  make  the  NCC  more  responsive 
to  its  member  denominations. 

Among  the  overtures  to  the  Assemb- 
ly is  one  from  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina asking  that  the  General  Assembly 
find  ways  to  "increase  substantially"  the 
financial  support  of  TRAV  in  order  that 
"our  church  may  render  a  more  effec- 
tive Christian  witness  through  this  med- 
ium." 

Another  overture  asks  that  an  amend- 
ment to  the  U.  S.  Constitution  be  sup- 
ported to  give  permission  for  voluntary 
Bible  reading  in  public  schools.  The  As- 
sembly will  also  be  asked  to  call  on  Con- 
gress to  "insure  that  elections  in  all 
states,  including  Mississippi,  are  free 
elections  and  in  conformity  with  the  U.  S. 
Constitution."  Congress  would  be  asked 
also  to  take  steps  to  assure  corrective  or 
remedial  action  whenever  "reprisals  or 
recrimination  action  is  proven  to  have 
been  taken  against  Negroes  exercising 
their  right  to  register  and/ or  voting." 


Book  Reviews 

Pascal's  Recovery  of  Man's  Wholeness,  byu 
Albert  N.  Wells.  John  Knox  Press,  Rich4 
mend,  Va.  174  pp.  $4.25.  | 

Blaise  Pascal,  (1623-1662),  French 
mathematician,  scientist,  and  religious 
philosopher,  had  gained  the  respect  of 
the  mathematic  world  by  the  age  of  15 
and  had  invented  a  calculating  machine 
by  the  age  of  19.  It  was,  however,  in  his 
29th  year  that  he  began  what  he  felt  to 
be  a  new  life  and  experienced  the  "whole- 
ness" which  is  the  subject  of  this  study. 

Dr.  Albert  N.  Wells,  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Laurinburg,  has  an-i 
alyzed  Pascal's  philosophy  with  emphasis 
on  Pensee  792,  which  summarizes  Pascal's 
conception  of  wholeness.  Pascal  expressed 
the  concept  that  existence  was  of  three  or- 
ders— the  level  of  bodies,  the  level  of 
minds,  and  the  ultimate  and  highest  level 
of  love  as  found  in  Christ.  In  order  to 
find  genuine  wholeness,  one  must  view 
reality  from  the  highest  level;  in  this  way 
one  could  become  involved  in  every  level 
of  existence  in  a  meaningful  way.  Dr. 
Wells  explains  further  that  "our  ability 
to  understand  and  experience  reality  as 
wholeness  hinges  on  our  success  at  seeing 
it  in  its  God-intended  meaning."  Such 
meaning  is  found  in  the  biblical  revelation. 
The  Pascalian  wholeness,  Dr.  Wells  de-| 
Clares,  is  "a  genuine  and  contemporary  i 
possibility"  and  is  the  task  and  commis- 
sion of  a  genuine  Christian  philosophy." 

Dr.  Wells  shows  Pascal's  writings  to  be 
of  relevance  to  modern  man.  Within  the 
structure  of  existence,  as  outlined  in  Pas- 
cal's writings,  both  history  and  science  as- 
sume a  proper  place.  Because  Pascal  was 
an  eminent  scientist,  his  thinking  has 
special  meaning  when  applied  to  the 
modern  science-religion  "conflict."  Pascal 
found  the  scientific  and  Christian  per- 
spectives to  be  complementary,  not  con- 
flicting, approaches  to  reality. 

Dr.  Wells  traces  the  development  of 
Pensee  792  through  the  various  experi- 
ences of  Pascal  and  the  influences  on  his 
thinking.  The  book  is  written  in  a  bio- 
graphical manner,  but  dwells  primarily  oni 
the  development  of  Pascal's  philosophy, 

Students  and  laymen  seeking  to  clarifji 
their  Christian  commitment,  or  even  the 
non-Christian  seeking  to  learn  more  about 
himself  and  his  place  in  the  universe 
will  find  in  Dr.  Wells'  book  a  philosophji 
which  shows  clearly  the  potential  of  the 
human  being  who  accepts  the  Christian 
perspective.  The  message  is  one  which  i£ 
meaningful  to  modern  society  and  the 
modern  Church.  Dr.  Wells  is  to  be  thank- 
ed for  enabling  the  reader  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  this  great  Christian  think- 
er who  has  so  much  to  offer  to  our  seculai 
age.

WORLD  MISSIONS 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  reports  a 
net  gain  of  34  missionaries  in  1964.  Re- 
ceipts of  the  Board  amounted  to  $4,838,- 
635,  an  increase  of  $44,074  over  1963.  The 
Board,  however,  observes  that  it  "faces  a 
crucial  decision:  to  reduce  the  extent  of 
our  overseas  program  or  to  place  severe 
limits  on  the  number  of  new  missionaries 
to  be  recruited  and  commissioned."  A  total 
of  553  missionaries  are  currently  commis- 
sioned in  nine  overseas  countries.  The 
Board  will  ask  the  Assembly  to  emphasize 
that  "our  church  can  only  continue  a  total 
and  creative  overseas  missionary  outreach, 
both  confessional  and  ecumenical,  with 
increased  financial  resources  to  meet  the 
opportunities  and  challenges  before  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ." 

In  other  reports,  the  General  Council 
will  urge  adoption  of  a  basic  stewardship 
program  of  $8,406,136  to  be  apportioned  to 
the  sixteen  Synods.  The  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  will  be  apportioned  $1,306,072, 
the  largest  total  of  the  Synods.  The  Pres- 
byterian Survey  will  report  an  average  of 
260,141  paid  subscriptions  last  year,  a  de- 
crease of  1,857.  The  Presbyterian  Founda- 
tion, which  serves  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  as  custodian,  and  admini- 
strator of  gifts,  bequests,  and  annuities, 
reports  receipts  of  $454,381  last  year.  Other 
reports  include  those  of  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education,  which 
shows  an  enrollment  of  124;  Montreat,  the 
official  conference  center  of  the  denomi- 
nation; the  Historical  Foundation,  Irwin 
Belk  of  Charoltte,  Chairman,  which  col- 
lects and  preserves  historical  materials  of 
the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches 
in  its  depository  at  Montreat;  Stillman 
College,  soon  to  celebrate  its  90th  birth- 
day; TRAV,  the  Church's  Television, 
Radio,  and  Audio- Visual  agency;  and  the 
American  Bible  Society,  which  is  now  pre- 
paring for  its  150th  anniversary  in  1966 
and  which  received  $45,609  from  Presby- 
terians, U.  S.,  last  year. 

PERMANENT  COMMITTEES 
Among  the  Permanent  Committees  to 
report  to  the  Assembly  will  be  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Relations,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Inter-Church  Relations,  and  the 
Committee  on  Minister  and  His  Work.  The 
report  on  Christian  Relations  includes  a 
discussion  of  the  role  of  Christians  in 
civil  rights,  a  statement  on  capital  punish- 
ment, a  paper  on  "Poverty  in  the  Light  of 
the  Christian  Faith,"  and  a  consideration 
of  "Work  and  Leisure."  The  paper  on  civil 
rights  explores  the  question  of  civil  dis- 
obedience and  states  that  "Since  the 
church  exists  to  unite  men  by  God's  grace 
with  themselves,  with  God,  and  with  their 
fellows — to  make  them  whole — it  should 
support  with  compassion  any  member  who, 
following  his  conscience  in  humility,  en-

gages  in  civil  disobedience."  On  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  such  action  might  destroy 
the  peace  of  the  church,  (and  thus  the 
peace  of  the  community)  the  report  states 
that  "the  peace  we  should  cherish  passes 
beyond  the  law  and  is  the  companion  of 
that  love  we  claim  to  believe  in,  the  love 
of  the  brother  in  God."  The  Assembly  will 
be  asked  to  affirm  that  caiptal  punish- 
ment is  out  of  harmony  with  Christian 
theology  and  ethics  and  contrary  to  the 
welfare  of  society  and  therefore  should 
be  abolished.  Recommendations  on  the 
problem  of  poverty  include:  (1)  that  semi- 
naries educate  ministers  for  service  to 
those  of  limited  means  and  ability;  (2) 
that  a  system  of  salary  supplementation 
be  worked  out  to  prevent  a  ministry  to 
the  poor  from  becoming  a  penalty  to  a 
minister  who  sei'ves  a  church  of  limited 
means;  (3)  that  the  Assembly  approve  in 
principle  the  nation's  "war  on  poverty" 
and  members  be  encouraged  to  give  it  sup- 
port. In  the  area  of  work  and  leisure,  the 
Assembly  will  be  asked  to  urge  churches 
to  promote  and  extend  the  Vocational 
Guidance  Program;  to  urge  churches  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  Job  Corp 
Program  of  the  government;  to  urge 
churches  to  become  acquainted  with 
changes  of  modern  industry  through  study 
groups;  and  to  ask  churchmen  to  use  their 
influence  in  promoting  educational 
changes  to  prepare  young  people  for  the 
modern  technological  life. 

The  Inter-Church  Relations  Committee 
will  report  on  the  cooperation  of  the 
church  with  other  bodies  and  agencies, 
including  the  World  Council  of  Churches, 
the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches, 
the  Lord's  Day  Alliance,  Religion  in  Am- 
erican Life,  the  American  Bible  Society, 
and  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 
The  committee  notes  the  "gratifying  pro- 
gress" of  the  Appalachian  Council  in 
which  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  is 
involved  along  with  other  Presbyterian 
denominations. 

The  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work  calls  attention  to  the  critical  prob- 
lem in  providing  ministers  for  the  781 
vacancies  existing  in  the  Assembly.  Most 
of  the  fields,  the  committee  notes,  are 
those  of  less  than  200  members.  The  num- 
ber of  candidates  and  the  number  of  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  seminaries  have  both 
declined  in  recent  years.

Presbyterian  Representatives 
Entertained 

The  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Christian  Relations,  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall, 
Chairman,  was  host  to  22  Presbyterian 
Representatives  in  the  North  Carolina 
State  Assembly  at  Balentine's  Restaurant, 
Raleigh,  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  April 
28. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  primarily 
was  to  bring  Presbyterian  Representatives 
in  the  House  and  Senate  together  to  meet 
some  of  the  leaders  of  Synod  and  to  have 
fellowship  one  with  another. 

Of  the  17  members  of  the  Senate,  in- 
cluding Lt.  Governor  Bob  Scott,  and  22 
members  of  the  House;  eight  Senators 
and  fourteen  Representatives  attended 
the  Dinner.  In  addition,  the  wives  of 
several  of  the  Representatives,  present  in 
Raleigh,  attended  the  Dinner. 

Dr.  Hall  served  as  Master  of  Cere- 
monies and  explained  that  it  is  the  hope 
of  the  Synod's  Christian  Relations  Com- 
mittee to  bring  the  Representatives  to- 
gether each  biennium.  The  only  item 
relating  at  all  to  business  was  in  con- 
nection with  the  Privileged  Communica-

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  convened  at  Mon- 
treat  April  21-26  with  some  466  commis- 
sioners from  the  16  Synods  of  the  Church 
in  attendance. 

Dr.  Samuel  J,  Patterson,  Executive  Sec- 
retary and  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Presbytery 
of  John  Knox,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  was 
elected  Moderator  of  the  Assembly,  suc- 
ceeding Dr.  Felix  B.  Gear  of  Columbia 
Seminary,  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Dr.  Patterson, 
a  ruling  elder  in  the  Northwood  Church, 
San  Antonio,  is  a  native  of  Mecklenburg 
County,  North  Carolina.  He  is  former  Di- 
rector of  the  Division  of  Adult  Education 
and  Men's  Work  for  the  Assembly  and  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  United 
Church  Men  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches. 

Other  nominees  for  Moderator,  the 
highest  office  of  the  Church,  were  Rev. 
Sam  Burney  Hay,  President  of  Stillman 
College,  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  and  Dr. 
Sidney  A.  Gates,  minister  of  Columbus, 
Georgia,  and  former  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Salisbury. 

Dr.  Gear,  the  retiring  moderator,  re- 
ported on  the  state  of  the  church,  calling 
attention  to  the  need  for  more  emphasis 
on  evangelism.  He  noted  that  the  denomi- 
nation is  not  reaching  younger  people  and 
that  "about  half  of  our  membership  is 
over  40  years  of  age."  Also  a  matter  of 
concern,  Dr.  Gear  stated,  is  "that  we  con- 


Synod's  Council,  meeting  in  Raleigh 
May  5-6,  adopted  the  new  Benevolence 
formula  of  the  General  Assembly  for 
establishing  Benevolence  Budgets. 

The  28-member  Council  met  follow- 
ing Sub-committee  meetings,  including 
that  of  the  Executive  Committee  which 
wrestled  with  the  new  approach  for  more 
than  six  hours  before  presenting  its  find- 
ings to  the  Stewardship  Committee.  These 
consisted  of  the  following  basic  prin- 
ciples: 

1.  That  the  total  Benevolence  Budget 
of  Synod  for  1966  be  determined 
by  the  total  budgeted  receipts  to 
Synod's  Causes  in  1964  plus  4%. 
This  was  later  determined  to  be 
$879,645. 

2.  That  budgets  submitted  by  Synod's 
agencies  be  amended  by  reductions 
in  items  of  Church  Extension,  Ed- 
ucational Institutions,  and  the  Con- 
tingent Salary  Fund,  respectively  in 
the  amounts  of  $18,000;  $10,000; 
and  $22,564. 

3.  That  an  "Advance  Program"  for  the 


tinue  to  grow  largely  from  within  the 
middle  and  upper  strata  of  our  society." 
Calling  the  past  year  a  turbulent  one,  Dr. 
Gear  pointed  to  controversial  issues  in  the 
areas  of  race,  church  union,  and  mem- 
bership in  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  "Perhaps  we  shall  always  have 
such  tensions,"  he  said.  "But  we  should 
not  have  bitterness,  rancor,  divisiveness, 
distortion  of  truth  and  vilification  of  fel- 
low Christians."  He  called  for  understand- 
ing of  other  points  of  view  and  for  unity 
in  seeking  "the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit." 

In  the  retiring  moderator's  sermon,  Dr. 
Gear,  defined  the  calling  of  the  church 
as  that  of  sharing  in  "the  three-fold 
ministry  of  Christ — prophet,  priest  and 
king."  This,  he  explained,  was  "a  calling  to 
a  preaching,  teaching,  and  pastoral  min- 
istry." Using  the  text  "As  the  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you"  (John  20:21), 
Dr.  Gear  noted  that  these  words  set  forth 
"the  essential  nature  and  basic  structure" 
of  what  was  later  to  become  the  Church. 

Dr.  Patterson,  the  new  moderator,  told 
newsmen  after  his  election  that  unity 
within  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  will 
be  his  primary  concern  during  the  com- 
ing year.  "I  believe  there  is  a  mood  de- 
veloping in  our  Church  to  pull  together," 
he  stated.

Synod  of  North  Carolina  be  ap- 
proved. This  was  established  at 
$52,339. 

The  Stewardship  Committee  recom- 
mended the  above  principles  and  amounts 
to  the  Council  and  these  were  adopted. 

The  Council  adopted  a  total  Bene- 
volence Budget  of  $2,156,260.  Of  this 
amount  $1,276,615  was  approved  for 
the  causes  of  the  General  Assembly  and 
$879,645  for  the  Causes  of  Synod. 

An  "Advance  Program"  for  General 
Assembly's  Causes  was  approved  in  the 
amount  of  $75,950. 

The  Benevolence  Budget  as  approved 
by  the  Council  must  be  finally  approved 
by  Synod  which  meets  at  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  May 
25-27. 

The  new  formula  is  determined  by  an 
annual  increase  of  2%  in  receipts  for  the 
Basic  Budget  which  is  the  experience  of 
the  church  in  giving.  The  "Advance  Bud- 
get" represents  the  challenge  to  the 
church  for  enlarging  the  program.

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CONCERNS 

Concern  at  times  has  been  expressed  in 
some  quarters  of  the  Synod  for  what  has 
been  referred  to  as  a  lack  of  confidence 
in  the  stewardship  program  of  Synod,  oc- 
casioned by  the  fact  that  its  churches 
and  presbyteries  have  given  only  from 
sixty  to  sixty-five  percent  of  the  askings 
of  Synod  to  its  agencies  and  institutions. 
The  same  observation  might  be  directed 
against  the  causes  of  the  General  As- 
sembly and  all  of  those  presbyteries 
which  have  had  a  similar  experience; 
and  also  against  some  particular  agencies. 

It  appears,  however,  that  this  is  a 
pessimistic  philosophy,  and  that  the  pro- 
per Christian  approach  to  the  matter 
is  that  the  Church,  which  is  abundantly 
able,  should  respond  better  to  causes  so 
worthy.  The  old  saying  is  appropos  here, 
that  it  were  better  that  a  pack  of  stags 
were  led  by  a  lion  than  that  a  pack  of 
lions  should  be  led  by  a  stag. 

Of  much  greater  concern  to  the  Synod 
as  it  goes  into  session  in  Richmond  next 
week  should  be  the  statistics  on  Evange- 
lism. For  several  years  the  results  have 
been  alarming,  and  last  year  Synod  show- 
ing a  percentage  rate  of  growth  of  only 
.76%,  the  same  as  for  the  General  As- 
sembly as  a  whole.  The  year  before  the 
increase  was  only  .93%.  It  is  encouraging 
that  the  number  of  persons  required  to 
win  one  person  to  Christ  in  the  Synod 
dropped  from  37  to  36  and  also  that  the 
number  of  professions  of  faith  increased 
from  3,953  to  4,095.  The  total  losses  in 
the  Synod  last  year  were  10,263  in  con- 
trast to  9,650  in  1963.  The  Spiritual 
Birthrate,  the  percentage  of  growth  by 
professions  of  faith,  was  slightly  im- 
proved, 2.76%  in  contrast  to  2.69%. 

In  the  General  Assembly  the  Synod 
ranked  eighth  among  the  sixteen  Synods 
in  growth  (9th  in  1963).  In  Spiritual 
birthrate.  Synod  was  ninth  among  the 
Synods  of  the  Assembly  last  year  (12th 
the  year  before)  and  in  Soul-Winning 
(the  number  to  win  a  person  to  Christ), 


ALBEMARLE  PRESBYTERY 

The  152nd  stated  meeting  of  Albe- 
marle Presbytery  was  held  April  20  at 
the  Macclesfield  Church  in  Maccles- 
field with  67  ministers  and  elders  in  at- 
tendance. Rev.  Reid  H.  Erwin  presided 
as  moderator,  succeeding  Rev.  John  A. 
Mitchener,  Jr.,  who  preached  the  retir- 
ing moderator's  sermon. 

An  overture  asking  the  Presbytery  to . 
request  the  General  Assembly  to  amend 
the  Book  of  Church  Order  to  provide 
that  ministers  of  the  church  be  received 
in  any  presbytery  without  examination 
upon  presentation  of  a  valid  certificate 
of  membership  and  dismission  from  an- 
other presbytery  was  answered  in  the 
negative.  The  Presbytery  pointed  out  that 
presbytery  standards  vary  and  that  a 
public  examination  before  presbytery  is 
the  only  checkpoint  against  receiving  a 
man  guilty  of  heresy  and  holding  non- 
orthodox  opinions. 

A  resolution  favoring  the  expediting 
of  reunion  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  was  ordered  for- 
warded to  the  General  Assembly  by 
telegram. 

The  Presbytery  adopted  a  resolution 
declaring  its  opposition  to  the  so-called 
Speaker  Ban  Law  and  called  upon  the 
General  Assembly  to  repeal  the  law. 

The  Presbytery  also  re-affirmed  its 
support  of  the  public  school  system  and 
the  use  of  public  funds  for  public  schools 
only.  The  statement  noted  that  payments 
from  public  funds  for  tuition  or  scholar- 
ships to  attend  private  or  parochial 
schools  was  in  violation  of  separation  of 
church  and  state. 

The  retirement  of  Rev.  Charles  M. 
Voyles,  pastor  of  the  Hollywood  and 
Chicod  Churches,  was  granted  by  the 
Presbytery  for  reasons  of  health. 


tenth  (12th  the  year  before). 

Three  presbyteries  showed  losses  in 
1964,  Fayetteville,  Kings  Mountain,  and 
Wilmington.  Concord  showed  an  increase 
of  only  .68%,  Mecklenburg  of  only 
.92%,  whereas  Granville  reported  growth 
of  3.63%,  to  lead  the  presbyteries. 

Most  appalling  of  all  is  the  fact  that  the 
Sunday  Schools  of  the  Synod  which  have 
seldom  reported  healthy  increases  in  re- 
cent years,  report  an  overall  loss  in  1964 
of  3,575,  or  2.71%.  Every  presbytery  in  the 
Synod  reported  losses,  ranging  from — 
6. 46 To  for  Kings  Mountain  to  .50%  for 
Concord. 

The  situation  is  serious  enouffh  for  Sv- 
nod  and  the  Christian  Education  Commit- 
tee to  ponder  quite  seiiously.  The  question 
is  pertinent,  "Has  the  new  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum  had  an  adverse  affect  on  the 
Sunday  School?" 

A  pessimistic  philosophy  would  conclude 
that  the  Synod  has  lost  confidence  in 
evangelism,  or  its  Christian  Education 
program. 

However,  we  do  not  believe  that  this  is 
a  proper  deduction.  We  believe  that  great- 
er exertion  should  be  put  forward  to  im- 
prove the  evangelism  program,  and  for 
that  matter  the  stewardship  program  also.

(Continued  from  page  1,  Col.  1) 
tions  Statute,  now  the  law  in  North  Caro- 
lina, which  denies  full  immunity  to  min- 
isters testifying  in  court  on  confidential 
information  shared  with  counselers.

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CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Christian 
Education  convened  in  Synod's  Office, 
Raleigh  on  May  3,  and  adopted  a  budget 
for  1966  in  the  total  amount  of  $140,- 
401  including  $60,577  for  the  Presby- 
terian Guidance  Program  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College. 

The  Committee  projected  its  plans  for 
its  program  in  1966  and  summarized  its 
1964  activities.  The  Rev.  Allen  C.  Mc- 
Sween,  minister  of  the  Starmount 
Church,  Greensboro,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  presided  over  the  sessions. 
The  Rev.  Robert  Turner.  Charlotte,  Mod- 
erator of  Synod,  and  Regional  Director 
of  Christian  Education,  reported. 

Among  the  activities  of  the  commit- 
tee last  year  were  the  holding  of  a 
Covenant  Life  Conference  at  Montreal, 
the  annual  Synod's  Men  Conference, 
twenty  leadership  schools,  twelve  adult 
workshops,  sixty-two  junior  and  senior 
camps,  the  filling  of  orders  for  3,887 
pieces  of  audio-visual  materials  and  the 
counselling  of  800  youngsters  at  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Center,  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College,  Laurinburg.

A  Resolution  by  the  Christian  Social 
Concerns  Committee  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  to  the  effect  that  "we  extend 
the  hand  of  friendship  and  open  lines  of 
communication  with  Catawba  Presby- 
tery" was  favorably  received  by  the  Pres- 
bytery and  referred  to  the  Council  for 
further  study.  A  report  will  be  made  at 
the  summer  meeting. 

Catawba  Presbytery  is  an  all  Negro 
Presbytery  related  to  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  A. 

The  Resolution  of  the  Committee, 
headed  by  the  Reverend  Robert  S.  Wood- 
son, further  suggested  that  there  be  an 
exchange  of  fraternal  delegates  between 
the  two  Presbyteries. 

The  Presbytery  also  voted  to  study  the 
philosophy  of  Church  Extension,  dealing 
with  the  method  of  starting  new  church- 
es.

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CHURCH  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE  MEETS  IN  RALEIGH 


ORANGE  PRESBYTERY 


The  Executive  Committee  of  Church 
Extension  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, convened  in  Raleigh,  April  13-14. 

Actions  of  the  Committee  will  be  pre- 
sented in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  Synod  which  will  meet  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va., 
May  25-27. 

Among  actions  taken  by  the  Com- 
mittee was  one,  recommending  that 
Synod  urge  Presbytery  committees  on 
Church  Extension  to  look  carefully  into 
opportunities  for  summer  ministries  in 
vacation  areas. 

A  1966  Budget  to  promote  communi- 
cations and  support  Home  Mission  Work 
was  adopted  in  the  amount  of  $69,784 
with  an  "Advance  Program"  Budget  ap- 
proved totaling  $80,284.  The  Budget 
must  be  approved  by  the  Synod's  Coun- 
cil early  in  May  and  finally  by  Synod 
itself. 

The  report  on  TRAV,  the  program 
of  Radio  and  television,  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Montgomery,  Char- 
lotte, acting  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee. Ted  L.  Daniel,  Director  of  TRAV, 
demonstrated  types  of  programs  cur- 
rently in  use  by  the  Synod  on  both  radio 
and  television. 

Rev.  David  M.  Currie,  Durham,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism, 
presented  a  report  for  this  committee.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  whereas  the  Synod 
continues  to  grow,  though  slowly,  the 
Sunday  School  membership  declines.  Last 
year  every  one  of  the  nine  Presbyteries 
reported  losses  in  Sunday  School  mem- 
bership. 

The  Committee  presented  recommen- 
dations which  were  adopted  for  inclusion 
in  the  Report  to  Synod,  calling  on  Synod 
to  engage  in  special  prayer  for  evangel- 
ism; encouraging  Sessions  of  churches 
"to  include  in  their  public  worship  serv- 
ices a  genuine,  intelligible,  and  per- 
suasive invitation  to  commitment  to  Jesus 
Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour";  and  urging 
Presbyteries  to  take  steps  to  see  that 
preaching  occurs  in  every  church  every 
Sunday. 

The  Rev.  James  M.  McChesney,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  an  Institution- 
al Ministry  at  Butner,  reported  that  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  had  voted  to  participate  in  the 
program  by  providing  $4,000  for  1965 
and  the  same  amount  in  1966.  The  Rev- 
erend David  Currie,  Durham,  and  Ruling 
Elder  George  Elliott,  Raleigh,  were 
named  on  the  committee  with  Dr.  Mc- 
Chesney to  consumate  the  plans  for  the 
ministry  at  Butner. 

The  Reverend  W.  D.  Mclnnis,  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee which  revealed  that  the  Commit- 
tee had  made  appropriations  for  grants 


to  church  building  projects  totaling  $24,- 
750  in  1964  and  of  $9,000  thus  far  in 
1965.  Total  expenditures  by  the  Com- 
mitte  in  1964  were  $83,456.  It  was  also 
pointed  out  that  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  of  the  General  Assembly  had 
appropriated  $12,500  for  grants  to 
church  buildings  in  1965. 

The  Committee  adopted  the  report 
of  the  Sub-committee  on  Nominations 
and  elected  W.  B.  Beery,  III,  Wilming- 
ton, Vice-chairman  to  replace  Charles  M. 
Hassell,  Charlotte,  whose  term  of  office 
expires  at  Synod.  Mason  Wallace,  Char- 
lotte, was  elected  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee on  Home  Missions,  Rev.  J. 
Richard  Hobson,  Grover,  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Nomi- 
nations; and  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Montgomery, 
Charlotte,  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
Sub-committee  on  Radio-TV. 

The  Committee  voted  to  discontinue 
further  consideration  of  the  matter  of 
the  Emergency  and  Disaster  Mutual  In- 
surance Plan  but  approved  of  a  recom- 
mendation urging  Presbyteries  "to  view 
the  insurance  coverage  on  property  of 
each  congregation  and  recommend  ade- 
quate coverage". 

The  special  committee  to  study  Manses 
for  Retired  Ministers  was  reorganized. 
Dermont  Hedrick,  Oxford,  was  appointed 
chairman.  Other  members  of  the  com- 
mittee are  the  Rev.  John  N.  Miller, 
Rocky  Mount,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Richard 
Holshouser,  Reidgelwood. 

The  Committee  immediately  after  ad- 
journment convened  as  a  corporation. 


Deputation  Team 

Eight  members  of  the  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  deputation  team 
spent  their  spring  vacation  working  with 
churches  on  the  Florida  west  coast. 

Florida  Presbyterian  College  in  St. 
Petersburg  served  as  home  base  for  the 
students,  who  worked  with  groups  from 
15  churches  staging  programs  and  discus- 
sion sessions. 

Members  of  the  deputation  team  were 
chairman,  Mary  Fisher  of  Badin,  Lou 
Ellen  Lewis  of  Greensboro,  Lil  Tandy  of 
Arden,  Mary  Lou  Richardson  of  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  Ann  Pritchard  of  Williams- 
burg, Va.,  Bill  Moore  of  Gloucester,  Va., 
Jack  Castle  of  Hampton,  Va.,  and  Claude 
Andrews  of  Tarboro.  Norman  Foxworth, 
Admissions  Counselor  at  St.  Andrews, 
accompanied  the  students. 

This  was  the  first  extended  trip  for 
the  deputation  team.  Usually  a  selected 
team  from  the  fifty  students  is  available 
to  go  for  a  Sunday  visit  or  an  occasional 
week-end  visit.  Information  about  the 
team  and  its  programs  may  be  obtained 
from  Mary  Fisher,  chairman,  at  St.  An- 
drews College,  Laurinburg. 


A  Committee  of  five  ministers  protest- 
ed to  Orange  Presbytery  meeting  on 
April  29  that  recent  newspaper  coverage 
of  the  General  Assembly  had  distorted 
actions  of  that  court,  to  wit,  a  reference 
to  union  with  the  Reformed  Church  of 
America  and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  committee  stated  that  the 
impression  was  given  by  the  press  that 
the  door  was  closed  to  union  whereas  the 
Assembly  voted  to  continue  steps  towards 
union,  a  fact  which  might  be  accom- 
plished as  soon  as  1968;  and  further  that 
the  Assembly  took  no  action  indicating 
that  the  door  is  closed  to  union  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  The 
other  misinformation  dealt  with  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Assembly  on  "civil  disobe- 
dience". Actually  the  Assembly  did  not 
endorse  civil  disobedience  per  se  but 
stated  that  sometimes  "a  Christian  must 
answer  to  a  higher  authority  than  civil 
authority — the  voice  of  God". 

The  Presbytery  meeting  at  Leaksville 
was  moderated  by  the  Rev.  Lee  W.  At- 
kins, minister  of  administration.  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro. 

Four  ministers  were  received  by  the 
Presbytery;  Marion  H.  Currie,  to  be  in- 
stalled at  Fellowship,  Greensboro;  Rev. 
Malcolm  B.  Seawell,  Jr.,  as  associate 
pastor  of  the  Chapel  Hill  Church;  Rev. 
Frank  A.  Davidson,  as  pastor  of  the  East 
Burlington  Church;  and  the  Rev.  Richard 
S.  Watt,  as  assistant  pastor  of  the  Guil- 
ford Park  Church. 

Orange  Presbytery  is  currently  com- 
posed of  84  churches  in  7  counties. 


Capital  Punishment 

A  request  that  Asheville  Presbytery 
take  a  stand  against  capital  punishment 
was  turned  down  by  the  Presbytery  at  a 
meeting  on  April  13. 

The  Presbytery  declined  to  adopt  a 
paper  presented  by  Rev.  William  R. 
Covin,  pastor  of  the  Bethel  Church  in 
Haywood  County,  asking  that  the  Pres- 
bytery go  on  record  as  "opposed  to  any 
system  of  punishment,  such  as  capital 
punishment  or  fixed  prison  terms  which 
does  not  allow  for  the  possibility  of  re- 
habilitation or  redemption  of  the  in- 
dividuals." 

Mr.  Covin's  church  is  located  in  Gov- 
ernor Dan  K.  Moore's  home  county. 
Governor  Moore  has  expressed  himself 
in  favor  of  capital  punishment. 

Guest  Minister 

Rev.  David  A.  McLean,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Anthropology  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  was  the  guest  min- 
ister at  the  First  Church,  Rockingham, 
April  15-16.  Dr.  McLean  is  a  former  mis- 
sionary to  the  Congo  and  recently  com- 
pleted work  on  his  Ph.D.  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Witwatersrand  in  Johannesburg, 
South  Africa. 
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Synod  TV  Programs 

Soon,  ten  separate  one-minute  relig- 
ious television  spots  or  messages  will  be 
seen  and  heard  over  many  North  Caro- 
lina TV  stations.  The  spot  series,  en- 
titled "The  Church  Must  Speak",  has 
been  produced  by  Synod's  TRAV  Sub- 
committee, Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension. 

Written  by  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall  of  Wil- 
mington, each  spot  is  based  on  official 
statements  of  the  General  Assembly.  The 
topics  are:  (1)  The  Church  Must  Speak, 
(2)  Unto  the  Least,  (3)  Alcoholism,  (4) 
Marriage  and  Divorce,  (5)  The  Unity  of 
Mankind,  (6)  What  Price  a  Person,  (7) 
God  and  My  Job,  (8)  To  Look  and  Lust, 
(9)  Vocation,  (10)  Who  Is  My  Neighbor. 

Production  of  the  spot  series  has  been 
supervised  by  Dr.  A.  B.  Montgomery, 
Jr.  of  Charlotte,  a  member  of  Synod's 
TRAV  committee,  and  Mr.  Ted  L.  Dan- 
iel, TRAV  Director.  Motion  picture  work 
was  done  by  the  Protestant  Radio  and 
Television  Center  of  Atlanta. 

A  unique  musical  backing  for  each  one 
of  the  spots  was  composed  and  directed 
by  Mr.  Loonis  McGlohon  of  Charlotte. 
Mr.  McGlohon  is  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
Westover  Hills  Church  and  is  Director 
of  Music  for  the  Jefferson  Standard 
Broadcasting  Company,  operators  of 
WBT  and  WBTV.  An  original  score,  re- 
placing canned  music,  is  a  real  plus  fac- 
tor. Eight  of  the  musical  themes  are  orig- 
inal and  two  are  adaptations  of  classical 
themes.  The  music  was  recorded  at  the 
Arthur  Smith  Studios,  Charlotte,  by  the 
Lonnis  McGlohon  Ensemble. 

Each  spot  was  shot  on  16  mm  film 
from  a  series  of  still  photographs  using 
the  "moving  still"  technique.  Most  of  the 
photographs  are  of  North  Carolina  sub- 
jects; two  of  the  spots  are  composed  en- 
tirely of  artwork.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  minute  commercials  on  TV  are  only 
:58V4  seconds  long,  and  so  Synod's  spots 
conform  to  this  standard.

Dr.  Charles  C.  Cowsert,  Secretary  of 
Stewardship  for  the  General  Council  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  Atlanta,  was  present 
throughout  the  deliberations  of  the  com- 
mittees and  Council  and  addressed  the 
Council  on  the  Benevolence  Program  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

The  Council  approved  of  a  public 
relations  program  for  1966  totalling  $27,- 
000  which  includes  the  publication  of 
The  Presbyterian  News.  W.  A.  Sherrill, 
Salisbury,  presented  the  Report  of  the 
Publicity  Committee. 

The  Budget  for  the  operation  of 
Synod's  Office  in  the  amount  of  $63,733 
was  presented  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Audits,  the  Reverend  Allen 
C.  McSween,  Greensboro,  Chairman, 
pro  tern.  The  Budget  includes  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  Synod  and  one-half  of  the 
cost  of  publishing  The  Presbyterian 
News.

Concord  Presbytery  Meets 

Rev.  Wilkes  D.  Macaulay,  minister  of 
the  Prospect  Church,  Mooresville,  was 
elected  moderator  at  a  meeting  of  Con- 
cord Presbytery  held  at  the  First  Church, 
Morganton,  April  20.  Mr.  Macaulay  suc- 
seeds  Rev.  Carl  May,  pastor  of  the  Mt. 
UUa  Church. 

A  Committee  on  Homes  made  a 
progress  report  on  its  study  to  determine 
the  need  for  a  home  for  senior  citizens  in 
the  Presbytery.  The  report  showed  that 
a  survey  of  35  churches  indicated  that 
some  236  persons  over  60  years  old 
would  consider  entering  such  a  home. 
A  boarding  unit  for  40  persons  is  now 
being  considered  by  the  Presbytery.  The 
committee  was  requested  to  continue  the 
study  and  report  some  definite  plan  for 
establishing  a  home. 

A  new  grouping  plan  for  churches 
received  general  approval  by  the  Pres- 
bytery. The  plan,  designed  to  reduce  the 
number  of  fields  from  21  to  14,  would 
be  better  arranged  for  pastoral  service. 
Funds  saved  in  pastoral  support  would 
be  invested  in  Directors  of  Christian 
Education  to  provide  a  strong  program 
of  fellowship,  education,  and  service  for 
small  churches.  The  Church  Extension 
Committee  announced  that  the  Beattie 
Memorial  and  Whitnel  Churches  have 
requested  they  be  united  in  a  new  or- 
ganization in  Lenoir. 

A  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Association 
called  attention  to  charter  provisions  for 
election  of  trustees  to  the  Association. 
The  report  protested  an  amendment  to 
the  charter  depriving  the  presbytery  of 
the  right  to  nominate  and  elect  new  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  The  Presbytery  re- 
quested that  the  report  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Association. 


Tower  Room  Scholars 

Among  the  Tower  Room  Scholars  in 
residence  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary April  19-30  were  Rev.  Frederick 
W.  McDaniel,  Jr.,  of  Whiteville;  and 
Rev.  Elinos  Whitlock  of  Greensboro. 

The  Tower  Room  program  provides 
active  ministers  with  an  opportunity  for 
intensive  study  on  the  Seminary  cam- 
pus. 


Assembly  Action 

The  General  Assembly  after  consid- 
erable debate  amended  an  action  of  the 
1964  Assembly  whereby  instead  of  in- 
structing Presbyteries  to  receive  Negro 
churches,  voted  to  request  that  "all  Pres- 
byteries that  have  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Negro  churches  within  their  bounds  to 
take  immediate  action  to  receive  said 
churches  into  their  membership  if  this 
has  not  already  been  accomplished." 


PRESBYTERIANS  NORTH  &  SOUTH 

By  Reverend  E.  T.  Thompson 

No.  2  (Continued  from  last  issue) 
The  following  year,  in  1895,  the  General 
Assembly  again  declined  to  consider  the 
question  of  organic  union. 

In  1904,  almost  ten  years  later,  the 
Southern  Assembly  received  the  following 
telegram  from  the  Northern  Assembly: 
"Whereas  it  is  known  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  has  before  it 
overtures  from  some  of  its  presbyteries, 
looking  to  closer  relations  to  this  Assemb- 
ly, and 

"Whereas  we  earnestly  desire  to  remove 
all  obstacles  to  such  relations,  now  there- 
fore be  it 

"Resolved  .  .  .  that  this  General  Assemb- 
ly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  hereby  removes 
all  aspersions  and  charges  of  any  and 
every  kind  made  by  previous  Assemblies, 
reflecting  on  the  Christian  character  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.,  and 
is  ready  at  any  time  to  confer  on  the  sub- 
ject of  closer  relations,  whenever  such 
conference  shall  be  agreeable  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  U.S."9 

In  response  the  Southern  Assembly  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  confer  with  like 
committees  from  any  and  all  Reformed  or 
Presbyterian  Churches,  not,  it  should  be 


noted,  in  regard  to  organic  union  but  in 
regard  to  closer  relations,  more  effective 
cooperation,  by  federation  or  otherwise. 

After  two  years  of  deliberation  (1906)  a 
joint  committee  representing  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.,  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church,  the  Reform- 
ed Church  in  the  U.S.,  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  presented  to  their 
respective  bodies  a  plan  for  a  Council  of 
the  Reformed  Churches  in  America  hold- 
ing the  Presbyterian  System. 

This  plan  provided  that  "every  church 
entering  into  this  agreement  retains  its 
distinct  individuality,  its  own  creed,  gov- 
ernment and  worship,  as  well  as  every 
power,  jurisdiction  and  right,  which  is  not 
by  these  articles  expressly  and  exclusively 
delegated  to  the  body  hereby  constitut- 
ed."I'J  It  should  be  added  parenthetically 
that  no  powers,  jurisdictions  or  rights  were 
delegated  to  the  Council  at  that  time  or 
later.  It  was  also  provided  that  "the  Coun- 
cil shall  exercise  only  such  powers  as  are 
conferred  upon  it  by  these  articles,  or 
such  as  may  hereafter  be  conferred  upon 
it  by  the  constituent  churches."  But  no 
powers  were  ever  conferred  upon  it.  The 
articles  of  agreement  provided  further 
that  Council  shall  promote  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  constituent  churches  in  their 
(Continued  on  next  page) 
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Foreign  Missionary  Work,  and  also  Home 
Missions,  Work  among  the  Colored  Peo- 
ple, Church  Erection,  Sabbath  Schools, 
Publication  and  Education." 

These  innocuous  articles  of  agreement 
were  viewed  with  alarm  by  leading  minist- 
ers of  the  Southern  Church,  but  were  fin- 
ally approved  in  1907,  after  prolonged  and 
heated  discussion,  by  a  vote  of  96  to  94. 
The  same  Assembly  refused  emphatically, 
apparently  unanimously,  to  take  any  steps 
toward  actual  union. 

The  Reformed  Council,  it  may  be  added, 
made  no  progress  toward  achieving  any 
of  its  goals,  and  after  a  few  inglorious 
years  was  merged  into  the  Western  Sec- 
tion of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches,  which  has  never  sought  to 
realize,  and  in  fact  has  apparently  com- 
pletely forgotten,  the  objective  it  inherit- 
ed from  the  Council. 

For  a  whole  decade  after  the  formation 
of  the  Council  the  union  question  re- 
mained quiescent.  In  1917  the  Northen 
Assembly,  in  response  to  overtures  from 
195  of  its  presbyteries  again  requested  the 
Southern  Church  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  confer  with  their  committee  on  Co- 


operation and  Union.  The  Southern  As- 
sembly, at  this  time,  fifty  years  and  more 
after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  for  the 
first  time  agreed  to  consider  the  question 
of  closer  relations  with  their  Northern 
brethren,  but  note,  not  the  question  of  or- 
ganic union.  It  said:  "While  this  Assemb- 
ly does  not  regard  organic  union  as  prac- 
ticable at  this  time,  yet  it  hereby  appoints 
the  committtee  of  Conference  on  Union 
asked  for  by  the  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.S.A.,  and  recommends  to 
the  proposed  conference  the  consideration 
of  a  Federation  of  all  the  Presbyterian 
churches  of  our  country  upon  some  prac- 
tical and  effective  basis. "n 

The  negotiations  thus  inaugurated  con- 
tinued for  a  period  of  five  years  and  were 
finally  wrecked  over  the  difference  of  op- 
inion herein  revealed.  Northern  Presby- 
terians desired  organic  union;  Southern 
Presbyterians,  from  start  to  finish,  were 
interested  only  in  another  federation  simi- 
lar to  the  ineffective  one  which  already 
existed. 

But  opposition  to  union  in  the  South- 
ern Church  was  no  longer  as  monolithic 
as  it  had  been  in  the  past.  As  reported  to 


the  Assembly  of  1919  marked  unrest  ex- 
isted in  the  Synods  of  West  Virginia, 
Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  Missouri,  and 
there  was  an  increasing  desire  for  some 
form  of  closer  relations  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.A.  and  with  other 
bodies  of  like  faith  and  order  in  Arkansas, 
Texas  and  Florida.  The  older  and  strong- 
er synods,  the  Assembly  was  told,  seemed 
to  be  content  with  conditions  as  they 
were.  In  other  words  there  was  imrest  and 
a  desire  for  closer  relations  between  the 
two  Assemblies  in  the  border  synods  and 
in  the  rapidly  growing  areas  of  the  South 
and  Southwest  where  the  two  bodies  found 
themselves  in  competition.  Opposition  to 
organic  union  came  in  general  from  synods 
where  there  was  no  such  competition  and 
where  southern  ministers  had  no  ordinary 
contacts  with  their  fellow  ministers  from 
the  North. 

The  1919  Assembly  instructed  its  Com- 
mittee: "In  case  the  discussion  of  closer 
relations  between  this  Church  and  any 
other  Church  shall  contemplate  organic 
union,  the  attention  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  is  directed  to  past  deliverances 
and  reports  of  this  Assembly  touching 
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such  matter,  and  it  is  advised  that  the 
Assembly  and  the  Church  would  view  with 
uneasiness  any  structure  of  Union  which 
failed  to  take  into  account  and  safeguard 
in  the  United  Church  the  historic  con- 
victions and  positions  of  this  Church  with 
respect  to  sound  doctrine,  just  and  effec- 
tive discipline,  the  plenary  inspiration  and 
inerrancy  of  the  Scriptures,  the  vicarious 
atonement,  the  spiritual  mission  of  the 
Church  and  its  obligation  to  abstain  from 
interference  in  matters  purely  of  civil  or 
political  concern,  its  position  as  to  its 
Negro  constitutency  in  the  South,  and 
other  matters  of  like  interest  and  impor- 
tance."i2 

In  1929,  seven  years  after  failure  of  the 
preceding  negotiations  and  nearly  seventy 
years  after  the  initial  break  the  South- 
ern Assembly  for  the  first  time  in  its  his- 
tory actually  approved  the  idea  of  organic 
union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.A.  It  went  further  and  instructed 
its  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
nine  to  confer  with  and  take  active  steps 
toward  such  union  with  all  the  Presby- 
terian bodies  in  the  United  States.  This, 
some  pointed  out,  was  a  young  man's  As- 


sembly, and  the  younger  men,  it  was  sug- 
gested, had  gotten  a  bit  out  of  hand.  In 
the  1930  Assembly  there  was  long  and 
acrimonious  debate,  in  which  one  influen- 
tial minister  declared  that  he  could  never 
approve  of  union  with  a  church  which 
had  voted  to  hang  Jeff  Davis.  This  As- 
sembly continued  its  committee,  but  with- 
drew the  previous  Assembly's  endorsement 
of  organic  union.  The  following  Assembly 
voted  that  all  negotiations  and  conferences 
looking  to  union  should  cease. 

The  question  of  organic  union  came  up 
five  years  later  in  the  Jubilee  Assembly 
of  1936,  which  celebrated  the  75th  anniver- 
sary of  the  Southern  denomination's  in- 
dependent existence.  The  various  overtures 
and  proposals  were  turned  over  to  an  Ad 
Interim  Committee,  which  recommended 
the  following  year  that  "no  action  be 
taken  touching  any  plan  of  union  .  .  ."  As 
a  substitute  the  Assembly  adopted,  with- 
out discussion  and  without  debate,  a 
motion  coming  from  the  floor,  that  the 
General  Assembly  erect  a  Permanent 
Committee  on  Cooperation  and  Union 
and  that  this  committee  be  instructed  to

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Home  Trustees  Meet 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Home, 
Inc.,  met  at  the  Home  in  High  Point, 
March  24.  The  committee  heard  reports 
on  Mother's  Day  preparations,  life  care 
contracts,  progress  on  construction,  the 
Home  campaign,  and  1965  budget  prep- 
arations. 

Tully  D.  Blair,  Chairman  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  presided  at  the  meet- 
ing. Harold  Bull,  Assistant  Director  of 
the  Home,  was  introduced  to  the  com- 
mittee by  Richard  A.  Short,  the  Execu- 
tive Director. 

The  committee  approved  plans  for  a 
Mother's  Day  brochure  to  be  prepared 
by  Bennett  Advertising.  The  brochure 
was  to  be  distributed  prior  to  the  special 
offering  for  the  Home  on  Mother's  Day. 

A  study  of  life  care  contracts  (con- 
tracts whereby  members  of  the  Home 
turn  over  a  certain  amount  of  money  for 
life-care)  showed  that  of  the  28  contracts 
written,  seven  are  deceased.  Of  the  seven, 
three  had  outlived  their  money  and  had 
received  care  at  the  expense  of  the  Home. 

Mr.  Short  reported  to  the  committee 
that  construction  on  the  apartments  and 
the  cottage  has  been  completed;  how- 
ever, landscaping,  grading,  etc.,  remain 
to  be  done.  The  committee  authorized 
$4,000  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

A  report  on  the  Forward  Fund  re- 
vealed that  of  $519,120.26  pledged  in  the 
campaign,  $466,263.19  has  been  collect- 
ed. A  total  of  $17,380.94  unpaid  was 
written  off  the  active  pledges  at  the  end 
of  1964. 

Trustees  for  the  Class  of  1968  were 
nominated  by  the  committee  as  follows: 
George  Elliott,  Granville  Presbytery; 
Colon  McLean,  Albemarle;  L.  Y.  White, 
Concord;  Rev.  George  Webb,  at  large; 
and  Mrs.  Henry  V.  Koonts,  at  large.  The 
nominations  are  to  be  presented  to 
Synod  for  approval. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  ap- 
proved membership  of  the  Home  in  the 
North  Carolina  Association  of  Nursing 
Homes.

ACTIONS  OF  THE  ASSEMBLY 
Evangelism 
The  Assembly  issued  a  call  for  its  945,000 
members  to  join  in  a  strong  evangelistic 
drive  to  combat  a  declining  growth  rate. 
The  statement,  which  was  submitted  by 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  said  that 
"There  is  a  widespread  feeling  among  us 
that  we  are  falling  short  in  this  impor- 
tant work."  The  statement  noted  a  "mark- 
ed decline"  in  professions  of  faith,  bap- 
tisms, candidates,  and  new  churches,  and 
called  for  repentance  of  selfishness  that 
allows  many  to  enjoy  unparalleled  living 
conditions  "while  millions  of  our  fellow 
human  beings  live  in  bitter  poverty."  The 
statement  asked:  "Do  we  want  to  evan- 
gelize the  Negro  people  and  other  min- 
ority groups  badly  enough  to  repent  of  the 
prejudice  that  will  not  welcome  those  who 
believe  into  our  fellowship?"  The  call  also 
criticized  the  "pride  of  class,  wealth,  and 
education  which  make  so  many  Southern 
people  feel  out  of  place  in  a  Presbyterian 
church."  Each  Presbytery  was  requested 
by  the  Assembly  to  arrange  to  give  ample 
time  for  consideration  of  this  "Call,"  and 
the  member  congregations  engage  in  an 
extended  period  of  prayer,  study,  and  self- 
examination,  based  upon  the  "Call."  The 
Division  of  Evangelism  was  instructed  to 
aid  Presbyteries  in  putting  the  "Call"  into 
effect. 

Stewardship 

The  Assembly  approved  an  $8.4  million 
budget  for  its  1966  stewardship  program 
which  was  described  as  "a  status  quo, 
stand-still  situation"  in  the  report  from 
the  General  Council.  The  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  was  apportioned  $1,276,615  of  this 
amount,  the  largest  of  any  Synod.  The 
budget  included  contributions  to  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  of  $9,691,  and 
the  World  Council  of  Churches,  $6,729. 
Two  overtures  had  asked  that  contribu- 
tions to  these  organizations  be  discontinu- 
ed; however,  as  approved,  the  budget  al- 
lows for  additional  donations  if  funds  ex- 
ceed the  budget  requirements. 

World  Missions 

In  the  area  of  World  Missions,  the  As- 
sembly adopted  a  recommendation  of  its 
Standing  Committee  on  World  Missions 
declaring  that  "our  church's  overseas  mis- 
sionary work  is  a  mission  to  the  whole 
man,  and  that  programs  to  improve  sub- 
standard conditions  of  life,  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  physical  and  mental  well- 
being,  are  a  legitimate  and  vital  part  of 
our  church's  task  of  proclaiming  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  lost."  The 


Assembly  commended  the  cooperative  ap- 
proach in  missions  and  expressed  appreci- 
ation to  the  ecumenical  agencies  which 
serve  as  channels  of  the  denomination's 
ministry  in  this  area.  Other  actions  in- 
cluded a  call  to  sessions  and  pastors  to 
keep  informed  of  the  need  for  missionaries 
to  help  in  recruiting  candidates;  a  request 
that  all  congregations  participate  in  the 
special  offering  (the  "One  Great  Hour  of 
Sharing")  for  overseas  relief;  the  commen- 
dation of  overseas  workers  for  new  struc- 
tures of  relationship  developed  in  Korea, 
Formosa,  Japan,  and  Portugal;  and  a 
plea  for  increased  financial  resources  to 
meet  the  opportunities  and  challenges  fac- 
ing the  work.  Gratitude  was  given  to  Dr. 
T.  Watson  Street,  who  has  resigned  as 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board,  for  his 
contributions  to  the  cause  of  World  Mis- 
sions. 

Church  Extension 

The  Assembly  adopted  recommendations 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Church  Ex- 
tension calling  for  Presbyteries  to  con- 
tinue to  church  new  areas  and  attempt  to 
provide  funds  to  meet  the  increasing  cost 
of  sites  and  building;  that  each  Presby- 
tery experiencing  rapid  urban  change 
look  upon  every  section  as  proper  fields 
for  mission,  regardless  of  the  economic 
status  or  ethnic  background  of  the  people; 
and  that  each  church  conduct  a  study  of 
its  present  program,  physicial  equipment, 
and  location  to  determine  if  the  needs  of 
the  surrounding  community  are  being  met 
and  could  be  met  with  future  expansion. 
Special  tribute  was  paid  Dr.  P.  D.  Miller, 
who  is  retiring  as  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  Dr.  John 
F.  Anderson,  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Orlando,  Florida,  was  approved  as  his 
successor. 

PLEAS  FOR  UNITY 

Dr.  Raymond  V.  Kearns,  Jr.,  fraternal 
delegate  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  to  the  105th  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.,  presented  a  message  from  his  church 
to  the  Assembly  at  its  fneeting  in  Mon- 
treat  April  21-26.  The  message  was  adopt- 
ed by  the  last  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and  pointed 
out  the  need  and  desire  for  unity  of  the 
two  denominations. 

The  message  noted  various  unified  and 
cooperative  ventures  of  the  two  denomi- 
nations, exchanges  of  ministers  and  mem- 
bers, and  the  historical  roots  of  the  two 
churches.  The  message  further  stated: 
"...  we  stand  before  you  in  the  convic- 
tion that  God  demands  that  we  be  one, 
and  is  calling  us  in  Jesus  Christ  to  be-

FREBERG  RADIO  SPOTS 

On  April  10th,  Synod's  TRAV  con- 
cluded an  intensive  statewide  presenta- 
tion of  three  one-minute  "Radio  Mes- 
sages For  Our  Time"  over  116  North 
Carolina  radio  stations.  Eighty-five  of 
the  participating  stations  reported  21,873 
repetitions  of  the  messages  during  the 
six  weeks'  period  from  February  28 
through  April  10.  A  reasonable  esti- 
mate of  the  total  number  of  repetitions 
by  all  116  stations  would  be  in  excess 
of  25,000.  This  is  probably  the  most  in- 
tensive religious  radio  "spot"  campaign 
done  yet  in  North  Carolina.  All  broad- 
cast time  was  donated  by  the  stations 
involved. 

The  "Radio  Messages  For  Our  Time" 
were  originally  prepared  by  nationally 
prominent  actor  Stan  Freberg  for  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.,  and 
they  are  a  careful  and  creative  attempt 
to  speak  to  people  who  are  not  usually 
influenced  by  the  Church.  The  messages 
attempt  to  reach  the  non-Christian  young 
American,  who  thinks  he  can  get  along 
without  divine  help.  They  attempt  to 
make  him  think. 

Midway  during  the  period,  Ted  L. 
Daniel,  Director  of  Synod's  TRAV,  was 
eating  at  a  lunch  counter  in  downtown 
Raleigh,  just  a  few  steps  from  the  state 
Capitol.  Two  young  men  came  in  to  join 
a  third,  already  seated.  All  were  about 
24  to  25  years  of  age.  The  first  man 
said,  "Say,  Man,  have  you  heard  those 
tough  Presbtyerian  radio  spots?"  The 
second  man  replied,  "Yeah,  they're  great.

Daniel  left  the  lunch  counter  feeling  that 
the  Freberg  spots  were,  indeed,  getting 
through  to  the  target  audience,  for  the 
young  men  seemed  seriously  affected 
by  what  they  had  absorbed.

The  me- 
morial is  to  be  placed  in  the  Westminster 
Fellowship  building  on  the  university 
campus. 
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Seminary  Trustees  Report 

A  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  to  its 
controlling  Synods  calls  attention  to  the 
increasing  cost  of  the  theological  educa- 
tion and  the  enlarged  needs  of  the  school. 
Preparation  has  been  underway  during 
the  past  year  for  the  forthcoming  capital 
funds  campaign  approved  by  the  con- 
trolling Synods  (North  Carolina,  Virginia, 
and  West  Virginia  in  1966,  and  Ap- 
palachia  for  1968),  and  the  report  calls 
for  the  support  of  ministers  and  sessions 
of  each  church.  The  Trustees  note  that 
the  funds  will  be  used  specifically  for 
housing  facilities,  library  expansion,  mod- 
ern classroom  building,  and  instructional 
support  of  the  faculty. 

The  Trustees'  report  shows  that  207 
students  have  been  enrolled  during  the 
past  academic  year,  including  58  seniors, 
47  middlers,  47  juniors,  12  special  students, 
7  intern  students,  and  35  graduate  stu- 
dents. The  students  represent  29  states 
and  8  foreign  countries.  Of  the  total,  156 
are  from  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.; 
19  are  from  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  8  are  from  Presby- 
terian denominations  outside  the  U.  S.; 
and  10  are  from  other  denominations. 

A  report  on  the  Continuing  Education 
Program  reveals  that  134  pastors  have 
participated  in  the  Tower  Room  Scholar 
program,  which  provides  a  period  of  in- 
tensive study  on  campus.  Two  Advanced 
Study  Seminars  were  inaugurated  on  the 
campus  during  the  past  year,  with  24 
pastors  taking  part.  This  summer  over 
150  ministers  are  expected  to  take  part 
in  a  two-week  program  featuring  a 
"Seminar  on  Alcoholism,"  a  "Preaching 
Clinic,"  and  a  "Seminar  on  Biblical  In- 
terpretation." Plans  have  also  been  form- 
ulated for  a  pilot  program  at  the  Pres- 
bytery level,  whereby  ministers  will  par- 
ticipate in  a  two-day  seminar  conducted 
by  seminary  professors  and  followed  up 
by  telephone  lectures. 

A  summary  of  the  church  contribu- 
tions to  the  Seminary  over  the  past  few 
years  shows  that  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  has  almost  doubled  its  con- 
tributions since  1961.  The  total  that  year 
was  $46,043.94  compared  to  $90,316.83 
last  year.  Last  year's  contributions  by  the 
Synod  was  more  than  that  of  the  other 
three  Synods  combined. 


Groundbreaking 

On  Sunday,  April  25,  1965,  Charlotte's 
newest  Presbyterian  Church,  now  East 
Mecklenburg,  broke  ground  for  an  $81,000 
educational  building.  The  congregation 
of  28  families,  has  been  meeting  since 
October  at  the  future  manse  of  the 
church. 

Participating  in  the  ceremony  were: 
Rev.  Angus  Mclnnis,  the  organizing  min- 
ister; Dr.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence,  Executive 
Secretary  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery;  Dr. 
David  Wilkinson,  Chaplain  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital;  and  representatives  from  neigh- 
boring churches,  Sardis  and  Amity.

The  play  was  di- 
rected by  Professor  Arthur  McDonald.

Continued  from  page  11,  Col.  3) 
come  one,  now."  Dr.  Kearns  noted  in  his 
address  to  the  Assembly  that  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church's  Commission  on 
Ecumenical  Mission  and  Relations  had 
consulted  with  presbyteries  and  synods  of 
the  church  in  areas  where  both  churches 
are  located.  This  includes  10  synods  and 
50  presbyteries  with  over  400,000  com- 
municants. 

In  a  statement  of  policy  regarding  re- 
lations with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  notes: 
"Of  all  Churches  to  which  we  feel  drawn 
by  the  imperative  of  Christian  unity,  none 
has  so  great  an  attraction  for  us,  none 
shares  so  much  of  what  we  prize  as  our 
Christian  faith,  as  does  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States."  The  last 
General  Assembly  of  the  Church  authoriz- 
ed officers  and  committees  to  be  alert  for 
opportunities  for  unity  in  the  area  of 
regional  groupings,  united  efforts  to  meet 
problems  and  needs  of  the  Church  and 
nation,  and  conversations  and  discussions 
toward  a  restoration  of  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  unity. 

Union 

The  Assembly  unanimously  authorized 
the  drafting  of  a  plan  of  union  with  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America.  The  action 
came  after  the  Assembly  had  rejected  a 
proposal  that  a  committee  be  named  to 
explore  union  possibilities  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A. 

The  Reformed  Church's  General  Synod, 
which  will  meet  in  June,  must  give  ap- 
proval to  the  drafting  of  a  union  plan, 
which  would  be  presented  to  the  courts  of 
the  two  denominations  no  later  than  1968. 

Other  Actions 

The  Assembly  adopted  a  majority  re- 
port on  baptism  which  stated  that  pour- 
ing, sprinkling,  and  immersion  are  all 
proper  means  of  baptism.  The  minority  re- 
port had  protested  that  immersion  is  not 
biblical. 

A  recommendation  that  the  Assembly 
favor  an  amendment  to  the  U.  S.  Consti- 
tution allowing  voluntary  school  prayer 
was  voted  down. 

The  Assembly  approved  a  request  for  a 
study  of  American  funeral  customs  and 
practices. 

A  statement  concerning  the  circularizing 
of  Church  Courts  was  approved  and  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  "it  is  out  of 
order  for  one  court  of  the  Church  to  com- 
municate with  another  apart  from  the 
regular  procedures  .  .  ."  The  statement 
added  that  "there  is  no  allowance  for 
slander  or  vicious  attacks  against  any 
member,  agency,  or  court  of  the  Church, 
or  any  other  person  or  organization"  and 
when  such  violations  occur,  they  should 


A  seminar  for  business  administration 
majors  at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege was  held  in  New  York  City  during 
spring  holidays  at  the  college.  Some  24 
students  participated  in  the  second  annual 
field  trip  to  study  marketing  and  mer- 
chandising methods  in  New  York. 

The  seminar  enabled  students  to  see 
actual  business  operations  and  to  form 
a  bridge  from  college  studies  to  later 
employment.

be  dealt  with  through  Constitutional  pro- 
cedures for  discipline. 

The  Board  of  Education  will  consider 
the  question  of  honorary  degrees  in  re- 
sponse to  an  overture  that  such  degrees 
no  longer  be  granted  or  used  in  titles.  The 
study  will  consider  whether  theological 
institutions  should  not  grant  a  degree 
higher  than  the  B.D.  to  persons  qualify- 
ing for  them. 

Christianity  and  Health 

The  Committee  on  Christianity  and 
Health  was  authorized  to  proceed  with 
plans  for  a  workshop  July  22-23  in  Decatur 
Georgia.  The  Committee  was  also  allowed 
to  continue  its  study  of  the  emotional 
health  of  ministers  and  their  wives  and  to 
report  at  the  1966  General  Assembly  in- 
stead of  this  year.  Synods  and  Presby- 
teries were  urged  to  set  up  a  correspond- 
ing Committee  on  Christianity  and  Health 
if  one  does  not  already  exist. 

Inter-Church  Relations 

Several  overtures  asking  the  Assembly 
to  withdraw  from  membership  in  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  were  turned 
down.  An  overture  was  adopted,  however, 
asking  that  the  Assembly  "exert  its  in- 
fluence" toward  making  the  NCC  more 
responsive  to  its  member  denominations. 
The  overture  asks  that  a  way  be  found  to 
distinguish  clearly  between  official  NCC 
positions  and  actions  and  those  done  at 
conferences,  workshops,  etc.  The  overture 
further  requests  that  the  NCC  refrain 
from  endorsing  political  parties  or  candi- 
dates. 

Christian  Relations 

The  Assembly  adopted  a  major  portion 
of  the  report  on  Christian  Relations.  This 
included  a  section  on  civil  disobedience 
which  emphasized  that  Christians  should 
obey  civil  law,  but  if  led  by  conscience 
into  disobedience,  they  should  accept  the 
penalty  willingly.  The  use  of  demonstra- 
tions, and  sit-ins  was  endorsed  as  an  ac- 
ceptable method  of  protest;  however  the 
use  of  boycotts  was  rejected  by  the  As- 
sembly. A  statement  supporting  Negroes' 
struggle  for  equal  rights  in  the  South 
was  approved.  A  request  that  an  invita- 
tion to  Dr.  Martin  Luther,  King,  civil 
rights  leader,  to  speak  at  a  Christian 
Action  conference  this  summer  be  with- 
drawn, was  voted  down  by  commissioners. 
A  resolution  opposing  capital  punishment, 
which  was  a  part  of  the  Christian  Re-

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FORMER  MODERATOR  DIES 

Dr.  Kelsey  Regen,  60,  Moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  North  CaroHna  in  1958, 
died  in  a  Richmond  hospital  April  14. 

Dr.  Regen  was  a  native  of  Lynnville, 
Tennessee.  He  was  a  graduate  of  David- 
son College,  Class  of  1926,  and  of  Louis- 
ville Presbyterian  Seminary,  Class  of 
1929.  He  was  ordained  December  14, 
1930  by  Ebenezer  Presbytery.  His  first 
pastorate  was  the  Madison  Avenue 
Church,  Covington,  Kentucky,  1930-36. 
Following  that  he  served  a  pastorate  in 
Middletown,  New  York  in  the  UP-USA 
Presbyterian  Church.  In  1941,  he  became 
Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Durham,  where  he  remained 
until  he  was  called  to  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Richmond  in  1960. 

In  1952,  Dr.  Regen  was  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 
Dr.  Regen  received  an  honorary  doctor 
of  laws  degree  from  Tusculum  College 
and  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  and  Pi  Kappa 
Alpha  Fraternities. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Joce- 
lyn  Watson  Regen,  formerly  of  Mem- 
phis, Tennessee  and  now  of  Richmond, 
Virginia;  also  by  one  son,  Jon  Watson 
Regen,  a  student  at  Duke  University;  a 
daughter,  Miss  Margot  Ann  Regen  of 
Richmond;  his  mother,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Regen 
of  Franklin,  Tennessee;  four  brothers;

CAMPAIGN  FOR  CAMP

The  camp,  located  on  Brown  Mountain 
in  Stokes  County,  will  accommodate  108 
campers  with  full  facilities  including 
dining  hall,  activities  building,  swimming 
pool,  play  areas,  nature  center,  and  hik- 
ing trails.  There  will  also  be  a  retreat 
area  accommodating  25  persons,  a  win- 
terized, self-contained  unit  with  dining 
and  conference  centers.  Two  other 
buildings,  a  health  lodge  and  staff  house, 
will  serve  for  retreat  groups  during  non- 
camping  season.  A  third  area  providing 
pioneer  camping  will  also  be  available. 
A  superintendent's  residence  will  be 
among  the  first  buildings  erected. 

Construction  on  the  first  two  buildings 
is  expected  to  begin  in  May.

Davidson's  Trustees  Meet 

The  Davidson  College  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, .  meeting  on  May  30,  named  five 
new  members  to  the  faculty:  Dr.  Hallum 
Walker,  Associate  Professor  of  French; 
Albert  Allen  Wolf,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Physicis;  Jerry  Allen  Roberts,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Mathematics;  Dr.  Alexander 
J.  McKelway,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Bible  and  Religions;  and  Dr.  Wayland 
J.  Hayes,  Visiting  Distinguished  Profes- 
sor of  Sociology. 

The  Trustees  moved  to  abblish  the 
formal  vow  of  Christian  faith  as  a  re- 
quirement for  members  of  the  faculty 
and  substituted  instead  that  (1)  Each 
faculty  member  be  committed  to  the 
Christian  faith  and  is  a  member  of  a 
Christian  Church,  and  (2)  that  he  com- 
prehends the  statement  of  purpose  of 
Davidson  College  and  intends  to  promote 
this  purpose. 

In  action  regarding  fraternities,  the 
Board  gave  the  fraternity  system  at 
Davidson  a  vote  of  confidence,  and  at 
the  same  time  indicated  that  it  was 
aware  there  are  many  needs  of  students 
not  being  met  as  the  system  is  presently 
constituted.  The  Trustees  agreed  "to  the 
faculty  action  of  April  13  with  the  ex- 
ception that  the  trustees  request  the 
faculty  to  adopt  a  plan  calling  for  defer- 
red rush  and  pledging  for  the  class  of 
1969,  during  the  academic  year  of  1965- 
66,  preferably  toward  the  end  of  the 
first  semester,  and  with  initiation  to  take 
place  as  soon  after  satisfactory  comple- 
tion of  the  first  semester's  work  as  the 
faculty  may  deem  appropriate". 

Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards,  president 
of  Columbia  Seminary,  Decatur,  Georgia, 
is  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

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UTS  SETS  $19  MILLION  GOAL 

A  three-phase  "Seminary  Advance" 
program  of  expanded  training  which  will 
ultimately  call  for  an  investiment  of  $19 
million  was  announced  at  the  Commence- 
ment Exercises  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  by  Herbert  W. 
Jackson,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Seminary's 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Advance  pro- 
gram, from  1965  until  the  present  student 
body  of  200  has  increased  to  300,  will  see 
a  financial  investment  of  $6  million  in 
the  physical  plant  and  in  endowment 
funds.  A  campaign  to  raise  the  $6  mil- 
lion will  be  conducted  next  year  in  the 
Synods  of  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  and 
West  Virginia.  The  Synod  of  Appalachia 
will  participate  in  1968.  The  four  Sy- 
nods jointly  support  the  Seminary. 
Advance  Program 

Two  additional  phases  of  the  Advance 
program  will  follow,  each  timed  to  cor- 
respond with  enrollment  increases  of  100. 

Mr.  Jackson  called  the  Advance  pro- 
gram a  "greatly  expanded  strategy  of 
training  for  excellence  in  the  ministry." 
The  program  will  include  "an  intensified 
program  of  enlistment,  an  improved  edu- 
cational program,  adequate  and  efficient 
physical  facilities,  faculty  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  maintain  at  least  the  present 
student-faculty  ratio,  enlargement  of  the 
Seminary's  services  to  the  ministry  and 
the  laity  of  the  church  at  large,  and  pro- 
vision of  adequate  funds  to  effect  and 
maintain  the  program."

ATTENDANCE  AT  SYNOD 

In  spite  of  both  meeting  outside  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  organ- 
izing itself  beyond  its  own  bounds  for 
the  first  time,  621  Commissioners  at- 
tended the  meeting  at  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia,  May 
25-26.  There  were  393  ministers  and 
228  elders.  The  largest  attendance  in 
the  history  of  Synod  was  in  1962  when 
Synod  met  at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College.  That  year  there  were  692  in  at- 
tendance, of  whom  390  were  ministers 
and  302  were  ruling  elders.

Rev.  Albert  B.  McClure,  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children  for  the  past  15  years,  announc- 
ed his  resignation  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Home's  Board  of  Regents  in  May.

He  stated  that 
"the  plans  that  are  made  and  the  work 
that  is  begun  in  the  next  three  to  five 
years  will  determine,  in  my  judgment, 
the  progress  or  lack  of  progress  in  the 
child-care  program  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina." 

Dr.  McClure  says  he  has  no  imme- 
diate plans  for  the  future  "other  than  to 
protect  the  orderly  transition"  in  admin- 
istration of  the  Home  and  "to  continue 
my  service  in  the  work  of  the  church  as  it 
may  develop."

ST.  ANDREWS 
COMMENCEMENT 

Some  130  seniors  received  their  de- 
grees at  commencement  exercises  at  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College,  Sunday, 
May  30.  The  graduates  were  members 
of  the  first  freshman  class  to  enter  St. 
Andrews. 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  pastor  of  the  Cov- 
enant Church,  Charlottes,  was  the  com- 
mencement speaker.  Dr.  Hall  was  chair- 
man of  the  study  commission  which 
recommended  in  1955  that  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  merge  three  of  its  smaller 
colleges  into  a  coeducational  liberal  arts 
school.  He  has  continued  as  a  trustee  of 
St.  Andrews  since  that  time  and  helped 
in  forming  the  curriculum  of  the  school. 
He  also  serves  as  Chairman  of  the  As- 
sembly's Board  of  Church  Extension. 

Commencement  ceremonies  were  held 
on  the  terrace  before  the  new  DeTamble 
Library.  The  seniors  and  their  parents 
were  entertained  at  a  traditional  lunch- 
eon by  President  Ansley  C.  Moore  and 
Mrs.  Moore  prior  to  the  commencement. 
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Stewardship  Revival 

A  Stewardship  Revival  was  conducted 
at  the  St.  Paul  Church,  Charlotte,  in 
April  and  May.  Led  by  Dr.  Paul  F. 
Warren,  it  was  termed  very  successful, 
and  has  revitalized  the  church,  accord- 
ing to  the  pastor.  Rev.  William  Gettys, 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  project,  W.  T. 
Crowder. 

The  Stewardship  Revival  was  recom- 
mended after  a  study  of  the  church 
showed  general  discouragement  on  the 
part  of  members.  Membership  of  the 
church  was  fast  declining  and  the  con- 
gregation was  considering  merging  with 
another  church  or  finding  another  church 
home. 

Dr.  Warren,  who  was  the  organizing 
pastor  of  the  Albemarle  Road  Church, 
Charlotte,  and  who  is  now  associated 
with  Church  Finance  Counselors  of  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  began  the  revival  by  en- 
listing some  100  members  of  the  church 
in  a  campaign  to  educate  members  to 
their  stewardship  responsibilities.  Money- 
raising  was  a  part  of  the  project,  but  the 
revival  was  mainly  a  spiritual  one.  Mem- 
bers were  brought  into  the  program 
through  special  classes,  signing  of  pray- 
er pledges,  and  a  final  "victory  dinner," 
attended  by  perhaps  the  largest  gather- 
ing ever  assembled  at  the  church.  One 
of  the  results  of  the  revival  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  church  budget  to  almost 
double  that  before  the  program  began. 

The  Church  Finance  Counselors  is  an 
organization  which  attempts  to  help  the 
church  fulfill  its  spiritual  and  physical 
needs  through  a  Christian  Stewardship 
approach.  A  full-time  director  is  furnish- 
ed churches  to  help  in  analyzing  the  dif- 
ficulties, establishing  objectives,  and 
charting  a  program  to  meet  these  needs. 


Day  Apart 

Albemarle  Presbyterial  held  a  "Day 
Apart"  on  May  6  in  the  Howard  Memorial 
Church,  Tarboro.  It  was  led  by  Mrs. 
Frank  Lacy  of  Martinsville,  Virginia.  Mrs.

Speaker  Ban  Law — 
Repeal  Urged 

A  resolution  calling  for  repeal  of  the 
Speaker  Ban  Law  was  adopted  by  the 
Synod  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Richmond 
in  May.  Copies  of  the  resolution,  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  264-88,  were  sent  to  state 
legislative  officials. 

The  Speaker  Ban  Law,  passed  two 
years  ago,  denies  Communists  and  plead- 
ers of  the  Fifth  Amendment  the  right 
to  speak  at  state-owned  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. The  Southern  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  has  warned  that  the 
law  may  lead  to  loss  of  accreditation. 
Synod  adopted  a  resolution  last  year 
expressing  concern  over  the  implications 
of  the  law. 

Freedom  Infringed 

The  resolution,  introduced  by  Rev. 
Everett  K.  Brown,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Goldsboro,  says  the  law  limits 
academic  freedom,  deprives  students  and 
faculty  of  the  right  to  hear  recognized 
authorities  because  of  their  political  or 
economic  views,  and  restricts  the  freedom 
of  trustees  and  administration  of  state- 
owned  schools  in  fulfilling  their  responsi- 
bility. Rev.  B.  Frank  Hall,  pastor  of  the 
Pearsall  Memorial  Church,  Wilmington, 
commented  that  "Something  must  be 
done  while  the  legislature  is  in  session 
to  safeguard  our  institutions  from  polit- 
ical pressure." 

The  resolution  also  called  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  to  represent 
Synod  at  legislative  hearings  which  may 
be  called  in  consideration  of  the  speaker 
ban  law. 


GROUNDBREAKING  HELD 

A  Groundbreaking  service  was  held  re- 
cently at  the  site  of  the  new  $890,000  sanc- 
tuary and  education  building  of  the  First 
Church,  Belmont. 

The  new  building,  which  has  been  in 
the  planning  stage  several  years,  will  be  in 
the  form  of  a  cross  with  the  base  attach- 
ed to  the  horseshoe-shaped  educational 
building.  The  sanctuary  will  seat  650  per- 
sons and  will  tell  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment stories  in  stained  glass  windows.  The 
sanctuary  will  include  an  administrative 
wing  with  a  library  and  conference  room, 
a  chapel,  bride's  room,  and  parlor.  The 
educational  building  will  have  20  rooms, 
a  kitchen  and  storage  area,  and  an  adult 
education  and  fellowship  room  seating 
over  200. 

The  building  was  designed  by  Milton  L. 
Grigg  of  Charlottesville,  Virginia.  Frank 
P.  Hall,  Jr.,  is  chairman  of  the  building 
and  planning  committee,  and  Dr.  Eugene 
D.  Witherspoon  is  pastor  of  the  Belmont 
Church. 


Alliance  Director 

The  Reverend  Marion  G.  Bradwell,  min- 
ister of  the  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church, 
Albany,  Georgia,  and  former  minister  of 
the  Reynolda  Church,  Winston-Salem, 
was  recently  called  to  the  position  of  Exec- 
utive Director  of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance 
of  the  United  States.  He  will  begin  his 
new  work  about  September  1. 


WINSTON-SALEM  PRESBYTERY 

The  spring  meeting  of  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery  was  held  May  4  at  the  High- 
land Church,  Winston-Salem.  Rev.  Charles 
Murray,  pastor  of  the  Cooleemee  Church, 
was  elected  moderator,  succeeding  Rev. 
Gower  Crosswell,  pastor  of  the  Parkway 
Church,  Winston-Salem. 

A  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the 
Presbytery  praising  Davidson  College  for 
carrying  out  its  role  as  a  church-related 
college.  The  action  followed  an  address  by 
Dr.  Samuel  Maloney,  Professor  of  Bible 
at  Davidson,  who  spoke  about  the  profes- 
sorial vow  at  the  school  and  the  Speaker 
Ban  Law. 

The  Presbytery  received  two  new  minis- 
ters and  heard  reports  from  its  commit- 
tees. 


BUILDING  DEDICATED 

The  formal  opening  and  consecration 
of  the  Youth  Education  Building  and 
Office  Area  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  the  Covenant,  Greensboro,  was  held 
May  16. 

Dr.  William  B.  Kennedy,  Professor  of 
Christian  Education  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  was  the  speaker  at  the  cere- 
monies. Dr.  Kennedy  is  the  author  of  the 
initial  book  of  the  Covenant  Life  Curric- 
ulum, Into  Covenant  Life.  Others  partici- 
pating in  the  services  were  the  pastor  of 
the  church,  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Garrison;  Vir- 
gil H.  Lane,  representing  the  building 
committee;  and  Dr.  Donald  W.  Russell, 
chairman  of  the  session's  Commission 
on  Christian  Education. 

The  youth  education  building  is  the 
third  phase  of  a  building  program  at 
the  church.  The  sanctuary  was  com- 
pleted in  1915  and  the  first  educational 
unit  in  1937.  The  youth  building  in- 
cludes nursery  facilities,  classrooms, 
church  office  space,  pastor's  study,  medi- 
tation chapel,  and  an  activity  room  with 
adjoining  kitchenette,  library  and  church 
school  administration  area.  The  build- 
ing is  air-conditioned  and  along  with 
other  building  improvements,  cost  ap- 
proximately $327,000. 

The  Church  of  the  Covenant  was  or- 
ganized in  1906  and  the  Rev.  R.  Murphy 
Williams  became  the  first  pastor.  He 
served  for  39  years  and  was  then  named 
pastor  emeritus,  a  post  he  held  until 
his  death  in  1955.  Dr.  Garrison  became 
the  pastor  in  1945.  The  church  has  1,068 
members  at  present. 


Addresses  Students 

William  Stringfellow,  a  New  York  lawyer 
widely  known  as  a  champion  of  the  under- 
dog, addressed  student  groups  at  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College,  May  11-12. 
The  appearance  was  a  part  of  the  col- 
lege's chapel  program. 

An  Episcopal  layman,  Mr.  Stringfellow 
spoke  on  "The  Church  and  the  Social 
Revolution,"  in  his  initial  address.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Faith  and  Order  Commis- 
sion of  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
and  the  author  of  several  articles  and 
books. 
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SYNOD  STATISTICS  RELEASED 

Growth  Everywhere  Except 
Sunday  School 

Official  stewardship  and  vital  statis- 
tics of  the  Synod  were  released  by  Sy- 
nod's office  in  early  May.  Statistics  show- 
ed an  increase  in  almost  all  areas. 

The  nine  presbyteries  of  Synod,  rep- 
resenting nearly  150,000  members,  gave 
a  total  of  $16,903,654  to  all  causes  in 
1964.  This  was  an  increase  of  $806,636 
over  1963. 

Benevolences 

Of  the  total,  $4,252,888  was  given 
for  Benevolences;  $9,132,281  for  Cur- 
rent Expenses;  and  $3,518,485  for  Build- 
ing Expenses.  This  compares  to  1963 
totals  of  $3,919,966  for  Benevolences; 
$8,712,382  to  Current  Expenses;  and 
$3,464,670  to  Building  Expenses. 

Per  capita  gifts  also  increased  from 
$108.20  in  1963  to  $112.76  in  1964.  A 
breakdown  shows  per  capita  gifts  for 
Benevolences  rose  from  $26.35  in  1963 
to  $28.37  in  1964;  gifts  for  Current  Ex- 
penses from  $58.56  to  $60.92;  and  gifts 
Building  Expenses  from  $23.29  to 
$23.47. 

The  Synod  is  composed  of  643  church- 
es with  a  membership  of  149,897.  This 
was  an  increase  of  1,124  members. 

During  1964,  4,095  were  received  into 
the  church  on  profession  of  faith  and 
7,741  by  letters  and  re-affirmation  of 
faith.  Adult  baptisms  totalled  1,861  and 
infant  baptisms,  2,308. 

Sunday  School  Down 

Sunday  School  enrollment  was  one  of 
the  few  areas  to  show  a  drop.  In  1964 
there  was  a  loss  of  3,575  in  enrollment, 
with  128,197  reported  as  compared  to 
131,772  in  1963. 

The  largest  presbytery  in  the  Synod 
continues  to  be  Mecklenburg  with  a 
membership  of  36,082.  Orange  Presby- 
tery is  second  with  25,046  and  Fayette- 
ville,  third  with  18,473.  Membership  in 
other  presbyteries  is  as  follows:  Concord, 
17,097;  Granville,  13,155;  Wilmington, 
11,905;  Albemarle,  9,845;  Kings  Moun- 
tain, 9,350;  and  Winston-Salem,  9,044. 

There  are  648  ministers  serving  the 
Synod,  a  gain  of  21  over  the  previous 
year,  and  90  candidates. 


GIVING  AVERAGES  $115 

Members  of  the  Presb'/ierian  Church, 
U.  S.,  gave  an  average  of  $115.10  last 
year,  a  record  high.  A  total  of 
$108,269,579  was  given  in  1964,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  by  the  General  Council 
of  the  Assembly. 

The  per  capita  giving  is  $5.32  higher 
than  in  1963  and  includes  $87.10  for 
home  congregations  and  $28.00  for  bene- 
volences. This  was  the  tenth  consecutive 
year  in  which  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.  S.  has  led  major  church  bodies  in  per 
capita  giving.

Church  Architecture  Conference 

About  150  people,  including  ministers, 
DCE's,  building  committeemen,  and 
architects,  attended  a  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  Conference  on  Church  Archi- 
tecture held  in  the  First  Church,  Greens- 
boro on  May  21st.  Mr.  Thomas  P.  Heri- 
tage, architect  of  Greensboro  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Buffalo  Church,  and  the  Rev. 
C.  Linwood  Cheshire,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  Orange  Presbytery,  were  co- 
chairmen  of  arrangements.  The  confer- 
ence was  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Church  Architecture,  At- 
lanta, the  Rev.  James  L.  Doom,  Secre- 
tary. 

The  Retiring  Moderator  of  Synod,  the 
Rev.  Robert  Turner  of  Charlotte,  pre- 
sided over  the  conference  and  also  took 
part  in  a  panel  discussion  on  the  "Cov- 
enant Life  Curriculum  and  Our  Church 
School  Buildings."  Mr.  Turner  is  Reg- 
ional Director  of  Christian  Education. 
Odell  Favors  Functional 

"Architects  do  not  accept  the  notion 
that  the  church  of  today  must  look  like 
those  of  the  past,"  said  Mr.  A.  G.  Odell 
of  Charlotte.  Mr.  Odell,  the  featured 
speaker,  is  President  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects.  He  asked,  "Why 
must  a  church  look  like  a  pagan  Greek 
temple,  a  Gothic  cathedral,  or  an  18th 
century  colonial  building?  There  are 
many  reasons  why  we  should  not  follow 
the  practices  of  the  past.  Church  Archi- 
tecture should  follow  the  technological 
development  of  our  time." 

During  the  morning  session,  the  Rev. 
Wallace  A.  Rogers  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  not- 
ed that  "a  church  is  people,  not  a  build- 
ing." Dr.  Rogers  was  taking  part  in  a 
panel  discussion  on  Presbyterian  worship 
and  church  architecture.

A  $5.00  registration  fee  is  required, 
and  may  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  Box  330,  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

A  youth  section  of  the  World  Mis- 
sions Conference  will  also  be  held;  how- 
ever, because  of  the  growth  of  this  sec- 
tion, registration  is  being  limited.  The 
quota  for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
is  42;  additional  persons  may  stay  in 
privately  arranged  housing  and  attend 
the  conference.  High  school  students  will 
meet  each  day  under  the  leadership  of  a 
team  including  an  overseas  missionary. 
The  groups  will  consider  the  work  of  the 
church  in  mission,  the  biblical  basis  for 
mission,  and  the  involvement  of  young 
people  in  missions. 


Commencement 

Hampden-Sydney  College  observed  its 
189th  Commencement  the  first  week  in 
June.  Dr.  Andrew  R.  Bird,  Jr.,  minister 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Nor- 
folk, fjreached  the  baccalaureate  sermon 
and  Joseph  H.  McConnell,  president  of 
Reynolds  Metal  Company  of  Richmond, 
brought  the  commencement  address. 

Thirty-six  seniors  received  the  A.B. 
Degree  and  sixty  the  B.S.  Degree. 

Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  upon 
General  A.  Lacy  Tynes,  Joseph  H.  Mc- 
Connell, and  the  Reverend  David  Rice 
Holt. 

Special  guests  included  reunion  classes 
of  1888  through  1916. 


The  new  Ad  Interim  Committee  propos- 
ed to  the  General  Assembly  meeting  in 
1938  a  plan  which  would  give  to  the 
synods  enlarged  powers  by  reducing  cor- 
respondingly the  powers  of  the  General 
Assembly  so  as  amply  to  assure  local  self- 
government.  The  plan  also  contemplated 
the  possible  enlargement  of  the  territorial 
boundaries  of  the  synods  so  that  they 
would  become  what  might  be  termed  pro- 
vincial synods.  "The  members  of  the  U.S.A. 
committee,"  the  Southern  body  reported, 
"were  explicit  and  emphatic  in  asserting 
that  they  would  be  quite  ready  and  glad 
for  all  powers  possible,  consistent  with 
maintaining  the  integrity  of  the  reunited 
church,  to  be  taken  from  the  Assembly 
and  given  to  the  synods."i4  The  Commit- 
tee asked  that  the  General  Assembly  in- 
struct it  "to  continue  its  explorations  along 
the  lines  indicated  in  this  report." 

After  the  most  bitter  debate  that  the 
writer  has  ever  heard  in  any  church  court, 
or,  I  might  add  in  any  other  deliberative 
body,  the  committee  was  dismissed  with 
the  thanks  of  the  Assembly.  The  Assemb- 
ly ordered,  however,  that  a  new  committee 
on  Cooperation  and  Union  with  the  same 
powers  of  exploration  be  erected  through 
the  action  of  the  synods,  each  of  which 
was  to  choose  its  own  representation  on 
the  committtee.  This  new  committee,  so 
erected,  continued  its  negotiations  along 
the  same  line  as  its  predecessor.  It  became 
clear,  as  successive  attacks  against  the 
union  proposals  were  beaten  back  in  As- 
sembly after  Assembly  that  a  corner  had 
been  turned;  that  the  lonely  pioneers  who 
had  long  championed  the  cause  of  union 
now  had  the  support  of  a  younger  gen- 
eration of  ministers  who,  it  might  be  pre- 
sumed, represented  the  wave  of  the  fu- 
ture. It  became  apparent  also  that  ruling 
elders,  particularly  in  the  rural  areas, 
lagged  far  behind  the  ministers  in  their 
zeal  and  enthusiasm  for  a  reunited  church. 
Opposition  among  both  elders  and  minist- 
ers was  strongest  in  the  deep  South,  in  the 
black  belt  where  Negroes  were  more  num- 
erous and  culturally  more  retarded.  Op- 
ponents of  reunion  organized  a  Continuing 
Church  movement,  indicating  that  in  case 
of  union,  they  would  organize  a  body  con- 
tinuing the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 
Their  pamphelts  flooded  the  church  dur- 
ing the  remaining  course  of  the  negotia- 
tions. Chief  organ  of  the  opposition  was 
the  Presbyterian  Journal,  one  of  three 
independent  papers  published  within  the 
denomination,  a  paper  organized  in  1942 
for  the  express  purpose  of  fighting  what 
it  regarded  as  the  more  liberal  trends 
within  the  church,  both  theological  and 
ecclesiastical. 

Arguments  against  reunion  were  the 
traditional  ones  which  had  persisted 
through  the  years  of  separation  and  some 
which  had  more  lately  come  into  promin- 
ence: (1)  the  spirituality,  i.e.  the  non- 
secular  character,  of  the  church,  espous- 
ed by  the  Southern  body,  disregarded  per- 
sistently in  practice,  it  was  charged,  by 
the  Northern  body;  (2)  differences  in  pol- 
ity regarding  the  dignity  of  elders  and 
deacons,  regarding  the  role  of  women  in 
the  church,  regarding  the  ownership  of 
church  property;  (3)  the  fear  of  absorp- 
tion— that  the  larger  church  would  simply 
swallow  up  the  smaller  one.  There  were 
less  worthy  arguments,  advanced  partic- 
ularly by  laymen — reams  of  statistics 
purporting  to  show  that  the  Northern 


church  gave  less  per  capita  and  won  fewer 
members  proportionately  than  the  South- 
ern church;  and  the  deliberate  charge 
that  ministers  in  the  Southern  church 
were  attempting  to  "sell  the  laymen  down 
the  river,"  the  beginning  of  an  effort  to 
create  a  rift  between  ministers  and  lay- 
men in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church- 
es which  has  continued  in  some  quarters 
down  to  the  present  time.  Oddly  enough 
little  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  race  prob- 
lem— the  fear  of  social  equality,  leading 
to  an  amalgamation  of  the  races — though 
in  all  preceding  discussions  it  had  been 
frankly  recognized  by  many  as  a  major, 
and  in  fact  an  all  sufficient,  obstacle  to 
reunion.  There  can  be  little  doubt  how- 
ever that  it  was  in  the  background  of 
men's  minds. 

In  the  arguments  against  union  major 
emphasis  was  laid  on  the  supposed  liberal- 
ism of  the  Northern  church.  Southern 
theologians  had  charged  in  1870  that  re- 
union of  the  Old  and  New  School  Assemb- 
lies had  involved  a  surrender  of  earlier 
testimonies  regarding  sound  doctrine.  The 
feeling  that  there  was  theological  laxity 
in  the  Northern  church  had  persisted 
through  the  years.  It  had  been  increased 
around  the  turn  of  the  century  by  the 
attempts  to  modify  and  revise  the  Confes- 
sion of  Faith,  by  the  union  with  the  Cum- 
berland Presbyterian  Church,  and  par- 
ticularly by  the  modernist-fundamentalist 
controversy  arising  in  the  1920s.  The  read- 
iness of  certain  Northern  presbyteries  to 
ordain  young  men  who  expressed  doubt 
about  the  Virgin  Birth  was  particularly 
disturbing.  All-sufficient  proof  of  the  un- 
soundness of  the  Northern  church  was 
found  by  opponents  of  Union  in  the  Au- 
burn Affirmation  (1923)  in  which  1,283 
ministers  and  elders  of  the  Northern 
church  contended  that  belief  in  the  Virgin 
Birth,  in  the  inerrant  inspiration  of  Scrip- 
ture, in  the  penal  substitutionary  atone- 
ment, in  miracles  ascribed  to  Jesus,  and 
in  the  bodily  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ, 
was  not  essential  for  good  standing  within 
the  church. 

Proponents  of  union  developed  their 
own  organization,  which  laid  down  an  an- 
swering barrage  of  pamphlets  seeking  to 
answer  charges  of  opponents  and  to  de- 
velop the  positive  argument  for  reunion. 
It  was  claimed,  for  example,  that  theolog- 
ically there  was  little  difference  between 
Presbyterians  North  and  South  and  that 
a  united  church  could  bear  more  effective 
witness  to  the  Gospel.  A  series  of  debates 
were  arranged  between  representatives  of 
the  two  groups  in  various  quarters  of  the 
church.  The  burden  of  defense  and  attack 
on  behalf  of  union  fell  however  to  the 
Presbyterian  Outlook,  one  of  the  three 
independent  church  pape'-s,  ably  edited 
after  1943  by  Dr.  Aubrey  N.  Brown. 

It  looked  for  a  time  as  though  the  slowly 
maturing  plan  of  union  might  prove  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Southern  church.  In  a  per- 
sonal conversation  with  the  writer,  one  of 
the  candid  yet  determined  opponents  of 
union  acknowledged  that  he  and  his  as- 
sociates recognized  that  ultimate  union 
was  inevitable.  The  fact  that  graduates 
of  three  of  the  four  Southern  theological 
seminaries  were  almost  unanimously  in 
favor  of  union,  as  were  a  majority  of  the 
graduates  of  the  fourth  seminary,  made 
this,  to  him,  crystal  clear.  The  purpose 
of  opponents,  he  indicated,  was  to  take  out 
as  large  an  element  as  possible  into  the 
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LIFE  MEMBERSHIP 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Women  of 
the  Church  of  Black  River  Presbyterian 
Church,  Ivanhoe,  one  of  the  most  beloved 
members,  Miss  Frances  Robinson,  was  pre- 
sented an  Honorary  Life  Membership,  in 
recognition  and  appreciation  of  her  de- 
voted service  throughout  the  years.  This  is 
the  first  such  award  given  in  the  long 
history  of  the  Church. 

Miss  Robinson  is  the  daughter  of  the 
late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  S.  Robinson  of 
Ivanhoe  and  is  a  descendant  of  one  of  the 
founders  of  Black  River  Presbyterian 
Church  which  dates  back  to  1740.  She  re- 
ceived her  education  in  the  local  schools 
and  attended  Peace  College  in  Raleigh. 

In  1919,  with  the  help  of  Dr.  A.  D. 
McClure,  Miss  Robinson  organized  the 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  at  Black  Riv- 
er, and  for  many  years  continued  to  be 
its  faithful  leader.  Throughout  her  adult 
life,  she  has  been  an  inspirational  Simday 
School  teacher  in  the  Primary  and  Junior 
Departments.  She  has  held  every  office 
and  every  charmanship  in  the  local 
Women  of  the  Church.  She  also  served 
as  Chairman  of  District  3  of  the  Women 
of  the  Church  of  Wilmington  Presbytery. 

Miss  Robinson  always  puts  others  first, 
and  she  is  never  happier  than  when  doing 
something  for  someone  else. 


Continuing  Church,  for  which  plans  were 
then  being  made. 

It  was  this  steady  advance  in  union 
sentiment  which  led  those  favoring  union 
in  1948  to  agree  "that  for  a  period  of  five 
years  the  entire  plan  of  reunion  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  be  held  in 
abeyance,  and  that  during  this  time  the 
committee  confine  its  activities  to  explor- 
ing avenues  of  acquaintance  and  coopera- 
tion only",  except  that  the  committee  was 
instructed  to  complete  the  plan  by  March 
1,  1949,16  an  agreement  which  Northern 
leaders  at  the  time  found  it  hard  to  under- 
stand. A  vote  by  the  presbyteries  on  the 
relation  of  the  Southern  church  to  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  that  same 
year  had  indicated  that  union  could  not 
yet  claim  the  requisite  three-fourths  vote 
of  the  presbyteries  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution. But  time  seemed  to  be  on  the 
side  of  union,  therefore,  a  moratorium  de- 
laying the  final  vote,  but  permitting  in  the 
meanwhile  efforts  toward  cooperation  and 
understanding  must  inevitably,  so  it  was 
thought,  work  in  favor  of  ultimate  union. 

Unforseen  events  however  entered  the 
situation  and  reversed  the  long  term 
trend.  In  1953  the  moratorium  was  lifted. 
Two  years  earlier  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  had  been  brought  into  the  negoti- 
ations, and  on  June  1,  1954,  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Southern  church  approved 
the  plan  of  union  which  committees  of 
the"  three  churches  had  perfected  and  ord- 
ered it  be  sent  to  the  presbyteries  for 
their  advice  and  consent.  Only  a  little 
earlier  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  had  rendered  its  verdict  that  seg- 
regation in  the  public  schools  was  con- 
trary to  the  Federal  constitution.  The 
General  Assembly  of  the  Southern  Church 
approved  this  decision  in  principle — the 
first  Superior  Church  Court  of  any  church 
north  or  south  to  do  so — and  called  on  its 
members  to  work  for  its  implementation. 
Senator  Byrd  of  Virginia,  who  called  for 
massive  resistance  to  the  decision,  proved 
however  to  be  a  more  authentic  spokes- 
man for  the  South,  and  it  must  be  ad- 
mitted for  a  host  of  Southern  Presby- 
terians. Resentment  and  fears  aroused  by 
this  decision  which  destroyed  almost  over- 
night the  elaborate  controls  which  had 


COLLEGE  HEAD  PRAISED 

Dr.  Rudolph  Jones,  President  of  Fay- 
etteville  State  College,  was  recently 
praised  by  the  college's  Board  of  Trustees 
for  his  outstanding  leadership.  Dr.  Jones 
is  a  ruling  elder  in  the  College  Heights 
Presbyterian  Church,  Fayetteville. 

A  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board 
stated  that  Dr.  Jones  "has  performed  his 
duties  ...  in  an  outstanding  and  effi- 
cient manner"  and  that  "by  his  leader- 
ship and  understanding,  the  attention  of 
educators  and  legislators  has  been  attract- 
ed to  Fayetteville  State  College  and  to 
its  problems  and  needs." 

been  worked  out  for  the  relationships  be- 
tween the  two  races  in  the  South,  and 
which  many,  if  not  most  of  the  articles, 
however  mistakenly,  believed  to  be  for  the 
best  interest  of  both  races,  intensified 
opposition  to  an  ecclesiastical  merger 
which  threatened  to  put  control  of  the 
church  into  the  hands  of  the  North.  Vote 
on  Presbyterian  reunion  could  not  have 
occurred  at  a  more  unfavorable  moment. 
The  vote  was  42  presbyteries  in  favor,  43 
presbyteries  opposed,  with  one  presbytery 
tied.  The  General  Assembly  of  1955,  recog- 
nizing that  this  verdict  closed  the  issue  for 
the  time,  dissolved  its  committee  on  union, 
expressing  the  hope  however  that  the  co- 
operative efforts  between  the  three  bodies 
which  had  developed  through  the  years 
might  be  continued  and  extended.  And  on 
this  note  the  nearly  twenty  year  effort 
to  reunite  the  Presbyterian  forces  in  Am- 
erica came  to  a  sudden  halt. 

In  the  years  that  followed  men  long 
committed  to  union  felt  that  it  was  not 
worthwhile  to  reopen  the  question  in  the 
Southern  church  until  emotions  aroused 
by  the  race  issue  had  been  allowed  to 
settle  and  until  there  was  some  indica- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  now  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  would 
unite  with  other  bodies,  such  as  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  as  a  result  of 
the  still  continuing  Consultation  on  Union. 
In  addition  it  must  be  admitted  that  there 
was  battle  weariness  on  the  part  of  many 
veterans  in  the  conflict.  A  deep  gulf  had 
opened  momentarily  in  the  earlier  discus- 
sion between  ministers  and  laymen,  and 
many  hesitated  to  reopen  it. 

In  the  fall  of  1961  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  entered  into  union 
negotiations  with  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  an  effort,  which  if  successful,  as 
now  seems  quite  possible,  will  end  its  geo- 
graphical isolationism  and  bring  it  into 
some  closer  contact  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.S.A.  in  every 
state  of  the  Union.  What  effect  such  de- 
velopments would  have  on  the  future  of 
a  larger  Presbyterian  union  cannot  be 
clearly  forseen  at  the  present  time. 

But  in  recent  years  it  has  become  in- 
creasingly apparent  that  this  question  of 
a  larger  Presbyterian  union  will  not  die 
in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  A 
new  generation  is  slowly  coming  to  the 
fore;  younger  men,  ministers  and  also  eld- 
ers, who  do  not  understand  why  the  issue 
should  have  been  dropped,  are  now  proces- 
sing for  action.  Overtures  are  presented  to 
the  General  Assembly  year  after  year  ask- 
ing specifically  for  resumption  of  union 
negotiations  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A. 

In  1960,  as  the  church  prepared  to  ob- 
serve its  centennial  celebration,  the  South- 
ern Assembly  declared  "we  are  saddened

that  the  division  which  came  to  our  Pres- 
byterian family  with  a  divided  nation  one 
hundred  years  ago  has  not  been  healed 
even  though  the  nation  has  long  since 
been  one."i7  Overtures  that  union  negotia- 
tions be  initiated  with  the  UPUSA  Church 
were  answered  in  the  negative  by  the  1961 
and  again  by  the  1962  Assemblies  on  the 
ground  that  the  Northern  Church  was  in- 
volved in  union  discussions  "with  some  de- 
nominations of  different  dogma  and  polity 
than  belong  to  our  understanding  of  and 
commitment  to  the  Reformed  Heritage." 
The  1963  Assembly  expressed  the  con- 
viction "that  ultimately  the  Presbyterian 
and  Reformed  communions  in  the  United 
States  should  present  a  united  life  and 
witness  according  to  the  Reformed  Faith 
and  Presbyterian  order,"  and  instructed 
its  Permanent  Committee  on  Interchurch 
Relations  to  continue  conversations  with 
the  corresponding  bodies  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.  and  other 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  communions 
toward  reaching  an  understanding  of  the 
similarities  and  differences  of  the  several 
churches  in  order  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  may  better  equip  itself  for 
negotiations  toward  union  with  any  or  all 
churches  committed  to  the  Reformed 
Faith."i8  The  1964  General  Assembly  re- 
affirmed these  convictions  and  instruc- 
tions and  in  addition  instructed  its  Ad  In- 
terim Committee  on  Conversation  with  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  to  investigate  with  the  like  com- 
mittee of  the  Reformed  Church  the  ad- 
visability of  expanding  conversation  to  in- 
clude the  U.P.U.S.A.  Church  and  other  Re- 
formed bodies  looking  toward  ultimate

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UNITED  NATIONS-WASHINGTON  STUDY  TOUR

Twenty-eight  ministers  from  seven  of 
the  denominations  in  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  took  part  in  a  six- 
day  Study  Tour  to  the  United  Nations 
and  Washington  April  26-May  1.  The 
tour  was  planned  by  the  Council's  Com- 
mittee on  National  and  World  Affairs 
under  the  Commission  on  Christian  So- 
cial Action  and  led  by  the  Reverend 
Jack  Crum,  the  Commission's  Director. 
Its  purpose  was  to  discuss  the  role  of  the 
church  in  the  issues  raised  before  the 
UN  and  the  federal  government  and  to 
evaluate  the  Christian  minister's  respon- 
sibility in  these  issues. 

Eight  ministers  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  attended.  They  were  Coy  R. 
Bovender,  Shiloh  Church,  Burlington; 
Gower  Crosswell,  Jr.,  Parkway  Church, 
Winston-Salem;  Roscoe  B.  Fisher,  First 
Church,  Badin;  Louis  C.  LaMotte,  St.  An- 
drews College,  Laurinburg;  Charles  A. 
Norwood,  Mebane  Memorial  Church,  Rox- 
boro;  George  L.  Riddle,  First  Church, 
Cherryville;  Robert  F.  Sloop,  First  Church, 
Lumberton;  and  Robert  S.  Woodson,  Trin- 
ity Church,  Charlotte.  Mrs.  Norwood  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  Bennett  (Methodist)  accom- 
panied their  husbands. 

Our  first  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Chapel  of  the  Church  Center  at  the 
United  Nations.  We  were  reminded  early 
of  the  international  nature  of  our  mission 
in  New  York  when  we  sang  from  hymn- 
als written  in  three  languages — English, 
French,  and  German.  Six  of  the  ministers 
were  Negroes.  This  provided  an  added 
medium  of  communication,  especially 
when  the  UN  delegate  discussed  the 
Human  Rights  issues  before  the  UN. 
These  included  rights  of  women,  slavery, 
and  forced  labor.  If  we  thought  there 
was  no  slavery  still  in  the  world,  such 


illusions  were  soon  dispelled. 

U.  S.  vs.  Russia 

Many  key  personnel  and  first  ranking 
delegates  of  the  UN  spoke  to  our  group. 
We  were  interested  in  what  was  taking 
place  behind  the  walls  of  the  UN  and 
they  had  concern  about  how  clergymen 
from  a  particular  section  of  the  United 
States  were  thinking  about  world  issues. 

We  learned  that  the  United  States 
and  the  USSR  together  have  enough 
atomic  bombs  to  destroy  every  life  on 
earth  1000  times.  We  learned  that  we 
live  in  a  political  world  ...  a  world 
where  policy  making  determines  how  mil- 
lions will  live  and  how  millions  will  die. 

We  were  not  long  in  learning  that  the 
U.  S.  and  the  USSR  are  the  big  power 
blocks  at  the  UN.  We  learned  that  Rus- 
sia uses  the  UN  chiefly  as  a  world  forum. 
Here  the  USSR  can  sound  off  its  poli- 
cies before  the  world  and  can  know  it 
is  getting  a  world  hearing.  Russia  cares 
less  about  what  the  UN  really  does — 
so  we  were  told. 

We  ran  into  a  little  excitement  on  our 
way  uptown  by  taxi  to  the  Russian 
Mission,  where  the  UN  delegates  from 
the  USSR  have  their  headquarters.  We 
had  gathered  outside  the  Russian  en- 
trance, which  was  guarded  by  New  York 
City  police,  when  another  taxi  driver 
stopped  a  line  of  traffic  to  inquire  if 
Khrushchev  was  there.  We  are  stilf 
wondering  who  in  our  group  looked 
like  Khrushchev. 

At  the  Russian  headquarters  we  were 
received  with  utmost  courtesy  by  V. 
Lozinsky,  2nd  ranking  Russian  officer  at 
the  UN.  Of  course,  Mr.  Lozinsky  told  us 
what  he  wanted  us  to  hear.  And  the  min- 
isters let  him  have  it  pretty  freely.  None- 
theless, we  found  nothing  but  the  finest 
courtesies.

Race  and  Color 

Certainly  one  of  the  most  effective 
speakers  of  the  21  who  personally  ap- 
peared before  our  group  was  the  dele- 
gate from  Nigeria,  E.  C.  Anyaoku.  He  is 
a  product  of  the  Anglican  mission  work 
of  over  a  century  ago.  His  impeccable 
English  was  amazing.  His  humility  was 
exceeded  only  by  the  intenseness  of  his 
blackness  .  .  .  and,  I  believe  it  was  at 
the  meeting  that  we  learned  that  we  are 
all  colored.  There  is  only  a  difference  in 
the  amount  of  colored  pigment  we  have. 

While  in  New  York  the  group  also 
heard  Dr.  Robert  Spike,  Executive  Di- 
rector of  the  Commission  on  Religion 
and  Race  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  Dr.  Spike  reported  that  "The 
Commission  has  become  a  kind  of  third 
force  between  various  civil  rights  organ- 
izations and  between  the  government  and 
the  civil  rights  organizations."  Dr.  Spike

WOMAN  ORDAINED  MINISTER 

Dr.  Rachel  Henderlite  became  the 
first  woman  minister  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  when  she  was  ordained 
May  12  at  the  All  Souls  Presbyterian 
Church,  Richmond. 

Dr.  Henderlite,  a  native  of  Henderson 
and  former  resident  of  North  Carolina, 
will  become  the  first  full-time  woman 
professor  in  any  theological  seminary 
of  the  denomination  when  she  joins  the 
faculty  of  Austin  Seminary  next  Jan- 
uary to  teach  Christian  Education. 

Dr.  Henderlite,  who  does  not  expect 
to  fill  the  pulpit  often,  preached  her 
first  sermon  at  her  home  church,  the  All 
Souls  Church,  on  Sunday,  May  16. 

Ordination  of  women  officers  in  the 
church  was  made  possible  only  a  year 
ago  when  the  Church  constitution  was 
changed  to  make  this  provision.  Many 
women  have  since  been  elected  deacons 
and  elders,  but  Dr.  Henderlite  is  the 
first  to  be  ordained  a  minister. 

To  Preach? 

Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  Professor  Emeri- 
tus of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  delivered  the  ordination  ser- 
mon. He  pointed  out  that  women  had 
been  elected  with  surprising  speed  since 
the  constitutional  change.  He  stated  that 
he  felt  they  would  be  accepted  more 
slowly  in  the  pulpit  because  people  would 
first  have  to  get  used  to  it. 

Lawrence  D.  Smith,  ruling  elder  of  the 
All  Souls  Church,  delivered  the  Charge 
to  the  Minister,  charging  Dr.  Henderlite 
to  continue  to  teach  and  preach  against 
the  spectator  role  of  the  Church  ...  to 
continue  to  hold  strong  to  the  faith 
in  the  midst  of  social  changes. 

Dr.  Henderlite  said  that  she  feels  the 
ordination  of  women  "will  put  women 
where  they  belong  in  the  Church"  as 
they  will  now  be  able  to  work  directly 


sion)  generally  ignores  one  important 
factor,  that  the  membership  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  includes  Negroes  as  well 
as  whites." 

What  did  we  learn  at  the  UN?  Many 
things,  chief  among  those  were  per- 
haps the  following:  (1)  The  Vietnamese 
issue  is  not  before  the  UN  because  neith- 
er.the  United  States  nor  the  USSR  wants 
it  there.  (The  Dominican  Republic  was 
before  the  Security  Council  in  a  matter 
of  hours.  Russia  wanted  it  there.)  (2) 
There  is  much  pressure  to  get  China  seal- 
ed in  the  UN.  (3)  Russia  is  not  interested 
in  real  disarmament.  (4)  The  Russians 
have  no  serious  thought  of  pulling  out  of 
the  UN — it  is  chiefly  concerned  with  hav- 
ing the  UN  as  a  world  forum  for  propa- 
ganda. (5)  The  Vietnamese  conflict  is  a 
real  powder  keg.  (6)  Most  of  the  sig- 
nificant issues  of  the  UN  and  world 
politics  are  settled  behind  closed  doors, 
not  in  the  UN  Assembly  nor  in  the  Se- 
curity Council. 


through  channels  of  the  Church  Courts. 
She  noted  that  the  step  takes  women  out 
of  the  realm  of  "second  class  members 
of  the  church."  She  expressed  the  belief 
that  not  all  women  ought  to  be  con- 
sidered for  ordination. 

Education 

Dr.  Henderlite  has  had  a  long  career 
of  teaching,  writing,  and  serving  the 
church.  She  has  taught  at  Belmont  High 
School,  Montreal  College,  Charlotte 
Technical  High  School  and  Harding 
High  School.  She  was  Director  of  Edu- 
cational Research  for  the  Board  of  Chris- 
lion  Education  before  becoming  the  Di- 
rector of  Curriculum  Development  in 
1959,  a  position  which  she  has  held  until 
the  present. 

She  received  her  Masters  Degree  at 
Biblical  Seminary  and  New  York  Univer- 
sity and  her  Doctorate  at  Yale  University. 
In  1956  Queens  College  bestowed  upon 
her  the  honorary  degree  of  L.H.D. 

She  has  been  active  in  opposition  to 
racial  discrimination,  and  together  with 
Mrs.  Charles  Crane,  a  former  mission- 
ary, became  the  first  white  member  of 
the  All  Souls  Church,  Richmond.  She 
was  a  member  of  the  Presbytery's  Negro 
Work  Committee  which  helped  to  organ- 
ize the  church.  She  has  also  participated 
in  several  demonstrations  for  civil  rights. 

Before  beginning  her  duties  at  Austin 
Seminary,  Dr.  Henderlite  plans  a  trip 
around  the  world  by  freighter. 


Appointed 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  at  its  re- 
cent quarterly  meeting  in  Nashville  ap- 
pointed 32  missionaries — 11  to  the  Congo; 
six  to  Brazil;  six  to  Korea;  4  to  Mexico; 
3  to  Japan;  2  to  Taiwan;  and  reappointed 
5  missionaries  who  have  completed  short 
terms  of  service  to  another  short  term. 


Expansion  Planned 

The  congregation  of  the  First  Church, 
Albemarle,  has  approved  preliminary  plans 
for  expansion  of  its  church  plant.  Expan- 
sion would  be  in  two  phases — first,  the 
construction  of  an  educational  building, 
and  second,  the  remodeling  and  enlarge- 
ment of  the  present  sanctuary.  The  con- 
gregation voted  to  proceed  with  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  educational  building. 


CHURCH  DEDICATION 

New  Hope  Presbyterian  Church,  Willow 
Springs,  N.  C,  the  Rev.  Arthur  G.  Courte- 
nay,  Pastor,  observed  Homecoming  on  May 
30.  The  beautiful  new  church  is  one  of  the 
most  attractive  and  useful  rural  churches 
in  the  Synod.  It  was  completed  recently 
at  a  cost  of  approximately  $93,000.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  Sanctuary,  there  are  a  chapel 
and  classrooms  for  the  various  age  groups 
of  the  Sunday  School.  In  the  basement  is 
a  kitchen  and  a  small  fellowship  hall.  The 
building  is  so  designed  as  to  provide  for 
the  addition  of  a  fellowship  hall  and  more 
classrooms  in  the  future. 

The  Preacher  for  the  Homecoming  was 
the  Rev.  Jesse  Parks,  minister  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Church,  Wilmington  Presbytery,  and 
former  Pastor  of  New  Hope  Church. 

Mr.  Courtenay,  in  welcoming  guests, 
stated  that  the  Church  had  been  built  to 
prove  that  consolidation  is  practicable  in 
rural  areas.  The  New  Hope  Church  repre- 
sents a  merger  of  the  Willow  Springs  and 
Fellowship  Churches.  According  to  Mr. 
Courtenay,  failure  to  consolidate  means 
that  many  churches  are  presenting  in- 
adequate programs,  are  wasteful  in  their 
programs,  and  unproductive.  The  New 
Hope  Church,  in  a  period  of  two  and  one- 
half  years,  has  merged,  moved,  and  re- 
built, with  a  modern  functional  type  of 
building  and  a  larger  congregation,  mak- 
ing it  possible  to  meet  all  of  the  needs 
of  the  people,  educationally,  socially,  and 
spiritually. 

The  present  church  has  a  complete  Sun- 
day School,  three  circles  for  the  Women  of 
the  Church,  a  Men's  group,  a  Young 
People's  organization,  and  three  choirs, 
under  the  direction  of  a  capable  musician. 

According  to  Mr.  Courtenay,  the  Rural 
Church  can  "thus  match  the  city  church."

OLD  PROVIDENCE  CHURCH 
By  Mrs.  John  M.  Matthews 

On  Sunday,  May  2nd,  Providence  Pres- 
byterian Church,  near  Matthews,  North 
Carolina,  observed  Homecoming  Day, 
the  198th  anniversary.  The  church  is 
located  on  Highway  16,  twelve  miles 
southeast  of  Charlotte,  in  the  beautiful 
grove  of  oaks  so  much  admired  by  Rev. 
W.  H.  Foote  when  he  described  the  set- 
ting in  his  Sketches.  It  is  one  of  the 
seven  original  Colonial  churches,  and 
the  fourth  oldest  church  in  what  is  the 
present  Mecklenburg  County.  The  usual 
date  ascribed  to  the  founding  of  the 
church,  1767,  is  based  on  the  records  in- 
dicating that  the  Rev.  William  Richard- 
son, (also  pastor  of  the  Waxhaws  church) 
was  the  first  pastor.  However,  Foote 
dates  Providence  from  1765,  and  states 
that  it  was  organized  about  the  same  time 
as  Sugaw  Creek,  Steele  Creek,  and  Rocky 
River.  There  is  at  least  one  tombstone  in 
the  cemetery  bearing  the  date  1764.  The 
church  is  looking  forward  to  the  Bi-cen- 


tennial  anniversary  which  will  be  in  May 
1967.  Plans  are  being  formulated  for  the 
publication  of  a  history  of  the  church 
by  this  time. 

Architecture 

Providence  is  considered  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  churches  in  the  south.  It 
was  designed  from  the  style  of  architec- 
ture found  in  the  Virginia  churches  of 
the  same  era,  but  differs  in  the  type  of 
material  used.  Instead  of  the  brick  used 
both  in  Virigina  and  also  in  the  sister 
Colonial  churches  of  this  section,  wood 
is  used  throughout. 

The  sanctuary  is  a  beautiful  old  white 
frame  building,  flanked  on  each  side  by 
additions  of  recent  years,  the  Fellowship 
Building  and  the  Educational  Building. 
It  was  built  in  the  pastorate  of  Jethro 
Rumple,  being  begun  in  the  fall  of  1858 
and  completed  the  following  spring.  The 
balcony  which  was  built  especially  for  the 
colored  members  is  unusually  interesting 
to  visitors.  The  seating  arrangement  in 
the  balcony  is  presently  being  remodeled. 


REYNOLDS  LECTURER 

Dr.  Will  Herberg,  Graduate  Professor  of 
Philosophy  and  Culture  at  Drew  Univer- 
sity, was  the  third  Reynolds  Distinguished 
Lecturer  for  the  academic  year  at  David- 
son College.

CHANGE  OF  PASTORATES 


PRESSLY  HONORED  BY  PEACE 


The  Cumberland  County  Historical 
Society  unveiled  a  State  Highway  His- 
torical Marker  to  Flora  Macdonald  on 
May  8.  The  new  marker  was  placed  near 
the  spot  where  Flora  Macdonald,  the 
Scottish  heroine,  told  her  husband,  Allan 
Macdonald  of  Kingsburgh  goodbye  as 
the  Highland  troops  moved  out  of  Cross 
Creek  (Fayetteville)  toward  Wilmington 
on  February  18,  1776.  A  few  days  later 
at  Widow  Moore's  Creek  Bridge,  in  an 
engagement  that  lasted  less  than  ten  min- 
utes, the  Highlanders  were  soundly  de- 
feated by  the  Patriot  Army  under  Col- 
onel James  Moore,  commander  of  the 
Cape  Fear  country. 

The  address  on  the  occasion  of  un- 
veiling the  marker  was  delivered  by  the 
Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley,  D.D.,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

Major  Macdonald 

Dr.  Dudley's  address  not  only  paid 
tribute  to  Flora  Macdonald  but  also  to 
the  late  Reginald  Henry  Macdonald  of 
Kingsburgh,  a  great,  great-grandson  of 
Flora  MacDonald,  who  died  at  his  home 
in  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania  in  the  spring 
of  1963  in  this,  his  adopted  country. 
Major  Macdonald  made  possible  by  a 
gift  the  occasion  of  unveiling  the  monu- 
ment, and  before  his  death  advised  Jack 
Crane,  President  of  the  Cumberland 
County  Historical  Society,  that  the  mark- 
er unveiled  completed  his  vow  to  mark 
every  spot  of  historical  interest  where 
Flora  Macdonald  was  present. 

Monuments 

In  1954  Major  Macdonald  restored  the 
Mausoleum  of  the  Kingsburgh  family 
and  the  burial  place  of  Flora  Macdonald 
at  Kilmuir,  Isle  of  Skye,  Scotland.  Mr. 
Macdonald  who  was  a  visitor  to  North 
Carolina  on  the  occasion  of  establishing 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  at 
Laurinburg  in  1956,  declared  at  that 
time  that  there  was  "a  statute  in  her  hon- 
or on  Castle  Hill,  Inverness."  He  added: 
"There  is  a  beautiful  window  to  her 
memory  in  the  Episcopal  Church  at  Por- 
tree, although  she  was  a  Presbyterian; 
there  is  a  monument  at  her  grave  in  Kil- 
muir, Isle  of  Skye,  erected  by  subscrip- 
tions from  Scots  around  the  world;  at 
Milton,  South  Uist,  the  walls  of  the  house 
in  which  she  was  born  and  which  has 
been  considered  sufficiently  important 
to  be  protected  by  the  British  govern- 
ment under  the  ancient  Monuments  Act, 
have  been  partially  restored  as  a  memor- 
ial, and  a  handsome  cairn  with  bronze 
tablet  extolling  her  memory  erected, 
once  again  by  subscriptions  from  Scots 
from  every  single  country  in  the  world 
where  Scotsmen  and  their  descendants 
dwell,  including  the  U.  S.  A. — and  this 
as  late  as  1953,  207  years  after  the 
event."

union.  This  proposal  has  not  proved 
acceptable  to  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America.  The  U.P.U.S.A.  Assembly,  mean- 
while, has  adopted  a  letter  to  be  sent  to 
the  Southern  Assembly  which  affirms  that 
"Of  all  churches  to  which  we  feel  drawn 
by  the  imperative  of  Christian  unity  none 
has  so  great  an  attraction  for  us,  none 
shares  so  much  of  what  we  prize  as  our 
Christian  faith,  as  does  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States."  The  docu- 
ment looks  toward  renewed  conversation 
regarding  the  conditions  that  make  union 
imperative  now.  The  Synod  of  Virginia, 
meeting  in  June,  1964,  had  its  attention 
called  to  current  developments — the  pro- 
gress of  the  merger  discussions  with  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America,  the  un- 
willingness of  this  Church  to  expand  the 
conversations  to  include  the  U.P.U.S.A. 
Church,  and  the  letter  adopted  by  the 
later  Assembly.  The  Synod  with  these 
facts  before  it,  then  adopted  unanimous- 
ly recommendations  overturing  the  1965 
Assembly  (1)  to  name  a  committee  of  12 
to  meet  with  a  similar  committee  of  the 
U.P.U.S.A.  Church  to  explore  the  condi- 
tions that  are  before  our  churches  today 
with  a  view  to  our  reunion,  and  (2)  to 
affirm  its  earnest  hope  that  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  and  other  Presbyterian 
and  Reformed  Churches  which  may  desire 
to  do  so,  join  in  this  exploration. 

There  will  be,  no  doubt,  other  overtures 
on  the  subject,  as  there  have  been  for  the 
last  five  years  and  more.  What  the  im- 
mediate or  ultimate  outcome  will  be  no 
one  can  predict.  But  sentiment  for  union 
south  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon  Line  seems 
to  be  once  again  on  the  increase.

tion, effective  Octo- 
ber   1,    1965.  Mr. 
Johnson  will  become 
a   member   of  the 
Faculty  of  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian 
College,  Laurinburg 
in  the  fall.  His  wife, 
likewise,  will  teach 
at  St.  Andrews. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  born  in  Raleigh  in 
1921,  the  son  of  the  late  Charles  E. 
Johnson  and  Anna  Miles  White  John- 
son. His  wife  is  the  former  Elaine  Hois- 
ington  of  Paris,  France,  where  she  was 
a  member  of  the  American  Church.  They 
were  married  in  1947,  and  have  two 
children. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  a  graduate  of  Wood- 
bury Forest  School  in  Virginia  and  holds 
an  A.B.  degree  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  where  he  graduated  in 
three  years  (1943),  and  also  has  an  L.L.B. 
degree  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  Law  School  (1946).  He  has 
done  postgraduate  work  at  the  Sorbonne, 
Paris,  France;  Princeton  University, 
where  he  obtained  his  Master's  Degree

The  first  phase  will  include  goals  of 
$3,543,531  for  physical  facilities,  $900,- 
000  for  additional  instructional  endow- 
ment funds,  and  $1,550,000  for  new  en- 
dowment for  faculty.  Physical  facilities 
being  planned  include  an  instructional 
building,  audio-visual  center,-  expansion 
of  the  library,  housing  for  married  stu- 
dents and  faculty,  and  renovations  of 
existing  structures. 

The  three-phase  program  is  expected  to 
be  implemented  over  the  next  20  to  30 
years.  The  first  phase  is  planned  to  be 
completed  within  five  to  ten  years  and 
to  meet  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the 
Seminary.

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Burwell  Restoration 


Of  interest  to  all  Presbyterians  is  the 
Restoration  Project  of  the  historic  Hills- 
borough Commission  to  restore  the  Bur- 
well  School  in  Hillsborough.  The  principal 
figure  in  the  restoration  is  Mrs.  Alfred 
Garvin  Engstrom,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  a  relatively  newcomer  to 
Hillsborough.  Mrs.  Engstrom  has  aroused 
the  entire  community  to  the  potential 
of  the  town  which  is  so  rich  in  matters 
of  historical  interest. 

The  Burwell  School  was  originally  estab- 
lished by  Margaret  Anna  Burwell  (1810- 
1871)  in  1837.  Later  her  husband,  the  Rev. 
Robert  Burwell  (1802-1895)  joined  with 
her  in  operating  the  school  which  lasted 
until  1857. 

Dr.  Burwell  was  Pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Hillsboro  from  1836  to 
1857.  Later  he  was  principal  of  the  "Fe- 
male College"  (Queens  College),  Charlotte 
from  1857  to  1872,  and  still  later  of  Peace 
Institute,  Raleigh,  from  1872  to  1892. 
At  Hillsborough 

On  the  evening  of  May  28,  the  Historic 
Hillsborough  Commission  convened  in  the 
famous  old  Hillsborough  Inn  for  dinner 
and  a  program,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Engstrom,  who  traced  the  history  of 
the  School,  and  by  the  use  of  visual  aids, 
showed  interesting  persons  and  places, 
both  in  the  past  and  present  in  Hills- 
borough, but  especially  relating  to  the 
Burwell  School. 

Of  special  significance  is  the  fact  that 
the  home  of  the  Burwells,  which  was  also 
the  location  of  the  school,  is  being  pur- 
chased from  the  present  owners,  the 
Spurgeon  Sisters. 

The  Burwell  House  is  the  only  remain- 
ing schoolhouse  of  the  many  good  early 
19th  century  schools  which  were  operated 
in  or  near  Hillsborough. 

The  first  announcement  of  the  opening 
of  the  School  appeared  in  the  Wilmington 
Advertiser  of  June  30,  1887,  in  an  ad 
which  said,  "Mrs.  Burwell  purposes  to  open 
on  the  17th  of  July  a  FEMALE  SCHOOL, 
in  which  she  will  teach  the  usual  branch- 


DRIVE  LAUNCHED 

The  Chapel  Hill  Church  has  launched 
a  drive  to  raise  $135,000  for  beginning  a 
second  church  in  Chapel  Hill  and  for 
expansion  of  other  church  programs. 

Members  of  the  church  met  on  May  9 
to  organize  and  plan  for  solicitation  of 
funds.  General  Chairman  of  the  drive 
is  Orville  Campbell,  and  the  theme  is  "A 
Way  to  Express  Our  Gratitude." 

Mr.  Campbell  explained  that  the  theme 
"reflects  the  fact  that  we  have  received 
a  great  deal  of  support  from  others  in 
our  building  program  and  our  desire  to 
put  the  strength  of  our  congregation 
into  the  service  of  the  church-at-large." 

Orange  Presbytery  is  expected  to  join 
with  the  Chapel  Hill  Church  in  establish- 
ing another  church  in  the  town  within 
the  next  few  years.  A  portion  of  the 
funds  are  marked  for  the  new  church. 
Other  funds  will  be  used  to  renovate  the 
manse,  complete  a  youth  center  beneath 
the  church  sanctuary,  and  to  contribute 
to  Synod  and  Assembly  work.

The  Reverend  Robert  Burwell  and  his 
wife,  Anna,  were  a  young  Virginia  couple 
of  distinguished  Virginia  ancestry  and 
firm  Presbyterian  background  whose 
school  in  the  Manse  on  North  Churton 
Street  "for  two  decades  dispensed  knowl- 
edge and  virtue,  efficiency  and  good  man- 
ners." 

Motto 

Girls  from  8  to  18  years  of  age  came  by 
stagecoach  from  the  towns  and  planta- 
tions of  North  Carolina  and  neighboring 
states.  Their  four-year  course  of  study  in- 
cluded English  composition,  history,  geog- 
raphy, mathematics,  Latin,  French,  moral 
philosophy,  evidences  of  Christianity, 
drawing,  music,  and  a  varied  list  of 
weighty  subjects.  "Not  how  much,  but  how 
well  is  our  motto,"  says  a  Burwell  School 
Catalogue  of  1848-1851.  Marks  were  re- 
corded after  every  recitation  during  the 
two  sessions  per  year.  Sundays  were  de- 
voted to  a  study  of  the  Scriptures  and  the 
Shorter  Catechism. 

Mrs.  Burwell  became  famed  "as  the 
finest  woman  teacher  in  North  Carolina" 
and  legends  grew  and  multiplied  testify- 
ing to  her  efficiency  and  success  in  man- 
aging a  school  of  forty  girls,  a  large  family 
of  small  children,  a  fair  share  of  church 
work— and  even  baking  her  own  bread!" 

The  spacious  7-room  frame  house  stands 
today  virtually  as  the  Burwells  left  it  in 
1857.  Originally,  the  Manse  had  consisted 
of  only  the  south  portion  of  the  house 
with  various  halls  and  porches.  In  1848, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Burwell  contracted  with  Cap- 
tain John  Berry,  Hillsborough's  native 
architect,  to  enlarge  the  house  at  a  cost 
of  more  than  $2,500. 

The  most  famous  (and  the  smallest) 
room  in  the  house  is  "Mrs.  Burwell's  Pray- 
er Room"  at  the  top  of  the  stairs. 

The  Home  and  grounds,  in  excellent 
state  of  repair,  will  be  restored  as  nearly 
as  possible  to  its  form  when  it  was  oc- 
cupied by  the  Burwells  and  operated  as  a 
School. 


Building  Dedicated 

A  $25,000  faculty  residence  was  dedi- 
cated at  Glade  Valley  School,  Sparta, 
May  12.  The  three-apartment  building 
was  given  by  D.  C.  Rector  and  F.  L, 
Hatcher  of  Mount  Airy  in  memory  of  the 
late  J.  H.  Crossingham. 

Glade  Valley  School  is  supported  by 
Winston-Salem  and  Orange  Presbyteries 
and  has  an  enrollment  of  about  100  pu- 
pils. The  school  owns  and  operates  a 
600-acre  farm  and  students  earn  part 
of  their  fees  by  working  on  the  farm 
or  in  other  departments  of  the  school. 
A  new  boys'  dormitory  is  expected  to 
be  completed  soon  to  increase  the  en- 
rollment capacity  to  160  for  the  next 
school  term  and  plans  are  underway 
for  expansion  to  300  students  by  1970.

Presbyterian  Development  Fund 

The  Presbyterian  Development  Fund 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
has  yielded  to  date,  $3,700,000  which 
has  been  distributed  to  eight  boards  and 
agencies.  It  is  expected  that  something 
in  excess  of  $12,000,000  will  be  realiz- 
ed from  the  campaign  which  was  over- 
subscribed to  the  amount  of  $15,000,000. 

Funds  thus  far  have  been  distributed 
as  follows:  Board  of  World  Missions, 
$1,542,530,  of  $5,002,500  final  alloca- 
tion. Stillman  College  at  Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama,  $172,420  of  $559,000.  Pres- 
byterian School  of  Christian  Education, 
Richmond,  Va.,  $149,850  of  $486,000. 
Board  of  Christian  Education  $462,000 
distributed  to  date  of  $1,500,000  allo- 
cated. TRAV,  $11,100  distributed  of 
$36,500.  Montreat,  $187,220  of  $607,- 
500.  Presbyterian  Center,  Atlanta,  $462,- 
500  of  $1,500,000.

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Moderators  Exchange — 

Celtic  Cross  Tradition 


The  Celtic  cross  which  is  presented 
by  each  moderator  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
to  his  successor  continues  a  tradition  in- 
augurated at  the  1949  Assembly  meet- 
ing in  Montreat. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Price,  Charlotte  business- 
man and  moderator  of  the  1949  Assemb- 
ly, received  the  first  cross  from  Dr. 
Harrison  Ray  Anderson,  then  pastor  of 
the  Fourth  Presbyterian  Church,  Chi- 
cago, and  later  moderator  of  the  Presby- 
terian, U.S.A.,  Assembly.  Dr.  Anderson 
was  serving  as  his  denomination's  frat- 
ernal delegate  that  year.  He  had  earlier 
presented  an  identical  cross  to  the  mod- 
erator of  the  Presbyterian  USA  Assemb- 
ly. Dr.  Anderson  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  cross  would  become  a  symbol  of  the 
moderator's  office  and  would  be  passed 
on  to  each  new  moderator  and  that 
"some  day  these  two  identical  crosses 
will  be  put  together." 

In  1953  a  third  cross  was  purchased 
for  presentation  to  the  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  North  America. 
When  the  United  Presbyterians  and  the 
Presbyterians  USA  merged  in  1958,  the 
two  crosses  were  welded.

Commencement  services  were  held  at 
Peace  College  May  29-30  with  several  ac- 
tivities taking  place. 

Dr.  Eloise  Cofer,  Assistant  Director  with 
the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Extension 
Service,  was  the  speaker  at  the  high  school 
graduation  exercises  on  May  29. 

The  Baccalaureate  Service  was  held  May 
30  at  the  First  Church,  Raleigh,  with 
Rev.  Tom  B.  Anderson,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Burlington,  delivering  the  bac- 
calaureate sermon. 

The  college  commencement  exercises 
were  held  on  Sunday  evening  May  30 
in  the  Grover  M.  Hermann  Student  Cen- 
ter. The  address  was  given  by  The  Honor- 
able Malcolm  B.  Seawell,  Executive  Secre- 
tary and  General  Counsel  of  Leaf  Tobacco 
Exporters'  Association  of  the  United 
States. 

Other  activities  of  the  commencement 
weekend  included  a  tea  for  seniors  at  the

RACIAL  PROGRESS  DISCUSSED 

Presbyterian  leaders  were  among  those 
participating  in  an  informal  discussion  on 
efforts  to  surmount  barriers  of  racial  dis- 
crimination at  a  session  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches'  Commission  on 
Evangelism  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  May. 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  Jr.,  of  Orlando, 
Florida,  who  will  become  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
in  August,  declared:  "Evangelism  in  real- 


Dr.  Anderson  explained  that  the  idea 
for  the  crosses  for  moderators  came  to 
him  while  he  visited  the  Island  of  lona  off 
the  coast  of  Scotland.  It  was  to  this  island 
that  Columba  fled  when  driven  from  his 
monastery  in  Northern  Island  because 
he  insisted  upon  reading  the  Scriptures 
and  it  was  from  this  island  that  he  and 
his  disciples  evangelized  Scotland  and 
created  a  Celtic  Church  in  North  Scot- 
land which  refused  to  recognize  the  Pope 
of  Rome  for  many  centuries.  The  island 
became  known  as  a  Holy  Island  and  over 
the  tombs  of  many  kings  and  queens  was 
lifted  the  Celtic  Cross,  a  cross  recogniz- 
ed by  the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed 
world  as  their  cross — the  arm  and  the 
circle.  He  bought  one  cross  on  the  island 
to  give  to  a  classmate  then  serving  as 
moderator  of  his  church,  since  the  only 
symbol  of  office  had  been  a  gavel.  After 
purchasing  one  cross,  he  decided  to  pur- 
chase another  for  the  moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  US  Church.  In  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  cross.  Dr.  Anderson  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  it  would  remind 
moderators  of  "His  church  typified  by 
the  circle  and  of  the  Lord  of  the  church 
who  died  for  our  salvation  .  .  ." 


HONORED 

Pastor  Marc  Boegner,  a  former  presi- 
dent of  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
and  honorary  president  of  the  French 
Protestant  Federation,  has  been  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Grand  Officer  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  one  of  the  highest  rec- 
ognitions conferred  by  the  French  state. 

At  83,  the  Protestant  leader  is  re- 
tired but  still  active  in  the  movement 
for  Christian  unity.  In  1962  he  became 
the  first  pastor  in  300  years  to  be  elect- 
ed a  member  of  the  French  Academy. 


ity  is  the  church  witnessing  for  Christ  in 
word  and  deed.  Our  words  are  meaning- 
less if  our  deeds  of  love  are  not  genuine. 
The  official  higher  courts  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  have  stood  firm 
on  the  principle  that  enforced  segrega- 
tion of  the  races  is  completely  out  of 
accord  with  the  New  Testament."  He 
continued  by  stating  that  "innumerable 
evidences  of  progress  throughout  the 
South  are  unpublicized  but  still  very 
genuine,"  and  noted  that  the  church 
was  no  longer  starting  new  Negro  church- 
es, but  churches  "for  all  people,"  and  that 
racial  presbyteries  are  being  absorbed 
into  geographical  presbyteries. 

Rev.  Al  Dimmock,  another  Presby- 
terian U.  S.  representative  at  the  meet- 
ing, said  that  what  was  needed  was  "joint 
efforts  of  integrated  groups  toward  solv- 
ing some  real  community  needs." 


MECKLENBURG  PRESBYTERY 

The  spring  meeting  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  was  held  at  the  Forest  Hill 
Church,  Charlotte,  April  20,  with  Rev.  Paul 
H.  Felker,  retiring  moderator,  conducting 
the  opening  worship  service.  Rev.  John  R. 
McAlpine,  III,  pastor  of  the  Steele  Creek 
Church,  Charlotte,  was  elected  the  new 
moderator. 

Randolph  Norton  presented  a  report 
from  the  Presbytery's  Council  and  Rev. 
John  Handley,  Stewardship  Chairman, 
spoke  on  the  new  stewardship  program. 
The  Presbytery  instructed  members  of  the 
Stewardship  Committee  to  visit  with 
church  officers. 

Reports  were  heard  from  other  Presby- 
tery committees,  and  two  new  ministers 
received  into  the  Presbytery. 


Buys  21  Acres — 

Orange  Presbytery 

Orange  Presbytery,  at  a  meeting  in 
High  Point  May  17,  voted  to  accept  an 
offer  of  the  Greater  Greensboro  Church 
Extension  Council  to  buy  a  21.5  acre 
site  south  of  Greensboro  to  build  a  new 
church.  The  land,  valued  at  $27,000  was 
offered  the  Presbytery  at  a  meeting  April 
29  when  the  Presbytery  recessed  its  meet- 
ing to  investigate. 

The  Presbytery,  in  accepting  the  site, 
commended  the  Council  on  its  generosity 
and  foresight.  In  April  the  Council  gave 
the  Presbytery  a  deed  to  three  acres  of 
property  valued  at  approximately 
$25,000. 

It  was  also  announced  at  the  meet- 
ing that  Rev.  Cecil  C.  Callis,  pastor  of 
the  First  Church,  Easley,  S.  C,  had  re- 
ceived a  call  to  develop  a  project  in  the 
Fieldcrest  subdivision  of  High  Point. 
Orange  Presbytery  owns  a  six-acre  tract 
there  valued  at  $38,000.  Rev.  C.  Lin- 
wood  Cheshire,  Executive  Secretary  of 
Orange  Presbytery,  noted  that  this  would 
be  a  new  venture  since  Mr.  Callis  would 
have  to  develop  a  new  church  where 
there  is  not  a  nucleus  committed  to 
church  organization. 

Rev.  Marion  Murray  of  the  Jones- 
boro  Church,  Sanford,  is  serving  as  the 
moderator  of  Orange  Presbytery,  and  is 
the  first  to  serve  a  full  year  in  recent  his- 
tory. Moderators  are  usually  elected  four 
times  yearly. 

CONFERENCE  SPEAKERS 

Rev.  James  F.  Hubbard,  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Cen- 
ter at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College, 
spoke  at  a  national  conference  on  guid- 
ance of  ministerial  candidates  in  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  May  10-13.  Some  150  represen- 
tatives of  major  Protestant  denominations 
attended  the  conference. 

Mr.  Hubbard  presented  the  results  of  a 
research  study  into  the  occupational  pat- 
terns of  the  Presbyterian  ministry.  His 
study  is  based  on  work  with  71  ministers 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Hubbard  joined  the  staff  of  Presby- 
terian Junior  College  in  1959  as  a  chap- 
lain, and,  after  the  merger  into  St.  An- 
drews, has  taught  at  the  college  and 
served  on  the  Guidance  Center  staff.

HONORED  BY  PAPER 

W.  F.  Frazier  of  Badin,  a  ruling  elder, 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  and  Men's 
Bible  teacher  at  the  Badin  Church,  was 
recently  featured  in  an  article  in  the 
Stanly  News  and  Press  of  Albemarle. 
The  story,  written  by  Mr.  Frazier's  pas- 
tor, Rev.  Roscoe  Brown  Fisher,  em- 
phasized the  many  activities  Mr.  Frazier 
(Fritz)  has  become  involved  in  since  his 
retirement. 

One  of  the  activities  involves  working 
with  prisoners  at  the  County  Jail.  Mr. 
Frazier,  called  "Rev"  by  the  inmates, 
shows  movies,  distributes  testaments, 
teaches  Sunday  School  lessons,  and  oc- 
casionally brings  treats  to  the  jail.  On 
occasion,  he  is  aided  by  Mr.  Fisher. 

Mr.  Frazier,  who  owns  and  operates 
a  well-worn  movie  projector,  also  shows 
movies  to  residents  at  Stanly  Rest  Home 
and  the  Albemarle  Baptist  Home.  Other 
organizations  are  often  accommodated. 
The  projector  was  a  gift  of  Mr.  Frazier's 
Sunday  School. 

A  great  deal  of  time  is  spent  by  Mr. 
Frazier  working  with  the  handicapped 
and  retarded  children  of  the  county. 
One  of  his  projects  was  to  collect  old 
Christmas  cards  which  he  used  for  dis- 
plays for  the  children  of  North  Albe- 
marle School  and  the  Stanly  Rest  Home. 

For  years  Mr.  Frazier  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  religious  services  at  the 
263rd  Air  National  Guard  Armory  near 
Badin.  Once  a  month  he  attends  reserve 
meetings  with  a  speaker  to  present  a 
Bible  lesson. 

Mr.  Fisher  pointed  out  in  the  article 
that  for  more  than  three  years,  Mr. 
Frazier  has  searched  through  books  and 
magazines  for  illustrated  sermonette  ma- 
terial which  he  prepares  and  types  for 
presentation  to  the  children  at  the  Sun- 
day morning  worship  service. 

Mr.  Frazier  retired  after  25  years  with 
Aluminum  Company  of  America.  His 
wife  died  three  years  ago. 

Mr.  Fisher  says  that  Mr.  Frazier 
"simply  asked  God  to  make  use  of  him. 
And  this  is  the  kind  of  request  God  al- 
ways honors."

Mrs.  Kennard  S.  Trow- 
bridge of  Plymouth  was  the  second  to 
enroll.  (Mrs.  Trowbridge  was  one  of 
three  women  to  attend  the  recent  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly.) 

Not  until  1965  were  women  ordained 
to  be  ruling  elders  or  deacons  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.;  however,  that 
was  changed  by  the  1964  General  As- 
sembly. 

Miss  Gordner  was  born  in  New  Bern 
where  she  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  until  she  moved  to 
Salisbury  17  years  ago. 

Miss  Gordner  was  elected  a  ruling 
elder  last  November  and  installed  on  Jan- 
uary 10,  the  first  woman  so  honored  by 
her  church. 

Always  active  in  church,  she  has  been 
a  teacher  in  the  Adult  Division  of  the 
Sunday  School  for  many  years. 

She  is  a  graduate  of  Woman's  College, 
Greensboro  (now  UNC-G),  and  for  44 
years  taught  English,  Latin,  and  Jour- 
nalism in  high  school.  In  1963  she  was 
given  the  "Distinguished  Teacher  Award" 
by  the  Civitan  Club  of  Salisbury. 

Though  now  retired  from  teaching,  she 
is  engaged  in  journalistic  work  with  the 
Salisbury  Post.

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stewardship  Program  Revamped 

152nd  Session  Of  Synod  Held  In  Richmond 


The  152nd  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  was  held  in  the  Ginter 
Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  May  25-26,  with  an  attendance 
of  621,  including  393  ministers  and  228 
ruling  elders.  In  addition  there  were 
five  guests  of  Synod  and  numerous  visit- 
ors. 

One  of  the  most  important  actions 
taken  by  Synod  was  the  adoption  of  the 
recommendation  by  the  Synod's  Council 
that  Synod  approve  of  the  new  Bene- 
volence Program  adopted  by  the  recent 
General  Assembly  whereby  the  formula 
for  establishing  the  1966  Benevolence 
Budget  is  based  upon  the  1964  income 
plus  4%. 

Basic  Budget 

The  recommendation  was  presented 
early  Wednesday  morning  as  a  special 
Order  of  the  Day  by  the  Reverend  E. 
Lee  Stoffel,  Chairman  of  the  Council. 
Halbert  M.  Jones,  ruling  elder  in  the 
Laurinburg  First  Church  and  Chairman 
of  Synod's  Stewardship  Committee  spoke 
to  the  recommendation,  which  in  addi- 
tion to  urging  a  basic  budget  of  opera- 
tion in  the  amount  of  $2,156,260 
($1,276,615  for  the  General  Assembly 
and  $879,645  for  Synod),  proposed  "an 
Advance  Program"  of  $75,950  for  the 
General  Assembly  and  $52,339  for  Sy- 
nod's Causes. 

It  was  emphasized  that  the  success 
of  the  new  plan,  which  actually  is  an 
exact  operating  budget  for  1966  for  all  of 
the  agencies  and  institutions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  Synod,  is  dependent 
upon  churches  and  presbyteries  provid- 
ing at  least  the  exact  askings  for  1966. 
The  plan  is  put  forward  "in  good  faith 
compliance  with  long-time  Synod  and 
Presbytery  requests"  that  budget  askings 
be  based  upon  actual  needs.  Said  the 
recommendation,  "The  same  realistic  ap- 
proach has  been  applied  by  each  court  in 
apportioning  the  basic  operational  budget 
to  the  lower  courts  ....  On  the  basis  of 
past  receipts  from  them,  this  amount  is 
apportioned  to  the  presbyteries  to  be  ac- 


cepted and  paid  in  full." 

The  recommendation  adopted  stated 
"that  no  funds  will  be  considered  for  the 
Advance  Program  in  any  court  until  all 
agencies  within  that  court  have  received 
their  full  share  of  the  basic  budget." 

Synod  ordered  that  the  priority  of 
items  in  the  Advance  Program  of  Synod 
shall  be  as  follows:  Guidance  Program — 
$12,000;  Davidson  College  —  $5,000; 
Queens  College  —  $5,000;  TRAV  — 
$5,000;  Butner  Institutional  Ministry  — 
$8,000;  Grants-in-Aid  —  $17,337. 

Other  actions  relating  to  the  Steward- 
ship Program  called  for  Presbyteries  ac- 
cepting apportionments  and  establishing 
Advance  Programs  for  Assembly  and 
Synod  Causes,,  urging  churches  to  do 
likewise;  also  urging  every  church  to  fully 
publicize  the  new  Stewardship  Program; 
provision  to  be  made  for  local  treasurers 
to  transmit  funds  directly  to  central  tras- 
urers  of  presbyteries.  Synod  and  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  the  frowning  by  church 
courts  on  non-budgeted  giving  before 
meeting  causes  within  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.;  and  the  requests  that 
churches  of  presbyteries  remit  monthly 
to  Benevolence  treasurers. 

Advance  Program 

Other  recommendations  of  the  Council 
adopted  by  Synod  were  for  approval  of 
the  Synod's  Office  Budget  for  1966  in 
the  amount  of  $63,733;  approval  of  per 
capita  assessment  of  42.5  cents  for  1966 
for  support  of  Synods  Office  and  pro- 
gram of  work;  that  Synod  hold  its  next 
session  at  Montreat,  June  7-8,  1966;  that 
a  capital  gifts  campaign  for  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  be  approved  for 
1965;  and  that  a  Synod  seal,  prepared 
jointly  by  the  Stated  Clerk  and  Mr.  Brax- 
ton Flye,  President  of  Graphic  Press, 
Raleigh,  and  a  ruling  elder  in  the  White 
Memorial  Church,  be  approved.

Rev.  John  L.  Davis,  II  of  Greensboro 
and  Rev.  Donald  O.  Mclnnis  of  Charlotte 
were  the  Tower  Room  Scholars  In  resi- 
dence at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  during  the  month  of  May. 


Synod  Moderator-Nominee 

Rev.  Mack  Carmichael  McQueen,  pas- 
tor of  two  churches  in  Clinton,  was  elect- 
ed modera,'tor-nominee  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  at  its  annual  meeting 
in  Richmond,  May  25-27.  Mr.  McQueen 
will  be  elected  as  the  1966  moderator  at 
next  year's  Synod  meeting. 

Mr.  McQueen  is  pastor  of  the  Graves 
Memorial  and  Holly  Grove  Churches  in 
Clinton.  He  received  his  B.A,  degree 
from  Davidson  College  and  graduated 
from  Columbia  Theological  Seminary, 
Decatur,  Georgia. 


Proposed  Union  With  RCA — 
Reform  Church  Elects 
Moderator 

The  Reverend  Donner  Atwood,  pas- 
tor of  the  Pompton  Plains,  N.  J.  Re- 
form Church  of  America,  was  elected 
president  of  the  379,088  member  de- 
nomination at  a  recent  meeting,  suc- 
ceeding the  Reverend  Gordan  L.  Van 
Oostenburg,  minister  of  the  Trinity  Re- 
form Church,  Holland,  Michigan. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  RCA  voted 
in  favor  of  a  resolution  supporting  the 
United  States  in  its  policy  in  Viet  Nam. 
Other  actions  included  a  resolution  urg- 
ing local  churches  to  work  through 
their  housing  committees  to  achieve  de- 
segregation of  housing  in  their  com- 
munities, and  urged  that  cooperative 
committees  on  race  be  appointed;  fur- 
ther that  in  the  matter  of  employment 
race,  color,  and  national  origin  be  de- 
emphasized. 

The  Synod  voted  to  uphold  the  de- 
cision of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  in  its 
ban  on  religious  exercises  in  public 
schools.  The  church  showed  an  increase 
in  membership  in  1964  but  declined  in 
professions  of  faith  and  Sunday  School 
members. 

Giving  in  the  RCA  rose  by  $162,362 
to  $4,817,906  to  Benevolences  and  to 
$21,643,469  for  local  congregation  ex- 
penses, an  increase  of  $1,851,825.

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MODERATOR  VISITS  TAIWAN 

Dr.  S.  J.  Patterson,  the  new  moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  represented  the 
denomination  at  Protestant  centennial 
ceremonies  in  Taiwan,  June  16-22.  Some 
20,000  persons  from  around  the  world 
gathered  to  observe  the  centennial  of 
the  arrival  of  the  first  Protestant  mission- 
ary in  that  country.  Dr.  David  W.  A. 
Taylor,  Educational  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions,  joined  Dr. 
Patterson  in  representing  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.  A  part  of  the  cere- 
monies was  a  thanksgiving  service  held 
June  17  by  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Formosa  to  note  the  success  of  its  double- 
the-church  movement.  The  movement 
was  begun  ten  years  ago  by  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Taiwan  in  preparation 
for  the  1965  centennial.  In  1954  there 
were  413  churches  with  86,064  ad- 
herents; at  the  end  of  1963,  member- 
ship had  grown  to  176,205  in  841 
churches.

Five  new  members  have  been  named  to 
the  Queens  College  faculty.  They  include 
Dr.  Horace  Humm,  Professor  of  Biology; 
John  L.  Hondros,  Assistant  Professor  of 
History;  Emory  H.  Mason,  Jr.,  Associate 
Professor  of  Education;  Dr.  A.  T.  Trim- 
ble, Jr.,  Professor  of  Chemistry;  and 
Wallace  G.  Webb,  Associate  Professor  and 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Economics. 

Dr.  Edwin  R.  Walker,  Queens  presi- 
dent, has  also  announced  that  Ray  S. 
Barker,  Jr.,  has  been  appointed  Director 
of  the  Queens  College  Library. 


MEN'S  CONFERENCE  HELD 

More  than  500  men  from  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  attended  the  1965  Synod's 
Men's  Conference  at  Montreat  June  18-20. 
Dr.  James  McDowell  Richards,  President 
of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  Deca- 
tur, Georgia,  was  the  principal  speaker 
for  the  annual  gathering  of  Presbyterian 
laymen. 

At  a  business  session  Whit  East  of 
Winston-Salem  was  elected  president  of 
the  Men  of  the  Synod,  succeeding  George 
Brinkley  of  Raleigh.  Other  new  officers 
include  W.  D.  Ratchford  of  Concord,  Moir 
M.  Myers  of  Greensboro,  and  William  O. 
Cameron  of  Dunn,  Vice-Presidents;  and 
Gene  A.  Cathey  and  Irwin  Belk  of  Char- 
lotte, 1966  Conference  Chairmen.  Marvin 
Raymer  of  Statesville  served  as  1965  Con- 
ference Chairman. 

The  conference  theme  was  "Life  Under 
the  Word."  Other  speakers  for  the  event 
were  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  World  Mis- 
sions; Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation who  taught  the  Sunday  School 
lesson;  and  Hal  Baird  of  New  Orleans, 
Louisiana,  President  of  Assembly's  Men's 
Council,  who  spoke  on  Saturday. 

A  communion  service  was  observed  on 
Sunday  morning,  conducted  by  Rev.  M.  C. 
McQueen  of  Clinton  and  Rev.  Frank  Elliot 
of  Linconton.

Missionary  Institute  Underway 

The  Twenty-Second  Annual  Institute 
for  Outgoing  Missionaries  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  opened  in  June  in 
Montreat,  with  forty  men  and  women  par- 
ticipating. 

The  Institute  will  last  through  August 
4  and  includes  classes  in  The  Missionary 
and  His  Work,  the  Missionary  and  His 
World,  The  Missionary,  His  Faith  and 
Other  Cultures,  and  the  Missionary  Lang- 
uage. 

The  forty  candidates  come  from  eleven 
states.  They  will  receive  their  commissions 
as  a  climax  of  the  annual  World  Missions 
Conference.  They  will  enter  varied  fields 
including  the  preaching  ministry,  educa- 
tion, dentistry,  hospital  administration, 
serving  as  house-parents  to  children  of 
missionaries,  student  work,  and  flying  air- 
planes. 

Dr.  Graham  Honored 

Dr.  Frank  P.  Graham,  a  ruling  elder  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and  form- 
er president  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  has  received  the  second  Walter 
W.  Van  Kirk  Award  for  Christian  States- 
manship. 

Dr.  Graham  is  United  Nations  Secre- 
tariat Representative  for  India  and  Pakis- 
tan and  a  former  senator  from  North 
Carolina. 

The  award  was  presented  by  the  Nation- 
al Council  of  Churches  during  a  dinner  of 
the  NCC's  General  Board.  In  the  citation, 
Dr.  Graham  was  praised  for  his  "unique" 
distinction  as  a  college  president,  U.  S. 
public  servant  and  international  civil  ser- 
vant. "There  are  not  many  who  have 
rendered  outstanding  performance  in  all 
three  of  these  fields,"  the  citation  read. 
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Christian  Action  In  Presbyteries 
Includes  Race  and  Alcohol 

Reports  from  several  of  the  Presby- 
teries in  the  Synod  indicate  that  Com- 
mittees on  Christian  Action  have  been 
active  in  working  in  such  areas  as  race 
relations,  alcoholism,  and  other  matters. 

In  Orange  Presbytery  the  Christian 
Relations  Committee  was  responsible  for 
bringing  Dr.  James  McBride  Dabbs,  an 
authority  on  the  Southern  situation,  to 
make  an  address  to  the  presbytery.  Dr. 
Dabbs  urged  that  Presbyterians,  as  people 
favored  by  God,  accept  the  correspond- 
ing responsibilities.  At  the  spring  Pres- 
bytery meeting  the  Committee  Chairman 
Rev.  John  A.  Womeldorf  reported  on  re- 
cent Supreme  Court  decisions  and  a  pro- 
posal that  the  Presbytery  support  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  regarding 
Bible  reading  in  the  public  schools  was 
discussed  at  length. 

Sabbath  and  Sex 

In  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  the  Chris- 
tian Relations  Committee  prepares  a  pas- 
toral letter  at  each  presbytery  meeting 
and  mails  it  to  all  churches.  Thus  far  the 
letters  have  dealt  with  Sabbath  observ- 
ance, pornographic  literature,  alcohol, 
and  teenage  sex.  Other  topics  brought 
before  the  Committee  have  been  the  in- 
tegration of  Camp  Stewart,  a  policy 
which  was  approved  by  the  Presbytery, 
and  the  matter  of  serving  liquor  by  the 
drink  in  Charlotte.  The  Christian  Rela- 
tions recommended  that  the  Presbytery 
oppose  the  suggestion  and  that  a  commit- 
tee be  named  in  each  county  to  seek 
audiences  with  their  respective  legislators 
and  ask  their  support  of  this  recommend- 
ation. Rev.  Robert  S.  Woodson  is  chair- 
man of  the  Committee. 

Christian  Action 

The  Concord  Presbytery  Committee 
reports  that  special  emphasis  is  being 
given  to  the  promotion  of  the  Christian 
Action  Conference  at  Montreat  and  min- 
isters and  laymen  are  being  urged  to  at- 
tend. Attempts  are  being  made  also  to 
give  more  attention  to  Christian  Action

Dr.  Mary  L.  Boney,  Professor  of  Bible 
at  Agnes  Scott  College  in  Decatur, 
Georgia,  has  been  elected  chairman  of  the 
Presbyterian  Survey,  the  official  magazine 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

Dr.  Boney  is  the  first  woman  ever  elect- 
ed to  head  the  magazine's  board  of  di- 
rectors. 

Other  officers  elected  included  Mrs. 
James  Overholser  of  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  as 
secretary.  Among  those  elected  to  other 
positions  was  G.  D.  Davidson,  a  Charlotte 
businessman,  who  was  re-elected  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee. 


UPUSA  Statistics  Given 

Membership  in  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  (Northern) 
increased  by  nearly  11,000  last  year, 
bringing  the  total  membership  to  3,302,- 
839,  according  to  a  report  at  the  denomi- 
nation's 177th  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  Stated 
Clerk,  also  announced  that  contributions 
were  up  more  than  $7  million,  for  total 
giving  of  $304,833,435. 

In  other  statistics,  the  adult  baptism 
figure  was  called  the  most  encourag- 
ing. There  was  an  increase  of  158  for  a 
total  of  24,202.  The  "continued  decline 
of  church  school  membership"  was  cal- 
led by  Dr.  Blake,  most  discouraging. 
There  was  a  decrease  of  54,635  in  the 
enrollment  last  year. 

Churches  numbered  9,100;  ministers, 
12,618;  candidates,  1,870;  and  infant 
baptisms,  4,017.

Book  Review 

IN  COMPANY:  Devotional  Poems  by 
Laura  Howell  Schorr,  Exposition  Press, 
New  York,  70  pp.  $3.00. 

The  devotional  poems  of  In  Company 
are  dramatic  monologues  presenting  the 
viewpoints  of  various  persons  who  loved 
Christ.  Arranged  chronogically,  they  are 
divided  into  three  parts.  Part  I  is  called 
"Then"  and  depicts  some  who  knew 
Jesus  when  he  lived  in  the  flesh;  Part  II, 
"Since  Then,"  is  concerned  with  those 
who  knew  Him  since  that  time;  and  Part 
III,  "Now,"  presents  modern  Christian 
views.  Each  section  is  introduced  by  a 
short  prologue  and  each  poem  has  a 
prose  introduction  and  a  short  prayer 
following  it. 

The  author  of  In  Company,  Mrs.  Wal- 
lace Schorr,  is  a  member  of  the  Pearsall 
Memorial  Church,  Wilmington,  and  the 
daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Andrew  Howell, 
once  pastor  of  Pearsall  Memorial.  This  is 
her  second  book  of  verse  and  she  also  is 
author  of  a  book  composed  of  the  music 
columns  which  she  wrote  for  the  Char- 
lotte Sunday  Observer  for  some  eighteen 
years. 

Dr.  B.  Prank  Hall,  pastor  of  the  Pear- 
sall Memorial  Church,  wrote  the  fore- 
word for  In  Company.  Dr.  Hall  calls  the 
book  "good  verse,  good  characterization, 
good  history,  and  good  theology,"  and 
observes  that  the  level  of  writing  is  "not 
only  high,  but  consistent."  Richard  Wal- 
ser.  Professor  of  English  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  says  of  In  Company: 
"These  are  good  poems  indeed  .  .  .  There 
is  an  uncanny  feeling  the  reader  gets  of 
being  there  at  that  moment  .  .  .  Through- 
out this  book,  reverence  and  spirituality 
are  matched  by  poetic  skill." 


Minister  Of  The  Year 

The  Reverend  Robert  L.  Forbis,  Jr., 
D.D.,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  Moultrie,  Georgia,  has  been 
elected  Minister  of  the  Year  in  Geor- 
gia. 

Dr.  Forbis  received  the  Bill  Hyde 
Award  in  a  ceremony  at  Columbia  Theo- 
logical Seminary  during  the  annual 
Synod's  Men's  Conference.

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Remarkable  Woman 


Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  McRae,  who  found- 
ed a  mission  school  at  Banner  Elk,  North 
Carolina,  which  now  bears  her  name,  was 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  the  many 
women  who  have  helped  to  shape  the 
history  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Born  Elizabeth  Ann  Harllee  in  1825, 
Mrs.  McRae  was  first  married  to  Dr. 
Neill  McNair,  a  physician  and  member 
of  the  Centre  Church,  Maxton.  She 
moved  her  membership  from  her  native 
South  Carolina  to  the  Centre  Church,  to 
which  she  belonged  for  more  than  fifty 
years.  A  son  born  to  this  marriage  died 
in  the  Civil  War  about  a  year  after  the 
death  of  Dr.  McNair.  She  later  married 
Alex  McRae  of  Wilmington,  who  died  in 
1881. 

It  was  shortly  after  the  death  of  Mr. 
McRae,  that  she  began  her  mission — 
the  organization  of  ladies'  missionary  so- 
cieties in  the  churches  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery.  At  the  time,  there  were 
few  women's  organizations  and  there 
was,  in  fact,  much  hostility  on  the  part 
of  many  ministers  who  were  prejudiced 
against  women's  societies.  Mrs.  McRae, 
however,  persevered  with  enthusiasm, 
and,  travelling  primarily  by  buggy  for 
great  distances,  succeeding  in  helping  to 
organize  more  than  sixty  such  societies. 
With  the  help  of  her  pastor,  Dr.  H.  G. 
Hill,  she  received  the  consent  of  Fayette- 
ville Presbytery  to  organize  all  the  local 
women's  societies  into  the  "Ladies'  Mis- 
sionary Union"  of  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery. She  served  as  the  president  of  the 
Union,  which  was  one  of  the  first  or- 
ganized in  the  Assembly. 

Although  these  societies  were  primari- 
ly for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  interest 
in  foreign  missions,  Mrs.  McRae  did  not 
confine  her  work  to  this  area.  For

The  task  of  direct-  wood  Brown,  D.D.,  Chair- 

ing the  affairs  of  the  Home,  as  seen  by  man  | 


teaching  in  the  mountains  of  the  state  and 
establishing  Sabbath  Schools  where  none 
existed.  In  1898  she  taught  at  Banner 
Elk  in  a  small  schoolhouse.  The  school 
was  first  a  *  summer  dayschool  and  in 
1900  with  12  girls  enrolled  it  was  open- 
ened  as  the  Elizabeth  McRae  Institute. 
Mrs.  S.  P.  Lee  also  became  interested  in 
the  school  and  following  her  death,  the 
name  was  changed  to  Lees-McRae  In- 
stitute, and  later  to  Lees-McRae  College. 

Toward  the  end  of  Mrs.  McRae's  life, 
she  was  confined  to  her  home  on  ac- 
count of  illness.  These  years  were  spent 
with  her  step-daughter,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Payne, 
in  Wilmington.  Even  then,  Mrs.  McRae 
continued  to  labor  for  the  church  and 
did  efficient  work  in  the  slums  of  the 
city  of  Wilmington.  In  1907,  at  the  age 
of  82,  she  died.  She  is  buried  in  the 
cemetery  near  the  Centre  Church. 


CHURCHES  MERGE 

Two  congregations  of  different 
branches  of  the  Presbyterian  faith  have 
merged  to  form  one  church  in  Hender- 
son, Texas.  The  Central  Presbyterian 
Church,  affiliated  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  (North- 
ern) and  the  First  Church,  affiliated  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  (South- 
ern), have  merged  to  form  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church.  They  will  be  af- 
filiated with  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  will  worship  in  the  facilities 
of  the  former  Central  Church. 

Rev.  Michael  Parsons,  pastor  for  the 
combined  congregation,  explained  that 
the  city  was  unable  to  support  two  Pres- 
byterian Churches.  The  merger  was  ear- 
lier approved  by  the  presbyteries  of  both 
churches. 
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MIGRANT  MINISTRY  EXPANDED 


Above,  the  old  Bethesda  Presbyterian  Church  which  was  burned  in  1943,  and  replaced 
by  a  beautiful  modern  structure,  estimated  to  be  worth  §100,000.  The  Church  celebrated 
its  200th  anniversary  on  June  27  with  homecoming^.  Several  hundred  members  and 
former  members  and  friends  gathered  for  the  occasion.  Dr.  Roy  Whitley,  who  was 
pastor  of  the  church  from  1933  to  1945,  brought  the  morning  sermon  on  the  topic, 
"What  do  you  know  about  God"?  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  Synod, 
delivered  the  historical  address  at  an  afternoon  service  in  which  Mrs.  R.  B.  Chance 
read  a  history  of  the  Bethesda  Church. 

The  minister  of  the  Church  is  the  Rev.  William  E.  Lytch,  who  presented  to  the 
congregation  a  definitive  history  of  the  church,  written  by  him. 

The  church  has  been  served  by  23  different  ministers,  including  two  who  were  Stated 
Clerks  of  Synod,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Doll  who  served  the  church  on  two  occasions  (1850- 
1853;  1866-1878)  and  the  Rev.  D,  I.  Craig,  who  was  pastor  for  eight  years  (1878-1886). 


Old  Bethesda  Church  near  Reidsville, 
founded  by  persons  unknown  in  1765, 
was  originally  known  as  Hart's  Chapel, 
and  located  near  Quick,  N.  C.  It  was 
consolidated  with  Meroney's  Chapel  on 
the  Old  Stage  Coach  Road,  and  the  re- 
sult was  called  Cobb's  Chapel  in  honor 
of  the  donor  of  the  land  on  which  it  was 
located.  This  church,  now  called  Be- 
thesda, was  the  tenth  church  organized 
in  Orange  Presbytery,  but  due  to  many 
early  records  having  been  lost,  the  ear- 
liest record  now  in  existence  of  a  session 
meeting  at  Bethesda  begins  in  1819. 

Among  the  early  records  of  the  old 
church  now  in  existence  is  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Missionary  Association  of 
Bethesda  Church.  Members  made  a  year- 
ly pledge,  (mostly  ranging  from  254  to 
$1.00)  and  attended  the  annual  meeting 
at  which  time  the  pledge  was  due,  and 
the  executive  committee  reported  what 
had  been  done  during  the  preceding 
year.  In  18?5,  there  were  eighteen  sub- 
scribers to  the  Association  recorded. 

Of  interest  to  those  of  the  Methodist 
church  is  the  fact  that  Bishop  O.  P. 
Fitzgerald  of  that  church  preached  his 
first  sermon  at  Bethesda.  The  bishop 
said,  "Being  then  a  very  young  man  I 
went  to  Bethesda  to  attend  services. 
When  I  drove  up  in  the  yard  I  was  greet- 
ed by  Old  Uncle  Johnnie  Jones  who  told 


me  that  the  pastor  was  sick  and  could 
not  be  there  to  preach  that  day  and  that 
he  heard  I  was  an  exhorter  and  asked 
that  I  lead  the  meeting."  Thus  the  bishop 
preached  his  first  sermon,  in  a  Presby- 
terian church. 

Bethesda  is  honored  to  have  three  of 
her  pastors  buried  there  in  the  old 
cemetery.  Rev.  Henry  Doll,  1812-1878; 
Rev.  W.  B.  Meroney,  1706-1816;  and 
Rev.  John  Pickard,  who  died  in  1858. 
On  his  monument  are  found  the  words: 
"In  Memory  of  One  Who  Served  More 
Than  Forty  Years  in  This  and  Surround- 
ing Churches." 

The  first  white  man  from  Caswell 
County  to  die  for  his  country  during 
the  first  World  War  was  a  member  of 
Bethesda  Church,  Algernon  Sidney  Neal. 
The  local  American  Legion  Post  was 
named  in  his  honor. 

In  1943  while  the  men  of  the  church 
were  cleaning  the  church  grounds,  the  old 
building  was  completely  destroyed  by 
fire.  Since  that  time  a  fine  new  structure 
has  been  completed,  and  the  work  of 
the  church  is  being  carried  on  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Lytch.  Al- 
though Bethesda  has  only  about  150 
members,  she  is  proud  to  be  the  mother 
of  three  other  churches:  Wentworth, 
Leaksville,  and  the  First  Church  in 
Reidsville. 


Rev.  Charles  L.  Herron,  a  Methodist 
minister  of  Deland,  Florida,  has  been 
named  fulltime  Director  of  Migrant  Min- 
istry for  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches. 

Mr.  Herron's  appointment  was  made 
possible  by  a  recent  grant  of  $270,444 
from  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportun- 
ity for  an  expanded  program  for  mi- 
grants and  other  seasonal  farm  workers. 
The  project  will  be  carried  on  in  26 
counties  and  Mr.  Herron  will  have  a  staff 
of  53  persons  including  summer  workers. 
It  is  estimated  that  23,000  migrants  come 
into  the  state  during  the  season. 

The  NCCC  has  carried  out  its  migrant 
program  in  the  past  in  cooperation  with 
local  committees  in  Elizabeth  City,  More- 
head  City,  and  Hendersonville.  The  orig- 
inal spiritual  ministry  in  labor  camps 
has  been  augmented  by  programs  of 
health  services,  day  care  for  children, 
homemaker  services,  sanitation,  recrea- 
tion, and  clothing  distribution.  Total  ex- 
penditures last  year  amounted  to  $44,325 
with  only  $7,000  budgeted  by  the  Coun- 
cil. Under  the  new  program  work  in  the 
three  present  areas  will  be  expanded 
and  five  new  areas  entered.  None  of  the 
federal  grant  can  go  for  religious  pur- 
poses but  will  go  for  additional  services 
in  the  other  areas.  The  NCCC  has  em- 
phasized that  contributions  should  not  be 
decreased,  as  funds  are  still  needed  for 
new  chaplaincy  services  and  increased 
committee  expenses.

STREET  TO  REMAIN 

The  Board  of  World  Missions,  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  has  an- 
nounced that  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  Exec- 
utive Secretary  of  the  Board  since  1961, 
has  been  persuaded  to  continue  as  the 
Executive. 

Dr.  Street  resigned  the  position  in 
January,  with  the  intention  of  returning 
to  Austin  College  Seminary  as  Professor. 
Twice  since  his  resignation,  the  Board 
sought  his  reconsideration,  the  first  time 
without  success. 

Dr.  Street  formerly  taught  at  Austin 
Seminary  and  first  became  a  member 
of  the  Mission  Board  in  1954.  As  Execu- 
tive he  supervises  the  work  of  550  South- 
ern Presbyterian  missionaries  in  Asia, 
Africa,  Latin  America,  and  the  Middle 
East,  and  administers  an  annual  budget 
of  $5,000,000.

Prominent  Presbyterian  Found  Dead 

S.  Preston  Douglas,  prominent  Lum- 
berton  citizen  and  former  member  of 
Synod's  Council,  was  found  dead  on 
July  10  at  3  p.m.  after  suffering  a  heart 
attack  in  a  lakeside  cabin  that  he  owned 
in  Cumberland  County.

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Speedwell  Church 

Speedwell  Church  in  Rockingham 
County  (the  16th  oldest  church  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina)  was  organ- 
ized in  1759.  The  Church  was  served 
by  itinerating  ministers  from  its  incep- 
tion until  1793  when  the  Rev.  James 
McGready  became  its  first  minister. 

The  section  around  the  Speedwell 
Church  was  one  of  the  most  thickly 
settled  and  most  substantial  in  the  coun- 
ty, and  it  appeared  to  have  been  in  a 
prosperous  condition  until  long  after  the 
Revolutionary  War.  It  is  believed  that 
the  church  building  was  used  as  an  of- 
fice by  American  General  Nathaniel 
Greene  and  his  staff,  and  tradition  says 
that  the  army  of  Lord  Cornwallis  used 
the  church  as  a  camp  site  and  the  bodies 
of  British  soldiers  are  buried  on  a  near- 
by hill. 

Ministers  serving  the  Church  from 
1793  are  as  follows:  James  McGready, 
Samuel  McAdo,  Wm.  B.  Meroney,  John 
H.  Pickard,  Eli  W.  Caruthers,  James  D. 
Hall,  George  W.  Ferrill,  Samuel  V.  Wat- 
kins,  Daniel  Thomas  Towles,  John  W. 
Montgomery,  and  John  C.  Denny. 

During  the  years  of  1858  until  1866, 
the  Church  began  to  decline  and  no  regu- 
lar services  were  held  for  nearly  twenty 
years.  The  Civil  War  left  its  impact  on 
the  life  of  the  Church. 

During  1880-1881  and  again  during 
1886-1887,  the  Rev.  Archibald  Currie 
preached  a  number  of  times,  at  the  church 
"as  a  mere  labor  of  love".  Dr.  David  I. 
Craig,  of  the  Reidsville  Church,  preached 
occasionally,  and  due  to  the  interest  of 
Dr.  Craig,  the  Presbytery  in  1887  sent 
the  Rev.  Cornelius  Miller  to  preach,  thus 
on  Nov.  30,  1887  the  Church  was  re- 
organized. 

As  far  as  all  records  indicate  the  first 
two  deacons  were  elected  in  June,  1891 
and  ordained  July  12,  1891  "by  prayer 
and  the  laying  on  of  hands." 

The  congregation  proceeded  to  im- 
prove the  church  and  the  record  of 
September  11,  1898  is  as  follows:  A  fine 
congregation  is  present  and  we  find  the 
church  newly  covered,  a  new  carpet  on 
the  floor,  new  lamps,  etc." 

The  membership  of  the  Church  today 
is  51,  and  the  minister  is  the  Rev.  Charles 
W.  Coats.

Otts  Lecturer 

Dr.  Hugh  Anderson,  Professor  of  Bib- 
lical Criticism  and  Theology  at  Duke 
University  Divinity  School,  was  the  1965 
Otts  Lecturer  in  Religion  at  Davidson 
College,  April  28-29. 

Dr.  Anderson,  a  former  minister  of 
the  Trinity  Presbyterian  Church  in  Glas- 
gow, Scotland,  has  traveled  extensively 
in  Europe  and  the  Near  East.  He  served 
as  chaplain  with  the  British  army  in 
Egypt  and  Palestine  and  was  lecturer 
in  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  at  the 
University  of  Glasgow.  He  holds  the 
MA,  BD.,  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  Glas- 
gow University  and  has  studied  at  Ox- 
ford University. 

The  topic  for  the  Davidson  lectures 
was  "Christ — History  and  Gospel." 


Citation 

Recently  at  the  Protestant  Radio  and 
Television  Center,  Atlanta,  Mr.  Harlow 
M.  Russell  of  St.  Petersburg,  Florida, 
and  Boothbay  Harbor,  Maine,  was  cited 
by  the  PRTVC  as  a  true  "Lamplighter" 
in  the  world  of  modern  communications. 
The  recorded  and  printed  citation  refer- 
red to  Mr.  Russell's  leadership  and 
stewardship  in  "building  fires"  under 
numerous  programs  of  activity  at  the 
Center.  A  portrait  of  Mr.  Russell,  pre- 
pared without  his  knowledge,  was  un- 
veiled. 

Among  other  things,  Mr.  Russell  has 
enabled  the  PRTVC  to  establish  tape  re- 
corded libraries  in  105  seminaries 
throughout  America,  Canada,  and  eight 
other  countries.  In  addition,  he  made 
possible  a  unique  videotape  tjeaching 
program  for  theological  students.  An- 
other of  Mr.  Russell's  projects,  now  in 
its  fourth  year,  is  the  Churchman's  Rec- 
corded  Library,  which  was  created  for 
the  purpose  of  distributing  via  audiotapes 
the  messages  of  Protestantism's  outstand- 
ing religious  leaders.  Recorded  messages 
by  the  thousands  have  gone  out  to 
churchmen  all  over  the  world.

Ford  Grant  Announced 

Dr.  D.  Grier  Martin,  Davidson  College 
president,  has  announced  that  the  Ford 
Foundation  has  awarded  Davidson  a 
$2,200,000  challenge  grant. 

The  grant  is  given  on  condition  that  the 
college  secure  $5,500,000  from  other  sources 
before  June  30,  1968. 

Dr.  Martin  stated  in  his  announcement 
that  this  total  of  $7,700,000  would  bs  the 
first  step  in  a  10-year  program  to  add 
$25  million  to  the  financial  resources  of 
the  college.  He  noted  that  a  study  has  re- 
vealed that  a  minimum  of  $7,700,000  or 
possibly  more  would  be  necessary  by  1968 
to  continue  the  educational  program  of 
the  school  on  its  present  level.  The  grant 
will  provide  almost  one-fourth  of  this 
amount. 

The  Ford  grant  is  a  major  part  of 
Davidson's  Decade  of  Destiny  program,  a 
10-year  $25  million  program  to  make 
Davidson  the  equal  of  any  liberal  arts 
college  in  the  country.  Basically  the 
funds  to  be  rai.sed  are  for  educational 
needs  such  as  improved  faculty  salaries 
and  better  library  facilities,  rather  than 
buildings  or  plant  needs. 


News  At  Large 

The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  re- 
ported recently  that  serious  crime  in  1964 
increased  by  13  per  cent  over  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  that  the  largest  percent- 
age of  gain  was  recorded  in  the  Southern 
states.  As  has  been  the  trend  in  recent 
years,  the  greatest  increase  was  in  the 
suburbs,  where  the  rise  was  18  per  cent 
over  1963.  In  18  cities  with  a  population 
over  500,000,  the  crime  increase  was  13 
per  cent.  In  cities  between  100,000  and 
500,000,  the  increase  was  11  per  cent.  Rural 
areas  reflected  a  9  per  cent  increase.  In 
the  nation  as  a  whole,  there  was  also  an 
increase  in  arrests  of  persons  under  18 
of  13  per  cent.

Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  noted  ecumen- 
ical leader  and  president  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  from  1957-1960,  re- 
tired in  June  from  the  active  ministry. 
Dr.  Dahlberg,  who  has  been  serving  as 
minister  in  residence  at  Crozer  Theological 
Seminary,  Chester,  Pennsylvania,  was 
formerly  head  of  the  American  Baptist 
Convention  and  a  clergyman  for  53  years. 
He  recently  told  reporters  that  if  he  had 


to  start  life  over  again  he  would  still  be- 
come a  minister  because  the  world  "needs 
Christ  more  today  than  ever  before."

The  Church  of  Scotland  (Presbyterian) 
has  announced  plans  to  establish  new 
bases  for  relationships  with  churches  in 
Africa,  Asia,  and  the  West  Indies.  A 
statement  issued  earlier  this  year  said 
that  in  the  future  the  relationships  be- 
tween the  Churches  will  not  be  that  of 
"Church"  and  "mission,"  but  of  indepen- 
dent Churches.  The  statement  stressed 
that  the  "foreign  mission"  relationship  no 
longer  exists.  The  end  of  the  foreign  mis- 
sions concept  is  to  be  marked  in  Septem- 
ber at  a  consultation  at  St.  Andrews  Uni- 
versity, with  representatives  from  the 
Churches  in  Africa,  Asia,  and  the  West 
Indies  attending  along  with  representa- 
tives of  the  Scottish  Church. 

Thirty-two  presbyteries  of  the  49  that 
make  up  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Can- 
ada have  reported  their  views  on  the 
place  of  women  in  the  Church  and  nearly 
all  think  that  women  should  have  a  sig- 
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igical  Seminary,  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Education,  and  Glnter  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond,  Va.,  May  25-26 


nificant  role.  However,  a  report  to  the 
91st  General  Assembly  of  the  church 
showed  that  there  was  considerable  dis- 
agreement on  the  question  of  ordaining 
women  as  elders  or  ministers.  Twenty-one 
of  the  32  presbyteries  favored  ordaining 
women  as  ruling  elders  and  18  favored 
ordaining  them  as  ministers.  Rev.  E.  S. 
Mackay  of  Toronto,  convenor  of  the  com- 
mittee, stated  that  the  returns  "indicate 
a  definite  trend  towards  the  acceptance 
of  women  into  full  partnership  in  the  life 
and  work  of  the  church."

Rev.  George  Docherty,  pastor  of  the  his- 
toric New  York  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Washington,  D.  C,  recently 
warned  that  unless  Americans  recognize 
the  need  for  integration  they  will  be 
"damned."  Mr.  Docherty,  speaking  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Illinois  Synod  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  A.,  observed  that  "We  are  in  the 
midst  of  the  third  American  revolution," 
and  that  the  church  must  be  relevant  to 
it.  The  civil  rights  movement,  he  stated, 
has  "challenged  the  church"  as  nothing 
has  before. 


Twentieth  Year  Marked 

Dr.  John  A.  Redhead  recently  completed 
twenty  years  as  minister  of  the  First 
Church,  Greensboro.  The  congtegation 
presented  him  with  a  watch  to  commem- 
orate the  occasion. 

Dr.  Redhead,  who  preaches  on  the  "Pro- 
testant Hour"  radio  series,  is  one  of  the 
best-known  ministers  in  the  Assembly.  The 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  is  one  of  four 
denominations  taking  part  in  the  "Pro- 
testant Hour,"  which  is  carried  over  53 
stations  in  this  state. 

The  First  Church,  Greensboro,  has  a 
membership  of  3,200  and  contributes  near- 
ly $500,000  annually.  Dr.  Redhead  directs 
a  full-time  staff  of  23  persons.  Since  his 
pastorate  began,  4,250  persons  have  joined 
the  church.  The  First  Church  has  also 
helped  to  establish  several  of  the  ten 
new  Presbyterian  churches  in  Greensboro 
begun  during  the  past  twenty  years. 

Dr.  Redhead  received  his  education  at 
Southwestern  College,  Memphis;  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond;  and 
Davidson  College.  Among  his  previous 
pastorates  was  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  the  Covenant  in  Greensboro. 


Age  Requirement  Explained 

Synod's  Committee  on  the  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Program  has  called  attention 
to  the  matter  of  appropriate  age  levels 
for  counselees  going  to  the  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center  at  Laurinburg.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  that  only  students  on 
the  eleventh  grade  level  take  part  in  the 
Guidance  Center  part  of  the  guidance 
program. 

Although  the  guidance  program  is  pre- 
ferably begun  in  the  tenth  grade,  the 
committee  pointed  out  that  students  do 
not  usually  have  the  emotional  develop- 
ment or  the  educational  and  spiritual 
maturity  to  benefit  from  the  Guidance 
Center  visit  until  their  junior  year.  Voca- 
tional aids  are  asked  to  begin  pre-coun- 
seling  orientation  with  sophomores  using 
the  student's  workbook.  You  and  Your 
Lifework,  A  Christian  Choice  for  Youth, 
taking  up  to  a  year  or  more  for  the  pre- 
counseling  work.  In  this  way,  only 
juniors  would  be  prepared  to  visit  the 
Guidance  Center  and  would  receive  maxi- 
mum benefit  from  it  because  of  adequate 
preparation. 
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Thyatira  Renovated 

The  Thyatira  Church  near  Salisbury, 
one  of  the  oldest  churches  in  the  Synod, 
is  undergoing  renovation.  The  major 
change  is  in  the  interior,  where  the  old 
pews  are  being  replaced.  The  pews  will  be 
moved  to  the  balcony  to  replace  old  slave 
benches,  which  are  to  be  stored. 

Thyatira,  organized  in  1753,  was  origin- 
ally known  as  "The  Lower  Meeting 
House."  It  doubled  originally  as  both  a 
church  and  school  for  the  Scotch-Irish 
settlers.  Later  the  church  was  renamed 
"Cathey's  Meeting  House,"  probably  be- 
cause one  of  the  elders  was  named  Wil- 
liam Cathey.  It  is  not  certain  when  the 
church  became  known  as  Thyatira,  but  at 
the  centennial  it  was  called  by  that  name. 

Among  the  many  eminent  ministers  at 
Thyatira  was  Dr.  Samuel  E.  McCorkle,  a 
founder  of  normal  school  education  in 
America.  He  came  to  Thyatira  in  1777  and 
stayed  at  the  church  for  30  years.  He  set 
up  a  school  near  the  church  known  as 
Zion-Parnassus  and  his  students  were 
among  the  leaders  of  their  day.  Six  of  the 
seven  young  men  in  his  first  class  were 
graduates  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  Dr.  McCorkle  was  also  a  founder 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  was 
considered  a  prime  prospect  as  the  first 
President  of  the  University. 

The  Thyatira  Church  is  pure  Gothic  in 
design  and  is  the  fourth  house  of  worship 
to  be  used  by  the  congregation.  The  ex- 
terior of  the  church  is  not  being  affected 
by  the  renovation. 

Of  interest  to  historians  is  the  old 
cemetery  at  Thyatira  which  bears  many 
ancient  graves.  Tradition  says  that  two 
pirates  are  buried  there,  and  there  are 
several  graves  of  Revolutionary  soldiers. 
The  father  of  President  James  Knox  Polk 
is  buried  there.  President  Polk's  grand- 
mother was  a  resident  of  the  community. 

Until  recently.  Rev.  Carl  May  has  served 
as  pastor  of  the  Thyatira  Church.

Unique  School  Planned 

A  pre-school  program  for  retarded  chil- 
dren, one  of  only  several  in  the  state 
and  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Wake  County, 
will  open  at  the  Hudson  Memorial  Church, 
Raleigh,  in  September. 

The  school  is  the  result  of  years  of  plan- 
ning and  the  assistance  of  several  groups 
and  individuals.  Among  those  who  have 
worked  to  organize  the  school  are  Rev. 
Frank  Lemmon,  pastor  of  the  Hudson 
Memorial  Church,  and  Harvey  Fleming, 
Director  of  Christian  Education  at  the 
Church. 

Four  pupils  will  be  enrolled  initially, 
with  facilities  available  in  the  church  for 
expansion  to  30  pupils.  An  experienced 
teacher  of  special  education,  Mrs.  Hugh 
Evans,  will  be  the  teacher  for  the  school. 
"  Enrollment  will  be  limited  to  "educable 
retarded"  children  without  regard  to  race 
or  church  affiliation.  Mr.  Fleming  has 
stressed  that  the  school  will  offer  the 
children  a  chance  to  live  in  a  different 
environment  and  make  new  acquaintances. 
Since  the  county  school  system  offers 
special  education  classes  for  school-age 
children,  the  school  will  center  on  pre- 
paration of  retarded  children  for  their 
school  years.  He  also  called  attention  to 
the  great  need  for  such  schools  and  the 
hope  that  other  churches  might  found 
similar  schools  or  combine  efforts  in  a 
single  school  of  this  type. 


Merger  Talks  Planned 

A  joint  committee  is  to  be  named  by 
the  United  and  Southern  Presbyterian 
Synods  of  Kentucky  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  becoming  the  first  unified 
Presbyterian  Synod  in  the  United  States. 

The  action  proposing  the  committee 
was  the  result  of  a  speech  by  Dr.  James 
McCord,  president  of  Princeton  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  at  a  joint  session  of  the  two 
Synods.  The  Synods  had  discussed  pro- 
posals for  unity  for  several  years,  but 
last  year  a  study  committee  reported  that 
problems  appeared  too  difficult. 

The  Kentucky  Synods  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  an- 
nually hold  their  sessions  at  the  same 
time  and  meet  jointly  for  some  sessions. 
They  operate  joint  educational  programs 
and  institutions.

NIGHT  CALL 

Late  night  radio  listeners  can  find  a 
new  religious  program  on  the  air  from 
1:05  to  2  a.m.,  Monday  through  Fri- 
day. The  program,  entitled  "Night  Call", 
is  presented  over  three  50,000  watt  clear 
channel  stations  which  reach  into  most 
parts  of  the  country. 

The  radio  stations  are:  WBAL,  Balti- 
more, 1090  k.c;  WHO,  Des  Moines, 
10:40  k.c;  and  KSL,  Salt  Lake  City, 
1160  k.c. 

"Night  Call"  is  a  live  program  which 
features  a  national  personality  and  a  dif- 
ferent topic  each  evening.  Listeners  are 
invited  to  call  in  and  direct  questions  or 
comments  to  any  one  of  the  three  sta- 
tions (late  night  long  distance  rates  are 
no  more  than  one  dollar  for  three  min- 
utes). The  questions  and  answers  are  then 
heard  simultaneously  on  all  three  stations. 

This  fresh  new  approach  to  a  special- 
ized audience  is  being  pioneered  by  the 
Methodist  Church  in  cooperation  with 
the  Broadcasting  and  Film  Commission 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

A  sizable  radio  audience  of  insomniacs 
and  night  workers  exists  in  the  wee  small 
hours  of  the  morning  and  "Night  Call" 
is  directed  toward  this  group. 


World  Missions 

The  Bununs,  an  aboriginal  mountain 
tribe  of  Taiwan  numbering  some  20,000, 
have  a  new  book  about  Christianity  writ- 
ten in  their  own  language.  The  book,  From 
Sadness  to  Joy,  is  the  first  of  a  series 
presenting  in  simple  form  the  basic  con- 
cepts of  the  Bible.  It  has  been  published 
by  Presbyterians.  It  will  be  introduced 
first  to  Bunun  congregations  and  church 
leaders  and  then  to  others  in  the  moun- 
tain communities  as  a  means  of  evangel- 
ism. 

Many  Bununs  and  other  mountain  peo- 
ple became  Christians  during  World  War 
II  after  their  chief's  son  told  of  kindness 
shown  him  by  a  Christian  doctor  during 
an  imprisonment.  In  1946  missionaries 
were  allowed  to  return  and  found  that 
nearly  7,000  of  the  ten  mountain  tribes, 
including  the  Bununs,  were  Christians. 
The  Bununs  have  56  churches  and  12,294 
members.  Among  the  48  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
missionaries  in  Taiwan  are  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
H.  Blake  Bradley,  who  serve  in  the  Bunun 
area.

An  urgent  appeal  has  been  issued  to 
Protestant  church  members  for  cotton 
yard  goods,  sewing  needles,  and  thread 
for  the  use  of  Vietnamese  women  refugees. 
Church  World  Service  reports  countless 
inquiries  from  American  church  women  as 
to  help  for  the  Vietnamese,  and  because 
of  the  difference  in  custom  and  size  of 
the  Vietnamese,  the  agency  is  asking  for 
fabrics  rather  than  used  clothing.  Gift 
parcels  should  contain  3.5  yards  of  white 
cotton  cloth,  3.5  yards  of  black  cotton 
cloth,  4.5  yards  of  printed  cotton  cloth, 
and  sewing  needles  and  thread.  They 
should  be  mailed  marked  for  Vietnamese 
refugees. 

***** 

Approximately  185  American  students 
and  leaders  from  125  colleges  and  uni- 
versities are  in  Africa  this  summer  as 
participants  in  Operation  Crossroads 
Africa,  an  interdenominational  and  inter- 
racial work-camp,  study  and  aid  pro- 
gram for  that  continent.  Dr.  James  H. 
Robinson,  founder  and  director  of  the 
organization,  who  also  serves  as  consul- 
tant on  Africa  affairs  to  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  announced  recently  that 
students  are  working  in  19  different  coun- 
tries for  eight  weeks  on  projects  ranging 
from  building  schools,  libraries,  and  com- 
munity centers,  to  digging  wells  and  sew- 
age disposals. 

More  than  1500  students  have  been  sent 
to  Africa  since  the  program  began  in 
1958.

The  Board  of  World  Missions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  recently 
stressed  the  problem  of  fighting  world 
hunger  as  a  part  of  the  denomination's 
world-wide  mission.  The  Board  observed 
that  the  population  growth  in  Asia,  Africa, 
and  Latin  America  will  intensify  food 
shortages,  and  that  providing  food  for  the 
hungry  must  be  an  essential  part  of  the 
Church's  witness. 

The  Board  urged  Presbyterians  to  in- 
form themselves  about  such  issues  as  the 
population  explosion,  use  of  surplus  goods, 
and  reduced  acreage,  and  to  "use  their 
Christian  faith  as  a  critique  of  our  public 
policies."

September. 


church  has  not  failed  in  Africa.  Chief  S. 
O.  Adebo  pointed  out  that  many  of 
Africa's  indigenous  leaders  were  trained 
and  educated  in  Christian  mission  schools. 
He  himself  was  educated  by  Anglican  mis- 
sionaries. Great  credit,  he  said,  is  given 
missionaries  for  training  African  leaders 
in  education,  medicine,  and  social  service, 
as  well  as  church  leadership.  The  am- 
bassador also  stressed  the  importance  of 
setting  good  examples,  both  nationally  and 
internationally,  and  stated  that  "What 
happens  in  the  Congo  and  Mississippi  af- 
fects what  happens  in  Nigeria.  Any  dis- 
creditable action  anywhere  discredits  all 
Christians." 

Pilot  projects  for  what  could  develop 
into  the  most  extensive  effort  ever  made 
to  combat  northeast  Brazil's  illiteracy 
rate  (80  per  cent  in  some  areas)  have 
been  launched  by  Brazilian  and  American 
churches.  Two  projects  underway  in 
Aracaju  and  Morena  are  the  first  step  in 
a  vast  educational  program  initiated  by 
Brazilian  Presbyterian  and  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  missionaries  in  the  area.  Called 
"Basic  Christian  Action,"  the  program  has 
been  undertaken  with  the  cooperation  of 
state  education  officials  and  the  Evangel- 
ical Confederation  of  Churches  in  Brazil. 
The  Board  of  World  Missions  has  allocat- 
ed $15,000  for  the  program.  If  the  pilot 
program  is  successful,  full  scale  plans  for 
a  five-year  program  to  reach  one  million 
of  Northeast  Brazil's  nine  million  adult 
illiterates  will  be  set  up.  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  missionaries.  Rev.  P.  W.  DuBose, 
and  Mr.  Jule  C.  Spack,  are  helping  to 
direct  the  pilot  projects.

The  Inter-Seminary  Movement,  a  stu- 
dent organization  seeking  to  promote 
contact  between  the  seminaries  and  di- 
vinity schools  of  the  country,  is  divided 
into  regions.

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LINDSAY  FAMILY 

The  following  article  is  based  on  a  story 
by  Donald  F.  McDonald,  staff  member  of 
the  Weekly  Scotsman  of  Edinburgh,  Scot- 
land. 

Among  the  most  interesting  personalities 
in  the  history  of  Scotland  have  been  mem- 
bers of  the  Lindsay  family.  The  surname 
is  one  of  the  most  common  in  Scotland 
and  members  of  the  family  have  been 
among  the  most  influential  in  that  coun- 
try. 

The  history  of  the  family  has  been 
traced  to  the  twelfth  century.  Believed  to 
be  of  Norman  ancestry,  the  Lindsays  have 
been  among  the  largest  and  most  power- 
ful landowners  in  Scotland. 

Perhaps  the  most  well-known  Lindsay 
to  North  Carolina  Presbyterians  is  the 
Rev.  Colin  Lindsay,  who  emigrated  to 
North  Carolina  in  1790  and  served  pas- 
torates in  the  southeastern  part  of  the 
state.  Mr.  Lindsay,  a  Gaelic-speaking 
Highlander,  often  told  of  how  his  mother 
had  "died"  and  was  buried  before  his 
birth. 

Mrs.  Lindsay  had  been  ill,  lapsed  into 
a  coma,  and  was  pronounced  dead.  She 
was  buried  late  in  the  evening  and  that 
night  grave-robbers  opened  the  coffin. 
When  they  began  cutting  one  of  her  fing- 
ers to  remove  a  ring,  the  blood-letting 
brought  her  back  to  life,  and  she  rose  from 
her  coffin  while  the  robbers  fled  in  terror. 

Mr.  Lindsay's  first  pastorate  in  the  state 
was  at  Black  River  Chapel  near  Wilming- 
ton. His  stay  there  was  brief,  for  his  con- 
gregation accused  him  of  "drinking  spirits 
in  excess,  of  using  improper  language,  and 
of  indulging  in  passion."  A  further  charge 
was  that  he  purchased  a  yoke  of  oxen 
and  brought  them  home  on  the  Sabbath. 

His  case  was  brought  before  the  Synod 
in  1798  after  his  suspension  by  Orange 
Presbytery.  Finally,  after  several  postpone- 
ments of  his  case,  it  was  reported  in  1801 
that  "an  amicable  adjustment  had  taken 
place  between  Lindsay  and  Orange  Pres- 
bytery." Because  of  his  difficulties  at 
Black  River,  he  moved  to  rural  churches 
among  the  Highlanders  in  Robeson  and 
Moore  Counties.

studied  while  work- 
ing as  a  junior  engineer  at  the  Naval 
Gun  Factory.  While  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  he  served  as  student  pastor  of 
the  Waddell  Church,  Rapidan,  Virginia; 
West  Haven  Church,  Rocky  Mt.,  N.  C; 
and  as  interim  supply  at  Second  Church, 
Rocky  Mount.  Mr.  Goodall  graduated  from 
Union  Seminary,  Richmond  in  1962. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Miss  June 
McVey  of  Arlington,  Va. 

Mr.  Goodall  also  previously  served  as 
Assistant  Pastor  at  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Church  in  Alexandria,  Virginia  with  Dr. 
Everett  K.  Brown.

Battle  of  Bentonville  Produced 
Presbyterian  Hero 

The  heroic  actions  of  James  Dickson 
McLean  during  the  Battle  of  Bentonville 
were  recounted  in  a  recent  article  in  the 
Laurinburg  Exchange.  James  McLean 
and  his  younger  brother  Archibald  Mc- 
Lean, who  was  also  in  the  battle,  were 
residents  of  Laurinburg,  and  are  ances- 
tors of  many  well-known  Presbyterians 
from  that  area  of  the  state. 

The  Battle  of  Bentonville  took  place  in 
Johnston  County  in  1865  near  the  end  of 
the  Civil  War.  The  Battle  has  been  called 
the  largest  ever  fought  in  the  state.  Gen- 
eral Joseph  E.  Johnston,  commander  of 
the  Confederate  troops,  had  less  than 
15,000  troops,  while  Union  General 
William  T.  Sherman  had  60,000  troops 
under  his  command.  The  Confederate 
troops  hoped  to  divide  the  army  of  Gen- 
eral Sherman  and  slow  down  their  march 
toward  Goldsboro.  On  March  21,  the 


third  day  of  battle,  a  division  of  the 
Union  Army  broke  through  the  Con- 
federate lines  and  was  well  on  the 
way  to  depriving  the  Confederate  forces 
any  line  of  retreat.  Lt.  J.  D.  McLean  then 
led  troops  under  his  command  to  foil  the 
efforts  of  the  Union  forces.  He  received 
the  praise  of  his  superiors  for  his  efforts 
in  the  Battle  and  was  called  "a  gallant 
soldier  of  irreproachable  standing  among 
his  comrades,  ever  faithful  to  his  duties 
both  in  the  camp  and  on  his  field." 

James  and  Archibald  McLean  (father 
of  the  late  Gov.  A.  W.  McLean  and  A.  T. 
McLean,  and  grandfather  of  Senator 
Hector  McLean,  all  of  Lumberton)  lived 
in  Laurinburg.  They  were  the  sons  of 
Dr.  Angus  Dhu  McLean,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Floral  College  (later  Flora 
MacDonald  College)  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  attending  phy- 
sician of  that  college  until  his  death. 
Rev.  Hector  McLean,  well-known  Pres- 
byterian minister  of  the  Lumber  River 
Scots,  was  their  uncle.

Cairn  Erected 

A  cairn  now  marks  the  site  of  the  first 
building  of  the  200-year-old  Barbecue 
Church  in  Harnett  County.  The  cairn,  a 
Gaelic  memorial  of  stones,  was  erected 
Sunday,  May  30,  by  the  Barbecue  congre- 
gation. 

Cairn,  pronounced  similar  to  "caring" 
without  the  "g",  means  a  heap  or  pile  of 
stones  in  Gaelic.  The  Highland  Scots,  who 
erected  the  first  Barbecue  church  in  1763, 
were  often  too  poor  to  build  expensive 
memorials  and  thus  erected  cairns  to  mark 
spots  of  historical  importance  or  graves 
of  friends  and  loved-ones. 

Rev.  James  MacKenzie,  pastor  of  the 
Barbecue  Church,  says  that  as  far  as  he 
can  determine,  the  cairn  erected  at  Bar- 
becue is  the  only  one  in  this  part  of  the 
United  States  and  the  only  other  one  he 
has  heard  of  is  in  his  home  state  of  Mich- 
igan. 

Mr.  MacKenzie,  who  has  been  at 
Barbecue  less  than  a  year,  became  in- 
terested in  the  long  history  of  the  church. 
At  his  suggestion,  the  Youth  Fellowship 
at  Barbecue  cleared  the  spot  where  the 
first  Barbecue  church,  a  log  structure, 
once  stood.  Mr.  MacKenzie  says  that  he 
felt  it  was  fitting  that  a  cairn  of  remem- 
brance be  erected  "to  those  before  us  who 
sang,  prayed,  and  listened  to  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Word  here." 

On  May  30  each  person  who  came  to 
church  was  requested  to  bring  a  rock  for 
the  cairn.  The  result  was  a  cairn  over 
four  feet  high,  with  prospects  that  the 
size  will  increase,  since  members  of  other 
churches  in  the  area  have  been  invited 
to  add  stones  to  the  memorial. 

The  Barbecue  Church  was  organized  in 
1757  by  Rev.  James  Campbell,  a  Gaelic- 
speaking  minister  from  Pennsylvania. 
Ministers  who  followed  him  preached 
sermons  in  both  English  and  Gaelic  for 
many  years.  Among  early  worshippers  at 
the  church  Was  Flora  MacDonald,  the 
famed  Scottish  heroine.

Read  On  Civil  Rights 

Dr.  David  H.  C.  Read,  minister  of  the 
National  Radio  pulpit  and  pastor  of  New 
York's  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church,  recently  stated  that  he  fears  some 
groups  of  Christians  may  be  misguided  in 
permitting  social  action  to  become  a  "sub- 
stitute religion." 

Dr.  Read,  a  native  of  Scotland  who  has 
been  in  the  United  States  ten  years,  told 
the  eighth  annual  church  leadership  con- 
ference at  Virginia  Union  University,  that 
he  goes  along  with  the  church's  social 
concern  as  long  as  it  "springs  from  de- 
finite Christian  convictions."  He  stated 
that  he  was  "not  of  the  school  of  thought 
that  says  the  church  should  be  talking 
about  nothing  else  except  the  race  issue. 
When  social  action  is  used  as  a  replace- 
ment for  Christian  convictions,  I  hesitate 
to  go  along." 

Since  Dr.  Read  is  nou  yet  a  U.  S.  citizen 
he  has  declined  to  join  other  clergymen 
in  civil  rights  demonstrations.  He  also 
voiced  some  doubt  that  clergy  participa- 
tion is  wholly  valid  or  effective.  He  noted 
that  the  church  has  been  "laggard"  in  the 
area  of  civil  rights  and  seems  to  be 
"climbing  on  the  bandwagon  at  the  last 
moment  when  it  should  have  been  more 
outspoken  in  the  past."  However,  he 
pointed  out,  "if  that  is  the  reason  now 
for  doing  things  publicly  in  a  more  sen- 
sational way,  that  could  be  a  problem."

Youth  Service  Held 

The  historic  Rocky  River  Presbyterian 
Church  was  the  scene  of  the  first  "Youth 
of  Cabarrus  Worship  Hour"  attended  by 
some  400  high  school  students  on  May 
30. 

Teenage  groups  from  churches  through- 
out Cabarrus  County  attended  the  serv- 
ice, which  was  prepared  by  youth  groups 
of  the  Rocky  Ridge  Methodist  Church,  the 
Harrisburg  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
host  church.  Response  to  the  service  was 
termed  "overwhelming"  and  Rev.  Zane 
Moore  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church, 
Kannapolis,  called  it  "a  tremendous,  in- 
spiring experience." 

Rev.  G.  H.  Allred,  pastor  of  the  Epworth 
Methodist  Church,  was  the  guest  minist- 
er and  several  young  people  participated 
in  the  program.  Special  music  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Concord  High  School  Con- 
cert Choir.  A  call  for  dedication  at  the 
close  of  the  service  resulted  in  more  than 
150  young  people  responding. 

Samuel  G.  Alexander,  Co-Leader  of  the 
Planning  and  Promoting  Committee,  noted 
that  extensive  efforts  were  made  to  in- 
volve as  many  youth  in  the  county  as 
possible.  Letters  were  mailed  to  more  than 
115  churches  and  personal  contacts  were 
made.  It  is  hoped  that  future  youth  serv- 
ices may  be  held.

RECORD  BREAKING  GIFT 

Montreat,  N.  C- — A  record  breaking 
financial  gift  of  $468,468  was  presented 
in  July  at  Montreat  to  the  Presbyterian 
Medical  Center  at  Chunju,  Korea  and 
Taijon  Presbyterian  College,  also  in 
Korea,  from  the  350,000  women  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

The  amount  was  $154,000  more  than 
the  record-setting  1963  offering  which 
went  to  work  in  Brazil  and  Mexico. 
Dr.  Evelyn  L.  Green,  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of 
Women's  Work,  Atlanta,  made  the  an- 
nouncement during  the  annual  Presby- 
terian Women's  Conference  at  Montreat. 

The  first  $100,000  of  the  1965  offering 
is  marked  for  Taijon  College;  the  re- 
mainder goes  to  the  Medical  Center  at 
Chunju. 

In  a  dramatic  overseas  telephone  con- 
versation to  Dr.  Paul  Crane,  physician  at 
the  recipient  Medical  Center,  the  con- 
ferees heard  Dr.  Crane's  expression  of 
appreciation  as  the  first  public  announce- 
ment was  made. 

The  annual  Women  of  the  Church 
Birthday  Offering  cites  the  anniversary 
of  organized  women's  work  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  alter- 
nately goes  to  overseas  and  home  mis- 
sion work  of  the  denomination.  The  first 
offering  was  in  1922,  total  of  $28,168. 

With  receipt  of  the  1965  offering,  the 
Presbyterian  women  have  given  approxi- 
mately $5,215,000  to  overseas  and  home 
missions  since  1922.

My  grandmother  attended  Floral  Col- 
lege, and  Red  Springs  Seminary  had 
changed  its  name  to  Southern  Presby- 
terian College  and  Conservatory  of  Music 
when  I  attended  it,  and  afterwards  to 
Flora  MacDonald.

The  late  Reverend  A.  R.  McQueen  in 
an  address  on  the  occasion  of  the  125th 
anniversary  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery, 
1938,  stated  that  an  attempt  by  Dr.  H.  G. 
Hill  in  the  1880's  to  "restore"  Floral  Col- 
lege, though  unsuccessful,  "ultimately  re- 
sulted in  the  establishment  of  what  is  now 
Flora  MacDonald  Colege  at  Red  Springs 
.  .  ."  In  Lumber  River  Scots  and  Their 
Descendants,  the  publication  of  which  was 
made  possible  by  the  late  Governor  Angus 
W.  McLean,  it  is  stated:  "Although  Floral 
College,  founded  by  John  Gilchrist,  Jr., 
closed  its  doors  for  a  period  of  about  20 
years,  the  real  continuation  of  it  is  Flora 
MacDonald  College  of  Red  Springs."  In 
1949  William  G.  Coxhead,  writing  on  Flora 
MacDonald  College,  said  "Flora  Mac- 
Donald College  ...  is  the  spiritual  de- 
scendant of  Old  Floral  College  .  .  .  which 
did  not  survive  the  War  years".

Why  is  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.

I  suggest  the  following:  more  old  time 
revivals  like  William  E.  Hill  has.  More 
Bible  study  and  prayer.  There  should  be 
a  Bible  Study  time — Wednesday  or  Sun- 
day night,  or  both.  There  should  also  be 
lots  of  praying.  Evangelism  is  a  seven- 
day-a-week  affair.  When  we  had  evange- 
listic meetings  our  church  grew — it  might 
do  it  again.

CHILD  CARE  CENTER 

The  Wilmore  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte  has  invested  "$17,000  and  a 
lot  of  love"  into  its  new  Child  Care  Cen- 
ter, located  in  the  Gilwood-Wilmore  com- 
munity Improvement  project,  begun  by 
the  Minister,  Rev.  R.  E.  Hildebrandt. 

The  congregation  voted  to  remain  in 
its  present  location  in  1964,  in  order 
to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

The  Center  serves  sixteen  children 
from  2  to  9  years  of  age,  and  is  headed 
by  Mrs.  Roy  Edwards.  She  is  assisted 
by  Mrs.  E.  F.  Hall. 


"As  a  minister's  wife  for  more  than  40 
years  I  worked  in  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
from  its  inception.  One  cannot  associate 
'second  class'  with  the  leaders  of  that  in- 
fant organization.  I  recall  Mrs.  Winsboro 
— a  gracious  woman,  personally  attractive 
— with  sound  judgment  and  great  tact — 
who  dedicated  herself  to  the  task  of  unit- 
ing the  women  of  the  Church  into  a  vast 
working  force. 

"And  Mrs.  S.  H.  Askew  who  as  a  Bible 
teacher  was  unequalled.  She  interpreted 
the  eternal  truth  in  simple  language  that 
the  most  unlettered  could  understand. 

"These  and  other  women  combined 
home-making  and  family  responsibilities 
with  the  work  of  the  Church — always 
under  the  direction  and  acknowledging 
the  authority  of  the  Church  Courts. 

"They  were  content  to  occupy  their 
rightful  place — honored  and  ordained  by 
God,  so  plainly  stated  in  His  Word. 

"And  the  result  of  their  'second  class' 
membership?' 

"A  vision  was  translated  into  reality. 
The  Women  of  the  Church  united  and  in- 
spired by  a  common  purpose  to  serve  their 
Lord  and  His  Church  in  a  more  meaning- 
ful way,  were  working,  studying,  giving 
and  praying  as  never  before. 

"Who  can  estimate  the  power  that  was 
generated  when  a  surge  of  awakened  in- 
terest in  Bible  study,  missions,  steward- 
ship, and  prayer  flowed  into  the  life 
stream  of  the  church?

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$121,000  from  Donaldson  Academy 
ST.  ANDREWS 

Trustees  of  the  now-defunct  Donald- 
son Academy  in  Fayetteville  recently  pre- 
sented Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  St.  An- 
drews President,  a  gift  of  $61,452.  At 
the  same  time  they  donated  $60,902  to 
the  Methodist  College  in  Fayetteville. 

Mr.  Claude  Rankin,  Sr.,  of  Fayette- 
ville, Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
reported  that  the  trustees  had  voted  to 
give  the  school's  assets  to  institutions 
substantially  similar  to  the  academy. 
They  selected  these  two  church-related 
colleges  and  divided  the  amount  equally, 
giving  cash  assets  to  one  with  stock  and 
other  resources  going  to  the  other. 
Donaldson  Academy 

Donaldson  Academy  was  chartered 
January  3,  1833  and  opened  the  same 
year  as  a  private,  non-profit  institution. 
It  seems  to  have  been  the  first  organized 
effort  for  a  manual  labor  institution  in 
the  State. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  for  1834  contain  the  following 
statement:  "The  Donaldson  Academy 
and  Manual  Labor  School  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Fayetteville 
promises  to  effect  much  for  the  cause 
of  literacy  and  morality  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Synod,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  see  already  within  its  walls  that  near- 
ly thirty  of  its  ninety-six  students  are 
looking  forward  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry;  and  to  know  that  the  hope  of 
an  increase  of  their  number  is  not  with- 
out good  foundation." 

The  School  was  located  on  Hay  Mount 
in  Fayetteville  and  was  endowed  large- 
ly by  the  Donaldson  Family,  one  of 
whom,  Robert  Donaldson,  settled  at  Hyde 
Park,  N.  Y.,  on  the  Hudson,  and  be- 
queathed the  bulk  of  his  fortune  to  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  which  did 
not  take  effect  because  the  will  was  not 
executed  as  required  by  the  laws  of  New 
York. 

Trustees 

The  original  charter  was  signed  by 
Louis  D.  Henry,  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  William  D.  Mosley, 
Speaker  of  the  Senate.  Charter  members 
included  William  Beatty  of  Bladen 
County;  Henry  Potter  of  Fayetteville; 
Colin  Mclver  of  Fayetteville;  John  Smith 
of  Cumberland  County;  John  Owen  of 
Bladen  County;  Benjamin  Robeson  of 
Fayetteville;  Thomas  B.  Hunter  of  Wil- 
mington; George  Mcintosh  of  Richmond 
County;  James  Owen  of  Wilmington; 
Henry  Rowland  of  Fayetteville;  Gabriel 
Holmes  of  Wilmington;  Archibald  Mc- 
Queen of  Robeson;  George  McNeill  of 
Fayetteville;  Alex  Mclver  of  Sampson; 
James  H.  Hopper  of  Fayetteville;  and 
William  B.  Wright  of  Fayetteville. 

The  Institution  was  opened  to  provide 
education  for  youth  in  the  southeastern 
section  of  North  Carolina.

RECEIVES  GIFT 

The  property  on  which  Donaldson 
Academy  was  located  was  deeded  by 
Sophia  Smith  and  purchased  for  $2,500. 
Robert  Donaldson 

Mr.  Donaldson,  a  native  of  Fayetteville 
and  son  of  one  of  the  first  ruling  elders 
of  the  Fayetteville  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  upon  learning  that  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  was  interested  in  establishing 
a  school  in  Fayetteville,  offered  to  pur- 
chase the  property  if  funds  were  raised 
for  the  erection  of  a  building. 

The  first  principal  of  the  school  was 
the  Rev.  Simeon  Colton,  and  the  first 
Superintendent  of  the  Manual  Labor  De- 
partment was  Edward  W.  Barge. 

The  school,  like  others  of  its  day,  em- 
phasized religious  training,  the  students 
were  required  "to  attend  morning  and 
evening  prayers,  to  observe  the  Sab- 
bath, and  to  attend  religious  services  on 
that  day." 

The  charter  required  that  opportuni- 
ties be  offered  on  a  non-sectarian  basis. 
The  school  continued  for  some  years  in 
spite  of  financial  crisis  until  the  graded 
school  system  was  begun  in  Fayetteville 
with  Alexander  Graham  as  Superinten- 
dent. The  property  of  the  Academy  was 
then  sold  and  the  proceeds  held  by 
Trustees  appointed  by  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery. 

Mr.  Graham  was  the  last  Principal  of 
Donaldson  Academy  and  later  became 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Charlotte. 
At  the  time  of  closing  there  were  ap- 
proximately 500  pupils,  the  largest  in  an 
institution  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  It 
was  remarkable  in  that  it  furnished  school 
books  free  of  charge. 

The  School  seems  to  have  petered  out 
with  the  coming  of  the  public  schools  in 
the  1850's;  however,  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery continued  to  appoint  trustees  to 
look  after  the  assets  of  the  institution 
down  to  the  present  time.  The  present 
trustees  follow:  Hector  McKethan,  Fay- 
etteville, Chairman;  Claude  Rankin,  Fay- 
etteville, Secretary;  J.  Mel  Thompson, 
Edward  B.  Hope,  H.  M.  Pinkston,  J.  M. 
Wilson,  S.  J.  Thomasson,  Jr.,  Fayette- 
ville; D.  C.  McEachern,  St.  Pauls;  Char- 
les M.  Hensley,  Maxton. 

In  December,  1833,  the  following 
schedule  of  charges  was  published:  The 
price  of  board  at  Steward's  Hall  for  table 
expenses— $5.00  per  month;  washing: — 
50^  per  month;  lodging — 50^  per  month; 
room  rent — 50c^  per  month."  Room  fur- 
nishings other  than  bedding,  firewood 
and  candles  were  furnished  by  students. 
Simeon  Colton  Trial 

The  Rev.  Simeon  Colton,  D.D.  was 
a  colorful  figure  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  An  ordained  minister  from  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  he  was  tried  by 
Presbytery  for  breaking  the  law  of  the 
church,  it  was  charged,  for  holding  the

opinion  that  it  was  permissible  for  a  man 
to  marry  his  sister-in-law  after  the  death 
of  his  wife.  The  charge  of  heresy  against 
Dr.  Colton  was  related  to  the  even  more 
celebrated  case  of  the  Rev.  Archibald 
McQueen,  a  distinguished  minister  in 
Fayetteville  Presbytery,  who  was  sus- 
pended from  the  ministry  because  he 
married  his  deceased  wife's  sister.  This 
occurred  in  1841,  and  he  was  deposed  in 
January,  1842.  It  was  not  until  1847 
that  the  Presbytery  finally  accepted  a 
decision  by  the  General  Assembly  re- 
versing the  action  of  the  Presbytery  and 
restoring  Mr.  McQueen  to  the  office  of 
minister. 

Following  the  trial,  Dr.  Colton  first 
moved  to  Harnett  County  for  a  short 
while,  then  spent  about  two  years  in 
Mississippi  as  president  of  an  education- 
al institution;  however,  he  eventually  re- 
turned to  North  Carolina  where  he  serv- 
ed as  stated  supply  of  several  churches, 
including  Sardis  and  Asheboro.  He  died 
in  1868  at  the  latter  place.

HALL  SUCCEEDS  CUNNINGHAM 

CHARLOTTE,  N.  C— (PN)— A  Pres- 
byterian has  been  named  to  succeed  a 
Presbyterian  as  chairman  of  the  mayor's 
Community  Relations  Committee. 

Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham  resigned  aft- 
er five  years  as  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Warner  L. 
Hall,  pastor  of  Charlotte's  Covenant  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

Mayor  Stan  R.  Brookshire  accepted 
Dr.  Cunningham's  resignation  with  "re- 
luctance and  regret,"  and  named  him 
honorary  chairman  of  the  board  and 
personal  advisor  to  the  mayor.  He  also 
presented  him  with  the  Charlotte  Citizen- 
ship Award  for  his  service  as  chairman 
of  the  committee  since  it  was  formed  in 
1960  to  work  for  improved  relations 
between  the  races. 

Dr.  Cunningham  said  he  was  resign- 
ing to  devote  more  time  to  his  work 
in  education  and  to  serve  as  a  trouble- 
shooter  for  the  U.  S.  government  or- 
ganization, formerly  headed  by  ex-Gov. 
LeRoy  Collins  of  Florida,  seeking  full 
implementation  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act. 

He  is  former  president  of  Louisville 
Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary,  for- 
mer president  of  Davidson  College,  and 
former  executive  director  of  the  Presby- 
terian Foundation. 

Dr.  Hall  is  chairman  of  the  General 
Assembly's  Board  of  Church  Extension 
and  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee 
of  Twenty-four,  which  is  engaged  in 
union  talks  between  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America. 

Mayor  Brookshire  said  that  Charlotte, 
through  the  work  of  the  biracial  Com- 
munity Relations  Committee,  has  "reach- 
ed a  plateau  marked  by  understanding, 
goodwill  and  cooperation,  with  the  major 
barriers  of  full  citizenship  removed." 


CANDIDATE  TURNED  DOWN 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  recently  re- 
fused to  approve  ordination  of  candidate 
Paul  Leonard,  who  holds  a  bachelor  of 
divinity  degree  from  the  University  of 
Chicago. 

The  Presbytery  has  a  rule  that  can- 
didates for  ordination  must  spend  three 
years  of  residence  at  a  divinity  school, 
one  of  which  must  be  at  a  Presbyterian 
seminary. 

Mr.  Leonard,  who  currently  is  serving 
in  the  Trinity  Church,  Charlotte,  had 
two  years  at  Chicago  Theological  Semi- 
nary. He  is  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate 
of  Davidson  College. 

The  vote  of  Presbytery  was  64  in 
favor  and  37  against;  however,  the  Pres- 
bytery rule  requires  a  three-fourths  ma- 
jority vote.

This  is  a  growing  project  and  many 
churches  have  participated  with  local 
mental  health  associations  to  make  it  suc- 
cessful. We  would  like  for  it  to  be  more 
successful.  We  are  writing  to  ask  for  your 
help  in  this  project.  If  you  could  corre- 
spond with  your  churches  and  ask  them  to 
participate  with  their  local  mental  health 
associations  in  obtaining  these  new  gifts, 
we  would  appreciate  it  very  much. 

We  are  enclosing  a  folder  concerning 
Operation  Santa  Claus.  We  can  provide 
you  with  these  folders  if  you  would  like  to 
contact  your  churches  and  enclose  a  folder 
for  each  church.  We  can  then  provide 
these  churches  with  folders  that  need 
them  to  pass  out  to  their  people. 

We  know  the  churches  have  many  com- 
munity projects.  We  know  of  no  project, 
however,  that  brings  as  much  apprecia- 
tion back  to  the  giver  as  does  this  project, 
nor  one  that  helps  so  many  people  at  a 
time  when  help  means  the  most. 

If  you  will  cooperate  with  us,  we  will 
be  most  appreciative."

tions). In  addition,  the  three  South  Caro- 
lina stations  which  reach  into  North 
Carolina  have  also  accepted  the  series. 

Entitled  "The  Church  Must  Speak", 
the  TV  spot  series  consists  of  ten  one- 
minute  "commercials"  on  film.

Church,  Wilmington,  discuss  various 
topics  including:  alcoholism,  divorce. 
Christian  vocations,  the  value  of  the  in- 
dividual to  God,  etc. 

Loonis  McGlohon  of  WBT,  Charlotte 
composed  and  directed  the  background 
music,  which  features  modern  arrange- 
ments.

Clyde  Register,  program  director  of 
WNBE-TV,  New  Bern  said,  "We're  not 
doing  you  a  favor  by  running  these,  the 
Presbyterians  are  doing  us  a  favor  by 
making  them  available."

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BETHESDA  CHURCH  HISTORY 

The  Reverend  William  E.  Lytch,  Min- 
ister of  the  Bethesda  and  Yanceyville 
Presbyterian  Churches  in  Caswell  Coun- 
ty, completed  the  definitive  history  of 
the  Bethesda  Church  prior  to  the  recent 
bi-centennial  celebration  of  the  church. 

The  eighty-seven  page  booklet  includes 
an  account  of  the  early  origin  of  the 
Church  as  Hart's  Chapel  (1765-1803); 
expounds  on  the  pastorates  of  the  min- 
isters of  the  church,  including  supplies; 
and  deals  with  numerous  events  related 
to  the  church,  including  a  fire  in  1932, 
which  destroyed  the  old  church  and  pre- 
pared the  way  for  the  building  of  the 
new  church,  valued  at  something  in  ex- 
cess of  $100,000. 

Old  Church 

The  old  church,  located  about  ten 
miles  west  of  Yanceyville  in  the  country, 
has  been  the  scene  of  many  events  dur- 
ing its  long  history.  The  Church  has 
furnished  many  leaders  to  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Mr.  Lytch  tells  in  an  interesting  way 
of  the  period  during  which  the  Session  of 
the  Church  was  often  called  upon  to  dis- 
cipline members  for  various  infractions; 
however,  as  the  Hebrew  name  of  the 
Church  implies,  it  has  always  been  "a 
place  of  mercy." 

Mr.  Lytch  has  been  minister  of  the 
church  since  1959.

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QUEEN'S  FIRST  CHANCELLOR 

At  a  recent  called  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen's  College, 
Dr.  Edwin  R.  Walker,  President  of  the 
College  since  1954, 
was  elected  Chancel- 
lor. This  new  posi- 
tion was  created  in 
a  reorganization  of 
the  administrative 
structure  of  the  col- 
lege which  will  now 
include  both  the  of- 
I    fices   of  chancellor 

and  president. 
^,  p  A  report  by  the 
Executive  Commit- 
tee stated  that  for  many  months  there 
has  been  general  agreement  in  the  Board 
of  Trustees  that  the  responsibilities  of  the 
position  of  president  as  formerly  defined 
were  too  much  for  one  person  to  carry 
alone  and  that  some  division  of  respon- 
sibilities was  needed. 

The  primary  responsibilities  of  the 
chancellor,  as  outlined  by  Mr.  Everett, 
will  be  to  represent  the  college  in  some 
specific  external  relations  and  to  serve 
as  advisor  to  the  president;  whereas,  the 
office  of  president  will  continue  to  be 
that  of  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
college. 

Dr.  Walker  and  the  members  of  the 
Board  feel  that  "this  reorganization  will 
bring  the  results  which  they  desire  and 
will  make  for  more  effective  administra- 
tion of  the  college  and  for  better  service 
to  its  constituency."  Dr.  Walker  came  to 
Queens  from  Rollins  College,  Florida, 
where  he  was  Dean  of  the  College  from 
1952  to  1954.  He  previously  held  the 
position  of  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  at  Florida  State  University.

CELEBRATION  OF  FIRST  PRESBYTERY  TO 
MEET  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 


The  Presbytery  of  Hanover  was  the 
first  presbytery  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  ever  to  meet  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina.  The  meeting  was  held 
in  Lower  Hico  Church  (Barnett's),  now 
dissolved,  on  October  2,  1765.  The 
Church  was  located  in  Person  County  on 
the  banks  of  the  Hico  River  not  far  from 
the  Viriginia  border. 

The  200th  Anniversay  of  the  meeting 
of  the  first  Presbytery  in  North  Carolina 
will  be  held  in  the  Hawfields  Presbyterian 
Church  near  Mebane.  Dr.  John  Newton

DR.  THOMAS  SPEAKER  AT 
CELEBRATION 

Dr.  John  Newton  Thomas,  Robert  L. 
Dabney  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology 
in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  will  bring  the  principal  address 
before  Orange  Presbytery  at  its  meeting  on 
October  21.  The  meeting  will  be  held  in 
the  Hawfields  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Orange  Presbytery  in  connection  with  the 
celebration  of  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the 
meeting  of  the  first  Presbyterian  Presby- 
tery in  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Thomas  is  a  native  of  Bedford,  Vir- 
ginia, and  a  graduate  of  the  following  in- 
stitutions; Washington  and  Lee  Univer- 
sity, B.A.,  1924;  University  of  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  M.A.,  1927;  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Virginia,  B.D.,  1930;  and  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  Ph.D.,  1937.  He 
also  did  graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  Berlin  in  1932. 

Dr.  Thomas  was  ordained  to  the  Pres- 
byterian ministry  in  1930  and  has  served 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina  and  the  Grace  Coven- 
ant Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia. In  1940  he  was  called  to  Union 
Seminary,  and  has  occupied  the  professor- 
ship of  Systematic  Theology  ever  since.  He 
has  also  served  as  the  Dean  of  the  Grad- 
uate School  in  the  Seminary,  1950-1957. 

Dr.  Thomas  is  a  member  of  a  number  of 
fraternities  and  societies  including  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  and  Omicrom  Delta  Kappa. 
He  holds  an  honorary  D.D.  from  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College. 

He  is  also  a  fellow  in  the  National 
Council  on  Religion  in  Higher  Education, 
a  trustee  of  Mary  Baldwin  College  and 
Washington  and  Lee  University;  and  a 
member  of  the  Faith  and  Order  Commis- 
sion of  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  He 
was  an  observer  at  the  Third  Session, 
Vatican  Council  II,  Rome,  Italy,  1964. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Nancy  Inez 
White  of  Marion,  Alabama  and  they  have 
two  children,  a  son,  John  Newton  Thomas, 
Jr.,  and  a  daughter,  Nancy  White. 


Systematic  Theology  in  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia  will 
be  the  principal  speaker.  Dr.  Thomas 
was  designated  as  the  official  representa- 
tive of  Hanover  Presbytery  to  the  Bi- 
centennial Meeting. 

Official  representatives  are  expected 
from  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Presbyteries 
of  the  Synods  of  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina. 

Hanover  Presbytery,  organized  in  1755 
by  the  Synod  of  New  York,  embraced  at 
that  time  all  of  the  territory  which  is 
now  Virginia  and  both  South  and  West 
respectively  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and 
the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Hanover  Presbytery  met  four  times  in 
North  Carolina  before  Orange  Presby- 
tery was  organized  in  the  Hawfields 
Church  on  September  5,  1770.  The  Sec- 
ond meeting  was  held  at  North  Hico  in 
1766,  and  the  third  and  fourth  meetings 
were  held  in  the  Buffalo  Church,  near 
Greensboro,  in  1768  and  1770. 

Orange  Organized 

At  the  meeting  of  Hanover  Presbytery 
at  Buffalo  Church  on  March  7,  1770  an 
overture  was  sent  to  the  Synod  of  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  asking  that  a  new 
Presbytery  be  erected,  and  in  May  of  the

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EDITORIAL 

CHURCH  AND  STATE 

"Why  is  the  Church  meddling  in  poli- 
tics?" has  been  asked  as  a  result  of  Sy- 
nod's actions  in  adopting  resolutions  in 
1964  and  again  in  1965  protesting  the 
so-called  Speaker  Ban  Law  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina. 

The  question  is  not  a  new  one,  nor  was 
the  action  of  Synod  in  1964  and  again 
in  1965  a  precedent. 

In  1815  Synod  adopted  a  petition  to 
the  North  Carolina  Legislature  asking  for 
"considerable  augmentation  of  the  fines 
already  provided"  for  the  "odious  crimes" 
of  "drunkenness,  Sabbath-breaking",  and 
the  profane  use  of  God's  name.  Synod 
pointed  out  that  the  current  fines  were 
only  twenty-five  cents  for  profane  swear- 
ing and  one  dollar  for  violating  the  divine 
right  of  the  Sabbath  whereas  "against 
drunkenness  on  the  Lord's  Day,  fifty 
cents  and  on  any  other  day,  25(j;." 

In  1829  Synod  appointed  a  committee 
to  draft  a  memorial  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of 
transportation  of  mail  on  Sunday,  and 
called  this  infringement  of  the  Command- 
ments "an  alarming  national  sin". 

In  1844  Synod  requested  the  Legis- 
lature of  North  Carolina  to  consider 
having  the  Honorable  David  L.  Swain, 
President  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  go  to  London  to  collect  histor- 
ical materials  and  compile  a  history  of 
the  State. 

In  1860  Synod  approved  of  resolu- 
tions forwarded  from  the  Synod  of  Balti- 
more protesting  the  inequality  of  chap- 
lains at  West  Point  and  the  Naval  Ac- 
ademy— more  Episcopal  chaplains  than 
all  other  denominations  together — and 
called  on  the  Federal  Government  to 
cease  "showing  favor  and  partiality." 

In  1878  Synod  adopted  resolutions 
calling  on  the  Legislature  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  pass  laws  preventing  railroads 
from  violating  the  Sabbath  and  pointed 
out  that  some  other  states  had  taken  such 
action. 


PRESBYTERIAN  PULSE

"I  would  like  to  say  a  word  regarding 
the  question  you  asked  in  a  recent  edi- 
torial: 'Has  the  new  Covenant  Life  Cur- 
riculum had  an  adverse  effect  on  the  Sun- 
day School?'  If  most  Sunday  Schools  are 
like  ours,  the  members  are  far  from  being 
students,  and  admit  little  or  no  prepar- 
ation for  the  class.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
each  of  us  should  approach  Sunday  School 
with  at  least  as  much  preparation  as  we 
would  any  other  school  and  with  a  note- 
book, pencil,  Bible,  and  textbook.  I  have 
done  this  for  the  past  few  months  (I 
haven't  taken  a  notebook  as  I  am  a  con- 
formist), and  have  gained  more  from  Sun- 
day School  than  in  my  whole  past  exper- 
ience. Maybe  it  is  our  whole  concept  of 
Sunday  School  that  needs  to  be  worked 
on;  too  many  think  of  it  as  a  place  to 
go  for  a  lay  sermon.  At  any  rate,  I  am 
highly  enthusiastic  about  the  Curriculum 
and  will  continue  to  be  so,  if  subsequent 
materials  are  anything  like  the  present."

There  are  other  instances  of  the  Sy- 
nod memorializing  the  State  Legisla- 
ture: in  1904  "to  restore  divorce  laws  to 
their  original  simplicity";  in  1922  "to 
press  the  establishment  of  proposed  re- 
formatories for  Negro  boys  similar  to 
the  Jackson  Training  School  for  white 
boys";  and  in  1954  endorsement  of  ef- 
forts against  "drinking  drivers." 

Synod  has  on  several  occasions  peti- 
tioned the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
and  on  four  or  more  occasions  presidents 
of  the  United  States. 

In  "the  spirituality  of  the  Church"  by 
Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  said  to  be 
"a  distinctive  doctrine  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  in  the  United  States",  he  has 
clearly  demonstrated  that  the  position 
often  taken  by  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.  S.,  or  some  of  its  subsidiaries,  or  by 
individual  Presbyterians,  is  quite  con- 
tradictory to  the  teachings  of  the  Scrip- 
tures and  the  tradition  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  not  to  mention  other  de- 
nominations. 

Dr.  Thompson  demonstrates  that  the 
ultra-conservative  stand  on  social  issues 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
is  diametric  to  the  teaching  of  John  Cal- 
vin and  stems  from  the  position  of  Dr. 
James  H.  Thornwell,  the  most  influential

OPENING  WEEK  ACTIVITIES 
AT  UTS 

Orientation  activities  for  the  sixty- 
three  new  students  entering  Union  The- 
ological Seminary  consisted  of  formal 
enrollment,  student-faculty  discussions, 
testing,  a  bus  tour  of  Richmond,  dinners 
and  picnics.  The  majority  of  these  stu- 
dents entered  the  Seminary  as  Juniors, 
and  the  rest  transferred  from  other  semi- 
naries.

minister  in  the  South  during  the  Anti- 
bellum  Period.  Dr.  Thornwell's  position, 
influenced  by  compulsion  because  of  the 
circumstances  of  the  times  (slavery,  abol- 
ition, and  conflict)  was  that  the  church 
shall  maintain  a  neutral  position  on  so- 
cial issues.  This  policy  he  entitled,  "spiri- 
tual." 

Dr.  Thompson  also  points  out  the  ad- 
verse effects  of  the  Presbyterian  U.S. 
stand  on  its  life  and  growth. 

Only  in  recent  years  has  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.  returned  to  the 
"Calvinistic  heritage".  Dr.  Thompson 
concludes  by  stating  that  the  Presby- 
terian leadership  recognizes  its  social  re- 
sponsibility and  that  ways  must  be  found 
of  bringing  the  lay  membership  to  ac- 
cept its  responsibility,  similarly. 
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EDITOR  VISITS  VIET  NAM 

Ben  Hartley,  Atlanta,  editor  of  the 
Presbyterian  News,  recently  returned 
from  a  ten-day  tour  of  Viet  Nam,  ar- 
ranged by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  De- 
fense. 

In  company  with  several  other  news- 
men, Mr.  Hartley  spent  most  of  the  ten 
days  in  Saigon,  but  was  taken  to  several 
military  bases  outside  the  capital.  He 
talked  with  religious  leaders — mainly 
American  missionaries  of  the  Christian 
Missionary  Alliance  and  military  chap- 
lains— and  with  U.  S.  troops. 

He  described  our  role  in  Viet  Nam  as 
"a  just  cause — perhaps  a  righteous  cause" 
and  added  that  "I  think  we  are  winning 
the  war  in  Viet  Nam.  The  number  of 
defections  in  the  Vietcong  army  has 
more  than  doubled  since  our  concentrat- 
ed strikes  started."  He  stated  that  military 
men  believe  that  victory  will  come  soon 
rather  than  remotely. 

The  editor  said  that  he  found  "no 
anti-American  feeling  whatsoever — the 
Vietnamese  people  were  extremely 
friendly",  and  he  characterized  them  as 
"fine  people"  who  were  willing  to  fight 
and  who  knew  what  they  were  fighting 
for. 

Mr.  Hartley  was  accompanied  by 
David  White,  editor  of  the  Jewish  Digest, 
Houston,  Texas;  Father  Daniel  Lyons  of 
Gonzaga  University,  Spokane,  Washing- 
ton; and  the  Reverend  Calvin  Theilman, 
minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Montreat,  N.  C,  and  a  personal  envoy  of 
President  Johnson.

WORLD  MISSIONS 
CONFERENCE 

The  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  com- 
missioned 45  new  missionaries  at  the 
close  of  its  World  Missions  Conference 
recently  held  in  Montreat.  They  are  one 
of  the  largest  classes  ever  sent  out  by 
their  church. 

After  receiving  their  papers,  these  mis- 
sionaries and  their  39  children  will  leave 
for  such  spots  as  Indonesia,  the  Congo, 
and  other  nations  of  Asia  and  Latin 
America. 

Among  them  are  seven  North  Caro- 
linians including  Rev.  and  Mrs.  James 
Wendell  Ligon  of  Durham,  the  church's 
first  missionaries  to  Indonesia;  Miss  Mar- 
garet Ann  McGeachy  of  Statesville,  first 
student  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  to  be  invited  to 
serve  an  internship  year  overseas  (the 
Congo);  Rev.  and  Mrs.  James  E.  Atwood 
of  Wallace,  to  Japan;  and  Rev.  Charles 
Betts  Huntley  of  Charlotte  who  will  be 
accompanied  by  his  wife,  a  former  re- 
porter for  the  Charlotte  Observer.  Mrs. 
Huntley  will  serve  as  her  denomination's 
first  communication  missionary. 

The  candidates  were  commissioned  by 
Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  World 
Missions;  Dr.  S.  J.  Patterson,  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly;  and  the  Rev.

"HALLOWED  GROUND"  RESCUED  FROM  WILDERNESS 


The  Hillsboro  News  for  August  19, 
carried  a  headline  like  the  one  above 
in  reference  to  an  important  event  which 
occurred  on  August  15,  to  wit,  Celebra- 
bration  of  the  Restoration  of  the  old 
Eno  Church  Cemetery  in  northern 
Orange  County. 

The  Cemetery  dates  back  to  the  middle 
of  the  18th  Century  when  the  Eno  Pres- 
byterian Church  had  its  beginning  on 
the  banks  of  the  Eno  River  some  two 
miles  east  of  Cedar  Grove,  North  Caro- 
lina where  the  present  church  has  been 
located  since  1893,  the  year  the  old 
church  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

Several  hundred  people  gathered  for 
the  celebration  of  the  important  event, 
resulting  from  efforts  made  by  the 
Schley  Grange  Committee  on  Community 
Progress  in  co-operation  with  members  of 
Eno  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Highway  Department  of  the  State 
was  persuaded  to  build  a  road  into  the 
site  which  had  become  a  wilderness.  The 
Cemetery  was  cleared  and  restored  to 
order  and  a  handsome  stone  monument 
with  a  bronze  marker  was  erected  to 
perpetuate  the  sacred  spot.  The  stones 
were  those  used  as  the  foundation  of 
the  first  church,  erected  210  years  ago. 

Speaker  for  the  occasion  was  Dr.  Har- 
old J.  Dudley,  Secretary  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  who  was  introduced 
by  Lt.  Governor  Robert  Scott  of  Haw- 
fields.  Present  also  was  "Miss  Mary" 
Scott,  wife  of  the  late  Governor  W.  Kerr 
Scott  and  mother  of  Robert  Scott.  Scott 
referred  to  forebears  buried  in  the  old 
cemetery. 


Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wilborn,  Staff  His- 
torian of  the  State  Department  of  Arch- 
ives and  History,  presented  the  historic 
marker  erected  by  the  State  at  the  main 
road  entrance,  also  commemorating  the 
historic  cemetery.  Mrs.  Harold  Walker, 
Cedar  Grove,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee which  carried  out  the  restoration, 
spoke  of  the  "Dignity  and  Pride  which 
the  Restoration  has  brought  to  our  com- 
munity". 

Grange  Master  William  C.  Ray  pre- 
sided, Mrs.  Robert  Isley  introduced 
special  guests,  and  T.  C.  Ellis  expressed 
the  appreciation  of  the  present  Eno 
Church  to  those  who  "have  rescued  .  .  . 
resurrected  .  .  .  and  restored  the  phy- 
sical features  of  a  shrine  seen  by  very 
few  people  in  the  past  three  genera- 
tions". 

Following  the  formal  program  lunch 
was  served  on  the  grounds.

ST.  ANDREWS'  GUIDANCE 
PROGRAM 

Contrary  to  the  belief  that  a  church 
must  have  a  "group"  of  high  school 
juniors  and  seniors  before  it  can  partici- 
pate in  the  Guidance  Program,  for  the 
staff  of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Pro- 
gram and  for  experienced  vocational 
aides,  one  student  is  often  the  entire  rep- 
resentation from  a  church. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  sponsors 
a  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center  at  St. 
Andrews  College,  Laurinburg. 

Where  some  groups  are  as  large  as  15 
or  20,  requiring  two  or  three  successive 
appointments  at  the  Guidance  Center; 
the  typical  group  is  probably  only  five 
or  six  counselees.  But  in  other  instances, 
one  or  two  counselees  are  the  group 
from  a  particular  congregation. 

Individual  counselees  from  a  church, 
or  groups  of  two  or  three,  pose  no  par- 
ticular problems  in  the  Presbyterian  Gui- 
dance Program.  When  requests  for  ap- 
pointments are  made;  groups  from  as 
many  as  three  or  four  different  churches 
are  combined  into  the  same  dates.  Thus, 
the  normal  schedule  of  eight  counselees 
on  any  given  date  may  consist  of  four 
church  groups:  one  counselee  from  each 
of  two  different  churches,  two  counselees 
from  another,  and  four  from  still  an- 
other. 

If  your  church  has  only  one  or  two 
prospective  counselees  who  are  interest- 
ed in  beginning  their  preparation  for 
a  visit  to  the  Guidance  Center,  the  size 
of  your  group  should  be  no  stumbling 
block.  They  will  be  scheduled  as  de- 
scribed above  and  may  thus  participate 
in  the  Program,  culminating  in  a  visit  to 
the  Guidance  Center  sometime  during 
their  junior  or  senior  year  of  high  school. 


CATHOLIC  BISHOP  AT 
MONTREAT 

Bishop  Ernest  L.  Untergoefler  of 
Charleston,  S.  C.  addressed  several  hund- 
red persons  at  Montreat  during  the  re- 
cent Bible  Conference. 

This  was  the  first  instance  of  a  Roman 
Catholic  priest  speaking  from  the  plat- 
form at  Montreat. 

Bishop  Untergoefler  declared  that  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  desires  to  have 
Catholics  and  other  religious  groups 
join  in  dialogue  in  order  to  prayerfully 
form  a  basis  of  understanding.  He  de- 
clared, "We  are  sorry  for  any  past  of- 
fenses that  have  caused  the  Church  to 
pull  apart." 

Bishop  Untergoefler  is  chairman  of  the 
Sub-committee  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  on  Dialogues,  working  with  Pres- 
byterians and  Reformed  Churches.  The 
proposed  dialogues  of  Catholics  and 
other  groups  are  the  outgrowth  of  Pope 
Paul  VI's  Ecumenical  Council  meeting 
in  the  Vatican. 


ATTENDING  ECUMENICAL 
INSTITUTE 

On  July  16,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Vance 
Barron,  Chapel  Hill,  with  two  of  their 
children,  left  Chapel  Hill  en  route  to 
Geneva,  Switzerland.  Throughout  the 
summer  they  have  visited  Luxemburg, 
Holland,  France,  Switzerland,  and  other 
European  countries,  and  beginning  early 
this  month  Mr.  Barron  will  take  part  in 
the  Ecumenical  Institute  in  Geneva. 

Rev.  Malcolm  Buie  Seawell,  Associate 
Pastor  of  the  Chapel  Hill  Church,  is  fill- 
ing in  for  Mr.  Barron,  who  will  return  to 
his  pulpit  at  the  end  of  February. 

Vance,  Jr.  is  at  Syracuse  University 
undergoing  Peace  Corps  training,  and 
Jimmy  is  in  school  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  The  two  children  who 
are  traveling  with  their  parents  are  ex- 
pected to  return  home  in  September. 


RETURNS  TO  PULPIT 

The  Rev.  Eugene  Poe,  Minister  of  the 
Westminster  Church,  Charlotte,  recently 
returned  to  his  pulpit  after  a  tour  of 
Europe  and  the  Holy  Land.  His  first  ser- 
mon was  on  the  topic,  "Problems  and 
Promises  of  the  Promised  Land". 

Mr.  Poe  reported  that  in  spite  of  the 
tensions  between  Jordan  and  Israel,  "you 
can  leave  these  behind  and  go  inside  the 
walls  of  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane  and 
find  yourself  in  a  holy  place".

SACRED  MUSIC  CONVOCATION 

The  Davidson  College  Department  of 
Music  will  sponsor  the  Sixth  Annual  Sac- 
red Music  Convocation  on  October  29- 
30. 

The  entire  Convocation  will  be  devoted 
to  Johann  Sebastian  Bach,  his  music  and 
the  interpretation  of  his  works. 

The  guest  artist  will  be  Miss  Margaret 
Hillis,  internationally  known  choral  con- 
ductor and  authority  on  the  works  of 
Bach,  who  will  conduct  performances  of 
the  Bach  MAGNIFICAT  and  Cantata 
No.  140. 

The  Convocation,  which  will  be  held 
in  the  Cunningham  Fine  Arts  Center 
and  the  Davidson  College  Presbyterian 
Church,  is  planned  to  benefit  not  only 
church  musicians,  but  laymen  and  clergy 
as  well. 


MARTIN  LUTHER  KING 

Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  civil 
rights  leader,  addressed  an  audience  of 
approximately  500  persons  at  Montreat 
on  August  21.  Dr.  King  was  delayed 
several  days  in  making  his  appearance 
because  of  an  unscheduled  emergency 
conference  in  Los  Angeles  as  a  result  of 
the  riots  in  the  Watts  Negro  community 
of  that  city. 

Dr.  King  charged  that  "too  many 
Christians  have  remained  silent  behind 
the  security  of  stained  glass  windows" 
and  called  on  the  church  to  seek  the 
following  objectives: 

"(1)  Affirm  with  all  its  powers  the  es- 
sential immorality  of  racial  segre- 
gation. 

"(2)  To  get  to  the  roots  of  the  racial 
prejudice  and  repudiate  it. 

"(3)  Develop  a  program  of  social  re- 
form." 

He  stated  that  "the  church  must  go 
all  out  to  keep  dialogue  alive." 

Dr.  King  denied  that  the  Los  Angeles 
riots  were  related  to  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement  and  asserted  that  they  "had  a 
plurality  of  causes,  but  were  mainly 
economic.  The  riots  were  not  as  racial  as 
some  people  feel. 

"It  was  a  class  revolt  of  underprivileg- 
ed against  privileged." 

When  asked  what  effect  the  rioting 
could  have  on  the  non-violent  Civil 
Rights  Movement,  Dr.  King  said: 

"We  are  trying  desperately  to  keep  it 
non-violent,  and  we  must  have  some 
victories  to  keep  a  sense  of  hope  alive 
among  the  Negroes." 

He  stated  that  "Legislation  is  not  the 
ultimate  answer.  Legislation  cannot  in- 
tegrate, but  it  can  desegregate.  Law  can- 
not change  the  heart,  but  it  can  restrain 
the  heartless."  He  added  that  "Legal 
segregation  is  on  its  deathbed.  All  that 
remains  to  be  decided  is  how  costly  the 
segregationist  will  make  the  funeral." 

King  was  escorted  from  the  Asheville- 
Hendersonville  Airport  to  Montreat  and 
returned  by  sheriffs.  It  was  feared  that 
there  might  be  some  agitation  because 
"outsiders"  had  passed  out  anti-King 
leaflets  at  Montreat  prior  to  the  appear- 
ance of  Dr.  King. 


PLANS  TO  BUILD 

The  three-year-old  Carmel  Church, 
Charlotte,  recently  broke  ground  for  the 
first  of  five  units  they  plan  to  erect.  The 
unit,  a  $150,000  gray  brick  building, 
topped  with  a  roof  edged  in  copper,  will 
have  12  classrooms  and  an  auditorium  to 
seat  227  people. 

Carmel  Church  has  200  members,  and 
the  minister  is  the  Rev.  John  Laughlin. 

Until  the  building  is  completed  the 
congregation  will  continue  to  meet  at 
the  Charlotte  Country  Day  School. 


FAYETTEVILLE  PRESBYTERIAL 
CONVENES 

The  76th  annual  meeting  of  the  Wo- 
men of  the  Church  of  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery will  be  held  on  October  13-14  at 
the  Highland  Church,  Fayetteville.  Mrs. 
John  H.  Nance,  President,  will  preside 
over  the  sessions. 

Speakers  for  the  Wednesday  evening 
session  will  be  Dr.  Richard  Lyon  Mor- 
gan, Associate  Professor  of  Religion  at 
Presbyterian  College,  Clinton,  S.  C,  who 
will  present  the  Circle  Bible  Study  for 
1966,  "The  Early  Church  in  Action", 
and  Mrs.  Colon  McLean,  Washington, 
N.  C.  President  of  Synodical,  who  will 
speak  on  the  subject,  "A  Call  to  Self-

The  General  Council  recently  an- 
nounced that  the  First  Church  in  Bowie, 
Texas  led  in  total  contributions  per  mem- 
ber during  1964  among  churches  with 
memberships  of  100  or  more. 

The  113-member  church's  total  giving 
averaged  $644  per  member. 

The  First  Church,  Belmont,  N.  C. 
ranked  second  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row  with  the  per  capita  average  of 
$413.94. 

In  a  similar  report  it  was  revealed  that 
the  average  per  capita  giving  for  all 
causes  by  the  denomination,  which  has 
4,007  churches  and  945,000  members  in 
sixteen  southeastern  and  southwestern 
states,  was  $115.10.  This  record  topped 
all  U.S.  denominations  with  memberships 
exceeding  300,000.

YOU  AND  YOUR  MONEY 

By  A.  Walton  Litz,  Associate  Director 
of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation, 
Charlotte,  N.  C. 

(This  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  articles  by 
members  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on 
Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts.) 

Someone  has  said  that  we  must  know 
four  things  about  money: 

1.  How  to  earn  it.  A  great  deal  of  our 
time  and  thought  is  given  to  how  to  earn 
money.  Our  education  and  training  are 
geared  to  qualifying  us  for  greater  earn- 
ings. The  result  is  that  America  leads  all 
nations  in  annual  earnings.  Presbyterians 
represent  the  upper  middle  income  group 
with  earnings  far  in  excess  of  the  average 
for  our  country.  As  an  illustration:  If  a 
man  works  from  age  twenty-five  to  age 
sixty-five  and  has  an  annual  average 
earning  of  $8,000.00  per  year,  he  will 
have  total  lifetime  earnings  of  $320,- 
000.00. 

2.  How  to  spend  it.  While  the  average 
Presbyterian  earns  a  fortune  between  his 
first  pay  check  and  his  last,  it  is  how  we 
spend  our  money  that  determines  how 
we  get  ahead.  We  all  know  of  cases  where 
two  men  with  equal  earning  capacity 
travel  two  different  roads  to  financial 
success.  Our  ability  to  spend  wisely  can 
mean  the  difference  between  financial 
success  and  financial  failure. 

3.  How  to  save  it.  This  is  a  most  diffi- 
cult task  for  most  Presbyterians.  The  de- 
sire to  have  "the  good  things  of  life" 
has  such  an  appeal  that  saving  is  put 
off  for  another  day.  That  home  for 
your  family — funds  for  college — security 
for  retirement — all  hinge  on  our  ability  to 
save.  Only  those  who  plan  for  the  future 
are  prepared  for  the  future.  The  great 
railroad  builder  of  a  generation  ago, 
James  J.  Hill,  said:  "If  you  cannot  save, 
the  seed  of  success  is  not  in  you." 

4.  How  to  give  it.  To  most  of  us,  this 
is  the  most  difficult  of  all  to  do.  We  are 
trained  to  earn  money.  We  are  born  with 
a  desire  to  spend  money.  Some  of  us 
develop  a  plan  to  save  money,  but  giving 
of  our  money  does  not  seem  to  come 
easy.  The  art  of  giving  must  also  be  cul- 
tivated. 

As  Presbyterians  we  lead  all  major 
denominations  in  the  per  capita  giving 
from  our  income.  We  are  not  yet  through 
meeting  our  responsibilities  and  our  op- 
portunities. As  Christians  we  are  missing 
a  great  blessing  when  we  fail  to  give; 
and  giving  must  be  placed  alongside  of 
earning  and  spending  and  saving  of 
money. 

We  should  not  only  be  stewards  of  our 
income,  but  also  of  our  accumulated 
possessions.  So  often  we  spend  a  lifetime 
in  accumulating  an  estate  but  little  time  is 
spent  in  planning  the  proper  distribution 
of  that  estate  to  our  families  and  to  our 
Church. 

Through  gifts  and  legacies  we  can  ex- 


UNIQUE  SEMINAR 

In  Mid-July  Wilmington  Presbytery 
sponsored  a  Seminar  at  the  St.  Andrews-

1966  BIRTHDAY  OBJECTIVE 

People  in  the  depressed  areas  of  East- 
ern Kentucky  will  be  recipient  of  the 
major  financial  gift  of  women  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  next 
year. 

Announcement  of  the  1966  "Birthday 
Objective"  was  made  at  Montreat  in  July 
by  Dr.  Evelyn  L.  Green  of  Atlanta,  exec- 
cutive  secretary  of  the  denominational 
Board  of  Women's  Work.  She  presented 
the  Objective  during  the  annual  Women's 
Conference. 

Approximately  350,000  women  in  the 
16-state  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  will 
participate  in  the  1966  goal. 

Aid  given  through  the  offering  to  the 
Eastern  Kentucky  area  will  be  two-fold: 
(1)  Service  to  families  and  communities 
through  Guerrant  Presbytery,  by  provid- 
ing Christian  social  service  workers  to 
work  with  pastors  and  by  establishing  a 
Christian  service  corp;  and  (2)  prepara- 
tion for  special  service  through  Lee  Jun- 
ior College  at  Jackson,  Kentucky,  by 
providing  scholarships  for  social  field 
workers  in  the  area,  and  by  motivating 
socially  useful  lives  of  service  in  the 
mountains. 

The  Women  of  the  Church  "Birthday 
Objective"  culminates  in  the  annual  of- 
fering received  each  spring  and  announ- 
ced at  the  Women's  Conference  in  July.

same  year  the  overture  was  approved. 
Orange  Presbytery  was  established  that 
fall. 

Hanover  Organized 

Hanover  Presbytery  was  established  as 
a  result  of  a  petition  presented  to  the 
Synod  of  New  York,  and  the  following 
were  ordered  to  meet  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  December  1755  at  Hanover, 
Virginia:  The  Reverend  Messrs.  Samuel 
Davies,  John  Todd,  Alexander  Craig- 
head, Robert  Henry,  John  Wright,  and 
John  Brown. 

Hanover  Presbytery  originated  as  a 
result  of  several  Anglican  families  simul- 
taneously turning  from  their  congrega- 
tional worship  to  devotional  reading,  first 
privately  and  later  together.  As  early  as 
1719  the  Scotch-Irish  migration  began  to 
flow  down  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  oc- 
cupying districts  beyond  the  mountains. 
These  early  settlers  bore  the  brunt  of 
Indian  hostility  and  in  view  of  this  un- 
pleasant service  the  intolerant  ecclesiast- 
ical laws  of  the  colony  were  allowed  to 
remain  a  dead  letter  beyond  the  Blue 
Ridge.  Settlers  were  visited  from  time 
to  time  by  preachers  from  the  North, 
generally  of  the  Old  Side. 

It  was  different  when  Presbyterianism 
reached  Hanover  County  where  zealous 


young  preachers  like  William  Robinson, 
Samuel  Davies,  John  Rogers,  and  John 
Todd,  all  connected  with  the  more  pro- 
gressive Synod  of  New  York,  itinerated 
and  labored. 

The  dissident  planters  in  Hanover 
County  hearing  of  William  Robinson, 
who  was  traveling  toward  North  Caro- 
lina for  his  health  and  preaching  as  he 
went,  sent  for  him  and  satisfying  them- 
selves of  his  orthodoxy  and  piety,  "put 
the  direction  of  their  affairs  into  his 
hand".  Through  their  labors  and  his, 
Presbyterianism  took  root  in  a  commun- 
ity that  was  English  and  Episcopalian 
by  tradition.  "Thanks  to  the  eloquence 
and  the  administrative  ability  of  Davies, 
as  well  as  to  the  favor  of  a  Scotch  gov- 
ernor, it  was  protected  from  the  legalized 
intolerance  of  the  established  clergy,  and 
had  time  and  room  to  grow". 

Samuel  Davies 

Hanover  Presbytery  "was  preceded 
by,  and  inseparably  connected  with  Mor- 
ris' Reading  House  .  .  .  erected  by  those 
dissatisfied  with  the  preaching  of  the 
parish  (Episcopalian)  incumbents." 

Samuel  Davies,  who  was  to  attain  to 
fame,  including  being  elected  president 
of  Princeton  College,  was  sent  by  the 
Presbytery  of  New  Castle  of  the  New 
Side  Synod  of  New  York  as  an  evange- 
list in  1747. 


Hanover  Presbytery  was  created  from 
New  Castle  Presbytery  which  had  been 
organized  in  1716. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Presbytery 
in  North  Carolina  the  Presbytery  ordain- 
ed the  Reverend  James  Creswell  as  pas- 
tor of  Lower  Hico,  and  also  of  Grassy 
Creek  and  Nutbush  Churches  in  Gran- 
ville County.  At  the  same  meeting  a  call 
for  the  services  of  the  Reverend  Henry 
Pattillo  was  presented  from  the  Haw- 
fields, Eno,  and  Little  River  Churches. 
He  accepted  the  call  and  moved  from 
Virginia  to  North  Carolina  where  he  was 
to  serve  churches  for  the  next  thirty- 
five  years. 

North  Carolina  Pleads 

The  Synod  of  New  York  at  the  same 
meeting  which  set  off  Hanover  Presby- 
tery in  1755,  passed  the  following  order: 
"Upon  sundry  petitions  from  various 
parts  of  North  Carolina  setting  forth  their 
distressing  circumstances  for  want  of  a 
preached  gospel  among  them,  and  re- 
questing help  from  this  Synod,  Messrs. 
John  Brainerd  and  Elihu  Spencer  are 
appointed  to  take  a  journey  thither  before 
winter,  and  supply  the  vacant  congrega- 
tions there,  and  in  parts  adjacent  for  six 
months,  or  as  long  as  they  shall  think 
necessary;  and  the  appointment  for  sup-

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SALE  OF  HERD  NETS  $86,645 

According  to  a  report  by  Silas  Vaughn, 
Business  Manager  of  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College,  the  proceeds  from  the 
dispersal  sale  of  the  Morrocroft  herd 
of  Polled  Herefords  which  were  given  the 
College  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  J.  Harris 
of  Charlotte,  amounted  to  $86,645. 

The  herd  was  sold  to  the  "tune  of  an 
auctioneer's  chant",  with  some  500  buy- 
ers and  spectators  coming  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  Florida  and  Mississippi.  The  top 
bull  in  the  herd  went  for  $3,500,  and 
second  high  for  $2,000. 

The  proceeds  will  be  applied  to  the 
new  physical  education  building.

plies  for  Mr.  Spencer's  congregation  is 
deferred  until  tomorrow." 

The  demand  for  supplies  for  the 
Southern  vacancies  continued  without 
abatement.  A  Minute  from  the  Minutes 
of  the  Synod  of  New  York  and  Philadel- 
phia for  1756  indicates  the  concern  of 
the  Synod  for  "the  state  of  many  con- 
gregations to  the  southward,  and  par- 
ticularly North  Carolina,  and  particular- 
ly the  great  importance  of  having  those 
congregations  properly  organized"  where- 
upon the  Synod  appointed  "the  Reverend 
Messrs.  Elihu  Spencer  and  Alexander 
McWhorter  to  go  as  our  missionaries  for 
that  purpose;  that  they  form  societies, 
help  them  in  adjusting  the  bounds,  ordain 
elders,  administer  sealing  ordinances;  in- 
struct the  people  in  discipline,  and  final- 
ly, direct  them  in  their  after  conduct, 
particularly  in  what  manner  they  shall 
proceed  to  obtain  the  stated  ministry,  and 
whatever  else  may  appear  useful  and 
necessary  for  those  churches,  and  the 
future  settlement  of  the  Gospel  among 
them." 

There  are  numerous  churches  today  in 
Mecklenburg  and  Concord  Presbyteries 
which  owe  their  existence  to  the  labors 
of  Elihu  Spencer  and  Alexander  Mc- 
Whorter, neither  of  whom  settled  per- 
manently in  North  Carolina,  but  whose 
labors  contributed  toward  the  eventual 
establishment  of  Orange  Presbytery. 
Reverend  James  Creswell 

The  Reverend  James  Creswell,  to 
whom  reference  has  been  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  first  meeting  of  Han- 
over Presbytery  in  North  Carolina,  was 
born  in  Ireland,  licensed  at  Tinkling 
Springs,  Virginia  in  May  of  1764  and 
served  as  minister  in  North  Carolina 
from  1765  to  approximately  1774  when 
he  removed  to  South  Carolina. 

At  one  time  he  served  as  president  of 
a  society,  called  "Salem  Society",  form- 
ed to  support  a  school  and  seminary  be- 
tween the  Catawba  and  Savannah  Rivers. 

In  a  letter  by  him  dated  July  27,  1776 
to  the  Honorable  William  Henry  Drake 


INFORMATION  SOUGHT 

The  Reverend  Robert  S.  Arrowood, 
Moderator  of  Synod,  while  visiting  re- 
latives in  California  the  past  summer 
met  a  Mrs.  Gladys  Ann  DeLey  who  is 
anxious  to  obtain  information  of  her 
grandfather  who  was  a  Presbyterian 
minister  in  North  Carolina.

It  has 
been  requested  that  if  anyone  can  give 
Mrs.  DeLey  any  information  about  her 
grandfather,  that  they  either  contact 
the  Reverend  R.  S.  Arrowood  P.  O.  Box 
254,  Linden,  N.  C.  or  Mrs.  DeLey  at 
36131/^  State  Street,  Santa  Barbara, 
California  93105. 


he  speaks  of  being  attacked  by  Indians 
and  says,  "Such  of  us  as  are  in  forts  have 
neither  suitable  guns  nor  ammunition  for 
the  defense  of  our  lives  and  little  ones, 
as  we  were  obliged  to  furnish  our  army 
with  our  best  arms." 

Dr.  George  Howe,  noted  Presbyterian 
minister  and  historian  in  South  Caro- 
lina, said  of  Creswell  that  he  exerted 
strong  influence  against  Toryism  and  that 
he  died  in  the  fall  of  1776. 

William  Henry  Foote  states  that  Cres- 
well "commenced  his  ministry  with  high 
expectations,  but  in  a  little  time  fell  into 
improprieties  .  .  .  and  .  .  .  passed  from 
usefulness  and  honor  through  obloquy 
to  forgetfulness". 

Creswell  was  the  seventeenth  minister 
enrolled  in  Orange  Presbytery. 

Foote's  Appraisal 

Foote  describes  Hanover  Presbytery  as 
follows:  "The  history  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Hanover,  the  mother  of  presbyteries 
in  the  South  and  West,  embraces  facts  in 
church  government,  church  extension, 
church  discipline,  missionary  efforts  and 
success,  biography  of  ministers,  and 
members  of  the  church,  male  and  female, 
in  different  departments  of  life,  of  thril- 
ling interest  and  in  abundance  to  fill 
more  than  one  volume.  The  facts  and 
the  actors  will  be  found  in  any  fair  rec- 
ord of  the  memorable  things  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  States  of  Vir- 
ginia, North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  South 
Carolina,  and  Ohio,  in  all  of  which,  Han- 
over Presbytery  had  an  existence  for  a 
series  of  years". 

Whereas  the  Synod  ordered  that  the 
Reverend  Samuel  Davies  preach  the  or- 
ganizing sermon  of  the  Presbytery,  he 
was  ill,  and  the  responsibility  and  honor 
fell  to  the  Reverend  John  Todd  who 
preached  from  the  text  Zechariah  4:7, 
"What  are  you,  O  great  mountain?  Be- 
fore Zerubbabel  you  shall  become  a 
plain;  and  he  shall  bring  forward  the  top 
stone  amid  shouts  of  'Grace,  grace  to 
it!'  " 


WORLD  COUNCIL 
HEADQUARTERS  DEDICATED 

The  Ecumenical  Center,  Geneva,  Swit- 
zerland, headquarters  of  the  World  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  and  ten  other  interna- 
tional church  bodies,  was  recently  dedi- 
cated. 

The  Center,  a  visible  symbol  of  the 
commitment  of  the  WCC's  more  than 
200-member  churches  of  the  Protestant, 
Anglican,  Orthodox,  and  Old  Catholic 
traditions  to  work  together  for  unity,  was 
buih  at  a  cost  of  $3,000,000,  which 
was  contributed  by  its  member  churches 
in  more  than  ninety  countries  and  terri- 
tories. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Visser  't  Hooft,  General 
Secretary  of  the  World  Council,  said, 
"The  formal  opening  of  the  Center  gives 
a  fresh  mandate  to  the  Christian  task 
of  unity." 

The  Center  has  been  in  use  by  the 
staff  since  Easter,  1964,  when  the  office 
sections  were  completed.  After  comple- 
tion of  the  main  conference  room,  the 
chapel,  and  other  portions  of  the  build- 
ing, the  45-minute  Dedication  Service 
was  held. 


NEW  MAGAZINE 

Dimensions  in  Christian  Education  is 

the  title  of  a  new  magazine  to  be  pub- 
lished in  Richmond,  Virginia  by  the  Pres- 
byterian Board  of  Christian  Education 
on  a  bi-monthly  basis.  The  magazine 
succeeds  Presbyterian  Action.  Bert  Tip- 
pit,  formerly  of  the  Board's  Division  of 
Church  Relations,  is  the  editor  of  the 
new  periodical  which  will  emphasize 
Christian  Education  at  the  local  church 
level. 

The  magazine  will  seek  to  assist  the 
lay-leader  in  the  local  church,  especially 
in  teaching.  It  will  also  carry  feature 
articles  and  will  relate  to  the  Covenant 
Life  Curriculum.  It  will  seek  to  include 
other  denominations  using  the  CLC,  such 
as  the  Associate  Reform  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church,  Moravian  Church  and  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America. 


TO  VIRGINIA 

The  Reverend  William  E.  Thompson, 
minister  of  the  Rocky  Mount  Second 
Church  for  the  past  three  years,  has  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  the  Calvary  Church 
Alexandria,  Virginia,  effective  September 
1. 

While  in  Rocky  Mount  Mr.  Thomp- 
son was  active  in  Civil  Rights  and  receiv- 
ed several  direct  or  indirect  threats  from 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan.  On  one  occasion 
a  cross  was  burned  on  the  lawn  of  his 
home. 

Mr.  Thompson  is  the  son  of  the  late 
Reverend  Earl  F.  Thompson  and  Sarah 
Frances  Martin  Thompson.

LAUREL  HILL  NATIVE  MADE 
GUNS 

Among  the  memorable  events  in  the 
history  of  the  Laurel  Hill  Church  and 
the  Laurel  Hill  Community  were  those 
occurring  the  day  Union  Soldiers  camp- 
ed there  on  March  9,  1865.  Troops  un- 
der the  command  of  General  William 
T.  Sherman  came  to  the  Laurel  Hill  com- 
munity with  the  expressed  purpose  of  lo- 
cating a  gun  factory  they  had  heard  was 
in  the  area. 

Murdock  Morrison  owned  the  gun 
works,  which  had  been  turning  out  hand- 
made guns  at  the  rate  of  25  per  week 
for  use  of  the  Confederate  troops.  When 
Morrison  learned  the  Union  troops  were 
moving  into  the  area,  he  led  his  workers 
in  efforts  to  hide  the  weapons.  The  guns 
were  dumped  into  a  lake. 

Union  troops  camped  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Laurel  Hill  Church  and  cut  up  pews 
to  use  for  firewood.  Some  of  the  men 
carved  their  initials  in  the  flooring  and 
steeple.  The  next  day  they  searched  Mor- 
rison's home,  confiscated  personal  pos- 
sessions, and  burned  the  house.  When 
they  could  not  salvage  any  guns,  they 
also  burned  the  gun  factory. 

Today  a  faded  marker  on  a  nearby 
highway  tells  the  story  rather  simply: 
"As  Sherman's  Army  moved  north  from 
Georgia,  several  units  passed  through 
Laurel  Hill  and  camped  in  this  vicinity 
March  8-9,  1865." 


LEADS  IN  GIVING 

The  First  Church,  Kings  Mountain, 
stood  first  among  churches  in  its  class, 
membership  between  300  and  349,  in 
1964  in  per  capita  giving  to  both  budget- 
ed benevolences  and  total  benevolences. 

In  a  period  of  six  years  the  Kings 
Mountain  Church  has  moved  from  the 
rank  of  number  39  to  first  place  in  its 
category. 

The  minister  of  the  church  is  the  Rev- 
erend Paul  K.  Ausley,  Th.D. 


BEQUESTS 

Substantial  cash  gifts  were  bequeathed 
to  Presbyterian  institutions  recently  by 
the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Clara  Knox, 
who  died  early  in  September  at  her 
home  in  Salisbury.  She  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  a  former  prominent  Salisbury 
business  man. 

According  to  the  will  the  following 
were  left  cash  gifts:  Davidson  College, 
$20,000;  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  $20,000;  Orphans' 
Home  at  Barium  Springs,  $10,000;  Ed- 
gar Tufts  Memorial  Association,  Inc.  for 
the  support  of  the  Grandfather  Orphans' 
Home,  $2,000. 

The  balance  of  the  Estate,  except  for 
some  allowances  for  the  nurse  and  com- 
panion of  Miss  Knox  were  left  to  the 
Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.

BARBECUE  CHURCH 
CELEBRATES 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  September 
Barbecue  Church,  organized  in  1758,  ob- 
served Homecoming. 

More  than  300  persons  attended  the 
service  and  had  dinner  on  the  grounds. 

During  the  worship  service  young  peo- 
ple of  the  church  recited  the  23rd  Psalm 
in  the  Gaelic  language  under  the  direc- 
tion of  their  minister,  the  Reverend 
James  D.  MacKenzie,  who  taught  them 
the  Psalm. 

Mr.  MacKenzie  preached  a  sermon 
written  by  the  Reverend  Allan  McDoug- 
ald,  pastor  of  the  Barbecue  Church  from 
1811  until  1825,  and  published  in  1824. 
The  theme  centered  on  the  resurrection 
of  the  body.  Barbecue  Church  was  Mr. 
McDougald's  first  pastorate. 

Two  elders  of  the  church  of  long 
standing  were  honored  with  plaques. 
They  were  Daniel  Bruce  Cameron,  an 
elder  since  1911,  and  his  brother,  Lee 
Cameron,  an  elder  since  1914. 

The  congregation  joined  in  singing, 
"O  Barbecue",  the  church  song,  and  the 
Heritage  Room,  the  church's  own  little 
museum  for  artifacts  and  history,  was 
officially  opened. 

Following  dinner  on  the  grounds  a 
43-page  history  of  the  church,  written  by 
Mr.  MacKenzie,  was  distributed.

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  An- 
nuties  and  Relief  distributed  $36,026.21 
to  89  ministers  and  the  estate  of  one 
deceased  minister  at  its  September  meet- 
ing. At  the  March  meeting  $37,200.51 
was  available  from  the  Fund  and  91 
ministers  or  their  estates  shared  $408.79 
each. 

The  recent  meeting  was  chaired  by  the 
Rev.  David  H.  Burr,  Chairman,  minister 
of  the  Winston-Salem  First  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  Committee  revised  the  application 
form  used  by  retired  ministers  applying 
for  participation  in  the  Fund.  The  Com- 
mittee reaffirmed  its  previous  action  and 
policy  of  determining  the  retirement 
status  of  ministers  who  after  retirement 
return  to  the  status  of  full  time  pastor.  It 
was  decided  to  continue  to  be  guided  by 
the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Annuities  and 
Relief,  whereby  a  retired  minister  be- 
comes an  active  minister  when  he  engages 
as  pastor  of  a  church  for  longer  than  13 
continuous  weeks,  in  which  case  he  for- 
feits his  right  to  participate  in  the  Fund.

SUGAW  CREEK  TO  RENOVATE 

The  oldest  church  in  Mecklenburg 
County,  organized  205  years  ago,  has 
decided  to  undergo  major  changes. 

Sugaw  Creek  Presbyterian  Church,  a 
Mecklenburg  County  landmark  since 
1755,  has  been  a  rural  church  all  its  life. 

Suddenly  it  finds  itself  in  the  growing 
section  of  Charlo'tte,  and  the  church 
officers  have  agreed  that  now  it  must 
become  an  urban  church.  This  will  re- 
quire drastic  changes. 

In  order  to  accomplish  what  is  needed 
the  Church  has  employed  Dr.  Paul  F. 
Warren  of  Montreat  to  lead  the  Church 
in  a  stewardship  program  similar  to  that 
which  was  conducted  by  the  St.  Paul 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte  some 
months  ago. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church,  the  Rev. 
Horace  Hilton,  reports  that  farmers  have 
sold  most  of  the  land  surrounding  the 
Church  for  housing  developments. 

The  plan  is  to  retain  the  antiquity  of 
the  sanctuary,  but  to  modernize  the  en- 
tire structure. 

Said  Mr.  Hilton:  "We  have  become  a 
city  church.  The  opportunity  and  chal- 
lenge is  greater  than  it  has  ever  been".

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SPEAKER  BAN  LAW  OPPOSED  BY  SYNOD 


The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  at  its 
152nd  Session  in  Richmond,  Va.,  adopted 
on  May  26  resolutions  protesting  the 
North  Carolina  State  so-called  Speaker 
Ban  Law. 

The  final  resolution  authorized  that 
a  committee  of  three  persons  appear  be- 
fore the  Commission  appointed  by  Gov- 
ernor Dan  K.  Moore  to  study  the  Speak- 
er Ban  Law. 

On  September  9,  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall, 
Dr.  Everett  K.  Brown,  and  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  the  committee  appointed  by 
Synod,  appeared  before  the  Commission 
during  hearing  in  the  State  House  at 
Raleigh,  and  presented  the  Resolutions 
adopted  by  Synod  in  1964  and  1965. 
(The  Resolutions  appear  elsewhere  in 
this  issue  of  the  Presbyterian  News.) 

In  support  of  the  Resolutions,  the  Sy- 
nod's Committee  presented  the  follow- 
ing statement: 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States,  the 
judiciary  composed  of  645  Presbyterian 
Churches  in  approximately  85  counties  east 
of  the  Blue  Ridge,  with  a  membership  of 
150,000,  in  its  annual  meetings  of  1964  and 
1965  expressed,  through  a  majority  of  its 
chosen  representatives  its  concern  for 
opposition  to  the  so-called  Speaker  Ban 
Law  which  was  enacted  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  1963. 

The  Synod  does  not  presume  to  speak 
for  or  to  represent  the  viewpoint  of  all  of 
its  constituents,  but  as  a  deliberative  as- 
sembly of  Christian  church  leaders,  and 
citizens  of  this  State,  deplores  the  Speaker 
Ban  Law  and  calls  upon  the  Legislature 
to  repeal  the  said  law. 

We  wish  to  record  our  opposition  to 
Marxian  Communism  and  pledge  ourselves 
to  resist  it  with  vigor.  The  Christian 
Church  has  always  opposed  atheistic  ma- 
terialism under  whatever  guise  it  mas- 
querades. 

We  believe  that  the  only  Christian, 
American,  and  educationally  effective  way 
for  free  men  to  counter  communism  is  by 
frank  and  honest  confrontation.  The  way 
of  concealment  and  repression  of  argu- 
ment is  the  totalitarian  way;  the  way  of 
Stalin  and  Hitler.  If  we  genuinely  believe 
in  the  American  system,  we  do  not  need 
to  fear  open  attacks  by  avowed  commun- 
ists. To  seek  to  muzzle  one's  opponents  is 
to  admit  lack  of  faith  in  America.  It  is 
such  craven  lack  of  confidence  in  our  tra- 
dition, our  nation,  our  Democratic  process, 
and  our  chosen  leadership,  and  our  God 
that  is  the  really  subversive  position  in 
this  controversy. 

The  Speaker  Ban  Law  encourages  in- 
quisitive and  curious  youth  who  rebel 
against  paternalism  to  investigate  things 
which  are  forbidden,  and  because  they  are 
forbidden  they  appear  to  be  much  more 
inviting. 

Anyone  with  any  educational  experience 
knows  that  the  surest  way  to  destroy  the 
faith  of  students  in  any  truth  is  to  refuse 
to  face  open  discussion.  Fear  of  honest 
debate  only  betrays  the  truth  you  seek 
to  defend. 

It  is  desirable  that  every  viewpoint  be 
presented  by  its  own  advocates  and  ad- 
herents, and  then  be  subjected  to  critical 
analysis  and  evaluation  in  an  open  forum. 

The  students  on  the  campuses  of  our 
state  universities  and  colleges  could  de- 


rive great  benefit  and  enrichment  from 
an  address  delivered  by  the  Soviet  Ambas- 
sador to  the  United  States  or  a  per- 
formance by  the  Bolshoi  (S.P.)  Ballet,  or 
an  address  by  the  noted  physicist.  Dr. 
Robert  Oppenheimer,  whose  loyalty  to  the 
United  States  has  been  questioned. 

Not  long  since  many  people  were  shock- 
ed when  it  was  announced  that  Davidson 
College  had  invited  an  atheist  to  address 
the  student-body;  however,  it  turned  out, 
as  the  administration  knew  it  would,  to  be 
possibly  the  best  defense  of  Christian  faith 
ever  made  at  Davidson.  Students  discov- 
ered that  Christian  scholars  were  neither 
afraid  for  their  faith  nor  ashamed  of  it, 
for  in  the  open  and  uninhibited  confronta- 
tion both  students  and  participating  facul- 
ty experienced  confirmation  of  faith  and 
renewal  of  interest  in  religion  seldom  be- 
fore experienced. 

There  is  no  way  to  teach  the  truth  with- 
out exposing  the  mind  to  falsehood,  just 
as  immunization  to  disease  requires  ex- 
posure to  it  under  controlled  conditions. 
The  college  campus  offers  a  perfect  en- 
vironment for  exposure  and  confronta- 
tion under  the  most  favorable  conditions. 

Any  limitation  on  who  may  speak  in  a 
public  institution  constitutes  a  limitation 
on  academic  freedom  and  can  imply  a 
weakness  in  our  own  political  and  econom- 
ic doctrine  and  policy.  The  Speaker  Ban 
Law  does  not  stop  with  muzzling  political 
discussion  by  communists.  It  prohibits 
anyone  who  is  either  a  communist  (no 
criteria  are  set  by  which  to  determine 
this),  or  who  has  availed  himself,  as  many 
non-communists  have  done,  of  his  consti- 
tutional privileges  under  the  Bill  of  Rights, 
from  appearing  on  a  state  supported  cam- 
pus to  speak  on  anything,  whether  con- 
troversial or  not.  In  fact,  scientists  whose 
textbooks  are  used  in  our  state  schools  and 
whose  contributions  to  science  are  taught 
by  our  professors,  are  forbidden  to  say  on 
the  campus  what  students  are  required 
to  read  from  their  texts.  How  can  one 
more  effectively  destroy  respect  for  truth 
in  young  minds?  Our  free  culture  has  al- 
ways held  that  truth  is  truth  wherever  it 
is  found  and  by  whomever  it  is  enunciat- 
ed. It  is  subversive  of  our  Western  tradi- 
tion to  deny  people  the  benefit  of  wisdom 
because  we  dislike  the  politics,  or  econom- 
ics, or  theology  of  the  individual  who  can 
impart  it. 

It  seems  that  we  must  be  concerned  ov- 
er the  implied  attack  on  the  Fifth  Amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution.  While  it  is 
deplorably  true  that  this  safeguard  of 
liberty  devised  by  our  fathers  has  been 
abused,  as  every  legal  safeguard  has  been 
and  will  be  misused,  this  statute  and  those 
that  defend  it  give  the  unmistakable  im- 
pression that  the  amendment  itself  is  an 
evil  thing,  and  that  to  invoke  it  in  political 
controversy  is  always  ipso  facto  wrong. 

The  prime  and  most  compelling  reason 
for  our  opposition  to  the  Speaker  Ban  Law 
is  that  it  constitutes  political  interference 
in  the  affairs  and  responsibilities  of  duly 
appointed  trustees  for  our  state  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning. 

The  trustees  and  administrative  officers 
must  be  free  from  political  interference 
and  pressure  so  that  they  can  promote  the 
development  of  student  minds  and  assault 
the  frontiers  of  knowledge. 

The  principle  of  representative  govern- 
ment is  jeopardized,  when,  through  due 
processes,  people  are  chosen  to  perform 
certain  tasks  for  the  state,  and  then  are 
not  allowed  freedom  to  perform  those

We  are  especialljp 
zealous  that  higher  education  in  our  Stati  j 
be  protected  from  political  interference  k 
and  partisan  pressures.  The  Synod  there- ri 
for  petitions  our  legislature  that,  with  du(  (] 
safeguards  for  American  ideals  and  insti-j] 
tutions,  the  administration  of  education  bf  ^

tasks  without  hindrance.  If  they  do  not 
five  satisfaction,  they  may  be  replaced; 
t)ut  while  they  serve,  they  must  be  trusted 
3,nd  supported. 

Educators  must  be  free  to  exercise  their 
experience  and  skill  to  educate,  without 
political  dictation.  If  the  legislature  does 
not  have  confidence  in  our  current  educa- 
tors, the  honest  course  is  to  seek  their 
replacement  and  not  to  impose  restrictions 
that  undermine  their  efficiency,  or  to  as- 
sume that  inexperienced  laymen  know 
better  how  to  perform  their  complicated 
and  exacting  task. 

Communism  is  only  "one  among  many" 
evils  to  be  found  on  any  college  campus, 
some  of  which  are  equally  as  deadly,  if 
not  more  so,  and  which  are  not  proscribed. 
\s  an  example,  salacious  literature. 

There  are  other  forms  of  atheism  than 
communism;  or  there  are  atheists  on 
our  campuses  who  are  not  communists. 
They  were  there  long  before  supporters  of 
the  Speaker  Ban  Law  became  concerned 
Dver  communism,  and  will  be  there  long 
afterwards. 

Communism  is  not  new.  It  is  as  old  as 
the  origin  of  evil,  and  all  evil  is  essen- 
tially atheistic  materialism.  Communism 
merely  is  an  old  "ism"  in  a  new  cloak  for 
disguise.  It  was  inveighed  against  by  the 
Old  Testament  prophets.  The  church  has 
always  opposed  it,  and  as  in  the  case  of 
Naziism  will  be  the  last  to  stand  against 
it  when  others  have  failed  to  do  so. 

Einstein,  the  famous  German  scientist, 
wrote  in  regard  to  the  crisis  in  Germany 
over  Naziism: 

"Being  a  lover  of  freedom  when  the 
revolution  came  in  Germany,  I  looked  to 
the  universities  to  defend  it,  knowing 
that  they  had  always  boasted  of  their 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  truth;  but  no, 
the  universities  were  silenced. 

"Then  I  looked  to  the  great  editors  of 
the  newspapers  whose  flaming  editorials 
in  days  gone  by  had  proclaimed  their 
love  of  freedom;  but  they  like  the  uni- 
versities, were  silenced  in  a  few  short 
weeks.  Then  I  looked  to  the  individual 
writers,  who,  as  literary  guides  of  Ger- 
many, had  written  much  and  often  con- 
cerning the  place  of  freedom  in  modern 
life;  but  they,  too,  were  mute. 

"Only  the  church  stood  squarely  across 
the  path  of  Hitler's  campaign  for  sup- 
pressing truth.  I  never  had  any  special

interest  in  the  church  before,  but  now 
I  feel  a  great  affection  and  admiration 
because  the  church  alone  has  had  the 
courage  and  persistence  to  stand  for  in- 
tellectual truth  and  moral  freedom." 

SUMMARY 

In  our  opinion  the  Speaker  Ban  Law  is 
un-American.  The  Constitution  guarantees 
the  right  of  expression  of  belief  regardless 
of  the  Tightness  or  wrongness  of  the  views 
expressed.  The  very  essence  of  Democ- 
racy is  the  right  of  every  man  to  believe 
what  he  wishes  without  proscription  of  his 
views.  The  Spanish  Inquisition  had  its 
origin  in  so  simple  a  philosophy  as  that 
which  led  to  the  creation  of  the  Speaker 
Ban  Law. 

It  is  always  dangerous  to  proscribe.  Na- 
ziism did  this  and  the  results  are  well- 
known.  For  any  governing  body  in  Amer- 
ica to  pass  a  law  like  or  similar  to  the 
Speaker  Ban  Law  is  to  practice  exactly 
what  our  enemies  have  and  do  practice. 

In  the  name  of  Democracy,  truth,  and 
Americanism,  we  urge  that  you  recom- 
mend repeal  of  this  law  or  an  amendment

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INSTITUTIONAL  MINISTRY 
AT  BUTNER 

Synod's  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension,  pursuant  to  an  action 
by  the  1964  Synod,  inaugurated  its  first 
institutional  ministry  program  at  Butner, 
North  Carolina,  June  1,  1965. 

The  Reverend  James  Nicholas  Grubb, 
a  member  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  was 
called  to  the  work  as  institutional  min- 
ister. Mr.  Grubb  is  a  native  of  Tazewell, 
Virginia,  a  graduate  of  King  College 
and  of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary, 
Decatur,  Georgia.  He  has,  since  1961, 
taken  special  clinical  pastoral  training 
to  equip  him  for  his  work. 

Unique  Ministry 

Butner,  N.  C.  is  unique  in  the  State. 
Here  are  located  the  following  institu- 
tions: The  John  Umstead  Hospital  for 
the  mentally  ill,  caring  for  2,000;  the 
Murdoch  Center  for  the  mentally  re- 
tarded, caring  for  1,700;  the  Psychiatric 
Children's  Unit  for  psychotic  children, 
caring  for  25;  the  State  Alcoholic  Re- 
habilitation Center,  caring  for  about  60 
patients;  the  Rehabilitation  Center  for  the 
Blind,  caring  for  approximately  80  pa- 
tients; the  Umstead  Youth  Center  for 
felons,  caring  for  100  young  men;  Center 
for  the  Mentally  Retarded  Blind  Chil- 
dren, census  unavailable;  and  the  new 
Federal  Hospital  for  the  Criminally  In- 
sane which  is  under  construction  and 
which  will  care  for  560  patients. 

Approximately  eight  years  ago  the 
Presbyterian  Church  was  organized  at 
Butner  with  a  membership  of  36.  Today 
the  membership  is  approximately  145. 
The  minister  of  the  church  is  the  Rev- 
erend Alfred  E.  Thomas,  who  has  served 
the  church  from  its  inception. 

Former  Military  Base 

Butner  was  a  military  base  during 
the  second  World  War.  The  present 
population  is  approximately  2,500,  com- 
pared with  800  in  1957.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  community  will  continue  to 
grow  and  that  by  1975  there  will  be  ap- 
proximately 500  Presbyterians  in  the 
community. 

Mr.  Thomas  has  ministered  to  not 
only  his  parish  members  but  to  Presby- 
terians in  all  of  the  institutions  located 
at  Butner.  Because  of  the  increasing  load 
and  the  requirement  for  specialized  train- 
ing to  minister  to  the  people  in  the 
several  institutions,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Church  Extension  of  Synod, 
after  thorough  investigation  by  a  com- 
mittee headed  by  Dr.  James  M.  McChes- 
ney,  pastor  of  the  Rocky  Mount  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  recommended  to 
Synod  that  a  full  time  trained  chaplain 
be  placed  at  Butner  to  minister  to  the 
patients  in  the  several  institutions  locat- 
ed there.

ENROLMENT  AT  PSCE 

Richmond,  Virginia  —  One  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  students  are  enrolled  at 
the  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation in  Richmond  as  the  academic 
year  1965-66  begins.  Seventy-one  of  these 
are  new  students,  and  fifty-six  are  return- 
ing. This  is  an  increase  of  18%  over  the 
year  1964-65. 

At  the  opening  convocation  at  which 
Dr.  S.  J.  "Jap"  Patterson  was  the  speak- 
er. Dr.  C.  E.  S.  Kraemer,  president,  an- 
nounced that  the  student-body  included 
representatives  from  75  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  the  United  States  and  over 
the  world.  Eighteen  states  are  represent- 


ed in  the  student  body,  as  are  the  coun- 
tries of  Brazil,  Canada,  Germany,  Japan, 
Korea,  Norway,  Puerto  Rico  and  Taiw- 
an. 

Although  the  school  is  controlled  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  students 
from  other  churches  are  also  in  at- 
tendance. These  denominations  are  As- 
sociate Reformed  Presbyterian,  Baptist, 
Cumberland  Presbyterian,  Episcopalian, 
Lutheran,  Methodist,  and  United  Pres- 
byterian in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Fifteen  ministers  are  enrolled,  study- 
ing for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  and  six  missionaries  are 
students  as  they  spend  their  furloughs 
in  Richmond. 

Dr.  Kraemer  has  announced  that 
plans  are  being  made  to  build  a  new 
building  on  the  campus,  at  the  corner 
of  Brook  Road  and  Westwood  Avenue.

POLL  RESULTS 

According  to  a  poll  made  by  Louis 
Harris  of  a  cross-section  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  United  States,  54%  of  adult 
Americans  claim  they  attend  church  ser- 
vices at  least  once  a  week;  50%  report 
they  say  grace  at  most  meals  in  their 
homes;  97%  profess  a  belief  in  God; 
and  72%  believe  in  life  after  death. 

In  spite  of  these  evidences  of  religious 
interest,  nearly  a  third  of  American 
adults,  according  to  Mr.  Harris,  feel  they 
are  less  religious  than  their  parents  or 
than  their  children  will  be. 

Catholics  are  most  faithful  in  church 
attendance;  74%  go  at  least  once  a  week. 
Women  of  all  faiths  attend  more  regular- 
ly than  men,  and  the  report  revealed 
that  church  attendance  is  higher  in  the 
South  and  Midwest. 

Only  1%  of  Americans  say  they  are 
atheists  and  2%,  agnostics.  Eighty-three 
per  cent  say  they  contribute  financially 
to  a  religious  cause. 

VISITS  HOLY  LAND 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  Hamilton,  Minister  of 
the  Kinston  First  Church,  has  recently 
returned  from  an  extended  trip  to  Europe 
and  the  Holy  Land. 

While  in  Germany,  he  visited  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tubingen  where  he  was  a  stu- 
dent in  1933,  and  spent  some  time  with 
a  ninety-year-old  professor  in  whose 
home  he  lived  while  studying  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Dr.  Hamilton  reported  that  he  visited 
Biblical  sites  in  Greece  and  in  the  Holy 
Land,  and  expressed  disappointment  "by 
the  division  of  the  City  of  Jerusalem, 
which  prevented  his  party  from  visiting 
many  of  the  Christian  shrines."

Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoftel,  Minister  of  the 
Charlotte  First  Church,  returned  to  his 
pulpit  early  in  September  following  a 
three-month  Sabbatical  leave  in  Europe. 

The  Sabbatical  leave  was  a  gift  from 
his  church  commemorating  his  ten  years 
as  Pastor  of  the  Church. 

Dr.  Stoffel  attended  the  Ecumenical 
Institute  sponsored  by  the  World  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  in  Bossey,  Switzerland 
and  Mansfield  Theological  College  at 
Oxford  University,  England. 


Injunction  Sought — 

HOME  FOR  SENIOR  CITIZENS 

The  Presbyterian  Home,  Inc.  of  Char- 
lotte which  for  more  than  a  year  has 
sought  a  suitable  location  for  erecting  a 
Home  for  senior  citizens  is  currently 
waiting  for  a  court  decision  in  regard 
to  a  temporary  injunction  taken  by  citi- 
zens of  Sharon  Road,  a  "comfortable 
and  substantial"  residential  area  of  Char- 
lotte. 

The  tract  of  land  is  located  across  the 
road  from  Sharon  Presbyterian  Church 
and  is  owned  by  Mrs.  Bonnie  Lucy  An- 
derson Little,  the  widow  of  the  late  Rev. 
Charles  H.  Little,  a  minister  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.S. 

Prominently  mentioned  among  those 
engaged  in  the  project  are  Dr.  John  R. 
Cunningham,  Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  both 
ministers,  David  M.  McConnell,  and 
Benjamin  S.  Horack,  attorneys,  real  es- 
tate dealer  Louis  L.  Rose  and  wholesaler 
Henry  J.  Allison. 

An  appraisal  by  Dr.  Cunningham  sees 
the  establishment  of  the  Home  as  "en- 
tirely the  humane  thing  we  are  trying  to 
do;  a  Christian  project." 

In  opposition  is  a  statement  by  one 
of  the  young  matrons  of  the  area  who  in 
protesting  before  the  City  Commission, 
declared,  "I  am  interested  in  pediatrics 
— not  geriatrics." 

Those  responsible  for  establishing  the 
home  have  literally  leaned  over  back- 
wards in  trying  to  placate  homeowners 
in  the  Sharon  Community.  This  led  Dr. 
Cunningham  to  conclude:  "Such  homes 
are  recognized  as  a  very  important  factor 
in  a  community's  life." 


ELECTED  ELDER 

Mrs.  W.  D.  Pearce  was  recently  elected 
a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  West  Raleigh  Pres- 
byterian Church,  the  first  woman  to  be 
elected  to  this  position  in  the  city  of 
Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Pearce  has  been  a  member  of  the 
West  Raleigh  Church  for  thirty-four 
years. 

Whereas  Mrs.  Pearce  held  a  conserva- 
tive view  in  regard  to  the  question  of 
women  serving  as  Elders,  after  her  elec- 
tion she  stated,  "I  have  no  real  objection 
to  the  idea"  and  accepted  it  because  "the 
General  Assembly  has  decreed  it".  She 
went  on  to  say  that  she  feels  that  women 
are  as  capable  as  men  and  that  she  never 
"felt  like  a  second-class  worker  in  the 
church." 

Mrs.  Pearce  has  served  as  president 
of  the  local  Women-of-the-Church,  Sun- 
day School  teacher,  Presbyterial  Treas- 
urer, and  President.  She  also  served  as 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Synod- 
ical  and  served  as  Business  Manager  of 
the  annual  Synodical  Training  School  for 
ten  years. 

Mrs.  Pearce  is  the  widow  of  W.  B. 
Pearce  who  died  the  past  spring.

CHILDREN'S  HOME  AT  BARIUM  SPRINGS 
OBSERVES  75th  ANNIVERSARY 

(By  the  Reverend  Albert  B.  McClure,  D 
Home  for  Children.) 

Seventy-five  years  ago  Barium  Springs 
was  a  place  where  the  aged  and  ailing 
gathered  in  an  old  wooden  hotel  to  drink 
the  mineral  waters  from  seven  springs. 
Today  "Barium  Springs"  are  two  words 
known  to  all  people  in  this  area  but 
especially  to  Presbyterians.  They  are  also 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  thousands  of  peo- 
ple who  at  one  time  lived  at  the  home.

In  January,  1891  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  voted  to  establish  an  orphan- 
age at  Barium  Springs.  Beginning  with 
twelve  children,  one  building,  and 
twenty-five  acres,  the  Synod  found  a  way 
to  express  its  love  and  concern  to  boys 
and  girls  who  needed  help. 

From  this  small  beginning  the  Home 
has  expanded  tremendously  in  its  phy- 
sical equipment — a  forty  acre  campus 
with  over  a  hundred  buildings  situated 
in  the  middle  of  1,100  acres  now  owned 
by  the  Home.  Every  acre  of  land  and 
every  building  now  standing  and  those

MINISTER  AND  HIS  WORK 

The  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work  convened 
in  Synod's  Office  October  4  and  heard 
Mr.  Charles  M.  Harris,  Atlanta,  Assist- 
ant to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  As- 
sembly's Committee  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work. 

In  addition  to  eight  members  of  the 
Committee  present,  the  following  Execu- 
tive Secretaries  were  in  attendance:  the 
Rev.  Tom  M.  Davis,  Albemarle;  the  Rev. 
Thompson  B.  Southall,  Concord;  the  Rev.

H.  Monroe  Winston-Salem. 

Representatives  of  the  Presbyteries  re- 
ported on  the  Orientation  Program  for 
new  ministers.  The  Committee  heard  of 
the  so-called  "Corporate  Bishopric"  plan 
of  Granville  Presbytery  through  Dr. 
Bagnal.  The  plan  has  as  its  purpose 
alertness  by  the  Presbytery  to  the  pro- 
gress of  ministers  and  churches.  Assist- 
ance for  all  who  need  advice  and  coun- 
seling is  made  available  by  the  Presby- 
tery through  the  Council.  Periodically 
the  Council  is  expected  to  meet  with  rep- 
resentatives of  the  churches  in  advisory 
capacity. 

Mr.  Harris  pointed  out  to  the  Commit- 
tee that  there  is  a  tendency  today  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  towards 
an  oversupply  of  ministers.  /This  conten- 
tion by  the  Assembly's  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work  is  challenged  by 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  Di- 
vision of  Higher  Education,  which  holds 
that  there  is  still  a  shortage.  Editor/ 

Mr.  Harris  indicated  that  there  are  27 
seminary  graduates  who  have  been  car-

Our  Congratulations 

Surely  the  entire  Synod  joins  in  ex- 
tending Congratulations  to  those  who 
through  the  years  have  maintained  and 
supported  the  Children's  Home  at  Barium 
Springs. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  75th  Anniver- 
sary of  the  opening  of  the  Home,  it  is 
worthy  of  note  that  the  inauguration 
and  operation  of  the  Home  have  been 
major  undertakings.  Neither  could  have 
been  accomplished  without  faith,  pray- 
er, and  sacrifice;  therefore,  to  the  men 
and  women  (and  the  women  seem  to  have 
been  the  first  to  become  concerned), 
living  and  deceased,  we  dedicate  this 
number  of  the  Presbyterian  News. 

Surely  there  are  hundreds,  if  not  thous- 
ands, of  men  and  women  whose  lives 
were  rescued  as  "brands  from  the  fire" 
because  of  the  eleemosynary  habits  of 
men  of  good  will  through  the  years, 
crowned  this  year  by  the  Diamond  Jubi- 
lee of  this  important  institution. 

To  the  Reverend  Albert  B.  McClure, 
Superintendent  of  the  Home,  go  our 
special  commendations  as  he  severs  his  re- 
lationship with  the  Home  on  January  1, 
1966,  where  he  has  served  since  January, 
1950.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  progress 
and  attainments  under  Dr.  McClure,  for 
the  reason  that  the  Children's  Home  has 
been  maintained  at  an  approximate  level 
of  personnel  for  some  years;  however,  it 
is  well-known  that  though  Dr.  McClure's 
tenure  of  office  has  been  at  a  critical 
time  in  the  changing  role  of  Children's 
Homes  nationally,  he  has  led  admirably 
in  adjusting  to  the  new  philosophy  in- 
volved. 

Chief  among  the  emphases  for  main- 
taining Church-sponsored  Homes  has  been 
the  need  "to  meet  tremendous  and 
pressing  problems,"  as  Dr.  Alan  Keith- 
Lucas,  has  pointed  out,  and  "not  to  min- 
ister to  the  benevolent  feelings  of  those 
who  established"  them.  Originally  Homes 
were  established  for  either  orphans  or  poor 
children,  or  both.  No  longer  are  a  major- 
ity of  children  in  Homes  orphans.  Dr. 
Keith-Lucas  has  shown  that  "only  one 
child  in  thirty  who  needs  care  away  from 
home  today  has  lost  both  of  his  parents, 
and  more  than  one-half  have  both  parents 
living." 

Today  homes  are  operated  for  three 
groups  of  children:  (1)  those  in  family 
homes,  for  which  the  Homes  assist  in 
providing  foster-care,  especially  for  very 
young  children;  (2)  institutional  homes 
for  normal  children,  who  thrive  best  in

CHURCH  FIRES! 

RNS — ^According  to  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  National  Fire  Protection  As- 
sociation in  Boston,  church  fires  in  the 
United  States  rose  substantially  in  num- 
ber and  cost  during  1964.  Losses  totalled 
$20,900,000  in  3,600  church  fires,  com- 
pared to  $19,000,000  in  3,500  fires  dur- 
ing the  previous  year. 

Contributing  substantially  to  this  loss 
total  were  eight  major  fires  in  which  the 
destruction  amounted  to  $2,885,000  in 
damages. 

For  the  first  time  in  years  no  Roman 
Catholic  churches  are  included  in  the  list 
of  "major  loss"  blazes. 

The  report  concluded  that  the  year's 
property  loss  total  for  all  fires  was  $1,- 
652,700,000,  a  marked  decrease  from 
the  preceding  year  when  the  cost  total 
was  $1,788,100,000. 


this  type  of  home;  and  (3)  similar  homes 
for  mentally  disturbed  children.  The  lat- 
ter service  Dr.  Keith-Lucas  feels  is  "truly 
worthy  of  the  church  and  often  more 
practicable". 

Dr.  Keith-Lucas  makes  a  good  case  for 
the  Church  continuing  its  service  through 
Homes  for  Children,  but  insists  that  the 
Church  cannot  care  for  all  children  who 
need  care.  For  this  reason,  he  argues  that 
the  Church  should  engage  in  a  program 
that  stresses  excellence.  In  these  things 
we  concur. 

May  the  next  seventy-five  years  of  the 
life  of  the  Children's  Home  at  Barium 
Springs  be  as  fruitful  as  the  last,  and 
more  so. 


WOMEN  OF  ORANGE  MEET 

On  October  21,  the  Women  of  the 
Church  of  Orange  Presbytery  met  at  the 
Chapel  Hill  Church.  The  day-long  meet- 
ing began  at  10  A.M.  in  the  church 
sanctuary  with  the  invocation  by  the 
Associate  Pastor,  Rev.  Buie  Seawell. 
Mrs.  John  D.  Graham,  President  of  the 
local  Women-of-the-Church,  and  Rev.  E. 
Earl  Adkins,  Sanford,  Chairman  of  the 
Presbytery's  Committee  on  Women's 
Work,  extended  greetings. 

The  theme  of  the  68th  annual  meeting 
of  the  Women  of  the  Synod,  "God's 
People — The  Church  in  the  World",  was 
interpreted  by  Rev.  Albert  E.  Dimmock, 
Pastor  of  the  West  Raleigh  Church. 

During  the  morning  session  Mrs.  Colon 
McLean,  President  of  Synodical,  address- 
ed the  Women,  and  Mrs.  Joseph  S.  Vin- 
cent, Greensboro,  Presbyterial  President, 
gave  her  report.  Mrs.  E.  Johnston  Irvin, 
past  Synodical  President,  installed  the 
new  officers. 

Opening  the  afternoon  session  Dr. 
Bernard  Boyd,  Professor  of  Biblical  Lit- 
erature in  the  Department  of  Religion  at 
the  University,  gave  an  Introduction  to 
the  Book  of  Acts,  which  is  being  used 
as  the  Bible  study  by  the  Circles  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church  during  1965-66. 

Approximately  350  women  represent- 
ed 75  active  local  organizations. 


Winston-Salem  Presbytery  Meets 

On  September  28,  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery  met  in  its  100th  Stated  Meet- 
ing in  the  Southminster  Church,  Win- 
ston-Salem. Rev.  Clyde  O.  Robinson,  Jr. 
was  elected  Moderator,  and  Rev.  E. 
Lamar  Beck,  Moderator-nominee  for  the 
Jan.  25  meeting. 

Presbytery  heard  a  report  indicating 
excellent  progress  in  the  development  of 
the  Susan  Barbour  Jones  Retreat  Center 
and  voted  to  employ  Mr.  Rawley  Am- 
burn  as  part-time  Superintendent  of  the 
Retreat  Center.  The  featured  address 
was  given  by  the  Rev.  Sidney  D.  Crane, 
Director  of  Adult  Education  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.S.,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, who  spoke  of  the  valuable  uses 
of  the  Retreat  Center. 

A  tentative  benevolence  budget  for  the 
year  1966  in  the  amount  of  $203,150 
was  approved. 

Presbytery  overtured  the  General  As- 
sembly to  instruct  the  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work  to  find  more  ef- 
fective ways  of  providing  for  the  moving 
of  ministers  and  to  reduce  the  size  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  by  pro- 
viding representation  by  Presbyteries  on 
the  basis  of  membership.

HOW  IT  STARTED 


Barium  Springs  Children's  Home  came 
into  existence  as  the  result  of  a  Resolu- 
tion offered  at  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, meeting  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Goldsboro  in  1788,  during 
which  Dr.  William  E.  Mcllwaine,  Chair- 
man of  Home  Missions  in  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery,  offered  a  proposal  that  Synod 
adopt  the  "Home  and  Hospital"  in  Char- 
lotte. 

The  late  Dr.  W.  W.  Moore,  President 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  a 
member  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
said  of  the  Resolution  and  action  of 
Synod: 

"The  thing  that  deserves  emphasis  is  that 
Dr.  McDwaine,  Mecklenburg  Chairman  of 
Home  Missions  at  that  time,  was  one  of 
the  prime  movers  in  tliis  epoch-making 
action,  as  indeed  he  was  in  almost  every 
other  forward  movement  of  the  Church. 
At  that  same  meeting  of  the  Synod,  for 
instance,  he  introduced  a  Resolution  in 
answer  to  a  memorial  from  the  Presby- 
terian Lady  Managers  of  the  Home  and 
Hospital'  in  Charlotte,  appointing  a  com- 
mission to  establish  the  Orphans'  Home, 
now  at  Barium  Springs,  one  of  the  most 
important  steps  taken  by  the  Synod."  _ 

First  In  Charlotte 

The  Home  to  which  reference  is  made 
was  located  on  Ninth  Street  in  Charlotte. 

The  Charlotte  Home  was  the  out- 
growth of  a  movement  by  a  few  Char- 
lotte women,  mostly,  if  not  altogether, 
from  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  to 
wit,  Madames  R.  E.  Cochrane,  C.  M. 
Gibbon,  S.  M.  Howell,  W.  W.  Ward, 
Lewis  Reading,  L.  L.  Sanders,  Archie 
Graham,  and  A.  G.  Brenizer. 

It  is  said  that  the  Home  accomplished 
so  much  good  for  poor  boys  (and  girls?) 
that  the  Presbytery  took  it  over  and 
finally  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  enlarge  the  building  and  have 


more  spacious  grounds,  Synod  decided 
to  move  the  Orphanage  to  Barium 
Springs  for  the  reason  that  land  could 
be  bought  much  cheaper  there  than  in 
the  city. 

It  seems  that  the  Session  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  meeting 
jointly  with  the  Deacons,  first  consider- 
ed the  location  of  a  Synodical  orphan- 
age. 

Moved  To  Barium  Springs 

Synod  purchased  the  Barium  Springs 
(Health  Center)  Hotel  five  miles  south 
of  Statesville  in  order  to  establish  the 
new  location.  The  next  year,  1891, 
twenty-eight  children  entered  the  Home. 

It  is  said  that  it  was  through  the  action 
of  the  Reverend  R.  W.  Boyd  that  the 
organization  was  finally  secured.  "This 
saintly  and  loveable  man  was  born  in  the 
community.  He  was  the  first  president 
and  manager  of  the  orphanage." 

Another  who  is  said  to  have  had  quite 
an  influence  on  the  Home  was  Dr. 
Jethro  Rumple,  minister  of  the  Salisbury 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  One  source 
declares  that  he  did  more  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  institution  than  ony  other 
member  of  Synod. 

By  1927  the  following  buildings  had 
been  erected,  named  for  persons  either 
who  had  considerable  influence  in  estab- 
lishing the  Home  or  supporting  it: 
Rumple  Hall,  Lee's,  Howard,  Infirmary, 
Alexander,  Lottie  Walker,  Jenny  Gilmer, 
Baby  Cottage,  etc.  to  the  extent  of  ten 
brick  buildings,  two  school  buildings,  a 
church,  office  building,  sewing  room, 
laundry,  and  three  residences;  in  all  car- 
ing for  360  children. 

At  this  time  there  were  42  on  the  staff 
and  the  total  cost  of  operations  was 
$150,000,  of  which  $50,000  came  direct-

The  fellowship  hall  will  serve  as  the 
church  sanctuary  until  such  time  as  an- 
other building  phase  is  undertaken.

Two  new  divisions  were  created  from 
the  former  division  of  Home  Missions. 
Dr.  Claude  H.  Pritchard  is  Secretary  of 
the  Division  of  Home  Missions. 

The  Department  of  Promotion  was 
abolished  and  in  its  place  was  created 
a  Division  of  Education  and  Research 
with  the  Rev.  Lawrence  W.  Bottoms, 
former  Associate  Secretary  of  the  Di- 
vision of  Home  Missions,  named  as  an 
Associate  Secretary  of  the  new  division. 
A  new  Secretary  is  being  sought. 

The  staff  will  have  editorial,  art,  and 
research  departments. 

The  former  Department  of  Chaplains 
and  Military  Personnel,  now  elevated 
to  a  division  level,  will  be  headed  by 
the  Rev.  James  J.  Alexander.  The  func- 
tions of  this  division  are  to  render  more 
services  to  military  chaplains  and  greater 
emphasis  on  the  work  of  hospital  and  in- 
situtional  chaplains. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  and  the 
Division  of  Homes  and  Christian  Wel- 
fare will  continue  under  the  Board's 
management.

DCE  RESIGNS 


FROM  ORPHANAGES  TO  HOMES 


The  first  orphanage  established  in 
North  Carolina  by  a  religious  body  seems 
to  have  been  Thompson's  Orphanage, 
founded  in  1887.  According  to  Legette 
Blythe  this  was  located  in  Charlotte,  and 
was  operated  in  connection  with  St. 
Peter's  Episcopal  Church.  The  only  other 
orphanage  in  the  state  was  the  Masonic 
Orphanage  at  Oxford. 

As  early  as  1695,  the  practice  of  ap- 
prenticeship for  teaching  reading  and 
writing  to  orphans  was  the  law  in  Vir- 
ginia and  not  long  afterwards,  influenced 
by  this  legislation,  the  law  also  of  North 
Carolina,  where  the  law  applied  to  or- 
phans, poor  children,  free  illegitimate 
children,  to  girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  to 
illegitimate  female  mulattoes  and  mes- 
tees. 

The  law  of  1750,  in  requiring  educa- 
tion according  to  rank  and  degree,  im- 
plies the  existence  of  schools  or  other 
means  of  intellectual  training. 

Orphans  Apprenticed 

In  the  seventeenth  century,  orphaned 
boys  and  girls  were  bound  out  as  ap- 
prentices as  has  been  indicated.  In  1715 
a  law  was  passed  by  which  no  children 
were  allowed  to  be  bound,  except  by  the 
precinct  court  which  was  empowered  to 
"grant  letters  of  tuition  or  guardianship 
to  such  persons  as  they  shall  think  proper 
for  'caring  for  the  education  of  all 
orphans  and  for  the  caring  of  their 
estate  .  .  .'  ".  The  Law  required  that  "all 
orphans  shall  be  educated  and  provided 
for  according  to  their  rank  and  degree 
out  of  the  income  of  interest  of  their 
estate  and  stock  if  the  same  will  be  suf- 
ficient, otherwise  such  orphans  shall  be 
bound  as  apprentices  to  some  handicraft 
trade,  (the  master  or  mistress  of  such  or- 
phan not  being  of  the  profession  called 
Quakers)  til  they  shall  come  of  age,  un- 
less some  of  kin  to  such  orphan  will 
undertake  to  maintain  and  educate  him 
or  them  for  the  interest  of  income  of 
his  or  her  estate  without  diminution  of 
the  Principle,  whether  the  same  be  great 
or  small  .  .  .". 

Boys  were  apprenticed  until  they  were 
twenty-one  and  girls  until  they  were 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

Those  to  whom  they  were  apprenticed, 
the  master  or  mistress,  were  required  to 
provide  diet,  clothes,  lodging,  and  ac- 
commodations fit  and  necessary,  and  to 
teach  "or  cause  him  or  her  to  be  taught, 
to  read  and  write,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  his  or  her  apprenticeship,  shall  pay 
every  such  servant  the  like  allowance  as 
is  by  law  appointed  for  servants  by  in- 
denture or  custom  .  .  .". 

In  1755  a  law  was  enacted  to  protect 
orphaned  boys  and  girls  who  inherited 
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Diane  Klouse,  in  her  new  dining  room 
apron,  places  food  on  tlie  table  while  the 
girls  in  the  background  wait  in  line  for 
their  turn.

wealth  or  property  for  the  reason  that 
"their  interest  and  estates  have  been 
greatly  abused  and  their  education  very 
much  neglected". 

Church  wardens  were  required  to 
furnish  to  the  justices  of  the  orphans 
courts  at  annual  sessions  the  names  of  all 
children  without  guardians.  Failure  to 
perform  this  duty  was  punishable  by  a 
fine  of  "ten  pounds  proclamation  money 
each". 

The  court  was  then  to  appoint  guar- 
dians for  such  children.  When  the  profits 
of  an  orphan's  estate  were  more  than 
sufficient  to  maintain  and  educate  him 
the  surplus  was  to  be  invested  on  good 
and  sufficient  security. 

Only  orphans  whose  estates  were  not 
sufficient  to  maintain  them  were  bound 
out  as  apprentices. 

By  an  Act  of  1772  the  duty  of  re- 
porting to  the  justices  of  the  local  court 
the  names  of  orphans  and  poor  children 
without  guardians  or  masters  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  church  wardens  to  the 
county  Grand  Jury. 

Education  Stressed 

The  educational  significance  of  these 
changes  is  important,  for  now  the  au- 
thority for  controlling  the  maintenance 
and  education  of  the  poor  was  transferred 
from  the  Church  to  the  State.  From  this 
change  there  gradually  developed  the  idea 
that  caring  for  and  educating  the  poor  of 
the  community  is  a  State  function. 


Miss  Dorothy  Juett  Ray,  Director  of 
Christian  Education  for  Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery  since  July  15,  1957,  has  re- 
signed in  order  to  accept  the  position  as 
Director  of  Christian  Education  in  the 
First  Church,  Staunton,  Virginia. 

A  native  of  Sharpsburg,  Kentucky, 
Miss  Ray  is  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Kentucky  and  the  Presbyterian  School 
of  Christian  Education,  Richmond.  Be- 
fore coming  to  Gastonia,  she  worked  as 
DCE  in  Winchester  and  Paducah,  Ken- 
tucky churches. 


Masters  were  required  to  give  their 
apprentices  the  same  care  and  attention 
given  their  own  children,  and  when  this 
was  not  done  the  apprentices  were  re- 
apprenticed  to  some  other  master  ap- 
proved by  the  court. 

Homes  Established 

The  establishment  of  the  Mountain 
Mission  Home  at  Black  Mountain,  at  the 
time  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  resulted  from  the  gift  of 
eleven  cents. 

Dr.  R.  P.  Smith,  in  experiences  in 
Mountain  Missions  Work  relates  the 
story.  He  recalled  that  a  little  girl  who 
had  heard  him  speak  on  poor  homeless 
children,  "early  one  morning  brought  her 
pennies  and  told  me  to  go  and  buy  a 
house  for  the  poor  children".  He  added, 
"She  thought  her  gift  would  get  it  and 
it  did.  I  told  the  story  of  the  child's 
faith  and  soon  we  had  funds  enough  to 
build  a  small  cottage". 

He  goes  on  to  say  that  after  securing 
a  good  woman  in  charge  as  mother, 
housekeeper,  teacher,  and  all  else,  she 
was  promised  twenty  dollars  per  month, 
ten  dollars  for  her  salary  and  the  other 
ten  dollars  to  purchase  food  for  the 
children,  the  number  of  whom  at  the  time 
was  si}i.  "Gloomy  prospect,  you  say; 
truly  it  was  but  soon  free-will"  offerings 
commenced  coming  in  and  from  that  date 
to  this  no  child  placed  in  our  care  has 
suffered  for  food  or  clothing." 

Dr.  Smith  also  told  of  a  little  boy  who 
was  brought  to  the  Orphanage  who  used 
prohibitive  language.  The  matron  told 
him  it  was  wrong  to  use  such  bad  words 
and  that  God  who  made  him  was  dis- 
pleased with  his  ugly  talk.  He  replied,  "I 
don't  know  who  God  is,  but  he  don't 
live  where  I  come  from." 

Thornwell  Orphanage  in  South  Caro- 
lina had  a  similar  origin  to  the  Home  at 
Black  Mountain. 

Dr.  William  P.  Jacobs,  its  founder, 
having  advocated  an  orphanage  for 
South  Carolina,  visited  the  home  of  a 
widow  in  Friendship  congregation,  where 
a  little  boy  laid  50^  in  his  hand  as  a 
contribution  towards  starting  one.  That 
orphanage  was  opened  October  1,  1875.

Miss  Julia  Alexander,  descendant  of 
the  famous  John  M.  Alexander,  one 
of  the  signers  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  of  Independence,  not  only 
was  one  of  the  first  women  to  be  licens- 
ed to  practice  law  in  North  Carolina, 
but  she  was  the  first  woman  to  be 
elected  a  representative  in  the  lower 
House  of  the  North  Carolina  Legisla- 
ture. 

She  was  a  native  of  Mecklenburg 
County,  and  the  daughter  of  Captain 
Sidenham  B.  and  Pauline  (one  source 
says,  "Violet")  Nicholson  Alexander. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  after  her  death  on  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1957,  following  an  illness  of 
five  months,  her  funeral  was  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  E.  Lee  Stoffel  and  the  Rev. 
Walter  M.  Walsh,  both  of  Charlotte. 

Miss  Alexander  attended  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  Law  School 
where  she  took  a  degree  and  followed 
that  at  the  University  of  Michigan  and 
then  later  still  at  Columbia  University 
Law  School. 

She  practiced  law  in  Charlotte  for 
many  years. 

Miss  Alexander  was  outstanding  in 
many  ways,  and  held  a  good  many 
"firsts".  She  was  the  first  president 
'  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  of 
Business  and  Professional  Women, 
elected  to  that  office  in  1919;  and  be- 
came the  Regent  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  of  Independence  Chapter 


of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  in  1912.  As  has  been  stated 
she  had  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  woman  in  the  State  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, where  she  served  from 
1925  to  1927. 

She  was  appointed  official  Mecklen- 
burg County  Historian  and  was  one  of 
a  group  of  local  citizens  instrumental 
in  having  the  historic  U.  S.  Mint  rebuilt 
as  the  Mint  Museum. 

As  a  representative  of  the  National 
Bar  Association,  Miss  Alexander  went 
to  Britain  as  a  guest  of  the  British 
Bar  in  1924.  She  was  entertained  at 
Buckingham  Palace  by  the  late  Queen 
Mary. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  Stonewall 
Jackson  UDC  and  was  elected  its  life- 
time president.  She  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  American  Legion  Auxil- 
iary of  Hornet's  Nest,  Post  9.  She  help- 
ed to  organize  the  Charlotte  Humane 
Society  and  became  its  first  president. 
She  was  chairman  of  the  George  Wash- 
ington Bi-centennial  Commission  for 
Charlotte  in  1932. 

Miss  Alexander  was  an  author,  and 
among  her  writings  were  "Charlotte  in 
Picture  and  Prose",  "A  Short  History 
of  Mecklenburg  County",  and  "Mothers 
of  Great  Men". 

She  was  an  active  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  cred- 
ited with  having  organized  its  Begin- 
ners Department  and  became  the  first 
teacher  of  the  Women's  Bible  Class. 


CHANGES  OF  PASTORATES 

Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  former  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  and  supply  minister  for  the 
Mt.  Bethel  Church  in  Granville  Presby- 
tery, has  accepted  a  call  by  this  Church  as 
full-time  pastor.

Missionaries 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  is 
sending  missionaries  to  Indonesia.  The 
Board  of  World  Missions  recently  an- 
nounced that  the  Rev,  and  Mrs.  Wendell 
Ligon,  natives  of  Durham,  N.  C,  and 
their  four  children  will  teach  and  do 
evangelistic  work  in  the  Moluccas,  a 
chain  of  Indonesian  Islands. 

The  Ligons,  unlike  most  of  their  col- 
leagues, will  not  set  up  a  Presbyterian 
mission,  but  will  be  on  "loan"  to  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  at  whose  re- 
quest the  Ligons  are  being  sent. 


Most  of  the  Protestant  Churches  in 
Indonesia  were  started  by  the  Dutch, 
who  were  forced  to  leave  after  World 
War  II,  when  Indonesia  achieved  its 
independence  from  Holland.  Other  mis- 
sionaries have  been  helping  to  fill  the 
breach. 

Mr.  Ligon,  a  former  industrial  engi- 
neer with  a  large  paper  company  in 
Wilmington,  is  a  graduate  of  Union  Sem- 
inary in  Richmond,  and  Mrs.  Ligon  is 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of  N.  C. 
at  Greensboro. 

Mr.  Ligon,  30,  while  attending  the 
Seminary,  worked  with  three  small  Vir- 
ginia mountain  churches.

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PUNS  NEW  SANCTUARY 

The  Congregation  of  the  First  Church 
Salisbury  voted  unanimously  to  go  for- 
ward with  plans  for  a  $515,000  sanct- 
uary to  be  constructed  on  the  corner  of 
West  Innes  and  South  Fulton  Sts.,  one 
block  west  of  the  present  74-year-old- 
sanctuary. 

Rev.  Herbert  L.  Underwood,  minister 
of  the  church  for  the  past  42  months, 
explained  that  the  present  sanctuary 
would  be  torn  down  and  the  site  would 
be  used  to  enlarge  a  commercial  park- 
ing lot  with  the  proceeds  from  the  lot  to 
be  used  by  the  Church. 

The  Congregation  further  authorized 
the  Finance  Committee  to  conduct  a 
campaign  to  raise  the  money  and  to  em- 
ploy the  firm  of  Ketchum,  Inc.  to  pro- 
vide professional  advice  and  assistance. 

Mr.  John  E.  Ramsey,  the  architect, 
pointed  out  that  the  sanctuary  would 
have  a  seating  capacity  for  approximate- 
ly 600  persons,  450  in  the  nave  proper, 
100  in  the  balcony,  and  50  in  the  choir 
loft. 

The  Church  was  organized  in  1821, 
and  has  about  900  members. 


Receives  Grant 

Dr.  W.  Taylor  Reveley,  President  of 
Hampden  Sydney  College,  announced 
recently  that  the  College  had  been  award- 
ed $17,500  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation.  The  grant,  effective  imme- 
diately for  a  three-year  period,  was 
awarded  in  support  of  research  entitled 
"A  Comparative  Systematic  Investiga- 
tion of  Marine  Ciliates  in  the  Holotrich- 
ous  Protozoan  Order  Hymenostoma- 
tida",  and  will  be  conducted  by  Dr.  Jesse 
C.  Thompson,  Jr.,  Professor  of  Biology. 

Dr.  Thompson,  who  for  the  past  sev- 
eral years  has  been  collecting,  culturing, 
and  making  permanent  slides  of  marine 
genera  in  the  order  Hymenostomatida, 
has  collected  specimen  from  the  Virginia 
Coast  and  the  Indian  Ocean,  where  dur- 
ing 1963  he  was  a  participant  in  the  In- 
ternational Indian  Ocean  Expedition. 


RETIREMENT 

Dr.  Patrick  D.  Miller,  Atlanta,  who 
for  the  past  ten  years  has  been  the  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  retired  from  this  position  as 
of  September  30.  He  will  become  guest 
professor  at  Columbia  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Decatur,  Georgia,  teaching  in  the 
Department  of  Homiletics. 

During  the  period  which  Dr.  Miller 
has  served  the  Board,  some  450  churches 
have  been  organized  in  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  more  than  $13  million,  in- 
cluding regular  and  special  offerings, 
have  been  contributed  by  the  Presby- 
terian constituency  to  Church  Extension 
work. 

The  65-year-old  Carnesville,  Ga.  na- 
tive and  his  wife,  the  former  [Dr.]  Lila 
Morse  Bonner,  have  three  children;  two 
daughters  who  are  married  to  ministers, 
and  Patrick  D.  Miller,  Jr.  who  is  a 
minister  at  Travelers  Rest,  S.  C. 

Dr.  Miller  is  the  author  of  several 
books  and  co-author  (with  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  McMaster)  of  the  1965-66  study 
book  which  will  be  used  by  some  350,000 
women  throughout  the  South. 

Served  Raleigh  Church 

Dr.  Miller  holds  degrees  from  David- 
son College  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  and  has  held  pas- 
torates in  Raleigh  from  1935-41;  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  1941-48;  and  Druid 
Hills  in  Atlanta  from  1949-1955. 

The  Board  and  staff  with  whom  Dr. 
Miller  worked  honored  him  at  a  dinner 
at  North  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church. 

Dr.  Miller  served  as  pastor  of  the 
Raleigh  First  Church,  1935-1941.  H!e  is 
related  to  numerous  Presbyterians,  prom- 
inent as  ministers,  missionaries,  doctors, 
etc.

FAYETTEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

CONVENES 

Fayetteville  Presbytery  met  on  Septem- 
ber 28,  at  the  Peace  Church  in  Fayette- 
ville with  approximately  170  ministers  and 
elders  from  97  churches  in  attendance. 
Rev.  C.  S.  Albright,  Moderator  and  Host 
Pastor,  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  in 
the  first  business  session,  the  Rev.  Ver- 
non S.  Broyles,  Pastor  of  the  Montpelier 
Church,  Wagram,  was  elected  Moderator. 
Dr.  Louis  C.  LaMotte,  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Adult  Education  and  Summer 
School  at  St.  Andrews  College  in  Laurin- 
burg,  was  named  Moderator-nominee  for 
1966. 

Highlighting  the  morning  session  was 
an  address  by  Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  Presi- 
dent of  Union  Seminary,  Richmond,  who 
made  a  presentation  concerning  the  semi- 
nary's immediate  need  for  six  million  dol- 
lars which  will  be  sought  in  a  1966  cam- 
paign by  supporting  Sjmods. 

Among  a  variety  of  reports,  Harvey 
Oliver,  Stewardship  Chairman,  recom- 
mended a  1966  benevolence  budget  of 
$119,326  for  Assembly  causes,  $83,830  for 
the  Synod,  and  $82,000  for  the  Presbytery. 
This  represented  a  slight  reduction  as 
compared  with  the  1965  budget. 

The  following  were  elected  as  principal 
delegates  to  the  1966  General  Assembly: 
Rev.  Roscoe  Prince,  Pinehurst;  Rev.  Rob- 
ert Park,  LUlington;  Rev.  Leslie  Bullock, 
Laurinburg;  Rev.  Howard  Gilkeson, 
Laurinburg;  and  Dr.  Louis  C.  LaMotte, 
Laurinburg. 

Among  the  recommendations  presented 
to  Presbytery  by  the  Candidates  Commit- 
tee was  the  following:  That  Presbytery 
urge  its  Stewardship  Committee  to  plan 
to  appropriate  annually,  beginning  in  1967, 
or  otherwise  make  available  to  the  Candi- 
dates Committee,  a  sum  of  money  (not 
tied  to  a  percentage  of  Presbytery's  budg- 
et) equal  to  $500  per  candidate  on  Presby- 
tery's roll  and  that  such  funds  be  desig- 
nated and  used  as  The  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund  for 
economic  aid  to  Candidates  for  the  Minis- 
try; and  further  that  said  fund  be  used 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on 
Candidates  and  in  close  co-operation  with 
other  agencies  of  the  church  or  persons 
interested  and  involved  in  financial  aid  to 
theological  students.  This  recommendation 
was  referred  to  the  Stewardship  and  Can- 
didates Committees  with  the  request  that 
the  Committees  bring  in  a  report  at  the 
January  meeting  of  Presbytery  which  will 
be  held  in  the  Cameron  Church.

CHAPEL  HILL  CHURCH  116  YEARS  OLD 

(The  following  article  appeared  in 
The  Chapel  HUi  Weekly,  Sunday,  Octo- 
ber 3,  1965.)

A  church  in  any  university  town  be- 
comes a  part  of  the  university  and  the 
university  a  part  of  it.  This  is  particularly 
true  of  the  Chapel  Hill  Presbyterian 
Church  which  celebrates  its  116th  anni- 
versary this  month.  One  has  only  to  list 
its  Elders  and  officers  throughout  the 
years  to  see  that  its  leaders  from  the  be- 
ginning have  also  been  leaders  on  the 
University  campus,  either  in  an  official 
capacity  or  as  a  guiding  and  inspiring 
influence. 

According  to  the  church  historians, 
members  of  the  church,  organized  in 
1829,  worshipped  on  Sunday  and  Thurs- 
day nights  in  a  small  wooden  building 
located  on  the  present  site  which  was 
then  a  part  of  the  campus. 

UNC  President  David  L.  Swain, 
known  to  the  students  as  "Old  Warping 
Bars,"  was  installed  as  Ruling  Elder  of 
the  church  in  1845  by  Dr.  Elisha  Mit- 
chell, assisted  by  James  Phillips,  both 
professors  at  the  University.  In  1846, 
these  three  men  and  Charles  Phillips 
bought  the  lot  for  $200  from  the  Uni- 
versity. They  raised  a  fund  of  $3,589  to 
begin  the  first  church  building  which 
was  dedicated  on  Sept.  23,  1849. 

The  first  pastor  was  the  Rev.  John  B. 
Shearer,  later  president  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege. Before  that  time.  Dr.  Mitchell,  geol- 
ogist, chemist,  physicist,  botanist,  and 
University  bursar,  acted  as  Stated  Supply. 
Dr.  Mitchell  built  the  first  unmortared 
stone  walls  which  are  still  standing 
around  the  present  church  and  on  and 
arotind  the  campus. 

Customs 

In  the  early  years  of  the  church,  there 
were  many  members  who  considered 
chilliness  next  to  Godlmess  and  requests 
for  a  stove  were  simply  ignored  or 
promptly  turned  down.  In  Mrs.  Lucy 
Phillips  Russell's  memoirs,  she  recalls 
sitting  in  a  wiggling  row  of  children  in 
a  cold  pew  and  envying  her  grandmother 
who,  because  of  her  age,  was  entitled 
to  use  a  Dutch  Oven,  a  tin  box  filled 
with  hot  coals,  to  warm  her  feet. 

By  1862,  the  church  had  40  communi- 
cants; 37  white  and  three  colored.  Mrs. 
Cornelia  Phillips  Spencer,  daughter  of 
one  of  the  founders,  noted  that  this  was 
the  year  the  congregation  voted  to  tender 
the  church's  bell  to  the  government  of 
the  Confederate  States  to  be  used  in  pro- 
viding artillery  for  the  Confederate  Army, 
somewhat  reversing  the  spirit  of  that 
Scripture  which  reads:  "They  shall  beat 
the  swords  mto  ploughshares." 


In  1868  when  Governor  Holden  forc- 
ibly closed  the  doors  of  the  University  as 
"a  center  of  sedition  and  aristocracy," 
little  was  left  in  the  church  or  the  village 
beyond  widows  and  weeds.  Although 
Sunday  School  was  maintained,  the 
church  was  closed  except  on  the 
rare  occasions  when  it  could  obtain  a 
preacher.  Even  when  the  University  was 
reopened  in  1875,  the  congregation  re- 
mained small  and  poor.  When  a  gate  was 
needed  to  keep  wandering  pigs  and  cows 
out  of  the  church  grounds,  Mrs.  Spencer 
earned  the  money  for  it  by  making  sew- 
ing baskets  which  she  sold  for  $5  each. 
The  gate,  made  of  wrought  iron,  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  one  later  used  at  the  en- 
trance of  Mrs.  CoUier  Cobb's  garden  on 
Rosemary  St. 

Parson  Moss 

One  of  the  most  beloved  ministers  of 
the  Chapel  Hill  Presbyterian  Church  was 
"Parson"  W.  D.  Moss  who  came  here 
from  Novia  Scotia  in  1904.  His  only 
fault  as  far  as  the  congregation  was 
concerned,  was  that  he  preached  too 
much  Love  and  not  enough  Damna- 
tion. During  his  period  of  service,  in 
1920,  the  old  church  was  remodeled  with 
funds  provided  by  Dr.  James  Sprunt  of 
Wilmington  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife. 

The  present  pastor  of  the  church  is  the 
Rev.  Vance  Barron  who  came  here  in 
1954.  Under  his  leadership  the  mem- 
bership has  grown  from  350  to  almost 
1,000.  Participating  closely  with  the

UN  PRESENTED  GEMS 

RNS — Pope  Paul  VI,  during  his  re- 
cent visit  to  the  United  Nation  head- 
quarters, presented  to  the  U.N.  gems 
valued  at  $150,000  to  raise  funds  "to 
feed  the  hungry  of  the  world." 

To  Secretary-General  U  Thant  the 
Pope  presented  what  was  described  as 
a  "beautiful,  magnificent"  diamond  cross 
and  ring  from  the  Vatican  collection  of 
religious  jewels,  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  jewels  be  auctioned  off 
among  the  nations  of  the  world  to  the 
highest  bidder.  The  estimated  value  and 
starting  price  of  the  gems  was  $150,000, 
proceeds  going  to  feed  the  world's  hun- 
gry though  the  United  Nations  Food  and 
Agriculture  Organization  Food  for  Peace 
Program. 

Pope  Paul  ga/e  a  personal  gift — a 
bronze  sculpture  symbolizing  love  and 
peace — to  U  Thant,  and  the  Secretary 
General,  in  turn,  gave  the  Pontiff  a 
medal  in  commemoration  of  Internation- 
al Cooperation  Year  and  a  personal  gift 
— an  ancient  Burmese  silver  bowl,  bear- 
ing the  inscription,  "He  who  conquers 
himself  is  the  greatest  conquerer  of  all."

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Centre  Church  Observance  Successful 

200TH  ANNIVERSARY  CELEBRATED 


The  Centre  Church,  Mt.  Mourne,  in 
Concord  Presbytery  observed  its  200th 
anniversary  with  a  week  of  activities 
beginning  Sunday,  October  17,  and  con- 
tinuing through  Thursday,  October  21. 

Speaker  at  the  Sunday  morning  service 
was  Dr.  George  Vick,  Atlanta,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Annuities 
and  Relief.  Following  Dr.  Vick's  address, 
dinner  was  served  on  the  grounds  of 
the  church.  Dr.  Frontis  Johnston,  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  at  Davidson  College, 
spoke  on  the  subject,  "The  Church  and 
History"  at  the  7:30  P.M.  service. 

On  Tuesday,  the  Church  entertained 
Concord  Presbytery.  Rev.  L.  A.  Mc- 
Cutchen,  who  is  associated  with  the 
Board  of  World  Missions,  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  spoke  at  7:30  P.M. 

Dr.  Lawrence  A.  Davis,  Atlanta,  Ga., 
Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Evangelism, 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  and  Rev. 
James  E.  Fogartie,  Minister  of  the  Myers 
Park  Church,  Charlotte,  were  feature 
speakers  for  the  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day night  services. 

Centre  Presbyterian  Church  was  or- 
ganized in  1765,  a  year  after  the  Rev. 
Alexander  MacWhorter  and  the  Rev. 
Elihu  Spencer  had  been  sent  to  the 
Piedmont  section  of  the  country,  from 
the  north,  to  do  organizational  and  other 
mission  church  work. 

First  Church 

The  site  selected  for  the  first  church 
building  was  about  two  miles  north  of 
present  day  Davidson  College,  and  here 
a  church  building  was  erected.  Nine 
years  later,  in  1774,  this  church  build- 
ing was  destroyed  by  fire  and  it  was  at 
this  time  that  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  decided  to  move 
to  the  location  now  in  use. 

This  second  church  building  was  of  log 
construction,  this  being  the  material 
used  most  often  for  building  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country  at  that  time.  In  1854, 
this  log  building  was  demolished  and  the 
building  now  in  use  took  its  place. 

In  addition  to  the  age-old  sanctuary, 
two  other  buildings  have  been  erected 
in  recent  years — an  educational  building 
in  1946  and  the  Williams  Fellowship 
Building  in  1956. 

Many  of  the  most  prominent  early 
families  in  the  Piedmont  section  settled 
in  the  Centre  Church  community.  The 
names  include  Davidson,  Reece,  Ramsey, 
Hughs,  Brevard,  Osborne,  Winslow,  Kerr, 
Rankin,  Templeton,  Dickey,  Brawley, 
Moore,  Wilson,  McCorkley,  Cathey, 
Harris,  McConnell,  Huston,  Baker,  and 
others.  They  were  primarily  Scotch- 
Irish. 

The  classical  school  was  started  in 
1760  near  the  home  of  Colonel  Alex- 


andria Osborne  and  was  given  the  name 
of  Crowfield  Academy.  This  school  is 
said  to  have  ante-dated  Queens  Museum 
in  Mecklenburg. 

One  of  the  most  distinguished  sons  of 
this  church  was  General  William  L. 
Davidson  for  whom  Davidson  College  is 
named.  He  was  killed  at  Cowan's  Ford, 
Feb.  1,  1781. 

Among  the  early  ministers  who  preach- 
ed in  the  community  were  the  Reverend 
John  Thomson  who  came  in  1751  and 
died  in  1753.  When  he  died  his  grave 
was  dug  under  the  floor  of  his  cabin 
where  he  was  buried.  He  was  buried  in 
what  became  known  as  Baker's  Grave- 
yard, now  inundated  by  the  waters  of 
Davidson's  Creek. 

Hugh  McAden  visited  in  1755.  In  1764 
the  Reverend  Alexander  MacWhorter  and 
the  Reverend  Elihu  Spencer  were  sent 
"to  form  societies,  adjust  bounds,  ordain 
elders,  dispense  the  sacraments,  instruct 
the  people  in  discipline  and  the  best  way 
to  attain  the  stated  ministry." 

Centre  Church  was  named  because 
it  was  the  center  of  a  large  territory  oc- 
cupied by  Scotch-Irish. 

The  new  church  was  dedicated  Octo- 
ber 12,  1855,  on  which  occasion  the 
Reverend  R.  H.  Morrison,  D.  D.,  presi- 
dent of  Davidson  College,  preached. 

The  first  ordained  pastor  to  serve  the 
church  was  the  Reverend  Thomas  Harris 
McCauley,  of  Pennsylvania  and  a  grad- 
uate of  Princeton.

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49  CENTS  OF  EVERY  'PHILANTHROPIC  DOLLAR' 
GIVEN  FOR  RELIGIOUS  PURPOSES 

NEW  YORK  (RNS) — Out  of  the  average  "philanthropic  dollar"  given  by  Amer- 
icans for  all  purposes  in  1964,  approximately  49  cents  was  earmarked  for  religious 
purposes. 

According  to  the  American  Association  of  Fund-Raising  Counsel,  Inc.,  which 
annually  tallies  and  estimates  contribution  totals,  last  year  individual  citizens,  founda- 
tions, business  firms  and  other  charitable  groups  gave  a  toal  of  $10.6  billion. 

Of  this  amount,  the  largest  portion — 49  per  cent — was  for  religious-oriented  pur- 
poses. 


The  totals,  listed  in  the  Counsel's  year- 
book on  philanthropy,  Giving  USA, 
were  gathered  from  figures  and  data  sub- 
mitted by  government,  religious,  health 
and  welfare  and  youth  serving  groups 
over  the  past  year. 

The  overall  $10.6  billion  total,  it  was 
noted,  compares  with  $5.4  billion  in  1954 
and  represents  a  $575  million  increase 
over  1963. 

The  amount  came  from  individuals, 
$8.5  billion,  foundations,  $819  millions; 
business  firms,  $610  million;  and  chari- 
table bequests,  $617  million. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  for  religious 
purposes,  other  portions  of  the  total 
went  to  education,  17  per  cent;  private 
welfare  programs,  14  per  cent;  health,  12 
per  cent;  donors  contributions  to  founda- 
tions, 4  per  cent,  and  4  per  cent  to 
"other  purposes,"  including  civic  and 
cultural  programs. 

Concerning  giving  for  religious  pur- 
poses— the  category  cited  for  registering 
the  greatest  gain  in  1964 — the  Associa- 
tion estimated  that  all  contributions  for 
the  year  totaled  over  $5,194,000,000. 
Not  included,  it  was  noted,  was  the 
$127,892,410  reported  in  total  contri- 
butions to  Canadian  Church  bodies. 

In  its  yearbook,  the  Association  re- 
ferred to  figures  for  1963  issued  by  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  which 
showed  $2,858,600,845  in  contributions 
among  41  denominations.

The  community  furnished  a  number 
of  soldiers  for  the  Continental  Army  and 
there  is  a  memorial  tablet  in  the  church 
inscribed  with  their  names. 

Important  Church 

The  Synod  of  the  Carolinas  was  or- 
ganized in  the  Centre  Church  on  Novem- 
ber 5,  1788.  In  1963  the  Synods  of  North 
and  South  Carolina  observed  the  175th 
Anniversary  of  this  event.  The  Rever- 
end David  Caldwell,  pastor  of  the  Ala- 
mance and  Buffalo  Churches  was  the 
first  Moderator.  Concord  Presbytery  held 
its  first  meeting  after  organization  in  the 
Centre  Church  on  March  29,  1796. 

Dr.  James  McRee,  the  second  minister, 
was  reared  in  the  congregation  near 
Mooresville.    He    attended  Crowfield 


It  was  pointed  out  that  since  not  all 
Churches  were  covered,  the  actual  giving 
total  "would  doubtless  exceed  $3  billion." 

"Counting  contributions  to  Roman 
Catholic  Churches,"  the  yearbook  added, 
"the  total  church  giving  (for  1963)  would 
approach  $4.5  billion." 

Religious  construction  in  1964,  it  was 
pointed  out,  totalled  $1,011,000,000— 
an  increase  of  one-half  of  1  per  cent  over 
the  previous  year. 

This  was  the  first  reversal  of  a  down- 
ward trend  in  religious  construction  since 
1960,  the  year  book  said,  adding  that  the 
"tendency  continues  ...  to  build  some- 
what fewer  churches,  serving  larger  con- 
stituencies in  relation  to  the  population 
rise." 

The  yearbook  noted  that  the  Founda- 
tion Library  Center  estimates  that  foun- 
dations are  making  grants  at  the  rate  of 
some  $819  million  annually.  In  1964,  the 
Library  Center  recorded  5,170  grants  of 
$10,000  or  more  for  a  total  of  $556  mil- 
lion. These  grants  were  for: 

Education,  $186  million;  health,  $129 
million;  international  activities,  $74  mil- 
lion; sciences,  $58  million;  welfare,  $44 
million;  humanities,  $39  million,  and  re- 
ligion, $26  million. 

Academy  and  graduated  from  Princeton. 
He  was  pastor  thirty  years.  He  was 
followed  by  Dr.  R.  H.  Chapman  who  had 
served  as  president  of  the  University  of 
N.  C.  from  1812  to  1817.  The  Reverend 
Thomas  Espy  succeeded  him  for  one 
year  and  then  the  Reverend  Walter  Smy- 
lie  Pharr  became  minister. 

A  son  of  the  Centre  congregation  who 
had  moved  to  Tennessee  in  1786,  Hugh 
Lawson  White,  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Tennessee,  and  later 
a  senator  from  that  state,  was  a  candidate 
for  the  presidency  of  the  United  States 
in  1836.  He  received  the  third  high  num- 
ber of  electoral  votes  cast,  being  exceed- 
ed by  Martin  Van  Buren  and  William  H. 
Harrison.  Relatives  still  live  in  the  com- 
munity. 

The  Reverend  Stephen  Frontis,  born 
in  France  in  1792,  became  pastor  in 
1849  and  he  served  until  1856.  He  also 
taught  French  at  Davidson  College. 

The  longest  pastorage  in  the  history 
of  the  church  was  that  of  the  Reverend 
William  W.  Pharr  which  lasted  from 


OR.  ROBERT  WARREN  BOYD

The  Reverend  Robert  Warren  Boyd, 
Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Home 
at  Barium  Springs,  from  1891  to  1908 
was  born  at  Chester,  South  Carolina, 
December  8,  1839,  the  son  of  Robert 
and  Elizabeth  Boyd. 

He  was  an  alumnus  of  Erskine  Col- 
lege and  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina (1859-1860).  He  served  in  the  12th 
South  Carolina  Regiment,  Confederate 
States  of  America,  and  when  the  War 
was  over  taught  and  farmed  for  several 
years.  He  became  a  student  in  Colum- 
bia Theological  Seminary  and  was 
licensed  by  Bethel  Presbytery  in  1873. 
The  following  year.  May  16,  he  was  or- 
dained by  Concord  Presbytery. 

Mr.  Boyd  served  as  pastor  of  the 
Unity  and  Third  Creek  Churches  in  the 
same  Presbytery,  1874-1878;  and  as 
pastor  of  the  Unity  and  Franklin 
Churches  from  1878  to  1888.  For  the 
next  three  years  he  was  pastor  of  the 
Castanea  Grove  and  Unity  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery.  In  1891  he  was 
elected  superintendent  of  the  new  Or- 
phan's Home  at  Barium  Springs  in 
which  capacity  he  served  until  1908. 
For  the  next  two  years  he  was  without 
charge  and  then  became  stated  supply 
and  later  pastor  of  the  Stuarts  Draft, 
Va.  Presbyterian  Church  from  1911  to 
1917.  In  the  latter  year  he  retired  to 
Mooresville  where  he  died  December 
2,  1925. 

On  May  24,  1866  Mr.  Boyd  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Sarah  Jane  Backstrom  of 
Chester,  S.  C,  who  preceded  him  in 
death  (1915). 


Presbyterial  Meets 

Albemarle  Presbyterial  convened  on 
October  13  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Washington.  The  Presbyterial  is 
comprised  of  the  Women's  Organizations 
of  54  churches  in  Eastern  North  Caro- 
lina, and  Mrs.  Dan  Cratch  of  Washing- 
ton, who  presided  over  the  sessions,  is 
President. 

Rev.  R.  Murphy  Williams,  of  Myrtle 
Beach,  S.  C.  and  former  Minister  of  the 
Wilson  First  Church,  spoke  on  the  sub- 
ject "God's  People,  the  Church,  and  the , 
World". 

Also  addressing  the  group  was  Mrs. 
Colon  McLean,  President  of  Synodical, 
on  the  topic,  "A  Call  To  Self-Examina- 
tion  and  Commitment". 

Rev.  Thomas  Apperson,  Pastor  of  the 
Church,  and  the  Session  administered  the 
Sacraments  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  assist- 
ed by  the  Women  Elders  of  the  Presby- 
tery. 

1858  to  1908. 

Centre  Church  has  often  been  called 
the  mother  of  churches.  Among  those  or- 
ganized by  or  from  this  church  are  Pro- 
spect (1824),  Bethel  (1828),  Davidson 
(1837),  Mooresville  (1875),  and  Shearer 
(1894). 

The  present  minister  of  the  church  is 
the  Reverend  Marcus  B.  Prince,  III. 
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OLD  BLUFF  CHURCH 
REUNION 

Every  year  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of 
September  Old  Bluff  Church,  organized 
in  1758  and  so  named  because  of  its 
location  on  the  Cape  Fear  River  in 
Cumberland  County,  holds  its  annual 
Homecoming  and  Anniversary  Service. 

The  1965  service  was  held  on  Sep- 
tember 26  when  between  300  and  400 
persons  attended  the  reunion. 

The  beautiful  old  church  and  grounds 
were  abandoned  in  1908  when  the 
church  (organization)  was  moved  to 
nearby  Wade. 

Previously  in  1892  a  colony  from  the 
church  organized  the  MacMillan  Church 
and  in  1904  another  group  organized  the 
Godwin  Church  and  finally  in  1913 
others  left  to  organize  the  Westminster 
Church. 

Whereas  from  about  1840-1890  the 
church  boasted  several  hundred  mem- 
bers, after  the  several  colonizations,  the 
church  membership  was  so  depleted  that 
its  survival  depended  on  its  removal. 

The  Bluff  Church  is  one  of  the  three 
famous  churches  of  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery, the  other  two  being  Barbecue 
and  Longstreet.  Only  Barbecue  has  con- 
tinued with  an  uninterrupted  history. 
About  1922  the  famous  Longstreet 
Church  was  dissolved  when  the  Federal 
Government  took  over  its  property  as  a 
part  of  Fort  Bragg.  The  Longstreet 
Church  is  under  perpetual  care  and  pre- 
servation by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. The  church  remains  beautiful  and 
ihe  nearby  cemetery  testifies  to  the 
former  life  of  the  community  which  now 
is  indeed  "the  City  of  the  Dead". 
Three  Famous  Churches 

The  three  famous  churches  were  or- 
ganized about  1758,  shortly  after  the 
Reverend  James  Campbell,  native  of 
Argylshire,  Scotland,  and  Pennsylvania, 
arrived  in  North  Carolina  in  1757  as  the 
first  Presbyterian  minister  to  take  up 
permanent  settlement  in  the  State.  (The 
second  was  the  Reverend  Alexander 
Craighead  who  was  called  to  be  the 
minister  of  the  Rocky  River  Church  in 
Cabarrus  County,  Concord  Presbytery.) 

The  first  record  of  services  in  the 
Bluff  section  is  contained  in  the  rem- 
nants of  the  Journal  of  the  Rev.  Hugh 
McAden,  and  recorded  in  William  Henry 
Foote's  Sketches  of  North  Carolina.  Mr. 
McAden,  a  Presbyterian  minister  from 
Pennsylvania,  made  an  extensive  tour  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  1755- 
1756. 

He  reported  that  on  Sunday,  January 
25,  1756  he  rode  to  Hector  McNeill's 
"and  preached  to  a  number  of  Highland- 
ers,— some  of  them  scarcely  knew  one 
word  that  I  said, — the  poorest  singers  I 
ever  heard  in  all  my  life." 

The  first  elders  of  the  Bluff  Church 
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Anniversary  Service 

The  Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley,  D.D., 
General  Secretary  for  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.,  brought  the  sermon  on  the 
occasion  of  the  207th  Anniversary  Cele- 
bration of  Old  Bluff  Presbyterian 
Church,  Wade,  N.  C,  August  26.  The 
subject  was  "Christian  Privileges." 

The  Reverend  W.  A.  Brown,  pastor 
of  the  Bluff  Church,  presided  over  the 
service.  The  Communion  was  conducted 
by  Mr.  Brown  and  the  Reverend  Billy 
Herring,  minister  of  the  Godwin  and 
McMillan  Churches. 

A  report  on  the  Old  Bluff  Trust 
Fund  revealed  approximately  $5,500  as 
a  balance  in  the  bank.  Funds  are  re- 
ceived each  year  for  improvements  and 
maintenance  of  the  property  and  ceme- 
tery. 

Among  the  distinguished  persons  at- 
tending the  reunion  were  Paul  Green 
of  Chapel  Hill,  author  of  the  "The  Lost 
Colony,"  and  Malcolm  Fowler  of  Lil- 
lington,  Harnett  County  Historian. 

The  Old  Bluff  Church  building,  one 
of  several  which  have  served  the 
church,  was  completed  in  1858. 


were  Hector  and  Duncan  McNeill,  Far- 
quard  Campbell  and  Alexander  McAl- 
lister. 

First  Minister 

The  Rev.  James  Campbell  was  the  first 
minister  to  visit  the  Cape  Fear  section 
who  could  speak  the  Highlanders  native 
tongue  of  Gaelic. 

In  1758  he  was  issued  the  second  call 
ever  made  to  and  accepted  by  a  Presby- 
terian minister  in  North  Carolina.  The 
call  is  still  extant. 

Mr.  Campbell  left  Lancaster,  Penn- 
sylvania in  1757  at  the  age  of  52  and 
came  to  North  Carolina.  Here  he  remain- 
ed until  his  death  in  1780,  76  years  of 
age.  He  is  buried  in  a  plot  on  the  Cape 
Fear  River  about  two  miles  from  the 
location  of  the  original  Roger's  Meeting 
House,  located  on  the  southwest  side  of 
the  River  on  land  once  owned  by  him- 
self. On  his  gravestone  is  the  following: 

"To  the  Memory  of 
Rev.  James  Campbell 
1780 

First  Settled  Presbyterian  Minister 
in  N.  C. 
Organized  Bluff,  Barbecue,  and 
Longstreet  Church  in  1758 
Erected  by  Fayetteville  Presbytery 
1930 

The  stone  which  bears  the  above  in- 
scription engraved  on  a  bronze  plaque, 
was  moved  from  the  Roger's  Meeting 
House  where  it  had  served  as  a  pillar 
under  one  of  the  corners  of  the  church. 

The  marker  on  Mr.  Campbell's  grave- 
stone was  purchased  by  gifts  raised  in 
the  Sunday  Schools  of  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery. 

Soon  Mr.  Campbell  was  instrumental 
in  organizing  the  Bluff,  Barbecue,  and 
Longstreet  Churches.  Each  Sunday  he 
preached  a  sermon  in  English  and  Gaelic.

Granville  Presbytery's  Stewardship 
Committee,  headed  by  Braxton  Flye,  Ral- 
eigh, recently  sponsored  three  steward- 
ship convocations.. The  first  one  was  held 
on  September  26  at  the  Northgate  Church 
in  Durham.  Mr.  Marvin  Raymer,  States- 
ville,  brought  the  inspirational  address, 
and  Mr.  Flye  presented  the  1966  stew- 
ardship budget. 

The  second  convocation  was  held  on 
October  3  at  the  First  Church,  Hender- 
son with  Dr.  James  R.  Wright,  Raleigh, 
bringing  the  inspirational  address  and 
Rev.  W.  R.  Smith,  III,  Raleigh,  present- 
ing the  1966  budget.

In  addition  to  preaching  in  these 
churches  he  was  an  itinerant  preacher  in 
Moore,  Anson,  Richmond,  Robeson, 
Bladen,  Sampson,  and  Cumberland  Coun- 
ties from  1757  to  1772.  He  also  preach- 
ed in  South  Carolina  at  Bullock's  Creek, 
Bull  Run,  and  Catholic  Church  at  Rocky 
Creek  between  the  years  1773-1780. 

Mr.  Campbell  was  a  member  of  the 
Presbytery  of  South  Carolina  from  1757- 
1773  and  of  Orange  Presbytery  from 
1773  to  1780. 

Mr.  Campbell's  home  was  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Cape  Fear  thirteen  miles 
above  Cross  Creek,  later  Fayetteville. 
Across  the  river  from  his  home  stood  the 
river  bank  called  Bluff  and  nearby  was 
the  home  of  Hector  McNeill  ("Bluff" 
Hector).  Nearby  was  a  meeting  house 
close  to  the  home  of  Roger  McNeill  and 
called  Roger's  Meeting  House. 

War 

When  the  Revolutionary  War  became 
immiment,  Mr.  Campbell  cast  his  lot 
with  the  Whigs  or  Colonists  and  on  a 
certain  occasion,  having  a  son  in  the 
Patriot  Army,  made  an  earnest  prayer 
for  victory  for  the  arms  of  the  Patriots. 
After  the  service,  an  old  Tory  named 
McAlpine  Munn  came  up  to  Mr.  Camp- 
bell and  deferentially  removed  his  hat 
and  said,  "Domine,  you  did  not  have  to 
take  the  'blood  oath'  to  the  King  of

ever  I  hear  you  again  pray  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Whigs,  the  bullet  has  been 
molded  and  the  powder  is  in  my  horn 
to  blow  it  through  your  head."  It  is  said 
that  old  preacher  was  so  unnerved  that 
he  quit  preaching  until  one  day  as  he 
was  walking  along  the  road  he  heard  the 
voice  of  a  young  woman  swearing,  whom 
he  reproved.  She  retorted,  "What  else 
can  you  expect  if  the  devil  has  closed 
the  mouth  of  the  Lord's  minister?" 

Mr.  Campbell,  though  he  had  large 
holdings  of  land  and  property  in  the 
Cape  Fear  area,  moved  to  the  Guilford 
County  country  where  he  resided  and 
preached  until  the  end  of  the  Revolution 
when  he  returned  to  his  old  home  place 
on  the  river. 

Mr.  Campbell's  son,  a  Whig  captain, 
lived  to  be  70  years  of  age,  dying  on 
December  13,  1816.  It  is  said  that  when 
the  war  was  over  he  came  to  the  Cape 
Fear  looking  for  his  father,  and  not  find- 
ing him,  started  on  a  journey  towards 
Guilford  County.  About  half  way  he 
met  his  father  who  had  been  accom- 
panied by  some  of  the  elders  from  Guil- 
ford County  who  had  just  taken  their 
leave  of  the  old  minister  following  a  sea- 
son of  prayer  in  the  wilderness. 

Mr.  Campbell's  library  and  papers 
were  destroyed  when  the  home  of  his 
daughter  was  burned. 

Mr.  Campbell's  preaching,  according 
to  his  grandson,  the  Rev.  D.  A.  Camp- 
bell, "was  not  so  much  of  the  didactic  and 
polemic  as  the  exegetical  and  practical — 
expounding  and  explaining  chapters  or 
portions  of  the  Scripture.  In  this  he  im- 
itated Whitefield,  to  whom  he  felt  much 
indebted." 


MISSIONS  COOPERATION 

Missions  Executives  of  the  three  major 
Presbyterian  World  Mission  Boards  met 
recently  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and 
agreed  upon  continued  cooperation,  say- 
ing "We'll  stay  together  in  our  work  over- 
seas, whatever  marriage  might  occur  in 
the  family". 

The  meeting  was  set  against  the  back- 
ground of  the  proposed  merger  of  two  of 
the  three  churches — the  Presbyterian  U.S. 
and  Reformed  Church  in  America.  Also 
participating  was  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A. 

There  are  several  stories  extant  re- 
ferring to  Mr.  Campbell,  one  of  which  is 
that  on  one  occasion  he  refused  to  bap- 
tize the  infant  child  of  a  Tory. 

Another  is  that  in  1760  Governor 
Littleton  of  South  Carolina  returned 
from  an  expedition  against  the  Chero- 
kees,  in  which  he  had  imprisoned 
twenty-four  Chiefs  who  had  come  to 
him  in  good  faith  following  unfortunate 
incidents  of  Indian  allies  raiding  white 
settlements  as  the  result  of  attacks  made 
on  the  Indians  in  the  Valley  of  Virginia, 
after  the  capture  of  Fort  Duquesne.  The 
Indians  had  stolen  horses  in  Virginia, 
for  which  some  of  them  were  killed. 

The  Chiefs  sought  to  maintain  peace 
and  order  but  the  Governor  failed  to 
keep  his  pledge  with  them;  nevertheless, 
on  his  return  to  Charleston,  Presbyterian 
ministers,  including  James  Campbell,  and 
William  Richardson,  greeted  him  with  a 
petition  which  said,  "May  it  please  your 
Excellency,  we  be  His  Majesty's  loyal 
subjects,  the  ministers  of  the  church  in 
this  Province,  having  ordination  from 
the  established  Church  of  Scotland,  and 
beg  leave  to  congratulate  your  Excellency 
on  your  safe  return  from  your  expedition 
to  the  Cherokee  Nation.  And  we  return 
our  unfeigned  thanks  to  the  Almighty 
for  your  preservation  and  success  in  a 
campaign  attended  with  so  many  dif- 
ficulties and  dangers,  etc." 

Rev.  John  MacLeod 

In  1770  the  Rev.  John  MacLeod,  a 
Presbyterian  minister  from  Scotland, 
arrived  in  the  Cape  Fear  to  assist  Mr. 
Campbell  in  his  work.  Mr.  MacLeod, 
naturally,  was  a  Loyalist  and  in  due  time 
was  arrested  and  imprisoned  at  Halifax, 
N.  C.  Later  he  sailed  for  Scotland,  but 
according  to  tradition  was  never  heard 
from  again. 

Mr.  MacLeod  preached  primarily  at 
the  Barbecue  Church,  and  among  letters 
alleged  to  have  been  his  and  preserved 
in  Scotland,  is  the  statement  that  he 
"would  rather  preach  to  the  most  polish- 
ed and  fashionable  congregation  in  Edin- 
burgh than  to  the  little  critical  carls  of 
Barbecue". 

Mr.  MacLeod  presented  to  the 
churches  served  by  him  a  pair  of  solid 
silver  communion  goblets  which  are  still 
owned  by  the  Bluff  Church  and  brought 
out  from  safe  keeping  once  a  year  for 
display  during  the  annual  homecoming. 


DEDICATION 

In  late  September  the  new  $100,000 
educational  building  at  the  Selwyn  Ave- 
nue Church,  Charlotte  was  dedicated. 
The  building  was  named  for  the  late 
Miss  Atha  S.  Bowman  who  served  for 
twelve  years  as  the  Church's  Director  of 
Children's  Work  and  Weekday  School. 
A  black  walnut  memorial  tablet,  carved 
by  E.  L.  Dean,  was  unveiled  by  Miss 
Bowman's  sister,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Bayless  of 
Houston,  Texas. 

Dr.  W.  Chester  Keller,  Minister  of  the 
Church,  reported  that  the  entire  church 
plant  had  been  repainted. 

Guest  minister  for  the  occasion  was  the 
Rev.  Sam  M.  Inman  a  former  minister 
of  the  church,  and  now  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  Athens  Presbytery.

ried  for  more  than  three  years  without 
serving  churches.  He  acknowledged  that 
there  are  a  large  number  of  churches 
vacant  but  indicated  that  most  of  them 
occur  among  churches  of  from  1  to  199 
members.  He  stated  that  in  order  for  the 
Presbyterian  system  of  Calls  to  work, 
approximately  10  percent  of  churches 
should  be  vacant  at  all  times. 

According  to  Mr.  Harris  currently 
there  are  fewer  than  10  percent  of  the 
churches  in  the  200  and  more  member- 
ship class  vacant. 

Mr.  Harris  pointed  out  two  other 
major  problems.  First  he  indicated  that 
the  large  number  of  small  churches  are 
a  drain  on  the  whole  Presbyterian  sys- 
tem. The  other  problem  relates  to  young 
ministers  coming  out  of  the  seminaries 
today  with  an  entirely  different  philo- 
sophy towards  the  pastorate  from  that 
of  previous  generations.  Young  ministers 
today  expect  and  often  all  but  demand 
that  their  minimum  starting  salary  be 
not  less  than  $5,200.  Mr.  Harris  stated 
that  it  is  evident  that  the  "role  of  the 
ministry  is  changing".  The  Committee 
approved  a  resolution  whereby  a  special 
committee,  with  the  Rev.  Julian  Lake 
(F)  as  chairman,  will  study  and  advise 
ministers  in  regard  to  the  use  of  their 
finances  in  terms  of  establishing  financial 
security.  Other  members  of  the  commit- 
tee are  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Southall,  States- 
ville,  Lamont  Brown,  (At  Large)  South- 
ern Pines,  and  H.  P.  Morrison,  (O),  High 
Point. 

A  final  point  made  by  Mr.  Harris  was 
that  many  young  ministers  today  are 
serving  brief  term  pastorates. 

The  Committee  voted  to  discontinue 
the  study  of  tensions  in  the  ministry.

Minnie  Herndon  Stoker  was  born  in  Ala- 
mance County.  She  was  brought  up  in  a 
Christian  home  by  her  loving  parents, 
John  Edward  and  Margaret  Elizabeth 
Bethea  Herndon. 

She  was  educated  in  the  Greensboro 
Public  Schools  and  later  studied  and 
graduated  from  McClung's  Business 
School.  Upon  her  graduation  and  before 
her  marriage,  she  was  message  clerk  and 
secretary  for  Western  Union. 

On  December  6,  1917  she  was  married  to 
a  red-headed  young  man  from  Mecklen- 
burg County,  Everette  Jefferson  Stoker. 
He  was,  for  a  time,  employed  by  the  South- 
ern Railway  and  later  by  Pilot  Life  In- 
surance Company.  They  have  one  daugh- 
ter, Carroll. 

Her  interests  and  hobbies  are  many 
and  varied.  She  has  a  continuous  member- 
ship in  one  of  the  oldest  Garden  Clubs 
in  Greensboro  and  is  especially  interested 
in  growing  camellias  and  roses.  She  is 
probably  the  first  woman  in  Greensboro 
to  become  a  member  of  American  Rose 
Society.

church  is  the  campus  ministry  of  about 
1,600  students. 

In  1958,  the  old  church  burned.  Refer- 
ring to  the  fire,  the  Rev.  Harry  Smith, 
Presbyterian  campus  pastor,  often  kids 
Mr.  Barron,  claiming  that  his  sermons 
were  so  dry  that  two  of  them  rubbed 
together  and  caused  the  fire,  Mr.  Bar- 
ron, not  to  be  outdone,  retorts  that,  on 
the  contrary,  his  sermons  were  so  full  of 
fire  that  the  building  simply  ignited  from 
the  heat. 

On  Nov.  18,  1962,  the  beautiful  new 
church,  with  an  exterior  of  brick  and  an 
interior  decor  of  ivory  and  natural  wood, 
was  dedicated.  The  only  thing  remaining 
of  the  old  church  is  the  tremendous 
bell  from  the  belfry  which  is  used  a§  an 
ornament  in  the  court  behind  the  church. 

The  Rev.  Buie  Seawell,  who  came  to 
Chapel  Hill  last  May,  is  serving  as  acting 
pastor  this  year  while  Mr.  Barron  is 
in  Geneva  studying  and  participating  in 
seminars  of  interest  to  churches  all  over 
the  world.  When  Mr.  Barron  returns,  the 
congregation  plans  to  colonize  a  new 
church  in  the  Lake  Forest  section  with 
Mr.  Seawell  as  pastor. 

"One  thing  we  have  going  now,"  said 
Mr.  Seawell,  "is  the  building  of  a  youth 
center  under  the  sanctuary  in  the  area 
usually  referred  to  as  the  Catacombs. 
This  will  be  for  high  school  students  and 
will  consist  of  a  kitchen,  soda  fountain, 
library,  recreation  and  dance  area,  four 
rooms  for  church  school  classes,  and  a 
worship  center.  This  will  give  our  high 
school  kids  a  spot  of  their  own  and  it 
will  be  open  every  day."

ly  through  the  Synod's  Benevolence  Bud- 
get, representing  7Vi  % . 

At  the  same  time  the  Synod  was  re- 
ceiving income  from  the  dairy,  the  truck 
farm,  and  orchards.  Synod  owned 
farms  of  180  acres  in  Mecklenburg 
County,  112  in  Cabarrus  County,  350  in 
Robeson,  and  60  in  Anson  County. 

It  was  Miss  Julia  Alexandria  of  Char- 
lotte who  first  suggested  an  offering  by 
'Sunday  Schools  for  the  purpose  of  rais- 
ing a  fund  to  erect  an  electric  plant. 

It  is  interesting  that  from  time  to  time 
the  Cone  Export  and  Commission  Com- 
pany and  Mr.  J.  W.  Lindau  of  Greens- 
boro made  liberal  gifts  of  goods  for  the 
Orphanage.  As  early  as  1902  the  Greens- 
boro First  Church  approved  of  the  adop- 
tion of  an  orphan  who  had  been  placed 
at  the  Orphanage  by  Mrs.  Hunter  Wil- 
son of  Summerfield,  N.  C. 

Dental  Clinic 

The  fully  equipped  dental  clinic  at  the 
institution  was  established  by  Presby- 
terian dentists,  largely  through  the  efforts 
of  Drs.  Ralph  Coffey  of  Morganton, 
S.  H.  Stillman  of  Lincolnton,  Frank  Kirk 
of  Salisbury,  G.  Shuford  Abernethy  of 
Hickory,  and  S.  H.  Isenhower  of  New- 
ton. 

The  program  for  this  project  was  in- 
itiated in  1951.  Prior  to  that  date  dental 
care  was  adaquately  taken  care  of  by 
dentists  in  Statesville  in  their  offices,  but 
it  was  evident  that  there  was  need  for  a 
complete  dental  service  for  the  children 
right  on  the  campus. 

Presbyterian  dentists  became  interest- 
ed in  the  project  and  ^long  with  dental 
supply  houses,  provided  equipment  and 
financial  help.  Today,  over  eleven  years 
later,  a  spotless,  first  class  operatory  is 
completely  equipped  to  provide  routine 
dental  care  to  the  children  with  a  reg- 
ular re-call  system  and  an  annual  check- 
up program  in  operation.

Minister  of  the  First  Church,  Danville, 
Kentucky,  has  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  as  Consul- 
tant in  Human  Relations.

ing of  individuals  and  groups  who,  in 
the  name  of  Christ,  invested  in  the  lives 
of  others. 

An  incomplete  roll  call  would  include 
such  names  as:  Watts,  Rumple,  Bur- 
roughs, McNair,  Johnston,  Wallace,  Can- 
non, Stultz,  Gilmer,  Lee,  Sprunt,  Gran- 
nis,  Sanford,  Howard,  Burwell,  Green, 
Sherrill,  Hall,  Robinson,  Grier,  Mebane, 
Lineberger,  Stowe — all  of  whose  names 
appear  now  or  have  appeared  on  a 
building. 

Growth 

Twelve  children  in  the  original  group 
expanded  in  number  during  the  years 
until  at  one  time  the  Home  served  365 
children.  This  created  an  unbelievably 
crowded  situation.  Every  housing  unit 
was  overcrowded,  with  some  carrying 
twice  the  number  for  which  the  building 
was  erected. 

In  this  75th  year,  the  Home  antici- 
pates serving  approximately  175  chil- 
dren. This  shows  the  continued  need  for 
institutional  care  for  children  even  in 
this  day  when  there  are  varied  services 
offered  to  meet  the  needs  of  boys  and 
girls. 

The  overcrowded,  antiquated  buildings 
have  been  in  most  instances  replaced  by 
modern,  homelike,  fire-resistant  build- 
ings, housing  a  smaller  number  but  of- 
fering more  normal  family-type  living. 

The  Home,  in  this  three  quarters  of  a 
century,  has  had  six  men  to  serve  as 
superintendents  and  hundreds  of  people 
to  serve  on  the  staff.  The  Reverend  R. 
W.  Boyd,  D.D.  was  the  first  superinten- 
dent and  served  the  Home  for  seven- 
teen years.  He  was  followed  by  the  Rev- 
erend John  Wakefield  who  was  superin- 
tendent from  1908-1910,  and  he  was  also 
the  first  pastor  at  Little  Joe's  Presby- 
terian Church.  The  Reverend  W.  T. 
Walker  was  superintendent  for  ten  years, 
from  1910-1920;  and  E.  McS.  Hyde  was 
acting  superintendent  for  two  years.  In 
1922  Joseph  B.  Johnston,  coming  from 
Lincolnton,  North  Carolina,  took  over 
at  the  helm.  For  27  years,  he  made  an 
outstanding  contribution  to  the  Home, 
retiring  in  1949.  On  January  15,  1950, 


the  Reverend  A.  B.  McClure  came  from 
the  pastorate  as  the  new  superintendent 
of  the  Home  and  continued  in  this  office 
for  16  years. 

While  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Johnston  held  the 
longest  tenure  as  superintendent,  he 
does  not  hold  the  record  for  length  of 
service.  In  1914  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Lowrance  came  to  Barium  Springs  and 
continued  in  service  until  1954,  thus 
establishing  the  longest  record — 40 
years — in  the  life  of  the  Home.  These 
two  persons,  dedicated  to  the  church  and 
the  Home,  rendered  an  invaluable  serv- 
ice during  this  period  of  time. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  complete 
the  roll  of  staff  or  students  who  together 
number  approximately  ten  thousand. 
Ups  and  Down 

The  Home  throughout  its  life  has 
known  destitution  and  debt  as  well  as 
reasonable  plenty.  Former  students  recall 
the  days  when  the  superintendent  stood 
in  the  dining  room  and  prayed  to  God 
for  flour  when  they  were  without  bread; 
they  also  remember  that  the  flour  came. 
During  the  days  of  depression  the  Home 
was  in  great  need  and  ran  into  a  heavy 
indebtedness.  The  Synod  in  special  ac- 
tions and  contributions  rescued  its  insti- 
tution and  made  more  adequate  pro- 
visions for  the  needs  of  the  boys  and 
girls.  These  benevolent  contributions  have 
been  applicable  to  the  operating  budget 
and  special  gifts  and  legacies  have  pro- 
vided for  the  capital  investments  on  the 
campus. 

Barium  Springs  has  always  been  a 
place  to  serve  the  needs  of  children.  In 
its  early  history  boys  and  girls  coming 
to  the  Home  were  primarily  those  who 
were  without  parents.  Quite  the  con- 
trary is  true  now.  Today  the  needs  of  the 
children  result,  not  from  want  of  deceas- 
ed parents  but  from  want  of  living 
parents,  separated  by  broken  homes. 

The  purpose  of  the  Home  today  is 
the  same  as  yesterday — to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  children  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Synod.  The  early  days  of  hard  work 
and  little  schooling  have  given  way  to 
normal  school  schedules  in  the  con.soli- 
dated  schools  while  continuing  a  reason- 
able work  program  on  the  campus.  The 
overcrowding  of  the  buildings  no 
longer  exists  and  children  are  able  to  live 
in  a  homelike  building  with  no  more 
than  two  children  to  a  room  and  twelve

to  fourteen  children  to  a  cottage. 

Children's  Homes,  like  state  institu- 
tions, have  found  that  it  is  unprofitable 
to  operate  a  big  farm  program,  including 
a  dairy  herd.  Barium  Springs  found  it 
necessary  to  sell  its  dairy  because  of 
its  financial  loss  in  trying  to  operate 
a  commercial  dairy.  The  big  farm  pro- 
gram has  been  changed  from  field  crops 
to  forestry.  This  will  produce,  instead  of 
a  deficit,  a  long-range,  profit-making  en- 
terprise for  the  Home.  Work  programs 
for  the  children  will  never  be  discontinu- 
ed but  will  be  so  balanced  with  normal 
school  and  Home  activities  as  to  make 
for  wholesome  child  care  on  the  campus 
at  Barium  Springs. 

Debt-Free 

For  the  last  sixteen  years,  Barium 
Springs  has  operated  without  deficit. 
This  has  been  due  to  the  generosity  of 
people  who  had  a  concern  for  the  Home; 
yet  the  Home  lives  day  by  day  from 
hand  to  mouth.  "It  is  your  hand  and  our 
mouth,"  said  one  superintendent.  If  the 
hand  does  not  reach  forth,  the  mouth 
does  not  receive.  The  Great  Book  of 
Golden  Deeds  records  the  myriad  gifts 
that  have  been  made,  and  men  and  wo- 
men and  boys  and  girls  across  the  United 
States  and  even  in  foreign  lands  look  to 
Barium  Springs  with  gratitude  that  they 
had  a  chance. 

Thus  for  seventy-five  years  the  arm  of 
the  church  has  been  extended  in  an  act 
of  redemptive  love. 

What  do  the  next  twenty-five  years 
hold  for  children  who  come  to  Barium 
Springs?  In  the  mind  and  planning  of 
the  governing  board,  it  will  hold  a  con- 
stant and  enriched  service,  extended 
through  capable  and  consecrated  persons 
to  boys  and  girls  who  deserve  to  have  a 
chance.  This  will  be  realized  because 
people  will  continue  to  make  their  con- 
tributions through  the  church;  and,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  will  in- 
clude Barium  Springs  Home  for  Chil- 
dren in  their  wills. 

The  seventy-five  years  now  closing 
offer  the  occasion  for  thanksgiving  for 
what  has  been  done;  and  the  years  that 
lie  ahead  offer  a  challenge  to  continue 
in  the  name  of  the  Master.  Barium 
Springs  in  its  beginning  may  have  been 
a  mineral  spring  for  the  aged  and  ailing, 
but  now  it  continues  to  be  a  life-giving 
stream  to  the  young  and  injured. 
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Philadelphia  Presbyterian 
Church 
Mint  Hill,  N.  C. 

The  Philadelphia  Presbyterian  Church, 
Mint  Hill,  N.  C,  Mecklenburg  Presbytery, 
was  organized  about  1770  as  Clear  Creek 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  original  church 
building  stood  about  two  miles  from  the 
present  Philadelphia  Church,  the  eighth  to 
be  organized  in  Mecklenbiu-g  County. 

The  first  elders  were  Adam  Alexander, 
Matthew  Stewart,  John  Queary,  Whithall 
Liggett,  and  John  Ford,  three  of  whom 
were  signers  of  the  Mecklenburg  Declara- 
tion. 

The  First  Church  building  was  destroy- 
ed by  fire  in  1780  and  the  new  church  was 
built  at  the  present  site  at  which  time  the 
name  was  changed  from  Clear  Creek  to 
Philadelphia. 

The  first  "settled"  pastor  of  the  church 
was  the  Reverend  David  Barr  who  came 
in  1780.  He  served  until  retirement  in 
1800. 

In  1801  the  church  united  with  Rocky 
River  Church  in  calling  Dr.  John  M.  Wil- 
son as  pastor.  He  remained  until  1825 
when  the  new  church  was  erected,  the 
walls  of  which  are  still  standing.  His  pas- 
torate, the  longest  of  any  minister  to 
serve  the  church,  lasted  31  years. 

The  church  boasts  four  cemeteries  locat- 
ed at  the  three  different  sites. 

The  church  is  noted  for  Bain  Academy 
which  was  founded  by  John  Bain. 

The  church  has  given  a  number  of  sons 
to  the  ministry,  including  the  Reverend 
J.  M.  Forbes,  the  Reverend  Will  Mann,  the

He 
added  that  a  scarcity  of  food  resulted 
from  the  fact  "that  hardly  any  of  the 
grocery  stores  or  drug  stores  were  able  to 
operate  in  the  first  two  and  a  half  weeks 
after  the  hurricane".

Fraternal  delegates  from  a  number 
of  Presbyteries  in  the  Synods  of  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina  as  well  as  Synodical 
delegates  brought  greetings.

Dabney  Professor  of  Theology  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va., 
was  introduced  to  the  Presbytery  by  Dr.

RCA  AND  PRESBYTERIAN  BOARDS 
MEET  JOINTLY 

Recently  the  members  of  the  staffs  of 
the  Boards  of  Education  of  the  Reform- 
ed Church  of  America  and  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  met 
together  in  New  York  to  study  similari- 
ties and  differences. 

The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Board,  Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy, 
Richmond,  Va.,  and  his  eight  division 
secretaries  conferred  with  staff  members 
of  the  RCA  Board  for  two  days.  Dr. 
Christian  H.  Walvoord  of  the  Reformed 
Church  Board  led  discussions  which  "be- 
gan with  a  lively  accounting  of  the  work 
and  responsibilities  of  the  educational 
unit  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  New 
York".  The  Presbyterian  Board  work  was 
outlined  by  its  staff.  Many  similarities 
were  pointed  out,  especially  in  the  cur- 
riculum at  the  children,  youth,  and  adult 
levels  since  both  churches  are  using  the 
Covenant  Life  Curriculum. 

One  of  the  items  on  the  agenda  re- 
lated to  higher  education  responsibilities 
of  the  two  Boards  and  the  possibility  of 
the  merger  of  some  educational  institu- 
tions. There  are  28  colleges  and  semi- 
naries in  the  sixteen  southern  states 
served  by  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  5 
colleges  and  seminaries  in  the  west  and 
east  under  the  RCA  Board. 

The  RCA  has  no  Christian  Action  di- 
vision similar  to  that  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

The  meeting  was  the  first  of  its  kind 
and  will  be  followed  by  other  Boards  and 
Agencies  of  both  denominational  groups.

So  God  Is  Dead! 

Now  we  have  heard  everything!  At 
least  one  person  who  considers  himself 
a  Christian,  doubtless  speaking  for 
others  who  are  a  part  of  the  movement, 
declares: 

".  .  .  to  cling  to  the  Christian  God  in 
our  time  is  to  evade  the  human  situa- 
tion of  our  century  and  to  renounce 
inevitable  suffering  which  is  its  lot." 
"Above  all  the  radical  Christian  seeks 
a  total  union  with  the  word,  a  union 
abolishing  the  priestly,  legalistic,  and 
dogmatic  norms  of  the  churches,  so  as 
to  make  possible  the  realization  of  a 
total  redemption  .  .  .  actualizing  the 
promise  of  Jesus." 

"It  is  the  quest  for  total  redemption... 
that  demands  the  death  of  the  Christian 
God,  the  God  who  is  the  sovereign  of 
the  Lord  and  almighty  Creator." 

And  who  is  the  author  of  this  notion? 
"Dr."  Thomas  J.  Altizer,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  religion  at  Emory  University 
"and  a  leader  of  a  theology  which  has 
been  termed  variously  as  'death  of  God' 
by  some  and  'Christian  atheism',  by 
others  .  .  ." 

We  have  always  known  that  God  is 
dead  to  the  atheist  and  unbeliever.  Paul 
wrote  of  such.  He  also  upbraided  those 
Who  worshipped  an  unknown  God. 

For  the  benefit  of  "Dr."  Altizer  and 
others  who  believe  as  he  does,  the  God 
of  the  Christians  is  the  God  of  the 
Gospels,  as  well  as  the  God  of  Moses, 
and  the  Father  of  Him  whom  we  call 
"Lord",  who  is  the  same  God,  yesterday, 
today,  and  forever.  He  is  the  Father,  the 
Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit — a  mystery, 
yes;  nevertheless,  the  same  who  has 
triumphed  in  and  through  His  people 
from  the  beginning. 

So  the  Bible,  according  to  "Dr." 
Altizer,  demands  "a  spiritual  understand- 
ing of  the  word".  And  what,  pray,  has 
the  church  always  taught  on  the  sub- 
ject? Of  the  necessity  of  both  faith  and 
works! 

"Dr."  Altizer  is  quoted  as  saying  that 
"man  has  lost  the  sense  of  the  sacred 
which  marked  the  medieval  world,  and

instead  of  trying  to  put  God  back  into 
human  life,  the  Christian  should  wel- 
come the  total  secularization  of  the 
world". 

So  that  is  the  meaning  of  "spiritual" — 
welcoming  the  secular? 

What  sort  of  gibberish  is  this?  Poor 
"Dr."  Altizer.  Like  so  much  of  modern- 
ity— art  and  even  some  literature — his 
thoughts  give  evidence  of  great  con- 
fusion. He  is  to  be  pitied  and  prayed 
for. 

Daniel  Webster  delivered  his  famous 
speech  on  the  "Union  Pacific"  in  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States  in  which  he 
declared  that  the  Pacific  was  an  infer- 
tile, sand-and-Indian-infested  country 
which  would  never  become  profitable, 
and  towards  which  he  would  vote  not 
one  penny  to  bring  the  Pacific  coast  one 
inch  nearer  to  Boston.  Of  him  on  this 
occasion,  one  is  reminded  of  the  remark 
of  Victor  Hugo,  who  said,  "Some  men 
deny  the  deity.  Yes,"  he  added,  and  some 
deny  the  sun.  They  are  blind."  As  simple 
as  that! 

We  were  never  among  those  who  were 
taught  or  who  believed  that  God  was  a 
Santa  Glaus;  nor  that  He  is  only  in  the 
sky.  But,  that  He  is  love.  He  is  near.  He  is 
eternal.  We  prefer  to  go  along  with  the 
little  girl,  who  when  told  by  an  atheist 
that  "God  is  nowhere",  promptly  replied, 
"God  is  now  here!" 


TRUSTEES  MEET 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Presby- 
terian Home,  Inc.,  High  Point,  met  Octo- 
ber 13  with  twelve  members  present.  In 
addition,  R.  A.  Short,  Executive  Director 
and  Harold  D.  Bull,  Assistant  Director, 
were  present.  TuUy  D.  Blair,  Winston- 
Salem,  President,  presided. 

The  Board  was  told  that  operations 
during  1965  have  been  on  a  borderline 
deficit  basis  due  to  the  fact  that  income 
this  year  has  been  reduced  for  the  reason 
that  there  have  been  few  gifts  through 
wills,  bequests,  memorials,  etc. 

The  Board  heard  that  present  charges 
for  guests  are  $175.00  per  month. 

Mr.  Short  presented  a  14-year  com- 
parison study  which  reveals  a  summary 
as  of  1965  as  follows:  198  residents  in  the 
Home,  of  whom  25  are  men  and  173 
women;  1  person  in  the  hospital  and  39 
in  the  nursing  unit;  there  are  39  apart- 
ments (26  2-bedroom  and  13  1 -bedroom) 
and  1  cottage.  Currently  there  are  82 
full  time  employees:  administrative — 6; 
household — 12;  dietary — 23;  nursery  unit 
— 32;  special  service — 2;  mamtenance — 
6;  doctor — 1. 

Assets  of  the  Home  as  of  September 
30,  1965  total  $2,885,043.67.  On  the 
$491,654  Budget  for  1965  a  total  of 
$347,223  has  been  received. 

During  the  fourteen  years  studied 
memorials  have  totaled  $84,552.19;  be- 
quests, wills,  and  trusts  $469,569.90; 
gifts  from  individuals  $55,419,90;  from 
interest  and  dividends  $26,543.47;  and 
apartment  income  $507,228.44. 

Gifts  from  the  Forward  Fund  Cam- 
pain  through  September  30,  1965  total 
$478,885.89.  The  original  objective  was 
$750,000  on  which  $498,244.82  was 
pledged,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  collected 
of  $19,358.93. 


Ministry  To  Students  At  St.  Andrews 

Rev.  Robert  F.  Davenport,  first  college 
pastor  of  St.  Andrews,  is  the  director  of 
a  revamped  religious  program  which  is 
aimed  at  meeting  the  individual  needs  of 
the  students  and  increasing  a  feeling  of 
community  among  them.  This  year  eight 
ministers  from  the  Laurinburg  and  Scot- 
land County  community  have  been  en- 
listed as  "dormitory  pastors".  Though  it 
wasn't  so  planned,  they  come  from  near- 
ly the  same  denominational  backgrounds 
as  do  the  students — ^three  Presb5'terians, 
two  Methodists,  and  one  each  from  the 
Lutheran,  Baptist,  and  Episcopl  church- 
es. Each  will  treat  one  dorm  as  his 
"parish",  visiting  at  least  once  a  week  as 
a  friend  and  minister.  The  ministers  will 
speak  at  the  weekly  chapel  services  on 
campus,  although  the  college  pastor  will 
preach  for  most  of  these.

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WINN  BECOMES  SEMINARY 
PRESIDENT 

After  a  14-month-search  which  ranged 
across  two  of  the  major  Presbyterian 
denominations  in  America,  the  Board 
of  Louisville  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  unanimously  elected  Dr.  Albert 
Curry  Winn  to  become  the  fifth  Presi- 
dent of  the  Seminary.  He  will  assume  his 
new  office  on  February  1,  1966. 

Dr.  Winn  was  born  in  Ocala,  Florida  in 
1921  to  a  family  well-known  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  He  at- 
tended public  schools  in  Greenville, 
S.  C,  and  graduated  from  Davidson 
College  where  he  was  a  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  and 
Beta  Theta  Pi.  After  receiving  the  Bache- 
lor of  Divinity  degree  from  Union  Semi- 
nary in  Virginia,  Dr.  Winn  earned  a 
Master  of  Theology  degree  from  Prince- 
ton Seminary.  In  1956,  he  was  awarded 
the  Doctor  of  Theology  degree  from  Un- 
ion Seminary  in  Virginia.  Most  recently 
Dr.  Winn  spent  six  months  studying  at 
the  University  of  Chicago. 

As  a  dedicated  churchman,  Dr.  Winn 
joins  the  scholar's  mind  with  the  pas- 
tor's heart.  He  served  for  a  year  as  As- 
sistant Professor  of  Bible  at  Davidson 
College  and  as  a  Teaching  Fellow  in  Eng- 
lish Bible  at  Princeton  Seminary.  From 
1948-1953,  he  was  minister  of  the  Po- 
tomac Rural  Parish  in  Virginia  from 
which  he  was  called  as  Professor  of 
Bible  at  Stillman  College,  Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama.  In  1960,  Dr.  Winn  succeeded 
Dr.  Kenneth  J.  Foreman  as  Professor 
of  Doctrinal  Theology  at  Louisville  Sem- 
inary. 

As  a  scholar.  Dr.  Winn  received  in- 
ternational recognition  in  August,  1963, 
as  the  only  American  theologian  to  de- 
liver one  of  the  three  major  addresses 
to  the  19th  General  Council  of  the  World 
Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches  meeting 
in  Frankfurt,  Germany.

Concord  Presbytery  convened  at  the 
Centre  Church,  Mount  Mourne  on  Oc- 
tober 19  with  ruling  elder  E.  Fielding 
Clark,  Conover,  retiring  Moderator,  pre- 
siding for  the  opening  session.  The  Rev. 
Thompson  B.  Southall,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbytery  was  elected  the 
new  Moderator. 

The  Presbytery  joined  with  the  Centre 
Church  in  celebrating  the  bi-centennial 
of  the  church.  Presbytery  was  welcomed 
by  Dr.  Norman  B.  Sholar,  a  ruling  elder 
of  the  church,  and  the  Rev.  Marcus  B. 
Prince,  III,  the  pastor. 

Presbytery  gave  the  status  of  hon- 
orable retirement  to  the  Rev.  J.  S.  John- 
son, Lenoir.  Mr.  Johnson,  native  of 
Cades,  S.  C.  and  a  graduate  of  Davidson 
College  and  Union  Seminary,  Richmond, 
has  served  churches  in  West  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  Charlotte, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Presbyterian 
Foundation,  addressed  the  Presbytery 
on  the  work  of  the  Foundation. 

Dr.  Alexander  S.  Moffitt,  Taylors- 
ville,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Christianity  and  Health,  presented  the 
Rev.  Paul  S.  Crane,  Comptroller  of  the 
Pastoral  Counseling  Institute,  Athens, 
Georgia. 

Rev.  J.  Malcolm  Murchison  reported 
on  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  Ad- 
vance Campaign. 

Presbytery  approved  an  overture  to  the

The  Presbytery  Council  report  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Wilkes  D.  Macau- 
lay,  Mooresville,  Chairman. 

Rev.  C.  Wesley  Jennings,  Concord, 
was  elected  Moderator  Nominee. 

Rev.  J.  Clyde  Plexico,  Jr.,  Valdese, 
Chairman  of  the  Christian  Education, 
presented  the  annual  report  of  this  com- 
mittee which  revealed  that  143  children 
and  30  leaders  participated  in  the  day 
camping  program.  In  addition  779  camp- 
ers shared  in  the  summer  program  at 
Camp  Grier.  Also  retreats  were  held  at 
the  Camp  reaching  1,360  persons.  Bible 
Schools  enrolled  1,535  pupils  and  290 
workers.

Mrs.  W.  B.  Ramsay,  82,  former  president 
of  Mitchell  College,  was  ordained  a  ruling 
elder  in  the  Caldwell  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church,  Charlotte  on  October  3.  At 
the  same  time  Mrs.  L.  E.  McGinn  was  also 
ordained  an  elder  and  Mrs.  Grace  Strick- 
houser  was  ordained  as  a  deacon. 

Mrs.  Ramsay  has  always  been  an  advo- 
cate of  women's  rights.  In  1914  she  called 
to  order  the  first  meeting  of  the  Presby- 
terian women  of  the  Synod,  at  that  time 
called  the  Auxiliary.  On  that  occasion  she 
used  a  gavel  she  had  fashioned  from  a 
bench  in  the  auditorium  at  Montreat.  She 
served  as  Synodical  President  from  1915 
to  1920.

Mrs.  Ramsay  once  said,  "I  was  never 
permitted  to  make  a  report  to  Presbytery 
on  my  work  at  Mitchell  College,  nor  to  the 
Synod  as  president  of  Synodical.  And  I 
saw  Dr.  Sweets  read  Mrs.  Winsborough's 
report  to  the  General  Assembly." 

Mrs.  Ramsay  was  born  October  22,  1883, 
the  daughter  of  Allan  and  Elizabeth  Gary 
Grier,  near  Charlotte.  She  was  graduated 
from  Winthrop  College,  Rock  Hill,  South 
Carolina.  She  was  married  to  Dr.  William 
B.  Beall  Ramsay  of  Salisbury  December 
23,  1908.  Dr.  Ramsay  died  in  1924. 

Mrs.  Ramsay  taught  mathematics  at 
Erskine  College,  Due  West,  S.  C.  1904-1907.

She  together  with  Miss  Mamie  McElee 
of  Statesville,  organized  the  first  young 
people's  council  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  has  always  been  interested 
in  the  youth  program  of  the  Church.

CONFERENCE 

Dr.  F,  A.  Blount  of  Winston-Salem 
represented  the  Synod  of  N.C.  at  the 
18th  annual  conference  of  the  North 
Carolina  Family  Life  Council,  held  in 
Charlotte  October  10-12. 

Dr.  Blount  in  reporting  on  the  con- 
ference included  the  following  items: 

"The  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Bland, 
Th.D.,  Professor  of  Christian  Ethics, 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Wake  Forest,  spoke  on  'The  Church 
and  the  Family'.  He  stressed  the  fact 
that  the  church  is  the  family  of  God.  He 
urged  a  reversal  of  the  trend  to  delegate 
religious  education  to  'the  institution' 
and  to  return  it  to  the  family  which 
must  interpret  sex,  marriage,  etc. 

"As  one  listened  to  Dr.  Bland's  excel- 
lent presentation,  one  was  struck  by  the 
similarity  of  his  message  and  the  material 
presented  in  the  Home  and  Family  Nur- 
ture program  of  the  Covenant  Life  Cur- 
riculum. 

"Dr.  Vladimir  de  Lissovoy,  Ph.D.,  As- 
sociate Professor  of  Child  Development 
and  Family  Relations,  Pennsylvania  State 
University,  discussed  the  common  ex- 
posures of  adults  and  children  to  family 
life  education  and  the  various  short-com- 
ings of  our  present  programs.  He  an- 
alyzed some  modern  sociologic  pheno- 
mena, such  as  the  changing  role  of  wo- 
men in  society  and  the  increasing  re- 
bellion against  conventional  standards  by 
our  young  people." 

Youth  Spring  Surprise 

Dr.  Blount  was  invited  by  Dr.  de  Lis- 
sovoy to  join  him  in  a  panel  discus- 
sion before  a  high  school  audience.  The 
theme  discussed  was  the  role  of  young 
people  in  the  family,  in  which  a  distinc- 
tion was  made  between  "rights  and  pri- 
vileges". Dr.  Blount  was  impressed  that 
the  young  people  upheld  "so  vigorously 
those  adult  characteristics  that  teen-agers 
are  supposed  to  be  rebelling  against  so 
violently." 

The  Conference  heard  a  report  on  a 
pilot  project  in  Winston-Salem  on  sex 
education  for  grades  one  through  six. 

Mrs.  James  H.  Banbury,  past  president 
of  the  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Family 
Life  Council,  led  discussion  on  Family 
Life  Council  projects.  She  urged  repre- 
sentation on  the  Councils  from  religious 
groups,  social  and  educational  agencies, 
various  professions,  civic  groups,  parents, 
etc.  She  stressed  the  importance  of  co- 
operation among  these  various  groups. 

The  Reverend  J.  Obert  Kempson, 
L.H.D.,  President  of  Southeastern  Coun- 
cil on  Family  Relations,  and  Chief  Chap- 
lain, South  Carolina  State  Hospital,  Co- 
lumbia, S.  C,  addressed  the  Conference

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Barnetfs  Church  Sought 

WHERE  IS  LOWER  HYCO? 


Lower  Hyco  Presbyterian  Church,  lat- 
er called  Barnett's  after  Hugh  Barnett 
of  Pennsylvania  who  settled  in  upper 
Person  County  about  the  middle  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  was  dissolved  about 
1811. 

It  was  in  this  church  that  the  first 
meeting  of  a  presbytery  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  was  held  in  North  Caro- 
lina, to  wit,  Hanover  Presbytery  on  Oc- 
tober 2,  1765. 

Early  in  November  a  party  of  interest- 
ed Presbyterians  went  in  search  of  the 
location  of  the  original  church  in  Person 
County.  They  were  the  Reverend  Harry 
F.  Barnett,  minister  of  the  Cross  Roads 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Reverend  C. 
Linwood  Cheshire,  Executive  Secretary 
of  Orange  Presbytery,  R.  T.  Tillman, 
caretaker  of  the  Cross  Roads  Church, 
who  was  born  in  Person  County  in  the 
general  area  where  the  Barnetts  settled 
and  lived  and  established  the  Lower 
Hyco  Church;  and  the  Reverend  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  Raleigh,  General  Secretary  of 
Synod. 

The  party  began  their  itinerary  at  the 
Cross  Roads  Church  and  traversed  the 
eastern  half  of  Caswell  County  en  route 
to  the  Barnett's  community  in  northern 
Person  County. 


Foote's  Account 
According  to  Foote,  in  his  Sketches  of 
North  Carolina,  "Colonel  James  Smith  of 
Tennessee,  an  emigrant  from  North 
Carolina,  and  son  of  Colonel  Samuel 
Smith,  one  of  the  founders  of  Grassy 
Creek  Church,  in  Granville  County,  in 
a  letter  to  Dr.  Alexander  Wilson,  of 
Caldwell  Institute  wrote, 

'.  .  .  sometime  'between  1755  and  1760, 
Samuel  Bell,  with  his  brothers  and  son- 
in-law,  Donnell,  removed  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  settled  in  the  Forks  of  Hico. 
They  were  strict  Presbyterians,  and  were 
soon  supplied  with  preaching  by  a  Mr. 
Black,  afterwards  by  Mr.  McAden,  from 
the  lower  part  of  the  state.'  It  appears 
that  this  gentleman  was  not  aware  that 
McAden  had  previously  visited  Hico  and 
found  a  few  families  of  Presbyterians  al- 
ready there,  and  that  Mr.  Pattillo  had 
been  invited  there  in  1758.  The  emigrants 
he  mentions  form  the  congregation  of 
Upper  Hico  (now  Greer s);  from  other 
families  Mr.  McAden .  organized  Middle 
Hico  (Red  House);  and  from  the  emigra- 
tion of  the  Barnet  family  and  their  friends, 
he  gathered  Barnet's,  or  Lower  Hico. 

"Mr.  Smith  states  that  about  the  time 
the  Bells  settled  in  the  forks,  Hugh  Bar- 
nett, his  brother,  and  their  friends,  seated 
themselves  some  fifteen  or  twenty  miles 
southeast  of  that  settlement,  and  planted 
a  church,  which  was  frequently  called 
Barnet's,  sometimes  Criswell's,  from  their 
first  minister,  James  Criswell,  who  was

Under  Water? 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  Orange  Pres- 
bytery, celebrating  the  event  of  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Presbytery  in  North 
Carolina,  Dr.  Dudley  was  informed  by  a 
ruling  elder  that  the  old  Barnett's  Church 
site  is  now  under  water;  however,  this 
was  later  contradicted  by  Mr.  Tillman, 
who  lived  in  the  area  referred  to  above 
by  Foote  untU  he  was  about  seven  years 
old.  His  grandfather  ovraed  large  tracts 
of  land  in  the  area,  and  on  one  occasion 
sold  1,000  acres  for  $1,000.  Mr.  Tillman 
remembered  conversations  with  his  father 
and  grandfather  and  also  has  recently 
been  in  communication  with  an  elderly 
gentleman,  in  his  90's,  who  was  a  native 
of  the  region. 

Mr.  Tillman  and  his  wife  made  a  visit 
to  the  general  community,  referred  to  by 
Foote  as  being  about  fifteen  to  twenty 
miles  southeast  of  the  forks  of  the  Hyco. 
He  made  inquiries  of  a  number  of 
people  but  was  able  to  come  no  nearer 
than  approximately  a  mUe  of  the  location 
of  the  church,  now  in  a  tanglewood  area. 
The  site  seems  to  have  been  a  short 
distance  from  the  old  Satterfield  MiU 
which  was  visited  by  the  four  tourists 
referred  to  above.  They  were  able  to  dis- 
cern the  old  race  of  the  mill. 

Visits  by  the  four  explorers  carried 
them  to  one  of  the  old  homes,  estimated 
to  be  two  hundred  years  old  and  con- 
taining thirteen  rooms,  where  one  of  the 
Barnett  families  lived.  Today  it  is  occu- 
pied by  a  family  of  negro  tenants.  An- 
other home  visited  was  also  occupied 
by  a  Barnett  family  during  the  first 
half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Cemeter- 
ies were  discovered  in  both  instances  but 
threw  little  light  on  the  investigations. 
Smith  Letter 

About  1833  the  session  of  the  old 
Grassy  Creek  Church  in  Granville  Coun- 
ty sought  to  obtain  historical  data  on  that

and  other  old  Presbyterian  Churches. 
Among  the  information  made  available 
at  the  time  was  a  lengthy  historical  letter 
from  James  W.  Smith  of  Tennessee,  a  son 
of  Samuel  Smith,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
Grassy  Creek  at  its  inception  in  1754. 

The  followmg  account  is  rendered 
by  Mr.  Smith  and  bears  testimony  to 
the  Bamett's  Church: 

"Samuel  Bell,  Sr.  was  an  elder  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  from  an  early  period 
of  his  life,  himself  and  wife,  Mary,  came 
from  Ireland,  first  settled  in  Pensilvania 
[sic],  then  with  his  family,  of  sons  and 
daughters  and  sons-in-law,  moved  from 
Pensilvania  and  settled  in  and  near  the 
fork  of  Hyco,  now  Person  County,  N.  C. 
sometime  between  1754  and  1760;  formed 
the  first  Presbyterian  Church  on  Hyco 
now  called  Red  House,  was  first  supplied 
with  preaching  by  Wm.  Black  from  Pensil- 
vania. The  father  of  Dr.  John  McCaden,  a 
missionary,  first  traveled  and  preached 
through  the  lower  country  of  N.  C.  After- 
wards he  became  pastor  to  the  little  good 
old  true  blue  Irish  flock.  Sally  and  Jane 
Bell  daughters  of  Samuel  Bell  the  Elder, 
died  on  the  Hyco.  The  family  moved  from 
Hyco  to  Guilford,  where  many  of  their 
connections  now  reside  and  made  a  part 
of  the  Alamance  and  Buffaloe  congrega- 
tions. 

"While  Samuel  Bell  the  Elder  was  on 
his  knees  at  family  prayer,  towards  the 
close  his  voice  faultered  [sic],  he  exclaim- 
ed, what  is  this?  ceased  to  breathe  and 
went  to  Heaven  in  1776.  Mary  Bell  his  wife 
followed  him  in  1786  both  in  good  stand- 
ing in  Alamance  and  Buffaloe  congrega- 
tions. At  an  early  day  two  sons  and  a 
daughter,  Mary  Donnell,  of  Samuel  Bell 
moved  to  Tennysee  [sicl,  settled  near 
Nashville  and  was  the  early  instrument 
in  forming  churches  and  spreading  the 
cause  of  religion  far  and  wide  in  the  west. 
These  two  sons  were  Elders  in  the  church 
and  lived  to  be  upwards  of  four  score 
years  old.  Their  sister  Mrs.  Donnell  after 
collecting  all  her  children  around  her  at 
the  age  of  four  score  and  six  years,  sur- 
rendered them  into  the  hands  of  the  Lord, 
bid  them  an  affectionate  farewell,  then 
departed  this  life  in  peace  and  great  com- 
posure of  mind.  Out  of  this  family  sprang 
seven  preachers.  (Dr.  Thomas  Donnell, 
Samuel  Donnell,  and  Thomas  Donnell,  son 
of  Captain  William  Donnell,  all  lived  and 
continued  members  of  the  old  church. 
Robert  Bell,  Robert  Donnell,  Sr.,  Robert 
Donnell,  Jr.,  and  George  Donnell  were 
Cumberlands.) 

Division  in  Church 

"From  this  family  of  'Donnels'  the  gospel 
fiaa  spread  far  and  wide  in  the  west  and 


REVEREND  JETHRO  RUMPLE 


The  Reverend  Jethro  Rumple  was 
born  in  Cabarrus  County,  N.  C.  March 
10,  1827.  He  graduated  from  Davidson 
College  in  1850  and  taught  school  from 
1850  to  1854.  He  attended  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  graduating  from 
that  institution  in  1856.  He  was  licensed 
by  Orange  Presbytery  in  1856  and  or- 
dained by  Concord  Presbytery  the  fol- 
lowing year.  He  served  as  Stated  Supply 
of  the  Providence  and  Sharon  Chiu-ch- 
es  in  Concord  Presbytery  from  1856  to 
1860.  In  the  latter  year  he  was  called 
to  be  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Salisbury,  and  continued  in 
this  capacity  until  1906,  the  year  of  his 
death  (January  20). 

Dr.  Rumple  was  awarded  the  Honor- 
ary Doctor  of  Divinity  Degree  by  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  in  1882. 

He  was  author  of  A  History  of  Row- 
an County,  N.  C,  published  in  1881  and 
"A  History  of  Presbyterianism  in  North 
Carolina",  published  in  the  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian,  in  serial. 

Dr.  Rumple  was  a  trustee  of  David- 
son College  and  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary. 

Under  Dr.  Rumple  the  Salisbury 
Church  increased  from  90  members  to 
430  and  during  this  period  eight  young 
men  entered  the  Gospel  ministry  and 
two,  the  Reverend  John  W.  Davis  and 
the  Reverend  Robert  Coit,  became  mis- 
sionaries, respectively  to  China  and 
Korea. 

PIONEER  MISSIONARY 
He  was  a  pioneer  in  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary work  in  the  mountains  of  North 
Carolina,  giving  his  vacations  often  to 
that  work.  He  organized  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Blowing  Rock  and 
was  largely  instrumental  in  raising 
funds  for  the  first  building.  The  second 
is  said  to  be  a  memorial  to  his  labors 
and  life. 

Dr.  Rumple  was  often  in  demand  as 
a  public  speaker,  and  while  not  pro- 
fessing to  be  an  evangelist,  often  was 
called  upon  to  conduct  protracted 
meetings. 

Dr.  H.  G.  Hill  in  a  sketch  of  Dr. 
Rumple,  adopted  by  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  stated  that  "as  the  first  presi- 
dent of  Barium  Springs  Orphans' 
Home,  he  did  more  for  founding  and 
sustaining  this  institution  than  any 
9  member  of  our  Synod". 
3  In  October  of  1857  Dr.  Rumple  was 
S  married  to  Miss  Jane  Elizabeth  Whor- 
S  ton,  daughter  of  Watson  W.  and  Me- 


Unda  Rankin  AVhorton  of  Greensboro. 
To  them  were  born  three  children — 
Watson  Whorton,  James  Walker,  and 
Linda  Lee.  The  latter  became  the  wife 
of  the  late  Dr.  Charles  G.  Vardell,  Sr., 
for  many  years  president  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald  College  at  Red  Springs. 

Dr.  Rumple  was  active  in  many  local 
movements  and  served  as  the  first 
president  of  the  Salisbury  Library  As- 
sociation. 

ARMY  CHAPLAIN 
On  the  Minutes  of  the  Salisbury  First 
Church  for  Friday,  May  16,  1862,  it  is 
recorded  that  Dr.  Rumple  requested 
that  the  Session  would  consider  "the 
propriety  of  his  seeking  the  appoint- 
ment of  chaplain  in  the  Confederate 
States  Army",  and  that  the  Session 
responded  by  declining  the  request  on 
the  ground  that  the  church  had  re- 
cently been  for  "more  than  a  year  des- 
titute of  a  pastor"  and  that  the  ap- 
proximately 1,500  soldiers  in  Salisbury 
provided  opportunity  for  him  to  minist- 
er in  this  capacity;  however,  on  July 
11  of  the  same  year,  the  Session  relent- 
ed and  granted  him  the  privilege  of 
spending  "two  or  three  weeks  in  visit- 
ing the  Army  near  Richmond  and  in 
preaching  to  them  as  opportunity  of- 
fered during  the  visit".  The  treasurer 
was  instructed  to  pay  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  Mr.  Rumple. 

On  April  10,  1884  the  Session  of  the 
Church  approved  appointment  of  Dr. 
Rumple  by  the  General  Assembly  as  a 
representative  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  to  attend  the 
Third  General  Council  of  the  Presby- 
terian Alliance  which  was  held  at  Bel- 
fast, Ireland  that  year.  The  Session 
granted  him  a  leave  of  absence  of  ten 
weeks  for  the  journey. 

HONORED 
In  1900,  on  the  occasion  of  the  40th 
anniversary  of  Dr.  Rumple's  pastorate 
in  Salisbury,  the  congregation  voted  "to  j 
celebrate  in  some  fitting  way  the  long  \ 
and  faithful  service"  of  this  distin- 
guished servant.  Among  the  items  ap- 
proved for  the  occasion  were  an  histor- 
ical sermon  to  be  preached  by  the  pas- 
tor, the  presentation  of  one  hundred 
dollars  in  gold  to  the  pastor  and  "some 
suitable  token  of  affection  to  Mrs. 
Rumple". 

On  the  appointed   occasion,   many  | 
testimonials  were  presented  in  appreci-  |j 
ation  of  the  services  of  the  faithf^ 
minister  and  his  wife. 


Choctaw  Indian  nation;  under  their  fos- 
tering care  and  self  devotion  to  the  cause 
many  churches  sprang  up  and  many 
houses  of  worship  were  built,  where  the 
country,  when  they  commenced  their 
labours  in  the  ministry  was  a  forest  for 
wild  beasts  and  Indians  to  range  in.  About 
the  time  Samuel  Bell  the  Elder  settled 
on  Hyco,  the  venerable  Hugh  Barnett  from 
Pensilvania  with  his  family  and  family 
connections,  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  settled  in  N.  C.  and  formed  the 
church  called  Burnetts  meeting  house, 
where  there  were  for  many  years  a  re- 
spectable and  flourishing  church,  said  to 
have  more  communicants  than  any  other 
church  in  the  presbytery.  In  process  of 
time  the  counsel  of  old  men  was  not  at- 
tended to,  young  men  was  called  for  ad- 
visors, they  did  not  understand  guiding 


the  Ship.  They  became  exposed  to  chilling 
winds,  surrounded  with  floating  mountains 
of  Ice,  large  ravinous  [sic]  white  Bears 
ready  to  beguile  and  devour  them  on  every 
side.  The  few  faithful  on  board  said  to 
their  friends,  that  were  under  more  early 
sail,  Come  and  help  us,  send  us  a  pastor, 
'pilot',  we  are  in  difficulties  on  every  side, 
our  deck  covered  with  White  Bears,  'other 
denominations'  ready  to  swallow  us  up.  The 
answer  was  silent  neglect,  with  a  cold 
grin  on  the  few  which  enjoyed  the  boun- 
ties provided  by  a  now  neglected  race  that 
had  lived  before  them.  They  said  do  as 
we  did,  get  a  (pastor)  for  yourselves,  or 
come  and  join  us;  whilst  languishing  in 
this  sorrowful  condition'.  The  result,  his 
name  lost  from  the  church  record.  The 
Angel  helped  the  church  in  her  flight  over

Members  Make  Own 
Instruments 
"SENIOR  CITIZENS'"  BAND 

Appearing  recently  at  the  White  Me- 
morial Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh  was 
the  24-member  band  from  the  Presby- 
terian Home  in  High  Point.  The  members 
of  the  band  range  in  age  from  65  through 
91  years. 

The  only  requirement  for  membership 
in  the  band  is  that  the  members  have 
a  sense  of  rhythm  and  make  their 
own  instruments.  Mrs.  Julia  Barksdale, 
who  during  her  days  as  a  public  school 
teacher  was  in  charge  of  several  rhythm 
bands,  and  Director,  says  of  the  mem- 
bers: "They  don't  have  to  have  a  real 
knowledge  of  music,  but  they  have  to 
have  a  good  sense  of  rhythm  and  watch 
the  stick". 

The  instruments  which  the  band  mem- 
bers use  are  made  from  turkey  bones, 
reeds  with  combs,  tin  cans,  leatherette 
head  drums  played  with  shoe  trees,  pipes 
strung  to  a  walker,  a  tub  with  a  bass 
fiddle,  and  washboards  played  with  knit- 
ting needles. 

The  oldest  member  of  the  band  is 
91 -year-old  H.  T.  Douglas,  who  sits  in 
the  drum  box.  Mr.  Douglas  is  one  of 
three  men  in  the  band.  The  men  are 
outnumbered  by  about  seven  to  one  by 
the  women  members. 

Comments  by  Director  Short 

The  band  travels  far  and  wide  through- 
out North  Carolina.  Last  year  they  play- 
ed for  the  State  Senior  Citizens  Conven- 
tion in  Charlotte,  and  more  recently 
have  made  appearances  in  High  Point, 
Winston-Salem,  Greensboro,  and  Ral- 
eigh. Most  of  the  trips  are  made  in  "The 
Blue  Chariot",  a  bus  owned  by  the 
Home. 


PROTEST 

The  Session  of  the  Selwyn  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte  has  com- 
municated with  the  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  Dr.  S.  J.  Patterson, 
Jr.,  expressing  "its  increasing  concern 
over  the  entry  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  and  its  representatives  into 
matters  that  are  secular  rather  than  re- 
ligious in  nature". 

The  letter  cites  the  instances  of  the 
"National  Council  of  Churches'  position 
as  favoring  the  repeal  of  section  14(b)  of 
the  Taft  Hartley  Act,  support  of  the 
effort  to  unseat  5  Mississippi  Congress- 
men, and  support  of  the  seating  of  Red 
China  at  the  United  Nations". 

The  communication,  which  requested 
that  the  "feelings"  of  the  Church  be 
relayed  to  the  representatives  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.S.  on  the  General 
Board  of  the  NCCC,  stated  that  the  Ses- 
sion's "request  is  not  a  blanket  indict- 
ment of  the  National  Council  of  Church- 
es— for  certainly  the  idea  of  this  type 
organization  is  good  and  they  accom- 
plish many  good  works". 


"It's  the  best  thing  that  ever  happened 
to  the  home",  says  Mr.  R.  A.  Short,  Ex- 
ecutive Director  of  the  Home.  "There  is 
not  a  finer  recreational  project  or  therapy 
than  this.  A  lot  of  outside  folks  have  the 
picture  of  home  residents  as  being  down 
and  out.  But  after  they  see  this  group 
they  know  well  that  we  are  still  alive  and 
kicking". 

The  lively  program  at  White  Memorial 
included  "Strike  up  the  Band",  "I  Like 
Mountain  Music",  "Levee  Song",  and 
"Carolina  in  the  Morning",  which,  ac- 
cording to  Mrs.  Barksdale,  is  their  favo- 
rite number  and  the  one  they  do  best. 


Commission  Action  Nullified 

The  Synod  of  Mississippi,  meeting  in 
the  First  Church  Jackson  on  November 
5,  voted  123  to  73  to  sustain  a  complaint 
against  the  Special  Judicial  Commission 
of  the  Synod  in  the  case  of  the  Rev. 
A.  M.  (Mac)  Hart  of  Trinity  Church, 
Meridian.  Mr.  Hart  was  rejected  for 
membership  in  Central  Mississippi  Pres- 
bytery after  his  examination  by  Presby- 
tery April  19,  1962.  A  complaint  against 
that  action  was  upheld  by  both  the  Synod 
of  Mississippi  and  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.; 
however,  the  recent  action  of  the  Synod 
of  Mississippi  virtually  nullifies  all  pre- 
vious actions  except  the  rejection  of  Mr. 
Hart  by  Central  Mississippi  Presbytery. 

The  complaint  recently  sustained  by 
Synod  was  filed  by  a  minority  of  the 
members  of  the  Special  Judicial  Com- 
mission, to  wit,  Edward  A.  Jussely,  Mal- 
colm A.  Bonner,  Horace  L.  Villee  and 
L.  H.  Griffith.  The  complainants  con- 
tended that  "The  Commission  failed  to 
reach  a  proper  and  complete  decision 
and  referred  the  matter  to  the  General 
Assembly"  and  that  "the  actions  of  the 
Commission  were  improper  in  the  han- 
dling of  the  whole  matter." 

Whereas  the  status  of  Mr.  Hart  has 
been  in  suspension  until  the  whole  mat- 
ter is  finally  adjudicated,  he  now  finds 
himself  in  "an  untenable  position." 

The  Synod  voted  that  the  Moderator, 
the  Rev.  William  J.  Stanway  of  First 
Church  Hattiesburg,  appoint  a  new  Ju- 
dicial Commission  to  go  into  the  case 
again,  beginning  all  over,  and  report  to 
the  meeting  of  Synod  in  June  1966. 

Immediately  after  the  action  by  Sy- 
nod the  Rev.  Frank  L.  Seaman  of  Sar- 
dis,  St.  Andrews  Presbytery,  gave  notice

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Synod  Operations  Become  Big  Business 

"WORK  PRESBYTERIANS  DO  TOGETHER" 


The  1965  brochure,  "The  Work  Presby- 
terians Do  Together"  was  distributed  to 
many  of  the  churches  in  Synod  during 
October  for  use  in  the  stewardship  season. 
The  brochure  shows  in  summarized  form 
the  program  of  work  in  the  Synod. 

Synod's  Office  in  Raleigh  is  headquar- 
ters for  most  of  the  agencies  of  Synod. 
The  Stated  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  Dr.  Har- 
old J.  Dudley,  and  the  Director  of  Radio 
and  TV,  Ted  L.  Daniel,  have  their  offices 
here.  The  program  of  public  relations  is 
carried  on  here  and  special  work  on 
archives  and  history  is  centered  at  the 
office.  The  office  also  serves  as  head- 
quarters for  Synod's  Council,  the  Execu- 
tive Committees  of  Church  Extension, 
Educational  Institutions,  and  Campus 
Christian  Life,  the  17  Permanent  Commit- 
tees, and  special  committees  of  Synod. 

In  the  area  of  Church  Extension,  Synod 
this  year  is  aiding  18  ministers,  one  lay 
worker,  and  two  executive  secretaries  in 
more  than  28  fields,  serving  34  churches, 
to  the  extent  of  $15,265.  In  1964  Synod 
invested  $9,000  in  Grants-in-Aid  to  church 
and  manse  building  programs.  Since  1951 
Synod  has  invested  $159,838  in  Grants-in- 
Aid.  Synod  also  administers  a  loan  fund 
to  assist  in  building  programs  of  churches; 
and  34  loans  are  currently  being  handled. 
Synod's  Department  of  Radio,  Television, 
and  Audio-Visuals  maintains  relations 
with  15  commercial  television  stations  and 
more  than  175  radio  stations  in  the  state 
and  seeks  to  utilize  these  mediums  in  ex- 
tending the  church.  The  Synod  has  grown 
from  a  membership  of  90,905  in  1940  to 
149,897  in  1965.  Last  year  4,095  members 
were  added  by  profession  of  faith. 

Synod  conducts  a  ministry  to  Presby- 
terian students  on  non-Presbyterian  cam- 
puses— a  program  known  as  Campus 
Christian  Life.  Of  the  9,000  Presbyterian 
students  who  attended  non-Presbyterian 
colleges  last  year,  the  Campus  christian 
Life  program  reached  6,493  at  a  cost 
to  Synod  of  $73,975  for  the  nine  fields  of 
work. 

The  Christian  Education  program  of 
Synod  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
Robert  Turner,  Regional  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  who  has  offices  in  Char- 
lotte. The  program  of  Christian  Education 
and  Vocational  Guidance  is  coordinated 
through  overran  planning,  leadership 
training,  and  the  provision  of  resource 
materials  in  the  areas  of  systematic  study, 
home  and  family  nurture,  vocational  aid 
training,  leadership  schools  and  confer- 
ences, camps,  educational  space  require- 
ments, men's  work,  officer  training,  etc. 
Competent  Area  Directors  of  Christian 
Education  are  assigned  to  each  of  the 
nine  presbyteries.  The  Presbyterian  Gui- 
dance Center,  located  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  Laurinburg,  assists 
young  people  in  making  decisions  affect- 
ing their  vocations. 

Synod  operates  three  senior  colleges — 
Davidson,  Queens,  and  St.  Andrews.  The 
total  cost  of  operating  the  colleges  is 
over  six  million  dollars  per  year  with 
Synod  providing  about  7.0%  through  ben- 
evolence gifts.  Total  assets  of  the  three 
colleges  are  in  excess  of  39  million  dol- 
lars. Union  Theological  Seminary,  located 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  controlled  by 
four  Synods,  including  North  Carolina, 
has  additional  properties  worth  $2,753,551 
and  endowments  totaling  $6,353,721.  Dur- 
ing the  1964-65  school  year,  2,695  students 


were  enrolled  in  Synod's  colleges  and  207 
in  Union  Theological  Seminary. 

Three  Homes  are  operated  by  Synod. 
Barium  Springs  Home  for  Children  is  lo- 
cated south  of  Statesville  and  cares  for 
200  children  ranging  in  age  from  six  to 
high  school  senior.  The  Home  is  commim- 
ity  related  with  all  children  attending  the 
consolidated  school  and  participating  in 
all  of  the  school  programs,  including 
athletics.  Royall  R.  Brown  of  Winston- 
Salem  is  president  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents, and  the  retiring  superintendent  of 
the  Home  is  Dr.  Albert  B.  McClure.  Nat  K. 
Reiney  of  Nashville,  Tennessee  will  take 
up  the  work  of  directing  the  home  early 
in  1966. 

The  Presbyterian  Home,  which  cared 
for  190  persons  during  1964,  has  a  capital 
worth  of  $2,645,473.  Synod  contributed 
$58,501  to  this  institution  in  1964.  R.  A. 
Short  is  executive  director  and  Tully  Blair 
of  Winston-Salem  is  chairman  of  the 
Board.  The  Home  is  located  at  High  Point. 

The  William  Black  Home  at  Montreat, 
a  self-sustaining  institution,  is  a  vacation 
home  for  Home  Mission  workers.  Dr.  R.  H. 
Stone  is  president  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

Cvurently  there  are  17  Permanent  Com- 
mittees of  the  Synod,  for  which  the  Sy- 
nod's Office  in  Raleigh  serves  as  head- 
quarters. They  are:  Annuities  and  Relief; 
Assembly's  General  Fund  Agencies;  Be- 
quests and  Deferred  Gifts,  which  furnishes 
information  and  advice  on  the  subject  of 
wills;  Christian  Relations,  which  reports 
on  social  conditions  and  trends;  Higher 
Education  Advisory  Committee,  which  eva- 
luates educational  progress  and  recom- 
mends strategy;  Historical  Matters,  which 
deals  primarily  with  history  of  the  Synod; 
Homes,  which  coordinates  work  of  the 
three  homes;  Inter-church  Relations, 
which  works  with  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  and  other  inter-de- 
nominational programs  (Presbyterians 
have  been  particularly  active  in  the  NCCC 
and  the  current  executive  director,  Dr. 
Samuel  S.  Wiley,  is  a  Presbyterian  minis- 
ter); Minister  and  His  Work;  Nomina- 
tions; Presbyterian  Survey;  Standing 
Rules;  Women's  Work,  a  committee  which 
informs  Synod  of  the  work  of  the  Women 
of  the  Chiurch  (the  Women  of  the  Church 
have  600  local  organizations  composed  of 
57,063  women);  World  Missions;  Attend- 
ance of  Synod;  Bills  and  Overtures,  and 
Christianity  and  Health,  which  considers 
matters  relating  to  physical  and  mental 
illness. 


Commission  Action  Nullified

that  he  was  filing  a  complaint  against 
Synod's  action.  This  amounts  to  an  ap- 
peal to  the  General  Assembly.  Mr.  Sea- 
man was  joined  by  28  other  ministers 
and  elders  in  the  complaint. 

Synod  was  warned  by  its  Stated  Clerk, 
the  Rev.  James  V.  Johnson  Jr.,  that  the 
Court  might  be  "committing  a  reversible 
error  by  allowing  members  of  Central 
Mississippi  to  vote  on  matters  touching 
upon  the  action  of  that  Presbytery."  In 
spite  of  the  warning  the  Synod  voted  110 
to  81  to  uphold  the  Moderator's  ruling 
that  members  of  Central  Mississippi  Pres- 
bytery could  vote  on  sustaining  or  rejecting 
the  complaint  of  the  Judicial  Commission 
minority  and  members  of  that  Presbytery 
voted  on  all  questions  that  reached  a  bal- 
lot. 


Wilmington  Presbytery 

Elder  William  G.  Houck  of  the  St. 
Andrews-Covenant  Church,  Wilmington 
was  elected  Moderator  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery  meeting  at  Rockfish  Church, 
October  15  with  39  of  65  ministers  and 
50  of  77  churches  represented. 

James  W.  Ligon  was  endorsed  for 
appointment  as  missionary  to  Indonesia; 
and  the  pastoral  relations  between  the 
Rev.  C.  H.  McLean  and  the  Shallotte 
Church  as  evangelist  were  dissolved  for 
health  reasons. 

Presbytery  sent  greetings  to  Orange 
Presbytery  celebrating  her  200th  Anni- 
versary of  the  first  Presbytery  to  meet 
in  North  Carolina. 

Presbytery  met  in  joint  session  with 
Presbyterial  and  heard  Mrs.  Colin  W. 
McLean,  Synodical  President,  in  an  ad- 
dress.

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Innovations  Proposed  For  Church  Extension 

HOME  MISSION  ASSOCIATION  HEARS  NEW  EXECUTIVE 


ATLANTA— (PN)— A  dream  that 
work  presently  done  by  the  Permanent 
Committee  of  Christianity  and  Health 
be  incorporated  into  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  was  one  of  several 
"personal  hopes"  expressed  by  Dr.  John 
F.  Anderson  Jr.,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  when  he 
addressed  the  Home  Mission  Associa- 
tion. 

The  association  met  in  Atlanta  Nov.  3- 
4  and  elected  Dr.  T.  Russell  Nunan  of 
New  Orleans,  president  for  1965-66. 
More  than  100  church  extension  chair- 
men and  executive  secretaries  of  presby- 
teries and  synods  attended. 

Dr.  Nunan  is  executive  secretary  of 
New  Orleans  Presbytery. 

Dr.  Malcom  Purcell  of  Corpus  Christi, 
Texas,  was  elected  vice  president  of  the 
association;  and  Dr.  Harvard  Anderson 
of  Orlando,  Fla.  and  Dr.  Cecil  Lawrence 
of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  were  elected  mem- 
ber s-at-large. 

John  J.  Deifell  of  Atlanta,  elected  ear- 
lier to  serve  a  three-year  term  as  secre- 
tary-treasurer, will  continue  in  that  posi- 
tion. 

Anderson  On  Changes 

The  new  executive  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  talking  on 
"Hopes  and  Plans  for  Church  Exten- 
sion," warned  against  the  Church  "limit- 
ing itself  by  fragmentation  .  .  ."  by  our 
constant  referral  to  'us'  and  'they,'  'mine' 
and  'yours'  .  .  .  words  and  ideas  which 
keep  the  Church  from  unity." 

Dr.  Anderson  also  contrasted  "con- 
verts" with  "recruits."  The  latter,  he  said, 
presents  a  "club"  connotation,  by  which 
some  Presbyterians,  for  too  long,  have 
pictured  their  Church. 

Another  major  item  on  the  agenda 
was  a  panel  discussion  on  the  restudy 
of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension.  Dr.  Anderson  moderated  the 
panel,  with  Dr.  Claude  H.  Pritchard,  the 
Rev.  James  J.  Alexander,  and  Dr.  Law- 
rence Davis,  all  of  the  board,  participat- 
ing. The  panelists  pointed  up  the  neces- 
sity for  the  church  extension  program  to 
include  "pilot  projects,"  to  have  an 
active  "task  force"  in  evangelism,  to  en- 
courage a  wider  chaplaincy  service.  The 
panelists  noted  that  the  "joint  mission 
season"  can  say  to  the  world,  "See  what 
we  can  do  together." 

Dr.  Anderson  called  for  "new  ways, 
new  experiments  in  order  to  reach  much 
of  the  population  of  the  world.  "These 
are  strange  and  marvelous  days.  We  have 
to  think  creatively  and  with  imagina- 
tion," he  said. 

We've  got  to  have  some  new  ap- 
proaches. We  have  to  break  out  of 
some  old  patterns  .  .  .  our  'regular'  min- 
istry needs  to  be  augmented  by  special 


ministries,"  Dr.  Anderson  said. 

A  second  panel  presentation  on  "Fac- 
ing Problems  and  Developing  Plans  at 
the  Grass  Roots"  was  moderated  by  Dr. 
Thomas  W.  Currie  Jr.  of  Houston,  with 
Dr.  Nunan,  and  the  Rev.  Roy  B.  Con- 
nor Jr.  of  Holljwood,  Fla.,  participating. 
Hurricane  "Betsy" 

Dr.  Nunan  reported  on  Presbyterian 
aid  to  Hurricane  Betsy  victims  in  the 
New  Orleans  area.  He  said  Presbyterian 
funds  provided  such  immediate  neces- 
sities as  personal  toilet  articles,  food, 
mattresses,  linens  and  clothing.  He  said 
funds  will  now  go  toward  repair  and  re- 
building of  destroyed  buildings. 

Speaking  on  "Population  Movements," 
Mr.  Connor  told  specifically  of  develop- 
ments and  growth  of  the  New  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Miami.  The  New 
Covenant  congregation  includes  Negroes 
and  a  number  of  Cuban  refugees.  "The 
Holy  Spirit  is  surely  moving  in  this 
church  and  in  this  area,"  said  Mr.  Con- 
nor. 

Dr.  Anderson  stressed  the  need  for 
some  changes  in  the  Church  which  would 
lead  to  a  healthier,  more  pertinent  min- 
istry in  a  changing  world.  In  expressing 
his  dreams  and  hopes  for  the  future  of 
Presbyterian  church  extension.  Dr.  And- 
erson cited  a  number  of  personal  ideas; 
including  the  suggestion  that  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  give  thought  to  chang- 
ing its  name.  "We  are  not  just  extending 
an  institutional  Church  .  .  .  not  just 
erecting  buildings  of  brick  and  mortar," 
he  said. 

Home  Missionaries 

The  executive  secretary  expressed  a 
desire  that  more  local  churches  will  sup- 
port home  missionaries.  "Many  under- 
gird  foreign  missionaries  now,  but  few 
lend  the  same  aid  to  home  missionaries," 
he  said.  "I  hope  to  raise  the  'status'  of 
the  home  missionary  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Church  in  general." 

He  described  the  need  for  the  possible 
merging  of  some  of  the  small,  weak 
churches  if  such  action  proves  necessary 
to  strengthen  them.  "We  had  1,200 
churches  which  did  not  have  one  profes- 
sion of  faith  last  year,"  Dr.  Anderson 
noted. 

The  executive  also  looks  toward  long- 
er and  lower  loans  from  the  board  for 
churches. 

"We  must  be  pliable.  If  we  get  stiff 
or  in  a  rut,  then  we  get  into  a  groove." 

The  association's  agenda  included  an 
address  by  Dr.  S.  J.  Patterson,  moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly,  who  spoke  at 
a  joint  session  with  the  Stated  Clerks  As- 
sociation. 

Dr.  James  A.  Millard  Jr.,  stated  clerk 
of  the  General  Assembly,  spoke  on  "A 
Call  to  Repentance  and  Expectancy";

Cunningham  On  NCC 

On  November  15,  Dr.  John  R.  Cun- 
ningham, President  Emeritus  of  David- 
son College  and  a  former  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches, 
addressed  the  Men  of  White  Memorial 
Church,  Raleigh  on  the  subject,  "The 
Truth  About  the  National  Coimcil  of 
Churches". 

Dr.  Cunningham,  who  has  been  iden- 
tified with  council  work  at  the  local, 
state,  national,  and  world  levels,  traced 
the  history  of  the  relationship  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  to  the 
ecumenical  movement. 

Dr.  Cunningham  expressed  it  as  his 
opinion  that  the  action  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  Council  in  making  a 
deliverance  on  Section  14(b)  of  the  Taft- 
Hartley  Act  was  unfortunate  and  un- 
wise. He  reminded  his  audience,  how- 
ever, that  one  mistake  is  insufficient  rea- 
son to  condemn  an  organization  which 
accomplishes  so  much  good  in  so  many 
other  fields.  He  pointed  out,  too,  the 
folly  of  withdrawing  support  of  the 
church  on  this  pretext,  and  advised  that 
the  annual  contribution  of  $8,000  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  to  the 
National  Council  is  less  than  one  cent 
per  member. 

Mrs.  H.  Kerr  Taylor,  secretary  of  the 
Inter-Agency  Committee,  told  of  pro- 
gress being  made  in  the  "Worship  and 
Work  of  the  Congregation;"  and  "C.L.C. 
in  Home  Mission  Churches"  was  dis- 
cussed by  Dr.  I.  M.  Ellis  of  Knoxville, 
regional  director  for  the  Synod  of  Ap- 
palachia;  and  Dr.  T.  A.  Freeman,  of 
Bristol,  Va.,  stated  clerk  of  Abingdon 
Presbytery. 
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Advantageous  Disadvantage

MY  FRIEND  AND  I,  while  doing  a 
little  social-service  work  in  Philadelphia, 
once  spent  several  nights  in  a  church- 
owned  hospice  on  Race  Street,  just  off 
the  Parkway. 

One  evening  as  we  sat  in  the  lounge, 
a  one-armed  fellow  came  in,  went  di- 
rectly to  the  piano  across  the  room,  and 
shortly  was  filling  the  place  with  fine 
music.  After  several  selections  my  friend 
and  I  walked  over  to  the  pianist.  I  said, 
"I  wish  I  could  have  heard  you  when 
you  had  your  other  arm." 

The  young  man  looked  up  and  soften- 
ed his  music  as  he  replied,  "I  never  had 
two  arms.  I  was  bom  like  this" — ^he 
partly  raised  the  armless  shirtsleeve.  "But 


I  have  tried  to  use  the  one  I  do  have." 

He  raised  the  tempo  slightly  and  con- 
tinued to  play.  We  drifted  back  across 
the  room  to  our  chairs,  sat  down  again 
and  listened. 

Some  hours  later,  as  I  lay  awake  upon 
my  pillow,  his  music  kept  playing  its 
way  into  my  heart.  I  wiggled  the  fingers 
on  both  my  hands  and  felt  ashamed  that 
I  had  two  good  arms  and  ten  fingers 
and  could  not  play  a  note.  Finally  I  drop- 
ped off  to  sleep,  but  not  until  it  was 
indelibly  impresed  upon  my  inner  mind 
that  a  one-armed  fellow  had  learned  to 
play  beautifully  while  many  of  us,  with 
no  disability  like  his,  have  failed  to  use 
our  talents.

The  Old  Greer's  Cemetery  is  surround- 
ed by  what  was  once  a  very  fine  iron 
fence  but  which  is  now  corroded.  Ef- 
forts are  being  made  cooperatively  with 
the  State  Department  of  Archives  and 
History  towards  restoration  of  the  ceme- 
tery. 

In  Person  County  two  Barnett's  ceme- 
teries were  visited  and  the  McGehee 
Cemetery.

venerable  Hugh  Barnett  there  professed 
religion;  a  church  was  organized,  a  house 
built  and  called  Barnetts  Meeting  House. 
The  churches  around  holding  out  the  hand 
of  friendship  and  altho'  branded  by  the 
East  as  being  destitute  of  efficient  wea- 
pons to  fight  with;  holding  the  word  of 
God  in  one  hand  and  pointing  to  the 
enemy  with  the  other,  they  contested 
every  inch  of  ground  against  the  White 
Bear,  and  whilst  he  is  sculking  [sicl 
around  to  devour  inefficient  readers  flock 
whether  his  color  changes  to  Arminius  or 
Calvin;  no  plan  or  trust  is  to  be  made 
with  him  until  he  is  driven  out  so  that  he 
will  no  longer  harass  the  little  flock." 

Apparently  the  Barnett's  Church  was 
dissolved  as  a  result  of  a  controversy 
within  its  ranks  (this  is  confirmed  by 
Mr.  Tillman).  It  is  a  sad  commentary 
that  though  this  church  at  the  time  had 
the  largest  Presbyterian  congregation  in 
North  Carolina,  Presbyterianism  died  in 
Person  County  and  was  not  revived  until 
the  Mebane  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  was  organized  at  Roxboro  in 
1892.  Today  this  is  the  only  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Person  County  and  has  a 
membership  of  152.

The  Reverend  Henry  V.  Lofquist  was 
elected  Moderator  of  Albemarle  Presby- 
tery at  its  recent  meeting  in  the  Neuse 
Forest  Presbyterian  Church,  New  Bern 
(October  12). 

The  usual  reports  of  commissions  and 
committees  were  received.  Ministers  dis- 
missed included  the  Reverend  Charles  M. 
Voyles,  Honorably  Retired,  to  Fayette- 
ville  Presbytery;  and  the  Reverend  David 
E.  Mullen  from  the  Ahoskie  Church  to 
the  Faith  Church,  Guilford  College  in 
Orange  Presbytery.  The  following  calls 
were  approved:  Reverend  Thomas  W.  Ap- 
person  to  the  Washington  First  Church; 
Reverend  Warren  Nance  to  the  Edenton 
Church;  Reverend  Neil  H.  Bain  to  the 
Williamston  Church;  and  Reverend  Rus- 
sell R.  Davis  to  the  Boyd  and  West  Green- 
ville Churches. 

The  Presbjrtery  Council  reported  that 
the  plan  for  an  exchange  of  pulpits  with 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  had 
been  postponed. 

Annoimcement  was  made  of  the  Chris- 
tian Action  Conference  to  be  held  in  the 
Greenville  First  Church  October  17  when 
the  Reverend  Irving  Elligan  and  Mr. 
James  A.  Dabbs  of  South  Carolina  will  be 
visiting  speakers. 

Presbytery  approved  an  overture  to  the 
General  Assembly  asking  that  the  As- 
sembly give  an  in  thesi  deliverance  on  the 
"biblical,  theological,  and  historical  bases 
upon  which  Courts  and  Councils  of 
Churches  adopt  resolutions  dealing  with 
so-called  social  and  political  questions;" 
and  a  smiliar  deliverance  "to  indicate  'for 
whom'  and  'to  whom'  Church  Courts  and 
Councils  of  Churches  speak  when  they 
adopt  resolutions  on  so-called  social  and 
political  issues". 

A  study  made  by  the  West  Haven 
Church,  Rocky  Mount,  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  was  commended  to 
all  ses-sions  of  the  Presbytery  and  a  copy 
ordered  sent  to  the  office  of  the  General 
Assembly  "to  be  handled  in  the  way  it 
deems  wisest". 

A  resolution  was  adopted  expressing 
"wishes  for  a  speedy  recovery  to  health" 
of  the  Reverend  Edwin  Coates,  Farmville 
minister.

ROCKFISH  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  1756 


Sunday,  October  24  Rockfish  Pres- 
byterian Church  near  Wallace  observed 
its  annual  homecoming.  The  Church,  or- 
ganized in  1756,  held  dedicatory  exer- 
cises for  the  renovated  sanctuary  with 
the  minister  of  the  church,  the  Reverend 
Harry  R.  Goodwin,  presiding.  The  home- 
coming minister  was  the  Reverend  Har- 
old J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  Sy- 
nod. 

The  Lord's  Supper  was  observed  as  a 
fitting  climax  to  the  worshipful  service 
which  included  not  only  the  dedication 
of  the  lovely  renovated  sanctuary  but  of 
the  pulpit  furniture,  urns,  and  the  offer- 
ing plate. 

Several  hundred  people  were  present 
for  the  homecoming  which  included  din- 
ner on  the  grounds. 

The  early  Presbyterians  in  North  Caro- 
lina were  a  hardy  lot,  and  the  members 
of  Rockfish  Church  near  Wallace,  N.  C. 
were  no  exception.  According  to  the 
Rockfish  history,  they  were  "a  brave 
and  sturdy  lot,  who  sat  on  hard  benches 
in  a  cold  church  for  5  or  6  hours  to  hear 
a  sermon." 

Although  services  were  held  at  Rock- 
fish when  Hugh  McAden  preached  across 
the  state,  in  1755-1756,  and  the  church 
was  organized  in  1756,  the  first  settled 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Robert  Tate,  did  not 
arrive  until  1799.  He  was  ordained  in 
that  year,  and  held  his  first  communion 
at  Rockfish — six  persons  attended,  in- 
cluding the  minister. 

Mr.  Tate's  preaching  and  visiting  built 
up  the  congregation. 

The  oldest  records  in  existence  of 
Rockfish  begin  in  1814,  with  the  state- 
ment: "A  new  church  finished  at  a  cost 
of  $375,000."  These  records  show  that 
Communion  was  held  at  Rockfish  on 


the  fourth  Sunday  of  May  in  1817.  This 
has  become  a  custom  kept  until  the 
present  day.  Spring  services  were  known 
as  "May  Meetings",  and  were  looked 
forward  to  as  "homecoming"  occasions. 

As  early  as  1817,  there  existed  a 
group  known  as  the  "Rockfish  Female 
Missionary  Society",  whose  records  are 
today  the  oldest  preserved  original  rec- 
ords of  any  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  The 
officers  were  as  follows:  President, 
Mary  Boney,  Vice-President,  Mary 
Teachey;  Treasurer,  Dorothy  Boney;  Sec- 
retary, Elizabeth  Tate  (wife  of  the  min- 
ister). This  society  met  twice  a  year, 
and  had  thirty  members  present  at  its 
first  meeting.  In  1829  a  Sunday  School 
was  established  at  Rockfish,  and  in  1884, 
Rockfish  established  the  church  at  near- 
by Wallace, 

One  of  the  most  beloved  pastors  of 
Rockfish  was  the  Rev.  Duncan  Blue 
Black,  a  Moore  County  native  who  serv- 
ed the  church  for  48  years  and  six 
months.  "It  is  safe  to  say  that  he  did 
more  to  mold  the  character  and  to  set  the 
standard  of  living  in  this  section  during 
the  last  half  century  than  any  other  one 
man." — so  spoke  the  Rev.  W.  P.  M.  Cur- 
rie  at  the  150th  celebration  of  Rockfish 
Church.  Mr.  Currie  himself  served  at 
Rockfish  for  many  years,  and  gathered 
what  he  could  find  of  the  church's  his- 
tory to  present  on  the  150th  anniversary. 

There  have  been  only  two  houses  of 
worship  built  at  Rockfish,  with  the 
second  one  being  incorporated  into  the 
present  building  during  renovation.  An 
educational  building  and  a  manse  have 
been  constructed  in  recent  years.  The 
little  church  has  furnished  two  sons  to 
the  ministry,  and  daughter  churches  have 


NECROLOGY 

Following:  a  brief  illness  Dr.  James  Ross 
McCain,  a  former  Moderator  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  President  Emeritus  of 
Agnes  Scott  College,  died  late  in  October 
at  Decatur,  Georgia. 

The  84-year-old  1951-52  Moderator  of 
the  Assembly  was  President  of  Agnes  Scott 
College  from  1923  to  1951. 

Earlier  this  year  he  completed  an 
around-the-world-trip,  traveling  alone  ap- 
proximately 29,000  miles;  and  only  a  month 
before  his  death  he,  along  with  15  former 
moderators  of  the  General  Assembly,  re- 
ceived a  mounted  gavel  from  the  Assembly, 
as  a  memento  of  service  in  the  highest 
titular  office  of  the  denomination. 

By  the  time  Dr.  McCain  was  thirty-three 
years  old,  he  had  earned  five  college  de- 
grees. In  1951,  the  Presbyterian  layman 
was  one  of  twenty-five  persons  named  by 
Dixie  Business  Magazine  as  "Foremost 
Southern  Leader." 

He  was  author  of  many  publications, 
trustee  of  seven  institutions  of  higher 
learning,  affiliated  with  five  philanthrop- 
ic foundations,  and  the  founder  and  head- 
master of  the  Darlington  School  at  Rome, 
Georgia. 

Dr.  McCain  is  survived  by  three  daugh- 
ters and  three  sons.  Private  funeral  ser- 
vices for  the  family  only  were  held  on 
November  1,  followed  by  services  for  the 
public  at  the  Decatur  Presbyterian  Church 
where  Dr.  McCain  had  been  Clerk  of  the 
Session  since  1919.

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LITTLE  JOE'S  CHURCH  —  FULFILLMENT  OF  DREAM 


A  very  important  building  on  the  cam- 
pus is  Little  Joe's  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  church  is  named  for  Little  Joe  Gilli- 
land,  who  was  brought  to  the  home  in 
1901  with  his  sister,  Janie. 

Little  Joe  was  a  frail  boy  with  a 
warm  heart  and  about  six  years  old 
when  he  entered  the  home.  He  had  a 
very  tender  way  of  saying  and  doing 
things  and  his  whole  personality  was 
said  to  be  unique  by  those  who  knew 
and  loved  him.  He  would  have  attracted 
attention  anywhere,  they  say. 

Joe  was  naturally  shrinking  and  timid, 
was  no  athlete,  but  he  was  a  favorite 
on  the  campus,  and  enjoyed  the  innocent 
play  that  seems  most  attractive  to  small 
boys. 

Little  Joe  had  a  very  keen  perception 
of  what  was  good  and  bad.  He  loved  to 
look  up  into  the  heavens  and  talk  about 
the  stars  and  never  quite  understood 
where  the  stars  were  in  daytime. 

Those  who  knew  him  say  that  he  had 
one  dominant  idea  which  he  often  ex- 
pressed in  his  own  words  as  follows: 
"When  I  get  a  big  man  I'm  going  to 
build  a  church  with  a  porch  on  it."  Many 
times  he  affirmed  this,  but  it  was  through 
his  early  death  that  the  fondest  hope  his 
little  heart  ever  cherished  in  life  was 
fulfilled. 


.  On  February  1,  1904,  Little  Joe  was 
most  unexpectedly  called  to  "go  among 
the  stars  and  find  his  place  in  the  hea- 
venly choir."  His  death  brought  great 
sorrow  to  the  home,  for  he  had  filled  a 
large  place  in  the  hearts  of  many  people. 

In  Little  Joe's  purse  was  found  4 
cents  which  he  had  saved  up  toward  the 
building  of  a  church.  When  news  of  his 
death  and  interest  in  the  church  began  to 
spread,  money  began  to  come  in  and,  in 
1906,  the  building  of  Little  Joe's  Church 
was  begun.  In  1907  the  church  was  com- 
pleted and  now  stands  a  worthy  monu- 
ment to  the  memory  of  this  remarkable 
child. 

Little  Joe  was  the  first  to  find  a  resting 
place  in  the  cemetery  on  the  grounds, 
although  he  was  not  the  first  to  die 
there. 

In  the  year  1958  Little  Joe's  Presby- 
terian Church  celebrated  its  50th  anni- 
versary, with  the  erection  and  dedica- 
tion of  a  new  sanctuary  a  few  years 
previously. 

Plans  for  the  new  sanctuary  were 
made  and  promoted  by  the  late  Dr. 
Joseph  B.  Johnson,  superintendent  of  the 
home  from  1922  through  1949.  This  new 
sanctuary  stands  as  a  memorial  to  13,425 
people  who  have  been  remembered  by 
persons  all  over  the  United  States.  Stand- 
ing as  a  memorial  to  them,  it  continues 
to  bear  the  name  of  Little  Joe's  Presby- 
terian Church. 

"As  the  cross  high  on  the  steeple  is 
caught  in  the  western  sun,  its  shadow 
falls  near  the  resting  place  of  Little  Joe 
and  Big  Joe,  whose  lives  have  been  inter- 
twined with  the  sanctuaries  and  worship 
of  Barium  Springs.

and  along  with  thirty-five  other  guests 
were  housed  in  the  110-year-old  famous 
hotel  which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  dis- 
covered shortly  after  midnight.  Fortu- 
nately the  more  than  100  rooms  were 
not  occupied  to  capacity  as  they  would 
have  been  on  the  next  two  nights. 

Mrs.  Kellenberger  lost  most  of  her 
jewelry,  including  her  wedding  ring,  and 
both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kellenberger  lost  most 
of  the  clothing  they  carried.  They  re- 
turned to  Greensboro  on  Wednesday, 
purchased  new  clothing,  and  were  back 
in  New  Bern  for  the  ceremonies  during 
the  afternoon  and  evening,  having  lost 
none  of  their  usual  grace  and  charm. 

It  was  Mrs.  Kellenberger's  mother, 
Mrs.  James  Edwin  Latham,  native  of 
New  Bern,  and  a  resident  of  Greensboro, 
who  initiated  the  restoration  of  the  First 
Colonial  and  First  State  Capitol  of  North 
Carolina.  Mrs.  Latham,  the  former 
Maude  Moore  of  New  Bern,  by  her  gift 
of  more  than  $1,100,000,  made  possible 
the  restoration  of  the  magnificent  $3,- 
000,000  Complement  of  buildings,  first 
erected  and  occupied  in  June,  1770  by 
the  then-Governor-Royal  of  North  Caro- 
lina, William  Tryon. 

At  the  time  of  the  original  construc- 
tion of  the  capital,  it  was  regarded  as 
the  most  beautiful  building  in  America. 

In  1949,  Mrs.  Latham  made  her  will 
in  favor  of  a  sister  and  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  Kellenberger,  "as  long  as  both  shall 
live",  and  thereafter  "one-half  of  the 
trust  was  to  go  to  Tryon  Palace  and  the 
other  one-half  to  be  paid  to  two  other 
organizations  not  connected  with  Tryon 

  Palace." 

Neither  Mrs.  Kellenberger  nor  her  husband,  John  Kellen- 
berger, knew  the  contents  of  Mrs.  Latham's  will  imtil  one  after- 
noon in  November,  1950.  On  that  occasion  after  Mrs.  Latham 
made  known  the  contents  of  the  will,  Mrs.  Kellenberger,  re- 
membering that  the  seed  had  been  sown  in  her  mother's  heart 
and  imagination  as  a  small  girl  to  restore  the  Palace,  implored 
her  "to  do  away  with  the  Trust  for  me  and  go  ahead  and  leave 
yoiu"  estate  to  the  Palace  directly  rather  than  have  the  money 
not  available  as  long  as  I  live".  Mrs.  Latham  then  appealed  to 
her  son-in-law,  who  responded  by  agreeing  wholeheartedly 
with  his  wife  in  the  hope  that  "the  restoration  should  begin 
as  soon  as  possible." 

Mrs.  Latham  died  in  1951,  and  from  that  date  to  the  present 
time  the  Kellenbergers  have  been  the  guiding  geniuses  of  this 
project  which  has  revived  a  whole  town.  New  Bern,  and  aroused 
an  entire  State,  North  Carolina. 

The  20th  amiiversary  of  the  Commission  was  celebrated  with 
addresses  by  the  Honorable  Luther  H.  Hodges,  former  Governor 
of  North  Carolina  and  Secretary  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States,  and  an  address  prepared  by  the  Honorable  Daniel  K. 
Moore,  Governor  of  North  CaroUna,  graciously  and  effectively 
read  by  the  First  Lady  of  North  Carolina,  Mrs.  Dan  K.  Moore. 
Mrs.  Kellenberger  presided  over  both  of  the  sessions. 
Mrs.  Latham  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Greensboro,  where  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kellenberger  are  also 
members,  and  where  Mr.  Kellenberger  serves  as  a  ruling  elder. 

Other  Presbj^erians  participating  in  the  two-day  celebration 
included  Mrs.  P.  P.  McCain  of  Wilson;  Mr.  George  R.  Ross, 
Lillington;  Mr.  Kellenberger;  and  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
Raleigh. 

The  dinner  events  were  held  in  the  Shrine  Hall  of  New  Bern, 
and  receptions  were  held  in  the  l^on  Palace.  The  night 
reception  held  on  the  second  day  was  by  candlelight,  and 
seldom  has  any  social  function  anywhere  been  as  beautiful.

obtained  through  his  moderatorial 
travels:  that  the  mood  of  the  Church 
is  generally  good;  that  harmony  is  pos- 
sible; that  the  Church's  operations  are 
sound;  and  that  help  in  these  operations 
is  always  available. 

In  expanding  his  four  points,  the  mod- 
erator cited  the  mood  of  cooperation  in 
the  1965  General  Assembly;  that  "we  can 
have  our  separate  views  and  still  work 
and  live  in  harmony;"  that  "we  have  a 
clear  purpose  before  us  and  it  is  neces- 
sary to  be  committed  to  this  purpose;"

CAMPUS  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  CONFERENCE 

The  third  annual  Campus  Christian  ■  

Life  Conference  sponsored  by  the  Pres- 
byterian Synod  of  North  Carolina 
through  its  Executive  Committee  on 
CCL  was  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Greenville  November  16-17  with 
representatives  from  nine  state  and  com- 
munity universities  and  colleges  in  at- 
tendance. Also  attending  were  members 
of  the  Synod's  Executive  Committee  on 
Campus  Christian  Life  and  representa- 
tives of  the  nine  Presbyteries  of  Synod.

Protest  Registered 

MADISON,  Wis.— (PN)— A  Louisiana 
Presbyterian  leader  has  charged  that  a 
hostile  attitude  of  certain  leaders  in  the 
Mississippi  Delta  Ministry  is  alienating 
supporters  of  the  project. 

Edward  D.  Grant  of  Baton  Rouge  call- 
ed for  a  "less  hostile"  approach  by  field 
workers  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches. 

His  remarks  were  in  response  to  a  re- 
port to  the  NCC  General  Board  in  ses- 
sion here  Dec.  2-3.  The  report  charged 
that  "so-called  moderates  .  .  .  some  of 
whom  are  known  nationally  for  courag- 
eous stands  against  terror  and  murder 
over  a  period  of  years,  have  not  moved 
forward  as  fast  as  the  rest  of  Mississippi." 

Grant  countered  with  an  attack  on  the 
approach  of  the  project's  leaders  and 
its  director,  the  Rev.  Arthur  Thomas.  He 
said  they  were  using  tactics  of  "con- 
frontation instead  of  concilliation." 

The  former  moderator  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  further 
declared  that  Southern  religious  and  civ- 
ic leaders  had  told  him  the  National 
Council  field  staff  had  shown  little  in- 
clination to  cooperate  with  them.

Committee  Convenes  At  Queens 

Synod's  Executive  Committee  on  Ed- 
ucational Institutions  met  at  Queens  Col- 
lege on  November  22,  and  heard  an  en- 
couraging report  by  Dr.  Edwin  R.  Walk- 
er, President. 

The  Committee  also,  heard  a  progress 
report  of  a  Sub-committee  studying  the 
relationship  of  Synod's  Educational  In- 
stitutions to  Synod.  The  Report  was  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  James  L.  Price  of  Duke 
University. 

Dr.  Walker  told  the  Committee  that 
whereas  the  Board  aimed  for  900  stu- 
dents in  the  college  by  1969,  this  num- 
ber would  actually  be  exceeded  in  1966. 
Of  the  present  840  students  in  Queens, 
205  are  from  North  Carolina.  There  are 
337  Presbyterian  students  in  the  College. 
The  College  conducts  an  adult-education 
program  reaching  more  than  500  persons. 
The  plant  evaluation  of  Queens  is  listed 
at  $8,000,000,  and  the  endowment  at 
$3,500,000.  Dr.  Walker  informed  the 
Committee  that  the  College  is  integrated, 
but  that  thus  far  only  several  qualified 
applicants  have  sought  entrance  to  the 
Institution. 

Dr.  Walker  indicated  his  endorsement 
of  periodic  corporate  capital  funds 
campaigns.

The  Purpose  of  a  Christian  College 

Educators,  including  Christian  educa- 
tors, have  had  difficulty  in  defining  the 
church  college.  Some  have  gone  so  far 
as  to  say  that  there  is  no  distinction 
whatever  between  a  church  college  and  a 
secular  institution. 

From  1953  to  1955,  when  Synod  through 
a  study  committee  was  endeavoring  to 
evaluate  its  Higher  Education  Program,  ef- 
forts were  put  forward  to  define  the 
Christian  college  hut  no  adequate  state- 
ment was  produced  to  differentiate  be- 
tween a  church  college  and  other  institu- 
tions. 

The  most  distinctive  characteristic  of  a 
church  college  seemed  to  have  something 
to  do  with  the  necessity  of  an  educational 
institution  being  free,  and  some  felt  that 
academic  freedom  has  greater  leeway  in 
the  Christian  Church  setting  than  in  the 
secular  state  setting. 

The  recent  Speaker  Ban  Law  controversy 
in  North  Carolina  gives  strong  support  to 
this  contention.  By  way  of  example,  state 
institutions  during  the  interval  of  1963 
to  November  1965,  when  the  Speaker  Ban 
Law  was  amended,  were  undoubtedly 
shackled,  whereas  Church  institutions,  by 
actually  inviting  communists  to  their  cam- 
puses, exercised  a  freedom  denied  the  oth- 
er institutions. 

COLLEGE  AND  CHURCH,  ALLIES 
The  North  Carolina  Study  declared, 
"The  Christian  College  is  a  potent  ally  of 
the  Christian  Church  as  a  bulwark  against 
Communism."  The  exercise  of  freedom 
by  an  institution  like  Davidson  College  in 
hearing  both  a  communist  and  an  atheist 
without  restraint  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees or  the  Synod,  demonstrates  the  point 
in  question.  The  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  other  institutions  became  pawns 
in  the  hands  of  politicians  and  were  under 
the  domination  of  political  pressures. 
Davidson  College,  it  is  true,  was  attacked 
by  numerous  individuals,  exercising  their 
right  of  freedom  to  protest,  but  neither 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Davidson  nor 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  regarded  the 
action  of  the  administration  of  Davidson 
as  in  violation  of  one  of  the  fundamental 
rights  of  man,  namely  to  defend  the  right 
of  an  opponent  to  speak  his  views  and  at 
the  same  time  the  right  by  free  speech  to 
oppose  those  same  views. 

The  Synod  Study  indicated  that  what

lege  are  certain  "plus-factors",  which 
when  added  up  amount  to  the  religious 
spirit  permeating  the  college  atmosphere. 
It  is  true  as  the  study  indicated  that  often 
church  colleges  "have  difficulty  in  re- 
conciling faith  with  critical  inquiry,"  and 
that  "in  their  zeal  for  faith  they  some- 
times confuse  fervor  with  erudition"  and 
that  "often  they  do  not  follow  truth  to 
its  logical  conclusions".  The  report  con- 
tinues by  saying  that  often  there  is  an 
authoritarianism  which  neglects  to  en- 
courage students  to  pursue  research  to 
ends  which  establish  truth  while  at  the 
same  time  by  zeal  tying  them  to  tradi- 
tion under  the  pretense  of  zeal.  The  study 
emphasizes,  however,  that  Jesus  pointed 
the  way  to  true  freedom  when  he  said, 
"Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth 
shall  make  you  free." 

QUALITY  EDUCATION 
The  Synod's  Study  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  quality  education  and  condemned 
both  scholarship  which  is  altogether  be- 
reft of  religion  and  religion  which  is  anti- 
intellectual. 

Some  recent  studies  have  concluded  that 
the  responsibility  of  the  church  college 
today  is  to  study  the  Church,  criticize  it 
where  it  needs  to  be  criticized,  establish 
patterns  of  life  for  the  Church,  and  to 
point  the  way  for  its  life  and  growth. 
Conversely,  it  is  the  task  of  the  Church 
to  undergird  its  institutions,  not  only  fi- 
nancially, but  by  offering  them  construc- 
tive advice  and  furnishing  them  both  able 
faculty  and  students.  Hand  in  hand  they 
should  march  forward  together,  sometimes 
one  leading  and  sometimes  the  other, 
somewhat  as  two  lovers  skipping  hand  in 
hand,  both  joined  in  a  common  passion — 
love:  of  one  another,  of  truth,  and  of 
righteousness. 


SH RIVER  EDITS  BOOK 

Dr.  Donald  W.  Shriver,  Jr.,  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  at  Raleigh  Cam- 
pus Pastor  and  Assistant  Professor  of 
Religion,  has  edited  John  Knox  Press' 
new  book,  The  Unsilent  South.  The 
book,  a  collection  of  sermons  dealing 
with  the  racial  crisis,  includes  twenty-one 
sermons  preached  all  over  the  south. 
They  were  selected,  not  because  of  the 
fame  or  popularity  of  the  preachers,  but 
because  they  opened  up  what  the  Gospel 
is  saying  about  race  relations,  civil  rights, 
and  the  meaning  of  obedience  to  the  will 
of  God. 

In  addition  to  editing  the  collection, 
Dr.  Shriver  has  written  an  introduction 
to  each  address  which  outlines  the  con- 
gregational, community,  and,  sometimes, 
national  context  in  which  the  sermon  was 
preached.  In  some  instances,  further  in- 
formation is  given  as  to  how  a  particular 
church  has  dealt  with  the  race  issue. 

Dr.  Shriver  dedicated  his  book  to  Dr. 
Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  Professor  Emeri- 
tus at  Union  Seminary,  Richmond,  Vir- 
yinia,  who  is  one  of  the  author's  former 
teachers  and  the  contributor  of  the  fore- 
word to  the  book. 

Included  in  the  book  are  sermons  by 
the  following  ministers  who  are  current- 
ly serving  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina: J.  V.  Cosby  Summerell,  Fayette- 
ville;  Joe  S.  McClure,  Huntersville;  and 
David  M.  Currie,  Durham. 


Bridge  Restored 

The  restoration  of  the  beautiful  Jap- 
anese bridge  in  the  lower  Flora  Macdon- 
ald  Gardens,  Red  Springs,  affectionately 
called  by  the  early  students,  "Paradise", 
has  recently  been  completed. 

The  bridge  was  designed  by  Dr. 
Charles  Graves  Vardell,  founder  and  first 
president  of  one-time  Flora  Macdonald 
College,  and  was  the  gift  of  the  Class 
of  1930.  Several  years  ago  the  bridge, 
which  had  been  the  joy  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald girls  through  the  years,  was  con- 
demned because  of  structural  defects  and 
was  barred  from  use.  This  fall,  a  skill- 
ful stone  masion  has  done  an  excellent 
job  of  restoring  the  bridge  without 
changing  any  of  its  original  beauty  of 
line,  and  this  was  made  possible  by  do- 
nations from  alumnae. 

Shortly  after  Flora  Macdonald  was 
closed  in  1961,  a  FMC  Garden  Fund 
was  established  by  the  Scottish  College 
Foundation  in  Red  Springs  for  the  pur- 
pose of  "keeping  up  the  gardens."  Col- 
onel Leslie  Blankinship,  Dean  of  the  new 
college,  Vardell  Hall  (successor  to  Flora 
Macdonald),  ruled  that  these  famous 
gardens  should  retain  the  name,  "Flora 
Macdonald  Gardens",  which  have  gained 
fame  throughout  three  states. 
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Completes  Training 

Mrs  Janie  L.  Marshall,  who  has  been 
employed  by  the  Presbyterian  Home,  High 
Point,  since  June  19,  1961,  has  recently 
graduated  from  the  Correspondence 
Course  for  hospital 
and  nursing  home 
food  service  supervis- 
ors at  the  Randolph 
Hospital  in  Asheboro. 
The  course  is  direct- 
ed by  the  American 
Dietetic  Association 
and  is  co-sponsored 
by  the  Nutrition  Sec- 
tion, State  Board  of 
Health,  the  North 
Carolina  Hospital  As- 
ciation. 
This  is  the  first  ap- 
proved course  offered  to  food  service  su- 
pervisors in  North  Carolina,  and  Mrs. 
Marshall  is  now  eligible  to  apply  for  mem- 
bership in  the  Hospital,  Institution,  and 
Educational  Food  Service  Society,  an  or- 
ganization chartered  to  establish  desirable 
standards  for  such  training. 

Mrs.  Marshall,  a  native  of  New  Bern, 
was  graduated  from  the  Farm  Life  High 
School  in  Vanceboro.  Prior  to  coming  to 
the  Presbyterian  Home  she  was  employed 
as  Food  Service  Supervisor  for  fourteen 
years  at  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium, 
McCain,  N.  C.  She  has  one  son  and  three 
grandchildren  living  in  Knoxville,  Tennes- 
see. 

WORLD  COUNCIL  PRESIDENT? 

The  Minneapolis  Star  recently  reported 
that  Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  'Stated 
Clerk  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  USA,  "is  believed  to  be  the  leading 
contender  for  the  post  soon  to  be  vacated 
by  Dr.  W.  A.  Visser't  Hooft,  noted  Dutch 
Reformed  churchman  and  ecumenical 
leader."  The  choice  will  be  made  next 
February.  Friends  of  Dr.  Blake  indicated 
he  would  consider  the  position  only  if 
there  is  unanimous  support  for  him.  Dr. 
Blake  is  a  former  president  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  UCC's  top  committees.  Dr. 
Visser't  Hooft  is  retiring  on  his  sixty- 
fifth  birthday. 


Still  Another  "First" 

The  Reverend  Glenn  Dickson,  Minister 
of  the  Bethany  Presbyterian  Church,  Wil- 
son, N.  C,  writes,  "We  may  have  a  first 
at  Bethany  for  your  Synod  newsletter 
[sic]".  Half  of  our  deacons  are  women." 

Mr.  Dickson  goes  on  to  report  that 
the  Church,  which  now  has  the  rotary 
system,  recently  elected  five  new  dea- 
cons— Phil  Gardner,  Huland  Gardner, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Johnson,  Mrs.  Elsie  Lamm, 
and  Mrs.  George  Webb.  One  deacon, 
Mr.  Bertis  Deans,  continues  to  serve, 
giving  the  roster  an  even  division  of 
men  and  women. 

The  Church,  composed  of  sixty-two 
members,  also  elected  a  new  elder  in  the 
person  of  Mr.  Herbert  Moore,  who  serves 
with  Mr.  Elmo  Gardner  and  Mr.  John 
Barnes. 


Dedicatory  Service 

On  Sunday,  November  28,  the  new 
Mt.  Carmel  Presbyterian  Church  (M) 
was  dedicated.  The  service  consisted  of 
the  burning  of  the  note,  the  presentation 
of  the  keys,  the  pledge  of  dedication, 
the  consecration  of  the  Elders  and  Dea- 
cons, with  a  brief  message  by  the  Pastor. 

The  sanctuary,  considered  to  be  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  in  the  territory,  was 
begun  in  the  winter  of  1963,  completed 
early  in  1964,  and  was  used  for  the  first 
time  April  19,  1964. 

The  approximate  cost  of  the  edifice 
and  equipment  was  $40,000,  and  this  has 
been  raised  by  the  congregation,  the 
church  now  being  free  of  debt. 

The  first  building  of  which  there  is 
some  information  was  a  long  frame  build- 
ing, located  on  a  knoll  just  off  the  Old 
County  Line,  facing  the  road.  The  en- 
trances were  on  the  eastern  side  toward 
the  cemetery.  There  were  two  doors,  one 
at  the  front  for  the  white  members  and 
one  at  the  rear  for  the  Negro  members. 
This  was  torn  down  in  1891,  and  replac- 
ed by  a  smaller  building,  which  still 
stands  on  the  knoll  back  of  the  present 
church  building. 

In  1946,  the  congregation  decided  to 
move  the  church  location  nearer  the  new 
highway;  therefore,  a  new  brick  church 
was  erected  by  local  workers  at  an  ap- 
proximate cost  of  $6,000. 

The  minister  of  the  Church  is  Rev- 
erend Frank  L.  Goodman. 


"VIP's"  Visit  St.  Andrews 

On  Saturday,  October  30th  St.  An- 
drews College  was  host  to  more  than  400 
parents  of  the  students.  The  "Very  Im- 
portant Parents"  were  given  a  one-day 
look  at  college  life. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  day 
was  the  dedication  of  three  facilities  in 
the  Student  Center,  given  by  John  Blue 
as  a  memorial  to  his  parents,  John  and 
Flora  McKinnon  Blue  of  Laurinburg. 
Some  35  members  of  the  Blue  Family 
were  in  attendance. 

Visiting  parents  watched  the  annual 
Dean's  Cup  races  on  the  campus  lake, 
saw  a  hit  musical  comedy,  and  talked 
with  administration  and  faculty  mem- 
bers.

BOOK  REVIEW 

HISTORY  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA,  Volume 
I,  by  Dr.  George  Howe,  published  in  1870; 
reprinted  in  1965,  by  the  State  Printing 
Company,  Columbia,  S.  C. 

Howe's  History  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  South  Carolina,  Volume  One, 
published  in  1870  and  long  since  out-of- 
print,  has  been  reprinted  by  order  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  and 
appeared  from  the  press  early  this  month. 
The  Synod  ordered  that  1,000  copies  be  re- 
printed by  photographic  offset  process. 

The  book  is  attractively  bound  and  con- 
tains 709  pages. 

Copies  of  the  original  Howe's  History 
have  been  at  great  demand  and  sold  at 
collector's  prices.  The  current  volume  is 
being  offered  at  $15.00,  and  may  be  ordered 
from  the  Office  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
of  South  Carolina,  1430  Washington  St., 
Columbia,  S.  C. 

Dr.  George  Hovie  was  for  fifty  years 
Professor  at  Columbia  Theological  Semi- 
nary when  it  was  located  at  Columbia, 
South  Carolina.  In  1849,  the  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  appointed  him  to  write 
the  History  of  the  Synod.  After  twenty 
years  of  research  the  first  volume  appear- 
ed, covering  the  history  down  to  1800. 

The  second  volume  of  Howe's  History 
was  published  in  1883,  the  year  of  Dr. 
Howe's  death,  and  brought  the  story  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  South  Caro- 
lina down  to  1850. 

Volume  One  contains  valuable  informa- 
tion concerning  the  early  Presbyterian, 
Congregational,  and  French  Hugenot 
Churches  in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia, 
and  also  information  on  prominent  per- 
sons and  families  related  to  these  church- 
es. 

Dr.  Howe  organized  his  work  in  periods, 
giving  accounts  of  all  the  known  churches 
of  the  particular  period  and  the  persons 
and  events  related  to  them.  The  first 
period  deals  with  European  backgrounds, 
the  second  with  the  incipient  churches  in 
South  Carolina  from  1670  to  1685.  After 
that  the  story  gradually  moves  from  the 
Eastern  Coast  to  the  Piedmont  area  and 
includes  the  Scotch-Irish  migrations  from 
Pennsylvania,  plus  the  Revolutionary  War 
era. 


Fifty  Years  Of  Service 

Dr.  Oscar  L.  Miller,  an  elder  in  the 
Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Char- 
lotte, was  recently  honored  by  the 
Church  for  his  fifty  years  of  service  as 
an  elder. 

He  has  also  served  in  the  Emmanuel 
Church,  Atlanta,  Georgia  and  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Gastonia. 

Dr.  Miller  is  prominently  connected 
with  Presbyterian  ministers,  including 
missionaries.  A  brother.  Dr.  Patrick  D. 
Miller,  formerly  minister  of  the  Raleigh 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  recently  re- 
tired as  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension,  Atlanta,  and  is  now 
teaching  in  Columbia  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Decatur,  Georgia.  Another  brother, 
Dr.  A.  Hoyt  Miller,  now  retired,  was  for 
many  years  a  missionary  to  Africa. 

Dr.  Miller's  son,  the  Reverend  John 
N.  Miller,  is  Pastor  of  the  West  Haven 
Presbyterian  Church,  Rocky  Mount, 
N.  C.

The  official  Seal  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  was  adopted  by  the  Synod,  meeting 
in  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
May  26,  1965.  The  design  and  artwork  were  by  the  collabora- 
tion of  the  Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley,  D.D.,  Stated  Clerk  of 
Synod,  with  The  Graphic  Press,  Inc.,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
Mr.  Braxton  Flye,  President,  and  a  ruling  elder  in  the  White 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh.  The  artist  was  Mr. 
Floyd  Harness.  Valuable  suggestions  were  made  by  Dr.  James 
E.  Bear,  Professor  Emeritus  in  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia;  the  Reverend  J.  Raymond  Lord,  Duke 
University,  Durham,  N.  C;  the  Reverend  Richard  S.  Watts, 
Greensboro,  N.  C;  Dr.  Henry  M.  Brimm,  Librarian,  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia;  and  Dr.  Th6mas  H. 
Spence,  Jr.,  Executive  Director,  Historical  Foundation,  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  word  "synod"  comes  from  the  Latin  and  the  Greek.  The 
English  word  is  taken  from  the  Latin,  synodus.  The  correspond- 
ing Greek  word  is  sunodos,  meaning  "a  meeting".  Root  words 
from  which  the  Greek  noun  is  derived,  roughly  translated,  might 
mean  "together"  and  "way". 

The  Greek  noun  for  synod,  while  not  appearing  in  the  New 
Testament,  is  used  in  classical  Greek,  sometimes  for  persons 
assembling  for  deliberation. 

The  root  verb,  found  in  the  Septuagint,  and  once  in  the  New 
Testament,  is  sunodeuw  and  means  "to  journey  with".  The  word 
sunodeuwmen  on  the  Seal  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  is  in 
the  plural  form,  and  translated  means,  "We  travel  together". 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Synod,  as  a  Court,  comes  between 
the  Presbyteries  and  the  General  Assembly,  the  word  "synod" 
appropriately  suggests  unity  and  relationship. 

The  burning  bush  is  a  reminder  of  the  Old  Testament  Cove- 
nant and  together  with  the  garlands,  of  the  Seal  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States;  thus,  of  relationship  to  the 
whole  General  Assembly. 

The  map  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  includes  the  nine 
Presbyteries  which  make  up  the  Synod,  and  suggests  fellowship. 

The  date  1788  stands  for  the  organization  of  the  Synod  of 
the  Carolinas  in  the  Centre  Presbyterian  Church,  Concord  Pres- 
bytery, on  November  5  of  that  year,  and  is  a  reminder  that  once 
the  Synod  was  a  part  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America. 

The  date  1813  marks  the  year  of  organization  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  which  occurred  October  7  of  that  year  in  the 
Alamance  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Cross,  as  always,  speaks  of  sacrifice,  love,  and  salvation, 
accomplished  by  Christ,  the  Head  of  the  Church. 

The  Circle  suggests  eternity  and  unity,  which  are  attributes 
of  God. 

The  colors  are  not  altogether  without  meaning.  As  green 
stands  between  yellow  and  blue  in  the  spectrum,  it  suggests  re-

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Overseas  Relief  Appeal 

Contributions  of  used  clothing  to 
Church  World  Service  for  distribution 
overseas  are  decreasing,  according  to  a 
CWS  official  who  expressed  concern  be- 
cause of  "the  need  for  good  used  cloth- 
ing in  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin  America." 

According  to  Melvin  B.  Myers,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Material  Resources  Program 
of  CWS,  "conflicts  abroad  have  created 
a  crucial  need  for  relief  of  refugees  who 
have  been  caught  in  situations  over 
which  they  had  little  control." 

Through  September,  1965,  2,954,170 
pounds  of  clothing  was  distributed  by 
CWS;  however,  for  the  same  period  in 
1964,  3.5  million  pounds  was  contrib- 
uted. 

Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley,  Executive  Di- 
rector of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  reports  that  in  1964  the 
churches  of  North  Carolina  donated 
73,761  pounds  for  distribution,  the 
largest  for  any  state  in  the  southeast, 
yet  less  than  the  amount  contributed  in 
1963.  He  adds,  "Collections  this  year  are 
running  behind  last  year  on  the  national 
level." 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  cooperates  with  the  Church 
World  Service  through  the  state  com- 
mittee on  Ministry  for  Overseas  Relief, 
which  is  headed  by  the  Reverend  Robert 
R.  Jones,  pastor  of  the  Fraternity  Church 
of  the  Brethren  at  Winston-Salem.  Con- 
tributions may  be  sent  or  taken  to  eigh- 
teen depots  scattered  throughout  the  state 
which  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this  article. 

The  most  urgent  needs  currently  seem 
to  be  for  20,000  fabric  parcels  to  be 
used  by  Vietnamese  refugee  women  in 
making  much-needed  clothing  for  their 
families. 

Also  needed  are  men's  and  boy's 
clothing,  blankets  and  bedding,  light- 
weight clothing  for  tropical  areas,  infants' 
wear,  children's  clothing,  and  women's 
garments,  as  well  as  shoes  for  both  sexes 
and  all  ages;  however,  it  is  suggested  that 
no  hats,  bathing  suits,  formal  clothes, 
bulky  bedding  such  as  pillows  or  mat- 
tresses, pocketbooks,  and  similar  items 
be  included  among  the  articles  donated. 

All  clothing  and  shoes  should  be  in 
good   condition.   Cleaning   is  desirable. 

Local  groups  are  asked  to  contribute 
ten  cents  per  pound,  to  be  sent  separately 
to  the  CWS  clothing  center  but  not  in- 
cluded with  the  clothing  shipment,  to  help 
defray  cost  of  sorting,  bailing,  and  prep- 
aration for  shipment.

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Varying  Vocational  Viewpoints

article,  "One  Life  To  Give",  Logan  V. 
Cockrum,  Associate  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Christian  Vocation  views 
the  changing  role  of  work  in  life  and  the 
relationship  of  this  change  to  the  doctrine 
of  Christian  vocation.  Mr.  Cockrum's 
comments  will  have  greater  meaning  to 
readers  who  have  been  reading  recent  ar- 
ticles in  the  secular  press  which  speak  of 
the  same  problems  from  different  vant- 
age points. 

A  Charlotte  Observer  article  on  No- 
vember 1  described  a  critical  shortage 
of  skilled  workmen  in  the  construction 
trades  and  the  lack  of  students  willing 
to  take  free  training  in  these  skills.  There 
is  a  nationwide  shortage  of  craftsmen, 
tradesmen  and  service  workers,  yet  there 
are  many  without  jobs  or  hope.  This 
situation  is  poignantly  described  in,  "I'm 
Out  of  a  Job,  I'm  All  Through"  in  the 
December  18,  Saturday  Evening  Post. 

A  well  paying  job,  however,  even  a 
profession,  does  not  always  satisfy  the 
occupational  portion  of  man's  life.  Oc- 
cupational dissatisfaction  and  career 
change  is  the  subject  of  a  November  12, 
Time  article,  "Like  A  Good  Second  Mar- 
riage". Young  people  wonder  about  their 
opportunity  for  rewarding  and  satisfying 
service  to  God  and  man  in  the  many 
careers  not  typically  associated  with  call 
and  life  commitment.  Secretary  of  Com- 
merce, John  T.  Conner,  reviews  the  so- 
cial role  of  the  businessman  in  an  inter- 
view reported  by  the  November  12,  This 
Week,  Sunday  newspaper  magazine  sup- 
plement. 

Vocational  Aides,  students  and  others 
interested  in  the  relationship  between 
work  and  life  will  find  these  articles 
stimulating  and  useful.  The  diverse  views 
of  vocation,  expressed  by  these  authors, 
again  demonstrate  the  complexity  of  oc- 
cupational choice  and  the  impact  of  this 
choice  on  man's  stewardship  of  his  life. 
They  also  serve  to  emphasize  the  theme 
of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Program, 
that  occupation  can  be  considered  satis- 
factorily only  in  the  context  of  man's 
commitment  to  life,  his  vocation.

he  said.  "These  are  hard  words  ...  It 
(the  report)  impugns  the  integrity  of 
some  of  my  friends  who  are  involved" 
and  who  have  been  in  sympathy  with  its 
original  goals. 

The  NCC  General  Board's  Executive 
Committee  authorized  the  Council  presi- 
dent in  consultation  with  the  general  sec- 
retary to  appoint  a  committee  "to  eval- 
uate the  program  of  the  Delta  Ministry 
and  report  recommended  guidelines  for 
future  action." 

Named  to  head  the  committee  was 
Brooks  Hays,  former  Arkansas  congress- 
man and  ex-president  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  as  chairman,  and 
the  Rev.  Herman  Morse,  head  of  the  In- 
stitute of  Strategic  Studies  for  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  vice 
chairman. 
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JOHN  BETHUNE 
1751-1815 

The  Reverend  John  Bethune  above, 
whose  picture  was  taken  from  the  History 
of  St.  Gabriel  Street  Church,  Montreal, 
Quebec,  Canada,  was  a  native  of  Skye,  the 
son  of  Angus  Bethune  (Beaton).  His 
mother  was  Christina,  daughter  of  Donald 
Campbell  of  Scalpay,  Harris,  who  be- 
friended Bonnie  Prince  Charles  during  his 
wanderings  in  the  Long  Island. 

He  was  educated  at  Kings  College, 
Aberdeen.  In  1774  he  emigrated  to  North 
Carolina,  and  became  chaplain  to  the 
Royal  Highland  regiment  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  American  War  of  Independence. 
He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  Battle  of 
Moore's  Creek,  February  27,  1776,  and  was 
imprisoned  for  a  time  at  Halifax,  N.  C. 
(Some  authorities  erroneously  say  Halifax, 
Virginia.) 

On  regaining  his  liberty,  he  settled  in 
Halifax,  Nova  Scotia  where  he  was  large- 
ly instrumental  in  organizing  a  corps, 
made  up  of  Gaelic-speaking  Highlanders. 
(His  parole  in  Philadelphia  had  been 
conditional  on  no  further  engagement  in 
the  War.) 

At  the  erid.  of  the  War,  in  1782,  he  took 
up  residence  in  Montreal,  where  he  exer- 
cised great  influence  on  British  citizens 
of  all  creeds.  He  organized  the  first  Pres- 
byterian congregation  in  Montreal,  and 
acted  as  its  first  pastor.  He  then  removed 
to  Glengarry,  and  was  the  pioneer  of  Pres- 
byterianism  in  that  region. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  zeal  and  piety 
and  carried  on  missionary  work  unceasing- 
ly. He  died  at  Williamstown  on  Septem- 
ber 23,  1815. 

One  of  his  sons.  Reverend  John  Bethune, 
D.D.,  was  principal  of  McGill  College  and 
dean  of  Montreal.  Another  son,  Reverend 
Neil  Alexander  Bethune,  was  Bishop  of 
Toronto.

Where  Did  He  Preach? 
REVEREND  JOHN  BETHUNE? 

Information  is  wanted  on  the  Rev- 
erend John  Bethune.  Actually  a  great 
deal  is  known  about  him,  but  little  about 
his  sojourn  in  North  Carolina. 

The  question  was  first  raised  early  in 
September  by  the  Reverend  James  D. 
MacKenzie,  Olivia,  pastor  of  the  Barbe- 
cue and  Olivia  Churches  in  Fayetteville 
Presbytery.  Queried  Mr.  MacKenzie: 
"Have  you  any  record  of  John  Bethune, 
or  Beaton,  a  Presbyterian  minister  in 
North  Carolina  (probably  a  Gaelic  speak- 
er) at  the  time  the  Revolution  began?" 

He  then  cites  reference  to  him  by  the 
late  Allan  Reginald  MacDonald,  Esq., 
in  his  book,  The  Truth  About  Flora 
Macdonald,  where  it  is  stated  that  Beth- 
une (or  Beaton)  emigrated  to  North  Caro- 
lina where  "he  became  chaplain  to  the 
Royal  Highland  Emigrant  Regiment  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  American  War  of  In- 
dependence." Macdonald  adds  that  Beth- 
une was  taken  prisoner  at  the  Battle 
of  Moore's  Creek  and  that  he  "suffered 
untold  hardships  at  the  hands  of  the 
Rebels",  later  settling  in  Halifax,  Nova 
Scotia  "where  he  was  largely  instrument- 
al in  organizing  a  corps,  made  up  of 
Gaelic-speaking  Highlanders." 

MacKenzie  Researches 

Mr.  MacKenzie,  who  has  done  con- 
siderable research  personally  and  on  be- 
half of  Synod's  Office  relating  to  Pres- 
byterianism, has  gone  to  great  lengths  to 
trace  the  whereabouts  of  Mr.  Bethune  in 
North  Carolina.  His  research  has  result- 
ed in  numerous  contacts  in  the  United 
States,  Canada,  and  Scotland.  Informa- 
tion is  available  on  Mr.  Bethune  before 
his  coming  to  America  and  after  he  took 
up  his  permanent  residence  in  Canada; 
however,  information  on  his  residence  in 
North  Carolina  is  vague. 

Synod's  Office  did  a  rather  intensive 
study  of  all  Presbyterian  ministers  who 
resided  in  North  Carolina  prior  to  1800, 
and  the  name  of  John  Bethune  was  not 
found  in  any  of  the  histories  of  the  old 
churches  or  any  other  documents  relating 
to  the  churches.  Presbyteries,  or  Synods. 
(Synod  of  the  Carolinas  and  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina). 

Among  other  evidence  turned  up  by 
Mr.  MacKenzie  is  the  advice  furnished 
by  Admiral  A.  M.  Patterson,  a  Presby- 
terian, Assistant  State  Archivist,  Raleigh, 
who  reports  that  the  Colonial  Records  of 
N.  C.  reveal  in  the  "Report  of  a  Com- 
mitttee  Appointed  to  Inquire  Into  the 
Conduct  of  Insurgents  and  Suspected 
Persons"  that  John  Bethune  did  actually 
take  up  arms  and  march  as  chaplain  to 
General  Macdonald's  army  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid."  Later  the  C.  R.  reveal 
that  John  Bethune  was  among  a  list  of 
prisoners  forwarded  to  the  U.  S.  Con- 
gress by  William  Hooper,  indicating  that 


Church  Organized 

On  November  7,  the  new  Presbyterian 
Church  which  is  now  being  organized  in 
the  Oakview  area  of  High  Point,  held  its 
first  services  in  the  Oakview  Grange 
Building  on  Tanyard  Road.  Orange  Pres- 
bytery has  purchased  six  acres  nearby 
as  a  future  location  of  the  church. 

Reverend  Cecil  Callis,  former  minis- 
ter of  the  First  Church,  Easley,  South 
Carolina,  has  been  working  in  the  area 
since  July  1,  toward  organization  of  this 
church. 

Residents  interested  in  the  project  have 
been  meeting  in  private  homes  and  at 
the  Grange;  however,  plans  now  call  for 
services  to  be  conducted  each  Sunday 
at  the  Grange  Building. 


Bethune  was  a  charge  of  the  colonial  gov- 
ernment. 

Admiral  Patterson  reported  that  deed 
indexes  for  Anson  and  Cumberland 
Counties  failed  to  reveal  any  real  estate 
transactions  for  a  John  Bethune  (or  John 
Beaton). 

Mr.  MacKenzie's  studies  brought  to 
light  that  some  sources  seem  to  indicate 
that  Bethune  emigrated  to  South  Caro- 
lina while  others  tend  to  associate  him 
with  emigration  to  North  Carolina  at 
the  same  time  that  Allan  and  Flora  Mac- 
donald emigrated  from  their  native  Isle 
of  Skye. 

Mt.  Carmel  Church? 

Tradition  connects  the  name  of  the 
Reverend  John  Bethune  with  the  incip- 
ient Mount  Carmel  Presbyterian  Church 
near  Ellerbe  in  Richmond  County;  how- 
ever, the  minister  of  that  church,  the 
Reverend  Frank  L.  Goodman,  who  did 
research  on  the  history  of  this  church 
within  the  past  several  years,  reports  that 
it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  that  the  Mount 
Carmel  Church  existed  prior  to  the 
1830's,  even  though  the  date  of  1776 
is  listed  as  the  date  of  organization  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly. 
He  adds:  "There  are  some  statements  in 
the  official  records  that  might  indicate 
that  there  was  some  sort  of  society  meet- 
ing in  the  general  area  about  1806,  but 
no  more  reference  to  this  until  1831, 
when  Mount  Carmel  appears  on  the  offi- 
cial records  of  the  church." 

Mr.  Goodman  adds  that  there  is  a  tra- 
dition in  the  Mount  Carmel  Church  com- 
munity to  the  effect  that  a  Donald  Beth- 
une organized  the  church  in  1776,  but, 
he  says,  "I  was  unable  to  establish  any- 
thing about  a  Donald  Bethune;  however, 
I  did  find  a  John  Bethune  who  was  over 
here,  and  if  there  was  preaching  by  a 
Bethune  in  this  section,  it  must  have  been 
John  instead  of  Donald."  He  then  quotes 
from  Fasli  Ecclesiae  Scoticanai  by  Hugh 
Scott,  the  "Ministerial  Directory"  for  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  to  the  effect  that

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Consultation  At  PSCE 

On  November  8-10,  a  consultation 
among  special  guests  and  educators  was 
held  at  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  Richmond. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  S.  Kraemer,  President 
of  PSCE,  said  the  consultation,  the  first 
of  its  kind  ever  held  by  the  General 
Assembly  owned-and-operated  institution, 
was  called  to  study  "the  place  of  this 
school  in  the  whole  life  of  the  Church 
and  the  world  as  they  are  today."  The 
educators  also  took  a  critical  look  at  the 
school's  curricula. 

The  Southern  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges,  of  which  PSCE  is  a  mem- 
ber, has  asked  its  member  institutions  to 
make  a  self-study  every  ten  years,  fol- 
lowing which  the  Association  reviews  the 
study  and  recommendations. 

Speakers  included  Dr.  William  B.  Ken- 
nedy, Associate  Secretary  of  Education, 
Richmond,  who  presented  a  paper  on  the 
"Historical  Development  of  Specialized 
Ministers";  Dr.  Ellis  Nelson,  Professor  of 
Christian  Education  and  a  Persbyterian 
U.S.  Minister  at  Union  Seminary  in  New 
York,  who  spoke  on  "Trends  in  Prepara- 
tion of  Workers  in  Specialized  Education- 
al Ministries";  Dr.  Sara  Little,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  PSCE  faculty;  and  Dr.  Krae- 
mer.

Bethune,  born  in  the  Isle  of  Skye  1751 
and  educated  at  King's  College,  Aber- 
deen, emigrated  to  South  Carolina  where 
he  "became  chaplain  to  a  regiment  of 
Royal  Militia,  composed  of  Scottish  set- 
tlers on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary War." 

Mr.  MacKenzie  feels  that  the  Fasti 
reference  is  erroneous  in  that  it  was  cop- 
ied from  the  book,  "History  of  the  St. 
Gabriel  Street  Church,  Montreal,  Quebec, 
Canada",  by  Rev.  Robert  Campbell,  who 
in  this  volume  wrote  that  Bethune  emi- 
grated to  South  Carolina,  without  giving 
an  authority. 

Experts  Consulted 

Mr.  MacKenzie's  contacts  brought  him 
in  touch  with  Mr.  Malcolm  Fowler  of 
Lillington,  perhaps  the  foremost  authority 
on  the  upper  Cape  Fear  section,  who  ad- 
vised he  knew  of  no  Gaelic  settlement 
in  South  Carolina  until  after  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  nor  of  any  South  Carolin- 
ians who  served  in  the  Highland  Regi- 
ment captured  at  Moore's  Creek. 

Mr.  Fowler  and  John  Bethune,  reports 
Mr.  MacKenzie,  are  "old  friends."  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Fowler,  Bethune  "came 
over  on  the  same  boat  as  Allan  and 
Flora  Macdonald,  and  settled  in  what 
was  then  Anson  County".  Mr.  Fowler 
further  related  that  John  Bethune  found- 
ed the  Mount  Carmel  Church  and  later 


Approves  Recommendation 

The  General  Council  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  recently  approved  a  recom- 
mendation asking  the  1966  General  As- 
sembly to  abolish  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Christianity  and  Health  and 
transfer  its  functions  to  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension.  The  recommendation 
also  asked  that  "an  office  be  created 
within  that  division  for  the  carrying  on  of 
the  work  of  the  present  Permanent  Com- 
mittee." 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  Jr.  is  to  act  as 
coordinator  for  the  assignment. 


was  chaplain  in  the  Highland  Regiment, 
etc.  Mr.  MacKenzie  notes  that  the  tradi- 
tion about  Bethune  coming  over  on  the 
same  ship  with  Flora  Macdonald  and  her 
husband  exists  also  in  Canada. 

Another  authority  appealed  to  by  Mr. 
MacKenzie  is  Mr.  R.  E.  Wicker  of  Pine- 
hurst,  an  authority  on  the  region,  who 
refers  to  a  history  of  the  Mount  Carmel 
Presbyterian  Church,  "compiled  in  1946 
by  the  Reverend  R.  L.  McBath,  wherein 
it  is  said  that  it  [the  church]  was  estab- 
lisher  in  1771  by  the  Reverend  John 
Bethune".  He  thinks  that  perhaps  Be- 
thune preached  informally  to  a  small 
group  of  "his  countrymen  for  a  short 
time,  and  out  of  this  came  the  later 
organization".  He  points  out  further 
that  the  "affair  at  Moore's  Creek 
depopulated  this  colony,  and  the  fami- 
lies of  the  leaders  evidently  fled  to  the 
Cape  Fear,  where  they  could  count  upon 
better  protection  from  marauding  bands 
from  the  North".  Mr.  Wicker  points  out 
that  two  sons  of  Bethune  became  Epis- 
copal ministers  in  Canada,  one  of  them 
the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Montreal 
and  Principal  of  McGill  University  and 
the  other  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Toronto. 

The  Reverend  R.  S.  Arrowood,  Stated 
Clerk  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  inform- 
ed Mr.  MacKenzie  that  Mr.  Alex  Be- 
thune, now  living  in  Linden,  N.  C,  is 
the  great,  great-grandson  of  "a  brother 
of  preacher  John",  and  that  "this  Alex 
has  corresponded  with  some  of  the 
preacher's  descendants  in  Canada".  It 
seems,  according  to  Mr.  Bethune,  that 
three  brothers  came  to  North  Carolina 
at  the  same  time. 

Came  To  N.  C. 

Authorities  in  Scotland,  including  Dr. 
Norman  Macdonald  of  the  Manse,  Foy- 
ers, Inverness,  Scotland,  also  entered  into 
the  search  as  did  the  Reverend  Neil  G. 
Smith,  Librarian  at  the  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, Montreal,  Quebec,  Canada.  While 
both  of  these  attested  to  the  distinction 
attained  by  Mr.  Bethune  and  his  sons, 
neither  threw  light  on  the  question  of  the 
sojourn  of  Mr.  Bethune  in  North  Caro- 
lina beyond  the  fact  that  he  was  a  chap- 
lain in  the  Highland  Army  at  Moore's 


Presbyterian  Development  Fund 

A  total  of  $4,894,500  received  on  the 
Presbyterian  Development  Fund  has  been 
distributed  among  the  eight  participat- 
ing General  Assembly  Boards  and  Agen- 
cies. 

Nearly  1,000,000  Presbyterians  pledg- 
ed a  total  of  $15,252,00.50  during  the 
capital  funds  campaign  in  1963.  The 
goal  had  been  set  at  $12,000,000. 

Dr.  S.  J.  Patterson,  Jr.  of  San  Antonio, 
Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly,  has 
issued  an  appeal  to  "all  church  members 
to  fulfill  their  obligation  in  a  task  that 
will  influence  greatly  what  our  Presby- 
terian Church  does  for  generations  to 
come". 

With  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  time  for 
payments  of  pledges  past,  less  than  half 
the  amount  pledged  has  been  paid. 

The  largest  allocation  has  been  made 
to  the  Board  of  World  Missions  which 
has  received  $2,100,120.  Other  agencies 
have  received  as  follows:  Church  Exten- 
sion, $923,520;  Stillman  College,  $223,- 
680;  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
$600,000;  TRAV,  $14,400;  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education,  $194,- 
400;  Mountain  Retreat  Association, 
$242,800;  Presbyterian  Center,  $694,500. 


Creek.  Dr.  Macdonald  did  express  his 
conviction  that  such  evidence  as  he  had 
been  able  to  turn  up  convinced  him  that 
Mr.  Bethune  emigrated  to  North  Caro- 
lina rather  than  to  South  Carolina.  He 
adds  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  British 
officers  recruiting  in  South  Carolina  for 
the  Highland  Army  which  mobilized  at 
Cross  Creek  (Fayetteville)  during  1775- 
1776,  and  that  it  was  his  opinion 
"that  John  Bethune,  having  been  already 
a  settler  in  North  Carolina,  was  appoint- 
ed chaplain  of  the  Highland  Regiment 
during  the  time  of  Allan's  recruitment 
campaign". 

Finally,  Mr.  F.  M.  Hudson,  Archivist 
of  the  South  Carolina  Archives  Depart- 
ment, Columbia,  South  Carolina,  has  ad- 
vised Mr.  McKenzie  that  he  found  no 
reference  to  John  Bethune  in  pre-Revolu- 
tionary  records  nor  in  Howe's  History  of 
the  Presbyterian  Churcli  in  South  Caro- 
lina. 

Apparently  the  Reverend  John  Be- 
thune did  serve  in  North  Carolina  prior 
to  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  there- 
fore the  oft-assertion  that  the  only  Pres- 
byterian minister  to  come  directly  to  the 
Cape  Fear  section  of  North  Carolina 
from  Scotland  before  1775  was  the  Rev- 
erend John  MacLeod,  who  arrived  in 
1770,  is  inaccurate.  Apparently  Bethune 
arrived  in  North  Carolina  in  the  same 
year  that  Flora  Macdonald  and  her  hus- 
band emigrated,  and  apparently  by  the 
same  ship,  Baliol,  which  sailed  from 
Campbeltown,  Kintyre,  for  Wilmington 
in  August  of  1774.

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HEZEKIAH  ALEXANDER  "ROCK  HOUSE"— One  of  Mecklenburg:  County's  most  interesting  landmarks  is  the  Hezekiah  Alex- 
ander house  located  on  the  grounds  of  the  Methodist  Home  at  3420  Shamrock  Drive  in  Charlotte.  The  structure,  fondly  called  "The 
Old  Rock  House,"  was  built  by  Hezekiah  Alexander  in  1774  and  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest  house  still  standing  in  historic  Mecklen- 
burg County. 

The  construction  is  typical  of  the  era  with  its  massive  rock  and  mortar  walls  built  to  withstand  any  outside  force.  Huge  hand- 
hewn  hardwood  beams  and  rafters  afford  internal  structural  support.  It  is  said  that  small  openings  high  up  at  either  end  of  the 
building  were  designed  to  allo^  the  occupants,  in  defense  of  their  home,  to  shoot  at  intruders.  The  strong  religious  influence  of 
the  1700's  is  exemplified  in  the  small  carving  of  the  "Sign  of  the  Fish"  that,  although  well  worn,  is  still  distinguishable  in  the  stone 
of  the  lower  front  of  the  house. 

Mr.  Alexander,  a  Revolutionary  Patriot,  was  one  of  the  twenty-seven  men  who  signed  the  Mecklenburg  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence in  1775. 

With  the  help  of  the  descendants  of  Hezekiah  Alexander,  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  felt  that  the  house  should 
be  restored  as  a  tribute  to  Colonial  America,  and  having  made  the  house  their  project,  have  long  range  plans  for  maintenance  and 
continued  restoration.  Members  of  the  seven  D.A.R.  Chapters  in  this  area  contribute  time  and  money  to  this  project,  fiu'thering 
their  goal  of  "Preserving  Our  Heritage." 


Poems  Published 

The  Reverend  John  D.  Smith  of  Pilot 
Mountain,  retired  and  now  living  in 
Springfield,  Virginia,  has  produced  a 
volume  of  richly  nostalgic  poems  taken 
from  a  nameless  place  in  his  native 
Stokes  County. 

The  author,  former  pastor  of  the  Dan- 
bury  Church,  is  well  known  throughout 
the  area  as  the  preacher  from  the  "Briar 
Patch",  so  titled  by  his  sermon-lecture, 
"From  the  Briar  Patch  to  the  Presby- 
terian Church." 

In  his  book,  written  simply  and  with 
vivid  recall,  are  poems  about  the  coun- 
tryside in  which  he  grew  up,  learned  his 
"letters",  and  entered  the  ministry. 

The  collection  of  poems  are  stories 
of  a  resourceful  people  who  knew  the 
hardships  and  the  simple  rewards  that 
came  of  dawn-to-dusk  labors,  to  produce 
the  very  essentials  of  daily  living.  They 
were  published  by  Vintage  Press  on  No- 
vember 11. 

The  book  sells  for  $3.95. 


GIFT 

According  to  a  recent  announcement 
by  Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis,  President  of  the 
Presbyterian  Assembly  and  College  at 
Montreat,  N.  C,  a  foundation  which 
wishes  to  remain  anonymous  has  offered 
$100,000  toward  a  Convocation  Hall. 

The  stipulations  are  that  the  money 
will  become  available  when  the  present 
Assembly  Inn  remodeling  program  is

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Pilot  Studies  at  N.  C.  State  University 

"HARD-ROCK"  EXPERIMENTATION  PROGRAM 


RALEIGH,  N.  C— (PN)— A  three- 
year  experimental  program  at  North 
Carolina  State  University  under  the  di- 
rection of  an  assistant  professor  at  North 
Carolina  State  University  has  entered 
its  second  and  "hard  rock"  phase  with 
papers  scheduled  for  presentation  by  per- 
sons in  many  fields. 

The  Experimental  Study  of  Religion 
and  Society,  begun  January  1965,  by  a 
$63,000  grant  to  the  N.  C.  State  School 
of  Liberal  Arts,  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Donald  W.  Shriver,  who  since 
1962,  has  served  as  chaplain  for  Pres- 
byterian students  at  North  Carolina  State 
University. 

Studies  are  being  carried  out  in  three 
fields:  science  and  theology,  ethics  and 
decision-making  in  industry,  and  ethics 
and  state  politics. 

Mrs.  Shriver,  wife  of  Dr.  Shriver,  is 
serving  as  research  assistant  for  the  proj- 
ect, in  which  some  60  North  Carolinians, 
including  educators,  ministers,  politicians, 
industrialists,  students,  and  attorneys,  are 
taking  part. 

Approximately  eight  papers  will  be 
submitted  by  the  end  of  1965  from  par- 
ticipants. Discussion  groups  are  being 
held  at  regular  intervals  during  prepara- 
tion of  the  program. 

Babcock  Foundation  Grant 

Support  for  the  three-year  program 
largely  comes  from  a  grant  of  $49,358 
from  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foun- 
dation of  Winston-Salem.  Another 
$12,500  grant  has  come  from  the  Pres- 
byterian Board  of  Christian  Education 
in  Richmond;  and  $1,000  from  the  Dan- 
forth  Foundation,  St.  Louis,  Mo.

Paper  on  "Freedom" 

Dr.  Harry  E.  Smith,  minister  to  stu- 
dents at  Chapel  Hill,  presented  the  first 
paper  of  the  Conference  on  "Freedom 
and  Responsibility,  With  Implications 
for  the  Church's  Minister  in  the  Univer- 
sity." Other  papers  were  presented  by 
the  Reverend  T.  Hartley  Hall  IV,  on  "A 
Form  For  the  Ministry  on  Campus";  and 
by  Dr.  Donald  W.  Shriver,  Raleigh  on 
"The  Research  Project  Involving  the 
Church,  the  Academic  Community,  and 
the  Structures  of  Society." 

Dr.  Richard  L.  Tuthill  of  Duke  Uni- 
versity and  a  member  of  both  Synod's 


son  College,  Union  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, and  Yale  and  Harvard  universities. 

The  relevancy  of  the  Christian  religion 
to  politics  in  the  fields  of  politics,  science, 
and  industry  has  been  a  consistent  in- 
terest of  Dr.  Shriver's  for  a  number  of 
years. 


Committee  and  the  local  CCL  Committee 
at  Durham,  made  a  progress  report  on 
the  "Philosophy  and  Strategy  of  the  Sy- 
nod of  North  Carolina's  Involvement  in 
Higher  Education." 

The  closing  session  of  the  Conference 
consisted  of  a  panel  moderated  by  Dr. 
John  Evans,  Secretary  of  the  Division 
of  Higher  Education  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond,  Va.  Oth- 
ers participating  in  the  panel  were  the 
Reverend  E.  Tom  Miller,  Assistant  Stu- 
dent Minister,  Chapel  Hill;  Dr.  Charles 
H.  Little,  Jr.,  Raleigh,  Professor  at  North 
Carolina  State  University  at  Raleigh;  and 
the  Reverend  William  H.  Terry,  Chaplain 
to  students  at  Davidson  College.  The 
theme  discussed  was  "Things  That  Both- 
er Me  in  Trying  to  Further  A  Ministry 
in  the  Academic  Community". 

In  Dr.  Smith's  paper  the  history  of 
education  and  the  university  from  the 
earliest  times  to  the  present  was  traced. 
Dr.  Smith  pointed  out  that  American 
higher  education  has  been  influenced  by 
a  conflict  in  philosophy — the  English 
which  arrived  in  America  by  way  of  Scot- 
land, and  which  stressed  "education  for 
gentlemen"  whereby  undergraduates  paid 
for  the  privilege  of  being  boarders,  re- 
ceiving in  return  most  of  their  instruc- 
tion from  college  lecturers;  and  the  Ger- 
man which  rejected  any  responsibility  for 
students  except  for  the  training  of  their 
minds. 

Responsibility  Stressed 

The  paper  pointed  out  that  the  virtue 
of  freedom  also  involves  responsibility. 
Dr.  Smith  suggested  as  a  partial  solution 
to  basic  causes  of  such  riots  on  campus- 
es, as  occurred  recently  at  Bferkeley, 
might  be  greater  participation  of  students 
in  the  academic  and  administrative  pro- 
gram of  the  university. 

In  defense  of  academic  freedom  as  a 
necessary  condition  for  the  pursuit  of 
knowledge.  Dr.  Smith  urged  support  of 
the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors,  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  and  other  bodies  which  have 
sought  to  secure  and  protect  the  freedom 
of  faculties  to  pursue  research  and  share 
findings  without  interference  so  long  as 
they  evidence  personal  integrity  and  pro- 
fessional competence. 

Dr.  Smith  stated  that  the  Church 
should  oppose  any  prescribed  test  for 
teachers,  involving  either  their  personal 
faith  or  political  loyalty,  "for  such  tests

put  a  premium  on  hypocricy  and  seldom 
test  the  right  things." 

In  closing  Dr.  Smith  urged  the  Church 
to  encourage  "a  balance  between  free- 
dom and  responsibility  which  prevents 
the  perversion  of  the  former  by  the  con- 
stant reminder  of  the  necessity  of  the 
latter,  insisting  that  the  university  is 
failing  in  its  basic  mission  to  help  per- 
sons learn  to  think  and  act  in  a  truly 
human  fashion  if  it  does  not  provide 
a  context  in  which  freedom  can  be  fully 
experienced  and  responsibility  fully  ex- 
ercised."

Churches  Accept  Challenge 

Two  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  Charlotte  area  are  refusing 
to  call  it  quits.  Smallwood  Church,  of  which  Rev.  Shelton  Hut- 
chison is  minister,  has  become  bi-racial,  and  the  Pineville  Church 
will  relocate.  According  to  Dr.  A.  B.  Montgomery,  Chairman  of 
the  Church  Extension  Committee  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  the 
Smallwood  Church  was  in  an  all-white  neighborhood.  It  changed 
from  white  to  Negro  in  six  months,  and  the  membership  at  the 
sixteen-year-old-church  dropped  from  175  to  30.  About  mid-

VISITING  DAVIDSON  COLLEGE 


"A  Letter  To  Nancy"  proved  to  be 
the  hit  film  of  Synod's  second  annual 
Audio-Visual  Previews  held  on  Decem- 
ber 7  at  White  Memorial  Church,  Ra- 
leigh and  on  December  9  at  Covenant 
Church,  Charlotte.  Although  of  unusual 
length,  80  minutes,  "A  Letter  To  Nan- 
cy" was  generally  agreed  to  be  of  real 
value  to  a  local  church.  It  deals  with 
stewardship,  world  missions,  evangelism, 
and  interpretation  of  death.  Some  were 
in  tears  as  the  film  concluded. 

Many  other  motion  pictures  and  film- 
strips  were  made  available  for  partici- 
pants to  sample  during  the  day-long 
programs.  The  purpose  of  the  previews 
was  to  present  an  opportunity  for  key 
people  to  become  acquainted  with  a 
wide  assortment  of  recommended  mo- 
tion pictures  and  filmstrips  for  churches. 
In  addition  an  array  of  new  A-V  equip- 
ment was  displayed  and  demonstrated. 

Motion  pictures,  some  filmstrips  and 
new  equipment  were  provided  by  As- 
sembly's TRAV.  Also  a  large  selection 
of  filmstrips  was  provided  by  Synod's 
Office  of  Christian  Education. 

Leadership  for  the  Previews  included 
the  Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Regional  Di- 
rector of  Christian  Education;  Miss  Bea- 
trice Kiser,  Synod's  Office  of  Christian 
Education;  Ted  L.  Daniel,  Synod's  Di- 
rector of  TRAV,  and  Mrs.  Geraldine 
Phipps  of  Synod's  TRAV. 

All  nine  Presbyteries  and  approximate- 
ly 70  churches  were  represented  at  the 
two  meetings.  Similar  Synod-wide  Pre- 
views are  planned  again  for  next  year. 


At  a  congregational  meeting  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Smithfield 
recently,  Mrs.  Denton  F.  Lee  became 
the  first  woman  to  be  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Deacons  by  this  Church. 

Mrs.  Lee  has  a  long  record  of  service 
in  the  Church.  She  is  a  past  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Women-of-the-Church,  has 
been  a  Circle  Chairman  on  several  occa- 
sions, has  taught  Sunday  School,  and 
has  served  as  Treasurer  of  the  Sunday 
School  for  the  past  eighteen  years.  In  be- 
ing named  a  deacon  in  the  Church,  Mrs. 
Lee  fills  a  post  held  by  her  late  husband, 
Denton  F.  Lee,  who  also  served  as  a 
deacon,  and  was,  until  his  death  last  July, 
an  elder  in  the  Church.

Mrs.  Neill,  the  wife  of  a  Presbyterian 
minister  for  more  than  fifty  years,  was 
recognized  for  her  devoted  and  efficient 
service  in  many  phases  of  the  church's 
work.  She  has  served  as  President  of  the 
Women-of-the-Church,  Sunday  School 
teacher,  leader  of  youth  groups,  circle 
chairman,  and  as  director  of  Daily  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools. 

Mrs.  Neil  is  also  known  for  her  active 
participation  in  various  civic  organiza- 
tions.

having  1,000  men  present  for  the  Con- 
ference, Senator  Irwin  Belk  and  Gene  A. 
Cathey,  Conference  Chairmen,  were  in- 
structed to  write  letters  to  Clerks  of  Ses- 
sions of  Churches  in  the  Synod,  asking 
that  ministers  be  released  on  Sunday, 
laymen  secured  to  conduct  the  worship 
services,  and  that  the  minister's  expenses 
be  paid  by  the  local  church.  The  Coun- 
cil is  also  asking  that  the  larger  churches 
of  the  Synod  assume  the  responsibility 
of  chartering  buses  for  the  different  areas 
of  the  State. 

The  Council  plans  to  emphasize  a  lay 
speaker's  program  in  each  Presbytery 
and  asks  that  the  Presbyteries,  working 
through  the  Commissions  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work,  review  and  renew  their 
lists  of  available  lay  speakers. 

Plans  were  finalized  for  the  Christian 
Youth  Conference  which  will  be  held  at 
Fayetteville  State  Teachers'  College,  Fay- 
etteville  June  6-11,  1966.  The  Director 
will  be  Leon  Anderson,  Atlanta.  Cost  will 
be  $24.00,  plus  travel.  Those  desiring  to 
sponsor  a  delegate  should  contact  the 
Reverend  Robert  Turner,  200  W.  Trade 
St.,  Charlotte.

Building  Plans  Completed 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Kin- 
ston,  recently  launched  its  fifth  capital 
funds  campaign  in  ten  years.  The  goal 
for  the  new  campaign  is  $200,000  for  a 
new  sanctuary.  This  will  augment  $150,- 
000  realized  in  the  last  campaign. 

Since  1955  the  church  has  spent  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $500,000  for  the 
erection  of  a  Fellowship  Hall,  Sunday 
School,  Chapel,  and  Administrative 
Offices. 

Plans  include  provision  for  a  three- 
manual  organ  of  more  than  2,000  pipes,  to  be  built  by  the 
Aeolian-Skinner  Company  of  Boston,  Mass. 

When  completed  the  Kinston  Church  will  be  one  of  the 
most  modern  churches  in  North  Carolina.  The  sanctuary  will 
seat  nearly  500. 

The  minister  of  the  church  is  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Hamilton  who 
has  been  pastor  since  January  1940,  one  of  the  longest  pastor- 
ates in  the  Synod. 

Leaders  in  the  building  program  include  Dr.  S.  Terry  Withers 
and  J.  B.  Rose,  co-chairmen  of  the  campaign;  Dr.  Sam  Parker, 
Hoyt  Minges,  Henry  A.  Walker,  and  F.  E.  Wallace,  Jr. 

Day-Care  Facility 

The  Double  Oaks  Nursery,  which  has  existed  in  Charlotte 
since  1951,  as  a  project  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  and  Pres- 
byterian church  women,  will  soon  operate  the  State's  first  day- 
care facility  for  school-age  children.  The  new  $9,000  addition 
to  the  nursery  will  provide  an  attractive  and  educational  place 
for  about  twenty  children  to  go  after  school  to  play  and  do  their 
school  lessons  under  trained  supervision. 

About  fifty  pre-school  children  are  now  enrolled  in  the 
nursery,  which  has  six  full-time  staff  members  and  an  annual 
budget  of  more  than  $13,000,  a  large  part  of  which  is  contribut- 
ed by  Presbyterian  women's  church  groups. 

Mrs.  W.  E.  Meares,  head  of  the  nursery's  supervisory  com- 
mittee, said  that  more  than  100  Presbyterian  church  women  are 
currently  involved  in  reading  stories,  showing  films,  and  taking 
the  nursery  children  on  excursions.

September  both  negroes  and  whites  began  attending  the  church, 
and  recently  a  Johnson  C.  Smith  seminary  student  was  hired  by 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  "to  meet  the  existing  situation." 

The  Pineville  Church  decided  recently  that  the  only  way  to 
meet  its  problem  of  declining  membership  and  lack  of  a  minister 
was  to  relocate  in  a  Charlotte  suburb. 

Says  Dr.  Montgomery:  "We're  living  in  a  tremendously  fluid 
situation.  The  rapid  changes  sometimes  involve  the  closing  of 
churches.  In  some  cases,  the  churches  will  meet  the  change."

H  A  ^^^H     Mr.  Stasavich  was 
H°  HJIHIH  one  of  three  chil- 
dren of  Lithuanian  immigrants.  He  was 
born  in  the  small  coal  mining  town  of 
Georgetown,    Illinois.    When    he  was 
twelve  years  of  age,  his  father  died,  and 
it  became  necessary  for  him  to  help 
with  earning  a  living.  During  high  school, 
he  worked  in  the  mines,  but  still  managed 
to  star  at  football. 

After  graduation  from  high  school, 
Mr.  Stasavich  secured  a  good  job  as  a 
drilling  and  blasting  expert  and  made  no 
plans  for  attending  college;  however, 
after  talking  seriously  with  a  friend,  in 
1931  he  entered  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 
He  played  football  and  graduated  in 
1935  with  an  A.B.  degree.  In  1947  he 
received  his  M.A.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina. 

During  World  War  II,  Mr.  Stasavich 
was  commissioned  an  ensign  in  the 
Navy,  rose  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant, 
and  participated  in  the  Tunisian  cam- 
paign and  the  landing  on  Sicily.  He 
showed  outstanding  abihty  at  the  battles 
of  Salerno,  Anzio,  and  Normandy.  After 
his  separation  from  the  Navy  in  1946, 
he  returned  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  where  he 
became  head  football  coach.  During  his 
fifteen  years  there,  the  team  won  120 
games,  lost  36,  and  tied  seven. 

In  1962  Stasavich  was  called  to  East 
Carolina  College  as  head  coach  of  foot- 
ball where  he  has  continued  to  turn  out 
championship  teams.  Recently  the  college 
completed  its  schedule,  losing  only  one 
game,  and  bringing  total  victories  for 
Stasavich  to  151.  As  a  result  of  this 
record,  his  team  was  invited  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Tangerine  Bowl  at  Orlando,

Church  Union  Consultation  Planned 

On  January  26-28,  more  than  100 
representatives  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U,  S.  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  will  gather  for  a 
consultation  on  church  union  in  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. 

The  Joint  Committee  of  Twenty-four, 
a  committee  appointed  by  the  two  de- 
nominations in  1962  "to  seek  together 
a  fuller  expression  of  unity  in  faith  and 
action",  will  call  upon  leaders  from  all 
phases  of  church  life  to  serve  as  con- 
sultants, including  pastors,  laymen,  theo- 
logians, educators,  and  denominational 
board  members  and  executives. 

Chairmen  of  the  categories  for-»discus- 
sion  by  the  consultants  will  be  Rev.  How- 
ard Hageman  of  Newark,  New  Jersey, 
theology;  Rev.  Sherrard  Rice,  Columbia, 
S.  C,  witness  and  structures;  Rev.  Warn- 
er L.  Hall,  Charlotte,  liturgy;  and  Rev. 
Raymond  Van  Heukelom,  Orange  City, 
Iowa,  theology. 

Earlier  this  year  the  Joint  Committee 
was  instructed  to  begin  drafting  a  plan 
of  union  for  presentation  to  the  Presby- 
terian General  Assembly  and  the  Re- 
formed Church's  General  Synod  no  later 
than  1968.

DURHAM,  N.  C— The  North  Caro- 
lina Council  of  Churches,  which  has  a 
membership  drawn  from  fifteen  Chris- 
tian denominations,  will  hold  its  Annual 
Meeting  in  Raleigh  January  24  to  26. 
The  Edenton  Street  Methodist  Church, 
St.  Michael's  Episcopal  Church,  Hillyer 
Memorial  Christian  Church,  and  the 
Raleigh  Council  of  Churches  are  to  be 
hosts  to  this  gathering. 

The  Council  is  comprised  of  thirty- 
five  ecclesiastical  groups  which  have  a 
combined  constituency  of  6,639  local 
congregations  and  1,334,715  communi- 
cant members.  Bishop  M.  George  Henry 
of  Black  Mountain,  head  of  the  Epis- 
copal Diocese  of  Western  North  Caro- 
lina, is  currently  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil.

Union  Seminary  On  the  Move

form Presbyterians  about  the  urgent 
needs  of  graduate  theological  educa- 
tion and  to  raise  six  million  dollars. 

Says  Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of 
the  Seminary,  "The  ADVANCE  repre- 
sents a  greatly  expanded  strategy  of 
training  for  excellence  in  the  ministry". 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  funds 
raised  will  go  for  new  facilities  on  the 
campus,  and  the  other  half  will  provide 
for  expanded  instructional  programs  and 
additional  endowment.

Please — A  Moratorium! 

Faster  than  anybody  or  group  can  as- 
similate them,  changes  are  constantly 
ttirust  upon  the  Churcti  today  in  the  name 
of — sometimes  "progress" ,  sometimes  "ac- 
commodation," sometimes  "uncertainty 
and  confusion" ,  and  sometimes  under  the 
charge  that  the  church  structure  today 
is  "grossly  inadequate  for  effective  witness 
today",  etc. 

We  are  not  opposed  to  change  where 
change  is  beneficial.  We  have  no  desire 
to  return  to  the  "horse  and  buggy"  days; 
however,  one  wonders  why  suddenly  all 
down  the  line  we  are  constantly  being  told 
that  nearly  everything  is  "out  of  mission", 
or  that  "the  mission  of  the  church"  de- 
mands this-and-that  and  must  be  thus- 
and-so,  as  though  the  Church  is  altogether 
neglecting  its  mission.  Apparently  all  past 
doctrine  and  practice  are  suspect. 

Laymen  are  rightfully  saying  that  they 
are  "confused" .  Indeed,  they  have  a  reason 
to  be,  for  so  are  many  ministers.  Study 
follows  on  study,  and  before  one  can  be 
assimilated  by  the  church,  another  is 
thrust  upon  the  leadership  for  review  and 
evaluation. 

Some  of  the  studies  and  proposed 
changes  undoubtedly  are  hatched  in  ivory 
towers,  and  sometimes  by  those  with  short 
practical  experience.  What  they  don't 
know,  or  forget,  is  that  the  vast  majority 
of  churchmen  are  middle-class  people, 
who,  with  all  the  complexities  of  modern 
life,  find  it  necessary  to  labor  long  hours 
in  support  of  families,  in  order  to  keep 
body  and  soul  together.  Time  with  them 
is  of  the  essence,  and  with  every  new 
study  come  greater  demands  on  their 
time,  yet  there  is  only  so  much  to  give, 
unless  they,  and  all  of  us,  take  Christ 
literally  by  denying  self,  taking  up  our 
cross,  and  following  Him. 

Basically,  the  proposed  changes  are  aim- 
ed at  evangelism,  with  all  that  the  word 
means,  yet  so  much  time  is  demanded 
for  study  and  restudy  and  evaluating  and 
re-evaluating,  that  most  Presbyterians 
find  little  time  for  the  pragmatic. 

No  doubt,  all  of  us  at  any  given  time 
and  always  need  to  do  more  self-denying 
and  cross-bearing ;  yet,  if  we  are  to  become 
Uteralists  in  these  things,  and  this  is  what 
the  existential  philosophy  teaches,  as  loe 
understand  it,  then  we  should  abandon 
homes,  churches,  indeed  all  buildings  and 
institutions  where  the  work  of  the  Church 
is  promulgated,  and  forsake  "the  things

of  the  world",  including  father,  mother, 
wife,  children — everything,  and  all  of  us 
fly  precipitously  into  danger  and  death 
itself,  as  did  the  early  martyrs. 

Possibly  this  is  what  we  are  being 
called  on  to  be  and  do,  but  who  is  going 
to  lead  the  way?  Possibly  this  goal  is  near- 
er than  we  think,  but  for  a  little  while, 
at  least,  the  Church,  certainly  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  needs  a  moratorium. 

We  just  don't  believe  that  the  Church — 
past  and  present — has  been  all  bad  in  its 
mission.  Nor  do  we  believe  that  we  must 
accommodate  everything  in  and  of  the 
church  to  the  world,  or  the  world  will 
pass  Christ  by.  This  has  ever  been  a 
threat.  Always  before  theology  has  de- 
manded that  the  world  conform  to  it.  To- 
day, it  seems,  the  process  is  being  reversed. 
It  seems  to  us  that  the  Scriptures  and  the 
standards  both  teach  still  that  the  world 
must  conform  to  Christ's  standards,  rath- 
er than  vice-versa. 

Such  a  position  does  not  necessarily 
thereby  condone  the  so-called  "Spirituality 
of  the  Church"  doctrine  of  our  fathers, 
but  it  does  plead  for  a  slowing-down  of 
repetitive  attacks  on  everything  from  capi- 
tal punishment  to  the  efficient  operation 
of  church  courts  and  offices.

pontiff  to  set  foot  in  the  New  World,  made 
a  one-day  visit  to  New  York,  on  Oct.  4,  to 
appeal  for  peace  at  the  United  Nations. 

— Amidst  a  deepening  Vietnam  war, 
Christian  leaders  re-examined  conscien- 
tious objection  in  a  nuclear  age. 

— Thousands  of  white  Protestant, 
Catholic  and  Jewish  leaders  marched, 
demonstrated  and  were  willing  to  die  for 
racial  justice  in  South  and  North. 

— Interreligious  dialogue  permeated  vir- 
tually all  religious  sectors  of  a  politically 
tangled  world. 

— The  renewalist  Second  Vatican  Coun- 
cil, the  21st  council  in  2,000  years  of 
Catholic  history,  ended  after  four  yearly 
sessions  and  16  promulgated  decrees. 

— Anti -poverty  legislation  in  the  U.  S. 
brought  about  re-examinations  of  tradi- 
tional "separation  of  church  and  state" 
arguments  against  federal  aid  for  church- 
related  schools  and  institutions.  Under  the 
U.  S.  Elementary  and  Secondary  Educa- 
tion Act,  assistance  was  made  available 
to  children  from  families  of  less  than 
$2,000  annual  income.  And  many  church- 
men administered  anti -poverty  funds  in 
Appalachia,  Harlem,  Mississippi  and  else- 
where. 

Pope  Paul  to  UN 

Pope  Paul's  peace  mission  to  the  U.  N. 
dramatically  symbolized  a  major  theme 
of  the  two-year  pontificate  of  the  much- 
traveled  Pope,  the  first  in  history  to  get 
around  by  plane  and  helicopter. 

"No  more  war,  war  never  again!"  he 
urged  in  French  in  his  historic  U.  N. 
speech.  His  appearance  followed  up  a 
Pacem  in  Terris  (Peace  on  Earth)  convo- 
cation in  New  York  in  February,  where 
2,000  church  and  international  leaders 
examined  the  late  Pope  John  XXIII's  en- 
cyclical of  that  title.  Pope  Paul  also 
issued  a  peace  plea  in  an  encyclical  letter 
entitled  Mense  Maio  (In  the  Month  of 
May). 

The  Pope's  fervent  U.  N.  appeal  was 
widely  praised.  But  it  was  also  criticized 
for  a  reference  opposing  artificial  birth 
control  which  some  deemed  out  of  place 
in  an  essentially  political  context. 

The  Catholic  leader's  14-hour  24-mile 
tour,  during  which  he  also  talked  peace  to 
President  Johnson,  came  just  as  the  Viet- 
nam crisis  jarred  the  consciences  of  many 
U.  S.  churchmen,  both  those  for  and 
against  American  intervention.  Pacifists 
marched  and  students  burned  draft  cards. 
Two  demonstrators  died  as  human  torch- 
es: Norman  R.  Morrison,  31,  a  Quaker,  in 
front  of  the  Pentagon,  and  Roger  La 
Porte,  22,  of  the  Catholic  Worker  move- 
ment, in  front  of  the  U.  N. 

NCC  On  Vietnam 

The  most  significant  formal  statement 
on  Vietnam  by  a  major  U.  S.  religious  or- 
ganization, the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  came  on  Dec.  3.  It  asked  a  halt 
in  North  Vietnam  bombing  to  improve  the 
climate  for  peace  negotiations. 

Pacifist  clergy  were  among  25,000  per- 
sons in  a  Nov.  29  March  on  Washington 
for  Peace  in  Vietnam.  Throughout  the 
country,  liberal  Catholics  protested  the  al- 
leged disciplining  by  his  superiors  of 
Father  Daniel  Berrigan,  S.  J.,  pacifist  co- 
chairman  of  the  Clergy  Concerned  About 
Vietnam  Committee,  by  sending  him  to  a 
new  post  in  South  America. 

On  the  pacifist  problem.  Dr.  John  C. 
Bennett,  president  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  said  in  a  speech  to  chaplains 
that  the  nuclear  annihilation  threat  cre- 
ates a  new  type  of  conscientious  objector. 


Dr.  Roger  L.  Shinn,  Union's  dean  of  in- 
struction, also  wrote  in  Christianity  and 
Crisis  that  the  Selective  Service  law  "has 
no  place  for  those  who  reject  a  specific 
war." 

Vatican  Council 

At  the  Vatican  Council,  a  disputed  key 
section  of  the  decree  on  The  Church 
in  the  Modern  World  condemned  war,  nu- 
clear stockpiling  and  the  arms  race.  Fran- 
cis Cardinal  Spellman  of  New  York  and 
10  other  prelates  failed  at  the  last  minute 
to  block  this,  saying  it  could  be  regarded 
as  critical  of  U.  S.  foreign  policy. 

If  peace  and  renewal  dominated  the  1965 
religious  picture,  the  situation  was  not 
universal. 

In  conflicts  incited  by  politics.  Chris- 
tians were  killed  in  the  Congo  and  Sudan; 
bitterness — though  obscured  by  the  ac- 
celerating military  conflict — lingereu  be- 
tween Catholics  and  Buddhists  in  Viet- 
nam; Israeli  Jews  fought  Arab  Moslems. 
The  Ecumenical  Patriarchate  of  Constan- 
tinople (Istanbul),  occupied  by  Athena- 
goras  I,  became  an  element  in  the  Greek- 
Turkish  power  play  in  Cyprus.  Hindu- 
Moslem  fanaticism  smoldered  beneath  the 
India-Pakistan  dispute  over  Kashmir. 
Civil  Rights 

In  the  U.  S.,  attacks  and  gunfire  shat- 
tered religious  efforts  to  achieve  Negro 
justice  without  violence. 

On  March  9,  the  Rev.  James  J.  Reeb, 
38,  a  white  Unitarian  Universalist  minister 
from  Boston,  died  of  a  beating  in  Selma, 
Ala.  Three  white  supremists  charged  with 
the  crime  were  acquitted  by  a  local  all- 
white  jury  on  Dec.  11.  Also  acquitted 
were  three  Ku  Klux  Klansmen  accused  of 
slaying  Mrs.  Viola  Gregg  Liuzzo,  39,  a 
Catholic  mother  from  Detroit,  while  she 
was  driving  civil  rights  workers  between 
Selma  and  Montgomery.  But  a  federal 
court  later  found  the  three  guilty  under 
a  1870  law  of  conspiracy  to  violate  the 
civil  rights  of  an  individual.  They  were 
sentenced  to  10  years  imprisonment,  but 
released  on  $10,000  bail  each,  pending  ap- 
peal. In  mid-September,  a  grand  jury 
returned  a  manslaughter,  rather  than  a 
first-degree  murder,  indictment  against 
Deputy  Sheriff  Tom  L.  Coleman  of  Hayne- 
ville,  Ala.,  accused  of  gunning  down  Jona- 
than M.  Daniels,  26,  an  Episcopal  seminar- 
ian, and  seriously  wounding  Father  Rich- 
ard F.  Morrisoe,  26,  of  Chicago,  on  Aug. 
20. 

Some  Southern  churchmen  resented  the 
Northerners'  efforts.  One  was  Catholic 
Archbishop  Thomas  J.  Toolen  of  Mobile- 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  who  assailed  demon- 
strating priests  and  nuns  as  "eager  beav- 
ers" who  were  "not  helping"  the  cause. 

The  archbishop's  remarks  came  as  sev- 
eral thousand  clergy  and  laymen  (500 
recruited  on  a  day's  notice  by  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches)  walked,  sang 
and  prayed  in  the  dramatic  mid-March 
Selma-to-Montgomery  march  in  behalf  of 
Negro  voter  rights.  In  the  Summer  and 
Fall,  clerical  demonstrators  were  arrested 
in  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  in  the  course 
of  protests  against  alleged  school  segre- 
gation policies.  Clerics  also  marched  on 
the  Massachusetts  state  house  to  press 
for  a  bill,  signed  in  August,  outlawing 
racial  imblance  in  public  schools. 

Less  dramatic  were  the  actions  of  de- 
nominations. The  Baptist  World  Alliance 
Congress  at  Miami  in  June  elected  its  first 
Negro  president.  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Dallas,  Tex.,  pledged  itself 
to  more  leadership  in  the  rights  struggle. 
The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.

BOOK  REVIEW 
The  Cape  Fear  by  Malcom  Ross 

Mr.  Malcom  Ross,  who  wrote  this  valu- 
able addition  to  the  series  THE  RIVERS 
OF  AMERICA,  lived  in  Miami,  Florida, 
and  was  for  many  years  head  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Miami  Press.  He  died  in  May 
of  1965  after  having  completed  his  book 
on  The  Cape  Fear. 

Malcolm  Ross  spent  his  summers  in 
the  mountains  of  North  Carolina.  He  be- 
came acquainted  with  Paul  Green  and 
with  him,  Malcom  Fowler  and  Jack  Crane 
visited  many  cemeteries  and  battlefields, 
went  over  the  terrain  and  talked  to  many 
people  in  the  Cape  Fear  Country.  He 
dedicated  his  book  "To  three  along  the 
Cape  Fear:  Malcolm  Fowler,  Jack  Crane 
and  Paul  Green." 

The  book  traces  the  development  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Region  from  the  sources  of  the 
River  above  Greensboro  to  where  it  em- 
pties in  the  Atlantic  at  Cape  Fear,  which 
gives  the  River  its  name. 

Mr.  Ross  gives  an  account  of  the  settle- 
ments of  the  colonists  near  the  coast  and 
then  follows  them  up  the  River  as  they 
settled  in  the  valley.  He  tells  something 
of  the  groups  who  moved  on  westward 
and  settled  in  the  Piedmont  section  of 
North  Carolina.  He  describes  conditions, 
both  political  and  social,  under  the  co- 
lonial governors.  He  deals  with  Governor 
Tryon  more  gently  than  historians  have 
been  wont  to  do.  Perhaps  his  picture  of 
Tryon  may  have  been  softened  by  time 
and  the  restoration  of  his  beautiful  palace 
which  was  the  finest  government  building 
in  America  at  that  time. 

The  book  abounds  in  anecdote  and  story 
such  as  that  of  the  Murder  of  Naomi 
Wise,  and  of  Col.  Archie  McNeill,  who 
tried  unsuccessfully  to  blast  a  channel 
through  Smilie's  Falls  near  Lillington.  At 
the  request  of  Col.  Archie  McNeill,  his 
headstone  in  the  Summerville  Cemetary  is 
made  from  the  rough  granite  that  defeat- 
ed him. 

Of  great  interest  are  the  chapters  on  the 
Battle  of  Moore's  Creek  Bridge  and  the 
subsequent  conflict  between  the  Whigs 
and  the  Tories  in  the  Valley;  and  the  as- 
sault by  the  Northern  Forces  on  Fort 
Fisher  to  close  the  last  port  on  the  At- 
lantic seaboard  during  the  War  Between 
the  States. 

We  find  scant  reference  to  religion  or 
education  in  the  book,  though  the  author 
does  devote  a  page  to  the  political  in- 
fluence and  the  school  of  Rev.  David 
Caldwell.  Perhaps  these  omissions  may  be 
partially  explained  by  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Ross  cut  fifty  pages  from  his  original 
manuscript  to  bring  the  length  of  the

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Lola 
Bruton  Rankin;  one  son,  R.  W.  Rankin, 
Jr.,  Fayetteville;  one  daughter,  Mrs. 
Louisa  R.  Macllwinen  of  Fayetteville;  one 
brother  and  three  sisters,  and  two  grand- 
children. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  on  January 
13,  by  his  pastor,  the  Rev.  J.  V.  C.  Siun- 
merell,  and  burial  was  in  the  Cross  Creek 
Cemetery.

A  report  of  an  ad  interim  commit- 
tee on  Institutional  forms,  appointed  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  1964,  has  com- 
pleted the  first  draft  of  the  study,  en- 
titled, "New  Wine  Skins". 

Chairman  of  the  Committee  is  Dr. 
Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr.,  Minister  of  the  Cen- 
tral Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta. 

The  Re-evaluation  Study  is  being  un- 
dertaken in  the  "light  of  our  covenant 
theology  and  present-day  conditions". 

The  first  draft  reaches  no  conclusions 
and  makes  no  recommendations,  but 
points  out  "some  areas  of  serious  con- 
cern". Some  of  the  items  dealt  with  are: 

(1)  To  clarify  the  authority  and  to 
extend  the  power  of  the  Presbytery; 

(2)  To  challenge  the  need  for  the  con- 
tinued existence  of  the  Synod; 

(3)  To  determine  whether  or  not  to  re- 
write the  Confession; 

(4)  To  consider  structural  changes  to 
lessen  the  pastor's  economic  dependence 
on  his  congregation; 

(5)  To  consider  the  possibility  of  a 
unicameral  board,  rather  than  both  a 
session  and  diaconate; 

(6)  To  consider  the  wisdom  of  estab- 
lishing a  "chief  executive  office  for  the 
denomination"; 

(7)  To  consider  a  nation-wide  reform 
church; 

(8)  To  study  forms  of  government, 
Congregationalism  versus  Presbyterian- 
ism; 

(9)  To  erect  a  new  Presbytery  office 
with  a  "general  Presbyter". 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  the  study  and 
proposed  changes  stem  from  modern 
day  emphasis  on  "the  mission  of  the 
church";  "a  loose  confederacy"  in  which 
some  of  the  Boards  and  Agencies  op- 
erate; the  need  for  strengthening  the 
Presbytery;  the  charge  that  the  Synod 
is  a  "fifth  wheel";  the  pragmatic  rather 
than  theological  development  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  resulting  in  "the  crea- 
tion of  a  bewildering  array  of  agencies, 
boards,  committees,  councils,  etc.";  need 
for  clarification  of  doctrinal  statements; 
need  for  emphasis  at  the  congregational 
level  on  witness  and  service;  protection 
of  ministers  from  "reprisals  from  the 
congregation";  and  a  new  method  of 
handling  contributions.

Hassell  will  become

jHH  The  Agricultural 
ttSSBm  Stabilization  and 
Conservation  Serv- 
ice (ASCS)  administers  crop  control 
programs  on  tobacco  and  other  com- 
modities, the  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program,  as  well  as  the  cotton,  feed 
grain,  and  Cropland  Adjustment  pro- 
grams authorized  by  the  recently  en- 
acted Omnibus  Farm  Bifl.  Hassell  has 
been  connected  with  the  ASCS  and  pre- 
decessor agencies  continuously  since 
1936. 

Hassell  was  born  in  Japan,  where  his 
parents,  who  were  from  North  Carolina, 
were  Presbyterian  missionaries  for  thirty 
years  stationed  at  Tokushima  and  Kobe, 
Japan.

May  of  1961  in  recognition  of  his  work. 

In  directing  ASCS  work  in  North 
Carolina,  Hassell  supervises  a  State  office 
staff  of  sixty,  and  county  personnel  in- 
cluding 650  full  time  managers  and  em- 
ployees, 300  county  committeemen, 
3,400  community  committeemen,  and 
up  to  3,500  temporary  field  personnel 
during  peak  crop  measurement  times.

WHO  INVENTED  FINGER  PAINTING? 


Malcolm  L.  Grady  of  Albertson,  Dup- 
lin County,  traces  his  ancestry  back  to 
Scotch-Irish  settlers  who  came  to  North 
Carolina  and  settled  about  1735  in  the 
northeast  area  of  Duplin  County. 

His  maternal  grandmother  was  Eliza 
Ann  Grady,  wife  of  D.  H.  Simmons.  She 
was  born  April  7,  1801,  and  lived  as  a 
bride  in  Jones  County  where  her  hus- 
band was  a  native  and  where  the  first 
three  of  her  eleven  children  were  born. 
About  1828  they  moved  to  the  home 
presently  occupied  by  Mr.  Grady,  a  few 
miles  south  of  Albertson. 

The  old  home  was  built  not  later  than 
1800  and  contains  boards  up  to  18  inches 
in  width.  Both  the  floors  and  walls  are 
constructed  of  these  wide  boards. 

Sometime  prior  to  1830,  according  to 
Mr.  Grady,  who  is  in  his  80th  year,  his 
grandmother  painted  the  wooden  board 
walls  of  her  home  "with  her  finger  and 
without  a  stepladder".  Some  of  the  walls 
are  painted  evenly  with  decorations  at 
the  top  and  at  approximately  the  level 
of  the  eye.  The  designs  are  unusually 
symetrical  and  attractive  and  are,  in 
1966,  articulate. 

Eliza  Ann  Simmons  died  September 
26,  1858.  Daniel  Harget  Simmons  who 
was  born  March  21,  1803,  married  a 
second  time,  and  this  wife  was  Mary 


Grady,  who  was  the  step-grandmother 
and  the  great  aunt  of  Malcolm  Grady. 
She  and  D.  H.  Simmons  were  charter 
members  of  the  Hebron  Presbyterian 
Church  near  Albertson,  organized  in 
1886.  (Eliza  Ann  Simmons  was  not  a 
member  of  the  Church).  D.  H.  Simmons 
died  September  27,  1888. 

The  father  of  Malcolm  Grady  (b. 
March  20,  1885)  was  William  Henry 
Grady,  and  his  mother,  Emmaline  (Sim- 
mons) Grady.  To  them  were  born  six 
boys  and  two  girls.  Mr.  Malcolm  Grady 
attended  the  old  Westminster  School  in 
Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  where  he 
taught  also  for  several  sessions,  to  wit, 
1915-16,  1916-17,  and  1921-22.  From 
1917  to  1921  he  taught  in  the  Duplin 
County  Public  schools. 

Mr.  Grady  has  been  retired  for  some 
years  and  resides  at  the  old  family  estate 
which  contains  many  historic  and  valu- 
able heirlooms.  He  is  active  in  the  He- 
bron Presbyterian  Church  where  he  has 
taught  in  the  Sunday  School  for  many 
years.  He  has  also  served  as  pianist  and 
organist. 

Among  the  valued  articles  he  posses- 
ses is  the  diploma  of  his  grandmother, 
Eliza  Ann  Grady  Simmons,  done  in 
needlepoint,  and  testifying  to  her  com- 
pletion of  studies  in  the  year  1820. 


Finger  Painting  "Inventor"? 

Several  years  ago  the  Presbyterian 
News  carried  a  story  to  the  effect  that 
Miss  Ruth  Faison  Shaw,  a  Presbyterian, 
had  been  credited  with  inventing  "finger 
painting",  which  for  some  years  became 
a  "craze",  especially  with  children. 

A  couple  of  years  ago  State  Magazine 
featured  Miss  Shaw,  daughter  and  grand- 
daughter of  Presbyterian  ministers,  as 
"the  inventor  of  finger  painting",  and 
stated  that  at  that  time  she  was  working 
with  the  psychiatric  center  at  the  North 
Carolina  Memorial  Hospital  in  Chapel 
Hill  and  Butner,  where  she  taught  fin- 
ger-painting as  a  form  of  therapy. 

State  Magazine  pointed  out  that  Miss 
Shaw  discovered  finger  painting  while 
in  Rome  where  she  was  teaching  English. 
One  day  a  young  Italian  prince  cut  his 
finger,  to  which  Miss  Shaw  applied  mer- 
curochrome,  and  the  youth  promptly  dis- 
covered that  he  could  paint  pictures  on 
the  wall  with  his  "doctored  fingers". 
Form  of  Art 

From  this  incident  Miss  Shaw  devel- 
oped finger  painting  as  a  form  of  art. 
Other  students  in  the  class  joined  in 
"smear  pictures".  It  was  left  for  Miss 
Shaw  to  develop  a  paint  with  the  proper 
consistency  and  safety  for  use  by  chil- 
dren. 

Since  that  day  in  1929,  Miss  Shaw,  a 
native  of  Kenansville,  has  worked  tire- 
lessly in  teaching  the  art  to  others. 

After  ten  years  in  Rome,  she  spent

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Home  For  The  Aged 

A  22.48-acre  Sharon  Road  wooded 
tract  in  Charlotte,  which  has  been  the 
subject  of  a  rezoning  dispute  for  several 
months,  has  been  purchased  by  a  group 
of  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Presbyterians. 
To  be  located  on  the  tract  of  land  is  a 
million-dollar  Presbyterian  home  for  the 
aged. 

The  facility  is  being  planned  to  ac- 
commodate 100  residents  and  the  firm 
of  J.  N.  Pease  Associates  is  expected  to 
have  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
home  ready  to  submit  to  bidders  before 
the  end  of  1966. 

At  the  present  time  the  Home  has 
gifts  and  "pledges  receivable,"  totalling 
about  $56,000.  April  1st  has  been  set  as 
the  target  for  obtaining  additional  com- 
mitment of  funds. 

Presbyterians  of  Mecklenburg  and  ad- 
joining counties  expect  to  build  the 
Home,  operate  it  debt-free  for  a  period 
of  three  years,  and  then  turn  it  over  to 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  for  it  to 
operate  just  as  it  does  the  Presbyterian 
Home  at  High  Point. 

No  formal  campaign  for  money  from 
Presbyterian  churches  is  contemplated.

now  been  received  for  the  Davidson  Col- 
lege Ford  Challenge  Program,  according 
to  an  announcement  recently  made  by 
President  D.  Grier  Martin. 

As  of  December  24,  $1,001,300  in 
gifts  had  been  tabulated  in  the  $7,700,- 
000  drive. 

Largest  gift  to  date  is  a  $750,000 
grant  "for  Davidson's  general  educa- 
tional endowment"  from  the  Z.  Smith 
Reynolds  Foundation.  "This  magnificent 
gift  is  a  demonstration",  said  President 
Martin,  "of  the  concern  of  the  Z.  Smith 
Reynolds  trustees  for  those  basic  areas  of 
Davidson's  program — faculty  salaries,  in- 
struction, and  the  general  educational 
budget — where  financial  strength  is  most 
seriously  and  urgently  needed." 

Since  1960,  grants  to  Davidson  from 
the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation  have 
totalled  $1,700,000  and  have  included 
the  R.  J.  Reynolds  Distinguished  Lec- 
tures Fund  as  well  as  endowment  grants 
for  faculty  salaries. 

On  Schedule 

Although  Davidson  still  needs  approxi- 
mately $4.5  million  by  June,  1968  to 
qualify  for  the  $2.2  million  challenge 
grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation,  nation- 
al co-chairmen  Walter  L.  Lingle,  Jr.  of 
Cincinnati  and  William  A.  White,  Jr.  of 
Charlotte  are  confident  that  Davidson's 
Ford  Challenge  campaign  is  on  schedule. 

In  a  joint  statement  late  in  Decem- 
ber, they  emphasized  the  need  to  pass 
the  $2,000,000  mark  by  June  30,  1966 
in  order  to  qualify  for  the  first  $800,000 
payment  of  the  total  $2.2  million  Ford 
grant. 

"This  million  dollar  announcement  is 
encouraging",  said  White,  "since  it  in- 
dicates the  program  is  on  schedule  and 
that  it  has  the  momentum  it  needs.  We 
knew  we  had  to  raise  a  minimum  of  ap- 
proximately a  million  dollars  every  six 
months  for  the  three  year  period  and  the 
results  to  date  indicate  the  job  can  be 
done." 

During  1966  the  Davidson  challenge 
drive  will  move  forward  with  a  region- 
by-region  canvass  of  sixty  cities  where 
sizable  groups  of  Davidson  alumni, 
parents,  and  friends  live.

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Church  Membership  Exceeds  Population  Growth 


THE  CHURCH  LOOKS  UP 

New  York  (RNS) — Church  and  syna- 
gogue membership  in  the  U.S.  totalled 
123,307,449  in  1964,  an  increase  of 
slightly  less  than  2%  in  contrast  to 
population  increase  of  1.5%. 

Though  church  growth  has  slowed 
down,  it,  for  the  second  consecutive  year, 
outstripped  population  growth. 

In  1962,  both  church  and  popula- 
tion growth  stood  at  1.6%,  and  in  1961, 
the  church  growth  lagged  behind  popula- 
tion growth. 

The  1964  membership  represents  a 
gain  of  about  2.3  million  over  1963 
membership,  and  a  record  64.4%  of  the 
total  population. 

Statistics  were  released  by  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  Department 
of  Research,  and  appear  in  the  1966 
Year  Book  of  American  Churches. 

Statistics  are  based  on  reports  from 
250  religious  bodies  in  the  fifty  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia.^  Of  these, 
221  groups  were  Protestant. 

The  Protestants  numbered  68,229,478, 
a  gain  of  2%  over  1963;  and  Roman 
Catholics,  45,640,619,  an  increase  of 
1.7%.  The  Catholic  Church  counts  as 
members  all  baptized  persons,  including 
infants,  while  most  Protestant  denomi- 
nations count  only  those  who  have  at- 
tained full  membership,  usually  persons 
over  thirteen. 

The  Eastern  Orthodox  Church  re- 
ported 3,166,715;  Jews,  5,600,000;  Old 
Catholics,  490,672;  Buddhists,  109,965. 

Membership  in  the  National  Council 
of  Churches,  including  thirty  Protestant 
and  Orthodox  bodies,  total  41,481,790, 
an  increase  of  140,324. 

Protestants  made  up  35.9%  of  the 
U.S.  population  in  1964,  and  Catholics, 
23.9%. 

Protestant  Sunday  School  membership 
totalled  41,653,130,  an  increase  of  about 
1,000,000. 

Reports  indicate  that  church  attend- 
ance has  been  slowly  declining  since 
1958. 

In  1850  the  percentage  of  church 
membership  in  relation  to  the  popula- 
tion was  only  16%,  and  36%  in  1900, 
64%  today. 

Church  building  increased  by  $16,- 
000,000  between  1963  and  1964  to  $1,- 
011,000,000. 

Six  denominations  exceeded  3,000,- 
000  in  1964,  to  wit.  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  10,598,429;  the  Methodist 
Church,  10,304,184;  National  Baptist 
Convention,  U.S.A.,  Inc.  (Negro),  5,500,- 
000;  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  3,- 
340,759;  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
3,292,204;  and  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,  3,131,062. 


Chadwick  In  Florida 

The  Reverend  I.  Howard  Chadwick, 
D.D.,  former  minister  of  the  Westminster 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  and  for 
the  past  four  years  minister  of  the 
Central  Presbyterian  Church,  Kansas 
City,  Missouri  has  become  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Orlando, 
Florida,  succeeding  Dr.  John  F.  Ander- 
son, Jr.,  who  is  now  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.,  Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

Dr.  Chadwick  was  reared  and  educated 
in  the  Moravian  Church  but  obtained 
his  B.D.  degree  from  Duke  University. 
Following  pastorates  in  the  Moravian 
Church  at  Greensboro  and  Winston- 
Salem  between  1941-1953,  he  was  called 
to  be  minister  of  the  Westminster 
Church,  Charlotte  when  that  church  was 
received  into  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.  from  the  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

Dr.  Chadwick  is  married  to  the  former 
Helen  Margarite  Lineback  and  they  have 
three  children. 

While  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
he  was  active  on  several  of  the  Synod's 
committees.  He  is  remembered  for  his 
outstanding  ability  in  music.

SEOUL,  KOREA— An  official  apology 
for  excesses  committed  during  Japan's  60- 
year  occupation  of  Korea  has  been  made 
to  Korean  Christians  by  the  moderator 
of  Japan's  largest  Protestant  church. 

Moderator  Isamu  Omura  of  Japan's 
United  Church  of  Christ  offered  the  apol- 
ogy during  the  fiftieth  anniversary  cele- 
bration here  of  the  Korean  Presbyterian 
church. 

The  apology,  rare  in  an  oriental  culture, 
where  "loss  of  face"  is  implied,  was  re- 
ceived with  an  ovation.  Mr.  Omura  pro- 
mised that  Japanese  would  go  "hand  and 
hand"  with  Koreans  in  the  cause  of  peace 
and  prosperity  in  Asia. 

He  said  that  Japan  had  made  grave 
mistakes,  resulting  in  great  sacrifices  on 
the  part  of  the  Koreans,  and  asked  that 
Japan  be  forgiven  in  their  common  Lord. 
He  said  he  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  entire 
nation. 

"In  the  past,"  Mr.  Omiu-a  said,  "our 
nation  pursued  a  wrong  course  of  mili- 
taristic expansion;  twenty  years  ago  it 
collapsed  in  defeat.  Since  World  War  II, 
with  the  support  of  the  United  States  and 
other  friendly  nations,  Japan  has  sought 
to  develop  into  a  peace-loving,  democra- 
tic nation." 

The  previous  month  a  delegation  of 
Korean  churchmen  had  traveled  to  Tokyo 
to  protest  the  Japan-Korean  Normaliza- 
tion Treaty,  which  restores  full  diplomatic

Japanese  Churchman  Apologizes  To  Korean  Christians 
RECONCILIATION  EFFORT   
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Churchman  Dies 

Dr.  Frank  A.  Haasis,  Professor  of 
plant  pathology  at  North  Carolina  State 
University  since  1949,  died  unexpected- 
ly on  December  26,  1965,  at  the  age  of 
57  years.  A  noted  research  scientist, 
Dr.  Haasis  was  a  world  authority  on  the 
diseases  of  woody  ornamental  plants 
such  as  azaleas  and  boxwoods. 

He  was  an  elder  in  Pearsall  Memorial 
Church,  Wilmington,  and  served  as  mod- 
erator of  Wilmington  Presbytery  and  a 
commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  U.  S.  Presbyterian  Church  in 
1953.

Poling  Retires 

Dr.  Daniel  A.  Poling,  for  forty  years 
editor  of  the  Christian  Herald,  retired 
from  this  post  January  1.  He  is  81  years 
of  age. 

Dr.  Poling,  a  noted  Reformed  Church 
clergyman,,  says  that  he  will  continue 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Christian 
Herald  Association  and  as  President  of 
the  Cliristian  Herald  Philanthropies. 

Winner  of  a  number  of  awards,  Dr. 
Poling  received,  in  February,  1965,  from 
the  Freedoms  Foundation,  the  George 
Washington  Honor  Medal  and  $100  for 
a  sermon.  In  1963,  he  was  named  Clergy- 
man of  the  Year  by  Religious  Heritage  of 
America. 

During  World  War  II,  he  was  the  first 
clergyman  to  get  the  War  Department 
Medal  of  Merit  for  Distinguished  Civilian 
Service  for  his  six  overseas  visits  to  all 
war  fronts. 

Named  to  succeed  him  as  editor  was 
Ford  Stewart,  a  Presbyterian  layman  who 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Herald  in  1940. 

The  Cliristian  Herald,  a  monthly  mag- 
azine, has  about  450,000  subscribers.

d  $1  Million 
$400,000  GRANT 

Queens  College  recently  announced  re- 
ceipt of  a  check  for  $400,000  from  the 
Charles  A.  Dana  Foundation.  According 
to  the  chancellor  of  the  college,  Dr.  Ed- 
win R.  Walker,  the  gift  will  be  used  as 
a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  auditorium  and 
fine  arts  center  now  under  construction. 

Mr.  Dana,  a  New  York  industrialist 
and  financier,  who  is  well  known  for 
his  philanthropy  to  a  number  of  colleges, 
has  made  three  previous  gifts  to  Queens. 
In  1959,  he  made  a  challenge  gift  of 
$360,000  which  was  matched  by  the  col- 
lege and  resulted  in  the  construction  of 
the  Dana  Classroom  Building  used  for  the 
first  time  in  the  1960-61  academic  year. 

Scholarship  Gifts 

Also  in  1959,  Mr.  Dana  established 
at  Queens  a  program  of  Dana  Scholar- 
ships, and  he  has  made  contributions  of 
$40,000  each  year  to  this  program  where- 
by grants  are  made  annually  to  approxi- 
mately 45  superior  students  in  the  soph- 
omore, junior,  and  senior  classes.  A  con- 
dition of  these  awards  is  that  students 
must  have  demonstrated  leadership  po- 
tential as  well  as  high  academic  rank. 

In  1961,  Mr.  Dana  made  a  gift  of 
$500,000  to  the  college  which  was  used 
for  a  double  purpose:  first,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  properties  that  would  permit 
the  expansion  of  the  campus;  and,  sec- 
ondly, for  the  deposit  of  income  from 
these  properties  in  the  Endowment  Fund 
to  supplement  faculty  salaries.  Income 
from  the  properties  is  now  used  for  five 
Dana  professorships. 

Mr.  Dana  and  the  trustees  of  the  Dana 
Foundation  have  visited  Queens  each 
year  for  the  past  seven  years  and  have 
shown  a  great  interest  in  all  phases  of 
the  development  of  the  college. 

Special  ceremonies  for  the  dedication 
of  the  auditorium  and  fine  arts  center 
are  scheduled  for  early  May. 

Mr.  Dana's  many  philanthropies  have 
included  grants  to  a  number  of  colleges 
and  hospitals  on  the  eastern  seaboard.

Stamps  Memorial 

At  its  last  meeting  of  1965,  the  con- 
gregation of  the  Lumber  Bridge  Pres- 
byterian Church  accepted  what  is  prob- 
ably the  largest  gift  from  a  living  in- 
dividual in  the  193  year  history  of  the 
church,  and  named  its  newly  completed 
building  "Stamps  Fellowship  Center,"  in 
memory  of  two  former  members.  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Thomas  Stamps. 

Cecil  S.  Dunn,  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Deacons,  reported  that  the  fellow- 
ship building,  containing  1600  square 
feet  of  floor  space  providing  an  assemb- 
ly-dining room,  completely  equipped 
kitchen  with  adequate  work  spaces,  rest 
rooms,  and  year-round  air  conditioning 
throughout,  had  been  completed  for  an 
outlay  of  approximately  $8,000.00,  ex- 
clusive of  donations  of  labor,  material, 
and  equipment;  and  that  approximate- 
ly $4,000.00  of  this  amount  remained 
unpaid. 

Roger  F.  Hall,  Clerk  of  Session,  re- 
ported that  he  had  received  an  offer 
from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Walker  Stamps,  of 
Hampton,  Virginia,  of  a  contribution  of 
$4,000.00  to  retire  the  debt  on  the  fel- 
low;ship  bi^ilding,  in  memory  of  his 
parents  the  late  Dr.  Thomas  and  Mrs. 
Kate  Walker  Stamps,  both  former  mem- 
bers of  the  Lumber  Bridge  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  congregation  then  adopted  a  reso- 
lution expressing  gratitude  to  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Walker  Stamps  for  their  magnan- 
imity, eulogizing  the  late  Dr.  Thomas 
and  Mrs.  Kate  Walker  Stamps,  and 
naming  the  new  building,  "Stamps  Fel- 
lowship Center,  in  memory  of  Dr. 
Thomas  and  Kate  Walker  Stamps." 

The  late  Dr.  Thomas  Stamps,  a  native 
of  Virginia,  practiced  medicine  in  the 
Lumber  Bridge  community  for  more 
than  45  years  prior  to  his  death  in  1934. 
He  was  prominent  in  the  civic  and  poli- 
tical activities  of  the  community,  and  a 
leader  in  the  Lumber  Bridge  Presby- 
terian Church,  serving  it  as  an  Elder  for 
more  than  42  years.  His  wife,  the  late 
Mrs.  Kate  Walker  Stamps,  a  native  of 
Raleigh,  was  also  a  leader  in  the  com- 
munity, and  for  many  years,  cradle  roll 
teacher  and  superintendent  of  the  pri- 
mary department  of  the  Lumber  Bridge 
Presbyterian  Sunday  School. 

Dedication  services  for  the  Stamps 
Fellowship  Center  are  planned  for  early

Battleship  North  Carolina  Holds  Heirloom 


SESQUI-CENTENNIAL 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  Raleigh 
is  observing  its  Sesqui-Centennial  year  in 
1966. 

The  Church  was  organized  on  January 
21,  1816  in  the  First  State  House,  that 
which  preceded  the  present  Capitol. 

The  celebration  began  on  January  21, 
when  a  service  was  held  in  the  present 
Capitol  with  the  Moderator  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  Dr.  Samuel  J.  Patterson 
of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  as  the  Speaker. 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  First 
Church  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam McPheeters,  D.D.,  a  native  of  Vir- 
ginia, who  was  called  to  Raleigh  in  June, 
1810,  to  become  "principal  of  the  Acad- 
emy and  Pastor  of  the  City". 

The  charter  members  reveal  that  there 
were  three  women  to  one  male  member, 
and  among  the  former  was  Nancy 
Holmes,  "a  woman  of  color". 

Dr.  McPheeters  had  been  engaged 
in  the  ministry  for  eight  years  before 
coming  to  Raleigh  at  the  age  of  thirty- 
two,  and  he  remained  in  Raleigh  the 
rest  of  his  life,  making  an  indelible  im- 
pression on  the  Capitol  city. 

There  were  27  charter  members,  not 
including  five  persons  listed  as  "occa- 
sional members".  Today  the  church  has 
a  membership  of  more  than  1100.  The 


GOVERNOR  PRESENTS 
SILVER  SERVICE 

The  Battleship  North  Carolina  docked 
permanently  at  Wilmington  as  a  museum 
piece,  contains  the  beautiful  and  valu- 
able silver  service  which  was  presented 
by  Governor  Robert  Broadnex  Glenn, 
governor  of  North  Carolina  (1905-1909) 
and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  in  1908  to  the  armored  Cruiser 
USS  North  Carolina.  The  first  presenta- 
tion was  made  in  ceremonies  off  Cape 
Lookout,  N.  C. 

The  service  remained  on  this  ship 
until  1920  when  it  was  removed  to  Ral- 
eigh for  safekeeping,  then  in  1928  it 
was  placed  on  the  Cruiser  Raleigh  where 
it  remained  until  1936. 

Once  again  it  was  placed  in  Raleigh 
for  safekeeping,  but  in  1941  it  was  placed 
on  the  USS  Battleship  North  Carolina, 
the  greatest  battleship  ever  launched  up 
to  that  time.  This  battleship  launched  in 
1940,  engaged  in  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
battles  in  the  Pacific  during  the  Second 
World  War  and  came  out  of  the  con- 
flict with  honors  second  to  none. 

The  ship  was  put  in  mothballs  in  1947, 
and  the  silver  was  once  again  brought 
to  Raleigh  for  safekeeping,  where  it 
resided  in  the  Governor's  Mansion. 

In  1960-61  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina took  steps  towards  permanently 
saving  the  famous  battleship  which  was 
officially  turned  over  to  N.  C.  on  Sep- 
tember 6,  1961,  and  transferred  from 
Bayonne,  N.  J.  to  the  Cape  Fear  River, 
opposite  the  city  of  Wilmington.  The 
ship  arrived  in  N.  C.  on  September  26, 
was  permanently  docked  on  October  2, 
and  opened  to  the  public  on  October  14. 

Early  in  1965  Governor  Dan  K. 
Moore  once  again  restored  the  silver 
service  to  the  North  Carolina  where  it 
now  rests  in  an  attractive  glass  case  for 
display  in  the  museum  room  of  the  battle- 
ship. 

In  her  book.  North  Carolina  Gover- 
nors (1585-1958) — Brief  Sketches,  Beth 
G.  Crabtree  states  that  Governor  Glenn 
"like  Aycock,  went  against  the  old  Con- 
federate leadership".  She  adds,  "While 
it  would  have  been  difficult  for  anyone 
to  follow  the  steps  of  Aycock,  the  pro- 
gressive and  aggressive  Glenn  brought 
to  Raleigh  an  administration  which,  in 
its  day,  was  considered  balancing  and 
liberal.  Education  and  public  health  serv- 
ices were  expanded.  A  provision  for  com- 
pulsory school  attendance  was  passed; 
and  a  minimum  four-month  school  term 
was  made  mandatory  in  all  counties. 
Glenn  was  determined  that  all  people  in

the  State  should  share  in  the  benefits  of 
good  government". 

Governor  Glenn  was  born  August  11, 
1854  in  Rockingham  County.  He  attend- 
ed Davidson  College  and  the  University 
of  Virginia  before  studying  at  Pearson's 
Law  School  at  Richmond  Hill,  Yadkin 
County. 

At  the  age  of  26  he  left  his  practice 
in  Danbury  to  serve  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, and  later  was  a  solicitor  for  the 
State.  From  being  an  elector  of  Presi- 
dent Cleveland  in  his  two  campaigns, 
Glenn  won  a  position  as  U.  S.  District 
Attorney.  By  that  time,  he  had  become 
a  well-known  political  figure. 

As  governor,  Glenn  led  the  fight  for 
lower  passenger  rates  on  railroads,  then 
largely  owned  by  out-of-state  capital. 
The  legislature  urged  on  by  Glenn,  leg- 
alized a  rate  of  two  and  one-quarter  cents 
per  mile;  and  when  Washington  authori- 
ties stepped  in  to  support  the  "greedy 
railroads",  the  Governor  bravely  stood 
firm.  Finally,  through  the  personal  in- 
tervention of  President  Theodore  Roose- 
velt, a  compromise  of  two  and  one-half 
cents  was  reached. 

Another  fight  was  for  the  prohibitive 
sale  of  alcohol.  In  days  when  disgrace- 
ful saloons  were  on  every  street,  Glenn 
championed  statewide  prohibition.  In  a 
referendum  on  May  26,  1908  the  situa- 
tion was  altered  by  a  vote  of  two  to  one, 
and  North  Carolina  remained  legally 
bone-dry  until  the  1930's.  One  of  the 
Governor's  most  progressive  programs 
was  the  geological  and  economic  survey 
under  the  direction  of  State  Geologist 
Josephy  Hyde  Pratt.  This  study  investi- 
gated the  possibilities  of  water  power 
resources.  Duke's  Southern  Power  Com- 
pany, realizing  the  relative  cheapness  of 
water  power  for  industry,  begin  provid- 
ing this  facility  for  factories.  As  a  re- 
sult, manufacturing  forges  ahead,  chiefly 
in  cotton,  furniture,  pulp,  and  tobacco. 

On  retiring  from  office.  Governor 
Glenn  lived  in  Winston-Salem.  He  died 
May  16,  1920,  in  Winnipeg,  Canada.

Ku  KIux  Klan 

Several  Southern  Baptist  associations 
condemned  the  Ku  Klux  Klan.  Extremist 
groups— left  and  right — came  under  fire 
from  many  denominations.  Three  months 
after  the  Selma  march,  Evangelist  Billy 
Graham  closed  a  crusade  in  Montgomery 
with  a  statement  that  Alabama  was  pro- 
gressing rapidly  in  race  relations. 
Riots 

Religious  participation — or  its  lack — in 
the  Los  Angeles  and  Chicago  riots  showed 
how  differently  churchmen  reacted.  After 
the  Watts  riot,  costing  34  lives,  in  the 
West  Coast  city,  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.,  and  Leon  Aubry,  Negro  director  of 
Catholics  United  for  Racial  Equality 
(CURE),  specifically  criticized  James 
Francis  Cardinal  Mclntyre  of  Los  Ange- 
les for  not  trying  to  erase  the  poverty 
and  frustration  that  caused  it.  However, 
in  the  Summer  violence  on  Chicago's 
West  Side,  40  to  50  Negro  and  white  clergy 
patrolled  the  streets,  and  were  credited 
with  a  calming  influence  by  Mayor  Rich- 
ard J.  Daley. 

First  Negro  Bishop 

Appointments  to  Catholic  bishoprics 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the  grow- 
ing role  of  the  nation's  800,000  Negro 
Catholics.  Archbishop  John  P.  Cody  of 
New  Orleans,  strongly  pro-integration, 
was  named  Archbishop  of  Chicago.  To  his 
See  in  New  Orleans,  Pope  Paul  appointed 
Archbishop  Philip  M.  Hannan,  formerly 
Auxiliary  of  Washington,  D.  C.  Named 
as  his  Auxiliary  was  Bishop  Harold  R. 
Perry,  the  first  U.  S.  Negro  Catholic  bis- 
hop in  modern  times. 

"Dialogue,"  the  most  oft  heard  word  in 
religion  in  1965,  brought  interreligious  ad- 
vances. A  major  event  was  the  acceptance 
by  the  Vatican  Secretariat  for  Promot- 
ing Christian  Unity  of  a  bid  from  the 
World  Council  of  Churches'  Central  Com- 
mittee to  collaborate  in  a  14-member 
Council-Catholic  "working  group."  Also 
on  a  world  scale,  official  Lutheran  World 
Federation-Catholic  talks  were  started. 
Ecumenicity 

In  the  same  spirit,  the  U.  S.  Catholic 
Bishops'  Commission  for  Ecumenical  Af- 
fairs began  talks  separately  with  Epis- 
copalians, Lutherans,  Presbyterians  and 
Eastern  Orthodox  leaders,  plus  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  and  the  U.  S. 
Conference  for  the  World  Council.  The 
commission,  in  addition,  named  a  sub- 
group to  foster  "fraternal  dialogue"  with 
Jews. 

The  Episcopal-Catholic  exchange  in 
June  was  followed  by  a  temporary  con- 
troversy. On  July  2,  Luci  Baines  John- 
son, 18,  daughter  of  the  President,  was 
conditionally  rebaptized  a  Catholic.  She 
already  was  a  baptized  Episcopalian.  The 
action — taken  at  the  request  of  Miss  John- 
son and  on  her  parent's  own  authority — 
spurred  criticism  in  both  Protestant  and 
Catholic  quarters,  including  barbed  pulpit 


$7,500  Grant 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  has  been  selected 
to  receive  an  unrestricted  grant  of  $7,500 
from  Texaco,  Inc.,  under  the  firm's 
nationwide  Aid-to-Education  Program. 

In  announcing  the  gift.  President  Ans- 
ley  C.  Moore  said  that  he  had  been 
notified  that  the  grant  would  be  paid  in 
five  annual  installments.  The  first  will 
come  in  the  near  future  in  the  amount 
of  $1,500  for  the  1965-66  academic  year.

Involved  are  the  Methodist, 
Episcopal  and  Evangelical  United  Breth- 
ren Churches,  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.;  the  United  Church 
of  Christ  and  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 

Merger  progress  and  cooperation  were 
reported  between  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  and  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  (Southern);  the  Disciples 
of  Christ  United  Christian  Missionary 
Society  and  the  United  Church  of  Christ 
Board  for  World  Ministries,  and  the 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  and  Meth- 
odist Churches.  The  Lutheran  Church- 
Missouri  Synod  and  the  Synod  of  Evange- 
lical Lutheran  Churches  (Slovak)  voted 
to  join  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 
and  American  Lutheran  Church  in  form- 
ing a  new  Lutheran  Council  in  the  U.S.A. 

The  National  Council  of  Churches  and 
the  National  Confraternity  of  Christian 
Doctrine  published  a  paperback  outline  of 
Living  Room  Dialogue  goals  for  local 
churches.  And  the  British  Catholic  Revis- 
ed Standard  Version  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, originally  translated  by  Protestants, 
was  published  in  the  U.  S. 

Among  merger  developments  outside  the 
U.  S.  was  the  Anglican  Church  of  Can- 
ada's approval  of  "principles"  of  union 
with  the  United  Church  of  Canada.  Angli- 
cans and  Methodists  in  Britain  also  moved 
toward  union.  However,  ceremonies  for  a 
new  United  Church  in  Nigeria,  of  Meth- 
odists, Anglicans  and  Presbyterians,  slated 
for  December,  were  postponed. 

Jews 

Of  overshadowing  concern  to  Jews  was 
the  Vatican  Covmcil's  declaration  on  Re- 
lations with  Non-Christian  Religions,  in- 
cluding the  Jews.  There  were  -a  number 
of  instances  of  Jewish-Christian  rap- 
prochment.  In  Germany,  20,000  Protes- 
tants at  the  German  Evangelical  Kirchen- 
tag  in  Cologne  rejected  anti-Semitism  and 
supported  the  "spirit"  of  the  Coimcil's  ex- 
culpation of  the  Jewish  people  in  the 
Crucifixion.  Among  Christian-Jewish  in- 
stitutes was  one  at  the  World  Council  of 
Churches'  Ecumenical  Institute  at  Bossey.

In  several  gestures  Pope  Paul  showed  he 
wanted  to  bury  past  estrangements.

In  another  momentous  gesture,  both  the 
Pope  and  Ecumenical  Patriarch  Athena- 
goras  abrogated  the  mutual  excommunica- 
tions which  formalized  the  East-West 
schism  of  1054.  The  pontiff  also  returned 
to  Turkey  a  Moslem  flag  captured  at  the 
Battle  of  Lepanto  (1571).  Also  returned 
during  the  year  were  the  relics  of  St. 
Sabbas  to  a  Greek  Orthodox  monastery 
named  for  him  in  Jerusalem  and  the  pre- 
served head  of  St.  Titus,  from  Venice 
to  Crete,  where  he  was  the  first  bishop. 
Liberty 

Four  of  the  most  far-reaching  measures 
of  the  Vatican  Coimcil  were  promulgated 
by  Pope  Paul  VI  on  Dec.  7,  the  day  prior 
to  its  ceremonial  close.  Approved  with 
few  negative  votes  were:  a  declaration  up- 
holding religious  liberty  for  all  men;  a 
decree  on  the  Missions  urging  the  end  of 
Christian  competition  for  converts,  an- 
other on  the  priestly  life  upholding  celi- 
bacy and  endorsing  a  contemporary  so- 
ciological ministry;  and  still  another  on 
the  Church  in  the  Modern  World  which 
condemned  nuclear  war,  atheism  (with- 
out specifically  citing  communism)  and 
left  open  the  birth  control  issue. 

At  ceremonies  Oct.  28  the  pontiff  prom- 
ulgated documents  on  these  topics: 

The  Pastoral  Duties  of  Bishops,  uphold- 
ing episcopal  collegiality  and  widening 
bishops'  powers  as  well  as  lessening  their 
dependence  on  the  centralized  Roman 
Curia; 

Non-Christian  Religions,   urging  dia- 
logue, deploring  anti-Semitism  and  de- 
claring all  Jews,  past  and  present,  not

The  1965  decrees  supplemented  earlier 
ones  on  liturgy,  mass  communications,  the 
Church,  ecimienism  and  Eastern  Rite 
Churches.  They  put  the  Church  in  a  new 
"state  of  vitality,"  Pope  Paul  said.  They 
also  left  "unanswered  questions."  One,  ob- 
servers noted,  was  the  Pope's  own  pending 
decision  about  whether  the  Church  might 
modify  its  ban  on  contraception — a  ques- 
tion which  had  tied  up  a  papal  commis- 
sion since  June,  1964. 

Religious  Freedom 

Guarantees  of  religious  freedom  for 
every  man  marked  the  Council's  greatest 
stride  in  church-state  relations. 

In  Spain,  adoption  of  the  freedom  docu- 
ment brought  divergent  reactions.  A  joint 
statement  by  the  Spanish  bishops  said 
religious  liberty  was  not  inconsistent  with 
the  country's  Catholic  character,  but  they 
added  that  the  civil  authority  had  the  task 
of  guarding  against  any  abuses  which 
might  arise.  A  spokesman  for  the  Spanish 
Baptist  Union  called  the  Vatican  docu- 
ment "very  satisfactory,"  but  voiced  fears 
that  the  hierarchy  would  place  "limita- 
tions" on  it.  In  September,  an  official 
of  the  Franco  regime  publicly  upheld  relig- 
ious liberty.  During  the  year,  some  two- 
score  Protestant  churches  were  licensed, 
but  in  July  the  Ministry  of  Education  re- 
fused permission  for  a  Seventh-day  Ad- 
ventist  school  planned  at  Zaragoza. 
Miscellanies 

In  Sudan,  more  than  100  Catholic 
priests  and  seminarians,  plus  two  Angli- 
can Taif  ,s,  were  expelled  to  Uganda. 
Christ)  were  massacred  in  Juba.  A 
training  jchool  was  burned.  The  Pope  in 
August  appealed  to  Sudan's  leaders  to 
curb  persecution. 

Jews  in  the  Soviet  Union  were  still 
gravely  restricted,  a  group  of  U.  S.  rabbis 
reported  in  September  on  their  return. 

Bitterness  erupted  when  the  Evangelical 
Church  in  Germany  (EKID)  urged  recog- 
nition of  the  present  German-Polish  bor- 
der, and  was  denounced  by  expellee  and 
refugee  groups.  In  Greece,  conflict  flared 
as  the  government  refused  to  recognize

MY  FRIEND  AND  I  were  on  a  sightseeing  tour  in  Miami.  As  we  passed  "millionaire's 
row,"  the  guide  pointed  out  a  huge,  boarded-up  bleak-looking  mansion. 

"That's  the  old  James  Deering  mansion,"  said  our  guide.  "Cost  $15,000,000.  After 
Deering  died  none  of  his  heirs  wanted  to  live  there.  The  upkeep  on  the  place  was 
tremendous,  so  the  executors  opened  it  to  the  public  for  sightseeing  at  $1.85  admision. 
But  even  then  they  couldn't  break  even.  So  they  finally  just  boarded  it  up— and  there 
it  sits." 

The  guide  continued  his  spiel,  but  my  friend  seemed  suddenly  to  have  lost  all  interest 
in  the  tour.  He  was  quiet  for  a  long  time,  but  as  last  he  turned  to  me. 

"I've  just  been  trying  to  figure  out  what  James  Deering  could  have  done  with  that 
$15,000,010,"  he  said.  "Let's  see — he  could  have  sent  1,000  missionaries  into  the  foreign 
field  for  15  years.  He  could  have  placed  20  surgeons  in  a  like  number  of  hospitals  for 
more  than  150  years.  Or  he  could,  perhaps,  have  endowed  a  half-dozen  research 
foundations  to  discover  cures  for  diseases  like  cancer  and  tuberculosis.  Yes,  James 
Deering's  $15,000,000  could  have  lived  on  and  on  instead  of  crumbling  away." 

The  guide's  insistent  chatter  as  he  described  the  skyline  couldn't  entirely  drown  out 
my  friend's  quiet  conclusion:  "What  we  give  away  lasts  longer  than  what  we  keep  for 
ourselves." 


election  of  15  bishops  by  a  "rebel"  hier- 
archy of  the  Orthodox  Church  of  Greece. 
The  controversy  spurred  Parliament  bills 
calling  for  wide  Church  reform. 

School,  Medicare  and  anti-poverty  leg- 
islation in  the  U.  S.  changed  some  aspects 
of  the  "separation  of  church  and  state" 
debate. 

In  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  another  contro- 
versy ignited  when  18  residents,  support- 
ed by  Protestants  and  Other  Americans 
United  for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State,  filed  a  suit  alleging  constitutional 
church-state  provisions  had  been  violated 
by  participation  of  the  Catholic  Diocese  of 
Kansas  City-St.  Joseph  in  "Operation 
Head  Start."  The  use  of  three  Catholic 
schools  was  challenged. 

The  Old  Order  Amish  protested  strong- 
ly against  the  Medicare-Social  Security 
bill  on  grounds  that  insurance  does  not  re- 
flect a  reliance  on  God  to  take  care  of 
personal  needs.  A  provision  was  written 
into  the  measure  excluding  them  and  oth- 
er anti-insurance  sects  of  long  standing 
from  payments. 

Religious  leaders  took  a  major  role 
in  administering  various  phases  of  the 
war  on  poverty.  They  screened  Women's 
Job  Corps  applicants,  implemented  the 
Appalachia  bill,  ran  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  job  programs  in  big  cities  and  sup- 
ported Secretary  of  Labor  Willard  Wirtz's 
stand  against  importing  Mexican  bracero 
farm  workers. 

A  major  project  was  a  two-year  $7 
million  program  initiated  by  the  Catholic 
Diocese  of  Natchez-Jackson,  Miss.,  for 
100,000  impoverished  Mississippians.  The 
NCC  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 
also  formed  the  non-profit  Delta  Oppor- 
timity  Corp.  to  aid  housing,  employment 
and  community  development. 

Overseas,  the  British  Council  of  Church- 
es, the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Angli- 
can Bishop  Cecil  Alderson  of  Mashona- 
land,  the  Catholic  hierarchy  in  Rhodesia 


and  the  Christian  Council  of  Rhodesia 
led  a  worldwide  protest  against  the  white 
supremacy  goals  of  Prime  Minister  Ian 
Smith's  regime  as  it  declared  Rhodesia's 
unilateral  independence  from  Great  Bri- 
tain. 

Refugees 

Severe  refugee  problems  in  Africa — 
500,000  homeless  were  counted  on  the 
continent — stimulated  Christian  relief  ef- 
forts. The  World  Council  of  Churches  call- 
ed on  member  communions  to  subscribe 
$10  million  over  the  next  five  years  for  an 
"Eciunenical  Program  for  Emergency  Ac- 
tion in  Africa"  to  aid  the  homeless  and 
support  community  and  individual  devel- 
opment. 

Resettling  most  of  the  3,000  to  4,000 
Cuban  refugees  per  month  from  the 
Castro  regime  took  priority  in  November 
for  U.  S.  Protestant,  Catholic  and  Jewish 
refugee  agencies  and  the  non-sectarian 
International  Rescue  Committee. 

During  the  India-Pakistan  war,  300 
American  missionaries  stayed  in  the 
danger  zone.  After  the  truce,  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  appealed  for  $500,- 
000  for  war  victims. 

Many  church  groups,  including  the 
World  Council's  international  affairs  com- 
mission, urged  recognition  of  Red  China 
in  the  U.  N. 

So  worried  was  Greek  Orthodox  Arch- 
bishop lakovos  of  North  and  South  Amer- 
ica over  Turkish  acts  against  Ecumenical 
Patriarch  Athenagoras  that  he  sought 
and  received  assurance  of  Vatican  aid 
from  Pope  Paul  in  a  private  audience  in 
New  York. 

The  changes  from  Latin  to  English  in 
Catholic  liturgy  caused  Father  Gommar 
A.  De  Pauw  of  Emmitsburg,  Md.  to  found 
the  Catholic  Traditionalist  Movement,  fav- 
oring a  "quiet"  Latin  Mass.  The  priest 
officially  disassociated  himself  from  the 
Movement  on  orders  from  Lawrence  Car-

Center  Director  on  Leave 

Mr.  Henry  F.  Murray,  Director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Center,  will  spend 
the  remainder  of  the  academic  year  in 
study  leading  to  completion  of  his  doc- 
toral program.  Mr.  Murray  will  divide 
his  time  between  resident  study  at  George 
Washington  University  and  study  and 
research  in  North  Carolina.  During  Mr. 
Murray's  absence,  Mr.  Robert  M.  Urie, 
Assistant  Director,  will  assume  respon- 
sibility for  operation  of  the  Guidance 
Center. 

Broken  Appointments 

Cancellations  of  scheduled  visits  create 
a  problem  in  efficient  operation,  of  the 
Guidance  Center.  There  are  two  main 
reasons  why  the  Center  cannot  re-fill 
broken  appointments  on  short  notices. 
First,  the  requirement  for  extensive  pre- 
counseling  preparation  cannot  be  over- 
looked; second,  most  students  travel  a 
substantial  distance  to  reach  Laurinburg 
and  must  make  plans  in  advance  for  the 
trip. 

The  professional  staff  of  the  Center 
has  been  expanded  in  order  to  serve  all 
high  school  students  who  complete  the 
pre-counseling  program  in  the  local 
church.  An  increasing  number  of  adults 
are  also  seeking  vocational  counseling. 
The  Center  will  be  able  to  fill  requests 
for  appointments  if  churches  cooperate 
in  realistic  and  efficient  scheduling. 

Academic  Training  Overrated 

Parents  and  students  are  being  sub- 
jected to  an  increasing  propaganda  cam- 
paign, stressing  the  necessity  of  college 
training  for  any  young  person  striving 
for  "Success".  Like  all  propaganda  this 
information  is  partially  true.  Unfortunate- 
ly, the  fact  is  often  overlooked  that  many 
of  our  young  people  are  not  equipped 
for  and  do  not  need  college  training. 

Perhaps  the  often  used  statement,  "The 
future  belongs  to  the  educated",  should 
be  changed  to,  "The  future  belongs  to 
the  trained".  The  outlook  for  those  with 
skills  continues  to  be  bright.  Measured 
by  the  yardstick  of  service,  satisfaction, 
or  any  reasonable  criterion  the  skilled 
workman  can  be  successful.

dinal   Shehan.   Traditionalists,  however, 
picketed  a  Liturgical  Week  observance 
in  June  in  Baltimore  with  signs  saying: 
"We'd  Rather  Fight  than  Switch." 

A  "Jazz  Suite  on  the  Mass  Texts"  in 
English  was  issued  as  a  recording  in  June. 
Folk  music  Masses  became  a  vogue  for 
liturgists.  The  Rev.  John  G.  Gensel,  a 
Lutheran,  became  a  full  time  missionary 
to  New  York's  jazz  buffs. 

Creeds 

Churchmen  in  1965  questioned  the  forms 
and  words  of  basic  Christian  creeds.  For 
espousing  new  "packaging"  of  doctrine, 
Bishop  Pike  was  charged  by  foes  with 
heresy  but  upheld  in  the  Episcopal  House 
of  Bishops.  The  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  appointed  a  15- 
member  committee  to  study  a  "Confes- 
sion of  Faith  of  1967,"  emphasizing  the 
Church's  "reconciliation"  role.  In  the 
encyclical  Mysterium  Fidei  (Mystery  of 
the  Faith),  Pope  Paul  reaffirmed  tran- 
substantiation  in  the  Eucharist,  as  formu- 
lated by  the  Council  of  Trent. 

Church  leaders  in  1965  wondered  how 
to  communicate  their  message  to  secular- 
ized modern  man. 

Theologians  who  proclaimed  that  God 
is  dead  drew  fire  from  many  quarters 
when  accounts  of  their  contentions  were 
widely  published.  At  the  same  time,  some 
churchmen  saw  this  idea  as  an  exciting 
and  necessary  step  in  the  liberation  of 
men  from  superstition  and  dishonesty  in 
religious  faith.  They  saw  the  "Death  of 
God"  as  merely  the  end  of  the  "old 
gentleman  with  the  white  beard"  con- 
cept and  the  beginning  of  discovery  of 
the  eternal  God  above  the  limited  god 
conceived  by  man  in  each  stage  of  his 
history. 

Another  controversy  raged  over  the  "new 
morality"  school  of  situational  ethics,  par- 
ticularly in  its  teachings  on  sex,  which 
critics  said  runs  counter  to  Christian 
teaching. 

In  "The  Secular  City,"  one  of  the  most 
significant  books  of  the  year,  Harvey 
Cox  called  on  churchmen  to  recognize  the

There  are 
many  other  students,  however,  who  need 
to  make  a  realistic  evaluation  of  their 
potential  and  seriously  consider  non- 
academic  post  high  school  training.

Reformed-Presbyterian  U.  S.  Churches  Closing  Ranks

LOUISVILLE— (PN)— Guidelines  for 
drafting  a  plan  of  union  were  drawn 
by  120  representatives  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  at  a  consultation 
here  January  26-28. 

The  three-day  meeting  was  called  by 
the  Joint  Committee  of  Twenty-four, 
which  has  the  final  responsibility  for  the 
draft. 

Leaders  of  the  Joint  Committee  will 
meet  in  Newark  March  9-10  to  assign 
writers  for  parts  of  the  plan  in  the 
areas  of  witness  and  structure,  theology, 
polity  and  liturgy. 

The  prevailing  attitude  toward  draft- 
ing a  plan  of  union  was  not  to  "glue  to- 
gether" the  structures  of  the  two  denomi- 
nations. Instead,  the  consultants  favored 
the  approach  of  creating  a  new  church 
geared  to  dealing  with  problems  facing 
a  space  age. 

The  consultants  agreed  that  the  ques- 
tion of  structuring  the  proposed  new 
church  should  be  secondary  to  mission, 

MEDICARE  FOR  MINISTERS 

ATLANTA— (PN)— Ministers  and  lay 
employes  of  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  who  are  eligible  for  supplementary 
medical  insurance  under  the  Medicare 
Program  have  been  asking  the  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief,  "Is  it  wise  for  us, 
if  we  are  eligible,  to  apply  for  supple- 
mentary medical  insurance  under  Medi- 
care?" 

The  insurance  is  to  be  offered  at  a 
cost  of  $3  per  month,  effective  July  1, 
1966. 

In  a  letter  being  sent  to  all  annuitants 
and  beneficiaries  of  Ministerial  Relief 
by  the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief,  the 
board  urges  all  persons  eligible  for  such 
insurance  to  apply  for  it. 

The  correspondence  points  out  that 
"this  action  is  to  be  taken  in  the  know- 
ledge that  an  insurance  program  which 
will  be  offered,  beginning  July  1,  1966 
through  this  board,  will  be  based  on  the 
assumption  that  those  who  are  eligible 
for  supplementary  medical  insurance  un-

which  was  defined  as  "standing  with  all 
men  in  such  a  way  that  they  will  be  re- 
conciled to  one  another  and  with  God 
through  Jesus  Christ." 

It  was  felt  that  if  the  two  churches 
can  resolve  their  differences  in  polity, 
theology  and  liturgy,  the  organization  of 
the  church  for  its  mission  will  pose  no 
problem. 

Plan  Streamlined 

It  was  agreed  generally  that  the  plan 
of  union  should  not  be  too  detailed, 
fearing  that  this  could  cause  the  union 
movement  to  bog  down.  There  was  a 
sentiment  for  a  rather  brief  plan,  with 
many  details  to  be  worked  out  by  the 
new  church. 

The  consultant  subgroup  on  theology 
suggested  the  writing  of  a  new  confes- 
sion (doctrinal  statement)  to  be  added 
to  several  other  of  the  standards  now 
used  by  the  two  denominations. 

The  subgroup  on  liturgy  recommend- 
ed that  a  guide  for  worship  be  included 
in  the  draft  and  that  the  new  church 
establish  a  permanent  committee  on  lit-

UNION  SEMINARY  RECEIVES 
LARGEST  GIFT 

February  8 — It  was  announced  today 
by  Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, that  a  gift  of  one  million  dollars 
has  been  made  to  the  Union  Seminary 
ADVANCE,  a  major  capital  funds  cam- 
paign now  being  conducted  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Seminary. 

In  his  announcement  Dr.  Jones  said: 
"This  gift,  which  is  the  largest  ever 
made  to  Union  Seminary  in  its  his- 
tory of  152  years,  has  come  from 
one  family  which  recognizes  the 
necessity  of  providing  the  best  pos- 
sible training  for  today's  ministers". 
The  gift  is  designated  for  the  construc- 
tion and  equipping  of  an  educational 
center  on  the  campus  in  suburban  Rich- 
mond.

Returns 

On  March  1,  Dr.  Samuel  Jasper 
("Jap")  Patterson,  the  1965-1966  Mod- 
erator of  the  General  Assembly,  will  re- 
turn to  the  Board  of  Christian  Education 
in  Richmond,  Va.

In  announcing  the  appointment,  Dr. 
Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board,  expressed  the  unanimous 
desire  of  the  24-member  Board  of  Di- 
rectors to  have  Dr.  Patterson  return  for 
another  period  of  service  with  the  Board. 

In  a  career  of  Board  service  spanning 
from  1932-1958,  Dr.  Patterson  has  work- 
ed as  Director  of  Religious  Education 
(Arkansas,  1932-34);  as  Regional  Direc- 
tor of  Religious  Education  (Arkansas  and 
Missouri,  1934-40);  as  Director  of  Adult 
Education  and  Men's  Work  (1940-49); 
and  as  Secretary  of  Men's  Work  from 
1949  until  1958.  In  July  of  1958,  Dr.  Pat- 
terson accepted  the  position  of  General 
Director  of  the  Department  of  United 
Church  Men  in  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  He  held  this  position  until 
1962,  when  he  became  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbytery  of  John  Knox.  In 
April,  1965,  Dr.  Patterson  was  elected 
Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly.

GOD  IS  NOT  DEAD! 

The  question  has  been  raised  as  to 
why  quotation  marks  were  placed  around 
the  title  Doctor  in  connection  with  an 
editorial  on  "So  God  Is  Dead!"  which  ap- 
peared in  the  November  issue  of  The  Pres- 
byterian News.  The  answer  simply  is  that 
Thomas  J.  J.  Altizer,  who  was  the  subject 
of  the  editorial,  is  a  layman  who,  though 
he  holds  the  A.B.,  A.M.,  and  Ph.  D. 
degrees,  is  associate  professor  of  Bible  and 
Religion  without  possessing  a  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  degree  or  a  Doctor  of  Theology 
degree. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  quotes  around 
Doctor  would  raise  the  issue,  and  the  num- 
erous responses  to  the  editorial,  over- 
whelmingly supporting  the  editorial,  indi- 
cate that  readers  are  concerned  to  know 
more  about  the  exponent  of  the  so-called 
"God  Is  Dead  Philosophy". 

Dr.  Altizer  was  born  in  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts  in  1927.  He  was  educated  in 
the  schools  of  Charleston,  West  Virginia, 
St.  John's  College,  and  the  University  of 
Chicago.  He  held  the  position  of  assis- 
tant professor  of  Religion  at  Wabash  Col- 
lege from  1954  to  1956  and  in  the  latter 
year  became  assistant  professor  of  Bible 
and  Religion  at  Emery  University.  In 
1961  he  was  elevated  to  his  present  posi- 
tion. He  served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in 
1945-1946.  He  has  published  one  book. 
Oriental  Mysticisms  and  Biblical  Escha- 
tology,  published  by  the  Westminster  Press, 
1961.  He  is  married  and  is  affiliated  with 
the  Episcopal  Church. 

We  submit  that  as  excellent  as  may  be 
his  educational  background.  Dr.  Altizer  is 
not  qualified  to  speak  with  authority  on 
theological  questions,  and  we  still  contend 
that  his  foolish  contention  that  "God  Is 
Dead"  provides  substantial  grounds  for 
questioning  the  wisdom  of  granting  him 
serious  consideration. 

The  Psalmist  long  ago  declared,  "The 
fool  hath  said  in  his  heart.  There  is  no 
God,"  (Psalm  14:1,  53:1).  Probably  we 
should  be  more  charitable  than  one  com- 
mentator on  these  passages  who  writes, 
"When  in  Psalm  14:1  and  53:1  it  is  said, 
'The  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart,  There 
is  no  God,'  it  is  followed  by  the  state- 
ment, 'They  are  corrupt,  they  have  done 
abominable  works,'  showing  that  more 
than  folly  is  implied."  He  then  adds  that 
other  instances  of  the  use  of  the  word 
"foolish"  imply  the  meaning  to  be,  "ar- 
rogant". 

It  is  at  this  point  that  it  would  appear 
that  exponents  of  the  "No  God"  philosophy

Succumbs 

Funeral  services  for  the  Rev.  John 
Oscar  Mann,  D.D.,  79,  Regional  Direc- 
tor of  Christian  Education  for  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  from  1935  to  1957, 
were  held  from  the  Myers  Park  Presby- 
terian Church,  Charlotte,  February  9. 
Burial  was  in  the  Sharon  Memorial  Park 
Cemetery. 

Dr.  Mann  died  on  February  7  at  his 
home  on  Alexander  Road  near  Matthews. 

He  was  a  former  member  of  the  Boards 
of  Trustees  of  Davidson  College  and 
Presbyterian  College  at  Montreal. 

Dr.  Mann  was  born  in  Union  County, 
July  6,  1886,  the  son  of  John  and  Laura 
McCall  Mann.  He  was  educated  at 
Davidson  College  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia,  from 
which  institution  he  graduated  in  1910, 
with  the  B.D.  degree. 

He  was  licensed  by  East  Hanover  Pres- 
bytery May  10,  1910,  and  was  ordained 
on  July  10  of  the  same  year  by  Lexing- 
ton Presbytery. 

He  served  pastorates  at  Tinkling 
Springs  Church  in  Lexington  Presbytery 
from  1910  to  1918,  and  the  Church  of 
the  Covenant,  Wilmington  from  1918  to 
1926.  He  was  Pastor  of  the  Purity 
Church  at  Chester,  S.  C.  from  1926  to 
1934.  He  was  Director  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
with  his  residence  at  Montreal  from  1934 
to  1935,  then  at  Maxton  from  1935  to 
1938,  and  still  later  at  Davidson  from 
1938  to  1940.  Finally  he  made  his  home 
near  Charlotte  from  1940  until  the  time 
of  his  death. 

Dr.  Mann  served  as  Moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1944.  He 
also  served  as  Moderator  of  several  Pres- 
byteries in  the  Carolinas  and  Virginia. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  the  former 
Mary  Miller  of  Statesville.  They  were 
married  July  28,  1910.  Other  survivors 
include  four  sons:  J.  O.  Mann,  Jr.,  Char- 
lotte; S.  Donald  Mann  of  the  home;  Dal- 
ton  M.  Mann  of  Belmont;  and  the  Rev. 
James  S.  Mann  of  Gastonia;  and  a  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  David  E.  Parrish  of  Charlotte. 

Friends  were  requested  to  send  me- 
morials to  the  Men's  Work  of  the  N.  C. 
Synod. 

In  1957,  the  Reverend  Robert  Turner 
of  Charlotte  was  named  to  succeed  Dr. 
Mann  as  the  Regional  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education.  Mr.  Turner  has  contin- 
ued in  this  position  until  the  present.

Church  of  Christ,  Washington,  as  leader 
of  the  discussion  on  such  domestic  issues 
as  civil  rights,  reapportionment,  conser- 
vation, farm  migrants,  Taft-Hartley  bill, 
anti-poverty  program,  minimum  wage 
law,  and  health  and  cigarettes. 

Following  lunch  a  worship  service,  will 
be  conducted  by  the  Rt.  Reverend  Thom- 
as H.  Wright,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

The  afternoon  session  will  be  presided 
over  by  Edward  F.  Snyder,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Friends  Committee  on 
National  Legislation,  Washington.  The 
following  matters  will  be  discussed:  Viet- 
nam, Communist  China,  United  Nations, 
Rhodesia  and  Africa,  disarmament,  for- 
eign aid,  food  for  peace,  and  east-west 
relations. 

Dr.  Ellen  Winston,  Com- 
missioner of  the  Welfare  Administration, 
United  States  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare,  Washington,  will 
address  the  group,  and  at  7  P.M.  an  open 
forum  on  North  Carolina  and  current 
legislation  will  be  held. 


DISASTROUS  FIRE 

Fire  gutted  the  middle  section  of  Trin- 
ity Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  Dur- 
ham, January  15,  necessitating  tempor- 
ary cancellation  of  all  activities  of  the 
Church. 

The  fire  seems  to  have  started  in  the 
office  of  the  Pastor,  Dr.  William  C. 
Bennett,  or  the  office  of  his  secretary, 
though  the  exact  cause  is  unknown. 

The  fire  spread  to  the  attic  of  the  Edu- 
cational Building  and  to  two  or  three 
of  the  upstairs  class  rooms. 

The  interior  of  the  offices  in  the  middle 
section  of  the  Church  were  destroyed 
and  large  areas  of  the  Educational  Build- 
ing were  damaged  excessively. 

Firemen  battled  the  blaze  for  more 
than  four  hours  in  the  face  of  rain,  sleet, 
and  near  freezing  cold. 

According  to  Mrs.  Florence  Bivens, 
Church  Secretary,  "most  everything  in 
the  Pastor's  Study  was  destroyed,  includ- 
ing some  of  the  records  of  the  Church 
and  Dr.  Bennett's  file  of  sermons". 

Dr.  Bennett  writes  optimistically  in 
spite  of  his  losses,  stating  that  the  Church 
has  rallied  and  that  plans  are  already 
underway  to  rebuild. 
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Old  Bethesda  At  The  Head  Of 

Rockfish 

During  1966,  Old  Bethesda  Presby- 
terian Church,  one  of  the  historic  land- 
marks of  North  Carolina,  will  celebrate 
its  175th  anniversary. 

Old  Bethesda  Church  is  located  just 
northeast  of  Aberdeen  in  a  balmy  oak 
and  pine  grove.  The  surrounding  tomb- 
stones— old  and  new,  the  hallowed 
grounds,  and  the  church  itself,  represent 
one  silent  composite  history  of  people 
and  events  in  the  Cape  Fear  area  for  the 
better  part  of  two  centuries.  The  grounds 
were  once  trampled  by  both  Confederate 
and  Union  troops. 

Bethesda  Church  and  Cape  Fear  his- 
tory have  been  so  intensely  eventful  that 
a  book,  "Old  Bethesda — At  the  Head  of 
Rockfish"  has  been  long  among  the  writ-

ten  records.  Its  author  is  the  late  Bion 
H.  Butler  of  Southern  Pines,  a  Pennsyl- 
vanian  and  a  newspaper  man  who  by 
choice  retired  in  the  Old  North  State,  in 
order  to  sing  her  praises. 

Bethesda  Church  history  dates  back  to 
1776  when  King  George  of  England  gave 
to  John  Patterson  a  grant  for  a  tract  of 
land  in  the  area  where  the  old  church 
building  is  now  located. 

The  Church  was  officially  organized 
in  1790.  Today  there  are  two  churches — 
the  old  church,  located  just  out  of  the 
town  of  Aberdeen  and  preserved  as  a 
shrine,  and  the  new  church,  located  in 
Aberdeen.  The  old  church  is  located  "on 
the  west  side  of  nearby  Hellicon  Ridge".

Frank  G.  Mclnnis,  advertising  artist 
with  the  Charlotte  Observer,  Charlotte, 
N.  C,  is  also  a  churchman  interested  in 
old  churches,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  pic- 
tures of  the  old  Bethesda  Church,  Aber- 
deen, N.  C,  which  appear  on  this  page. 
The  lower  church  is  the  old  Bethesda 
Church,  a  "wash  drawing"  done  by  Mr. 
Mclnnis  in  1961.  The  photo-print  is  a 
pen-and-ink  drawing  of  the  new  Bethesda 
Church  in  Aberdeen  as  it  appears  today, 
and  is  also  the  work  of  Mr.  Mclnnis. 

Mr.  Mclnnis  is  a  native  of  Aberdeen 
where  he  finished  high  school.  He  writes 
that  he  united  with  the  "Bethesda  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  1938",  when  the 
Reverend  E.  L.  Barber  was  Pastor. 
"Through  the  inspiration  of  his  moving 
life  and  sermons,"  continues  Mr.  Mc- 
lnnis, "I  let  Christ  into  my  life.  I  still 
have  a  special  place  in  my  heart  for  both 
Mr.  Barber  and  Bethesda  Church". 

Today  Mr.  Mclnnis  is  known  nation- 
ally for  his  "quips"  which  "bring  a 
chuckle,  more  likely  a  smile"  to  his  many 
readers  in  various  magazines  which  pub- 
lish his  epigrams. 

Though  his  profession  is  advertising 
art,  he  has  been  writing  quips  and  epi- 
grams as  a  sideline  since  high  school 
days. 

Mclnnis  peppered  the  Saturday  Even- 
ing Post  with  400  epigrams  over  a  two- 
year  period  before  the  editors  accepted 
one,  although  some  they  rejected  have 
been  bought  by  Look  and  other  mag-

of  the  times,  contains  a  gallery,  once 
reserved  for  slaves.  This  building,  replac- 
ed an  earlier  one,  and  was  erected  in 
1832.  It  was  not  until  1910  that  the 
Bethesda  congregation  "moved  to  town" 
and  erected  the  present  brick  structure. 

From  the  mother  church  have  sprung 
other  churches  including  the  Brownson 
Memorial  Church  in  Southern  Pines,  now 
the  third  largest  church  in  membership 
in  Fayetteville  Presbytery. 

In  recent  years  a  modern  educational 
building  has  been  added  to  the  "new" 
Bethesda  Church. 

Ministers  who  have  served  Bethesda 
from  1825  to  the  present  time  are:  John 
Mclntyre,  to  1830;  Archibald  Buie  to 
1832;  Colin  Mclver  to  1834;  Evander

Reports  On  Presbytery  Meetings 


ALBEMARLE 

Albemarle  Presbytery  convened  for  the 
winter  meeting  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Goldsboro,  January  25,  1966,  with 
the  Reverend  Henry  V.  Lofquist,  Mod- 
erator, presiding. 

The  morning  session  centered  on  the 
"Call  to  Repentance  and  Expectancy". 
Six  speakers  were  presented  by  the  Rev- 
erend Richard  R.  Ganunon,  Chairman,  as 
follows:  The  Reverend  Thomas  H.  Hamil- 
ton; Dr.  Earl  Trevathan,  Greenville;  Rev. 
J.  Murphy  Smith;  Ruling  Elder  Emmitt 
Hubbard,  Wilson,  Mrs.  Dan  Cratch,  Wash- 
ington; and  Ruling  Elder  James  Middle- 
ton,  Rocky  Mount. 

Julian  Fenner,  Rocky  Mount,  was  elected 
Moderator-nominee. 

The  Reverend  Irving  Stubbs,  Tarboro, 
brought  the  communion  message,  and  the 
communion  service  was  conducted  by  the 
Pastors  of  the  Goldsboro  Church,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Everett  K.  Brown  and  David  Good- 
all,  assisted  by  the  Ruling  Elders. 

The  Reverend  Henry  V.  Lofquist  and  the 
Reverend  Edwin  S.  Coates  asked  for  a  dis- 
solution of  the  pastoral  relations  existing 
between  them  and  their  churches  in  order 
that  they  might  be  honorably  retired.  The 
Presbytery  concurred  in  the  request. 

The  Reverend  Glenn  Dickson  was  dis- 
missed to  Hanover  Presbytery,  and  the 
Reverend  A.  G.  Courtenay  was  received 
from  Granville  Presbytery,  pending  instal- 
lation as  Pastor  of  the  Covenant  Church, 
Wilson. 

The  Rev.  James  M.  McChesney  stressed 
the  Union  Seminary  Advance  program. 

The  Reverend  Richard  R.  Gammon  pre- 
sented the  Report  of  the  Council  and 
Stewardship  Committee,  recommending  a 
1966  budget  of  $185,267. 

The  Reverend  Dan  Snyder  reported  for 
the  World  Missions  Committee,  including 
the  projected  itineration  in  the  Presbytery 
of  the  Reverend  William  B.  Moseley  and 
Miss  Florence  Lewis. 

Miss  Mildred  Mallard,  Area  DCE,  was 
presented  in  connection  with  her  work. 

By  a  close  vote  Presbytery  defeated  a 
resolution  to  overture  the  General  As- 
sembly urging  that  representatives  to  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  use  their 
influence  to  revise  rules  regulating  study 
and  action  on  social  and  political  ques- 
tions. 

Cann  Memorial  Church,  Elizabeth  City 
was  designated  as  the  meeting  place  on 
April  19. 


Life  Membership  Award 

Miss  Marjorie  Lindsley  of  Williamston, 
N.  C,  was  reecntly  presented  an  honorary 
life  membership  pin  and  certificate  by  the 
Women  of  the  Williamston  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Miss  Lindsley  has  taught  Sunday  School, 
served  as  President  of  the  Women-of-the- 
Church,  been  an  active  member  of  the 
choir,  served  as  Circle  Chairman  several 
times  and  has  been  ordained  and  installed 
as  the  first  woman  Elder  of  the  William- 
ston Presbyterian  Church. 

The  award  was  presented  by  Miss  Mary 
E.  Rodgerson,  on  behalf  of  the  Women  Of 
The  Church,  who  "deem  it  an  honor  to 
award  the  Life  Membership  to  one  who 
has  given  so  generously  of  her  time, 
talents,  and  means." 

After  the  presentation  of  the  award  Miss 
Rodgerson  asked  Mrs.  L.  P.  Lindsley, 
Mother  of  the  Honoree,  to  "do  the  honors" 
by  pinning  the  award  on  her  daughter. 
Mrs.  Lindsley  and  Miss  Rodgerson  are 
both  former  recipients  of  a  similar  award. 


CONCORD 

Concord  Presbytery  held  its  369th 
stated  session  at  the  Forest  Park  Church, 
Statesville  on  January  18,  1966,  at  which 
time  Rev.  C.  Wesley  Jennings  was  elected 
its  new  Moderator.  Rev.  Thompson  B. 
Southall,  retiring  Moderator,  presided 
over  the  opening  sessions  of  Presbytery. 

Following  the  worship  service.  Rev. 
J.  B.  Moore,  missionary  to  Japan,  ad- 
dressed Presbytery. 

It  was  noted  that  there  was  an  increase 
of  nearly  10%  in  benevolence  gifts  for 
the  year  1965  over  the  previous  year.  A 
motion  to  overture  the  General  Assembly 
to  withdraw  from  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  66 
to  28. 

In  response  to  the  General  Assembly's 
plea,  a  worship  service  on  the  theme,  "A 
Call  to  Repentance  and  Expectancy,  was 
led  by  Rev.  Finley  M.  Grissett,  Jr.  of 
Salisbury,  for  which  the  Mitchell  College 
Choir  furnished  the  music. 

The  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Presbytery, 
Rev.  E.  D.  Witherspoon,  Jr.,  reported 
that  the  total  gifts  for  1965,  including 
current  expenses  and  building  funds, 
were  $2,109,792,  and  that  the  total  num- 
ber of  communicants  as  of  January  1, 
1966  was  16,710  in  comparison  with 
17,009  in  1964,  a  loss  of  299. 

The  Presbytery  heard  reports  of  the 
various  Committee  Chairmen,  and  spe- 
cial recognition  was  given  to  Mr.  Cary 
P.  Lowrance  of  Mooresville  for  his  ser- 
vice as  a  member  of  the  Commission 
on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  for  many 
years.  It  was  announced  that  Rev.  Daniel 
Garcia,  Secretary  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion of  the  National  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Mexico,  would  speak  in  the  churches 
of  the  Presbytery  from  February  27 
through  March  13. 

The  Commission  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work,  Rev.  J.  Malcolm  Murchison, 
Chairman,  reported.  The  call  of  the 
Rev.  Jack  C.  Wilhelm  to  the  Bethesda 
and  the  Fifth  Creek  churches,  was  ap- 
proved. Mr.  Wilhelm  comes  from  the 
First  Church,  Somerset,  Ky. 

The  Property  Committee  reported  on 
improved  facilities  at  Camp  Grier.  Pres- 
bytery expressed  appreciation  to  the  Alba 
Waldensian  Bakery  of  Valdese  for  dona- 
tions of  kitchen  and  dining-room  equip- 
ment. 

Presbytery  will  next  convene  April  19 
at  the  Shearer  Church,  Mooresville.

Council  Secretary 

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  fifty-nine 
year  old  chief  administrator  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  re- 
knowned  for  his  leadership  in  church 
union  and  Christian  Social  Action  Pro- 
grams, was  elected  General  Secretary  of 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  at  its 
meeting  in  Geneva  early  in  February. 

Named  in  an  "overwhelming"  vote  by 
the  100-member  policy-making  central 
committee  of  the  International  Fellow- 
ship of  214  Protestant,  Orthodox,  Angli- 
can, and  Old  Catholic  Churches,  the 
American  churchman  will  succeed  Dr. 
W.  A.  Visser  't  Hooft,  noted  Dutch  Re- 
formed Clergyman,  in  what  is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  important  executive 
posts  in  Christianity. 

A  unanimous  choice  of  the  18-member 
special  nominating  committee  named 
last  year  to  produce  a  candidate  for  the 
Secretaryship,  Dr.  Blake  will  assume  the 
position  at  a  date  this  year  yet  to  be 
announced. 

Dr.  Blake  has  served  as  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  former  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.  from  1951  to  1958  and  since  then 
has  held  his  present  office.  From  1954  to 
1957  he  served  as  President  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches. 

He  is  an  advocate  of  closer  relations 
with  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  has 
spearheaded  efforts  towards  union  of  the 
major  Protestant  denominations  in  Amer- 
ica. 


NEWS  AT  LARGE 

Professor  Ernest  R.  Sandeen  of  Man- 
chester College,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota  re- 
cently reported  in  a  paper  before  the 
American  Historical  Association  in  San 
Francisco  that  the  "American  Funda- 
mentalism" movement  has  been  widely 
misinterpreted  as  a  sociological  pheno- 
menon rather  than  a  genuine  religious 
development.  He  declared  that  funda- 
mentalism had  its  origin,  not  in  the  South 
as  generally  proposed,  but  rather  at  Prin- 
ceton Seminary  in  the  North  and  that 
"Baptists  and  Presbyterians  were  the 
groups  'severely  shaken'  by  fundamental- 
ism".

Easter  Offering 

Up  to  $50,000  of  the  Easter  offering 
receipts  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 
this  year  will  be  earmarked  for  a  new 
"Good  Samaritan"  program  to  provide 
discretionary  funds  for  the  Church's  ov- 
erseas missionaries.  Under  the  program, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
World  Missions,  the  offerings  will  pro- 
vide small  sums  of  up  to  $100  for  mis- 
sionaries to  dispense  in  meeting  needs 
of  individuals  they  may  encounter  who 
cannot  be  aided  adequately  through  nor- 
mal mission  programs. 

The  Board  also  voted  to  set  aside  "at 
least  $15,000"  of  the  Easter  offering  for 
work  among  refugees  in  Vietnam,  to  be 
administered  through  Church  World  Ser- 
vice. 

Financial  reports  indicated  the  contri- 
bution in  1965  for  World  Mission  pur- 
poses exceeded  the  1964  giving  by 
$186,503. 


Religious  Text 

The  Systematic  Theology  of  Paul  Til- 
lich,  which  has  been  selected  by  The 
London  Times  Literary  Supplement  as 
one  of  the  outstanding  texts  of  religion 
in  the  1960's,  was  authored  by  Alexander 
J.  McKelway,  Assistant  Professor  of  Bible 
at  Davidson  College.  Only  thirteen  books 
have  been  singled  out  for  this  distinction.

and  terrorized  villages  and  cities.

The  Board  of  World  Missions,  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  is  calling  on  church  mem- 
bers for  funds  and  volunteers  for  refugee 
work  in  war-torn  Viet  Nam.  Refugees  are 
estimated  at  1,000,000.  Volunteers  for  serv- 
ice will  be  used  for  periods  of  from  three 
to  six  months  or  longer.  The  Board  is 
asking  for  a  1966  Easter  offering  to 
undergird  the  program  in  addition  to 
providing  funds  for  a  food  distribution 
program  in  Northeast  Brazil,  refugee-re- 
lief in  Africa,  and  tuberculosis  control  in 
Korea.  The  Board  will  add  a  full-time 
physician  to  its  staff  as  Medical  Secre- 
tary. Eight  new  missionaries  have  been 
appointed  and  six  short-term  missionaries 
re-appointed.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  D.  Lee  Wil- 
liamson have  been  retired  after  thirty-six 
years  of  service  in  West  Brazil. 

The  annual  missionary  tour  to  Africa, 
sponsored  by  the  Board  of  World  Missions, 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  H.  D.  Habery- 
an  of  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  will  begin 
October  10.

Life  Membership 

Emma  Moffett  (Mrs.  Robert  J.)  McMullen 

An  honorary  life  membership  was  pre- 
sented to  Mrs.  Robert  J.  McMullen  by  the 
Women  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Chapel  Hill,  N.  C,  on  January  17,  1966,  at 
a  luncheon  in  her  honor.  Mrs.  John  Bright, 
Richmond,  Va.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Dimmock, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  daughters  of  Mrs.  McMul- 
len and  the  late  Dr.  McMullen,  attended 
the  luncheon  meeting. 

Emma  H.  Moffett  was  born  on  March  3, 
1886,  in  Stanford,  Kentucky,  where  her 
father  was  minister.  Later  in  Lebanon, 
Kentucky,  she  served  as  his  church  or- 
ganist and  choir  director.  She  graduated 
from  Lewisburg  Female  Institute,  Lewis- 
burg,  West  Virginia,  taught  one  year  at  a 
mission  school  in  Oklahoma  (Indian  Ter- 
ritory), then  at  Mitchell  College,  States- 
ville,  North  Carolina.  In  1910  she  married 
Robert  J.  McMullen  and  went  to  Hang- 
chow,  China,  where  for  over  thirty  years 
she  helped  in  all  the  activities  of  the 
Mission  through  Bible  Classes,  teaching 
hygiene  and  child  care  to  women,  holding 
Sunday  Schools,  etc.  But  her  greatest 
Christian  witness  was  through  her  person- 
al life  in  the  community  and  the  example 
of  her  Christian  home  which  were,  to  the 
Chinese  people,  practical  manifestations 
of  the  meaning  of  the  Gospel. 

During  World  War  II  she  was  interned 
for  seven  months  in  a  Japanese  prison 
camp,  and  was  near  starvation  when  re- 
patriated on  the  S.S.  Gripsholm.  After  two 
years  in  Danville,  Kentucky,  and  five  in 
New  York  City,  where  she  was  a  very  ac- 
tive church  member,  she  retired  with  her 
husband  to  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina, 
where  they  spent  ten  of  their  happiest 
years. 

Serving  as  Evangelist  in  charge  of  the 
congregation  during  one  of  the  most  dif- 
ficult periods  in  the  history  of  the  Chapel 
Hill  Presbyterian  Church,  Dr.  McMullen 
provided  the  leadership  necessary  to  guide 
and  renew  the  life  of  that  church. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  Mrs.  Mc- 
Mullen endeared  herself  to  the  women 
of  the  Chapel  Hill  Chiu-ch  as  she  pro- 
vided not  only  support  and  understanding 
of  their  work  but  evidenced  the  kind  of 
generosity  of  spirit  which  evoked  the  best 
from  those  about  her  and  made  one  feel 
incapable  of  speaking  an  unkind  word  in 
her  presence.  The  McMullens  moved  to  the 
Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point,  North 
Carolina,  in  1961  where  Mrs.  McMullen  has 
resided  since  Dr.  McMullen's  death  in  1962. 

Emma  McMullen  never  held  impressive 
offices  in  the  church  but  was  always  in 
her  quiet  way  a  tower  of  strength  to  her 
husband,  a  wonderful  mother,  and  a 
loving  and  helpful  friend.  (A  testimony  to 
her  influence  is  the  fact  that  her  two  sons 
are  ministers  and  the  three  daughters  are 
married  to  ministers.)  She  has  always 
been  a  faithful  witness  to  and  a  radiant 
example  of  the  love  of  her  Lord.

Chairman  of  the  Chemistry  Department 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  Virginia, 
has  been  appointed  as  Professor  of  Chem- 
istry and  Assistant  Dean  of  St.  Andrews 
College,  according  to  an  announcement 
by  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President.  Dr.

Columbia  Seminary  Campaign 
Completed 

Receipt  of  $5  million  in  contributions 
marks  the  successful  completion  of  the 
first  phase  of  the  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  Development  Program,  accord- 
ing to  an  announcement  recently  made 
by  President  J.  McDowell  Richards,  De- 
catur, Georgia. 

According  to  Dr.  Richards  "the  im- 
mediate goals  have  been  achieved,  with 
$2.3  million  used  for  physical  additions 
and  improvements  to  the  Seminary  cam- 
pus, and  $2.7  million  added  to  the  en- 
dowment". 

The  Development  Program  grew  out 
of  a  survey  made  in  1958  by  six  distin- 
guished churchmen  and  educators,  led  by 
Dr.  Charles  L.  King  of  Houston,  Texas; 
Dean  E.  G.  Homrighausen,  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary;  Dr.  Joseph  R. 
Sizoo,  George  Washington  University; 
President  R.  T.  L.  Liston,  King  College; 
Dr.  O.  C.  Carmichael,  with  the  Ford 
Foundation;  and  the  late  President  James 
Ross  McCain,  Agnes  Scott  College. 

The  Seminary  has  a  long  range  plan 
which  calls  for  an  additional  $12.5 
million,  to  be  raised  primarily  by  the  sup- 
porting Synods  of  Alabama,  Florida, 
Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  South  Carolina.

Tentative  budgets  for  1967  were  pre- 
sented by  the  Centers.  They  will  not  be 
acted  upon  for  recommendation  to  Synod 
until  the  Committee  meets  again  in  May. 

The  Synod's  program  is  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  more  than  5,000  Pres- 
byterian young  people  attending  non- 
Presbyterian  institutions.  These  include 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill,  Greensboro,  and  Raleigh; 
Duke  University;  East  Carolina  College; 
Fayetteville  State  Teachers  College;  Pem- 
broke College;  Wake  Forest  College;  and 
a  United  Ministry  Program  at  both  Char- 
lotte College  and  North  Carolina  College, 
Durham.  In  addition  Synod  participates 
in  joint  support  of  work  among  Presby- 
terian nurses  in  the  hospitals  of  Char- 
lotte. 

In  1966,  Synod  is  operating  on  a  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  over-all  budget  of 
$84,478.

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BOOK  REVIEW 

Robert  Lee  Stowe,  Pioneer  in  Textiles  by  Legette  Blythe,  288 
pages,  published  by  Heritage  Printers,  Charlotte.  $4.95. 

At  the  age  of  thirty-two  on  a  spring  day  in  1865,  Charles  Theo- 
dore Stowe,  known  by  his  friends  and  relatives  as  "Dory",  trudged 
home  from  the  surrender  of  the  Confederacy's  shattered,  but  un- 
conquered  army,  to  his  desolated  but  never  despairing  native  Gaston 
County,  N.  C.  He  had  survived  the  four  years  of  desperate  fighting 
with  a  sound  body  and  an  unbeaten  spirit,  and  he  looked  ahead 
hopefully  and  with  quiet  determination. 

By  midsummer  he  had  married  his  sweetheart  Margaret  Ann 
Stowe,  from  across  the  Catawba  River  in  Mecklenburg  County  and 
on  April  5, 1866  their  first  child,  a  son,  was  born.  For  him  his  father 
had  envisioned  only  one  possible  name — Robert  Lee. 

This  is  the  story  of  Robert  Lee  Stowe,  perhaps  the  last  of  North 
Carolina's  titans  of  industry  to  have  been  born  in  a  log  cabin.  It 
is  the  account  of  the  career  of  a  notable  North  Carolinian  who 
lived  through  all  but  three  years  of  a  century  of  the  world's  most 
momentous  history,  a  career  of  tremendous  accomplishments 
achieved  within  three  miles  of  his  birthplace. 

The  account  of  Mr.  Stowe' s  life  reveals  quite  frequently  and  in- 
terestingly his  long  career  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  American 
textile  industry,  along  with  that  of  his  brother,  the  late  S.  P. 
Stowe,  with  whom  from  their  boyhood  he  was  closely  associated  and 
to  whom  he  was  always  warmly  devoted.  Together  these  two  men 
entered  into  the  cotton  mill  business  with  the  building  of  the 
Chronicle  Mills,  the  first  of  what  was  to  become  the  vast  Stowe 
textile  manufacturing  empire. 

Written  in  easy  and  informal  style,  the  book  depicts  Gaston 
County's  first  citizen  through  many  years  as  a  man  committed  to 
the  advancement  of  the  whole  life  of  his  beloved  region.

der  Medicare  will  have  applied  for  it 
and  will  be  covered  under  it." 

The  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief 
states  in  its  letter  that  annuitants  and 
beneficiaries  will  be  sent  additional  de- 
tails as  they  become  available. 

Dr.  George  H.  Vick,  executive  secre- 
tary of  that  board,  said,  "The  purpose  of 
the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief,  in  the 
light  of  the  Medicare  Program,  is  to  offer 
through  the  board,  on  a  group  basis,  a 
coverage  that  will  supplement  coverage 
available  under  Medicare,  and  to  the  de- 
gree that  all  our  people  previously  in- 
sured under  the  policies  offered  by  this 
board  will  have,  after  the  beginning  of 
Medicare  Program  on  July  1,  1966,  total 
coverage  equal  to  that  which  they  had 
prior  to  Medicare. 

"It  is  our  purpose  to  do  all  within  our 
power  to  see  to  it  that  no  person  former- 
ly insured  under  the  coverage  offered  by 
this  board,  has  less  protection  after  the 
beginning  of  the  Medicare  Program  than 
they  had  previously. 

"The  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief 
has  for  some  time  been  in  consultation 
with  persons  responsible  for  the  Medicare 
program  concerning  details  as  to  exactly 
how  supplemental  insurance  programs 
underwritten  by  private  companies  can 
tie  in  most  effectively  with  the  Medi- 
care Program. 

"The  board's  urging  all  our  people  to 
do  this  is  simply  a  matter  of  economics," 
added  Dr.  Vick. 

"There  is  nowhere  else  where  people 
currently   eligible   for   coverage  under 


Medicare,  can  get  the  coverage  offered 
by  Medicare  for  the  price  available  under 
Medicare. 

"This  is  true  because  of  the  size  of 
the  group  in  the  Medicare  Program  and 
because  the  amount  that  is  paid  by  the 
insured  is  supplemented  by  a  matching 
payment. 

"Of  course  it  will  necessitate  quite  a 
bit  of  retailoring  our  own  program  and 
policies  to  supplement  Medicare,"  Dr. 
Vick  said.

It  will  be  designed  to  use  mod- 
ern devices  for  instruction  as  recom- 
mended by  leading  educators  and  archi- 
tects. Preliminary  plans  call  for  a  build- 
ing to  provide  space  for  one  lar^e  amphi- 
theater-type lecture  room,  several  smaller 
lecture  rooms,  and  a  group  of  similar  and 
special-purpose  classrooms  needed  by 
the  Seminary's  curriculum.  All  rooms 
will  be  equipped  with  the  most  modern 
audio-visual  facilities  and  other  techni- 
cal equipment  suitable  for  use  in  grad- 
uate theological  education. 

The  new  instructional  building  will 
serve  as  the  centet  for  teaching  in  the 
Seminary's  regular  curriculuiM  and  will 
be  used  in  the  Seminary's  program  of 
continuing  education  for  ministers  in  the 
field  and  for  instructional  programs  for 
laymen. 

Union  Seminary,  which  has  been  locat- 
ed in  Richmond  since  1898,  is  controlled 
and  operated  by  the  Synods  of  Virginia, 
West  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  Ap- 
palachia  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  The  institution  has  trained  more 
than  one-half  of  all  ministers  now  serving 
in  the  denomination  and  has  over  twenty- 
five  hundred  living  alumni.  Its  graduates 
now  serve  in  thirty-nine  states,  twenty- 
two  foreign  countries,  and  some  forty 
denominations. 

President  Jones  reports  that  early  re- 
sponse to  the  Seminary  ADVANCE  de- 
velopment campaign  has  been  most  en- 
couraging. At  the  present  time  a  wide 
series  of  special  "Seminary  Sundays"  are 
being  held  each  week  throughout  the 
three  state  area  of  Virginia,  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  North  Carolina  to  highlight  the 
needs  of  the  Seminary  to  local  congrega- 
tions. Tfe  goal  of  the  Seminary  AD- 
VANCE program  is  set  at  six  million 
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President  Presented  Bible 

The  "Year  of  the  Bible"  was  formally 
opened  in  Washington  recently  with  the 
presentation  to  President  Johnson  of  a 
Bible  which  symbolized  the  750-millionth 
copy  of  Scriptures  distributed  by  the 
American  Bible  Society  since  the  or- 
ganization's founding  in  1816. 

The  presentation  was  the  first  formal 
event  marking  1966  as  the  150th  an- 
niversary year  of  the  Society. 


Benevolence  Gifts  Up 

According  to  a  recent  announcement 
by  the  General  Council  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  benevolence  receipts  for 
1965  increased  by  $316,155  over  1964; 
however,  only  84%  of  the  total  bene- 
volence budget  for  1965  ($9,968,380)  or 
$8,398,593  was  received. 

Commenting  on  the  stewardship  re- 
sults, Dr.  James  G.  Patton,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  General  Council,  said, 
"The  increase  in  benevolence  giving  on 
the  Assembly  level  is,  I  believe,  a  cause 
for  much  gratitude.  The  disturbed  con- 
dition of  the  world  and  the  Church  is 
not  conducive  to  increased  generosity.  In 
Spite  of  these  conditions,  our  Church 
has  gone  forward.  For  this  we  are  thank- 
ful and  we  take  new  hope  for  a  real 
advance  in  the  years  ahead". 

The  1965  benevolence  receipts  were 
as  follows:  Board  of  World  Missions, 
$4,639,214;  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
$1,320,419;  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, $635,711;  Board  of  Annuities  and 
Relief,  $702,435;  General  Fund  Agen- 
cies, $1,081,811;  and  Inter-Church 
Agencies,  $19,003.

urgy.  The  guide  for  worship  would  be  a 
part  of  the  constitution. 

The  subgroup  on  witness  and  structure 
expressed  the  feeling  that  union  would 
provide  an  "approach  to  mission  with  a 
broader  outreach  and  deeper  dedica- 
tion." 

It  also  considered  the  possibility  of 
abolishing  the  Presbyterian  synod  and 
the  Reformed  particular  synod  (area 
courts). 

Another  possibility  raised  was  the 
combining  of  the  boards  of  world  mis- 
sions and  home  missions  into  one  agency. 

The  subgroup  suggested  that  the  plan 
of  union  state  the  mission  of  the  church 
in  contemporary  language,  based  on 
Scripture  and  doctrinal  standards. 

The  Presbyterian  Book  of  Church  Or- 
der was  suggested  as  the  basis  to  begin 
drafting  the  section  on  polity.  The  Re- 
formed Church's  constitution  would  be 
"laid  alongside  it  and  where  there  is 
disagreement,  there  must  be  reconcilia- 
tion." 

The  subgroup  on  polity  found  "no 
major  problems  in  reference  to  the  local 
congregations  of  the  churches." 

Comments  by  Leaders 

Dr.  Norman  E.  Thomas  of  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  the  Reformed  co-chairman  of  the 
Joint  Committee,  keynoted  the  meeting 
by  telling  consultants  they  have  an  op- 
portunity to  "see  visions  of  a  new,  dy- 
namic, united  church  and  to  work  to- 
ward their  fulfillment." 

"We  have  invited  you  because  we  need 
your  help,  your  counsel  and  your  con- 
cern to  prepare  the  best  instrument  of 
union,  the  most  visionary,  the  most  cour- 
ageous and  the  most  faihful  .  .  ." 

John  A.  Fulton  of  Louisville,  Presby- 
terian co-chairman,  reviewed  a  proposed 
outline  of  a  plan  of  union  and  noted  dif- 
ferences that  must  be  resolved.

Duke  Gift  To  Davidson 

Davidson  College  is  recipient  of  a  spe- 
cial $284,500  appropriation  from  the 
Duke  Endowment,  for  use  in  its  program 
during  the  academic  year  which  begins 
next  September,  according  to  a  recent  an- 
nouncement by  Dr.  D.  Grier  Martin, 
President  of  the  College. 

Of  the  grant  $112,000  will  be  used  in 
1966-67  to  support  Davidson's  program 
of  increased  faculty  salaries  and  for  fac- 
ulty research  projects;  $80,000  will  en- 
able the  college  to  purchase  books  and 
other  library  materials;  $75,000  is  ear- 
marked for  the  future  development  of 
library  facilities;  $10,000  will  help  fin- 
ance the  1966-67  "Davidson  Abroad" 
program  in  France  and  Germany;  and 
$7,500  will  be  used  for  further  develop- 
ment of  the  College's  inter-departmental 
course  in  the  humanities. 

Unfortunately  the  gift  cannot  be  in- 
cluded as  matching  money  in  Davidson's 
campaign  to  raise  $5V2  million  dollars  to 
qualify  for  a  $2.2  million  Challenge 
Grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation.

History  of  Movement 

In  1962  the  denominations'  highest 
courts  authorized  the  formation  of  a 
Joint  Committee  of  12  members  from 
each  church  "to  seek  together  a  fuller 
expression  of  unity  in  faith  and  action." 

In  reporting  to  the  courts  in  1963,  the 
committee  noted  "a  broad  meeting 
ground  both  in  theology  and  church  gov- 
ernment" and  reaffirmed  "readiness  to 
be  led  into  whatever  forms  of  church  life 
and  work  are  revealed  as  God's  will  for 
us." 

By  1964,  the  committee  was  ready  to 
recommend  serious  union  negotiations, 
after  finding  "no  major  impediments 
between  our  two  denominations"  in  the 
basic  fields  of  theology,  worship  and 
polity.  The  top  governing  bodies  approved 
the  report,  which  said  "that  we  envision 
the  union  of  our  two  churches." 

The  General  Assembly  and  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  at  their  1965  meetings  asked 
the  committee  to  begin  drafting  a  plan 
of  union  for  presentation  by  1968. 

Plans  also  have  been  approved  for 
holding  simultaneous  meetings  of  the  two 
high  courts  beginning  June  7,  1967,  in 
Bristol,  Tenn. 

The  Reformed  and  the  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  churches'  top  governing  bodies  have 
rejected  proposals  to  expand  the  current 
conversations  to  include  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

They  took  the  position  "that  the  most 
genuine  potential  for  advance  of  church 
union  for  both  our  denominations  at  the 


New  Publication 

For  the  first  time  in  twenty  years  and 
the  sixth  time  in  the  history  of  the  105- 
year-old  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States,  an  official  publication, 
known  as  the  Assembly's  Digest  has  been 
compiled. 

Dr.  James  A.  Millard,  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  General  Assembly  edited  the  volume 
which  is  due  for  publication  on  March  1. 

The  Digest  contains  major  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  Presbyterian  U.S. 
General  Assemblies  from  1861  through 
1965.  The  compilations  are  limited  to 
the  general  government  and  discipline 
of  the  Church,  duties  of  judicatures,  ac- 
tions of  the  court  which  are  of  permanent 
meaning  in  the  life  and  work  of  the 
Church,  and  actions  of  the  Assembly  as 
are  interpretative  of  the  constitution  of 
the  Church.  It  is  being  recommended  as 
a  reference  book  for  Presbyteriafi  min- 
isters, church  libraries,  ruling  elders, 
and  deacons  of  the  denomination. 

"This  Digest",  according  to  Dr.  Mil- 
lard, "is  not  to  be  looked  to  as  a  com- 
plete history  of  the  Assembly  or  as  a 
comprehensive  index  to  the  Minutes. 
Matters  of  simple  history  are  not  in- 
cluded". 

Revisions  of  the  first  publication  of 
such  a  volume  which  appeared  in  1888 
were  published  in  1898,  1910,  1921,  and 
1945,  prior  to  the  1966  copy. 


present  time  lies  in  continuing  with  ili- 
tegrity  these  conversations  which  began 
in  1962  and  which  are  looking  increas- 
ing toward  the  union  of  the  two  denomi- 
nations." 

Other  Mergers? 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church's  in- 
volvement in  the  Consultation  on  Church 
Union  (Blake-Pike  Plan)  was  cited  as  a 
reason  for  not  inviting  it  to  participate 
in  the  Reformed-Presbyterian  U.  S.  con- 
versations. 

A  number  of  leaders  in  the  two  de- 
nominations have  said  union  would  re- 
move sectional  identification  for  both 
churches  and  create  a  church  of  national 
character.  Presently,  the  only  states  in 
the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  area  whete  the 
Reformed  Church  has  congregations  are 
Florida  and  Kentucky,  with  only  seven 
in  Florida  and  two  in  Kentucky. 

The  945,000  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  are  located 
primarily  in  16  southeastern  and  south- 
western states.  The  Reformed  Church 
has  235,000  members  in  26  states,  mostly 
across  the  northern  half  of  the  nation. 

The  Reformed  and  the  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  churches  have  been  cooperating 
closely  in  several  areas  for  many  years. 
These  include  production  of  church 
school  curriculum.  Both  now  use  the 
newly  developed  Covenant  Life  Cur- 
riculum.

When  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina    picked  up  supporters

The  Presbytery  at  its  January  meeting 
took  an  action  overturing  the  Synod  to 
create  a  new  Presbytery  of  the  territory 
within  the  present  Presbytery  lying  be- 
yond the  bounds  of  Mecklenburg  Coun- 
ty. 

At  the  Presbytery  meeting  debate  was 
limited,  and  the  vote  opposing  the  pro- 
posal was  light;  however,  there  was  senti- 
ment at  the  time,  which  seems  to  have

favorable  to  a  request  of  Synod  that  a 
Committee  be  appointed  to  study  the 
whole  matter  of  the  realignment  of 
Presbyteries,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  minority  party  is  of  the 
opinion  that  a  new  Presbytery  compris- 
ing the  present  counties  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery,  except  Mecklenburg  County, 
would  be  too  weak  to  operate  practicab- 

ly. 

Sponsors  of  this  latter  view  have  sug- 
gested that  either  a  portion  of  Fayette- 
ville Presbytery  or  a  segment  of  Con- 
cord Presbytery,  or  both,  should  be  ad- 
ded to  the  Mecklenburg  Counties. 

Three  Previous  Studies 

Three  times  in  the  past  fifteen  years 
Committees  have  been  appointed  by 
Synod  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the 
question  of  realigning  Presbyteries,  and 
each  time  recommendations  were  made 
to  Synod  that  no  changes  be  made  in  the

Chapel  Project  Set  For 
Easter  Week 

Mrs.  Dan  K.  Moore,  wife  of  Governor 
Moore,  is  supporting  a  campaign  among 
Women  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
of  all  religious  faiths,  aimed  at  raising 
"necessary  funds  to  erect  a  chapel  at  the 
North  Carolina  Correctional  Center  at 
Raleigh". 

The  project  is  currently  underway  and 
will  reach  a  climax  during  the  Easter 
Season  when  all  churches  of  all  denomi- 
nations and  faiths  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  are  requested  to  publicize  the 
project  through  church  bulletins  and  from 
the  pulpit. 

A  mailing  of  100,000  letters  and  bro- 
chures to  as  many  women  throughout 
the  State  tells  the  story  of  the  need  for 
the  Chapel  where  the  Women  who  are 
confined  in  the  penal  institution  at  Ral- 
eigh may  find  opportunity  for  both  pri- 
vate and  public  worship. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately 
$100,000  will  be  needed  for  the  building.

Mission 

Let's  face  it,  "Mission"  means  everybody 
being  involved  in  the  whole  program  of 
the  Church.  Perhaps,  it  could  hardly  he 
better  put  than  in  the  oft-heard  cheer, 
"Go,  go,  go!"  The  rub,  however,  is  that 
too  often,  as  Jesus  said,  "The  children  of 
this  world  are  wiser  than  the  children  of 
light".  Time  and  again  Christ  commanded 
His  followers  to  go — to  "go  the  extra  mile", 
to  "go  learn  what  that  meaneth",  to  "go 
rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  House  of 
Israel",  to  "go  tell  my  brethren  that  they 
go  to  Galilee",  to  "go  thou  and  preach  the 
Kingdom  of  God",  to  "go  and  tell",  to  "go 
ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations",  and 
many  like  commands. 

He  also  had  a  lot  to  say  about  giving — 
"a  cup  of  cold  water",  "good  measure 
pressed  down",  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive",  "Give  to  the  poor",  "Give 
and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you",  "Give 
alms",  and  many  others  like  these. 

In  like  manner  He  commanded  men 
to  sacrifice  and  to  serve,  to  deny  self  and 
even  to  die  in  the  cause  of  righteousness. 

If  all  Christians  took  Christ  literally 
and  seriously,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
Church  would  not  be  as  provincial  as  it  is 
or  as  ingrown,  nor  even  as  materialistic. 

The  new  theology  challenges  all  Chris- 
tians to  re-examine  themselves  and  re- 
evaluate the  status  quo. 

Pastor  Martin  Niemoeller,  the  distin- 
guished German  evangelical,  speaking  in 
Raleigh  early  in  March  on  the  "Common 
Task  of  East  and  West",  had  some  perti- 
nent things  to  say  in  regard  to  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Christian  Church  for 
the  winning  of  the  masses  engulfed  in 
atheistic  communism  and  the  building  of 
a  bridge  of  understanding  between  the 
white  and  colored  races  of  mankind. 

"We  are  inclined,"  said  Dr.  Niemoeller, 
"to  think  of  ourselves  first,  and  concerned 
about  what  we  need  for  our  own  existence 
today  and  tomorrow,  a  behavior  and  con- 
duct resulting  from  our  struggle  for  sur- 
vival, and  we  expect  future  generations 
to  look  after  themselves,  and  this  we  call 
'realism',  and  yet  it  is  inhuman." 

Pastor  Niemoeller  pointed  out  clearly 
that  the  time  is  not  far  off  when  the 
balance  of  power  will  rest  with  the  vast 
colored  races  of  the  world  who  are  in- 
creasing at  such  an  accelerated  rate  that 
by  1999  there  will  be  only  about  1,800  mil-

lion  white  men  in  contrast  to  5,200  million 
non-white. 

Concluded  Dr.  Niemoeller:  "Therefore 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  has  dared 
to  speak  rather  boldly  about  such  tasks  in 
which  east  and  west  really  ought  to  work 
together  and  in  common,  among  which 
the  concern  for  peace  and  also  the  fight 
against  every  kind  of  race-discrimination 
are  foremost.  Man  needs  it  and  God  wills 
it!" 

We  concur  and  also  with  Dr.  D.  Elton 
Trueblood,  who,  in  addressing  the  congre- 
gation in  the  Duke  Chapel  at  Durham, 
N.  C.  on  Sunday,  March  6,  on  the  subject, 
"Baptism  By  Fire",  said  among  other 
things,  "Evangelism  is  not  a  professional 
job  for  a  professional  evangelist.  It  is  the 
vocation  of  every  Christian".  This  recalls 
the  famous  message  of  the  late  Dr.  Robert 
E.  Spear  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.A.,  who  declared  that  every  Chris- 
tian is  called  to  be  a  missionary. 

We  are  concerned  today  over  the  con- 
stant decline  of  Sunday  School  member- 
ship, as  well  as  some  other  disturbing 
statistics. 

Probably  the  entire  Christian  Church 
needs  to  practice  the  kind  of  existential- 
ism as  that  engaged  in  by  the  Mormons, 
who  require  every  young  man  to  spend  a 
prescribed  time  as  a  missionary,  paying 
his  own  expenses.  On  one  occasion  the 
Church  asked  for  2,000  volunteers  and 
2,700  responded! 

While  the  younger  people  "go,  go,  go", 
the  older  in  support  of  them  should  "give, 
give,  give"  as  we  all  sacrifice  and  serve.

Earnings  Exceed  $40,000.00 
Reynolds  Fund  Distributed 

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  An- 
nuities and  Relief,  responsible  for  dis- 
tributing the  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds  Fund 
semi-annually  in  March  and  September, 
convened  in  Raleigh  early  in  March  to 
review  Presbytery  lists  of  ministers  elig- 
ible for  participation  as  annuitants. 

The  Reverend  David  H.  Burr  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
presided  over  the  meeting. 

Advice  from  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  Winston-Salem,  which  ad- 
ministers the  fund,  indicated  that  the 
largest  earnings  in  the  history  of  the 
fund,  which  had  its  beginning  in  1947, 
were  available  for  distribution.  The 
amount  was  $40,370.23. 

The  Committee  carefully  screened  the 
list  of  retired  ministers,  and  approved* 
of  89  annuitants,  each  of  whom  was 
certified  as  eligible  to  receive  his  pro- 
portionate share  of  $453.59. 

The  Committee  officially  took  an  ac- 
tion that  ministers  are  eligible  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Fund  only  when  their  status 
is  one  of  retirement  as  defined  by  the 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief;  to  wit, 
serving  a  church  for  a  period  no  longer 
than  13  continuous  weeks. 

The  Committee  also  passed  a  resolu- 
tion, to  be  presented  to  Synod,  precluding 
as  members  of  the  Committee  partici- 
pants in  the  Reynolds  Fund.

"The  Army  needs  are  immediate  and 
are  crucial,"  said  the  Rev.  James  J.  Alex- 
ander, secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension's  Division  of  Chaplains  and 
Military  Personnel.  "Additional  chap- 
lains are  also  needed  in  the  Navy  and 
Air  Force,  but  the  current  urgency  is 
centered  in  the  Army,"  said  Alexander. 

Due  to  the  critical  need,  the  U.  S. 
Army  has  raised  its  age  limit  for  initial 
appointments  of  chaplains. 

Any  ordained  minister  who  meets  the 
educational  and  physical  qualifications 
and  who  has  not  reached  his  36th  birth- 
day is  eligible  for  consideration.

The  famed  German  pastor  who  de- 
fied Hitler  and  spent  eight  years  in  a 
Nazi  concentration  camp.  Dr.  Martin 
Niemoeller,  conducted  special  services 
at  the  West  Raleigh  Presbyterian  Church 
early  this  month.  He  spoke  to  large 
audiences  on  various  subjects  including, 
"What  Christ  Means  in  1966".  "The  Re- 
newal of  the  Church,  Common  Task  of 
East  and  West",  "Why  Does  God  Be- 
come Man?",  "Walking  With  Christ 
Through  Suffering  and  Death",  and 
"Current  Trends  in  East-West  Relations". 

Dr.  Niemoeller  is  perhaps  the  best 
known  German  minister  outside  of  Ger- 
many and  now  serves  as  one  of  the  six 
presidents  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches. 

During  World  War  I,  Dr.  Niemoeller, 
the  son  of  a  minister,  was  a  submarine 
commander.  After  the  war  he  studied 
theology  at  Muenster  and  was  ordained  a 
minister  in  the  Evangelical  Church  in 
1924.  Prior  to  and  during  World  War  II, 
the  name  Martin  Niemoeller  became  a 
symbol  of  religious  freedom.  In  defiance 
of  restrictions  put  on  the  church  by  the 
Nazi  party  of  Germany,  he  continued 
to  preach  as  his  Christian  conscience 
dictated.  He  was  charged  by  the  Nazis 
with  using  the  pulpit  for  political  agita- 
tion and  with  treason  against  the  state 
and  the  people.  He  was  tried  and  ac- 
quitted, but  was  nevertheless  arrested 
by  the  Gestapo  and  held  as  Hitler's  per- 
sonal prisoner.  On  his  release  after  the 
War,  he  again  became  active  in  church 
statesmanship. 

Dr.  Niemoeller  is  the  author  of  many 
books,  including:  From  U-Boat  to  Pul- 
pit; The  First  Commandment;  and  God 
Is  My  Fuehrer.

Attention  IVIinisters! 

Social  Security  taxes  increased  (for  all 
ministers  in  active  service  who  are  par- 
ticipating in  Social  Security)  January 
1,  1966,  by  approximately  one-third  of 
one  per  cent  (actually  .35  per  cent)  to 
pay  for  Medicare.  In  addition,  the  tax 
rate  for  all  self-employed  persons,  as 
previously  scheduled,  increased  from  5.4 
per  cent  to  6.15  per  cent.  The  maximum 
salary  on  which  the  Social  Security  tax 
is  collected  increased  from  present  $4,- 
800  per  year  to  $6,600  per  year.  Since 
ministers  are  considered  self-employed 
(and  normally  have  no  salary  deduction 
for  taxes),  they  will  not  "feel"  the  in- 
crease in  taxes  until  they  pay  their  in- 
come taxes.  A  minister  will  find  that  his 
Social  Security  tax  for  1966  will  be  in- 
creased by  14  per  cent  if  his  "income 
tax"  salary  is  $4,800  or  less,  and  by  56 
per  cent  if  his  salary  is  exactly  $6,600. 
The  maximum  increase  in  these  taxes 
will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $147  per 
year  (this  is  the  increase  which  most  min- 
isters should  anticipate  for  1966  if  their 
salaries  are  over  $6,600  per  year). 

When  the  subject  of  salary  is  dis- 
cussed, it  would  be  well  for  ministers 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  officers  of 
the  congregation  to  these  facts.  Many 
church  officers  do  not  yet  realize  that 
ministers  pay  all  of  the  Social  Security 
tax  and  that  ordinarily  the  church  pays 
no  share  of  it.

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Book  Review 

Memoirs  of  Reverend  Frank  P.  Baker, 
published  July  1965,  Mount  Airy,  N.  C;  112 
pages. 

The  booklet  contains  reminiscences  of 
the  Reverend  Frank  F.  Baker,  a  native  of 
Mill  Bridge  community  in  Rowan  County, 
N.  C.  Dr.  Baker  recalls  many  of  the  in- 
cidents in  his  life,  most  of  the  adult 
years  of  which  were  spent  in  Brazil  where 
he  and  his  wife,  the  former  Irene  Allyn 
Baker  of  Commerce,  Georgia,  served  as 
missionaries  from  1913  to  1961. 

Dr.  Baker  was  baptized  in  Old  Thyatira 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Rowan  County 
by  the  late  Dr.  Jethro  Rumple,  then  pas- 
tor of  the  Salisbury  First  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  attended  Davidson  College, 
from  which  institution  he  graduated.  Class 
of  1913;  taught  school  for  three  years  in 
Brazil  before  returning  to  America  to  study 
theology  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond,  Va.;  and  finally  returned  to 
Brazil  as  a  missionary  where  he  distin- 
guished himself  as  preacher,  pastor,  pro- 
fessor, and  college  president. 

In  addition  to  giving  a  running  ac- 
count of  his  ministry  in  Brazil,  Dr.  Baker 
presents  interesting  sidelights  on  a  num- 
ber of  prominent  persons,  interesting 
places,  and  significant  events. 

He  gives  valuable  information  on  the 
early  Brazil  mission,  the  first  converts,  the 
development  of  the  program  of  educa- 
tion by  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
contrast  of  the  effectiveness  of  Protest- 
antism and  Roman  Catholicism. 

He  points  out  that  the  success  of  the 
church  in  Brazil  may  be  measured  in 
terms  of  the'^ introduction  of  the  Bible 
into  that  country  early  in  the  19th  cen- 
tury. 

While  the  book  is  intended  largely  for 
the  descendants  of  Dr.  Baker,  it  contains 
important  material  for  the  student  of 
missions  and  history. 


Presbyterian  Hospital  Building 

The  Duke  Endowment  recently  ap- 
propriated $250,000  for  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  Charlotte,  to  be  used  for 
construction  of  its  new  $2.5  million 
facilities. 

The  grant  is  one  of  the  largest  ever 
made  to  the  Hospital. 

J.  P.  Richardson,  Superintendent  of 
the  Hospital,  commented  on  the  gift: 
"The  generous  amount  given  by  the  en- 
dowment will  be  of  great  help  in  the 
projects  that  the  hospital  has  planned 
for  expanding  and  improving  its  serv- 
ices". 

Additional  funds  are  needed  to  help 
pay  for  the  privately  financed  construc- 
tion program,  according  to  Richardson, 
who  added,  "We  would  welcome  further 
contributions  from  our  friends",  though 
no  fund-raising  campaign  is  contem- 
plated. 

The  recent  gift  increased  the  Duke 
Endowment's  total  contribution  to  the 
Hospital  to  $837,000  over  the  past  forty 
years. 

The  new  four-building  project  in- 
cludes an  eight  story,  eighty-bed  am- 
bulant care  unit,  designed  for  patients 
who  can  care  for  themselves. 


Honored 


For  42  years,  the  nursery  department 
at  Frst  Presbyterian  Church  in  Winston- 
Salem  and  Terrell  Young  have  been 
synonymous. 

She  taught  the  nursery  class  in  the 
Sunday  school  for  two  generations  and 
started  into  a  third. 

But  this  year,  the  need  for  her  serv- 
ices at  home  caring  for  a  sister  caused 
her  to  have  to  give  up  her  work,  "much 
to  my  sorrow,"  she  said. 

In  February,  Miss  Young  was  honor- 
ed at  the  mid-winter  convocation  din- 
ner of  the  School  of  the  Church  at 
First  Presbyterian. 

Bill  East,  superintendent  of  the  School 
of  the  Church,  presented  her  with  a 
book  which  contained  letters  from  dozens 
of  friends,  former  students  and  parents 
of  her  students. 

She  also  was  presented  a  cash  gift

S.  C,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  who  was  present  at  the 
dinner  as  main  speaker,  said: 

"People  like  her  have  made  churches 
like  this  so  outstanding." 

Responding,  Miss  Young  said  she 
"loved  the  work."  She  said  she  hoped 
the  church  would  continue  to  call  on 
her  for  work  which  she  can  perform. 
"Remember,"  she  said,  "I  can  still  tele- 
phone."

Evans  In  Raleigh 

Dr.  Louis  H.  Evans,  former  Minister- 
at-large  of  the  Board  of  National  Mis- 
sions of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.S.A.  and  a  former  "America's 
Clergyman  of  the  Year",  held  a  preach- 
ing mission  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh  in  February. 

Dr.  Evans'  visit  was  a  part  of  the 
celebration  of  the  Sesqui-Centennial  of 
the  First  Church  where  Dr.  Albert  G. 
Edwards  and  Dr.  William  H.  McCorkle 
are  Pastors. 

Dr.  Evans,  for  twelve  years  Pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Holly- 
wood, California,  the  largest  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  World,  gave  some  advice 
for  young  ministers  between  preaching 
sessions. 

"It  is  not  enough  to  spend  time  at 
books",  said  Dr.  Evans.  "The  Minister 
has  to  know  his  brothers  and  spend  time 
with  them.  It  isn't  enough  to  know  Barth 
and  Tillich.  He  has  to  know  Tom,  Dick, 
and  Harry,  too". 

Dr.  Evans  also  stated  that  "empathy" 
is  of  great  importance  to  the  young 
minister.  To  that  he  added,  prayer  and 
contemplation. 

The  distinguished  minister  further 
stressed  the  importance  of  blocking  time 
for  both  study  and  visitation.  He  ob- 
served, however,  that  "the  minister  has 
no  office  hours.  He  must  hold  time  open 
for  counselling". 

Though  retired.  Dr.  Evans  declared 
that  he  stays  about  as  busy  as  he  did  be- 
fore he  retired. 

Dr.  Evans  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  Fellowship  of  Christian  Athletes, 
which  came  into  being  as  a  result  of  a 
conference  with  Don  McLendon,  bas- 
ketball coach,  following  a  series  of  serv- 
ices at  Oklahoma  A.  and  M.  Among 
the  first  members  and  promoters  of  the 
organization  were  Otto  Graham  and 
Branch  Rickey.  Dr.  Evans  is  a  former 
athlete.

Religion  on  the  Campus 


BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 
VENTURES 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension,  meet- 
ing in  Atlanta  in  February,  set  aside 
$252,500  for  twenty-four  "experimental 
ministries". 

The  Board  considered  47  applications 
totalling  $450,000,  but  selected  the  most 
promising  ones,  to  meet  the  total  amount 
of  funds  available. 

Plans  include  gradual  reduction  in 
funds  during  the  period  1967  through 
1970  as  some  projects  are  phased  out. 

The  largest  grant  approved  was  $25,- 
000  per  annum  for  three  years  for 
"Strengthening  the  Inter-City  Ministry" 
of  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

Other  large  appropriations  included 
projects  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri;  Lex- 
ington, Kentucky;  Memphis,  Tennessee; 
and  Miami,  Florida,  all  of  which  receiv- 
ed $15,000;  New  Orleans,  Washington, 
D.  C,  Grundy,  Virginia;  Dallas,  Texas; 
and  Mobile,  Alabama,  each  $12,000;  and 
Houston,  Texas,  $11,800;  and  St.  Peters- 
burg, Florida,  $11,500.  Others  received 
grants  ranging  from  $1,500  to  $10,000. 

The  program  includes  $10,000  for  ex- 
perimental purposes  with  mass  media 
through  newspaper  advertising  and  an  ad- 
ditional $7,500  for  experiments  with 
TRAV  through  radio  and  TV. 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  Charlotte,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  presided  over  the 
meeting.

The  Reverend  Ira  H.  Rawles,  Pastor 
of  Mrs.  Barber  and  Mrs.  Caulk,  writes 
that  Mrs.  Barber  had  previously  served 
on  the  Board  of  Deacons  and  that  Mrs. 
Caulk  "is  serving  her  second  term  as 
Clerk  of  the  Session",  to  which  he  added, 
"and  though  it  may  have  been  'illegal', 
she  is  one  of  the  best!  She  had  served  for 
several  years  before  I  came  here  in  July, 
1962,  having  been  elected  'for  life',  un- 
aware of  the  BCO's  'to  serve  for  a  de- 
finite period'  ". 


Receives  Grant 

Hampden-Sydney  College,  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Virginia,  has  been  awarded  a 
grant  of  $7,000  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation  in  support  of  an 
undergraduate  research  participation 
program  in  the  chemistry  department. 

The  program,  which  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  Homer  A.  Smith,  Jr.,  As- 
sociate Professor  of  Chemistry,  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  a  research  participation  pro- 
gram established  earlier  in  the  Depart- 
ment by  Dr.  G.  Tyler  Miller,  Jr.,  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry.

Dr.  Smith  is  a  native  of  Austin,  Texas. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Austin  High  School, 
University  of  Texas,  and  Yale  Divinity 
School.  He  was  prominent  in  the  Youth 
Fellowship  of  the  Synod  of  Texas  and  of 
the  General  Assembly  during  the  1940's 
and  attended  the  Second  World  Confer- 
ence of  Christian  Youth  at  Oslow,  Norway 

According  to  a  widely  circulated  story, 
an  anxious  mother  was  hovering  about 
outside  her  son's  bedroom  on  the  eve  of 
his  departure  for  his  first  year  at  college. 
Through  the  half-opened  door  she  could 
hear  him  praying  aloud,  "Goodbye,  God, 
I'm  going  to  college." 

Although  there  is  probably  no  basis  in 
fact  for  this  tale,  and  we  smile  at  the 
notion  that  God  would  be  in  Rocky  Mount 
or  Asheboro  or  Bladenboro  and  not  on  the 
college  campus,  the  wide  currency  given 
this  story  reflects  a  prevailing  belief  that 
the  decision  to  attend  college  poses  a 
threat  to  religion.  Many  persons  through- 
out North  Carolina  assume  that  a  stu- 
dent's decision  to  attend  N.  C.  State  Uni- 
versity instead  of  Davidson  College,  or  East 
Carolina  College  instead  of  Mars  Hill,  or 
UNC-G  instead  of  Queens  College  is  au- 
tomatically one  which  will  imperil  his 
faith  and  probably  leave  him  feeling  dis- 
tant indeed  from  the  God  of  his  fathers. 

Such  an  attitude  is  by  no  means  new. 
The  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  had  scarcely  opened  its  doors 
in  1795  before  factions  from  the  north- 
eastern part  of  the  state  started  complain- 


in  1947,  and  in  the  same  year  the  World 
Student  Christian  Federation  Conference 
at  Lundsberg,  Sweden.  In  1950  and 
again  in  1951,  he  was  respectively  a  dele- 
gate to  conferences  in  Denmark  and  Ger- 
many. 

In  April,  1954,  he  began  his  ministry 
as  the  Campus  Christian  Life  Worker  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  and  has 
been  there  ever  since,  except  for  a  sab- 
batical period  when  he  studied  on  his  doc- 
torate degree  at  Yale  University.  He  is 
well  qualified  to  speak  on  the  subject  of 
the  paper.) 

ing  of  the  "liberal  thinking"  taking  place 
there,  and  Presbyterian  pressures  from 
throughout  the  state  forced  two  professors 
to  resign  the  following  year.  President 
Joseph  Caldwell  received  a  letter  from  a 
leading  citizen  of  Edenton  in  1797  saying 
that  he  was  "afraid  to  send  his  son  to 
the  University  (because)  of  the  danger  of 
having  all  fear  of  the  Almighty  eradicated 
from  his  mind."  Many  persons  across  the 
state.  President  Caldwell  observed  at  the 
time,  believed  the  University  to  be  "a 
parcel  of  inveterate  demons  from  among 
the  damned."  (William  E.  Drake,  Higher 
Education  in  North  Carolina  Before  1860. 
New  York:  Carlton  Press,  1964,  p.  102-103.) 

In  spite  of  such  opinions,  however,  the 
University  was  considered  by  some  to  be 
all  too  religious  in  tone.  In  addition  to 
the  large  number  of  clergymen  on  the 
faculty,  the  1813  Laws  of  the  University 
stipulated,  "If  any  student  shall  deny  the 
being  of  a  God,  or  the  divine  authority 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  or  shall  assent,  and 
endeavor  to  propagate  among  the  students, 
any  principle  subverting  the  foundation  of

When  he  had  finished  I  called 
to  him.  "Sonny,  I'm  sorry.  I  didn't  mean 
to  disturb  you."

You  didn't  bother.  God  heard  us  any- 
way." 

As  we  bowed  our  heads  for  our  own 
blessing,  I  felt  as  though  God  had  al- 
ready been  thanked.

the  Christian  religion,  and  shall  persist 
therein  after  admonition,  he  shall  be  dis- 
missed." (Laws  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  1813,  p.  10).  Students  were  re- 
quired to  attend  prayers  twice  daily  and 
two  Sunday  services,  as  well  as  any  other 
religious  exercises  designated  by  the  facul- 
ty. On  Sundays  they  were  forbidden  to  en- 
gage in  ordinary  exercises  or  diversions: 
no  fishing,  swimming,  or  "walking  abroad." 
The  Protestant  denominations  of  the  state 
got  into  such  a  controversy  about  the 
form  of  worship  at  the  required  chapel 
services  in  Gerrard  Hall,  however,  that  it 
was  voted  in  1856  to  let  them  take  turns, 
so  that  the  service  was  Methodist  one 
week.  Baptist  the  next,  Presbyteiran  the 
third  week,  and  Episcopalian  the  last.  By 
1877  the  Methodists,  Baptists,  and  Presby- 
terians of  the  state  were  again  disturbed 
about  the  religious  climate  at  the  Uni- 
versity and  combined  forces  to  get  the  leg- 
islature to  cut  off  all  state  appropriations 
to  the  University,  a  bill  which  was  defeat- 
ed by  the  Assembly.  As  late  as  1932  the 
"Tatum  Petition,"  subtitled  "In  Heaven's 
Name  Save  Our  State  Further  Predatory 
Acts  by  The  So-Called  Educators  Against 
Things  of  the  Spirit,"  collected  284  sig- 
natures before  it  was  laughed  out  of  exis- 
tence. 

What  about  the  religious  situation  on 
the  state  college  campuses  in  1966?  In  a 
day  when  the  population  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  no  longer  simply  Protestant  Chris- 
tian; when  its  citizens  hold  in  common  no 
single  faith  or  practice  no  single  religion; 
when  religious  pluralism  and  the  separa- 
tion of  church  and  state  characterize  pub- 
lic higher  education;  when  clergymen  no 
longer  dominate  the  trustees  or  faculties  of 
our  state  schools — what  now  is  the  status 
of  religion  on  campus? 

No  single  answer  can  be  given  because 
of  the  great  diversity  in  location,  climate, 
and  size  of  the  fifteen  state  supported  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education  in  North 
Carolina.  Only  personal  impressions  and 
generalizations  about  the  mood  of  the 
campus,  churches,  and  students  can  begin 
to  answer  this  question. 

In  addition  to  the  obvious  changes  in 
public  higher  education — increased  enroll- 


ments, greater  specialization,  heightened 
demands  for  academic  excellence,  and  the 
emphasis  upon  research — there  has  devel- 
oped a  new  openness  to  the  teaching  of 
religion  as  an  integral  part  of  a  liberal 
arts  curriculum  together  with  an  aware- 
ness that  religion  can  be  taught  in  a  non- 
sectarian  way  which  does  not  violate  the 
traditional  concern  for  the  separation  of 
church  and  state.  Whether  taught  within 
the  philosophy  department,  as  at  N.  C. 
State  University,  or  in  a  separate  depart- 
ment, as  at  UNC  at  Chapel  Hill,  religion 
is  receiving  serious  study  as  part  of  our 
Western  heritage  about  which  an  educated 
man  cannot  remain  ignorant.  At  the  same 
time,  there  has  been  a  growing  reticence 
for  colleges  to  remain  engaged  in  any 
kind  of  sectarian  religious  practices  or 
to  continue  sponsorship  of  any  religious 
services  which  might  be  construed  to  ex- 
clude or  ignore  the  religious  convictions 
of  any  element  of  the  state's  population. 
Hence,  the  annual  baccalaureate  service  at 
N.  C.  State  University  has  now  been  turn- 
ed over  to  the  churches  near  the  campus 
and  is  no  longer  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  school  itself.  Only  the  traditionally 
non- denominational  and  inclusive  YM- 
YWCA's  or  an  occasional  "religious  coordi- 
nator" continue  to  receive  budget  support 
from  these  public  institutions,  with  the 
exception  of  several  of  the  predominantly 
Negro  colleges  which  still  have  a  faculty 
member  designated  "chaplain"  and  hold 
required  chapel  services. 

Thirdly,  there  has  been  a  willingness 
to  recognize  the  presence  and  services  of 
the  campus  chaplains  provided  by  the 
various  denominations  on  the  larger  cam- 
puses. Hence,  the  campus  chaplains  at 
East  Carolina  College,  N.  C.  State  Univer- 
sity, UNC  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  UNC-G. 
though  receiving  no  pay  from  the  colleges 
they  serve,  frequently  function  as  coun- 
selors, resident-hall  chaplains,  and  pro- 
gram advisors  for  the  larger  campus  popu- 
lation. This  is  particularly  important  on 
those  campuses  where  large  enrollments 
and  limited  budgets  mean  that  there  is 
little  official  provision  for  helping  stu- 
dents cope  with  the  kinds  of  questions 
which  fall  between  disciplinary  and  psy- 
chiatric counselling,  questions  about  voca- 
tion, sex,  faith,  and  death.

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New  Board  Chairman 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Christian  Education  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  Dr.  John  H.  McKinnon, 
Pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Knoxville, 
Tennessee,  was  elected  the  new  Chair- 
man. He  will  assume  office  when  the 
Board  next  meets  on  May  25-27.  Dr. 
McKinnon  served  as  pastor  of  the  Max- 
ton  Church  from  1939  to  1945;  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Concord  from 
1945  to  1951;  and  since  1952  has  been 
in  his  present  position. 

Elected  as  Vice  Chairman  was  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Kadel,  President  of  the  Florida 
Presbyterian  College,  St.  Petersburg. 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board,  announced  further 
that  the  Board  voted  to  initiate  an  ex- 
tensive program  of  research  in  regard 
to  the  usage  of  the  new  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum;  and  also  that  the  Board  has 
joined  with  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.A.  in  a  co-operative  program  of  re- 
search on  Christian  education  in  the  Ap- 
palachian area. 

In  his  personal  report,  Dr.  Dendy  sum- 
marized reception  of  the  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum  as  follows:  "The  Covenant 
Life  Curriculum  has  been  widely  ac- 
cepted by  our  churches.  The  ratio  of 
sales  to  enrollment  in  the  youth  depart- 
ments of  our  Sunday  Schools  is  92% 
and  in  the  children's  departments,  95%. 
About  66%  of  our  adults  are  using  the 
Covenant  Life  materials  and  about  27% 
are  using  the  Uniform  Lesson  series. 
What  is  far  more  important  than  the 
volume  of  sales  is  the  evidence  of  gen- 
uine, serious  study  taking  place  in  our 
church  schools". 


Dr.  Brown  Resigns 

On  Sunday,  March  13,  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  White  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh,  voted  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  the  Reverend  Charles  Lynn 
Brown,  minister  of  the  Church  since  its 
organization  in  1946. 

In  appreciation  "of  his  service  to  the 
Church  during  the  past  twenty  years", 
Dr.  Brown  was  last  fall  given  a  sabbati- 
cal leave  of  one  year.  He,  Mrs.  Brown, 
and  their  three  children  have  traveled  ex- 
tensively in  Greece,  Egypt,  and  the  Holy 
Land.  They  have  spent  the  winter  in 
Geneva,  Switzerland,  and  will  return 
to  the  United  States  in  the  summer. 

Dr.  Brown,  a  native  of  Concord,  N.  C, 
came  to  White  Memorial  in  1946,  after 
having  served  as  an  Army  Chaplain  dur- 
ing World  War  II.  He  was  also  Chaplain 
for  Presbyterian  students  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee  following  his  gradua- 
tion from  Davidson  College  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary. 

The  congregation  which  now  numbers 
over  1900  members  is  being  served  by 
the  Reverend  Polk  Moffett,  Associate 
Pastor. 


NECROLOGY 

Following  a  lengthy  illness  the  Rev- 
erend William  Edward  West,  90,  died 
in  the  Craven  County  Hospital,  New 
Bern,  on  February  13.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Concord  Presbytery. 

Diu-ing  his  ministry  Mr.  West  served 
pastorates  at  Ramah,  Williams  Me- 
morial, and  Huntersville  Churches  in 
Mecldenburg  Presbytery;  Centre  and 
Prospect  Churches  in  Concord  Presby- 
tery, and  the  Southport  Church  in 
Wilmington  Presbytery. 

A  native  of  Evington,  Virginia,  Mr. 
West  was  the  son  of  the  late  William 
Harrison  and  Sarah  Dowdy  West. 

He  was  educated  at  Hampden- Syd- 
ney College  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia. 

Survivors  include  one  son,  two  daugh- 
ters, and  two  brothers. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at 
Mooresville  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  MooresviUe,  and  in- 
terment was  in  Glenwood  Memorial 
Parli.

On  February  26,  1966,  death  claimed 
the  Reverend  Beverly  Oscar  Shannon, 
83,  retired  Presbyterian  minister. 

Mr.  Shannon,  a  native  of  Gastonia, 
N.  C,  was  educated  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  where  he  was  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  and  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Va. 

For  several  years  he  taught  at  Lamer 
College,  Florida.  His  first  pastorate  was 
at  Tazewell,  Virginia;  later  he  served 
churches  at  Marianna,  Florida,  Staun- 
ton and  Broadway,  Virginia,  and  the 
Galatia  Church  in  Cumberland  Coun- 
ty, N.  C.  Since  his  retirement  he  serv- 
ed as  supply  pastor  of  the  Campbelton 
Church,  Fayetteville. 

He  was  a  Mason  and  a  member  of 
the  Ruritan  Club. 

He  is  survived  by  two  sons.  Dr. 
George  W.  Shannon  of  Laurinburg  and 
Beverly  James  Shannon  of  Richmond, 
Virginia. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from 
the  Galatia  Church  and  burial  was  at 
Tazewell,  Virginia. 


Baptist  Statistics 

According  to  a  report  released  from 
the  Department  of  Statistics,  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  the  number  of  baptisms  dropped 
almost  7%  in  1965,  from  29,714  in  1964 
to  27,649  in  1965.  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment showed  a  loss  of  4,079,  while 
the  Training  Union  continued  to  decline 
by  4.72%.  Other  declines  were  noted  in 
the  Brotherhood,  Men  and  Boys  Work, 
and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

The  past  year  showed  increases  in 
both  special  offerings  and  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  The  Cooperative 
Program  giving  increased  from  $4,915,- 
937  in  1964  to  $5,290,850  in  1965, 
while  special  offerings  increased  from 
$4,060,817  in  1964  to  $4,357,819  in 
1965. 

The  report  further  revealed  that  there 
was  a  total  of  564  students  from  North 
Carolina  in  both  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist colleges  and  Southern  Baptist  semi- 
naries, with  194  being  pre-ministerial  stu- 
dents. 


DIMENSIONS 

Dimensions,  a  new  magazine  for  lay 
leaders,  will  carry  in  the  March/April 
issue  an  article  by  Theology  Professor 
William  Jerry  Boney  of  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia,  en- 
titled, "What  the  Death  of  God  Theology 
is  Saying". 

Dr.  Boney,  elaborating  his  call  for  a 
contemporary  and  service-filled  Chris- 
tian faith,  "takes  the  new  brand  of 
theology  to  task  for  its  failure  to  recog- 
nize the  total  Christian  message;  but  he 
does  recognize  that  it  contributes  to  the 
sense  of  urgency  the  church  should  feel 
in  service". 

In  addition  to  the  Boney  article  the 
same  issue  of  the  magazine  outlines  how 
a  Houston  Church  is  helping  people  use 
art  as  a  means  of  growing  in  their  Chris- 
tian understanding. 

A  Georgia  educator,  John  Lousbury, 
explains  how  church  teachers  can  better 
use  questions  as  an  effective  means  of 
stimulating  thinking. 

"At  the  Heart  of  Meaningful  Prayer", 
by  a  Florida  minister,  mentions  pitfalls 
which  cause  vague  prayer  and  seeks  to 
help  churchmen  see  How  they  can  devel- 
op more  disciplined  prayer. 

Dimensions  serves  leaders  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.S.,  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  the  Moravian 
Church,  and  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Synod.

Of  the  100  Danforth  Fellowships  an- 
nually awarded,  by  the  Graduate  Fellow- 
ship program  established  in  1951,  two 
were  presented  to  Davidson  College 
seniors. 

Beneficiaries  are  Stanley  R.  Kerr,  son 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  G.  R.  Kerr,  Burlington, 
and  George  M.  Williams,  Jr.,  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  G.  M.  Williams,  Alexandria, 
Virginia. 

The  Danforth  Award,  which  is  for  one 
year,  was  established  with  the  aim  of 
giving  personal  encouragement  and  fin- 
ancial support  to  selected  college  seniors 
and  recent  graduates  who  seek  to  become 
college  teachers. 

Kerr's  field  of  study  is  philosophy, 
while  Williams'  is  German. 

Mr.  Kerr  also  received  one  of  four 
Woodrow  Wilson  Fellows  presented  to 
the  Davidson  seniors  this  year. 

The  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellows  get  one 
academic  year  of  graduate  education 
(with  tuition  and  fees  paid  by  the  Found- 
ation), a  living  stipend  of  $2,000  and  al- 
lowances for  dependent  children,  and  the 
graduate  school  they  choose  to  attend  re- 
ceives an  additional  grant  from  the 
Foundation.

Historical  Society 

Members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  North  Carolina  Presbyterian 
Historical  Society  met  in  Raleigh  on 
March  3,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  re- 
ports and  to  make  plans  for  the  annual 
meeting. 

Senator  Hector  MacLean  of  Lum- 
berton,  President,  presided  over  the 
meeting.  Others  present  for  the  meeting 
were  the  Reverend  James  D.  MacKenzie, 
Olivia;  Mrs.  John  M.  Matthews  of  Mat- 
thews; the  Rev.  John  K.  Fleming,  High 
Point;  Mr.  George  Toler,  visitor,  Ral- 
eigh; and  the  Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
Secretary. 

The  Secretary  reported  a  membership 
of  147,  and  stated  that  the  Society  had 
a  balance  in  the  bank  of  $407.79.  He 
also  reported  that  of  the  1,000  3rd  edi- 
tion copies  of  Foote's  Sketches  of  North 
Carolina  printed  in  February,  1965, 
only  130  books  remain  on  hand.  Total 
assets  in  the  Foote's  Sketches  Fund  were 
reported  to  be  $1,943.73  besides  the 
books  on  hand  valued  at  $15.00  each  or 
$1,950,000,  making  a  total  of  $3,893.73. 

The  Secretary  indicated  that  many 
people  from  all  over  the  United  States 
are  writing  fgr  historical  and  genealog- 
ical information.  During  the  year  a  num- 
ber of  persons  have  made  use  of  the 
Synod's  archives  in  research,  including 
a  graduate  student  at  East  Carolina  Col- 
lege, the  Reverend  William  C.  Crump- 
len,  who  has  written  his  dissertation  on 
"Slavery  and  the  Presbyterian  Church" 
and  George  W.  Troxler  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  who  has 
completed  a  paper  on  "The  Reverend  Eli 
Caruthers",  and  another  on  "The  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  18th  Century". 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Reverend 
John  K.  Fleming  has  completed  his  de- 
finitive history  of  the  Third  Creek  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Cleveland,  N.  C.  which 
was  organized  in  1787. 

The  Committee  approved  of  tentative 
plans  for  assisting  with  the  publication 
of  the  book. 

The  Reverend  James  D.  MacKenzie, 
Minister  of  the  Barbecue  and  Olivia 
Churches,  reported  to  the  Committee 
on  projects  relating  to  the  Barbecue 
Church  and  also  on  research  relating  to 
the  first  two  Scot  Presbyterian  ministers 
who  served  in  the  Cape  Fear,  the  Rever- 
end John  MacLeod  and  the  Reverend 
John  Bethune. 

The  Committee  approved  of  investigat- 
ing the  feasibility  of  microfilming  the 
valuable  documents  in  Synod's  Office. 

The  Committee  also  voted  to  suggest 
to  the  Society  at  its  meeting  on  April  1, 
the  possibility  of  holding  two  annual 
meetings,  one  in  the  spring  and  the 
other  in  connection  with  Culture  Week 
in  December. 


Officers  Convene 

The  Committee  set  up  a  Membership 
Committee  with  James  P.  Dodge  of  Ral- 
eigh as  Chairman. 

Another  project  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee was  to  recommend  to  the  Society 
that  it  undertake  raising  funds  for  add- 
ing an  archives  room  to  Synod's  Office. 

A  memorial  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to 
the  Synod's  Committee  on  Historical 
Matters,  urging  that  contact  be  made 
with  the  Synod's  Committee  on  TRAV 
in  respect  to  a  project  to  obtain  re- 
cordings of  sermons  by  all  ministers 
of  the  Synod. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  progress 
is  being  made  on  the  preparation  of  the 
North  Carolina  Presbyterian  Travel 
Book. 

The  following  committee  on  Nomi- 
nations was  appointed:  Admiral  A.  M. 
Patterson,  Raleigh,  Chairman;  James  P. 
Dodge,  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Beaty.

fessional  in  the  field  of  business  photo- 
graphy, will  present  "a  tour"  of  Ral- 
eigh by  slides. 

The  meeting,  the  third  for  the  Society, 
will  be  presided  over  by  the  President, 
the  Honorable  Hector  MacLean  of 
Lumberton. 

Last  year  Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thomp- 
son, Professor  Emeritus  of  Church  His- 
tory in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  was 
the  main  speaker. 


Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  Secretary 
General-Elect  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches,  was  James  J.  Reeb  Memorial 
Lecturer  at  Princeton  Theological  Semi- 
nary early  in  March.  He  urged  conserva- 
tive Christians  to  "link  their  defense  of 
Christian  faith  and  American  ideals  with 
an  attack  on  the  attitudes  and  social  and 
economic  conditions"  which  he  described 
as  the  real  enemies  of  Christianity.  He 
declared  that  conservatives  are  afraid  of 
the  loss  of  many  things  which,  he  assured 
them,  should  be  retained,  but  that  the 
Church  should  be  concerned  for  social 
justice,  freedom,  and  opportunity  for  all.

Groundbreaking  has  been  set  as  April 
1  for  the  new  National  Presbyterian 
Church  and  Center  to  be  built  in  Wash- 
ington at  a  cost  of  more  than  $4,000,000. 
The  Church  and  Center  will  be  construct- 
ed on  a  12.4  acre  site  at  Nebraska  Avenue 
and  Van  Ness  Street.  Harold  E.  Wagoner 
and  Associates  of  Philadelphia  have  been 
retained  as  the  architects.  The  minister 
of  the  Church  is  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  L.  R. 
Elson,  and  the  Director  of  the  Center  is 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Lowell  Russell  Ditzen. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Commission  on 
Religion  and  Race  recently  called  for  im- 
proved relations  between  police  and  mem- 
bers of  racial  minority  groups,  and  noted 
that  race  rioting  in  northern  cities  pro- 
vides a  basis  for  efforts  to  improve  better 
relations  between  police  and  minority 
groups. 

Recently  a  group  of  leading  Lutheran 
and  Presbyterian-Reformed  theologians 
declared  that  the  basic  issues  which  split 
the  followers  of  Martin  Luther  and  John 
Calvin  are  no  longer  insurmountable  bar- 
riers to  mutual  understanding.

In  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  recently 
moderators  of  the  three  major  Presby- 
terian denominations  and  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  met  to  explore  their 
common  heritage  in  the  reformed  tradition 
of  Christianity.  At  the  concluding  wor- 
ship service  Roman  Catholic  Archbishop 
James  P.  Davis  of  Santa  Fe  was  a  speak- 
er. Presbyterian  moderators  present  were 
William  P.  Thompson  of  the  UP-USA 
Church;  Dr.  Samuel  J.  Patterson,  Jr., 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.;  Rev. 
Alexander  Thomas  Forester,  of  the  Cum- 
berland Presbyterian  Church;  and  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  the  Reverend  Donner 
B.  Atwood.

Dr.  Bernhard  Braskamp,  for  sixteen 
years  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, died  in  Washington  recently  at 
the  age  of  79.

Foundation  Funds  Exceed  $5,000,000 
New  Officers  Elected 


Much]  has  Ibeen  written  at  the  local 
and  nalionaL-llevel  regarding  the  status 
of  women  today  in  the  world  of  work, 
and  as  a  result  of  these  studies  on  the 
subject  some  rather  amazing  facts  have 
evolved  which  help  us  to  make  long  range 
educational  plans  for  women. 

Some  twenty  years  ago  the  average 
working  woman  was  single  and  near 
the  age  of  twenty,  while  today  we  are 
told,  the  greatest  number  of  working 
women  are  in  their  forties  and  more  are 
married  than  single.  These  statistics  indi- 
cate that  a  large  percent  of  women  have 
returned  to  the  world  of  work  after  de- 
voting most  of  their  time  to  the  family 
and  community  activities. 

Chances  are,  training  is  necessary,  eith- 
er by  class  work  or  on-the-job  training, 
before  re-entry  into  the  world  of  work; 
therefore,  for  many  women,  education 
is  not  "complete"  with  the  high  school 
diploma  or  certification;  it  is  an  ongoing 
and  continuous  process. 

The  experts  tell  us  that  workers  in  the 
future  will  have  a  series  of  jobs  during 
a  lifetime.  The  nature  of  the  jobs  will 
probably  be  related  to  abilities,  pref- 
erences, and  past  experiences  of  each 
individual.  Young  people  need  to  review 
their  characteristics  in  an  organized  man- 
ner. Achievement  in  past  years  gives 
some  indication  of  abilities  and  prefer- 
ences, while  test  results  when  compared 
with  appropriate  norms  give  some  idea 
of  what  can  be  expected  in  the  future. 
In  private  counseling  sessions,  assimila- 
tion of  this  information  helps  to  give 
the  student  a  workable  picture  of  her 
status  on  which  tentative  planning  is 
based. 

A  careful  review  of  one's  potential 
usually  opens  the  way  for  new  ideas  to 
be  considered  rather  than  limiting  one 
to  a  few  possibilities.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
vocational  study  to  discover  what  the 
possibilities  are  and  how  to  take  advant- 
age of  them.  The  Guidance  Center  lib- 
rary provides  helpful  information  con- 
cerning training  opportunities  and  a  fol- 
low-up of  how  this  training  has  been  put 
to  use.  A  review  of  typical  training 
programs  and  the  resulting  variety  of 
jobs  described  indicates  the  many  choices 
that  are  available. 

Vocational  research  is  considered  to 
be  an  important  part  of  the  total  guid- 
ance program.  In  keeping  with  the  phi- 
losophy that  training  must  be  a  continu- 
ous process,  the  Guidance  Center  en- 
courages a  follow-up  use  of  vocational

The  Reverend  William  E.  Thompson, 
native  of  North  Carolina  and  former 
minister  in  the  Synod  now  serving  the 
Calvary  Presbyterian  Church,  Alexan- 
dria, Virginia,  is  writing  "A  History  of 
the  13  th  North  Carolina  Infantry  Regi- 
ment during  the  War  Between  the 
States". 

Mr.  Thompson  reports  that  his  interest 
lies  in  this  study  primarily  because  his 
great-grandfather  served  in  the  Regiment 
which  was  composed  mainly  of  Pied- 
mont Presbyterians,  including  Alfred  M. 
Scales,  later  to  become  both  Governor 
of  the  State  and  Moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina. 

Writes  Mr.  Thompson:  "Scales  and  his 
men  fought  in  every  major  battle  of  the 
Army  of  Northern  Virginia,  except  Sec- 
ond Manassas.  They  were  present  at  the 
wounding  of  Jackson  (some  people  say 
that  they  were  the  ones  who  shot  him — 
a  position  I  refute  in  the  manuscript); 
they  were  decimated  at  Gettysburg;  they 
were  among  the  survivors  at  Appomat- 
tax. 

"The  more  I  examine  their  story  and 
go  over  the  actual  landscapes,  the  more 
I  am  amazed  that  Scales  lived  to  be  our 
Moderator  and  that  William  Graham 
Thompson  lived  to  be  my  great-grand- 
father!"

Glowing  Tributes  Spoken 

Prominent  Churchman  Honored 
Carey  Pharr  Lowrance,  native  son  of 
the  Prospect  Presbyterian  Church  com- 
munity, near  Mooresville  in  Concord 
Presbytery,  was  honored  by  the  Church  at 
a  dinner  Sunday  evening  March  13. 

More  than  300  members  of  the  500- 
member  church  were  present  for  the  oc- 
casion which  observed  the  74th  birth- 
day of  the  prominent  churchman  and  citi- 
zen. 

The  142-year  old  church,  famous  for 
the  fact  that  the  first  resolution  to  es- 
tablish Davidson  College  was  prepared 
there,  went  all  out  to  honor  its  "first 
member"  who  has  been  a  life-long  mem- 
ber of  the  Church. 

The  dinner  was  a  covered-dish  affair, 
and  the  ladies-of-the-church  outdid  them- 
selves in  providing  a  feast  "fit  for  a 
king".  A  three-decker  birthday  cake, 
flanked  by  candles,  graced  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Wilkes  D.  Macaulay,  min- 
ister of  the  church,  presided  over  the 
ceremonies  and  welcomed  the  guests 
whom  he  presented  as  follows:  J.  Mal- 
colm Murchison,  Minister  of  the  Con- 
cord Church,  who  offered  the  invoca- 
tion; the  Rev.  Thompson  S.  Southall, 
Executive  Secretary  of  Concord  Presby- 
tery; Dr.  Frank  L.  Jackson  of  Davidson 
College;  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Synod;  and  mem- 
bers of  Mr.  Lowrance's  family  who  were 
present  for  the  occasion. 

Mr.  Macaulay,  in  eulogizing  Mr.  Low- 
rance, said  that  the  list  of  his  activities 
in  the  Church  was  legion.  He  cited  the 
following:  Deacon,  Ruling  Elder,  Teach- 
er, Superintendent  of  Sunday  School, 
Church  Treasurer,  Choir  Member,  Histor- 
ian, Clerk  of  Session,  and  a  member  of 
numerous  Committees. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Southeall  spoke  of 
the  prominent  part  Mr.  Lowrance  has 
played  in  the  work  of  Concord  Presbytery 
as  a  member  of  various  Committees,  the 
Council,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Minister  and  His  Work. 

Dr.  Dudley  presented  a  tribute  to  him, 
which  appears  on  this  page. 

The  choir  of  the  church  rendered  an 
anthem  especially  in  his  honor. 

Mr.  Macaulay  presented  gifts  to  Mr. 
Lowrance  from  the  congregation  and  a 
certificate  containing  the  following:

Carey  P.  Lowrance 

(Tribute  by  Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
D.D.,  March,  13,  1966) 
It  is  a  genuine  privilege  to  be  here 
on  this  occasion.  I  am  happy  to  bring 
a  tribute  to  the  man  whom  we  honor 
tonight.  I  have  not  been  as  fortunate 
as  some  of  you,  who  have  known  him 
much  longer  and  at  closer  range  than 
I;  however,  I  have  had  the  good  for- 
tune of  seeing  and  knowing  him  in  a 
different  capacity  from  most  of  you, 
if  not  all  of  you.  My  acquaintance  has 
been  with  him  on  the  Synod's  Council, 
where  I  discovered  him  to  be  a  man 
of  strong  character  but  not  a  recalci- 
trant, nor  dissident,  nor  moss-back,  and 
certainly  not  an  ultra-conservative;  but 
rather  a  man  of  concern  for  the  right 
things  in  the  right  way,  of  tact,  and 
understanding,  and  fairness,  and  broad- 
mindedness;  and  then,  not  merely  a 
"hearer"  but  a  "doer".  This  was  dem- 
onstrated by  his  returning  to  his  Pres- 
bytery, and  so  effectively  interpreting 
to  its  Stewardship  Committee  the  phi- 
losophy and  policies  of  the  program  of 
Synod  as  to  bring  tangible  results. 

My  only  regret  is  that  I  did  not  know 
him  a  long  time  ago  and  at  close  range ; 
however,  since  I  did  not,  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  I  bring  a  word  tonight  from 
one  who  did.  Just  a  few  days  ago  a 
gentleman  dropped  into  my  office  to 
call  on  me  in  regard  to  an  historical 
matter  of  Synod.  I  had  never  seen  him 
before,  as  far  as  I  know.  During  the 
conversation,  he  asked  me  if  I  knew 
Mr,  Carey  Lowrance,  and  when  I  told 
him  I  did,  and  that  I  was  scheduled 
to  come  here  tonight  for  this  testimon- 
ial dinner,  he  said: 

"Carey  Lowrance  had  more  influ- 
ence over  my  life  than  any  other 
person.  It  was  from  about  1920-1922 
when  I  was  a  member  of  this  church 
that  he  taught  me  in  Sunday  School. 
I  want  you  to  know  that  I  honor 
Carey  Lowrance  next  to  my  own  fath- 
er. He  has  spent  a  whole  life-time 
just  doing  for  other  people." 
That  man  was  Brooks  McKnight 
Todd  of  Hickory. 

What  more  need  I  say?  I  think  noth- 
ing, except  that  we  thank  God  for  him, 
and  ask  His  mercies  on  him;  and  that 
he  raise  up  many  more  sons  of  God 
like  him. 


World  Missions  Committee  Meets 

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
World  Missions  met  in  Raleigh  on  March

the  Reverend  Joseph  M.  Garrison,  Chair- 
man. 

The  Committee  spent  several  hours  in 
discussing  the  most  effective  ways  and 
means  of  promoting  World  Missions 
throughout  the  Synod,  including  the 
contingency  of  holding  several  area 
Commitment  Conferences  in  November, 
1967,  "aimed  at  life  and  money  commit- 
ments". 

Concern  was  shown  for  the  joint  Wit- 
ness Season,  especially  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  possibility  of  limitation  on 
giving  since  the  offering  will  be  received 
the  same  day  for  both  World  Missions 
and  Church  Extension. 

Methods  of  accenting  World  Missions 
in  the  Presbyteries  were  discussed,  in- 
cluding such  things  as  Area  Mission  Con- 
ferences, Week-end  Rallies,  Visual  Aids, 
Caravans  to  Mexico,  and  the  use  of  mis- 
sionaries. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  "some  mis- 
sionaries are  still  available  for  further 
itineration  in  the  months  of  April,  May, 
and  early  June".

boundaries  of  Presbyteries. 

Study  of  1952 

In  1951,  Synod  instructed  the  Modera- 
tor to  name  an  Ad  Interim  Committee 
to  study  the  bounds  of  Presbytery.  The 
Moderator  named  W.  E.  Price  as  Chair- 
man, and  a  representative  of  each  Pres- 
bytery, several  of  whom,  but  not  all, 
were  Executive  Secretaries.  The  commit- 
tee met  in  Raleigh  on  May  26,  1952. 

In  the  discussion  ideas  presented  were 
(1)  the  possibility  of  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  Presbyteries;  (2)  the  possibility  of 
adding  a  new  Presbytery  by  reducing  the 
sizes  of  Albemarle  and  Wilmington  Pres- 
byteries; and  (3)  the  adjustment  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  existing  Presbyteries 
to  provide  more  equitable  membership 
of  the  Presbyteries. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Whitmore,  of  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery,  presented  a  resolution  which 
stated  that  "whereas,  the  population  of 
the  State  is  rapidly  increasing  and  chang- 
ing, making  it  difficult  to  suggest  any 
definite  changes  in  the  boundary  lines  at 
the  present  time;  and  whereas,  the  prob- 
lem of  some  of  our  weaker  Presbyteries 
is  a  financial  one  rather  than  territorial; 
we  recommend  that  no  change  be  made 
in  the  boundaries  of  the  Presbyteries  at 
this  time;  and  that  serious  consideration 
be  given  to  more  adequate  financial  as- 
sistance for  these  weaker  Presbyteries". 
Study  of  1954 

Two  years  later  the  matter  was  again 
before  the  Synod  as  the  result  of  an  over- 
ture from  Winston-Salem  Presbytery,  ask- 
ing that  Synod  "restudy  the  matter  of 
boundaries  of  Presbyteries".  The  Synod 
adopted  a  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  overture  be  answered  in 
the  affirmative  and  that  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  study  the  issue.  Such  a  Com- 
mitee  was  named,  consisting  of  the  Rev- 
erend P.  D.  Patrick  as  Chairman,  Rev. 
J.  B.  McLeod,  E.  Frank  Andrews, 
Greensboro,  F.  L.  Jackson,  Davidson, 
and  the  Rev.  C.  Lynn  Brown.

Synod's  Committee  on  Publicity  ear- 
nestly requests  all  persons  who  received 
Presbyterian  News  Survey  Forms  to  fill 
them  out  and  return  them  to  Synod's 
Office. 

About  February  1,  approximately  2,- 
000  forms  were  mailed  at  random 
among  the  more  than  55,000  Presby- 
terian families  receiving  the  Presby- 
terian News,  in  a  poll  to  ascertain 
"Reader  Interest." 

Fewer  than  200  replies  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  it  is  hoped  that  others  who 
receive  the  form  will  fill  them  out  and 
send  them  to  Synod's  Office  in  Raleigh. 


on  October  21,  and  heard  representa- 
tives of  Concord,  Orange,  and  Winston- 
Salem  Presbyteries.  Also  present  at  the 
meeting  were  representatives  of  Holston 
Presbytery  in  Appalachia  Synod. 

The  Committee  recommended  to 
Synod's  Council  that  Winston-Salem  and 
Orange  Presbyteries  be  reunited  and  that 
Lee  County  be  reunited  with  Fayette- 
ville  Presbytery.  In  turn,  the  Council, 
after  full  discussion  of  the  matter,  rec- 
ommended to  Synod  "that  no  change  be 
made  in  the  boundaries  of  Presbyteries 
at  this  time". 

Study  of  1962 

In  1962,  Synod  received  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Randolph  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Orange  Presbytery  "asking 
for  a  study  of  the  revision  of  Presbytery 
boundaries".  Once  again  Synod  named 
an  Ad  Interim  Committee  "to  study  the 
realignment  of  Presbtyeries".  The  Com- 
mittee was  made  up  of  the  Executive 
Secretaries  of  the  Presbyteries,  except  for 
Kings  Mountain  and  Winston-Salem. 

The  Committee  met  in  Raleigh  on 
February  6,  1963,  with  the  Chairman, 
the  Reverend  R.  H.  Stone,  presiding. 
Present  in  addition  to  Dr.  Stone  were 
the  Reverend  Messrs.  Thomas  M.  Davis, 
Thompson  B.  Southall,  Cheves  K.  Ligon, 
E.  L.  Barber,  J.  B.  Bradley,  J.  Cecil 
Lawrence,  James  B.  Tubbs,  J.  Harry 
Whitmore,  Howard  Gilkerson,  and 
Harold  J.  Dudley. 

At  the  meeting  a  review  of  the  work 
of  the  previous  committees  was  present- 
ed, together  with  a  history  of  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Presbyteries  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  In  the  meet- 
ing favorable  sentiment  was  expressed 
to  having  Asheville  Presbytery  returned 
to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Crescent  Looms  Big 

In  the  discussion  which  took  place, 
Mr.  Davis  pointed  out  that  the  problem 
of  Albemarle  Presbytery  is  its  large  area 
and  contrasting  small  membership.  Mr. 
Tubbs  indicated  that  Wilmington  Pres- 
bytery was  approaching  the  time  when  it 
would  be  able  to  sustain  itself  financial- 
ly and  felt  that  the  geographical  bound- 
aries were  satisfactory.  Mr.  Barber  in- 
dicated that  Granville  Presbytery's 
boundaries  were  satisfactory  and  that

the  current  problem  was  the  need  to 
concentrate  on  the  growth  in  the  urban 
areas  throughout  the  Piedmont  crescent. 
Dr.  Ligon  reported  no  sentiment  for  any 
change  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  Dr. 
Stone  reiterated  this  for  Orange  Presby- 
tery. Dr.  Whitmore  said,  that  "a  new 
spirit  of  extension  in  Winston-Salem" 
leading  to  the  strengthening  of  churches, 
seemed  to  preclude  any  changes  in  the 
boundaries  of  that  Presbytery.  The  Rev- 
erend Messrs.  Southall  and  Bradley  re- 
ported that  there  seemed  to  be  no  senti- 
ment for  changes  respectively  in  Concord 
and  Kings  Mountain  Presbyteries.  Dr. 
Lawrence  testified  that  "he  had  heard  no 
suggestions  for  a  change  of  Mecklen- 
burg's boundaries",  but  suggested  that  "it 
might  be  practicable  for  representatives 
of  Orange,  Concord,  and  Fayetteville 
Presbyteries  to  meet  with  Mecklenburg's 
representative  in  order  to  be  certain  that 
the  present  boundaries  are  the  best  pos- 
sible arrangements  to  meet  the  growing 
challenge  of  the  expanding  population  in 
the  Raleigh  to  Charlotte  Crescent." 

The  conference  lasted  for  three  hours 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  was 
no  sentiment  for  changing  the  bound- 
aries of  Presbyteries,  a  motion  prevailed 
that  the  overture  be  answered  in  the 
negative.  It  was  ordered  that  the  senti- 
ments expressed  in  the  meeting  be  record- 
ed and  preserved,  and  it  was  said  to  be 
"the  feeling  of  all  that  Synod  should  al- 
ways be  alert  to  expanding  and  shifting 
populations,  and  be  prepared  to  meet 
new  situations".

Proposed  Council 

The  106th  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  will  meet 
April  21-26  in  Montreat,  will  be  asked 
to  create  a  Council  on  Church  and  So- 
ciety to  take  the  place  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Christian  Relations  and 
the  Christian  Action  Advisory  Council. 

If  approved,  the  membership  of  the 
Council  would  be  comprised  of  twelve 
members  from  the  General  Assembly  at- 
large  and  two  each  from  the  Boards  of 
Church  Extension,  World  Missions,  Wo- 
men's Work,  and  Christian  Education,  a 
total  of  twenty;  and  the  new  organization 
would  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

With  the  Secretary  of  the  Division  of 
Christian  Action  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  as  the  administrative  of- 
ficer of  the  new  council,  its  functions 
would  be,  '"to  study  the  content  of  the 
Gospel  in  its  bearing  on  man  in  society, 
to  present  recommendations  regarding 
Church  and  Society  through  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  to  the  General  As- 
sembly for  its  consideration  and  action; 
and  to  speak  to  the  Church  and  Society, 
when  critical  occasions  so  demand,  in  its 
own  name  only,  with  statements  con- 
sistent with  the  standards  and  social  pro- 
nouncements of  the  General  Assembly". 

Appeal  For  Funds 

With  experts  forecasting  1966  as  a 
year  for  mounting  famine  and  other 
forms  of  social  disaster,  U.S.  Protestant 
churches  are  preparing  to  meet  heavy 
commitments  in  the  field  of  overseas 
assistance. 

A  total  of  $17,921,000  is  being  sought 
by  the  twenty-seven  participating  de- 
nominations in  the  Church  World  Serv- 
ice through  the  annual  "One-Great- 
Hour-of-Sharing"  appeal  on  March  20. 

Funds  realized  from  the  appeal  will 
be  used  for  relief  and  rehabilitation 
purposes  in  Asia,  Africa,  Latin  America, 
the  Middle  East,  and  limited  areas  of 
Europe.  Homeless  and  hungry  peoples 
in  "human  disaster  areas"  will  be  among 
the  principal  recipients. 

During  1965,  the  Church  World  Serv- 
ice, a  relief  and  rehabilitation  agency 
through  which  most  of  the  Protestant 
denominations  affiliated  with  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  channel  their 
gifts,  shipped  225,684,376  pounds  of 
food  and  clothing  and  materials  to  needy 
countries.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AD  INTERIM  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
DIVISION  OF  MECKLENBURG  PRESBYTERY 

(This  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  articles  dealing  with  the  proposed  division  of  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery.  The  report  was  adopted  by  the  Presbytery  at  a  meeting  on 
January  25,  1966.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Dr.  E.  Lee 
Staff  el,  is  also  Chairman  of  the  Synod's  Council.  Dr.  Stoffel  has  requested  that  it  be 
pointed  out  that  the  report  was  enthusiastically  adopted  by  Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 
In  the  May  issue  of  the  Presbyterian  News  there  will  appear  a  story  on  the  history 
of  Presbytery  organisations  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  beginning  with  Orange 
Presbytery  which  was  organized  in  1770). 

The  Ad  Interim  Committee  on  the  Division  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  makes 
the  following  report: 

Members  of  the  Committee:  E.  L.  Stoffel,  Chairman;  Ministers:  Rev.  Sam  Zealy, 
Thomasboro;  Rev.  Tracy  Fisher,  Rockingham;  Rev.  Carl  Miller,  Mt.  Gilead;  Rev. 
Frank  Jones,  Monroe.  Ruling  Elders:  Mr.  Herbert  Hildreth,  First,  Wadesboro;  Mr. 
C.  N.  Whilden,  Covenant,  Charlotte. 

The  Committee  held  two  major  meetings.  Between  meetings  research  was  con- 
ducted by  various  members  of  the  committee  for  consideration  by  the  entire  com- 
mittee. The  results  of  that  research  are  added  to  this  report. 

The  Committee  concluded  that  there  are  four  major  factors  to  be  considered: 

(1)  ADMINISTRATION:  The  admini- 
stration of  a  presbytery  that  is  larger  than 
several  of  our  synods  in  membership  is 
presenting  an  increasing  problem.  This  is 
especially  evident  in  the  Commission  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work.  The  Com- 
mittee heard  testimony  from  the  present 
retiring  chairman  of  the  Commission, 
Rev.  D.  O.  Mclnnis,  to  the  effect  that  the 
Commission  is  required  to  spend  unduly 
long  hours  on  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission. As  a  result,  imposition  is  often 
made  upon  the  time  of  both  ministers  and 
ruling  elders;  and  satisfactory  considera- 
tion of  individual  churches  and  ministers 
and  their  problems  is  rendered  difficult. 

(2)  CHURCH  EXTENSION:  It  is  to 
be  noted  that  the  problems  of  church 
extension  within  Mecklenburg  County 
and  in  the  five  counties  outside  Meck- 
lenburg County  require  largely  a  dif- 
ferent strategy  and  approach  for  each. 
A  division  of  the  Presbytery  would  allow 
for  more  freedom  in  planning  for  Church 
Extension  within  each  division. 

(3)  LEADERSHIP:  A  presbytery  of 
this  size  (containing  93  pastors  and  110 
churches)  makes  it  almost  impossible  to 
use  or  to  develop  leadership  throughout 
the  Presbytery.  Work  within  Mecklen- 
burg County  often  requires  committees 
that  can  gather  quickly.  And  in  general, 
there  are  only  so  many  committees, 
which  means  that  inevitably  both  min- 
isters and  ruling  elders  will  not  have  the

Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  Be- 
quests and  Deferred  Gifts  heard  Dr. 
Frank  H.  Caldwell,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Charlotte, 
at  its  annual  meeting  in  Raleigh  on 
April  5. 

Archie  W.  McLean,  Rocky  Mount, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  presided 
over  the  meeting  which  was  attended  by 
Thornton  H.  Brooks,  Greensboro;  Louis 
M.  Nelson,  North  Wilkesboro;  Alex 
Urquhart,  Wilmington;  J.  Lyman  Kiser, 
Raleigh;  Willis  Smith,  Belmont;  and  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Childers,  Lexington. 

Dr.  Caldwell  spoke  of  the  frustra- 
tion confronting  not  only  his  office  as 
head  of  the  Foundation  but  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  especially  the  Committee 
on  Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts,  because 
of  the  vast  area  to  be  covered  with  limit- 
ed personnel  and  resources.  He  stressed 
the  need  for  promotion  of  Foundation 
work,  including  Bequests  and  Deferred 
Gifts,  through  Synod  offices  on  Founda- 
tions and  in  some  instances  in  Presby- 
teries. 

Chairman  McLean  expressed  regret 
that  the  Synod  continues  to  defer  the 
employment  of  a  full-time  Finance  Of- 
ficer to  develop  the  stewardship  pro- 
gram through  Bequests  and  Deferred 
Gifts,  and  illustrated  the  results  in  one

Christian  Stewardship 

By  Lyman  Kiser,  Jr. 

(This  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  articles 
by  members  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on 
Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts.  Mr.  Kiser 
is  an  insurance  agent  in  Raleigh  and  a 
member  of  the  White  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church.) 

In  Stewardship,  Christians  might  great- 
ly muhiply  their  lifetime  giving  by  pur- 
suing a  long-range  plan.  If  most  Presby- 
terians would  practice  such  a  plan,  the 
Presbyterian  Church  would  doubtless  be 
the  leading  denomination,  stewardship- 
wise,  in  the  world.  Many  Presbyterians 
come  from  the  upper  middle  class.  By 
long-range  planning  they  might  give  the 
equivalent  of  their  gross  estate  without 
penalizing  anyone. 

Life  insurance  offers  most  people  an 
unprecedented  plan  by  which  they  may 
give  generous  amounts  to  the  church. 

Giving  through  life  insurance  might 
be  brought  into  individual  churches  in 
their  fund-raising  campaigns,  or  might 
be  worked  out  on  a  basis  of  being  used 
in  the  Synod  work,  or  in  the  whole  of 
the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 

Most  life  insurance  companies  offer 
suitable  policies  which  may  be  used  as 
funding  devices  to  help  church  organiza- 
tions. It  might  be  that  a  local  insurance 
agent  would  be  willing  to  set  up  organiza- 
tion to  help  a  church  in  funding  such  a 
plan. 

The  Methodist  Church  has  successively 
used  a  similar  plan  extensively. 

Older  persons  need  not  purchase  new 
life  insurance.  Policies  already  in  effect 
may  be  assigned  to  the  church  or  an 
agency  of  the  Church  as  beneficiary. 
Even  a  portion  of  a  policy  may  be  thus 
designated.  As  an  example,  if  a  man,  age 
65,  owns  $10,000  worth  of  insurance, 
and  wishes  to  leave  $1,000  to  the 
Church,  it  is  a  simple  matter  for  him 
to  assign  the  designated  amount  to  his 
Church. 

Often  it  is  through  oversight  or  ignor-

ance  of  the  plan  that  individuals  fail  to 
benefit  their  Church  and  even  themselves 
since  such  gifts  may  be  deducted  from 
one's  gross  estate  against  which  there 
are  no  Federal  Estate  taxes.  Persons  with 
large  estates  may  reap  great  benefit 
from  this  plan;  however,  it  may  also 
prove  helpful  to  even  small  donors. 

There  is  hardly  a  better  way  to  give 
to  the  Church  on  a  limited  budget  than 
through  life  insurance.  A  young  person 
might  contribute  from  $40  to  $50  per 
annum  towards  a  $2,000  policy.  In  case 
of  early  death,  the  policy  would  be  paid 
up,  leaving  the  beneficary  the  full  face 
value  of  the  policy. 

All  life  underwriters  would  do  well  to 
investigate  and  promote  the  potentialities 
of  giving  through  life  insurance.  This  idea 
also  suggests  a  project  for  the  Men  of 
the  Church,  or  either  for  the  Women 
of  the  Church,  especially  where  there 


Inter-Church  Relations 

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  In- 
ter-Church Relations  convened  in  Raleigh 
April  12,  with  the  Reverend  E.  Eugene 
Kirkman,  Winston-Salem,  Chairman  Pro 
Tem,  presiding. 

The  Committee  heard  the  Reverend 
Samuel  S.  Wiley,  D.D.,  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  who  gave  a  comprehensive 
report  on  the  activities  of  the  Council, 
both  program  and  financial. 

The  Committee  took  the  following 
actions: 

(1)  "That  it  be  recommended  to  Synod 
that  Presbyteries  be  urged  to  endeavor 
to  establish  relationships  with  Presbyter- 
ies of  Catawba  Synod"; 

(2)  "That  it  be  recommended  to  Sy- 
nod that  Synodical  be  urged  to  endeavor 
to  exchange  sororal  delegates  with  Ca- 
tawba Synod"; 

(3)  "That  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina send  an  accerdited  representative  to 
the  National  Council  of  Churches 
triennial  meeting  at  Miami,  Florida,  De- 
cember, 1966"; 

(4)  "That  the  Committee  ask  for  a 
realistic  budget  in  the  amount  of  $14,677 
for  1967,  of  which  $13,777  wiU  be 
designated  for  the  North  Carolina  Coun- 
cil of  Churches." 

Synod  speakers  on  the  subject  of  un- 
ion with  the  Reformed  Church  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  of  Twenty-Four 
on  Union,  and  later  it  was  reported  that 
Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  Charlotte,  repre- 
senting the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.,  and 
Dr.  Gerrit  T.  Vander  Lugt,  of  New 
Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  representing  the 
Reformed  Church  of  America,  will  be 
the  speakers  on  the  first  evening  of  the 
meeting  of  Synod.

ACCEPTS  DUKE  CALL 

Reverend  Clyde  O.  Robinson,  Jr.,  pas- 
tor of  the  Trinity  Church,  Winston- 
Salem  since  September,  1963,  recently 
accepted  the  call  from  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  to  become  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  Pastor  at  Duke  Univer- 
sity. He  assumed  his  new  duties  on 
April  11. 

Mr.  Robinson,  a  native  of  Gastonia, 
was  graduated  from  Davidson  College 
in  1956  with  a  B.A.  degree  and  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York  City  in  1960  with  a  B.D.  degree. 
Before  his  pastorate  at  Trinity,  he  had 
done  field  work  at  Brick  and  West 
Park  Presbyterian  Churches  in  New 
York  City  and  was  an  intern-assistant 
pastor  at  the  White  Memorial  Church, 
Raleigh. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Jane 
Vick  of  Raleigh. 

Mr.  Robinson,  who  succeeds  Rever- 
end Charles  E.  Johnson,  now  Professor 
at  St.  Andrews  College,  Laurinburg,  in 
tendering  his  resignation  to  his  congre- 
gation, said:  "There  are  approximately 
800  undergraduate  Presbyterians  on  the 
Duke  campus.  They,  together  with  Pres- 
byterian graduate  students,  medical  and 
law  students,  and  faculty,  will  be  my 
pastoral  responsibility.

RECEIVES  GRANT

Area  Stewardship  Conference 

The  Annual  Area  Stewardship  Con- 
ference, sponsored  by  the  General  Coun- 
cil of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  for  Synod  and  Presbytery  Execu- 
tives, Chairmen  of  Stewardship,  and 
other  interested  personnel  was  held  in 
Charlotte  March  17-18. 

All  sessions  were  held  in  the  Wach- 
ovia Bank  Building,  except  the  banquet 
on  the  first  evening  which  was  served 
in  the  Queen  Charlotte  Hotel. 

All  representatives  at  the  Conference 
were  guests  of  the  Presbyterian  Founda- 
tion for  the  banquet  at  which  Dr.  Frank 
H.  Caldwell,  Executive  Director,  brought 
an  address  on  the  program  and  progress 
of  the  work  of  the  Foundation. 

Twenty-eight  members  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  and  its  Presbyteries 
attended  the  Conference,  and  were  head- 
ed by  the  Synod's  Chairman  of  Steward- 
ship, Mr.  Halbert  M.  Jones  of  Laurin- 
burg. 

The  principal  speakers  during  the  Con- 
ference, which  was  presided  over  by  Dr. 
Charles  C.  Cowsert,  Secretary  of  Stew- 
ardship of  the  General  Council,  Atlanta, 
were  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  World  Mis- 
sions, Nashville,  Tennessee;  and  Dr.  J.  G. 
Patton,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Gen- 
eral Council,  Atlanta.  Dr.  Street  substi- 
tuted for  Dr.  William  A.  Benfield,  Jr. 
who  was  prevented  from  attending  on 
account  of  a  funeral  in  his  Church. 

Dr.  Street  stressed  the  idea  of  "some- 
thing in  store  for  us",  and  suggested 
three  expectations:  (1)  A  New  Energy  of 
Mission;  (2)  A  New  Imagination  of  Mis- 
sion; and  (3)  A  New  Nerve  of  Mission. 

Dr.  Street  pointed  out  that  whereas 
91%  of  the  population  of  Europe  and 
America  are  Christians,  only  9%  in 
Asia  and  Africa  are  Christians  and  that 
of  the  more  than  100,000,000  in  South- 
east Asia  alone,  only  1,000,000  are 
Christians. 

Dr.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  pre- 
sented a  program  demonstrating  how 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  develops  its 
Stewardship  program.

Prominent  Presbyterian  Dies 

Herbert  Worth  Jackson,  Jr.,  68,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, died  at  his  suburban  estate  in 
Richmond  on  March  26. 

Born  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Mr.  Jackson 
had  been  Chairman  of  the  Board  and 
Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Uni- 
versal Leaf  Tobacco  Company  since  last 
November,  after  serving  as  President 
from  1946. 

Mr.  Jackson,  who  was  extremely  active 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Seminary,  had  been 
in  declining  health  for  about  ten  years 
and  suffered  a  heart  attack  in  the  spring 
of  1965. 

During  World  War  I,  he  served  as  a 
second  ileutenant  in  the  army  field  artil- 
lery and  since  that  time  has  taken  a 
great  interest  in  military  history  and  af- 
fairs as  a  member  and  past  officer  of 
such  organizations  as  the  Sons  of  the 
Revolution  in  Virginia,  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars  of  Virginia,  and  the  So- 
ciety of  the  Cincinnati. 

Mr.  Jackson  is  survived  by  a  son, 
Herbert  W.  Jackson,  III,  and  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  Thomas  M.  Miller,  both  of  Rich- 
mond. 

Funeral  services  were  held  from  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Rich- 
mond of  which  he  was  formerly  an  elder, 
and  burial  was  in  Hollywood  Cemetery, 
Richmond. 


A  little  more  than  two  years  after  its 
first  meeting,  the  congregation  of  Trin- 
ity Presbyterian  Church  in  Laurinburg 
has  approved  plans  for  a  three-phase 
building  program. 

Working  drawings  for  the  initial  unit 
have  been  completed,  and  the  congrega- 
tion expects  to  receive  bids  from  con- 
tractors on  May  10.  Architects  for  the 
buildings  are  Hayes,  Howell  and  Associ- 
ates of  Southern  Pines. 

A  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  build- 
ing the  first  unit — an  educational  build- 
ing and  fellowship  hall — is  now  under 
way. 

The  congregational  campaign  was  con- 
ducted on  the  church's  second  anniver- 
sary— the  first  Sunday  in  March.  Addi- 
tional funds  for  the  first  building  are 
expected  from  friends  of  the  new  church. 

Flexibility  is  the  keynote  of  plans  for 
the  initial  unit.  The  fellowship  hall  will 
also  serve  as  a  sanctuary,  while  the  of- 
fice and  kitchen  may  be  used  for  clas- 
ses. Four  large  nursery-kindergarten 
rooms  are  to  built  for  later  conversion 
to  six  rooms. 

Trinity  began  on  March  1,  1964,  when 
a  group  of  forty  interested  Presbyterians 
met  with  a  steering  committee  formed 
by  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  The  Laurin- 
burg Presbyterian  Church  supplied  the 
majority  of  members  on  the  charter  roll 
of  100,  and  has  continued  to  provide 
support  through  two  years  of  growth. 

Today  Trinity  has  more  than  160 
communicant  members,  and  a  strategic 
location  in  the  fastest-growing  section 
of  Laurinburg.  The  12-acre  site  for  the 


church  and  a  manse  lot  were  donated 
by  Oscar  Blue  McCormick,  an  elder. 

From  the  first  meeting  Trinity  has 
used  the  facilities  of  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College  for  Sunday  School  and 
worship  services.  A  Barnabas  call  from 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  supplied  $3,400 
used  in  building  the  manse. 

The  Rev.  A.  Douglas  McArn  of  Laur- 
inburg served  as  supply  pastor  for  Trin- 
ity during  its  first  year.  In  April,  1965, 
the  Rev.  Grant  M.  Sharp  became  the 
first  full-time  pastor,  coming  from  a 
post  as  assistant  minister  of  Highland 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Fayetteville.

The  77th  annual  meeting  of  the  Wo- 
men of  the  Church  of  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery was  held  April  12-13,  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Carthage.  Mrs. 
John  H.  Nance,  Presbyterial  President, 
presided  over  the  sessions  which  began 
with  a  meeting  of  the  Women's  Coun- 
cil. 

Reverend  David  Burr,  Minister  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Winston- 
Salem,  spoke  at  both  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  sessions  on  the  theme,  "The 
Holy  Spirit  in  our  Life  Today". 

Other  speakers  included  Mrs.  Colon 
McLean,  President  of  the  Synodical; 
Reverend  Allan  Smyth,  Assistant  Minist- 
er of  the  First  Church,  Dunn;  Rev. 
George  Cheney,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Presbytery's  Committee  on  Women's 
Work;  and  Mrs.  H.  Lacy  Godwin,  Past 
President  of  Synod  and  Director  of  the 
Synodical  Training  School. 
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Carillon  To  Be  Installed 

Donated  by  the  James  Earnhardt 
Family  in  memory  of  their  nephew, 
Allan  Hayes,  a  carillon  will  be  cast  and 
tuned  in  Aarle-Rixtel,  Holland,  by  the 
Petit  and  Fritsen  Company,  assembled  in 
this  country  by  the  I.  T.  Verdin  Com- 
pany who  are  American  representatives 
of  the  Holland  Company,  and  installed 
in  the  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte  Bell  Tower.  This  is  the  first 
carillon  to  be  installed  in  Charlotte. 
(Currently  there  is  one  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity). 

Dr.  Richard  Peek,  Minister  of  Music 
for  the  Church,  was  recently  presented 
by  the  Foundry  in  Holland  a  16-pound 
bell  with  the  design  of  hunters  and  hunt- 
ing dogs,  made  of  80%  virgin  copper 
and  20%  virgin  tin  for  addition  to  the 
carillon.  It  is  about  the  size  of  the  smal- 
lest bell  to  be  put  in  the  35-bell  col- 
lection. (It  takes  at  least  23  bells  to  make 
a  carillon).  Those  being  used  will  be 
etched  with  angels,  will  be  stationary, 
and  a  manual  keyboard  operation  will 
be  installed  in  the  tower  to  be  operated 
by  Dr.  Peek. 

The  largest  bell  in  the  carillon  will 
weigh  1,408  pounds. 

Plans  call  for  installation  to  be  early 
in  1967. 


Minister  Honored 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  Minister  of  the 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  for  the 
past  twenty  years,  was  recently  honored 
by  the  congregation  of  his  church  in 
connection  with  the  dedication  of  four 
new  stained  glass  windows  in  the  sanct- 
uary. 

Dr.  Hall  has  been  indisposed  for  sever- 
al months  due  to  a  throat  ailment. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of 
the  windows.  T.  M.  Earnhardt,  one  of 
the  members  of  the  Committee  which 
called  Dr.  Hall  in  1946,  standing  before 
the  congregation,  addressed  Dr.  Hall  and 
stated  that  the  ceremony  had  been  plan- 
ned to  "assure  you  (Dr.  Hall)  of  our 
devotion",  and  then  added,  "Dr.  Hall,  we 
love  you  and  admire  you  more  than 
words  can  express". 

Dr.  Henry  Willett  of  Philadelphia  who 
designed  the  windows  and  was  present  at 
the  service,  stated  that  the  "breadth  of 
Dr.  Hall's  service  has  strengthened 
Christ's  Church  in  the  world". 

In  response  Dr.  Hall  reminded  his 
congregation  that  he  had  never  stayed 
in  a  church  longer  than  six  years  prior 
to  coming  to  the  Covenant  and  that  he 
had  not  intended  to  remain  twenty  years 
in  any  place.  In  response,  "a  smiling 
middle-aged  woman  pushed  toward  Hall 
and  declared,  'well  we  just  want  to  make 
sure  you  stay  with  us  another  twenty 
years'."  Dr.  Hall  responded,  "I  accept". 


BOOK  REVIEW 

Old  Churches,  Ministers,  and  Families 
of  Virginia  by  Bishop  William  Meade; 

With  Digest  Index  and  Genealogical 
Guide  by  Jennings  Cropper  Wise;  2  Vol- 
umes, 1100  pages,  $22.50; 

Published  by  Genealogical  Publishing 
Company,  521-23  St.  Paul  Place,  Balti- 
more, Maryland  21202; 

A  reprint  of  the  monumental  work  on 
Virginia's  early  parishes,  clergy,  and  lead- 
ing families.  The  book  is  indispensable 
for  genealogists  and  historians,  particular- 
ly for  material  on  the  colonial  period. 

Chapters  are  devoted  to  the  history  of 
all  the  early  parishes  and  include  lists  of 
vestrymen,  justices,  and  leading  families 
with  numerous  extensive  family  geneaolo- 
gies. 

The  100-page  appendix,  prepared  by 
Jennings  Wise  in  1910,  contains  6,900 
proper  names,  as  well  as  names  of  church- 
es and  parishes,  and  is  said  to  be  more 
accurate  and  complete  than  the  earlier  one 
by  J.  M.  Toner. 

Bishop  William  Meade  (1789-1862)  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia  began  work  on  these 
volumes  in  1854  by  writing  articles  for  the 
Southern  Churchman.  These  were  publish- 
ed in  book  form  in  1857.  The  present  edi- 
tion is  reprinted  from  the  1861  edition 
with  the  addition  of  Wise's  index.

Peace  College  President  Installed 

Dr.  Samuel  David  Frazier,  34,  was 
inaugurated  President  of  Peace  College, 
Raleigh,  on  March  29,  in  ceremonies  in 
which  Governor  Dan  K.  Moore  partici- 
pated. Dr.  Frazier  is  the  8th  President 
to  serve  the  college  during  its  94  years 
as  a  Presbyterian-supported  institution 
to  educate  young  women. 

More  than  45  college  Presidents 
throughout  the  South  attended  the  In- 
stallation. Dr.  Frazier  succeeds  Dr.  Wil- 
liam C.  Presslyi  President  of  Peace  from 
1926  to  1965,  retired  last. year. 

Micou  F.  Browne,  Chairman  of  the 
College  Board  of  Trustees,  presided  over 
the  ceremonies  held  in  the  Grover  Her- 
mann Student  Center. 

Greetings  to  the  new  President  were 
presented  by  Mrs.  Ben  W.  Kilgore,  Jr., 
President  of  the  Alumnae  Association; 
Ellen  Ross,  President  of  the  Peace  Stu- 
dent Government  Association;  David  C. 
Worth  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Raleigh;  Miss  Wynelle  Lewis  on  behalf 
of  the  Peace  Faculty;  Travis  Tomlinson, 
Mayor  of  Raleigh;  and  Trent  Ragland, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Peace  College 
Foundation. 

Governor  Dan  K.  Moore  gave  the 
principal  address  other  than  that  by  the 
new  President.  The  Governor  declared: 
"Never  has  the  demand  for  higher  edu- 
cation in  our  State  been  so  pressing  as 
it  is  now.  Last  spring,  our  high  schools 
graduated  a  record  number  of  whom 
nearly  52%  continued  their  education". 
He  called  on  the  denominations  to  con- 
tinue their  support  of  higher  education, 
stating  that  the  46  private  and  church 
related  universities  in  the  State  are  edu- 
cating approximately  42%  of  the  more 
than  100,000  students  enrolled  in  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning. 

Peace  College  was  chartered  as  a 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  in  1857.  It 
was  named  for  William  Peace,  an  elder 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Ral- 
eigh, who  gave  the  present  site  and 
$10,000.  The  local  Church  relinquished 
control  to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
from  1953  to  1962,  when  the  Church  re- 
assumed  control  of  the  School. 

Dr.  Frazier,  in  his  address,  declared 
that  small  colleges  should  understand 
their  role  and  objectives  and  not  endea- 
vor to  duplicate  education  on  the  level 
of  the  large  secular  affluent  universi- 
ties. He  went  on  to  say  that  "the  strong 
private  college  offers  a  balancing  effect. 
It  is  interested  in  the  student,  society, 
and  the  relationship  of  the  two. 

"The  small  college  helps  the  student 
to  understand  himself  and  understand 
his  environment.  We  at  Peace  must 
offer  a  program  of  quality  .  .  .  We  can 
do  this  and  remain  true  to  moral  and 
religious  teachings.  We  need  not  be  apo-

logetic.  It  will  not  be  an  excuse  for 
shoddy  scholarship." 

He  stated  that  he  envisions  the  future 
as  dedicated  to  the  Christian  tradition 
and  academic  excellence  which  is  de- 
pendent largely  on  a  faculty  committed 
to  the  highest  ideals  of  achievement. 

"The  strength  and  influence  of  Peace's 
graduates  offer  justification  for  the  Col- 
lege's existence  in  our  continuing  ef- 
forts to  achieve  excellence. 

"There  is  a  specific  need  in  the 
scheme  of  higher  education  for  the  small 
liberal  arts  woman's  college  such  as 
Peace  which  emphasizes  teaching. 

"The  storm  of  controversy  about  con- 
solidating Peace  into  one  Presbyterian 
College  was  an  issue  that  preceded  my 
coming  to  Peace,  and  I  have  purposely 
not  informed  myself  too  thoroughly 
about  it.  Instead,  I  am  focusing  on  the 
future  of  Peace." 

Today  there  are  453  students  at  Peace, 
of  whom  273  are  boarding  students.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  has  a  goal  of  600  stu- 
dents.

History  with  Southern  History:  The 
Contribution  of  Church  History",  Dr. 
Martin  E.  Marty,  University  of  Chicago; 
"The  Social  Gospel  in  the  South",  Dr. 
Robert  Moats  Miller,  University  of  North 
Carolina;  "Southern  Protestants,  South- 
ern Catholics,  and  International  Affairs: 
A  Comparative  Analysis",  Dr.  Alfred  O. 
Hero,  Jr.,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
World  Peace  Foundation;  and  "Against 
the  Black  Grain:  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.  and  The  Historical  Negro  Church", 
Dr.  Melvin  Drimmer,  Spelman  College, 
Atlanta  University.

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work  convened  in  Ral- 
eigh March  28,  with  the  Reverend  Watt 
M.  Cooper,  North  Wilkesboro,  Chair- 
man, presiding.

He  urged 
that  the  Church  "disabuse"  itself  of  the 
philosophy  of  preference  for  the  young 
man.  Mr.  White  pointed  out  that  where- 
as in  1964  there  were  781  vacancies  in 
the  denomination,  the  number  has  been 
reduced  to  466.  He  indicated  that  there 
is  an  increasing  number  of  young  min- 
isters available  for  calls. 

The  major  part  of  the  time  the  Com- 
mittee met  was  given  over  to  what  is 
referred  to  as  "Confidential  Exchange". 
Presbytery  representatives  shared  the 
names  of  ministers  and  churches  in  ef- 
forts to  resolve  problems  of  moving  min- 
isters and  filling  vacancies.

Now  in  its  15th  season,  the  North 
Carolina  String  Quartet  brought  its 
musical  abilities  to  St.  Andrews  College 
recently. 

The  Quartet  which  has  earned  a  back- 
log of  musical  superlatives  from  music 
critics  along  the  eastern  seaboard  is 
composed  of  "key-desk"  players  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  Sym- 
phony Orchestra,  Chapel  Hill.

Building  Fund  Reaches  Half 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Building 
Fund  Campaign 

Sometime  ago  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  authorized  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion Committee,  through  its  Sub-Com- 
mittee on  the  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program,  to  conduct  a  quiet  campaign 
to  raise  funds  for  constructing  a  build- 
ing for  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Cent- 
er at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  in 
Laurinburg.  The  Committee  decided  to 
attempt  to  raise  these  funds  from  those 
churches  which  have  used  the  Guidance 
Center  by  sending  its  young  people  there 
in  recent  years.  A  brochure  was  prepar- 
ed and  apportionments  determined  to 
be  asked  from  these  various  churches. 
The  brochure  together  with  a  letter  and 
the  suggested  apportionment  was  sent  to 
these  churches  throughout  the  Synod. 
There  was  a  healthy  response  to  this  re- 
quest from  a  number  of  these  churches 
as  the  Committee  set  out  to  raise  $100,- 
000. 

To  date  the  response  for  this  money 
has  been  most  gratifying  in  that  from 
those  churches  which  responded  ap- 
proximately $52,000  has  been  raised  or 
pledged.  $35,000  of  this  amount  has 
been  paid  and  is  on  deposit  ready  to  be 
used.

MONTREAT,  N.  C.  —  (PN)  —  The 
Church's  role  in  social  action  and  pro- 
posals for  union  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  are  two  key  issues 
facing  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  at  its  106th 
annual  meeting  here  April  21-26. 

The  issue  of  whether  or  not  to  with- 
draw from  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  a  perennial  hot  potato,  will  be 
another  major  item  for  debate. 

One  of  the  most  hotly  debated  issues 
of  the  1965  Assembly  will  be  back  again 
this  year.  The  highest  denominational 
governing  body  will  be  asked  to  clarify 
the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  1965  state- 
ment of  civil  disobedience  in  the  quest 
for  civil  rights.  Many  have  interpreted 
it  to  condone  civil  disorder. 

Creeping  Congregationalism  comes  in 
for  criticism  in  a  report  by  the  permanent 
Committee  on  Christian  Relations.  The 
committee  points  out  that  the  denomina- 
tion is  not  a  loose  confederation  of 
autonomous  churches.  Membership  in  a 
local  congregation  is  a  necessary  means 
by  which  one  becomes  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

It  also  asks  the  Assembly  to  rap  the 
knuckles  of  presbyteries  and  local  church 
governing  bodies  that  have  withheld  or 
deployed  funds  from  the  denomination's 
benevolence  budget. 

The  Assembly  will  be  asked  to  go  on 
record  favoring  the  abolition  of  capital 
punishment.  A  similar  proposal  was  re- 
jected last  year  by  a  vote  of  168  to  161. 

At  least  two  long-time  Presbyterian 
leaders  are  expected  to  be  nominated  for 
moderator,  the  denomination's  highest 
titular  office.  They  are  Dr.  Frank  H. 
Caldwell  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  executive 
director  of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation 
and  former  president  of  Louisville  Pres- 
byterian Theological  Seminary,  and  Dr. 
J.  Rupert  McGregor  of  Columbia,  S.  C, 
former  president  of  Montreat  College 
and  of  the  Mountain  Retreat  Associa- 
tion. Other  names  have  been  mentioned, 
but  to  date  these  two  are  the  only  ones 
whose  supporters  have  announced  plans 
for  nominating  them. 

More  than  a  half-dozen  overtures  ask 
for  union  negotiations  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.  One  requests  su- 
spension of  union  negotiations  between 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  and 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  until 
the  United  Presbyterians  "can  be  fully 
drawn  into  any  plans  for  reunion."  The 
Presbyterians  U.  S.  and  the  Reformed 
Church  have  been  holding  conversations 
since  1962,  and  a  committee  is  cur- 
rently engaged  in  drafting  a  plan  of 
union. 

Also,  there  are  requests  for  a  consti- 
tutional change  that  would  permit  mer-

gar  of  presbyteries  or  synods  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Race,  a  touchy  issue  at  recent  As- 
sembly meetings,  will  be  back  again  this 
year. 

Harmony  Presbytery  in  South  Caro- 
lina is  asking  the  Assembly  to  express 
disapproval  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King 
Jr.  and  Dr.  Gayraud  D.  Wilmore  Jr., 
"being  invited  and  permitted  to  speak  at 
a  religious  meeting  of  the  Church  in 
Montreat." 

Dr.  King  and  Dr.  Wilmore,  a  Negro 
and  executive  director  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church's  Commission  on 
Religion  and  Race,  addressed  a  con- 
ference last  August  sponsored  by  the 
Division  of  Christian  Action  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 

Last  year's  Assembly  voted  to  "re- 
quest" synods  and  presbyteries  to  receive 
any  Presbyterian  U.  S.  churches  within 
their  geographical  bounds.  The  forth- 
coming Assembly  will  be  asked  to  "in- 
struct" presbyteries  which  have  refused 
to  receive  Negro  churches  to  do  so. 

Other  important  items  of  business  in- 
clude: 

— Asking  endorsement  of  the  Nation- 
al Council  of  Churches  policy  statement 
on  Viet  Nam. 

— A  proposal  to  create  a  Council  on 
Church  and  Society,  with  authority  to 
issue  statements  on  political  and  social 
issues. 

— A  proposed  basic  benevolence  bud- 
get of  $8,564,417  to  support  the  work  of 
the  denominational  boards  and  agencies. 

— A  paper  on  "Work  and  Leisure," 
which  was  recommitted  last  year  to  the 
Permanent  Committee  on  Christian  Ac- 
tion for  revision.  The  paper  looks  into 
problems  of  a  changing  society  such  as 
automation,  retraining  and  unemploy- 
ment, and  offers  suggestions  to  assist 
the  church  in  understanding  and  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  people. 

— A  request  for  a  study  of  war  and 
peace  and  their  bearing  on  conflict  of 
Christian  conscience  in  the  nuclear  age.

Southard,  Professor  of  Psychology  of 
Religion  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  will 
become  Director  of  Research,  Division  of 
Education  and  Research,  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  Atlanta.

The  Baptist  Professor  is  a  native  of 
Lincolnton,  N.  C,  a  graduate  of  George 
Washington  University  and  holds  the 
B.D.  and  Th.D.  degrees  from  Southern 
Baptist  Seminary.

in  business  administration  and  economics 
from  Pilot  Mountain;  and  W.  David 
Purnell,  a  junior  pre-med  student  of 
Charlotte.

Hospital  Complies 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Charlotte 
has  completely  desegregated  its  facili- 
ties and  has  signed  a  statement  of  com- 
pliance with  the  1964  Civil  Rights  Act. 

Although  the  hospital  has  admitted 
negro  patients  since  March,  1965,  its 
Board  of  Trustees  previously  had  refused 
to  authorize  the  signing  of  a  statement 
of  compliance  with  the  act  and  some 
facilities  had  remained  segregated. 

All  Federal,  State,  and  County  funds 
for  the  hospital  were  cut  off  last  July, 
and  the  436-bed  hospital  remained  one  of 
the  country's  largest  to  refuse  to  sign 
the  pledge  or  accept  public  funds. 

According  to  Superintendent  J.  P. 
Richardson,  Medicare  forced  the  change 
because,  beginning  July  1,  the  hospital 
would  not  have  been  eligible  to  accept 
Medicare  patients  unless  it  guaranteed 
compliance  with  the  Civil  Rights  Act.

Both  students  end  adults  in  our  so- 
ciety have  been,/  and  Swill  continue  to 
be  assessed  with  'on  increasing  array  of 
psychometric  devices  or  tests.  Testing 
occupies  a  justifiable  place  of  impor- 
tance in  both  education  and  industry; 
however  most  authors,  publishers,  and 
qualified  users  of  psychological  tests  are 
dismayed  at  the  misuses  and  miscon- 
ceptions of  tests.  Tests  can  effectively 
and  efficiently  give  comparisons  of  one 
individual's  performance  to  that  of  a 
reference  group.  These  comparisons  can 
provide  invaluable  assistance  in  planning 
and  self-evaluation.  However,  improper- 
ly applied  and  interpreted  these  same 
test  results  can  prove  to  be  worse  than 
valueless. 

The  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center 
uses  psychological  testing  as  one  means 
of  providing  counselees  with  information 
which  can  assist  them  as  they  make  vo- 
cational choices.  Testing  and  interpre- 
tation of  test  results  is  only  one  part 
of  the  Guidance  Center  experience.  Dis- 
cussing educational  and  occupational 
plans  with  a  counselor,  and  guided  study 
of  jobs  and  schools  are  equally  if  not 
more  important. 

Counselors  are  constantly  exposed  to 
misunderstanding  and  misapplication  of 
test  data.  In  order  to  assist  and  caution 
both  parents  and  students  in  their  evalua- 
tion of  all  test  data,  some  common  er- 
rors are  reviewed  below: 

Overemphasis  of  One  Score:  No  single 
test  determines  the  fate  and  future  of 
an  individual.  If  the  performance  record 
contradicts  a  test  score,  proven  perfor- 
mance will  be  the  accepted  criterion.  Col- 
leges find  that  the  student's  high  school 
record  is  the  single  credential  most  use- 
ful in  predicting  academic  success.  Test 
results  can  help  assess  potential,  but  per- 
formance counts. 

Relying  on  Test  Scores  as  an  Absolute 

Undergoes  Surgery 

Miss  Doris  Moore,  a  member  of  the 
Culdee  Presbyterian  Church  and  a  Pres- 
byterian Missionary  to  the  Congo  since 
1950,  has  recently  undergone  eye  sur- 
gery in  the  Vanderbilt  Hospital,  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee. 

Miss  Moore  said  that  for  several  weeks 
she  had  noticed  what  seemed  to  have 
been  a  rather  sudden  loss  of  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  vision  in  her  right  eye, 
and  the  doctors  in  the  Congo  tried  but 
were  unable  to  determine  the  cause,  and 
advised  her  to  return  to  the  States  for 
diagnosis. 


Spring  Rally  Held 

On  Sunday,  March  28,  the  Men  of 
Granville  Presbytery  held  their  spring 
rally  at  the  Butner  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  theme  was  "The  Essence  of  the 
Church".  More  than  300  men  from  the 
53  churches  in  Granville  Presbytery  at- 
tended the  rally  which  was  presided  over 
by  President  L.  M.  Draper  of  Durham. 

The  Reverend  Albert  Thomas,  host 
pastor,  delivered  the  invocation,  and  Mr. 
Ray  Pope  of  Butner  gave  the  welcoming 
address. 

Dr.  Robert  Bluford,  Jr.,  Director  of 
Campus  Christian  Life,  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  Richmond,  Virginia,  was 
the  principal  speaker,  and  his  address 
was  centered  around  the  nature  and  mis- 
sion of  the  church  and  what  the  Church 
is  supposed  to  be  doing  as  opposed  to 
the  concept  of  the  Church  as  a  club. 

The  rally  included  a  business  session, 
a  social  hour,  a  discussion  period  and  a 
closing  assembly  at  which  time  Dr.  Al- 
bert G.  Edwards  of  Raleigh  pronounced 
the  benediction. 

Measure:  Test  scores  are  at  best  a  rea- 
sonable estimate  of  the  general  level  of 
performance.  Scores  will  fluctuate  from 
day  to  day  and  test  to  test.  Results 
are  most  useful  if  considered  as  indicative 
of  a  range,  not  a  fixed  point. 

Inappropriate  Test  Selection:  Tests 
must  be  related  to  something  a  student 
wants  or  needs  to  know  about  himself. 
Many  students  talk  glibly  about  IQ,  when 
the  information  they  want  is  related  to 
academic  potential  or  scholastic  apti- 
tude. The  concepts  are  related  but  not 
identical.  To  be  useful  and  valid  for 
vocational  counseling  test  scores  must 
relate  to  future  performance.  Some  tests 
are  not  valid  for  any  purpose  and  none 
is  universally  valid. 

Failure  to  Recognize  Different  Norm 
Groups:  On  any  single  criterion,  half 
of  the  group  will  be  below  average.  Being 
below  average  is  not  bad.  Many  stu- 
dents who  are  above  average  in  regard 
to  both  grades  and  test  scores  in  high 
school  have  no  more  than  average  college 
potential.  Some  outstanding  high  school 
students  would  rank  low  when  com- 
pared to  students  who  v/ill  attend  selec- 
tive, academically  oriented  colleges. 

Improper  Use  of  Subjective  Tests: 
Tests  of  interest,  temperament,  and  per- 
sonality do  not  lend  themselves  to  non- 
professional evaluation.  These  instru- 
ments are  most  useful  when  used  as  a 
counseling  tool  by  a  trained  counselor. 

These  common  errors  demonstrate  the 
necessity  of  professional  use  of  test  data. 
Psychological  tests,  properly  used,  can 
prevent  many  students  from  making  un- 
realistic plans.  Tests  must  be  considered 
a  tool  to  assist  an  individual  make 
realistic  and  appropriate  plans,  not  a 
.  panacea.

Religion  on  the  Campus 

by  Rev.  Harry  E.  Smith 

(This  is  the  second  and  final  article  by 
Dr.  Smith,  Campus  Minister  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina.) 

Parallel  with  these  changes  within  the 
colleges  themselves  have  been  changes 
within  the  denominations  which  have  led 
them  to  view  their  work  in  higher  edu- 
cation in  a  less  defensive  and  parochial 
fashion.  Instead  of  regarding  state  col- 
leges and  universities  as  pagan  jungles 
by  which  they  should  establish  missionary 
outposts,  most  denominational  bodies  today 
recognize  that  faith  and  learning  are  not 
mutually  exclusive  competitors  but  that 
the  churches  and  colleges  can  work  to- 
gether as  colleagues  in  the  development 
of  greater  personal  maturity.  So,  instead 
of  "saving  students  for  the  Church  by 
saving  them  from  an  education,"  the  de- 
nominations have  been  employing  campus 
chaplains  who  take  seriously  the  nature 
and  work  of  higher  education.  Such  per- 
sons have  enlarged  the  campus  ministry 
from  Sunday  morning  Bible  classes,  Sun- 
day evening  fellowship  suppers,  and  Fri- 
day evening  weiner  roasts,  to  include  a 
variety  of  weekday  study  seminars,  ser- 
vice projects,  art  festivals,  and  faculty- 
student  symposia.  Although  often  failing 
to  produce  statistics  which  are  satisfying 
to  their  denominational  sponsors,  these 
campus  chaplains  view  their  ministry  no 
longer  as  a  sheep-herding  operation  in 
which  they  struggle  to  keep  their  constitu- 
ency within  the  right  church  fold,  but  as  a 
servant  role  within  the  total  academic 
community,  in  which  they  meet  faculty 
and  students  wherever  they  are,  whatever 
denominational  label  they  may  wear,  and 
seek  to  witness  to  them  in  the  common 
areas  of  campus  life. 

The  stress  upon  the  "ministry  of  the 
laity"  in  the  churches,  talk  about  the 
Church  as  "people  in  the  world,"  rather 
than  just  a  building  or  11  AM  Sunday 
gathering,  and  a  new  ecumenical  sensi- 
tivity— these  developments  within  all  de- 
nominations have  required  that  campus 
chaplains  move  beyond  the  club-like, 
building-centered,  clergy-dominated,  and 
denominationqlly -oriented  patterns  of  the 
past.  So  "coffee  houses,"  journals  of  re- 
ligious opinion,  film  forum  series,  and  sem- 
inars for  students  in  faculty  homes  have 
become  stock  in  trade  for  campus  relig- 
ious groups.  Perhaps  most  exciting  of 
all  is  the  recognition  that  these  campus 
chaplains  must  function  as  men-in-the- 
middle,  not  only  speaking  on  behalf  of 
the  church  in  the  University  but  also  in 
behalf  of  the  University  to  the  churches; 
helping  local  congregations,  high  school 
students,  and  parents  back  home  under- 
stand what  higher  education  is  all  about, 
the  kind  of  freedom  that  learning  requires, 
and  the  risks  involved  in  the  academic 
enterprise.  "Going-to-college"  weekend 
conferences  for  high  school  seniors,  min- 
isters' symposia  for  local  pastors  held  in 
university  centers,  discussion  of  politics, 
economics,  and  science  such  as  those  spon- 
sored by  the  "Experimental  Study  of  Re- 
ligion and  Society"  through  the  School  of 
Liberal  Arts  of  N.  C.  State  University 
— these  are  part  of  the  ministry  which 
campus  chaplains  are  now  providing  for 
the  religious  communities  of  the  state. 

Most  difficult  of  all  to  assess,  however, 
is  the  religious  mood  of  the  students 
themselves  today.  The  "religious  revival" 
which  marked  the  1950's  in  America  seems 
nova  to  have  reached  or  passed  its  peak, 
especially  on  the  college  campuses.  Hence, 
although  there  is  widespread  interest  in

"religious  questions,"  i.e.  matters  of  ulti- 
mate concern  about  the  meaning  of  life 
and  death,  and  a  large  number  of  students 
are  willing  to  explore  religion  academical- 
ly, there  seems  to  be  a  diminishing  inter- 
est in  examining  these  questions  within 
the  institutional  frameworks  of  the 
churches  or  within  traditional  religious 
groups  which  assume  a  certain  degree  of 
commitment.  Many  students  who  consider 
religion  a  vital  part  of  their  experience 
often  make  plain  that  they  have  little 
use  or  time  for  institutional  religion.  In- 
difference toward  the  Church  seems  more 
widespread  than  hositility,  with  such 
phrases  as  "hypocritical,"  "irrelevant," 
"Mickey  Mouse,"  and  "archaic"  used  by 
students  to  describe  institutional  religion. 

One  who  works  on  a  campus  in  behalf  of 
the  Church  often  gets  the  feeling  that 
this  rejection  of  denominational  demands 
or  ignoring  of  institutional  loyalties  is 
closely  related  to  the  widespread  adoles- 
cent rebellion  against  authority.  This  re- 
bellion may  be  no  greater  now  than  in 
previous  generations,  but  surely  it  is  more 
openly  voiced,  more  articulately  expressed 
by  students  today.  And  inasmuch  as  one's 
relation  to  the  Church  and  his  childhood 
religious  beliefs  are  often  closely  connect- 
ed with  his  attitude  toward  his  family  up- 
bringing, then  the  rebellion  against  paren- 
tal authority  which  the  college  experience 
encourages,  permits,  or  necessitates — de- 
pending upon  the  individual — often  in- 
cludes a  rejection  of  traditional  religion. 
A  religious  attitudes  survey  conducted  at 
Duke,  UNC  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  N.  C.  State 
University  two  years  ago  indicated  that 
students  attend  religious  services  twice  as 
frequently  at  home  as  they  do  while  away 
at  college.  Missing  church  worship  seems 
the  easiest  way  to  assert  one's  indepen- 
dence from  parents  who  have  often  tended 
to  equate  respectful  obedience  and  regular 
church  attendance.  It  is  also  interesting 
to  note  that  those  students  who  have  been 
most  active  in  the  leadership  of  their 
churches'  youth  groups  usually  tend  to  be 
least  active  in  the  on-campus  religious 
programs.  All  of  this  may  suggest  that  if 
the  church  is  to  work  effectively  in  the 
life  of  state  colleges,  it  must  free  itself 
from  the  notion  that  it  should  be  a 
"home  away  from  home"  or  that  the  cam- 
pus pastors  should  function  in  loco  paren- 
tis, even  as  it  questions  the  irresponsible 
forms  of  student  rebellion.  If  students  in- 
creasingly resent  any  kind  of  administra- 
tive paternalism  from  the  colleges  and 
universities  where  they  study,  they  resent 
it  no  less  from  the  churches  where  they 
worship  and  in  which  they  desire  to  be 
treated  as  responsible  persons.

Presbyterian  Historical  Society 
Takes  Actions 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  North 
Carohna  Presbyterian  Historical  Society 
was  held  in  the  Milner  Memorial  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Raleigh,  Friday,  April 
1,  1966. 

Senator  Hector  McLean,  Lumberton, 
President  of  the  Society,  presided  over 
the  sessions  which  included  lunch,  busi- 
ness, and  program. 

Admiral  A.  M.  Patterson,  Raleigh, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, reported  for  that  Committee,  and 
the  following  officers  were  re-elected: 
Rev.  James  D.  MacKenzie,  Assistant  Sec- 
retary-Historian; R.  P.  Moore,  Lexing- 
ton, Treasurer;  Reverend  J.  K.  Fleming, 
High  Point,  First  Vice-President. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  in  a  report  presented  by 
President  MacLean,  the  Society  took  an 
action  urging  the  planning  and  comple- 
tion of  increased  facilities  for  the  office 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  on  Wade 
Avenue  in  order  to  provide  satisfactory 
space  for  the  Archives  of  Synod. 

James  A.  Scovil,  Raleigh  architect  and 
a  member  of  the  White  Memorial  Pres- 
byterian Church,  presented  tentative 
plans  for  the  proposed  future  expan- 
sion. 

The  President  also  reported  that  steps 
were  underway  to  microfilm  all  valuable 
records  in  Synod's  archives.  Working  on 
this  project  with  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
Synod  are  Admiral  A.  M.  Patterson  and 
George  Toler  of  Raleigh. 

The  Society  also  heard  that  a  manu- 
script by  the  Reverend  John  K.  Fleming 
on  Historic  Third  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church  is  being  processed  for  publica- 
tion by  the  offset  method  of  printing. 

The  program  consisted  of  two  addres- 
ses and  a  "Capital  City  Trail  Tour  by 
Slides".  The  latter  was  a  presentation  of 
historic  sites  in  Raleigh,  photographed 
by  George  C.  Toler,  a  member  of  the 
Society  and  a  professional  photographer. 
Ted  L.  Daniel  of  Synod's  Office  furnish- 
ed the  narrative. 

The  first  address  heard  by  the  Society 
was  delivered  by  the  Reverend  James  D. 
MacKenzie,  Minister  of  the  Barbecue 
and  Olivia  Presbyterian  Churches  in 
Fayetteville  Presbytery.  His  subject  was, 
"Highlanders  of  the  Cape  Fear". 

Mr.  MacKenzie  punctuated  his  ad- 
dress with  humor  and  illustration,  in- 
cluding the  display  of  the  famous  bullet 
mould  of  McAlpine  Munn,  an  18th 
century  member  of  the  Barbecue  Church, 
who,  according  to  tradition,  threatened 
the  minister  of  that  church  during  the 
early  stages  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
the  Reverend  James  Campbell,  with  put- 
ting a  bullet  through  his  head  if  he 
prayed  again  for  the  American  cause.  Mr. 
MacKenzie,  who  is  a  student  of  Gaelic,

opportunity  to  serve  in  places  where 
their  leadership  talents  can  be  made 
effective  or  can  be  developed.  A  di- 
vision of  the  Presbytery  would  develop 
and  use  more  leadership. 

(4)  RESOURCES:  Naturally  the  ques- 
tion would  be  raised  concerning  the  re- 
sources of  the  new  presbytery.  The  com- 
mittee has  appended  to  this  report  a 
survey  of  the  giving  of  the  churches  in 
the  five  counties  outside  Mecklenburg 
over  the  past  five  years  to  benevolences 
and  over  the  past  three  years  to  current 
expenses  and  building  funds.  Also  ap- 
pended is  a  report  of  the  special  appro- 
priations made  to  churches  in  this  area 
over  the  past  five  years.  It  is  to  be  noted, 
for  example,  that  the  churches  in  these 
five  counties  made  total  contributions 
to  all  causes  in  1964  in  the  amount  of 
$557,756.  Therefore,  it  is  believed  that 
those  five  counties  could  adequately 
sustain  their  program  of  Church  Exten- 
sion and  Christian  Education  and  con- 
tinue to  give  significantly  to  the  bene- 
volence program  of  Synod  and  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The  Committee  considered  these  four 
factors  most  seriously.  By  vote  of  4  to 
2  the  Committee  recommends:  (as 
amended) 

1.  That  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  peti- 
divide  the  Presbytery  into  two  parts:  (a) 


Mecklenburg  County,  (b)  Union,  Anson, 
Stanly,  Montgomery,  and  Richmond 
counties. 

tion  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  to 

2.  That  the  division  be  effective  Jan- 
uary 1,  1967. 

3.  That  during  the  last  quarter  of 
1966  all  monies  contributed  to  Presby- 
tery causes  (excluding  General  Assembly 
and  Synod)  by  the  churches  in  the  five 
counties  or  by  individuals  therein  be  held 
as  working  capital  for  the  new  presby- 
tery, and  guarantee  a  total  of  $10,000, 
the  deficit,  if  any,  to  be  made  up  from 
Church  Extension  funds. 

4.  That  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  order 
an  organizational  meeting  of  ministers 
and  ruling  elders  of  the  new  presbytery 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1966;  the 
Moderator  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery 
presiding  and  minutes  by  the  Clerk  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 

5.  That  presbytery  elect  a  Steering 
Committee  from  the  five  counties  im- 
mediately, and  the  Nominating  Commit- 
tee recommend  to  Presbytery  for  ap- 
pointment an  Advisory  Committee  of 
three  ruling  elders  and  two  ministers 
from  Mecklenburg  County  to  assist  this 
steering  committee.  The  Steering  Com- 
mittee will  elect  its  own  chairman.  On 
motion  the  personnel  of  the  Steering 
Committee  is  J.  S.  Russell,  George  Stoval, 
David  B.  Jenkins,  James  A.  Hemphill; 
Carl  S.  Miller,  Dr.  C.  N.  Eckerson,  Roy 
F.  Whitley,  R.  A.  WilHs.  The  Rev.  J. 
Shepherd  Russell,  Jr.,  will  be  the  con- 
venor. The  personnel  of  the  advisory 
committee  from  Mecklenburg  county  is: 
Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel  and  Dr.  A.  B.  Mont- 
gomery; Elders:  James  Kuykendall,  and 
James  Barrus. 

On  motion,  the  Presbytery  referred  to 
Presbytery's  Council  the  matter  of  the 
disposition  of  Camp  Stewart  and  all  other 
Presbytery  properties,  and  a  report  of 
this  matter  is  docketed  for  the  next  meet- 
ing of  Presbytery  (April).

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Mother's  Day 
A  Church  Responsibility 

Fourteen  years  ago  last  January,  The 
Presbyterian  Home,  Inc.,  High  Point, 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  opened  its 
doors.  The  capacity  then  was  twenty- 
four  members.  Today,  the  Home  gives 
complete  care  to  two-hundred  men  and 
women  whose  average  age  is  eighty. 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  resi- 
dents pay  their  full  cost  of  care,  which 
is  $190.00  per  person  per  month.  The 
others  pay  lesser  amounts  as  they  are 
able.  The  actual  operating  expense  aver- 
ages approximately  $195.00  per  person 
per  month.  However,  care  in  the  Med- 
ical Section  is  almost  double  this  amount. 

The  Home  at  present  has  on  file  over 
a  hundred  and  fifty  approved  applicants 
in  need  of  the  Home's  facilities.  Many 
come  to  inquire  and  leave  without  mak- 
ing application  due  to  the  long  waiting 
period. 

It  is  obvious  that  if  the  Home  is  to 
meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  "Senior 
Citizens"  of  our  Synod,  the  Home  must 
rely  on  you,  the  individual  members  of 
the  Synod,  for  additional  funds  to  liqui- 
date the  debt  incurred  to  the  Forward 
Fund,  to  supplement  the  contributions 
of  the  members  cost  of  care,  and  to  make 
necessary  additions  to  meet  the  tremen- 
dous demand. 

In  I  Peter  5:2a  we  read: 

"Tend  the  flock  of  God  that  is  your 
charge  .  .  ."  To  tend  the  flock  we  must 
get  into  action  and  help  provide  secur- 
ity, care  and  companionship  for  those 
aging  persons  whom  God  has  entrusted 
to  our  care.

A  radio  version  of  the  TV  dramatic 
sketch  was  entitled  "The  Sign  Painter". 
It  was  released  as  a  separate  program, 
and  carried  by  stations  across  the  Synod.

ATLANTA  —  Three  Mecklenburg 
County  commissioners  to  the  106th  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  have  been  named 
to  serve  on  standing  committees.  The 
Assembly  meets  April  21-26  in  Montreat. 

Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie  of  Charlotte's 
Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church  will 
head  the  Standing  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Relations,  Dr.  D.  Grier  Martin, 
president  of  Davidson  college,  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Edu- 
cation, and  the  Rev.  Robert  Turner  of 
Charlotte,  Regional  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  will  be  chairman  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  World  Missions. 

They  were  chosen  by  Dr.  S.  J.  Pat- 
terson Jr.  of  San  Antonio,  retiring  mod- 
erator of  the  Assembly.  Their  appoint- 
ment was  announced  by  Dr.  James  A. 
Millard  Jr.  of  Atlanta,  stated  clerk. 

Each  of  the  466  Presbyterian  leaders 
attending  the  meeting  has  been  assigned 
to  membership  on  one  of  the  16  standing 
committees.  Membership  is  for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  Assembly  only. 

The  General  Assembly  is  the  denomi- 
nation's highest  court.  Its  standing  com- 
mittees are  similar  in  function  to  legisla- 
tive committees  of  state  and  federal 
governments.  They  receive  specific  as- 
signments from  the  Assembly  for  study, 
then  report  findings  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  full  court  for  final  vote. 

Mr.  Fogartie's  committee  will  be  con- 
cerned with  studying  proposals  in  relation 
to  social  action,  civil  rights,  capital  pun- 
ishment and  the  war  in  Viet  Nam. 

Dr.  Martin's  committee  is  assigned 
study  of  proposals  in  the  areas  of  educa- 
tional material,  teaching  methods  and  the 
publishing  work  of  the  church. 

Mr.  Turner's  Committee  will  look  at 
proposals  related  to  the  World  Missions 
enterprise  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S. 

Mr.  Fogartie  and  Mr.  Turner  are 
commissioners  from  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery, and  Dr.  Martin  is  from  Concord 
Presbytery. 

Church  World  Service 
About  the  middle  of  April  a  truck 
from  the  Church  World  Service  Center 
at  New  Windsor,  Maryland,  visited  North 
Carolina  for  the  purpose  of  picking  up 
usable  clothing  and  bedding  for  over- 
seas relief. 

In  1965  North  Carolina  provided  84,- 
875  pounds  of  clothing,  plus  $6,968  in 
cash  for  Church  World  Service  and 
CROP,  not  including  handling  charges. 
From  the  nation  as  a  whole,  Church 
World  Service  shipments  in  1965  in- 
cluding clothing,  bedding,  and  food  total- 
ing 225,684,276  pounds  valued  at  $23,- 
144,811. 


My  friend  and  I  were  traveling  in  the 
Great  Smoky  Mountain  National  Park  in 
western  North  Carolina.  "That's  the  fam- 
ous 'Junaluska  Cross'  over  there,"  he 
said,  as  he  showed  me  a  distinctive  light 
some  distance  away.  High  on  Mission 
Point  the  huge  cross  seemed  to  broad- 
cast its  silent  message. 

We  pulled  into  a  look-out  and  cut  off 
the  motor  .  .  .  and  sat  silently  in  the 
stillness  of  the  night.  We  studied  the  sil- 
houetted outline  of  the  cross  against  the 
mountains  farther  west. 

As  we  waited,  my  friend  told  me  this 
story:  After  the  fixture  was  illuminated 
with  its  seventy-seven  lights,  the  engi- 
neers and  firemen  on  the  Southern  Rail- 


NECROLOGY 

Colonel  W.  C.  (Smiley)  Williams,  for 
thirty  years  a  military  chaplain  and  a 
Presbtyerian  minister  to  churches  in 
Kentucky  and  West  Virginia,  died  on 
March  19th  in  Southern  Pines  where  he 
maintained  a  home.

It  reminded  them  they  said,  "of  the 
nobler  things  of  life,  loyalty  and  fidelity 
to  duty;  and  was  a  silent  reminder  of 
love  of  home  and  country  and  the  sac- 
rificial nature  of  their  work." 

So  the  lights  were  turned  on  again  .  .  .

lights  the  lake  and  the  valley  below.

recited  the  23rd  Psalm  in  that  ancient 
language  of  the  Highlanders. 

The  second  address  was  delivered  by 
the  Reverend  John  K.  Fleming  of  High 
Point  on  the  subject,  "Early  Presbyter- 
ianism  in  the  North  Carolina  Piedmont". 
The  address  complemented  Mr.  Mac- 
Kenzie's  and  was  appreciated  for  its  evi- 
dence of  research,  its  breadth,  and  its 
succinctness.  Mr.  Fleming  also  present- 
ed a  brief  resume  of  his  pending  work, 
Historic  Third  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  Secretary,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
reported  that  numerous  materials  con- 
tinue to  be  received  in  Synod's  Office, 
including  books,  photos,  histories,  et 
cetera.  He  also  reported  that  assistance 
has  been  rendered  to  a  number  of  peo- 
ple across  the  nation  doing  research  in 
history  and  genealogy,  including  Mrs.

Defends  Theologian 

The  Reverend  Dan  Durway,  34-year- 
old  assistant  minister  in  the  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  recent- 
ly addressed  ministers  of  that  City  on 
the  theme  of  thei  "God  Is  Dead"  theol- 
ogy- 

"For  the  first  time  in  my  memory", 
said  Mr.  Durway,  "somebody  is  speak- 
ing in  a  way  that  can  be  heard  by  the 
little  man,  the  inarticulate  man,  who  has 
suspected  something  was  wrong  all  along 
with  the  Christian  faith". 

Mr.  Durway  stated  that  most  Chris- 
tians have  responded  to  the  contro- 
versy with  "little  more  than  emotional 
fireworks  and  a  defense  of  the  faith  with 
theology  that  hasn't  had  a  breath  of  theo- 
logical fresh  air  for  forty  years". 

He  blamed  ministers  who  have  not 
"communicated  well". 
-  Mr.  Durway  said  that  "until  recently 
the  Church  has  educated  its  people  in 
httle  more  than  Bible  stories  .  .  .  there- 
fore, few  laymen,  not  to  mention  clergy- 
men, are  trained  so  that  they  can  analyze 
and  criticize  the  current  situation".  He 
went  on  to  say  that  the  new  theology 
shows  that  "perhaps  we  have  spent  too 
long  looking  backwards,  wanting  to  wor- 
ship a  long-ago  God".  He  added  that 
Christians  are  finding  that  "there  is  a 
need  today  for  recasting  and  reshaping 
Christian  doctrine  to  correspond  with 
knowledge  and  experience"  and  said  that 
"the  'death  of  God'  theologians  believe 
that  they  have  a  theology  that  is  more 
meaningful,  more  harmonious  for  life 
in  today's  world  .  .  .  This  dead  God  will 
not  force  the  .  .  .  Church  to  minister  to 
the  inter-city,  except  with  spasmodic  fin- 
ancial support  and  an  occasional  project. 

"Piety  and  unexamined  values  cannot 
be  retained  as  the  heart  of  the  Christian 
faith,  substitutes  for  (a  living)  God  who 
demands  our  lives".

"News  of  the  Church,"  a  weekly  re- 
ligious television  newscast,  is  now  being 
broadcast  over  a  network  of  Carolina 
TV  stations,  and  can  be  received  at  most 
places  within  the  Synod.  Each  week  the 
program  surveys  the  interdenominational 
religious  news  of  North  Carolina,  the  na- 
tion, and  the  world. 

"News  of  the  Church"  is  prepared  by 
Synod's  TRAV,  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension,  and  presented  in  con- 
junction with  the  North  Carolina  Coun- 
cil of  Churches.  Mr.  Ted  L.  Daniel, 
TRAV  Director,  is  the  newscaster.  Studio 
facilities  for  the  program  are  donated 
by  television  station  WTVD,  Durham. 

While  religious  newscasts  on  television 
have  been  presented  over  single  stations 
in  the  largest  cities  for  several  years, 
this  is  probably  the  first  such  newscast 
to  be  carried  on  a  regional  network  of 
TV  stations.  "News  of  the  Church"  was 
conceived  by  Synod's  TRAV  in  coopera- 
tion with  Mr.  Ernie  Greup,  program 
director  of  WTVD,  and  was  begun  on  a 
trial  basis  last  September.

bank,  contrasting  the  years  without  a 
Trust  Officer  and  those  under  a  Trust 
Officer.  Dr.  Caldwell  supported  this 
testimony  by  showing  that  from  1861  to 
1956,  during  which  years  there  was  no 
full-time  director  of  the  Foundation,  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
accumulated  only  $847,293,  but  that 
since  the  Assembly  appointed  a  full-time 
director  in  1957,  a  period  of  nine  years, 
the  fund  has  increased  by  $4,516,845  to 
a  total  of  $5,364,138. 

Dr.  Caldwell  stated  that  he  hoped  that 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  would  not 
continue  to  "commit  the  90-year-sin  of 
the  General  Assembly"  in  failing  to 
recognize  the  importance  of  stressing  this 
program  and  employing  a  person  to 
promote  it. 

Other  statements  by  Dr.  Caldwell  were 
as  follows: 

"...  I  feel  increasingly  that  the 
Foundation  has  not  been  able  ade- 
quately to  capitalize  upon  the  interest 
that  church  members  have  in  such 
local  institutions. 

"...  I  am  persuaded  that  there  exists 


Church  Steeple  Plummets 

Late  in  March  "an  historic  occasion 
in  Belmont  was  thwarted"  when  a  freak 
accident  sent  the  steeple  of  the  new  First 
Presbyterian  Church  plummeting  to  the 
ground. 

Construction  workers  had  been  ready- 
ing several  days  for  the  task  of  raising 
the  structure  to  its  pedestal,  high  atop 
the  impressive  new  sanctuary.  As  the 
crane  operator  lifted  it  from  the  ground, 
his  machine  overbalanced,  and  when 
the  steeple  started  toppling,  the  operator 
swung  the  steel  structure  clear  of  the 
main  building. 

Members  of  the  congregation  had 
been  gathering  on  the  church  yard  since 
early  morning  to  see  the  spire  raised  into 
place.  Fortunately  no  one  was  injured, 
though  the  structure  itself  was  damaged 
extensively,  causing  further  delay  in  com- 
pleting this  part  of  the  building  program. 

Original  plans  call  for  completion  of 
the  new  church  by  mid-June. 

actual  or  potential  interest  in  capital 
gifts  through  annuities,  bequests,  et 
cetera,  which  very  much  need  to  be 
identified  and  cultivated  .  .  .  effective- 
ly so  as  to  'latch  on  to'  interests  and 
concerns  in  relation  to  agencies  and 
institutions  primarily  related  to  a  par- 
ticular Synod  or  Presbytery. 

"Rather,  it  seems  to  me  that  what  is 
really  needed  is  a  promotional  office 
in  a  synod,  the  functions  of  which 
would  include:  (1)  the  'bird-dogging' 
of  individual  prospects  and  their  cul- 
tivation; (2)  the  preparation  and  dis- 
semination of  printed  materials  (for) 
local  institutions-agencies,  as  well  as 
those  at  Assembly  level;  (3)  the  en- 
couragement of  the  use  of  the  Founda- 
tion for  annuities,  life  income  agree- 
ments, bequests,  etc.,  with  such  local 
institutions,  as  well  as  Assembly 
Agencies,  as  ultimate  beneficiaries;  (4) 
cooperative  liaison  with  the  Founda- 
tion Staff  and/ or  administrative  heads 
and  Development  Staff  personnel  of 
local  institutions  in  sharing  prospect 
names  for  mailing  for  cultivation  by 
the  Foundation  and/ or  particular  local 
institutions  in  which  they  may  mani- 
fest a  special  interest". 
The  Committee  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  its  Chairman  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  which  will  be  presented 
to  Synod  when  it  convenes  at  Montreat 
in  June: 

(1)  To  urge  Synod  to  provide  in 
Synod's  Office  a  Secretary  of  De- 
velopment and  Work  for  this  Com- 
mittee and  its  objectives. 

(2)  That  the  Committee  recommend 
that  Synods  urge  each  Presbytery 
to  designate  a  person  to  develop 
and  promote  the  work  of  Be- 
quests and  Deferred  Gifts.

Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  holding  its 
252nd  stated  meeting  on  April  19  in  the 
Huntersville  Presbyterian  Church,  adopt- 
ed a  paper  presented  by  the  Steering 
Committee  of  the  Presbytery's  Council, 
covering  the  question  of  "Disposition  of 
Properties"  of  the  present  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery,  if  and  when  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  approves  the  overture  of 
the  Presbytery  requesting  that  it  be  divid- 
ed into  two  presbyteries.  The  matter  will 
be  before  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  Mon- 
treal June  7-8. 

Following  is  the  resolution  which  was 
recently  adopted: 

Foreword 

Presbyterians  of  Mecklenburg  County 
and  Presbyterians  of  the  five  other  coun- 
ties of  the  proposed  new  presbytery  have, 
and  will  continue  to  have,  a  mutual  in- 
terest in  the  ongoing  work  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  throughout  the  area  to 
be  embraced  in  both  presbyteries. 

The  division  of  the  area  into  two  pres- 
byteries is  for  the  purpose  of  better  ad- 
ministration, for  the  better  development 
of  leadership,  and  in  no  sense  does  it 
mean  a  division  of  the  mutual  interest 
in  the  furtherance  of  the  mission  of  His 
church.

Church  Extension  Committee 
Convenes 

Synod's  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  met  in  Synod's  Office 
April  28,  with  the  Reverend  W.  D.  Mc- 
Innis,  Chairman,  presiding. 

In  addition  to  fifteen  Committee  mem- 
bers present,  seven  of  the  eight  Presby- 
tery Executive  Secretaries  also  attended 
the  meeting  as  auditors. 

The  Committee  was  faced  with  some 
of  the  most  important  business  in  sev- 
eral years.  Matters  of  prime  importance 
included  hearing  of  the  report  on  the 
Butner  Institutional  Ministry,  presented 
by  Dr.  J.  M.  McChesney,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee;  a  report  of  a  committee 
to  study  the  Lexington  Presbytery  plan 
for  retired  ministers,  was  presented  by 
H.  Dermont  Hedrick,  Oxford,  Chairman; 
annual  report  of  the  Sub-committee  on 
Evangelism,  presented  by  the  Rev.  David 
M.  Currie,  Chairman,  recommending  that 
the  Executive  Committee  ask  Synod  to 
authorize  a  pre-Synod  Conference  on 
Evangelism  in  1968;  and  the  annual  re- 


port on  TRAV,  presented  by  the  Rev. 
A.  B.  Montgomery,  Chairman. 

The  Committee  adopted  a  budget  for 
1967  in  the  total  amount  of  $57,647, 
which  includes  $8,227  for  the  Butner 
program  and  $28,745  for  the  Radio-TV 
program. 

The  Committee  expressed  appreciation 
to  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Mclnnis,  retiring 
Chairman,  and  to  the  three  members 
of  the  Class  of  1966,  whose  terms  of  of- 
fice expire,  to  wit:  J.  R.  Ingram,  San- 
ford;  Mason  Wallace,  Charlotte;  and 
Dermont  Hedrick. 

The  Committee  heard  a  communica- 
tion from  Bluford  Hestir,  Secretary  of 
TRAV  for  the  General  Assembly,  which 
expressed  "our  feeling  that  the  money 
which  TRAV  has  put  into  the  North 
Carolina  TRAV  work  has  been  money 
very  well  spent.

Where  Headed? 

There  is  a  growing  concern  on  the  part 
of  many  serious-minded  people  as  to  the 
mores  of  many  of  the  younger  generation 
who  seem  to  believe  that  their  destiny  in 
life  is  to  revolt  against  anything  and 
everything.  This  is  reflected  in  many  ways 
— not  only  by  the  sitins  and  demonstra- 
tions, but  by  the  customs  and  practices 
of  youth  whereby  many  of  them,  if  not 
most  of  them,  especially  in  colleges,  have 
taken  on  all  of  the  beatnick  ways. 

Actually  what  has  happened  is  that 
youth  has  assimilated  the  language  and 
the  manners  of  what  formerly  were  refer- 
red to  as  "toughs"  and  "hoodlums". 

The  distressing  thing  is  that  many 
Christian  young  people  are  affected  by 
these  things,  including  some  of  the  young- 
er ministers,  who  seem  to  think  that  the 
only  way  to  propagate  Christianity  is  to 
conform  to  the  ways  of  the  world.  This 
is  the  reason  that  no  amount  of  invest- 
ment of  funds  in  slum  communities,  such 
as  one  experiment  in  New  York  City  (see 
Nation's  Business  for  May,  1966  "This 
is  Civilization?"  by  Alden  H.  Sypher),  are 
sufficient  to  overcome  the  evil  tendency 
in  people. 

The  Watts'  Riots  and  all  others,  sociol- 
ogists to  the  contrary,  have  as  their  root 
cause  the  crookedness  of  human  nature. 

The  times  are  ripe  for  true  Churchmen, 
theologians,  and  others  everywhere  to 
stand  up  courageously  and  condemn  the 
false  isms  and  ideologies,  which  are  the 
basis  of  so  much  of  the  evil  in  the  world 
today.  In  this  respect  we  congratulate 
Dr.  Harold  W.  Tribble,  president  of  Wake 
Forest,  for  his  courageous  stand  recently 
in  rebuffing  a  student  protest  that  left  the 
leaders,  according  to  their  own  testimony, 
"shocked".

New  United  Christian  Ministry  Reported 

CCL  Committee  Kept  Busy 

Synod's  Executive  Committee  of  Campus  Christian  Life  convened  in  Raleigh 
May  4-5,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  annual  reports  of  local  CCL  Centers  and  of 
adopting  a  tentative  budget  for  1967. 

The  budget  adopted,  to  provide  funds  for  promoting  work  at  ten  centers, 
totalled  $92,415.  Final  approval  must  come  at  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Committee  received  reports  of  studies  in  connection  with  the  program  at 
Charlotte  and  Winston-Salem  and  referred  both  of  them  to  the  Sub-committee  on 
Program  and  Personnel  for  implementation. 

The  Committee  heard  that  the  Reverend  Robert  F.  Davenport,  St.  Andrews

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Christian  Relations  Committee  Concerned 

S\Tiod's  Permanent  Committee  on  Christian  Relations  met  in  Raleigh  April 
14  with  the  Rev.  Vance  Barron.  Chairman,  presiding. 

Among  actions  taken  by  the  Committee  was  one  instructing  the  Chairman  to 
communicate  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  in  regard  to  the  Privileged  Communications  Statute  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  which  currently  exempts  professional  people  in  possession  of  con- 
fidential information  except  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  Judge,  it 
becomes  necessary  for  him  to  require  such  persons  to  testif\\  in  order  that  justice 
mav  not  be  obstructed.  


\S"hen  the  North  Carolina  Assembly 
met  two  years  ago.  the  Christian  Rela- 
tions Committee  sought  through  Pres- 
bjterian  Representatives,  both  Senators 
and  House  Representatives,  to  have  the 
law  amended  in  order  that  ministers 
might  not  be  compelled  to  reveal  confi- 
dential information.  Senator  Irwin  Belk 
of  Mecklenburg  and  Senator  Bob  Mor- 
gan of  Harnett  introduced  Senate  Bill 
212  which  failed  to  reach  the  floor  be- 
cause it  was  lost  in  committee  as  a  re- 
sult of  a  tie-breaking  vote  rendered  by 
Senator  Julian  R.  AUsbrook  against  the 
bill. 

Legislators  Informed 

The  Christian  Relations  Committee 
had  entertained  Presbyterian  Representa- 
tives at  a  dinner  at  which  the  matter  was 
broached.  The  then  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall  of  Wil- 
mington, and  the  Reverend  Charles  E. 
Kirkpatrick  of  Forest  City,  who  had 
originally  brought  the  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Synod  s  Committee,  ad- 
dressed the  gathering  on  the  question. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Christian 
Relations  Committee,  it  was  felt  that  the 
matter  should  again  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  Legislators,  and  that  if 
greater  influence  is  brought  to  bear 
through  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  on  a  broader  scale,  that  the 
present  law  may  be  amended  by  exempt- 
ing ministers  entirely  from  sharing  con- 
fidential information. 

Senator  AUsbrook  in  explaining  why 
he  broke  the  tie  vote  by  killing  the  Bill, 
pointed  out  that  the  amendment  propos- 
ed offered  immunin^  to  one  special  class 
of  professional  men,  to  wit,  ministers, 
whereas  other  professional  groups  such 
as  doctors  would  not  be  exempted. 
Reports  On  Seminars 

The  Committee  heard  reports  of  rep- 
resentatives to  Seminars.  Among  those 
received  were  written  reports  from  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Colon  W.  McLean  of  Wash- 
ington. N.  C.  who  attended  the  1956 
VN'ashington  Churchmen's  Seminar  in 
February;  Dr.  F.  A.  Blount.  Winston- 
Salem,  who  attended  the  Family  Life 
Conference  in  Charlotte  last  fall;  and 
Mrs.  F.  A.  Blount.  Winston-Salem,  who 
attended  the  International  Affairs  Sem- 
inar, which  included  Washington  and 
the  United  Nations  in  New  York. 

The  Committee  expressed  concern  that 
various  organizations  of  the  Church  fail 
to  call  upon  those  who  have  attended 


the  Seminars  to  address  them,  and  pro- 
posed that  efforts  be  accelerated  towards 
resolving  the  problem.  Frequently  an- 
nouncements will  be  made  in  the  Pres- 
byterian News,  calling  attention  to  the 
availability  of  these  speakers.  In  addi- 
tion, stress  will  be  made  at  the  Presby- 
ten."  level;  and  letters  will  be  mailed  to 
ministers  and  heads  of  all  Presbyterian 
organizations,  calling  attention  to  the 
availabilit}'  of  the  speakers. 

The  Committee  voted  to  hold  a  "Legis- 
lative Dinner"  in  1967  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  together  members  of  the 
Committee  and  representatives  in  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina. 

Orange  Presb>ler\'  was  commended 
for  the  excellent  Christian  Action  Con- 
ference held  early  this  year,  and  it  was 
decided  that  a  recommendation  should  go 
to  Synod  urging  that  similar  conferences 
be  held  in  other  Presbyteries. 

The  Committee  discussed  at  length  the 
current  issue  on  alcoholism,  and  voted 
to  meet  during  Synod  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  effective  action  for  recommen- 
dation to  Synod. 

Plans  were  made  for  the  Chairman 
to  attend  the  pre-Christian  Action  Con- 
ference at  Montreat  next  summer  and 
it  was  ordered  that  a  recommendation 
be  made  to  Synod  urging  that  Presbytery 
Chairmen  be  sent  to  the  Conference.

On  April  21,  Dr.  Paul  D.  Patrick,  73, 
interim  minister  of  the  First  Presbyter- 
ian Church  of  Jesup,  Georgia,  died  in  a 
Jesup  hospital  following  a  brief  illness. 

Before  going  to  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary.  Decatur,  Georgia,  as  a  special 
representative  for  the  school's  develop- 
ment in  1958.  Dr.  Patrick  was  Pastor  of 
the  Kings  Mountain  First  Presb\lerian 
Church  from  1935.  He  served  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  as  Moderator  in  1949, 
and  gave  distinguished  service  to  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery  in  numerous  ca- 
pacities. He  also  held  pastorates  in 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina. 

A  native  of  South  Carolina.  Dr.  Pa- 
trick was  the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Samuel  David  Patrick. 

In  1964  the  Doctor  of  Divinity-  de- 
gree was  bestowed  on  Dr.  Patrick  by 
Davidson  College  for  his  distinguished 
service  as  a  minister,  and  in  this  same 
year  Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
honored  him  as  the  school's  most  out- 
standing alumnus. 

Funeral  services  were  held  from  the 
Kings  Mountain  First  Church,  and  burial 
was  in  the  Mountain  Rest  Cemetery. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Blanche 
Jaeger  Patrick;  two  sons,  P.  D.  Patrick, 
Jr..  of  Charleston.  S.  C;  LawTence  Pa- 
trick of  Kings  Mountain;  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  W.  R.  Merrit,  Roanoke,  Virginia; 
and  two  brothers.

Charlotte,  N.  C. — Two  Queens  College 
buildings  now  nearing  completion  were 
named  today  by  the  college  trustees 
meeting  on  the  Queens  campus,  H.  H. 
Everett,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, announced. 

The  dual  purpose  Fine  Arts  Center 
and  Auditorium  will  carry  the  names  E. 
H.  Little  Fine  Arts  Center  and  Charles 
A.  Dana  Auditorium,  honoring  Mr.  Lit- 
tle and  Mr.  Dana. 

The  new  science  building  will  be  nam- 
ed the  Walker  Science  Building  honor- 
ing Dr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Walker.  Dr. 
Walker  who  is  now  serving  as  chan- 
cellor and  acting  president  of  the  col- 
lege has  been  at  Queens  since  1954  when 
he  came  as  president.  In  the  summer 
of  1965  he  was  elected  chancellor  under 
a  new  administrative  structure. 

Mr.  Little,  a  native  of  Mecklenburg 
County,  who  now  makes  his  home  in 
New  York,  was  for  many  years  presi- 
dent of  Colgate  Palmolive  Company  and 
later  chairman  of  the  board  of  this 
company  which  he  built  into  one  of  the 
leading  businesses  in  America. 

Although  Mr.  Little,  who  is  now  re- 
tired, has  lived  away  from  Charlotte  for 
many  years,  he  has  kept  an  active  in- 
terest in  both  Charlotte  and  Mecklen- 
burg County.  In  reference  to  Mr.  Little. 
Mr.  Everett  stated  that  the  trustees  were 
pleased  to  add  the  name  of  such  an 
outstanding  Mecklenburger  to  the  cam- 
pus of  this  college  which  has  been  so 
long  associated  with  the  history  of  this 
part  of  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Dana,  New  York  industrialist  and 
financier,  well-known  for  his  philanth- 
ropy to  a  number  of  colleges,  has  made 
several  gifts  to  Queens.  In  1959  his  chal- 
lenge gift  was  matched  by  the  college 
and  resulted  in  the  construction  of  the 
Dana  Classroom  Building.  He  also  es- 
tablished an  honors  scholarship  program; 
and  income  from  other  of  his  gifts  pro- 
vides five  Dana  professorships. 

Dedication  of  the  two  new  buildings 
and  of  Earnhardt  Residence  Hall,  named 
in  honor  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  H. 
Barnhardt  and  opened  in  September 
1965,  has  been  tentatively  set  for  the 
week  of  October  3,  with  October  5  as 
the  most  probable  date. 

The  meeting  today  was  the  regular 
annual  meeting  of  the  trustees.  Reports 
were  received  from  standing  committees 
and  from  Chancellor  Walker  who  gave 
a  comprehensive  review  of  the  work  of 
the  college  during  the  past  year.

She  is  "believed",  according 
to  Miss  Benjamin,  "to  be  the  first  woman 
ever  elected  Clerk  of  a  Session  of  a  Pres- 
byterian Church"  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S. 

Recently  Orange  Presbytery,  at  a  meet- 
ing in  the  Vandalia  Church,  took  special 
note  of  the  worth  of  this  distinguished 
woman.  The  Reverend  William  D.  Vark- 
er,  Moderator,  "recognized  Mrs.  Whit- 
tington for  her  devotion  to  the  Church 
and  Presbytery". 

Pauline  Dawson  Whittington,  a 
Greensboro  native,  and  a  former  Meth- 
odist (in  which  church  she  served  ten 
years  as  Director  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion), in  1932  married  the  Rev.  K.  L. 
Whittington,  Pastor  of  the  Bessemer 
Presbyterian  Church  for  twenty-five 
years. 

After  transferring  her  membership  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  Mrs.  Whitting- 
ton continued  her  dedication  to  the  work

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Davidson  Board  Chairman  Retires 

Richards  Honored  for  25  Years  Service 

Davidson  College  faculty,  administration,  and  Trustees  paid  their  tribute  to  Dr. 
James  McDowell  Richards,  President  of  the  Davidson  College  Board  of  Trustees,  for 
his  twenty-five  years  of  service  at  this  post  at  a  luncheon  held  in  the  Morrison 
Room  of  the  David  Ovens  College  Union. 

Elected  to  the  Board  in  1934,  Dr.  Richards  served  during  the  terms  of  three 
Davidson  Presidents:  Dr.  Walter  Lee  Lingle,  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  and  Dr. 
D.  Grier  Martin. 

A  Statesville,  N.  C.  native.  Dr.  Rich- 
ards graduated  in  1922  from  Davidson 
College,  received  his  M.A.  degree  from 
Princeton  University  in  1923,  the  B.A. 
and  M.A.  from  Oxford  University,  and 
in  1928  graduated  from  Columbia  The- 
ological Seminary  with  the  B.D.  David- 
son awarded  him  the  D.D.  degree  in 
1933,  and  in  1956,  he  received  an  LL.D. 
from  King  College.  After  holding  sev- 
eral pastorates  in  Georgia,  Dr.  Richards 
became  President  of  Columbia  Seminary 
in  1932.  He  also  serves  as  Professor  of 
practical  theology. 


Among  other  tributes,  he  was  present- 
ed a  Davidson  College  Chair  with  an  en- 
graved inscription  as  a  token  of  the  es- 
teem of  the  College. 

President  D.  Grier  Martin  said  in  tri- 
bute, "Under  Dr.  Richards'  leadership, 
Davidson  has  grown  steadily.  Its  student- 
body  has  increased  to  1,000  young  men 
with  excellent  qualifications  in  academic 
ability  as  well  as  in  other  qualities.  The 
faculty  has  grown  in  size  and  caliber  .  .  . 
Dr.  Richards'  retirement  is  a  challenge 
to  all  of  us.  His  ceaseless  devotion  to 
Davidson  and  his  unfailing  efforts  to 
make  her  a  great  Christian  College  have 
inspired  all  of  us  to  do  our  part  in  the 
achievement  of  this  high  purpose.  It  has 
been  his  dream,  one  shared  by  thousands 
of  others  who  have  been  dedicated  to  the 
advancement  of  the  College.  Certainly 
those  who  follow  him  will  be  challenged 
by  his  unique  performance  to  dedicate 
themselves  to  his  ideal  of  excellence  in 
Christian  higher  education". 


Consultation  On  Church  Union 

Applause  greeted  the  vote  to  receive 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  as  the 
eighth  denomination  involved  in  the  Con- 
sultation on  Church  Union  (COCU),  at 
the  first  session  held  in  Dallas  May  2-4. 

Five  of  the  nine-man  Presbyterian  U. 
S.  delegation  and  one  alternate  were  seat- 
ed. They  included  Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell, 
Executive  Secretary-elect  of  the  Gen- 
eral Council;  Dr.  Rachel  Henderlite,  pro- 
fessor, Austin  Theological  Seminary;  Dr. 
J.  A.  Ross  MacKenzie,  professor  at  Un- 
ion Theological  Seminary,  Richmond;  Dr. 
T.  Watson  Street,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  World  Missions;  Dr.  John 
R.  Richardson,  pastor  of  Westminister 
Church,  Atlanta;  and  Dr.  William  R. 
Sengel,  Alexandria,  Va. 

Without  dissent,  the  delegates  from 
eight  churches  did  the  following: 

1.  Adopted  a  4,000  word  open  letter 
and  requested  participating  communions 
to  give  it  immediate  and  wide  transmis- 
sion. 

2.  Approved  a  document  on  "Princi- 
ples of  Church  Union",  to  be  sent  to 
church  constituencies  involved  for  study 
and  comment. 

4.  Agreed  that  discussion  and  appro- 
val of  principles  of  structure  and  orga- 
nization of  a  united  church  will  be  the 
major  subject  of  the  next  meeting.  May 
1-4,  1967,  Cambridge,  Mass. 

5.  Approved  an  outline  of  time  sched- 
ule and  procedure  for  the  establishing 
of  a  united  church  within  from  five  to 
thirteen  years,  with  the  understanding 
that  it  may  be  modified  in  the  future. 

Among  the  significant  agreements 
were  the  following:  Maximum  freedom 
and  flexibility;  the  Apostles'  Creed  and 
Nicene  Creed;  both  infant  and  adult 
baptism  acceptable;  the  Lord's  Supper 
to  be  administered  only  by  ordained 
presbyter  or  bishop;  three  branches  of 
the  representative  ministry  —  bishops, 
presbyters,  and  deacons. 

The  Rev.  David  Colwell,  pastor  of 
the  First  Congregational  United  Church 
of  Christ,  Washington,  D.  C,  is  COCU's 
new  chairman.

UTS  Development  Campaign 
Progress  Report 

A  progress  report  of  the  Union  Sem- 
inary Advance,  a  major  development 
campaign  being  conducted  by  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  shows  gifts  and 
pledges  now  total  $4,868,960.  The  drive 
for  funds  is  continuing  among  Presby- 
terians in  the  states  of  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  and  West  Virginia  to  reach  the 
$6,000,000  goal  of  the  campaign. 

Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of  the 
Seminary,  said  of  the  progress  report: 
"We  are  most  gratified  with  the  results 
of  the  campaign  thus  far,  and  we  are 
sensitive  to  the  outstanding  support 
large  numbers  of  people  are  giving  us 
in  this  enterprise."  Commenting  on  the 
funds  needed  to  reach  the  goal.  Dr.  Jones 
said.  "As  is  true  in  every  campaign,  we 
know  the  hardest  effort  is  still  ahead  of 
us  if  we  are  to  reach  and  exceed  the 
goal." 

The  development  program  at  Union 
Seminary  will  provide  funds  both  for 
physical  facilities  and  endowment  for 
the  153  year  old  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.  institution  preparing  men  for  the 
ministry.  New  facilities  planned  for  the 
suburban  campus  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
are  an  educational  center,  an  audio- 
visual building,  sixty  apartments  for 
married  students,  and  a  sizeable  addition 
to  the  Seminary  Library.  Increased  en- 
dowment will  provide  for  several  addi- 
tional faculty  chairs,  expansion  of  pro- 
grams of  continuing  education  for  min- 
isters now  serving  churches,  and  enlarge- 
ment of  the  curriculum  to  give  students 
more  varied  field  work  experiences  prior 
to  their  graduation  and  ordination.

Church,  Mooresville  on  April  19  for  the 
spring  meeting  was  the  Reverend  A.  A.

The  Reverend  C.  W.  Jennings,  Con- 
cord, retiring  Moderator,  presided  over 
the  opening  sessions  until  the  new  Mod- 
erator, Judge  Wilson  Warlick,  of  New- 
ton, was  elected. 

The  Presbytery  received  Rev.  William 
H.  Terry  from  Wilmington  Presbytery;

It  was  in  a  National  cemetery,  where 
only  those  were  buried  who  had  rend- 
ered some  service  to  their  country.  No 
wall  ran  through  the  place,  for  the  gov- 
ernment had  said  that  all  who  had  served 
their  country,  white  or  black,  could  be 
buried  there.

We  did 
not  know  whether  the  deceased  was 
white  or  colored,  until  we  got  a  glimpse 
of  a  frail,  simply  dressed,  white  haired 
Negro  woman,  the  only  attendant;  and 
then  we  knew.  Still  we  saw  no  minister. 

The  small  procession  moved  around 
some  shrubbery  across  the  cemetery  to 
a  new  grave  we  had  somehow  overlook- 
ed. My  friend  and  I  moved  slowly,  re- 
spectfully in  the  same  direction,  but  stop- 


Reformed  Churchmen  Puzzled 

ATLANTA — (PN) — A  committee  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  en- 
gaged in  union  negotiations  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  is  ask- 
ing for  an  explanation  of  a  recent  Pres- 
byterian General  Assembly  action  in 
joining  the  Consultation  on  Church  Un- 
ion (COCU). 

The  Reformed  churchmen  called  this 
inconsistent  with  another  Assembly  ac- 
tion authorizing  continuance  of  prepara- 
tion of  a  Plan  of  Union  for  the  two  de- 
nominations. 

The  Reformed  representatives  on  the 
Joint  Committee  of  Twenty-four  voted 
at  the  close  of  a  two-day  meeting  today 
to  ask  its  General  Synod  to  send  a  let- 
ter to  the  Presbyterian  General  Assemb- 
ly "requesting  that  these  relationships 
between  these  actions  be  clarified  in  so 
far  as  it  affects  the  conversations  be- 
tween the  two  churches." 

The  Consultation  on  Church  Union 
seeks  to  unite  eight  churches  with  a 
combined  membership  of  more  than  24 
million. 


ped  a  short  distance  away;  however,  we 
slipped  nearer  when  the  American  flag 
was  taken  from  the  casket  and  handed 
to  the  heartbroken  woman,  who  seemed 
to  be  the  only  relative. 

As  we  stood  and  watched  the  filling  of 
the  grave,  the  woman's  sobs  softened, 
grew  faint.  Then  she  stood  silently.  I 
stepped  forward  hesitantly  and  asked,  "A 
son?  "A  husband?" 

My  interest  must  have  dimmed  her 
agony,  for  she  answered  quickly,  "My 
only  son.  He  died  day  before  yesterday 
at  the  hospital  near  Asheville,  North 
Carolina.  My  home  is  in  Tennessee.  I 
couldn't  get  a  minister." 

My  heart  throbbed!  Should  I?  Or 
should  I  not?  What  would  she  think?  I 
was  white;  he  was  black.  The  grave  was 
filling;  it  would  soon  be  full!  I  should! 

My  own  voice  almost  frigtened  me  as 
I  broke  the  silence:  "I'm  a  minister.  If 
you  like,  I'll  say  a  few  words  for  you — 
when  they  have  finished." 

"Thank  you  so  much,  dear  friend," 
she  said.  "God  sent  you." 

I  tried  to  swallow  the  lump  in  my 
throat.  A  new  tenderness  filled  my  heart 
as  I  saw  a  bit  of  gratitude  crowd  out 
some  of  the  tragedy  from  the  tear-dim- 
med eyes  of  this  Negro  mother.  As  I 
began,  "Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled" 
— I  felt  as  if  I  had  found  the  Lost  Chord.

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  has  awarded  the 
general  contract  for  construction  of  a 
new  physical  education  building  which 
will  cost  an  estimated  $1,500,00D  com- 
plete with  equipment  and  furnishings. 

General  contractor  for  the  building, 
including  necessary  utilities,  will  be  Boyle 
Construction  Company  of  Sumter,  S.  C. 
Announcement  of  awarding  the  contract 
to  the  low  bidder  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $1,354,000  was  made  by  Halbert 
M.  Jones  of  Laurinburg,  chairman  of  the 
trustees  building  committee. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Sumter  firm  said 
they  would  begin  work  within  a  few 
days  on  the  site,  located  across  a  cen- 
tral mall  from  the  Student  Center  and 
flanked  by  the  eight  dormitories.  The 
contract  calls  for  completion  in  450  cal- 
endar days. 

President  Ansley  C.  Moore  noted  that 
this  is  the  first  of  a  group  of  buildings 
authorized  by  the  trustees  last  fall.  Oth- 
ers include  a  science  building,  a  chapel, 
and  dormitories  as  needed. 

Architects  for  the  physical  education 
plant  are  A.  G.  Odell,  Jr.,  and  Associates 
of  Charlotte,  who  have  won  several 
awards  for  their  design  of  the  St.  An- 
drews campus. 

The  major  intercollegiate  basketball 
court  will  seat  1,200  and  can  be  convert- 
ed for  intramural  sports,  as  well  as  other 
events. 

The  intercollegiate  size  swimming  pool 
was  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  M. 
O'Herron,  Jr.  of  Charlotte  as  a  memorial 
to  their  son,  Edward  M.  O'Herron,  III. 

Other  facilities  in  the  new  plant  will 
include  a  6-lane  bowling  alley,  a  game 
room,  four  handball  courts,  wrestling 
room,  space  to  accommodate  visiting 
teams,  offices  and  work  space  for  the 
physical  education  staff,  three  class- 
rooms, plus  locker  and  shower  facilities. 
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Many  Presbyteries  Organized  By  Synod 

History  of  the  Alignment  of  Presbyteries

Orange  Presbytery,  the  oldest  of  the 
nine  presbyteries  composing  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  was  organized  in 
1770  by  the  Synod  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  and  embraced  all  territory 
south  of  Virginia  and  westward. 

In  1788  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas 
was  organized  with  three  presbyteries — 
Orange,  Abingdon  (Tennessee),  and 
South  Carolina.  Orange  Presbytery  at 
that  time  included  all  of  the  state  of 
North  Carolina. 

While  still  a  part  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Carolinas,  Orange,  in  1795,  was  divided 
at  the  Yadkin  River,  and  Concord  Pres- 
bytery was  formed  from  territory  on  the 
western  side  of  the  Yadkin.  During  the 
remaining  years  of  the  existence  of  the 
Synod  of  the  Carolinas,  both  Abingdon 
and  South  Carolina  were  also  divided. 
It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  one  pres- 
bytery (Greenville)  was  formed  in  Ten- 
nessee in  1800  for  the  expressed  purpose 
of  ending,  if  possible,  the  "unhappy  dis- 
turbances" which  had  prevailed  for  some 
time  "beyond  the  mountains."  Greenville 
Presbytery  was  short-lived  and  was  dis- 
solved in  1804. 

As  early  as  1806,  efforts  were  begun 
to  divide  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas  into 
two  Synods,  and  in  1812  Orange  Pres- 
bytery was  again  divided  to  enable  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  be  organized. 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  was  formed  (ac- 
tually organized  in  1813)  with  the  line 
of  division  as  follows:  "Beginning  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Neuse-river:  —  thence  up 
said  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Trent 
River: — thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Uharee  .  .  ."  Territory  ly- 
ing southwest  of  this  line  was  to  be 
known  as  Fayetteville  Presbytery, 

At  the  organizational  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1813,  mem- 
bers of  Orange  Presbytery  who  were  to 
have  formed  Fayetteville  Presbytery  had 
not  met  because  they  had  not  been  in- 
formed of  the  proposed  organizational 
meeting.  They  were  asked  to  meet  im- 
mediately for  this  purpose,  however,  and 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  thus 
composed  of  three  presbyteries — Orange, 
Concord,  and  Fayetteville. 

Concord  Presbytery  reported  to  Synod 
in  1819  that  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia  was  proposing  the  formation 
of  a  new  Synod  embracing  a  part  of  the 
territory  of  that  Synod  and  a  part  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  specifically 
Concord  Presbytery.  The  proposal  was 
rejected  by  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

The  boundary  between  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  and  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia was  the  topic  of  a  memorial  in 
1824.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  ask- 


ed that  the  boundary  be  changed  to  make 
the  Dan  River  the  line  from  "ten  miles 
below  Leaksville  to  the  Eastern  boundary 
of  Warren  County  in  North  Carolina." 
The  memorial  pointed  out  the  advantages 
of  such  a  boundary:  the  river  was  a  na- 
tural boundary;  it  was  difficult  to  cross 
the  river  to  attend  a  church  on  the  other 
side;  and  particularly,  there  would  be 
missionary  advantages  in  changing  the 
boundary.  This  boundary  was  reported 
ratified  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1825. 

The  total  number  of  presbyteries  in  the 
Synod  was  increased  to  five  in  1824,  with 
the  formation  of  Bethel  and  Mecklen- 
burg Presbyteries  from  territory  within 
Concord.  Both  these  presbyteries  were 
dissolved  in  1828,  and  Concord  was  re- 
turned to  its  original  state. 

In  1835  Synod  considered  the  division 
of  Concord  and  Orange  Presbyteries  pre- 
paratory to  an  application  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  division  of  the  Synod. 
All  presbyteries  agreed  upon  the  ex- 
pediency of  dividing  Synod  as  soon  as 
possible.  Concord  Presbytery  reported  to 
the  Synod  that  year  that  Bethel  Presby- 
tery in  South  Carolina  would  detach  it- 
self from  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina 
and  become  a  part  of  the  proposed  new 
Synod.  New  territorial  lines  were  adopted 
and  two  new  Presbyteries  formed,  Mor- 
ganton  and  Roanoke.  The  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  was,  therefore,  composed 
of  five  presbyteries. 

Measures  were  taken  in  1836  to  di- 
vide the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  into 
two  Synods.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
Synod  consisted  of  only  five  presbyteries, 
not  enough  for  two  Synods,  but  that 
Bethel  Presbytery  in  South  Carolina  had 
asked  to  become  part  of  a  new  Synod. 
It  was  proposed  that  Synod  be  divided 
at  the  Yadkin  River  and  that  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Bethel  and  Concord  and  Mor- 
ganton  Presbyteries  be  constituted  a  new 
Synod  to  be  known  as  the  Synod  of  Wes- 
tern Carolina.  Reasons  for  the  proposed 
division  were  not  specifically  given,  other 
than  that  "a  goodly  number  of  the  bre- 
thren" judge  it  to  be  "desirable  and  ex- 
pedient." Application  was  to  be  made 
to  the  next  General  Assembly  for  the 
division.  Nothing  further  is  mentioned 
in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  regarding  the 
new  Synod. 

Roanoke  Presbytery  was  dissolved  in 
1839  and  its  territory  returned  to  Orange 
Presbytery.  In  1840  Morganton  was  also 
dissolved  and  its  territory  restored  to 
Concord  Presbytery.  An  overture  from 
Morganton  Presbytery  pointed  out  the 
"extent  of  our  destitutions,  ...  the  few- 
ness of  our  ministers,  the  feebleness  of 
our  means  of  procuring  and  sustaining 
missionaries,  and  .  .  .  our  consequent  in- 
ability properly  to  occupy  the  vast  field

embraced  within  our  bounds"  as  the  rea- 
son for  its  dissolution. 

In  1846  it  was  proposed  by  Rev.  Colin 
Mclver  that  a  new  presbytery  known  as 
the  Presbytery  of  Greensborough  be 
erected  as  a  temporary  measure.  Synod 
was  preparing  to  try  a  judicial  case  in 
which  members  of  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery could  not  participate  and  thus  only 
two  Presbyteries  would  remain,  not  a 
sufficient  number  for  a  quorum.  Synod 
considered  the  proposal,  but  decided  that 
although  members  of  Fayetteville  could 
not  vote,  there  were  still  three  existing 
Presbyteries. 

Until  1868  Synod  was  composed  of 
its  three  original  presbyteries,  Orange, 
Fayetteville,  and  Concord,  although 
there  had  been  some  changes  in  bound- 
aries. In  1868  Fayetteville  asked  that  it 
be  divided  and  Wilmington  Presbytery 
was  formed.  The  line  of  division  began 
at  the  South  Carolina  line  and  was 
bounded  on  the  south  by  Orange  Pres- 
bytery and  on  the  west  by  Columbus, 
Sampson,  and  Bladen  Counties.  The  fol- 
lowing year  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  was 
set  off  from  Concord  and  embraced  17 
counties  and  31  churches. 

The  inequalities  existing  in  the  pres- 
byteries as  they  existed  at  this  time  were 
pointed  out  in  1888  by  Orange  Presby- 
tery in  a  memorial  to  Synod.  The  me- 
morial pointed  out  that  Oranae  was  al- 
most as  large  in  area  as  all  other  presby- 
teries combined  and  included  one-half 
of  the  state's  population,  some  700,000 
people.  In  20  of  the  44  counties  of  the 
presbytery  there  was  no  Presbyterian 
Church.  Orange  asked  that  Synod  con- 
sider the  extent  and  needs  of  the  evan- 
gelistic field  in  the  presbytery  and  sug- 
gest some  way  to  equalize  the  shares 
of  all  the  presbyteries  in  this  work.  Re- 
adjusting the  boundaries  of  existing  pres- 
byteries or  the  erection  of  a  new  pres- 
bytery were  possible  solutions  suggested 
by  Orange  in  the  memorial.

The  135th  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Gran- 
ville Presbytery  convened  April  19,  in 
the  Belleview  Presbyterian  Church, 
Selma.  Mr.  George  Brinkley,  Raleigh,  re- 
tiring Moderator,  called  the  meetmg  to 
order  and  conducted  a  service  of  wor- 
ship and  addressed  the  Presbytery  on  the 
theme,  "A  Layman  Looks  at  the  Church", 
The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was 
administered  by  Reverend  Messrs.  John 
Wilson  and  George  A.  Grissom. 

Reverend  John  M.  Walker,  Jr.,  Mini- 
ster of  the  First  Church,  Roanoke 
Rapids,  was  elected  the  new  moderator. 

Following  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  Minister  and  His  Work,  the 
Presbytery  approved  of  the  dissolution 
of  the  pastoral  relationship  existing  be- 
tween the  White  Memorial  Church,  Ral- 
eigh, and  the  Rev.  Charles  Lynn  Brown;

B.  Davidson,  Pastor  of  Nutbush  Church, 
Townsville;  installation  of  Rev.  James 
N.  Grubb  as  the  Institutional  Minister 
at  Butner;  and  the  ordination  of  George 
A.  Thomas  as  Chaplain  to  Students  and 
Professor  of  Bible  at  Peace  College. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Home 
Missions  revealed  that  the  Durham  Pres- 
byterian Council  had  recently  purchased 
a  site  of  approximately  6V2  acres  in  the 
Research  Triangle  Area  at  a  cost  of  $21,- 
500  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  new 
church  at  the  proper  time;  and  further, 
that  the  petition,  bearing  nearly  seventy 
names,  from  the  Boiling  Road  Chapel, 
Roanoke  Raoids  askins  that  this  chapel 
be  organized  into  a  church,  had  been 
honored,  and  a  commission  appointed  to 
carry  out  this  directive  on  May  8,  1966. 
The  new  church  will  be  known  as  the 
"Stanley  White  Presbyterian  Church". 

The  Presbytery  overtured  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  "to  order  its  Committee 
on  Christian  Education  to  abolish  the 
Synod  Negro  Youth  Conference  upon 
the  completion  of  the  conference  this 
year,  and  to  request  Presbyteries  to  pro- 
vide for  the  assimilation  of  leaders  and 
young  people  in  existant  and  on-going 
Presbytery  conferences".

History

Orange,  Synod  set  off  Albemarle  Presby- 
tery from  territory  lying  west  of  Gran- 
ville and  Wake  Counties  and  north  of  the 
boundary  of  Johnston  County  to  the 
Neuse,  the  northern  boundary  of  Jones 
County  to  the  Trent  River,  then  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Trent  River.  Among  other 
readjustments,  Davidson,  Stanley,  Ran- 
dolph and  Chatham  Counties  were  trans- 
ferred to  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  and 
Ashe  and  Alleghany  Counties  transferred 
to  Orange  Presbytery.  In  1889  Stanley 
County  was  transferred  from  Concord 
to  Fayetteville  Presbytery  and  in  1893 
Johnston  County  was  transferred  from 
Albemarle  to  Fayetteville.  Stanley  County 
was  transferred  again  in  1897,  this  time 
to  Mecklenburg. 

Asheville  Presbytery  was  set  off  from 
Mecklenburg  in  1896  and  Mecklenburg 
promised  to  contribute  $500  per  year  for 
that  presbytery's  home  missions  work. 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  asked  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  presbytery  in  1898. 
Mecklenburg  proposed  that  the  Presby- 
tery of  Gaston  be  formed  by  dividing 
Mecklenburg's  territory  west  of  the  Ca- 
tawba River.  After  much  discussion, 
Synod  declined,  deeming  the  action  pre- 
mature. 

Another  change  in  the  North  Carolina- 
Virginia  boundary  was  proposed  by  Nor- 
folk Presbytery  in  1900.  It  was  proposed 
that  six  counties  in  northeastern  North 
Carolina  be  transferred  to  Norfolk  Pres- 
bytery; Synod  rejected  the  proposal  on 
the  grounds  that  home  missions  pro- 
grams had  already  been  undertaken  in 
the  area  in  question. 

The  new  presbytery  requested  by 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  in  1898  was 
again  proposed  in  1902,  this  time  to  be 
called  Kings  Mountain.  Synod  approved 
and  directed  that  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery be  formed  from  that  part  of 
Mecklenburg  lying  west  of  the  Catawba 
River  and  including  the  counties  of  Lin- 
coln, Gaston,  Cleveland,  Rutherford,  and 
Polk. 

In  1911  Lenoir  County  was  transfer- 
red from  Wilmington  to  Albemarle  Pres- 
bytery. An  ad-interim  commitee  was  also 
appointed  to  consider  the  division  of 


Butner  Church  Consecrated 

The  new  Presbyterian  Church  at  But- 
ner was  consecrated  the  afternoon  of 
May  1,  in  appropriate  services  attended 
by  a  large  congregation  of  members  and 
friends. 

The  Reverend  Alfred  E.  Thomas,  Min- 
ister, presided  over  the  exercises  which 
included  the  following  participants:  the 
Rev.  I.  M.  Bagnal,  Executive  Secretary 
of  Granville  Presbytery;  the  Rev.  Thomas 
T.  Traynham,  Minister  of  the  Oxford 
Church;  Dr.  John  Barnard  of  the  Butner 
Staff;  the  Reverend  James  Grubb,  In- 
stitutional Chaplain  at  Butner;  and  the 
Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary of  Synod,  who  preached  the  sermon 
on  the  subject,  "The  Living  God". 

The  Butner  Church  was  organized  in 
1957  and  now  ministers  to  not  only  145 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  but 
to  many  of  the  people  related  to  the 
various  institutions  in  the  Butner  com- 
plex. 

Following  the  afternoon  service  a  re- 
ception honoring  all  members  and  guests 
was  held  in  the  Fellowship  Hall. 


Synod  into  at  least  ten  presbyteries. 
The  committee  reported  in  1912  that 
their  study  had  impressed  them  with  the 
need  for  increasing  the  number  of  pres- 
byteries, but  there  appeared  to  be  no 
feasible  way  of  doing  this  because  of  ad- 
verse action  of  the  presbyteries  involved. 
Presbyteries  were  asked  to  "carefully  and 
unselfishly  study  the  problem." 

In  1913  efforts  were  begun  to  erect  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia  for  better  prosecu- 
tion of  evangelization  and  Christian  Edu- 
caiton  in  the  Appalachian  Mountains. 
The  next  year  a  map  showing  the  boun- 
daries of  the  proposed  Synod  was  shown 
at  Synod  and  the  new  Synod  was  en- 
dorsed by  a  vote  of  104  to  17.  In  1915 
Synod  adopted  a  resolution  pledging  aid 
to  home  missions  in  the  mountain  re- 
gion. The  Presbytery  of  Asheville  and 
some  counties  of  Concord  Presbytery 
were  separated  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  to  become  part  of  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia. 

Further  changes  in  boundaries  of  the 
remaining  presbyteries  in  the  Synod  were 
made  in  1916  when  Montgomery  and 
Richmond  Counties  were  transferred  to 
Mecklenburg  from  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery and  in  1919  when  a  six-mile  strip  on 
the  east  of  Lenoir  County  was  transfer- 
red from  Albemarle  to  Wilmington  Pres- 
bytery. 

In  1921  an  overture  was  received  from 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  concerning  the 
erection  of  a  new  presbytery  from  por- 
tions of  Orange  and  Albemarle.  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery  proposed  a  change  in  its 
boundary.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
study  the  question  and  in  1923  the  com- 
mittee recommended  the  erection  of  two 
new  Presbyteries.  Winston-Salem  Presby-

tery  was  set  off  in  the  northwestern 
part  of  the  state  and  Granville  Presbyery 
was  set  off  east  of  Orange.  Synod  direct- 
ed that  other  presbyteries  make  arrange- 
ments to  assist  in  the  home  missions 
work  in  the  two  new  presbyteries. 

After  the  division  of  Synod  into  the 
present  nine  presbyteries,  various  boun- 
dary changes  were  made.  In  1923  Hebron 
Church  was  transferred  from  Kings 
Mountain  to  Concord;  in  1924  Cabarrus 
County  was  restored  to  Concord  Pres- 
bytery; and  in  1932  the  boundaries  of 
Fayetteville  and  Wilmington  were  chang- 
ed to  include  all  of  Sampson  County  in 
Wilmington  Presbytery. 

Further  efforts  to  readjust  or  to  study 
boundaries  of  the  presbyteries  have  been 
made.  In  1951  an  ad  interim  committee 
was  appointed  for  this  purpose.  This 
committee  recommended  that  no  change 
in  boundaries  be  made  because  of  rapid 
population  changes.  The  committee  stat- 
ed that  the  problem  was  primarily  one 
of  equitable  financing  and  urged  that 
weaker  presbyteries  be  given  assistance. 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery  asked  Synod 
to  restudy  the  matter  of  boundaries  in 
1954  and  Synod's  Council  was  instructed 
to  consider  the  matter.  The  Council  also 
recommended  in  1955  that  no  changes  be 
made.  In  1962  an  overture  from  Ran^ 
dolph  Church  in  Orange  Presbytery  ask- 
ed for  study  of  the  revision  of  presby- 
tery boundaries  and  a  committee  was 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  with  a  repre- 
sentative from  each  presbytery  on  the 
committee.  After  due  study  of  the  mat- 
ter, the  Committee  reported  to  Synod, 
recommending  that  the  overture  be  an- 
swered in  the  negative. 

Synod  will  once  again  face  the  issue 
at  the  forthcoming  meeting  at  Montreat 
when  an  overture  from  Mecklenburg  will 
be  received,  requesting  Synod  to  divide 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  making  two 
presbyteries  of  the  existing  Presbytery, 
consisting  of  (a)  Mecklenburg  County 
and  (b)  Union,  Anson,  Stanly,  Montgom- 
ery, and  Richmond  counties.

so  derived  shall  be  divided  between  these 
two  presbyteries  on  the  basis  of  one-fifth 
going  to  the  proposed  new  presbytery  and 
fourth-fifths  to  Mecklenburg  County  Pres- 
bytery. 

2.  That  title  to  the  Presbytery's  property, 
at  Indian  Trail  be  conveyed  to  the  pro- 
posed new  presbytery  after  the  remaining 
indebtedness  amounting  to  $42,760  is  paid 
off  by  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  (final  note 
due  to  be  paid  May  10,  1969). 

3.  That  all  other  presently  owned  pro- 
perties of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  shall 
remain  the  properties  of  Mecklenburg 
County  Presbtyery  alone. 

4.  That  the  sum  of  $12,000  in  working 
capital  be  guaranteed  to  the  proposed  new 
presbytery  by  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  for 
the  year  1967,  to  be  paid  on  or  before 
January  1,  1967,  and  that  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  contribute  to  the  new  presby- 
tery the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  year  1968, 
and  the  sum  of  $8,000  for  the  year  1969. 

5.  That  correction  and  revision  of  notes 
and  endorsements  covering  properties  will 
be  made,  so  that  the  proposed  new  pres- 
bytery is  relieved  of  any  and  all  obliga- 
tions relating  to  properties  within  the  area 
of  Mecklenburg  County,  and  so  that  the 
proposed  Mecklenburg  County  Presbytery 
will  have  no  obligation  regarding  prop- 
erties ill  the  five  counties  of  the  proposed 
new  presbytery,  except  as  heretofore  men- 
tioned concerning  the  Indian  Trail  prop- 
erty.

Mr.  Hal  Hyde,  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension, Atlanta,  reported  on  the  Pres- 
bytery survey  made  by  him  and  Rev. 
Tom  M.  Davis,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Presbytery,  last  October  and  in  late 
March  of  this  year.  Stating  that  the  pur- 
pose of  the  survey  was  to  look  at  the  fu- 
ture of  each  church  in  the  light  of 
changing  communities,  he  emphasized 
that  the  appraisal  of  the  results  is  not 
yet  complete.

Stony  Creek  Presbyterian  Church,  ten 
miles  north  of  Burlington,  observed 
Homecoming  Sunday,  May  1. 

The  lovely  new  church  was  the  scene 
of  morning  and  afternoon  services  with 
many  former  members  and  friends  re- 
turning for  the  day.  Dinner  was  served  on 
the  grounds  to  several  hundred  people. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary of  Synod,  preached  at  the  morning 
service  and  in  the  afternoon  brought  an 
historical  address  on  "Presbyterianism  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina". 

The  Stony  Creek  Presbyterian  Church 
was  established  in  1775,  and  has  a  re- 
markable history  of  continuous  service. 
Among  its  early  ministers  was  the  Rever- 
end James  McGrady,  the  father  of  the 
"Great  Awakening"  of  the  late  18th 
and  early  19th  centuries.  On  one  occasion 
he  was  threatened  by  ruffians  if  he  pro- 
ceeded to  hold  evangelistic  services.  Act- 
ually his  pulpit  was  burned  by  incen- 
diarists. 

The  late  Dr.  John  M.  Walker,  for 
many  years  Minister  of  the  Steele  Creek 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery,  was  a  son  of  this  Church. 

An  ancestor  of  the  late  Dr.  Walter  L. 
Lingle  was  also  a  member  of  the  Church. 

Among  the  families  whose  roots  go 
back  to  the  18th  century  are  the  Gar- 
risons, Barnetts,  Moores,  Edminstons, 
Barbers,  Tates,  McClures,  Andersons, 
Mitchells,  Ginleys,  Ectors,  Jeffers,  Fau- 
cetts.  Rosses,  Underwoods,  Thomases, 
Hughes. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church  is  the 
Reverend  L.  French  Cowan. 


"Coffee  House"  Evangelism 

Blacknall  Presbyterian  Church,  Dur- 
ham, the  Reverend  Robert  D.  Henderson, 
Pastor,  experimented  with  a  new  kind  of 
evangelism  during  the  Pre-Easter  Season. 

The  Church  rented  for  two  nights  the 
basement  banquet  hall  of  a  local  restaur- 
ant and  advertised  extensively  by  flyer 
and  the  newspapers  "two  evenings  of 
Christian  inquiry — on  the  meaning  of 
Christian  faith — without  embarrassment 
(or  sawdust) — with  opportunity  for  dis- 
cussion and  further  study". 

The  punchline  was,  "Is  Jesus  Christ 
your  Cup  of  Tea?" 

Members  of  the  Church  visited  800 
residences  in  homes  and  apartments.  The 
result:  Two  inquirers  the  first  evening 
and  six  additional  inquirers  one  week 
later,  a  total  of  eight  who  sat  down  with 
the  Pastor  and  five  members  of  the 
Church  to  discuss  Christ  and  His  King- 
dom. 

According  to  the  Pastor,  Mr.  Hender- 
son, "a  lot  of  interest  was  stirred  up,  and 
some  of  the  people  who  came  are  'not  far 
from  the  kinadom'  ".  Mr.  Henderson  asks 
"the  folks  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  join  us  in  prayer  for  this  effort".

Prior  to  being  elected  president  of  the 
college  in  1956,  he  worked  for  both 
federal  and  state  governments.  He  also 
had  served  as  a  high  school  teacher,  a 
high  school  principal,  a  college  teacher, 
and  a  college  dean.

Heights  Presbyterian  Church  in  Fayette- 
ville  and  a  member  of  the  Synod  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  Committee.  He  form- 
erly served  on  the  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  Assembly's  Board  of  Christian 
Education.  Dr.  Jones  is  a  33rd  degree

Launches  Drive 

Covenant  Presbyterian  Church,  Char- 
lotte is  now  engaged  in  its  second  major 
fund-raising  campaign  in  five  years,  hop- 
ing "sacrifical  giving"  by  its  members 
will  produce  $750,000  by  May  15. 

Of  the  total,  $400,000  has  already  been 
pledged  by  officers  of  the  church,  and 
this  money  will  go  toward  founding  a 
Presbyterian  Home  for  the  Aged  in  Char- 
lotte and  to  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nar"  in  "■'^'^'^ond.  Va. 

The  $350,000  yet  to  be  raised  will  be 
allotted  among  five  major  areas  as  fol- 
lows:Union  Seminary,  $150,000;  Presby- 
terian Home  for  the  Aged  in  Charlotte, 
$100,000;  Davidson  College,  $25,000; 
Missions:  local,  $12,500,  foreign,  $12,- 
500;  and  Facilities  for  the  Church,  $50,- 
000. 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  Senior  Minister 
of  the  Church,  said  that  the  "Covenant 
for  Christ"  campaign  would  seek  to  draw 
the  whole  congregation  into  a  "partner- 
ship" to  aid  five  worthy  causes. 

"Good  causes  are  constantly  looking 
to  the  church  for  strength  and  financial 
support",  added  Dr.  Hall,  "so  the  church 
is  once  more  bundling  several  causes  to- 
gether, rather  than  having  separate  cam- 
paigns". 

The  membership  of  the  Covenant 
Church  is  2,650. 
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St.  Andrews  Summer  School  For  High  School  Students 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  will  offer  again  this  summer  two  workshop 
sessions  designed  to  help  high  school  juniors,  seniors,  and  graduates  develop  their 
academic  skills. 

The  two  five-week  sessions  will  be  operated  together  with  the  two  terms  of  sum- 
mer school,  according  to  Dean  Robert  F.  Davidson,  and  students  will  use  all  college 
facilities.  Dates  are  June  15  to  July  19,  and  July  20  to  August  23. 

A  separate  program  for  rising  seniors  


in  high  school  who  wish  to  begin  college 
level  work  now  will  be  offered  again  also. 
Titled  the  Dean's  Scholar  Program,  its 
enrollment  is  limited  to  students  in  the 
top  quarter  of  their  junior  class.  St. 
Andrews  offers  college  credit  for  courses 
completed. 

Major  attention  in  the  two  academic 
workshops  will  be  given  to  improving 
reading  habits,  study  skills,  and  career 
planning,  according  to  St.  Andrews  Dean 
Davidson. 

Changes  Announced 

DAVIDSON,  N.  C— The  Davidson 
College  Board  of  Trustees  in  spring  meet- 
ing here  approved  for  implementation 
of  four  developmental  matters  which 
will  have  long-range  effect  on  the  col- 
lege. The  changes  were  recommended 
by  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  South- 
ern Association  of  Schools  and  Col- 
leges, as  the  college  recently  completed 
a  decade  end  self-study  for  the  associa- 
tion. 

Changes  approved  by  the  trustees 
were: 

a.  That  a  ten-year  library  develop- 
mental plan  be  launched  immedi- 
ately to  provide  a  new  and  different 
kind  of  library  that  will  serve  the 
present  and  future  needs  of  David- 
son College  and  that  library  con- 
sultants be  employed  to  advise  on 
the  type  of  library  building  and 
facilities  the  college  should  have. 

b.  That  an  assistant  or  associate  dean 
of  faculty  be  secured. 

c.  That  the  number  of  persons  report- 
ing to  the  president  of  the  college 
should  be  four:  Dean  of  Faculty, 
Dean  of  Students,  Treasurer-Busi- 
ness Manager,  and  the  Director  of 
Public  Relations  and  Development. 
These  men  in  turn  would  head  the 
four  areas  of  college  administra- 
tion. 

d.  That  records  covering  students  be 
centralized  in  one  office  so  that 
authorized  persons  in  faculty  and 
administration  can  secure  complete 
information  on  any  student  without 
the  necessity  of  going  to  several 
offices. 

The  trustees  also  approved  that  other 
recommendations  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee be  given  continued  study  with  the 
objective  of  completing  all  of  those  which 
seem  to  be  desirable  for  the  college,  sub- 
ject to  the  availability  of  funds. 


Guidance  counseling  and  testing  will 
be  provided  for  each  student  with  the 
help  of  personnel  from  the  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center,  located  at  St.  Andrews. 

Students  will  use  the  college  audio- 
visual services  and  equipment,  and  the 
program  is  directed  by  Dr.  John  Daugh- 
trey,  chairman  of  the  education  and  psy- 
chology division. 

The  daily  schedule  includes  apitude 
planning  and  testing,  reading  improve- 
ment, individual  conference  and  study, 
discussion,  and  recreation. 


Commencement  Addresses 

The  Reverend  Ernest  T.  Gordon, 
LL.D.,  Dean  of  the  Princeton  Universi- 
ty Chapel,  delivered  the  Commencement 
address  at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  on  May  17. 

Dean  Gordon,  a  native  Scotsman, 
was  ordained  in  the  Church  of  Scotland 
in  1950  after  receiving  his  M.A.  from  St. 
Andrews  University  and  his  B.D.  and 
S.T.M.  from  Hartford  Theological  Sem- 
inary, Hartford,  Connecticut.  He  has 
been  at  Princeton  since  1955. 

Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of  the 
Seminary,  awarded  forty-one  B.  D.  de- 
grees, seventeen  Master  of  Theology  de- 
grees, and  five  Doctor  of  Theology  de- 
grees at  the  service.

Synod  Acts  On  Numerous  Important  Issues 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  convened  at  Montreat,  N.  C.  June  7-8,  1966,  with 
a  total  attendance  of  615,  including  348  ministers  and  267  ruling  elders. 

The  Synod  was  enlivened  by  frequent  debate,  especially  on  the  second  day  when 
the  closing  session  was  extended  until  6:15  P.M. 

Numerous  issues,  reports  on  which  ap- 
pear elsewhere,  were  before  the  Synod 
during  the  two-day  sessions. 

The  Reverend  M.  C.  MacQueen, 
Minister  of  the  Clinton  Presbyterian 
Church,  was  elected  Moderator,  succeed- 
ing the  Reverend  Robert  S.  Arrowood, 
Linden,  N.  C.  J.  Harold  McKeithen, 
Winston-Salem  Attorney,  and  a  ruling 
elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
was  elected  Moderator-nominee.  Mr.  Mc- 
Keithen was  nominated  by  his  Pastor, 
the  Reverend  David  Burr.  The  Reverend 
Richard  R.  Gammon,  Minister  of  the 
Greenville  First  Church,  nominated  Mr. 
MacQueen. 

Presentations  Made 

Among  interesting  matters  before 
Synod  the  first  day  was  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  gavel  to  Synod  by  the  Reverend 
James  D.  MacKenzie,  Minister  of  the 
Barbecue  Church.  The  gavel  was  made 
from  a  sill  in  the  original  Barbecue 
Church,  constructed  about  1765.  The 
Reverend  R.  S.  Arrowood  accepted  the 
gavel  on  behalf  of  Synod. 

Another  item  of  interest  was  the  pre- 
sentation to  Synod  through  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  a  New  Testament  owned  by 
the  Reverend  Henry  Pattillo,  a  prominent 
Presbyterian  minister  in  North  Carolina 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  18th  Cen- 
tury. The  Bible  was  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
Samuel  Watkins  Hughes  of  Hillsboro  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband  who  in- 
herited the  Bible  through  his  great  uncle, 
the  Reverend  Anderson  G.  Hughes. 

The  Reverend  C.  Linwood  Cheshire 
was  elected  the  Permanent  Clerk  of  Sy- 
nod, and  the  Reverend  I.  M.  Bagnal,  as- 
sistant clerk. 

Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis,  President  of  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association,  greeted 
Synod,  and  later  in  the  afternoon  ad- 
dressed Synod  in  connection  with  the 
65th  anniversary  of  Montreat.

Bequest   to  Synod 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  meet- 
ing at  Montreat,  June  7,  received  a 
communication  from  the  executors  of 
the  estate  of  the  late  Miss  Eva  Mc- 
Kay, a  member  of  the  Ashpole  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Rowland,  North  Caro- 
lina, advising  that  Miss  McKay  had 
left  a  bequest  in  the  amount  of  $5, 
000.00  "to  the  Synod  of  North  CaroUna 
for  a  ministerial  scholarship  known  as 
the  Eva  and  Bessie  McKay  Scholar- 
ship.". 

Miss  McKay  was  an  elderly  maiden 
lady,  long  a  member  of  the  Ashpole 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  active  and 
interested  in  that  church  as  well  as 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  general. 
According  to  the  executors,  "several 
other  church  agencies  were  remember- 
ed in  her  will  also". 

Synod  adopted  a  proper  resolution 
aclinowledging  the  bequest  and  ex- 
pressing appreciation  for  same,  and 
instructing  that  the  bequest  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  manner  indicated  in 
the  will  of  the  late  Miss  McKay. 


Synod  Postpones  Mecklenburg 
Division 

The  overture  from  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
asking  that  the  Presbytery  be  divided 
into  two  Presbyteries  was  defeated  by 
a  vote  of  242  to  111.  Instead,  Synod  vot- 
ed to  name  a  Committee  to  Study  the 
Boundaries  of  all  nine  Presbyteries  and 
to  make  recommendations  to  the  1967 
Synod. 

Under  the  proposal  Mecklenburg 
County  would  have  comprised  one  Pres- 
bytery, and  Union,  Stanley,  Anson, 
Montgomery,  and  Richmond  Counties 
another  Presbytery. 

A  recommendation  of  the  Bills  and 
Overtures  Committee  favored  the  divis- 
ion; however,  the  Reverend  John  Mc- 
Vay,  Minister  of  the  Hamlet  Presby- 
terian Church,  presented  a  substitute  res- 
olution, calling  for  the  alternate  action. 
Among  those  who  spoke  in  support  of 
the  division  was  the  Reverend  Sam  H. 
Zealy,  Minister  of  the  Thomasboro 
Presbyterian  Church,  who  pointed  out 
that  a  vast  majority  of  the  representa- 
tives of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  favor- 
ed the  division.  He  argued  that  division 
would  result  in  faster  growth  of  both 
Presbyteries.

Lest  we  gave  the  impression  in  the  last 
issue  that  we  are  against  young  people  in 
general,  and  this  was  not  our  intention, 
let  us  say  that  we  think  that  many  of 
them  are  of  the  highest  calibre.  About 
the  time  the  previous  editorial  appeared, 
the  writer  was  delivering  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  to  335  seniors  in  the  Fike  High 
School,  Wilson,  among  whom  was  his 
grandson.  That  message  opened  as  fol- 
lows: 

"I  rejoice  on  this  occasion  tnat  I 
can  bring  you  some  good  news.  I 
have  read  the  report  on  the  CBS-TV 
documentary,  'Sixteen  in  Webster 
Groves'.  Seven  hundred  teenagers  liv- 
ing in  the  St.  Louis  suburb  of  Webster 
Groves  were  subjectd  to  question- 
naires and  interviews  by  sociologists 
and  TV  cameramen.  The  results  amaz- 
ed everyone.  The  statistics  were  re- 
vealing. They  indicated  that  96%  of 
the  young  people  worry  about  getting 
good  grades;  90%  want  their  parents 
to  be  proud  of  them;  77%  feel  pressed 
by  competition;  93%  care  about  their 
personal  appearance;  78%  have  a  bank 
account. 

"The  young  people  were  rated  'as 
conservative  in  moral  values  as  their 
parents  .  .  .  they  rejected  pre-marital 
sexual'  relations  by  96%,  and  opposed 
draft  card-burning. 

"One  lad  doubtless  summarized  the 
group  response  by  saying,  'Society  is 
set  up  around  government  and  law, 
and  if  law  is  not  obeyed,  society  can't 

(The  State  33:22,  4/15/66,  pp,  24,  25). 
"How  heartening  this  must  be  to 
parents!  I  am  certain  that  if  the  IQ 
of  this  graduating  class  of  335  seniors 
might  be  subjected  to  a  similar  analy- 
sis, it  would  rate  equally  as  high  as 
that  of  the  Webster  Groves  young  peo- 
ple." 

These  are  our  sentiments  for  most  young 
people.  We  rejoice  that  the  future  of  our 
country  will  be  in  the  hands  of  such  suc- 
cessors to  the  present  generation.  We  trust 
that  their  moral  and  spiritual  IQ  will  be 
at  least  slightly  higher  than  that  of  their 
elders. 

Incidentally,  the  sermon  topic  was, 
"What  Constitutes  'Wisdom'?".  The  ques- 
tion which  confronted  young  King  Solo- 
mon at  the  beginning  of  his  career  was 
posed  for  the  young  people  at  the  begin- 
ning of  their  careers.  They  were  asked 


To  the  Editor: 

Your  editorial,  "Where  Headed?"  in  the 
May  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS  was  rather 
critical  of  our  college  students  and  of 
"some  of  the  younger  ministers".  You  have 
taken  on  quite  a  task  in  berating  these 
groups. 

I  want  to  defend  many  of  our  young 
people.  They  were  born  during  or  just 
after  World  War  II,  which  they  had  no 
part  in  causlng-who  was  responsible  for 
this  war?  It  was  great  for  our  young 
people  to  inherit  the  results  of  this  con- 
flict! And  many  of  them  are  now  in  the 
Armed  Services,  some  of  them  serving 
valiantly  in  Viet  Nam.  Granted  there  are 
those  who  protest,  but  is  it  wrong  to  dis- 
sent? What  if  your  generation  had  been 
as  alert  to  the  rise  of  Hitler  and  squashed 
him  before  he  conquered  Europe?  At  least 
some  of  the  college  students  are  willing  to 
align  themselves  up  with  causes-was  it 
not  our  young  people  who  engaged  in  the 
sit-ins  to  obtain  rights?  Are  you  saying 
the  young  people  are  to  be  denied  the 
right  to  assemble  in  protest  against 
abuses?  Whether  we  agree  with  their 
cause  is  not  the  question.  Would  you  en- 
courage the  silence  that  often  stifles  new 
ideas? 

Over  10,000  young  people  have  joined 
the  Peace  Corps  and  3,000  applied  for 
VISTA — the  domestic  Peace  Corps.  Thou- 


two  questions:  "What  is  your  greatest 
desire  tonight?"  and  "What  is  the  great- 
est reward  you  can  think  of  that  you 
would  like  to  receive  at  any  given  point 
during  the  rest  of  your  life?"  They  were 
advised  that  their  answers  to  these  ques- 
tions might  influence  and  ultimately  de- 
termine whether  or  not  they  will  be 
judged  wise  or  foolish  at  the  end  of  their 
lives. 

Wisdom  was  defined  as  "greater  than 
knowledge  since  without  it  education 
often  only  makes  men  clever  devils".  Wis- 
dom was  asserted  to  be  the  effect  of  de- 
cision-making, since  choices  are  wise  only 
when  they  are  not  merely  taking  a  chance, 
or  merely  doing  the  good,  but  rather  act- 
ing on  the  best,  whose  outcome  or  result 
is  for  the  highest  interest  of  others.  Wis- 
dom is  choosing  the  hard  right  against 
the  easy  wrong.  Wisdom  is  choosing  as 
Solomon  chose.  Wisdom  is  heeding  the 
teachings  of  Christ  who  urges  men  to 
show  consideration  for  the  poor  and  the 
hungry,  the  sick  and  the  imprisoned,  and 
the  needy.  By  ministering  to  them,  men 
act  wisely  and  in  the  cause  of  truth, 
righteousness,  and  justice. 


sands  of  our  collegians  serve  in  summer 
parks  and  camps.  Do  you  call  this  taking 
on  beatnik  ways? 

Now  as  to  the  criticism  of  "the  younger 
ministers  who  seem  to  think  that  the  only 
way  to  propagate  Christianity  is  to  con- 
form to  the  ways  of  the  world".  No  one  is 
naive  enough  to  think  that  conversion 
comes  by  living  in  a  new  house,  but 
neither  should  one  think  that  conversion 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  way  we  live 
now.  The  Gospel  of  Christ  must  be  made 
relevant  to  all  of  life.  To  separate  our 
faith  from  our  good  works  cannot  really 
be  done.  Were  the  Presbyterians  who 
backed  the  American  Revolution  conform- 
ing to  the  ways  of  the  world?  To  keep 
silent  in  the  face  of  evil  is  to  take  a 
stand.' 

It  is  one  thing  to  condemn  "falseisms 
and  ideologies"  which  one  doesn't  agree 
with-by  the  way,  which  ones  did  you  have 
in  mind?  One  can  have  an  ideology  that 
is  not  false!

as  men.  By  endorsing  this  action  the  As- 
sembly ended  a  struggle  which  had  gone 
on  for  over  three  decades. 
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Synod  Receives  Pattillo 
New  Testament 

Mrs.  Samuel  Watkins  Hughes  of 
Hillsboro  recently  presented  to  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  through  the  Stated 
Clerk,  several  volumes  of  interest,  in- 
cluding a  New  Testament  printed  in  1736, 
and  owned  by  the  Reverend  Henry  Pattil- 
lo, one  of  the  earliest  and  most  promin- 
ent Presbyterian  ministers  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina. 

The  volumes  were  presented  in  mem- 
ory of  Samuel  Watkins  Hughes,  born 
January  3,  1895,  and  died  March  15, 
1966. 

Mr.  Hughes  joined  the  Eno  Presby- 
terian Church  on  July  29,  1910.  He  was 
elected  a  Deacon  in  July,  1921,  and  a 
ruling  elder  on  July  28,  1928.  On  March 
11,  1932,  he  was  elected  Clerk  of  the 
Session,  which  office  he  held  until  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Mrs.  Hughes  was  the  former  Mozelle 
Workman,  and  both  she  and  Mr.  Hughes 
were  natives  of  Orange  County.  They 
have  one  son,  Samuel  Maris  Hughes, 
who  is  a  ruling  elder.  He  resides  in  New 
Bern. 

The  Pattillo  New  Testament  came  into 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Hughes  through 
a  great-uncle,  the  Reverend  Anderson  G. 
Hughes,  Pastor  of  the  Hawfields  and 
Crossroads  Churches  in  Orange  Presby- 
tery. The  Reverend  Mr.  Hughes  is  said  to 
have  died  in  the  pulpit  of  the  latter 
Church  about  1873. 

Mr.  Samuel  W.  Hughes  was  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Central  Carolina  Bank  for 
approximately  thirty-four  years. 

Another  book  of  value  given  to  Synod 
by  Mrs.  Hughes  was  a  Thesaurus,  also 
owned  by  Henry  Pattillo,  and  published 
in  1644. 

Synod  accepted  the  books  by  adopting 
the  following  resolution: 

"That  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
hereby  expresses  appreciation  to 
Mrs.  Samuel  Watkins  Hughes  of 
Hillsboro,  N.  C.  for  the  gift  of  two 
volumes  from  the  library  of  her 
late  husband,  Samuel  Watkins 
Hughes,  Clerk  of  the  Eno  Presby- 
terian Church  from  1932  to  the  date 
of  his  death,  March  15,  1966;  to  wit, 
a  New  Testament,  published  in  1736 
and  a  Thesaurus,  published  in  1644, 
both  once  the  possession  of  the  Rev- 
erend Henry  Pattillo,  distinguished 
Presbyterian  Minister  of  the  18th 
century,  preacher,  patriot,  legislator, 
teacher,  and  author,  who  was  or- 
ordained  in  1758,  began  his  minis- 
try in  North  Carolina  at  the  Haw- 
fields, Little  River,  and  Eno 
Churches  in  1765,  and  continued  to 
serve  in  this  Synod  (1780  as  Pastor 
of  the  Nutbush  and  Grassy  Creek 
Churches  in  Granville  County)  until 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1801;  which 
volumes  were  inherited  by  Mr. 
Hughes  through  his  great-uncle, 
the  Reverend  Anderson  G.  Hughes, 
himself  Minister  of  the  Hawfields 
and  Cross  Roads  Presbyterian 
Churches,  in  the  latter  pulpit  of 
■which  church  he  died  c.  1873".

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"Carbine"  Williams 
(From  the  Raleigh  Times) 

Recently  David  Marshall  ("Carbine") 
Williams  of  Godwin  was  featured  in  a 
story  in  the  Raleigh  Times  as  the  In- 
ventor of  another  "new  weapon". 

It  was  "Carbine"  Williams,  who  while 
serving  a  prison  term  for  a  crime  which 
he  has  always  denied  guilt,  invented  the 
famous  30-calibre  M/ 1  carbine  used  so 
effectively  in  World  War  II. 

Now  the  Army  is  considering  his  latest 
invention  (he  has  67  other  patented 
guns),  a  light  weapon  which  "has  a  cyclic 
rate  of  fire  far  above  the  750  rate  of  the 
older  carbine  now  standard  for  the 
army".  The  gun  is  said  to  possess  other 
excellent  features. 

The  superintendent  of  the  camp  where 
Williams  was  assigned  later  wrote  of  him 
as  "the  most  unforgettable  character  I've 
ever  met". 

Williams  is  a  member  of  the  Godwin 
Church  at  Wade. 

He  keeps  on  the  wall  of  his  shop  a 
copy  of  Kipling's  famous  poem,  "If". 

Some  years  ago  he  gave  the  following 
advice  to  a  group  of  prisoners:  "Don't 
think  that  because  you  have  been  to 
prison  you  are  finished  for  life.  It's 
what  you  do  after  you  get  out  that 
counts.  Work  hard  and  keep  your  nose 
clean,  and  you'll  find  that  the  people 
who  really  count  will  respect  you". 

Williams  still  lives  on  land  inherited 
from  his  family  through  his  father,  and 
he  still  wears  the  Stetson  hat  and  side- 
burns, which  are  his  trademarks. 


PUN  OF  UNION 

Thirty-seven  ministers,  15  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.,  and  22 
from  the  Reformed  Church  in  America, 
have  called  for  completion  of  the  Pro- 
posed Plan  of  Union  for  their  two  de- 
nominations. Their  mutual  statement  has 
been  sent  to  the  Joint  Committee  of 
Twenty-four  of  the  two  Churches,  which 
is  presently  drafting  a  Plan  of  Union  to 
be  presented  to  the  highest  courts  of 
these  two  bodies  no  later  than  1968. 

The  ministers'  statement  came  after 
the  first  half  of  a  pulpit  exchange  pro- 
gram between  RCA  churches  in  the  New 
Jersey  area  and  U.  S.  Presbyterian  con- 
gregations in  North  Georgia. 


Honorary  Degree 

Mrs.  John  A.  Kellenberger  of  Greens- 
boro was  one  of  three  persons  receiving 
honorary  degrees  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  late  in 
May. 

Mrs.  Kellenberger  was  cited  as  a  phil- 
anthropist and  benefactor,  and  especial- 
ly as  chairman  of  the  Tryon  Palace  Com- 
mission for  restoring,  furnishing,  and 
landscaping  this  "magnificent  architec- 
tural showplace"  and  preserving  its 
heritage. 

Mrs.  Kellenberger  is  a  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greensboro. 
She  and  her  husband,  John  A.  Kellen- 
berger, have  been  active  in  many  enter- 
prises for  the  betterment  of  Greensboro 
and  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  well 
as  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


Synod  Statistics 

A  report  on  Stewardship  and  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S., 
released  by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Synod,  shows  that 
a  record  of  $17,461,620  was  given  for  all 
causes  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  from 
the  645  churches  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  during  1965.  This  compared 
with  $16,903,654  contributed  in  1964. 
The  total  gifts  include:  Benevolences,  $4,- 
262,801;  Current  Expenses,  $9,620,106; 
and  Building  Expenses,  $3,578,713. 

Corresponding  totals  for  1964  were 
$4,252,888;  $9,132,281;  and  $3,518,485. 

The  per  capita  total  for  1965  was 
$115.83  in  comparison  with  $112.77  in 
1964,  and  $98.09  in  1960. 

The  Synod,  comprising  nine  Presby- 
teries, is  composed  of  645  churches. 
Showing  a  slight,  but  steady  rise  in  mem- 
bership during  the  past  five  years,  the 
net  gain  during  1965  was  1,450,  bringing 
the  total  membership  to  151,347. 

During  the  year  Professions  of  Faith 
totalled  3,682,  and  other  gains  totalled 
7,047.  There  were  1,562  adult  baptisms 
and  2,111  infant  baptisms. 

The  Sunday  School  enrollment  for  the 
year  was  reported  at  126,407,  represent- 
ing a  loss  of  1,790. 

The  largest  Presbytery  in  the  Synod 
is  Mecklenburg,  which  includes  the  area 
around  Charlotte.  The  membership  of 
this  Presbytery  is  36,773.  The  second 
largest  is  Orange,  with  Greensboro  as 
the  Center,  with  a  membership  of  25,174; 
and  the  third  largest  is  Fayetteville  with 
a  membership  of  18,709. 

Membership  figures  for  the  six  other 
Presbyteries  (in  descending  order)  are 
Concord,  (Salisbury  as  the  Center),  17,- 
030;  Granville  (Raleigh-Durham),  13,- 
567;  Wilmington,  11,867;  Albemarle, 
with  Greenville  as  the  Center,  9,885; 
Kings  Mountain,  9,241;  and  Winston- 
Salem,  9,101. 

The  Synod  reports  a  total  of  672 
ministers,  which  is  an  increase  of  22  in 
one  year,  or  of  79  since  1960. 

Currently  there  are  5,796  ruling  eld- 
ers in  the  Synod,  and  6,628  deacons. 
The  nine  Presbyteries  report  ninety 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  The  churches 
of  the  Synod  are  valued  at  $80,780,786 
and  the  474  manses  at  $8,942,353,  a 
total  of  $89,723,139.

The  Conference  Director  was  the  Rev- 
erend Leon  R.  Anderson,  Atlanta,  Ga., 
and  business  manager,  the  Rev.  Robert 
Turner,  Charlotte.

Harold  McKeithen,  prominent  Winston- 
Salem  attorney  and  churchman,  was  elect- 
ed Moderator-Nominee,  and  if  elected  next 
year  will  serve  as  the  Moderator  of  Synod 
in  1967.  Below  is  a  sketch  of  this  loyal 
Presbyterian  Elder.)

Mr.  McKeithen  was  first  a  deacon, 
and  for  the  last  twenty-five  years  a  rul- 
ing elder  in  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Winston-Salem.  For  more  than  twenty 
years  he  taught  the  Men's  Bible  Class 
in  this  church.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the 
church,  chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbytery,  and  was  for  many 
years  a  Trustee  of  Davidson  College.  He 
has  been  a  long  time  member  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee  of  his  Pres- 
bytery, and  is  Vice  Chairman  of  Synod's 
Council.  He  has  been  three  times  a  Com- 
missoner  to  the  General  Assembly. 

In  professional  and  civic  circles  he 
has  served  as  President  of  Forsyth  Coun- 
ty Bar  Association  and  on  various  com- 
mittees of  the  State  Bar;  is  a  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  a  Director  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  Winston-Salem.  He  is  a 
past  president  of  the  Winston-Salem  Ki- 
wanis  Club  and  of  Forsyth  Country 
Club.  His  vocation  is  the  law,  his  avoca- 
tion is  the  church. 


REFORMED  SYNOD  SEEKS 
CLARIFICATION 

The  Reformed  Church  in  America, 
holding  its  annual  meeting  in  Holland, 
Michigan,  June  16,  voted  "to  proceed 
with  merger  negotations  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.",  but  also  ask- 
ed for  a  formal  clarification  by  Southern 
Presbyterians  of  their  participation  in 
other  union  talks. 

The  reference  was  to  the  recent  action 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.,  approving 
of  joining  the  consultation  on  church 
union  (COCU)  with  seven  other  denomin- 
ations. 

A  motion  that  the  Reformed  Church 
join  COCU  was  ruled  out  of  order  by 
Dr.  Donner  Atwood,  outgoing  president. 

Fraternal  Delegate 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  Jr.,  Atlanta, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  addressed  the  Re- 
formed Synod  as  fraternal  delegate  and 
urged  that  the  two  denominations  "seek 
new  structures  and  new  strategies  to  tell 
the  old,  old  story  to  this  generation  of 
men  suffocating  in  its  own  meanness  and 
meanlessness".  Dr.  Anderson  said  that 
he  personally  hopes  "that  we  can  do 
it  not  only  in  unity  but  in  union,  be- 
cause I  sincerely  believe  that  you  are 
our  kind  of  people". 

To  Ask  Questions 

The  Reformed  Church  will  ask  the 
Southern  Church  next  year,  what  is  the 
relative  importance  of  actions  taken  by 
the  Southern  Assembly  in  1966?  Were 
these  actions  intended  to  be  inclusive 
or  exclusive?  Is  it  expected  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  will  vote  on  the  matter  of 
commitment  to  the  United  Church  of  the 
Consultation  on  Church  Union  either  in 
1967  or  1968?  And  should  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  plan  of  union  or  our  two 
churches  be  continued  as  vigorously  as 
possible  in  accord  with  the  report  of 
our  joint  committee? 

The  church's  stewardship  council  is 
headed  by  Dr.  Norman  Vincent  Peale  of 
Marble  Collegiate  Church,  New  York. 


Board  Changes 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education,  in 
its  spring  meeting,  reorganized  its  ed- 
ucational structure  and  promoted  to  new 
positions  two  of  its  staff  members,  James 
A.  Nisbet  and  Ernest  Stricklin. 

Two  main  divisions  in  the  educational 
wing  have  been  established:  the  General 
Division  of  Education  and  Parish  Life, 
of  which  Mr.  Nisbet  will  serve  as  Sec- 
retary; and  the  General  Division  of  Ed- 
ucation and  Mission,  of  which  Dr.  Ernest 
Stricklin  is  Secretary. 


Residence  Bequeathed 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— Under  terms 
of  the  will  of  the  late  John  F.  McNair, 
Jr.,  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  will 
receive  the  family  residence  on  South 
Main  Street  here,  to  be  used  as  the 
college  president's  home. 

Announcement  of  the  gift  was  made 
today  by  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  president 
of  St.  Andrews,  after  a  conference  with 
members  of  the  family. 

"This  is  a  most  gracious  and  generous 
gift,"  Dr.  Moore  said.  "With  its  spacious 
interior  and  beautifully-landscaped  gar- 
dens, the  McNair  home  will  serve  as  a 
perfect  setting  both  for  official  college 
functions  and  informal  entertaining  by 
the  president." 

"It  was  the  desire  of  Mr.  McNair 
and  his  family  that  the  home  place  be 
used  by  the  college  president,"  Dr.  Moore 
noted.  "We  are  most  grateful  for  this 
thoughtful  act." 

"This  bequest  continues  Mr.  McNair's 
long  interest  in  St.  Andrews,  beginning 
with  the  very  first  campaign  to  raise 
funds  for  establishing  the  college,"  Dr.

South  Carolina  Synod  Meets 

On  June  7th,  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
of  South  Carolina,  composed  of  334 
churches  with  almost  70,000  communi- 
cants, met  at  the  Presbyterian  College 
in  Clinton,  South  Carolina.  The  meet- 
ing was  opened  by  the  retiring  moder- 
ator, the  Rev.  Charles  Robert  Tapp  of 
Summerville. 

Dr.  John  F.  Andersoin,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Assembly's  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  Atlanta,  addressed 
the  Synod  in  connection  with  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension. 

The  Synod  proposes  a  capital  funds 
campaign  of  $350,000  this  winter  and 
spring  to  provide  Presbyterian  campus 
ministry  facilities  at  the  Universities  of 
South  Carolina,  Clemson,  and  at  Win- 
throp  and  The  Citadel. 

Following  the  Report  of  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  Committee,  of  which  Rev. 
James  T.  Womack,  Jr.  is  Chairman, 
addresses  were  given  by  Dr.  Thomas  F. 
Jones,  President  of  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  and  the  Reverend  Dr. 
Robert  Bluford,  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation, Richmond,  Virgiina. 

Mrs.  Walter  S.  Moore,  President  of 
the  Women  of  the  Synod,  presented  the 
report  on  Women's  Work. 

Serving  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Synod  is  the  Reverend  Arthur  M.  Mar- 
tin of  Columbia. 
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UP-USA  Church 

Dr.  Ganse  Little,  pastor  of  the  Pasa- 
dena, California  Presbyterian  Church 
since  1952,  was  elected  Moderator  of 
the  UP-USA  Church  at  the  denomina- 
tion's 178th  General  Assembly,  meet- 
ing in  Boston  late  in  May.  He  is  the 
fourth  generation  of  his  family  to  have 
served  as  a  minister,  and  is  father  of  a 
minister  son. 

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  Stated 
Clerk,  recently  elected  secretary  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  made  his 
final  report  as  the  chief  executive  of- 
ficer of  the  denomination.  The  report 
indicated  membership  at  3,308,622,  a 
gain  of  5,783  during  1965.  Total  con- 
tributions increased  by  $11,950,816  to 
$316,784,251,  or  a  per  capita  gift  of 
$95.75,  an  increase  of  $3.46  over  1964. 
The  number  of  churches  was  reported 
at  9,060;  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
1,747;  and  Sunday  School  enrollment, 
1,562,663,  a  decrease  of  58,940.  There 
were  69,191  infant  baptisms  and  22,527 
adult  baptisms. 

Dr.  William  H.  Hudnut,  Jr.  reported 
$50,000,000  raised  on  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  Capital  Needs  Cam- 
paign, 65%  of  the  goal. 

Succeeding  Dr.  Blake  as  stated  clerk  is 
William  P.  Thompson,  a  lawyer  from 
Wichita,  Kansas.  Mr.  Thompson  is  the 
first  layman  named  to  this  top  executive 
post  since  1872. 


Queens  Commencement 

Queens  College  graduated  128  seniors 
late  in  May,  and  degrees  were  conferred 
by  Chancellor  Edwin  R.  Walker,  who 
also  delivered  the  commencement  ad- 
dress. 

The  commencement  convocation  was 
the  first  to  be  held  in  the  recently  com- 
pleted Fine  Arts  Center  and  Auditorium. 

Dr.  Eva  I.  Shipstone,  principal  of 
Isabella  Thoburn  College,  Lucknow, 
India,  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Science.  Dr.  Shipstone  was  a 
member  of  the  Queens  faculty  in  1965- 
1966. 

The  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Awards 
went  to  Miss  Donna  Sue  Mullen  of 
Lincolnton,  N.  C,  a  member  of  the 
graduating  class,  and  to  Benjamin  S. 
Horack,  Charlotte  attorney  and  an  ad- 
visory trustee  of  the  college. 

The  Sullivan  Awards,  presented  an- 
nually at  commencement,  are  sponsored 
by  the  New  York  Southern  Society,  and 
recipients  are  selected  on  the  basis  of 
unselfish  service. 

Miss  Mullen  is  the  daughter  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Everett  T.  Mullen.  She  has 
held  a  Dana  Scholarship  for  three  years, 
and  her  name  appears  in  the  volume 
Who's  Who  Among  Students  in  American 
Universities  and  Colleges. 


Summer  School  Opens  At 
St.  Andrews 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— With  a  regis- 
tration of  some  350  students  represent- 
ing a  large  increase  over  previous  years, 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  opened 
its  fifth  summer  sessions  June  15. 

A  total  of  32  faculty  members  are 
teaching  college  credit  courses,  two  aca- 
demic enrichment  workshops,  and  other 
offerings.  Some  of  the  college  courses 
are  continuous  throughout  the  ten  weeks, 
and  others  are  offered  in  five-week 
terms. 

Another  workshop  opens  July  20  for 
the  second  five-week  term. 

A  three-week  summer  music  camp 
began  Sunday,  June  19,  directed  by  Pro- 
fessor Franklin  West,  head  of  the  School 
of  Music  at  St.  Andrews.

Summer  sessions  at  St.  Andrews  will 
end  August  23,  and  the  college  will  in- 
augurate the  "early  semester"  plan  a 
week  later  for  next  year's  regular  ses- 
sion, with  first  semester  ending  before 
Christmas.

The  money  will 
be  used  to  finance  a  delegation  of  fifteen 
students  from  nine  U.S.  colleges  to 
Ecuador  and  Bolivia  for  two  months  this 
summer.  They  "are  expected  to  study 
extensively  on  selected  topics  and  to 
speak  as  often  as  possible  to  student 
groups  while  in  South  America." 

Further,  a  check  for  $1,000  was  pre- 
sented to  Dr.  Martin  from  the  Union 
Carbide  Corporation,  Charlotte,  as  a 
special  grant  to  Davidson's  current  Ford 
Challenge  campaign.  Mr.  J.  R.  Clark  of 
the  Linde  Division  of  Union  Carbide,  in 
presenting  the  check,  expressed  the  com- 
pany's interest  in  the  educational  institu- 
tions where  it  maintains  plants  and  stated 
the  money  was  given  to  the  operating 
budget  for  general  support  of  the  col- 
lege's program.

Gifts 

Synod  was  recipient  of  a  gift  in  the 
amount  of  $5,000  from  the  Estate  of 
the  late  Miss  Eva  McKay  of  Rowland, 
North  Carolina,  who  specified  in  her 
will  that  the  money  is  to  be  used  as  "a 
ministerial  scholarship  known  as  the  Eva 
and  Bessie  McKay  Scholarship".  Synod 
also  received  a  communication  from  Mr. 
H.  Dermont  Hedrick,  a  ruling  elder  in 
the  Oxford  Church  and  a  member  of 
Synod's  Executive  Committee  on  Church 
Extension,  advising  that  he  desired  to 
give  $10,000  to  Synod  in  order  to  estab- 
lish a  fund  to  provide  for  assisting  re- 
tired ministers  in  owning  manses  and 
to  be  named  in  memory  of  his  son,  Ro- 
bert Jerome  Hedrick,  who  was  killed  in 
an  automobile  accident  in  Virginia  in 
August,  1964. 

Synod  acted  unfavorably  on  an  over- 
ture of  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  to  the 
General  Assembly  asking  that  the  Book 
of  Church  Order  be  amended  to  provide 
for  limited  representation  to  the  Court 
of  the  Synod.  Synod  postponed  action 
on  the  division  of  Mecklenburg  Presby- 
tery and  appointed  a  committee  to  study 
the  matter.  Synod  answered  the  appeal 
from  former  Ruling  Elder  A.  A.  Reaves 
of  Hamlet,  deposed  from  the  office  of 
ruling  elder  by  Mecklenburg  Presbytery, 
by  finding  the  appeal  "not  in  order". 

Synod  heard  Mrs.  Colon  McLean, 
President  of  Synodical,  who  reported  2,- 
292  circles  in  592  churches,  in  which 
there  are  55,031  members.  She  indicated 
that  there  are  currently  34  ruling  elders 
and  67  deacons  among  the  "fair  sex". 
Mrs.  McLean  also  advised  that  the  per 
capita  gift  by  the  Women  for  the  Birth- 
day Offering,  $1.42,  was  the  largest  ever 
given  in  the  history  of  the  Women  of  the 
Church  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 
The  report  summarized  other  activities 
of  the  Women,  including  the  establish- 
ment of  a  scholarship  fund  in  the  amount 
of  $5,000  for  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education.  The  Reverend  B. 
E.  Dotson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Women's  Work,  presented  Mrs.  Mc- 
Lean. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Homes  was  presented  by  the  Reverend 
R.  T.  Haynes,  Lexington,  Chairman, 
who  introduced  to  Synod  Dr.  Nat  K. 
Reiney,  the  new  Superintendent  of  the 
Children's  Home  at  Barium  Springs,

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Synod  Takes  Action  On  Klan 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  meet- 
ing at  Montreat  June  8,  adopted  a  reso- 
lution in  connection  with  the  Report  of 
the  Christian  Relations  Committee,  "rais- 
ing serious  questions  concerning  the 
status  of  the  Klans'  Charter  as  now 
granted  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina". 

The  resolution,  which  was  drawn  up 
in  part  by  the  Reverend  M.  Buie  Sea- 
well  of  Chapel  Hill,  son  of  former  State 
Attorney  General  Malcolm  Seawell,  made 
reference  to  a  "certificate  of  Domesti- 
cation to  the  United  Klans  of  America, 
Inc.,  Knights  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  as 
a  'benevolent  and  fraternal  organiza- 
tion' ". 

The  resolution  further  asserted  that 
this  group  has  by  its  history  and  present 
activities  sufficiently  demonstrated  its 
lack  of  any  fraternal  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  man"  and  "has  on  occasion 
operated  as  a  secret,  social,  and  political 
pressure  group,  employing  tactics  of  in- 
timidation and  character  assassination. 

The  resolution  was  opposed  by  one 
minister  who  argued  that  if  the  Synod 
were  going  to  take  such  a  stand,  it 
should  include  all  controversial  groups. 
The  resolution  was  passed  with  only  a 
few  scattered  "nos".

Andrews  College  were  presented  diplo- 
mas and  a  copy  of  the  New  Testament 
by  President  Ansley  C.  Moore  and  Dean 
Robert  F.  Davidson. 

This  fifth  graduating  class  heard  an 
address  by  Author  Harry  Golden  of 
Charlotte  on  "What  is  the  American 
Way  of  Life?" 

The  day's  events  began  with  a  break- 
fast given  by  the  college  pastor,  Rev. 
Robert  F.  Davenport,  followed  by  a 
luncheon  for  the  graduates  and  parents 
in  the  college  dining  room  presided  over 
by  President  Ansley  C.  Moore.

Negro  Youth  Conference  Abolished 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  meet- 
ing at  Montreat  on  June  8,  answered  in 
the  affirmative  an  overture  from  Gran- 
ville Presbytery  asking  Synod  to  "order 
its  Committee  on  Christian  Education 
to  abolish  the  Synod  Negro  Youth  Con- 
ference upon  the  completion  of  the  Con- 
ference this  year,  and  to  request  the 
Presbyteries  to  provide  for  the  assimila- 
tion of  leaders  and  young  people  in  ex- 
istent and  on-going  Presbytery  confer- 
ences". 

The  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Bills  and  Overtures  recommended  that 
the  overture  be  answered  in  the  nega- 
tive; however,  by  a  vote  of  137  to  114, 
the  recommendation  was  defeated,  and 
the  Synod's  Christian  Education  Com- 
mittee was  thereby  instructed  to  bring 
to  an  end  a  series  of  conferences  con- 
ducted for  Negro  youth  for  a  period  of 
approximately  fifteen  years. 

Proponents  of  the  Granville  Overture 
argued  that  the  Conference  should  be 
abolished  because  it  represents  de  facto 
segregation  and  discouraged  Negroes 
from  attending  desegregated  conferences. 

The  Negro  Youth  Conference  has  been 
a  project  of  the  Men's  Council  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.

Educational  Institutions  Report 

Dr.  William  C.  Bennett,  First  Church 
Durham,  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Educational  Institutions, 
presented  the  Report  of  that  Commit- 
tee, in  connection  with  which  the  Rev- 
erend Harry  M.  Moffet,  D.D.,  Gastonia, 
spoke  on  the  subject  of  "Christian  High- 
er Education  in  the  Church-Related  Col- 
lege", and  the  Reverend  James  Appleby 
on  behalf  of  the  Union  Theological  Se- 
minary Advance  Capital  Gifts  Campaign. 
The  report  showed  a  marked  increase  in 
gifts  to  Higher  Education  between  1963 
and  1965.  Gifts  to  Union  Seminary  dur- 
ing that  period  have  increased  from  $55, 
243  to  $92,149,  and  to  St.  Andrews  Col- 
lege from  $153,408  to  $215,100.  While 
gifts  to  Davidson  and  Queens  have  not 
been  commensurate,  they,  too,  have  in- 
creased. The  goal  for  Union  Seminary 
is  $150,000;  St.  Andrews,  $300,000;  and 
the  other  institutions,  $100,000  each 
per  annum. 

Prediction 

Educational  Institutions  statistics  show 
that  there  are  more  than  12,000  Pres- 
byterian students  in  North  Carolina  in- 
stitutions of  Higher  Learning,  and  that 
by  1975,  there  will  be  nearly  20,000 
enrolled. 

The  Report  called  on  all  churches  of 
the  Synod  to  support  Union  Seminary  in 
its  capital  gifts  campaign.

Synod  ordered  that  an  Ad  Interim  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  the  boundaries  of  all  Presby- 
teries, and  that  the  matter  be  reported 
upon  at  the  1967  meeting  of  Synod. 

Synod  also  overruled  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Over- 
tures in  regard  to  an  overture  from 
Granville  Presbytery,  asking  Synod  to 
"abolish  the  Synod  Negro  Youth  Con- 
ference upon  the  completion  of  the  Con- 
ference this  year".  The  Committee  rec- 
ommended that  the  overture  be  answered 
in  the  negative. 

Bills  and  Overtures 

The  Report  of  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Relations  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Reverend  Vance  Barron, 
Chairman.  Among  recommendations 
adopted  were  the  following:  That  Synod 
go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  any 
change  in  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Con- 
trol laws  which  would  permit  the  sale 
of  liquor  by  the  drink;  and  a  resolution 
that  Synod  go  on  record  as  raising  seri- 
ous questions  concerning  the  status  of 
the  charter  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  grant- 
ed by  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

World  Missions 

The  Report  of  the  Permanent  Com.- 
mittee  on  World  Missions  was  present- 
ed by  the  Reverend  J.  M.  Garrison, 
Chairman,  and  the  recommendations 
called  for  joint  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  Church  Extension  and  World  Mis- 
sion Committees  in  Presbyteries  to  hold 
retreats  during  1966,  for  the  purpose  of 
"reviving  the  Church  in  its  witness"; 
also  that  in  October  of  1967,  area  con- 
ferences on  Witness  be  conducted  in 
seven  population  centers,  to  wit,  Wil-

World  Conference 

A  World  Conference  on  Church  and 
Society,  sponsored  by  the  World  Council 
of  Churches  will  be  held  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland  in  July.  The  Conference  is 
being  called  because  of  the  need  for  a 
new  ecumenical  examination  of  Chris- 
tian social  ethics  in  a  world  perspective, 
and  is  expected  to  be  attended  by  about 
400  theologians,  laymen,  economists, 
political  leaders,  businessmen,  trade 
unionists,  and  young  people  from 
churches  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  who 
will  spend  two  weeks  in  concentrated 
study  and  discussion  of  the  meaning  of 
the  social,  technical,  economic,  and  pol- 
itical changes  taking  place  in  our  world 
in  the  light  of  Christian  faith. 

The  Conference  will  report  its  find- 
ings to  the  churches  for  discussion  and 
action  prior  to  the  Fourth  Assembly  of 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  in  1968. 
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Appalachian  Program 
Presbyterians  U.S.  have  launched  a 
massive  program  to  provide  Christian 
social  workers  and  education  in  southern 
Appalachia.  At  a  meeting  of  the  steering 
committee  in  Anchorage,  Ky.,  early  in 
May,  action  was  taken,  approving  of  the 
employment  of  a  full-time  director  of  so- 
cial service  to  administer  the  program. 

Funds  for  undertaking  the  project, 
totaling  $500,000  came  from  the  1965 
birthday  offering  of  the  Women  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

Funds  received  will  provide  salaries  of 
Christian  social  workers.  A  volunteer 
corp  of  Presbyterian  adults  will  assist 
professionals  in  administering  the  pro- 
gram.

The  resolution  presented  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Vay,  and  approved  by  Synod,  called  for 
reference  of  the  matter  to  a  special 
committee  to  "be  composed  of  an  equal 
number  of  ministers  (none  of  whom 
shall  be  Executive  Secretaries)  and  lay- 
men (at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  law- 
yer). The  size  of  the  Committee  was  to 
be  determined  by  Synod's  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

The  resolution  adopted  further  urged 
the  Committee  "to  seek  expert  advice 
from  sources  outside  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  e.g.,  from  the  Department  of 
Survey  and  Church  Location,  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  headed  by  Mr.  Hal 
Hyde,  Secretary". 

Twice  during  the  past  year  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery  voted  in  favor  of  divis- 
ion, contending  that  the  large  number 
of  ministers  and  churches  handicap  ef- 
fective administration.

Virginia.

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St.  Andrews  Curriculum 
Scrutinized 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— A  panel  of 
eight  educators  of  national  stature  were 
slated  to  study  the  entire  curriculum  of 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  during 
June,  assisted  by  the  administration  and 
faculty. 

A  grant  of  $6,500  from  the  Danforth 
Foundation  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  financed 
a  major  portion  of  the  conference  costs. 

The  study  follows  similar  panels  this 
past  year  on  the  science  and  teacher  edu- 
cation programs. 

Chairman  for  the  curriculum  confer- 
ence is  Dr.  Lewis  B.  Mayhew  from  the 
School  of  Education  at  Stanford  Univer- 
sity and  vice-president  of  the  National 
Education  Association. 

Two  members  of  the  panel  helped  in 
the  1957  study  for  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  which  led  to 
the  founding  of  St.  Andrews.  They  are 
Dr.  Ruth  E.  Eckert,  professor  of  educa- 
tion at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  and 
Dr.  Sidney  J.  French  of  the  University 
of  South  Florida. 

Expert  Educators 

Others  include  Dean  John  Bevan  of 
Florida  Presbyterian  College  at  St.  Pet- 
ersburg, Dr.  James  G.  Rice,  academic 
vice-president  of  Stephens  College  in  Co- 
lumbia, Mo.,  Dean  Bruce  M.  Thomas 
of  Trinity  University  in  San  Antonio, 
Dr.  Pressley  C.  McCoy  of  the  Central 
States  College  Association  in  Evanston, 
111.,  and  Dr.  Stanton  Leggett  from  the 
New  York  educational  consulting  firm 
of  Engelhardt,  Engelhardt  and  Leggett. 

The  conference  began  with  a  day-long 
study  of  the  college's  purpose  and  curri- 
culum philosophy,  both  in  general  and 
for  particular  academic  areas. 

Another  day  was  spent  examining  the 
Christianity  and  Culture  core  program, 
which  blends  several  areas  of  knowledge 
into  one  comprehensive  course  and  is 
required  throughout  the  four  years.  This 
program  was  termed  "highly  significant" 
in  a  recent  study  of  800  church-related 
colleges  by  the  Danforth  Foundation. 

Science  studies  were  studied  on  the 
third  day  of  the  conference. 

The  panel  was  to  make  its  conference 
report  to  the  administration  and  trustees 
on  "The  Future  of  St.  Andrews"  before 
adjourning.

Synod  Acts  On  COCU 

By  a  vote  of  396  to  85,  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  meeting  at  Montreat  on 
June  8,  approved  a  resolution  presented 
from  the  floor  by  the  Reverend  Vance 
Barron,  Minister  of  the  Chapel  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church,  expressing  support 
of  participation  by  the  General  Assemb- 
ly in  the  consultation  on  Church  Unity 
(COCU),  an  eight-denomination  group 
exploring  ways  and  means  of  co-opera- 
tion and  union. 

Dr.  Barron,  in  presenting  the  resolu- 
tion, stated  that  it  was  important  that 
Synod  endorse  it  for  the  reason  that 
there  have  been  those  who  criticized  the 
action  of  the  Assembly. 

The  Reverend  Sam  H.  Zealy  of  Char- 
lotte offered  a  substitute  motion  which 
stated  that  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
is  not  prepared  to  continue  as  a  full 
participant  in  the  consultation,  but  should 
continue  to  send  observers  to  meetings. 
Mr.  Zealy  argued,  "The  General  As- 
sembly has  committed  the  church  to  a 
proposed  union  that  is  outside  the  doc- 
trinal positions  which  our  Church  now 
holds". 

Opponents 

On  the  other  hand,  proponents  argued 
that  the  Synod  would  be  committing 
itself  only  to  discussions  and  not  to  spe- 
cific plans  for  church  union. 

The  resolution,  which  opened  with 
reference  to  Christ's  great  prayer  for 
unity  and  to  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  the  ecumenical  movement  today, 
pointed  out  that  the  General  Assembly 
has  requested  its  Inter-Church  Relations 
Committee  to  continue  negotiations  with 
the  Reformed  Church  of  America,  look- 
ing toward  a  plan  for  organic  union,  but 
also  urged  the  Committee  to  explore 
possible  steps  towards  union  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.,  and  took  a  decided  step  to  be- 
come "a  full  participant  in  the  consulta- 
tion on  church  union". 

The  resolution  was  a  strong  commit- 
ment of  support  to  actions  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  this  was  reflected  by 
the  overwhelming  vote  supporting  the 
resolution. 


WORKSHOPS 

Two  workshop  sessions  in  a  program 
for  training  teacher  aides  and  substitutes 
in  elementary  schools  will  be  offered 
this  summer  by  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College.  Registrations  are  now  being 
made  for  the  sessions  which  begin  on 
June  21  and  July  5. 

The  purpose  of  the  workshops,  which 
will  be  directed  by  members  of  the  staff 
in  education  and  psychology,  is  to  train 
persons  to  become  teacher  aides,  or  sub- 
stitutes, in  handling  many  of  the  non- 
academic  activities  necessary  in  a  school 
day.

Governor  Casts  Challenge

law  and  to  the  equal  application  of  the 
law.

For  the  past  two  years,  the  Presbyterian  Campus  Ministry  at  the  University  of 
North  CaroHna  in  Chapel  Hill  has  been  pioneering  in  a  new  form  of  program  for 
local  pastors.  Enlarging  the  traditional  notion  of  "The  Church's  ministry  to  the  Uni- 
versity," this  ministry  of  the  University  to  the  churches"  arose  from  the  conviction 
that  the  university  community  has  important  insights  to  share  with  the  churches 
about  new  frontiers  of  thought,  social  change,  and  the  various  forces  shaping  per- 
sons today.  Last  year,  three  one-day  symposia  were  held,  attended  by  an  average 
of  forty  Presbyterian  pastors  from  throughout  the  state.  Topics  of  last  year's  dis- 
cussions were:  "Cybernetics,  Automation,  and  Depersonalization,"  "Religion,  Re- 
ligiosity, and  Rebellion,"  and  "Male,  Female,  and  the  Family  in  Modern  America." 

During  this  academic  year,  the  num-   


ber  was  enlarged  to  six,  three  at  the 
Presbyterian  Center  at  N.  C.  State  Uni- 
versity in  Raleigh,  directed  by  Donald 
Shriver,  and  three  at  the  Presbyterian 
Student  Center  in  Chapel  Hill,  directed 
by  Harry  Smith.  Symposia  at  Raleigh 
were  held  on  "Technology  and  Educa- 
tion." "The  New  Biology,"  and  "From  a 
Rural  to  an  Urban  Society,"  with  NC 
State  faculty  leading  the  discussion  on 
these  topics. 

The  November  symposium  in  Chapel 
Hill  on  "The  New  Morality"  examined 
the  current  revolution  in  personal  mo- 
rals and  its  implications  for  sexual,  bus- 
iness, family,  and  social  behaviour,  with 
talks  by  Dr.  Hallowell  Pope  of  the  So- 
ciology Department  and  Dr.  Sam  Hill  of 
the  Department  of  Religion,  and  a  panel 
composed  of  Dean  of  Men  William 
Long,  former  Assistant  to  the  Dean  of 
Women  Daryl  Farrington  Walker,  psy- 
chiatrist Clifford  Refiler,  and  graduate 
student  Clay  Stalnaker.

in  question  and  that  the  appeal  ap- 
parently is  spurious.

He  received  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
degree  from  Columbia  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Decatur,  Georgia,  and  a  Master 
of  Theology  degree  from  Union  Semi- 
nary in  Richmond,  In  1961  he  earned 
the  Ph.D.  degree  from  Yale  University. 

For  the  past  five  years  Dr.  McCarter 
has  been  teaching  at  Columbia  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  in  Decatur  as  professor  of 
Christian  Education. 

Dr.  McCarter  also  served  for  five  years 
as  university  pastor  at  the  University  of 
Florida  and  is  co-author  of  a  book 
which  deals  with  the  Church's  relation- 
ship to  the  campus  entitled  The  Gospel 
on  Campus.  In  addition  he  has  written 
one  of  the  new  study  books  for  the  Cov- 
enant Life  Curriculum  published  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  Board  of 
Christian  Education  called  Hear  the 
Word  of  the  Lord. 

Dr.  McCarter  is  married  to  the  former 
Jean  Maxwell  and  has  three  children. 

In  coming  to  his  new  post  on  the 
Faculty  at  Union,  Dr.  McCarter  fills  a 
vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  William  B.  Kennedy  who  left  in 
July,  1965,  in  order  to  become  the  new 
Associate  Secretary  of  Education  for 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the 
denomination  with  offices  in  Richmond, 
Virginia. 


New  Reformed  Church

He 
succeeds  Dr.  Donner  B.  Atwood  of 
Pompton  Plains,  N.  J.,  as  president  of 
the  385,587-member  denomination.

Presbyterianism  and  Progress 

"The  genius  of  Calvin  infused  enduring 
elements  into  the  institutions  of  Geneva 
and  made  it  for  the  modern  world  the  im- 
pregnable fortress  of  popiilar  liberty,  the 
fertile  seedplot  of  democracy,"  wrote  his- 
torian Bancroft. 

Fifty  years  ago  Woodrow  Wilson  was 
teaching  his  classes  in  Princeton  Univer- 
sity that  the  ultimate  universality  of  rep- 
resentative government  was,  so  far  as  man 
could  see,  an  assured  fact.  The  modem 
march  of  democracy  was  inspired  and  led 
by  the  Calvinistic  reformation  and  revolu- 
tion. D'Aubigny  wrote,  "Calvin  was  the 
founder  of  the  greatest  of  republics,"  the 
United  States. 

This  march  of  democracy  has  not  been 
without  opposition.  Totalitarian  forces, 
seeking  centralized  command,  have  dis- 
puted and  still  dispute  the  way.  In  the 
field  of  church  history,  the  contending 
forces  have  been  labeled  "episcopacy"  and 
"presbyterianism."  Episcopacy  maintains 
the  equality  of  men  before  the  law  ex- 
pressing their  will  through  representative 
government.  "Governments  derive  their 
just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
erned." 

"Wineskins,"  controversial  booklet  on  the 
structure  of  our  church,  asks  whether 
synods  should  not  be  done  away  with  and 
replaced  by  administrative  regions.  Ad- 
ministrative regions  derive  their  orders 
and  powers  from  the  central  power  above. 
Synods,  natural  products  of  growing  Pres- 
byterianism, derive  their  powers  from  the 
churches  through  their  representative. 

Democracy,  throughout  the  world,  is 
strongest  where  it  is  undergirded  by  Cal- 
vinism, and  weakest  where  authoritarian 
religions,  or  none,  exist.  We  do  well  to 
abide  by  Presbyterian  principles,  streng- 
thening freedom  and  democracy,  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ,  who  said,  "One  is  your 


PRESBYTERIAN  PULSE 

To  the  Editor: 

There  are  several  observations  that  I 
have  regarding  the  recent  meeting  of 
Synod  in  Montreat. 

Th  first  deals  with  the  overture  from 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  to  divide  the  Pres- 
bytery into  two  parts.  I  am  certain  that 
many  who  attended  Synod  were  as  un- 
familiar with  the  background  and  reason 
for  this  overture  as  I  was.  It  was 
frustrating  to  be  forced  to  vote  between 
this  and  the  apparently  well  thought  out 
substitute  motion  that  was  presented  by 
the  minister  from  Hamlet  without  having 
the  opportunity  of  hearing  any  real  dis- 
cussion or  debate  of  the  relative  merits  of 
the  original  motion. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  church  court  is 
a  futile  waste  of  time,  money  and  effort 
unless  those  in  attendance  are  willing  to 
allow  issues  to  be  presented  and  debated. 
Parliamentary  procedure  is  essential  to 
the  orderly  conduct  of  business,  but  it 
seems  to  me  to  be  ill-used  when  used  to 
choke  off  discussion  essential  to  the  ar- 
rival at  a  mature  and  well  thought  out 
opinion  by  those  who  come  with  an  open 
mind. 

My  second  observation  concerns  the  in- 
ability of  many  who  rise  to  be  recognized 
by  the  Chair  only  to  have  some  one  else 
yell  into  a  microphone  or  use  some  other 
less  worthy  means  of  gaining  the  Mod- 
erators attention.  I  personally  heard  many 
would-be  speakers  who  might  have  shed 
some  light  on  several  issues  privately  ex- 
press their  frustration. 

Unless  a  little  more  respect  for  the 
rights  of  all,  more  decorum  and  a  fairer 
application  of  the  rule  of  parliamentary 
procedure  are  effected  in  the  future,  I 
am  afraid  that  Synod  will  indeed  be  a  de 
facto  "Fifth  Wheel".

Mixed  Group  Directs 
Program 

Arriving  in  Charlotte  after  four  days 
of  orientation  at  Wake  Forest  to  begin 
organizing  recreational  programs  in  a  bi- 
racial  neighborhood  are  two  negro  and 
three  white  theological  seminary  students. 
Sponsored  jointly  by  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery, the  Catawba  Synod  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  Myers  Park 
Baptist  Church,  the  project  is  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  Charlotte. 

Reverend  Bill  Stewart,  Minister  of  the 
Seigle  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  who 
has  been  instrumental  in  arranging  for 
the  students  to  come  to  Charlotte,  says 
that  the  real  aim  of  the  program  is  to 
get  the  students  in  a  position  to  hear 
what  the  people  in  the  inner  city  are  try- 
ing to  say  about  their  needs  and  prob- 
lems. 
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Trinity  Church  Builds 

Organized  in  July,  1964  with  80  mem- 
bers, the  Trinity  Presbyterian  Church, 
Laurinburg,  with  a  present  membership 
of  160,  plans  for  the  first  stage  of  a 
three-phase  building  program.  To  be 
built  at  the  church  site  on  Blue's  Farm 
Road,  the  initial  structure  will  be  an  edu- 
cational wing,  housing  a  fellowship  hall 
and  classrooms. 

From  the  beginning  the  congrega- 
tion has  used  the  facilities  of  the  Lib- 
eral Arts  Building  at  St.  Andrews  Col- 
lege for  worship  services,  Sunday  School 
etc. 

In  September  of  1965  the  congregation 
built  a  manse  on  a  lot  donated  by  Oscar 
Blue  McCormick,  a  Ruhng  Elder  who 
also  donated  the  twelve-acre  site  for  the 
church  buildings. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church  is  the  Rev- 
erend Grant  M.  Sharp. 

Future  plans  call  for  a  matching  edu- 
cational wing  which  would  form  a 
court,  with  the  sanctuary  in  the  center. 

Something  New 

The  Reverend  James  O.  Chatham, 
native  of  Winston-Salem,  has  been 
brought  back  to  his  native  city  by  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbytery  for  the  purpose 
of  developing  a  Presbyterian  Church  in 
a  community  where  currently  there  is  no 
organized  church  or  building. 

Actually  the  new  ministry  of  Mr. 
Chatham  will  be  an  "experimental  min- 
istry" since  an  attempt  will  be  made  to 
establish  a  church  on  the  basis  of  "Wit- 
ness". Some  of  the  conventional  forms 
and  functions  of  the  Church  will  be 
ignored.  Fellowship  and  service  will  be 
stressed. 

According  to  Mr.  Chatham,  faith  and 
dedication  "are  sufficient  to  break  down 
all  human  walls  which  divide  men:  dif- 
ferences in  race,  national  origin,  social 
status,  economic  attainment  and  educa- 
tion, as  well  as  fear,  hatred,  ignorance, 
and  greed." 

As  for  proclamation,  Chatham  said 
that  this  can  best  be  done  through  dia- 
logue— whether  over  a  cup  of  coffee, 
a  play,  movie,  or  through  a  sermon. 

The  new  work  is  a  pilot  plan  which 
will  be  tried  for  a  year  and  perhaps  as 
long  as  five  years  or  longer. 

Mr.  Chatham  is  a  graduate  of  North 
Carolina  University  at  Raleigh  and  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond. At  the  age  of  29,  he  has  served 
for  two  years  at  Fayette  Presbyterian 
Church,  Fayette,  Mississippi,  and  Union 
Church  Presbyterian  Church  at  Union 
Church,  Mississippi.  He  is  married  to 
the  former  Nancy  Goodykoontz  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel 
Hill,  and  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond,  Virgiina.

Dedication 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Le- 
noir formally  dedicated  its  new  educa- 
tional building  on  Sunday,  May  29. 

Construction  was  begun  in  the  spring 
of  1965.  The  building  is  a  modern,  fire- 
proof one  of  brick  and  steel  construction 
with  a  total  floor  space  of  over  21,000 
square  feet.  It  includes  the  administra- 
tive offices  and  work  space,  a  combina- 
tion library  and  conference  room,  class- 
room space  for  Nursery,  Pre-School,  Ele- 
mentary and  Youth  classes,  as  well  as 
modern  kitchen,  dining,  and  recreational 
facilities. 

Taking  part  in  the  service  of  dedica- 
tion was  the  minister,  the  Rev.  T.  Hart- 
ley Hall,  IV  and  the  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  Onnie  Bailey,  Jr. 
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Going  to  N.  C.  State? 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  Pres- 
byterian congregations  in  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina,  are  preparing  to  embark  upon 
a  program  of  home  ministry  to  Pres- 
byterian freshmen.  The  participating  con- 
gregations are:  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
West  Raleigh  Presbyterian  Church  and 
White  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  program  in  these  churches  is  being 
co-ordinated  by  the  Presbyterian  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  under  the  guidance  of  Jerrold 
L.  Brooks,  Associate  University  Minis- 
try, with  the  assistance  of  the  ministers 
and  laymen  in  the  congregations. 

One  of  the  major  problems  for  which 
students  are  not  prepared  when  they  ar- 
rive at  the  large  state  university  is  the 
impersonal  nature  of  the  institution. 
Many  sudents  react  in  a  negative  way 
to  being  nothing  but  a  series  of  numbers 
on  an  I.B.M.  card. 

The  church  is  attempting  to  grapple 
with  this  problem  through  the  home  min- 
istry program  to  Presbyterian  freshmen. 
Entering  students  are  to  be  contacted 
this  summer  at  home  by  the  participa- 
ing  families  from  the  different  congre- 
gations. They  will  be  welcomed  to  Ra- 
leigh and  be  advised  of  the  family's  in- 
terest and  willingness  to  be  friends  with 
them  once  they  come  to  Raleigh.  The 
students  themselves  are  not  pressured  to 
participate  in  this  program  and  it  is  spe- 
cificallv  designed  for  those  students  who 
feel  the  need  for  and  will  appreciate 
the  friendship  of  a  church  family. 

Ministry  of  Friendship 

The  students  will  be  invited  into  the 
homes  of  the  families  several  times  dur- 
ing the  academic  year.  Provision  will  be 
made  for  the  families  to  advise  the  uni- 
versity minister  in  the  case  of  academic 
difficulty  where  tutoring  is  needed  or 
where  there  seem  to  be  personal  or  fam- 
ily problems  emerging.  The  program  is 
designed  to  be  primarily  a  ministry  of 
friendship  although  through  it,  students 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  find  out 
about  church  opportunities  as  they  exist 
in  the  city  of  Raleigh. 

Most  of  the  students  will  be  contacted 
initially  on  the  basis  of  information  given 
to  the  Campus  Christian  Life  office  by 
the  Department  of  Student  Affairs  at 
North  Carolina  State  University;  how- 
ever, if  a  student  has  not  been  contact- 
ed sometime  during  the  summer  and  is 
desirous  of  participating  in  this  program, 
he  may  drop  a  card  to  Jerrold  L.  Brooks, 
Presbyterian  Associate  University  Min- 
ister, 27  Home  Street,  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina  27607.  On  the  basis  of  the  in- 
formation received,  provision  will  be 
made  for  the  student's  participation  in 
the  program. 


Presbyterian  Doctor  Featured 

Dr.  Henry  Hodgin  of  Red  Springs 
was  featured  in  the  Raleigh  News  and 
Observer  June  19,  for  his  outstanding 
contribution  to  the  field  of  medicine  in 
Robeson  County. 

The  83-year  old  general  practitioner, 
now  retired,  is  reported  to  have  relieved 
more  than  17,000  patients  of  their  ton- 
sils during  the  past  thirty-five  years. 

Dr.  Hodgin,  a  native  of  the  Antioch 
community  near  Red  Springs,  earned  his 
M.D.  degree  in  1905  from  the  University 
of  Maryland,  following  which  he  practic- 
ed in  Repton,  Alabama  for  a  year  before 
going  to  Red  Springs. 

Dr.  Hodgin  was  instrumental  in  or- 
ganizing clinics  for  tonsillectomies 
throughout  the  area  where  he  resides. 
On  one  occasion,  "a  crude  sort  of  a  fel- 
low was  awakening  from  anesthesia  and 
demanded  to  know,  'Where  am  I?' 
When  informed  he  was  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  he  gasped  disgustedly, 
'Hell,  I'm  a  Baptist'  ". 

Dr.  Hodgin  first  made  his  rounds  by 
horse-and-buggy,  but  in  1909,  he  be- 
came the  proud  owner  of  a  Ford  roads- 
ter, the  first  automobile  owned  by  a 
Red  Springs  resident. 

Dr.  Hodgin  was  married  to  the  former 
Carrie  McEachern  in  1910.  They  have 
two  children,  Mrs.  Mary  Hall  of  Lum- 
ber Bridge  and  Henry  Hodgin,  Jr.  of 
Red  Springs.

Monday,  May  2,  was  the  last  of  this 
year's  series,  a  symposium  on  "The  Uni- 
versity: In  Loco  Parentis?"  in  which  the 
speakers  explored  the  traditional  notion 
that  the  university  should  be  hke  a  par- 
ent to  its  students,  and  the  way  indi- 
vidual freedom  and  institutional  respon- 
sibility often  come  into  conflict  today. 
In  addition  to  talks  by  Harry  Smith  and 
law  professor  Daniel  Pollitt,  and  a  show- 
ing and  discussion  of  the  CBS  News  Spe- 
cial: "The  Berkeley  Rebels"  led  by  Nor- 
man Gustavason  of  the  UNC-YMCA, 
there  was  a  panel  discussion  by  students 
Gary  Waller  and  Penny  Scovil,  Profes- 
sor David  Brown  of  the  School  of  Busi- 
ness, and  Herbert  Underwood,  a  pastor 
from  Salisbury,  N.  C.  This  last  sympos- 
ium was  also  attended  by  fifteen  Episco- 
pal clergymen  of  this  diocese,  bringing 
the  total  attendance  to  forty-five.

Help  Given 

Some  60,000  persons  were  forced  to 
abandon  their  homes  when  the  Capi- 
baribe  River  ignored  its  north  bank  and 
covered  60%  of  the  metropolitan  area 
surrounding  Recife,  Brazil,  causing  the 
worst  flood  in  Brazil's  history. 

Federal  Brazilian  agencies  responded 
immediately  with  emergency  relief  in- 
cluding blankets,  soap  and  food  given 
by  the  U.S.  Government.  To  provide  fur- 
ther help,  the  Presbyterian  U.S.  Board 
of  World  Missions,  Nashville,  Tennessee 
cabled  $1,000  to  their  North  Brazil  Mis- 
sion. 


Churches  but  mailed  out  to  pastors 
throughout  the  state  by  the  respective 
denominational  offices.

REMINISCENCES  AND  MEMOIRS

EMINENT  NORTH  CAROLINIANS

This  reprint  of  a  rare  volume,  contain- 
ing essential  material  for  researchers  in 
North  Carolina  genealogy  unobtainable 
elsewhere,  is  a  continuation  of  the  au- 
thor's HISTORICAL  SKETCHES  OF 
NORTH  CAROLINA,  originally  published 
in  1951  and  reprinted  by  the  Genealogical 
Publishing  Co.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  1964. 

The  volume  contains  extensive  geneal- 
ogies for  over  sixty -five  eminent  families, 
with  reminiscences  of  their  times  and  addi- 
tional biographical  and  historical  material. 
Chapters  are  arranged  by  counties  in  al- 
phabetical order,  with  sixty-two  of  the 
early  counties  treated,  largely  from  the 
viewpoint  of  family  history. 

The  introduction  contains  a  MEMOIR 
OF  THE  AUTHOR  by  the  Hon.  Joseph  S. 
Fowler,  NORTH  CAROLINA  IN  THE  CO- 
LONIAL PERIOD  by  Daniel  R.  Goodloe, 
EARLY  GERMAN  SETTLERS  IN  EAS- 
TERN CABARRUS  COUNTY  by  Gen.  Ru- 
fus  Barringer,  and  18  pages  of  family  his- 
tory treated  separately  from  the  main  sec- 
tion of  the  book.  The  principal  families 
for  whom  genealogies  are  given  are  listed 
alphabetically  in  the  index  under  the 
heading  of  "genealogy." 

Wheeler  gathered  the  material  for  this 
work  from  Colonial  Records  in  the  Rolls 
Office,  London,  published  histories,  bio- 
graphies and  memoirs,  original  documents, 
private  manuscripts,  personal  reminiscenc- 
es, etc.  He  did  not  "aspire  to  the  position 
of  an  historian,"  to  quote  his  own  words, 
but  he  had  the  advantage  of  knowing 
the  leading  men  in  North  Carolina  and 
being  close  to  his  sources. 

It  is  generally  acknowledged  that  the 
value  of  this  work  to  genealogists  has  not 
been  diminished  by  time.  Despite  its  in- 
adequacies as  an  historical  account  of 
North  Carolina,  which  are  well  known, 
REMINISCENCES  AND  MEMOIRS  is  in 
great  demand  and  will  be  welcomed  even 
by  its  critics. 

The  original  edition,  published  posthu- 
mously in  1884,  was  printed  on  a  poor  qua- 
lity paper  in  a  limited  edition,  and  the 
few  remaining  copies  located  are  invari- 
ably in  bad  condition.  This  is  an  exact 
facsimile  reprint  of  the  original  volume, 
^bound  in  sturdy  cloth  and  reproduced  on 
a  good  grade  of  paper.

Previous  minister  of  education  of  the 
First  Church  in  Fayetteville,  Rev.  Millard 
M.  Stephens,  has  been  dismissed  to  Lex- 
ington Presbytery. 

Rev.  Danny  A.  McRight,  former  student 
at  Colmnbia  Theological  Seminary,  was  or- 
dained by  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  Jan- 
uary 25,  1966,  and  is  now  serving  as  in- 
terim supply  at  Pineville  Church. 


Orange  Presbytery  Convenes 

Orange  Presbytery,  meeting  in  its 
403  rd  stated  session  at  New  Hope 
Church,  approved  of  the  purchase  of  a 
site  in  Chapel  Hill  for  the  location  of 
a  second  Presbyterian  Church.  The  pro- 
perty covers  9.6  acres  with  451'  of  front- 
age, and  is  priced  at  $90,000. 

The  Reverend  Buie  Seawell,  Associate 
Minister  of  the  Church,  has  been  work- 
ing with  the  Pastor,  Dr.  Vance  Barron, 
and  a  Presbytery  Committee  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  group  to  form  the  nucleus 
of  membership  for  the  new  Church.  It 
is  estimated  that  there  will  be  approxi- 
mately 200  charter  members. 

Reverend  Jerry  C.  McCann,  Pastor  of 
the  St.  Pauls  Church,  Greensboro,  was 
chosen  moderator-nominee. 

Presbytery  decided  to  expand  its  High- 
er Education  program,  continuing  the 
financial  aid  to  ministerial  candidates  be- 
gun by  the  Mary  L.  Smith  Fund. 

Presbytery  adopted  the  1967  benevol- 
ence budget  totalling  $520,823  for  As- 
sembly, Synod,  and  Presbytery  causes. 

William  Emory  Glover  was  examined 
subject  to  ordination,  following  which 
he  will  become  Minister  of  Youth  at  the 
Greensboro  First  Church.  William  A. 
Dysard,  Jr.  likewise  was  examined  for 
ordination  and  will  become  Pastor  of  the 
Mt.  Vernon  Springs  Church  near  Siler 
City  and  also  of  the  Pittsboro  Church. 

Others  received  by  the  Presbytery 
were  the  Rev.  William  Perkins  from 
Faison  Church  to  be  installed  at  Jones- 
boro; Rev.  Wilkes  Macaulay  from  the 
Mooresville  Church  to  be  installed  at 
Asheboro;  the  Rev.  Louis  Bledsoe  from 
Newport  News,  Virginia  to  the  Guilford 
Park  Church,  Greensboro;  and  the  Rev- 
erend Donald  Trent  from  St.  Andrews 
Church  near  Sanford  to  become  minis- 
ter of  the  Glenwood  Church,  Greens- 
boro. 

The  Reverend  W.  O.  Varker,  Greens- 
boro, was  Moderator. 

Southern  Presbyterian 
Gave  $112.6  Million  In  '65 

ATLANTA  (RNS)— Total  giving  for 
all  causes  by  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  (Southern) 
reached  $112,666,442  in  1965. 

It  said  the  total  represented  a  per 
capita  giving  of  $119.10,  an  increase  of 
$4  over  1964. 

The  denomination  has  950,000  mem- 
bers in  4,008  local  churches  in  16 
states. 

The  Arkansas  Synod  topped  all  others 
m  per  capita  giving  with  $133.57.  Second 
was  Georgia  with  $132.18,  and  third  was 
Missouri,  with  $127.48. 

Of  the  presbyteries,  the  highest  per  cap- 
ita was  registered  by  St.  Louis — $159.15.  In 
second  place  was  Knoxville,  $157.30;  and 
third.  Kings  Mountain  (N.C.)  $152.84.

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  held  on  June  29  at  the 
school.  Mr.  June  Crumpler,  prominent 
manufacturer  and  churchman  of  Me- 
bane,  North  Carolina  was  elected  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  replacing  Mrs.  P. 
Hunter  Dalton,  retiring  chairman  after 
four  years  served  as  chairman. 

It  was  noted  especially  at  the  annual 
meeting  that  the  school  can  enroll  more 
students  than  ever  before;  the  capacity 
having  increased  within  the  past  12 
months  to  165  students,  due  to  the  com- 
pletion of  another  dormitory.

Executive  Secretary  Resigns 

The  Reverend  Thompson  B.  Southall, 
Executive  Secretary  of  Concord  Presby- 
tery since  1954,  has  resigned  his  posi- 
tion, effective  Aug- 
ust 31,  1966,  in  or-

Churches  in  the  field  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. 

Mr.  Southall,  who  served  as  Modera- 
tor of  Concord  Presbytery  during  the 
fall  of  1965,  is  a  native  of  McDowell, 
Virginia,  the  son  of  the  Reverend  Thom- 
as B.  and  Octavia  Augusta  Marable 
Southall.  He  was  educated  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  Randolph  Macon 
College  in  Virginia,  receiving  the  B.  A. 
degree  from  the  latter  institution;  and 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  Class  of  1936,  where 
he  received  the  B.D.  degree. 

Prior  to  entering  the  Seminary,  Mr. 
Southall  taught  one  year  and  was  en- 
gaged in  business  for  four  and  one-half 
years. 

Following  a  brief  pastorate  in  Vir- 
ginia, he  served  as  a  missionary  at  Soon 
Chun,  Korea  from  1938-1941. 

From  1941  to  1946,  Mr.  Southall  was 
Pastor  of  the  Banner  Elk  Presbyterian 
Church,  Banner  Elk,  North  Carolina.

Receives  Grants 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  re- 
cently received  two  grants  totaling  $13,- 
500 — an  award  from  the  Mary  Duke 
Biddle  Foundation,  New  York  in  the 
amount  of  $3,500,  and  $10,000  from  the 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  Administration 
in  Washington — to  continue  a  pilot  study 
of  help  for  handicapped  students. 

The  pilot  project  was  designed  to 
study  a  small  number  of  students  with 
physical  limitations  and  to  discover  what 
types  of  help  may  be  needed  for  a  re- 
warding college  career.  Dr.  Ralph  Hester, 
Dean  of  Students  at  St.  Andrews,  directs 
the  study,  which  is  being  co-ordinated 
with  the  N.  C.  Department  of  Vocational 
Rehabiliation. 

Both  agencies  contributed  some  $40,- 
000  initially  to  the  project,  which  began 
last  fall  with  13  students  involved,  plus 
a  group  of  student  "aides". 


White  Memorial  Calls 
Pickard 

Dr.  Howard  Edwin  Pickard  of  Beau- 
mont, Texas,  has  been  called  as  pastor 
of  the  White  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh. 
He  will  assume  the  pastorate  on  Septem- 
ber 1,  succeeding  Dr.  Charles  Lynn 
Brown  who  resigned  several  months  ago. 

A  native  of  Chattanooga,  Tennessee, 
he  grew  up  in  St.  Petersburg,  Flori- 
da.

Mr.  Fenner,  in  a  sermon  based  on  the 
words,  "Preach  the  Gospel  to  all  the 
people",  declared  "that  there  are  ten- 
sions and  differences  in  our  church  to- 
day that  cause  all  of  us  great  concern". 
He  stated  that  "the  most  damaging  are 
the  ones  that  are  driving  a  wedge  be- 
tween our  laymen  and  our  ministers" 
and  that  this  situation  "is  weakening  the 
effect  and  influence  our  ministers  should 
have  on  their  congregations,  and  is  de- 
stroying the  singleness  of  purpose  in 
our  efforts  to  carry  out  the  mandate  gi- 
ven us  by  our  Lord  and  Saviour  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  all  the  people." 

To  Call  Meeting 

Mr.  Fenner  announced  to  the  Pres- 
bytery that  it  was  his  intention  to  call 
an  unofficial  meeting  of  ministers  and 
key  laymen  in  Albemarle  Presbytery  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  the  alleged  con- 
flict. 

Mr.  Fenner  indicated  that  "this  move- 
ment divides  our  church"  but  "goes  be- 
yond our  U.  S.  Church  as  is  expressed 
by  the  Laymen's  Organization  recently 
formed  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A." 

Sudden  Change  Noted 

He  stated  that  the  emphasis  of  the 
Church  has  been  changed  from  its  true 
purpose  of  teaching  the  "word"  to  the 
"championing  of  social,  political,  and 
economic  reforms". 

Mr.  Fenner  pointed  out  that  the  basis 
of  some  of  the  division  results  from  pro- 
nouncement of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  He  deplored  the  fact  that  the 
General  Assembly  has  made  pronounce- 
ments which  provoke  "many  laymen". 
He  said  that  "the  continued  discussing 
and  inability  to  get  together  with  other 
church  groups  in  our  union  attempts  adds 
to  the  confusion".  He  further  deplored 
the  fact  that  some  ministers  "push  and 
force  and  demonstrate  and  sometimes 
seemingly  try  to  cram  social  changes 
down  their  congregations'  throats."

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College 

We  take  this  occasion  to  say  congra- 
tulations to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  Administration  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  for  the  unpreced- 
ented progress  which  has  been  made  by 
the  institution  since  its  beginning  in  1960. 
It  is  all  but  impossible  to  believe  that 
in  so  short  a  period  this  institution  has 
accumulated  total  assets  exceeding  $9,- 
000,000,  including  property  and  en- 
dowment; supports  an  over-all  staff  of 
235  persons;  boasts  16  buildings  con- 
structed, with  one  additional  under  way; 
serves  a  student-body  of  1,000;  and 
operates  on  an  annual  budget  of  two 
and  a  half  million  dollars. 

As  pointed  out  at  Synod  by  Dr.  Har- 
ry M.  Moffett,  Jr.,  the  Danforth  Found- 
ation, long  interested  in  church-related 
colleges,  following  a  study  of  church 
colleges  across  the  nation,  declared  St. 
Andrews  "as  the  Protestant  college  hav- 
ing the  most  outstanding  religiously-ori- 
ented curriculum  in  America". 

President  Ansley  C.  Moore  and  his 
able  staff  of  educators  and  administra- 
tors are  to  be  highly  commended  for 
the  remarkable  job  they  have  done 
against  many  handicaps  and  discourage- 
ments. To  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  spe- 
cial word  of  commendation  is  due,  and 
to  none  more  than  to  Dr.  Warner  L. 
Hall,  who,  from  1952  until  the  recent 
meeting  of  Synod,  when  his  resignation 
from  the  Board  was  accepted,  was  first  a 
member  of  the  study  commission  on 
higher  education,  and  then  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  institution.  Dr.  Hall 
is  responsible  for  many  of  the  policies 
which  have  shaped  the  academic  and 
administrative  character  of  the  college. 

Recently  the  bid  was  let  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  Physical  Education 
building  at  a  cost  of  $1,354,000,  pre- 
dicted to  be  unique  in  its  kind.  When 
completed,  not  only  will  it  provide  a 
myriad  of  recreational  facilities,  but  will 
provide  an  air-conditioned  area  suitable

Union  Seminary 
Summer  Program 

From  July  25  through  August  5,  150 
ministers  (representing  nineteen  denom- 
inations) from  27  states  and  three  pro- 
vinces of  Canada,  participated  in  the 
annual  two-week  summer  study  program 
offered  by  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  Summer  Program,  in  its  14th 
year,  consisted  of  three  study  seminars 
designed  to  increase  understanding  and 
effectiveness  in  leading  worship,  inter- 
preting Christian  doctrine,  and  preaching.

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Manse  To  Be  Sold 

At  a  congregational  meeting  of  the 
Chapel  Hill  Presbyterian  Church  recent- 
ly, the  members  voted  "reluctantly  but 
unamiously"  to  follow  the  recommenda- 
tion of  their  officers  to  sell  the  historic 
home,  the  Presbyterian  Manse,  located 
on  East  Franklin  Street  and  believed  to 
be  the  second  or  third  oldest  home  in 
Chapel  Hill,  and  provide  the  minister 
with  a  housing  allowance  instead. 

The  Church  was  faced  with  the  alter- 
nate prospect  of  major  repairs,  estimated 
at  about  $15,000,  and  the  decision  to  sell 
the  manse  climaxed  several  years  of 
study  by  the  Board  of  Deacons. 

Miss  Cornelia  Love,  a  long  -  time 
Chapel  Hill  resident  whose  grandmother 
was  born  in  the  house,  twice  gave  the 
Church  substantial  amounts  of  money  for 
repairs,  the  second  time  in  1964. 

The  manse  was  built  around  1810,  and 
was  purchased  in  1889  by  the  Church.

N.  C.  Interdenominational 
Christian  Conference 

The  forty-third  annual  Interdenomin- 
ational Christian  Conference,  sponsored 
by  the  Women  of  the  Church,  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  was  held  June  4-10, 
1966,  at  Winston-Salem  State  College, 
Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  The  theme  of  the 
conference  was  "Faith,  Hope,  Love 
Abide". 

There  were  94  boarding  delegates  in 
attendance  and  6  day  students  making 
a  total  of  100.  Representatives  by  denom- 
inations follow:  Baptist — 48;  Presbyter- 
ian— 15;  Methodist — 15;  Holiness — 15; 
Lutheran — 1;  Not  Listed — 6.  Enrolees 
were  distributed  among  the  Presbyteries 
as  follows:  Albemarle  —  14;  Concord — 
12;  Fayetteville — 8;  Granville — 7;  Kings 
Mountain  —  12;  Mecklenburg  —  15; 
Orange  12;  Wilmington — 9;  Winston- 
Salem— 11. 

The  age  distribution  ranged  from  17 
to  over  70,  the  largest  number  being  22 
whose  ages  ranged  from  21  to  30;  how- 
ever 32  failed  to  indicate  their  ages. 

Of  those  in  attendance  34  were  attend- 
ing for  the  first  time,  16  the  second 
time,  18  the  third,  13  the  fourth,  5  the 
fifth,  1  the  sixth,  6  the  seventh,  three 
the  eighth,  two  the  eleventh,  1  the 
twelfth  and  1  the  twentieth. 

Occupations 

By  occupations  the  group  represented 
the  following:  homemakers — 23;  domes- 
tic— 20;  teachers — 12;  students — 5;  beau-

MINISTERS'  SALARIES  SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA— 1966 

For  several  years  the  Reverend  Paul  K.  Ausley,  minister  of  the  First  Church, 
Kings  Mountain,  has  secured  information  on  Salary  Regulations  by  Presbyteries  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  of  Ministers  and  other  data  relating  to  churches.  The 
information  listed  below  indicates  the  minimum  salary  standard  for  each  of  the 
Presbyteries.  For  instance,  the  Presbytery  of  Albemarle  will  not  approve  the  call  of 
a  full-time  minister  to  work  in  its  presbytery  for  less  than  the  total  figure  of  $5,722, 
which  includes  salary,  travel  and  other  expense  allowance,  and  Group  Life  and 
Major  Medical  Insurance.  Wilmington  presbytery  with  a  total  minimum  salary  of 
$5,197  is  lowest  among  the  nine  presbyteries,  and  Kings  Mountain  ranks  highest  at 
$6,222. 

The  Study  also  reveals  that  in  the  Synod  there  were  at  the  time  the  census  was 
made,  a  total  of  109  vacant  churches  (16.95%  of  the  643  churches  in  the  Synod). 
Of  these,  53  were  self-supporting  churches  and  56  aid-receiving.

Reverend  Thomas  Greenlee  Tate,  72, 
died  July  2  at  the  Presbyterian  Home, 
High  Point.

Mr.  Tate  was  a  thirty-second  degree 
Mason  and  during  the  1930's,  served 
as  Chaplain  of  the  Masonic  Order  in 
Gastonia.  He  was  a  former  State  Presi- 
dent of  the  Patriotic  Sons  of  America. 

Funeral  services  were  held  from  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  and 
interment  was  in  Oakwood  Cemetery. 
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Cairn  Erected  at  Old  Bluff  Church

Just  north  of  Wade,  N.  C,  on  a  high  bluff  of  the  Cape  Pear  River,  stands  historic 
Old  Bluff  Presbyterian  Church.  Sunday  afternoon  June  19,  a  Cairn  of  remembrance  was 
erected  at  a  designated  spot  on  the  cemetery  grounds. 


The  congregation  of  the  Bluff  Presby- 
terian Church,  which  is  located  south  of 
Old  Bluff  in  the  town  of  Wade,  N.  C, 
erected  the  cairn  in  memory  of  all  who 
had  a  part  in  the  founding  of  Old  Bluff 
Church,  many  of  whom  are  buried  in 
the  nearby  cemetery;  some  for  more  than 
two  hundred  years. 

Other  Cairns 

The  only  Cairn  in  North  Carolina,  as 
far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine,  was 
constructed  at  Barbecue  Church,  a  sister 
church  of  Old  Bluff,  by  the  Rev.  James 
MacKenzie  and  the  congregation  of  Bar- 
becue Church,  in  May  of  last  year.  The 
only  other  one  we  have  heard  of  is  located 
in  the  Rev.  Mr.  MacKenzie's  home  state  of 
Michigan. 

Cairn,  pronounced  similar  to  "Caring" 
without  the  "g",  is  a  Gaelic  word  mean- 
ing a  heap  or  pile  of  stones,  used  as  a 
memorial. 

In  pre-reformation  times  it  was  the  cus- 
tom, when  passing  the  burial  place  of  a 
friend  or  loved  one,  to  place  a  stone  on 
his  grave,  and  repeat  a  prayer  for  the  re- 
pose of  his  soul.  The  saying,  "Cuiridh  mi 
clach  "nad  charn"  (I  will  add  a  stone  to 
your  cairn)  still  speaks  of  a  friendly  in- 
tention, and  promises  that  one's  memory 
will  be  kept  alive. 

In  their  native  land,  the  Highland 
Scots,  too  poor,  most  of  them,  to  afford 
expensive  memorials,  erected  cairns  to 
mark  spots  of  historic  importance  and 
also  graves  of  their  friends  and  loved 
ones. 

When  they  came  to  America  they  ap- 
parently gave  up  their  tradition  of  build- 
ing cairns.  But  they  did  build  churches. 

Gaelic-Speaking  Scots 

In  1757,  the  Rev.  James  Campbell,  a 
Gaelic  speaking  Presbyterian  minister, 
came  south  and  organized  three  churches, 
Barbecue,  located  near  Olivia  in  western 
Harnett  County;  Longstreet  located  on 
what  is  now  a  part  of  the  Ft.  Bragg  Reser- 
vation, and  Old  Bluff. 

We  think  it  is  fitting  that  we  erect  a 
Cairn  of  remembrance  to  these  who  lived 
before  us,  and  who  sang,  prayed  and 
listened  to  the  preaching  of  the  Word 
here. 

The  Cairn  will  be  a  remembrance  also  to 
us  and  our  children  and  to  all  who  pass 
this  way  that  once  they  lived  and  wor- 
shipped here;  and  pledge  that  we  will  be 
as  faithful  in  passing  on  our  faith  to 
future  generations  as  they  were. 

Today  the  Old  Bluff  is  a  Presbyterian 
shrine  and  the  present  building,  which  was 
completed  in  1858,  is  used  only  for  the  an- 
nual homecoming  on  the  fourth  Sunday 
in  September,  and  occasional  funerals  and 
weddings.  The  building  is  commonly  called 
"Old  Bluff"  to  distinguish  it  from  Bluff 
Church  at  Wade.  Each  year  from  400  to 
500  decendants  of  the  Scotch  Highlanders, 
who  organized  this  historic  Church,  are 
expected  to  gather  for  a  reunion. 

Trust  Fund 

The  old  church  and  site  are  one  of  rare 
beauty  and  much  historical  interest.  In  the 


fall  of  1963  .  the  congregation  of  Bluff 
Church,  Wade,  N.  C.  established  "A  Trust 
Fund"  for  the  perpetual  care  and  main- 
tenance of  buildings,  grounds,  and  ceme- 
tery. 

The  church  cemetery  contains  four  or 
five  acres.  Lovday,  one  of  the  daughters 
of  the  Rev.  James  Campbell,  was  buried 
here  in  1786  and  the  stone  is  still  stand- 
ing today.  Many  of  the  older  graves  are 
marked;  more  are  not.  Here  rests  many 
who  met  the  "last  enemy"  far  from  the 
land  of  their  birth,  and  passed  on  "trust- 
ing" as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  epitaphs 
in  the  cemetery  reads,  "in  the  merits  of 
Jesus  Christ." 

Sunday  afternoon,  June  19th,  each 
member  of  our  church  brought  a  stone 
and  placed  it  on  the  designated  spot. 
Members  of  other  churches  in  our  com- 
munity, sister  churches,  and  daughter 
churches  of  Old  Bluff  also  were  invited 
to  come,  bring  a  stone,  and  join  in  raising 
a  cairn  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  in  mem- 
ory of  those  to  whose  sacrifice  we  owe  so 
very  much. 

A  special  Memorial  Service  was  held  in 
the  old  church  in  the  afternoon.  The  Rev. 
W.  A.  Brown,  pastor  of  Bluff  Presbyterian 
Church,  was  in  charge  of  the  service;  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Billy  Herring,  pastor 
of  the  Godwin  and  McMillan  Presbyterian 
Churches.  The  Rev.  James  MacKenzie, 
pastor  of  Barbecue  and  Olivia  Presby- 
terian Churches,  was  the  guest  speaker 
and  the  young  people  of  his  churches 
sang  the  Twenty-Third  Psalm  in  Gaelic. 
Mr.  MacKenzie  is  an  authority  on  Scot- 
tish history  and  can  speak  Gaelic. 


Thirty-One  Missionaries 
Commissioned 

Climaxing  the  1966  World  Mission 
Conference  the  annual  commissioning 
service  of  new  Presbyterian  U.  S.  mis- 
sionaries took  place  here  on  August  4. 

Of  the  31  commissioned  three  will  go 
to  East  Brazil,  four  to  North  Brazil,  five 
to  West  Brazil,  three  to  Congo,  one  to 
Iraq,  four  to  Japan,  five  to  Korea,  and 
six  to  Mexico. 

The  missionaries  range  in  age  from  22 
to  65  and  include  a  pilot,  a  doctor,  a 
nurse,  six  ministers,  three  seminary  in- 
terns, a  Christian  education  specialist, 
three  teachers,  and  seven  teachers  of  mis- 
sionaries' children. 

The  commissioning  service  concluded  a 
six-weeks  intensive  study  for  new  mis- 
sionaries during  which  time  they  attended 
classes  on  literacy,  preventive  medicine, 
anthropology,  evangelism,  rival  thought 
systems  to  Christianity,  the  ecumenical 
movement,  and  twentieth  century  mis- 
sionary thought.  In  addition,  they  were 
introduced  to  the  language  they  will 
use  overseas. 

The  missionaries  were  commissioned 
by  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board 
of  World  Missions.  Participating  in  the 
exercises  were  Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell, 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  and  Mr.  Edijece  Martins  Fer- 
reira,  a  Presbyterian  minister  in  Brazil. 

Only  one  North  Carolinian  was  among 
the  missionaries  commissioned,  to  wit, 
Raeford  Rodney  Love  of  Charlotte,  sem- 
inary intern.

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Kings  Mountain  Presbytery 
Leads 

Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  ranked 
third  among  80  presbyteries  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States  in 
1965  per  capita  giving. 

According  to  figures  released  by  the 
General  Council,  Presbyterians  in  this 
area  gave  an  average  of  $152.84  per 
member  last  year.  The  top-ranking  St. 
Louis  Presbytery  per  capita  giving  was 
$159.15. 

Belmont's  First  Presbyterian  Church 
again  is  in  the  top  five  congregations  of 
50  members  or  more  leading  the  denom- 
ination in  per  capita  giving.  Ranking 
third,  members  averaged  giving  $632.06 
although  the  congregation  is  currently 
contributing  to  a  building  fund  for  the 
new  $800,000  church  they  will  occupy 
this  month. 

The  denomination  as  a  whole  contri- 
buted $112,666,442  to  all  causes  during 
1965.  General  Council  figures  show  a 
3.49  per  cent  rise  in  per  capita  giving 
from  $115.10  in  1964  to  $119.10  las^t 
year. 

The  950,000  member  denomination 
has  4,008  churches  in  6  southeastern 
and  southwestern  states. 


Workshop  Held  For  Missionaries 

Attending  the  annual  workshop  which 
is  sponsored  by  the  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Board  of  World  Missions  at  Montreal  on 
July  22-27  were  112  of  the  overseas  mis- 
sionary force  of  571.  Those  attending  the 
Workshop  are  just  back  from  assign- 
ments in  Brazil,  the  Congo,  Iraq,  Japan, 
Korea,  Mexico,  and  Taiwan. 

Included  on  the  program  agenda  was 
a  series  of  three  lectures  by  Dr.  John  A. 
Mackay,  retired  president  of  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  and  a  former  mis- 
sionary to  Peru,  who  spoke  on  the  glory 
of  missionary  calling  in  the  world  today. 

The  schedule  included  two  addresses 
by  Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  newly-elected 
Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly. 

A  number  of  briefing  periods  on  the 
missionaries'  furlough  assignments  were 
held,  as  were  sessions  on  the  current 
work  of  the  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  and 
group  meetings  according  to  the  coun- 
try in  which  they  serve.

Mrs.  Janie  Carter,  the  time-honored 
founder  and  teacher  of  the  Ephphatha

Mrs.  Carter,  in 
her  eighty  -  seventh 
year,  lost  her  hear- 
ing following  spinal 
meningitis  at  the  age  of  six.  She  was 
educated  at  the  South  Carolina  School 
for  the  Deaf.  Her  husband,  J.  T.  Carter, 
lost  his  hearing  also  at  the  age  of  14. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carter  met  at  the  South 
Carolina  School  for  the  Negro  Deaf, 
where  they  were  teachers.  They  were 
married  and  became  the  parents  of  four 
daughters  and  one  son.  Mr.  Carter  died 
while  the  children  were  quite  young, 
leaving  Mrs.  Carter  with  a  full-time  job 
of  bringing  up  the  children. 

In  1927,  she  moved  with  her  family 
to  Charlotte  and  early  formed  a  Sunday 
School  Class  for  the  Deaf.  At  different 
times  she  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Westminster

Class.  The  Class  name  was  taken  from 
Scripture,  Mark  7:34.  Under  Mrs.  Car- 
ter's outstanding  leadership  and  in- 
struction, the  membership  increased  to 
53.  Among  those  who  have  remained 
"faithful  through  the  years"  are  Mrs. 
Carter,  Mrs.  Lucille  Broome,  Walter 
Broome,  Mrs.  Jennie  Hanvey,  Mrs.  El- 
lie  Phillips,  Morris  Hargette,  Mack  Her- 
ron,  and  Mrs.  Pauline  Herron. 

The  Reverend  James  B.  Ficklin,  West- 
minster Church  minister,  1946-52,  was 
particularly  interested  in  the  class  since 
a  sister  of  his  was  deaf. 

During  1946-47,  Mrs.  Holland  Law- 
ing.  President  of  the  Women  Of  the 
Church,  was  instrumental  in  organiz- 
ing an  Ephphatha  Circle  with  Mrs.  Car- 
ter as  Chairman.  Through  the  years  the 
Circle  has  accomplished  many  things  in- 
cluding sewing  at  the  hospital,  adoption 
of  a  little  deaf  Chinese  boy,  and  con- 
tributing $10,000  to  the  Church  building 
fund. 

In  1954,  due  to  failing  eye-sight,  Mrs. 
Carter  found  it  necessary  to  resign  the 
responsibility  of  teaching  the  class  which 
has  since  been  the  task  of  others,  in- 
cluding Mrs.  Vander  Phillips,  James 
Vaughn,  and  Mrs.  William  Leviner.  The 
current  President  is  Melvin  Corbett.  Dr. 
Harry  H.  Bryan,  Associate  Minister  of 
the  Church,  conducts  communicant 
classes  for  deaf  members.  Weddings  are 
performed  in  the  sign  language  and  are 
usually  memorized. 

Various  members  of  the  Class  are 
active  in  the  North  Carolina  Sunday 
School  Association  for  the  Deaf,  and 
the  Ephphatha  Class  of  Covenant 
Church  was  host  to  the  Association 
meeting  in  1960.

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The  Rev.  Colin  Shaw,  Preacher

During  the  last  half  of  the  19th  cen- 
tury, the  Rev.  Colin  Shaw  functioned 
as  an  institution  in  the  Cape  Fear  and 
Black  River  sections  as  a  minister,  mis- 
sionary and  Southern  Patriot.  There  was 
hardly  a  Presbyterian  family  between 
Fayetteville  and  Wilmington  who  had 
not  at  least  one  member  baptized,  mar- 
ried or  buried  by  this  venerable  clergy- 
man. 


The  Rev.  Colin  Shaw 


The  Rev.  Colin  Shaw  was  born  in 
Fayetteville,  N.  C,  on  August  16,  1812, 
and  was  the  son  of  John  Shaw  and 
Frances  Faison  Shaw.  His  maternal 
grandfather,  Henry  Faison,  was  one  of 
the  pioneer  settlers  of  Duplin.  John  and 
Frances  Shaw  had  three  other  children: 
Ann,  Elias  Faison,  and  Henry  Faison. 
John  Shaw  was  the  son  of  Colin  Shaw 
who  migrated  in  1747,  from  the  Isle  of 
Jura  in  Scotland,  to  Cumberland  Co.,  N. 
C.  John  Shaw  had  one  brother  Elijah 
Shaw.  The  Rev.  Colin  Shaw's  brother, 
Elias  Faison  Shaw  was  a  practicing  phy- 
sician, near  Turkey,  N.  C,  and  married 
his  cousin  Arabelle  Faison.  He  was  a 
lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Confederate 
Army. 

Colin  Shaw  was  reared  on  a  farm  be- 
tween Cross  Creek  and  the  Cape  Fear 
River.  In  1825,  his  family  moved  to  a 
farm  on  Hood's  Swamp,  in  Sampson

County,  where  his  mother,  Frances  Shaw, 
later  died.  The  father  migrated  to  Geor- 
gia, and  the  oldest  sons,  Colin  and  Henry 
moved  to  Fayetteville.  Henry  later  died 
while  employed  as  a  clerk  by  a  mer- 
chant, Hugh  McLaurin,  in  Fayetteville, 
N.  C.  Colin  was  employed  for  three 
years  in  the  post  office  under  the  post- 
master, John  McRae. 

Colin  Shaw  had  probably  attended 
some  of  the  local  schools  earlier,  but  he 
began  his  literary  course  at  the  age  of 
21  at  Donaldson  Academy,  which  was 
operated  at  that  time  by  Dr.  Simeon  Col- 
ton.  He  later  entered  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  at  Chapel  Hill,  where 
he  graduated  in  1838.  One  of  his  class- 
mates and  friends  was  the  Hon.  George 
Davis,  of  Wilmington,  who  was  later  to 
become  Attorney-General  of  the  Confed- 
erate States.  In  1838-39,  he  attended  the 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia, 
and  in  1840,  he  attended  Columbia  The- 
ological Seminary.  In  1841,  he  returned 
to  the  University  of  N.  C.  and  received 
his  master  of  Arts  degree. 

In  1841,  Colin  Shaw  was  licensed  to 
preach  by  the  Fayetteville  Presbytery  at 
South  River  Chapel,  near  Garland,  N.  C. 
In  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  was  or- 
dained at  the  historic  Black  River  Cha- 
pel, near  Ivanhoe,  in  Sampson  County, 
and  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct 
the  services  was  made  up  of  the  follow- 
ing: the  Rev.  Robert  Tate,  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Brobston,  the  Rev.  Archibald  Baker, 
and  the  Rev.  James  Kerr. 

In  1842,  the  Rev.  Colin  Shaw  was 
married  to  Phoebe  Bannerman,  the  dau- 
ghter of  George  Bannerman,  of  Kerr,  in 
Sampson  Co.  The  Bannermans  (actually 
McGregor)  were  also  sturdy  old  Scot- 
tish settlers,  who  settled  on  South  River 
and  became  plantation  people.  The  Shaws 
built  a  home  in  the  Lake  Creek  Section 
of  Bladen  County,  where  they  were 
known  far  and  wide  for  their  hospitality 
and  were  always  surrounded  by  people 
who  had  a  talent  for  excellent  conversa- 
tion. Mr.  Shaw  served  as  pastor  of  Black 
River  Chapel  and  South  River  Chapel 
for  many  years.  He  possessed  a  very  fine 
library  (many  books  are  preserved  by  de- 
scendants) and  was  considered  the  most 
widely-read  minister  in  the  N.  C.  Synod. 
He  was  also  a  fox  and  deer  hunter  and 
an  ardent  fisherman. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Colin  Shaw  had 
the  following  children:  Washington  Irv- 
ing, Frances,  Mary  (Molly),  Phoebie 
(died  young),  Heman  (died  young),  Neil 
Graham,  Henry  Elias,  William  and  Les- 
lie. 

Washington  Irving  Shaw  attended 
Bingham  Military  Academy,  and  taught 
school  for  many  years.  He  married  three 
times.  His  first  wife  was  Cassandra  Hen- 
ry and  they  had  a  daughter,  Leila,  who 
married  John  Page  and  lived  in  Florida. 
His  second  wife  was  Mary  Graham  Rob- 
inson and  they  had  the  following  chil- 
dren; Robinson,  Dudley,  Washington, 
Caroline,  Daniel,  Eugene,  and  Faison. 
Dudley  Shaw  married  Mary  Fennell  who

Washington  Irv- 
ing Shaw  later  married  Lula  Davis.  No 
children. 

Frances  Shaw  married  George  Miller 
of  Duplin  County,  and  settled  near  Tal- 
lahassee, Florida.  They  had  six  children: 
three  sons — Leslie,  George,  and  John; 
three  daughters — Lydia,  May  and  Win- 
nie. 

Mary  Shaw  married  Dr.  Charles  Kerr 
and  lived  at  Kerr,  N.  C.  Their  children: 
Nell,  Katherine,  Charles,  Annie  Belle 
Ivey  and  James. 

Dr.  Neil  Graham  Shaw  was  a  practic- 
ing physician  in  Maysville,  N.  C.  He  at- 
tended Bingham  Military  and  Jefferson 
Medical  College  in  Philadelphia.  He 
married  Rosalind  Fennell,  the  daughter 
of -Owen  Fennell,  and  Ellen  Moore.  Their 
children:  Rosa  Lee,  John,  Colin  (physi- 
cian, Atkinson,  N.  C),  Viola,  Graham, 
and  Edna. 

Henry  Elias  Shaw,  prominent  lawyer 
and  solicitor,  Kinston,  N.  C,  attended 
the  University  of  N.  C.  He  married  Vir- 
ginia Powers  and  their  children  were: 
Phoebe,  Sarah,  Frances,  Virginia,  and  Jo- 
sephine. 

William  M.  Shaw,  Educator,  and  Pres- 
byterian minister,  graduated  from  David- 
son College  and  Union  Theological  Se- 
minary. He  served  as  a  pastor  of  many 
churches  in  eastern  N.  C.  and  also  Ca- 
barrus Co.  He  was  at  one  time  Principal 
of  James  Sprunt  Institute,  Kenansville, 
N.  C.  He  married  his  cousin.  Alberta 
Faison,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  I.  and 
Sarah  Faison,  of  Turkey,  N.  C.  Their 
children.  Carl,  Heman,  Ruth  Faison,  Vir- 
ginia, William  and  Harry.  The  only  sur- 
viving member  of  this  family  is  Ruth 
Faison  Shaw,  educator  and  artist,  who 
is  now  teaching  at  the  University  of  N. 
C.  at  Chapel  Hill.  Heman  Shaw  was  for 
many  years  professor  of  History  at  the 
Haverford  School  in  Pennsylvania.  Wil- 
liam Shaw  was  for  many  years  Postmas- 
ter of  Fayetteville,  N.  C. 

Leslie  Baker  Shaw  married  Sallie 
Munn  and  lived  in  Bladen  Co.,  N.  C. 
Their  children  were:  Isabel,  Sadie,  Alex- 
ander, Lacy,  Henry,  Mary  and  Hazel. 
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Black  River  Church,  Ivanhoe,  N.  C,  where  the  Rev.  Colin 
Shaw  served  as  pastor  for  many  years.  This  church  was  or- 
ganized in  1740  and  the  present  building  was  built  in  1859. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  War  Between 
the  States,  the  Rev.  Colin  Shaw  resigned 
his  pastorate  and  joined  the  Confederate 
Army  as  a  Chaplain  of  the  18th  N.  C. 
Regiment.  He  was  later  made  Chaplain 
of  the  60th  N.  C.  Regiment  and  saw  duty 
during  the  heroic  defense  of  Charleston, 
S.  C.  Early  in  1865,  Chaplain  Shaw 
came  home  and  organized  a  company  of 
"guerillas"  to  defend  his  home  communi- 
ty against  the  wholesale  vandalism  and 
robbers  of  Sherman's  Army.  He  was  then 
called  Captain  Shaw,  and  his  first  group 
was  composed  of  the  following:  Robert 
Cook,  Irving  Shaw,  Edward  K.  Anders, 
Robert  H.  Holiday,  Van  B.  Sutton,  and 
the  old  Mexican  War  Veteran,  Robert  K.. 
Melvin.  Fort  Fisher  had  fallen  and  Gen- 
eral A.  H.  Terry  with  ten  thousand  men 
was  enroute  from  Wilmington  to  Golds- 
boro.  Captain  Shaw  and  his  men  had  a 
skirmish  with  Terry's  guards  at  Duplin 
Crossroads  (now  Wallace). 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  March  1865, 
the  first  squad  (foragers)  of  Sherman's 
"bummers"  came  to  the  Shaw  plantation 
and  carried  away  all  the  provisions,  the 
mules,  the  family  carriage,  besides  ran- 
sacking the  house.  The  silver  and  jew- 
elry was  saved  because  it  had  already 
been  buried.  They  raided  other  planta- 
tions in  the  Black  River  community  and 
flagrantly  insulted  the  good  Confederate 
families.  The  next  morning  Captain 
Shaw's  company  met  the  Yankee  "bum- 
mers" at  the  home  of  Milton  Newton, 
attacked  them,  wounded  one  and  put 
the  others  to  flight  besides  re-capturing 
several  mules  and  horses  which  belonged 
to  the  neighborhood  people.  Captain 
Shaw  now  mounted  his  company.  At  that 
time,  Sherman's  cavalry  under  General 
Hugh  J.  Kilpatrick  was  encamped  at  Lis- 
burn's  Bridge,  near  Ingold,  N.  C.  Captain 
Shaw  encountered  a  squad  of  Kilpatrick's 
scouts,  armed  with  repeating  rifles.  He 
charged  them,  put  them  to  flight  and 
captured  one.  The  next  day  General  Kil- 
patrick sent  a  hundred  armed  men  to  the 
Shaw  house.  They  found  Mrs.  Shaw,  her 
small  children  and  the  servants  alone. 
They  gave  them  two  minutes  to  get  out 
of  the  house  before  they  applied  the 
torch.  While  the  house  was  burning, 
Captain  Shaw's  daughter  Mary  (Molly) 
rushed  to  the  piano  in  the  parlor  and 
played  the  Souttiern  anthem,  "Dixie".

Before  the  roof  fell  in,  she  had  to  be  res- 
cued through  the  window.  A  few  days  la- 
ter. Captain  Shaw  joined  Wheeler's  Cav- 
alry, which  brought  some  little  relief  to 
the  state  of  anarchy  which  resulted  from 
the  Yankee  invasion.  About  this  time. 
Captain  Shaw  received  the  news  of  the 
death  of  his  brother,  Lt.  Col.  Elias  Fai- 
son  Shaw,  at  the  Battle  of  Chamberlain 
Run,  on  March  31,  1865. 

After  the  war,  the  Rev.  Colin  Shaw 
and  his  family  returned  to  their  planta- 
tion and  lived  in  an  outbuilding  until  a 
dwelling  could  be  built.  Most  of  the 
servants  remained  faithful  during  the  war 
and  during  the  dark  years  of  Reconstruc- 
tion. During  the  ensuing  years,  Mr.  Shaw 
served  as  pastor  of  Black  River,  South 
River,  Keith,  Mt.  Williams,  Pike,  Hope- 
well, Warsaw,  Rockfish,  Oak  Plain,  and 
other  churches.  While  serving  as  Modera- 
tor of  the  Wilmington  Presbytery,  he  be- 
came an  intimate  friend  of  Dr.  Joseph 
R.  Wilson,  the  father  of  President  Wood- 
row  Wilson,  who  at  that  time  was  pas- 
tor of  the  Wilmington  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  Rev.  Colin  Shaw  was  a  dedicated 
Christian  pastor  and  missionary,  and  he 
never  flinched  from  duty.  He  considered 
himself  as  an  ambassador  of  Christ  and 
he  was  ever  a  faithful  preacher  of  right- 
eousness, and  morals.  He  cheerfully  ac- 
cepted the  pastorate  of  churches  who 
could  pay  almost  no  salary  and  travelled 
great  distances  to  conduct  protracted 
meetings.  Even  in  his  old  age,  he  always 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  Presbytery

and  served  at  one  time  as  moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  N.  C.  He  was  considered 
an  authority  on  Presbyterian  Theology 
and  discipline.  He  was  appointed  by  the 
Synod  to  preside  at  the  organization  of 
the  Wilmington  Presbytery  at  the  home 
of  Patrick  Murphy  in  Wilmington  on 
November  21,  1868. 

Late  in  life,  the  Shaws  moved  to  Mag- 
nolia and  much  later  they  went  to  live 
with  their  children.  The  Rev.  Colin  Shaw 
died  at  the  house  of  his  son,  Leslie  Shaw, 
on  July  8,  1905,  at  the  age  of  92.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Bannerman  Family 
Graveyard,  near  Kerr,  N.  C.  And  thus 
ended  the  mortal  life  of  this  great  prince 
of  the  church  and  Southern  patriot.

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Buffalo  In  Greensboro  Completes 
Educational  Building

On  Sunday,  June  19,  1966,  the  congre- 
gation of  historic  Buffalo  Presbyterian 
Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  witnessed 
the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  their 
new  $250,000  educational  building.  The 
same  day  was  observed  as  homecoming 
for  many  relatives  and  friends  of  the 
congregation. 

The  Reverend  A.  P.  Dickson,  minister 
of  the  church  for  thirty-two  years,  now 
retired  and  living  in  Plumtree,  N.  C, 
preached  at  the  1 1 :00  a.m.  service.  The 
Reverend  E.  Lee  Willingham,  pastor 
from  1957  to  1962,  now  serving  the  Co- 
lumbia Presbyterian  Church  in  Decatur, 
Georgia,  preached  in  the  afternoon. 

First  Pastor 

The  new  David  Caldwell  Building, 
named  for  the  first  pastor  of  the  church, 
ties  in  with  the  general  architectural  de- 
sign. The  building  contains  about  16,000 
square  feet  and  is  impressive  by  its 
beauty  of  simplicity  of  colonial  structure. 

The  building  contains  ten  large  class- 
rooms, pastor's  study,  office  for  the  di- 
rector of  Christian  Education,  library, 
secretary's  office,  workroom,  a  fellow- 
ship hall  seating  about  400,  and  a  large 
kitchen. 

Cemetery  and  Garden 

Buffalo  Church  was  organized  in  1756 
and  is  one  of  the  few  remaining  church- 
es with  its  own  private  cemetery. 

A  memorial  garden  has  been  complet- 
ed adjacent  to  the  educational  building 


and  contains  a  formal  garden  with  walks 
constructed  from  the  old  brick  in  the 
original  David  Caldwell  Building,  a  bird- 
bath  of  Italian  stone,  and  old  English 
boxwood  complete  the  picture  of  a  gar- 
den planted  many  years  ago,  the  result 
of  much  thought,  love,  prayer,  and 
money. 

The  architect,  Thomas  Heritage,  is  a 
member  of  the  church.  The  minister  is 
the  Reverend  Gray  W.  Hampton,  III, 
one  of  only  twelve  ministers  who  have 
served  the  church  during  its  210  years 
of  existance. 

Inscription 

On  the  memorial  garden  bronze  tablet 
appear  the  following  inscriptions: 

"In  memory  of  those  saints  who  labor- 
ed and  loved  on  these  hallowed  grounds, 
and  who  have  now  gone  on  to  be  with 
our  Lord."  "And  the  Lord  planted  a  gar- 
den eastward  in  Eden;  and  there  He  put 
man  whom  He  had  formed."  Genesis  2:1 
"And  they  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
walking  in  the  garden  in  the  cool  of  the 
day".  Genesis  3:8

Reports  of  the  Commission  were  admit- 
ted to  record  as  follows:  Installation  of 
the  Rev.  Clyde  O.  Robinson  as  Chaplain 
to  Presbyterian  Students  at  Duke  Univer- 
sity; ordination  of  Mr.  George  A.  Thomas 
as  Professor  of  Bible  at  Peace  College;  or- 
dination of  Mr.  Leonard  Thomas  as  an 
evangelist  and  a  chaplain  in  the  U.  S.

The  pastoral  relationship  between  the 
Rev.  James  B.  Reaves  and  the  Fuquay- 
Varina  Church  was  dissolved  in  order  that 
Mr.  Reaves  might  accept  a  call  from  the 
Marion,  South  Carolina  Church.

The  (educational  and  vocational  oppor- 
tunities opejji  to  the  individual  in  this 
day  atd  limie  have  set  loose  the  limits 
formerly  imposed  by  lack  of  knowledge 
and  preparation  for  the  world  of  work. 
A  valuable  part  of  the  total  church  pro- 
gram for  our  youth  is  directed  toward 
the  exploration  of  these  possibilities  as 
they  relate  to  the  interests  and  abilities 
of  the  individual. 

Resources 

Community  resources  provide  learning 
situations  through  the  vicarious  experi- 
ence of  interviews  with  people  actively 
engaged  in  work,  through  guided  tours 
to  local  industries  and  offices,  and 
through  additional  on-the-scene  observa- 
tion as  a  result  of  part-time  work.  Hav- 
ing evaluated  these  experiences  in  the 
light  of  what  he  knows  about  himself, 
the  student  is  prepared  to  move  along 
with  the  aid  of  vocational  material  writ- 
en  especially  for  the  student.  The  infor- 
mation library  at  the  Guidance  Center 
provides  the  material  that  helps  to  clarify 
what  the  student  knows  about  the  world 
of  work. 

A  second  major  purpose  of  vocational 
research  is  to  broaden  the  horizon  for 
the  individual.  Since  occupations  are 
classified  according  to  related  fields, 
the  student  finds  in  the  files  his  chosen 
interest  along  with  additional  occupa- 
tions for  which  he  might  quahfy.  Quite 
often,  the  educational  preparation  for 
one  job  serves  as  qualification  for  oth- 
ers. With  careful  planning  the  student 
does  not  limit  himself;  instead,  he  is 
ready  to  shift  with  the  changing  times. 
Librarian 

The  Guidance  Cener  student  with  a 
background  of  information  and  experi- 
ence is  ready  to  conduct  a  lively  research 
in  the  library.  He  is  better  prepared  to 
draw  conclusions  concerning  this  infor- 
mation. This  experience  serves  to  in- 
crease, for  him,  value  of  future  explora- 
tion in  the  world  of  work.

I  FAILED  MY  FRIEND 

He  met  me  in  the  post  office.  We  spoke 
as  usual.  He  seemed  a  little  more  willing 
to  talk  than  heretofore.  We  stepped  out 
of  the  crowd  over  to  the  large  writingdesk 
at  the  side.  He  then  said,  "I  want  to 
talk  with  you  sometime  about  something." 

"All  right,"  I  replied. 

Then  we  walked  together  out  the  post 
office.  He  was  walking  over  to  his  work. 


so  I  asked  him  to  ride.  He  got  in.  Little 
did  I  realize  that  that  was  the  last  time 
I  would  see  this  friend. 

Two  weeks  went  by.  The  post-office  con- 
versation made  its  way  back  to  mind.  Now 
I  understand  it.  The  young  man  wanted 
someone  to  say  something  to  him  that 
would  keep  him  from  taking  his  life  and 
leaving  a  good  home,  a  wife,  and  two 
sweet  girls. 

I  was  too  busy  in  other  things  and  fail- 
ed to  go  by  to  talk  with  my  friend.  It 
was  too  late  when  I  learned  he  had  as- 
phyxiated himself  in  his  own  car.  I  went 
to  the  funeral,  but  it  was  not  easy  for  me 
to  go. 

Life  had  not  turned  out  just  as  my 
friend  thought  it  would.  His  ship  was  not 
coming  in.  Who  knows?  I  would  have 
brought  his  ship  home,  perhaps?  But  I 
failed  him — my  friend — when  he  needed 
me  the  most.  The  bit  of  life  I  could  have 
given  him  is  still  my  own.  It  hurts  me 
as  I  hold  on  to  it  just  now.

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Oakland  Presbyterian  Church 

The  first  Presbyterian  public  service 
in  Johnston  County  was  held  in  August, 
1857,  under  a  bush-shelter  about  one 
mile  from  the  present  site  of  the  Oak- 
land Presbyterian  Church,  which  is  lo- 
cated on  the  Smithfield-Raleigh  Road, 
about  twelve  miles  west  of  Smithfield, 
and  in  the  Cleveland  School  community. 

Oakland  is  the  mother  of  later 
churches  established  in  Johnston  County. 

Presbyterians  intermarried  with  John- 
ston County  citizens  who  together  began 
planning  and  working  for  a  church. 
Among  those  who  initiated  the  work 
were  Miss  Sarah  Campbell  who  married 
Mr.  Ransom  Sanders,  Mr.  John  W. 
Hodges,  who  married  Miss  Rebecca  San- 
ders, and  Mr.  John  McLean  who  mar- 
ried Miss  Louenza  Leach. 

Charter  members  included  Mrs. 
Charity  Williams  Jones,  Mrs.  (Sarah 
Campbell)  Ranson  Sanders,  Miss  Mary 
E.  Sanders,  Miss  Lauretta  W.  Sanders, 
Mrs.  (Louenza  Leach)  John  McLean, 
and  John  W.  Hodges.  Apparently  Mr. 
McLean  died  prior  to  the  organization 
of  the  Church;  however,  not  before  hav- 
ing worked  for  the  building  of  a 
Church.  The  land  on  which  the  Church 
was  later  located  was  given  by  Mrs.  Ran- 
som Sanders. 

The  Church  was  organized  August  7, 
1858  by  a  commission  of  Orange  Presby- 
tery composed  of  the  Reverend  Joseph 
M.  Atkinson,  the  Reverend  Thomas  U. 
Faucette,  and  Ruling  Elder  William  A. 
Banks  of  Virginia.  The  following  day 
Mrs.  Susan  F.  Sanders  was  received  as 
a  member  of  the  Church,  and  John  W. 
Hodges  was  elected  and  ordained  as  a 
ruling  elder. 

Organized 

The  Reverend  J.  M.  Atkinson  preach- 
ed the  organization  Sermon  on  August 
8,  1858,  and  the  Reverend  T.  B.  Neal 
was  called  as  the  first  Pastor  and  in- 
stalled October  30,  1858. 

The  Oakland  Church  was  organized 
in  Orange  Presbytery  in  1858,  and  re- 
mained in  that  Presbytery  until  January 
26,  1890,  when  it  was  transferred  to  Al- 
bemarle Presbytery;  then  again  it  was 
transfered  to  Fayetteville  Presbytery  in 
1893,  where  it  remained  until  Decem- 
ber, 1923,  when  it  was  transferred  to 
Granville  Presbytery,  where  it  is  now  lo- 
cated.

Lightning  Strikes 

The  original  church  building  was 
struck  by  lightning  and  burned,  and  a 
new  building  was  erected  on  the  same 
site.  The  present  church  was  dedicated 
November  29,  1953,  on  which  occasion 
Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  of  Un- 
ion Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  preached  the  sermon. 

In  1958,  work  was  begun  on  a  mod- 
ern brick  manse,  and  today  the  Church 
has  an  investment  of  between  $50,000 
and  $75,000  in  the  church  and  manse 
buildings.

Counseling  Service  Offered 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  has 
developed  a  new  type  of  counseling  serv- 
ice to  assist  clergymen  and  other  profes- 
sional church  workers  in  making  the 
best  use  of  their  talents. 

For  a  $100  fee  and  the  investment  of 
three-days  time,  a  minister  or  religious 
education  specialist  can  attend  the  North- 
east Career  Center  at  Princeton,  New 
Jersey,  and  go  through  a  number  of  tests 
and  interviews  which  will  reveal  the 
"clearer  idea  as  to  what  aspect  of  the 
ministry"  one  is  best  fitted  to  serve.  The 
Center  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Reverend  Herschel  Allen,  Jr. 

Actually  the  Center  was  started  late 
in  1965  by  Dr.  Edward  Golden,  Jr.,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Parish  Education  Division 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

Mr.  Allen  has  pointed  out  that  there 
are  about  sixty  subdivisions  of  the  min- 
istry today.  Some  of  those  who  attend 
the  Center  discover  that  "a  career  in  the 
ministry  is  not  for  them". 


Missionary  Spokesman 

Rev.  William  P.  Boyle,  missionary  to 
Japan,  spoke  at  the  World  Mission  Con- 
ference, Montreat,  early  this  month,  and 
declared  that  Christians  must  "identify 
with  men  outside  the  faith"  everywhere, 
if  we  are  to  be  true  to  Christ,  who  did 
just  this.  Mr.  Boyle,  a  third-generation 
missionary,  born  in  Brazil,  is  a  graduate 
of  Davidson  College  and  of  Union  The- 
ological Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  and 
has  been  in  Japan  since  1949,  following  a 
four-year  pastorate  in  Winston-Salem.

family  of  Edgecombe  and  Nash  coun- 
ties, made  an  appeal  for  both  the  minis- 
try and  the  laity  to  "sit  down  and  rea- 
son together".  He  pointed  out  that  from 
The  layman's  viewpoint,  teachings  and 
practices  of  generations,  based  on  Bibli- 
cal interpretation,  have  been  overthrown 
over-night,  resulting  in  confusion  for  the 
layman.  He  pled  for  patience,  kindness, 
and  understanding  on  the  part  of  minis- 
ters in  endeavoring  to  lead  the  laity  in 
"the  right  understanding"  of  the  Scrip- 
tures as  well  as  of  practices  in  modern 
society. 

Ministers  Predominate 

Mr.  Fenner  indicated  that  whereas 
ministers  should  be  better  qualified  than 
most  laymen  to  interpret  the  Bible,  the 
Protestant  principle  of  the  right  of  each 
individual  to  interpret  the  Scriptures  for 
himself  should  not  be  forgotten. 

Mr.  Fenner  pointed  out  that  many  of 
the  courts  of  the  Church  are  dominated 
by  ministers  because  a  majority  of  min- 
isters are  usually  in  attendance,  while 
many  ruling  elders  default  by  failure  to 
attend.  He  indicated  that  questions  are 
usually  controlled  by  ministers  and  that 
"even  if  the  decisions  are  right,"  this

Young  Ministers  Brash 

Mr.  Fenner  stated  that  the  younger 
ministers,  just  out  of  the  Seminary,  are 
seeking  to  change  the  thinking  of  gen- 
erations overnight  and  pled  for  patience 
and  understanding  on  the  part  of  the 
laity.  He  pointed  out  the  handicap  un- 
der which  the  laymen  labor  as  a  result  of 
the  fact  that  ministers  have  authority  to 
attend  all  meetings  of  Presbyteries  and 
Synods  whereas  the  laymen  usually  ro- 
tate, which  means  that  most  always  they 
come  to  a  court  ill-informed  on  impor- 
tant subjects. 

Mr.  Fenner  summarized  as  follows: 
Summary 

1.  Every  Christian  should  seek  guid- 
ance from  the  Bible  with  the  right  to 
make  "his  own  interpretation";  2.  Tradi- 
tions, teachings,  and  heritage  cannot  be 
changed  overnight  nor  by  pressure,  force, 
condemnation,  or  threats;  3.  Laymen 
should  keep  informed  on  church  sub- 
jects and  accept  the  responsibility  of  at- 
tending Church  Courts;  4.  Ministers 
should  be  understanding  and  patient;  5. 
Ministers  and  laymen  should  be  united 
and  work  together  to  accomplish  the 
true  mission  and  purpose  of  the  Church; 
6.  Division  in  the  Church  is  a  fact  and 
demands  unselfish  effort  by  both  minis- 
ters and  laymen  to  resolve  the  issue. 
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Native  Son  Preaches  At  Homecoming 
Sesquicentennial  Of  Sardis  Church

One  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  on 
May  5,  1816,  a  small  group  of  Chris- 
tians of  Presbyterian  Faith  met  in 
Hodges  Meeting  House  near  Little  River, 
about  two  miles  northwest  of  the  pres- 
ent village  of  Linden,  N.  C,  and  or- 
ganized a  church  which  they  named  Sar- 
dis. 

They  drew  up  a  preamble  stating 
their  fundamental  beliefs,  and  an  af- 
firmation of  their  faith,  to  which  they 
required  each  member  to  subscribe. 


Homecoming 

The  Sesquicentennial  of  the  Sardis  i 
church  is  being  observed  August  21,  I 
1966.  The  speaker  will  be  Reverend 
Duncan  D.  MacBryde,  Ph.D.,  grand- 
son of  the  Reverend  D.  D.  MacBryde  . 
for  whom  he  is  named.  Dr.  MacBryde  ; 
is  the  only  son  of  the  Sardis  Church  | 
to  enter  the  ministry.  He  had  a  dis-  j 
tinguished  military  record  in  the  Sec- 
ond World  War,  having  risen  to  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel.  Before  go- 
ing to  his  present  post,  with  the  Na- 
tional    Council  of  Churches  as  Exe- 
cutive-Secretary of  Laymen  Overseas, 
he  was  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyter- 
ian Church  of  Mooresville,  N.  C. 

Following  the  morning  service 
which  will  be  participated  in  by  the 
churches  of  the  Linden  Commimity, 
a  basket  dinner  will  be  spread  in  the 
spacious  pine  grove  of  the  Church. 


The  church  was  organized  with  twen- 
ty-seven charter  members.  Two  elders 
were  elected  but  only  one  consented  to 
serve.  His  name  was  W.  L.  Walker. 
The  following  year  the  Church,  feeling 
the  need  of  another  elder,  did  an  un- 
usual thing  in  electing  Mr.  John  Mc- 
Neil, a  member  of  the  Bluff  Church  to 
become  their  elder.  He  consented,  his 
membership  was  transferred,  and  he  was 
ordained  an  elder  in  Sardis  where  he 
served  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Gaelic-Speaking  Preacher 

The  Reverend  Colin  Mclver,  Gaelic- 
speaking  native  of  Scotland,  was  pri- 
marily instrumental  in  the  organization 
of  Sardis  Church.  His  hand  wrote  the 


preamble  and  the  articles  of  faith,  as 
well  as  the  first  minutes. 

The  Church  petitioned  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  for  membership,  was  accept- 
ed and  became  a  member  of  Fayette- 
ville Presbytery. 

Clerk  of  Synod 
Mr.  Mclver  was  a  most  versatile  man. 
He  came  from  Scotland  to  teach  in  the 
Academy  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Fayetteville  in  1809.  A  few 
years  later  he  was  licensed  to  preach 
by  Orange  Presbytery.  Later  he  was  re- 
ceived by  Harmony  Presbytery,  and 
was  ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  at 
Salt-Catchers.  He  returned  to  Fayette- 
ville after  a  few  years  and  was  made 
clerk  of  the  Session  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  though  not  a  member  of 
that  body.  He  was  elected  Stated  Clerk 
first  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  and  later 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1818, 
holding  this  office  until  1849,  thirty-one 
years,  the  longest  of  any  of  the  twelve 
clerks  who  have  served  since  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Synod  in  1813.  He 
was  sent  to  Washington,  D.  C.  to  col- 
lect money  for  the  building  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Fayetteville. 
Among  the  contributors  were  James 
Monroe,  President  of  the  Unted  States, 
who  gave  $25.00  and  John  Quincy  Ad- 
ams, Secretary  of  State,  who  gave  $10.00. 
Mr.  Mclver  edited  a  book  of  Sermons 
and  published  a  periodical  for  ministers. 
He  was  at  one  time  or  another  pastor 
of  Sardis,  McPherson  and  Barbecue 
churches.  He  remained  as  pastor  at  Sar- 
dis for  five  years. 

Interest  In  Slaves 
During  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  Mclver, 
the  concern  of  the  General  Assembly 
for  the  welfare  of  the  slave  population 
was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Ses- 
sion, and  steps  were  taken  to  bring  the 
slaves  under  the  influence  of  the  gospel 
and  their  infants  to  the  ordinance  of 
baptism.  Also  resolutions  were  passed  by 
the  Session,  strongly  urging  masters  to 
refrain  from  cruelty  to  slaves  and  warn- 
ing that  disciplinary  measures  would  be 
dealt  out  to  any  who  ignored  this  ad- 
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Belmont  Church  Dedicated 

The  new  First  Presbyterian  Churc^, 
Belmont,  was  dedicated  Sunday  night, 
August  14.  Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell, 
Charlotte,  Moderator  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, brought  the  dedicatory  address. 

The  $800,000  church  was  occupied 
for  the  first  time  July  31. 

Building  Committee  Chairman  Frank 
Hall  presented  the  keys  to  the  church  to 
Dr.  Eugene  D.  Witherspoon,  minister  of 
the  church. 

The  church,  located  on  the  corner  of 
North  Main  and  jSouth  Central,  was  de- 
signed by  architect  Milton  Grigg  ol 
Charlottesville,  Va.,  and  was  constructed 
by  Robert  H.  Pinnix,  Inc.,  of  Gastonia. 

The  476-seat  capacity  sanctuary  is  ad- 
joined by  two  wings,  one  housing  the 
administrative  offices  and  the  other  a 
church  parlor,  bride's  room,  and  a  cha- 
pel. The  educational  unit,  connected  by 
a  covered  driveway,  accommodates  20 
class-rooms,  a  fellowship  hall,  and  a  large 
modern-equipped  kitchen. 

The  Belmont  First  Church  was  or- 
ganized in  1890.  Ministers  who  have 
served  the  church  include  the  Rev.  R.  A. 
Miller,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Lacy,  the  Rev. 
J.  T.  Dendy,  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Currie, 
the  Rev  J.  Walter  Dickson,  the  Rev.  W. 
Priestly  Conyers,  III,  and  Dr.  Wither- 
spoon, who  has  been  pastor  since  1958.

The  records  of  the  Session  contain 
many  instances  of  disciplinary  action  for 
drunkenness,  profanity,  lying,  slander, 
etc. 

Sardis  Church  has  had  seventeen  pas- 
tors including  the  present  pastor. 

Reverend  D.  D.  MacBryde  held  the 
longest  pastorate,  1854-1892.  He  was 
pastor  during  the  Civil  War,  but  there 
is  no  mention  of  the  War  in  the  Minutes 
though  more  than  a  dozen  Confederate 
dead  lie  in  the  old  Sardis  Cemetery. 
During  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  MacBryde 
there  was  a  gracious  season  of  revival, 
in  which  Mr.  MacBryde  was  assisted  by 
his  lifelong  friend,  the  Reverend  Martin 
McQueen,  father  of  the  late  and  be- 
loved Dr.  Angus  McQueen. 

Church  Buildings 

A  second  house  of  worship  was  built 
near  Hodges  Meeting  House  about  the 
year  1830.  The  present  beautiful  co- 
lonial church  was  dedicated  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Linden  in  the  Centennial  year, 
1916,  when  Reverend  J.  K.  Hall  was 
pastor. 

The  Sunday  School  Annex  was  built 
during  the  pastorate  of  Reverend  Frank 
S.  Blue,  and  added  greatly  to  the  useful- 
ness of  the  building. 

The  present  minister  is  the  Reverend 
Robert  S.  Arrowood,  son  of  a  line  of 
Presbyterian  ministers  in  North  Caro- 
lina. He  has  been  pastor  of  the  church 
since  1952. 
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Davidson  Reaches  Half-way  Goal 

Gifts  Total  O 

Gifts  and  pledges  totalling  more  than 
half  the  goal  being  sought  in  the  $5.5 
million  Ford  Challenge  Fund  program 
at  Davidson  College  were  reported  to 
faculty  and  trustees  recently  by  Walter 
Lingle,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees  and  national  co-chairman  of  the 
campaign. 

He  stated  that  $2,984,587  has  been 
raised  in  one-third  the  allotted  time  of 
the  campaign,  which  began  July  1,  1965, 
and  continues  through  June  30,  1968. 

Lingle  also  revealed  that  Davidson  is 
reporting  to  the  Ford  Foundation  the 
receipt  of  $2,350,192  during  the  first 
calendar  year  of  the  campaign,  which 
will  qualify  the  college  to  receive  $940,- 
076  as  a  challenge  grant  from  the  Foun- 
dation, thereby  strengthening  Davidson's 
program  by  $3,290,268  in  cash  to  date. 

Davidson  will  be  the  recipient  of  other 
such  Ford  challenge  grants  totalling  $1,- 
259,924  if  the  college  raises  an  additional 
$2,515,413  before  June  30,  1968.  Presi- 


ver  $3,000,000 

dent  D.  Grier  Martin  pointed  out  last 
year  in  announcing  the  challenge  pro- 
gram that  this  is  the  first  step  in  a  10- 
year  effort  to  add  $25,000,000  to  the  fin- 
ancial resources  of  the  college,  and  has 
expressed  hope  that  during  the  current 
campaign  that  as  much  as  $10,000,000 
may  be  raised. 

While  the  Ford  Foundation  has  ear- 
marked $100,000,000  of  its  resources  to 
aid  leading  liberal  arts  institutions  of  the 
nation,  Davidson  is  one  of  only  ten  col- 
leges in  the  South  to  qualify  for  the  pro- 
gram.

The  spots  are  sponsored  by  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.  S.  and  other  major 
denominations  through  the  Broadcasting 
and  Film  Commission,  National  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ.  Arrangements  for 
telecasting  the  "Alive"  spots  in  this  area 
were  made  by  Synod's  TRAV. 

According  to  the  Reverend  Francis  M. 
Womack,  Jr.,  pastor  of  Robinson  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Charlotte  and  chair- 
man of  Synod's  TRAV  Sub-commitee, 
Executive  Committee  of  Church  Exten- 
sion, each  participating  TV  station  will 
donate  between  $1,000  and  $1,500  of 
free  time  for  the  spots  each  week  for  six 
months.  The  total  amount  of  air  time 
donated  free  of  charge  by  the  stations 
is  expected  to  run  into  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars.

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Union  Theological  Seminary 
Begins  155th  Session 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fify-Fifth  aca- 
demic year  at  Union  Theological  Semin- 
ary in  Virginia  began  September  8  with 
an  address  by  Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell, 
Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States.  Dr.  Caldwell  is  a  former  presi- 
dent of  Louisville  Presbyterian  Seminary 
and  now  serves  as  Executive  Director 
of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc. 
with  offices  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of  the 
Seminary,  announced  at  the  opening  con- 
vocation that  253  students  begin  studies 
at  the  Seminary  this  fall.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 63  are  new  students,  58  of  whom 
begin  work  on  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
degree  at  Union.  Forty-two  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  new  Master  of  Sacred 
Theology  degree  program  which  is  be- 
ing offered  this  year  for  the  first  time. 

Foreign  Students 

Over  a  dozen  foreign  students  are  en- 
rolled at  Union,  coming  from  Greece, 
Brazil,  Germany,  Korea,  the  Republic  of 
the  Congo,  Japan,  India,  France,  and 
Canada. 

Eighteen  denominations  are  represent- 
ed in  the  student  body,  as  are  14  of  the 
16  synods  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  and  40  of  the  78  presby- 
teries. 

Four  new  faculty  members  begin  new 
teaching  duties  this  academic  year.  Dr. 
Neely  D.  McCarter  will  be  the  Robert 
and  Lucy  Reynolds  Critz  Professor  of 
Christian  Education.  Dr.  Patrick  D.  Mil- 
ler, Jr.,  will  occupy  the  John  F.  and 
Mary  Jane  McNair  Chair  as  Assistant 
Professor  of  Biblical  Studies.  Dr.  Lamar 
Williamson,  Jr.,  will  be  Visiting  Profes- 
sor in  the  Biblical  Department  this  year, 
and  the  Reverend  Robert  L.  Myers,  III, 
Chapian  of  Richmond  Memorial  Hos- 
pital, will  serve  as  Instructor  in  Clinical 
Training. 


To  Tune  of  $125  Million 
Presbyterian  Personnel  Insured 

An  intensive  effort  this  summer  by 
the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  to  in- 
crease the  protection  of  term  life  in- 
surance for  ordained  and  lay  employes 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
resulted  in  doubling  the  total  protection. 

Dr.  George  H.  Vick,  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  announced  that  the 
total  rose  from  $4,039,800  to  $8,721,400 
during  the  June-July  effort. 

The  Additional  Term  Insurance  policy 
that  was  first  offered  in  1960  had  a  pri- 
mary principal  of  $5,000.  This  was  in- 
creased to  $7,000  as  of  July  1,  and  new 
applications  were  received  without  physi- 
cal examination. 

Includes  Laymen 
Since  1952,  when  the  board  was  ask- 
ed by  the  General  Assembly  to  "explore 
the  possibilities  of  providing  .  .  .  the 
particular  benefits  which  may  be  avail- 
able to  them  in  the  purchase  of  group  in- 
surance," total  life  insurance  coverage 
has  grown  to  $27,506,400,  Dr.  Vick  said. 
In  addition,  870  lay  and  ordained  em- 
ployes are  covered  with  $32  million  in 
accidental  and  dismemberment  protec- 
tion. 

"Adding  these  life  protection  benefits 
to  the  major  medical  insurance  protec- 
tion which  the  board  administers  for 
both  active  and  retired  personnel  (ap- 
proximately $66  million),  we  arrive  at 
a  grand  total  of  approximately  $125  mil- 
lion in  life  and  health  insurance  protec- 
tion for  the  employes  of  our  Church," 
Dr.  Vick  noted.

Reverend  Robert  M.  Urie,  acting  di- 
rector of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Cen- 
ter and  on  the  staff  since  1961,  has 
been  named  by  President  Ansley  C. 
Moore  as  the  new  Director  for  the  spe- 
cial continuing  project  to  study  the  aca- 
demic and  social  needs  of  handicapped 
college  students.  The  year-old  project 
has  been  supported  by  grants  of  $40,000 
from  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Ad- 
ministration and  $13,500  from  the  Mary 
Duke  Biddle  Foundation.  The  new  direc- 
tor has  served  as  vocational  consultant 
for  the  project  from  the  beginning. 
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New  Hope  Church  Homecoming 

Sunday,  August  28,  New  Hope  Pres- 
byterian Church  near  Chapel  Hill  ob- 
served its  annual  Homecoming.  A  large 
congregation  was  present  for  the  oc- 
casion, and  dinner  was  served  on  the 
grounds  following  the  morning  service. 

Danny  Romine  of  the  Durham  Sun 
epitomized  the  occasion  in  a  story  which 
appeared  in  the  press  the  day  before  the 
celebration.  Among  other  things  he  point- 
ed out  the  following: 

The  story  of  the  "long-ago  minister 
who  stepped  down  from,  his  pulpit  to 
smoke  his  pipe  with  the  hostile  Indians 
on  the  church  steps"; 

"The  old  darkie  who  asked  to  be 
buried  next  to  the  tree  'where  my  massa 
hitched  his  horse'  "; 

The  fact  that  the  New  Hope  Church, 
located  half-way  between  Chapel  Hill 
and  Hillsborough,  is  "about  the  oldest 
settlement  around  these  parts". 

"Why  the  New  Hope  community  was 
here  .  .  . 

. . .  four  years  before  William  Church- 
ton  platted  the  present  town  of 
Hillsborough  and  called  it  Orange; 

. . .  foiu-  decades  before  the  corner- 
stone of  Old  East  was  laid  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  the 
oldest  state  university  in  the  U.S.; 

...  a  half  a  century  before  the  gen- 
eral assembly  authorized  commis- 
sioners to  lay  off  a  tract  of  land 
called  Greensboro; 

. . .  four  decades  before  Raleigh  was 
laid  out;  and 

...  a  century  before  Durham  was  any 
more  than  a  settlement  called 
Prattsburg  containing  wheat  and 
corn  mills". 

HISTORY 

Mr.  Romine  pointed  out  that  as  early 
as  the  1730's  several  families  in  Scotland 
— the  Craigs,  the  Blackwoods,  the  Kirk- 
lands,  and  perhaps  the  Freelands — de- 
cided that  they  "had  about  enough  of 
religious  persecution"  and  that  they  were 
ready  to  take  action;  therefore,  they  "set 
sail  .  .  .  and  landed  in  Pennsylvania", 

He  goes  on  to  point  out  that  Pennsyl- 
vania was  infested  with  hostile  Indians 
and  that  the  winters  were  bitter  cold; 
therefore,  led  by  Gilbert  Strayhorn, 
"father  of  all  the  North  Carolina  Stray- 
horns",  born  in  Pennsylvania  about  1715, 
members  of  the  Craig,  Blackwood,  Kirk- 
land,  and  Freeland  Families  emigrated  to 
North  Carolina  and  settled  on  the  banks 
of  the  Haw  River.  This  was  twenty-five 
years  before  the  Revolutionary  War.  The 
settlers,  inspired  by  what  they  discover- 
ed, named  the  settlement  "New  Hope", 
and  the  church  took  its  name  from  the 
settlement. 

It  is  significant  that  among  the  pre- 
sent citizens  of  the  community  there  are 
descendants  of  the  first  families,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  names  of  the  original  set- 
tlers. 


Church  Aids  School  Children 

After  six  months  of  study,  the  Neigh- 
borhood Concern  Committee  of  the 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church,  Char- 
lotte, of  which  Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall  is 
pastor,  has  recommended  that  the  Church 
launch  a  project  this  fall  to  aid  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Myers  Street  School,  which 
is  located  only  a  few  blocks  from  the 
Church. 

There  are  four  facets  to  the  project: 
— Tutoring  children  who  need  extra 

instruction; 

— Providing  school  lunches  for  the 

"dozens"  of  children  who  cannot  afford 

them; 

— Supplying  a  "clothes  closet"  for  chil- 
dren who  have  inadequate  clothing; 

— Acting  as  volunteer  school  attend- 
ance workers  to  visit  homes  and  learn 
why  children  have  been  absent. 

Dr.  Hall  remarked  on  the  establish- 
ment of  the  project  that  its  virtue  "lies 
in  involving  as  many  church  members 
as  possible  in  the  lives  of  the  children 
and  their  families"  and  added  that  the 
school  officials  had  endorsed  the  pro- 
gram and  encouraged  the  church's  full 
participation.

Prominent  Speaker 

Senator  MacLean,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  and  President  of 
the  Southern  National  Bank,  is  a  stu- 
dent of  local  history,  particularly  as  it 
pertains  to  the  Scotch  Presbyterian  of 
Southeastern  Norh  Carolina:  He  has 
recently  presented  to  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  the  diary  and 
sermons  of  his  great  uncle,  the  Rev.  Hec- 
tor MacLean,  who  was  a  Presbyterian 
preacher  in  this  state  prior  to  1875.

No  reser- 
vations by  out-of-the-Synod  persons  will 
be  made  until  after  June  1st — North 
Carolina  Synod  Presbyterians  have  the 
priority  until  that  date. 

The  Board  in  its  August  23  meeting 
heard  reports  of  the  successful  operations 
of  the  1966  season  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Cope- 
land  and  Miss  Nancy  Copeland  of  Dav- 
idson, who  managed  the  Home.

Science  is  man's  God-given  respon- 
sibility, because  "God  told  man  to 
name  all  things".  The  Hebrew  verb 
for  'Name'  means  to  enter  into  the 
secret  of,  or  to  control  the  power  of". 

Faith  in  the  Resmrection  is  essential, 
for  'in  what  sense  can  there  be  pro- 
gress in  which  every  man  including  the 
last  man  dies'. 

"The  two  great  questions  of  religion 
are,  Who  am  I  (a  question  of  origins), 
and  Why  am  I  (a  question  of  purpose 
and  destiny).

Because  Mrs.  Reynolds  Cared 

Since  1947,  the  year  Mrs.  Kate  B. 
Reynolds  established  a  $400,000  Trust 
Fund  to  provide  an  annuity  to  retired 
Presbyterian  ministers  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  $697,880  has  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Fund  for  distribution. 
An  average  of  64  ministers  per  annum 
have  been  assisted  and  the  annual  aver- 
age annuity  has  been  $625.06. 

The  good  effects  of  the  Fund  are  im- 
measurable, but  numerous  responses 
from  recipients  testify  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  good  woman  who  was  moved  to  act 
on  behalf  of  elderly  and  disabled  minis- 
ters. Some  of  the  comments  which  have 
been  received  from  these  recipients  are 
a  genuine  expression  of  appreciation  to 
the  donor,  such  as,  "What  a  nice  sur- 
prise this  time!";  "With  sincere  grati- 
tude"; "With  sincerest  appreciation"; 
"This  sure  helps";  and  "I  am  truly  grate- 
ful for  this  check". 

Good  management  by  the  Trustees  has 
resulted  in  substantial  increases  in  the 
earnings  from  the  Fund  in  spite  of  the 
accompanying  increase  of  the  number  of 
retired  ministers  participating  in  the 
Fund.  Originally  there  were  65;  today 
90.  How  long  this  ratio  will  be  maintain- 
ed is  problematical  since  the  number  of 
ministers  in  the  Synod  is  rapidly  ac- 
celerating: 419  in  1950;  593  in  1960; 
672  in  1965.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  60.38%.  The  increase  in  retired  min- 
isters since  1947  adds  up  to  40%. 

Apparently  the  situation  calls  for  ad- 
ditional funds  for  the  future. 

Should  some  Presbyterian  of  means 
(and  there  are  doubtless  a  number  in 
the  Synod)  be  moved  to  duplicate  the 
generosity  of  Mrs.  Reynolds,  it  could  be 
hoped  that  they  might  not  only  provide 
further  for  honorably  retired  ministers.

Meeting  at  the  Lansing,  N.  C.  Church 
on  September  27,  the  Presbytery  of  Win- 
ston-Salem elected  Thomas  B.  Bagnal, 
Jr.,  pastor  of  First  Church,  Mt.  Airy, 
as  moderator. 

The  Presbytery  honorably  retired  Dr. 
Price  H.  Gwyn,  Jr.,  at  his  request,  and 
adopted  a  resolution  which  recognized 
his  significant  contribution  to  the 
Church. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Lofquist,  was  ex- 
amined and  received  from  Concord  Pres- 
bytery.

Richmond,  Virginia  —  (PN)  —  Smith 
Hall,  a  three-story  brick  house,  for  six- 
ty-eight years  a  professor's  home  on  the 
campus  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  has  been  converted 
into  a  co-ed  dormitory.  Here  eight  of 
the  nine  women  students  are  housed.  A 
tenth  is  expected  in  January. 

This  is  the  first  woman's  dorm  for  the 
Seminary  in  its  154-year-old  history,  and 
also  the  largest  enrollment  of  female 
students. 

The  first  of  the  Seminary's  three  wo- 
men graduates  was  graduated  in  the 
class  of  1952. 

Women  Speak  Out 

The  place  of  women  in  the  Church 
was  expressed  by  several  of  the  en- 
rolees. 

According  to  Sally  Hagy,  a  senior 
from  Beckley,  West  Virginia,  the  "trend 
of  women  in  the  Church  is  going  to  be- 
come more  and  more  predominant  in  the 
next  few  years". 

She  added  that  "the  traditional  image 
of  the  minister  is  changing.  The  emphasis 
today  is  on  the  "ministry"  rather  than 
on  the  "minister". 

Another  student,  Julia  Simmons,  a 
junior  from  Birmingham,  Alabama,  said 
she  was  surprised  to  find  so  many  wo- 
men at  UTS,  and  still  another,  Eliza- 
beth Hill  from  Richmond,  added,  "It's 
good  not  to  be  the  only  one  here".

Cynthia  Seawell,  a  junior  from  Chapel 
Hill,  N.  C,  .said  she  had  heard  of 
churches  that  were  "seeking  women  for 
team  ministry  work  within  the  Church. 
More  and  more  people  are  beginning  to 
recognize  there  are  certain  situations  in 
the  Church  where  women  can  work  bet- 
ter than  men,"  she  added. 

Miss  Hagy  called  young  women  in  the 
ministry  "a  new  breed.  There  are  no 
categories  that  we  have  to  fit  ourselves 
into.  We  are  creating  our  own  ministry 
as  we  go  along.  There  are  all  sorts  of 
possibilities  of  doing  the  same  things 
men  do  in  the  ministry.  We  can  preach, 
we  can  counsel,  and  we  can  teach".

He 
added,  "We  need  to  gather  all  our  re- 
sources into  a  united  church." 

Dr.  Mollegen  went  on  to  say  that  those 
active  in  the  church  union  movement  are 
never  going  to  stop  striving  to  reach 
their  goal  no  matter  what  the  difficul- 
ties, the  heartaches,  the  setbacks.  The 
Virginia  Episcopal  Seminary  professor 
also  said,  "The  union  movement  is  both 
an  agony  and  a  joy  to  me." 

More  than  240  people  were  registered 
for  the  Durham  Conference  on  the  CON- 
SULTATION ON  CHURCH  UNION, 
which  was  held  at  the  Jack  Tar  Hotel. 
The  conference  was  held  in  order  to 
stimulate  grass  roots  discussion  of  the 
union  movement. 

The  Durham  Conference  was  attend- 
ed by  Presbyterians  U.  S.,  United  Pres- 
byterians, Methodists,  Southern  Baptists, 
Episcopalians,  Roman  Catholics,  Dis- 
ciples of  Christ,  Moravians,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  and 
the  A.M.E.  Zion  Church.

Eighty-nine  retired  Presbyterian  min- 
isters in  North  Carolina  received  ap- 
proximately $450.00  each  on  September 
23rd  from  the  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds 
Fund. 

The  total  amount  of  money  distributed 
was  $40,053.40.  Distribution  of  money 
is  made  twice  annually.  The  amount 
distributed  March  23,  1966,  was  $40,- 
370.23,  making  a  total  of  $80,423.63 
for  the  year  1966. 

From  $400,000  to  $550,000 

The  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds  Fund, 
which  is  administered  by  the  Presbyter- 
ian Synod's  Committee  on  Annuities  and 
Relief,  the  Rev.  David  H.  Burr  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, Chairman,  was  established 
in  1947  by  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Kate 
Bitting  Reynolds  of  Winston-Salem.  Her 
will  ear-marked  $400,000  to  be  used  in 
setting  up  a  trust  fund  for  the  mainten- 
ance and  support  of  aged  Presbyterian 
Ministers  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina. The  original  principal  has  now 
grown  to  approximately  $550,000. 

Retired  Presbyterian  ministers  who 
are  members  of  a  Presbytery  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  have  serv- 
ed at  least  five  years  in  the  state  during 
their  ministerial  careers,  are  eligible  to 
participate  in  the  fund.

Dr.  Mollegen  said  the  Consultation  has 
arrived  at  a  consensus  on  basic  princi- 
ples by  four  years  of  discussion  and  a 
realization  that  each  denomination  has 
a  rich  tradition  to  contribute.  C.O.C.U. 
has  settled  upon  two  creeds,  the  Apostle's 
and  Nicene  Creeds,  as  expressing  the 
basic  essentials  of  the  Christian  faith. 
These  creeds  would  become  the  norm 
of  the  united  church,  the  shape  and 
substance  of  worship.

Steps  Toward  Union? 

Preliminary  discussions  concerning  fu- 
ture relationships  among  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.,  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  Reformed  Church  in  Am- 
erica were  held  in  Atlanta  September  20. 
The  moderators  and  stated  clerks  of  the 
two  Presbyterian  bodies  took  part  in  the 
discussions,  as  did  the  inter-church  re- 
lations leaders  of  all  three  denominations. 

Further  consultation  was  planned  by 
the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Inter-Church  Relations  at  its 
meeting  September  21.  The  group  agreed 
that  a  subcommittee  should  be  named  to 
seek  a  further  exchange  among  repre- 
sentatives of  the  three  churches. 
*    *  * 

The  Pan-Presbyterian  Conference  has 
invited  four  other  Presbyterian  and  Re- 
formed bodies  to  take  in  the  annual  con- 
versations aimed  at  fostering  coopera- 
tion and  church  unity. 

Twenty-two  leaders  from  the  five  de- 
nominations with  a  membership  of  five 
million  met  in  Atlanta  September  20. 
They  came  from  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  Cumberland  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.,  Reformed  Church  in  America, 
and  United  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Second  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church, 
a  member  of  the  conference,  was  not 
represented. 

The  group  voted  to  invite  represen- 
tation from  the  Christian  Reformed 
Church,  Hungarian  Reformed  Church, 
Moravian  Church,  and  Unity  of  the 
Czech  Brethren. 

Plans  were  shaped  for  grass-roots  pan- 
Presbyterian  conversations  next  year  in 
various  sections  of  the  country.  Mention- 
ed as  possible  areas  for  such  meetings 
were  New  York-New  Jersery,  Tampa, 
Charlotte,  Memphis  and  Dallas-Fort 
Worth.

The  Synod  Men's  Council  of  North 
Carolina  observed  the  installation  of  its 
officers  for  1967  at  the  Myers  Park 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Charlotte,  Sun- 
day, September  25.

Senator  Irwin  Belk  of  Charlotte  is  the 
new  President;  L.  Jack  Walls  of  Clinton, 
Jay  Gilliland  of  Sanford,  and  John  Fri- 
day of  Lincolnton  are  Vice-Presidents; 
Dr.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence  of  Charlotte  is 
Secretary-Treasurer;  and  Roland  V.

The  Presbyterian  Church-of-the-Cove- 
nant,  the  First  Baptist  Church,  the  Col- 
lege Place  Methodist  Church,  the  Wesley 
Foundation  Methodist  Church,  and  the 
local  Westminster  Fellowship,  all  of 
Greensboro  have  united  in  a  project  of 
"concern  for  their  neighbors." 

The  free  church-community  kinder- 
garten is  held  at  the  Church-of-the-Cove- 
nant  and  is  open  to  children  of  all  races. 
Seventeen  children  are  enrolled. 

The  work  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  the  Reverend  Kay  M.  Misenheimer, 
Associate  Pastor  of  the  Covenant  Church. 

In  addition  to  support  by  the  churches, 
individuals  and  merchants  in  the  general 
area  are  supporting  the  project. 
May  Expand  Program 

The  Kindergarten  was  established  only 
after  a  survey  of  the  neighborhood.  Mrs. 
Harriet  Henson  was  secured  as  the  Di- 
rector-Teacher. She  is  a  UNC-G  grad- 
uate and  has  done  post  graduate  work 
at  Columbia  University. 

According  to  Mr.  Misenheimer,  the 
program  may  be  expanded  in  order  to 
include  older  children  and  adults. 


Groundbreaking  At  Kinston 

The  Kinston  First  Church,  Dr.  Thom- 
as H.  Hamilton,  pastor,  recently  broke 
ground  for  the  new  sanctuary.  Services, 
preparatory  to  erecting  the  building 
which  will  seat  450  persons,  were  at- 
tended by  members  of  the  congregation 
out-of-doors. 

When  completed  the  church  facilities 
will  include  the  full  complement  of 
buildings  on  the  site  which  was  chosen 
some  eight  or  ten  years  ago  for  the 
original  units  consisting  of  the  fellow- 
ship hall,  chapel,  offices,  and  classrooms. 
In  all  more  than  one  million  dollars  is 
being  invested  in  the  program. 


The  Executive  Committee  on  Educa- 
tional Institutions  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  convened  at  Davidson  College 
October  17. 

Dr.  James  L.  Price,  Dean  of  Trinity 
College,  Duke  University,  and  Chairman 
of  Synod's  Committee,  presided  over  the 
meeting  which  was  highlighted  by  the 
presence  of  President  D.  Grier  Martin 
and  members  of  his  staff  who  not  only 
informed  the  Synod's  Committee  in  re- 
gard to  the  student  body,  academic  pro- 
gram, financial  status,  and  faculty-ad- 
ministration situaton,  but  responded  to 
numerous  questions  asked  by  members 
of  the  Committee. 

President  Martin  welcomed  members 
of  the  Committee  and  served  as  host  for 
a  delicious  lunch  served  in  the  Peter 
Stewart  Ney  Room  of  the  new  Student 
Union. 

Members  of  the  Davidson  staff  who 
met  with  the  Synod's  Committee  were 
Dean  Frontis  Johnston,  Dean  of  the 
Faculty;  Dean  Richard  Burts,  Dean  of 
Students;  Mr.  Robert  Curie,  Treasurer 
of  the  College;  and  Mr.  Robert  J.  Sail- 
stad.  Director  of  Development. 

The  Committee  took  an  action  approv- 
ing of  a  recommendation  to  Synod  that 
during  the  fall  of  1967  and  the  winter 
of  1968,  the  nine  Presbyteries  of  Synod 
be    requested    to    observe  "Davidson 


Month",  and  within  that  month  a  "Da- 
vidson Sunday". 

The  purpose  of  the  Davidson  Month 
and  Sunday  is  to  permit  the  College  to 
pursue  its  financial  program  towards  ob- 
taining the  full  quota  of  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation Grant  of  $2.2  million  which  is 
made  on  a  matching  basis.  President 
Martin  acquainted  the  Committee  with 
the  fact  that  currently  $2,984,587  has 
been  raised  from  alumni  and  friends, 
matched  by  similar  amount  from  the 
Ford  Foundation. 

President  Martin  modestly  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  Committee  that  ac- 
cording to  a  recent  rating  of  colleges, 
Davidson  was  ranked  number  one  among 
all  colleges  in  the  South,  and  fourth 
among  all  institutions — colleges  and  uni- 
versities— being  surpassed  only  by  Rice 
in  Texas,  Duke  University,  and  Vander- 
bilt. 

The  Committee  took  an  action  in  re- 
gard to  the  Eva  and  Bessie  McKay  Scho- 
larship Fund  which  was  received  by  the 
Synod  at  its  meeting  in  June.  The  $5,000 
bequest  which  was  appropriated  as  a 
Ministerial  Scholarship  was  ordered  to 
be  placed  with  the  Presbyterian  Founda- 
tion, and  the  Committee  voted  to  use  the 
income  from  the  Fund  in  a  manner  to 
be  determined  from  time-to-time  by  the

National  Vocational  Guidance  Week 

NATIONAL  VOCATIONAL  GUIDANCE  WEEK  is  set  aside  to  let  people  know  what 
guidance  is,  how  it  helps  youth  as  well  as  adults  to  make  sound  career  choices, 
where  counseling  and  career  guidance  can  be  obtained,  and  why  the  further 
development  of  these  services  needs  public  understanding  and  support. 

DATES:  OCTOBER  23-29,  1966.  This  is  the  First  National  Vocational  Guidance  Week 
Observance. 

THEME:  "REACH  FOR  TOMORROW  THROUGH  VOCATIONAL  GUIDANCE" 

The  Theme  was  selected  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  having  long-range 
career  aspirations  for  which  one  should  plan  today  for  realization  tomorrow. 
It  was  chosen  also  to  suggest  the  need  for  guidance  at  various  stages  of  one's 
work  life  when  outside  forces  such  as  illness  or  automation  make  a  change 
of  occupation  necessary. 

SPONSORS: 

National  Vocational  Guidance  Week  is  sponsored  by  the  National  Vocational 
Guidance  Association,  a  division  of  the  American  Personnel  and  Guidance 
Association,  and  its  local  branches  throughout  the  nation. 
(In  North  Carolina  it  is  sponsored  by  the  NVGA  and  the  North  Carolina 
VGA,  a  division  of  the  North  Carolina  Personnel  and  Guidance  Association.) 
NVGA  is  a  professional  Association  founded  in  1913  concerned  with  educational 
and  vocational  guidance  and  with  vocational  development.  Its  more  than 
10,000  members  include  vocational  guidance  and  occupational  counselors  in 
public  and  private  schools,  colleges,  government  agencies,  volimtary  agencies, 
government,  industry,  and  private  counseling  centers,  and  those  engaged  in 
student  personnel  work. 

NEED: 

Rapid  economic,  social  and  technological  changes  are  altering  the  nature  and 
kinds  of  jobs  available  in  our  economy,  and  are  making  new  and  different 
demands  on  the  skills  and  personal  characteristics  of  workers  of  all  ages.  It 
is  estimated  that  in  the  coming  decades,  workers  will  experience  three  to  four 
occupational  shifts  during  the  course  of  their  working  lives.  Thus  the  process 
of  vocational  choice,  once  considered  a  one-time  event  of  youth,  is  one  of 
continuing  accommodation  to  changing  circumstances. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE  face  a  bewildering  career  choice.  The  1965  edition  of 
Dictionary  of  Occupational  Titles  lists  23,000  jobs  under  35,000  titles.  Vocational 
Guidance  can  help  them. 

PERSONS  IN  THEIR  FORTIES  AND  FIFTIES  often  face  job  changes  due  to 
obsolescence  of  skills  and  business  closings,  geographical  shifts,  or  physical 
disabilities.  Vocational  guidance  can  help  them  reassess  capabilities  in  terms  of 
current  requirements  and  opportunities. 

FOR  DISADVANTAGED  CITIZENS  OF  ALL  AGES,  vocational  evaluation, 
guidance  and  training  is  scheduled,  under  new  federal  programs,  to  play  a  vital 
part  in  turning  them  into  productive  members  of  society.

Glade  Valley  Students 
Work  For  Education 

Every  student  at  Glade  Valley  School 
near  Sparta  works  to  earn  part  of  his 
school  fees. 

The  girls  work  in  the  kitchen,  laundry, 
and  dining  room,  and  do  the  housekeep- 
ing in  their  own  dorms  and  the  class- 
room buildings. 

The  boys  work  on  the  farm  and  cam- 
pus, looking  after  farm  production  and 
maintenance  of  campus  lawns,  walks, 
and  roads.  They  tend  to  the  cattle  and 
swine,  fill  silos,  make  hay,  plant  and 
harvest  crops. 

In  addition,  the  boys  do  masonry  and 
carpentry  and  housekeep  their  own 
dorms.  They  work  in  the  fields  and  on 
the  school's  tree  farm,  as  well  as  tend 
the  heating  boilers  and  remove  snow. 

Produce  Food  for  Table 

Much  of  the  food  on  the  table  at  the 
School  is  produced  by  the  boys  and 
prepared  by  the  girls,  and  they  take  pride 
in  the  fact  that  they  have  some  respon- 
sibility for  their  own  livelihood  which 
explains  the  fact  that  they  take  pains  to 
produce  and  prepare  quality  products. 

The  boys  produce  all  the  meat,  both 
beef  and  pork,  used  by  the  school  and 
about  one-third  of  the  vegetables. 

Even  so,  the  students  have  time  for 
a  full  program  of  recreation  and  athle- 
tics, as  well  as  studies. 

Glade  Valley  is  noted  for  its  excellent 
choir  and  also  for  its  fine  athletic  teams. 

About  two-thirds  of  Glade  Valley 
graduates  enroll  in  college  or  other  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education.

Noted  Educator  Dies 

Dr.  Oliver  Cromwell  Carmichael,  74, 
widely  acknowledged  as  one  of  the 
Southeast's  most  knowledgeable  and  re- 
spected educators,  died  recently  at  his 
Asheville  home  following  a  long  illness. 

He  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  State  University  of  New 
York  from  1948  to  1953,  during  which 
time  he  also  was  president  of  the  Carne- 
gie Foundation  for  Advancement  of 
Teaching.  From  1953  to  1957  he  served 
as  President  of  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama, and  was  a  former  President  of 
Alabama  College  and  former  chancellor 
of  Vanderbilt  University. 

Dr.  Carmichael  contributed  substan- 
tially to  the  Asheville-Biltmore  College 
program  and  the  new  $550,000  humani- 
ties building  on  the  campus  was  named 
in  his  honor. 

In  1956,  he  became  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Higher 
Education,  and  in  1963-64,  served  as  its 
Chairman. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the 
Asheville  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Dr.  Carmichael  is  survived  by  two 
sons,  Fred  H.  of  Asheville  and  Oliver  C. 
of  South  Bend,  Ind.

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Closer  To  Union? 

If  current  negotiations  between  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  and 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  result 
in  a  union  of  the  two  bodies,  the  new 
church  will  be  called  the  Presbyterian 
Reformed,  Church  in  America. 

This  was  agreed  upon  last  week  (Oct. 
3-5)  at  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee of  Twenty-four 

The  joint  group  reviewed  the  first 
committee  draft  of  a  proposed  Form  of 
Government  and  Rules  of  Discipline  for 
a  united  church.  The  draft  follows  the 
form  of  the  Presbyterian  Book  of  Church 
Order,  with  additions  and  changes. 

Organization 

The  document  proposes  to  carry  on 
the  presbytery  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  whose  corresponding  unit  is  the 
classis  in  the  Reformed  Church.  It  also 
proposes  to  carry  on  the  RCA's  consis- 
tory in  the  local  congregation. 

Another  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Nov. 
7-8  in  Chicago  to  review  the  second 
committe  draft  with  recommended  edi- 
torial changes. 

The  completed  document  is  expected 
to  be  ready  for  distribution  to  the 
churches  by  the  first  of  next  year.  It  will 
be  circulated  for  study  and  suggestions 
for  the  committee's  consideration  in 
drafting  a  Plan  of  Union. 

Time  Table 

Target  date  for  the  Plan  of  Union  to 
be  sent  to  presbyteries  and  classes  for 
vote  is  1968.  If  these  lower  courts  rati- 
fy the  plan,  then  it  will  be  sent  to  the 
1969  meetings  of  the  Presbyterian  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  Reformed  General 
Synod  for  enactment.  If  approval  is 
given  again,  the  constituting  assembly  of 
the  new  united  church  would  be  held  in 
1970. 


Parish  Ministry 

Miss  Frances  Pritchett  of  Mebane  re- 
cently began  work  as  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  in  a  pioneer  co-operative 
work  among  seven  churches  of  Orange 
County,  to  wit,  Bethlehem,  Efland,  Eno, 
Fairfield,  Little  River,  New  Hope,  and 
Hillsborough. 

Miss  Pritchett's  work  is  involved  pri- 
marily with  local  churches  for  confer- 
ences, church  school  meetings,  family 
suppers,  women's  activities,  youth  and 
young  adult  work,  and  some  enterprises 
which  unite  the  efforts  of  all  -the  church- 
es. 

Miss  Pritchett  is  a  native  of  Burling- 
ton, a  graduate  of  High  Point  College, 
and  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Chris- 
tian Education  in  Richmond.

For  sixteen  years  she  was  secretary 
and  director  of  Christian  Education  at 
the  First  Church,  Burlington,  and  later 
served  the  Shiloh  Church  of  that  city.

Mrs.  Marshall  Newton,  Master 
of  the  Grange,  said  of  the  honor,  "Way- 
side Grange  is  very  happy  to  sponsor 
Galatia  Church  for  this  recognition.  The 
old  Church  was  burned  to  the  ground 
on  December  13,  1959.  As  of  today  we 
have  completed  a  beautiful  debt-free 
brick  building.  The  Church  has  grown 
spiritually  as  well  as  financially". 

80th  Anniversary  Observed 

The  Culdee  Presbyterian  Church  near

The  Culdee  Church  was  organized  in 
1886,  by  Scotch  Presbyterians  and  now 
has  the  largest  membershp  in  its  history.

75th  Anniversary  Celebrated 

The  Stanley  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  observed 
Homecoming  and  the  Celebration  of  its 
75th  Anniversary  on  September  18. 

A  new  educational  and  activities  build- 
ing was  dedicated  on  the  new  church 
site,  located  within  the  town  limits  of 
Stanley  on  the  old  Mt.  Holly  Road.

The  150-member  church  is  led  by  the 
Reverend  C.  R.  Terrell,  Pastor.

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Church  Fires  Down 
Total  Damage  Up 

BOSTON  (RNS)  —  Although  church 
and  synagogue  fires  in  the  U.  S.  during 
1965  were  reduced  by  200  from  the 
previous  year  to  a  3,400  total,  losses 
rose  by  $4  million  to  $24.9  million,  it 
was  reported  here  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association. 

In  1964  there  were  3,600  church  fires 
with  a  loss  of  $20.9  million;  however, 
while  that  year  included  only  eight  ma- 
jor church  fires  (damage  of  $250,000 
and  up),  in  1965  there  were  15  with  a 
$5.9  million  total  loss. 

These  major  fires  contributed  substan- 
tially to  the  1965  grand  total.  Among 
them  were:  Beth  El  Temple,  Springfield, 
Mass.,  $682,900;  St.  Matthew's  Lutheran, 
Charleston,  S.  C,  $500,000;  First  Con- 
gregational, Vernon,  Conn.,  $308,000; 
Sacred  Heart  Catholic,  Boston,  $500,000; 
First  Parish  Congregational,  Brockton, 
Mass.,  $558,000;  and  Broadway  Baptist, 
Knoxville,  Tenn.,  $475,000. 


Minister  Featured 

The  Reverend  John  Douglas  Smith, 
Minister  of  the  Morganton  Church,  was 
recently  featured  in  the  Hickory  Daily 
Record  under  the  heading,  "Neighboring 
Notable". 

Wake  Bridges,  the  author,  who  inter- 
viewed Mr.  Smith,  revealed  that  the  53- 
year  old  minister  who  was  born  in 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  has  spent  a  part 
of  his  life  in  seven  different  States,  in- 
cluding his  native  state,  Texas,  Okla- 
homa, Kentucky,  Wyoming,  New 
Mexico,  and  North  Carolina. 

As  a  young  man  he  pursued  his  fath- 
er's chosen  vocation  of  well-digging, 
which  included  search  for  both  oil  and 
water.  He  was  influenced  by  a  Sunday 
School  teacher  in  Sarasota,  Florida  to 
further  his  education,  looking  towards 
the  ministry. 

Mr.  Smith,  a  graduate  of  Union  The- 
ological Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
class  of  1941,  was  ordained  by  El  Paso 
Presbytery  in  Texas  in  1941,  and  since 
then  has  served  churches  at  Portles,  New 
Mexico;  Forest  City,  North  Carolina;  the 
Brevard-Davidson  River  Church  in  Bre- 
vard; and  since  1955,  the  Morganton 
First  Presbyterian  Church.

Hillsborough  I 

On  September  25,  the  Hillsborough 
Presbyterian  Church  exactly  observed  its 
150th  Anniversary,  the  Church  having 
been  organized  on  the  same  date  in  the 
year  1816. 

Guest  soloist  for  the  day  was  David 
H.  Witherspoon,  a  distant  relative  of  the 
Church's  first  Pastor,  the  Rev.  John 
Knox  Witherspoon,  who  himself  was  a 
grandson  of  the  famous  Dr.  John  With- 
erspoon, President  of  Princeton  College, 
and  the  only  minister  who  signed  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  Mr.  With- 
erspoon is  Director  of  Sales  Develop- 
ment with  WRAL-TV  in  Raleigh. 

Speaker  for  the  occasion  was  the  Rev- 
erend Harold  J.  Dudley,  D.D.,  who 
preached  on  the  subject,  "Faith  of  our 
Fathers". 

Cemetery  Brochure 

A  feature  of  the  service  was  the  pre- 
sentation to  the  congregation  of  copies 
of  "The  Old  Town  Cemetery,  1757, 
Hillsborough,  North  Carolina",  publish- 
ed by  the  Historic  Hillsborough  Commis- 
sion and  edited  by  Mrs.  Alfred  G.  Eng- 
strom. 

The  significance  of  the  brochure  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  cemetery  and  church 
property  are  contiguous,  though  the  Ce- 
metery is  not  entirely  and  strictly  the 
Presbyterian  Cemetery;  nevertheless, 
among  the  232  graves  in  the  cemetery, 
120  or  more  hold  the  remains  of  Pres- 
terians.  Furthermore,  the  Cemetery  ante- 
dates the  Church,  the  oldest  grave  dating 
from  1757.  Many  prominent  North  Caro- 
linians are  buried  here,  including  such 
distinguished  persons  as  the  Honorable 
William  Hooper,  Esq.,  a  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  one  of  the 
first  three  North  Carolinians  who  repre- 
sented the  State  in  the  Continental  Con- 


gress who  died  in  1790;  William  A.  Gra- 
ham, Governor  of  Norh  Carolina  (1845- 
49);  Archibald  DeBow  Murphy  (1777- 
1832),  known  as  the  father  of  Education 
in  North  Carolina;  Chief  Justice  Frede- 
rick Nash  (1781-1858);  Members  of  the 
famous  Strudwick  Family,  including  Dr. 
Edmund  Strudwick,  the  Founder  and 
First  President  of  the  State  Medical  So- 
ciety (1807-1877);  the  Rev.  John  Knox 
Witherspoon  (1791-1853),  the  first  Min- 
ister of  the  Church;  and  members  of  the 
Burwell-Kollock-Hogg-Heartt  and  Nor- 
wood Families;  and  many  others. 

History  By  Pastor 

The  Reverend  James  H.  Wade,  Minis- 
ter of  the  Church,  presented  a  brief  his- 
tory of  the  Church,  which  though  num- 
bering about  250  members,  has  been 
one  of  the  most  historical  Churches,  like 
the  Town  in  which  it  is  located,  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

Hillsborough  has  been  famous  for  its 
fine  schools,  several  of  which  were  con- 
ducted by  Presbyterians,  including  the 
Burwells  and  the  Nash  and  Pollock  Sis- 
ters. 

The  Hillsborough  Church  has  been 
celebrating  the  Sesqui-centennial  since 
August  7,  when  Homecoming  was  ob- 
served, on  which  occasion  several  form- 
er ministers  were  present. 

On  October  27,  Orange  Presbytery  is 
scheduled  to  meet  in  the  Church  for  its 
404th  Session.  Finally  on  November  6, 
there  will  be  a  "Hillsborough  Weekend 
Climax"  with  an  address  in  the  morning 
and  a  memorial  service  in  the  Old  Town 
Cemetery  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Sesqui-Centennial  Committee  of 
the  Church  is  composed  of  Clarence  B. 
Jones,  Chairman;  Burnard  F.  Allison, 
and  Fred  T.  Claytor. 


Annual  Homecoming  at  Old 
Bethesda 

Old  Bethesda  Church  at  the  Head  of 
Rockfish  Creek,  Aberdeen,  held  the  an- 
nual homecoming  late  in  September. 

Dr.  Ross  MacKenzie,  a  native  of 
Scotland  and  now  Associate  Professor 
of  History  at  Union  Theological  Semin- 
ary, Richmond,  Virginia,  was  guest  min- 
ister. 

The  historic  old  church  is  used  only 
on  Homecomings  and  other  rare  occas- 
ions. It  was  organized  in  1790,  by  Orange 
Presbytery  and  became  a  charter  mem- 
ber of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  when  it 
was  formed  in  1813. 

Following  the  morning  service  the  us- 
ual picnic  dinner  was  spread  on  the 
long  tables  beneath  the  nearby  trees. 

The  Church  was  founded  by  early 
Scottish  settlers  who  emigrated  to  North 
Carolina  after  the  Battle  of  Culloden, 
and  is  now  an  historic  shrine.  The  Min- 
ister of  the  Church  is  Dr.  W.  C.  Neill. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Homecoming  Com- 
mittee was  J.  Talbot  Johnson,  a  ruling 
elder  in  the  Church. 


Former  Minister  Heard 

John  E.  Murray,  former  minister  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.,  recently 
addressed  the  Rotarians  of  Roanoke  Ra- 
pids. Mr.  Murray,  a  native  of  Roanoke 
Rapids,  served  churches  in  Granville,  Al- 
bemarle, Wilmington,  and  Birmingham 
Presbyteries.  He  is  currently  a  staff 
member  of  the  North  Carolina  Fund. 


DEDICATION 

Cook's  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte  recently  dedicated  a  new  edu- 
cational building.  This  represents  the 
first  addition  to  the  facilities  of  the 
church  since  the  sanctuary  was  com- 
pleted fourteen  years  ago. 
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Chappell  Named  Ministry 
Director 

John  F.  Chappell,  27,  of  Beaufort, 
South  Carolina,  was  appointed  Director 
of  North  Carolina  College's  United  Cam- 
pus Christian  Ministry  in  September,  as 
announced  by  the  NCC  Interim  Com- 
mittee. 

He  succeeds  Henry  G.  Elkins,  Direc- 
tor since  1962,  who  resigned  to  study 
toward  a  doctorate  in  sociology  at  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Chappell,  who  re- 
ceived his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Southern  Pines,  N.  C,  was 
awarded  the  B.  S.  degree  by  Wake  For- 
est College  in  1961.  He  received  the 
B.  D.  degree  from  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  in  1965  and  a 
Master  of  Sacred  Theology  in  the  field 
of  religion  and  dramatic  literature  from 
New  York's  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  May  of  this  year. 

Mr.  Chappell  has  been  employed  as  a 
chaplain  at  the  national  Boy  Scout  ranch 
in  Cimarron,  New  Mexico;  as  an  actor 
in  "The  Lost  Colony"  at  Manteo,  N.  C; 
and  more  recently  as  an  intern  in  the 
Student  Interracial  Ministry  with  a  New 
York  City  urban  project. 

Chappell,  who  has  performed  with 
various  summer  stock  and  little  theatre 
companies,  produced  and  directed  "In- 
herit the  Wind"  and  a  touring  company 
of  "Waiting  for  Godot"  while  at  South- 
eastern Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  He 
also  toured  with  "A  Sleep  of  Prisoners" 
to  churches  in  North  Carolina.  For  sev- 
enteen weeks  in  1965  he  appeared  on 
"Reviewing  Stand",  a  weekly  radio  pro- 
gram relating  religion  to  various  theatri- 
cal and  cultural  events  in  the  New  York 
metropolitan  area.  He  also  participated 
in  holding  worship  services  for  prisoners 
at  the  Queens  House  of  Detention  in 
New  York  while  working  with  the  Stu- 
dent Interracial  Ministry  and  completing 
his  studies  at  Union. 


Minister  Praised 

The  Reverend  Charles  Kirkpatrick  was 
praised  in  an  editorial  in  the  Forest  City 
Courier  early  in  September  in  connection 
with  his  effective  ministry  in  that  city 
where  he  served  as  minister  for  nine 
years.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  was  recently  call- 
ed to  the  McPherson  Church  in  Fayette- 
ville. 

The  editorial  commented,  "Seldom  has 
a  minister  meant  so  much  to  a  com- 
munity and  the  coimty  as  Charles  Kirk- 
patrick has  to  Forest  City  and  Ruther- 
ford County  .  .  .  There  have  been  other 
important  positions  and  honors  that 
came  to  this  minister,  but  few  as  im- 
portant as  the  confidence  placed  in  him". 
Mr.  Kirkpatrick  was  "Citizen  of  the  Year" 
in  1964. 

Mr.  Kirkpatrick  is  a  native  of  Max- 
ton,  a  veteran  of  World  War  II,  and 
a  graduate  of  Columbia  Theological  Se- 
minary.

Considers  Moderator's  Sermon 


Albemarle  Presbytery  convened  at 
Ahoskie  in  its  155th  Stated  Session  Oc- 
tober 11. 

Dr.  James  M.  McChesney,  Minister  of 
the  Rocky  Mount  First  Church,  was 
elected  Moderator. 

Presbytery  spent  more  than  one  hour 
considering  the  sermon  preached  at  the 
July  meeting  by  Ruling  Elder  Julian  B. 
Fenner,  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Rocky 
Mount  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Following  a  brief  introduction  of  the 
matter  by  the  Reverend  Richard  R.  Gam- 
mon, Minister  of  the  Greenville  First 
Church,  Presbytery  broke  up  into  sec- 
tions and  thoroughly  analyzed  the  ser- 
mon. 

Reports  of  different  sections  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Presbytery, 
the  Reverend  Tom  M.  Davis,  Greenville, 
who  will  compile  them  for  distribution. 

Cleavage  in  Church 

The  Sermon  had  declared  that  there 
is  a  serious  division  in  the  church  be- 
tween ministers  and  laymen.  The  sermon 
charged  that  at  the  courts  of  the  Church, 
the  Ruling  Elders  and  the  Ministers  each 
"vote  straight  down  the  line". 

The  Sermon  pled  for  a  greater  unity 
in  the  Church  and  suggested  that  minis- 
ters need  to  do  a  better  job  of  "educat- 
ing" the  laity  on  theological  and  social 
issues  today. 

Pr,esbytery  received  Rev.  William  N. 
Gordon  from  Fayetteville  and  approved 
of  a  commission  installing  him  as  pastor 
of  the  Farmville  and  Caraway  Chuches. 

Raymond  W.  Cooper,  Grainger,  Iowa, 
Stewardship  Counsellor  for  the  Presby- 
tery addressed  Presbytery  on  "Achieving 
the  Impossible". 

Presbytery  increased  the  minimum 
salary  for  ministers  from  $4,400  to  $4,- 
600  for  1967,  with  the  present  $1,100 
for  expenses  remaining  the  same. 

Churches  Dissolved 

The  Frank  Price  and  Berea  Churches 
near  Wilson  were  dissolved,  effective 
January  1,  1967,  and  assigned  respective- 
ly to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Wilson  and  the  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Wilson,  both  with  the  status 
of  chapels. 

Presbytery  will  next  meet  on  Janu- 
ary 24,  1967,  in  the  Wilson  First  Pres- 
byterian Church.

Science  Program  Planned  At 
St.  Andrews 

Grants  totaling  $57,000  from  founda- 
tions and  individuals  have  been  received 
by  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  for 
planning  and  housing  a  radically  new 
science  program. 

Largest  of  the  gifts  was  $25,000  from 
the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation 
of  Winston-Salem  for  the  building.  Trus- 
tees of  this  foundation  have  also  given 
$50,000  for  the  DeTamble  Library  and 
another  large  grant  to  help  initiate  the 
college. 

Other  gifts  announced  by  President 
Ansley  C.  Moore  include  two  amount- 
ing to  $15,000  from  Burlington  Indus- 
tries and  the  L.  Richardson,  Sr.,  Trust, 
both  of  Greensboro,  for  science  equip- 
ment. 

Planning  grants  totaling  $12,050  have 
come  from  Educational  Facilities  Labor- 
atories of  New  York,  an  affiliate  of  the 
Ford  Foundation,  and  from  Lunsford 
Richardson,  Jr.,  of  New  York. 

A  recent  gift  from  Gulf  Oil  added  $5,- 
000  to  the  science  building  fund. 

Others  Interested 

Interest  in  the  development  of  this  new 
program  has  been  expressed  in  recent 
weeks  by  six  major  foundations.  The 
basic  approach  at  this  stage  forecasts  an 
interdisciplinary  curriculum,  emphasis  on 
original  research,  and  relating  science  to 
the  humanities. 

Early  planning  of  the  science  program 
is  being  led  by  Dr.  G.  Tyler  Miller,  Jr., 
professor  of  chemistry  and  assistant 
dean;  Dr.  A.  Frederick  West,  science 
division  chairman;  and  Dean  Robert  F. 
Davidson. 


Davidson  Calls  Chaplain 

The  Rev.  R.  Scott  Woodmansee  has 
been  appointed  Chaplain  at  Davidson 
College,  according  to  an  announcement 
by  President  D.  Grier  Martin,  and  will 
take  up  his  new  duties  about  Oct.  25. 

Mr.  Woodmansee,  a  1959  graduate  of 
Davidson,  has  been  serving  since  1962 
as  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Collierville,  Tenn.  He  succeeds  the  Rev. 
Will  Terry,  who  left  the  chaplaincy  to 
accept  a  call  as  pastor  of  the  Davidson 
College  Presbyterian  Church. 

A  graduate  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Mr.  Woodmansee 
is  married  to  the  former  Priscilla  Selby 
of  Charlotte.  They  have  one  child.

She  is  survived  by  one  sister,  Mrs. 
Claude  S.  Mclntyre  of  Maxton,  four 
nieces,  and  three  nephews.

Presbyterian  Authors 

For  History's  Sake  by  H.  G.  Jones, 
Ph.D.,  State  Archivist  of  North  Carolina 
since  1956,  recently  issued  from  the  press. 
Dr.  Jones,  a  native  of  the  Bethesda  Pres- 
byterian Church  community  near  Ruffin, 
N.  C,  is  the  Treasurer  and  a  Fellow  of 
the  Society  of  American  Archivists,  and, 
at  present,  is  adjunct  professor  of  history 
at  North  Carolina  State  University  at 
Raleigh. 

The  book,  in  thiee  parts,  deals  with  the 
"Public  Archives,  1663-1903";  "The  19th 
Century  Historians.  1878-1907";  and  "Care- 
takers for  Clio,  1833-1907." 

Dr.  Jones  traces  the  public  archives 
from  the  beginning  of  orgaifized  govern- 
ment in  the  Province  of  North  Carolina 
to  the  year  1903. 

The  book  is  published  by  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  Press,  Chapel  Hill;  319 
pages;  and  sells  for  $7.50. 

North  Carolina  in  Maps  by  William  P. 
Cumming.  15  maps  varying  in  size  with 
an  accompanying  brochure  of  thirty-six 
pages  of  descriptive  and  explanatory  mat- 
ter, published  by  the  N.  C.  State  Depart- 
ment of  Archives  and  History,  Raleigh;

The  maps  are  said  to  be  "one  of  the 
most  significant  publications  ever  issued 
by  the  State  Department  of  Archives  and 
History".  They  were  reproduced  by  photo- 
lithography from  original  copies  in  such 
repositories  as  the  Library  of  Congress, 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Cha- 
pel Hill,  the  New  York  PubUc  Library,  the 
British  Museum,  etc.  The  maps  are  the 
collection  of  W.  P.  Cumming,  Professor 
in  Davidson  College.

The 
$765,000  building  will  be  used  by  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Union  Theological  Seminary 
for  a  dining  room  and  a  recreation  and 
student  center.

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Committees  Working  On  Presbyterian  -  Reformed  Union 

Plans  have  been  launched  for  preparation  of  working  papers  dealing  with  the 
past,  present,  and  future  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America,  moving  the  two  church  bodies  toward  the  proposed 
union  and  ultimately  to  a  single  doctrinal 
document.  The  sub-committee  on  The- 
ology of  the  two  denominations'  Joint 
Committee  met  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  Oc- 
tober 24-25  to  set  three  groups  in  mo- 
tion for  preliminary  work  on  theological 
documents  acceptable  to  both  churches. 

Dr.  Marion  Boggs  of  Asheville,  N.  C, 
is  Chairman  of  the  sub-committee  on 
Theology,  which  except  for  Dr.  Boggs 
and  Dr.  Norman  Thomas,  RCA  minister 
from  Albany,  New  York,  is  comprised 
of  theology  professors  from  the  consult- 
ing churches.  Dr.  Boggs  and  Dr.  Tho- 
mas are  members  of  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee. 

New  Confession 

Three  areas  of  work  came  up  for  dis- 
cussion before  the  sub-committee:  Edit- 
ing the  present  confessional  standards  of 
the  two  churches;  preparation  of  a  "pre- 
lude" and  a  "postlude"  to  the  standards, 
explaining  "where  the  Church  is  and 
where  it  has  been";  and  preparation  of 
a  statement  of  commitment  to  formulate 
the  new  Confession. 


CHICAGO— (PN)— The  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  Twenty-four  has  completed 
a  study  draft  of  the  Form  of  Govern- 
ment of  a  Plan  of  Union  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.S.  and  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America. 

The  proposed  document  will  be  mail- 
ed to  all  ministers,  elders  and  deacons 
in  both  denominations  in  January  for 
study  and  suggestions. 

The  draft  follows  the  format  of  the 
Presbyterian  Book  of  Church  Order.  It 
retains  the  presbytery  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  and  the  Consistory  in 
the  local  congregation,  as  in  the  Re- 
formed Church. 

Other  sections  on  Witness  and  Struc- 
tures, Liturgy,  and  Theology  will  be 
published  and  distributed  in  1967  as 
completed. 

If  current  negotiations  result  in  un- 
ion, the  new  church  would  be  called 
the  Presbyterian  Reformed  Chiu-ch  in 
America. 


Heart  Attack  Fata! 
To  Seminary  Head 

Dr.  James  Archibald  Jones,  nationally 
known  Presbyterian  U.  S.  minister,  edu- 
cator, former  moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  and  president  of  Un- 
ion Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond 
since  1956,  died  November  17,  1966  of 
a  heart  attack.  Dr.  Jones,  55,  was  stric- 
ken as  he  walked  near  his  home,  ad- 
jacent to  the  Seminary  campus.  He  had 
suffered  from  a  heart  ailment  for  sev- 
eral years. 

A  native  of  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  Dr. 
Jones  served  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
ministerial  and  executive  capacities  for 
31  years.  He  was  ordained  in  1935  and 
served  pastorates  at  First  Church,  Hend- 
erson, N.  C,  1935-39,  and  Myers  Park 
Church,  Charlotte,  1939-55.  Dr.  Jones 
became  president  of  Union  Seminary  in 
1956. 

Dr.  Jones  was  twice  chairman  of  the 
General  Council,  1951-54  and  1957-58. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  World 
(Continued  on  page  12,  col.  1) 


Christian  Education  Committee 
Reorganized 

Synod's  Executive  Committee  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  meeting  November  8-9 
in  Charlotte,  adopted  a  proposal  to  re- 
structure the  committee.  The  plan,  which 
is  subject  to  the  approval  of  Synod, 
would  place  more  responsibility  in  Coun- 
cils which  would  operate  subordinate  to 
the  Executive  Committee.

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— Thomas  M. 
Belk,  Charlotte  Business  executive,  has 
been  named  new  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College. 

Belk  succeeds  State  Senator  Hector 
MacLean,  Lumberton  banking  executive, 
who  had  been  chairman  of  the  Trustees 
since  October  4,  1956.

James  Archibald  Jones 

James  Archibald  Jones  was  a  man's 
man.  What  he  lacked  in  stature,  he  more 
than  compensated  for  in  brain,  and  none 
who  came  under  his  influence  was  slow 
in  detecting  his  intelligence.  He  was  un- 
usually gifted  with  the  power  to  communi- 
cate, whether  as  preacher  from  the  pul- 
pit, or  as  conversationalist.  He  had  the 
acumen  to  see  through  problems  to  con- 
clusions, effects,  consequences,  which 
marked  him  as  an  executive  and  adminis- 
trator par  excellence.  He  never  did  things 
by  halves,  and  there  was  no  uncertainty 
as  to  the  causes  he  espoused.  In  other 
words,  no  one  was  ever  in  doubt  as  to 
"where  he  stood",  for  he  believed  in 
■'choosing  sides". 

As  pastor  at  Henderson  and  Myers  Park 
churches  in  North  Carolina,  he  exerted  his 
dynamic  personality  and  influence.  As 
President  of  Union  Theoolgical  Seminary, 
he  continued  the  progressive  leadership  of 
his  predecessor,  and  largely  due  to  his 
inspiration  and  efforts  the  initial  phase 
of  the  Seminary  Advance  Program  exceed- 
ed the  goal,  even  before  one  of  the  synods 
involved  inaugurated  the  campaign. 

Dr.  Jones  accelerated  the  Seminary  post 
graduate  program  for  ministers,  and  for 
this  the  Presbyterian  ministry  in  general 
is  indebted  to  him.  Under  his  guidance 
and  influence  the  Seminary  has  kept 
abreast  of  the  rapidly-changing  times  in 
the  fields  of  ecumenics  and  theology.  He 
has  brought  to  the  Seminary  a  coterie  of 
scholars — young  men,  for  the  most  part 
— who  are  capable  of  holding  their  own 
with  the  faculties  of  most  seminaries,  if 
not  all  of  them,  in  America  or  Europe. 

Dr.  Jones  had  not  been  a  well  man  for 
several  years,  having  suffered  heart  at- 
tacks on  at  least  two  previous  occasions; 
however,  he  was  a  man  who  preferred  "to 
die  with  his  boots  on";  therefore,  he  found 
it  difficult  to  heed  the  advice  of  either  his 
physicians  or  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Seminary,  both  of  whom  earnestly 
urged  him  to  "slow  down".  The  truth  is 
that  he  did  not  know  how  to  de-empha- 
size, or,  perhaps,  to  put  it  more  accurately, 
his  fertile  brain  would  not,  because  it 
could  not,  be  arrested. 

Dr.  Jones  will  be  sorely  missed  by  the 
entire  Church,  for  his  contributions  were

Presbyterian  Building 

Construction  began  in  late  August  for 
the  new  home  of  the  Presbyterian  His- 
torical Society  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  two-story  Colonial-style  red- 
brick building  will  be  on  a  half-black 
site,  three  blocks  from  Independence 
Hall.  The  building  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  approximately 
one  year. 

Cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  at 
about  $1,014,000.  The  new  building  is 
being  financed  through  gifts  and  loans 
to  the  Society.  A  campaign  to  satisfy 
the  last  third  of  the  amount  needed, 
$350,000,  will  be  launched  later  this  year. 
Many  Records 

Founded  in  1852  to  "collect  and  pre- 
serve materials  and  to  promote  the 
knowledge  of  the  History  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church",  the  Society  now  owns 
extensive  collections  of  manuscripts, 
books  and  periodicals,  correspondence, 
Colonial  records,  oil  portraits,  commun- 
ion tokens  maps,  and  journals.  It  also 
serves  as  the  official  archives  for  the 
3.3  million  member  UP  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  A.,  of  which  it  is  an  Agency. 
Thousands  of  church  judicatories  have 
deposited  their  records  in  its  facilities. 
The  Society  has  been  housed  since  1898 
in  the  Witherspoon  Building. 

Whereas  the  Society's  collections  are 
primarily  Presbyterian-related,  they  in- 
clude secular  items  of  interest  such  as 
correspondence  of  Benjamin  Franklin, 
James  Madison's  Weather  Log,  and  let- 
ters of  Presidents  Benjamin  Harrison, 
Woodrow  Wilson,  James  Buchanan,  and 
other  historical  figures. 

Open  To  Public 

In  all  the  Library  of  the  Agency  con- 
tains approximately  90,000  bound- 
volumes  of  books  and  periodicals,  and 
more  than  two  million  manuscript  items. 
Except  for  private  records  which  are 
opened  with  the  approval  of  donors,  all 
the  documents  and  collections  of  the  So- 
ciety are  open  for  examination  or  use 
by  the  public.

As  Provost  he  oversees  the  policies  and 
operations  of  the  academic  program 
which  includes  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  the  Professional  Schools,  the 
Library,  the  University  Press,  the  Ad- 
missions Office,  and  Research  Program. 
The  latter  involves  a  budget  of  from 
$9,000,000  in  1962-63  to  $18,000,000 
last  year. 

Dr.  Holman  has  manifested  a  keen 
interest  in  the  writings  of  Thomas  Wolfe. 

Philosophy 

He  has  expressed  his  educational  phi- 
losophy by  declaring  "that  all  knowledge 
is  one  and  whole"  and  adds  that  breaks 
cannot  be  made  between  natural  science 
and  the  arts  since  "all  are  involved  in  a 
common  enterprise,  studying  the  history 
of  experience  of  the  self  as  a  person  and 
of  society  as  individuals  acting  collec- 
tively".

Ministerial  Relief  Stepped  Up 

Announcement  has  been  made  by  the 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  that  ef- 
fective January  1,  church  personnel  on 
ministerial  relief  will  be  aided  in  terms 
of  a  new  formula,  based  on  $3,600  for 
couples  instead  of  $3,000  as  formerly 
and  $2,400  for  individuals  instead  of 
$2,000. 

During  a  period  of  six  years  the  over- 
all increases  represent  41.18%  for  indi- 
viduals and  38.46%  for  couples. 

The  Board  reported  that  $538,591  or 
83%  of  the  Board's  budget  had  been  re- 
ceived by  September  30  for  ministerial 
relief.  It  was  reported  that  the  rate  to  be 
charged  in  1967-68  for  Major  Medical 
Insurance  will  remain  the  same  as  the 
rate  for  the  current  year. 
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404th  Stated  Meeting 

Caldwell  Addresses 

Representatives  from  85  churches  in 
Orange  Presbytery  to  the  404th  Stated 
Meeting  held  at  the  Hillsborough  Pres- 
byterian Church,  heard  an  address  by 
the  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly, 
Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  of  Charlotte. 

Challenging  the  Presbyterian  Church 
to  "break  out  of  its  100-year  confine- 
ment in  a  regional  cage".  Dr.  Caldwell 
informed  the  Presbytery  that  the  de- 
nomination's General  Assembly  has 
taken  a  "turn  in  the  road".  He  cited 
the  appointment  of  a  group  to  study  the 
Church's  relationship  to  the  State,  to 
work  on  a  plan  of  possible  reunion  with 
other  Protestant  denominations,  to  esta- 
blish a  Council  on  the  Church  and  So- 
ciety, and  to  disseminate  the  denomi- 
nation's "Covenant  Life  Curriculum"  as 
being  among  the  chief  indicators  that 
the  Church  has  taken  a  "turn". 

He  urged  the  Church  to  re-examine 
"the  spiritual  concept  that  has  forbade 
the  Church  from  making  a  cultural  im- 
pact on  society  ...  in  order  to  'find  its 
rightful  heritage  of  unity  in  Christ";  and 
gave  strong  support  to  the  movements 
that  would  "unite  Protestant  factions 
which  have  existed  since  the  Civil  War." 

History  Presented 

Meeting  in  what  "is  believed  to  be 
the  oldest  Presbyterian  building  in  con- 
tinuous use  in  North  Carolina", — the 
Hillsborough  Presbyterian  Church — the 
representatives,  numbering  over  200, 
heard  Mrs.  Alfred  Engstrom  of  Hills- 
borough, present  a  sketch  of  the  Church's 
history,  its  150th  anniversary  commem- 
oration, and  its  relevance  to  Hills- 
borough's 200th  anniversary.  The  Church 
was  organized  on  September  25,  1816, 
although  built  possibly  as  much  as  three 
years  earlier.  Rev.  James  Wade,  Minister 
of  the  Church,  presented  copies  of  the 
church's  history  to  the  Presbytery.

A  two-months 
leave  of  absence  with  full  pay  and  a 
$200  a  month  retirement  income  supple- 
ment was  approved  for  the  Presbytery's 
retiring  secretary,  Mrs.  Pauline  W.  Whit- 
tington  of  Greensboro. 

Rev.  Jerry  C.  McCann,  Minister  of  the 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Greensboro,  was  elect- 
ed Moderator  and  presided  over  the 
sessions. 


Inter-Church  Action  In  Charlotte 

Every  boy  needs  a  man.  He  needs  a 
man  to  confide  in,  to  trust,  to  respect,  to 
run  to. 

The  Presbyterian  and  Episcopal 
Churches  of  Charlotte  are  supporting 
such  a  man  in  a  depressed  neighbor- 
hood of  Charlotte  where  the  boys  are 
rebels  .  .  .  rebels  against  parents,  the 
school,  the  law,  society,  and  the  church. 
This  experimental  ministry  is  called  "In- 
ter-Church Action." 

Inter-Church  Action  is  an  experiment 
in  living  the  Christian  gospel  in  the  real 
world  of  human  hurt,  hostility  and  re- 
jection. A  recent  Davidson  and  Princeton 
seminary  graduate,  the  Rev.  Walter  B. 
Clark,  is  conducting  the  ministry  which 
focuses  on  person-to-person  confronta- 
tion. Clark  lives  in  a  rented  "Parish 
House"  at  1220  Pegram  Street  in  the 
midst  of  the  depressed  area.

Dr.  Claude  H.  Pritchard  and 
Dr.  Lawrence  A.  Davis,  before  their  re- 
tirement on  December  1. 

Re-structuring  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  will  involve  a  name  change 
to  "The  Board  of  National  Ministries" 
and  a  revised  manual.  The  new  plan  will 
go  before  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Under  the  plan  of  revision  the  work 
of  the  Board  would  be  carried  on 
through  four  program  divisions:  Parish 
Development,  Christian  Witness,  Chris- 
tian Social  Service,  and  Chaplains  and 
Military  Personnel.

Planning  For  Science  At  St.  Andrews 

LAURINGBURG,  N.  C— Ideas  for  a 
totally  new  approach  to  an  undergrad- 
uate science  building  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  were  thrashed  in 
a  brainstorming  seminar  in  Charlotte 
Friday,  November  11. 

A  group  of  ten  scientists,  designers, 
architects,  and  consultants  spent  all  day 
in  a  room  at  the  Airport  Motel  tossing 
suggestions  into  the  St.  Andrews  planning 
hopper. 

Dr.  G.  Tyler  Miller,  Jr.,  assistant  dean 
of  the  college  and  chemistry  professor, 
lists  two  objectives  for  the  creative  ses- 
sion in  addition  to  general  plans. 

"We  want  to  define  a  basic  research 
carrel  which  will  serve  all  science  dis- 
ciplines," Dr.  Miller  says,  "and  we  need 
to  design  a  logistics  center  for  supplies 
and  communications  which  would  be 
available  for  day  and  night  usage." 

Consultants 

Among  the  consultants  were  Dr.  Rob- 
ert Simha  of  the  Planning  Office  at 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology; 
Peter  Thompson,  New  York  industrial

One  Family  Under  God 

Address  delivered  by  Dr.  Rudolph  Jones 
at  the  Fall  Meeting  of  the  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  at  Camp  Monroe  On 
October  4,  1966 

(Dr.  Jones  is  President  of  Fayetteville 
State  College  and  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
College  Heights  Presbyterian  Church.) 

I  have  selected  as  the  subject  for  my 
discussion  "One  Family  Under  God."  Who 
is  included  in  the  Christian  family?  Is 
anybody  really  excluded  from  the  Chris- 
tian family?  Unless  one  considers  this 
topic  thoughtfully  he  might  be  tempted 
to  ask  why  it  is  necessary  to  discuss  such 
a  topic  as  this  here  in  the  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  or  anywhere  else  in  the  U.S.A. 
in  1966.  Was  not  this  country  founded  by 
those  seeking  to  escape  different  types  of 
persecution?  Were  not  the  framers  of  our 
national  constitution  sure  that  the  word- 
ing would  guarantee  citizens  of  this  nation 
freedom,  liberty  and  every  individual 
right? 

Ten  Amendments 

Is  it  not  true  that  the  first  ten  amend- 
ments guarantee  the  citizens  of  this 
country  further  personal  rights  such  as 
freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  religion, 
freedom  of  the  press  and  so  forth?  Are 
we  not  a  Christian  nation  and  according 
to  the  teachings  of  Christ  are  not  all  men 
brothers?  Yes,  these  facts  are  all  true  but 
since  the  beginning  of  time  men  have 
been  guilty  of  sins,  sins  of  commission 
and  sins  of  omission.  Human  beings  the 
world  over  are  known  to  have  prejudice, 
are  known  to  be  selfish  and  are  known 
to  worship  idle  gods,  and  sometimes  it 
seems  that  the  amount  of  hate  in  the 
world  is  increasing. 

Instead  of  coming  closer  together  as 
one  family  under  God  the  peoples  of  the 
world  sometimes  seem  to  be  drifting  fur- 
ther apart  and  spreading  hate  instead  of 
love.  That  is  why  we  have  the  cold  war 
and  the  hot  war  in  the  world  today.  Men 
have  hated  and  despised  and  even  fought 
in  wars  and  killed  one  another  for  very 
insignificant  and  foolish  reasons.  Men 
have  refused  to  accept  each  other  as 
brothers  because  of  differences  in  phy- 
sical characteristics,  because  of  race,  color, 
religion,  language  or  culture. 

Scientific  studies,  however,  have  pro- 
ved convincingly  that  there  is  no  pure 
race,  that  no  one  group  of  people  are  by 
nature  superior  to  another  group.  Yet  in 
America  and  throughout  the  world  we  do 
not  have  a  feeling  of  universal  brother- 
hood. We  seemingly  do  not  accept  the 
concept  of  one  family  under  God.  Perhaps 
the  most  discouraging  thing  about  the 
whole  situation  is  that  we  do  not  have 
this  feeling  and  practice  it  even  within 
the  Christian  chtirch. 

One  Family 
What  does  the  Bible  say  and  what 
should  be  the  guide  for  Christians  with 
regard  to  one  family?  First  of  all  it  says 
God  is  the  creator  of  all  men.  He  is  no 
respector  of  persons  and  He  made  of  one 
blood  all  nations.  So  all  people  are  in- 
cluded when  we  speak  of  the  Fatherhood 
of  God. 

If  we  accept  the  Fatherhood  of  God  we 
must  accept  the  Brotherhood  of  Men  be- 
cause having  the  same  father,  the  same 
Creator,  all  men  are  therefore  brothers. 
And  while  I  am  not  a  Theologian  and 
must  be  careful  in  this  area  here  today, 
according  to  what  I  read  in  the  Bible, 
after  man's  creation,  he  sinned  and  fell. 


This  makes  us  all  brothers  in  need.  In 
Christ  man  was  restored  so  we  are  all 
potentially  brothers  by  redemption. 

In  the  birth,  life,  death  and  Resurrec- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ,  God  inaugurated  His 
reign  among  men.  In  His  kingdom  and 
His  family  on  earth  there  are  no  races 
or  classes  or  special  privileged  groups.  As 
citizens  in  His  kingdom  we  are  ruled  by 
the  royal  law  of  love.  The  Christian's  love 
should  cause  him  to  identify  himself  with 
all  men.  The  acid  test  for  a  Christian  is 
whether  he  loves  all  mankind.  The  Chris- 
tian's love  causes  him  to  identify  himself 
with  those  whom  he  loves,  thereby  com- 
posing one  big  family  under  God. 

My  Christian  friends,  so  far  I  have 
talked  about  the  existence  of  hatred  and 
prejudice  among  men  since  the  beginning 
of  time.  I  have  mentioned  the  lack  of 
scientific  evidence  revealing  the  superior- 
ity of  one  race  or  nation  over  another.  I 
have  talked  about  the  principles  upon 
which  our  democracy  was'  founded  and 
the  basic  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  which 
show  that  His  followers  should  accept 
each  other  as  brothers  in  one  family 
under  God. 

Brotherhood 
As  I  stand  here  before  you  today,  you 
know  and  I  know  that  many  people  who 
profess  to  be  Christians,  people  who  go  to 
church  every  Sunday — do  not  either  be- 
lieve in  nor  practice  the  brotherhood  of 
man  and  Fatherhood  of  God.  Personally, 
I  would  think  my  services  on  this  pro- 
gram a  waste  of  time  if  we  did  not  point 
up  some  of  the  real  problems  in  our  so- 
ciety and  mention  possibilities  for  solving 
them. 

Perhaps  the  one  thing  that  prevents  one 
family  under  God  in  the  United  States 
of  America  and  in  the  Christian  church 
is  the  presence  of  the  Negro.  Those  who 
have  grown  up  in  a  society  where  segre- 
gation and  discrimination  exist  and  where 
no  Christian  brotherhood  exists,  perhaps 


have  never  given  the  matter  any  serious 
thought.  There  are  perhaps  serious  well 
meaning  Christian  citizens  in  our  com- 
munity who  have  never  stopped  to  think 
about  whether  certain  accepted  practices 
are  really  human  and  decent  and  Chris- 
tian or  not. 

For  instance  is  it  human  and  decent 
and  Christian  to  put  a  first  grade  chUd 
on  a  school  bus  and  ride  him  past  two  or 
three  schools  until  he  has  travelled  about 
25  miles  one  way  to  a  special  school  which 
he  must  attend  simply  because  of  the 
color  of  his  skin?  Is  it  Christian  to  deny 
well  trained  people  the  opportunity  to 
work  simply  because  their  complexion  is 
darker  than  that  of  the  owner  of  the 
business?  Did  you  know  that  if  a  grad- 
uate of  Fayetteville  State  College  cannot 
secure  a  teaching  position  he  is  not  much 
better  off  in  North  Carolina  than  if  he 
had  not  gone  to  college  a  day?  He  or 
she  has  difficulty  getting  a  job  even  as  a 
clerk  in  a  dime  store. 

Change  By  Law 

Until  President  Kennedy  issued  an  Ex- 
ecutive Order  a  few  years  ago  integrating 
the  National  Guard  this  organization  in 
North  Carolina  was  lily  white.  Even 
though  a  Negro  could  be  a  General  in 
the  U.  S.  Army  he  could  not  prior  to  that 
time  be  even  a  private  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina National  Guard.  Even  now  men  of 
color  are  very  few  indeed  while  those 
serving  in  this  organization  are  receiving 
some  five  million  dollars  yearly. 

In  our  State  government  in  Raleigh 
Negro  secretaries  and  clerical  workers  are 
still  not  accepted  not  to  mention  persons 
on  the  policy  making  level. 

In  this  great  and  sovereign  State  of 
ours  we  make  much  ado  each  year  about 
employing  the  handicapped.  In  this  cam- 
paign we  think  of  a  handicapped  person 
as  one  with  one  leg,  one  arm,  one  who  is 
blind  or  crippled.  We  never  stop  to  think

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Presbyterain  Development  Fund 
Grows 

The  Presbyterian  Development  Fund 
collections  are  expected  to  reach  the  $9 
million  mark  by  the  end  of  the  year,  ac- 
cording to  a  forecast  by  Dr.  P.  D.  Miller, 
acting  Director  of  the  Fund,  who  report- 
ed that  on  October  31,  the  Fund  stood 
at  $SV2  million. 

Dr.  Miller  also  predicted  that  the 
final  total  would  be  $12  million,  which 
was  the  original  goal.  He  based  this  pre- 
diction on  indications  that  payments  will 
continue  through  1967  and  1968. 

Contacts  with  churches  in  nine  Synods 
and  43  Presbyteries  constitute  the  basis 
for  Dr.  Miller's  optimism. 

Assisting  Dr.  Miller  in  approaching 
churches  as  field  workers  are  Dr.  Bob 
S.  Hodges,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  James  W.  Wither- 
spoon,  who,  like  Dr.  Miller,  resigned  full- 
time  active  work  within  the  past  twelve 
months,  and  who  are  now  engaged  in 
part-time  service  of  the  General  Assemb-

that  thousands  of  people  in  North  Caro- 
lina are  handicapped  by  birth  because  of 
the  color  of  their  skin.  This  is  indeed  a 
cruel  handicap. 

You  say  well  what  does  all  this  have  to 
do  with  our  meeting  here  this  morning. 
It  is  very  closely  related.  The  heads  of  all 
our  state  agencies  are  so-called  Christian 
gentlemen.  Many  of  them  are  very  active 
in  the  church.  What  kind  of  Christainity 
is  it  in  government  that  permits  one  seg- 
ment of  the  population  be  treated  as  sec- 
ond class  citizens?  The  Christian's  love 
should  cause  him  to  put  himself  into 
another  man's  skin,  so  that  he  can  see 
through  his  eyes,  hear  through  his  ears, 
speak  through  his  mouth,  live  where  he 
lives,  work  where  he  works  and  go  to 
school  where  he  goes. 

Hardship 

I  can  tell  you  from  experience  that  if 
some  of  the  Christians  in  the  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  could  be  a  Negro  for  just  one 
24  hours,  their  ideas  about  one  family 
under  God  might  be  improved.  Many  of 
you  do  not  know  what  it  means  to  get  in 
a  car  and  travel  from  here  to  Miami, 
Florida,  as  I  have,  to  get  hungry  and 
sleepy  on  the  road  and  pass  by  beautiful 
motels  but  dare  not  stop  because  you  are 
afraid  you  might  not  be  welcome.  You  do 
not  know  what  it  means  to  have  a  gas 
credit  card  in  your  pocket  and  stop  to  fill 
up  your  tank  at  a  service  station  and  be 
told  you  cannot  use  the  rest  room.  Yes, 
things  are  changing  but  the  change  is 
slow,  and  many  eating  establishments  in 
North  Carolina  still  refuse  to  serve  Neg- 
roes. 

It  takes  much  religion  and  a  strong 
sense  of  humor  to  bear  these  burdens  in 
the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the 
brave.  This  is  especially  so  when  one 
has  donned  a  uniform  and  risked  his  life 
as  I  have  for  his  country.  The  sense  of 
humor  about  runs  out,  however,  when 
one  thinks  that  an  ex-convict  of  one 
complexion  is  welcomed  at  these  places 
where  a  college  president  of  another  com- 
plexion is  not.  The  whole  idea  of  the  dis- 
advantages and  the  resentment  caused  in 
not  being  in  one  family  under  God  is 
very  well  expressed  by  Shakespeare  in 


Physicist  Visits  St.  Andrews 

The  interaction  of  religion  and  science 
was  explored  in  a  recent  two-day  visit 
to  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  at 
Laurinburg  by  Dr.  Harold  K.  Schilling, 
Physicist  and  author. 

Dr.  Schilling  is  the  author  of  the  re- 
cently published  "Science  and  Religion: 
An  interpretation  of  two  Communities", 
and  in  the  past  fifteen  years  has  written 
many  articles  on  the  subject. 

During  his  visit  to  St.  Andrews,  Dr. 
Schilling  gave  two  lectures.  The  first  was 
entitled  "Some  Distinctive  Features  of 
Post-modern  Science:  Their  Significance 
For  Religion"  and  the  other  was  "The 
Effect  of  Religion  on  the  Life  of  the 
Scientist". 


Act  III,  Scene  I,  of  The  Merchant  of 
Venice  in  the  famous  quotation  by  Shy- 
lock  when  he  says,  "Hath  not  a  Jew  eyes? 
Hath  not  a  Jew  hands,  organs,  dimensions, 
senses,  affections,  passions?  Fed  with  the 
same  food,  hurt  with  the  same  weapons, 
subject  to  the  same  diseases,  healed  by 
the  same  means,  warmed  and  cooled  by 
the  same  winter  and  summer,  as  a  Chris- 
tian is?  If  you  prick  us  do  we  not  bleed? 
If  you  tickle  us  do  we  not  laugh?  If  you 
poison  us  do  we  not  die?  And  if  you 
wrong  us  shall  we  not  revenge?" 

There  is  another  quotation  that  I  can- 
not recall  exactly,  but  the  substance  of 
it  says  that  there  is  no  discrimination 
quite  as  bad  and  as  degrading  as  that 
caused  by  the  color  of  the  skin.  If  one  is 
disliked  because  he  is  dirty  he  can  take 
a  bath  and  become  clean,  if  he  is  disliked 
because  he  is  ragged,  he  can  get  new 
clothes,  if  it  is  because  he  is  ignorant 
he  can  acquire  some  learning,  if  it  is 
because  of  personality  he  can  strive  to 
improve  that  but  if  it  is  because  of  the 
color  of  his  skin  he  is  completely  help- 
less to  overcome  it. 

What  Can  Be  Done? 

Well,  what  can  those  present  here  today 
do  to  help  bring  about  this  one  family 
under  God?  Someone  might  say  well  I  do 
not  mind  eating  and  working  and  playing 
with  anybody  but  I  am  just  one  person. 
I  have  a  feeling  that  one  person  with  a 
little  courage  can  do  something.  First  of 
all,  however,  he  has  to  be  convinced  in 
his  own  heart  that  he  is  willing  to  accept 
all  men  as  brothers.  It  cannot  be  just 
passive  acceptance  either. 

To  effect  a  change  in  the  status  quo 
will  require  much  more  than  being  in 
sympathy  with  the  movement.  Those  who 
wish  to  help  bring  about  one  family  under 
God  must  be  dedicated  to  the  Christian 
ideal  and  must  have  courage  to  speak  out 
against  the  unfair  and  unchristian  prac- 
tices in  our  community.  One  who  says  he 
has  no  prejudice  or  hatred  or  ill  will  but 
who  stands  or  sits  idly  by  and  permits  his 
brothers  under  God  to  be  persecuted  and 
discriminated  against  is  not  doing  his 
duty.  The  real  right  Christian  is  one  who 
is  willing  to  stand  up  and  be  counted.  One 
has  to  stop  talking  about  Christ  and  start 
being  like  Christ.  This  is  not  easy  and 
only  the  dedicated  and  sincere  will  suc- 
ceed. It  is  not  easy  because  one  will  lose 
friends;  it  is  not  easy  because  it  in- 
volves personal  sacrifice.  One  may  be 
ostracized  and  condemned.  It  means  that 
one  has  to  subordinate  the  lesser  for  the 
greater  good.  It  requires  restraint,  and 
often    the   postponement    of  immediate

satisfactions.  This  is  the  price  an  individ- 
ual will  have  to  pay — but  my  friends,  it 
is  worth  it.  There  will  be  much  inward 
satisfaction  and  actually  freedom  of  one's 
conscience  when  he  can  say  to  himself 
and  mean  as  he  says: 

Children  of  God 

"As  a  devoted  Christian  I  must  live  by 
conviction  and  conscience  rather  than  by 
preference  and  prejudice. 

I  must,  therefore,  regard  every  man, 
rich  or  poor,  black  or  white  as  a  child 
of  God  and  as  a  person  not  inferior  to  me. 

I  must  not  be  satisfied  unless  every 
child  has  an  education  equal  to  that  of 
my  child  and  when  necessary  in  the  same 
school  with  my  child. 

It  is  my  duty  to  see  that  no  human  is 
humiliated  because  of  race  or  color.  If 
this  means  he  eats  at  restaurants  where  I 
eat  or  stays  in  hotels  where  I  stay  I  am 
obligated  to  accept  it. 

I  must  see  that  every  family  has  an  op- 
portunity for  a  decent  home  and  decent 
surroundings,  and  if  it  means  that  people 
of  another  race  will  live  in  my  neighbor- 
hood or  in  the  house  next  to  mine  then 
that  is  the  way  it  must  be. 

If  any  human  being  wants  to  worship 
in  my  church  or  join  my  church,  then  I 
must  see  that  he  is  not  only  accepted  but 
welcomed  into  my  church. 

What  Is  Right 

Basically,  the  problem  is  not  what  I 
like  but  what  I  know  to  be  right.  I  must 
not  let  prejudiced  wishes  and  desires  de- 
termine my  attitude  toward  my  associates, 
my  school,  my  church  or  even  my  own 
family.  If  I  am  true  to  the  Christian  prin- 
ciples which  I  profess,  then  I  must  act  ac- 
cording to  those  principles." 

In  conclusion,  my  Christian  Friends,  the 
teaching  of  the  Bible  is  clear.  When  we 
fail  to  recognize  all  men  as  brothers  we 
are  not  fulfulling  our  commitment  to 
Christ,  our  responsibility  to  ourselves  and 
our  service  to  mankind.  If  we  are  servants 
of  sin  we  are  slaves  of  our  own  con- 
science. If  we  have  been  redeemed 
through  Christ  we  know  that  the  Lord 
requires  that  we  do  justly,  'that  we  love 
mercy,  and  we  walk  humbly  with  our 
God.

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  Supports  Urban  Ministry 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  recently  took  action  approving  of  benevolence  support 
of  a  day-care  program  to  cost  $8,000  and  of  an  additional  $8,000  for  the  support 
of  the  Charlotte  Urban  Ministry. 

The  Child-Care  Services  will  be  provided  at  Seigle  Avenue  and  South  Tryon 
Street  Presbyterian  Churches  and  Double  Oaks  Community  Center  in  1967.  The 
support  of  the  Urban  Ministry  relates  to  a  joint  Mecklenburg  Presbytery-United 
Presbyterian  Church-Myers  Park  Baptist  Church  enterprise  which  is  directed 
towards  the  Inter-city. 


Presbytery  received  a  sub-committee 
report  on  Inter-city  work,  prepared  by  a 
Sub-committee  headed  by  the  Reverend 
William  A.  Stewart  of  the  Seigle  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Presbytery  amended  its  Manual 
to  allow  candidates  for  the  ministry  who 
have  never  attended  a  Presbyterian  Semi- 
nary to  be  ordained  by  the  Presbytery. 

The  Reverend  E.  B.  Cooper,  Page- 
land,  South  Carolina,  was  elected  Mod- 
erator, and  Dr.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence,  Pres- 
bytery's Executive  Secretary,  was  re- 
elected for  a  term  of  three  years. 
Funerals 

The  Presbytery  adopted  a  report  of  its 
Christian  Action  Committee  urging  mem- 
ber churches  to  observe  simple  funeral 
practices  with  closed,  covered  caskets,  a 
few  flower  arrangements,  and  a  brief 
service  based  on  scripture. 

The  Rev.  Graham  McChesney,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  estimated  that 
only  10  per  cent  of  the  churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  now  conform  to 
the  advice  in  the  report. 

Among  practices  recommended  were 
that  no  funerals  be  held  on  Sunday 
"except  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity," 
that  casket  furnishings,  flowers,  and 
other  funeral  articles  should  avoid 
showiness  and  "undue  expense,"  and  that 
the  church  shall  provide  a  Christian  flag 
or  a  pall  to  cover  the  casket,  concealing 
casket  construction. 

It  was  suggested  further  that  flowers 
in  the  sanctuary  may  be  used  "in  a 


fashion  similar  to  a  regular  service  of 
worship". 

"The  service"  the  report  recommend- 
ed, "should  normally  be  held  in  a 
church  and  the  casket  should  remain 
closed,"  and  fraternal  or  civic  funeral 
rites  should  be  conducted  separately 
from  the  church  service. 

"Emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  the 
readings  of  the  holy  scripture  for  the 
Declaration  of  the  Christian  hope,"  the 
report  said,  adding  that  minister's  re- 
marks, if  any,  should  be  brief  and  re- 
flect the  same  type  of  "Christian  hope." 

"This  service,"  it  said,  "shall  ordinari- 
ly be  held  in  a  building  set  apart  to  the 
worship  of  God,  and  conducted  by  a 
minister  of  the  Word." 


Closer  To  Goal 

Trustees  of  Davidson  College,  holding 
their  fall  meeting,  were  told  that  an  ad- 
ditional $638,377  has  been  raised  since 
June  30th  in  the  Ford  Challenge  pro- 
gram, bringing  the  total  as  of  October 
10th  to  $3,153,790. 

The  three-year  campaign  to  raise  $5,- 
500,000  to  which  the  Ford  Foundation 
would  add  $2,200,000,  will  run  through 
June  30,  1968. 

Funds  raised  during  this  drive  will  be 
used  to  build  the  endowment  potential 
of  the  College,  thus  assuring  future  op- 
erating revenue;  to  complete  a  number 
of  remodeling  and  building  projects  on 
the  campus,  and  to  strengthen  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  operations  of  the  college. 


Teen-Agers  Attend  Unusual 
Retreat 

Nearly  sixty  senior  high  school  stu- 
dents from  the  Greensboro  First  Presby- 
terian and  the  Guilford  Park  Presbyter- 
ian Churches  recently  traveled  from 
Greensboro  to  Camp  New  Hope,  Orange 
Presbytery's  camp,  to  attend  a  week-end 
retreat  which  was  highlighted  by  live 
drama  and  a  study  of  interpersonal  com- 
munication.

Chapel  Of  The  Nameless  Woman 

The  latest  report  issued  by  Mrs.  Dan 
K.  Moore  from  the  Governor's  Mansion 
on  the  status  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Name- 
less Woman  to  be  erected  at  the  Wo- 
men's Correctional  Institute  in  Raleigh 
indicates  that  the  $75,000  goal  needed 
for  building  the  Chapel  is  within  $13,000 
of  realization. 

Thousands  of  women  all  over  North 
Carolina  were  given  an  opportunity  to 
contribute  at  least  $1.00  towards  the 
project  which  was  first  presented  to  the 
public  on  Good  Friday  of  this  year. 

As  soon  as  $8,000  more  has  been 
received,  ground  will  be  broken,  and 
the  date  for  this  has  been  set  for  early 
in  December,  1966. 

The  Chapel  when  completed  will  rep- 
resent an  outlay  of  approximately  $150,- 
000  since  all  labor  for  constructing  the 
building  will  be  furnished  by  the  State 
of  North  Carolina. 


A  Permanent  Committee  on  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  Operations  recently  met 
in  Atlanta,  and,  having  been  given  au- 
thority to  revise  certain  rules  relating  to 
the  Assembly,  voted  a  number  of  chang- 
es which  will  be  effective  in  relation  to 
the  1967  meeting  which  will  be  held  in 
Bristol,  Tennessee,  beginning  on  June  8.

Nominating  speeches  will  be  limited 
to  one  speech,  no  longer  than  eight 
minutes  and  one  second  speech  of  three 
minutes; 

Commissioners  will  be  asked  to  re- 
port to  the  Assembly,  cases  of  lobbying; 

Overtures 

Overtures  requiring  reference  to  the 
Permanent  Judicial  Commission  must  be 
delivered  to  the  Stated  Clerk  by  Feb- 
ruary 1;  all  others  by  February  25,  to  be 
included  in  the  Blue  Book.  No  overtures 
received  less  than  31  days  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  Assembly  will  be  refer- 
red to  the  1967  meeting; 

Only  one-half  the  total  number  of 
commissioners  plus  committee  chairmen 
will  serve  on  Standing  Committees  in 
1967.  Commissioners  will  be  assigned  to 
committees  on  the  basis  of  "a  random 
drawing  of  commissioners'  cards".  They 
will  be  assigned  in  order  of  drawing  to 
one  of  the  18  Standing  Committees,  with 
an  equal  number  of  ministers  and  elders 
and  with  not  more  than  one  minister  and 
one  ruling  elder  from  the  same  Presby- 
tery. Standing  Committee  Chairmen  will 
be  named  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Stated  Clerk,  and  Chair- 
man of  the  General  Assembly  Operation 
Committee; 

New  Committees 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society  replaces  the  Christian  Rela- 
tions Committee.  Inter-Church  Rela- 
tions has  been  subdivided  into  a  Com- 
mittee on  Inter-Church  Comity  and 
Union  and  a  Committee  on  Inter-Church 
Agencies  and  Councils; 

Two  new  committees  will  be  Review

EMERGENCY 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  was  called 
in  an  emergency  session  September  1,  to 
consider  the  Council's  urgent  financial 
needs,  occasioned  by  the  expansion  of 
the  Council's  program  in  the  Christian 
Social  Action  Field. 

Four  years  ago  in  Winston-Salem  the 
Council  inaugurated  the  Christian  Social 
Action  program,  supported  by  a  budget 
that  was  underwritten  by  subscriptions 
on  the  basis  of  $10,000  per  annum. 

Full  amount  of  the  pledges  failed  to 
materialize,  and  the  annual  expenses  for 
operating  the  program  exceeded  $10,000, 
confrontnig  the  Council  with  the  neces- 
sity of  raising  approximately  $10,000  by 
January  1,  1967. 

Social  Action 

The  Executive  Board,  presided  over  by 
Bishop  H.  George  Henry  of  Asheville 
voted  unanimously  to  continue  the  Chris- 
tian Action  program  and  set  wheels  in 
motion  to  undergird  the  program  both 
in  1966  and  1967. 

An  earnest  appeal  has  been  made  to 
individuals,  churches,  denominations,  and 
foundations  for  special  contributions  to 
undergird  the  Christian  Social  Action 
program. 

Successful  steps  are  underway  to  in- 
crease the  income  for  support  of  the 
Council  by  the  member  denominations, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  by  1968,  the  full 
cost  of  operating  the  Council  program, 
including  the  Christian  Social  Action  Di- 
vision, will  be  sufficient  to  carry  the  full 
program.

The  article  points  out  that  Mr.  Clark's 
interest  has  always  been  people  before 
denomination  so  that  scores  of  members 
of  all  denominations  have  sought  his 
counsel  and  friendship.  His  reputation  is 
such  that  he  is  regarded  as  "one  of  the 
most  beloved  and  respected  figures  in 
the  area  in  which  he  has  lived  for  the 
past  half  century". 

A  native  of  Brookneal,  Virginia,  Mr. 
Clark  served  his  first  pastorate  in  Clin- 
ton, after  graduating  from  Union  The- 
ological Seminary  in  Richmond  in  1904. 
He  served  churches  at  Warsaw,  Oak 
Plain,  Kinston,  and  Burgaw  where  he 
went  in  1913,  to  become  Pastor  of  the 
Burgaw,  Hopewell,  Mt.  Williams,  Keith, 
and  Pike  Creek  Churches. 

Bachelor 

Mr.  Clark  retired  in  1949,  but  con- 
tinued preaching  at  Mt.  Williams  until 
1962.  During  his  long  ministry,  Mr. 
Clark  has  performed  468  marriages, 
preached  at  more  than  1,500  funerals, 
and  baptized  more  than  1,000  infants 
and  adults. 

An  oil  portrait  of  Mr.  Clark  hangs  in 
the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  Clark  Building 
in  Burgaw. 

Mr.  Clark  lives  alone,  prepares  his 
own  breakfast,  has  lunch  with  his  sis- 
ter, and  "raids  the  ice-box  for  supper". 
He  has  never  married  and  declares  that 
"this  shouldn't  have  happened  to  any- 
one  .

THE  WONDER  OF  CHRISTMAS 
"And  all  who  heard  It  wondered  .  .  ." 

The  wonder  of  Christmas  never  ceases 
because  it  deals  with  the  Infinite.  Fore- 
shadowing the  birth  of  Christ  many  won- 
dered: Joseph,  Elizabeth,  Simeon,  Herod, 
the  Wise  Men,  Zechariah,  Shepherds, 
Friends  and  Relatives — all  wondered  over 
the  unprecedented  announcements  and 
events  which  accompanied  the  birth  of 
Jesus  Christ.

seek  one  another's  good,  to  lift  the  fal- 
len, to  forgive  enemies,  to  seek  after 
peace,  to  forget  past  evil,  to  share  with 
good  measure  pressed  down;  in  short,  to 
apply  the  teachings  of  Christ  at  any  cost. 

No  wonder:  Men  learned  that  God 
was  in  flesh  redeeming  mankind. 

A  grandson  of  four,  when  his  grand- 
parents carried  him  simple  gifts  would 
walk  about  hugging  the  little  package, 
crying  out,  "For  me?  For  me?"  The  won- 
der of  unbelief.  The  wonder  of  Christ- 
mas. The  wonder  of  the  ages.  He  came, 
God's  gift  to  man,  for  you  and  me. 

May  the  spirit  of  Christ  not  only  be 
with  us  forever  at  Christmas,  but  more 
and  more  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.

Stewardship  Revival  Reported 

Old  Bethesda  Church  at  Aberdeen,  Dr. 
W.  C.  Neill,  Pastor,  recently  held  a 
five-week  "stewardship  revival"  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Paul  F.  Warren, 
Presbyterian  Minister  whose  headquar- 
ters are  at  Montreal. 

Dr.  Warren  is  associated  with  Church 
Finance  Counselors  of  Atlanta.  For  nine- 
teen years  he  served  as  a  pastor  of  Pres- 
byterian Churches. 

The  program  directed  by  Dr.  Warren 
is  said  to  be  one  of  teaching  rather  than

Council  President 

Dr.  Arthur  S.  Fleming,  a  former  U.  S.

Methodist  layman,  was  elected  President 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  at 
Miami  Beach,  Florida,  early  in  Decem- 
ber. He  succeeds  Senior  Bishop  Reuben 
H.  Mueller  of  the  Evangelical  United 
Brethren  Church  and  will  serve  for  a 
term  of  three  years. 

Dr.  Fleming  is  the  second  lay  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council,  composed  of  Pro- 
testant, Anglican,  and  Eastern  Orthodox 
Churches.  J.  Irwin  Miller  of  Columbus, 
Indiana,  a  member  of  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  served  from 
1960-63. 

Dr.  Fleming  stated  that  his  purpose 
during  his  term  of  office  will  be  to  place 
emphases  on  the  strength  of  the  National 
co-operative  body  in  areas  of  internation- 
al affairs,  evangelism.  Christian  unity, 
and  anti-poverty. 

Dr.  Fleming  expressed  confidence  in 
the  integrity  of  the  Mississippi  headstart 
project  and  enthusiasm  over  the  advance 
in  relationships  between  Protestant  and 
Roman  Catholic  Churches. 

The  61 -year-old  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oregon  since  1961  will  retain 
his  residency  in  that  State.  He  has  been 
active  in  the  Council  program  for  a 
number  of  years  and  has  been  the  First 
Vice-President  for  the  past  three  years.

After  that  date,  ail  correspond- 
ence to  missionaries  must  be  mailed 
through  the  international  mail  to  their 
Korean  address. 

The  Status  of  Forces  Agreement  allows 
the  government  of  a  country  to  have  jur- 
isdiction over  any  and  all  persons  who 
come  to  live  in  that  country. 

Until  February  9,  mail  can  be  sent  and 
received  through  APO.

As  of  November  29,  1966,  the  Pres- 
byterian Development  Fund  receipts

Dr.  Miller  is  being  assisted  in  the 
work  of  visiting  churches  by  Dr.  Bob 
Hodges,  formerly  with  the  General 
Council  of  the  General  Assembly  and 
Dr.  James  W.  Witherspoon,  retired, 
former  minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Beckley,  West  Virgiina. 


According  to  a  recent  release  from 
Chapel  Hill,  Dr.  Bernard  Boyd,  Profes- 
sor of  Religion  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  and  holder 
of  the  title  of  James  A.  Gray  Professor 
of  Biblical  Literature,  has  identified 
"postage  stamps"  used  by  the  Old  Testa- 
ment Prophets  Jeremiah  and  Nahum  in 
the  7th  century  B.  C. 

The  discovery  results  from  an  archae- 
ological expedition  in  South  Palestine 
led  by  Dr.  Boyd  last  summer. 

Seals  from  artifacts  are  said  to  bear 
the  names  of  the  two  Prophets  who  lived 
2,600  years  ago. 

Numerous  Expeditions 

Dr.  Boyd  has  led  expeditions  to  the 
Holy  Land  for  the  past  five  summers. 
The  latest  expediton  was  supported  by 
a  grant  from  Mrs.  Karl  Prickett  of 
Greensboro,  a  patron  of  Biblical  studies 
at  the  UNC. 

Dr.  Boyd  believes  that  the  results  of 
the  expedition  to  Lachish  have  already 
made  significant  contributions  to  archae- 
ological knowledge. 


Volume  II  Howe's  History 
Now  Available 

Columbia,  S.  C.  —  The  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  South  Carolina  has  just  com- 
pleted the  reprinting  of  Volume  II  of  Dr. 
George  Howe's  History  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  in  South  Carolina.  This  792 
page  book  takes  up  the  history  where 
Volume  I,  reprinted  last  year,  leaves  off, 
at  date  1800. 

Dr.  Howe  was  commissioned  by  the 
Synod  of  South  Carolina  in  1 849  to  write 
the  history  of  Presbyterianism  in  this 
area  down  to  1850.  It  was  a  large,  la- 
borious task,  and  he  completed  the  first 
volume  for  publication  in  1870.  The  first 
volume  covers  the  period  from  1670 
down  to  1800. 

Volume  II  covers  the  vital,  formative 
period  of  the  church's  history  between 
the  Revolutionary  and  Civil  Wars.  Like 
Volume  I,  it  also  covers  the  development 
of  Presbyterian,  Congregational,  and 
Huguenot  churches  from  the  North  Ca- 
rolina line  south  into  Florida  and  west- 
ward to  the  Mississippi,  all  of  which  was 
part  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia,  which  was  divided  in  1845. 
Volume  II  was  first  published  in  1883. 

Both  these  valuable  books  have  long 
been  out  of  print  and  were  selling  at 
collectors'  prices  when  available.  The 
Presbyterian  Synod  in  1965,  in  view  of 
the  widespread  desire  for  these  volumes, 
undertook  to  reprint  Volume  I.  That  pro- 
ject completed  and  paid  for,  the  synod 
this  year  authorized  the  reprinting  of 
Volume  II.  Both  volumes  can  now  be 
gotten  from  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
South  Carolina,  1430  Washington  Street, 
Columbia,  S.  C. 
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Flimflam  Man  and  Mecklenburg 
Declaration 

S.  Millington  Miller  was  a  flimflam 
man  with  a  real  feeling  for  North  Caro- 
lina history.  The  Raleigh  News  and  Ob- 
server recently  ran  a  Sunday  feature 
on  him  entitled  "Flimflam  Man  S.  Mil- 
lington Miller  and  ...  the  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  of  Independence." 

Perry  Young,  writer  of  the  newspaper 
story,  said  that  Miller  felt  that  historians 
had  dealt  "obscurely  and  begrudgingly" 
with  all  the  glory  that  was  North  Ca- 
rolina's— even  now  a  popular  cry.  But 
Miller,  unlike  many  who  just  talk  and 
pass  resolutions,  set  about  giving  the 
State  the  historical  prominence  it  de- 
served. 

A  dealer  in  old  books.  Miller  also — 
depending  on  the  location  —  identified 
himself  as  a  doctor  of  medicine  or  as 
an  "eminent  archaeologist." 

Need  for  Documentation 

Miller  had  doubtless  visited  North 
Carolina  many  times  before,  but  it  was 
in  March  of  1905,  that  he  came  with 
a  serious  intention  of  surveying  the  mar- 
ket, of  seeking  out  historical  "boasts"  in 
need  of  documents. 

He  found  there  was  (and  is)  a  des- 
perate need  in  Charlotte  to  document 
the  Mecklenburg  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence of  May  20th,  1775. 

Miller  discovered  there  has  never 
been  genuine  documentation  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Declaration  —  except  for 
the  fading  memory  of  one  old  man 
who  said  he  saw  and  signed  it. 
Copies  of  Original 

A  copy  of  the  Declaration  had  been 
handed  down  from  William  Richardson 
Davie,  who  got  it  from  John  McKnitt 
Alexander. 

Alexander  was  Secretary  of  the  Meck- 
lenburg Committee  which  did,  in  fact, 
adopt  a  set  of  Resolves — as  other  com- 
mittees throughout  the  colonies  were  do- 
ing that  year.  The  Resolves  were  adopt- 


Charlotte. — The  ruling  elders  of  the 
Wilmore  and  Westover  Hills  Presbyterian

ed  on  May  31,  1775.  The  original  copy 
of  these  Resolves  is  in  the  state  archives 
now. 

The  outcome  of  Mr.  Miller's  visit  to 
Tarheel  historians  and  libraries  was  an 
article  which  appeared  in  the  Collier's 
magazine  for  July,  1905,  "The  True 
Cradle  of  American  Liberty." 

Independence  at  Charlotte 

In  the  article  Mr.  Miller  attempted  to 
prove  that  the  Independence  Bell  rang  a 
year  earlier  in  Charlotte  than  in  Phila- 
delphia." The  new  items  of  proof  were: 
A  facsimile  of  what  was  said  to  be 
the  first  page  of  the  Cape  Fear  Mercury 
of  June  3,  1775,  containing  the  Mecklen- 
burg Declaration;  a  letter  from  John 
Adams  to  Thomas  Jefferson;  and  an 
1831  Proclamation  of  Governor  Mont- 
fort  Stokes. 

R.  D.  W.  Connor,  the  first  Secretary 
of  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Com- 
mission which  was  founded  in  1903, 
studied  the  Miller  article  and  raised  many 
serious  questions  about  its  authenticity. 

Connor,  who  became  a  history  profes- 
sor at  UNC  and  then  was  appointed  the 
first  archivist  of  the  United  States  in 
1935  by  President  Roosevelt,  traced  the 
history  of  the  several  versions  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Declaration.  In  particular, 
Connor  focused  on  the  one  written  down 
by  John  McKnitt  Alexander  in  1800  and 
passed  on  to  Davie. 

Cape  Fear  "Mercury" 

The  "Declaration"  in  Miller's  copy  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Mercury  was  "almost  ver- 
batim like  the  Davie  copy  written  in 
1800  from  memory,"  Connor  said.  "If 
these  resolutions  are  genuine,  one  must 
admire  the  tenacity  of  Col.  Alexander's 
memory." 

Two  other  facts  about  the  Cape  Fear 
Mercury  and  Miller's  copy  of  it  were 
cited  by  Connor.  First  was  the  size: 
Miller's  paper  was  three-columned  and 
SV4  by  13%  inches.  Connor  noted  the 
Wilmington  Safety  Committee  meeting 
report  for  January  30,  1775,  which  vot- 
ed to  support  Adam  Boyd  in  resuming 
publication  of  his  newspaper  to  be  21 
inches  wide  and  17  inches  long  and 
three  columns  to  a  page. 

The  second  fact  Connor  cited  was  that 
June  3,  1775  was  a  Saturday  and  not 
a  Friday. 

Connor  also  raised  objections  to  the 
authenticity  of  the  John  Adams  letter 
mentioned  in  the  Collier's  magazine  ar- 
ticle. 

Several  North  Carolina  historians 
made  attempts  to  examine  the  alleged 
front  page  of  the  Cape  Fear  Mercury, 
but  few  did  get  to  see  it.  Most  who  saw 
it  thought  that  it  was  forged. 

So  the  need  to  document  the  Mecklen- 
burg Declaration  of  Independence  still 
exists. 


Receives  Grant 

On  October  7,  Dr.  Taylor  Reveley, 
President  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
announced  that  the  college  was  the  re- 
cipient of  a  grant  of  $50,000  from  the 
George  F.  Baker  Trust  for  its  scholar- 
ship program. 

The  Trust  was  created  by  the  will  of 
George  F.  Baker,  Jr.,  a  former  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Trust  that  leaders 
be  developed  through  the  rich  experience 
of  liberal  arts  studies,  and  five  Baker 
Scholarships  will  be  awarded  each  year 
to  entering  freshmen  on  the  basis  of 
"high  qualities  of  character,  responsibili- 
ty, and  motivation  as  evidenced  by  their 
records,  recommendations,  and  by  per- 
sonal interviews  .  .  ." 

The  actual  stipend  awarded  will  range 
from  $100  to  $2,000  per  year. 


Davidson  College  Ranks  High  In 
Teacher  Production 

Davidson  College  ranks  third  in  the 
nation  in  the  percentage  of  its  undergrad- 
uate enrollment  awarded  Danforth  Fel- 
lowships, according  to  a  recent  release 
by  Russell  A.  Strong  of  the  News  De- 
partment of  the  College. 

The  first  ten  institutions  named  in  the 
study  are  private  liberal  arts  colleges 
with  enrollments  under  1,500,  followed 
by  ten  of  the  great  private  universities 
of  the  Nation. 

Haverford  College  tops  the  list  with 
3.03  percent  of  its  enrollment  elected  as 
Danforth  fellows;  Williams  College,  sec- 
ond at  1.68%;  and  Davidson,  third,  at 
1.62%. 

Among  other  leading  institutions  are 
Wooster  College,  a  Presbyterian  institu- 
tion in  Ohio,  and  Duke  University  which 
ranks  21st. 


UP-USA  Stated  Clerk 
Installed 

William  E.  Thompson  has  been  form- 
ally installed  as  stated  clerk-chief  execu- 
tive officer — of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  a  solemn  ceremony  at  Prince- 
ton, New  Jersey.  The  installation  service 
was  marked  by  ecumenical  participation 
and  emphasis. 

The  first  laymen  in  83  years  to  hold 
the  post  of  chief  administrative  officer 
of  the  3.3  million  member  body,  Mr. 
Thompson  pledged  in  his  address  to  "fur- 
ther every  effort"  of  the  denomination 
to  work  closely  with  other  churches. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  has 
taken  a  leading  role  in  furthering  plans 
for  unity  through  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  (COCU),  which  now  in- 
cludes nine  major  Protestant  denomina- 
tions. 
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Prominent  Layman  Honored 

Nelson  Bell  Library  Slated  For  Montreal 

Montreat,  N.  C.  —  Montreat-Anderson  College  will  erect  a  library  honoring 
Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell  of  Montreat,  editor,  physician,  medical  missionary  and  Sunday 
School  teacher. 

Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis,  president  of  the  college  and  Mountain  Retreat  Association, 
announced  the  plans  for  the  library  costing  $500,000  to  $600,000  in  his  address 
to  alumni  of  the  college  at  a  dinner  in  Howerton  Cafeteria  Thursday  night  (Nov.  24). 

The  college  president  revealed  that   


already  $100,000  in  gifts  and  commit- 
ments toward  the  library's  total  cost 
have  been  received.  One  foundation  de- 
siring to  remain  anonymous  has  con- 
tributed $50,000,  and  another  foundation 
also  remaining  anonymous  has  made  a 
commitment  for  a  $50,000  gift. 

Federal  Grant 

A  federal  grant  of  $137,000  toward 
the  erection  of  a  science  building  also 
was  announced  to  the  alumni  by  Dr. 
Davis  at  the  annual  Thanksgiving  get- 
together. 

The  erection  of  a  residence  hall  for 
women  already  is  under  way,  and  will 
provide  144  beds  and  private  baths  in 
1967  or  1968. 

The  executive  committee  of  Montreat- 
Anderson  College  in  a  recent  meeting 
approved  the  erection  of  the  library  and 
a  campaign  for  the  remainder  of  funds 
needed  for  the  library  and  science  build- 
ing. 

Chairman  Tom  Belk,  Charlotte,  of  the 
trustees  board  has  authorized  a  study 
of  long-range  needs  of  the  Retreat  As- 
sociation and  the  college.  The  study  will 
be  made  by  Ketchum  and  Company  and 
a  report  of  the  findings  is  expected  for 
a  meeting  in  early  January  when  further 
plans  for  Montreat  will  be  given  con- 
sideration. 

Missionary  To  China 

Dr.  Bell,  being  honored  by  the  col- 
lege by  having  the  library  bear  his  name, 
has  been  a  Montreat  resident  for  years. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bell  some  years  ago 
were  medical  missionaries  in  China. 
From  1916  to  1941  he  was  chief  sur- 
geon of  Tsingkiangpu  General  Hospital, 
largest  Presbyterian  Mission  in  China 
(under  Board  of  World  Missions,  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  -  Southern). 

Dr.  Bell  practiced  surgery  in  Ashe- 
ville,  N.  C.  from  1941  until  his  retire- 
ment in  1956. 

He  is  executive  editor  of  Christianity 
Today  and  was  one  of  its  founders. 


EDUCATIONAL  BUILDING 

Construction  is  underway  on  the  new 
Educational  Building  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Albemarle.  The 
building,  which  will  contain  a  number 
of  classrooms  and  a  large  assembly  room 
equipped  with  a  stage,  will  cost  approxi- 
mately $150,000.  Occupancy  is  scheduled 
for  the  summer  of  1967. 


$500,000  Expansion  Program 

Members  of  the  Sardis  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte  have  undertaken  a 
$500,000  building  program  of  a  mall- 
type  educational  building  and  the  re- 
modeling and  enlarging  of  existing  edu- 
cational facilities  and  the  fellowship  hall. 

Due  to  the  church's  location  in  a 
fast  developing  residential  area  its  recent 
emphasis  has  been  on  obtaining  the 
physical  facilities  with  which  to  do  an 
effective  job. 

Walter  Kellen  and  J.  Mason  Wallace, 
Jr.  are  serving  as  Chairmen  for  the  first 
step  of  the  expansion  program,  the  fin- 
ancial campaign.  More  than  125  men 
in  the  congregation  are  engaged  in  the 
project. 

Founded  in  1790,  the  Sardis  Church 
which  operated  the  Union  Academy  un- 
til the  last  century,  has  grown  continu- 
ously and  now  serves  about  500  families. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church  is  the 
Rev.  James  G.  Stuart,  and  the  Associate 
Pastor,  the  Rev.  Francis  B.  Yates.

Denominational  Representation 
In  Congress 

There  will  be  very  little  change  in  the 
religious  complexion  of  the  90th  Con- 
gress, convening  in  January,  with  Roman 
Catholics  and  Methodists  continuing  to 
dominate  the  legislative  chambers  as  in 
the  past  two  years.  A  survey  made  by 
Christianity  Today,  conservative  Protest- 
ant fortnightly  published  in  Washington, 
shows  that  Catholics  outnumber  mem- 
bers of  any  other  single  church  in  the 
two  houses,  with  96  representatives  and 
13  senators.  The  total  was  one  more 
than  in  the  89th  Congress. 

The  over-all  numerical  breakdown  for 
both  houses  of  congress  showed  there 
will  be  404  Protestants,  the  same  as  in 
the  89th  Congress;  109  Catholics;  18 
Jews,  one  more  than  in  the  last  two 
years,  and  four  members  who  do  not 
list  a  religious  affiliation. 

Presbyterians  Lead 

Denominational  leadership  in  the  Sen- 
ate is  held  again  by  Methodists  with  24, 
the  same  number  as  in  the  89th  Cong- 
ress. Methodists  also  have  69  members  of 
the  House,  one  less  than  in  the  last  two 
years. 

The  forth-coming  Congress  will  have 
83  Presbyterians — 12  Senators  and  71 
Representatives.  The  Reformed  Church 
in  America  will  have  one  Senator. 

The  survey  showed  the  largest  num- 
erical gain  in  Congress  was  by  Presby- 
terians, who  added  seven  members.  The 
United  Church  of  Christ  gained  five. 
Christian  Scientists  added  two  and  no 
other  church  gained  more  than  one 
member. 

Education  Counts 
Christianity  Today  made  this  observa- 
tion from  the  results  of  its  Index  of 
Political  Penetration:  "The  well-educa- 
ted, largely  white  denominations  do  the 
best,  with  Presbyterians  leading  among 
major  groups.  The  more  ethnically  isolat- 
ed categories,  Lutherans  and  Eastern 
Orthodox,  rate  lowest."

Board  of  Directors  of  the  Synod  of  West 
Virginia  to  serve  as  the  Presbyterian 
Universtiy  Pastor  at  West  Virginia  Uni- 
versity, located  at  Morganton,  West  Vir- 
ginia. 

Mr.  Miller  a  member  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery,  was  previously  Associate  Pas- 
tor of  the  Westminster  Church,  Charlotte. 
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Janie  W.  McGaughey  Scholarship 
At  PSCE 

The  Janie  W.  McGaughey  Scholarship 
for  International  Students  and  Students 
of  minority  ethnic  groups  in  the  United 
States  has  been  established  at  the  Pres- 
byterian School  of  Christian  Education. 

Gifts  totalling  $117,822  were  given  by 
the  Women  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  in  1958  when  Miss  McGaughey 
retired  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Women's  Work,  to  Oklahoma 
Presbyterian  College  in  Durant,  Okla- 
homa. Because  of  the  closing  of  O.  P.  C, 
the  money  has  now  been  given  to  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. 

Miss  McGaughey  Present 

Miss  McGaughey  spoke  at  P.S.C.E. 
at  the  chapel  service  when  the  gift  was 
announced  by  Dr.  C.  E.  S.  Kraemer, 
President.  In  attendance  at  the  service 
were  students  and  faculty;  the  Board  of 
Trustees;  Dr.  Benjamin  L.  Rose,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension; 
Mrs.  Graves  H.  Thompson,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Women's  Work;  Mrs. 
Raymond  C.  Robinson,  President  of  the 
Women  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia;  and 
Mrs.  Charles  Wilson,  President  of  the 
Women  of  Hanover  Presbytery.

secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation, and  the  Rev.  William  B.  Kennedy, 
associate  secretary  of  Education. 

Dr.  S.  J.  (Jap)  Patterson,  secretary  of 
the  Division  of  Men's  Work,  and  the 
Rev.  John  I.  Rhea,  director  of  Program 
and  Service,  offered  general  and  specific 
proposals  for  the  committee's  consider- 
ation.

Some  of  them  formerly  housed 
Westminster  Schools,  and  prior  to  that, 
the  North  Avenue  Presbyterian  School. 
Several  of  the  old  homes  once  were 
among  Atlanta's  elite  residences.

The  new  center  will  retain  the  old 
address  of  341  Ponce  de  Leon.  It  will  be 
headquarters  for  the  General  Council, 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief,  Board  of  Wo- 
men's Work,  Office  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, Office  of  the  Minister  and  His 
Work,  Presbyterian  Survey  magazine, 
TRAV  (the  denomination's  television, 
radio  and  audio-visuals  agency)  and  the 
Presbyterian  Book  Store.

New  Council  Organized 

Richmond,  Va. — ^What  God  is  doing 
in  the  world  and  the  Christian's  response 
was  the  overriding  concern  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  Church  and  Society  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.S.  at  its  organization- 
al meeting  in  Richmond,  Va.,  Sept.  21- 
23. 

Created  by  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  at  the  request  of  the  106th 
General  Assembly,  the  Council  was  ask- 
ed to  study  the  content  of  the  gospel  in 
its  bearing  on  man  and  society,  and  to 
present  recommendations  for  consider- 
ation by  future  Assemblies.  The  Council 
continues  the  general  functions  of  the 
Permanent  Committee  on  Christian  Re- 
lations and  of  the  Christian  Action  Ad- 
visory Council. 

Wide  Field  of  Studies 

For  the  next  General  Assembly,  the 
group  agreed  on  tentative  plans  for  a 
paper  to  set  forth  for  a  changing  so- 
ciety the  meaning  of  the  gospel,  to  dis- 
cover signs  of  God's  justice  and  mercy. 
Shorter  statements  will  touch  on  such 
relevant  matters  as  Viet  Nam  and  the 
war  crisis,  foreign  aid,  concerns  of  the 
World  Conference  on  Church  and  So- 
ciety relative  to  poverty  and  violence, 
the  domestic  poverty  programs,  civil  dis- 
obedience, the  race  crisis,  and  reconcili- 
ation within  the  church. 

The  Council  elected  the  Rev.  R.  P. 
Douglass,  pastor  of  the  Preston  Hollow 
Church,  Dallas,  Tex.,  to  be  its  chairman; 
James  M.  Dabbs,  a  ruling  elder  from 
South  Carolina,  vice-chairman;  the  Rev. 
Samuel  V.  Newell,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the 
River  Road  Presbyterian  Church,  Rich- 
mond, secretary. 


Commissioners  To  Serve 
On  Committees 

Atlanta — (PN) — All  commissioners  to 
the  1967  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  likely  will 
serve  on  standing  committees. 

This  was  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Harry  A. 
Fifield  of  Atlanta,  Chairman  of  the  Per- 
manent Committee  on  Assembly  Opera- 
tion, in  an  address  before  the  Presby- 
terian Stated  Clerks  Association  late  in 
November. 

Committee  Work  Unfinished 

Dr.  Fifield  corrected  certain  erroneous 
assumptions  based  upon  an  earlier  re- 
lease of  some  preliminary  actions  taken 
by  his  Committee.  He  made  it  plain  that 
his  Committee,  scheduled  to  meet  again 
in  February,  is  yet  to  adopt  its  report. 

An  earlier  release  indicated  that  Per- 
manent Committees  in  1967  would  be 
comprised  of  only  one-half  the  total 
number  of  commissioners  attending  the 
Assembly.  Dr.  Fifield  expressed  his  own 
disapproval  of  the  proposition  and  indi- 
cated that  at  least  for  1967,  the  prevail- 
ing system  of  having  all  commissioners 
serve  on  standing  committees  would  be 
practiced. 

The  1966  Assembly  asked  the  Com- 
mittee on  Assembly  Operations  to  "exer- 
cise its  best  judgment  in  establishing 
procedures  and  ordering  business  for 
the  107th  (1967)  General  Assembly"  to 
make  the  court  a  "truly  deliberative 
body,  and  in  order  that  it  may  handle 
more  efficiently  the  increasing  amount 
of  work  committed  to  it". 

Defends  Committee 

Dr.  Fifield  also  defended  the  Com- 
mittee against  other  charges  to  the  ap- 
parent full  satisfaction  of  the  Stated 
Clerks  who  requested  a  copy  of  Dr. 
Fifield's  address  in  order  that  critics  of 
the  Committee  might  be  intelligently  in- 
formed of  the  actions  of  the  Committee.

Davidson  Campaign  Advances 

President  D.  Grier  Martin  told  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Visitors  meeting 
recently  at  the  College  that  funds  con- 
tinue to  come  in  to  meet  the  Ford 
Challenge  Fund  and  that  as  of  Novem- 
ber 15,  receipts  totalled  $3,467,910,  an 
increase  of  $314,120  since  October  10. 
The  three-year  campaign,  now  at  about 
the  half-way  mark,  is  for  $5,500,000,  to 
be  matched  by  Ford  Foundation  funds  of 
$2,200,000.  As  of  last  June  30,  Davidson 
had  received  from  the  Foundation  $940,- 
076.  The  next  report  to  the  Foundation 
will  be  made  June  30,  1967.  More 
than  $2,000,000  are  still  needed  to  com- 
plete the  drive. 

Long-range  plans  call  for  an  endow- 
ment of  $28,706,000  by  1974-75,  and  an 
educational  plant  worth  approximately 
$12,370,000. 


Sanctuary  Planned 

Third  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte 
recently  began  a  financial  campaign  to 
raise  funds  for  the  building  of  a  new 
sanctuary  to  seat  464  persons.  The  co- 
lonial type  structure  will  have  a  spire 
reaching  100  feet  in  height. 

The  Church  had  its  beginning  in  1890, 
and  was  known  for  many  years  as  the 
Tenth  Avenue  Church. 

The  Sanctuary  of  the  Church  when  lo- 
cated on  Tenth  Avenue  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1955.  The  new  Church  is  lo- 
cated at  Central  and  Sheridan  Avenues. 

The  present  education  and  fellowship 
building  was  dedicated  in  1956,  and  a 
recreation  building  in  1961. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church  is  the 
Rev.  Edwin  O.  Byrd. 
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Five  Governors  In  U.  S. 
Presbyterian 

One  of  every  ten  governors  holding 
office  in  January — as  the  result  of  elec- 
tions in  November  or  completing  terms — 
will  be  a  Presbyterian.  However,  one  of 
every  five  governors  will  be  a  Methodist. 

The  Presbyterian  governors  are:  Bab- 
cock  (R-Montana),  Docking  (D-Kansas), 
Guy  (D-N.D.),  Rhodes  (R-Ohio),  Smith 
(D-W.  Va.). 

With  only  the  Georgia  race  still  in 
doubt,  ten  Methodists  will  be  listed  in 
the  gubernatorial  line-up,  nine  Catholics, 
eight  (or  nine)  Episcopalians,  five  (or 
six)  Baptists,  five  Presbyterians,  five 
United  Church  of  Christ  members,  three 
Lutherans,  two  Disciples  and  two  Mor- 
mons. 

The  uncertainty  in  the  Episcopal  and 
Baptist  listings  results  from  the  undecid- 
ed contest  in  Georgia.  If  Mr.  Calloway 
wins,  the  Episcopalians  will  list  nine,  the 
Baptists,  five;  if  Mr.  Maddox  wins,  the 
Baptists  will  have  six,  Episcopalians, 
eight. 


Prominent  Minister  To  Retire 

Dr.  Roy  Edward 
Watts,  Minister  of 
the  High  Point  First 
Presbyterian  Church 
for  the  past  fifteen 
years,  announced  to 
his  congregation  on 
November  27,  his 
intention  of  retir- 
ing from  the  active 
ministry  sometime 
after  the  first  of  the 
year. 

Dr.  Watts,  a  native  of  Pontotoc,  Mis- 
sissippi, served  churches  in  Virginia  and 
Mississippi,  as  well  as  in  North  Carolina. 
He  was  Pastor  at  Emporia,  Virginia;  Le- 
land,  Mississippi;  Albemarle,  North  Ca- 
rolna;  and  Clarksdale,  Mississippi,  before 
coming  to  High  Point  in  1951.

A  unique  plan  for  church  union  at 
the  grassroots  level,  without  waiting  for 
overall  denominational  merger,  was  re- 
cently approved  by  an  official  Agency 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  New 
York. 

The  plan  provides  a  means  for  both 
legal  and  functional  unity  of  regional 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  In  areas  where  they  overlap  it 
is  hoped  that  classes — units  comparable 
to  Synods — of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  will  also  join  in  the  arrange- 
ment. 

Before  the  plan  becomes  operative,  it 
must  be  approved  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  General  Assembly  which 
will  convene  in  June,  1967. 

Strong  Sentiment 

It  is  reported  that  there  is  strong  sen- 
timent among  Southern  Presbyterians, 
especially  those  in  areas  affected  for 
such  a  move. 

The  Plan,  which  is  being  fostered  by 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  will 
operate  primarily  where  border  Synods 
overlap.  There  are  areas  where  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  (Northern) 
is  fairly  strong  in  areas  occupied  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  (Southern).

Protestant-Catholic  Relations 

Excelsior,  Minn.  (RNS) — More  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  Catholic-Protes- 
tant understanding  in  the  past  four  years 
than  in  the  previous  four  centuries,  it 
was  reported  here  at  Minnesota's  first 
statewide  Catholic-Protestant  Consulta- 
tion on  Faith  and  Order. 

Despite  this  advance,  there  are  still 
major  barriers  that  divide  the  two  major 
groups  of  Christians  and  prevent  their 
getting  to  know  each  other,  according 
to  the  keynote  speakers,  Msgr.  Vincent 
A.  Yzermans  of  Washington  and  Dr. 
Warren  A.  Quanbeck  of  St.  Paul. 

Catholics  have  lacked  knowledge  about 
Protestantism,  according  to  Msgr.  Yzer- 
mans, director  of  the  National  Catholic 
Welfare  Conference  Bureau  of  Informa- 
tion. 

"We  were  also  the  victims  of  slogans," 
he  said.  For  example,  Catholics  dismissed 
Luther  by  saying  he  stood  for  "faith 
without  good  works." 

Dr.  Quanbeck,  professor  at  Luther 
Theological  Seminary,  St.  Paul,  said  bar- 


Census  to  Ignore  Religious 
Question 

Washington,  D.  C.  (RNS) — According 
to  A.  Ross  Eckler,  Director  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Census,  a  question  on  re- 
ligious preference  will  not  appear  in  the 
1970  census. 

The  decision  by  Mr.  Eckler  is  based 
on  his  statement  that  "a  substantial  num- 
ber of  persons  again  expressed  an  ex- 
tremely strong  belief  that  asking  such  a 
question  would  infringe  upon  the  tradi- 
tional separation  of  church  and  state". 

Church  groups  were  divided  in  their 
responses.  Catholic  Representatives  fav- 
ored inclusion  of  the  question,  whereas 
the  American  Jewish  Committee  and  the 
Christian  Century  opposed  its  inclusion. 

Dr.  Lauris  Whitman,  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Research  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches,  told  the 
House  Unit  that  professional  church 
statisticians  were  almost  unanimously 
agreed  that  the  data  from  such  question 
would  be  of  great  value.

United  States  Churches 

The  combined  grand  total  of  contributions  reported  by  44  Protestant  Churches 
in  the  U.  S.  and  Canada  for  the  fiscal  year  1965  was  $3,300,996,291. 

Contributions  totaling  $3,172,114,782 
are  reported  by  thirty-eight  Protestant 
churches  in  the  U.  S.  The  per-member 
figure  is  $77.75  compared  with  $72.04 
for  1964. 

Of  the  amount  reported  $569,589,195 
is  reported  under  benevolences,  or  a 
per  capita  figure  of  $14.03.  The  previous 
year's  total  was  $551,535,688,  a  per 
capita  gift  of  $13.36. 

For  local  congregational  support,  the 
churches  reported  $2,602,525,587,  a  per 
member  figure  of  $63.72,  in  contrast  to 
$58.68  for  the  year  before. 

Thirty-six  bodies  in  the  U.  S.  reported 
a  total  of  $88,651,596  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, a  per  capita  gift  of  $2.95;  the 
previous  year  $2.41. 

New  Buildings 

Eighteen  denominations  reported  new 
construction  amounting  to  $122,096,493 
or  25.5%  of  the  congregational  operat- 
ing expenses  of  $484,475,586. 

Thirteen  denominations  reported  gifts 
from  non-living  donors,  totalling  $3,148,- 
511.  The  amount  received  from  wills,  be- 
quests, annuities,  and  the  like  is  about 
one-half  of  one  percent.

Senator  Ervin  Challenges  Aid 
to  Churches 

Washington,  D.  C.  (RNS)— Spurred  on 
by  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court's  7-to-2  de- 
cision to  let  stand  a  Maryland  court  rul- 
ing declaring  state  funds  to  church-relat- 
ed colleges  unconstitutional.  Sen.  Sam 
Ervin  (D-N.C.)  has  pledged  to  continue 
a  campaign  to  permit  tests  of  federal 
aid  to  church-related  institutions. 

Bill  Passes  and  Dies 

The  North  Carolina  legislator  last  July 
29  gained  surprisingly  easy  passage  of 
such  a  measure  in  the  Senate,  but  his 
bill  died  when  Congress  adjourned  be- 
fore action  could  be  taken  on  a  similar 
measure  in  the  House. 

Sen.  Ervin  said  his  efforts  will  begin 
"on  the  first  day  of  the  90th  Congress." 
Congress  will  convene  on  Jan.  10. 

As  things  now  stand,  private  citizens 
are  forbidden  by  law  to  bring  test  cases 
on  federal  spending  of  any  nature.  The 
lack  of  "standing"  before  the  courts  re- 
sults from  a  1923  ruling  by  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court. 

Law  Obsolete 

The  major  impact  of  legislation  to  be 
re-introduced  by  Sen.  Ervin  is  to  modify 
the  1923  ruling  so  "standing"  once  more 
can  be  afforded  responsible  individuals — 
enough  to  challenge  those  bills  involving 
funds  to  church-related  schools. 

At  stake,  should  such  legislation  be 
passed,  is  some  $265  million  in  federal 
funds  used  by  church-related  institutions 
in  a  variety  of  projects. 

Another  $90  million  is  currently  going 
to  church-related  education  facilities  in 
implementing  certain  anti-poverty  pro- 
grams under  the  Office  of  Economic  Op- 
portunity. 

1st  Amendment  Violated 

Sen.  Ervin  said  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court's  unsigned  order  in  the  Maryland 
case  cast  doubt  on  the  constitutionality 
of  such  expenditures.  At  issue  is  whe- 
ther those  expenditures  violate  the  First 
Amendment's  "establishment  of  religion" 
clause.

We  lift  the  following  extracts  from  a 
letter  written  by  Mrs.  Arch  B.  Taylor, 
Jr.,  Missionary  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  to  Shikoku  Christian  College, 
Zentsuji,  Japan. 

"We  continue  to  thank  God  for  all  of 
you  who  have  conquered  the  prejudices 
of  our  culture  in  regard  to  race,  and  who 
are  courageously  taking  the  hard,  right 
road  in  race  relations  because  it  is  the 
Christian  road.  Mrs.  W.  P.  Cumming, 
Presbyterian  leader  in  North  Carolina, 
told  the  last  white  P.T.A.  in  her  town  of 
Davidson,  'Some  Head  Start  Youngsters 
I  have  taught  will  give  real  intellectual 
challenges  to  your  own  youngsters.  Don't 
underestimate  the  ability  and  charity  of 
your  own  children  in  helping  pull  up  to 
average  small  Negroes  whose  environment 
has  kept  them  behind.  It  is  not  your  chil- 
dren I  pity,  but  my  own,  whose  elementary 
education  some  years  ago  denied  them  the 
opportunity  to  know  all  their  neighbors 
in  a  natural,  honest,  sharing  school  sit- 
uation'. 


WOMEN'S  RIGHTS 

"Having  watched  Asian  nations  in  re- 
cent years  take  strides  toward  equality  of 
the  sexes,  it  was  disappointing  to  see  the 
U.  S.  apparently  stuck  in  the  same  old 
rut  of  discrimination  against  women.  Al- 
though our  church  now  ordains  women 
elders  and  ministers,  there  are  fewer  Pres- 
byterian U.  S.  Women  on  major  church 
boards  now  than  there  were  ten  years 
ago.  The  1966  World  Mission  Conference 
.  .  .  offered  not  one  woman  missionary 
speaker  from  its  platform  even  though 
nearly  two-thirds  of  its  missionary  force 
and  at  least  two-thirds  of  those  who  at- 
tend its  Conference  are  female. 

"U.  S.  women  continue  to  do  the  same 
work  as  men  for  less  pay.  Have  U.  S. 
women  become  so  accustomed  to  second 
class  citizenship  that  they  are  scarcely 
aware  of  it?  What  is  the  relationship  be- 
tween this  discrimination  and  the  revolt 
of  some  coUege  women  against  traditional 
feminine  roles  in  U.  S.  Society?  We  would 
be  most  interested  to  hear  your  observa- 
tions and  to  be  corrected  where  our  quick 
impressions  on  a  brief  visit  to  the  U.  S. 
are  in  error. 

"Our  boys  will  long  recall  going  fishing 
with  Lacy  Godwin  in  Fayetteville,  N.  C. 
...  In  addition  Arch  and  I  carry  back  to 
Japan  hearts  full  of  gratitude  to  the  Wo- 
men of  our  Church  who  have  chosen  Kin- 
jo  College  in  Nagoya  and  Shikoku  Chris- 
tian College  in  Zentsuji  for  their  1967 
birthday  objectives  .  .  ."

The  Presbyterian  Foundation

It  is  amazing  how  few  Presbyterians 
really  know  anything  about  the  Presby- 
terian Foundation  other  than  that  it  is 
an  organ  of  the  church. 

Many  people  shy  away  from  any  con- 
versation pertaining  to  wills  or  death, 
thinking  that  later  in  life  will  be  soon 
enough.  It  isn't  necessary  to  talk  only 
about  wills  and  death  when  talking  about 
The  Presbyterian  Foundation;  this  is  an 
agency  that  can  help  us  now  to  make 
even  small  giving  more  profitable  to 
the  receiver.

Grants-ln-Aid  Made  To  Churches 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  Church  Extension 
convened  in  Raleigh,  January  10,  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  financial  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  program  of  the 
Committee. 

Among  the  business  transacted  was 
consideration  of  the  requests  for  Grants- 
in-Aid  from  more  than  a  dozen  churches. 
Of  those  applying  for  assistance,  eight 
had  applied  in  1966,  but  though  ap- 
proved received  no  aid  for  the  reason 
that  funds  were  not  available.  It  was 
anticipated  a  year  ago  that  the  Mission 
Offering  in  the  Spring  of  1966  would 
provide  funds  to  assist  churches  making 
applications  for  grants-in-aid;  however, 
it  was  not  until  November  that  Synod 
was  advised  by  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  that  a  tentative  amount  of 
$26,000  would  probably  be  available  for 
distribution  in  1967. 

Funds  Not  Sufficient 

Synod's  Committee,  with  Dr.  E.  D. 
Witherspoon,  Sr.,  Chairman,  presiding, 
was  faced  with  the  task  of  endeavoring 
to  apportion,  both  wisely  and  effective- 
ly, $26,000  to  thirteen  churches  asking 
for  a  total  of  $53,000. 

Of  the  thirteen  churches  two  were 
eliminated,  and  the  rest  were  approved

Minister  Declines  To  Pay 
Partial  Tax 

The  Rev.  H.  V.  Lofquist,  Presbyterian 
minister  of  Wilson,  N.  C,  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Peace  Fellowship,  has  notified  the  Caro- 
lina Telephone  Co.  in  October  that  he 
refuses  to  pay  the  recently-restored  7% 
Federal  telephone  tax  because  the  tax 
is  designed  to  help  support  the  war  in 
Vietnam.  The  tax  of  Lofquist,  who  is  a 
retired  minister  and  member  of  Albe- 
marle Presbytery,  amounted  that  month 
to  $.49. 

Stresses  Human  Welfare 

In  his  letter  Lofquist  stated,  "I  will 
gladly  pay  taxes  to  be  used  for  human 
welfare.  My  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ 
to  'love  your  neighbor  as  yourself  must 
consider  that  killing — war — destruction  is 
contrary  to  His  will  and  I  must  testify 
against  war  in  such  specific  ways  as  I 
find  possible.  I  am  sincerly  ashamed  of

FROM  RELIGIOUS  NEWS  SERVICE:  Many  of  the  top  religious  stories  of  the 
year  bore  witness  to  the  ecumenical  concern  among  churchmen.  Other  headlines  told 
of  new  religious  mobilizations  in  the  battles  against  world  poverty  and  racism.  A 
mounting  pace  of  change  was  noted  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  during  1966. 

Initial  approval  of  the  merger  of  the  Methodist  and  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
Churches  was  given — subject  to_  rank-and-file  approval— with  duplicate  agencies  of 
the  two  churches  to  be  assimilated  into  the  new  structures  during  a  12-year  transition.

Relevancy  of  the  Christian 
Church 

"Relevancy"  and  "Irrelevancy"  are  popu- 
lar words  today  in  certain  theological 
circles.  It  is  sometimes  said  that  the 
Christian  Church  is  "irrelevant"  to  the 
modern  world,  and  the  consequence  is 
often  intoned,  that  the  world  is  passing 
by,  on  its  way  to,  who  knows  where? 
Sometimes  it  is  implied  that  the  church 
is  dead,  absolutely  dead,  even  its  God,  so 
that  it  becomes  necessary  to  create  a  new 
Church  and  a  new  God.  Some  are  so  pes- 
simistic as  to  declare  that  the  organized 
Church  and  the  people  who  worship  in 
Church  buildings  are  irrelevant,  and  sug- 
gest that  the  true  Church  is  where  God's 
people  are.  Anent  this,  we  could  not  agree 
more  heartily  than  with  Dr.  Arthur  Mar- 
tin, Executive  Secretary  of  the  Synod 
of  South  Carolina,  who,  on  hearing  such 
an  assertion,  appropriately  commented, 
"They  were  'the  people  of  God'  who  built 
those  churches!" 

By  1775,  the  population  of  the  United 
States  was  approximately  three  millions. 
Of  this  number,  according  to  competent 
historians,  not  a  large  number  were 
church  members.  According  to  Dr.  E.  T. 
Thompson  "...  only  a  very  small  pro- 
portion of  the  total  population  of  the 
thirteen  colonies  were  members  of  the 
Colonial  Churches.  At  the  end  of  the  Co- 
lonial Period  there  were  undoubtedly  more 
unchurched  people  in  North  America,  in 
proportion  to  the  population,  than  were 
to  be  found  in  any  other  land  in  Chris- 
tendom". 

Actually  not  more  than  approximately 
4%  or  125,000,  were  professing  Christians 
in  1775.  This  was  the  age  of  Deism,  and 
in  the  decades  which  followed  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  this  philosophy  penetrated 
the  thought  of  both  Europe  and  America 
to  such  an  extent  and  depth  as  to  suggest 
that  the  Church  was  irrelevant  for  the 
times.  Voltaire  is  said  to  have  declared 
that  the  world  no  longer  needed  God  and 
that  the  time  was  not  far  off  when  he 
would  be  ushered  to  a  precipice  and  dis- 
missed. 

Many  of  the  otherwise  best  men  of  that 
period  embraced  Deism  and  either  re- 
frained from  uniting  with  the  Church,  or 
withdrew  from  the  Church,  or  remained 
mere  nominal  members.  In  1790,  the  first 
year  for  Federal  Statistics,  there  were  393,- 
000  people  living  in  North  Carolina,  of 


Meanwhile,  possibility  of  a  United 
Church  of  some  25  million  members  was 
envisaged  by  leaders  of  the  Consultation 
on  Church  Union  within  the  next  ten  to 
twenty  years.  This  was  after  1966  had  seen 
thrpe  churches  join  the  six  others  which 
had  accepted  invitations  to  take  part  in 
Union  talks.  The  newcomers  were  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  (South- 
ern) and  two  Negro  bodies:  The  African 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion  Church. 
The  denominations  already  members  of 
the  Consultation  were:  The  Methodist, 
United  Presbyterian,  Episcopal,  Evangeli- 
cal United  Brethren,  the  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and  the 
United  Church  of  Christ. 

Canadian-Anglican  Union 

Another  top  merger  development  was 
approval  by  the  United  Church  of  Canada 
of  "Principals  of  Union"  with  the  An- 
glican Church  of  Canada.  Though  actual 
union  still  was  expected  to  be  at  least  a 
decade  away,  the  action  was  viewed  as  a 
major  step  forward. 

Church  and  Society 

Rated  one  of  the  biggest  Protestant 
events  of  the  year,  the  WCC-sponsored 
World  Conference  on  Church  and  Society 
was  held  at  Geneva  over  a  two  week 
period  in  July.  Delegates  and  observers 
from  70  nations  adopted  a  message  which 

(1)  urged  a  continual  dialogue  between 
social  scientists  and  theologians  and  be- 
tween those  involved  in  the  study  of  so- 
cial problems  and  those  who  "spend  their 
lives  in  the  common  tasks  of  society,"  and 

(2)  underscored  the  urgent  need  for 
Christians  to  participate  in  World  affairs. 
Highlighting  the  conference  were  speeches 
calling  on  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
to  take  steps  to  provide  a  continuing 
ecumenical  forum  on  Economic  issues,  and 
recommending  increased,  careful  study  of 
changing  social  patterns  and  their  effect 
on  sexual  relationships  and  expression  in 

whom  not  more  than  approximately  25,- 
000  to  30,000  were  professing  Christians. 

If  ever  there  were  times  when  men 
might  have  questioned  the  relevancy  of 
the  Church,  the  latter  part  of  the  18th 
Cefitury  was  one  of  them.  And  yet  the 
church  has  flourished  ever  since. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  by  1775,  some 
65,000  Scotch-Irish  and  Scot  Highlanders 
had  comg  to  North  Carolina  from  their 
native  country.  Though  often  reference 
is  made  to  these  people  as  Presbyterians, 
actually  by  1775,  there  were  not  more  than 
from  2,000  to  3,000  persons  identified  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  situation  in  other  denomina- 
tions was  relatively  no  better. 

So  we  take  issue  with  the  "Irrelevant". 
We  confess  that  the  Church  has  its  faults, 
that  it  has  not  fulfilled  its  mission,  and 
that  it  should  ever  be  reformed  and  re- 
forming. But  we  hold  that  it  is  still  true 
and  ever  will  be,  that  the  Church  should 
never  be  conformed  to  the  world,  and 
that  the  world  must  be  conformed  to  the 
Church  until  it  becomes  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ. 


today's  world.  Touching  on  the  War  in 
Vietnam,  delegates  asserted  that  the  in- 
creasing military  presence  there  and  the 
bombing  of  South  Vietnamese  villages  and 
targets  near  North  Vietnamese  popula- 
tion centers  could  not  be  morally  justified. 
Evangelism  Congress 

Another  major  international  Protestant 
event  was  the  World  Congress  on  Evangel- 
ism held  in  West  Berlin  in  October  with 
U.  S.  Evangelist  Billy  Graham  as  Honor- 
ary Chairman.  Attended  by  1200  con- 
servative Protestant  Churchmen  and 
Catholic  and  Jewish  observers  from 
around  the  world,  it  stressed  the  urgency 
of  preaching  the  gospel  to  a  "lost  world," 
and  invited  "all  believers  in  Christ  to 
unite  in  the  common  task  of  bringing  the 
word  of  salvation  to  a  mankind  in  spirit- 
ual revolt  and  moral  chaos". 

National  Council  of  Churches 

At  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
General  Assembly  in  December,  in  addi- 
tion to  urging  steps  toward  Vietnam  nego- 
tiations and  ending  World  poverty  as  a 
prime  requisite  for  peace,  delegates  strong- 
ly endorsed  ecumenical  cooperation  and 
called  for  new  emphasis  on  evangelism. 
Planned  parenthood  was  endorsed  and 
apartheid  in  South  Africa  was  sharply 
criticised.  Another  major  NCC  statement 
during  the  year  was  the  general  Board's 
Call  for  a  new  U.  S.  policy  aimed  at  ad- 
mission of  Red  China  to  the  United 
Nations. 

Pour  religious  groups  were  admitted  to 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  at  its 
General  Assembly,  bringing  total  member- 
ship to  34  communions  with  some  42  mil- 
lion members.  Dr.  Arthur  S.  Flemming, 
University  of  Oregon  President  and  form- 
er U.  S.  Secretary  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  was  elected  NCC  President. 
A  Methodist,  he  is  the  second  layman 
to  hold  the  post. 

Bishop  Pike  Censured 

In  October,  the  House  of  Bishops  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  censured  Bishop 
James  A.  Pike,  long  a  controversial  fig- 
ure, for  "irresponsible"  doctrinal  views, 
and  in  another  action  recommended  set- 
ting up  a  joint  clergy-laity  group  to  effect 
a  major  examination  of  the  denomina- 
tion's stance  and  structure.  Bishop  Pike 
resigned  as  Head  of  the  California  See 
in  September  io  join  the  staff  of  the  Cen- 
ter For  the  Study  of  Democratic  Insti- 
tutions in  Santa  Barbara,  California.  He 
was  given  the  title  of  Auxiliary  Bishop,  but 
renounced  it  to  keep  the  California  dio- 
cese out  of  a  new  swirl  of  publicity  over 
new  heresy  charges  against  him — charges 
stemming  from  his  insistence  on  the  right 
to  question  traditional  doctrines  which 
he  maintains  are  not  relevant  for  modern 
man. 

United  Presbyterians 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church,  at  its 
178th  General  Assembly  at  Boston  in  May, 
approved  and  sent  to  its  Presbyteries  for 
endorsement  a  new  "Confession  of  1967" 
which  underscores  Christian  responsibility 
in  connection  with  such  current  concerns 
as  race,  poverty,  and  war.  Noted  guest 
speakers  at  the  meeting  included  Richard

Roman  Catholics 

For  Catholics  everywhere,  1966  was  the 
year  when  the  decrees  of  the  Vatican 
Council  began  to  be  put  in  force,  when 
national  Episcopal  Conferences  the  world 
over  met  to  weigh  the  ways  and  means 
of  aggiornamento.  In  the  meantime,  the 
Pope  warned  against  what  he  said  were 
dangerous,  ultra-liberal  tendencies  in  the 
church;  and  cautioned  against  liturgical 
innovations  unless  approved  by  the  Bis- 
hops in  Council  or  the  Holy  See. 
Vietnam  War 

Pope  Paul's  concern  over  Vietnam  and 
other  areas  of  conflict  was  evidenced 
when  he  made  his  fourth  encyclical 
(Christi  Mater  Rosarii,  dated  September 
15th),  the  occasion  for  proclaiming  Oc- 
tober a  month  of  prayer  for  peace.  The 
pope  made  many  appeals  (two  of  them 
addressed  to  Soviet  and  North  Vietnamese 
leaders)  for  a  negotiated  peace  and  stres- 
sed his  readiness  to  serve  as  a  mediator. 
He  had  meetings  with  top  U.  S.  diplo- 
mats and  also  with  Soviet  Foreign  Min- 
ister Andrei  Gromyko.  World  and  Na- 
tional Councils  of  Churches  leaders  added 
their  voices  to  the  Vietnam  peace  effort, 
reiterating  pleas  against  intensification  of 
bombing  and  for  negotiations  under  the 
supervision  of  the  United  Nations.  Pope 
Paul's  call  for  an  extension  of  the  Christ- 
nias  cease  fire  was  seconded  by  the  NCC. 
Birth  Control 

The  Pope's  statement  on  birth  control 
was  made  early  in  November  after  a  spe- 
cial papal  commission  gave  a  secret  report. 
Pope  Paul  said  the  issue  was  of  such 
enormous  complexity  that  he  had  de- 
cided to  delay  a  decision  for  some  time 
and  meanwhile  Catholics  must  continue  to 
observe  the  church's  traditional  teaching. 
Friday  Taboo  Banished 

During  1966  the  Vatican  gave  authority 
to  National  Episcopates  to  abolish  meat- 
less Fridays.  In  France,  the  Bishops  gave 
the  faithful  permission  to  eat  meat  on 
Fridays  beginning  January,  1967.  The 
Canadian  Hierarchy  abolished  the  Friday 
abstinence  effective  October  14.  The  U.  S. 
Bishops  followed  suit  in  November,  their 
decree  coming  in  force  Dec.  2nd. 

Socio-Political  Issues 

Churchmen  and  church  groups  in  the 
U.  S.  gave  strong  backing  not  only  to  an- 
ti-poverty measures  before  congress,  but 
to  other  bills  of  widespread  social  impor- 
tance as  well.  The  "prayer  amendment" 
issue  was  revived,  under  the  sponsorship 
of  Republican  Senator  Everette  M.  Dirk- 
sen  of  Illinois.  While  the  measure,  which 
would  have  permitted  volimtary  prayer 
and  Bible  reading  in  public  schools,  gain- 
ed considerable  support,  it  was  killed  in 
the  Senate. 

Race— "Black  Power" 

The  racial  issue  in  the  U.  S.  took  on 
bitter  overtones  when  the  chant  of  "free- 
dom now"  by  frustrated  Negroes  turned 


"Open  House"  Planned  For 
Presbyterian  Center 

Plans  for  "Open  House"  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Center,  Inc.,  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 
were  discussed  at  the  Center's  January 
5  board  meeting. 

The  new  seven-story  building  is  the 
headquarters  for  nine  denominational 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  Synod  of 
Georgia  and  the  Presbytery  of  Atlanta. 
Some  200  persons  are  employed  there. 

Included  on  the  agenda  of  the  Board's 
meeting  was  the  re-election  of  the  Cen- 
ter's four  officers.  They  were  Charles 
J.  Currie,  president  of  Presbyterian  Cen- 
ter, Inc.,  chairman;  Paul  Manners,  a 
vice  president;  R.  Graham  White,  exe- 
cutive secretary  for  the  General  Assemb- 
ly's Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work,  secretary  of  the  Center's  board  of 
trustees;  and  F.  Burt  Vardeman,  the 
Center's  business  manager,  treasurer. 

into  the  chant  of  "Black  Power."  This 
was  largely  a  reaction  to  the  demise  of 
the  civil  rights  bill  in  the  89th  Congress, 
principally  because  of  opposition  to  a 
"fair  housing"  provision  which  church- 
men across  the  nation  strongly  supported. 
Church  sponsored  attacks  on  housing  dis- 
crimination assumed  a  wide  variety  of 
forms  during  the  year. 

Foreign  Missions 

Foreign  missionaries  encountered  diffi- 
culties in  some  mission  areas.  In  Turkey, 
missionary  bodies  were  targets  of  attack 
both  on  the  part  of  the  government  and 
the  Turkish  press.  In  Rhodesia,  United 
Church  of  Christ  Missionaries  were  prose- 
cuted for  preaching  sermons  detailing  po- 
lice brutality  against  black  Africans.  A 
number  of  missionaries  were  expelled  for 
out-spoken  criticism  of  the  government 
of  Premier  Ian  D.  Smith. 

In  Rangoon,  new  regulations  issued  by 
the  revolutionary  Council  of  Burma  in 
April  called  for  all  foreign  missionaries  to 
leave  the  country  by  the  end  of  '66. 
Religious  Liberty  In  Spain 

In  Spain,  voters  approved  a  new  con- 
stitution which  embodied  a  pledge  of  full 
religious  liberty  for  all  citizens.  Imple- 
menting the  provision  was  a  draft  meas- 
ure liberalizing  the  status  of  religious  min- 
orities on  which  long-deferred  parliamen- 
tary action  was  finally  to  be  taken. 
Merger  in  Mexico 

In  June,  delegates  from  nine  Latin 
American  churches  met  in  Mexico  City  to 
constitute  the  Association  of  Presbyterian 
and  Reformed  churches  in  Latin  America. 
The  following  month  Bolivia  was  host  to 
the  first  Latin  American  Methodist  Con- 
sultation on  Evangelism,  which  stressed 
the  importance  of  Christian  service  and 
involvement  in  social  issues.  Brazil  was 
the  site  in  February  of  the  Second  Latin 
American  Consultation  of  the  Anglican 
Communion  at  which  delegates  called  for 
a  radical  overhauling  of  ministerial  and 
sociological  patterns. 

Bible  Translations 

Important  new  Bible  translations  were 
published  during  1966.  One  was  the  Jerus- 
alem Bible,  a  complete  new  English  ver- 
sion from  original  sources  made  by  Catho- 
lic Biblical  scholars  in  Britain.  Another 
was  a  new  English  version  of  the  new 
testament  in  the  syntax  and  vocabulary 
of  everyday  conversation  which  was  pub- 
lished by  the  American  Bible  Society.

After  graduating  from  Broughton  High 
School  in  1944,  Bell  served  in  the 
army  for  two  years  then  after  transfer- 
ring to  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina at  Chapel  Hill  from  North  Carolina 
State  University  he  graduated  in  1948 
with  a  degree  in  economics. 

Before  joining  First-Citizens  Bank  & 
Trust  Co.  in  1952,  he  was  a  real  estate 
man  and  builder.  In  1959  he  was  named 
executive  officer  in  charge  of  the  bank's 
Raleigh  operations.

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New  Book:  Third  Creek  Presbyterian  Church 

The  Reverend  John  K.  Fleming  of  the  North  Carolina  Presbyterian  Home, 
Inc.,  has  just  completed  a  book  which  will  be  off  the  press  in  approximately  thirty 
days.  The  title  of  the  book  is  Historic  Third  Creek  Presbyterian  Church. 

Publication  of  the  book  is  under  the  sponsorship  of  and  by  arrangement  of  the 
North  Carolina  Presbyterian  Historical  Society.  The  book  will  be  approximately 
200  pages. 

Colonial  Church 

Third  Creek  Presbyterian  Church  had 
its  origin  in  a  colonial  setting  in  Rowan 
County  and  is  one  of  the  most  historic 
churches  of  the  South.  First  services  in 
the  Church  were  conducted  by  the  re- 
nowned Presbyterian  Minister,  John 
Thomson,  who  preached  in  the  Third 
Creek  community  between  1751-1753. 
Prominent  Leaders 

Third  Creek  Settlement  has  constant- 
ly furnishd  leadersip  to  the  State  and 
Nation,  especially  during  national  emerg- 
encies, the  first  of  which  was  the  Regu- 
lator crisis  of  1771.  Three  Third  Creek 
men  were  involved  in  mediation  which 
prevented  armed  conflict  in  Rowan 
County. 


MARSHAL  NEY  MYSTERY 
Who  was  Peter  Stuart  Ney?  This 
question  is  dealt  with  in  the  book. 
Ney,  a  "mysterious  Schoolmaster"  who 
taught  in  the  Third  Creelt  community 
beginning  in  1816,  on  his  deathbed  in 
1846,  is  said  to  have  avowed  that  he 
was  the  famous  "Marshal  Ney  of 
France".  The  question  has  been  debat- 
ed pro-and-con,  and  in  1889,  an  at- 
tempt to  exhume  the  body  to  examine 
it  for  wounds  matching  those  of  the 
famous  Michel  Ney,  Marshal  under 
Napoleon,  proved  abortive.

Old  Cemetery 
An  outstanding  feature  of  the  book 
is  a  chapter  on  the  historic  cemetery 
and  the  listing  in  the  "Appendix"  of  the 
names  of  scores  of  families,  members  of 
which  were  interred  in  the  cemetery. 

Mr.  Fleming,  author  of  the  book,  is 
a  native  of  the  Third  Creek  communi- 
ty. He  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College 
and  of  Union  Theological  Seminary.  He 
served  in  the  First  World  War.  For  forty 
years  he  was  Pastor  of  churches  in  West 
Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  He  has 
through  the  years  done  research  on  early 
Presbyterianism  in  North  Carolina.  His 
book  contains  rich  source  material  for 
genealogists  and  historians. 


A  Third  Creek  citizen  was  a  member 
of  North  Carolina's  First  Provincial  Con- 
gress in  1774  and  1775.  In  1775-1776  he 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Rowan  Coun- 
ty Committee  of  Safety. 

During  the  American  Revolution, 
twelve  or  more  Third  Creek  men  served 
in  the  Continental  Army,  one  of  whom 
was  a  Major  and  five  of  whom  were 
Captains.  The  community  also  furnish- 
ed leadership  and  soldiers  for  the  War 
of  1812,  the  War  Between  the  States, 
and  the  Two  World  Wars. 

A  Third  Creek  citizen  was  a  State 
Senator  during  the  War  between  the 
States  and  also  was  a  representative  in 
the  Confederate  Congress  at  Richmond. 
Synod  of  Cardinas 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  met  in 
Third  Creek  Church  in  1838  to  celebrate 
the  25th  anniversary  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod  and  the  50th  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  the  Synod  of  the  Caro- 
linas. 

The  Third  Creek  Church  has  furnish- 
ed sixteen  sons  to  the  Gospel  Ministry, 
two  of  whom  were  elected  Moderators 
of  the  Synod.  Several  sons  and  daugh- 
ters have  served  as  missionaries. 

Third  Creek's  first  resident  pastor  was 
the  Reverend  Joseph  Dickey  Kilpatrick, 


Foundation  Grant  Made 
Davidson 

Davidson  has  received  a  $250,000 
grant  from  the  Alfred  P.  Sloan  Founda- 
tion to  be  used  in  a  curriculum  which  in- 
tegrates biology,  chemistry,  and  physics 
at  the  freshman  level. 

Starting  with  only  25  freshmen  or 
sophomores,  the  program  will  begin  in 
the  fall  of  1967. 

"The  basic  purpose  of  the  course  will 
be  to  strengthen  education  in  the  scienc- 
es by  minimizing  the  classical  compart- 
mental  character  of  biology,  chemistry 
and  physics,  and  at  the  same  time  pre- 
serve the  rigor  and  precision  possessed 
by  the  traditional  courses,"  explained 
Dean  Frontis  W.  Johnson. 

Davidson's  program  was  cited  by  Sloan 
officials  as  the  only  one  involving  an 
entirely  new  interdisciplinary  science 
program.

"It  is  an  experiment  in  making  our 
community  a  better  place  to  live." 

The  Rev.  George  M.  Webb  used  these 
words  in  describing  Shelby's  new  150- 
unit  public  housing  project,  which  was 
dedicated  Sunday,  December  11.  Webb 
is  the  chairman  of  the  Shelby  Housing 
Authority. 

Admission  to  the  project,  which  is  ar- 
rived at  through  a  point  system,  is  de- 
termined on  the  basis  of  a  family's  need 
for  housing.  Families  with  the  highest 
number  of  points  gain  admission.  Rental 
payments  are  based  on  the  family's 
combined  income  and  the  number  of 
persons  in  the  family. 

Bonds  amounting  to  $2,065,000  fi- 
nanced the  construction  of  the  housing 
units.  In  forty  years  or  less  these  are  ex- 
pected to  be  paid  off  and  the  project 
will  become  the  property  of  the  City  of 
Shelby. 

Speakers  at  the  dedication  included 
congressman  Basil  L.  Whitener  of  Gas- 
onia  and  Mr.  Webb,  who  is  pastor  of 
Shelby  First  Presbyterian  Church.

For  nineteen  years  Dr.  Graham,  who  is  a  prominent 
layman  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  served  as  president  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  where  he  consistently  defend- 
ed the  "open  platform,"  as  the  foundation  of  free  speech 
and  free  education.  He  is  now,  and  has  been  since  1951, 
official  United  Nations  mediator  in  the  difficult  interna- 
tional dispute  between  India  and  Pakistan.  Dr.  Graham 
has  served  with  distinction  not  only  the  international  com- 
munity and  the  academic  community  but  has  also  repre- 
sented his  own  state  as  U.  S.  Senator  from  North  Carolina 
during  the  two  years  preceding  his  appointment  as  a  United  Nations  officer. 

Dr.  Graham  has  earned  national  commendation  for  his  service  on  a  number 
of  important  government  advisory  bodies,  and  has  been  a  leader  in  a  host  of 
other  church,  liberal,  and  labor  movements. 

Heads  Sharecroppers  Fund 
Dr.  Graham  was  a  founding  member  of  the  National  Sharecroppers  Fund  and 
has  provided  wisdom  and  initiative  as  its  Board  Chairman  for  the  past  fourteen 
years. 

Just  recently  Dr.  Graham  expressed  his  opinion  on  the  alarming  decrease  in  the 
number  of  farmers  in  the  United  States  saying,  "There  need  be  no  fear  of  the  over- 
production that  will  drive  down  prices  and  drive  farmers  off  the  land,  if  there  is 
better  planning  for  crop  diversification,  and  if  food  and  fiber  policy  is  backed  up 
by  firm  action  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  poor." — Rural  Advance

The  United  Christian  Ministry  here  is 
an  outgrowth  of  the  establishment  last 
summer  in  Chicago  of  the  University 
Christian  Movement,  formed  by  Pro- 
testant, Catholic,  and  Eastern  Orthodox 
student  groups. 

Involved  in  the  program  here  are  Bap- 
tist, Eastern  Orthodox,  Episcopal,  Luth- 
eran, Methodist,  Presbyterian,  and  Cath- 
olic chaplains. 


More  Plans  For  Union 
Announced 

The  Joint  Committee  preparing  a  plan 
of  union  for  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  and  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  advocate  moving  "as  rapidly 
as  possible  toward  union  of  the  two 
churches." 

The  committee  believes  "that  union  of 
our  two  denominations  is  the  only  viable 
possibility  of  union  before  us  either 
now  or  in  the  immediate  future." 

The  action  was  announced  at  the 
close  of  a  recent  three-day  meeting  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.  and  is  part  of  the  commit- 
tee's report  that  will  go  to  the  Presby- 
terian General  Assembly  and  the  Re- 
formed Church's  General  Synod  at  their 
concurrent  meetings  in  June  in  Bristol, 
Tenn. 

A  Plan  of  Union  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  action  by  the  top  governing 
bodies  in  1968. 


Advanced  Study  Seminar  Held 

Fourteen  invited  pastors  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  participated  in  an 
Advanced  Study  Seminar  at  Union  The- 
ological Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
from  January  9-20,  1967. 

Dr.  James  D.  Smart,  Professor  of  Bib- 
lical Studies,  Union  Theological  Semin- 
ary in  New  York,  was  the  guest  profes- 
sor for  the  Seminar.  Under  Dr.  Smart's 
guidance,  the  group  spent  twelve  days  in 
concentrated  study,  exploring  and  evalu- 
ating current  trends  in  biblical  hermeneu- 
tics,  especially  as  these  bear  upon  the 
preaching  ministry  today.

Miss  Calhoun,  a  native  of  Roanoke,  Alabama, 
received  her  preparation  for  full-time  Christ- 
ian work  at  Elon  College  and  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia. She  is  a  veteran  of  17  years  of  service 
to  Christ  and  His  Church  as  Sunday  School 
Extension  Worker,  and  as  field  worker  for. the 
Department  of  Survey  and  Location  of  the 
Board.  In  the  course  of  her  work,  she  hos 
assisted  in  the  organization  of  some  fifty- 
eight  congregations,  and  has  assisted  in  pro- 
grams to  strengthen  hundreds  of  congregations 
throughout  the  South . 

Home  base  for  Miss  Calhoun  is  the  Synod  of

1      Program  j 
i  The  New  Look  ' 

In  1967  the  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
will  take  on  a  new  look  as  the  program 
places  increasing  emphasis  on  th^  whole 
Program  of  career  guidance  for  Christian 
youth.  The  1967  model  was  introduced 
when  the  Synod  Sub-committee  on  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Program  called  an 
Executive  Director  of  the  total  Program. 
His  duties  include  directing  the  Presby- 
terian Guidance  Center.  He  is  also  re- 
sponsible for  providing  training  in  other 
areas  of  the  program. 

The  total  program  has  always  consist- 
ed of  three  parts.  It  begins  in  the  local 
church  with  an  Educational  Experience 
as  young  people  start  the  study  of  the 
meaning  of  their  faith  in  relation  to  the 
way  they  may  commit  their  lives  in  their 
work  as  students  and  in  their  later  adult 
careers.  This  study  in  their  church  also 
supplies  them  with  some  basic  principles 
for  wise  career  planning. 

Experienced  Counselors 

A  second  step  in  the  program  is  the 
comprehensive,  two-day  Counseling  and 
Guidance  Experience  at  the  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center.  Located  at  St.  Andrews 
College,  the  Center  is  staffed  by  com- 
petent, trained  counselors.  These  counse- 
lors help  each  student  gain  more  knowl- 
edge of  himself,  his  aptitudes,  abilities 
and  interests.  The  counselor  helps  the 
student  in  self-exploratory  interviews, 
through  the  use  of  tests,  with  the  help 
of  reports  from  school,  church,  and  the 
student's  questionnaire,  to  gather  infor- 
mation in  order  that  the  student  might 
more  realistically  know  himself  and 
where  he  is.  An  extensive  educational 
and  occupational  library  at  the  Center 
enables  the  student  to  study  different 
kinds  of  educational  opportunities  and 
career  possibilities  that  he  might  want  to 
consider  in  the  future.  The  salient  points 
of  this  guidance  experience  are  sum- 
marized for  the  student  in  a  written  re- 
port. This  confidential  report  is  sent  to 
him.  With  the  student's  permission,  an 
appropriate  report  also  goes  to  his  school 
counselor  and  vocational  aide  in  his 
church. 

Third  Step 

The  program  should  then  continue  in 
a  third  step,  an  extended  period  of 
career  planning  and  exploration  in  the 
years  ahead.  A  Center  visit  suggests 
several  educational  and  career  paths  the 
student  may  take  in  the  future.  After 
the  Center  visit  he  should  begin  the  ex- 
ploration of  these  many  different  paths. 
That  exploring  should  be  careful, 
thoughtful  and  extensive.  In  this  search 
he  should  use  all  the  help  and  informa- 
tion he  finds  at  school,  in  the  communi- 
ty, and  in  the  completion  of  his  study  in 
the  Program  at  his  church.

All  three  steps  of  the  total  program 
are  of  great  importance.  None  should  be 
neglected.  Probably  the  most  basic  and 
important  part  of  the  program  lies  in  the 
student's  study  and  exploration  experi- 
ences carried  out  in  his  own  church  with 
the  help  of  a  mature  adult.  That  is  why 
increasing  emphasis  is  being  placed  on 
what  occurs  there. 

In  1967  plans  are  being  made  to  sup- 
ply more  aid,  information  and  materials 
for  the  churches  involved  in  the  pro- 
gram. Their  task  is  so  important  that 
work  shops  are  planned  for  all  Presby- 
teries in  the  Synod  in  order  that  train- 
ing will  be  available  for  interested  adults 
working  in  or  introducing  the  program 
in  their  church.  Local  church  leaders 
should  contact  their  Presbytery's  Area 
Director  of  Christian  Education  for  in- 
formation on  when  this  workshop  train- 
ing will  be  available  for  their  Presbytery. 


Foote's  Sketches  Of  Virginia 
Published 

Sketches  of  Virginia,  by  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Henry  Foote,  Second  Edition,  John 
Knox  Press,  Richmond,  Va.,  $12.50. 

Sketches  of  Virginia,  like  Sketches  of 
North  Carolina,  is  a  treasure  house  of 
historial  and  biographical  material  gath- 
ered by  its  author,  William  Henry  Foote, 
during  the  seven  years  he  traveled  ex- 
tensively throughout  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina  as  an  agent  of  the  Central 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  that  is,  from  1838  to 
1845. 

Like  the  North  Carolina  Sketches,  the 
Virginia  Sketches  for  the  first  time  carries 
an  Index,  thus  enhancing  the  value  of  the 
book. 

Comprehensive  Coverage 

Foote  undertook  to  show  the  "power 
of  the  religious  principle  in  moulding  the 
civil  and  political  institutions  in  Virgin- 
ia," but  today  his  work  is  more  widely 
known  as  a  wealth  of  references,  many 
of  which  have  been  lost  over  the  years. 
He  made  use  of  private  journals,  diaries, 
memoranda,  family  genealogies,  records 
of  Civil  Courts,  and  Ecclesiastical  Judi- 
catories. 

This  storehouse  of  Virginia  history 
is  written  in  an  amusing  and  clever  style 
that  makes  it  appealing  to  all  readers.  Be- 
cause it  forms  such  an  important  link 
with  America's  colonial  past  and  remains 
an  outstanding  early  history  of  the  south, 
it  is  invaluable  to  librarians,  historians, 
writers,  genealogists,  and  bibliophiles 
everywhere. 


In  the  months  ahead  the  importance 
and  place  of  each  step  in  the  program 
will  be  reviewed.  The  function  and  oper- 
ation of  each  part  of  the  program  will 
be  described  and  their  relation  to  one 
another  outlined. 

1966  Resume 

In  1966  some  900  individuals  were 
served  by  the  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Center  located  at  St.  Andrews  College. 
These  individuals  included  high  school, 
college  students  and  adults.  The  number 
of  adults  coming  to  the  Center  was  al- 
most double  the  number  that  used  the 
Center's  services  in  1965.  There  was  a 
significant  increase  as  well  in  the  number 
of  college  students  that  received  coun- 
seling, testing  and  other  guidance  serv- 
ices. 

The  high  school  students  that  came  to 
the  Center  for  two-day  visits  in  1966 
were  more  adequately  prepared.  The  in- 
creasing effectiveness  of  the  study  pro- 
vided by  each  local  church  for  its  young 
people  was  evident  in  the  interest  that 
these  young  people  showed  during  their 
Center  visit.  Their  thorough  preparation 
at  home  enabled  Center  counselors  to 
provide  more  complete  counseling  and 
guidance  services  for  these  students.

Dream  Come  True 

The  Chapel  in  the  Garden  beginning 
January  1  was  a  dream  come  true  for 
the  people  of  the  Moore's  Chapel  area. 

Plans  for  the  chapel  were  started  over 
a  year  and  a  half  ago  and  since  then 
are  said  to  have  been  "snowballing".  In 
May  1965,  at  the  same  time  that  149 
people,  including  children,  joined  the 
Paw  Creek  church.  Miss  Bertha  Hipp 
died  of  cancer,  leaving  the  Hipp  home- 
stead and  the  surrounding  thirteen  acres 
to  the  Presbyterian  church. 

Starting  in  September  with  $8,000  the 
chapel  itself  was  begun  and  the  Hipp 
home  began  being  remodeled  so  it 
could  be  used  as  a  Sunday  school.  The 
church  and  the  remodeling  was  almost 
entirely  done  by  volunteer  labor. 

Chapel  in  the  Garden  will  be  under 
the  "mother  church,"  Paw  Creek  Pres- 
byterian, until  the  summer  of  1967  when 
it  will  become  an  independent  church  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery.

Fewer  Vacant  Churches 

According  to  reports  presented  before 
the  committee,  the  number  of  pastorless 
churches  and  fields  at  the  end  of  1966 
dropped  to  410  from  425  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  number  of  churches  seeking  as- 
sistant and  associate  pastors  however, 
rose  to  a  total  of  55  in  1966,  from  38 
in  1965. 

Unfilled  administrative  positions  in 
presbyteries,  synods  and  the  General  As- 
sembly (including  ordained  world  mis- 
sionaries) numbered  28  in  1966  in  con- 
trast to  19  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.

In  November  U.  G.  Daughtridge,  man- 
ager of  Carolina  Telephone  Co.,  replied 
to  Lofquist's  letter  saying,  "We  will 
.  .  .  remit  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Serv- 
ice that  tax  which  you  do  pay,  along 
with  a  report  that  you  decline  or  refuse 
to  pay  the  balance.  The  matter  will  then 
lie  between  you  and  the  United  Staes 
Government."

Camp  Meetings  Once  Held  Here 


Little  River  Church  Has 

Toward  the  close  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury, Scotch  people,  ever  zealous  for 
freedom  of  body,  mind,  and  spirit,  came 
to  America.  Those  who  settled  along  the 
Little  River  organized  the  Little  River 
Church,  Hurdle  Mills,  in  1760  or  1761. 

For  the  first  four  years  of  its  life, 
Little  River  Church  had  neither  a  pastor 
nor  a  meeting-house.  The  congregation 
was  served  by  visiting  missionaries,  and 
worshipped  in  homes  of  members  or  in 
the  open.  Some  of  the  charter  members 
were:  James  Murdock  and  his  wife; 
Joseph  Allison;  John  Hall  and  his  wife, 
Jean  Deal;  and  William  Deal. 

Pattillo  Pastor 

In  1765,  Hawfields,  Eno,  and  Little 
River  Churches  united  in  presenting  to 
Hanover  Presbytery  (Orange  Presbytery 
had  not  yet  been  organized)  a  call  for 
the  Pastoral  services  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
Pattillo.  Mr.  Pattillo  accepted  the  call 
and  became  the  first  Pastor  of  these  old 
churches. 

After  Mr.  Pattillo  came  to  the  field, 
the  congregation  was  given  land  (the 
present  site)  by  William  Murdock.  The 
land  was  part  of  a  parcel  of  land  deed- 
ed to  James  Murdock  by  the  Earl  of 
Granville  in  1700.  The  Earl  of  Gran- 
ville was  one  of  the  eight  Lord's  Pro- 
prietors to  whom  King  Charles  II  of  Eng- 
land granted  what  is  now  North  and 
South  Carolina. 

Log  Church 

The  first  Little  River  Church  building, 
made  of  logs,  stood  northeast  of  the 
present  site.  The  logs  were  hewn  with

a  broadaxe  which  is  now  the  property 
of  Miss  Mary  Hall  of  Durham,  whose 
grandfather  was  an  elder  in  the  Church 
for  fifty  years.  The  second  building  was 
a  frame  structure  built  upon  the  founda- 
tion of  the  old  log  church. 

Camp  meetings  began  at  Little  River 
during  the  early  1800's.  The  pulpit  was 
a  double  oak  tree  which  stood  across  the 
present  road  from  the  church. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Samuel  Pais- 
ley, which  either  began  in  1812  or  1816, 
the  first  session  meeting  was  held.  This 
meeting,  held  on  December  6,  1822,  is 
recorded  in  the  oldest  existing  Session 
Book.  There  were  six  additions  to  the 
church  on  profession  of  faith  at  this 
meeting.  One  of  them  was  John  Neely, 
who  became  an  honored  Elder  in  the 
Church.  Another  was  David  Dickey,  a 
licensed,  but  not  ordained,  Minister  of 
Orange  Presbytery  for  many  years. 
Camp  Meetings 

In  the  fall  of -1856,  during  the  Pas- 
torate of  the  Rev.  Thomas  U.  Faucett,  a 
notable  Camp  Meeting  was  held.  One  of 
the  historians  describes  the  Camp  Meet- 
ing as  follows:  "The  order  of  religious 
services  on  this  occasion  were  as  follows: 
Family  worship  at  Sunrise,  which  con- 
sisted in  reading  the  Bible,  singing,  and 
praying  together  and  short  addresses  and 
exhortations;  regular  public  worship  at 
1 1 :00  and  intermission  of  one  hour  and 
then  another  service.  The  afternoons 
were  spent  in  attending  to  necessary 
business,  friendly  and  religious  conver- 
sations, and  in  private  and  concert  pray-

ers  for  special  blessings.  There  were  serv- 
ices again  at  night.  The  social  and  re- 
ligious interests  and  benefits  of  these 
frequent  services  were  felt  to  be  very 
great.  The  different  families  mingling  to- 
gether formed  attachments  and  friend- 
ships which  were  very  pleasant  then  and 
afterwards;  and  many  souls  were  brought 
out  of  darkness  into  the  marvelous  light 
and  liberty  of  the  gospel.  As  evidence, 
fifty  additions  were  made  to  the  church 
— 40  whites  and  10  colored." 

In  April  1889,  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Wil- 
helm  became  Pastor  and  served  until 
about  September,  1893.  The  present 
church  building  was  erected  during  his 
pastorate.  This  is  the  third  building.  In 
the  fall  of  1893,  Mr.  Wilhelm  died  in 
the  manse  in  Hillsboro,  after  eight  weeks 
of  illness  with  Typhoid  Fever.  He  was 
buried  near  the  front  door  of  the  Hills- 
boro Presbyterian  Church.  Mrs.  Wilhelm 
went  to  live  with  relatives  in  Texas  and 
lost  her  life  in  the  Galveston  Flood. 
Son  of  Church 

On  the  4th  Sunday  of  April,  1926,  a 
son  of  Hawfields  Church  and  a  licentiate 
of  Orange  Presbytery,  J.  W.  Mann,  be- 
gan his  ministry  in  the  Little  River 
Church.  On  October  26,  of  that  same 
year  he  was  ordained  by  Orange  Pres- 
bytery, and  in  the  following  March  was 
installed  as  Pastor.  Through  his  patient 
efforts  the  church  membership  became 
more  conscious  of  its  stewardship.  Gifts 
increased,  more  practiced  tithing,  and 
this  in  turn  resulted  in  deeper  consecra- 
tion. There  was  a  substantial  growth  in 
the  program  of  Women's  Work — and  the 
entire  church  was  made  aware  of  the  im- 
portance of  its  young  people. 

Mr.  Mann  left  Little  River  Church  in 
April,  1941  after  serving  for  15  years. 
In  April,  1942,  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Cook  be- 
gan his  ministry  and  served  until  1947. 
From  1947  to  1951,  Little  River  had 
supply  ministers  to  fill  the  pulpit. 

In  1951  the  Rev.  Kay  Misenheimer 
was  called.  He  served  the  church  4  years 
and  left  in  1-955. 

The  Rev.  Clark  Porter  was  called  as 
Pastor  of  the  Church  in  March  of  1957 
and  left  in  September,  1959. 

Then,  Little  River  Church  decided  to

Churches  Told  To  Relinquish  Manses 

"Get  out  of  the  real  estate  business. 
Help  your  pastor  own  his  own  home." 

This  is  the  advice  extended  by  the 
Rev.  D.  P.  McGeachy  II,  pastor  of  the 
Westminister  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

"Home  ownership  will  help  the  pas- 
tor become  more  fully  a  part  of  the 
community,"  said  Mr.  McGeachy.  "He 
needs  to  know  what  it  means  to  pay  real 
estate  taxes,  to  serve  on  the  jury, 
to  get  concerned  about  zoning  laws,  and 
to  anguish  over  the  trouble  to  his  su- 
burban congregation  if  he  owns  a  subur- 
ban home. 

Will  Cost  Less  Money 

"A  church  which  gets  out  of  the  real 
estate  business  and  includes  a  housing 
allowance  in  the  pastor's  salary  is  being 
more  realistic,"  he  argued.  "It  may  even 
be  cheaper  for  the  church  to  pay  a  sub- 
stantial housing  allowance  than  cope  with 
utilities,  upkeep,  basic  costs,  depreciation 
and  the  like. 

According  to  Mr.  McGeachy,  the  prac- 
tice of  church-provided  parsonages  be- 
gan in  and  belongs  to  another  era,  an 
age  when  individuals  were  born,  lived  out 
their  lives,  and  died  in  the  same  house. 

"Your  minister  is  one  of  the  more 
stable  residents  in  the  community,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  McGeachy.  "So,  since  the 
minister  is  more  permanent  than  his  con- 
gregation, and  since  housing  is  readily 
available,  it  makes  good  sense  for  the 
church  to  get  out  of  the  real  estate  busi- 
ness.

Summary  of  Synod  Meeting— 1899 

Almost  68  years  ago  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  met  in  Asheville  with  82  ministers  and  54  elders  present,  a  total  of  136  rep- 
resentatives. (In  1966  attendance  totaled  622.) 

The  Reverend  William  Black,  noted  Evangelist,  W£is  elected  Moderator,  ^nd 
the  Stated  Clerk  at  the  time  was  Dr.  J.  A.  Ramsey. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  sessions,  the  Rev.  J.  K.  Hazen  spoke  to  the  Synod  on 
Publications  and  Colportage.  Synod  responded  by  saying  "the  Synod  rejoices  in 
the  'prosperous  condition'  of  the  work  and  pledges  cooperation  in  sustaining  and 
enlarging  it."  After  a  collection  of  $25  was  taken  up  for  the  Invalid  Fund,  $84.58  was 
given  for  foreign  missions,  one  of  which  had  recently  been  opened  in  Cuba.  On  the 
list  of  deceased  ministers  were  the  Rev. 


A.  K.  Pool,  the  Rev.  K.  McDonald,  and 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Crockard. 

Concern  for  Negroes 

A  discussion  of  colored  evangelism 
headed  the  third  day's  activities.  The  pas- 
tors were  urged  "to  consider  responsi- 
bility for  religious  instruction  of  Negro 
population  in  their  own  community  and 
for  them  to  concoct  measures  of  con- 
ducting Sabbath  Schools  and  establish 
churches  where  there  is  an  'open  door'  " 

It  was  next  noted  that  Peace  College 
was  now  under  the  control  of  "a  loyal 
son  of  our  church."  The  school  had  been 
owned  by  the  heirs  of  the  late  Stanhope 
Pullen,  and  at  the  time  was  owned  by 
President  James  Dinwiddie. 

It  was  reported  that  Davidson  College 
had  been  receiving  increased  patronage. 
The  Martin  Chemical  Lab  and  the  en- 
tire system  of  waterworks  had  been  com- 
pleted. 

After  the  Rev.  A.  J.  McKelway  gave 
an  address  on  the  "Presbyterian  Stand- 
ard," the  Synod  was  invited  to  visit  the 
school  at  Bingham  Heights  by  Maj.  Rob-

On  the  fourth  day  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Gil- 
lespie was  re-elected  as  Superintendent 
of  Home  Missions  and  the  Synod  ex- 
pressed their  "high  appreciation  of  his 
labors  since  he  has  accepted  the  work." 
It  was  brought  out  by  Dr.  Gillespie 
that  in  13  counties  of  Albemarle  Pres- 
bytery there  were  no  Presbyterian 
Churches  and  funds  should  be  appropri- 
ated for  work  in  these  areas.  It  was  an- 
nounced that  the  average  salary  of  a 
minister  was  $663,  a  decrease  of  $26. 
There  had  been  a  gain  of  12  ministers 
and  3  churches  in  the  Synod,  but  there 
were  losses  in  communicants,  contribu- 
tions, and  candidates.  An  address  to  the 
churches  called  for  more  family  worship 
and  religious  activity.  Observance  of  the 
Sabbath  was  being  marred  by  "social 
visiting,  Sunday  mails,  and  railroad  tra- 
vel." 

The  Synod  was  then  adjourned  to  meet 
in  Raleigh  the  following  year. 


Kings  IVIountaIn  Presbytery 

Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  convened 
in  the  New  Belmont  First  Presbyterian 
Church  January  17,  with  32  ministers 
and  36  elders  present.  The  Reverend 
James  Nowell,  retiring  Moderator,  was 
succeeded  by  Ruling  Elder  Jake  Burgin 
of  Lincolnton.  Presbytery  approved  a 
minimum  salary  of  $5,000  plus  $1,500 
for  other  expenses  for  all  ministers. 
Presbytery  defeated  two  overtures  from 
churches  respectively  asking  that  Pres- 
bytery overture  the  General  Assembly  to 
withdraw  from  the  Conference  on 
Church  Union  and  another  requesting 
the  General  Assembly  to  issue  a  stronger 
statement  against  civil  disobedience. 


Board  Of  World  IVIissions 
Takes  Actions 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  took  actions  at 
their  January  3  and  4  meeting  at  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.  which  were  destined  to 
strengthen  the  ecumenical  and  coopera- 
tive outreach  of  the  Church. 

Among  its  ecumenical  and  cooperative 
moves  were  the  appointment  of  an  addi- 
tional missionary  couple  to  Indonesia, 
the  support  of  the  new  University  Chris- 
tian Movement,  a  new  categorization  of 
missionary  service,  and  the  possibility  of 
exploration  of  joint  action  in  Mexico 
wth  the  United  Presbyterian  Church's 
Commission  in  Ecumenical  Mission  and 
Relations  and  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America's  Board  of  North  American 
Missions. 

Business  also  included  the  election  of 
Dr.  David  L.  Stitt  as  new  board  chair- 
man. Dr.  Stitt  is  president  of  Austin 
Theological  Seminary,  Austin,  Texas.

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Granville  Presbytery  Makes 
Plea  for  Peace 

Granville  Presbytery,  meeting  in  the  St. 
Barnabas  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh, 
January  17,  1967,  the  Rev.  Clyde  O.  Robin- 
son, Jr.,  Moderator,  presiding,  heard  vari- 
ous reports  and  took  sundry  actions  in- 
cluding resolutions  calling  on  every  min- 
ister to  set  aside  a  special  time  to  pray 
for  "a  just  and  righteous  peace  In  Viet 
Nam";  secondly  that  all  church  members 
be  called  upon  to  offer  daily  prayer  for 
peace;  and  thirdly,  that  the  Moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  be  requested 
to  set  aside  a  time  for  prayer  throughout 
the  synod  for  the  same  cause. 

Presbytery  heard  a  report  on  new  work 
in  Durham  and  Raleigh.  The  North  Ra- 
leigh area  recently  was  surveyed,  and  the 
first  meeting  of  interested  persons  was 
held  January  15,  with  85  in  attendance.  A 
similar  project  is  underway  in  the  Park- 
wood  School  area  of  Durham,  and  a 
meeting  was  scheduled  there  for  January 
22. 

Presbytery  heard  the  Rev.  Walter  Bald- 
win, Missionary  to  Japan,  and  elected  the 
Rev.  Charles  Williams,  Pastor  of  the  West- 
minster Church,  Durham,  as  Moderator- 
in-nomination  for  the  spring  meeting  to 
be  held  in  the  West  Raleigh  Church  April 
18. 

Presbytery  adopted  a  resolution  calling 
on  the  Synod's  Special  Committee  to 
Study  Presbytery  Boundaries  "to  provide 
for  transfer  Irom  Orange  Presbytery  to 
Granville  Presbytery  the  territory  and 
congregations  encompassed  in  the  Chapel 
Hill-Carrboro  School  District  located  in 
Orange  County". 

Dr.  Dwight  M.  Chalmers,  Editor  of  the 
John  Knox  Press,  Richmond,  Virginia,  was 
honorably  retired  and  will  continue  to  re- 
side in  Richmond. 

The  Reverend  Claude  G.  Pepper,  Jr.  was 
received  as  Pastor-elect  of  the  Bellevue- 
Selma  churches,  a  transfer  from  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery. 

A  Commission  was  appointed  to  install 
Dr.  H.  Edwin  Pickard  as  Pastor  of  the 
White  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh.

UP-USA  Church  Voting  on  Changes 

Laymep  Oppose  "Confession" 
NEW  YORK  (RNS) — Opposition  to  the  proposed  Confession  of  1967  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  A.  (northern)  was  urged  in  a  half- 
page  display  ad  published  in  the  Dec.  27  issue  of  about  150  daily  newspapers  across 
the  country.  The  ad  appeared  in  a  number  of  North  Carolina  papers  although  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  has  very  few  congregations  in  North  Carolina  and 
was  sponsored  by  an  unofficial  organization,  the  Presbyterian  Lay  Committee,  Inc. 
Headed  "A  Call  to  Every  United  Pres- 


byterian .  .  ."  the  ad  urged  members  of 
the  Church  to  work  for  the  defeat  of 
the  new  Confession  of  Faith,  both  in 
Presbytery  meetings  and  in  the  1967 
General  Assembly. 

History  of  Matter 

Work  on  the  Confession  of  1967  was 
begun  in  1958.  The  denomination's  1965 
General  Assembly  gave  it  tentative  ap- 
proval. Following  nearly  a  year  of  spe- 
cial hearings  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  to  which  Church  members  were 
invited  to  make  suggestions  for  changes, 
a  review  committee  brought  a  final  form- 
ulation to  the  1966  General  Assembly, 
where  it  was  overwhelmingly  adopted. 
It  will  not  become  official  doctrine  of 
the  Church  until  approved  by  two-thirds 
of  the  188  presbyteries  and  formally 
adopted  by  the  1967  UPUSA  General 
Assembly.

In  1964,  Mr.  Thomas  Ellison,  who 
used  to  be  a  member  of  the  Church,  died 
and  willed  the  Church  a  sum  of  money. 
A  new  heating  unit  was  added  to  the 
Church,  the  sanctuary  was  re-decorated 
and  painted,  and  storm  doors  were  in- 
stalled in  the  Fellowship  Hall. 

In  preparing  an  historical  sketch  on 
the  Little  River  Church,  the  Rev.  James 
E.  Wood,  present  pastor,  closed  by  say- 
ing that  although  Little  River  has  made 
history  in  the  past,  "Let  us  not  live  in 
the  past.  Let  us  do  as  Paul  said  when 
he  was  writing  to  the  Christians  at 
Philippi:  '.  .  .  forgetting  those  things 
which  are  before,  I  press  toward  the 
mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling 
of  God  in  Jesus  Christ.'  "  (Phil.  3:  13- 
14). 


Christian  doctrine  in  contemporary  lang- 
uage and  concepts.  It  is  the  first  credal 
statement  to  recognize  the  obligation  of 
Christians  to  work  for  social  justice  and 
reconciliation  within  society. 

Infallibility  of  Bible 

The  Presbyterian  Lay  Committee's  ad- 
vertisement charged  that  if  the  new  Con- 
fession is  adopted,  "the  Bible  will  no 
longer  be  considered  as  the  inspired  and 
infallible  Word  of  God."  It  objected  to 
the  Church  taking  a  stand  "on  any  po- 
litical, social  or  economic  issues"  and 
asserted  that  the  Confession  of  1967,  by 
"the  radical  nature  of  some  of  the  pro- 
posals", shatters  "the  very  foundation  of 
our  faith." 

The  Presbyterian  Lay  Committee,  Inc. 
was  founded  in  1965  and  its  president  is 
Roger  Hull,  president  of  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Co.  of  New  York.  J.  Howard 
Pew,  chairman  of  the  board  of  Sun  Oil 
Co.,  is  a  director.

Duke  Divinity  School 
Seminars 

"The  Sequel  to  Vatican  11"  was 
the  subject  of  the  two  seminars  for  1967 
held  by  the  Duke  Divinity  School. 

The  first  seminar  was  held  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.  January  16-17  at  the  Re- 
veille Methodist  Church  and  the  second 
in  Wilson  January  19-20  at  the  First 
Methodist  Church. 

Speakers  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Walter 
J.  Burghardt,  Professor  of  Patrology  and 
Patristic  Theology  at  Woodstock  College 
in  Baltimore,  Md.;  the  Rev.  Dr.  McMur- 
ry  S.  Richey,  Professor  of  Theology  and 
Christian  Nurture  in  the  Divinity  School 
of  Duke  University,  Durham;  Professor 
John  Newton  Thomas,  Robert  L.  Dab- 
ney  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.;  the  Rev.  Vincent  Arthur 
Yzermans,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  In- 
formation of  the  National  Catholic  Wel- 
fare Conference  in  Washington,  D.  C; 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  W.  Huston,  General 
Secretary  of  the  Commission  of  Ecumeni-

Heart  Attack  Fatal  to  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr. 


Dr.  Price  Henderson  Gwynn,  Jr.,  74, 
Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, 1963-1964,  died  at  Moore  Me- 
morial Hospital,  Pinehurst,  February  11, 
1967,  following  a  heart  attack  the  day 
before. 

The  funeral  was  held  Monday  after- 
noon at  Steele  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte,  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
John  R.  McAlpine,  pastor.  Burial  was  in 
the  church  cemetery. 

Dean  to  President 

Dr.  Gwynn  had  just  been  received 
back  into  FayetteviQe  Presbyttery  on 
Tuesday  before  his  death.  He  had  trans- 
ferred to  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  in 
1965  pursuant  to  his  having  been  elect- 
ed president  of  Glade  Valley  High  School 
in  1964.  He  retired  as  president  of  that 
institution  at  the  end  of  the  1965-1966 
session. 

In  1962  Dr.  Gwynn  retired  as  Dean 
of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College, 
whose  initial  curriculum  he  had  a  large 
share  in  molding. 

It  was  said  of  him  at  that  time,  "By 
circumstances  more  than  by  choice,  Dr. 
Gwynn  has  been  in  a  position  to  play  a 
pioneer  role  in  many  of  the  sweeping 
changes  that  have  altered  the  face  of 
higher  education  in  recent  decades.  Prob- 
ably the  most  important  was  his  part  in 
the  planning  and  carrying  out  of  the 
dynamic  new  curriculum  at  St.  Andrews." 

Dr.  Gwynn  was  a  member  of  the 
committee  of  prominent  educators  who 
met  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1957  to  outline 
the  new  college's  curriculum  with  its 
"core  Christianity  and  Culture  course" 
and  unique  team  teaching  methods. 
U.S.  and  U.S.A.  Churches 

Dr.  Gwynn  was  Dean  of  Flora  Mac- 
Donald  College  at  Red  Springs  from 
1951-1960.  On  becoming  Dean  of  St. 
Andrew's  College  he  "played  a  major 
role  in  putting  the  new  curriculum  into 
operation. 

Between  1946-1951  Dr.  Gwynn  was 
Director  of  Leadership  Education  for  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  with  his  office  in 
Philadelphia.  In  this  position,  he  traveled 
to  every  part  of  the  North  American 
continent  to  introduce  the  curriculum

Presbyterians  Rank  Third 
Lead  in  Senate 

There  are  more  Presbyterians  (17)  in 
the  1967  State  Senate  than  any  other 
denomination.  Baptists  are  second  with 
13  Senators  and  the  Methodists  third 
with  8.  Six  Episcopalians  are  serving  in 
the  Senate. 

The  picture  is  different  in  the  House 
where  there  are  38  Methodists,  34  Bap- 
tists, 19  Presbyterians  and  6  Episco- 
palians. 

In  the  General  Assembly  this  year  there 
are  47  Baptists,  46  Methodists,  36  Presby- 
terians, and  19  Episcopalians.  The  ratio 
of  each  denomination's  members  in  the 
legislature  to  the  denomination's  total 
membership  in  North  Carolina  is  as  fol- 
lows: Episcopalian — one  legislator  per  3,157 
members;  Presbyterian  —  one  per  4,722; 
Methodist  —  one  per  10,267;  Baptist  —  one 
per  20,954. 

Not  included  in  the  above  totals  is 
Lt.  Gov.  Robert  W.  Scott  of  Haw  River, 
a  Presbyterian,  who  is  presiding  officer 
of  the  Senate. 

The  oldest  and  youngest  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  are  Presbyterian 
and  Baptist,  respectively.  Senator  Currie 
of  Durham,  a  Presbyterian,  is  the  oldest. 
He  was  born  in  1890.  Senator  Bruce  B. 
Briggs  of  Swannanoa,  a  Baptist,  is  the 
youngest.

Dr.  Price  Henderson  Gwynn,  Jr. 

Even  a  casual  reading  of  the  obituary 
of  the  Reverend  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr., 
which  appears  elsewhere  in  this  periodical, 
is  convincing  that  he  was  one  of  the  great 
Presbyterians  of  this  century.  By  way  of 
attainment  by  him  in  higher  education 
circles,  there  was  little,  if  anything,  lack- 
ing. Likewise,  by  way  of  recognition  and 
honors  conferred,  for  distinctive  attain- 
ments, the  list  is  impressive.  Few  men  if 
any,  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  have 
excelled  his  record.  His  contribution  to 
the  development  and  improvement  of 
higher  education  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  was  par  excellent.  His  influence, 
not  always  discernible,  will  be  far-reach- 
ing both  in  time  and  space,  and  reflected 
in  the  lives  of  multitudes  of  young  men 
and  women,  some  of  them  yet  unborn. 

Price  Gwynn  left  his  mark  on  two  great 
denominations — the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A. 
In  each,  he  was  a  pioneer  in  advanced  ed- 
ucation. He  was  no  radical  but  a  genuine 
believer  in  what  is  best  in  what  is  new. 
In  this  sense  he  was  progressive,  even 
liberal,  without  being  offensive.  He  help- 
ed develop  the  new  curriculum  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  and  he  was 
an  innovator,  if  not  the  inventor,  of  the 
Christian  Vocational  Guidance  Program. 
In  addition,  he  was  the  key  personality 
in  the  creation  of  the  Christianity  and 
Culture  curriculum  which  launched  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  on  its  well- 
chartered  course. 

More  than  ten  years  of  his  life  were 
spent  in  public  education.  Here  he  ex- 
celled, too.  He  believed  in  extra-curricula 
education  also,  as  is  proved  by  the  fact 
that  he  was  for  many  years  identified 
with  the  Boy  Scout  movement  so  effec- 
tively as  to  be  recognized  by  being  award- 
ed the  Silver  Beaver,  the  most  coveted 
award  presented  to  Scouters. 

Dr.  Gwynn  was  unostentatious.  Had  he 
been  otherwise,  his  accomplishments 
might  have  been  more  immediately  evi- 
dent. Had  his  personality  been  flamboy- 
ant, which  it  was  not,  he  might  have  been 
called  to  offices  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
Church,  and  we  might  add,  of  the  Synod, 
which  indeed  did  occur  for  a  period  of 
six  years.  But  he  returned  to  his  first 
love,  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
teaching.  As  Dean  of  Flora  Macdonald 
College  first,  and  later  of  St.  Andrews  Col- 
lege, he  became  a  symbol  of  authority,  in- 


Development  Fund  Income 
Increasing 

ATLANTA— (PN) — Presbyterian  De- 
velopment Fund  collections  have  reach- 
ed $9,768,269,  or  81.4  per  cent  of  the 
$12  million  campaign  goal. 

And  a  total  of  $1.1  million  was  dis- 
tributed to  the  eight  participating  boards 
and  agencies  in  December  and  January, 
it  ^as  reported  by  Dr.  P.  D.  Miller,  PDF 
director. 

Collections  received  from  Jan.  31, 
1966,  through  Jan.  31,  1967,  totaled  $2,- 
629,167. 

Dr.  Miller  said  unpaid  balances  on 
pledges  amount  to  more  than  $4  million. 
"Some  of  the  churches  are  just  begin- 
ning to  pay,"  he  said.  "This  is  encourag- 
ing, and  gives  us  hope  that  we  will  reach 
our  original  goal  for  $12  million." 

The  $12  million  capital  funds  cam- 
paign conducted  in  1963  earmarked  $5,- 
002,500  to  the  Board  of  World  Missions, 
$2,308,500  to  Church  Extension,  $559,- 
000  to  Stillman  College,  $486,000  to 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, $607,500  to  Mountain  Retreat  As- 
sociation, $1,500,000  to  Christian  Educa- 
tion, $36,500  to  TRAV  and  $1,500,000 
to  Presbyterian  Center. 


Pastors  Need  Pastor 

Dr.  William  Oglesby,  professor  of  pas- 
toral counseling  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  believes  everyone  needs  some- 
one to  listen  to  them.  And  this  includes 
ministers. 

"One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the 
clergy  today  is  to  find  a  pastor  for  them- 
selves," said  the  professor  and  minister 
who  taught  several  study  sessions  at 
Westminster  in  Charlotte  during  Jan- 
uary. 

"It  is  hard  for  a  minister  to  come  to 
his  superior  with  his  real  problems  be- 
cause of  his  need  to  maintain  his  image 
with  the  man  instrumental  in  deciding  his 
future,"  explained  Dr.  Oglesby.  "In  every 
city  ministers  tend  to  find  a  wise,  respect- 
ed, sometimes  older  minister  to  whom 
they  go  to  speak  of  their  problems,"  he 
said.  And  they  also  look  to  "laymen  who 
are  gifted  in  the  pastoral  role." 

The  Union  Seminary  professor  said 
that  pastoral  counseling  is  a  relatively 
new  course  in  seminaries,  having  been 
started  only  about  20  years  ago. 

tegrity,  and  quality,  both  for  Christianity 
and  education,  or  culture.  He  was  respect- 
ed by  students,  faculty,  administration, 
and  the  academic  world.  He  was  largely 
responsible  for  bringing  both  Flora  Mac- 
donald and  St.  Andrews  to  the  status  of 
accreditation  by  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Within  a  short  while  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  has  lost  two  of  her  great- 
est sons,  both  of  whom  were  ministers  of 
the  Gospel,  Christian  Educators,  and  past 
moderators  of  Synod.  Dr.  Gwynn  and  Dr. 
James  A.  Jones  will  be  missed  but  never 
forgotten.

Old  Longstreet  Church 

A  report  to  the  General  Secretary  of 
Synod  that  Old  Longstreet  Church  on 
the  Ft.  Bragg  Reservation,  under  manda- 
tory perpetual  care  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, had  suffered  slight  damages 
from  vandals,  was  promptly  called  to 
the  attention  of  Congressman  Alton  Len- 
non  in  whose  District  the  Church  is  lo- 
cated. 

Congressman  Gets  Action 

Mr.  Lennon  in  turn  took  up  the  matter 
with  the  Department  of  the  Army,  Office 
of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  and  in  due 
time  word  was  received  from  Colonel 
Max  McCord  of  Washington,  D.  C,  ad- 
vising that  immediate  action  would  be 
taken  to  remedy  the  situation. 

Longstreet  Church  was  one  of  the 
three  famous  Cape  Fear  Churches,  es- 
tablishd  about  1760.  The  other  two 
were  Barbecue  and  Bluff.  Only  the  Bar- 
becue Church  continues  on  the  original 
site.  Old  Bluff  Church  still  stands  and 
homecoming  is  held  there  each  year, 
but  the  congregation  moved  to  the 
nearby  town  of  Wade  many  years  ago. 
Long  Tradition 

Longstreet  Church  was  for  approxi- 
mately 175  years  a  thriving  institution; 
however,  when  the  Federal  Government 
purchased  thousands  of  acres  of  land 
between  1918-1924  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  the  reservation,  all  of  the 
families  living  in  the  territory  taken 
over  for  the  Reservation  were  moved  out, 
leaving  the  stately  old  Church  and  ce- 
metery as  monuments  to  the  community 
which  once  both  understood  and  spoke 
the  Gaelic  language  of  the  native  Scots 
who  settled  there. 

Since  1924  the  Church  has  been  used 
only  occasionally  for  homecoming.

Her 
husband  has  been  a  Ruling  Elder  for  sev- 
eral years.  He  is  a  salesman  for  Scotland 
Oil  Company.  Mrs.  Callahan  is  Secre- 
tary for  the  law  firm  of  Mason,  William- 
son, and  Etheridge. 

Mr.  Callahan  has  served  as  a  Dea- 
con, Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
teacher,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Men-of- 
the-Church.  Mrs.  Callahan  has  been 
Choir  Director,  teacher,  Vacation  Church 
School  Director,  Circle  Leader,  and  His- 
torian of  the  Women  of  the  Church. 

They  have  a  son.  Kirk,  four  years 
old. 

It  is  thought  that  possibly  the  Calla- 
hans  may  be  the  first  husband-wife  Rul- 
ing Elder  team  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S. 


Dr.  P.  L.  Jackson,  who  recently  retired 
after  serving  for  twenty  years  as  Central 
Treasurer  of  Concord  Presbytery,  has 
been  a  dynamo  of  energy  all  his  life.  Bom 
in  1882  in  Gastonia,  N.  C,  Dr.  Jackson 
took  on  the  treasurer's  task  at  an  age 
when  many  men  are  thinking  of  retire- 
ment. He  was  64. 

But  Dr.  Jackson,  known  affectionately 
to  generations  of  Davidson  students  as 
"Cash"  Jackson,  was  never  one  to  shrink

from  hard  work.  He  has  set  himself  to 
many  tasks  in  his  lifetime  and  has  al- 
ways acquitted  himself  well.  The  praise 
he  received  from  Concord  Presbytery  when 
he  retired  as  Treasurer  was  typical  of  the 
praise  he  has  received  many  times  before 
for  jobs  well  done  in  the  church,  in  ed- 
ucation, and  in  business. 

Davidson  Treasurer 

All  these  references  to  "retirement" 
don't  mean,  however,  that  Dr.  Jackson 
has  truly  retired.  In  fact  he  is  still  very 
active  as  Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Davidson, 
N.  C.  You  just  can't  keep  him  still.  He  was 
grabbed  for  the  job  of  Mayor  shortly  after 
he  gave  up  his  position  as  Treasiurer  and 
Business  Manager  of  Davidson  College  in 
1951  which  he  held  for  38  years. 

When  Dr.  Jackson  retired  form  David- 
son, the  faculty  passed  a  resolution  of 
high  praise  for  him.  Among  other  things, 
the  resolution  noted  "a  balanced  budget 
has  always  been  his  fetish.  Somehow,  he 
has  always  managed  to  accomplish  the 
same — in  peace  or  war — in  depression  or 
inflation."  The  resolution  also  said,  "We 
hasten  to  add,  however,  that  Mr.  Jackson's 
contributions  to  the  life  of  the  College  are 
by  no  means  restricted  to  the  monetary 


.  .  .  but,  be  it  said  that  first  of  all,  Mr. 
Jackson  gave  his  own  life  to  Davidson, 
with  the  intense  loyalty  of  his  heart. 
For  all  these  things,  Davidson  will  ever 
be  grateful." 

Davidson  College  took  note  of  Dr. 
Jackson's  retirement  by  commissioning  his 
portrait  and  by  naming  the  fraternity 
court  of  ten  brick  buildings  the  P.  L. 
Jackson  Court.  The  Davidson  Alumni 
Association  made  a  presentation  of  a 
silver  service  and  a  fine,  self-winding 
watch. 

Dr.  Jackson  was  a  Trustee  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Foundation  for  30  years  and 
President  for  two  years.  It  was  Dr.  Jack- 
son who  suggested  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Foundation  that  the  General  Assembly  be 
asked  to  appropriate  $25,000  to  set  up 
an  office  and  employ  an  Executive  Direc- 
tor to  promote  the  cause  for  which  the 
Foimdation  was  set  up  during  the  early 
days  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  It 
was  Dr.  Jackson  who  presented  the  matter 
at  the  Montreat  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  1956.  It  was  Dr.  Jackson  who 
persuaded  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham  to 
resign  as  President  of  Davidson  College 
and  become  the  first  Executive  Director 
of  the  Foundation. 

Montreat  President 

When  Dr.  Jackson  retired  as  President 
of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation,  the  Trus- 
tees honored  him  with  the  gift  of  a  set 
of  the  Layman's  Bible  Commentary. 

At  Montreat  Founders  Day  last  sum- 
mer, it  was  pointed  out  that  Dr.  Jackson 
has  had  connections  with  Montreat  in  one 
capacity  or  another  for  a  longer  period 
of  time  than  any  other  person.  He  was  a 
clerk  in  the  hotels  there  in  1907,  the  first 
year  Presbyterians  operated  the  summer 
program,  and  then  Manager  of  the  hotels 
for  two  years.  From  1909-13,  he  was 
Treasurer  and  Business  Manager  of  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association.  He  served 
for  many  years  as  a  Director  of  the  Moun- 
tain Retreat  Association  and  was  Acting 
President  of  Montreat-Anderson  College 
from  1957-59.  When  he  retired,  the  Moun- 
tain Retreat  Association  gave  him  a  Mon- 
treat rocking  chair  as  a  gesture  of  ap- 
preciation. 

Churchman 

The  life  of  the  Church  has  been  touch- 
ed by  Dr.  Jackson  at  every  level  from  top 
to  bottom.  For  more  than  30  years  he  was 
Clerk  of  the  Session  of  the  Davidson  Col- 
lege Presbyterian  Church.  He  has  served  * 
as  Moderator  of  Concord  Presbytery  and 
President  of  the  Men  of  Presbytery.  Prom 
1955-57  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Council 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Among  the  many  activities  of  Dr.  Jack- 
son, it  should  be  noted  that  he  was  a 
member  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Board  of  Certified  Public  Account  Ex- 
aminers for  three  four-year  terms,  ap- 
pointed by  three  different  Governors.  He 
was  President  of  the  Board  for  his  last 
five  years. 

Prom  1937-39,  he  served  as  National 
President  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  na- 
tional leadership  society. 

Dr.  Jackson  was  a  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  National  Committee  on  Standard  Re- 
ports for  Educational  Institutions  of  High- 
er Learning  from  1921-1935.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  Financial  Advisory  Sei*v- 
ice,  American  Council  on  Education,  from 
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Last  fall  the  congregation  of  the  Woodbum  Presbyterian  Church  in  Leland  cele- 
brated with  a  special  prayer  service  the  burning  of  the  church's  mortgage, 
mortgage. 

The  debt  had  been  incurred  December  12,  1964  when  the  trustees  were  authorized 
to  borrow  $22,000  for  extension  of  the  sanctuary,  ad«lition  of  a  pastor's  study,  and 
woman's  lounge. 

The  church,  which  had  its  first  meeting  in  1922  at  the  home  of  Joe  Williams,  was 
organized  on  May  11,  1924  with  23  charter  members.  Starting  with  the  Rev.  Marion 
J.  Murray,  the  church  has  had  11  ministers. 

Rev.  Otis  C.  Brown  is  presently  serving  as  pastor  of  the  church. 


Belk  Presides  Over 
Men's  Council 

The  North  Carolina  Synod  Men's 
Council  met  in  Graves  Memorial  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Clinton,  January  22. 

After  the  morning  Worship  Service 
and  lunch  at  the  church,  Irwin  Belk, 
President,  called  the  Council  to  order 
and  L.  Jack  Walls  led  in  prayer. 

Roland  V.  Lanier  gave  the  report  on 
the  1967  Conference  to  be  held  at  Mon- 
treal June  9-11.  Speakers  secured  are 
Secretary  of  State,  Dean  Rusk,  Senator 
Sam  Erwin,  and  Dr.  William  Kadel, 
President  of  Florida  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege. 

Mr.  Belk  appointed  Whit  East,  George 
Brinkley,  Dave  Smith,  and  Rev.  Robert 
Turner  to  the  Nominating  Committee. 

John  Friday  reported  on  Synod's  Pro- 
jects, which  included  the  clothing  drive 
for  Church  World  Service.  Mr.  Belk  an- 
nounced that  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council  will  be  held  at  Hudson  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh,  April 
16. 

Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Regional  Director 
of  Christian  Education  for  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  spoke  briefly  to  the 
Council. 

Mr.  MacQueen,  pastor  of  the  host 
Church,  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the 
Council  for  attending  the  meeting  at 
Graves  Memorial  and  Whit  East  offered 
the  closing  prayer. 


Report  On  Higlier  Education 

The  Committee  on  Higher  Education 
of  Orange  Presbytery,  the  Reverend  J. 
William  Orders,  Chairman,  presented  a 
report  to  Presbytery  at  its  January  meet- 
ing, urging  interest  in  and  better  support 
for  the  Campus  Christian  Life  program 
of  the  Synod. 

The  Report  pointed  out  that  a  pre- 
ponderance of  Presbyterian  students  at- 
tend non-Presbyterian  institutions  in 
North  Carolina  and  that  the  total  num- 
ber of  these  is  in  excess  of  7,000  young 
people. 

The  Report  also  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Campus  Ministry  is 
"one  of  the  most  challenging  mission 
fields  confronting  the  Church  today", 
yet  the  Church  continues  to  be  niggard- 
ly in  its  giving  to  this  cause.  In  1966, 
total  gifts  to  support  work  at  some  nine 
centers  was  $84,478. 

The  Report  went  on  to  outline  the  type 
of  work  and  program  which  is  conducted 
on  the  several  campuses  in  the  Synod 
such  as  the  ministry  to  students,  the 
Westminster  Fellowship,  counselling, 
ministry  to  faculty  and  the  administra- 
tion, and  liasion  with  the  local  churches. 

Orange  Presbytery  was  challenged  to 
provide  greater  support  for  the  work  of 
the  Campus  Ministry. 


Peace  College  Erects 
New  Dining  Hall 

Construction  of  a  new  dining  hall  at 
Peace  College  is  underway,  according 
to  Dr.  S.  David  Frazier,  President  of 
the  Institution. 

Complete  with  furnishings,  the  build- 
ing will  cost  $350,000.  The  building  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  September. 
Micou  F.  Browne  is  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  Peace,  and  William 
G.  Ross  is  Chairman  of  the  Building 
Committee. 

The  new  two-level  structure  will  in- 
clude a  large  dining-room  with  sufficient 
space  to  care  for  the  entire  student  body 
plus  an  efficiently  planned  kitchen  with 
modern  equipment  and  adequate  storage. 
In  addition,  there  will  be  a  private 
dining-room  for  special  occasions  and  a 
facility  to  house  the  book-store  with  an 
increased  variety  of  college  necessities,  a 
post  office,  and  a  large  student  recrea- 
tion room. 

The  building  program  begins  Phase  II 
of  the  Pre-Centennial  Development  Cam- 
paign which  began  in  1963. 

Costs  for  construction  of  the  building 
have  been  secured  from  local  commer- 
cial lending  sources,  (but  it  is  hoped  that 
an  individual  might  endow  the  full  cost 
of  the  building.) 

The  Peace  College  of  Raleigh  Founda- 
tion, Inc.  reports  Pre-Centennial  Cam- 
paign receipts  totalling  $864,069  against 
pledges  in  the  amount  of  $1,042,374.  W. 
Trent  Ragland,  Jr.  is  Chairman  and 
James  C.  Little,  President  of  the  Peace 
Foundation. 


McEwen  Building  Named  By 
Queens  College 

The  former  science  building  at  Queens 
College,  now  being  completely  remodel- 
ed into  a  general  classroom  building,  will 
be  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Mildred  Morse 
McEwen.  Dr.  McEwen  is  head  of  the 
chemistry  department,  senior  faculty 
member,  and  faculty  marshal. 

An  alumna  of  the  college.  Dr.  Mc- 
Ewen joined  the  faculty  in  1924.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  A.B.  degree  from  Queens, 
she  received  the  A.B.,  M.A.,  and  Ph.D. 
degrees  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  In  1960  she  received  the 
Queens  College  Distinguished  Teaching 
Award. 

Dr.  McEwen  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society,  Sigma  Xi, 
and  the  North  Carolina  Academy  of 
Science.  She  has  written  a  number  of 
articles  for  professional  journals.  Dr. 
McEwen  is  the  widow  of  Joseph  L.  Mc- 
Ewen and  is  a  native  of  Charlotte. 

The  building,  which  will  be  ready  for 
use  in  August,  was  erected  in  1913-14 
and  remodeled  and  enlarged  in  1947.

PSCE  Offers  Religious  Studies 

During  the  January  term  the  Presby- 
terian School  of  Christian  Education 
offered  opportunity  to  consider  new  de- 
velopments in  the  field  of  public  educa- 
tion and  religion  to  forty  students, 
church  workers,  and  laymen  from  sever- 
al states  and  denominations. 

Rapid  growth  of  interest  in  ways  of 
dealing  with  religious  studies  in  public 
education  structures  which  have  result- 
ed from  recent  Supreme  Court  state- 
ments is  the  chief  factor  behind  the 
special  study. 

Resource  persons  included  the  fol- 
lowing: Dr.  Allan  Galtthorn,  Principal 
of  the  Abington  High  School,  Abington, 
Pennsylvania;  Dr.  Edward  Brice,  of  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare,  of  the  Federal  Government;  Dr. 
Blaine  Fister,  Staff  Associate  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches;  and  Dr. 
William  B.  Kennedy,  of  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Christian  Education.  The  study 
is  a  part  of  the  P.S.C.E.-U.T.S.  curricu- 
lum for  the  January  Term  and  is  taught 
jointly  by  Dr.  Sara  Little  and  Dr.  Neely 
McCarter  of  the  two  schools.

1935-1940.  He  was  President  of  both  the 
Eastern  Association  of  College  and  Uni- 
versity Business  Officers  and  of  the 
Southern  Association  between  1935  and 
1942. 

When  the  late  Senator  Byrd  of  Vir- 
ginia was  Governor  of  Virginia,  he  order- 
ed a  survey  made  of  where  the  tax  money 
was  spent  and  how.  Dr.  Jackson  was  em- 
ployed to  survey  the  business  offices  of 
the  several  colleges  that  received  state 
support.  He  was  also  employed  to  make  a 
similar  survey  for  the  State  of  Florida. 
Davidson  Alumnus 

A  story  about  "Cash"  Jackson  should 
not  end  without  fiurther  reference  to 
Davidson  College,  and  so  let  us  not  fail 
to  mention  that  Dr.  Jackson  was  the  one 
who  established  Davidson's  Living  Endow- 
ment, which  has  meant  so  much  to  the 
College.  The  idea  was  that  where  an 
aliminus  or  friend  could  not  conveniently 
make  a  donation  to  the  endowment  fimd 
of  the  College,  he  could  make  an  annual 
gift  equal  to  the  interest  on  the  endow- 
ment that  he  might  think  of  setting  up. 
From  a  very  small  beginning  the  Living 
Endowment  has  grown  each  year  and  now 
amounts  to  more  than  $200,000  a  year. 

Dr.  Jackson  was  married  to  the  former 
Annie  Chaffin  in  1909.  They  had  four 
children:  Susie  McQueen  (Mrs.  George  E. 
McCleneghan) ;  Frank  Lee,  Jr.;  Edward 
Whitehurst;  and  Eleanor  McGill  (Mrs.  T. 
V.  Northcott). 

He  was  graduated  from  Davidson  Col- 
lege in  1906  with  a  B.S.  degree  and  the 
Walton  School  of  Commerce  in  1917.  King 
College  bestowed  on  him  the  LLJ).  de- 
gree.

A  generous  check,  representing  gifts 
from  many  friends  and  churches  in  token 
of  their  love  and  esteem,  was  presented 
to  Mrs.  Whittington.  A  beautiful  birth- 
day cake,  in  the  form  of  a  horseshoe  and 
with  twenty-one  candles,  was  also  pre- 
sented to  her  along  with  a  number  of 
individual  gifts. 

Mrs.  Whittington's  husband,  the  Rev. 
Kenneth  L.  Whittington,  died  in  1945 
after  serving  the  Bessemer  Church, 
Greensboro,  for  a  number  of  years.  Soon 
after  his  death  she  began  working  for 
Orange  Presbytery.  It  is  believed  that  her 
tenure  of  service  is  the  longest  of  anyone 
employed  in  a  Presbytery  Office.  A  few 
years  ago,  the  Bessemer  Church,  where 
Mrs.  Whittington  had  continued  her 
membership,  merged  with  the  Meadow- 
side  Church  to  form  the  Church-of-the- 
Cross.

"Tarheel  Of  The  Week" 

In  an  article  naming  her  Tarheel  of 
the  Week,  the  Raleigh  News  &  Observer 
of  February  5  said  that  Mrs.  Willard 
Smith  Barnwell 
might  be  described 
as  the  First  Lady  of 
Burlington. 

She  was  the  first 
—  and  only  —  city 
council  -  woman  of 
Burlington,  its  only 
feminine  mayor  pro- 
tem,  and  is  a  lead- 
ing lady  of  the 
Presbyterian  church. 
Mrs.  Barnwell  is  ac- 
tive in  the  cultural, 
educational,  and  business  affairs  of  her 
city  and  state. 

Lone  Woman 
"It's  funny,"  she  said,  "I  seem  always 
to  be  the  only  woman  on  all  kinds  of 
boards  and  committees  ...  it  gives  you 
a  man's  point  of  view." 

As  the  "N  &  O"  article  pointed  out, 
although  Mrs.  Barnwell  understands  the 
masculine  point  of  view,  she  remains 
totally  feminine.  She  wears  her  respon- 
sibilities and  achievements  as  lightly  as 
a  lace  stole.  Mrs.  Barnwell  is  a  lady  of 
poise  and  disarming  modesty  who  looks 
as  though  she  has  nothing  more  ruffling 
to  do  than  pour  tea  in  the  afternoon. 
Yet  the  average  woman  might  find  even 
one  fourth  of  her  schedule  dizzying. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  Burlington 
City  Council  from  1949-1953.  A  group 
of  women  asked  her  to  run  for  the  of- 
fice, being  well  aware  of  her  record  of 
participation  in  church  and  civic  activi- 
ties. 

Mayor  Pro  tern 

During  her  term  of  office,  Mrs.  Bam- 
well  was  Mayor  Pro-tem  and  was  a 
hard  working  member  of  the  Council. 
She  had  much  to  do  with  the  purchase 
of  property  for  the  new  Burlington  City 
Hall. 

Mrs.  Barnwell  says  that  next  to  her 
family,  her  life's  most  important  work 
is  the  Presbyterian  church,  with  which 
she  has  been  deeply  involved  for  about 
50  years.  She  was  recently  elected  a 
ruling  elder  of  First  Church,  Burlington. 
Church  Work  First 

Her  church  work  began  at  age  12 
when  she  played  the  organ  for  the  Sun- 
day school,  "And  my  legs  were  barely 
long  enough  to  reach  the  peddles." 

In  1945  she  was  elected  President  of 
the  N.  C.  Council  of  Church  Women. 
"It  was  mostly  ground  work,"  she  said, 
"getting  women  across  denominational 
lines  to  form  local  organizations  in  their 
communities."  These  groups  sponsor  the 
World  Day  of  Prayer,  May  Fellowship 
Day,  and  World  Community  Day.  She

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Draft  of  "Plan  of  Union" 
Made  Public 

The  first  draft  of  the  Proposed  Form 
of  Government  for  a  Presbyterian  Re- 
formed Church  has  been  mailed  to  all 
ministers,  elders,  and  deacons  in  both 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  and  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America.  The  pro- 
posed Form  of  Government,  which  will 
be  a  part  of  the  Plan  of  Union  for  the 
two  denominations,  follows  the  format 
of  the  Presbyterian  Book  of  Church 
Order.  However,  many  practices  are 
adapted  from  the  Reformed  Church,  and 
some  are  new  to  both  churches. 

The  Plan  of  Union  will  be  sent  to  the 
1968  General  Assembly  and  General 
Synod  for  initial  action.  Final  adoption 
will  require  approval  by  the  presbyteries 
and  classes  and  additional  consideration 
by  the  General  Assembly  and  General 
Synod.  All  this  could  be  accomplished 
by  1970. 

The  Form  of  Government  would  allow 
"for  the  purposes  of  this  union  alone, 
that  any  particular  church  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  or  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States,  within  six  months 
after  the  date  of  the  consummation  of 
the  union,"  may  decide  at  a  congrega- 
tional meeting  to  withdraw  its  property 
from  the  united  church.

Mother  of  Seven 

During  her  six  years  on  the  library 
board,  the  facilities  were  greatly  ex- 
panded and  the  first  bookmobile  was 
purchased.

William  Barnwell,  Sr.,  was  a  pioneer  in 
the  south's  trucking  industry.  They  had 
seven  children:  R.  W.  Barnwell,  Jr.,  now 
in  Jacksonville,  Florida;  Willard  Holt 
Barnwell,  who  was  killed  in  action  in 
World  War  II;  Joseph  C.  of  Jacksonville, 
Florida;   Mrs.  William  E.  Kirkpatrick 


lona  Community  Head  Knighted 

Sir  George  MacLeod,  the  Scottish 
Presbyterian  who  founded  the  lona  Com- 
munity, was  named  a  life  peer  of  the 
British  realm  in  Queen  Elizabeth's  New 
Year  Honors  List. 

Sir  George,  who  is  71,  was  one  of  only 
six  persons  to  receive  this  top  honor. 
His  Hfe  peeerage  has  been  given  him 
for  his  work  as  leader  of  the  lona  com- 
munity. 

It  was  nearly  30  years  ago  when  the 
clergyman  resigned  from  his  Glasgow 
parish  because  he  felt  the  conventional 
church  was  not  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  people. 

He  established  the  experimental  Chris- 
tian community  at  lona  because  it  was 
the  birthplace  of  Christianity  in  Scot- 
land. It  was  enough  apart  from  the  world 
to  be  more  or  less  free  from  distraction. 
Except  for  the  restored  Abbey  church, 
lona's  buildings  were  in  ruin  when  the 
community  was  founded,  so  the  physical 
and  the  spiritual  reconstruction  could 
proceed  together. 

The  lona  Community  is  a  close-knit 
fellowship  based  on  the  experience  of  a 
common  life  and  on  the  sharing  of  a 
common  purpose  and  a  common  rule  of 
discipline.  Members  are  expected  to 
spend  at  least  half  an  hour  a  day  in 
prayer  and  Bible  reading,  to  plan  care- 
fully the  use  of  both  working  and  leisure 
time,  and  to  contribute  five  per  cent  of 
disposable  income  to  a  common  fund.

James  Edward  Williams  of  Charlotte 
was  recently  honored  by  the  Covenant 
Church  for  his  twenty-three  years  as 
Church  Executive.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams were  presented  a  car  and  signi- 
ficant money  gifts.

Assembly  Operations  Committee 
Stymied 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  As- 
sembly Operation  has  decided  that  the 
1967  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.  will  operate 
under  the  same  standing  rules  that  were 
in  effect  last  year. 

The  decision  was  made  against  in- 
stituting various  revisions  because  "there 
is  some  uncertainity  as  to  the  exact  in- 
tent of  the  1966  General  Assembly"  re- 
garding changes. 

Several  members  of  the  committee  ex- 
pressed regret  that  the  new  rules  could 
not  be  put  into  practice  in  1967  so  that 
a  practical  evaluation  could  be  made  of 
the  usefulness  of  the  committee's  find- 
ings. 

The  committee  elected  the  Rev.  John 
Hervey  Thompson  of  Grafton,  Va.,  as 
chairman;  Ralph  Wilgus  of  Atlanta  as 
vice-chairman;  and  Dr.  W.  Edwin  Hemp- 
hill of  Columbia,  S.  C.  as  secretary. 

It  also  selected  the  Government  Street 
Presbyterian  Church,  Mobile,  Alabama, 
as  the  site  of  the  1969  General  Assembly 
meeting.  The  1968  meeting  will  be  in 
Atlanta. 


Albemarle  Presbytery  Meets 
In  Wilson 

Albemarle  Presbytery  convened  in  the 
Wilson  First  Church  January  24  with 
the  Reverend  James  M.  McChesney, 
Moderator,  presiding.  There  were  39 
ministers  and  45  ruling  elders  present. 

A  resolution  from  the  Session  of  the 
Williamston  Church  concerning  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  was  tabled. 
Presbytery  approved  tentatively  of  a 
resolution  offered  by  Dr.  Everett  K. 
Brown,  Goldsboro,  calling  for  considera- 
tion of  the  involvement  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Viet  Nam  War. 

Ministers'  Retreat 

A  retreat  for  ministers  was  scheduled 
at  Presbytery  Camp  April  3,  with  Dr. 
Carl  R.  Pritchard,  Bethesda,  Maryland, 
as  the  leader. 

The  call  of  the  Reverend  Dennis 
Ketchem  to  the  William  and  Mary  Hart 
and  Nahalah  Churches  was  approved. 
Dr.  Frank  M.  Ryburn,  Retired  Minister 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Kanawha,  was  re- 
ceived. Dr.  Rybum  was  granted  powers 
of  an  evangelist.  He  will  reside  in  Wil- 
son. 

The  Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  Council,  Pres- 
bytery and  heard  a  summary  of  dis- 
cussions of  the  sermon  preached  last  July 
by  Moderator  Julian  Fenner  of  Rocky 
Mount  on  alleged  tensions  between  lay- 
men and  ministers.  The  report  indicated 
that  the  situation  "is  not  nearly  as  great 
or  as  serious  as  Mr.  Fenner  outlined  it", 
and  that  actually  "there  is  a  spirit  of

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Dissident  Churches  Awarded  Property 


Georgia  Court  Favors 
Congregationalism 

In  a  recent  article,  the  Texas  Presby- 
terian noted  the  concern  of  Presbyterians 
across  the  General  Assembly  about  the 
court  decision  in  Savannah,  Georgia, 
which  allowed  two  local  Presbyterian 
Churches  to  retain  control  of  their  prop- 
erty after  withdrawing  from  the  denomi- 
nation. There  is  no  precedent  for  such  a 
legal  decision.  Up  to  now  the  courts 
have  always  said  that  the  property  in 
such  cases  belongs  to  the  constitutional 
church,  not  to  a  dissenting  group. 
Presbyterians  Barred 

The  Rev.  Clyde  Pratt,  Stated  Clerk  of 
Savannah  Presbytery,  feels  that  if  higher 
courts  uphold  the  decision  of  a  pre- 
dominantly Baptist  Georgia  jury,  the 
hand  of  dissenters  in  the  denomination 
may  be  considerably  strengthened.  It 
should  be  noted  that  Presbyterians  were 
barred  from  serving  on  the  trial  jury 
by  the  Episcopalian  judge. 

The  conflict  began  in  April,  1966, 
when  both  local  churches  voted  to  with- 
draw from  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 
and  both  pastors  renounced  the  juris- 
diction of  the  denomination.  In  resolu- 
tions they  charged  the  denomination 
with  departures  from  fundamental  doc- 
trines and  beliefs,  as  set  forth  in  its 
Constitution.  This  is  an  unusual  claim 
and  differs  greatly  from  the  legal  posi- 
tion of  other  local  churches  which  have 
quit  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
last  100  years. 

Unique  Case 

Mr.  Pratt  explained,  "A  case  has  never 
been  appealed  just  like  this  one.  Most 
of  them  have  been  based  on  who  owns 
the  property,  but  this  case  is  based  on 
a  departure  from  the  Constitution  and 
the  original  purpose  of  the  denomina- 
tion." 

He  continued,  "Their  arguments  are 
based  primarily  on  General  Assembly 
pronouncements  (such  as  those  on  civil 
disobedience,  social  action,  Vietnam, 
etc.)  which  have  been  interpreted  by  the 
local  churches  as  being  part  of  the  Con- 
stitution. Only  one  action  in  recent  years, 
the  provision  for  ordaining  women  as 
deacons  and  ruling  elders,  has  been  a 
constitutional  change.  I  think  there  have 
been  only  a  few  constitutional  changes 
in  the  past  1 00  years,  and  they  have 
not  been  significant." 

Divergent  Views 

In' the  trial,  counsel  for  the  two  dis- 
senting churches  attempted  to  show  that 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  had  violat- 
ed its  Confession  of  Faith  by  permitting 
women  to  be  ordained  as  ministers  and 
elders;  holding  membership  in  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches;  making 
statements  on  civil,  economic,  social  and 


political  matters;  and  "giving  support  to 
the  removal  of  Bible  reading  and  prayers 
by  children  in  the  public  schools." 
Taylor 

The  Rev.  Aiken  Taylor  of  Asheville, 
N.  C,  editor  of  the  Presbyterian  Journal, 
testified  as  an  "expert  witness"  on  church 
history.  He  holds  a  Ph.D.  degree  in 
church  history  from  Duke  University. 
Taylor  said  that  historically  the  Presby- 
terian Church  has  been  congregational 
in  church  property  matters. 

Thompson 

Taylor's  statement  is  true  according 
to  Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  professor  of 
church  history  at  Austin  Theological 
Seminary,  but  only  so  far  as  it  goes.  "The 
local  church  owns  and  controls  the 
church  property,"  Thompson  said,  "but

The  Reverend  B.  Frank  Tandell,  73, 
retired  minister  of  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery, died  in  a  Charlotte  hospital 
January  17.

Mr.  Yandell  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Mildred  M.  Yandell;  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  David  V.  Miller,  a  missionary  in 
the  Congo;  a  son,  B.  Frank  Yandell, 
Jr.  of  Columbia,  S.  C;  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Lon  Alexander  of  Charlotte  and  Mrs. 
P.  H.  Biddle  of  Sumter,  S.  C,  and  five 
grandchildren. 

The  Reverend  John  Boyd  Gordon,  99, 
retired  Presbyterian  Minister  in  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbytery,  died  January 
22,  1967,  in  Winston- Salem.  He  had 
just  completed  almost  seventy  years  of 
service  as  a  Minister  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  funeral  was  held  Tuesday,  Janu- 
ary 25  from  the  Highland  Presbyterian 
Church,  Winston- Salem,  the  Rev.  E.  E.

In  1926, 
she  became  a  teacher  in  the  Sanford 
Public  Schools  and  here  married  her 
dentist  husband  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
1928.  They  have  one  son. 

Mrs.  Hatch  has  been  active  in  the 
social,  civic,  and  religious  life  of  San- 
ford. She  is  a  former  President  of  PTA 
and  has  served  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Beginner's  Department  of  the  Sanford 
Presbyterian  Church  School  for  21  years. 
In  addition,  she  has  held  numerous  of- 
fices in  the  local  Women  of  the  Church.

Foote's  Sketches  of  North  Carolina 

are  the  best  source  of  information  on 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  18th  cen- 
tury extant.  The  book  of  592  pages,  in- 
cluding the  Index,  was  written  by  the 
Reverend  William  Henry  Foote,  D.D., 
a  native  of  Connecticut  and  for  many 
years  a  resident  of  Virginia  and  West 
Virginia.  He  collected  materials  for 
books  on  Presbyterianism  in  both  Vir- 
ginia and  North  Carolina.  His  Sketches 
of  North  Carolina  appeared  in  1846.  A 
second  edition  was  published  in  1912, 
and  the  third  edition  appeared  in  1965, 
contaiaing  for  the  first  time  an  Index. 
Price  Reduced 

The  book  was  published  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Presbyterian  Historical 
Society  and  the  Synod's  Committee  on 
Historical  Matters. 

The  new  printing  of  Foote's  Sketches 
will  retail  at  a  lower  price  than  the  first 
printing,  for  the  reason  that  it  v/as  pos- 
sible to  bring  out  the  second  printing  at 
a  saving  in  cost,  and  this  is  being  passed 
on  to  purchasers.  The  book  will  sell 
for  $12.00,  and  may  be  ordered  from 
Synod's  Office,  Box  10785,  Raleigh.

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The  Heart  Of  The  Program 

The  Presbyterian  Guidance  Program 
established  in  1951  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  enables 
every  local  church  to  provide  a  unique 
ministry  for  its  young  people  at  a  cru- 
cial period  in  their  lives.  The  Program 
seeks  first  to  give  dignity  and  purpose 
to  all  meaningful  work.  It  provides  a 
practical  plan  for  all  congregations,  in 
cooperation  with  home  and  school  and 
with  the  aid  of  competent  counselors,  to 
give  the  Christian  dimension  to  career 
decisions. 

Study  Important 

The  most  important  part  of  the  pro- 
gram is  the  study  each  young  person 
completes  in  his  own  church  in  prepara- 
tion for  counseling  at  a  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center.  In  that  study  each 
student  has  the  invaluable,  individual 
support  and  help  of  mature  adults  called 
vocational  aides.  Without  this  person-to- 
person  involvement  the  heart  of  the  Pro- 
gram is  missing. 

The  Program  begins  in  each  local 
church  with  the  EDUCATIONAL  EX- 
PERIENCE that  gives  the  young  person 
a  growing  understanding  of  the  doctrine 
of  Christian  vocation  and  commitment 
as  it  is  involved  now  in  his  work  as 
a  student  and  later  in  his  career.  It  also 
supplies  the  basic  principles  of  wise  ca- 
reer planning.  1 

Session  Responsible 

Responsibility  for  the  Program  re- 
sides in  the  Session  of  each  congregation. 
The  elders  assign  this  responsibility  to 
an  appropriate  committee.  The  adult  ad- 
visors to  the  students,  known  as  voca- 
tional aides,  are  selected  by  this  com- 
mittee. The  committee  provides  for  the 
aides'  training,  equipping  each  aide  to 
help  young  people  prepare  for  counsel- 
ing at  a  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center. 

With  the  help  of  his  vocational  aide  a 
student  studies  his  chapter  assignments 
in  You  and  Your  Lifework:  A  Christian 
Choice  for  Youth,^  the  basic  study-work- 
notebook  for  the  young  person  in  the 
Program's  "Pre-Counseling  Kit."  Related 
guidebooks  for  the  aides  and  for  par- 
ents and  resource  materials  in  occupa- 
tional and  educational  information  and 
the  biblical  doctrine  of  vocation  com- 
plete the  kit.  This  study  should  take 
place  over  a  period  of  months. 

Personal  Interviews 

Beginning  with  the  tenth  grader,  the 
vocational  aide  holds  a  series  of  inter- 
views with  each  student  individually. 
For  the  one  or  two  chapters  of  general 
interest  there  may  be  group  discussions. 
When  the  first  eight  chapters  have 
been  seriously  studied  and  discussed,  the 
student  is  ready  to  go  to  the  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center  for  counseling  during 
his  third  year  in  high  school.  This  leaves

Dr.  Calhoun  is  the  son  of  the  late

have  three  children:  Charlotte  (Mrs. 
Clinton  E.  Clontz);  Elizabeth  (teaching 
at  Mitchell  College  in  Statesville);  and 
LaviTence,  Jr.,  a  student  at  St.  Andrews 
College,  Laurinburg. 

Dr.  Calhoun  is  a  graduate  of  David- 
son College  and  holds  a  Master's  De- 
gree from  Yale  University  and  the  B.D. 
and  Doctor  of  Theology  degrees  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia. 
Davidson  College  conferred  the  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  on  him.

Mrs.  Calhoun  joined  her  husband  in 
Brazil  in  1928,  when  he  was  teaching  at 
Gammon  Institute.  As  a  missionary  she 
taught  first  in  the  kindergarten,  then 
English  and  Religious  Education,  and 
directed  the  school  choir,  as  well  as 
working  in  the  Library. 

Mrs.  Calhoun  re- 
ceived her  bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  from 
Flora  Macdonald 
College,  Red 
Springs,  N.  C.  and 
took  postgraduate 
courses  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  North 
Carolina.  She  is  a 
former  teacher  in 
the  Wilmington  Pub- 
lic Schools  and  did  YWCA  work.  She 
is  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Wilmington. 

Gammon  Institute 

Gammon  Institute  is  the  oldest  school 
of  North  American  Missionary  origin 
in  South  America.  It  was  founded  under 
the  name  of  Colegio  International 
in  1869,  in  the  city  of  Campinas.  The 
Brazilian  emperor,  Don  Pedro  Segundo, 
visited  the  school  soon  after  its  open- 
ing and  remarked  that  were  he  not 
Emperor,  he  would  like  to  be  a  school 
teacher. 

The  School  was  moved  to  Lavras  in 
1892,  and  the  name  was  changed  to 
Gammon  Institute  in  1893.  Today  the 
Institute  includes  a  kindergarten,  a  pri- 
mary school,  girls'  and  boys'  high 
schools,  normal  school,  and  a  school  of 
commerce,  as  well  as  an  excellent  music 
course. 

When  the  Calhouns  first  went  to 
Brazil,  students  arrived  carrying  cow- 
hide trunks  on  mule  back.  Today  they 
come  by  automobile  and  airplane. 

Dr.  S.  R.  Gammon,  who  headed  the 
school  for  many  years,  was  the  father 
of  Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon,  Minister 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Green- 
ville, N.  C.

Following  the  Treasurer's  Report,  the 
Council  adopted  a  1967  budget  of  $191,- 
45 1 .  Also  adopted  was  the  policy  of  Con- 
tingent Fund  assessments  of  $1.10  per 
active  member. 

February  21  was  set  as  the  date  of  a 
special  meeting  to  study  Confessional 
Documents  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  U.S.,  and  U.P.U.S.A.  Church- 
es. 

The  Presbytery  heard  appeals  for  min- 
isters to  encourage  qualified  rising 
twelfth-graders  to  apply  for  Youth  Car- 
avan to  Kentucky  and  to  write  a  com- 
petitive 500-word  theme  on  "Why  I 
Would  Like  to  Visit  Eastern  Kentucky." 

A  resolution  was  adopted  to  support 
our  senators  and  state  representatives  to 
strike  the  final  clause  of  General  Sta- 
tutes of  North  Carolina  #8-53.1  which 
negates  the  rights  of  ministers  to  privileg- 
ed communication  with  their  parishon- 
ers. 

The  spring  meeting  of  the  Presbytery 
will  be  held  at  Camp  Kirkwood  April  18.

in  a  question  of  secession,  the  matter  to 
be  decided  is  which  is  the  true  church. 
This  is  not  decided  by  where  the  majority 
of  the  members  are,  but  by  which  group 
remains  within  the  constitutional  church. 
The  higher  courts  have  always  upheld 
the  constitutionally  recognized  body  (the 
denomination)  as  the  true  church,"  he 
explained. 

Rose 

Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose,  professor  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, sat  with  the  defense  counsel 
through  the  hearing  and  was  called  to 
testify  as  an  "expert  witness"  on  church 
government.  Dr.  Rose  said  that  the  Book 
of  Church  Order  makes  provision  for  in- 
dividuals to  withdraw  from  the  church, 
but  "there  is  no  provision  for  congrega- 
tions to  withdraw  as  a  corporate  body." 
Supreme  Court  to  Decide 

The  Rev.  Clyde  Pratt,  stated  clerk  of 
Savannah  Presbytery,  said,  "If  the  courts 
uphold  this  jury's  decision,  we  are  in  bad 
shape.  I  think  that  all  over  the  General 
Assembly  there  are  many  other  small 
groups  of  unhappy  people  hoping  the 
local  churches  will  win  the  case.  If  they 
do,  the  denomination  may  be  headed  for 
many  similar  cases." 

"I  think  the  Georgia  Supreme  Court 
will  overrule  this  decision  when  the  case 
comes  up  for  consideration.  (It  has  been 
appealed,  but  no  date  has  been  set  for 
the  hearing.)  If  they  don't,  then  surely 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  will  overthrow 
the  decision,"  Pratt  said.

ministers  and  laymen".  Certain  tensions

situation. 

Presbytery  heard  that  benevolence  gifts 
in  1966  were  approximately  $3,000  un- 
der the  approved  budget;  furthermore, 
that  acceptances  by  churches  for  1967 
total  only  $173,717  against  the  budget 
askings  by  the  Assembly,  Synod,  and 
Presbytery  of  $191,389. 

Presbytery  approved  of  a  resolution 
offered  by  Ruling  Elder  Robert  Lee  Cor- 
bett  of  Macclesfield  urging  all  ministers 
of  the  Presbytery  to  preach  as  soon  as 
possible  on  the  general  subject  of  law 
and  order. 

The  Rev.  Irving  R.  Stubbs  of  Tar- 
boro  was  elected  Moderator-nominee  for 
the  April  18  meeting  to  be  held  at  the 
New  Bern  Church  in  connection  with 
the  Sesqui-centennial  Celebration  of  that 
church.

An  active  member 
of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in 
Asheboro,  Grey  is 
an  ordained  deacon 
and  was  recently  re- 
elected to  a  three- 
year  term.  He  has  also  served  as  a  Sun- 
day School  teacher,  a  member  of  the 
Strenghtening  Committee,  Stewardship 
Committee,  and  has  assisted  in  Family 
Night  programs. 

Grey,  who  is  a  native  of  Asheboro,  is 
a  graduate  of  Davidson  College  and  has 
served  two  and  a  half  years  in  the  U.  S. 
Army. 

The  29-year-old  has  served  as  a  di- 
rector of  the  Asheboro  Chamber  of  Com-

Mrs.  Woods,  Retired  Missionary 
Dies  At  93 

DAVIDSON,  N.  C— Mrs.  James  Bak- 
er Woods,  Sr.,  retired  Presbyterian  U.S. 
missionary  to  China,  died  on  Tuesday, 
February  7.  On  the  following  day  she 
was  to  have  celebrated  her  93rd  birth- 
day. 

In  October,  1893,  (nee)  Bessie  Smith 
married  Dr.  James  B.  Woods,  Sr.,  and 
three  months  later  they  sailed  for  China. 
After  47  years  of  service  as  medical  mis- 
sionaries, ihe  couple  retired  in  June  of 
1941.  Her  husband  passed  away  in  1945. 

Survivors  include  her  children  Mrs. 
T.  L.  Harnsberger,  Mrs.  Otto  DeCamp, 
Dr.  James  B.,  Jr.,  Russell  and  Edgar 
Woods. 

(Dr.  J.  Russell  Woods  is  pastor  of  the 
Wentworth,  N.  C.  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  Dr.  Edgar  F.  Woods,  now  in  Dub- 
lin, Ga.,  was  a  former  pastor  of  the 
Graham,  N.  C.  Presbyterian  Church.) 

Services  were  conducted  February  8 
at  the  Davidson  College  Presbyterian 
Church,  Davidson,  N.  C. 
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and  training  program,  which  was  en- 
tirely new,  to  the  churches  of  the  U.S.A. 
Presbyterian  Church. 

From  1944-1946  Dr.  Gwynn  was  Di- 
rector of  Christian  Higher  Education  for 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  The  first  to 
serve  in  this  office,  he  was  instrumental 
in  arousing  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  its  opportunity  in  and  responsi- 
bility for  Christian  higher  education.  It 
was  his  opinion  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  had  missed  its  greatest  oppor- 
tunity by  not  establishing  universities, 
and  he  felt  that  the  Church  should  es- 
tablish a  major  university  with  a  semin- 
ary adjacent. 

Innovator 

While  at  Flora  MacDonald  College, 
Dr.  Gwynn  took  the  lead  in  establishing 
the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Program  and 
Center  on  the  campus  of  that  institution, 
the  second  of  its  kind  in  the  United 
States.  After  retirement  as  Dean  of  St. 
Andrews,  he  became  the  Director  of 
the  Center,  where  he  remained  until 
called  to  the  presidency  of  Glade  Valley 
School. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gwynn  had  purchased  a 
home  at  Southern  Pines,  and  had  hardly 
more  than  settled  when  he  was  stricken. 

Dr.  Gwynn  was  an  educator  for  more 
than  fifty  years.  During  that  time  he 
had  not  only  witnessed,  but  shared  in, 
the  revolution  which  has  taken  place  in 
this  country  since  1915.  He  saw  the 
field  become  highly  specialized  with 
higher  requirements  and  a  decided  trend 
towards  vocational  instruction. 


POISON  ON  CHURCH  LAWN 

In  early  February  a  number  of  birds 
and  squirrels  were  kiUed  by  poisoned 
corn  someone  tossed  on  the  lawn  of 
Charlotte's  First  Church.  Members  of 
the  downtown  church  and  nearby  busi- 
nessmen and  women  expressed  alarm 
that  some  child  might  have  eaten  the 
poisoned  grain. 

Dr.  W.  M.  Summerville,  Charlotte 
coroner,  said  that  the  grain  contained 
strychnine,  one  of  the  deadliest  poisons. 
City  police  began  an  investigation. 

A  member  of  the  church  staff  said, 
"We  are  greatly  concerned  about  it.  So 
many  people  stop  by  here  to  feed  our 
birds  and  squirrels,  but  we  have  never 
had  anything  hke  this." 


ST.  ANDREWS  RECEIVES  GRANTS 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  has 
received  two  grants  of  $6,050  each  to 
aid  in  the  preliminary  planning  for  a 
radically  new  type  of  science  building. 

Equal  shares  of  financial  support  came 
from  Education  Facilities  Laboratories, 
Inc.  of  New  York  and  from  Lunsford 
Richardson  Jr.  of  New  York  and  Greens- 
boro. 

Instead  of  the  traditional  chemistry, 
biology,  physics,  and  math  areas,  the  new 
building,  which  will  be  ready  in  1969, 
will  have  a  series  of  inter-disciplinary 
clusters  for  faculty  offices,  classrooms, 
and  labs.  There  will  be  few,  is  any,  fix- 
ed walls  in  the  laboratory  clusters. 

Once  speaking  on  his  observations,  he 
said,  "There  is  a  vast  difference  today. 
Though  young  people  are  probably  no 
better  prepared  for  college,  they  find  a 
vastly  different  situation.  It  used  to  be 
that  college  emphasis  was  on  the  classics 
and  related  subjects;  and  a  lot  of  people 
didn't  have  to  attend  college  to  find  good 
jobs;  however,  in  today's  highly  specialized 
world  a  college  education  is  a  virtual 
necessity  for  young  men  and  women 
planning  careers  in  almost  any  field." 

UNC  Alumnus 

Dr.  Gwynn  was  born  at  Crozet,  Va., 
near  Charlottesville,  Va.,  August  4,  1892, 
the  son  of  the  Reverend  Price  Henderson 
Gwyim  and  Mary  Waters  Minor.  In  his 
own  words,  he  was  "prepared  for  college 
by  a  remarkable  man  in  an  'old  field' 
school".  He  graduated  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  with  a  B.A.  de- 
gree in  1912,  and  an  M.A.  in  1913. 
Though  he  did  not  enter  the  Seminary 
until  1925,  he  once  wrote,  "I  have  been 
in  the  educational  ministry  of  the  Church 
all  the  time."  From  1913  to  1917  he 
was  principal  of  a  Grammar  School  and 
Teacher  in  a  High  School  in  Durham, 
N.  C.  From  1917-1919  he  was  in  the 
U.  S.  Army,  and  served  as  a  Lieutenant 
of  Infantry  in  the  First  World  War.  From 
1920-1924  he  was  Captain  in  the  North 
Carolina  National  Guard.

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On  August  18,  1921,  Dr.  Gwynn  mar- 
ried Elma  May  Crutchfield  of  Reidsville, 
N.  C,  and  to  them  were  born  three 
children:  Price  H.  Gwynn,  IH,  of  Char- 
lotte, Mrs.  Ivan  A.  Orloff  of  Lockport, 
N.  Y.,  and  Mrs.  Howard  W.  Boyd  of 
Griffith,  Ga. 

Dr.  Gwynn  returned  to  the  teaching 
profession  after  the  First  World  War, 
and  became  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  Reidsville,  N.  C.  from  1919-1927. 
Yale  Graduate 

At  length  the  call  to  the  ministry  be- 
came irresistible,  and  during  1927-1928 
he  studied  at  Union  Theological  Semin- 
ary, Richmond,  Va.  He  transferred  to 
Yale  University  where  in  1928  he  re- 
ceived the  B.D.  degree  and  in  1930  the 
Ph.D.  degree.  Immediately  thereafter  he 
became  professor  of  Psychology  and 
Education  in  Davidson  College,  where 
he  taught  from  1930  to  1944.  At  the 
same  time  he  was  Director  of  the  Stu- 
dent Guidance  program. 

On  October  15,  1934,  Dr.  Gwynn  was 
licensed  and  ordained  by  Orange  Presby- 
tery. 

During  eleven  of  his  teaching  years 
he  also  taught  in  the  Summer  School  of 
Duke  University. 

Phi  Beta  Kappa 

Dr.  Gwynn  was  a  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  Kappa  Delta  Pi,  and  Pi 
Gamma  Mu  Societies,  and  a  Mason.  He 
was  a  Fellow  of  the  National  Council  on 
Religion  and  Higher  Education;  President 
of  the  South  Central  District  of  the 
North  Carolina  Teachers'  Association; 
President  of  the  North  Carolina  Mental

Distinguished  Churchman 
Dies  At  Age  of  90 

Dr.  Frank  Augustus  Brown  Sr.,  re- 
tired missionary  of  the  Presbyterian  U.S. 
church  to  China,  died  February  1  after  a 
brief  hospitalization  due  to  a  broken  hip. 
He  was  ninety  years  old. 

Appointed  as  a  missionary  in  1907, 
Dr.  Brown  served  as  a  special  represen- 
tative of  the  Forward  Movement  and 
Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  until 
1910,  at  which  time  he  went  to  China 
where  he  and  his  wife,  the  former  Char- 
lotte Thompson,  of  Atlanta,  served  until 
his  retirement  in  1949. 

An  author  of  many  publications.  Dr. 
Brown  received  his  B.A.  degree  from 
Harapden-Sydney  College,  his  Th.D.  de- 
gree from  Union  Theological  School,  and 
did  post  graduate  work  at  Biblical  Semi- 
ary,  Cornell  University,  and  Kennedy 
School  of  Missions.  In  1940  Hampden- 
Sydney  honored  him  with  a  D.D.  degree. 

Both  of  Dr.  Brown's  sons.  Dr.  Frank 
A.  Brown  Jr.  and  Dr.  George  Thompson 
Brown,  are  missionaries,  in  Japan  and 
Korea  respectively. 


Receives  Coveted  Award 

William  McKee  Evans,  an  alumnus  of 
Davidson  College,  has  been  awarded  the 
American  Association  for  State  and  Lo- 
cal History's  1966  manuscript  prize  for 
a  study  of  post-Civil  War  reconstruction 
in  North  Carolina. 

Evans  received  the  award  October  7 
at  an  association  luncheon  in  Atlanta, 
Ga.  He  was  awarded  $2,500  and  guar- 
anteed publication  of  the  manuscript,

He  now 
lives  with  his  wife  and  four  children  in 
Thousand  Oaks,  Calif,  where  he  teaches 
at  California  Lutheran  College.

Colvard  Inaugurated  As

Dr.  Colvard  was  born  in  Ashe  Coun- 
ty, N.  C.  and  received  his  B.  S.  degree 
from  Berea  College  in  1935.  He  re- 
ceived his  M.A.  from  the  University 
of  Missouri  in  1938  and  his  Ph.D.  from 
Purdue  in  1950.  Purdue  also  awarded 
him  an  honorary  doctorate  in  1961. 


Guidance  Program  Examined 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— A  panel  of 
eight  regional  and  national  leaders  in 
guidance  and  counseling  assembled  in 
Laurinburg,  February  27-28,  for  a  study 
of  the  total  vocational  guidance  pro- 
gram of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.

Moore  Approves 

"We  feel  most  fortunate  in  securing 
the  leadership  of  two  men  with  such 
distinguished  records  of  community  serv- 
ice," said  a  joint  announcement  issued 
by  Thomas  B.  Belk  of  Charlotte,  chair- 
man of  the  St.  Andrews  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President 
of  the  College. 

Trustees  are  forming  the  Board  of  Ad- 
visors with  a  membership  of  thirty 
ministers  to  give  a  wider  representation 
among  the  areas  of  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.

DAVIDSON  COLLEGE 

In  1855  Dr.  Robert  H.  Morrison,  first 
president  of  Davidson  College  (1837-1840), 
wrote : 

"Since  I  wrote  to  you  Davidson  Col- 
lege has  truly  risen  from  the  dust  in 
point  of  wealth.  Mr.  Maxwell  Cham- 
bers of  Salisbury  who  died  recently 
has  left  it  a  legacy  of  $300,000. 

"This  I  presume  is  the  largest  legacy 
ever  left  to  one  college  in  the  Sou- 
thern States.  In  fact  it  is  a  fortune  of 
itself  to  any  institution.  This  added  to 
$100,000  will  make  the  college  worth 
$440,000,  if  it  can  hold  it  all,  but  then 
there  is  a  limitation  in  our  charter. 
When  I  procured  the  charter  in  1838, 
there  was  a  great  suspicion  of  sec- 
tarian institutions,  and  particularly  of 
the  Presbyterian  influence. 

"At  one  time  the  Committee  on 
Education  of  the  Senate  had  the  pro- 
hibition as  low  as  $50,000.  I  succeeded 
after  a  strong  appeal  in  their  presence 
in  raising  it  to  $200,000. 

"I  then  thought  this  a  safe  limit, 
but  Mr.  Chalmers'  generosity  has  risen 
above   our   highest   aspirations.  But 
should  it  so  happen  that  we  can  only 
hold  $200,000,  this  is  wealth  enough 
for  any  college  .  .  ." 
Dr.  Morrison  had,  in   1838,  appeared 
before  the  Senate  in  Raleigh  where  the 
bill  to  charter  the  college  was  opposed  "on 
the  ground  of  its  conflict  with  the  Univer- 
sity, its  religious  character,  its  sectarian 
tendency,  its  dreaded  power,  and  a  long 
tirade  about  Church  and  State,  and  the 
Uberties  of  the  country."  He  was  kept 
waiting  two  days  to  plead  his  cause  which 
he  did  "with  all  the  ingenuity  and  per- 
suasion of  which  I  was  capable".  He  added 
that  without  his  presence  "they  would 
have  so  mutilated  our  charter  as  to  make 
it  not  worth  carrying  home".  After  ex- 
pressing gratitude  to  God  he  observed: 
"We  are  limited  to  fifty  years  and  $200,- 
000  of  funds"  but  that  "these  were  no  ob- 
stacles as  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  to 
obtain  continuation,  if  we  desire  it,  and 
we  do  not  expect  to  own  $200,000  worth 
of  property  these  fifty  years  to  come". 

Dr.  Morrison  was  a  great  churchman, 
a  statesman,  and  a  good  financier  of  his 
time,  and  in  one  respect,  at  least,  a  true 
prophet.  The  life  of  the  college  has  been 
prolonged.  Finances  have  exceeded  his 
fondest  dream.  Davidson  College  has  en- 
dowments in  excess  of  $13,000,000  and  as- 
sets of  more  than  $22,000,000,  and  oper- 
ates on  an  annual  budget  of  $3,000,000.

Peace  College  Board 
Convenes 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
Peace  College  was  held  March  9. 

Dr.  Dale  H.  Gramley,  President  of 
Salem  College,  Winston-Salem,  addressed 
the  Trustees.  Micou  F.  Browne,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presided 
over  the  Board  of  Trustees  meeting,  and 
Mrs.  David  C.  Worth,  Raleigh,  over  the 
Board  of  Visitors. 


Such  progress  as  that  made  by  David- 
son college  since  that  day  in  March,  1835 
when  Concord  Presbytery,  meeting  in  the 
Session  House  of  the  Prospect  Presby- 
terian Church,  drew  up  the  resolutions  on 
"the  tilting  table"  (still  in  existence),  to 
establish  the  college,  is  all  but  phe- 
nomenal. 

Davidson  College  is  currently  undertak- 
ing to  raise  $5.5  million  in  order  to  qualify 
to  receive  $2.2  million  from  the  Ford 
Foundation.  Through  February  gifts  and 
pledges  totalled  $3,976,421.  Let  those  who 
give  pause  to  the  Davidson  assets  consider 
that  there  are  numerous  institutions  in 
the  country  with  endowments  and  assets 
many  times  those  of  Davidson,  including 
Duke  University,  with  endowments  well 
over  the  $100  million  mark. 

Few  institutions  in  the  South,  and  in 
our  opinion  in  the  nation,  can  match 
Davidson  College  for  its  past  history,  con- 
tribution to  the  life  of  this  State  and 
Nation,  prestige,  and  quality,  and  present 
academic  standing  and  leadership. 

We  call  upon  every  Presbyterian  to  give 
whole-hearted  support  to  this  excellent 
institution — prayers,  encouraging  words, 
and  money.  We  believe  that  the  high  cali- 
bre of  the  Administration,  Faculty,  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  student-body  are,  with 
the  help  of  the  same  God  who  supported 
Dr.  Morrison,  sufficient  to  overcome  all 
obstacles  and  attain  reasonable  goals. 

We  go  so  far  even  as  to  say  that  we  be- 
lieve that  the  North  Carolina  Legislature 
of  today  so  highly  regards  Davidson  Col- 
lege that  it  would  strive  as  earnestly  to 
preserve  the  life  of  this  institution  as  it 
labored  in  1838  to  throttle  it.  We  hope 
so,  at  any  rate. 


Distinguished  Missionary 
Leaves  Fine  Record 

Mrs.  B.  H.  Bunch,  83,  long-time  Ra- 
leigh Presbyterian  Sunday  School  teach- 
er and  local  missionary,  died  February 
22.  She  will  be  remembered  by  many 
for  the  almost  fifty  years  that  she  taught 
Christian  principles  in  North  Carolina's 
capitol  city. 

Mrs.  Bunch  was  Church  Secretary  of 
First  Church,  Raleigh,  when  it  was  the 
only  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  county 
and  was  instrumental  in  getting  others 
started.  She  became  Presbyterian  mis- 
sionary to  Raleigh,  collecting  food  and 
clothing  for  the  needy  before  the  Wel- 
fare Department  was  highly  organized. 

Home  Missionary 

She  conducted  the  Cary  Street  Mission 
School  for  25  years.  The  Four  Square 
Sunday  School  class  which  she  taught  for 
over  40  years  financed  a  soup  kitchen 
every  Friday  morning  and  sometimes  a 
nursery. 

Mrs.  Bunch  was  voted  life  member- 
ship in  First  Church's  Women-of-the 
Church  and  the  local  Y.W.C.A.,  which 
she  helped  organize.  Sertoma  Interna- 
tional awarded  her  the  International  Ser- 
vice to  Mankind  Award  in  1960,  and 
the  Raleigh  Exchange  Club  gave  her  the 
Golden  Deed  Award. 


Dr.  Hall  Asks  For  Control 

WILMINGTON— A  member  of  Wil- 
mington Presbytery  wrote  in  his  Sunday 
newspaper  column  here  that  the  objec- 
tive of  North  Carolina's  liquor  laws 
"ought  to  be  control,  not  elimination  of 
alcohol." 

Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  pastor  of  Pearsall 
Memorial  Church  in  Wilmington  also 
wrote:  "My  own  view  ...  is  that  bars 
and  cocktail  lounges  are  not  in  the  pub- 
lic interest,  but  that  consumption  of  li- 
quor by  the  drink  served  with  food  in 
reputable,  lighted  and  inspected  eating 
places  would  be  infinitely  preferable  to 
either  legalized  brown-bagging  or  per- 
petuating the  present  confusion."

The 
work,  while  under  the  aegis  of  the  Sy- 
nod, will  be  supported  by  appropriate, 
though  limited,  funds  from  each  of  the 
other  denominations  involved. 

The  Treasurer  of  Synod,  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  reported  that  the  Committee 
ended  1966,  without  a  deficit.

Chap- 
lain Reese  Jenkins,  chairman  of  Chris- 
tian Relations,  announced  plans  for  a 
presbytery-wide  Christian  Action  Con- 
ference to  be  held  on  March  4.  The 
Church  Extension  Committee  report  com- 
mended those  churches  which  cut  down 
on  askings  for  supplemental  aid  by  10% 
or  more  in  1967.  These  churches  are: 
Sardis,  Palestine,  Benson,  Unity,  Ephe- 
sus,  and  Cedar  Rock.

Mrs.  John  M.  Matthews  of  Route  #  1 , 
Matthews,  N.  C,  and  a  member  of  the 
Providence  Presbyterian  Church,  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery,  has  completed  the 
history  of  the  Church  which  will  be 
available  for  the  first  time  in  book  form 
May  7. 

On  Synod's  Committee

the  Church. 

Mrs.  Matthews,  a  member  of  Synod's 
Committee  on  Historical  Matters  and  al- 
so a  member  of  the  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  Historical  Society,  has 
been  working  on  the  book  for  several 
years. 

Many  Noted  Persons 

The  Providence  Church  has  many  not- 
ed persons  connected  with  its  history,  in- 
cluding Dr.  Robert  Hall  Morrison,  the 
first  President  of  Davidson  College. 

The  Church  was  founded  by  the  Rev- 
erend William  Richardson,  uncle  of  the 
famous  William  Richardson  Davie,  who 
in  turn  is  known  as  the  Founder  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina. 

Three   signers   of   the  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  of  Independence  were  from 
the  Providence  Church — Neil  Morrison, 
Henry  Downs,  and  John  Fleenekin. 
President  Polk's  Birtliplace 

Mrs.  Matthews  points  out  that  James 
K.  Polk,  the  11th  President  of  the  United 
States,  was  born  in  the  community  and 
probably  would  have  been  baptized  in 
the  Church  except  for  the  fact  that  the 
Rev.  James  Wallis,  Minister  at  the  time, 
refused  to  baptize  him  because  his  fa- 
ther was  not  a  Christian. 

The  book  will  have  a  full  Appendix 
with  statistical  information  such  as  early 
church  rolls,  early  missionaries,  sketch- 
es of  daughter  churches,  and  cemetery 
records. 

Graves  in  the  cemetery  date  from

Corpus  Increases 

The  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds  Fund, 
which  is  administered  by  the  Presby- 
terian Synod's  Committee  on  Annuities 
and  Relief,  the  Reverend  David  H. 
Burr  of  Winston-Salem,  Chairman,  was 
established  in  1947  by  the  Will  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds  of 
Winston-Salem.

Church  Growth  Noted 

Dr.  Hightower  pointed  out  that  the 
Church  has  increased  in  membership 
from  about  1300  in  the  1950's  to  more 
than  1700  today. 

The  present  sanctuary  was  built  in 
1890.  The  educational  building  was  com- 
pleted in  1933,  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs. 
W.  N.  (Kate  Bitting  Reynolds)  in  honor 
of  her  father,  Colonel  Joseph  Anthony 
Bitting. 

To  Spend  Over  MDIion 

Preliminary  estimates  for  the  expan-

Supports  Need  For  Chaplain 

The  Committee  endorsed  the  proposal 
of  the  Board  of  Juvenile  Correction  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  employ 
a  Chaplain  to  conduct  worship  services 
in  all  of  the  Juvenile  Correction  Schools 
of  the  State. 

Dr.  Sam  S.  Wiley,  Executive  Director 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  reviewed  the  work  of  the 
Council,  and  indicated  that  the  Office 
of  Christian  Social  Action,  by  order  of 
the  Executive  Board,  will  be  closed  June 
1,  1967,  unless  the  financial  gap  of 
$6,000  to  support  the  Office  is  sub- 
scribed by  May  1,  1967. 

The  Committee  approved  of  a  budget 
of  approximately  $15,000  for  recommen- 
dation to  Synod's  Council.

The  Committee  took  cognizance  of 
the  recent  death  of  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn, 
Jr.,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  and  who 
from  the  inception  of  the  North  Caroli- 
na Council  of  Churches  was  related  to 
the  Body,  especially  in  the  field  of 
Weekday  Religious  Instruction. 

Migrant  Ministry  Aided 

The  Committee  approved  of  a  request 
of  the  Ministry  to  Migrants  Committee 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  for  assistance  from  the  TRAV 
Department  of  Synod  in  preparing  cer- 
tain Public  Relations  Materials  for  the 
Ministry  to  Migrants. 

The  Committee  also  approved  of  rep- 
resentatives of  Synod  to  Committees  of 
the  several  Commissions  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches.

Micou  P.  Browne,  a  ruling  elder  in 
Raleigh's  First  Presbyterian  Church,  was 
recently  named  "Tarheel  of  the  Week" 
by  the  Raleigh  News 
and  Observer. 
Browne  is  President 
of  the  Occidental 
Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

He  was  born  in 
Raleigh  51  years  ago. 
His  mother  was  the 
former  Martha 
Micou  P  a  r  r  a  r,  a 
school  teacher  from 
Culpepper,  Virginia. 
His  father  was  Dr.  T.  E.  Browne,  a  native 
of  Hertford  County  near  Murfreesboro, 
one  of  the  founders  of  State  4-H  Clubs. 
Later,  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Education 
at  N.  C.  State,  he  supervised  the  train- 
ing of  agricultural  teachers. 

After  high  school,  Browne  entered  N. 
C.  State  and  graduated  with  honors  in 
1936.  That  same  year  he  began  his  life 
insurance  career  as  a  clerk  in  the  imder- 
writing  department  of  Occidental. 
Rapid  Advancement 
Browne  advanced  rapidly  in  the  insur- 
ance business.  He  was  transferred  to  the 
agency  department  and  promoted  from 
agency  secretary  to  sales  promotion  di- 
rector to  field  supervisor.  Prom  1940  to 
1948  he  was  Occidental's  manager  for 
Piedmont  Carolina,  building  his  area  to 
second  place  in  sales  in  the  company. 
In  1948,  he  became  agency  director  and 
then  in  1951  was  promoted  to  Vice-Presi- 
dent in  charge  of  agencies. 

Company  President 
Eight  years  later  Browne  was  named 
executive   vice-president   and   served  in 
that  capacity  until  February  1962  when 
he  became  President. 

As  President,  Browne  heads  a  company 
that  has  about  $860  million  in  insurance 
in  force  and  is  licensed  to  do  business  in 
38  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  Europe.

Dr.  Markus  Barth,  the  distinguished 
theologian  son  of  the  famed  theologian 
Karl  Barth,  was  in  Laurinburg  during 
January  to  deliver  the  Memorial  Bible 
Lecture  series.  His  overall  theme  for  the 
series  was  "Reconciliation".  The  series 
was  sponsored  by  the  Old  Laurel  Hill, 
Laurinburg,  and  Maxton  First  churches. 

A  son  of  the  noted  theologian  who  pi- 
oneered neo-orthodoxy,  Markus  Barth 
has  gained  considerable  renown  on  his 
own  through  teaching,  lecturing  and 
writing. 

Dr.  Barth  studied  at  universities  in 
Berne,  Basel,  Berlin  and  Edinburgh.  In 
1947  he  was  granted  the  doctor  of  the- 
ology degree  by  the  University  of  Goet- 
tingen,  Germany. 

Dr.  Barth  served  as  a  parish  minister 
in  Switzerland  from  1940-1953  and  then 
came  to  the  United  States.  He  is  now  on 
the  faculty  of  Pittsburgh  Theological 
Seminary. 


Historical  Committee  Convenes 

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  His- 
torical Matters  met  in  Raleigh  March  15, 
with  Admiral  A.  M.  Patterson,  Chair- 
man, presiding. 

The  Committee  expressed  concern  that 
the  nine  Presbyteries  have  not  followed 
the  action  of  Synod  last  year,  recom- 
mending that  each  Presbytery  establish 
a  Committee  on  Historical  Matters,  and 
instructed  the  Chairman  to  request  that 
Stated  Clerks  of  Presbyteries  place  the 
item  on  the  docket  for  the  Spring  Meet- 
ing of  Presbyteries.

Attention  was  called  to  books  in  the 
process  of  publication,  to  wit,  the  His- 
tory of  the  Providence  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  by 
Mrs.  John  M.  Matthews;  the  McBryde 
Family  of  the  Cape  Fear  Region  by  Ad- 
miral and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Patterson  of  Ral- 
eigh; the  Rev.  James  D.  MacKenzie's 
History  of  Old  Bluff  Church;  John  K. 
Fleming's  Historic  Third  Creek  Presby- 
terian Church;  and  other  works. 
Anniversary  Celebrations 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  Providence  Church  is  celebrating 
its  200th  anniversary,  the  Mocksville 
Church  its  bi-centennial,  and  the  Wil- 
mington First  Church  its  Sesqui-centen- 
nial.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  Wil- 
mington and  Mecklenburg  Presbyteries 
will  respectively  celebrate  their  Centen- 
nials in  1968  and  1969. 

The  Committee  approved  of  prepar- 
ing a  brief  brochure  for  guiding  his- 
torians in  writing  histories  of  churches.

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Hawfields  Church  and 
Disciples  of  Christ 

According  to  a  recent  article  in  "The 
Christian"  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ, 
the  Hawfields  Presbyterian  Church  near 
Mebane  is  the  place  of  the  "original 
origin  of  the  Disciples  Brotherhood". 
Professor  Alvin  M.  Fountain  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  University  in  Ral- 
eigh is  the  author  of  the  article  which 
states  that  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  Denomination,  Barton 
W.  Stone,  was  converted  at  the  Hawfields 
Church  by  the  preaching  of  the  Rev. 
James  McGready  and  was  later  given 
his  license  to  preach  by  the  great  liberal 
Presbyterian,  Henry  Pattillo,  in  1796  at 
the  Hawfields  Church. 

Barton  W.  Stone  later  migrated  to 
Kentucky  where  he  became  the  minister 
of  the  Cane  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church. 
It  was  under  his  leadership  that  this  con- 
gregation withdrew  from  the  Presbytery 
and  later  united  with  the  followers  of 
Thomas  and  Alexander  Campbell  to 
form  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 


Church-of-the-Reconciliation 

A  new  Presbyterian  Church  has  been 
organized  in  the  Chapel  Hill-Carrboro 
community,  the  second  to  be  establish- 
ed there,  and  a  colony  of  the  Chapel 
Hill  Presbyterian  Church.

"a  Presbyterian  minister  in  Hillsborough 
before  and  during  the  Revolution"  (un- 
til Feb.,  1781),  "and  that  his  petition  to 
the  British  Government  has  been  pre- 
served, requesting  "compensation  for 
property  destroyed."  According  to  Mrs. 
Engstrom,  Fraser  was  a  Tory  and  had 
to  flee  with  his  family  to  Canada.  She 
states  that  he  apparently  had  to  stop 
preaching  in  May,  1779.  His  petition 
comprises  34  pages  and  "contains  the 
most  careful  inventory  of  his  library,  the 
family's  clothing,  household  furniture, 
etc.,  and  an  account  of  the  skirmish  at 
Hartford  Plantation  in  which  his  home 


and  mills  were  wrecked." 

Tory  Minister 

Mrs.  Engstrom  adds  that  "three  local 
depositions  support  his  petition  and  call 
him  'Rev.d  James  Fraser,  sometime  ago 
Presbyteran  minister  in  this  place  ...  a 
man  of  good  moral  character,  much  es- 
teem'd  by  his  neighbors  especially  the 
friends  of  government  as  a  worthy  man 
and  good  preacher.' "

Prominent  Churchman  Dies 
Buried  at  Montreat 

MONTREAT,  N.  C.—(PN)— Funeral 
services  were  held  Monday,  March  6, 
at  Gaither  Chapel  here  for  Dr.  Kenneth 
Joseph  Foreman,  75,  widely  known 
Presbyterian  minister,  educator  and 
author. 

He  died  at  his  home  in  Montreat  Fri- 
day night,  March  3.  Private  burial  serv- 
ices were  held  at  the  family  plot  of  Hom- 
er's Chapel  in  the  North  Fork  Valley  of 
Swannanoa  River  in  Buncombe  County 
adjoining  Montreat. 

The  family  requested  that  memorials 
be  sent  to  the  Montreat-Anderson  Col- 
lege Library. 

Dr.  Foreman  grew  up  at  Montreat, 
attended  Davidson  College,  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  Princeton  Uni- 
versity before  joining  the  Davidson 
faculty  after  World  War  1.  He  was  pro- 
fessor of  Bible  and  German  at  the  col- 
lege 25  years.  He  retired  in  1961  after 
serving  14  years  as  professor  of  doc- 
trinal theology  at  Louisville  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary.  From  1962  to 
1964  he  was  visiting  professor  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  dur- 
ing which  time  he  served  as  an  editor 
of  the  Covenant  Life  Curriculum  for  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education. 

Survivors  are  a  son,  Kenneth  J.  Fore- 
man Jr.,  now  in  the  doctoral  program  at 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary;  a  sister, 
Mrs.  John  Payne  Williams  of  Montreat; 
and  three  grandchildren.

NASHVILLE,  TENN.— In  observance

Attending  will  be  missionaries  who 
have  come  on  furlough  for  1966-67;  mis- 
sionaries who  will  be  coming  on  fur- 
lough for  1967-68;  members  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  and  the  Board's 
staff. 

Among  the  goals  suggested  as  guide- 
lines for  the  Convocation  program  are 
these: 

— ^Provide  a  broader  understanding  of 
the  total  responsibility  and  opportunity 
for  Christian  world  mission. 

— ^Attempt  a  theological  interpretation 
of  world  events  and  issues  (revolution, 
rise  of  new  nations,  communism,  secular- 
ism) and  of  their  meaning  for  the 
Church's  mission. 

— Call  the  Church  to  a  deeper  aware- 
ness of  its  missionary  responsibility  for 
the  world. 

Guest  speakers  will  include  Rev.  David 
Stowe,  Rev.  Eugene  L.  Smith,  and  Rev. 
Gwenneth  Hubble.

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Obstacle  To  Reunion 
Cited 

NEW  YORK— RNS— The  ultimate 
obstacle  to  reunion  between  Roman  Ca- 
tholic and  Protestant  Christians  is  the 
papacy.  This  is  the  view  of  Protestant 
theologian  Reinhold  Niebuhr.  He  stated 
his  opinion  in  an  interview  published 
in  "Commonweal",  a  Catholic  paper 
edited  by  laymen. 

"The  Protestants  believe  that  papal 
absolutism  is  a  horrible  piece  of  idola- 
try— to  have  one  man  speak  as  God. 
Protestants  believe  in  a  variety  of  con- 
flicting religious  communities  which, 
from  the  Catholic  viewpoint,  would  be 
the  inevitable  result  of  absolute  liberty 
which  is  on  the  verge  of  license,"  Dr. 
Niebuhr  said.  "I  say  there  is  no  resolu- 
tion to  this  conflict." 

While  acknowledging  that  he  could  not 
personally  accept  an  absolutist  system  of 
church  government.  Dr.  Niebuhr  said: 
"Papal  absolutism  is  the  instrument  of 
the  unity  of  a  universal  church.  The 
Roman  Catholic  Church  would  be  fool-

We  stepped  out  where  the  child  could 
see  us  as  she  passed.  She  seemed  sur- 
prised and  ashamed,  realizing  that  some- 
one had  watched  her. 

"Dear,"  I  said,  "do  you  mind  telling 
us  what  you  were  doing?" 

"I  .  .  .  I  .  .  .  was  getting  some  flow- 
ers from  my  brother's  grave  and  putting 
them  on  that  grave  down  there."  She 
pointed  with  her  finger  as  she  answered. 

"But  whose  grave  is  that  down  there?" 
I  asked. 

"I  don't  know.  Mister.  But  it's  some 
little  child's  grave — and  nobody  ever 
puts  flowers  on  it." 

"God  bless  you,  darling,"  I  said.  She 
smiled  and  was  gone. 


Pan  Presbyterian  News 

The  first  major  bill  of  church  interest     formed  Presbyterian 


to  be  introduced  in  Congress  this  session 
was  one  introduced  by  Sen.  Sam  J.  Ervin, 
Jr.  of  North  Carolina,  a  Presbyterian.  Sen. 
Ervin's  bill  is  designed  to  enforce  the  First 
Amendment  by  allowing  judicial  review  of 
federal  grants  to  church-related  institu- 
tions. 

On  the  House  side,  Rep.  James  G. 
O'Hara  introduced  legislation  aimed  at 
providing  more  opportunity  for  employ- 
ment and  usefulness  of  older  persons.  In 
past  deliberations  on  similar  proposals, 
sponsors  have  found  willing  supporters 
in  churchmen.

A  Roman  Catholic  prelate  and  a  Pro- 
testant theologian,  uniting  their  voices  in 
prayer,  launched  the  Week  of  Prayer  for 
Christian  Unity  in  New  York  January 
18th.

A  preliminary  analysis  of  Sunday 
school  statistics  given  in  General  As- 
sembly's Minutes  during  the  years  1961- 
1966  showed  an  overall  decline  in  en- 
rollment of  10.3  percent.

The  University  of  South  Carolina  Press 
has  published  the  first  full-length  his- 
tory of  the  Catawba  Indian  tribe,  a 
book  written  by  the 
wife  of  a  Presby- 
terian minister. 
First-Hand  Study 
Mrs.  Douglas 
Summers  Brown, 
wife  of  the  Rev.  H. 
Dockery  Brown, 
D.D.,  wrote  The 
Catawba  ladians: 
The  People  of  the 
River  while  living  in 
Rock  Hill,  S.  C, 
just  nine  miles  away  from  the  reserva- 
tion. Her  husband,  now  serving  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Emporia,  Va., 
was  then  pastor  of  Rock  Hill's  First 
Church.  He  is  a  native  of  Wilson,  N.  C, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church.  Through  many 
visits  to  the  Reservation  and  by  develop- 
ing personal  acquaintances  with  the 
Indians,  she  gradually  extracted  the 
fascinating  history  of  the  Catawbas. 

Nice  people  seldom  make  headlines. 
By  the  same  token,  the  Catawba  In- 
dians are  a  little-known  tribe  because 
there  was  never  any  "Catawba  War". 
The  tribesmen  steadfastly  kept  peace 
with  the  white  people  and  are  the  only 
Indians  to  survive  as  an  ethnic  entity  in 
South  Carolina.  The  Catawbas  are  one  of 
the  few  aboriginal  tribes  still  living  in 
their  pre-English  locale. 

Other  Writings 
Mrs.  Brown,  daughter  of  a  prominent 
Abingdon,  Va.  attorney,  and  an  honor 
graduate  of  Mary  Baldwin  College,  is  a 
former  teacher  of  English  and  history. 
She  is  the  first  non-academic  historian 
to  win  a  grant  from  the  American  As- 
sociation of  State  and  Local  History. 
She  received  it  in  recogniton  of  her 
work  on  the  Catawbas. 

Mrs.  Brown  is  also  author  of  Lynch" 
burg's  Pioneer  Quakers,  "Massanetta 
Miniatures",  and  of  numerous  articles.

The  resolution  to  be  submitted  to  the 
President's  Advisory  Commission  on  new 
draft  legislation  (the  present  law  will  ex- 
pire July  1),  recommended  that  clergymen 
and  ministerial  candidates  subject  to  mili- 
tary service  "be  treated  similarly  to  all 
professional  personnel".

SEEK  DRAFT  FLICfBlMTV 

A  group  of  Austin  Presbyterian  Semi- 
narians want  to  make  themselves  and 
other  clergymen  eligible  for  the  draft.  A 
resolution  passed  by  the  student  body 
of  the  Austin  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  asked  that  seminary  students 
be  classified  as  graduate  students  and 
clergymen  be  classified  as  professionals 
for  selective  service  purposes. 

Present  draft  laws  make  seminarians 
eligible  for  IV-D  status,  which  is  auto- 
matically given  to  ordained  clergymen. 

The  student  action  grew  out  of  con- 
cern for  the  "inequity"  in  current  draft 
laws. 


Seminary  Advance  Exceeds 
$7  Million 
Dr.  Balmer  H.  Kelly,  Acting  Presi- 
dent of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond,  announced  on  March  20th 
that  gifts  and  pledges  to  Union  Semi- 
nary's ADVANCE  campaign  now  total 
$7,255,565.  With  this  assured  support, 
the  Seminary  is  proceeding  to  construct 
60  apartments  for  married  students. 
These  are  the  first  new  buildings  to  be 
built  with  the  proceeds  of  the  develop- 
ment fund  campaign. 

The  new  apartment  house  complex  is 
being  constructed  on  Westwood  Ave.,  ad- 
jacent to  the  Seminary-owned  John  Holt 
Rice  Apartments.  Four  units,  each  three 
stories  high,  will  provide  one,  two,  and 
three  bedroom  combinations.  All  of  the 
apartments  will  be  air  conditioned  and 
furnished. 

Dr.  Kelly  said  that  over  12,000  in- 
dividual pledges  and  commitments  from 
858  churches  were  received  in  the  AD- 
VANCE campaign.  Of  the  total  amount, 
$2,852,196  comes  from  the  Synod  of 
Virginia,  $562,199  from  the  Synod  of 
West  Virginia,  and  $3,220,881  from  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Contributions 
and  pledges  from  Alumni  and  friends 
outside  these  areas  amount  to  $620,289.

During  the  Committee  meeting,  the 
most  important  matter  discussed  was 
that  of  Privileged  Communications,  and 
Dr.  Barron  presented  to  the  Legislators 
the  action  of  his  Committee  and  of 
Synod  endorsing  legislation  to  give  pro- 
tection to  ministers  who  have  received 
confidential  information  from  parishion- 
ers. 

The  Committee  is  recommending  to 
Synod  that  the  title  of  the  Committee 
be  changed  to  the  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society  and  that  the  membership  of 
the  Committee  be  enlarged  by  adding 
several  lay  persons.

These  were  re- 
novated and  served  as  agency  headquar- 
ters until  they  were  razed  in  1965  to 
make  way  for  the  construction  of  the 
new  seven-story  building.  The  building 
and  property  are  valued  at  $2V2  million.

He  was  a  native  of  Mississippi  and  at- 
tended Mississippi  State  College.

Senior  Citizens  Home  Bids 
Received 

Bids  for  the  first  phase  of  construction 
of  the  Presbyterian  Home  for  Senior 
citizens  to  be  built  in  Charlotte  were 
received  on  April  7th.  Announcement  of 
this  was  made  by  J.  A.  Chrisman,  Chair- 
man of  the  Building  Committee. 

The  first  phase  of  construction  calls 
for  a  six  story  home  to  be  built  across 
from  Sharon  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
building  will  include  105  residence 
rooms,  a  22-bed  infirmary  and  dining 
facilities,  according  to  executive  direc- 
tor Walter  R.  Ward.  Mr.  Ward  estimates 
that  it  will  be  two  years  before  the  first 
unit  can  be  occupied.  A  second  unit, 
duplicating  the  first,  is  planned  when  the 
first  unit  is  completed. 

The  trustees  have-  on  hand  about  half 
of  the  funds  necessary  for  building  the 
structure  which  will  cost  about  two  mil- 
lion dollars.  This  includes  $130,000  dol- 
lars for  the  20-acre  Charlotte  site. 

Ultimately,  the  home  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
but  not  until  it  is  debt-free.  The  Synod, 
which  has  a  waiting  list  of  about  200 
persons  seeking  accommodations,  oper- 
ates one  home  for  the  aged  at  High 
Point.

Davidson  College  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the 
Presbyteries  of  the  Synods  of  North  Carolina  and  Florida,  by  Asheville 
Presbytery  of  Appalachian  Synod,  and  by  the  Alumni  Association.  Thus, 
Presbyterians  and  alumni  trustees  (many  of  whom  are  also  active  Presby- 
terians) govern  the  college  through  this  procedure. 

The  Presbytery  of  Concord  is  entitled  to  elect  eight  trustees,  Mecklen- 
burg five.  Orange  and  Fayetteville  four  each,  the  other  six  Presbyteries 
in  North  Carolina  and  two  Presbyteries  in  Florida  two  each,  and  the  Alumni 
Association  12. 

Trustees  of  Davidson  meet  at  the  college  semi-annually  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  college,  with  President  Grier  Martin  and  his  four 
principal  administrative  officers  reporting  to  the  board.  The  executive 
committee  and  other  committees  of  the  board  also  meet  at  other  times.

Gains  and  Losses 

STEWARDSHIP  AND  VITAL 
STATISTICS  RELEASED 

A  report  on  Stewardship  and  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
was  released  recently  by  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  the  Synod. 

The  report  was  prepared  in  antici- 
pation of  the  154th  meeting  of  the 
Synod  which  will  occur  June  6-7  at 
Montreat,  N.  C. 

Dr.  Dudley's  report  showed  that  a 
record  of  $18,487,694  was  given  for 
all  causes  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
from  the  646  churches  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  during  1966.  This  com- 
pared with  $18,250,990  contributed  in 
1965.  The  total  gifts  include:  Benevol- 
ences, $4,834,575;  Current  Expenses, 
$10,201,513;  and  Building  Expenses,  $3,- 
451,606. 

Corresponding  totals  for  1965  were 
$4,262,801;  $9,620,106;  and  $3,578,713. 

The  per  capita  total  for  1966  was 
$121.20  in  comparison  with  $115.38  in 
1965,  and  $98.09  in  1960. 

The  Synod,  comprising  nine  Presby- 
teries, is  composed  of  646  churches. 
Showing  a  slight,  but  steady  rise  in 
membership  during  the  past  five  years, 
the  net  gain  during  1966  was  1,190, 
bringing  the  total  membership  to  152,- 
537. 

During  the  year  Professions  of  Faith 
totalled  3,870,  and  other  gains  totalled 
7,321.  There  were  1,613  adult  baptisms 
and  2,072  infant  baptisms. 

The  Sunday  School  enrollment  for 
the  year  was  reported  at  118,388,  rep- 
resenting a  loss  of  8,019. 

The  largest  Presbytery  in  the  Synod 
is  Mecklenburg,  which  includes  the  area 
around  Charlotte.  The  membership  of 
this  Presbytery  is  36,843.  The  second 
largest  is  Orange,  with  Greensboro  as 
the  Center,  with  a  membership  of  25,- 
319;  and  the  third  largest  is  Fayetteville 
with  a  membership  of  18,921. 

Membership  figures  for  the  six  other 
Presbyteries  (in  descending  order)  are 
Concord,  (Salisbury  as  the  Center),  17,- 
023;  Granville  (Raleigh-Durham),  14,- 
019;  Wilmington,  12,135;  Albemarle, 
with  Greenville  as  the  Center,  9,844; 
Kings  Mountain,  9,301;  and  Winston- 
Salem,  9,132. 

The  Synod  reports  a  total  of  662 
ministers,  which  is  an  increase  of  69 
since  1960. 

Currently  there  are  5,797  ruling  elders 
in  the  Synod,  and  6,590  deacons.  The 
nine  Presbyteries  report  81  candidates 
for  the  ministry.  The  churches  of  the 
Synod  are  valued  at  $89,201,326  and  the 
488  manses  at  $9,746,250,  a  total  of 
$98,947,576.

Fire  Destroys  Church 

Oak  Hill  Presbyterian  Church,  15 
miles  north  of  Oxford,  was  destroyed  by 
fire  on  April  2  just  prior  to  the  Sun- 
day school  hour.  The  loss  was  estimated 
at  $25,000,  although  some  of  the  furn- 
ishings, dating  back  more  than  100 
years,  were  considered  priceless. 

Firemen  from  four  fire  departments 
battled  the  blaze  but  nevertheless  flames 
ate  into  the  heart  pine  time  from  which 
the  church  was  built  125  years  ago. 
George  D.  Morton,  member  of  the 
church,  said  that  the  fire  apparently 
had  its  origin  in  a  floor  furnace. 

The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Cochran  is  pas- 
tor of  the  church,  which  was  organized 
in  1822.

An  experimental  ministry  to  young 
people  in  the  Dilworth  area  of  Charlotte, 
N.  C,  has  been  undertaken  across  de- 
nominational lines  by  four  churches. 

A  youth  center  has  been  opened  in  a 
semi-transitional  area  for  weekend  rec- 
reation under  sponsorship  of  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  Church,  Dilworth 
Methodist  Church,  Pritchard  Memorial 
Baptist  Church  and  First  Christian 
Church.  Miss  Mildred  Allen,  DCE,  St. 
Andrews  Church,  is  chairman  of  the 
coordinating  committee. 

Recreation  is  Stressed 

Recreation  is  available  to  Junior  and 
Senior  Highs  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights.  A  student-manager  and  chaper- 
ones  provide  supervision  and  basis  for  a 
growing  relationship  with  teenagers  the 
church  would  not  otherwise  be  reach- 
ing. Harry  Griffin,  a  junior  at  UNC- 
Charlotte  and  pre-ministerial  candidate 
from  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  is  the  stu- 
dent-manager. Dancing,  table  tennis, 
pool,  games  and  a  conversation-TV  room 
complete  the  present  program,  which  it 
is  hoped  will  evolve  creatively  to  include 
music,  drama,  craft  clubs  in  accord  with 
the  interest  of  the  young  people  in 
the  area.  The  center  is  in  a  non-church 
setting,  but  as  relationships  are  establish- 
ed, it  is  hoped  that  communication  will 
take  place  in  a  very  real  sense  and  a 
meaningful  Christian  experience  the  final 
result. 

Representatives   of   the  participating 
churches  are  working  closely  together, 
evaluating    progress,    and  contributing 
from  planned  budgets  to  its  operation.

Historic  Events  Recalled  and  Reviewed 

Mocksville  Church  Observes  Bi-Centennial 


COCU  And  Reformed  Union 
Compatible 

Participation  in  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  does  not  prevent  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  from  proceed- 
ing to  draft  a  plan  of  union  with  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America.  This  "Con- 
sensus" was  expressed  by  the  Presby- 
terian General  Council  in  response  to  a 
letter  from  the  Rev.  Herman  Harmelink 
III  of  New  Bergen,  N.  J.  Mr.  Harmelink 
is  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Inter- 
Church  Relations  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America. 

Mr.  Harmelink  suggested  that  both 
denominations  agree  to  a  series  of  state- 
ments regarding  the  proposed  merger. 
These  statements  or  "conclusions",  which 
were  drawn  up  by  the  Reformed  Church, 
were  approved  as  the  consensus  of  the 
members  of  the  General  Council,  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S. 

Long-Range  Matter 

The  main  point  of  the  statements  is 
that  merger  plans  between  the  Reformed 
Church  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  can 
be  developed  while  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  continues  to  participate  in 
the  Consultation  on  Church  Union.  This 
can  be  done  because  the  merger  plans 
are  for  immediate  consideration,  while 
the  COCU  talks  have  long  range,  rather 
than  immediate,  implications. 

The  consensus  statements  also  point 
out  that  the  new  united  church,  which 
would  result  from  union  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.  S.,  would  have  to 
make  its  own  decision  regarding  its  re- 
lationship to  COCU. 


COCU  AT  GRASSROOTS 

NEW  YORK— There  is  a  groundswell 
of  local  interest  in  the  Consultation  On 
Church  Union  (COCU),  according  to  a 
COCU  spokesman.  Professor  Paul  A. 
Crow,  Jr.,  associate  executive  secretary 
for  COCU,  said  that  while  actual  for- 
mation of  a  united  church  is  still  per- 
haps a  generation  away,  "We  are  at 
the  stage  where  things  are  beginning 
to  happen  at  the  grass  roots.  It  is  getting 
out  of  hand,"  he  said  happily — "out  of 
the  hands  of  the  church  leaders  and  into 
the  hands  of  the  lay  people." 


The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Mocksville,  N.  C.  is  observing  its  200th 
Anniversary  this  year.  The  Church,  or- 
iginally known  as  Joppa,  and  now  locat- 
ed some  two  miles  from  the  old  Joppa 
cemetery,  is  the  thirtieth  in  the  chronog- 
ical  order  of  organization,  still  in  exist- 
ence. 

The  Church  is  located  in  Davie  Coun- 
ty and  though  composed  of  only  236 
members,  has  played  an  important  part 
in  the  history  of  the  Presbj'terian  Church. 
In  the  old  Joppa  cemetery  where  the 
Church  was  originally  located  are  the 
graves  of  the  parents  of  the  famous 
Daniel  Boone,  who  were  related  to  the 
events  which  helped  to  establish  the 
Church  in  1767. 

History  Written 

The  Program  Committee  for  the  Bi- 
Centennial  has  planned  and  executed  as 
comprehensive  and  excellent  a  program 
as  any  Church  engaged  in  a  similar  un- 
dertaking. 

First  of  all,  a  definitive  history  of  the 
Church  was  written  in  1965,  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Church,  Mr.  James  W.  Wall, 
son-in-law  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rufus  Grier 
of  the  Steele  Creek  Church,  Charlotte. 

During  the  first  four  months  of  1967. 
a  series  of  events  celebrating  the  Bi- 
centennial of  the  Church  were  observed. 
These  are  set  forth  in  an  attractive  bro- 
chure which  notes  that  in  January  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbytery  convened  at  the 
Church  in  recognition  of  this  important 
milestone  in  its  history. 

Ministers  Participate 

On  March  12,  Dr.  Ben  L.  Rose,  native 
of  Fayetteville,  Professor  in  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  and  a  direct  descend- 
ant of  the  famous  Hugh  McAden,  who 
visited  the  Joppa  community  on  an  it- 
inerary in  1755,  which  included  visits  to 
approximately  55  Scotch-Irish  and  Scot 
communities  of  the  State,  led  "in  a  com- 
munity-wide union  service  which  was 
deeply  inspirational". 

The  brochure  goes  on  to  state,  "We 
are  now  especially  grateful  that  four  of 
our  five  living  former  ministers  can  be 
with  us  this  week  (April  12-16,  1967)  as 
we  worship  and  fellowship  together.  We 
hope  to  see  the  (E.  H.)  Gartrells  later 
this  year  when  they  arrive  on  furlough 
from  Brazil.  To  these  men  and  their 
wives  we  owe  an  everlasting  debt  of 
gratitude  and  thanksgiving,  and  we  ex- 
tend to  them  a  most  cordial  welcome". 

During  the  April  week  of  celebration, 
five  services  and  two  other  social  events 
were  observed  by  the  congregation.  On 
Wednesday  the  evening  service  was  high- 
light'.^d  by  the  presence  of  a  former  pas- 
tor, the  Reverend  William  F.  Long,  min- 
ister of  the  Armstrong  Memorial  Church, 


Gastonia,  who  preached  on  "God's  Faith- 
fulness and  Man's". 

On  Thursday  evening  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Cooper,  formerly  a  pastor,  now  serving 
the  Buffalo  Church  at  Sanford,  preach- 
ed on,  "The  Church's  Supreme  Mission 
Today". 

Friday  evening  the  Rev.  W.  I.  Howell, 
D.D.,  a  former  minister  and  now  associ- 
ate pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Atlanta,  preached  on,  "The 
Church,  the  Future". 

Sunday  Services 

On  Sunday,  there  were  three  services, 
two  including  preaching.  At  the  morning 
service  the  Rev.  Paul  H.  Richards,  Th.D., 
a  former  Minister,"  now  minister  of  the 
Parkway  Church,  Metarie,  La.,  preached 
on  the  subject  "Where  Do  We  Go  From 
Here"?

Dream  Of  President  James  Jones  Realized 

"The  Advance  by  which  additional  resources  were  sought  from  the  constituents  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  has  succeeded".  These  words 
were  written  by  President  James  A.  Jones  shortly  before  his  death  last  fall.  Dr. 
Jones  was  working  on  his  report  to  the  Church  on  the  recent  campaign,  and  he 

began  appropriately  by  speaking  of  sue-   

tee  which  included  Dr.  John  R.  Cunning- 
ham, Charlotte;  Mr.  H.  Dail  Holderness, 
Tarboro;  Mr.  William  B.  McGuire, 
Charlotte;  Mr.  Edwin  Morgan,  Laurel 
Hill;  Mr.  Charles  F.  Myers,  Jr.,  Greens- 
boro; and  Mr.  John  F.  Watlington,  Jr., 
Winston-Salem. 

The  study  recommended  "training  for 
excellence"  in  the  ministry  and  urged 
a  capital  funds  campaign  to  raise  at 
least  $6  million  initially. 

More  than  450  key  workers  were 
trained  to  undertake  the  campaign. 
Numerous  dinner  meetings  marked  the 
initial  stages  of  the  campaign.  A  gift  of 
$1  million  by  a  single  family  highlighted 
the  initial  gifts. 

Memorial  to  Board  Chairman 
One  significant  special  gift  was  that  in 
memory  of  Mr.  Herbert  Worth  Jackson, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
who  died  on  March  26,  1966. 

Though  the  campaign  is  not  over, 
more  than  $7  million  has  been  pledged, 
making  it  possible  for  the  Administra- 
tion to  proceed  with  the  construction  of 
a  new  sixty-unit  apartment  building  for 
married  students  and  the  completion  of 
plans  for  the  new  instructional  center  and 
Audio-Visual  Center. 

The  successful  campaign  has  also  made 
it  possible  to  enlarge  the  faculty  and 
to  increase  the  courses  of  the  curriculum, 
as  well  as  some  other  by-product  ven- 
tures.

The  18th  century  Scotch-Irish  settlers  of  Piedmont  North  Carolina  had  four 
"planks"  in  their  platform  of  belief,  according  to  Dr.  Chalmers  Davidson,  professor 
of  history  at  Davidson  College. 

Dr.  Davidson  spoke  at  the  4th  annual 
statewide  meeting  of  the  Presbyterian 
Historical  Society  held  at  the  Milner  Me- 
morial Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh  on 
April  7. 

"Presbyterian  Foundation" 

The  four  planks  were:  The  right  of 
private  property,  religion  unfettered  by 
state  control,  education  for  all  capable 
of  receiving  it,  and  matrimony. 

Dr.  Davidson's  address  was  entitled 
"Presbyterian  Foundations  of  Piedmont, 
North  Carolina." 

The  Presbyterian  Historical  Society 
meeting  was  presided  over  by  its  pres- 
ident. Hector  MacLean,  Senator  from 
Robeson. 

Senator  MacLean  Reelected 

Senator  MacLean  was  elected  to  suc- 
ceed himself  as  President  of  the  Society.

W.  Edgar  Price  Celebrates  Ninetieth  Birthday 


Few  men  reach  their  90th  birthday, 
but  on  Anril  22  W.  Edgar  Price  of  Char- 
lotte celebrated  his  four-score-years-and- 
ten  at  his  home  and  with  his  family,  in- 
cluding his  companion  of  sixty-five 
years,  Robena  Price. 

Mr.  Price,  a  former  Moderator  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  and  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.,  has  been  referred  to  as  "the  world's 
finest  man".  There  are  few,  if  any,  who 
know  him  who  would  dispute  the  attri- 
bute. 

Born  at  Dayton,  Virginia,  near  Harri- 
sonburg, in  1877,  Mr.  Price,  with  his 
young  family,  moved  to  Charlotte  in  1905. 
On  their  honeymoon  in  1902,  enroute  to 
Charleston,  S.  C,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price 
liked  what  they  saw  of  Charlotte  from 
the  observation  deck  of  the  train,  and 
determined  thev  would  adont  the  then 
small  town  as  their  new  home. 

"Salesman  for  the  Lord" 

Mr.  Price  answered  an  ad  as  a  book- 
keeper for  a  Charlotte  bank,  but  within 
a  year  after  locating,  he  entered  the  in- 
surance business  in  which  he  has  been 
engaged  ever  since.  Three  oassions  have 
possessed  him:  love  of  home,  work,  and 
the  Church.  So  outstanding  has  he  been 
as  a  Christian,  in  business  he  has  been 
known  as  "salesman  for  the  Lord"  and 
in  the  Church  as  "Mr.  Presbvterian". 

No  layman  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
has  served  the  Lord  more  faithfully  and 
effectively.  He  is  known  not  only  for  his 
great  faith,  but  also  for  his  great  works. 
Church  Work  Comnrehensive 

He  has  been  identified  with  almost 
every  phase  of  the  work  of  the  Presbv- 
terian  Church  from  the  local  level  to  the 
too  level  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  ad- 
dition to  having  served  as  Moderator  of 
the  Courts  mentioned  above,  he  has  been 
active  and  influential  in  the  local  church, 
Caldwell  Memorial,  which  he  helped  to 
organize  in  1912. 

In  the  Presbytery  he  continues  to  re- 
main active  and  is  currently  a  member 
of  a  commission  to  install  a  youne  min- 
ister as  Pastor  of  the  Selwvn  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church.  At  one  time  he  was 
Chairman  of  the  Home  Missions  Commit- 
tee of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  and  it  is 
a  matter  of  record  that  by  his  leadership 
the  Committee  not  only  liquidated  indebt- 
edness against  it,  but  remained  solvent 
while  establishing  new  churches  and 
enlarging  its  program  in  other  spheres.

At  the  General  Assembly  level  he  serv- 
ed as  Moderator  of  the  Church,  the  high- 
est honor  that  can  come  to  either  a  min- 
ister or  layman,  and  also  was  active  for 
many  vears  in  connection  with  the  Chris- 
tian Education  program  of  the  Church. 
He  served  on  the  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  was  instrumental  in  organizing 
the  Sunerintendents'  Association  of  the 
General  Assembly  while  serving  himself 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School 
in  his  own  church.  He  had  a  larere  hand 
in  extendine  the  Leader.<!hin  Training 
Program  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation for  lay  workers. 

While  serving  as  Moderator  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  1949,  the  General  As- 
sembly underwent  its  most  drastic  reor- 
ganization in  its  history  ud  to  that  time, 
effecting  improvements  in  the  business 
operations  of  the  Boards  and  Agencies. 
Chairman  Synod's  Council 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Synod's  Com- 


mittee in  1949-1950  which  drafted  the 
reorganization  plan  for  the  Synod  and 
he  served  as  the  first  Chairman  of  the 
newly-organized  Synod's  Council.  Synod 
elected  him  for  a  second  term  of  three 
years.  It  was  under  his  leadership  that 
the  Office  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina was  organized  and  established  and 
located  in  Raleigh. 

Mr.  Price  has  doubtless  served  on  more 
commissions  and  committees  of  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery  than  any  other  person 
and  likewise  has  probably  had  a  hand  In 
organizing  and  building  more  churches 
than  any  living  man  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S. 

Served  in  State  House 

In  1929.  without  campaigning,  Mr.  Price 
was  elected  to  the  House  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina  where  he 
served  two  terms,  long  enough  for  his 
efforts  and  influence  to  bring  into  ex- 
istence the  current  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Law,  the  object  of  his  going  into 
politics.  He  had  been  motivated  to  this 
end  as  the  result  of  seeins:  an  emnlovee 
of  a  textile  mill,  who  had  lost  both  legs 
in  an  accident,  emerere  from  a  long  court 
battle  with  only  a  little  more  than  $1,000 
after  his  attorney  had  claimed  $1,500  in 
fees. 

In  1929.  his  efforts  were  unsuccessful, 
but  in  1931,  with  the  sunnort  of  Senator 
J.  Melville  BroOghton,  who  had  guber- 
natorial aspirations,  he  was  successful  in 
getting  the  bill  passed. 

Long  Business  Career 

Mr.  Price  is  still  relatively  active,  and 
goes  to  his  office  for  half  a  dav  three 
days  a  week.  Mr.  Price  is  still  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Home  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  and  Frederickson  Motor  Lines. 

When  Mr.  Price  moved  to  Charlotte, 
after  being  refused  by  one  bank,  he  suc- 
ceeded in  borrowing  $50  from  another  to 
pay  expenses  for  moving.  The  record  is 
that  he  has  never  borrowed  again  since, 
but  has  always  donp  business  with  the 
same  bank. 

On  one  occasion  shortly  after  he  was 
70,  a  Charlotte  business  man  said  to  him 
one  day.  "Price,  I  can  tell  you  where  you 
can  invest  some  money  and  make  a  lot 

of  money".  Mr.  Price  renlied.  "Mr.  , 

I'm  not  interested  in  making  anv  more 
monev.  I'm  interested  only  in  giving  it 
away". 

Faithful  Steward 

In  an  Interview  recently  he  commented, 
"I  don't  plan  to  leave  much  money.  Why 
should  I?" 

He  has  been  a  tither-plus  from  rock- 
ribbed  teachings  of  a  Presbyterian  father 
and  evangelist  grandfather. 

He  was  questioned  about  the  future  of 
the  Church — growth  or  failure? 

"The  Church  is  the  Lord's,"  he  said. 
"It  doesn't  belong  to  the  neonle.  It  is 
the  Instrument  for  spreading  His  gosnel. 
PeoDle  may  fail.  It  is  a  terrible  thing 
that  there  are  so  many  neople  who  simn- 
Iv  don't  have  any  belief — any  faith.  But 
the  Lord  will  not  fail." 

Sieht  Failing: 

The  interviewing  reoorter  added.  "The 
only  thine  failing  about  W.  E.  Price  is 
his  eyesight,  but  Mrs.  Hellams  (Mrs.  Lucy 
Hellams,  the  "long  time  chauffeur-maid- 
reader  and  author  of  the  finest  cooking 
this  side  of  heaven")  reads  the  paper  to 
him  and  he  listens  to  "talking  books", 
records  of  current  magazines  and  fic- 
tion." 


Birthday  Party 

He  still  attends  church  affairs  at  night, 
and  the  evening  before  the  celebration 
of  his  birthday,  a  group  of  his  "preacher 
friends"  were  entertained  in  the  home  of 
his  son  and  daughter-in-law,  Reginald 
and  Jamie  Price,  at  dinner.  A  number  of 
enconiums  were  spoken  in  his  behalf.  In 
off  hours  he  writes  letters  to  two  brothers 
and  a  sister,  ages  84,  88,  and  92! 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price  have  two  children, 
Reginald  and  Robena  Price  Morgan;  four 
grandchildren;  and  several  great  grand- 
children. They  continue  to  live  in  their 
lovely  mansion  on  Randolph  Road.

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The  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center 

In  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Pro- 
gram, beginning  \ik'ith  ithe  tenth  grader  or 
during  the  student's  junior  year  in  high 
school,  a  vocational  j  aide  in  the  local 
church  holds  a  series  of  individual  in- 
terviews with  e^ch  ■  student.  Together 
they  reflect  on  jthe  understandings  the 
student  gains  froiiT  studying  his  text 
book.  You  and  Your  Lifework:  A  Chris- 
tian Choice  For  Youth.'  When  the  stu- 
dent has  adequately  studied,  completed 
and  understood  the  first  eight  chapters 
of  his  text  he  is  ready  to  visit  the  Pres- 
byterian Guidance  Center. 

The  Center  does  not  accept  high 
school  sophomores  for  counseling.  The 
student  comes  to  the  Guidance  Center 
during  his  junior  year  in  high  school. 
Some  students  may  visit  when  they  are 
in  the  twelfth  grade.  College-age  and 
other  adults,  however,  may  enter  the 
Program  at  any  time. 

Importance  of  IndWit^Kal 
At  the  Center  trained,  professional 
counselors  seek  to  help  each  student  in 
self-exploratory  interviews  to  lay  the 
foundations  for  beginning  his  search  for 
and  study  of  possible  future  careers.  The 
student  will  learn  how  to,  and  begin  to, 
evaluate  his  occupational  potentials.  The 
student  will  also  consider  educational 
opportunities  and  how  to  evaluate  dif- 
ferent educational  paths  for  himself. 
Career  decisions  affect  an  individual's 
total  life.  This  important  aspect  in  life 
should  be  always  seen  as  part  of  a  de- 
veloping, growing  self-understanding  that 
should  never  be  forced  or  arrived  at 
hastily.  A  vocational  guidance  center 
respects  the  individual  and  his  worth. 
It  does  not  attempt  to  put  an  occupa- 
tional label  on  him  but  rather  to  help 
him  to  gain  the  insights  and  find  practical 
helps  needed  in  the  slow-growing  but 
invaluable  process  of  career  develop- 
ment. 

Kvaiiiation 

At  the  Center  the  counselor  appraises 
and  uses  data  from  several  sources — re- 
ports from  school  and  church,  student 
questionnaires,  counseling  interviews  and 
appropriate  standardized  tests,  as  well  as 
related  facts  gathered  by  the  student's 
study  of  occupational  and  educational 
information  materials  suggested  at  the 
Center.  Psychological  tests  are  of  little 
or  no  value  when  used  alone  as  a  basis 
for  counseling.  They  are  helpful,  how- 
ever, when  combined  with  all  other  sig- 
nificant personal  information.  The  more 
of  this  data  available  the  better. 

A  written  summary  of  the  coun- 
seling experience  goes  to  the  coun- 
selee  and  with  his  permission,  appropri-

A  1966  graduate  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  where 
he  was  student  commander  of  the  Naval 
ROTC  Unit,  Johnson  had  been  married 
less  than  four  months  to  the  former 
Elizabeth  Scovil  of  Raleigh,  a  member 
of  the  White  Memorial  Church. 

High  Ranking  Marine 

Johnson  was  chosen  for  the  coveted 
Morehead  scholarship  after  graduating 
from  McCallie  School  in  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.  Later  he  was  top  graduate  in  his 
officer  basic  training  class  at  Quantico, 
Va. 

Roy  Armstrong,  director  of  the  More- 
head  program  at  Chapel  Hill,  said,  "He 
was  just  one  of  the  finest  boys  I  ever 
saw  and  he  really  loved  being  a  Marine." 

Johnson's  father,  Col.  Richard  S. 
Johnson,  is  Regimental  Commander  of 
Replacement  Troop  Training  at  Camp 
LeJeune,  a  veteran  of  combat  in  World 
War  II  and  Korea. 

Of  Distinguished  Family 

His  grandfahter,  Dr.  Albert  Sidney 
Johnson,  was  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Charlotte  for  25 
years.

Albemarle  Presbytery  Convenes 

Albemarle  Presbytery  met  in  its  156th 
Stated  Session  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  New  Bern,  April  18. 

Presbytery  took  note  of  the  Sesqui-cen- 
tennial  Celebration  of  the  New  Bern 
Church,  the  oldest  in  the  Presbytery,  or- 
ganized in  1817. 

New  Bern  Church  History 

The  Reverend  J.  Murphy  Smith,  Min- 
ister of  the  Church,  brought  greetings  to 
the  Presbytery  and  gave  a  brief  resume 
of  the  History  of  the  Church,  calling 
to  mind  that  the  Church  was  organized 
with  only  thirteen  members,  one  of 
whom  was  a  slave  woman,  who  with 
her  husband  at  a  later  date  owned  a  pew 
on  the  lower  floor  of  the  sanctuary. 

The  New  Bern  Church,  a  Sir  Chris- 
topher Wrenn  design,  was  built  about 
1824,  and  is  possibly  the  oldest  extant 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Synod.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  churches  in 
the  entire  United  States,  resembling  some 
of  the  New  England  Churches  and  ac- 
tually exceeding  many  of  them  in  beauty. 
Outstanding  Sermon 

Dr.  James  M.  McChesney,  Retiring 
Moderator,  delivered  a  sermon  relating 
to  tolerance  and  brotherly  love  in  the 
Church  during  times  of  crisis.  Presbytery 
endorsed  the  sermon  and  ordered  that 
copies  be  furnished  all  ministers  and 
ruling  elders  in  the  Presbytery. 

The  Reverend  Irving  R.  Stubbs,  Min- 
ister of  the  Howard  Memorial  Church, 
Tarboro,  was  elected  Moderator. 
Davidson  Trustees  Limited 

Presbytery  completed  its  business  in 
record  time,  adjourning  at  2:30  P.M.

Capital  Funds  Campaign

The  library  will  be  named  for  Dr.  L.

The  science  build- 
ing has  not  been  named. 

The  erection  of  these  facilities  is  part 
of  a  college  development  plan  to  pro- 
vide adequately  for  600-900  students.

Union  Seminary  Trustees  Elect 
Stair  as  President 

May  16,  1967 — Dr.  Fred  Rogers  Stair, 
Jr.,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  has  been  elected 
President  of  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Virginia.  The  announcement  of  his 
election  was  made  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Thornton  H. 
Brooks,  at  the  Commencement  Exercises 
held  today. 

Dr.  Stair  comes  to  his  new  post  from 
the  pastorate  of  the  Central  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Atlanta.  He  fills  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  death  of  Dr.  James  Archi- 
bald Jones  on  November  17,  1966.  Dr. 
Jones  had  served  as  President  since  1956. 
Since  Dr.  Jones'  death,  Dr.  Balmer  H. 
Kelly,  Dean  of  the  Seminary,  has  served 
as  Acting  President. 

In  assuming  the  Presidency  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia,  Dr. 
Stair,  who  is  49,  will  head  the  oldest  of 
the  four  seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  and  one  of 
the  oldest  seminaries  in  the  country. 
Founded  in  1812,  Union  Seminary  has 
been  located  in  suburban  Richmond  since 
1898  and  has  trained  over  half  of  the 
ministers  presently  serving  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  The  student  body 
at  Union  this  past  year  has  enrolled  269 
students  from  32  states  and  four  foreign 
countries. 

Dr.  Stair  will  assume  his  new  respon- 
sibilities on  October  I,  1967.  He  comes 
with  extensive  experience  as  a  pastor  and 
leader  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 
He  has  served  the  Central  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Atlanta  since  September,  1959. 
Under  his  ministry.  Central  Church  has 
remained  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of  At- 
lanta with  a  creative  ministry  to  people 
living  in  the  inner-city  area.

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Granville  Presbytery  Reviews 
"Confession" 

On  April  19,  Granville  Presbytery  met 
to  consider  the  Confession  of  1967  which 
is  up  for  adoption  by  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.  S.  A. 

Dr.  James  L.  Price,  Jr.,  Dean  of  Trin- 
ity College  of  Duke  University,  pointed 
to  "reconciliation"  as  the  key  to  the  new 
Confession.  He  called  the  confessional 
literature  "more  varied  than  American 
Presbyterians  care  to  realize." 

The  seventeenth  century  Westminster 
Confession  of  Faith,  presently  the  stan- 
dard confession  for  both  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  and  the  United  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  A.  Churches,  was  termed  "a  state- 
ment from  a  period  of  Orthodoxy"  by 
the  Dean. 

Westminster  Confession 

Dean  Price  stated  that  attempts  to 
draft  newer  confessions  meeting  the 
needs  of  a  modern  era  have  failed,  due 
to  "an  insistence  that  the  Westminster 
documents  could  not  be  surpassed. 

"The  result  of  this  is  that  many  Pres- 
byterians are  facing  the  20th  century 
and  its  changes  with  a  confession  that 
was  drafted  by  English  and  Scots  to 
meet  a  revolution  in  their  own  time,"  he 
added. 

In  examining  the  Confession  of  1967, 
he  said  perhaps  the  doctrine  of  recon- 
ciliation has  been  overstressed  but  that 
the  new  confession  has  translated  Re- 
formed and  New  Testament  doctrine  into 
today's  language. 

Panel  Discusses  Paper 

Dean  Price's  talk  was  followed  by  a 
panel  discussion  which  included  a  guest, 
the  Rev.  Arnold  Walker,  from  the  Beth- 
any United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Lumberton. 

Other  members  were  the  Rev.  David 
M.  Currie,  pastor  of  First  Church,  Dur- 
ham; the  Rev.  Charles  Williams,  pastor 
of  Westminster  Church,  Durham;  and 
the  Rev.  John  Mac  Walker,  pastor  of  the

terian  Church,  U.  S.  This  committee  is 
involved  in  a  study  of  the  structures  of 
the  church  and  will  report  to  the  June 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  the 
results  of  its  three-year  study. 

Dr.  Stair  is  a  native  of  Knoxville,  Ten- 
nessee. He  attended  public  schools  in 
Knoxville  and  was  graduated  from  David- 
son College  in  1939.  While  at  Davidson 
he  was  President  of  the  Student  Body 
and  a  quarterback  on  the  varsity  foot- 
bail  squad.  In  addition  he  was  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  commandant  of  the  R.O.T.C.

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To  Meet  Jointly  With  Reformed  Church 

General  Assembly  In  Great  Meeting  At  Bristol 

Church  union  will  be  the  major  issue  facing  the  107th  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  at  its  meeting  June  8-14  at  Bristol,  Tenn. 

At  least  one-third  of  the  record  89  overtures  (requests  for  action)  deal  in  some 
way  with  union. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  with  whom  the  Pres- 
byterians are  engaged  in  drafting  a  plan  of  union,  will  meet  concurrently  at 
Bristol.  The  plan  of  union  is  due  for  presentation  to  the  two  denominations' 
highest  courts  in  1968. 


Numerous  Overtures 

The  union  overtures  ask: 

— That  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  be  invited  to  enter 
into  negotiations  with  the  Presbyterians 
U.  S.  and  Reformed  Church. 

— Withdrawal  from  participation  in 
the  Consultation  on  Church  Union, 
which  seeks  to  unite  10  denominations 
with  a  combined  membership  totaling 
25V2  million. 

— Commendation  of  the  General  As- 
sembly for  joining  COCU. 

— Establishment  of  union  presbyteries 
and  synods  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  Reformed  Church. 

— Union  churches  with  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterians. 

Critical  Decisions 

One  veteran  Assembly-goer  has  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  this  General 
Assembly  faces  more  crucil  decisions  af- 
fecting the  denomination's  future  of  the 
denomination  than  probably  any  other 
in  history. 

Other  major  issues  include: 
Question  of  Race 

1.  A  report  from  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Interchurch  Relations  asking 
endorsement  of  and  financial  support 
for  the  Delta  Ministry  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches. 

2.  A  report  from  the  Council  of 
Church  and  Society  which  deplores  the 
failure  in  parts  of  the  denomination  to 
heed  past  urgings  and  instructions  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  brmg  an  end 
to  policies  and  practices  of  excluding 
people  on  the  basis  of  race. 

Civil  Disobedience 

3.  At  least  a  half-dozen  overtures 
challenging  the  1966  Assembly's  stand 
on  civil  disobedience,  which  stated  an 
"obligation  of  all  her  obedient  sons 
and  daughters  ...  to  regard  civil  dis- 
obedience as  a  measure  of  last  resort  to 
be  employed  only  in  circumstance  of  ir- 
remediable need,  and  in  the  exercise  of 
which  the  whole  concept  of  law  is  not 
denied,  but  affirmed." 

Merge  Communications  Media 

4.  A  recommendation  from  the  Ad 
Interim  Committee  on  Institutional 
Forms  ("New  Wineskins")  that  Presby- 
terian News  Service,  Presbyterian  Sur- 
vey, TRAV  (television,  radio,  audio-vis- 
uals agency)  and  the  promotional  depart- 
ments of  the  Boards  of  Christian  Edu- 


cation, Church  Extension,  World  Mis- 
sions Women's  Work,  and  Annuities  and 
Relief  be  merged  into  an  office  of  com- 
munication and  information  and  be  made 
a  part  of  the  General  Council. 

5.  Proposals  to  withhold  financial 
support  and  to  withdraw  from  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches. 

6.  A  request  that  the  General  As- 
sembly "refrain  from  further  action  in 
the  field  of  civil  and  political  issues  be- 
cause such  corporate  action  has  caused 
and  is  still  causing  serious  division  in 
the  local  congregaton." 

Sunday  School  Decline 

7.  A  report  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  which  expresses  concern  for 
the  decline  in  Sunday  School  enrollment 
and  "the  lack  of  unity  in  the  Church 
itself." 

Moderator? 

As  of  May  1,  only  two  men  had  been 
mentioned  as  likely  nominees  for  mod- 
erator. They  are  Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  and 
Dr.  P.  D.  Miller  of  Atlanta,  former  exe- 
cutive secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension. 

The  General  Assembly  and  the  Re- 
formed Church's  General  Synod  will 
meet  jointly  in  the  opening  sessions 
June  8  and  in  worship  and  other  pro- 
grams on  Sunday,  June  11. 

More  than  450  commissioners  from 
79  presbyteries  and  16  synods  will  make 
up  the  Assembly.  The  meeting  is  open 
to  the  public,  but  visitors  will  not  be 
permitted  in  the  area  where  commis- 
sioners are  seated.

CAMBRIDGE,  MASS  —  Preparation 
for  a  plan  of  union  that  would  embrace 
25  million  or  more  American  Protestants 
was  authorized  here.  The  Consultation 
on  Church  Union,  made  up  of  ten  de- 
nominations including  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.,  instructed  its  Executive 
Committee  to  create  committees  to  begin 
work  on  the  plan. 

Specialist  to  Assist 

These  committees  will  enlist  specialists, 
including  social  scientists,  to  assist  them. 
No  date  was  set  for  submission  of  the 
plan,  but  a  report  on  progress  is  sched- 
uled for  the  1968  meeting  in  Dayton, 
Ohio. 

The  plan  of  union  to  be  developed  will 
outline  in  detail  the  procedures  by  which 
the  memberships  and  ordained  ministries 
of  the  participating  churches  are  to  be 
united. 

Unity  Nearer 

It  will  also  include  the  structure  and 
function  of  a  provisional  governing  coun- 
cil on  at  least  a  national  and  regional 
basis.  Commenting  on  the  action.  Dr. 
David  G.  Colwell  of  Washington,  chair- 
man of  the  Consultation,  said  he  thought 
"it  put  us  down  the  road"  toward  what 
the  delegates  called  "the  ultimate  goal" 
of  "unity  of  the  whole  body  of  Christ".  .

Committee  Approves  Budget 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Educa- 
tional Institutions,  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, convened  in  Raleigh,  May  12,  and 
adopted  a  proposed  budget  for  support 
of  its  four  institutions  in  1966,  in  the 
total  amount  of  $458,454.  This  repre- 
sents an  increase  over  the  1967  budget 
of  $11,000,  and  over  the  1966  income 
in  the  amount  of  approximately  $65,000. 

The  Committee  drew  up  memorial  res- 
olutions on  the  late  Dr.  James  A.  Jones, 
President  of  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Virginia,  and  on  Dr. 
Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  former  Dean  of 
Flora  Macdonald  College. 

Representatives  of  the  Educational  In- 
stitutions supported  by  Synod  appeared 
before  the  Committee  in  connection 
with  askings  for  1968.  These  included 
Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President,  Dean 
Robert  Davidson,  Mr.  Silas  M.  Vaughn, 
Business  Manager  of  St.  Andrews  Presby- 
terian College;  Dr.  Dan  Zeluff,  Associate 
Professor  of  Bible,  Queens  College;  Mr. 
William  Montgomery,  Director  of  Alum- 
ni Affairs,  Davidson  College;  and  Dr. 
Balmer  H.  Kelly,  Acting  President  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  his 
Associate,  the  Rev.  Kenneth  Orr. 

Gifts  to  Presbyterian  Educational  In- 
stitutions of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
in  1966  from  the  Church  Benevolence 
Budget  amounted  to  $394,386.  This  com- 
pares with  the  1964  figure  of  $388,925. 
The  gifts  were  distributed  to  Davidson 
College,  Queens  College,  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  and  Union  The- 
ological Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  report  on  financial  support  of 
Presbyterian  colleges  and  the  seminary 
was  presented  to  the  May  12th  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Educa- 
tional Institutions  by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dud- 
ley, General  Secretary  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 

Dr.  James  L.  Price,  Jr.,  of  Durham, 
Chairman,  presided  over  the  all  day  ses- 
sions of  the  Presbyterian  Synod's  Edu- 
cational Institutions  Committee. 

There  are  currently  2,789  students  en- 
rolled at  St.  Andrews,  Davidson,  and 
Queens.  The  enrollment  at  Union  Sem- 
inary is  212.

CCL  Committee  Adopts  1968  Budget 

Evans  Speaks  On  "Future  Funding  Of  Education" 

RALEIGH — Dr.  John  B.  Evans,  Richmond,  Virginia,  Secretary  of  Higher 
Education  with  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.,  addressed  the  Executive  Committee  on  Campus  Christian  Life  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  meeting  in  Raleigh  during  its  two-day  meeting,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday. 

Dr.  Evans,  a  native  of  Laurinburg,  spoke  on  "Future  Funding  of  the  Campus 
Ministry". 

United  Ministries  Urgent 

After  pointing  out  the  dramatic  increase  in  the  college  enrollment  during  recent 
years,  and  showing  that  the  Presbyterian  Church  supports  Higher  Education  in  18 
senior  colleges  at  a  rate  that  is  below  the 


increase  of  student  enrollment,  he  in- 
dicated that  several  of  the  major  denomi- 
nations have  been  confronted  with  the 
absolute  necessity  of  a  United  Christian 
Ministry.  He  pointed  out  that  recently 
the  Methodist  Church  took  an  action  to 
participate  in  a  United  Campus  Ministry 
and  that  already  the  Disciples,  the 
United  Church  of  Christ,  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Brethren,  the 
United  Brethren,  and  the  Moravians  are 
co-operating  and  moving  in  the  direction 
of  a  United  Ministry  on  Campuses 
throughout  the  South. 

He  stated  that  "the  hope  for  the  fu- 
ture funding  of  the  campus  ministry  is 
not  in  the  tapping  regular  church  bene- 
volence sources  of  income,  but  seeking 
support  from  foundations,  bequests,  and 
other  sources". 

Pilot  Plan  Outlined 

Dr.  Evans  proposed  that  North  Caro- 
lina engage  in  a  pilot  plan  to  enlist  al- 
umni of  state  institutions  in  supporting 
the  campus  ministry. 

The  purpose  of  the  annual  meeting  is 
to  hear  reports  from  the  1 1  Centers 
where  the  Synod  is  engaged  in  a  campus 
ministry  to  more  than  13,000  Presby- 
terian students,  most  of  whom  are  in 
non-Presbyterian  institutions.  The  meet- 
ing also  has  of  prime  concern  the  pre- 
paration and  adoption  of  a  budget  for 
operation  of  the  program  on  the  Cam- 
puses during  1968.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee, Reid  Ross,  Fayetteville,  Chair- 
man, presented  a  budget  to  the  full  Com- 
mittee which  will  ask  the  Stewardship 
Committee  of  Synod  for  $106,492  in 
1968.  The  1967  budget  is  $92,415. 

The  Committee  heard  reports  on 
United  Christian  Ministries  at  North 
Carolina  College,  Durham,  presented  by 
Dr.  Richard  Tuthill;  A&T  College, 
Greensboro,  presented  by  Mrs.  R.  F. 
Clodfelter;  and  the  UNC-Charlotte  pro- 
gram presented  by  Mr.  Ray  -Cunning- 
ham, Charlotte. 

By-Laws  Revised 

The  Committee  revised  its  By-Laws 
which  will  be  adopted  for  final  approval 
at  the  1968  annual  meeting.  The  Re- 
vision in  the  By-Laws  calls  for  one  an- 
nual meeting  of  two  days  to  be  held  in 


February  or  March.  A  sub-executive 
Committee  will  be  given  powers  to  re- 
solve business  between  the  annual  meet- 
ings. 

Miss  Susie  Lewis,  UNC-Chapel  Hill, 
Moderator  of  the  Westminster  Fellow- 
ship, presented  a  report  for  college  youth, 
indicating  that  the  WF  program  may 
soon  be  dissolved  in  favor  of  a  united 
youth  program. 

Campus  Ministry  Heard 

The  Reverend  Jerrold  Brooks,  Campus 
Minister  at  Raleigh,  reported  for  the 
Campus  Ministers,  and  pled  for  permis- 
sion of  greater  student  participation  in 
policy-making  by  the  Synod's  Commit- 
tee. 

The  request  of  the  CCL  Committee 
at  East  Carolina  College  was  approved 
for  a  part-time  ministry  to  the  Campus 
program  by  two  local  ministers  who  will 
assist  the  campus  minister,  the  Rev.

The 
story  is  that  she  drew  the  water,  filled 
a  dipper,  and  threw  the  contents  into 
the  face  of  the  haughty  Britisher. 

Providence  Church  is  located  ten 
miles  southeast  of  Charlotte  in  a  beauti- 
ful farming  section  and  the  Church  it- 
self, together  with  the  setting — it  is  nes- 
tled in  a  swarth  of  green,  including  oaks 
and  other  hardwoods — is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  in  America.

Orange  Presbytery  and  COCU 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  Orange  Pres- 
bytery was  held  on  May  8  to  study  one 
of  the  most  controversial  actions  taken 
by  the  General  Assembly  in  1966,  par- 
ticipation by  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.  in  the  Consultation  on  Church 
Union.

Dr.  Benfield  is  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia  and 
chairman  of  the  General  Assembly's  Ad 
Interim  Committee  on  COCU.  He  spoke 
on  the  Faith,  Worship,  Sacraments  and 
Ministry  Principles  of  COCU. 

Mr.  Ladehoff  is  pastor  of  St.  Chris- 
topher's Episcopal  Church  of  Charlotte 
and  serves  on  his  Bishop's  Committee 
on  COCU.  He  presented  COCU's  place 
in  the  whole  modern  ecumenical  move- 
ment. 


The  Presbyterian  Guidance 

Program 
Career  Planning  and  Exploration 

An  important,  byt  offien  much  neglect- 
ed part  of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Pro- 
gram is  its  final  phase  i  after  a  student's 
two-day  visit  at  the-  Presbyterim  Guid- 
ance Center.  The  Program  should  contin- 
ue for  each  student  in  his  local  church 
as  he  continues  a  study  of  lone-range 
goals  in  career  possibilities,  and  more  im- 
mediate goals  in  educational  opportuni- 
ties. 

Follow-up  Progrram 

Ordinarily  a  student  will  not  return 
from  the  Guidance  Center  committed  to 
any  one  career.  His  study  of  himself 
there,  his  capacities  and  interests,  his 
abilities  and  personal  goals,  may  well  sug- 
gest several  occupational  choices  which 
he  will  need  to  explore  thoroughly  and 
carefully  to  begin  the  establishment  of  his 
realistic  career  goals.  With  his  permis- 
sion, appropriate  reports  reflecting  the 
student's  experience  at  the  Center  will  be 
sent  to  him,  his  vocational  aide  and  his 
principal  or  school  counselor  following 
his  Center  visit. 

Lay  Assistance 

With  the  help  of  his  vocational  aide  the 
student  should  complete  the  remaining 
study  assignments  in  his  text,  You  and 
Your  Lifework:  A  Christian  Choice  for 
Youth.'  He  will  want  to  follow  up  on  new 
understandings  and  insights  that  he  ex- 
plored at  the  Center.  The  vocational  aide 
can  help  him  find  reference  materials 
and  meet  resource  people  as  he  reads 
about  and  considers  different  careers. 
Each  church  may  organize  and  have  a 
group  of  commited  laymen  representing 
different  occupations  who  would  be  avail- 
able to  talk  to  a  student  or  a  group  of  stu- 
dents about  their  jobs.  The  student  can 
read  in  the  areas  of  his  interests  and  ap- 
parent abilities.  He  might  visit  plants,  of- 
fices, and  other  job  sites  to  observe  the 
different  aspects  of  work.  He  might  visit 
colleges  and  other  educational  institu- 
tions, two-year  community  colleges,  tech- 
nical schools,  etc.  He  might  also  need  help 
in  finding  the  availability  of  student 
loans,  scholarships,  grants. 

Longr-Rang^e  Process 

Career  guidance  is  a  continuing  and 
long  range  process  of  orientation,  counsel- 
ing, planning,  and  exploration.  Hobbies 
and  cocurricular  activities,  summer  and 
part-time  work  may  contribute  to  the  stu- 
dent's occupational  perspective.  This  work, 
if  possible,  should  be  related  to  the  fields 
in  which  the  student  is  interested,  so  that 
he  may  be  able  to  observe  occupations  he 
is  considering.  Remunerative  employment 
is  not  always  available  to  the  student  but 
a  number  of  community  organizations  are 
providing  jobs  for  volunteers,  like  hospi- 
tals, church  and  social  service  agencies 
and  the  number  is  growing.  Also  contrib- 
uting will  be  the  college  experience,  if  he 
goes,  and  other  types  of  training  if  he 
does  not. 

Comprehensive  Ministry 

Full  use  of  all  guidance  services  in  the 
schools  is  important.  The  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Program  seeks  only  to  supple- 
ment this  work  with  an  intensive  and 
comprehensive  guidance  and  counseling 
ministry,  supported  by  the  motivating 
force  of  the  doctrine  of  Christian  voca- 
tion.

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Fifty  Years  A  Preacher 


Dr.  F.  Crossley  Morgan  of  Concord, 
N.  C.  comes  from  a  family  of  preachers. 
His  grandfather,  the  Rev.  George  Mor- 
gan was  a  Baptist  minister  in  England. 
His  father,  Dr.  G.  Campbell  Morgan,  was 
a  Congregational  minister  in  England  but 
affiliated  with  the  Presbyterian  church 
while  in  the  United  States.  Three  of  his 
brothers  also  entered  the  ministry. 

Dr.  Morgan  has  been  pastor  of  four 
churches:  The  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Albion.  Indiana;  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Sparta,  Ga.;  First  Church,  Augusta, 
Ga.,  and  First  Church,  Concord,  N.  C. 
Youthful  Preacher 

At  the  age  of  17,  as  a  lay  preacher,  Dr. 
Morgan  preached  for  the  first  time  in  a 
village  Baptist  Church  at  Barrow, 
Gloucestershire,  England. 

He  continued  preaching  as  a  lay  preach- 
er in  a  number  of  Baptist  churches  in  the 
towns  and  villages  of  Gloucestershire, 
England,  and  also,  in  the  Methodist 
chapels  of  Norfolk  County,  England. 
Served  in  World  War  I 

World  War  I  interrupted  his  formal 
education  and  he  served  as  a  Second  Lieu- 
tenant in  the  First  Lancashire  Fusiliers 
of  the  British  Army  in  France,  Belgium, 
and  Germany.  Following  the  war,  the 
Morgan  family  came  to  the  United  States 
and  settled  in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 
There,  Dr.  Crossly  Morgan  resumed  and 
completed  his  studies  for  the  ministry 
under  the  supervision  of  his  father.  He 
was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana  on  December  31,  1920,  and 
installed  as  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Albion. 

Called  to  Itinerant  Preaching 

During  his  four  pastorates.  Dr.  Mor- 
gan received  numerous  invitations  to  con- 
duct special  teaching  and  preaching  mis- 
sions in  other  churches,  and  felt  compelled 
to  decide  whether  or  not  these  constituted 
a  call  to  itinerant  work. 

The  year  was  1931.  The  United  States 
was  in  the  depths  of  a  depression.  Dr. 
Morgan  wrote  intimate  friends  concern- 
ing the  problem.  All  except  one  replied 
that  he  was  preeminently  fitted  for  such 
a  ministry  but  advised  him  to  defer 
action  until  the  depression  ended.  The 
exception  was  his  father  who  expressed 
his   conviction   that   if   the   Lord  were 


Christian  Education  Committee 
Hears  Reports  and  Plans 

RALEIGH — The  semi-annual  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Christian 
Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  was  held  in  Raleigh  on 
May  1,  1967.

Committee,  presided  over  the  meeting. 

Committee  Re-constructed 

Among  the  items  considered  was  a 
proposal  to  re-structure  the  committee  so 
as  to  provide  for  a  smaller  Executive 
Committee  coupled  with  the  creation  of 
Councils  and  Cabinets  subordinate  to  the 
committee.  The  proposed  Councils  and 
Cabinets  would  then  carry  out  the  var- 
ious responsibilities  of  the  committee  in 
Christian  Education. 

The  re-structuring  plans  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  for  approval  at  its  meet- 
ing in  Montreal,  N.  C.  on  June  6-7. 

CLC  at  Montreat 

Another  item  considered  was  plans  for 
the  North  Carolina  Covenant  Life  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  Montreat,  July  14- 
20.   This   conference   will   include  an 


calling  him  to  such  a  ministry,  then

Launches  out  on  Faith 

Dr.  Morgan  resigned  his  pastorate,  cut 
himself  adrift  from  all  assured  income, 
rented  a  home,  and  ventured  forth  like 
Abram  of  Old,  "Not  knowing  whither  he 
was  going."  He  continued  for  eight  years 
in  the  intinerant  ministry  and  then  for 
four  years  was  pastor  of  First  Church, 
Concord,  N.  C. 

Convinced  however,  that  his  gifts  and 
talents  lay  not  in  the  realm  of  the  ad- 
ministrative and  organizational  work  of 
the  church,  he  again  launched  out  by 
faith  into  the  itinerant  ministry  of  teach- 
ing and  preaching  the  word.  In  this  min- 
istry he  continues  to  the  present  time. 
Oyer  500  Preaching  Points 

Since  his  first  public  preaching  engage- 
ment in  the  village  of  Barrow,  Dr.  Mor- 
gan has  kept  account  of  the  places  where 
he  has  preached.  The  most  recent  new 
place  is  Christiansburg,  Va.,  the  502nd  on 
his  list.  He  has  preached  in  England, 
Scotland,  and  28  states  of  the  Union  as 
well  as  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Dr.  Morgan's  platform  is  simply  that  of 
the  acceptance  of  the  Bible  as  affording 
full  and  final  authority  in  all  matters  of 
faith  and  practice.  His  ministry  has  taken 
him  into  churches  of  nearly  every  evan- 
gelical branch  of  the  Church.  He  insists 
his  is  not  the  gift  of  "the  evangelist" 
though  he  affirms  that  no  man  can 
"preach  the  word"  without  sounding  the 
evangelistic  note;  he  believes  his  mission 
is  rather  that  of  establishing  those  who 
are  already  "in  Christ".

Science  Program  Underway 
At  St.  Andrews 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  has  received  a  $75,- 
000  grant  from  the  Danforth  Foundation 
which  will  enable  the  college  to  reach 
three  major  goals  in  its  innovative  science 
program.  The  new  program,  in  the  plan- 
ning stage  for  a  year  now,  will  begin 
with  the  coming  fall  semester. 

Under  the  Scientist-in-residence  Pro- 
gram as  many  as  ten  prominent  scientists 
will  come  to  the  St.  Andrews  Campus  for 
a  two-week  stay  during  the  next  two 
academic  years.  Each  will  teach  in  the 
basic  science  course  for  non-science 
majors,  act  as  consultants  in  developing 
the  total  program,  deliver  one  public 
lecture,  and  work  with  advanced  science 
courses. 

New  Approach 

Danforth  funds  will  be  used  by  St. 
Andrews  for  eight-week  summer  work- 
shops in  which  science  faculty  and  out- 
side consultants  will  plan  and  develop 
materials  for  the  new  science  program. 

Director  of  the  new  program  will  be 
Dr.  G.  Tyler  Miller,  Jr.,  assistant  dean 
of  the  college  for  instruction  and  profes- 
sor of  chemistry.  Dr.  Miller  describes  the 
program  as  a  "radically  new  approach 
to  undergraduate  science  education  that 
will  be  concept-centered,  interdisciplin- 
ary, research-oriented  and  flexible  in 
dealing  with  the  individual  student."

Cemetery  ante-dates  Church 

The  Cemetery  contains  a  wealth  of 
interesting  historical  information.  The 
oldest  known  grave  bears  the  name  of 
John  McKee  who  died  on  May  17,  1764. 
Two  other  graves  also  antedate  1767. 

Three  of  the  signers  of  the  famous 
Meckenburg  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence are  buried  in  the  cemetery.  They 
are  Henry  Downs,  Neill  Morrison,  and 
John  Flennekin.  These  prominent  men 
were  not  only  leaders  in  the  struggle 
for  independence,  but  were  typical  of  the 
early  settlers  who  tamed  the  frontier 
and  made  it  a  stable  community. 

The  grave  of  Rev.  James  Wallis, 
prominent  minister  of  Providence  from 
1792  to  1819,  can  also  be  found  in  the 
cemetery.  His  ministry  was  influential 
in  stabilizing  the  early  Church. 

Behind  the  opening  in  the  stonewall 
at  the  rear  of  the  cemetery  are  many 
slave  graves.  Nearby  is  the  old  Rock 
covered  spring  which  was  the  Church's 
only  source  of  water  for  many  years.

Chairman  Tom  Belk  of  Charlotte  announced  that,  acting  upon  a  personal  re- 
quest of  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  the  trustees  "would  appoint  a  committee  to  seek  his 
successor  as  President,  following  the  normaljetirement  policies  of  the  college. 
Fund-Raising  Campaign 

Chairman  Belk  emphasized  that  Dr. 
Moore  would  continue  to  serve  as  Presi- 
dent unitl  a  new  chief  executive  is 
named,  and  then  will  devote  his  energies 
to  the  fund-raising  program.  Before  tak- 
ing this  action,  the  trustees  expressed  ap- 
preciation to  Dr.  Moore  for  the  "out- 
standing leadership  he  has  brought  to 
St.  Andrews,  and  which  will  continue 
in  the  interim." 

,    Decker  New  Dean 

The  trustees  named  Rodger  W.  Deck- 
er, now  Dean  of  Admissions,  to  the 
new  position  of  Associate  Dean  of  the 
College  for  Student  Affairs,  with  re- 
sponsibilities for  student  activities  and 
programs. 

Trustees  also  authorized  the  college 
to  proceed  with  working  drawings  for 
a  new  $2,000,000  science  building,  and 
President  Moore  announced  to  the 
trustees  that  several  grants  and  gifts 
totaling  $206,000  have  been  given  to  the 
college.

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  convened  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  at  Montreat, 
N.  C.  June  6-7,  1967,  with  a  total  attendance  of  639,  including  357  ministers,  272 
ruling  elders,  and  10  guests. 

Debate  on  Boundaries 

The  most  lively  debate  came  during  discussion  of  the  proposed  realignment  of 
the  boundaries  of  Concord,  Mecklenburg,  and  Kings  Mountain  Presbyteries.  A 
report  on  this  matter  appears  elsewhere. 

Mr.  J.  Harold  McKeithen,  ruling  elder 
in  the  First  Church  of  Winston-Salem,  Moore  Declares 

was  elected  Moderator,  succeeding  the  "Morals  Are  No  Fad" 

Rev.  Mack  C.  MacQueen,  Clinton,  N.  C.        ^r.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President  of  St. 

Andrews  Presbyterian  College,  told  min- 
isters and  laymen  attending  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  meeting  at  Montreat 
on  June  6,  that  "morals  are  not  fads  that 
can  be  put  on  and  taken  off  at  will." 
Emphasizing  the  fact  that  if  more  col- 
lege students  came  to  school  with  dis- 
tinct moral  ethics  more  would  leave  the 
school  with  them,  he  told  the  representa- 
tives to  talk  to  college  age  young  people 
before  they  leave  in  the  fall  for  school. 

He  was  specific  in  saying  that  "(1) 
Moral  standards  cannot  be  put  on  and 
taken  off  as  fads  or  fashions.  (2)  Some 
things  are  eternally  right  and  others 
eternally  wrong.  (3)  Morals  are  not  to  be 
shaped  by  the  needs  of  the  moment.  (4) 
Situational  ethics  are  'for  the  birds',  and 
(5)  Moral  standards  come  from  what 
Christ  was,  what  Christ  did,  and  what 
Christ  said." 


Mr.  McKeithen,  an  attorney,  is  the  first 
layman  to  hold  the  post  since  1960.

Dean  Rusk  Addresses 
Men's  Conference 

The  1967  North  Carolina  Men's  Con- 
ference drew  to  Montreat  large  num- 
bers of  the  church's  laity  and  ministers 
as  national  speakers,  among  whom  was 
the  distinguished  Secretary  of  State,  Dean 
Rusk. 

There  will  be  an  end  to  the  Vietnam 
war,  according  to  Rusk,  who  said,  "I 
am  hopeful  that  when  the  shooting  has 
stopped,  we  can  begin  the  process  of 
building  a  peace  that  we  did  not  have 
before." 

The  Secretary  pointed  out  that  there 
was  not  much  that  he  could  say  or 
"should  say"  at  this  time.  "There  is  a 
time  to  talk  and  a  time  to  keep  slent." 
He  pointed  out  that  President  Johnson 
had  stated  U.  S.  policy  in  regard  to  Mid- 
east May  23.  Paraphrasing  the  Presi- 
dent's words.  Rusk  said  the  U.  S.  policy 
supports  the  "territorial  integrity"  of  all 
nations  in  the  Mideast,  as  well  as  all 
nations  in  the  world. 

Rusk  further  suggested  that  if  the 
United  States  is  not  reasonably  predict- 
able in  its  actions,  "the  world  can  de- 
teriorate into  chaos  very  rapidly." 

At  the  Asheville  Airport,  greeting  the 
outstanding  Presbyterian  layman  in 
world  affairs  and  graduate  of  Davidson 
College,  were  Irwin  Belk  of  Charlotte, 
President  of  the  Men's  Council,  who  in-

107th  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  MEETS  AT  BRISTOL 
Unity  and  Union  Major  Matters 


The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian in  the  United  States  and  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  held  their  opening  sessions  joint- 
ly in  Bristol,  Tennessee,  where  both 
churches  held  annual  meetings  this  year. 

Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  Moderator  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  recognized  ten- 
sions in  the  life  of  the  church,  but  point- 
ed out  that  most  advances  in  the  life  of 
the  church  have  come  out  of  tensions. 
The  church  is  not  obsolete,  he  said, 
"but  it  must  be  alert  enough  to  alter  its 
strategy,  tactics,  or  structure  in  order  to 
fulfill  its  mission  in  this  rapidly  chang- 
ing world." 

Reformed  Synod  Meets 

Dr.  Ramond  Beckering,  president  of 
the  General  Synod,  expressed  concern  on 


the  state  of  religion,  and  pled  for  greater 
humility,  openness,  and  mutual  trust 
within  the  church.  He  said  he  was  con- 
cerned about  the  spiritual  lukewarmness 
in  the  churches,  which  he  described  as 
the  "prevailing  malady  besetting  the 
churches  of  this  continent."  We  must 
confront  "our  vastly  changed  society" 
he  said,  "with  the  risen  and  reviving 
Christ." 

Over  1,000  delegates  from  the  two  de- 
nominations met  in  Bristol.  Some  464 
Presbyterian  commissioners  and  300  Re- 
formed Church  delegates  were  present. 
Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  was  elected  moderator  by  the  167th 
Assembly  by  a  margin  of  one  vote.  He 
defeated  Dr.  P.  D.  Miller  of  Atlanta  on

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Holding  Fast  To  The 
Foundations 

One  of  the  older  and  most  respected 
ministers  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
was  heard  to  remark  off-hand  during  the 
recent  meeting  of  Synod  that  we  are  liv- 
ing in  a  time  of  confusion.  How  true!  So 
much  so  that  there  are  times  when  one 
is  tempted  to  say  that  the  very  founda- 
tions are  being  shaken.  One  recalls  the 
address  to  Synod  some  years  ago  by  the 
distinguished  Dr.  J.  B.  Green  of  Colum- 
bia Seminary  and  a  former  Moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly  on  the  theme, 
"When  the  Foundations  Are  Shaken".  At 
such  times,  he  urged,  believing  men  need 
to  hold  fast  to  the  Rock  which  anchors 
the  super-structure,  in  this  instance  the 
Church  of  the  living  God. 

No  man  can  deny  that  most  everything 
in  every  walk  of  life  and  every  realm  of 
knowledge  has  been  and  is  being  chal- 
lenged. Sometimes,  for  instance,  one  won- 
ders, in  the  face  of  irresponsible  journal- 
ism and  judicial  pronouncements,  not  to 
mention  the  so-called  "new  theology,"  nor 
philosophy  and  science,  whether  such 
words  as  "purity",  "righteousness",  and 
"virtue"  any  longer  have  meaning  and  be- 
long in  the  language.  Certainly,  for  some 
people,  they  have  been  discarded.  How 
can  those  who  strive  for  maintaining  the 
foundations  avoid  longing  for  the  Victo- 
rian era,  or  for  a  Joseph  Addison,  who 
is  remembered  among  other  things  as  a 
journalist  who  successfully  strove  to  puri- 
fy the  English  language. 

We  urge  the  minority  not  to  capitulate, 
but  "to  stand  fast".  The  pendulum  always 
swings  in  the  opposite  direction.  There  are 
even  some  signs  that  this  is  taking  place 
today.  The  important  thing  is  that  those 
who  are  concerned  maintain  sufficient 
poise  and  balance  to  prevent  the  pendu- 
lum from  swinging  too  far  in  the  oppo- 
site direction.  We  know  of  no  better  guide 
to  such  sanity  than  the  teachings  of 
Christ;  therefore,  renewed  reading  and 
study  of  the  four  Gospels  is  in  order.

Report  on  Women's  Work 
Synod  heard  Mrs.  Britt  Armfield  of 
Greensboro,  president  of  Synodical,  who 
said,  "We  are  those  who  work  with  you 
and  support  you  at  home.

'Every  Woman  Enlisted  for  Christ.'  " 

Mrs.  Armfield  noted  that  there  are 
2,366  circles  in  600  churches,  a  small 
increase  over  the  preceding  year.  She  also 
reported  that  $39,637.70,  the  largest 
amount  ever  for  a  home  mission  pro- 
ject, was  raised  by  the  women  of  the 
Synod  for  the  1966  Birthday  Objective. 
The  money  went  for  mission  work  in 
eastern  Kentucky. 

The  Chapel  of  the  "Nameless  Woman" 
to  be  built  at  the  correctional  institute  in 
Raleigh  also  recevied  financial  support 
during  the  year  past.  More  than  $3,000 
is  known  to  have  been  contributed  by 
women's  organizations  so  far.

Davidson  Appeals 

To  North  Carolina  Presbyterians 

For  the  first  time  in  16  years,  Davidson  College  is  making  a  general  capital  gifts 
appeal  to  North  Carolina  Presbyterians.  This  represents  one  aspect  of  Davidson's  current 
drive  for  $5,500,000,  which  if  realized  by  June  30,  1968,  will  bring  an  additional  gift  of 
$2,200,000  from  the  Ford  Foundation. 

At  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was  reported  by  college  officials 
that  $1,000,000  is  yet  needed  if  the  goal  is  to  be  attained. 

Davidson  made  a  request  of  the  Synod  for  help  in  June,  1966,  and  at  that  time 
the  following  resolution  was  passed:  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

First,  that  Synod  commend  the  Administration  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Davidson 
College  for  the  special  efforts  they  are  making  to  improve  the  quality  and  usefulness  of 
Davidson  as  a  Christian  institution  of  national  distinction  by  this  increase  in  the 
financial  resources  of  the  college; 

Secondly,  that  Synod  express  its  faith  that  no  single  cause  in  Christian  higher 
education  should  be  expected  to  exhaust  the  resources  of  stewardship  within  the  Synod, 
nor  is  likely  to  do  so; 

Thirdly,  that  as  a  consequence  of  this  resolution  Synod  urge  its  members  to 
encourage  Davidson  College  in  its  efforts  to  realize  the  full  benefit  of  the  Ford  Founda- 
tion Challenge  Gift,  through  the  prayers  of  its  people  and  through  the  special  giving  of 
individuals  and  churches  above  and  beyond  Synod's  budgeted  responsibilities,  to  the  end 
that  the  administration,  faculty,  and  students  of  Davidson  may  experience  anew  Synod's 
long-standing  support  of  the  College. 


Honors  College,  Non-Western 

Studies  Win  Approval 

An  Honors  College  program  for  "ex- 
ceptional students"  and  an  expansion  of 
non-Western  cultural  studies  are  to  be 
instituted  at  Davidson  College  as  the 
initial  steps  resulting  from  a  nine-month 
intensive  study  of  curricular  opportuni- 
ties by  a  group  of  faculty  and  students. 

In  addition,  the  committee  has  in  late 
May  proposed  a  number  of  other  changes 
in  the  academic  structure  of  the  institu- 
tion. Faculty  members  were  given  sum- 
mer "homework",  as  the  proposals  are 
to  come  before  the  faculty  again  next 
fall  after  further  intensive  study  by  the 
main  committee  and  by  numerous  sub- 
committees.

MODERATOR-NOMINEE  WITHERSPOON  DEVOTED  MINISTER 

Dr.  Eugene  Daniel  Witherspoon,  Minister  of  the  Belmont  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  was  elected  Moderator-Nominee  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  Montreat,  N.  C. 

Dr.  Witherspoon  comes  from  one  of  the  most  distinguished  lines  in  American 
History,  his  Revolutionary  ancester  being  none  other  than  the  noted  Dr.  John 
Witherspoon,  the  third  President  of  Princeton  College.  His  great-grandfather  was 
the  Reverend  John  Knox  Witherspoon, 


one-time  Pastor  of  the  Hillsboro  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

North  Carolinian 

Dr.  Witherspoon 
was  born  in  Greens- 
boro. He  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  Union  The- 
ological Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia, 
from  which  Institu- 
tion he  also  holds 
the  Master  of  The- 
ology and  the  Doctor  of  Theology  de- 
grees. 

He  began  his  active  ministry  as  Assist- 
ant Minister  of  the  Loudon  Street 
Church,  Winchester,  Virginia.  Other

Reformed  Church  Elects 
Dr.  Schut 

The  Reformed  Church  in  America, 
meeting  for  the  first  time  south  of  the 
Mason  Dixon  Line  in  its  309-year  his- 
tory, elected  Dr.  Harold  Schut,  pastor  of 
the  First  Reformed  Church,  Scotia,  N.

CHURCH  UNION  IN  SCOTLAIVD 

EDINBURGH  —  The  (Presbyterian) 
Church  of  Scotland  and  the  Congrega- 
tional Union  of  Scotland  will  be  united 
in  one  body  called  the  "Church  of  Scot- 
land" if  proposals  announced  here  are 
accepted  finally  by  their  respective  As- 
semblies. 

These  proposals  are  contained  in  a 
joint  Basis  and  Plan  of  Union  which 
committees  from  the  two  churches  be- 
gan drafting  in  1965,  six  years  after 
formal  conversations  were  opened.  Rat- 
ification of  the  Plan  cannot  take  place 
before  1969.

J.  0.  Mann  Memorial 

During  the  recent  annual  meeting  of 
the  Men  of  the  Synod  at  Montreat  me- 
morial plaques  to  the  late  Dr.  John  Os- 
car Mann  were  unveiled. 

The  Reverend  Robert  Turner,  Regional 
Director  of  Christian  Education  for  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  presided  over 
brief  exercises  in  the  lobby  of  the  As- 
sembly Inn  where  the  plaques  are  locat- 
ed. 

Present  for  the  occasion  were  Mrs. 
Mann  who  is  in  her  81st  year  and  four 
of  her  five  children,  to  wit,  J.  O.  Mann, 
Jr.,  of  Charlotte;  Rev.  James  M.  Mann, 
Gastonia;  Dalton,  Belmont;  Mrs.  Martha 
Parrish,  Matthews;  Absent:  Donnie  of 
the  home. 

The  Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  paid  tribute  to  Dr.  Mann  as 
follows: 

"  'There  was  a  man  who  came  from 
God  and  his  name  was  John'.  A  host  of 
men  since  that  first  John  have  been 
named  John  by  their  mothers,  either  in 
the  hopes  that  they  would  be  good  or 
great,  or  both.  Not  the  least  nor  the 
last  of  these  was  John  Oscar  Mann  whom 
we  honor  today. 

"Dr.  Mann  was  born  in  Union  County, 
North  Carolina  June  26,  1886,  the  son 
of  John  and  Laura  McCall  Mann.  On 
June  28,  1910  he  married  Miss  Mary 
Miller  of  Statesville  and  to  them  were 
born  four  sons  and  a  daughter. 

"Dr.  Mann  received  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  Barium  Springs  Children's 
Home  and  later  at  Davidson  College  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond. 

"He  was  ordained  July  10,  1910  by 
Lexington  Presbytery.  He  served  the 
Tinkling  Springs  Church  in  Lexington 
Presbytery  from  1910  to  1918;  the 
Church  of  the  Covenant,  Wilmington, 
N.  C.  from  1918  to  1926;  and  the  Purity 
Church  at  Chester,  South  Carolina  from 
1926-1934. 

"In  1934  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
called  him  to  become  Director  of  Re- 
ligious Education,  and  he  filled  this  of- 
fice for  22  years,  until  his  retirement  in 
1958. 

"At  the  time  of  his  retirement,  he 
wrote  that  the  Office  was  established 
with  a  budget  of  $500.00,  no  office 
space,  no  secretary,  and  no  equipment. 
The  office  was  first  set  up  at  Montreat, 
then  moved  to  Maxton.  later  to  David- 
son, and  finally  to  Charlotte. 

"Dr.  Mann  was  elected  Moderator  of 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1944. 

"Beginning  in  1938,  the  old  Executive 
Committee  of  Religious  Education  (later 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education)  elect- 
ed him  one  of  the  first  Regional  Direc- 
tors, which  office  he  filled  simultaneous- 
ly wth  that  of  the  Synod  Offce. 

"Dr.  Mann  died  Feb.  7,  1966  in  his 
79th  year.

"I  asked  the  Reverend  Marion  Huske 
who  knew  Dr.  Mann  for  more  than  50 
years  what  he  remembered  as  most  sig- 
nificant in  the  man,  and  he  replied,  "Oh, 
the  young  people  loved  him".  It  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  they  loved  him 
because  he  loved  them. 

"The  measure  of  a  man  is  his  influ- 
ence. I  hold  in  my  hand  a  Bible  which 
my  wife  used  in  her  study  course  on 
Bible  at  Flora  Macdonald  College  many 
years  ago.  In  it  is  a  passage  marked  and 
a  notation  that  at  Chapel  Mr.  J.  O.  Mann 
spoke  on  this  text.  It  has  reference  to 
the  story  of  the  same  John  to  whom  ref- 
erence was  made  at  the  beginning  of 
this  tribute.  As  the  influence  of  the  first 
John  has  been  lasting  through  more  than 
1900  years,  so  will  be  the  influence  of

tee was  continued  for  another  year  to 
further  study  the  matter.  The  recom- 
mendations tentatively  call  for  re-align- 
ment of  the  boundaries  of  Mecklenburg, 
Concord,  and  Kings  Mountain.  Opposi- 
tion to  the  tentative  proposals  was  strong- 
ly expressed  by  several  members  of  Con- 
cord Presbytery. 

Synod  was  led  in  the  opening  devotions 
Wednesday  morning  by  Dr.  William  H. 
McCorkle.  Dr.  McCorkle,  former  mod- 
erator of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  is 
Associate  Pastor  of 
the  First  Church, 
Raleigh. 

The  Report  of  the 
Executive  Commit- 
tee  on  Campus 
Christian   Life  was 
presented    by  Dr.

Cocknim  Heard  on  Guidance 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  Christian  Education  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Allen  C.  McSween  of 
Greensboro,  chairman.  The  Committee 
proposal  to  re-organize  the  structure  of 
the  Committee  was  adopted  by  Synod. 
Under  the  new  system,  the  Executive 
Committee  will  be  smaller  and  the  var- 
ious tasks  of  the  Committee  will  be  car- 
ried out  by  different  Cabinets. 

Dr.  Logan  V.  Cockrum,  Director  of 
Synod's  Presbyterian  Guidance  Program, 
addressed  Synod  in  connection  with  the 
Christian  Education  report,  and  told  of 
an  objective  evaluation  of  the  Program 
conducted  during  the  past  year  and  of 
an  increasing  effort  to  build  better  un- 


derstanding of  the  Program  and  its  re- 
lationship to  the  total  Christian  Educa- 
tion Program  of  the  Church. 

CouncU  Report 

The  Report  of  Synod's  Council  was 
given  by  Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel  of  Charlotte, 
chairman.  The  recommended  1968  bud- 
get of  $2,368,460  for  Synod  and  As- 
sembly causes  was  adpoted.  Of  this  total, 
$986,450  will  be  allocated  to  Synod 
benevolence  causes  and  $1,382,010  to 
Assembly  causes. 

Address  on  Reformed  Church 

In  connection  with  the  Report  of 
Synod's  Council,  the  Rev.  Daniel  Dur- 
way  of  Charlotte  introduced  Dr.  Norman 
Thomas  for  an  address  on  the  subject  of 
Union  with  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America.  Dr.  Thomas  is  pastor  of  the 
First  Reformed  Church  of  Albany,  N.  Y. 
and  a  member  of  the  joint  committee  to 
study  union. 

The  matter  of  presbytery  boundaries 
came  up  again  in  the  closing  hours  of 
the  Synod  as  Concord  Presbytery,  follow- 
ing a  called  meeting,  overtured  Synod  to 
delay  proceedings  on  the  matter  of 
boundary  revision.  Following  debate,  the 
overture  was  referred  to  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Boundaries. 

The  Report  of  the  Permanent  Commit- 
tee on  Nominations  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  Turner,  chairman.

In  the  Lay  School  of  Theology  an  at- 
tempt will  be  made  to  come  to  some  un- 
derstanding of  the  basic  concepts  of  our 
Christian  faith  and  heritage,  how  this  is 
related  to  the  Bible  and  how  this  faith 
relates  to  the  "man  sciences."  There  will 
be  opportunity  for  questions,  free  dis- 
cussion and  consultation.  The  lay  school 
experience  has  been  invaluable  to  those 
who  have  been  in  attendance  in  previous 
years.  It  affords  excellent  background 
training  for  church  officers,  teachers, 
leaders,  youth  and  ordinary  laymen.  Ev- 
ery effort  is  made  to  secure  competent 
and  capable  leaders  who  can  speak  the 
layman's  language  and  enter  into  dia- 
logue with  each  other  and  with  members 
of  the  group.

1968  General  Assembly

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  U.  S.  will  hold  its  1968 
Sessions  at  Montreat,  N.  C.  instead  of 
Atlanta,  as  earlier  announced. 

The  switch  in  location  came  after  the 
meeting  of  Executives  of  the  Presbyterian 
Center,  which  had  extended  an  invitation 
to  the  Assembly  to  hold  the  1968  meet- 
ing in  Atlanta. 

First  Presbyterian,  Atlanta,  had  offer- 
ed facilities  for  meeting  space  during  the 
business  sessions. 

Paul  Manners,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Presbyterian  Center, 
said  the  change  became  necessary  be- 
cause the  Center  staff  could  not  prac- 
tically entertain  the  Assembly  simultane- 
ously with  the  vast  amount  of  regular 
work  going  on  at  the  Center. 

According  to  Manners,  an  invitation 
will  be  extended  to  the  Assembly  some- 
time in  the  future. 

Some  200  employees  work  in  the  Cen- 
ter which  was  opened  just  a  few  months 
ago.

BOOK  REVIEW

A  History  of  Providence  Presbyterian  Church 

By  Louise  Barber  Matthews 
(Charlotte,  1967;   Published  by  Brooks  Litho;   338pp.,  $7.50) 

Two  early  ministers  of  PROVIDENCE  later  became  Presidents  of  Davidson  College: 
The  Rev.  Robert  Hall  Morrison  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Williamson,  the  first  and  second 
President  of  the  Presbyterian  institution.  The  present  Pastor  of  Providence  is  a 
Davidson  College  Alumnus,  the  Rev.  Tom  A.  Cutting,  Jr.,  outstanding  graduate  of  the 

 — —     Class  of  1959. 

Providence  has  a  lovely,  white-clap- 
boarded  ante-bellum  church,  one  of  the 
few  which  the  progressive  County  of 
Mecklenburg  has  spared.  It  was  built  in 
1858  and  was  (and  is)  the  third  sanctuary 
of  this  congregation.  The  first  log  meet- 
ing-house was  built  in  1767.  This  was  re- 
placed by  a  larger  frame  building  in  1804, 
and  that  by  the  present  charming  edifice. 

The  colonial  history  of  the  Church  goes 
back  to  the  famous  Reverend  William 
Richardson  (uncle  and  namesake  of  Gov- 
ernor William  Richardson  Davie,  founder 
of  the  University  of  N.  C).  During  the 
Revolutionary  period,  the  congregation 
furnished  three  signers  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Declaration  of  Independence:  Neill 
Morrison,  John  Plennekin,  and  Henry 
Downs.  At  least  a  dozen  young  men,  many 
of  them  college-bred,  who  wore  the  Grey 
in  the  War  between  the  States,  never 
returned. 

Charlotte  families  which  have  been  early 
associated  with  Providence  include  the 
Springs,  the  Matthews,  the  Parks,  the 
Greys,  the  Griers,  the  Dimns,  the  Bryants, 
the  Sitts  and  the  many  descendants  (by 
various  names)  of  the  three  Signers. 

The  book  is  well  printed,  the  authoress 
has  given  ample  footnotes  which  indicate 
a  scholarly  approach,  and  the  illustrations 
by  Al  Fincher  are  a  delightful  addition  to 
the  text.  The  photographic  section  of  local 
notables  is  well  selected. 

Of  the  famous  "seven  original  congrega- 
tions of  Mecklenburg",  this  is  the  fourth 
to  have  an  adequate  history:  Sugaw 
Creek,(i)  Hopewell,  and  Rocky  River (2) 
having  previous  published  book-length  ac- 
counts of  their  past.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  remaining  three,  Centre,  Poplar  Tent, 
and  Steele  Creek  will  discover  scholarly 
talent  for  similar  publications.

Synod  Hears  Churchman 
On  Merger 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  meeting  at  Montreat 
on  June  6,  was  the  address  of  Dr  Nor- 
man Edwin  Thomas  concerning  the  un- 
ion of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
with  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

Dr.  Thomas  is  co-chairman  of  the 
Joint  Committee  studying  merger  plans 
between  the  Reformed  Church  and  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

Old  Church 

The  Albany,  New  York,  churchman, 
told  of  the  early  history  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  one  of  the  oldest  in  America, 
and  reminded  the  Synod  that  both  de- 
nominations date  back  to  the  time  of  the 
Reformation  and  John  Calvin,  protestant 
reformer. 

Dr.  Thomas  said,  "There  is  a  tremen- 
dous spirit  of  optimism  in  my  church 
towards  this  union.  You  have  much  to 
give,  and  we  are  a  needy  folk.  This  un- 
ion, if  consummated,  will  offer  challenge 
and  trust  the  world  so  much  needs  now. 
Our  quest  is  toward  a  more  effective  use 
of  the  Gospel  which  will  enable  us  to 
witness  more  effectively  the  power  of 
Christ." 

Enthusiasm  for  Merger 

Dr.  Thomas  evidenced  his  personal  en- 
thusiasm when  he  said,  "It  is  excitng  to 
think  of  what  we  might  do  together.  My 
church,  which  is  smaller  and  more  scat- 
tered, with  an  interesting  history  of  wor- 
ship should  be  able  to  make  a  real  con- 
tribution to  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S." 

The  membership  of  the  southern  Pres- 
byterians is  approximately  one  million, 
955,402  in  4,002  churches  in  16  south- 
ern and  southwestern  states.  The  Re- 
formed Church  has  240,000  members  in 
26  states  in  the  north,  and  west. 

The  plan  of  union  is  due  for  presen- 
tation to  the  two  denominations'  highest 
courts  in  1968.

New  Science  Building 
Under  Way 

Hampden-Sydney  College  has  signed 
contracts  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
$2,017,000  science  building  to  replace 
Bagby  Hall. 

The  three-story  building  is  scheduled 
for  completion  by  July  30,  1968. 

Contractors  for  the  construction  are 
the  Mottley  Construction  Company  of 
Farmville  and  the  building  was  designed 
by  Clark,  Nexsen  and  Owen  of  Lynch- 
burg. It  will  be  a  brick  masonry  struc- 
ture with  the  exterior  in  a  traditional 
Georgian  architectural  treatment  to 
blend  with  the  exterior  in  the  existing 
campus  buildings. 

A  grant  of  $414,000  has  been  received 
from  the  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion and  Welfare  towards  the  cost  of 
construction.

The  school  was  established  in  January, 
1845  as  the  Cedar  Grove  Academy.  It 
was  primarily  a  boys'  preparatory 
school,  but  a  few  girls  attended  from 
the  community.  The  enrollment  was 
about  100. 

During  the  War  Between  the  States, 
the  school  was  moved  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hughes'  yard  near  Eno  church.  Cedar 
Grove,  N.  C,  and  the  name  was  changed 
to  Hughes  Academy.  There  it  was  suc- 
cessfully conducted  until  the  year  of  his 
death — 1884. 

"The  constituent  COCU  members 
have  reached  agreement  on  some  gen- 
eral matters,"  Dr.  Benfield  said,  "but  we 
plan  to  continue  our  study  of  proposed 
principles  of  the  union  for  another  year 
before  drafting  a  final  plan."

In  his  remarks  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ladehoff 
said,  "The  group  first  met  in  1962  and 
designated  itself  the  Constitution  on 
Church  Union.  By  1963  they  had 
reached  agreement  on  considerably  more 
ideas  than  they  had  anticipated.  They 
have  agreed  on  some  sensitive  areas,  but 
they  have  not  reached  agreement  on 
some  unsensitive  matters."

Presbytery  Re-Alignment 
Chief  issue  of  Synod 

The  much-talked-about  re-alignment  of 
Presbytery  boundaries  took  parts  of  two 
days'  sessions  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  meeting  at  Montreat  June  6-7. 

The  initial  proopsal  to  divide  Meck- 
lenburg into  two  Presbyteries  was  pre- 
sented last  year  at  the  annual  Synod 
meeting.  The  matter  was  then  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  studied,  and 
brought  back  with  recommendations  to 
Synod  by  the  Reverend  John  Mack  Walk- 
er, chairman. 

Report  Adopted 

After  considerable,  and  sometimes  fer- 
vent, discussion  of  the  committee  report, 
the  Synod  approved  the  committee  pro- 
posal, which  tentatively  calls  for  re- 
alignment of  the  boundaries  of  three  of 
nine  Presbyteries  in  the  Synod:  Mecklen- 
burg, Concord,  and  Kings  Mountain. 

The  boundary  changes  would  have  the 
new  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  composed 
of  all  churches  in  Mecklenburg  County, 
including  the  Davidson  College  Church. 
Concord  Presbytery  would  be  enlarged 
to  include  Anson,  Richmond,  Union, 
Stanly,  Montgomery,  Rowan,  Cabarrus, 
and  Iredell  counties.  Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery  would  include  Cleveland, 
Gaston,  Polk,  Rutherford,  Lincoln,  Ca- 
tawba, Caldwell,  Burke,  McDowell,  and 
Alexander. 

Concord  Asks  Compromise 

The  main  opposition  to  the  commit- 
tee's tentative  proposal  came  from  mem- 
bers of  Concord  Presbytery  who  felt  that 
the  new  plan  would  hinder  their  present 
programs  and  place  upon  them  the  add- 
ed responsibility  of  financially  dependent 
congregations. 

Dr.  Neill  R.  McGeachy  of  Statesville, 
a  member  of  Concord  Presbytery,  pre- 
sented a  substitute  motion  that  would 
delay  any  action  on  the  matter.  He  was 
supported  by  the  Rev.  Joe  E.  Stowe  of

Poverty  Still  Exists 
in  N.  C. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  meet- 
ing at  Montreat  on  June  6,  was  told  that 
"Tens  of  thousands  of  North  Carolinians 
live  in  raw,  grinding  poverty  that  twists, 
diestorts  and  often  destroys  their  lives." 

"I'm  astonished  at  the  fact  that  there 
are  so  many  people  who  are  not  aware 
that  we  have  a  poverty  problem  in  North 
Carolina,"  said  John  E.  Murray  of  the 
N.  C.  Fund  as  he  addressed  the  154th 
sessions  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
here. 

Murray  spoke  in  connection  with  the 
report  of  the  Christian  Relations  Com- 
mittee. 

He  pointed  out  that  two-thirds  of  the 
state's  population  lived  in  poverty  dur- 
ing the  depression  and  that  some  never 
got  out  of  it.  Murray  said  that  one-half 
of  the  people  in  North  Carolina  today 
are  economically  sick. 

The  N.C.  Fund  official  said  that  pov- 
erty is  caused  by:  (1)  unemployment; 
(2)  low  N.C.  wagse  ($32.00  a  week  less 
than  the  national  average);  and  (3)  lack 
of  education.

the  sixth  ballot,  226  to  225. 

The  new  moderator  told  newsmen  that 
union  with  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  is  "within  our  reach."  He  called 
church  union  one  of  the  most  crucial  is- 
sues facing  the  Assembly. 

Both  the  RCA's  General  Synod  and 
the  Presbyterian  General  Assembly  con- 
currently reaffirmed  their  intentions  of 
moving  toward  union.  Joint  committees 
are  currently  engaged  in  drafting  a  plan 
of  union  for  presentation  to  the  separate 
bodies  in  1968. 

Mississippi  Synod 

Considerable  time  and  attention  was 
given  to  matters  relating  to  the  Synod  of 
Mississippi.  Moves  aimed  at  resolving  ir- 
regularities in  the  Synod  were  given  re- 
sounding approval  by  the  Assembly.  Ac- 
tion came  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
five-man  visitation  committee,  which 
the  1966  Assembly  asked  to  look  into 
reports  of  tension  and  unrest  in  Mississip- 
pi. 

Actions  of  the  Assembly  direct  the 
Synod  of  Mississippi  to  convene  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  (1)  Possible  ir- 
regularities of  some  Presbyteries  in  exam- 
ining ministers  received  from  other  Pres- 
byteries; (2)  the  practice  of  Central  Mis- 
sissippi Presbytery,  which  allegedly  de- 
prives congregations  of  their  rights  to 
call  a  pastor  of  their  choice;  (3)  the  prac- 
tice of  the  same  Presbytery  of  refusing 
to  elect  as  commissioners  to  the  General 
Assembly  persons  whose  views  differ 
from  the  majority  of  the  Presbyteries; 
and  (4)  to  instruct  Presbyteries  and 
churches  of  the  Synod  of  Mississippi  that, 
while  dissent  is  recognized  as  a  right,  it 
does  not  justify  refusal  to  support  the 
Assembly's  causes  and  programs. 

The  Assembly  later  agreed  to  set  up  a 
committee  to  devise  a  ministry  to  meet 
"spiritual  and  social  needs  of  all  people 
in  the  Synod  of  Mississipi."  The  action 
reflected  Mississippi's  concern  over  the 
churches'  participation  in  the  controver- 


sial Delta  Ministry  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches. 

Delta  Ministry 

This  action  would  commit  the  church 
to  finding  another  channel,  in  addition 
to  the  Delta  Ministry,  for  helping  Ne- 
groes and  others  in  poverty  areas. 

The  Assembly  also  asked  the  denomi- 
nations official  magazine,  Presbyterian 
Survey,  to  take  on  "a  ministry  of  recon- 
ciliation" to  "those  members  of  our  de- 
nomination who  are  put  out  of  harmony 
with  some  parts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly's program." 

Communications  Reform 

Commissioners  approved  the  recom- 
mendation from  denominational  execu- 
tives asking  that  a  proposal  for  recon- 
structing the  communications  arms  of  the 
church  be  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee. The  executives  are  with  Presbyterian 
News  Service,  Presbyterian  Survey, 
TRAV,  Annunities  and  Relief,  Christian 
Education,  Church  Extension,  Women's 
Work,  and  World  Missions. 

Other  actions  include  a  directive  to 
the  General  Council  to  call  a  conference 
on  reconstructing  presbyteries  and  Syn- 
ods with  representatives  from  each  pres- 
bytery and  Synod  taking  part. 

Vietnam  Chaplain 

In  a  surprise  move  from  the  floor, 
commissioners  were  asked  to  hear  a  re- 
port from  chaplains  who  had  served  in 
Vietnam. 

Chaplain  (Capt.)  Hugo  R.  Esco,  Jr.,  of 
Fort  Myer,  Va.  (Army),  said  chaplains 
were  not  to  defend  participation  but 
would  continue  "to  serve  with  our  young 
men,  to  proclaim  God's  word  of  comfort 
and  significance  to  them."  He  said  the 
military  "hadn't  always  destroyed."  It  has 
helped  build  in  Vietnam.  He  thanked 
U.  S.  Churches  for  the  contributions  of 
medical  supplies  to  relieve  Vietnamese 
suffering. 

Another  chaplain  Herbert  T.  Lewis  of 
Beaufort,  N.  C.  (Navy)  led  the  General 


Ostwalt  Named  Davidson 
Dean 

Dr.  Jay  H.  Ostwalt,  native  of  States- 
ville,  who  has  been  Associate  Professor 
of  Education  and  Psychology  at  David- 
son College  since  1961,  has  been  named 
Associate  Dean  of  the  Faculty  and  Regis- 
trar, effective  July  1. 

Ostwalt  describes  his  new  position  as 
"a  support  capacity".  He  will  "try  to 
relieve  the  dean  of  the  faculty  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  detail  and  paper 
work." 

Dr.  Ostwalt  is  a  colonel  in  the  U.  S. 
Air  Force  Reserve,  a  member  of  the 
N.  C.  Education  Association,  and  other 
professional  societies. 


Assembly  in  prayer  for  chaplains  and 
servicemen  and  "the  task  at  hand." 
Australian  Speaker 

Dr.  Alan  Walker,  Australian  church 
leader,  addressed  a  joint  meeting  of 
churchmen  attending  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  and  the  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America.  He  declared 
that  it  is  time  to  rethink  church-state  re- 
lationships, calling  cooperation  between 
church  and  state  the  form  "which  the 
Christian  church  should  be  seeking  to 
encourage." 

The  Assembly  changed  the  name  of 
its  Board  of  Church  Extension  to  the 
"Board  of  National  Ministries,"  and 
adopted  a  new  operational  manual. 

In  other  action,  the  Assembly  left  the 
John  Knox  Press  free  to  publish  books 
by  authors  of  Roman  Catholic  and  non- 
Christian  faiths. 

On  Church  Union 

A  405-16  vote  by  the  Assembly  gave 
the  go  ahead  for  the  proposed  union 
with  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

Delegates  to  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America,  meeting 
concurrently  in  Bristol,  overwhelmingly 
supported  the  continuation  of  the  plan 
of  union. 

In  a  prolonged  and  heated  debate,  in 
a  late  evening  session,  the  Assembly  vot- 
ed to  continue  as  a  participant  in  the 
Consultation  on  Church  Union  which 
seeks  to  unite  ten  denominations  with  a 
combined  membership  of  25,500,000. 

The  closing  sessions  of  the  Assembly 
concerned  a  directive  to  the  Mississippi 
Synod  to  report  next  year  on  racial  prog- 
ress in  the  Central  Mississippi  Presby- 
tery. 

The  Assembly  affirmed  loyalty  to  the 
United  States  government,  but  at  the 
same  time  adopted  a  paper  questioning 
the  Vietnam  War.  Actions  on  the  paper 
involved  a  187-187  tie  vote,  broken  by 
the  vote  of  the  Moderator,  Dr.  Marshall 
C.  Dendy. 

The  General  Assembly  will  meet  next 
year  at  Montreat. 
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Prominent  Churchman  Dies 

FAYETTEVILLE— Thomas  M.  Hun- 
ter, 80,  a  member  of  First  Church  and 
past  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Re- 
tail Merchants  Association,  died  at  his 
home  here  on  June  3,  1967.  He  was  a 
former  president  of  both  the  Fayette- 
ville  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
Fayetteville  Rotary  Club. 

A  ham  radio  operator,  Hunter  recent- 
ly gave  his  equipment  to  the  Protestant 
Radio  and  Television  Center  in  Atlanta, 
of  which  he  was  a  founder. 

Hunter  helped  to  bring  the  Veterans 
Administration  Hospital  to  Fayetteville 
and  played  a  major  role  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Cape  Fear  Valley  Hospital. 

The  Fayetteville  businessman  was 
chairman  of  the  board  of  Hunter  Broth- 
ers, which  held  the  Philco  distributor- 
ship for  32  years. 

The  funeral  services  were  conducted 
in  the  First  Church  by  the  Rev.  J.V.C. 
Summerell.

and  Mrs.  Bluford  Hestir  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia  on  June  14. 

The  accident  took  place  near  Green- 
ville, South  Carolina,  where  the  Hestir 
children  were  staying  with  relatives  while 
their  parents  were  attending  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Bristol,  Tennessee. 

Mr.  Hestir  and  his  son  were  packing 
the  car  to  return  to  Atlanta,  when  the 
young  man  accidently  discharged  the  gun 
as  he  hastily  picked  it  up  to  place  it  in 
the  trunk  of  the  car. 

Mr.  Hestir  has  served  as  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  TRAV  for  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  since  1960.

Leonard  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson 
College,  but  then  attended  the  non- 
denominational  Theological  Seminary  of 
Chicago  University. 

After  the  refusal,  Leonard  continued 
his  service  at  Trinity,  hoping  that  some 
change  in  Mecklenburg  Presbytery's  man- 
ual would  be  made. 

In  October,  1966,  the  Presbytery  voted 
to  revise  the  ruling.  The  new  rule  states 
that  the  Presbytery  will  accept  candidates 
from  "accredited"  seminaries.

UP-USA  Church  Holds  179th 
General  Assembly 

A  nine-year  task,  begun  when  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.  mer- 
ged with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  North  America,  was  completed  when 
the  "Confession  of  1967"  was  finally 
approved  on  May  22  of  this  year. 

"The  Confession" — part  of  the  New 
Book  of  Confessions — was  made  official 
at  the  179th  meeting  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.  held  in  Portland,  Ore- 
gon. 

Adoption  of  the  new  creedal  stand- 
ards shared  the  spotlight  with  these  ac- 
tions at  the  General  Assembly: 

Actions  Summarized 

— Adopted  a  "Declaration  of  Conscience" 
regarding  the  war  in  Vietnam,  which 
calls  for  this  nation  to  act  first  in  seek- 
ing peace. 

— Supported  wider  groimds  for  conscien- 
tious objection  to  military  service. 

— Elected  The  Rev.  Eugene  Smathers,  pas- 
tor of  a  seventy-five-member  church  in 
the  hills  of  Tennessee,  Moderator. 

— Approved  basic  principles  for  a  new  plan 
of  church  education  now  being  complet- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

— Approved  guidelines  that  seek  to  stream- 
line church  structure  for  metropolitan 
mission  strategy. 

— Authorized  the  development  of  new  con- 
gregations along  previously  unchartered 
lines. 

— And,  approved  steps  toward  the  forma- 
tion of  union  synods  with  Presbyterian

Ruling  Elder  J.  Harold  McKeithen 
Synod's  Able  Moderator 
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WANTED! 

In  recent  years  it  has  become  increas- 
ingly clear  that  there  are  Presbyterians  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  who  are  af- 
fluent and  who  are  interested  in  the  per- 
petuation of  "good"  causes.  This  is  proved 
by  bequests  of  sizeable  amounts  which 
have  come  to  light  on  the  decease  of  sev- 
eral Presbyterian  philanthropists  during 
recent  years. 

On  more  than  one  occasion  it  has  been 
observed  that  it  was  a  surprise  that  such 
deceased  persons  were  affluent.  It  has  also 
been  observed  that  some  bequests  appar- 
ently are  made  without  the  advice  of 
counsel. 

Another  observation,  possibly  even  more 
important,  is  that  some  affluent  persons 
die  intestate,  or  without  including  the 
Church  or  any  of  its  agencies  in  their 
wills- 

Surely,  there  are  many  who  will  read 
this  editorial  who  would  welcome  counsel 
in  regard  to  the  writing  of  a  will.  In  ad- 
dition to  legal  counsel,  there  are  experts 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  who  are  cap- 
able and  willing  to  advise  those  desiring 
assistance  in  the  writing  of  a  will.  Of 
course,  there  are  those  with  a  vested  in- 
terest, but  there  are  also  others,  such  as 
representatives  of  the  Presbyterian  Found- 
ation, who  are  available  for  guidance  in 
such  matters. 

One  remembers  the  excellent  choice  of 
the  late  Mrs.  Kate  Sittings  Reynolds,  who 
in  1947  gave  to  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina a  bequest  of  $400,000,  the  proceeds  of 
which  are  to  provide  income  for  retired 
Presbyterian  ministers  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.  That  bequest  has  been 
a  godsend  to  hundreds  of  Presbyterian 
ministers.  Currently  nearly  100  ministers 
are  receiving  in  excess  of  $800  per  annum 
from  the  earnings  of  this  bequest. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  wise 
in  endorsing,  at  its  recent  meeting,  the 
following  recommendation  of  the  Perma- 
nent Committee  on  Annuities  and  Relief, 
which  Committee  _  dispenses  the  income 
from  the  Reynolds  Fund: 

That  ministers,  ruling  elders,  and 
others  encourage  gifts,  legacies,  and 
trusts  from  interested  individuals  to 
supplement  the  existing  trust  for  re- 
tired ministers  in  the  Synod. 

WANTED:  Other  donors  to  add  to  this 
fund  in  order  to  increase  its  annual  an- 
nuities. Also,  bequests  to  provide  for  the 
widows  of  Presbyterian  ministers.

Caruthers:  Silent  Dissenter 

"The  attitude  of  the  southern  ministry 
in  the  years  prior  to  the  Civil  War  would 
provide  an  interesting  study  in  attempting 
to  understand  the  clergy  role  in  matters 
of  social  reform,"  writes  George  Troxler 
in  the  Presbyterian  Historical  Journal. 
Mr.  Troxler's  well-researched  master's 
thesis  (UNC  at  Chapel  Hill),  is  cur- 
rently published  in  the  Journal. 

Eli  Caruthers,  born  in  Rowan  County, 
N.  C,  1793,  was  the  son  of  an  elder  of 
Thyatira  Presbyterian  Church  near  Salis- 
bury. Caruthers'  interest  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  provided  numerous  accounts 
which  might  "otherwise  have  been  lost 
before  they  could  have  been  included 
in  a  general  history". 

Educated  at  Princeton,  and  return- 
ing to  his  native  state,  he  saw  many  of 
the  evils  of  slavery.  As  a  "silent  dissent-

BOOK  REVIEW 

Historic  Third  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church  by  the  Reverend  John  Kerr  Flem- 
ing, a  book  of  210  pages  dealing  with  the 
famous  Third  Creek  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Concord  Presbytery,  made  its  appear- 
ance during  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

Mr.  Fleming,  a  native  of  the  nearby 
Elmwood  Community,  spent  many  years 
accumulating  material  for  writing  the 
Book.  During  the  past  year  he  has  been 
assisted  editorially  by  Synod's  General 
Secretary,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  in  ar- 
ranging the  book  for  publication.  The 
Book  is  the  work  of  the  Offset  Composi- 
tors of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  is  sponsored  by 
the  North  Carolina  Presbyterian  Histori- 
cal Society  and  the  officers  of  the  church. 

The  Book  contains  an  Appendix  and  an 
Index,  and  includes  a  number  of  pictures. 

Genealogical  information  contained  in 
the  book  is  of  inestimable  value  to  stu- 
dents of  North  Carolina  Church  History, 
especially  for  the  period  between  approxi- 
mately 1740  and  1800.  There  is  also  much 
valuable  data  dealing  with  the  Colonial 
Period,  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  the 
other  major  wars  such  as  the  War  of 
1812,  the  War  Between  the  States,  and 
the  two  World  Wars. 

Of  primary  interest  the  book  provides 
information  of  value  on  early  education, 
including  the  establishment  of  Davidson 
College  and  the  famous  Classical  School 
conducted  by  Professor  Peter  Stuart  Ney. 

Mr.  Fleming  develops  the  story  of  the 
Scotch-Irish  emigration  to  the  United 
States  and  North  Carolina.  He  shows  that 
the  Third  Creek  Church  has  furnished  16 
sons  and  daughters  for  full-time  Christian 
service.

Greensboro's  oldest  church — Buffalo, 
organized  in  1756  —  was  host  for  the 
407th  Stated  Meeting  of  Orange  Presby- 
tery. Herbert  Reese,  a  ruling  elder  in 
the  St.  Paul  Church,  was  elected  Moder- 
ator at  the  June  22  meeting. 

H.  G.  MacLean,  Chairman  of  the  Pres- 
bytery Council,  presented  the  1968  ask- 
ing budget  of  $689,643.  Other  recom- 
mendations adopted  included  the  manda- 
tory retirement  policy  for  all  Presbytery 
employees,  effective  at  age  65.  Chair- 
man Richard  B.  Barnwell  of  the  Steward- 
ship Committee  reported  benevolence  in- 
come of  $801  in  excess  of  the  accepted 
budgeted  benevolence  quota  for  the  first 
half  of  1967.  A  Higher  Education  Report 
recommendation  was  adopted  authorizing 
the  establishment  of  a  Presbytery  Loan 
Fund  to  supplement  current  funds  avail- 
able to  assist  candidates  for  the  ministry 
and  other  students.

Black  River,  Synod's  Oldest 
Church,  Holds  Homecoming 

The  world  today  is  different  from  the 
world  of  1740 — 227  years  ago — when 
Black  River  Chapel  was  established  at 
Corbett's  Ferry,  a  short  distance  from 
the  present  location  of  the  present 
church. 

In  a  burial  ground  adjoining  the  pre- 
sent church  are  graves  of  the  members 
of  the  first  church  built  in  1740,  Synod's 
oldest  congregation. 

Presbyterian  pioneers  from  Scotland 
settled  in  Black  River  in  New  Hanover 
County  (now  Sampson  County).  The 
Chapel  was  established  by  these  early 
Scotch  settlers,  many  of  whom  were 
encouraged  by  Governor  Gabriel  John- 
ston to  come  to  the  Black  River  section. 
First  Minister  from  Scotland 

The  church  was  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Scotland. 
For  a  time  the  newly  arrived  settlers  were 
served  by  itinerant  ministers  and  mis- 
sionaries. Finally,  they  were  able  to 
secure  a  pastor  from  Scotland.  He  was 
the  Reverend  Colin  Lindsay,  who  was 
called  in  1788. 

The  present  building,  the  fourth  to  be 
erected,  was  built  in  1859.  A  plaque 
placed  in  the  vestibule  in  1940  on  the 
two  hundredth  anniversity  of  the  found- 
ing of  the  congregation,  gives  a  brief 
history  of  the  church.

NEW  YORK— Americans  gave  $13.57 
billion  in  1966  for  philanthropic  causes, 
according  to  the  American  Association 
of  Fund-Raising  Counsel.  Contributions 
for  religious  purposes  accounted  for 
48%  or  $6.5  billion  of  the  total. 

The  financial  statistics  as  reported  in 
Giving  U.S.A.,  the  Association's  year- 
book on  philanthropy,  showed  that  re- 
ligious giving  has  increased  $2.3  billion 
since  1960. 

Greatest  single  source  of  philanthropy 
was  the  individual  citizen  who  gave  $10.6 
billion  of  the  total.  Other  sources  were 
foundations,  $1.25  billion;  bequests,  $926 
million;  and  business  $800  million.

The  action,  taken  earlier  this  year,  noted 
the  fact  that  many  persons  buried  in 
the  cemetery  no  longer  have  relatives  to 
care  for  their  graves  and  that  the  size 
of  the  cemetery  has  increased  so  that 
funds  are  needed  to  finance  proper 
maintenance. 

To  Keep  Cemetery,  Etc. 

The  perpetual  care  fund,  to  be  known 
as  the  "Barbecue  Cemetery  and  Grounds 
Trust  Fund",  will  be  administered  by  a 
committee  elected  by  the  congregation 
and  session. 

The  congregational  resolution  stated 
that  the  grounds  and  cemetery  are  fre- 
quently visited  by  strangers,  who  come 
to  see  the  points  of  historical  interest. 
Among  these  points  are:  the  Cairn  mark- 
ing the  site  of  the  first  church  building, 
erected  in  1765  or  1766;  the  slave 
graves;  the  restored  colonial  road;  and 
the  old  spring  and  right  of  way,  which 
were  granted  to  the  church  by  deed  in 
1771. 

"Stranger's  Grave" 

Another  place  of  interest  is  the 
Stranger's  Stone  and  Grave.  About  1776 
a  stranger  died  from  exposure  on  the 
steps  leading  to  a  locked  door  of  the 
church.  He  was  the  first  person  to  be 
buried  in  Barbecue  Cemetery  and  since 
that  time  at  least  one  door  of  the  church 
has  remained  unlocked. 

Also  attracting  attention  is  the  Flower 
in  Circle  Stone,  a  stone  with  a  geome- 
trically designed  flower  within  a  circle. 
The  flower  represents  the  resurrection, 
and  the  circle,  eternity.  The  design  was 
in  common  use  on  the  Island  of  Islay, 
Scotland,  from  which  many  of  the  early 
settlers  emigrated.  It  is  the  only  known 
marker  of  its  kind  in  America. 


Mecklenburg  Day  Camp 

Four  churches  in  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery cooperated  in  conducting  a  Day 
Camp  at  Camp  Stuart  in  June.  The 
camp,  participated  in  by  the  St.  Paul, 
Commonwealth,  Seigle  Avenue,  and  Rob- 
inson Churches,  operated  on  a  daily 
schedule  between  the  hours  of  8:30  A.M. 
and  4:30  P.M.  and  provided  worship, 
study,  recreation,  nature  lore,  and  crafts 
for  children  in  the  first  through  the  sixth 
grades. 

Among  the  projects  was  a  visit  to  a 
nearby  farm  where  the  children  had  op- 
portunity to  become  familiar  with  farm 
animals  and  farm  equipments  More  than 
one  hundred  children  participated. 

Writing  of  the  experience,  Mrs.  Arthur 
McQueen,  Director  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, observed:  "This  could  be  the  start 
of  something  big  and  wonderful,  and 
most  of  all  meaningful  as  the  children 
study  the  creation  of  the  Universe,  the 
creation  of  man,  the  value  of  things,  for- 
giveness, and  the  child  and  the  com- 
munity. But  best  of  all  was  the  children's 
learning  to  understand  the  world  each 
of  the  other  children  lives  in  and  in  so 
doing  learned  to  understand  the  children 
themselves".

WILLIAMSONS  VISIT  SYNOD  OFFICE

"The  Gospel  is  the  same  all  over,"  says  the  Rev.  Ed.  Williamson  of 
Dumbarton,  Scotland,  the  exchange  minister  at  Franklin  Presbyterian  Church 
near  Salisbury. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Williamson,  on  a  recent  visit  to  the  Synod  office  in  Raleigh, 
agree  that  they  are  having  a  "perfectly  delightful  time"  midway  in  their  three- 
month  visit  in  the  States. 

The  minister  of  the  Franklin  Church,  the  Rev.  Finley  Grissett,  and  his 
family  are  living  for  the  summer  in  Dumbarton,  Scotland,  a  community  of  27,- 
000  in  the  rugged  mountainous  highlands  near  musically-fabled  Lock  Lomond. 

The  southern  dialect  of  Mr.  Grissett  no  doubt  seems  no  less  strange  to 
the  people  of  Mr.  Williamson's  800-member  church  in  Scotland  than  does 
Mr.  Williamson's  Scottish  accent  to  the  semi-rural  Presbyterians  in  Franklin. 

After  all,  no  one  expects  to  find  a  Scottish  mnister  wth  a  North  Irish  ac- 
cent in  a  North  Carolina  pulpit. 

Attended  Synod  Meeting 
Visitors  at  the  recent  meeting  of  Synod  at  Montreat,  the  Williamsons, 
impressed  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Carolina,  wanted  to  see 
more  of  the  work  of  the  Synod.  Having  access  to  the  Grissett  automobile 
and  the  yen  to  try  out  a  N.  C.  super  highway,  they  showed  up  unexpectedly 

in  Raleigh  at  the  Synod  office  at  1015 
Wade  Avenue.  Actually,  they  were  en- 
route  to  Canada  to  visit  their  son.  Their 
interest  in  Presbyterian  history  was  whet- 
ted when  they  examined  a  wood  carving 
of  Calvin's  seal  and  studied  a  painting 
from  the  National  Gallery  of  Scotland 
showing  "the  ordination  of  Elders  in  a 
Scottish  Kirk,"  painted  by  John  Henry 
Lorimer  (1856-1936). 

Some  Reflections 

Following  the  Williamson's  tour  of 
the  Synod  offices,  the  opportunity  arose 
to  get  their  impressions  of  Presbyterian- 
ism  in  North  Carolina. 

"You  take  your  religion  more  seriously 
here,"  Mrs.  Williamson  said.  "You  do 
not  hide  it.  In  Scotland  it  is  not  the  pop- 
ular thing  to  talk  about  your  religion." 

When  asked  what  he  liked  most  about 
North  Carolina  Presbyterians,  Mr.  Wil- 
liamson quickly  answered,  "Oh,  the 
charm  of  the  people.  There  is  a  gen- 
uineness that  I  detect  and  like  very 
much." 

To  get  the  other  side,  the  Scottish  cou- 
ple was  asked  what  they  did  not  like 
about  the  U.  S.  Mrs.  Williamson  spoke 
up,  "Your  TV  commercials.  We  hardly 
get  involved  in  a  program  when  some 
entirely  unrelated  commercial  surprises 
you  with  talking  about  something  you 
have  no  interest  in  whatsoever.  It's  the 
same  on  the  radio." 

She  was  assured  that  many  N.  C. 
Presbyterians  also  do  not  like  commer- 
cials. 

"Our  TV  is  more  consistent,  more  re- 
served, more  cultural,"  Mr.  Williamson 
went  on  to  say.

St.  Andrews  Receives  Rare  Books 

Scholars  may  now  dip  into  the  pages 
of  a  rare  first  edition  of  a  theological 
work  of  the  17th  century  which  influenc- 
ed the  course  of  Presbyterian  thought, 
newly  donated  to  the  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College  library. 

Other  rare  books  received  include  un- 
published poems  by  Archibald  MacLeish 
and  Julia  Ward  Howe.  The  poem  by 
MacLeish  is  contained  in  a  letter  to  a 
friend,  written  from  the  poet's  home  in 
the  West  Indies.  Two  verses  of  what  ap- 
pears to  be  an  untitled  and  unpublished 
poem  by  Julia  Ward  Howe  are  written 
on  a  small  sheet  of  paper  and  signed  by 
the  author  of  the  "Battle  Hymn  of  the 
Republic." 

King  James'  Second  Letter 

A  letter  by  a  British  author  to  Post- 
Civil  War  President  Andrew  Johnson  has 
also  been  received  by  the  college  library. 

Another  manuscript  to  the  DeTamble 
Library  is  the  original  letter  from  King 
James  II  of  England  to  his  Council  in- 
structng  them  to  relax  the  suppression 
of  Roman  Catholics. 

Of  interest  to  students  of  Christian 
education  is  an  early  commentary  on  the 
major  topics  of  the  Bible  by  John  Locke, 
"A  Common-Place  Book  to  the  Holy 
Bible",  published  in  1697. 

English  scholars  may  examine  a  first 
edition  (1669)  of  the  collected  works  of 
the  poet,  Abraham  Cowley. 

John  White  Drawings 

The  DeTamble  Library  has  also  added 
recently  the  two-volume  set  of  "The 
Drawings  of  John  White"  published 
jointly  in  a  limited  edition  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  British  Museum  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  Press  at  Cha- 
pel Hill. 

All  of  these  materials  are  housed  in 
the  Scottish  and  Rare  Books  Collection 
at  the  St.  Andrews  library,  and  are  open 
to  scholars  engaged  in  serious  study  and 
research. 


Mrs.  Williamson  was  asked  how  she 
liked  our  fashions  and  styles.  She  said 
our  clothing  is  much  gayer  and  more 
colorful  than  in  Scotland.

Is  the  cleric  always  worn  in  your  part 
of  Scotland?"  Mr.  Williamson  was  ask- 
ed. 

"Yes,  indeed,"  he  replied.  "I  would 
never  think  of  calling  upon  a  parishioner 
or  attending  a  church  function  without 
my  cleric.  When  I  play  golf  or  go  fishing 
I  leave  it  off." 

Evelyn  and  Ed,  as  the  Williamsons  are 
less  formally  called,  delight  in  trying 
southern  delicacies,  such  as  persimmon 
pudding,  hominy,  and  squash,  which  they 
had  never  seen  or  eaten — until  coming  to 
North  Carolina — "And  those  delicious 
pecan  pies  .  .  .  We  just  do  not  have  them 
in  Scotland." 

Impressed  By  Affluence 

The  Williamsons  also  took  note  of  our 
affluent  way  of  life.  Amazed  at  fami- 
lies with  two  automobiles,  Mr.  William- 
son added,  "We  do  well  to  have  one  auto- 
mobile .  .  .  But  we  do  have  some  ad- 
vantages you  do  not  have.  We  never  have 
to  go  even  to  the  porch  for  our  mail.  It 
is  always  put  into  the  living  room  through 
the  slot  in  the  door." 

The  Scottish  couple  arrived  at  the 
Franklin  Church  in  time  to  see  a  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  in  progress,  something 
really  new  for  them.  They  had  never 
heard  of  a  Vacation  Bible  School. 
Sunday  Schools  Contrasted 

"Probably  the  biggest  difference  is  the 
Sunday  School,"  Mr.  Williamson  said. 
In  Scotland,  the  children  are  taken  to 
Sunday  School  from  about  the  age  of 
two  until  thirteen — and  they  are  there 
while  the  adults  are  in  church — but  there 
is  no  Sunday  School  at  all  for  the  adults. 

Evelyn  and  Ed  were  also  impressed 
with  courtesies  extended  them  from  de- 
nominations other  than  Presbyterian. 
They  believe  that  the  ecumenical  move- 
ment has  found  deeper  roots  in  N.  C. 
Presbyterian  soil  than  in  the  highlands 
of  Scotland. 

TTie  Williamsons  have  one  son,  Colin,

Other  Actions 

Other  matters  acted  upon,  included: 
— Economic  Assistances — Strong  endorse- 
ment of  governmental  and  nongovern- 
mental economic  assistance  for  develop- 
ing countries  was  given,  with  the  urging 
that  such  assistance  be  linked  to  the 
developing  country's  ability  to  utilize 
help  "responsibly  and  effectively." 
— China — Formation  of  a  U.  S.  govern- 
ment policy  that  would  bring  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  into  full 
diplomatic  conversation  with  member 
nations  of  the  United  Nations  was 
urged,  with  such  a  policy  taking  into 
consideration  the  future  status  of  the 
Republic  of  China  on  Taiwan  and  its 
right  to  representation  in  the  U.  N. 
— Black  Power — United  Presbyterians  were 
urged  to  see  this  term  as  "both  the 
legacy  of  frustrated  aspiration  and  the 
promise  of  a  newly  assertive  self-ident- 
ity". 

— Traffic  Safety — A  program  combining 
improved  control  of  driver  training  and 
licensing,  increased  safety  in  auto  de- 
sign, greater  personal  responsibility  on 
the  part  of  drivers,  and  continued  con- 
cern for  the  problems  of  alcohol  and  the 
highways,  was  urged. 

— Crime — Agencies  of  the  church  were 
called  to  search  for  new  forms  of  min- 
istry to  criminals  and  potential  offend- 
ers, law  enforcement  and  correctional 
agencies,  the  courts,  and  other  social 
institutions.

Many  North  Carolinians  remember 
Mr.  Berg  and  his  contribution  to  music 
in  the  Charlotte  area.  He  was  Professor 
of  Music  at  Davidson  College  and  at 
Queens  College.  He  founded  the  Char- 
lotte Oratorio  Singers,  a  group  that  has 
received  national  recognition.

Shrtver  Directs  Communications 
Project 

How  do  you  get  people  who  operate 
on  different  wave-lengths  to  tune  in  on 
each  other?  Dr.  Donald  W.  Shriver,  Pres- 
byterian Chaplain  at  North  Carolina 
State  in  Raleigh,  is  working  on  the  com- 
munications problem. 

Shriver  is  now  in  the  second  year  of  a 
project  involving  leading  local  business- 
men, politicians,  scientists,  and  theolo- 
gians in  monthly  explorations  of  each 
others'  methods,  premises  and  problems. 
Foundations  Give  Support 

"Society's  problems  today  have  out- 
run individual  specialties,"  Shriver  notes 
in  explaining  his  project.  The  project 
itself  is  funded  by  a  three-year  joint  grant 
from  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Fouii- 
dation  and  the  Presbyterian  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

Shriver  is  working  towards  concrete 
instructional  material  in  the  field  of  com- 
munications and,  on  a  local  level,  a  bet- 
ter understanding  between  professional 
groups  as  to  how  they  can  draw  on  each 
other  for  information  and  experience. 
Christian  Ethics  Stressed 

Under  Shriver's  program,  groups  of 
about  15  persons  meet  at  monthly  din- 
ner-discussion sessions.  They  relate 
Christian  ethics  to  the  fields  of  politics, 
science,  business  and  industry.  Three  of 
the  groups  meet  in  Raleigh;  the  fourth, 
a  textile  group,  meets  in  Gastonia.  There 
is  little  resemblance  to  the  formal  class- 
room in  the  open-ended  exploration  that 
results.  There  is  no  body  of  "material" 
to  be  "covered"  says  Shriver.  Sometimes 
there  is  only  increased  perplexity — which 
is  intended  to  lead  to  fresh  approaches. 

The  project  also  includes  co-sponsor- 
ship of  the  "Creative  Federalism"  lecture 
series  at  N.  C.  State.  Such  speakers  as 
Senator  Edmund  Muskie  of  Maine  and 
noted  Columnist  James  J.  Kilpatrick 
have  been  featured. 


CURRIE  AT  TEXAS  CONFERENCE 

David  M.  Currie,  pastor  of  First 
Church,  Durham,  was  one  of  the  key 
speakers  at  the  Men  at  Mo-Ranch  Con- 
ference June  23-25. 

Currie,  a  native  Texan,  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Texas  and  Austin  Semi- 
nary. He  held  three  Texas  pastorates  in 
Freeport,  Austin,  and  Texas  City  and 
served  for  several  years  as  director  of 
the  Department  of  Campus  Christian  Life 
for  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  be- 
fore becoming  pastor  of  the  Durham 
church.

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Presbyterian  Development 
Program  Income 

ATLANTA— (PN)— Presbyterian  De- 
velopment Fund  collections  had  reached 
a  total  of  $10,2664,429.41  on  July  10, 
when  another  $300,000  was  distributed 
among  the  eight  participating  boards  and 
agencies. 

This  brings  to  $1,400,000  the  amount 
distributed  this  year,  it  was  announced 
by  Dr.  P.  D.  Miller,  PDF  director. 

Dr.  Miller  said  unpaid  balances  on 
pledges  amount  to  $4  million,  adding 
that  some  churches  are  just  beginning 
to  pay  because  of  other  commitments 
during  the  1964-66  period  when  most 
were  expected  to  contribute. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions,  largest 
beneficiary  of  the  fund,  has  received  $3,- 
877,170.  The  $12  million  capital  funds 
campaign,  conducted  in  1963,  had  al- 
located $5,002,500  for  world  missions, 
$2,308,500  to  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension (National  Ministries),  $559,000 
to  Stillman  College,  $486,000  to  Presby- 
terian School  of  Christian  Education, 
$607,500  to  Mountain  Retreat  Associa- 
tion, $1,500,000  to  Christian  Education, 
$36,500  to  TRAV  and  $1,500,000  to 
Presbyterian  Center. 


Heads  of  Church  Discuss 
World  Need 

Leaders  of  the  nation's  five  million 
Presbyterians  have  called  for  greater 
concern  about  the  needs  of  the  people 
of  the  world. 

The  statement  came  after  two  days  of 
meetings,  July  17  and  18,  at  Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn.  The  moderators  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  iu  the 
U.S.A.,  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
and  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church 
came  together  to  discuss  the  life  of  the 
church. 

"One  of  my  chief  concerns  is  that  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  be  aware  of  the 
need  for  reconciliation  between  the  have- 
nots  and  the  haves,  here  in  our  own 
nation  and  throughout  the  world,"  said 
Dr.  Eugene  Smathers  of  Big  Lick,  Ten- 
nessee, moderator  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  expressed  a  hope  that  the

The  best  records  corne  from  the 
Church  of  the  Nazarene  with  a  per  mem- 
ber contribution  of  $168.33,  and  the 
Church  of  God  (Anderson,  Ind.)  with 
$167.97. 

The  Reformed  Church  in  America 
(not  one  of  the  five  largest  bodies  in 
the  U.  S.)  is  third  with  an  enviable  giv- 
ing record  per  communicant  member  of 
$131.57).

Congo  Turmoil  Interpreted 

(Editor's  Note:  The  Rev.  Manford  H. 
Saunders,  Pastor  of  Westview  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Burlington,  who  spent  two 
tours  as  a  missionary  to  the  Congo,  was 
recently  interviewed  by  Times-News  As- 
sociate Editor  Don  Bolden,  following  Moise 
Tshombe's  kidnapping. 

A  summary  of  the  interview  is  here  re- 
printed for  readers  of  "The  Presbyterian 
News.") 

"If  Moise  Tsombe  is  executed,  the 
Congo  will  blow  skyhigh!"  That  is  the 
view  of  Rev.  Manford  H.  Saunders,  who 
follows  the  political  turmoil  in  the  Con- 
go with  more  than  passing  interest.  It 
was  his  home  for  seven  years. 

During  that  time  he  learned  to  know 
the  people  well.  Before  Mr.  Saunders 
left  in  1960  to  return  to  this  country,  he 
had  already  seen  the  beginning  of  the 
turmoil  which  has  gripped  the  country 
for  several  years. 

"They  made  a  big  mistake,  in  exiling 
Tshombe,"  he  says.  "He  ran  secessionist 
Katanga  well,"  he  added,  saying  that  he 
worked  for  the  good  of  the  people. 

"He  has  a  great  ability  to  get  things 
done,  but  he  lacked  cooperation  of  the 
world,"  he  noted,  adding  that  Katanga 
happened  to  be  the  first  section  of  the 
Congo  that  developed,  due  to  its  wealth 
of  minerals  and  resources.  Any  other  sec- 
tion of  the  Congo  could  be  developed 
just  like  Katanga. 

The  Burlington  minister  believes 
Tshombe  would  have  used  the  wealth  of 
Katanga  to  foot  the  bill  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  rest  of  the  nation,  had 
he  been  allowed  to  do  so.  The  minister 
has  doubts  about  Joseph  Mobutu,  the 
present  Congolese  ruler.  "Mobutu  is 
feared  and  hated,"  he  added.  "His  mili- 
tary rule  is  not  popular  with  the  people." 

Tribalism  is  the  worst  it  has  been  in 
100  years  in  the  Congo,  according  to 
Mr.  Saunders.  He  sees  the  Congo  as  pos- 
sessing a  tremendous  potential,  needing 
help  and  leadership.

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Hopewell  Church  (W)  And 
HInton  James 

The  little-known  and  culturally  im- 
portant historic  "firsts"  of  Southeastern 
North  Carolina  are  receiving  attention 
through  the  Cape  Fear  Technical  Insti- 
tute Travel  Training  program.  CFTI's 
travel  coordinator  W.  K.  Dorsey,  has 
dug  into  the  happenings  of  the  past 
and  brought  to  the  public  the  sights  and 
sounds  of  SENCland  "firsts". 

Dorsey  extols  with  pride  the  story  of 
Hopewell  Presbyterian  Church  near  Bur- 
gaw,  N.  C.  "Over  166  years  have  turned 
on  their  silent  hinges  since  the  Hope- 
well Presbyterian  Church  was  organized 
in  1800"  says  Dorsey. 

Owing  its  origin  to  the  early  settlers 
who  established  the  Grove  Congregation 
near  Kenansville,  the  oldest  Presbyterian 
Settlement  in  the  state,  the  Hopewell 
church  building  was  constructed  with 
hand-hewn  logs  from  the  virgin  forests 
of  the  area. 

"Homecomings  held  here  are  pretty 
much  the  same  as  other  homecomings 
throughout  the  county,"  continues  Dor- 
sey. "Good  music,  a  good  sermon,  a 
bounteous  feast  spread  beneath  the  trees, 
plus  fellowship  and  renewing  of  ac- 
quaintances." 

But  other  marks  of  note  surround  the 
Hopewell  Church. 

The  old  cemetery  has  a  unique  feature 
in  that  a  burial  lot  has  never  been 
bought  or  sold  in  its  long  history. 

Hinton  James  is  buried  in  the  ceme- 
tery. James  was  the  first  student  in 
America  to  enroll  in  the  first  state  uni- 
versity, the  University  of  North  Carolina. 


Minister  Given  Honor 

The  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Leaks- 
ville.  Rev.  John  C-  Whitley,  was  recently 
selected  to  receive  the  Exchange  Club 
Book  of  Golden  Deeds  Award,  an  annual 
award  of  the  Tri-Cities  —  Leaksville- 
Spray-Reidsville. 

The  Leaksville  News,  carrying  a  story 
the  following  morning,  read,  "He  is  a 
fine  living  example  of  what  a  good  citizen 
ought  to  be."  Other  words  of  praise 
were  said  of  Mr.  Whitley  during  the 
presentation  by  Chairman  Cicero  Davis: 

"He  goes  about  his  work  in  a  quiet, 
unassuming  way,  trying  not  to  be  boast- 
ful of  his  many  deeds,  but  they  have  a 
way  of  coming  to  light,  and  he  is  never 
too  busy  or  too  tired  or  the  hour  too 
late  for  him  to  go  where  he  is  needed 
and  stay  as  long  as  necessary." 

The  Golden  Deeds  award  is  presented 
annually  to  some  resident  who  has  con- 
tinuously served  his  fellowmen  through 
the  years. 

Mr.  Whitley  has  been  minister  of  the 
Leaksville  Presbyterian  Church  since 
1940.

St.  Andrews  Receives 
Science  Grant 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C— Dr.  Ansley 
C.  Moore,  president  of  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College,  announced  recently  that 
the  college  has  been  selected  to  receive 
a  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foun- 
dation under  its  new  college  science  im- 
provement program.  The  grant  of  $120,- 
600  will  be  used  to  develop  a  new  inno- 
vative mathematics  and  science  program 
at  St.  Andrews. 

For  the  next  three  years  the  grant 
will  help  underwrite  faculty  and  student 
research,  for  faculty  salaries  to  develop 
new  curriculum  materials  during  special 
summer  workshops.  It  will  aid  in  bring- 
ing outside  consultants  to  the  campus 
and  finance  visits  to  outstanding  science 
programs  at  other  colleges  and  universi- 
ties in  the  country.  The  acquisition  of 
major  scientific  equipment  and  library 
resources  is  also  included  in  the  grant. 

Dr.  G.  Tyler  Miller,  Jr.,  professor  of 
chemistry  and  director  of  the  program 
said,  "We  feel  honored  that  St.  Andrews 
was  one  of  the  first  15  institutions  in  the 
country  to  receive  a  grant  under  this 
new  program  sponsored  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation.  It  will  be  a  signifi- 
cant factor  in  helping  us  develop  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  undergraduate 
mathematics  and  science  programs  in 
the  country".

DEMONSTRATE  WITH  A  DIFFERENCE  IN  KENTUCKY  MOUNTAINS

Twelve  ^teenagers  from  Wilmington 
Presbytery  gave  two  weeks  of  their 
summer  vacation  to  prove  some  demon- 
strations can  be  worthwhile! 

Under  the  direction  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery's  Christian  Education  Com- 
mittee and  in  cooperation  with  the  Spe- 
cial Ministries  Division  of  the  Church 
Extenson  Committee,  plans  were  begun 
nearly  two  years  ago  for  a  caravan  of 
youth  and  adults  to  visit  Guerrant  Pres- 
bytery in  Kentucky.  From  the  outset  all 
proposed  work  projects  were  aimed  at 
witnessing  for  Christ  and  his  church  in 
ways  that  were  different.  In  an  area 
where  eighty  five  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion are  not  professing  Christians  the 
field  was  fertile  for  an  exciting  ministry. 

Reasons  For  "Demonstrating" 

Following  a  planning  trip  to  Raymond, 
Kentucky,  and  a  presentation  at  the 
Presbytery  wide  spring  Youth  Rally,  in- 
terest among  the  youth  began  to  mount. 
In  submitting  her  application.  Penny 
Henley  of  Whiteville  First  Church  wrote: 
"To  me  life  is  love  because  God  is  love. 
If  we  love  one  another,  then  we  must 
help.  We  don't  have  to  be  great  evange- 
lists to  pioclaim  this  love;  we  can  show 
it  to  the  people  by  working  with  them 
and  being  their  friends," 

Susan  Buckthal  of  Clinton  (Graves  Me- 
morial) expressed  her  desire  to  partici- 
pate this  way:  "The  trip  is  my  chance  to 
give.  All  of  my  life  I  have  had  most  of 
the  things  1  wanted  I  have  been  lucky. 
Now  I  want  to  share,  to  give,  to  help." 

By  early  June  twelve  eleventh  and 
twelfth  graders  had  been  selected  for 
the  adventure.  Preliminary  preparation  in- 
cluded extensive  reading  concerning  the 
area,  the  people  and  their  poverty,  the 


place  of  the  church  in  their  society. 
Preliminary  Training 

On  June  19  the  youth  and  their  lead- 
ers moved  into  the  Mount  Olive  Presby- 
terian Church's  Educational  Building, 
which  had  been  converted  into  dormi- 
tory space,  for  a  three-day  training  pe- 
riod. In-depth  group  discussion,  movies, 
panels,  detailed  planning  of  program  and 
bull  sessions  all  helped  to  prepare  the 
way.  In  the  evenings,  members  of  the 
Mount  Olive  Church  entertained  the 
group  in  their  homes. 

Having  completed  their  training  and 
study,  members  of  the  three-car  caravan 
set  out  for  Letcher  County,  Kentucky. 
En  route  the  group  were  overnight  guests 
of  the  youth  fellowshihp  of  the  Rumple 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church,  Blowing 
Rock,  N.  C. 

Service  at  Grass-roots 

In  Kentucky,  the  youth  set  their  pro- 
gram in  operation  by  moving  into  homes 
"up  the  'hollers',"  learning  the  language 
of  the  people,  adjusting  to  a  new  way 
of  life,  visiting  from  door  to  door.  The 
work  of  the  caravan  fell  into  three  major 
divisions  as  each  weekday  morning  the 
youth  divided  into  three  teams  to  teach 
Bible  schools  over  a  wide  area  of  the 
valley.  Approximately  one  hundred  chil- 
dren were  enrolled,  many  of  whom  had 
never  attended  church  or  Sunday  School. 
One  child  had  never  read  a  Bible. 

The  afternoons  were  devoted  to  im- 
provement projects  at  the  "church  house" 
such  as  scraping  and  painting  exterior 
walls,  window  washing,  clearing  ground, 
interior  carpentry  work,  repairing  hym- 
nals, pruning  trees,  and  general  clean-up. 
The  evenings  were  occupied  with  teen- 
age discussion  groups,  films,  panels,  and 
recreation.  Two  special  events  included  a

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Reformed  Church  Rejects 
COCU 

In  the  concluding  session  of  its  1967 
General  Synod  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  rejected  a  proposal  to  seek 
full  membership  in  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union.  The  RCA  currently  has 
"observer"  status  in  the  Consultation, 
comprised  of  ten  denominations  which 
are  exploring  possibilities  for  unification. 
The  action  of  the  Synod  was  not  unex- 
pected. 

There  have  been  expressed  reserva- 
tions from  some  Reformed  Church  lead- 
ers that  the  thrust  of  COCU  is  not  well 
defined.  Dr.  Howard  G.  Hageman,  pas- 
tor of  the  North  Church,  Newark,  N.  J., 
voiced  concern,  as  one  Reformed 
churchman,  that  he  preferred  to  wait  and 
see  "what  COCU  is  all  about." 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  is  a 
full  member  of  COCU.

Requests  for  copies 
have  come  from  all  sections  of  the 
States,  including  many  libraries. 

Two  Presidents  of  the  United  States 
have  Third  Creek  ancestral  background: 
James  K.  Polk,  1844-1848,  and  Presi- 
dent Lyndon  B.  Johnson.  Both  have 
been  documented  by  the  author  in  his 
history  of  the  Third  Creek  community. 
A  candidate  for  the  Vice-Presidency  in 
1940,  Charles  L.  McNary,  is  also  brought 
into  narrative  for  the  first  time  in  the 
volume. 

The  old  Third  Creek  graveyard,  used 
in  the  colonial  era,  is  the  resting  place 
of  a  number  of  outstanding  statesmen 
and  military  heroes. 

Mystery  Grave 

In  the  heart  of  this  cemetery  is  Third 
Creek's  "Mystery  Grave."  Who  is  bur- 
ied in  this  grave?  The  man  buried  there 
stated  on  his  deathbed,  "I  am  Marshal 
Ney  of  France."  Marshal  Ney  had  been 
tried  in  France,  and  allegedly  was  shot 
for  treason. 

Mr.  Fleming,  deals  with  the  controver- 
sy centering  around  this  mystery  and 
shows  something  of  Ney's  association 
with  the  Third  Creek  people,  who  rec- 
ognized in  him  a  classical  teacher  of 
marked  ability  and  scholarship.

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Ghana  Christian  Gives 
U.  S.  Impressions

Adelaide  Anegatcher,  recipient  of  a 
Sibley  Fellowship  from  The  American 
Association  of  University  Women,  came 
to  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  last  September  from  Ghana. 
Adelaide,  a  second  generation  Christian 
joined  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cha- 
pel Hill  soon  after  her  arrival. 

"Dignity  of  Work" 

In  addition  to  her  academic  training 
in  the  field  of  drama  and  television, 
Adelaide  has  received  an  accurate  im- 
pression of  the  way  of  life  in  the  United 
States.  Her  greatest  surprise  has  come 
in  seeing  the  "dignity  of  work"  in  the 
United  States. 

"In  Ghana,"  she  said,  "there  is  an 
impression  of  affluence.  Everybody  is 
rich.  But  there  is  not  an  impression  of 
hard  work."  Generally  people  like  pleas- 
ure and  luxury,  but  are  not  willing  to 
work  hard,  she  said.  "Here  I  think  pleas- 
ure-loving people  are  prepared  to  work 
for  it,"  she  concluded. 

Weather  Tolerated 

Impressions  of  climate  and  clothing 
met  with  some  readjustment,  in  Ade- 
laide's case.  "During  the  fall  when  I 
came  I  associated  the  sun  with  heat  and 
I  was  not  prepared  for  severe  cold 
weather  on  a  sunny  day.  I  brought  two 
great  coats  but  I  did  not  bring  a  full 
wardrobe  for  only  a  year's  stay.  You 
Americans  say  'Chills  run  up  and  down 
your  spine,'  but  the  English  say  'pins 
and  needles.'  " 

Girls'  Ears  Pierced 

Adeliade  Anegatcher,  a  trim  diminu- 
tive figure  in  bright  jaunty  turban,  blouse 
and  long,  draped  skirt,  comes  from  Ada 
in  the  eastern  region  of  Ghana.  Making 
one  comment  on  her  dangling  triangu- 
lar earrings  she  said,  "My  ears  were 
pierced  when  I  was  three  weeks  old.

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Fayetteville  Presbytery  Meets

The  July  Adjourned  Meeting  of  Fay- 
etteville Presbytery  was  the  first  at 
the  historic  Church  since  1924. 

Besides  the  usual  order  of  the  day, 
reports  were  heard  from  seven  Commis- 
sioners who  attended  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

An  interesting  and  brief  history  of 
Longstreet  Church  was  given  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  S.  Arrowood  of  Aberdeen. 

The  first  service  at  Longstreet  was 
held  at  the  home  of  Alexander  Mc- 
kay  on  the  Yadkin  Road  in  1756 
by  the  Reverend  Hugh  McAden, 
who  further  writes  in  .  his  journal 
"They  were  highly  pleased  with  my 
discourse."  However,  he  was  kept  awake 
all  night  by  drinking  and  profanity  from 
a  Cross  Roads  Tavern  nearby  on  the  old 
buffalo  trail. 

James  Campbell  came  in  1757.  His 
salary  was  100  lbs.  per  year.  The  first 
building  was  of  logs,  built  in  1765.  The 
Rev.  John  McLeod  came  in  1770  and 
remained  until  1776. 

There  have  been  three  houses  of  wor- 
ship. The  second  was  built  in  the  early 
1800's.  The  present  structure  was  dedi- 
catd  October  3,  1846. 

Other  interesting  history  told  of  "A 
shaft  to  Confederate  Soldiers  marking 
the  resting  place  of  30  unknown  soldiers 
in  a  skirmish  between  Wheeler's  Cavalry 
and  a  detachment  of  Sherman's  men, 
commanded  by  Kilpatrick  at  Monroe's 
Cross  Roads  six  miles  west  of  the 
church.

The  check  is  designated  as  a  memorial 
to  the  late  Rufus  A.  Grier,  a  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  Steele  Creek  Presbyterian

Society.  Mr.  Grier  died  July  9,  1967  at 
the  Huntersville  Hospital  after  an  illness 
of  several  months. 

He  was  born  in  the  Steele  Creek

in  1911  and  in  1962  received  the  Alger- 
non Sidney  Sullivan  Alumnus  award. 

He  was  first  a  high  school  teacher;

Kelly  Marker  Unveiled 
at  Union  Church 

Following  Homecoming  Services  at 
Union  Presbyterian  Church,  near  Cam- 
eron, members  and  friends  gathered 
for  dedication  of  a  window  in  the 
church  and  a  marker  in  the  cemetery 
to  the  memory  of  Daniel  Kelly,  one  of 
the  first  persons  buried  at  Union  Church 
Cemetery. 

The  unveiling  was  done  by  sixth  and 
seventh  generation  children,  using  the 
McDonald  tarlton  and  small  flags  of 
Scotland.  Descendants  came  from  Vir- 
ginia, South  Carolina,  Texas,  and  many 
places  in  North  Carolina. 

Some  Kelly  History 

Daniel  Kelly  was  bom  May  15,  1725, 
on  the  Isle  of  Skye  in  Scotland.  He  died 
October  11,  1819,  in  Moore  County  and 
was  buried  in  Union  Church  Cemetery. 

He  married  Kate  Bethune  some  time 
before  1765.  They  had  ten  children. 
One,  Alexander,  remaind  in  Scotland. 
Nine  came  to  America.  Daniel,  Jr., 
came  to  America  in  1802  with  the  Mc- 
Iver  family.  Eight  other  children  came 
in  1 803  with  their  father,  the  mother  hav- 
ing died  earlier. 

The  nine  children  settled  in  Moore 
county.  Many  descendants  are  still  liv- 
nig  in  the  section  of  the  state  in  which 
they  originally  settled.  Six  of  the  nine 
children  who  settled  in  Moore  County  are 
buried  at  Union  Church  with  their  wives, 
a  number  of  whom  came  from  Scotland.

Rev.  Hoyt  Pruitt  Appreciation  Day 
was  observed  with  the  police  going  out 
to  the  minister's  home  on  Washington 
Avenue  and  serving  the  pastor  with  a 
warrant.  The  charges  were  "too  many 
community  activities." 

The  artificial  charges  were  a  way  of 
getting  the  minister  to  the  City  Hall 
where  many  tributes  were  paid  him. 

During  the  nine  years  of  his  pastorate 
he  was  the  minister  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  and  the  Long  Creek 
Church.  A  citizen  said  of  Mr.  Pruitt,  "He 
is  responsible  for  so  many  improvements 
in  our  town  that  he  has  directly  or  indi- 
rectly touched  the  lives  of  almost  every 
person  in  Bessemer  City." 

Mr.  Pruitt  was  especially  active  in  the 
United  Fund,  Alcoholics  Anonymous, 
and  Scouting,  with  a  special  concern  for 
the  young  people  of  the  community.  The 
Presbyterian  minister,  who  "was  always 
ready  to  listen  to  and  help  anyone,  no 
matter  what  their  age,"  is  retiring.  He 
plans  to  go  back  to  Anderson  County,  S. 
C,  where  he  was  born,  and  make  his 
home  with  his  mother. 


Davidson  Nears  Campaign 
Goal 

Davidson,  N.  C. — Davidson  College's 
Ford  Challenge  Campaign,  with  a  goal 
of  $5.5  million  has  passed  the  $5  mil- 
lion mark,  according  to  President  D. 
Grier  Martin,  who  recently  reported, 
"We  still  need  $433,088  to  meet  our 
objective  this  year". 

The  College  set  its  goal  in  1965  to 
raise  $5.5  million  by  June  of  1968  in 
order  to  qualify  for  $2.2  million  in  chal- 
lenge grants  from  tne  Ford  Foundation. 

Plans  for  a  national  fund  drive  were 
recently  revealed  by  Co-Chairmen  Walter 
A.  Lingle,  Jr.  of  Cincinati,  Ohio  and 
William  A.  White,  Jr.  of  Charlotte. 

Another  report  will  be  made  at  David- 
son on  Homecoming  Day,  October  14. 

Ford  campaign  funds  have  already 
helped  complete  renovation  of  Maxwell 
Chambers  Building,  including  the  Spen- 
cer Love  Auditorium. 


Maxwell  Chambers  Building 
Renovated 

The  40-year-old  Maxwell  Chambers 
Building,  the  hub  of  the  130-year-old 
academic  Institution,  was  renovated  dur- 
ing the  past  summer  at  a  cost  of  half-a 
million  dollars,  financed  by  funds  from 
the  Ford  Foundation  Challenge  drive. 

Approximately  1,000  students  arrived 
on  the  campus  in  the  middle  of  Septem- 
ber to  be  greeted  by  a  completely  re- 
furbished building  which  contains  150 
classrooms  and  offices,  as  well  as  the 
main  auditorium. 

The  Chambers  Building  will  be  on 
display  at  Homecoming  on  October  14 
for  alumni,  friends,  and  guests.

Carolina,  was  held  at  Winston-Salem

Prominent  Minister  Dead  At  86 

The  Rev.  John  Wilson  Grier,  86,  died 
August  29,  1967  in  a  Huntersville  hos- 
pital. Mr.  Grier  had  retired  in  1955  after 
serving  the  Huntersville  Church  for  47 
years.  For  most  of  those  years  he  also 
served  the  rural  Ramah  Church.  He  was 
minister  of  the  Ramah  Church  until 
1953,  when  it  named  a  full-time  pastor. 

Mr.  Grier,  "dean  of  ministers"  in 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  was  born  in 
Gaston  County  and  was  graduated  from 
Erskine  College  and  Louisville  Theolog- 
ical Seminary. 

"He  was  a  great  man,"  said  Dr.  J. 
Cecil  Lawrence,  executive  secretary  of 
the  presbytery,  "and  one  of  the  most 
highly  respected  men  in  the  presbytery." 

The  first  Sunday  in  September  is  an- 
nually celebrated  as  Homecoming  Day 
at  the  Huntersville  Church.  Sept.  3  would 
have  marked  Dr.  Grier's  59th  year  in 
Huntersville. 

"He  really  is  an  institution.  He's  been 
here  longer  than  .  .  .  well  all  the  other 
churches  have  had  at  least  a  dozen  pas- 
tors since  he  came  here,"  said  LeGette 
Blythe  of  Huntersville. 

The  Rev.  John  M.  Handley,  present 
pastor  of  the  Huntersville  Church,  de- 
scribed Grier  as  a  "man  with  a  friendly 
way  for  everyone  and  a  great  awareness 
of  the  feelings  of  others."

Membership  Distribution 

ATLANTA — Seventy-five  per  cent  of 
the  churches  within  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  have  less  than  288  mem- 
bers. There  are  3,028  churches  in  this 
bracket,  accounting  for  309,5622  mem- 
bers (32.5  per  cent)  of  the  denomina- 
tional total  of  951,182. 

By  comparison,  256  churches  (6.3  per 
cent)  in  the  over  750-member  category 
account  for  314,684  members,  which  is 
33.2  per  cent  of  the  over-all  total. 

These  figures  are  taken  from  a  sta- 
tistical study  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Ross 
T.  Hightower,  research  specialist,  for  the 
General  Council. 

The  study  further  shows  that  only  53 
churches  (1.3  per  cent)  have  1,500  or 
more  members  but  account  for  113,045 
communicants  (11.8  per  cent  of  the  to- 
tal). 


Camp  Grier  Improvements 

Camp  Grier,  the  600-acre  camp  and 
conference  center  near  Old  Fort  which 
is  owned  and  operated  by  Concord  Pres- 
bytery, conducted  a  full  schedule  of  sum- 
mer activities  in  the  midst  of  a  major 
program  of  renovation. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Brammer,  spokes- 
man for  the  Presbytery's  Property  Com- 
mittee, said  that  the  changes  will  make 
the  facilities  available  for  use  during 
the  winter  as  well  as  in  summer. 

Two  of  the  camp  dormitories  and  the 
kitchen  and  dining  room  have  been  win- 
terized. Walls  have  been  sealed,  insulat- 
ed, and  paneled,  and  insulated  ceilings 
have  been  installed.  Heating  units  have 
also  been  put  in  place.

Massey  stated  that  the  Fayetteville  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  Committee  looks  for- 
ward to  a  very  successful  year.

At  Laurinburg 

Sunday  morning,  September  10,  the 
congregation  of  the  Trinity  Church,  lo- 
cated on  Blue's  Road,  Laurinburg,  dedi- 
cated the  new  educational  building. 

The  Church  was  born  by  an  action  of 
the  Session  of  the  Laurinburg  First 
Church  and  was  organized  in  July,  1964, 
by  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  The  Church 
has  increased  from  approximately  40 
members  to  185. 

Site  Donated  by  Mr.  McCormick 

In  May,  1965  the  firm  of  Hayes,  How- 
ell and  Associates  of  Southern  Pines  was 
contracted  to  prepare  a  master  plan  for 
the  Church,  to  be  located  on  a  12-acre 
site,  donated  by  Oscar  Blue  McCormick, 
one  of  the  ruling  elders.  The  plan  called 
for  two  matching  one-story  wings  con- 
nected by  a  court  with  the  sanctuary  lo- 
cated nearby  and  rising  to  a  height  of 
54  feet. 

The  firm  of  J.  C.  Phifer,  of  Rocking- 
ham, was  awarded  the  contract  in  Sep- 
tember, 1966. 

The  first  unit  includes  a  fellowship 
hall,  seating  200,  temporarily  serving  as 
the  sanctuary.  The  building  also  con- 
tains rooms  and  classrooms  for  children 
and  adults,  a  study,  kitchen,  and  other 
facilities. 

The  building  program  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  a  planning  and  research  com- 
mitte,  headed  by  Henry  Edison,  Jr.

$400,000  to  be  used  in  setting  up  a  trust 
fund  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of 
retired  Presbyterian  Ministers  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The  original 
trust  has  now  grown  to  approximately 
$550,000. 

Retired  Presbyterian  ministers  who 
are  members  of  a  Presbytery  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  have 
served  at  least  five  years  in  the  State 
during  their  ministerial  careers,  are  eli- 
gible to  participate  in  the  Fund. 


"JAP"  PATTERSON  SUFFERS 
STROKE 

RICHMOND,  VA.  —  Presbyterians 
throughout  the  country  will  be  saddened 
to  hear  that  S.  J.  (Jap)  Patterson  suffer- 
ed a  stroke  at  his  home  in  Richmond,  on 
October  5.  Although  his  condition  is  un- 
determined at  this  time,  paralysis  does 
extend  throughout  his  right  side.  He  is 
in  a  local  hospital. 

Dr.  Patterson  has  served  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.S.,  as  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  Men's  Work  on  two  oc- 
casions. He  was  called  a  second  time, 
just  over  a  year  ago,  to  direct  a  restudy 
of  the  denomination's  ministry  among 
men.  He  served  as  moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian,  U.S.,  General  Assembly  in 
1965.  For  a  number  of  years  he  headed 
United  Church  Men  which  is  related  to 
the  National  Council  of  Churches. 
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POWERS  OF  BISHOP 

We  offer  no  brief  for  exchanging  the 
Presbyterian  system  of  government  for 
the  Episcopal  form,  but  we  believe  that  it 
is  inevitable  that  some  drastic  change  is 
in  order  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  to 
regulate  the  flow  of  ministerial  change. 

Strange  that  almost  everything  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  has  undergone,  or  is 
undergoing,  drastic  change  except  the 
system  of  calling  ministers;  and  yet  if 
there  is  anything  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  which  cries  for  change  more  than 
any  other,  it  is  this. 

Even  casual  students  of  the  history  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  know  that  one 
of  its  weaknesses,  probably  its  greatest 
weakness,  has  been  its  inability  to  improve 
its  system  of  calling  ministers.  It  is  in- 
controvertible that  one  of  the  reasons  for 
the  slow  growth  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  has  been  and  is  its  system  of 
ministerial  education,  ordination,  and 
calling  and  installation  of  ministers.  The 
process  is  not  only  archaic  and  slow,  but 
is  self-defeating  because  it  too  often 
creates  unbearable  situations  due  to  in- 
compatability  of  pastor  and  people,  the 
result  of  unlimited  term-pastorates. 

The  facts  are  well-known  to  virtually 
everyone,  and  most  ministers  agree  that 
"something  ought  to  be  done  about  it"; 
however,  few  are  willing  to  support  a 
drastic  change  even  though  it  would  prove 
a  panacea. 

It  is  true  that  a  change  in  the  Book  of 
Church  Order  some  years  ago,  which 
established  Commissions  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work,  provided  some  relief;  how- 
ever, this  has  been  effective  only  where 
Commissions  have  been  active  and  cour- 
ageous. Even  so,  the  plan  is  limited  be- 
cause not  all  Commissions  are  efficient; 
furthermore,  the  plan  is  handicapped  for 
want  of  ready  inter-Presbytery  communi- 
cation. The  present  system  also  is  marked 
by  postponement  and  delay  due  to  Presby- 
terian deliberation. 

In  our  opinion  nothing  would  be  of 
greater  stimulus  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  than  a  system  which  would  make 
it  possible  for  some  sort  of  "fruit-baskets 
exchange",  at  least  every  seven  years. 
Surely,  there  is  some  scriptural  ground  for 
this. 

We  would  propose  that  the  Book  of 
Church  Order  be  amended  to  provide  for 
the  powers  of  Bishop  to  reside  in  either 
an  individual  or  a  Commission  of  not 
more  than  three  members,  and  that  the 
power  be  granted  to  the  person  or  Com- 
mission to  take  prompt  and  effective 
steps  in  any  and  all  cases  where  both 
minister  and  church  consent  for  the  trans-

Southard's 
major  responsibility 
will  be  the  coordi- 
nation of  research 
for  the  General  As- 
sembly. Some  pre- 
sent areas  of  con- 
cern are  the  mean- 
ing and  experience  of  conversion,  the 
changing  attitudes  of  Presbyterians  to- 
ward social  issues,  interpersonal  com- 
munications between  pastors  and  lay- 
men, and  the  evaluation  of  experimental 
ministries. 

A  native  of  Lincolnton,  N.  C,  South- 
ard holds  his  B.D.  and  Th.D.  degrees 
from  Southern  Baptist  Seminary.  He  is 
married  to  the  former  Frances  Allen  of 
Tifton,  Ga.  They  have  two  daughters. 


Capital  Funds  Campaign 
Begun  At  Montreat 

MONTREAT — Facing  the  challenge 
of  Dr.  Billy  Graham  to  keep  private 
Christian  colleges  financially  solvent, 
Montreat-Anderson  College,  Montreat, 
N.  C,  initiated  a  kickoff  of  a  capital 
gifts  campaign  to  raise  $2,082,500  for 
capital  improvements  at  the  College. 
Graham  was  the  keynote  speaker. 

The  Campaign  is  designed  to  provide 
a  new  library,  to  be  named  for  Dr.  L. 
Nelson  Bell,  widely-known  churchman, 
editor  and  surgeon;  a  science  building;  a 
residence  hall  for  women;  and  expanded 
playfield  facilities. 

Private  pledges  and  anticipated  fed- 
eral grants  and  loans  already  exceed 
$1,300,000,  leaving  $700,000  additional 
to  be  raised  through  private  sources.

fer  of  ministers.  At  least  once  per  annum, 
the  churches  of  every  Presbytery  should  be 
reviewed  as  to  ministerial  status,  the 
Presbyter  or  Commission  conferring  with 
committees  of  Churches  where  they  desire 
this,  or  with  ministers  where  they  desire 
it,  or  both. 

Communication  between  Presbyteries 
should  be  updated  with  power  invested  in 
the  Presbyters  or  Commissions  to  effect 
changes  as  promptly  as  possible. 

In  order  to  preclude  the  fear  and  con- 
cern of  excessive  power  being  invested  in 
the  Presbyters  or  the  Commissions,  they 
should  be  elected  to  serve  a  specific  term 
of  from  one  to  three  years,  not  subject  to 
immediate  re-election. 

It  is  high  time  that  this  matter  be  giv- 
en priority  consideration  throughout  the 
General   Assembly   of   the  Presbyterian 


Winston-Salem  Presbytery  Sponsors 
Housing  Project 

At  a  September  meeting,  the  Presby- 
tery of  Winston-Salem  assumed  sponsor- 
ship of  a  low-income  housing  project  in 
the  city  of  Winston-Salem.  The  proposal 
was  made  by  the  Presbytery's  Church 
Extension  Committee,  and  came  as  a 
result  of  studies  and  preliminary  work 
done  by  an  experimental  ministry  in 
which  no  church  buildings  will  be  erect- 
ed. All  efforts  and  resources  will  be 
channelled  into  Christian  Witness  and 
Service.  Pastor  of  the  group  is  the  Rev. 
James  O.  Chatham  of  Winston-Salem. 

The  proposal  provides  for  a  non-prof- 
it corporation  to  be  formed  with  the 
Presbytery  naming  eight  trustees,  and 
with  seven  others  to  be  named  by  gov- 
ernmental and  civic  groups.  One  hun- 
dred housing  units  will  be  built  under 
the  Federal  Government's  rent-subsidy 
program. 

The  committee  reported  findings  of 
some  6,000  sub-standard  housing  units 
in  Winston-Salem  and  cited  the  need 
to  provide  housing  and  to  offer  creative 
alternatives  to  public  housing. 

In  other  actions,  the  Presbytery  ap- 
proved a  minimum  salary  package  for 
ministers  totalling  $7,144,  including  pro- 
fessional expenses  and  all  fringe  bene- 
fits. Ruling  elder  Lester  W.  Stallings,  of 
the  St.  Andrews  Church,  Winston-Sa- 
lem, was  elected  moderator. 

James  L.  Fishel,  Bible  teacher  at 
Glade  Valley  School  and  a  candidate  for 
the  ministry,  was  examined  and  a  com- 
mission was  appointed  to  ordain  him 
on  October  1 1. 

Two  ministers  were  examined  and  re- 
ceived into  the  Presbytery.  These  were 
the  Rev.  R.  Jackson  Haga,  who  will  be- 
come pastor  of  the  Old  Town  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  and  the  Rev.  James  K. 
Wilson,  Jr.,  who  will  become  pastor  of 
the  Second  Church,  Lexington,  N.  C. 

SURVEY  AT  DENTON 

Miss  Lois  Calhoun,  for  many  years 
connected  with  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension (National  Ministries),  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  as  a  field  worker,  is  currently  con- 
ducting a  survey  of  the  Denton  com- 
munity in  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  to 
determine  whether  or  not  "there  is  a 
need  for  a  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
community." 

The  closest  congregation  to  Denton  is 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Thomasville. 

Miss  Calhoun  is  a  native  of  Roanoke, 
Alabama  and  is  "on  loan'  to  Winston-Sa- 
lem Presbytery  by  the  Presbytery  of 
South  Texas.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Elon 
College  and  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia.

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Union  Calls  For  New 
"Confession" 

ATLANTA — If  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  and  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  merge  into  one  denomina- 
tion, the  formulation  of  a  new  Confes- 
sion "will  be  undertaken  without  delay," 
according  to  an  agreement  drafted  by 
the  Joint  Committee  of  Twenty-four. 

The  plan  of  union,  which  would  form 
the  Presbyterian  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  is  due  to  be  presented  to  the 
two  churches  in  1968. 

The  agreement  would  bring  all  congre- 
gations of  both  communions  into  the  new 
church  for  a  period  of  one  year.  After 
that  time,  a  congregation  would  be  al- 
lowed to  withdraw,  with  its  property, 
during  the  second  year.  Thereafter,  none 
would  be  permitted  to  withdraw. 

A  transitional  Commission  on  Wit- 
ness and  Structure  would  be  named  to 
develop  the  program  of  the  Presbyterian 
Reformed  Church.  The  commission 
would  be  named  at  the  constituting  meet- 
ing of  the  new  church,  with  twelve  mem- 
bers from  each  denomination. 


ELECTED  RULING  ELDER 

Mrs.  Ernest  B.  Hunter  recently  be- 
came the  first  woman  to  be  elected  a 
Ruling  Elder  in  the  Covenant  Presby- 
terian Church,  Charlotte's  largest  Presby- 
terian Church.  She  was  the  only  woman 
nominated  among  25  candidates,  and  was 
one  of  15  elected  by  the  2,600  member 
congregation. 

Mrs.  Hunter's  son,  Ernest  B.  Hunter, 
Jr.,  was  also  among  those  elected,  as  was 
Dean  W.  Colvard,  Chancellor  of  UNC- 
Charlotte. 

Mrs.  Hunter  is  the  widow  of  the  for- 
mer Managing  Editor  of  the  Charlotte 
Observer.  A  former  school  teacher,  she 
has  been  active  in  local  and  State  af- 
fairs, including  education,  mental 
health,  public  welfare,  and  United 
Church  Women.  She  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  Barium  Springs 
Childrens  Home. 


Presbytery  Boundaries 
Slated 

ATLANTA  — The  General  Council 
will  hold  a  conference  on  restructuring 
the  presbyteries  and  synods.  Each  of  the 
seventy-nine  presbyteries  will  be  asked  to 
send  one  minister  (teaching  elder)  and 
one  rulinj,  elder  to  the  conference. 

The  1967  General  Assembly  directed 
the  General  Council  to  call  a  conference 
to  consider  restructuring  in  the  light  of 
such  factors  as  population  density  and 
regional  patterns  of  travel,  communica- 
tion, marketing,  and  economics.  The  ac- 
tion of  the  Assembly  was  in  response 
to  a  recommendation  from  the  Ad  In- 
terim Committee  on  Institutional  Forms. 


DEAN  OF  COURT  CLERKS 

Robert  V.  Wells,  a  man  who  has  held 
public  office  for  49  consecutive  years,  was 
recently  named  Tar  Heel  of  the  Week  by 
the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer.  Wells  is 
Dean  of  North  Carolina's  Superior  Court 
Clerks,  having  served  in  office  since  De- 
cember, 1918. 

He  may  hold  other  state  records.  Wells 
has  been  Juvenile  Court  Judge  since  1919. 
He  has  served  as  County  Clerk  in  Kenans- 
ville  since  1928. 

Prominent  Presbyterian 

Wells  is  a  member  of  the  Grove  Pres- 
byterian Church  at  Kenansville  which  he 
notes  is  "the  oldest  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  state — it  was  organized  in  1755." 
Wells  has  been  a  ruling  elder  since  1923 
and  taught  Sunday  school  for  25  years. 

Wells  resides  in  Kenansville  with  his 
school-teaching  daughter,  Mrs.  Louise  W. 
Mitchell.  Their  home  was  built  before  the 
Civil  War. 

Elected  13  times  for  four  year  terms 
(opposed  in  only  3  primaries),  Wells  is 
regarded  as  perhaps  Duplin's  hardest 
working  county  official.  His  staff  works 
regular  hours  but  Wells  ignores  the  clock 
and  calendar. 

Hard  Worker 

He  reports  to  work  at  8:00  AM,  takes 
30  minutes  for  lunch,  and  departs  for 
home  about  6  or  7  PM.  Wells  is  in  his 
office  almost  every  Saturday.  "I  make 
it  a  rule  not  to  come  in  on  Sunday  un- 
less it's  something  terribly  pressing." 

Born  on  a  500  acre  farm  near  Magnolia, 
Wells  first  came  to  Kenansville  in  1884. 
His  father,  the  late  John  Robert  Wells, 
had  been  elected  County  Treasurer  and 
served  for  eight  years. 

Before  the  1918  election,  Wells  resided 
in  Wallace  where  he  worked  in  a  general 
store  and  acquired  bookkeeping  knowledge. 
He  also  kept  books  for  a  horse  and  mule 
dealer. 

In  Politics  since  1918 
The  death  of  former  clerk  D.  H.  Wal- 
lace in  the  spring  of  1918  was  a  deciding 
factor  in  Wells'  decision  to  enter  politics. 
Wells  compiled  "almost  a  majority"  in  the 
Democratic  primary,  lacking  less  than  75 
votes  to  be  undisputed  winner.  His  father's 
popularity,  Wells  said,  enabled  him  to 
garner  votes  throughout  the  county. 

"That  summer  the  convention  (town- 
ship representatives  and  registrars)  went 
into  executive  session.  When  they  came 
out  they  declared  me  the  winner,"  he  re- 
lated. 

Wells'  remarkable  memory  despite  his 
80  plus  years  is  respected  throughout  the 
county.  Wells  was  asked  how  many  people 
he  can  call  "by  name"  in  Duplin  County. 
The  present  population  is  estimated  at 
over  40,000. 

"There  has  been  a  lot  of  change,"  he  re- 
plied. "I  don't  know  if  I'd  know  one 
fourth  of  them.  I'd  say  that  20  years  ago 
I  would  have  known  one  fourth  to  one 
third  in  person." 

Juvenile  Judge 

As  Juvenile  Court  Judge  he  notes, 
"There  was  a  time  when  a  boy  misbehaved 
in  school  he  was  spanked."  He  added, 
"You  don't  hear  much  about  that  these 
days." 

Wells  has  served  as  President  of  Clerks 
of  Superior  Court  Association  but  insists 
he  is  not  a  "joiner." 

"Like  the  man  says,  I'm  not  a  member 
of  anything  but  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  Democratic  party."

Minister  Declines  To  Pay  "War  Tax" 

The  Rev.  Henry  V.  Lofquist,  an  hon- 
orably retired  minister  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery,  has  for  the  past  year  refused 
to  pay  federal  excise  tax  on  his  tele- 
phone bill  because  the  money  goes  to 
support  the  war  in  Vietnam. 

On  October  2,  1967,  Lofquist  was 
billed  $2.45  plus  interest  of  $.04  or  a 
total  of  $2.49  by  the  Internal  Revenue 
Agent  in  Rocky  Mount.  Again  he  refused 
to  pay. 

Lofquist  said,  "My  refusal  to  pay 
$2.49  may  seem  trivial  to  many,  but  as 
a  definite  symbol  against  this  war  it  has 
meaning  to  me."  He  added,  "If  legisla- 
tors in  Washington  say  I  must  go  to 
prison  for  refusal  to  pay  the  $2.49  to 
support  our  Vietnam  war  on  the  other 
side  of  the  earth,  I'm  sure  prison  is  a 
good  way  for  a  seventy-year  old  to  pro- 
test this  war — that  I  may  witness  to 
Christ's  better  way  of  love." 

Secretary-treasurer  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Peace  Fellowship  Lofquist 
declares  that  an  "enormity  of  evil"  is 
being  done  by  the  United  States  in  Viet- 
nam.

More  recently,  on  Sunday,  July  9th, 
the  Youth  Choirs  of  the  Barbecue  and 
Olivia  Churches  sang  for  the  Highland 
games  at  Grandfather  Mountain. 

A  native  Gaelic  speaker  for  the  oc- 
casion, in  speaking  to  the  Rev.  James 
MacKenzie,  who  trained  the  37-member 
youth  choir,  said  that  their  diction  was 
perfect,  but  he  was  puzzled  by  their  ac- 
cent and  wished  to  know  what  part  of 
the  Islands  they  were  from! 

The  Stornoway  native  Scotsman  was 
greatly  surprised  to  learn  the  singers 
were  from  Eastern  North  Carolina.

PATTERSON  MEMORIAL  DEDICATED 

In  a  brief  memorial  service  at  Mt.  Pis- 
gah  Presbyterian  Church  near  Broad- 
way, Fayetteville  Presbytery,  on  Sunday, 
October  1,  a  monument  was  dedicated 
to  the  memory  of  Duncan  Patterson; 
his  wife.  Flora;  and  three  children,  Mary, 
Sarah,  and  Daniel.  The  Service  was  held 
at  the  Cemetery  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
morning  worship  service. 

Participating  in  the  exercises  were 
the  Rev.  Lawrence  W.  Kessler,  Minister 
of  the  Church;  Mrs.  Amanda  McFarland 
and  Rear  Admiral  Alex  M.  Patterson, 
descendants  of  Duncan  Patterson.  Ad- 
miral Patterson  is  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
White  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
Raleigh. 

Duncan  Patterson  was  born  Septem- 
ber 26,  1782  and  died  October  24,  1864. 
He  was  the  grandson  of  Duncan  Patter- 
son, one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  the 
Upper  Little  River  area  of  what  is  now 
Harnett  County.  Early  in  life  he  became 
a  ruling  elder  in  the  Barbecue  Church. 
Later,  as  one  of  the  founders  of  Mt.  Pis- 
gah,  he  served  as  an  elder  of  that  Church 
from  1835  until  his  death. 

In  1808,  Duncan  married  Mary  Buie, 
daughter  of  John  Buie,  a  prominent  citi- 
zen of  the  area.  To  this  union  six  chil- 
dren were  born.  Mary  died  about  1820 
and  her  burial  place  is  unknown.  In 
1827,  Duncan  married  Flora  Munn, 
daughter  of  Malcolm  and  Flora  Munn. 
To  them  eight  children  were  born,  in- 
cluding the  three  named  above.  Two 
sons  were  killed  in  the  Civil  War.  Dun- 
can, Flora,  and  the  three  children  were 
buried  in  a  family  plot  about  two  miles 
south  of  Mt.  Pisgah.  The  grave  markers 
have  disappeared. 


Presbyterian-Reformed  Churches 
To  Confer 

ATLANTA — (PN) — A  meeting  of  a 
group  of  leading  American  laymen  in 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches 
has  been  tentatively  set  by  the  Pan- 
Presbyterian  Conference. 

Nineteen  representatives  of  six  de- 
nominations voted  to  ask  Dr.  S.  J.  (Jap) 
Patterson,  Director  of  Men's  Work  for 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.,  to 
arrange  for  a  meeting  of  leaders  in  men's 
work  as  a  first  step  that  could  lead  to  a 
convention  of  men  from  ten  denomina- 
tions. 

Dr.  Patterson  was  the  1965  Modera- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  and  formerly  headed  United 
Church  Men  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.

D.  Browne,  Sr.,  was  for  many  years  a 
ruling  elder  in  the  church.  She  is  the 
mother  of  four  children,  W.D.,  Jr.,  Ev- 
elyn Shives,  Robert  C,  and  Tom. 


Salisbury  Church  Breaks 
Ground 

The  Salisbury  First  Church,  organized 
in  1821  with  13  members,  held  ground- 
breaking exercises  for  a  new  sanctuary 
on  September  24. 

A  native  son.  Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley, 
participated  in  the  exercises  relating  to 
the  new  sanctuary  which  will  cost  in  ex- 
cess of  $750,000. 

Dr.  Wiley  is  Executive  Director  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  He 
delivered  the  morning  sermon. 

The  sanctuary  will  be  the  third  in  the 
history  of  the  Church.  The  first  building 
was  constructed  in  1826,  the  second,  the 
present  building,  in  1891. 

During  the  146  years  of  its  existence, 
the  Church  has  been  served  by  only  eight 
pastors,  among  whom  was  Dr.  Jethro 
Rumple,  distinguished  also  as  an  author. 

Other  Ministers  include  the  Reverend 
John  Gray,  Dr.  Bayard  Clark,  Dr.  Edgar 
Woods,  Dr.  Marshall  S.  Woodson,  Dr. 
Charles  Woodbridge,  Dr.  Sidney  G^tes, 
and  the  incumbent,  the  Rev.  Herbert  L. 
Underwood,  who  assumed  the  Pastorate 
in  May,  1962. 

The  congregation  has  increased  from 
the  original  13  members  to  826. 

The  new  sanctuary  will  be  of  colonial 
design  and  is  the  creation  of  John  E. 
Ramsey  and  Associates,  Salisbury  archi- 
tects. Mr.  Ramsey  is  a  member  of  the 
congregation.

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MINISTERS'  SAURIES— SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Dr.  Paul  K.  Ausley,  minister  of  the  First  Church,  Kings  Mountain  has  again  this 
year  prepared  a  study  on  ministers'  salaries  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Other 
data  is  also  included.  The  study,  which  is  dated  Feb.  3,  1967,  indicates  the  minimum 
salary  standard  for  each  of  the  presbyteries.  For  instance,  the  Presbytery  of  Concord 
will  not  approve  the  call  of  a  full-time  minister  for  less  than  the  total  figure  of 
$6,544,  which  includes  salary,  travel  and  other  allowances,  and  Group  Life  and 
Major  Medical  insurance.  Wilmington  Presbytery,  with  a  total  minimum  salary  of 
$5,429,  is  lowest  among  the  nine  presbyteries  and  Kings  Mountain  ranks  the  highest 
with  $6,754. 

The  study  reveals  that  there  were  94  vacant  churches  in  the  Synod.  Of  these,  49 
were  self-supporting,  and  45  aid-receiving.

RICHMOND,  VA— Concern  for  non- 
ordained  professional  church  personnel 
and  the  wise  use  of  their  skills  has  led 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Office  of 
Church  Personnel  Services,  Board  of 
Christian  Education.  The  office  is  gath- 
ering personal  information  to  provide  a 
resource  for  denominational  needs. 

The  interim  director,  Hugh  F.  Halver- 
stadt,  said  the  office  is  compiling  a  regis- 
try of  personnel  with  data  on  education, 
employment,  age,  marital  status,  and  sal- 
ary.

Local  churches  may  write 
the  office  for  referrals  and  to  receive 
help  with  job  descriptions. 


GUIDANCE  PROGRAM 

(In  the  spring  of  1967  an  evaluation  con- 
sultation on  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Pro- 
gram was  held  at  the  Guidance  Center  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  For  two  days,  eight 
national  leaders  from  the  fields  of  guidance, 
education,  and  business  conferred  with  synod 
leaders  on  the  effectiveness  of  the  Program 
today  and  its  future.  This  is  a  digest  of  a 
paper  given  by  one  of  the  distinguished  con- 
sultants. A  complete  report  on  this  consulta- 
tion will  be  published  soon.)

Let  me  try  to  relate  some  of  the  facts 
about  the  secondary  school  guidance  pro- 
gram as  it  pertained  to  local  public  edu- 
cational agencies — State  Departments  of 
Education  and  so  on. 

We  have  data  in  the  office  comparing 
the  1959-1960  school  year  with  the  1964- 
1965  school  year.  We  don't  have  all  of  this 
on  computer  yet,  otherwise  we  would  have 
the  1966-1967  data  almost  on  hand. 

Nationwide,  we  found  in  1960  that  there 
were  10,968 — in  other  words  almost  11,000 
full-time  counselors  functioning  through 
the  nation.  There  were  135  full-time  peo- 
ple in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  at  that 
particular  time. 

Counselors 

By  1965  our  ratio  of  counselors  to  stu- 
dents had  not  shrunk  as  much  as  you 
might  have  thought  it  would  from  1960, 
with  the  increasing  niunbers  of  counselors, 
particularly  in  fulltime  people.  We  had  1 
counselor  to  every  638  students  throughout 
the  nation  in  1960.  We  only  dropped  back 
to  1  coimselor  to  505  students  in  1965. 
This  is  accounted  for  in  large  numbers  by 
the  increase  in  secondary  school  age  popu- 
lation during  this  particular  period.  Now, 
North  Carolina,  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, has  541  full-time  people  as  compared 
to  135,  five  years  ago.  The  fiall-time  equiv- 
alent ratio  here  in  North  Carolina  in 
1965  was  approximately  1  counselor  to  ev- 
ery 850  students.  Well,  this  would  indicate 
we  would  have  a  long  ways  to  go — one 
counselor  to  five  hundred  five  students 
nationwide.  If  this  was  true  in  each  state, 
and  it  runs  as  high  as  1  counselor  per 
1,000  students  in  some  states  and  it  runs 
as  low  as  1  to  220  in  other  states. 
Youth  Need  Help 

You  can  see  why  the  federal  bureau- 
crats cannot  get  disturbed  about  this  kind 
of  supplementary  services — we  would  be 
disturbed  if  this  was  a  supplanting  service 
the  Presbyterian  service  provides.  But  the 
kind  of  supplementary  service  that  this 
provides,  with  1  counselor  to  500  students 
nationwide,  1  counselor  to  800  students 
plus  in  North  Carolina,  why  this  kind 
of  service — if  it  is  a  quality  service — is  due 
any  youngster,  from  any  source,  if  he  can 
get  it. 

There  seems  to  be,  in  my  estimation  at 
least,  a  real  need  for  comprehensive  help 
for  the  youngster  as  he  makes  his  career 
choice — as  he  tries  to  find  his  way 
through  the  educational  maze  that  is  get- 
ting worse  and  worse,  or  even  trying  to 
get  admission  to  a  college  or  understand 
what  kind  of  jobs  will  be  fading  out 
of  the  picture,  by  the  time  he  gets  his 
two  years  of  technical  school  or  four 
years  of  college,  or  four  more  years  of 
graduate  preparation  or  something  of  this 
sort. 

People  are  beginning  to  say  this  kind  of 
a  complex  picture  we  have,  so  far  as  the 
occupational  picture  is  concerned,  is  such

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NATIONAL  COUNCIL  CHURCHES  DENIES  APPROVAL 
OF  ALCOHOL  STUDY 

NEW  YORK — Dr.  R.  H.  Edwin  Espy,  general  secretary  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches,  said  that  "contrary  to  published  statements"  the  NCC  did  not  endorse 
a  government  financed  report  on  alcoholism  and  alcohol  problems. 

The  document  in  question  was  released  on  Oct.  12  after  six  years  of  work  by 
a  secular  Cooperative  Commission  on  the  Study  of  Alcoholism.  The  funds  were 
provided  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 

Dr.  Jon  L.  Regier,  associate  general 
secretary  for  Christian  Life  and  Mission 
of  the  NCC,  favorably  commented  on 
the  report.  His  comment  was  interpret- 
ed by  the  press  as  National  Council  "en- 
dorsement", but  Dr.  Espy  pointed  out 
that  Regier's  comment  did  not  constitute 
endorsement. 

"The  NCC  will  arrive  at  a  decision 
about  this  report  through  its  usual  chan- 
nels," Dr.  Espy  said  "upon  recommen- 
dation of  an  appropriate  program  unit 
and  action  by  its  General  Board,  which 
alone  is  authorized  to  establish  Council 
policy." 

Dr.  Espy's  statement  came  following 
negative  reactions  to  the  reported  "en- 
dorsement" by  numerous  churchmen 
across  the  country. 


Minister  Rescues  Drowning 
Men 

The  Louis  H.  Zbinden,  Jr.,  recently 
called  to  the  Lenoir  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  was  successful  in  rescuing  two 
drowning  men  in  Lake  James  recently. 
Mr.  Zbinden  had  hardly  arrived  in  Le- 
noir and  was  scheduled  to  be  installed 
as  minister  of  the  church  on  October  21. 

While  engaged  in  preparation  for  sail- 
ing on  Lake  James  with  James  M.  Mc- 
Carl  of  Lenoir  and  Graham  Garvis  of 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,  his  attention  was 
suddenly  called  to  the  plight  of  two  men 
swimming  about  150  yards  from  shore, 
one  of  whom  had  already  gone  down 
once.  A  third  young  man  swimming  to- 
wards the  other  two  had  gotten  into 
trouble  and  this  immediately  prompted 
Mr.  Zbinden  to  shed  his  clothes  and 
swim  towards  the  drowning  men.  Assist- 
ance was  furnished  from  shore  by  a  life 
preserver  which  was  used  by  Mr.  Zbin- 
den in  rescuing  the  men. 

Background 

He  is  a  native  of  Chattanooga  and  of 
Swiss  ancestry.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Southwestern  at  Memphis,  of  Union  The- 
ological Seminary  in  Richmond,  and 
holds  a  degree  from  Princeton  Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

Before  arriving  in  Lenoir  he  served  the 
old  Augusta  Stone  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Fort  Defiance,  Virginia,  the  oldest 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia, founded  in  1737. 

He  has  done  post  graduate  work  in 
Scotland.  Mrs.  Zbinden  is  the  former 
Katherine  Shoaf  of  Covington,  Tennes- 
see. They  have  three  children.

Presbytery  Defeats  "Open 
Housing"  Resolution 

CHARLOTTE,  N.  C— After  long  de- 
bate, Mecklenburg  Presbytery  voted  89  to 
54  to  table  a  report  calling  for  the  sale 
or  rental  of  housing  to  "any  responsible 
citizen,"  without  regard  to  race  or  creed 
of  the  buyer. 

The  action  virtually  killed  the  open 
housing  resolution  since  it  would  re- 
quire a  two -thirds  vote  to  bring  the  re- 
port up  for  discussion  at  future  meetings. 
The  report  had  been  submitted  by  the 
Christian  Action  Committee,  Dr.  Charles 
E.  S.  Karemer,  chairman,  in  July.  Dr. 
Kraemer  said  that  the  committee  was 
"seeking  to  call  attention  to  an  area  that 
might  otherwise  be  brushed  aside"  and 
suggested  simply  that  this  be  commended 
to  the  sessions  for  study. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Stewart,  Jr.,  pastor 
of  Seigle  Avenue  church  in  Charlotte, 
who  was  nominated  moderator  for  the 
winter  meeting,  said  it  is  probable  that 
the  issue  will  be  brought  up  at  future 
meetings  despite  the  need  for  a  two- 
thirds  vote  for  reconsideration. 

The  report  supported  an  open  housing 
resolution  by  the  Charlotte  Board  of  Real- 
tors, stating  that  "all  citizens  have  a  right 
to  live  wherever  they  want  and  can  af- 
ford." It  also  urged  the  church  to  be  a 
leader  in  non-discriminatory  practices  in 
the  purchase  and  rental  of  housing. 

Dr.  Cary  Bostian,  West  Raleigh  ruling 
elder,  and  Gen.  J.  C.  Cooper,  Henderson 
First  Church,  were  elected  trustees  of 
Davidson  College. 

Presbytery  adjourned  to  meet  next  at 
Westminster  Church,  Raleigh,  January 
16.

that  you  just  can't  guess  any  more.  You 
have  to  have  more  facts.  You  have  to 
think  of  the  oportunities  that  are  availa- 
ble, but  more  particularly  of  the  kind  of 
person  the  child  is — the  kind  of  self  con- 
cept the  child  has — the  counselee  has,  to 
the  end  that  he  will  not  think  only  of  the 
kind  of  person  he  has,  the  kind  of  op- 
portunities available,  but  also  the  kind  of 
life,  the  kind  of  value  system  he  intends 
to  develop  in  himself. 

Now  let's  look  at  the  Presbyterian  Guid- 
ance Program  itself.  I  think  the  school 
counselor  functioning  at  the  local  level 
cannot  perform  the  function  that  you  peo- 
ple propose  to  perform  largely  at  the 
church  level  and  through  the  vocational 
aid  and  then  reinforce  it  here  at  the  Pres- 
byterian Center.  There  is  a  very  real  dif- 
ference between  vocation — total  call  from 
God,  as  compared  to  the  occupation,  or 
planning  a  career,  or  thinking  of  the  kind 
of  life  I  want  to  live.  You  have  this  kind 
of  commitment,  and  it  is  well  stated  in 
this  book  on  page  twenty-three.  This  is  a 
quote  from  Wade  Boggs  in  All  Ye  Who  La- 
borJ: 

"Only  the  church  can  effectively  chal- 
lenge young  people  to  make  their  Chris-

catur,  Georgia  where  Mrs.  Cates  finished 
high  school  and  attended  business  school, 
working  a  while  as  a  secretary.

tian  faith  relevant  to  the  world  of  work. 
The  public  schools,  because  of  the  tradi- 
tional separation  of  church  and  state, 
cannot  be  expected  to  perform  this 
evangelistic  function." 

And  this  was  interesting  to  me:  the 
word  evengelistic  being  underlined.  I  like 
this  because  repeatedly  I  hear  people 
who  don't  understand  your  Program — as 
I  happen  to  meet  with  local  groups  or 
state  groups — saying,  "Yeh,  they're  just 
trying  to  take  us  over.  They're  performing 
a  function  that  we're  equipped  to  per- 
form." But  when  you  talk  about  support- 
ing a  school's  program  I  think  you  meant 
what  you  said  here.  And  in  my  observa- 
tions, and  as  I  talked  with  people  who  do 
understand  your  program,  they  say,  "The 
Presbyterian  Church  Program,  U.  S.  does 
supplement,  it  does  not  supplant." 

The  church  his  a  role  to  play  here  and 
albeit  the  role,  especially  of  the  evangel- 
istic role,  let's  call  it — because  that's  what 
you  call  it  in  this  book — the  evangelistic 
role  of  convincing  the  individual  that 
there  are  not  only  parents  of  children  but 
there  are  also  Christian  parents  of  chil- 
dren. There  are  Christian  motormen  and 
there  are  only  motormen — Christian  brick- 
layers— there  are  bricklayers,  and  so  on. 
It's  pretty  hard  for  the  school  people,  it 
seems  to  me,  to  hold  hands  off  here.  But 
they  are  in  jeopardy  unless  they  do,  ex- 
cept  by  indirection,  by  example,  by  the 
kind  of  life  they  live.

"The  neighborhood  of  killing  is  world- 
wide; there  is  no  hiding  place  .  .  .

have  a  copy  of  the  New  Testament. 

Some  1,500  Atlanta  churches  and  ap- 
proximately 100,000  laymen  were  in- 
volved in  the  distribution  of  the  testa- 
ments on  a  door  to  door  basis.

National  Council  of  Churches 
Convenes  In  Atlanta 

ATLANTA,  GA.— The  National 
Council  of  Churches  has  pledged  to  in- 
vest 10%  of  its  unrestricted  capital 
funds  in  low  return  investments  in  urban 
ghetto  areas.  The  action  was  taken  by  a 
policy-making  general  board,  meeting 
here  September  14-15. 

Funds  in  excess  of  $10,000  are  to  be 
made  available  to  a  committee  named  by 
the  National  Council  President.  The 
money  will  be  used  for  programs  to  be 
planned  and  directed  by  representatives 
of  ghetto  communities  for  maximum 
benefit  of  the  communities. 

The  General  Board  sharply  criticized 
proposed  limitations  on  federal  aid  to 
welfare  programs  in  local  communities. 
Criticism  was  focused  on  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act 
which  would  freeze  the  eligibility  quota 
for  federal  aid  to  dependent  children. 
Such  legislation  was  said  to  be  highly 
punitive  and  to  make  it  more  difficult 
for  the  poor  to  cope  with  their  difficul- 
ties. 

On  the  question  of  Viet  Nam,  the 
NCC  Board  urged  the  United  States  to 
revise  its  concept  of  military  strategy. 
Rejecting  both  escalation  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  present  level  of  operations, 
the  churchmen  called  for  a  policy  of  de- 
fending only  those  areas  now  controlled 
by  South  Vietnamese  and  U.  S.  forces.

Dr.  Carson  first  served  the  Fifth  Ave- 
nue Church,  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  1917- 
1921,  and  from  1921-1924  was  Pastor  of 
the  First  (UP-USA)  Church,  Ashleton, 
Kentucky. 

Returning  to  the  U.S.  Presbyterian 
Church  in  1924,  he  served  the  Trinity 
Church,  Montgomery,  Alabama  from 
1924  to  1942. 

From  1942-1944,  he  was  a  Chaplain 
(Major)  in  the  U.S.  Army. 

From  1944  to  1946,  he  was  Pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Sanford, 
N.  C.  In  the  latter  year  be  became  Vice- 
President  of  Queens  College  at  Char- 
lotte where  he  was  also  Professor  of  Re- 
ligion and  Philosophy. 

While  serving  as  Vice-President  of 
Queens,  he  served  as  Pastor  and  organi- 
zer of  the  Trinity  and  Westminster  Pres- 
byterian Churches.  After  he  retired  from 
the  ministry,  he  was  supply  minister  for 
several  local  churches. 

Southwestern  at  Memphis  conferred 
on  Dr.  Carson  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity.  He  served  as  Moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  Kentucky,  (UPUSA)  in  1923

National  Vocational  Guidance 
Week  Observed 

National  Vocational  Guidance  Week 
will  be  held  October  22-28.  The  observ- 
ance is  sponsored  in  the  state  by  the 
North  Carolina  Vocational  Association,  a 
division  of  the  North  Carolina  Person- 
nel and  Guidance  Association. 

Theme  of  the  observance  will  be  "Step 
Up  to  Your  Future  Through  Vocational 
Guidance."  The  theme  was  selected  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  having 
long-range  career  aspirations  for  which 
one  should  plan  today  for  realization  to- 
morrow. 

Guidance  officials  point  out  that  rapid 
economic,  social,  and  technological 
changes  are  altering  the  nature  and 
kinds  of  jobs  available  in  our  economy. 
They  also  note  that  in  coming  years 
workers  will  experience  three  to  four  oc- 
cupational shifts  during  the  course  of 
their  working  lives.  Thus  the  process  of 
vocational  choice,  once  considered  a  one- 
time event  of  youth,  is  one  of  continu- 
ing accommodation  to  changing  circum- 
stances. 
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Per  Capita  Giving  Up 

ATLANTA— Members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  U.  S.  contributed  a  total 
of  $117,636,460  during  1966..  Figures 
released  by  the  Stewardship  Dept.  of 
the  General  Council  showed  a  3.84  per 
cent  increase  in  per  capita  giving  from 
$119.10  to  $123.67. 

Top  Synod 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  was  tops 
among  the  16  synods  in  total  per  capita 
giving  with  $141.31,  while  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  ranked  tenth  with 
$121.73. 

The  Synod  of  Georgia  ranked  second 
in  total  per  capita  giving  with  $132.57, 
and  Missouri,  third,  $130.70. 

Among  the  leading  churches  in  total 
per  capita  contributions  were  these  from 
the  Synod  of  N.  C:  First  Church,  Bel- 
mont, ninth  in  the  General  Assembly 
with  $376.43;  First  Church,  Charlotte, 
thirty-first,  $280.05;  Albemarle  Road 
Church,  Charlotte,  thirty-third,  $276.50; 
and  First  Church,  Mooresville,  thirty- 
fourth,  $273.86. 

Budgeted  Benevolences 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  also  ranked 
first  in  per  capita  budgeted  benevolences 
with  $26.01.  Tennessee  was  second  with 
$25.45,  and  South  Carolina  third  with 
$20.37.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
ranked  fourth  in  per  capita  giving  to 
budgeted  benevolences  with  $19.82. 

Four  North  Carolina  churches  made 
the  General  Council's  top  fifty  list  in  per 
capita  giving  to  budgeted  benevolences. 
They  were:  Davidson  College  Church, 
Davidson,  third,  with  $74.15;  First 
Church,  Winston-Salem,  eighth,  $61.72; 
First  Church,  Belmont,  eighteenth,

Theologian  Challenges  New 
Theology 

WHITTENBERG,  EAST  G  E  R- 
MANY — The  only  American  invited  to 
speak  at  Reformation  Anniversary  events 
here  said  that  contemporary  theology 
can  learn  from  Martin  Luther  that  "the 
focus  of  man's  problems  (is)  in  man, 
not  in  his  environment." 

Dr.  George  W.  Forell,  director  of  the 
school  of  religion  at  the  University  of 
Iowa,  Iowa  City,  criticized  theologians 
who  seem  to  think  that  history  itself  or 
the  "evolutionary  process"  is  redemptive. 

Dr.  Forell,  a  prominent  Lutheran 
scholar,  specifically  cited  the  American 
theologian  William  Hamilton  and  the  so- 
called  "death  of  God"  movement,  as  an 
example  of  those  he  criticized. 

"The  same  William  Hamilton  who 
only  yesterday  described  the  great 
changes  taking  place  in  the  relationship 
of  the  races  in  the  United  States  of 
America  in  terms  of  what  he  called  'the 
new  optimism'  stands  today  condemned 
as  the  typical  false  prophet  by  the  events 
he  so  completely  misunderstood. 

"Hamilton  quoted  the  sentimental 
song  of  the  Civil  Rights  movement  'We

'Mass  Hunger"  To  Be  Combatted 

BOARD  OF  WORLD  MISSIONS  CONVENES 

The  Board  of  World  Missions,  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  U.  S.,  convened  early 
in  October  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  and  actions  were  taken  to  implement  some  of  the 
conclusions  of  the  Memphis  Convocations  of  Missionaries  sponsored  by  the  Board 
last  July.  ^  major  action  of  the  Board  was  a 

vote  to  give  "full  consultative  support" 
to  the  National  Council  of  Churches  in 
drafting  a  summons  to  the  American 
people  to  combat  mass  hunger,  at  the 
same  time  calling  on  the  General  Coun- 
cil of  the  Presbyterian  Church  to  do  its 
part  in  arousing  the  entire  denomination 
to  deal  with  the  problem. 

A  budget  of  $5,062,000  was  approved 
for  1968  of  which  $4,653,909  is  antici- 
pated from  church  benevolences.  The 
Board  allocated  $240,000  for  inter- 
church  aid. 

The  treasurer  announced  two  large 
grants  respectively  of  $278,000  from  the 
1967  Birthday  Offering  of  the  Women  of 
the  Church  and  $495,605  representing 
reimbursement  under  the  Korean  War 
Claims  Act.

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Editorial 

THE  BODY  OF  CHRIST 

Today  It  is  popular  to  attack  the  organ- 
ized, institutional  Church;  to  imply  that 
the  Church  has  failed,  is  not  in  mission, 
is  irrelevant,  is  "on  the  way  out".  Non- 
conformists cry  for  conformity  to  "new 
morality",  "situation  ethics",  radical  move- 
ments. One  theologian  predicts  that  in  a 
generation  the  Church  membership  will  be 
depleted  to  "the  faithful  minority"  who 
unll  be  "the  Church". 

No  one  who  knows  the  history  of  the 
Church  claims  for  her  perfection.  She  is 
ever  in  need  of  being  reformed.  But  after 
all  she  is  the  body  of  Christ,  and  as  such 
has  had  more  lasting  influence  on  the 
world  than  any  other  institution.  She 
knows  how  to  live  and  she  knows  how  to 
die  for  a  cause.  And  she  is  ever  being 
resurrected  because  she  is  the  ■  body  of 
Christ. 

Dr.  Franklin  Clark  Fry,  president  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  recently 
made  a  plea  for  an  end  to  criticism  of  the 
Church  by  Church  people.  He  said  that 
he  is  "mortally  weary"  of  assaults  on  the 
church  from  within.  This  is  encouraging 
since  Dr.  Fry  is  a  world  leader  and  has 
been  foremost  in  many  of  the  liberal 
movements  of  our  time. 

A  prominent  leader  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  recently  told  of  being  in 
a  group  of  younger  ministers  who  were 
vociferous  in  denouncing  the  institutional 
church  until  he  remarked  that  he  was 
indebted  to  the  institutional  church  for 
the  suit  of  clothes  on  his  back  and  for  the 
food  on  his  table,  and  suggested  that  each 
one  of  them  return  the  next  check  they 
receive  for  their  services  to  the  institu- 
tional church  which  supports  them.  Need- 
less to  say,  silence  reigned  following  the 
proposal. 

There  are  hopeful  signs  in  the  air.  Dr. 
James  H.  Hester,  President  of  New  York 
University,  speaking  recently  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  Gen- 
eral Theological  Seminary,  New  York, 
stated  that  trained  technicians  of  a  seem- 
ingly self-sufficient  world  still  look  to  the 
church  for  inspiration  and  hope.  He  de- 
clared that  whereas  humanitarian  forces 
have  taken  over  the  role  once  occupied  by 
the  church  in  education,  charity,  and 
other  fields,  secular  society  is  turning  to 
the  church  for  "inspiration,  illumination, 
and  understanding  which  scientists,  philo- 
sophers, psychologists,  and  other  educators 
cannot  provide". 

These  are  grounds  for  rejoicing.  We 
plead:  Let  the  Church  be  the  Church — the

Mississippi  Synod  Admonishes 
Presbyteries 

JACKSON,  MISS.— The  Synod  of 
Mississippi  has  asked  its  three  presby- 
teries "to  exercise  diligence  and  care" 
to  prevent  irregularities  in  the  examina- 
tion and  reception  of  ministers  and  in 
the  election  of  commissioners  to  the 
General  Assembly.  The  Synod  met  in  a 
called  meeting  as  directed  by  the  1967 
General  Assembly. 

The  requested  action  was  taken  follow- 
ing much  criticism  of  the  "findings" 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  five-man 
Ad  Interim  Committee  on  Mississippi 
Visitation  previously  sent  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

A  proposal  to  name  a  12-man  pastoral 
committee  to  implement  the  Assembly's 
directives  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Thomas 
H.  McDill,  professor  at  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  and  long  time 
proponent  of  changes  in  Central  Missis- 
sippi Presbytery.  His  motion  was 
defeated  by  a  large  margin. 

McDill  and  about  30  co-signers  served 
notice  that  they  will  file  a  complaint 
against  the  Synod  because  "it  did  not 
fulfill  the  purposes  of  the  call  as  directed 
by  the  General  Assembly  ..." 

The  complaint  will  go  to  the  Assem- 
bly's Permanent  Judicial  Commission, 
which  will  make  recommendations  to  the 
General  Assembly.

Capital  Punishment  Opposed 

LINVILLE  FALLS,  N.  C. —"Quite 
frankly,  one  of  the  main  reasons  I 
oppose  capital  punishment  is  because  I 
think  it  inflicts  severe  spiritual  damage 
upon  all  of  our  citizens."  Such  is  the 
opinion  of  Gov.  Harold  E.  Hughes  of 
Iowa.  It  appears  in  a  statement  given  by 
him  to  North  Carolinians  Against  the 
Death  Penalty,  an  organization  formed 
in  February  of  this  year  and  having  its 
office  at  Linville  Falls.  The  organization 
is  now  engaged  in  polling  the  opinions 
of  the  American  governors.

Iowa  is  one  of  the  13  American  states 
which  have  now  abolished  the  death 
penalty.

World's  Largest  Cities 
Cited 

UNITED  NATIONS,  NEW  YORK— 
Tokyo  is  the  largest  "city  proper"  in 
the  world,  but  New  York  City  is  the 
largest  "urban  agglomeration",  according 
to  the  1966  United  Nations  Statistical 
Yearbook. 

Tokyo's  urban  agglomeration  in  1965 
had  a  total  population  of  10,869,800. 
New  York's  "metropolitan  statisticial 
area" — embracing  the  city  and  the  popu- 
lous counties  of  Nassau,  Westchester, 
Suffolk,  and  Rockland — had  a  combined 
population  of  11,348,000  in  1967. 

The  urban-agglomeration  table  fol- 
lows with  London— 7,948,270  in  1965; 
Paris — 7,369,387  in  1962;  Los  Angeles 
—6,776,000;  and  Chicago — 6,637,000 
both  in  1965. 

The  Statistical  Yearbook  shows  that 
there  are  1,505  cities  in  the  world  with 
more  than  100,000  people.  Eighty-one 
have  more  than  one  million  inhabitants.

Charlotte  Church  To  Host

ATLANTA  —  First  Presbyterian

homes  for  the  holidays.

The  Rev.  Harry  Petersen,  III,  now  of 
Atlanta,  in  1965  originated  the  idea  for 
Christmas  International  Houses  in  local 
churches,  and  the  first  one  was  at  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Huntington,  W. 
Va. 


Prominant  Pediatrician  Dies

Survivors  include  his  wife  and  a  son;

Spectrophotometer 

Purchase  of  the  advanced  model 
Perkins-Elmer  Infra-red  Spectrophotome- 
ter has  made  possible  a  leap  ahead  of 
some  two  years  for  the  research  program 
at  St.  Andrews.  This  $21,000  piece  of 
equipment  was  made  available  to  the 
college  through  gifts  from  Lunsford 
Richardson,  Jr.  of  New  York  and  Bur- 
lington Industries. 

Used  for  the  analysis  of  organic 
material,  the  new  spectrophotometer  will 
be  of  great  value  in  confirming  the 
findings  made  on  smaller  instruments 
of  the  same  type  and  in  checking  com- 
pounds sentitive  to  infra-red. 

Major  users  of  the  Spectrophotometer 
will  include  Drs.  Donald  and  Karen 
Barnes,  a  husband  and  wife  team  who 
joined  the  St.  Andrews  faculty  this  fall. 
Graduates  of  the  College  of  Wooster  in 
Wooster,  Ohio,  the  Barneses  both  re- 
ceived Ph.D's.  at  Florida  State  Univer- 
sity.

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THRILLING  STORY  ON  DAVIDSON  CHALLENGE  GRANT 

DAVIDSON,  N.  C. — The  story  of  Davidson  College's  Ford  Foundation  Challenge 
Campaign,  sucessfully  completed  recently,  began  in  1961  when  the  Ford  Foundation 
earmarked  $100  million  of  its  resources  to  help  the  leading  independent  liberal 
arts  colleges  in  the  U.  S. 

So  stringent  were  the  requirements  that  only  five  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the 
South  qualified.  Davidson  was  one  of  the  five.

Davidson  had  to  raise  $5.5  million 
in  gifts  and  pledges  in  order  to  receive 
the  challenge  gift  of  $2.2  million  from 
the  Ford  Foundation.  The  Davidson 
campaign  went  over  the  top,  exceeding 
the  goal  by  $30,298. 

As  campaign  funds  began  coming  in 
to  Davidson,  top  priority  was  given  to 
increasing  faculty  salaries  and  to  increas- 
ing library  and  research  facilities. 

Receipt  of  the  funds  also  made  possi- 
ble several  improvements  in  the  college's 
physical  plant.  First  of  major  size  was 
the  1966  remodeling  of  Chamber's  Build- 
ing Auditorium,  named  in  honor  of  the 
late  Spencer  Love,  textile  executive,  who 
served  as  a  Davidson  trustee  for  12 
years.  The  remodeling  was  done  with  a 
gift  from  his  widow,  Mrs.  Spencer  Love 
of  Greensboro. 

Other  developments  include  dormitory 
improvements,  renovation  of  120-year 
old  Eumenean  and  Philanthropic  Literary 
Society  Halls,  development  of  a  lake 
campus,  and  expanded  laundry  facilities.

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POPUUTION  EXPLOSION 
CONTINUES 

UNITED  NATIONS,  NEW  YORK— 
The  world's  population  reached  a  total  of 
3,366,000,000  in  mid-1966  and  should 
double  by  the  year  2005  if  the  present 
1.9%  rate  of  growth  continues  as  antici- 
pated. 

The  United  Nations  Demographic 
Yearbook  of  1966,  just  released  here, 
also  discloses: 

— that  the  1966  world  population  is 
61  million  more  than  the  comparable 
figure  for  1965.  In  other  words,  the 
population  increased  by  167,000  every 
day. 

— that  72%  of  the  world's  people  live 
in  the  "developing"'  regions.  One  half  of 
the  total  is  on  the  Asian  continent. 

The  yearbook  said  that  the  life  expec- 
tancy for  both  sexes  has  been  steadily 
increasing  during  the  past  20  years. 
Females  have  the  longest  life  expectancy 
in  every  age  group. 

Communist  China,  with  710  million 
people,  is  the  largest  country  in  the 
world.  Its  population  should  double  in 
46  years. 

In  the  same  period,  the  population  of 
India  (498  million)  should  triple;  that  of 
Brazil  should  quadruple;  and  those  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union 
should  double.

Senator  Belk  presented  complimentary 
copies  of  the  histories  of  the  Sugaw 
Creek  and  Rocky  River  Churches  to 
those  who  attended  the  two  sessions. 

The  Rocky  River  Church  was  organiz- 
ed in  1753  and  the  Sugaw  Creek  Church 
in  1755.  The  first  minister  to  both  re- 
1  ceive  and  accept  a  formal  call  to  a 
church  in  North  Carolina,  the  Rev.  Alex- 
ander Craighead,  served  both  churches. 
The  two  hurches  are  among  the  famous 
seven  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  area, 
the  others  being  in  the  order  of  founding 
Steele  Creek  1760,  Hopewell  1762,  Pop- 
lar Tent  1764,  Centre  1765,  and  Provi- 
dence 1767.  Sometimes  the  Philadelphia 
Church  is  added  to  make  it  eight  "famous 
churches."  It  was  founded  in  1770. 


Hampden  Sydney  College 

Hampden  Sydney  College,  the  Na- 
tion's tenth  oldest  college,  welcomed  its 
192nd  freshman  class  on  September  10. 
Of  the  580  members  of  the  student  body, 
180  freshmen  reported  for  orientation 
sessions. 

Students  were  welcomed  to  the  new 
Whitehouse  residence  hall,  built  at  a  cost 
of  $500,000,  made  possible  by  gifts  from 
Dr.  Francis  Whitehouse  of  Lynchburg, 
Virginia,  in  memory-  of  his  father  and 
mother.  It  is  the  first  new  dormitory  to 
be  built  by  the  College  since  1822. 

Also  under  construction  is  the  new 
Science  facility,  costing  $2,000,000,  and

Dr.  Forell's  topic  was  "Justification 
and  Eschatology  in  Luther's  Thought." 


Norfolk  Presbytery  Sends 
Drugs  Overseas 

NORFOLK,  VA.—(PN)— Drugs  to- 
taling $160,000,  the  largest  single 
shipment  of  the  Sample  Drug  Program 
of  Norfolk  Presbytery,  were  shipped  out 
of  this  eastern  seaport  city  on  October 
25. 

Of  this  amount,  $140,000  was  sent  to 
two  Presbyterian  Church  hospitals  in 
Korea;  $10,000  to  Mombosa  Kenya  and 
$10,000  to  Bahrain,  near  the  Persian 
Gulf.  These  shipments  went  under  the 
Navy  Handclasp  Program,  a  U.  S.  Navy 
arrangement  which  ships  on  an  available 
space  basis. 

Approximately  $3  million  worth  of 
drugs  (cost  price)  has  been  shipped  over- 
seas since  the  Norfolk-area  program 
began  in  1956. 

The  Director  of  the  program  states 
that  66  cities  in  the  U.  S.  have  this 
program  but  to  her  knowledge  the  one 
in  Norfolk  is  the  only  one  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  The 
program  is  implemented  in  cooperation 
with  the  denominational  Board  of  World 
Missions,  Nashville. 

The  drugs  go  all  over  the  world. 
Samples  are  sent  only  to  hospitals  and 
only  upon  request.  The  sample  drugs 
come  primarily  from  doctors,  hospitals 
and  pharmacies.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Captain  Harry  E.  Mitchell,  Long  Beach, 
California,  now  90  years  old,  has  written 
and  privately  published  a  fascinating  book 
of  history,  biography,  and  genealogy  en- 
titled, The  Mitchell-Doak  Group.  The  book 
is  more  than  a  family  history,  although 
it  does  an  exceptional  job  at  detailing  the 
history  of  the  Scotch-Irish  Mitchells  and 
Doaks.  It  provides  a  fascinating  picture  of 
the  life  and  times  of  each  period  and 
geographical  area,  sketches  the  lives  of 
prominent  men  who  affected  the  lives  of 
his  ancetors,  and  presents  apt  descriptions 
of  the  Revolutionary  battles  in  which  they 
participated. 

The  Mitchells  moved  to  Ulster  County, 
Ireland,  in  about  1637  but  did  not  remain 
there  long.  They  emigrated  to  America, 
along  with  many  other  Scotch-Irish  Pres- 
byterians, in  about  1682  settling  first  in 
New  England  and  then  in  1720  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania. 

Soon  they  came  down  the  valley  of 
Virginia  and  settled  in  North  Carolina 
near  Guilford  Court  House.  After  the  Rev- 
olutionary War,  some  of  the  Mitchells 
moved  to  Tennessee  to  take  up  lands 
granted  to  them  for  service  in  the  war. 
Others  moved  on  to  Kentucky,  Indiana 
and  Illinois  at  a  later  date. 

The  Mitchell-Doak  Group  devotes 
much  of  its  narrative  to  the  Mitchells

James  S.  Burch,  elder  in  the  First 
Church  Raleigh,  and  for  the  past  45 
years  planning  engineer  for  the  North 
Carolina  State  Highway  Commission,  has 
recently  returned  from  an  Engineering 
Study  in  Honduras,  Central  America,  for 
the  firm  of  Wilbur  Smith  and  Associates 
of  Columbia,  South  Carolina. 

His  assignment  was  to  make  a  study 
of  the  highway  administration,  organiza- 
tion, engineering,  construction,  and  main- 
tenance in  the  Republic  and  to  recom- 
mend any  changes  indicated  with  meth- 
ods of  implementation  by  the  Ministry 
of  Honduras. 

Although  his  lifetime  career  has  been 
in  the  highway  field  in  North  Carolina 
and  other  states,  he  reports  the  great  dif- 
ficulties in  the  study  due  to  major  dif- 
ferences in  the  mountain-jungle-swamp 
terrain,  the  tropical  climate,  the  language, 
economy,  money,  standards,  and  ex- 
tremely low  level  of  development  in  all 
phases.  It  proved  to  be  an  adventure, 
and  an  insight  into  the  poverty  and 
ignorance  of  these  Spanish-Indian  peo- 
ple; living  in  an  environment  similar  to 
that  in  our  midwest  states  over  75  years 
ago. 

"The  flight  from  Honduras  to  New 
Orleans  was  like  moving  from  one  cen- 
tury into  another — all  in  a  day,"  Mr. 
Burch  said.  He  and  Mrs.  Burch  will  con- 
tinue to  live  in  Raleigh.

progress;  and  membership  growth  and 
popular  interest  in  religion".  In  contrast 
he  noted  that  in  recent  years  there  has 
been  a  swing  of  the  pendulum  in  the  op- 
posite direction;  that  men  are  saying  that 
the  Church  and  its  message  are  not  rele- 
vant today  and  that 
the  organized 
Church  has  outlived 
its  usefulness. 

By  way  of  con- 
trast Dr.  Richards 
declared  that  in 
spite  of  "the  imper- 
^.^^Mik'^^m^^  fections  of  the 
Church  and  the  fact 
that  in  many  re- 
spects it  has  fallen 
short  of  its  mission 
its  message  was  never  more  relevant  or 
necessary  than  it  is  today". 

He  encouraged  his  listeners  to  "con- 
tinue to  declare  the  reality  and  nature 
of  God,  the  reality  and  the  permanence 
of  the  moral  law,  the  dignity  and  the 
priceless  worth  of  every  individual,  and 
the  redemptive  purpose  of  God  in  Jesus 
Christ"  since  these  fundamentals  deter- 
mine how  men  both  live  and  die  and 
provide  hope  in  the  face  of  the  danger 
of  self  destruction. 

He  called  for  rededication  of  Chris- 
tians.

Proposal  For  Resolving  The  Vacant 
Church  Problem 

There  are  4,002  churches  in  the  Presby- 
terian U.S.  Church.  Of  these  approximate- 
ly 1,800  have  from  6  to  300  members. 
Among  these  latter  are  514  vacant  church- 
es. This  is  a  prevailing  situation,  so  that 
if  the  number  of  years  these  churches 
have  been  without  ministers  were  calculat- 
ed, the  result  would  be  staggering.  Ex- 
perience shows  that  churches  grow  in 
proportion  to  pastorates  being  filled  by 
permanent  ministers  and  by  the  regular- 
ity of  services  held  in  those  churches. 

The  reason  for  the  paucity  of  members 
in  most  of  the  churches  referred  to  above 
is  absence  of  ministerial  leadership.  The 
reason  for  the  large  number  of  vacancies 
in  these  churches  has  been  thought  to  be 
primarily  a  shortage  of  ministers  in  the 
church  generally;  but  this  is  not  altogeth- 
er true.  For  instance,  there  are  ministers 
available  today  without  charges,  though 
the  number  is  not  large.  The  true  reasons 
for  these  churches  remaining  vacant  are 
(1)  lack  of  challenge  in  calls  to  minis- 
ters, on  account  of  the  size  of  the  church 
or  field;  (2)  low  salaries.  No  wonder,  min- 
isters gravitate  to  higher  fields.  However, 
this  creates  another  problem;  namely,  that 
for  the  2,300  churches  with  over  300  mem- 
bers, the  flow  of  ministers  is  stymied, 
almost  to  a  standstill  for  want  of  vacan- 
cies. 

Studies  are  currently  under  way  to  try 
to  correct  these  problems.  This  is  en- 
couraging, and  any  concerned  person 
hopes  and  prays  that  the  studies  may  lead 
to  actions  which  will  alleviate  the  situ- 
tion. 

We  would  propose  what  we  believe  to 
be  an  almost  certain  remedy  for  the  sit- 
uation. Let  the  proper  agency  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  experiment  in  one  or  two 
presbyteries  by  the  following  plan:  First, 
carefully  arrange  the  small  churches  in 
groupings  of  fields  of  sufficient  size  to 
challenge  any  man  to  its  possibilities.  Sec- 
ondly, substantially  subsidize  the  salaries 
for  those  fields,  in  order  to  make  them 
equal  to  the  salaries  paid  by  churches 
ranging  from  500  to  1,000  members. 

We  believe  that  such  a  plan  will  at- 
tract many  men  who  now  cannot  survive 
on  the  salaries  currently  paid  in  so-called 
"Home  Mission"  fields.  This  will  begin 
filling  the  vacanies  by  drawing  men  from

DR.  CARTER  HONORED

the  "higher  echelon"  and  loosening  up 
the  situation  now  existing  where  the 
turnover  is  stymied.  Many  middle-age  and 
older  ministers  would  welcome  such  op- 
portunities for  reduced  work-loads.  Also 
opportunities  would  be  offered  ministers 
with  a  penchant  for  writing. 

Other  benefits  from  such  a  plan  would 
be  the  stabilizing  of  fields  and  churches, 
growth  in  membership  and  stewardship, 
holding  of  Presbyterians  for  the  Presby- 
terian Church  (ecumenism  to  the  con- 
trary), re-developing  of  old  seed-beds  for 
ministerial  candidates,  a  more  confident 
Church,  and  a  more  intelligent  Church. 


"Jar  Heel  of  the  Week" 

Charles  David  Bates,  State  Supervisor  of 
Trade  and  Industrial  Education  of  the  j 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction, was  recently  chosen  Tar  Heel  \ 
of  the  Week  by  the  Raleigh  News  and 
Observer.  Mr.  Bates  is  a  member  of  the 
White  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh. 

Helping  students  achieve  success  is 
Bates'  primary  concern,  and  his  efforts 
far  surpass  his  responsibilities  as  State 
Supervisor.  He  belongs  to  a  number  of 
state  and  national  organizations  and  com- 
mittees that  serve  vocational  education. 
He  was  the  principal  founder  of  the  Voca- 
tional Industrial  Clubs  of  America  (VICA), 
a  national  youth  organization. 

Bates  entered  trade  and  industrial  edu- 
cation almost  by  accident.  Growing  up 
with  three  brothers  in  Marietta,  S.  C,  he 
often  tried  to  imitate  his  older  brother 
Paul.  When  Paul  became  a  radio  an- 
nouncer, Charles  planned  to  follow  in  his 
footsteps. 

"I  never  did  any  announcing,  though," 
he  says.  "Just  repair  work  on  radio  sets." 

In  1937  he  was  graduated  from  Clemson 
College  with  a  B.S.  in  Industrial  Educa- 
tion and  came  to  North  Carolina  to  work 
in  his  chosen  field.  His  first  job  was  at 
the  Central  Junior  High  School,  Greens- 
boro. 

For  five  years  during  World  War  II, 
Bates  served  in  the  Air  Force  and  was 
separated  from  active  duty  in  1946  as  a 
Lieutenant  Colonel.  He  remained  in  the 
U.  S.  Air  Force  Reserve  until  retirement 
on  May  26,  1963. 

After  the  war,  Bates  returned  to  Greens- 
boro and  became  director  of  vocational 
instruction  for  the  city  schools.  In  1958, 
he  moved  to  Raleigh  to  join  the  Voca- 
tional Education  Division  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction,  being 
named  State  Supervisor  in  1961. 

There  has  been  considerable  growth  in 
the  state's  vocational  education  program 
within  the  high  schools  since  1963.  In 
that  year  North  Carolina  had  166  teachers, 
working  with  5,382  high  school  students. 
Now  26,000  students  are  studying  under 
724  trade  and  industrial  teachers. 

Bates  points  out  that  trade  and  indus- 
trial training  keep  many  potential  drop- 
outs in  high  school.  "We  find  in  many 
instances  that  the  percentage  of  dropouts 
is  reduced  when  students  are  offered  an 
opportunity  to  get  into  courses  that  they 
are  interested  in  and  that  promise  job 
opportunities.  In  some  cases,  it  has  im- 
proved by  as  much  as  50%. 

Bates  is  married  to  the  former  Miss 
Jewel  Bragg  of  Alberta,  Virginia.  They  live 
at  2328  Airline  Drive  in  Raleigh  and  have 
two  sons:  Charles  D.,  Jr.,  a  freshman  at 
Campbell  College,  and  Paul,  who  attends 
Leroy  Martin  Junior  High  School.

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N.  C.  COUNCIL  OF  CHURCHES 
CONVENES 

DURHAM — The  Executive  Board  of 
the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  convened 
late  in  November  in  Salisbury,  and  took 
an  action  on  a  report  of  a  Special  Com- 
mittee dealing  with  the  question,  "When 
and  To  Whom  Does  the  Council 
Speak?" 

President  Thomas  A.  Collins  of  the 
North  Carolina  Wesleyan  College,  Rocky 
Mount,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee, presented  the  report.  Other  members 
of  the  Committee  were  Blaine  M. 
Madison,  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Corrections,  Raleigh,  and  Dr.  H.  Shel- 
ton  Smith,  Professor  Emeritus,  Duke 
Divinity  School,  Durham. 

The  Council  Board  adopted  a  paper 
which  declared  that  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  annual  Assembly  are  the 
only  units  of  the  Council  authorized  to 
make  official  statements  for  the  entire 
Body;  and  that  Committees  and  Com- 
missions "speak  only  for  themselves  and 
their  statements  are  not  binding  on  the 
Council." 

The  Board  went  on  to  say  that  "as 
Servant  of  the  Churches  which  comprise 
its  membership,  and  speaking  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity,  the  Council  seeks  to 
find  the  will  of  God  and  to  do  it." 

The  Board  further  said  that  Commis- 
sions and  Committees  shall  be  responsi- 
ble in  what  they  say  and  do. 

The  Board  urged  the  Executive  Staff 
of  the  Council  "to  exercise  the  same 
caution  as  is  enjoined  upon  each  Com- 
mission or  Committee"  of  the  Council. 
It  further  declared  that  all  pronounce- 
ments" to  be  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  .  .  .  shall  be  cleared  through  the 
Executive  Director,  or  with  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  Council."

An  evaluation  team  consisting  of 
Dean  William  R.  Cannon,  Candler 
School  of  Theology,  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
and  Professor  Harvey  Guthrie,  Episcopal 
Seminary,  Cambridge,  Mass.,  comprised 
the  American  Association  of  Theological 
Schools  Accreditation  Team  which  re- 
cently evaluated  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia.  The 
evaluation  of  the  Committee  was  "a  good 
solid  'A' ",  and  was  based  upon 
thorough  study,  including  interviews, 
inspections,  discussions,  conferences, 
etc.,  with  administration,  faculty,  and 
student  personnel.

Audio-Visual  Previews

Board  Concerned  About 
Reconciliation 

RICHMOND,  VIRGINIA  —  The 
Board  of  Christian  Education  recently 
pledged  renewed  efforts  in  the  cause  of 
peace  and  justice,  after  carefully  review- 
ing suffering  and  death  in  Vietnam  and 
the  violence  which  struck  many  Ameri- 
can cities.  The  Board  committed  itself  to 
efforts  to  "arouse  the  conscience  of  the 
church  and  nation  about  our  national 
crisis,  to  express  in  effective  action  in 
society  the  concern  that  is  aroused,  and 
to  intensify  our  ministry  for  the  recon- 
ciliation of  men  with  God  and  one  anoth- 
er." 

A  joint  conference  with  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  at  Montreat  in  1968 
was  approved  to  take  the  place  of  a 
separate  conference  on  Church  and 
Society.  A  proposal  was  adopted  calling 
for  a  Consultation  on  Church  and  Society 
to  be  held  in  the  fall  of  1969. 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Board  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  reported  spending  most  of 
his  time  since  June  traveling  to  fulfill 
speaking  obligations  as  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Dr.  Dendy  had  pre- 
viously announced  his  resignation  to 
become  effective  August  1,  1968. 


DEDICATION 

Oak  Hill  Church  near  Oxford  dedicat- 
ed a  new  church  November  1 2,  replacing 
the  building  which  burned  last  April  2. 
The  Rev.  I.  M.  Bagnal  preached  the 
Dedicatory  Sermon.  Reverend  R.  M. 
Cochran  is  pastor. 


MODERATOR  INJURED 

NEW  YORK  —  Dr.  Eugene  Smathers, 
moderator  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  was  slightly  in- 
jured near  Plana,  Czechoslovakia,  when 
the  car  in  which  he  was  travelling  to  Re- 
formation celebrations  in  Wittenberg, 
East  Germany,  ran  off  the  highway  and 
overturned. 

Dr.  Smathers  suffered  only  bruises, 
a  report  from  Presbyterian  officials  here 
said,  and  none  of  the  other  church  of- 
ficials accompanying  him  were  injured. 
Dr.  Smathers  had  been  in  Prague, 
Czechoslovakia,  where  he  had  visited 
Comenius  Theological  Faculty. 


Plan  of  Union  By-passes 
Union  Courts 

NEW  YORK— The  Plan  of  Union  for 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  and  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  will 
include  provision  for  union  congregations 
but  not  for  union  presbyteries  or  synods. 

The  Joint  Committee  of  Twenty-four 
voted  on  November  29  for  an  agreement 
that  will  validate  existing  relationships  of 
about  a  dozen  churches  which  hold 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.  as  well  as  in  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  U.S.A. 

No  provision  for  union  presbyteries  or 
synods  was  made.  Members  said  inclu- 
sion of  the  provision  in  the  Plan  of 
Union  would  not  be  feasible  or  practical. 

The  Joint  Committee  voted  for  a  uni- 
cameral governing  body  in  local  congre- 
gations to  be  included  in  the  Plan  of 
Union  for  the  proposed  new  church, 
which  would  be  called  the  Presbyterian 
Reformed  Church  in  America.  The  Board 
of  Officers  would  be  called  a  Consistory, 
and  its  membership  would  include 
pastors,  and  elders  (laymen). 

Both  denominations  now  have  deacons 
and  elders.  While  there  would  be  no 
office  of  deacon  in  the  united  church, 
its  functions  would  be  continued  through 
assignments  to  certain  members  (elders) 
of  the  Consistory. 


Charlotte  Covenant  Choir

The  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church 
Choir  was  recently  selected  as  the  featur- 
ed choir  for  the  nationally  broadcast 
radio  program,  "The  Protestant  Hour", 
for  a  three-month  period.

Richard  Peek  and  will  be  heard  on  the 
half-hour  Sunday  morning  program  each 
week  from  April  21  through  July  7, 
1968.  Mrs.  Betty  L.  Peek  is  organist.

"A  venerable  and  scholarly  Henry  Pattillo  figuratively  came  to  life  Sunday 
afternoon  in  the  community  where  he  preached,  taught,  reared  his  family,  and  lived 
the  life  of  an  exemplary  citizen." 

So  began  a  news  article  in  the  Oxford  Ledger  for  October  31,  1967. 

The  occasion  was  the  presentation  of  a  highway  marker  commemorating  the  life 
of  Mr.  Pattillo,  designating  the  site  of  his  home  and  the  private  school  he  conducted, 
a  review  of  his  life  and  learning  in  the 


church  of  which  he  was  the  minister,  and 
a  visit  to  the  homesite  now  owned  and 
occupied  by  C.  Julian  Wilson. 

Granville  County  Historical  Society, 
Inc.,  headed  by  Frank  W.  Bullock,  spon- 
sored the  event  which  began  with  a 
gathering  at  Grassy  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Stovall.  Professor  Durward  T. 
Stokes  of  Graham  and  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  Elon  College,  a  student  of 
Pattillo's  life  and  works,  made  the 
address. 

Others  taking  part  in  service  were  the 
Rev.  Robert  M.  Cochran,  minister  of 
several  churches  in  Granville  County 
including  Grassy  Creek;  President  Bul- 
lock who  gave  the  welcome;  William  M. 
Hicks,  director,  who  presented  the  guests;

Assault  Made  On  World 
Hunger 

ATLANTA — The  first  step  toward 
mounting  an  interfaith  assault  on  world 
hunger  has  been  taken  by  the  General 
Council  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  The  body  is  asking  Presbyterians, 
member  denominations  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  and  all  other 
denominations  and  faiths  to  join  in  the 
effort  to  ease  hunger  pangs  in  many  areas 
of  the  world. 

All  church  members  will  be  asked  to 
observe  a  day  of  prayer  and  fasting  and 
to  contribute  no  less  than  the  price  of 
one  meal  in  the  war  against  famine  and 
starvation. 

The  General  Council  approved  a  spe- 
cial offering  to  be  taken  on  World-Wide 
Communion  Sunday,  October  6,  1968.  It 
asks  all  faiths  to  take  a  similar  offering 
at  approximately  the  same  time. 

The  action  is  subject  to  approval  by 
the  General  Assembly,  which  meets  next 
June  in  Montreat,  N.  C. 


LOUISVILLE,  KY.  —  A  Convoca- 
tion on  Union  Judicatories  held  on 
October  9,  1967  here  took  issue  with 
plans  of  the  Committee  of  Twenty-Four 
to  make  no  statement  on  "federated  or 
union  particular  churches,  presbyteries 
and  synods"  in  the  Plan  of  Union.  The 
Committee  of  Twenty-Four  is  a  joint 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  -  Reformed  Church  in 
America  committee  which  is  planning  for 
merger  of  the  two  denominations. 

While  no  official  actions  were  taken 
by  the  Convocation,  there  was  general 
consensus  that  the  Committee  of  Twenty- 
Four  must  issue  a  public  statement 
setting  forth  a  position  favorable  to 
union  judicatories  and  must  include  such 
a  provision  in  the  Plan  of  Union. 


Fire  Destroys  Manse 

A  fire  caused  an  estimated  $15,000  in 
damages  to  the  new  manse  of  the  Farm- 
ville  Presbyterian  Church  on  Thanksgiv- 
ing morning.  The  fire  was  believed  to 
have  been  caused  by  a  defective  furnace. 

One  of  the  four  children  of  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  W.  N.  Gordan,  asleep  on  the 
second  floor,  was  awakened  by  the 
smoke,  and  aroused  his  parents  on  the 
first  floor.  Mr.  Gordon  got  the  other 
three  out.  Smoke  and  flames  were  so 
intense  he  could  not  go  back  for  belong- 
ings. 

At  the  end  of  November,  the  Gordens 
were  reportedly  temporarily  living  in  the 
home  of  Mrs.  J.  C.  Corbett.

General  Synod. 

A  benevolence  budget  of  $5  million 
for  1968  was  approved.  Slightly  over  4 
million  was  raised  in  1966.  The  bene- 
volence money  is  used  to  support  the 
work  of  the  program  boards  including 
the  Church's  three  colleges,  two  semin- 
aries and  pension  department. 

Total  Reformed  Church  giving  for 
1966  was  reported  at  $31,295,519,  an 
increase  of  $760,069  over  1965.

ATLANTA — (PN)  A  conference  on 
restructuring  the  synods  and  presbyteries 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
will  be  held  April  23-24  at  Montreat,  N. 
C. 

The  1967  General  Assembly  directed 
the  General  Council  to  call  the  confer- 
ence to  consider  restructuring  in  the  light 
of  such  factors  as  population  density  and 
regional  patterns  of  travel,  communica- 
tion, marketing,  and  economics.  The 
Assembly  action  was  in  response  to  a 
recommendation  from  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Institutional  Forms. 

Each  of  the  79  presbyteries  has  been 
asked  to  send  one  minister  and  one 
ruling  elder  to  the  conference.  The 
General  Council  will  provide  hotel  rooms, 
meals  and  costs  involved  in  conducting 
the  meeting,  and  presbyteries  are  asked 
to  pay  travel  expenses  for  the  conference. 


Program  Held  At  Butner 

In  early  December,  fifteen  ministers 
of  Orange  Presbytery  attended  a  pro- 
gram on  "The  Church  and  Mental 
Health"  at  the  John  Umstead  Hospital  at 
Butner.  Chaplains  Jim  Grubb  and  Tom 
McBride,  assisted  by  staff  members,  con- 
ducted a  tour  of  the  Guilford  and  Cen- 
tral Units  of  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  Jerry  Donovan,  a  psychiatrist  and 
the  Unit  Director,  addressed  the  group 
on  the  subject,  "Depression  and  Suicide"; 
and  Dr.  Mike  Zarzar,  the  Superintendent 


of  the  Hospital,  spoke  on  "Community 
Resources  in  Mental  Health". 

Reverend  James  Grubb,  Synod's  Chap- 
lain at  Butner,  co-ordinated  the  program 
in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  on 
Christianity  and  Health  of  Orange  Pres- 
bytery. This  was  the  first  of  a  series  of 
such  programs.

plans  for  a  conference  on  restructuring 
presbyteries  and  synods,  activities  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work,  and  problems  in 
government  and  polity. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  which  asked 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study 
the  feasibility  of  the  Stated  Clerks  As- 
sociation merging  with  the  denomina- 
tion's Home  Mission  Association. 

The  Home  Mission  Association,  meet- 
ing on  the  following  day,  approved  ap- 
pointment of  its  own  executive  commit- 
tee which  will  work  with  that  of  the 
stated  clerks  to  study  possible  merger. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  there  is  over- 
lapping to  a  great  extent  in  membership 
of  the  two  groups.
